R.  SCHMIDT'S  ADDRESS  ON  CALIFORNIA  DRY  WINES. 


R.  Schmidt,  assistant  in  Viticulture  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, recently  addressed  a  meeting  of  the  California  Nursery- 
men's Association  in  which  he  spoke  of  the  California  grape.  Not 
long  ago  he  made  a  tour  of  the  various  grape,  growing  districts  of 
the  state.  Referring  to  the  great  dry  wine  sections  in  Sonoma  and 
Napa  counties  he  said : 

"Leaving  the  inland  counties  behind,  we  come  to  the  beautiful 
Napa  and  Sonoma  valleys.  The  former  is  noted  for  white  wines, 
the  latter  for  red,  though  red  and  white  both  are  of  good  quality 
here. 

"The  types  of  Johannesburg,  Riesling,  Crabb's  Burgundy,  Gut- 
edel,  Carbenet  Sauvignon,  Traminer,  Semillon,  and  so  on  have 
about  passed,  and  we  have  in  their  stead  Petite  Syrah,  Zinfandel, 
Mataro,  Carignan,  Mondeuse  and  Mourastel  as  red  grapes,  and 
Burger,  Green  Hungarian  and  Souvignon  as  white  grapes.  All 
these  last  named  sorts  are  excellent  producers,  while  the  first  men- 
tioned are  of  extra  fine  quality,  but  the  amount  of  production 
rather  uncertain. 

"Grape  juice  is  manufactured  to  a  small  extent  in  all  the  coast 
countries  where  grapes  are  grown. 

"The  hillsides  with  their  gray  or  red,  usually  gravelly  soili, 
produce  lighter  crops,  but  the  wine  made  from  them  is  of  fine 
(|uality,  while  the  valleys  with  their  heavier  soils  yield  splendid 
crops  which  make  a  good  wine  when  properly  handled. 

"These  two  counties,  particularly  Sonoma,  are  frequently 
visited  by  fogs,  while  it  happens  occasionally  that,  in  the  upper  or 
narrower  parts  of  the  higher  hills  the  thermometer  rises  to  110 
degrees  F.  in  the  shade. 

"Resistant  vines  (at  that  time  almost  all  were  field  grafted) 
were  planted  many  years  ago  when  phylloxera  first  made  its  ap- 
pearance, but  owing  to  the  use  of  the  wrong  resistant  stocks  the- 
vineyards  proved  a  failure.  Besides  having  poor  stocks  to  graft 
below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  a  thing  that  is  done  quite  fre- 
quently to  the  present  day,  and  the  scion  pushed  out  its  own  roots, 
which  of  course,  later  succumbed  to  the  attacks  of  the  pest. 

"Now  the  main  resistants  planted  are  Rupestris  St.  George 
and  Lenoir,  with  a  few  Riparia  Gloire  and  some  Riparia  x  Rupes- 
tris 3309  and  Riparia  x  Rupestris  3306  in  the  younger  vineyards. 
The  St.  George  has  not  done  well  in  clayey  soils  or  where  bedrock 
is  present,  while  Riparia  Gloire  has  done  very  well  on  some  of  the 
deep  red,  moist  soils  on  the  northern  slopes  of  the  hillsides.  On 
certain  very  deep  and  rich  valley  lands  the  Lenoir  has  done  remark- 
ably well." 

In  conclusion  he  said :  "With  the  gradual  disappearance  of  the 
direct  planting  of  vinifera,  owing  to  the  devastation  of  phylloxera, 
and  the  coming  into  almost  universal  use  of  resistant  vines,  it 
seems  a  natural  consequence  that  more  attention  will  be  given  to 
varieties  of  better  quality,  that  at  the  same  time  bear  sufficiently. 
This  has  already  been  done  in  the  older  valleys  such  as  Napa  and 
Sonoma." 


SHIPPERS  OF  ADULTERATED  BEVERAGES  AND  MIS- 
BRANDED  BITTERS  FINED  $225  AND  COSTS. 


The  Loewenthall-Strauss  Company  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  have 
been  fined  a  total  of  $200  and  costs,  according  to  recent  notices  of 
judgment  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  for  shipment  in  inter- 
state commerce  of  certain  adulterated  beverages  and  adulterated 
and  misbranded  extracts. 

Another  corporation  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  according  to  a  recent 
notice  of  judgment,  was  fined  $25  and  costs  for  a  similar  violation 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  This  corporation,  called  the  Cordial 
Panna  Co.,  shipped  a  quantity  of  "cordial  panna"  into  Pennsyl- 
vania, which  was  misbranded. 

"Jack  Johnson  Made  Wine." — Sixty-seven  barrels  of  this  were 
shipped  by  Two  Brothers  Wine  &  Liquor  Co.,  of  E.  Newark,  N.  J. 
They  were  seized  in  New  Orleans,  La.,  on  October  13.  The  de- 
partment charges  that  the  product  is  adulterated  and  misbranded 
in  that  examination  shows  the  goods  to  consist  of  an  imitation  wine 
which  has  been  artificially  colored  to  conceal  inferiority. 
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1914  State  Wide  Prohibition  Fight  Begun 


According  to  resolutions  adopted  at  the  "California  Dry  Con- 
vention," in  Los  Angeles,  on  Wednesday,  Xovember  19th,  the  Pro- 
hibitionists of  the  State  will  inaugurate  a  campaign  at  once  to 
make  California  dry  in  Xovember,  1914.  The  Los  Angeles  "Times," 
in  describing  the  meeting  held  at  the  Nazarene  Church,  which  was 
attended  by  about  1600  delegates  from  all  over  the  State,  says: 

"Hot-tempered  enthusiasts  for  1914  and  1916  campaigns  boiled 
over  at  times  and  hurled  ugly  insinuations  at  the  opposition  lead- 
ers. Noise  reigned  supreme  throughout  most  of  the  six-nour  ses- 
sion. Time  and  time  again,  leaders  of  the  '14  and  '16  legions 
pleaded  with  their  followers  to  'be  sweet  and  courteous'  to  the  other 
fellow.  During  the  internal  conflict,  the  anti-wets  forgot  all  about 
the  Demon  Rum  and  busied  themselves  with  sizzling  charges,  like- 
wise questioning  the  motives  of  the  new-found  enemy  in  their  own 
ranks.  The  session  teemed  with  bitterness,  fiery  challenges  and 
top-notch  evangelical  fervor. 

"Chairman  Frederick  Freeman  Wheeler,  W^iley  J.  Phillips.  Rev. 
H.  P.  Clark  of  Long  Beach,  Henry  Clay  Needham  of  Newhall,  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Cronell,  handled  the  brunt  of  the  fight  for  the  '14  advo- 
cates, while  Dr.  E.  S.  Chapman,  superintendent  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
League;  Dr.  Charles  Edward  Locke  of  the  First  Methodist  Church, 
and  Rev.  Hutsinpiller  of  San  Francisco,  led  the  van  on  the  firing 
line  for  the  '16  champions." 

When  the  matter  was  finally  brought  to  a  vote,  about  1300  dele- 
gates favored  1914  and  300  voted  "no."  An  attempt  was  made 
to  pass  the  resolution  unanimously  but  about  fifty  refused  to 
capitulate. 

On  November  20th,  the  second  day  of  the  convention,  perma- 
nent organization  was  eflfected.  A  State  executive  committee  of 
seventeen  members  will  be  the  directing  force  of  the  campaign,  and 
a  finance  committee  of  fifteen  will  have  charge  of  raising  the  cam- 
paign fund.

Securing  Funds. 

After  the  work  of  organization  was  over,  the  delegates  got  busy 

and  circulated  "dry"  petitions.     Nearly  2000  names  were  secured 

in  less  than  an  hour.     It  will  require  30,8.'i7  signatures  of  voters  to 

place  the  Constiluional  amendment  on  the  ballot  to  be  voted  for 

November  3,  1914.     Nearly  40,000  names  will  have  to  be  secured, 

as  hundreds  will  probably  be  found  invalid  when  scanned  by  the 

Secretary  of  State.     Politicians    estimate    each    signature    costs    6 

cents.     The  anti-wets  hope  to  raise  a  campaign  fund  of  $150,000. 

That  they  will  have  little  difficulty  securing  funds  was  evident 

from  the  fact  that  the  delej^atcs  raised  $.S0OO  in  eleven  minutes  by 

popular  subscription.     Two  ladies  gave  $1000  each — Mrs.  Anna  K. 

Bidwell  of  Chico.  widow  of  Gen.  Bidwell,  and  Mrs.  R.  H.  Gilman 

'hi  Pasadena.     Then  in  poured  .$100  and  $50  oflferings  to  the  dry 


movement.  One  lady  gave  the  $50  her  husband  had  given  her  foi 
Christmas  gifts ;  another  said  she  would  discharge  her  cook  and  giv( 
the  wages  to  the  fund.  C.  E.  Gillett  of  Holtville,  a  fine-looking 
gray-haired  delegate,  said  he  was  too  poor  to  give  money,  but  "I'l 
pledge  you  that  my  five  sons  and  their  wives  and  by  three  daugh- 
ters and  their  husbands  and  their  two  single  daughters  will  vot< 
the  dry  ticket  straight."  He  received  the  loudest  applause  of  tlu 
afternoon. 

The  Prohibition  Movement. 

It  was  announced  that  initiative  petitions  for  the  constitutional 
amendment,  "drawn  up  by  the  best  attorneys  in  Los  Angeles,"  wil! 
be  circulated  at  once  in  every  county  in  the  State. 

The  "dry"  campaign  aims  at  enactment  by  popular  vote,  No- 
vember 3,  1914,  of  two  new  sections  amending  Article  1  of  the  Con- 
stitution. 

One  proposed  section  prohibits  the  "manufacture,  sale,  the  giv- 
ing away  or  the  transportation  from  one  point  withm  tne  State  tc 
another  point  within  the  State  of  intoxicating  liquor." 

The  other  section  prohibits  the  transportation  of  intoxicating 
liquor  into  the  State,  subject,  however,  to  the  "United  States  laws 
relating  thereto." 

The  sections  exempt  liquor  intended  for  "medicinal,  scientific, 
mechanical  or  sacramental  purposes." 

Penalties  are  left  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Legislature. 


MR.  J.  C.  RAAS'  OPINION  OF  TRADE. 


Mr.  J.  C.  Raas,  president  of  the  firm  of  E.  G.  Lyons  &  Raas  Com- 
pany, in  an  interview  for  the  REVIEW,  said: 

"Better  conditions  prevail  and  an  era  of  prosperity  is  at  hand. 
The  rains  have  been  the  finest  that  the  State  has  had  in  many  years 
and  the  soil  has  been  moistened  to  such  an  extent  as  to  encourage 
the  agricultural  classes  to  go  ahead  with  their  work  in  expectation 
of  big  crops  and  plenty  of  money  for  them.  There  can  be  no  doul)t 
that  California  will  get  more  rain,  insuring  very  large  crops  and  a 
large  amount  of  money  to  be  spent  during  the  coming  two  years. 

"There  is  only  one  cloud  in  sight.  That  is  the  emanation  from 
the  bottle  of  the  evil  genius  Prohibition.  Whether  or  not  this  cloud 
will  eventually  fill  the  atmosphere  and  make  for  a  general  depres- 
sion is  the  question. 

"It  seems  hard  to  impress  certain  people  living  in  this   Sta 
that  San  Francisco  is  the  great  city  of  the  Pacific  Coast  and  it  is  ■ 
this  city  that  people  living  in  all  the  Pacific  States  come  in  searr 
of  amusement  and  pleasure.     To  try  to  put  an  end  to  amusement 
and  pleasure  in  San  Francisco  would  be  to  attempt  to  put  tin- 
life-spring  of  the  city  out  of  working  order,  and  yet  there  are  mam 
people  who  are  bending  every  effort  they  have  in  this  direction. 
Such  people  must  be  taught  how  regulation  produces  good  and  how- 
Prohibition  is  absolutely  destructive. 

"With  the  exposition  year  coming  along  and  with  the  prospect 
of  being  the  host  of  tens  of  thousands  of  visitors  from  all  parts  of 
the  world,  San  Francisco  should  be  made,  through  healthful  regula- 
tion and  reasonable  restriction,  which  must  not  hamper  amusement 
and  pleasure,  such  a  delightful  place  that  its  fame  may  be  spread 
all  over  the  world  as  the  'Paris  of  America.' 

"The  coming  election  on  State-wide  Prohibition  snould  be  con- 
sidered as  an  opportunity  to  teach  the  fanatical  element  a  lesson 
in  tolerance  and  rea.son  that  should  serve  them  to  good  advanta.i^v 
for  generations  to  come.  That  vast  majority  of  people  in  this  State 
who  are  liberal-minded  should  form  a  .solid  organization  to  com- 
bat the  menace  of  Prohibition  and  save  the  State  from  the  disaster 
which  the  failure  to  grasp  the  chance,  afforded  by  present  favorable 
conditions,  to  make  prosperity  of  long  endurance  will  certainlv 
bring  upon  Califorina.  It  .should  be  a  case  of  'Hands  around  tlu 
.State'  as  a  means  of  defense  against  those  people  who  are  against 
the  interests  of  California." 


Sweet  Wine  Production  in  Southern  California. — Figures  just 
available  at  the  Los  Angeles  office  of  Collector  John  P.  Carter  show 
that  for  the  season  ending  on  the  31st  of  October,  1913,  the  produc- 
tion of  sweet  wines  amounted  to  2,472,228.98  gallons,  as  comparc<l 
with  2,074,547.53  gallons  for  the  corresponding  season  in  1912.  The 
increase  in  production  has  amounted  to  397,681.45  gallons,  or  ap- 
proximately 20  per  cent. 
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Supreme  Court  Considering  Los  Angeles 
County  Wineries  Case 


Mr.  Byron  Hanna,  attorney  ft)r  the  Southern  California  Viticul- 
tural  Association,  appeared  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State 
at  Sacramento  on  Monday  afternoon,  November  10th,  to  argue  the 
vahdity  of  the  Los  Angeles  County  ordinance  that  would  prosecute 
John  Coombs,  an  employee  of  the  Sierra  Madre  Vintage  Company, 
who  is  held  under  a  warrant  for  the  delivery  of  three  gallons  of 
wine  to  a  consumer  in  the  Lamanda  Park  precinct,  the  voters  of 
which  at  an  election  in  November,  1912,  voted  against  the  issuance 
of  winery  licenses. 

Mr.  Hanna  contended  that  the  ordinance  was  unreasonable  and 
therefore  invalid,  for  the  following  reasons : 

First — That  it  contravenes  the  express  public  policy  of  the  State 
of  California. 

Second — That  it  attempts  to  prohibit  the  conducting  of  a  lawful 
industry. 

Third — That  the  enactment  of  such  an  ordinance  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  is  not  authorized. 

Fourth — That  it  is  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  general 
law  in  that  it  provides  a  different  scheme  of  local  option  from  that 
authorized  by  the  Wyllie  Local  Option  Law. 

Fifth — That  it  unlawfully  discriminates  against  products  manu- 
factured in  Los  Angeles  County  and  against  grapes  grown  in  the 
State  of  California. 

Sixth— That  it  is  unreasonable  in  that  it  attempts  to  prohibit 
the  disposal  of  goods  lawfully  possessed. 

Seventh — That  it  attempts  to  prevent  the  shipment  of  such 
goods  in  interstate  commerce. 

Eighth — That  it  violates  the  provisions  of  the  fourteenth  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

Continuing  Mr.  Hanna  said: 

"We  can  only  judge  this  ordinance  by  considering  the  results 
to  ensue  from  its  general  application.  We  have  heretofore  shown 
that  the  business  of  wine  making  is  a  lawful  industry.  Let  us  pause 
to  consider  what  the  effect  of  a  general  enforcement  of  this  ordi- 
nance would  be  to  that  industry.  We  would  witness  the  spectacle 
of  an  ordinance  denuding  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  acres 
of  land  planted  to  wine  grapes  in  this  State — cancelling  this  enor- 
mous asset  for  taxation  and  economical  purposes ;  turning  away  the 
twenty-five  million  dollar  annual  income  derived  from  this  industry ; 
throwing  the  seventy  thousand  people  employed  in  this  industry 
out  of  work,  renouncing  our  leadership  in  the  world's  markets  for 
the  production  of  fine  wines — a  leadership  that  cost  the  State  so 
much  time,  study  and  expense  to  attain,  and  that  today  constitutes 
an  invaluable  asset ;  and  last,  but  more  tragic  than  all,  stripping 
from  the  men  who  have  invested  all  of  their  money  and  the  labor 
of  a  lifetime  in  this  business,  in  reliance  upon  the  public  policy  of 
our  State,  all  the  value  of  their  investment  and  labor — rendering 
unto  them  nothing  for  that  from  which  the  State  has  profited  so 
richly.  If  the  business  of  making  wine  be  an  industry,  we  could 
not  witness  this  spectacle  without  declaring  such  an  ordinance  un- 
reasonable and  void. 

"It  has  been  the  established  and  expressed  public  policy  of  the 
State  of  California  for  the  past  sixty  years,  to  encourage  and  foster 
the  business?  of  wine  making.  Over  and  over  again  the  business 
has  been  referred  to,  by  the  State  Legislature,  as  'the  second  indus- 
try of  the  State  of  California,'  as  an  'industry,'  and  as  a  'most  im- 
portant industry.'  Our  legislature  has  invited  and  urged  people 
to  come  here  and  invest  their  money  in  this  industry.  Thousands 
of  dollars  have  been  expended  by  the  State,  and  are  now  being  ex- 
pended by  the  State,  to  teach  people  the  best  methods  of  cultivat- 
ing wine  grapes  and  making  wines.  Learned  men  at  the  State  Uni- 
versity, under  the  direction  of  the  legislature,  have  spent  time  and 
money,  at  great  expense  to  the  State,  in  the  study  of  wine  making 
and  in  the  instruction  of  the  people  therein.  Commissions  have 
been  appointed  and  maintained  at  great  cost  by  the  State,  to  in- 
duce people  to  cultivate  wine  grapes  and  invest  money  in  the  busi- 
ness of  making  wine,  and  to  instruct  them  with  the  knowledge  per- 
taining thereto.  Since  1877,  to  and  including  the  session  of  1913, 
there  has  been  but  one  legislature,  that  of  1897,  that  has  failed  to 


make  some  provision  for  encouraging  the  industry  of  making 
wines. 

"No  other  business  or  industry  has  received  such  marked  atten- 
tion from  the  State.  People  have  been  educated  in  the  knowledge 
of  no  other  business  or  industry  at  public  expense.  Such  invita- 
tions to  invest  money  have  not  been  given  on  behalf  of  any  other 
business,  neither  has  any  other  business  been  so  fostered,  encour- 
aged or  cherished  by  our  State. 

"As  a  result,  people  have  invested  money  in  it  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  it  is  today  the  second  largest  industry  in  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, involving  an  investment  of  over  one  hundred  million  dollars, 
yielding  a  yearly  revenue  to  over  seventy  thousand  people  and  ren- 
dering a  valuable  asset  to  the  State  in  over  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  acres  of  land  which  was  formerly  and  otherwise  would 
now  be,  worthless. 

"The  State  has  profited,  and  profited  richly,  by  its  policy  to  en- 
courage the  business  of  making  wines,  but  the  benefit  has  not  been 
obtained  without  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  State — an  obligation 
arising  from  the  very  conditions  under  which  these  people  have  in- 
vested their  money — the  obligation  to  treat  this  business  as  an  in- 
dustry and  not  as  an  outlaw.  This  applies  with  greater  force  to 
the  county,  an  agency  of  the  State,  for  the  State  has  not  as  yet 
manifested  any  intent  to  change  its  attitude,  and  under  these  cir- 
cumstances, is  it  not  unreasonable  to  presume  that  an  agent  has 
the  right  to  deviate  from  the  policy  of  the  principal,  so  well  estab- 
lished— established  to  such  an  extent  that  a  deviation  therefrom  by 
the  principal  itself  would  be  subject  to  a  serious  challenge?  No 
better  argument  can  be  advanced  to  induce  the  conclusion  that  an 
ordinance  is  unreasonable  than  to  show  that  it  is  to  conflict  with 
the  public  policy  of  the  State.  Nothing  can  be  more  unreasonable 
than  an  attempt  by  the  creation  (the  county)  to  thwart  in  this 
manner  the  expressed  will  and  policy  of  the  creator  (the  State)." 

Deputy  District  Attorney  Hammon  of  Los  Angeles  County  in- 
sisted that  the  points  raised  by  Mr.  Hanna  were  not  involved  in  the 
Coombs  case,  and  that  it  was  merely  a  question  of  punishing  an  in- 
dividual for  violating  a  police  ordinance. 

It  is  probable  that  it  will  be  several  months  before  the  Supreme 
Court  will  pass  on  this  case,  as  the  District  Attorney's  office  was 
given  thirty  days  by  the  court  to  file  citations  and  a  supplementary 
brief,  and  Attorney  Hanna  was  given  a  similar  period  in  which  to 
reply. 


RENO,  NEVADA,  SOMEWHAT  CHAGRINED. 


Mr.  L.  C.  Bozarth  of  the  firm  of  Chauche  &  Bon,  in  speaking 
of  the  conditions  in  the  state  of  Nevada,  where  he  spent  some  time 
during  N^ovember,  says : 

"Conditions  relating  to  business  are  good  throughout  Nevada 
and  are  particularly  good  at  Reno.  As  yet  the  agriculture  of  the 
state  is  in  its  infancy  but  great  dams  are  being  built  to  conserve 
water  and  as  a  result  thousands  of  acres  of  first-class  land  will  be 
reclaimed.    This  makes  the  future  of  the  state  very  bright. 

"There  is  considerable  discontent  in  Reno  owing  to  the  change 
in  the  laws  regulating  divorce.  According  to  the  new  laws  it  will 
be  necessary  for  a  person  to  reside  one  year  in  Nevada  in  order  to 
obtain  a  divorce.  Formerly  the  period  of  time  was  six  months. 
The  new  laws  are  operative  after  the  first  of  January  and  they  will 
make  Nevada  like  other  states  as  far  as  the  length  of  residence  for 
divorce  applicants  is  concerned,  although  it  will  still  be  easier  to 
obtain  a  divorce  than  in  other  States. 

"The  great  divorce  colony  is  at  Reno.  This  colony  embraces 
from  600  to  800  persons.  The  colony  afforded  the  best  advertise- 
ment Reno  ever  had.  It  meant  a  large  addition  to  the  regular  reve- 
nues of  the  city.  All  the  members  of  the  divorce  colony  would  be 
depended  on  to  spend  very  freely  as  monied  folks  are  generally 
inclined  to  do.  The  result  has  been  that  the  dry  goods  men,  the 
milliners,  the  automobile  firms,  the  restaurants,  hotels,  saloon 
men  and  all  other  classes  of  business  people  have  enjoyed  certain 
prosperity  by  attending  to  the  wants  of  the  divorce  colony.  De- 
prived of  the  divorce  colony  Reno  must  suffer  a  depression  in  busi- 
ness. 

"The  business  men  of  Reno  assert  that  the  passing  of  the  new 
laws  was  the  biggest  kind  of  a  legislative  blunder.  They  predict 
that  the  city  will  suffer  because  one  of  its  largest  sources  of  reve- 
nues will  be  cut  off. 
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Los  Angeles  and  Southern  California 


Los  Angeles,  November  28,  1913. 

THE-  convention  of  the  California  Prohibitionists  was  held  at 
Los  Angeles  from  the  19th  to  the  22nd  of  November.  It  was 
distinguished  by  the  vigorous  disturbances  of  the  atmosphere  which 
resulted  from  the  wagging  of  tongues  and  the  shaking  of  heads 
covered  with  flowing  masses  of  hair  reinforced  with  puflfs  and  rats. 
Members  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  the  Good  Templars,  regular  Prohibi- 
tionists and  Anti-Saloon  League  jostled  and  nudged  each  other  in 
good  fellowship  and  occasionally  denounced  each  other  as  hypocrits 
just  to  show  that  there  was  no  ill  feeling  and  everybody  understood 
everybody  else.  It  must  not  be  thought  that  when  members  of  the 
convention  were  calling  each  other  hypocrites  and  liars  that  they 
were  angry.  No,  indeed.  Such  expressions  are  generally  consid- 
ered as  complimentary  among  Prohibitionists.  When  a  charming 
member  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  says  to  a  noble  leader  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
League,  "Oh,  you  old  hypocrite !"  in  her  sweetest  tones,  tne  gentle- 
man is  delighted  to  the  point  of  embarrassment  and  generally  re- 
turns the  compliments  with  such  a  response  as  "you  mischievous 
prevaricator !"  Such  terms  were  used  profusely  during  the  con- 
vention. 

Following  are  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  convention : 
"First — Because  this  State  in  1915  is  to  entertain  the  visitors  to 
the  expositions,  and  for  our  protection,  as  also  theirs,  the  drink 
traffic  should  have  neither  place  nor  power. 

"Second — To  secure  an  initiative  now  needs  about  20,000  signa- 
tures. After  the  next  election  for  Governor,  with  the  women  voters 
added,  about  60,000  (estimated  by  Secretary  of  State  not  'less  than 
75,000')  will  be  necessary. 

"Third — With  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal,  an  influx  of 
foreigners  is  expected,  and  their  foreign  habits  will  probably  influ- 
ence the  foreign  voter  here.  To  wait  until  1916  or  later  would  mean 
to  educate  a  new  class  in  temperance  truths. 

"Fourth — In  1914  the  States  of  Oregon,  Washington,  Colorado, 
Arizona,  Utah,  Virginia,  Michigan,  Texas,  and  possibly  Idaho,  will 
have  campaigns  for  State  Prohibition,  and  thus  the  power  and  funds 
of  the  liquor  traffic  will  be  divided  and  not  be  concentrated  upon  one 
State  alone.  - 

"Fifth — During  1915  the  expositions  will  create  a  spirit  of  pleas- 
ure and  enjoyment  which  would  make  a  campaign  for  Prohibition 
very  difficult,  if  not  impossible. 

"Sixth — Until  the  fall  of  1914  gives  about  a  year's  time  for  an 
active  campaign ;  while  to  have  an  election  in  1916  would  give  but 
nine  months  after  the  expositions,  with  difficulty  to  securing  a  cam- 
paign fund." 

There  were  1,500  delegates  at  the  convention  on  the  20th  of  No- 
vember when  it  was  decided  that  the  campaign  for  State-wide  Pro- 
hibition in  1914  should  be  started.  The  atmosphere  was  hot.  Dr. 
Chapman  opposed  the  1914  proposition  and  was  called  a  cunning  old 
fox.  The  temperature  of  the  atmosphere  immediately  arose.  Mr. 
Walter  G.  Clark  of  Oakland  also  arose.  He  said,  "Don't  call  the  poor 
old  humbug  a  cunning  old  fox."  Then  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Cornell  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Church  of  the  Nazarene,  felt  the  heat  and,  evidently 
alluding  to  the  proximity  of  the  hot  place,  said :  "I  am  sorry  we  are 
giving  cause  for  jubilee  in  hell.  Let  us  go  at  the  enemy  in  1914 
and  if  we  fail  we'll  tackle  them  again  in  1916." 

On  the  21st  the  convention  met  in  the  Church  of  the  Nazarene, 
because  of  the  infernal  heat,  which  seemed  to  be  generated  in 
Blanchard  Hall,  the  regular  convention  hall.  But  the  meeting  in 
the  church  proved  to  be  even  more  sizzling  than  those  held  in  the 
hall.  There. is  no  doubt  that  many  a  good  Prohibitionist  would 
have  placed  himself  outside  any  kind  of  beer  if  he  had  been  given 
the  chance.  The  meeting  of  the  21st  was  one  of  the  most  turbulent 
ever  held  in  Los  Angeles,  even  if  it  was  held  in  a  church.  John 
Barleycorn  would  have  been  scared  to  death  if  he  had  been  intem- 
perate enough  to  be  present.  Old  King  Alcohol  would  have  stood 
aghast  if  he  saw  the  convention.  Luckily  both  Barleycorn  and 
Alcohol  kept  out  of  harm's  way. 

The  following  editorial  relative  to  skin  wine  is  from  the  I  os 
Angeles  "Times": 


"Grape  skins  are  used  in  California  to  fertilize  the  soil  of  the 
vineyard.  They  are  used  in  Ohio  and  in  France  to  make  'skin 
wine.' 

"The  formula  for  making  skin  wine  is  very  simple.  You  take 
125  pounds  of  sugar,  costing  $6;  sixty-five  gallons  of  water,  to  be 
had  for  the  pumping;  forty-five  pounds  of  grape  skins,  to  be  had  for 
carrying  them  away  from  the  winery.  You  mix  these  and,  while 
the  mess  is  fermenting,  you  add  a  little  benzoate  of  soda  as  a  pre- 
servative. 

"The  result  is  sixty-five  gallons  of  'pure  claret'  made  at  a  cost 
of  about  9  cents  a  gallon  and  sold  to  cheap  French  restaurants  at  a 
profit  of  300  per  cent.  That  is  to  say,  skin  wine  is  sold  to  cheap 
French  restaurants  in  Cincinnati  and  Chicago  and  Omaha  and  other 
epicurean  centers.  It  is  not  sold  in  France  except  for  export  to 
foreign  countries.  The  law  forbids  its  sale  there  for  domestic  con- 
sumption, except  to  the  employees  of  the  winery  where  it  is  made, 
and  they  have  too  much  sense  to  drink  it." 

Pomona  bigots  protested  greatly  during  the  month  of  November 
against  the  licensing  of  wineries  on  the  border  line  of  the  eastern 
limits  of  the  city.  They  journeyed  to  the  city  of  San  Bernardino 
and  back  again  so  that  their  protests  might  be  given  as  much  sky 
scope  as  possible.  Police  Commissioner  P.  J.  Tarr  led  one  tribe 
to  demand  that  the  whole  country  be  kept  dry. 

But  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  frantic  drys  brought  great  injury 
on  themselves.  During  the  month  the  City  Council  of  San  Ber- 
nardino decided  to  revoke  the  section  of  the  ordinance  limiting  the 
number  of  saloons  in  the  city  to  18.  As  a  result,  while  the  super- 
visors are  busy  drying  up  the  county  the  council  lose  no  time  in 
moistening  the  city.  There  is  no  doubt  that  San  Bernardino  city 
will  get  a  monopoly  of  all  the  business  for  many  miles  around.  After 
taking  the  limit  off  the  number  of  saloons  the  City  Council  proposes 
to  raise  the  license  fee  from  $100  to  $150  per  month. 

Such  is  the  fight  on  between  the  drys,  represented  by  the  super- 
visors and  the  wets,  supported  by  the  city  council,  that  one  member 
of  the  council  expressed  the  hope  that  war  would  break  out  with 
Mexico  in  order  to  relieve  the  tension. 

City  Attorney  Butcher  of  Santa  Barbara  has  prepared  an  ordi- 
nance to  prohibit  public  drinking.  Since  the  retail  liquor  business 
was  destroyed  many  people  who  wished  to  drink  have  purchased  li- 
quors from  the  wholesale  houses  and  consumed  them  in  streets  and 
alleys.  From  now  on  they  will  probably  have  to  drink  in  their  own 
houses,  unless  they  find  the  churches  open  at  convenient  times. 
Horrors ! 

All  the  small  wineries  in  the  vicinity  of  Redlands  will  go  out 
of  business  when  the  sales  of  liquor  by  retail  are  stopped.  The 
Brookside  winery  has  already  made  preparations  to  close. 

The  De  Leon  Hotel  at  Ventura  has  gone  out  of  business  because 
of  the  no-license  ordinance  which  prevents  the  sale  of  wine  at  tables. 


CONDITIONS  IN  UTAH. 


Mr.  L.  C.  Bozarth,  of  the  Chauche  &  Bon  Company,  producers 
of  Mont  Rouge  Wine,  in  speaking  of  the  business  situation  in  the 
state  of  Utah,  says : 

"Trade  is  in  a  healthy  state  throughout  the  state  of  Utah. 
People  in  that  state  believe  in  encouraging  all  classes  of  commerce 
that  increase  the  revenues  of  the  community  as  a  whole  and  the 
Young  Mormons  are  keeping  well  up  with  the  times. 

"Ogden  is  an  exception  to  the  general  rule  in  the  state.  That 
city  is  very  much  handicapped  by  the  nine  o'clock  closing  law. 
This  law  tends  to  restrain  trade  and  works  a  hardship  on  business 
men.  As  far  as  wines  are  concerned  it  is  responsible  for  a  decrease 
in  sales.    It  affects  other  commodities  the  same  as  wine. 

"Salt  Lake  City  is  in  much  better  shape  than  Ogden  because 
of  the  fact  that  the  closing  hour  there  is  12  o'clock,  midnight. 
There  is  much  greater  commercial  activity  in  Salt  Lake  City  than 
in  Ogden  for  this  reason. 

"Trade  conditions  continue  to  improve  steadily  throughout 
Utah." 
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Sacramento,  November  27. 

ON  the  18tli  of  November  the  State  Vitcultural  Commission 
went  on  record  as  favoring  the  determination  that  California 
shall  insist  that  the  only  pure  wines  are  those  that  are  unadul- 
terated with  anything  not  the  product  of  the  grape.  The  com- 
mission refused  to  accept  the  suggested  definition  of  pure  wine 
sent  out  by  the  United  States  Agricultural  Department,  which 
would  allow  the  addition  of  sugar  and  water.  The  commission  in- 
sists that  all  wines  containing  any  such  substances  as  cane  sugar, 
beet  sugar,  water  or  other  adulterations  shall  be  marked  as  "modi- 
fied" wines.  These  views  will  be  presented  to  the  United  States 
Agricultural  Department. 

The  members  of  the  Viticultural  Commission  called  on  Gov- 
ernor Johnson  to  pay  him  a  friendly  visit.  During  the  conference 
which  followed,  the  Governor  made  reference  to  statements  recently 
made  to  the  erfect  that  there  were  too  many  commissions  in  the 
affairs  of  the  State.  He  assured  the  commissioners  that  there  could 
be  no  objection  whatever  to  the  Viticultural  Commission,  because 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  will  be  productive  of  great  good. 

Secretary  Edgar  M.  Sheehan  of  the  State  Viticultural  Commis- 
sion has  started  a  campaign  for  a  standard  pack  of  table  grapes  from 
all  grape  shipping  points  in  California,  believing  that  if  the  growers 
will  adopt  a  standard  pack,  not  only  will  the  price  for  California 
grapes  be  increased,  but  the  demand  for  the  product  will  also  grow, 
Mr.  Sheehan  recently  received  advices  from  Eastern  commission 
houses  to  the  effect  that  all  the  first  grapes  shipped  from  Califor- 
nia to  the  East  were  in  poor  condition,  and  the  result  was  a  serious 
injury  to  the  market.  As  a  consequence,  Mr.  Sheehan  proposes 
that  no  unripe  grapes  be  shipped  East,  and  that  no  grapes  be  sent 
forward  unless  they  show  a  sugar  test  of  at  least  18  per  cent. 

The  Sacramento  "Union"  of  the  7th  of  November  published  a 
tribute  to  Mr.  Frederick  C.  Weil  of  the  Buffalo  Brewing  Company. 
The  "Union"  says  that  Mr.  Weil  thinks  "Bohemian"  beer  teaches 
Bohemian  beer,  drinks  Bohemian  beer  and  preaches  beer.  At  this 
rate  Mr.  Weil  bears  out  the  assertion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Aked,  who 
says  that  anyone  who  drinks  beer  thinks  beer.  While  the  reverend 
gentleman  who  boasts  of  such  wide  knowledge  on  the  subject 
would  reflect  on  the  character  of  the  person  who  drinks  and  thinks 
beer,  the  Sacramento  "Union"  assures  its  readers  that  Mr.  Weil  is 
one  of  the  best  citizens  of  Sacramento,  a  manly  man,  a  finished 
gentleman,  and  a  perfect  example  of  versatility  polished  by  foreign 
education  and  travel  and  familiarity  with  the  best  literature  from 
current  fiction  to  Omar  Khayvam — in  short,  a  person  whom  Dr. 
Aked  would  do  well  to  emulate,  especially  as  far  as  drinking  "Bo- 
hemian" beer  is  concerned. 

A  distillery  is  to  be  erected  by  Mr.  M.  Leonardini  in  Redding 
for  the  Northern  California  winery. 

The  lone  "Echo"  comments  on  the  local  option  law  as  follows: 

The  vintage  season  at  Calistoga  came  to  an  end  during  the  first 
week  in  November.  It  was  one  of  the  most  successful,  for  both 
grower  and  winemaker,  ever  experienced  there.  The  grapes  were 
of  unusually  fine  quality  and  brought  from  $25  to  %27  per  ton.  The 
crop  was  65  per  cent  of  a  full  one. 

The  Rev.  E.  H.  Smith  of  Grass  Valley  promptly  stopped  the 
movement  of  the'drys  to  make  a  campaign  in  Nevada  county  by 
telling  them  he  would  oppose  any  action  at  the  present  time. 

The  grape  growers  of  Elk  Grove  have  petitioned  the  board  of 
supervisors  to  set  apart  funds  for  the  establishment  of  a  viticul- 
tural experimental  station  at  Elk  Grove. 

Commenting  on  the  Oregon  elections,  the  Sacramento  "Union" 
says:  "Either  the  misguided  opponents  of  the  open  saloon  in 
Oregon  do  not  know  that  they  are  increasing  the  consumption  of 
liquor  or  the  publicity  men  of  the  manufacturers  are  overworking 


their  typewriters.  These  poor  women  cannot  blame  the  saloon  man 
for  their  ignorance.  They  have  been  given  fair  warning  that  they 
are  playing  the  game  the  wrong  way.  But  in  spite  of  all  warnings 
they  continue  to  close  up  the  saloons." 

Advices  from  Stockton  are  to  the  effect  that  the  output  of  sweet 
wine  from  the  district  will  be  much  less  this  year  than  last,  accord- 
ing to  estimates  of  wine  makers.  No  opportunity  has  been  given 
as  yet  to  find  out  exactly  what  the  output  will  be,  but  it  is  thought 
this  will  be  figured  out  during  the  next  few  days.  The  dry  year 
has  been  one  of  the  factors  in  making  the  wine  crop  short,  but  it 
did  not  aflfect  the  quality  of  the  grapes.  Early  in  the  season  it  was 
estimated  that  the  crop  of  wine  grapes  would  be  15  per  cent  short 
of  last  year's  output. 

Lodi  saloonkeepers  have  decided  to  remove  the  frosting  from 
the  windows  and  doors  of  their  establishments.  They  feel  that 
this  is  the  proper  step  to  take,  as  it  will  tend  to  do  away  with  cer- 
tain prejudices  of  the  community.  A  man  who  is  ashamed  to  be 
seen  in  a  saloon  ought  to  be  kept  out  of  it.  There  is  something 
the  matter  with  him  morally.  By  making  him  subject  to  the  ex- 
posure he  fears  he  will  be  either  regenerated  or  kept  out  of  the 
saloons,  Saloons  can  lose  nothing,  as  there  is  not  one  man  in  a 
thousand  who  is  ashamed  of  being  seen  taking  his  drink  in  a  saloon. 

Northern  San  Joaquin  produced  52,000  tons  of  wine  grapes  dur- 
ing the  past  season.     The  value  of  the  product  was  $520,000. 

George  West  and  Sons  handled  17,800  tons.  Parley  Bradford 
8,000,  the  Woodbridge  winery  8,000  and  independent  wineries  about 
7,000  tons.  The  average  crop  is  75,000  tons.  While  this  year's 
crop  was  short,  the  higher  prices  made  the  season  the  most  pros- 
perous in  the  history  of  the  industry. 

Grape  shipments  from  Lodi  kept  up  all  through  the  damp 
weather  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  November.  Tokays  were 
shipped  in  large  quantities.  The  total  shipments  to  the  20th  of 
November  were  1780  cars. 

The  total  amount  of  money  that  Lodi  growers  will  receive  for 
grapes  this  year,  including  wine  and  table  varieties,  will  not  be  less 
than  $2,300,000. 
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MR.  MARTIN  HAMBURGER'S  EUROPEAN  TRIP. 


MR.  MARTIN  HAMBURGER,  of  the  Julius  Levin  Company, 
who  returned  recently  from  an  extensive  trip  through  Eng- 
land, Germany,  France,  Canada,  and  all  around  the  United  States, 
took  advantage  of  his  time  while  away  from  the  Golden  Gate  City 
to  make  some  close  observations  of  conditions  abroad.  The 
REVIEW  has  been  favored  with  an  interview  with  Mr.  Ham- 
burger and  is  pleased  to  give  the  readers  the  benefit  of  his  views 
and  impressions.    Mr.  Hamburger  says  : 

"Although  I  spent  considerable  time  enjoying  the  sights  of 
London,  Paris  and  Hamburg,  I  could  find  nothing  in  those  cities 
to  please  me  so  much  as  what  I  saw  in  Berlin.  The  closer  I 
studied  all  the  cities  mentioned  the  more  thoroughly  convinced 
was  I  that  Berlin  is  the  most  up-to-date  city  in  Europe.  Berlin 
appears  to  me  to  be  the  most  most  modern  of  all  the  European 
cities.  It  is  practically  a  new  city  imbued  with  all  the  most  pro- 
gressive ideas  and  is  constantly  improving  on  all  that  has  gone 
before. 

"Berlin  is  altogether  a  liberal  city.  It  is  the  very  stronghold 
of  personal  liberty  in  Europe.  There  are  fewer  restrictions  to 
personal  action  and  the  enjoyment  of  life  in  the  German  capital 
than  any  other  capital  in  Europe.  The  cafe  life  of  Berlin  is  much 
more  open  than  that  of  our  own  beloved  San  Francisco.  There  are 
whole  blocks  given  up  entirely  to  cafes  in  Berlin.  Drinking  is 
general  and  always  public,  but  there  is  practically  a  total  absence 
of  drunkenness." 

Mr.  Hamburger,  questioned  as  to  the  conduct  of  the  Kaiser, 
says: 

"It  is  with  regret  that  I  found  that  the  Emperor  of  Germany 
is  not  holding  his  own  with  the  rest  of  the  German  Empire.  He 
has  joined  the  grape  juice  crowd  and  is  now  in  the  William  Jen- 
nings Bryan  class,  which  is,  of  course,  the  A.  B.  C.  class.  He  has 
stopped  drinking  all  classes  of  alcoholic  liquors  and  at  the  same 
time  has  stopped  winning  distinction  in  all  lines  where  he  must 
come  into  competition  with  his  fellow  country  men.  In  the  recent 
yacht  race  his  yacht,  "Meteor''  came  in  second  best.  Before  the 
grape  juice  epoch  in  the  Emperor's  caYeer  his  yacht  always  came 
in  first  in  the  yacht  races.  It  does  not  appear  to  me  that  the 
Emperor's  abstinence  from  alcoholic  liquors  has  increased  his  effi- 
ciency. Indeed,  judging  by  the  little  that  he  has  been  accomplish- 
ing since  he  started  out  on  the  grape  juice  route,  I  have  reason  to 
suspect  that  the  Emperor's  abstinence  from  alcoholic  liquors  has 
materially  increased  his  inefficiency. 

"The  Emperor  seriously  plans  to  discourage  the  drinking  of 
alcoholic  liquors  in  Germany,  but  I  do  not  believe  that  he  will  be 
taken  seriously.  The  German  people  have  differed  with  him  on 
many  points  and  they  will  certainly  do  so  on  this  one.  Germans 
believe  in  taking  their  drinks  when  they  like  to  and  as  much  as 
they  like  to.  That  very  probably  accounts  for  their  remarkable 
efficiency.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  Germans  have  achieved 
more  industrially,  commercially  and  militarily  during  the  past 
generation  than  any  other  people  in  the  world  and  at  the  same  time 
they  have  increased  their  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages  more 
than  other  people.  Why  should  they  change  their  ways  when  they 
are  doing  so  well? 

"I  was  greatly  surprised  at  the  enormous  amount  of  beer  that 
is  drunk  in  Germany.  It  is  not  at  all  surprising  to  see  a  German 
at  a  sitting  in  the  evening  place  himself  outside  of,  but  in  harmo- 
nious union,  with  five  or  six  litres  or  quarts  of  beer.  Indeed,  I 
should  say  that  the  average  amount  of  beer  drank  by  a  German  in 
the  course  of  an  evening  is  nearer  eight  litres  than  six. 

"The  beer  drank  in  Germany  is  a  light  beverage  with  the  usual 
low  percentage  of  alcohol  contained  in  beer.  I  found  that  I  was 
able  to  drink  much  more  beer  in  Germany  than  in  other  countries. 
This  may  have  been  due  to  the  climate  as  well  as  the  beer. 

"Bohemian  life  in  Berlin  is  more  fascinating  than  in  other  cities. 
It  allows  greater  freedom  and  has  much  less  vulgarity  than  the 
same  life  in  Paris.  Many  of  the  cafes  for  the  Bohemian  element 
never  close.  They  are  open  night  and  day  year  in  and  year  out.  I 
was  impressed  by  the  vogue  of  American  songs  and  was  amused 
by  the  ridiculous  attempts  of  Germans  to  vocalize  them.  Nearly 
all  Germans  imagine  that  they  can  sing  American  songs  and  nearly 
all  of  them  fail  in  the  performance,  but  the  outcome  of  the  combi- 


nation of  misplaced  accents  and  jumbled  words  serves  to  add  to 
the  gayety  in  general  and  the  enjoyment  of  Americans  in  particular. 

"Hamburg  has  an  intense  Bohemian  life,  but  there  is  only  one 
cafe,  the  "Vieber,"  which  is  open  at  all  hours  and  on  all  days. 

"German  newspapers  keep  the  people  well  informed  on  all  sub- 
jects. Germans  know  a  great  deal  more  about  the  United  States 
than  Americans  do  about  Germany.  I  was  delighted  to  see  in  the 
Berlin  "Tageblatt"  a  picture  of  Market  street,  San  Francisco,  illus- 
trating that  thoroughfare  from  the  Ferry  building  to  the  City  Hall. 
Berlin  papers  publish  pictures  of  the  Exposition  buildings  contin- 
ually." 


BORDEAUX  WINE  AGREEMENT. 


An  agreement  which  will  probably  have  an  important  effect  on 
the  wine  trade  has  been  reached  between  the  merchants  and  wine 
growers  of  Bordeaux.  It  has  not  yet  been  legally  ratified,  but  the 
essence  of  agreement  is  that  the  proposed  new  law  should  impose 
on  a  merchant  the  obligation  not  to  sell  more  than  he  has  bought 
of  a  certain  commodity  or  brand,  whether  wine,  brandy  or  other 
beverage.  To  effect  this  control  certain  regulations  would  be  made 
by  which,  for  instance,  the  holder  would  be  subject  to  an  inspection 
of  his  books  by  the  Excise  to  show  that  his  declarations  of  sale  of  a 
particular  wine  of  a  particular  district  are  not  in  excess  of  his  origi- 
nal purchases. 

There  has  been  no  effective  check  on  the  appropriation  of  the 
names  of  well  known  brands  of  claret  by  French  merchants  and  ex- 
porters who  had  no  right  to  these  labels,  and  there  is  now  a  pros- 
pect that  the  confusion  and  uncertainty  arising  from  this  cause  may 
be  done  away  with  when  the  new  agreement  receives  legal  validity. 
The  arrangement  now  reached  has  long  been  desired,  and  in  the 
first  announcement  of  its  completion  which  reached  this  country 
it  was  even  stated  that  there  had  been  twenty-five  years  of  hostility 
between  the  merchants  and  growers  of  Bordeaux  on  the  subject. 


ICELAND  SUFFERS  COLD  AND  DROUGHT. 


The  law  prohibiting  the  importation  of  intoxicating  liquors  into 
Iceland,  effective  since  January  1st,  1912,  has  been  entirely  suc- 
cessful. The  price  of  spirits  still  on  sale  has  increased  enormously 
and  drinkable  beer  can  not  be  obtained.  In  only  one  hotel  on  the 
island  can  strong  drink  be  bought.  Prohibition  has  been  so  suc- 
cessful that  prohibitionists  now  hope  to  bring  about  some  modifi- 
cations of  the  law  so  that  the  restrictions  on  personal  liberty  will 
be  taken  off  and  the  treasury  may  not  have  to  dispense  with  reve- 
nues altogether.

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Mr.  Robert  G.  Hamilton,  assistant  manager  of  the  Italian-Swiss 
Colony,  in  speaking  of  the  situation  in  the  wine  trade,  says: 

"Activity  in  the  regular  wine  trade  has  been  very  marked  and 
the  effect  of  the  pre-holiday  season  has  been  to  stiumlate  it.  The 
volume  of  trade  is  large  and  the  demand  for  dry  wines  has  been 
unususally  brisk.  While  prices  continue  on  a  satisfactory  basis 
and  the  market  is  firm  there  are  many  producers  who  refrain  from 
offering  wine.  Most  of  the  smaller  producers  are  holding  their 
stocks  of  wine  for  better  prices.  They  reflect  the  confidence  which 
all  dealers  in  wine  have  in  the  trade.  Conditions  are  generally  sat- 
isfactory. This  year  the  vintage  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  has 
been  as  large  as  it  was  last  year. 

"There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  danger  in  sight  for  the  wine 
trade  from  legislative  sources.  Indeed,  there  need  be  no  apprehen- 
sion over  the  coming  election  on  the  question  of  state-wide  prohi- 
bition. It  is  just  as  well  that  the  election  is  coming  in  1914  so  that 
California  may  place  herself  on  record  once  and  for  all  time  as 
being  opposed  to  prohibition.  Of  course,  all  persons  interested  in 
the  viticultural  industry  should  show  an  united  front  in  resistance 
to  the  pretensions  of  the  prohibitionists.  They  should  organize 
themselves  with  the  determination  to  administer  to  the  prohibi- 
tionists a  defeat  that  will  keep  them  from  harmful  intermeddling  for 
a  generation  to  come.  Even  though  victory  be  in  plain  sight  of  them 
the  wine  men  and  their  friends  should  fight  as  though  disaster  were 
threatening  them.  Only  by  doing  so  can  they  make  sure  that  the 
prohibitionists  will  be  subjected  to  proper  correctional  punishment 
and  will  be  careful  to  behave  decently  afterwards. 

"Some  slight  disturbance  to  trade  conditions  may  be  expected 
during  the  campaign  preceding  the  election,  but  they  will  be  very 
insignificant  and  when  compared  with  the  benefits  which  the  re- 
sults of  the  election  will  bring  to  the  wine  industry  may  be  tolerated 
gracefully.  As  a  great  wine  state  California  will  go  on  the  even 
tenor  of  her  way  rejoicing  after  the  election,  since  greater  prosper- 
ity than  ever  before  will  come  to  the  wine  industry." 

Mr.  George  Dondero,  of  the  Ciocca-Lombardi  Company,  de- 
scribes conditions  as  follows : 

"Regular  trade  is  very  good.  Movements  of  wine  are  on  a  large 
.scale.  The  Ciocca-Lombardi  Company  has  been  kept  very  busy 
filling  orders. 

"The  vintage  of  the  Ciocca-Lombardi  Company  has  been  as 
large  as  it  was  last  year  but  the  exact  figures  are  not  available  for 
the  reason  that  the  company  is  really  too  busy  responding  to  the 
demand  of  customers  for  wine  to  be  able  to  spare  time  to  make  a 
measurement  of  the  vintage. 

"Business  with  the  Eastern  states  is  very  good  and  with  British 
Columbia,  Washington  and  Oregon  especially  good. 

"If  the  prohibitionists  had  consulted  the  wine  men  of  California 
they  could  not  have  chosen  a  time  more  favorable  to  them  for  the 
holding  of  an  election  for  state-wide  prohibition  than  they  did  by 
choosing  the  coming  year.  A  timely  lesson  will  be  taught  the  pro- 
hibitionists in  1914.  The  unreasoning  enemies  of  industry  will  be 
shown  that  the  people  of  California  do  not  believe  in  tearing  up 
their  grape  vines  but,  on  the  contrary,  believe  in  planting  more. 

"A  great  triumph  for  the  liberal  inhabitants  of  the  state  of  Cal- 
ifornia may  be  expected  in  the  election  of  1914.  This  will  give  all 
persons  dependent  on  the  viticultural  industry  encouragement  and 
good  times  may  be  looked  for  afterwards.  It  may  be  recorded  in 
time  to  come  that  the  movement  of  the  prohibitionists  in  Califor- 
nia in  1914  was  of  a  strictly  suicidal  nature  and  for  the  benefit  of 
the  state." 

Mr.  Clarence  J.  Wetmore,  president  of  the  Wetmore-Bowen 
Company,  speaks  in  very  cheerful  terms  of  the  wine  trade  situation. 
Mr.  Wetmore  says : 

"Business  is  in  the  very  best  of  condition.  As  a  rule  October, 
November  and  December  are  the  best  months  of  the  year  for  the 
wine  trade.  This  year  they  are  better  than  ever  before.  The  Wet- 
more-Bowen Company  is  now  enjoying  the  three  best  months  in  its 


history.  Business  done  in  October  was  fully  20  per  cent  better 
than  in  October,  1912.  While  the  latter  month  will  long  be  remem- 
bered as  a  record  month  by  the  company,  it  must  give  place  to 
October,  1913. 

"The  vintage  of  the  company  was  not  as  large  as  in  1912  as  the 
crop  of  grapes  in  1913  was  only  two-thirds  as  large  as  in  1912. 

"The  wine  market  may  be  generally  considered  as  very  good. 
Prices  are  entirely  satisfactory  and  the  demand  for  dry  wines  is 
great. 

"Sales  of  bulk  wines  have  been  curtailed  to  a  certain  extent  by 
the  advancing  of  prices.  Many  dealers  overstocked  just  prior  to 
the  rise  in  prices  and  they  are  not  now  in  a  position  to  buy  heavily. 
They  will  rest  content  to  take  profits  on  the  wine  they  have  on 
hand  and  will  later  on  come  into  the  market.  There  are  no  grounds 
for  the  belief  that  advances  in  prices  have  curtailed  consumption. 
As  far  as  consumption  is  concerned,  it  will  be  some  time  before  the 
effect  of  the  advanced  prices  will  be  known.  It  is  my  belief  that 
consumption  will  be  shown  to  be  continually  on  the  increase. 

"There  is  no  legislation  unfavorable  to  the  viticultural  industry 
in  sight.  Antics  of  the  fake  wine  makers  have  brought  so  much 
woe  and  humiliation  on  the  performers  that  there  is  not  likely  to  be 
any  repetition  for  some  time.  Legislation  favorable  to  our  Califor- 
nia wine  industry  is  now  in  line.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  the 
recommendations  of  the  California  State  Viticultural  Commission 
as  to  the  proper  branding  of  wines  will  be  acted  upon  affirmatively 
by  the  federal  authorities  in  the  near  future.  Wines  to  which 
water  or  sugar  has  been  added  will  be  clearly  described  on  the 
labels  as  'modified  by  the  percentage  of  water  added,  or  'modified 
by  the  percentage  of  sugar  added,'  if  the  recommendations  are  fol- 
lowed. This  will  enable  the  people  to  distinguish  between  pure 
wines  and  modified  wines.  The  word  'modified"  will  become  a  per- 
manent fixture  in  the  wine  trade. 

"A  clear  field  for  California  wines  will  be  made.  'Modified 
wines'  are  not  likely  to  be  produced  in  California  for  the  reason 
that  in  this  state  we  can  regulate  the  percentage  of  sugar  or  acidity 
in  the  juice  of  our  grapes  by  the  application  of  wine  itself.  We  do 
not  have  to  add  water  when  the  sugar  contents  are  too  great  nor 
add  sugar  when  the  contents  are  deficient. 

"Rains  have  fallen  copiously  in  the  Livermore  valley  and  the 
indications  are  that  there  will  be  plenty  of  moisture  for  the  vine- 
yards this  coming  year.  This  will  ensure  abundant  crops  of  grapes 
and  a  great  vintage  in  1914." 

Mr.  L.  C.  Bozarth  of  the  Chauche  8z  Bon  Company,  speaking 
of  the  trade,  says : 

"Conditions  all  over  the  country  are  much  better  than  they  have 
been  for  some  time.  The  prospects  are  for  very  prosperous  times 
during  the  coming  two  years.  It  may  be  said  that  business  people  of 
California,  especially  those  in  the  wine  trade,  have  gotten  over  the 
roughest  places  on  their  way.  Plenty  of  rain  has  fallen  all  over 
the  state  and  more  is  coming.  Rains  that  have  already  fallen  in  the 
San  Joaquin  valley  have  filled  the  people  of  that  great  region  with 
happiness.  Good  crops  are  to  be  expected  throughout  California 
and  these  will  encourage  people  from  the  other  states  to  settle  here. 
Everybody  coming  to  California  will  realize  that  this  state  can  get 
along  with  more  rain  or  less  rain  than  any  other  country  in  the 
world." 

Mr.  Bozarth  travelled  extensively  throughout  the  Pacific  slope 
during  the  month  of  November,  visiting  Utah,  Nevada,  Washing- 
ton, Oregon  and  California.  He  found  conditions  everywhere  very 
good.  In  speaking  of  the  sales  of  Mont  Rouge  wine,  the  leading 
product  of  his  company,  he  says: 

"In  Washington  and  Oregon  the  volume  of  transactions  in 
Mont  Rouge  wine  has  been  very  large.  Utah  and  Nevada  have  in- 
creased their  demand  for  this  wine  to  a  notable  extent.  The  trade 
everywhere  shows  notable  improvement." 


FINKE'S  WIDOW  PRODUCTS  SELLING  WELL. 


The  month  of  November  has  been  exceptionally  favorable  for 
the  firm  of  Finke's  Widow.  During  the  month  the  forces  employed 
have  been  working  overtime  filling  orders  and  it  has  been  necessary 
to  work  at  night  time  to  keep  up  with  the  trade.  While  this  con- 
dition is  due  in  great  part  to  the  general  healthy  state  of  trade  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  superb  initiative  ability  of  those  in  charge  of 
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the  sales  department  has  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  improve- 
ment. The  wines  of  the  firm  are  kept  constantly  in  public  view 
and  nothing  is  overlooked  by  the  salesmen  to  make  those  wines  a 
prominent  feature  in  thousands  of  rejtail  establishments. 


UNITED   STATES  RUBBER  COMPANY'S  REPORTS. 


The  reports  of  the  United  States  Rubber  Company  of  California 
are  to  the  efTect  that  the  business  done  in  connection  with  the  wine 
industry  during  the  past  season  has  been  highly  satisfactory  and 
the  business  that  is  now  being  done  in  connection  with  the  winter 
weather  is  extraordinarily  brisk.    Mr.  Joseph  R.  Francisco  says : 

"The  bulk  of  the  business  with  the  wine  men  is  practically  over 
for  this  year  and  it  was  brought  to  a  conclusion  very  happily.  Wet 
weather  came  at  the  right  time  to  suit  us.  If  it  had  come  sooner 
the  company  would  have  been  swamped  with  orders.  Just  as  the 
wine  season  was  drawing  to  a  close  the  rains  began  to  fall.  After 
having  had  two  years  of  less  than  normal  rainfall  California  was 
favored  by  some  very  substantial  downpours  and  in  consequence 
the  United  States  Rubber  Company  was  called  upon  to  supply  an 
extraordinary  amount  of  rubber  goods  for  people  who  must  provide 
themselves  against  a  sound  drenching.  Retailers  have  not  been 
laying  in  very  large  stocks  of  rubber  goods  during  the  past  two 
years  and,  so,  when  the  rains  began  to  fall  they  had  to  rush  orders 
so  as  to  be  able  to  satisfy  urgent  demands.  The  United  States 
Rubber  Company  has  been  very  busy,  indeed.  Orders  have  been 
coming  in  in  extraordinary  volume.  Indications  are  that  the  State 
will  have  an  extended  wet  season  and  prosperity  for  everybody 
for  the  next  two  years  is  assured." 


Ukiah  Notes. — The  third  supervisorial  district  of  Mendocino 
County  voted  itself  dry  on  the  4th  of  November.  The  incorporated 
town  of  Willits  is  the  only  wet  spot  left. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Daw  has  purchased  the  Royal  Saloon  in  Santa  Rosa 
and  has  moved  from  Ukiah  to  the  latter  city. 


INGLENOOK  VINTAGE. 


The  vintage  of  the  Inglenook  Vineyard  at  Rutherford,  Napa 
County,  Cal.,  was  completed  on  the  8th  of  November.  Payments 
for  grapes  delivered  to  the  winery  were  commenced  on  the  25th  of 
October  and  finished  on  the  17th  of  November.  Growers  who  sold 
their  grapes  to  the  Inglenook  people  were  the  first  in  the  Napa 
Valley  to  receive  their  money  for  the  season's  output.  By  this 
time  all  the  grape  growers  have  had  time  to  count  their  cash  and 
figure  out  how  much  prosperity  the  year  1913  has  meted  out  to 
them.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  they  are  a  satisfied  lot,  as  the 
price  that  they  received  for  their  grapes  was  $25  a  ton,  which  is  in 
strict  accordance  with  the  high  cost  of  living.  The  Inglenook 
winery  people  are  very  well  satisfied  with  the  results  of  the  season. 
All  the  grapes  which  they  received  were  excellent,  running  very 
high  in  sugar.  Indeed,  very  few  grapes  in  the  vicinity  of  Ruther- 
ford ran  below  22  per  cent  this  year.  All  around,  the  Napa  Valley 
has  done  well  in  1913.  When  the  consumers  begin  to  drink  the  ex- 
quisite wine  of  the  Napa  Valley,  especially  that  carrying  the  Ingle- 
nook brand,  in  the  years  to  come  this  year  of  our  Lord  will  be  re- 
membered with  kindly  feelings  by  everybody  concerned. 


Sonoma  Notes. — The  Fulton  winery,  near  Santa  Rosa,  com- 
pleted its  work  for  the  season  on  the  10th  of  November.  About 
$60,000  was  paid  out  for  grapes  by  the  winery.  Nearly  3,000  tons 
of  grapes  were  crushed. 

The  Placer  winery  finished  crushing  grapes  during  the  first  week 
in  November.  About  4,000  tons  of  grapes  were  turned  into  wine. 
The  refuse  from  the  winery,  amounting  to  100  tons,  will  be  used  to 
fertilize  the  soil.  The  grape  pomace  is  considered  as  the  best  kind 
of  fertilizer  if  properly  used. 

Offers  of  21  cents  a  gallon  have  been  made  to  the  Cloverdale 
winery  for  its  wine  and  they  have  been  refused.

On  the  21st  of  November  Mr.  William  Peters  died  at  the 
French  hospital.  He  was  sixty  years  of  age.  Mr.  Peters  was  a 
native  of  Germany.  He  came  to  California  in  1880,  his  first  venture 
being  in  the  saloon  business.  His  first  establishment  was  a  bar  at 
the  corner  of  Clay  and  Montgomery  streets.  As  a  result  of  this  he 
accumulated  a  fortune  of  $500,000,  invested  chiefly  in  realty.  Mr. 
Peters  was  unmarried,  but  is  survived  by  several  brothers  and  sis- 
ters. He  was  noted  for  the  numerous  acts  of  kindness  done  for 
people  in  need,  especially  children. 

In  his  statements  to  the  press  relative  to  the  fight  of  the  Califor- 
nia wine  men  for  the  selvation  of  their  industry,  Mr.  Theodore  Bell 
said :  "The  decision  of  1910  rendered  by  the  secretaries  of  Agricul- 
ture, Commerce  and  Treasury,  known  as  No.  120,  practically  nulli- 
fied the  pure  food  law  of  1906  as  far  as  it  applied  to  wines.  This 
decision  was  combated  at  the  recent  hearings  in  Washington.  Cali- 
fornia wine  men  took  the  position  that  the  addition  of  sugar  and 
water  constitued  an  adulteration  of  wines,  and  that  under  the  pure 
food  law  wines  so  adulterated  are  not  eligible  to  interstate  com- 
merce. They  took  the  position  that  pomace  wines  should  not  be  per- 
mitted to  be  shipped  from  one  State  to  another.  The  fact  was  also 
emphasized  that  California  winemakers  did  not  have  to  add  either 
sugar  or  water  to  their  wines  and  that  no  regulations  could  be  too 
stringent  to  suit  them.  I  am  confident  that  the  matter  will  be  decided 
in  favor  of  California  wines  and  that  all  pomace  wines  will  be  de- 
clared contraband  and  their  shipment  in  interstate  commerce  abso- 
lutely barred." 

Mr.  Bell  declared  that  the  hearing  of  November  5  resulted  in  a 
split  between  the  Eastern  winemakers,  the  New  Yorkers  declining 
to  support  the  Ohioans  who  demanded  that  pomace  wines  be  recog- 
nized in  interstate  commerce.

THE  approach  of  the  act've  operating  season  among  the  dis- 
tillers finds  the  trade  somewhat  at  sea  on  the  matter  of  the 
size  of  the  crop,  which  has  been  thoroughly  discussed  pro  and  con, 
without  enabling  anybody  to  arrive  at  any  particular  conclusion  on 
the  matter.  A  number  of  distillers  are  already  actively  in  opera- 
tion, while  others  are  waiting  until  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  so 
that  all  of  their  product  can  be  classified  as  Spring  1914  goods. 
Aside  from  the  announcements  by  two  leading  distillers,  referred 
to  some  time  ago,  there  has  been  no  specific  statement  from  any  of 
the  trade  to  the  eflFect  that  there  would  be  a  curtailment  of  the  crop, 
and  as  far  as  any  concerted  movement  is  concerned,  the  production 
will  be  as  usual. 

It  is  beyond  question,  however,  that  the  high  prices  of  grain 
will  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  output  at  a  great  many  plants 
to  some  degree.  Just  how  much  the  reduction  due  to  this  cause 
will  be  no  one  can  say,  and  no  one  will  be  able  to  say  until  the  sea- 
son has  ended.  One  might  point  as  a  historical  example  of  the 
effect  of  tight  money  and  generally  panicky  conditions — not  to  say, 
by  any  means,  that  such  conditions  exist  today — to  the  extraordi- 
narily small  crop  of  1908,  when  only  17,000,000  gallons  or  there- 
abouts were  produced  in  Kentucky,  considerably  less  than  half  of 
the  crop  of  the  preceding  year;  and  it  may  be  that  high  corn,  high 
money  and  something  of  a  general  lack  of  confidence  in  the  business 
world  may  produce  a  similar  result  this  year. 

Incidentally,  however,  it  might  also  be  pointed  out  that  the  dis- 
tillers who  permitted  their  fears  so  far  to  control  their  business 
judgment  as  to  induce  them  to  manufacture  such  small  crops  that 
the  1908  total  was  as  indicated  above  are  now  lamenting  that  fact, 
and  it  has  been  said  by  close  observers  of  the  market  that  if  the  crop 
of  that  year  had  been  45,000,000  instead  of  considerably  less  than 
half  of  that  amount,  it  would  find  a  ready  market  today.  The 
practical  exhaustion  of  goods  available  for  bottling  in  bond,  and  the 
general  recourse  to  the  unusual  expedient  of  breaking  into  younger 
goods  for  private  bottling,  indicates  that  the  relative  heavy  crops  of 
the  past  three  years  will  find  a  ready  demand,  at  extremely  satis- 
factory prices. 

The  fact  that  holders  of  1910  goods  are  apparently  all  the  more 
determined  to  keep  on  holding  them  as  the  time  approaches  when 
they  will  be  ready  for  bottling  indicates  that  the  market  will  not  be 
overcrowded  with  that  year's  production,  at  least  not  for  any  length 
of  time;  and  this  makes  it  all  the  more  probable  that  'll's,  '12's  and 
'13's  will  in  their  turn  meet  with  an  equally  active  demand. 

Still,  it  is  worth  considering  that  there  has  been  considerable 
legislation  of  late  adverse  to  the  liquor  business,  notably,  of  course, 
in  Tennessee,  and  that  there  are  not  lacking  signs  elsewhere  that 
similar  adverse  legislative  action  will  be  taken.  It  is  true  that  the 
mail  order  business  has  not  suflfered  by  this,  but,  on  the  contrary, 
has  rather  been  immensely  stimulated,  for  obvious  reasons.  Many 
houses,  however,  have  not  been  so  situated  that  they  could  enter 
this  branch  of  the  business,  and  sales  direct  to  the  saloon  trade,  of 
course,  have  been  sharply  cut  off  in  Tennessee,  to  cite  the  most  con- 
spicuous example  at  present  available. 

It  is  a  cheering  fact,  however,  that  revenue  collections,  the 
greater  part  of  which  are  tax-payments  on  whisky  withdrawn  from 
government  warehouses,  are  steadily  increasing,  the  Second  Dis- 
trict of  Kentucky,  in  which  Owensboro  is  the  largest  city,  showing 
collections  for  October  larger  than  ever  before  for  that  month, 
while  in  Louisville  collections  were  8  per  cent  ahead  of  those  for 
the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  This  is  significant,  to  say 
the  least,  and  shows  that  regardless  of  prohibitory  laws,  as  long  as 
the  mails  can  carry  orders  and  the  railroads  deliver  the  goods  peo- 
ple everywhere  will  insist  on  having  their  whisky  when  they  want 
.it.  It  all  goes  back  to  Marse  Henry  Waterson's  oft-demonstrated 
claim  that  "regeneration  by  Act  of  Assembly"  is  impossible. 

The  plant  of  the  Old  Kentucky  Distillery  Company  recently  be- 
■gan  operation  for  the  season,  and  President  O.  H.  Irvine  stated  that 
indications  are  entirely  favorable  to  an  extended  run,  as  well  as  for 


good  business  during  the  winter.    Bottled  goods  are  moving  unus- 
ually well. 

Ludlow  F.  Petty,  formerly  internal  revenue  collector  at  Louis- 
ville, is  now  general  agent  of  the  Green  River  Distilling  Company, 
of  Owensboro,  Ky.,  and  recently  returned  to  Louisville  after  his 
first  trip  in  the  interests  of  the  company,  which  covered  the  South 
and  the  Southwest.  Almost  immediately  after  his  return  he  left 
for  a  second  trip,  which  will  take  in  the  Pacific  coast  territory.  Mr. 
Petty  expressed  himself  as  highly  pleased  with  life  on  the  road, 
He  will  probably  have  an  office  in  Louisville,  besides  spending 
some  of  his  time  in  the  company's  offices  in  Owensboro. 

The  new  and  stringent  laws  in  effect  in  Tennessee  have  upset 
the  railroad  handling  liquor  into  that  territory  considerably,  and, 
of  course,  have  likewise  given  a  good  deal  of  trouble  to  the  various 
houses  shipping  goods  to  various  cities  in  Tennessee.  Some  of  the 
carriers  have  refused  to  deliver  any  whisky  whatever  to  certain 
cities,  while  to  others  they  deliver  only  upon  receiving  satisfactory 
assurances  that  the  whisky  is  not  to  be  used  illegally.  It  is  not 
known  whether  any  prosecutions  have  as  yet  been  instituted  imder 
the  new  laws  absolutely  prohibiting  all  traffic  in  liquor,  but  some 
decision  will  be  awaited  by  the  whisky  trade  with  considerable  in- 
terest, in  order  that  its  members  may  get  some  idea  as  to  just  where 
they  stand. 

A  rather  extraordinary  and  probably  unforeseen  outcome  of  the 
rigid  Tennessee  enactments  designed  to  suppress  the  liquor  busi- 
ness has  developed  at  several  points  along  the  Kentucky  border. 
Small  distillery  plants  have  been  established  by  enterprising  per- 
sons, legally  registered  and  in  every  other  respect  complying  with 
the  law,  and  these  plants  have  been  doing  a  thriving  business  with 
thirsty  Tennesseeans  from  across  the  line.  Recently  Deputy  Rev- 
enue Collector  Huntsman  of  Bowling  Green  returned  from  Allen 
County,  Ky.,  where  he  went  to  inspect  a  new  distillery  of  this  sort 
which  had  just  been  built  by  Joe  Meador,  and  found  that  it  had  been 
burned  by  incendiaries.  It  is  also  understood  that  the  distillery  of 
W.  F.  Eagle  in  Monroe  County  was  recently  burned  under  similar 
circumstances.  In  the  Meador  case  bloodhounds  followed  a  trail 
into  Tennessee,  leaving  little  doubt  as  to  the  domicile  of  the  latest 
members  of  the  night-riders. 

The  case  of  S.  J.  Greenbaum  against  the  Southern  Railroad,  and 
that  of  the  Kentucky  Distilleries  &  Warehouse  Company  against 
the  Louisville  &  Nashville,  have  been  set  for  hearing  by  a  special 
examiner  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  Louisville  on 
December  3.  Both  of  the  cases  involve  charges  that  excessive 
rates  have  been  collected  from  the  respective  distillers  who  filed 
the  complaints. 

The  Rugby  Distilling  Company  of  Louisville  has  nearly  com- 
pleted a  new  bottling  house  at  its  plant  at  Thirty-sixth  street  and 
Missouri  avenue.  The  building  is  26  by  98  feet,  two  stories  in 
height,  and  is  of  brick  and  concrete  construction. 

The  Warmac  Distributing  Company  was  recently  incorporated 
at  Louisville  by  J.  W.  McClain,  who  will  be  president  of  the  com- 
pany ;  C.  D.  Coon,  vice-president,  and  E.  C.  Warren,  secretary  and 
treasurer.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  is  $2,500,  and  it  will 
engage  in  a  brokerage  business  in  liquors  and  warehouse  receipts. 

W.  P.  Squibb,  eighty-four  years  of  age,  died  not  long  ago  at  his 
home  in  Lewrenceburg,  Ind.  He  had  been  for  over  fifty  years  the 
managing  head  of  the  W.  P.  Squibb  Distilling  Company,  and  until 
a  short  time  ago  had  been  able  to  give  his  personal  attention  to  the 
business  regularly. 

Frank  Senn,  head  of  the  brewery  firm  of  Senn  &  Ackerman, 
which  was  founded  by  him  in  Louisville  in  1877  and  successfully 
conducted  until  it  was  acquired  by  other  interests  in  Louisville,  a 
few  years  ago,  died  recently  at  his  home  in  Louisville,  at  the  age  of 
seventy-five  years.  A  number  of  well-known  hotel  men  and  liquor 
men  acted  as  pall-bearers  at  the  funeral,  including  Frank  Fehr, 
Louis  Seelbach,  F.  J.  Herrman,  Nic  Hosier,  Henry  Bosquet,  Philip 
Ackerman  and  others. 
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DRY  WINES. — The  market  was  strong  throughout  the  month, 
the  demand  being  much  greater  than  the  wine  men  had  ex- 
pected it  to  be.  Prices  were  firm  and  ruled  high.  A  large  volume 
of  business  was  done  with  the  Eastern  States.  The  imports  for 
the  month  were  1,179  cases,  67  casks,  36  barrels,  21  octaves,  6  butts, 
1  hogshead;  champagne,  3,324  cases.  While  the  other  wine  im- 
ports showed  a  falling  olif  during  the  month  the  imports  of  cham- 
pagne were  doubled,  owing  most  likely  to  the  holiday  demands. 

Exports  by  sea  for  the  month  ending  November  20  were  of  fair 
volume,  the  figures  being  378  cases  and  1,165,834  gallons,  valued  at 
$408,108. 


SWEET  WINES.— Movements  of  sweet  wines  during  the  month 
were  in  large  volume.  Various  rumors  of  advances  in  prices 
were  set  afloat,  but  did  not  stay  long  enough  for  confirmation,  al- 
though the  market  justifies  an  advance.  The  production  of  sweet 
wines  in  the  State  during  October  was  heavy,  the  figures  being' 
8,816,550.56  gallons.  This  brings  the  season's  product  up  to  Octo- 
ber 31,  to  15,194,189.61  gallons.  The  production  last  year  for  the 
same  period  was  12,058,150  gallons. 

In  1911  the  output  for  the  same  period  was  15,036,902  gallons. 


BRANDIES. — These  goods  continue  to  hold  a  strong  position 
and  the  demand  is  such  as  to  warrant  an  early  adavance  in) 
prices.  Imports  were  much  larger  than  during  the  previous  month, 
due  most  probably  to  the  winter  demand.  The  imports  were  1,024 
cases,  5  casks,  5  octaves  and  one  barrel. 

Exports  by  sea  totalled  61  cases  and  2,634  gallons  of  the  value 
of  $5,333. 

Production  in  the  State  in  October  for  bonding  purposes  was 
18,314.41  tax  gallons.  There  was  used  in  the  fortification  of  sweet 
wines  during  the  month,  2,357,281  gallons. 

Bonded  stocks  on  October  31  totaled  2,373,109.8  tax  gallons.

WHISKIES. — Throughout  the  month  trade  showed  a  continual 
improvement  in  keeping  with  the  general  advance  in  busi- 
ness of  the  past  three  months.  The  precious  rains,  which  began 
with  the  first  of  the  month  and  have  continued  at  close  intervals 
since,  until  the  rainfall  in  the  northern  section  of  the  State  is  above 
normal,  promise  that  there  will  be  plenty  of  moisture  during  the 
winter,  to  insure  fine  crops.  Good  prices  for  all  our  products  are 
assured.  These  conditions  have  loosened  up  the  purse  strings  and 
the  State  seems  started  on  a  new  era  of  prosperity  and  develop- 
ment, which  should  be  long  continued. 

Exports  by  sea  were  nominal,  the  totals  being  607  cases  and  731 
gallons,  valued  at  $6,102.  Miscellaneous  exports  of  wines  and  li- 
quors were  791  cases,  20  bbls.,  13  hf.  bbls.,  143  kegs,  12  csks.  and 
300  gallons,  bulk,  valued  at  $9,511. 

Imports  were  much  larger  than  during  the  previous  month,  be- 
ing 10,242  cases,  1,163  barrels,  162  casks,  37  octaves  and  three  hogs- 
heads. 


BEER. — There  was  a  falling  off  in  the  business  ot  the  brewers 
throughout  the  month.  This  was  in  strict  accordance  with  the 
weather  conditions,  which  make  for  a  depression  every  year.  Brew- 
ers, however,  do  not  complain,  as  the  sales  are  larger  than  they 
were  at  the  same  time  last  year.  Importations  by  sea  were  757 
cases,  125  barrels  and  five  casks. 

Exports  by  sea  were  573  packages,  valued  at  $4,934. 


NEW  YORK  MARKET. 

New  York,  November  20,  1913. 

THE  market  is  decidedly  strong.  Trade  is  brisk  and  there  are 
orders  and  inquiries  in  good  volume.  Importations  have 
been  increasing  in  a  satisfactory  way,  showing  that  the  demand 
is  extensive  all  over  the  country  and  converges  at  New  York.  Deal- 
ers are  replenishing  their  stocks  in  all  parts  of  the  land  and  there 
is  every  indication  that  the  consumptive  demand  is  healthy. 

Activity  in  the  whisky  market  has  been  very  great.  During  the 
past  two  months  the  trade  has  become  more  and  more  optimistic 
and  the  time  has  arrived  when  better  prices  may  be  looked  forward 
to.  There  is  a  strong  demand  for  Kentucky  whiskies.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  possibilities  of  overproduction  are  shadows  on  the 
horizon  and  the  carrying  of  big  stocks  is  becoming  burdensome. 
Talk  has  commenced  as  to  the  wisdom  of  limiting  the  output  of 
1914  goods,  and  it  will  probably  end  in  action. 

There  is  a  fair  demand  for  California  wines,  especially  of  the 
better  grades,  and  an  improvement  in  this  must  soon  materialize, 
as  the  trade  feels  that  the  present  prices  will  rule  for  some  time. 

Business  in  general  has  been  good  ever  since  suspense  was 
raised  in  relation  to  the  new  Democratic  tarif?  bill. 


IMPORTATIONS. —  Business  showed  a  marked  improvement  dur- 
ing the  month,  and  with  the  changed  conditions  as  to  crop  pros- 
pects, the  outlook  is  decidedly  satisfactory.  There  was  a  general 
increase  in  importations,  almost  every  variety  showing  a  substan- 
tial improvement  over  the  previous  month.  The  imports  by  sea 
were:  Whiskies,  10,242  cases,  1,163  barrels,  162  casks,  37  octaves.

IMPROVED     IMPORTATION    TRADE    OF    CHARLES 
MEINECKE  AND  COMPANY. 


Charles  Meinecke  and  Company  report  a  general  increase  in 
the  importing  trade.  During  the  past  month  the  demand  has  be- 
come much  stronger  than  it  was  during  the  preceding  months. 

"There  has  been  a  constant  growth  in  the  demand  for  Piper- 
Heidsieck  Champagne,"  is  the  report  of  the  firm.  "This  has  neces- 
sitated the  placing  of  many  extra  orders  for  fresh  stocks  on  the 
part  of  the  company.

Oakland  Drys  Latest  Move. — The  Public  Welfare  League  of 
Oakland  has  formally  petitioned  the  City  Council  to  revoke  the  li- 
censes of  twelve  of  the  most  prominent  cafes  of  the  city.  The  peti- 
tion was  started  as  soon  as  the  ordinance  to  reduce  the  number  oi 
saloons  in  Oakland  was  passed. 
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Mr.  S.  Federspiel,  general  manager  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony, 
left  San  Francisco  on  the  11th  of  November  for  New  York  in  con- 
nection with  the  business  of  the  "Colony."  He  is  expected  to  re- 
turn  to  San  Francisco  in  the  early  part  of  December. 

"  Mr.  Morgan  Lombardi  of  the  Ciocca-Lombardi  Company  left 
San  Francisco  on  the  first  of  November  for  the  Pacific  Northwest. 
While  away  he  will  visit  British  Columbia,  Washington  and  Or- 
egon, and  will  return  to  San  Francisco  about  the  10th  of  December.

STATE-WIDE  PROHIBITION  FIGHT  IS  ON. 


THERE  is  no  question  that  the  fight  is  now  on  in  connection 
with  State-wide  Prohibition  in  the  State  of  California,  it  is 
the  duty  of  all  persons  who  are  interested  in  the  wine,  brewing  and 
liquor  industries  and  trades  to  commence  immediately  to  prepare 
the  ground  for  battle  and  to  perfect  plans  for  the  greatest  contest 
for  right  and  justice  in  the  history  of  the  State  of  California. 

It  is  imprudent  for  any  person  whose  interests  are  at  stake  to 
act  as  though  an  easy  victory  is  in  sight  for  the  liquor  men.  The 
battle  that  is  to  be  fought  is  going  to  be  a  hard  one  and  every  foot 
of  ground  will  be  contested.  The  very  policy  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
League,  involved  in  the  attempt  to  make  the  people  believe  that 
the  league  is  not  supporting  the  Prohibition  movement,  should 
make  the  liquor  people  doubly  alert.  The  fox-like  maneuvers  of 
the  Anti-Saloon  League  are  too  well  known  to  require  description. 
The  wine,  brewing  and  liquor  men  are  well  aware  of  the  dangerous 
qualities  of  Gandier,  Bristol,  Chapman,  et  al. 

Well  does  it  behoove  those  whose  business  and  livelilioocls  are 
menaced  to  put  up  the  best  possible  contest  and,  if  successful,  ad- 
minister such  a  defeat  to  their  enemies  that  there  will  be  assurances 
of  tranquility  for  some  time  afterward.  The  campaign  that  is  about 
to  be  started  should  be  of  an  educational  nature.  All  the  arguments 
of  the  industrial  elements  should  be  clearly  set  forth  for  the  en- 
lightenment of  the  general  public.  Every  voter  in  the  State  should 
be  furnished  with  litreature  which  will  lead  aright  on  the  path  of 
conscience  and  progress.  The  Prohibitionists  have  no  arguments, 
but  they  must  not  be  allowed  to  use  their  fanaticism  to  cause  the 
voters  to  rush  into  a  fury  of  destruction. 


1915  VITICULTURAL  BUREAU. 


The  State  Board  of  Viticultural  Commissioners  have  decided 
that  it  would  be  to  the  interest  of  the  grape  industry  of  California 
to  conduct  an  information  bureau  in  the  collective  wine  display 
that  is  to  be  installed  in  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposi- 
tion in  191  ."i.  They,  therefore,  passed  resolutions  at  their  last  meet- 
ing, whereby  they  decided  to  take  a  booth. 

Educational  literature,  in  several  languages,  will  be  distributed 
in  this  booth  and  a  portion  of  the  space  will  he  oflfered  to  the  De- 
partment of  Vitirtilture  of  the  University  of  California,  to  make  an 
exhibit  showing  the  work  of  the  university  along  viticultural  lines. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  will  also  make  a  display  in  the  collective  wine  exhibit. 
which  promises  to  be  the  most  complete  and  instructive  ever  in- 
stalled at  any  exposition. 


We  understand  that  the  troubles  of  the  San  Bernardino  County 
winemakers  are  about  settled  up  and  that  licenses  will  be  issued  to 
the  representative  firms. 

Three  lesser  wineries  were  turned  down  on  November  3rd  when 
the  rooms  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  San  Bernardino  were  filled 
with  the  largest  gathering  in  twenty  years. 

The  result  of  all  the  argument  and  oratory  and  protest  was  that 
all  applications  for  license — wineries,  saloons  and  hotels  were  re- 
jected. It  means  that  the  desert  is  to  be  continued  "dry,"  and 
Needles  is  likely  to  be  the  only  oasis,  for  there  they  have  incor- 
porated. Victor  has  some  licenses  now,  but  they  are  soon  to  have 
to  fight  for  them,  for  the  drys  have  already  filed  informal  protest 
and  announced  that  they  will  forthwith  file  specific  charges,  duly 
verified,  with  a  view  to  closing  the  saloons  at  Victor. 

Following  the  referendum  of  the  original  dry  county  ordinance, 
holding  it  up  until  the  election  in  November,  1914,  new  petitions 
were  filed  both  by  wineries  and  by  dealers  on  the  desert,  which 
were  on  for  hearing.  It  was  this  which  called  out  such  a  tremend- 
ous throng.  Every  corner  of  the  county  was  represented,  and  there 
were  almost  as  many  women  as  men  in  the  audience.  The  assault 
on  the  licenses  was  led  by  Rev.  O.  C.  Laizuse,  now  of  Chino ;  Rev. 
Mr.  Jocelyn  of  the  desert.  Dr.  Colnon  of  Chino,  and  Rev.  Harcourt 
W.  Peck  of  Redlands.  They  argued  broadly  for  a  dry  county  and 
against  the  granting  of  any  licenses,  while  Dr.  Peck  laid  down  the 
platform  that  even  the  wineries  must  go  and  quit  manufacturing. 

For  the  applicants,  Attorney  F.  B.  Daley  of  San  Bernardino  and 
Byron  Hanna  appeared,  while  particularly  for  the  desert  and  urging 
the  right  of  local  option  for  that  territory,  T.  G.  Nicklin  made  what, 
under  some  conditions,  might  have  been  a  winning  presentation  of 
its  claim. 

But  not  before  the  board  as  at  present  constitued.  When  the 
case  was  closed,  Butler  moved  that  all  of  the  applications  for  license 
be  granted.  Glover  seconded — manifestly  to  get  the  question  be- 
fore the  house.  On  the  roll  call,  Butler  voted  "yes,"  with  Jones, 
Glover,  Horton  and  Pine  voting  "no."  Which  called  for  a  demon- 
stration that  rose  to  the  vaulted  ceilings  of  the  chamber  and  spread 
out  over  the  business  district  in  the  neighborhood  of  E  street. 
Everybody  cheered  and  most  of  them  chorused  "Amen,"  and  super- 
visors shook  hands  until  the  dextra  arm  was  weak.  Even  Super- 
visor Butler  came  in  for  his  share,  for  the  drys  were  fair  enough  to 
say  they  had  no  censure  for  him  because  he  represented  the  senti- 
ment of  his  community. 

However,  there  is  a  sober  note  in  the  situation  when  it  is  stated 
that  this  action  does  not  put  the  wineries  "out  of  business,"  as  Dr. 
Peck  had  it.  The  supervisors  can  prohibit  them  selling  wine  in 
San  Bernardino  County,  and  stated  that  they  expect  to  do  so.  But 
they  cannot,  under  the  present  State  law,  prohibit  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  wine  to  be  shipped  outside  the  county  or  outside  the 
State.

In  flagrant  contempt  of  the  courts  there  was  placed  in  your  is- 
sue of  August  1  a  fraudulent  reading  notice. 

Its  net  eflFect  is  to  insidiously  represent  a  concern  of  Louisville 
compounders  (Wright  &  Taylor)  as  the  "manufacturers"  of  the 
pure,  unmixed,  straight  Taylor  whisky  of  Kentucky. 

The  courts  of  Kentucky,  the  District  Court  of  Appeals  at  Wash- 
ington and  two  departments  of  the  Federal  Government  have  pil- 
loried these  compounders  for  this  very  type  of  fraud  upon  our  pure 
Kentucky-distilled  Old  Taylor. 

have  promptly  caused  this  exhibit  from  your  paper  to  be 
i  evidence  in  a  new  proceeding  against  Marion   E.  Taylor 
vVright  &  Taylor  for  contempt  of  court. 

do  not  believe  Mida's  Criterion  can  afford    to   be    even    an 
it  party  to  a  fraud  the  courts  have  sweepingly  denounced. 
V\     refer  you  to  the  language  of  these  courts  themselves,  which 
ve  suojoin  herewith  in  Part  III  of  this  letter. 

II. 
We  are  the  owners  of  the  only  Taylor  distillery  in  Kentucky. 
Every  citizen  of  Kentucky  knows  this. 
Every  trade  paper  in  the  United  States  knows  it. 
^o  one  knows  it  better  than  the  editors  of  Mida's  Criterion,  in 
se  valued  columns  the  genuine,  pure  product  of  our  Taylor  Dis- 
ry  has  been  a  household  word  for  years  before  these  "commer- 
-.  sharks"   (we  use  the  term  applied  by  the  courts,  as  you  will 
see  below)  began  this  character  of  fraud  upon  us,  which  the  courts 
have  now  so  scathingly  condemned. 

For  nearly  fifty  years  the  writer  of  this  letter,  as  you  well  know, 
'  ..   tireless  application  of  the  highest  standards  of  distillation,  has 
g  /en  a  value  to  the  Taylor  name  upon  a  pure  Kentucky-distilled 
nisky. 

Kentucky's  highest  court  (Vol.  95,  Kentucky  Reports,  1894,  p. 
662)  has  written  this  into  history. 

This  history  reverts  to  the  '60s. 

It  deals  with  a  near  quarter  of  a  century  of  accomplishment  be- 
fore this  man  Marion  E.  Taylor  of  Wright  &  Taylor,  immigrated 
to  Kentucky  and  began  to  simulate  our  product. 

We  simply  cannot  afford  to  have  these  injuries  further  inflicted 
upon  us. 

The  courts  have  intervened  to  solemnly  estop  them. 

We  shall  enforce  our  right  to  avail  of  the  full  protection  of  the 
courts.

"manufacturers"  of  the  pure  Taylor  whisky  of  Kentucky,  as  rep- 
resented in  the  amazing  advertisement  of  which  we  complain,  their

:erps  from  the  court  decisions  themselves.         .  } 

III. 

Let  the  courts  speak. 

Here  is  what  they  say : 

The  Kentucky  Court  of  Appeals  (March  17,  1905,  E.  H.  Taylor, 
in,  &  Sons  vs.  Marion  E.  Taylor,  trading  as  Wright  &  Taylor,  Vol. 
[24,  Kentucky  Reports,  pages  180  and  181)  held: 

"We  think  it  reasonably  clear  that  one  reading  these  advertise- 
Tients  (of  Marion  E.  Taylor,  trading  as  Wright  &  Taylor),  not  fa- 
niliar  with  the  whisky  trade,  would  understand  'Old  Kentucky 
raylor'  (of  Wright  &  Taylor)  was  a  straight  whisky,  and  without 
joing  into  the  minute  of  the  evidence,  we  deem  it  sufficient  to 
iay  that  we  are  satisfied  that  the  appellee  (Marion  E.  Taylor,  trad- 
ing as  Wright  &  Taylor)  intentionally  labeled  and  advertised  his 
^vhisky  as  he  did  to  pass  it  off,  not  as  blended  goods  but  as  the 
ivhisky  of  appellant  (E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.,  &  Sons),  which  had  attained 
ji  very  high  reputation  as  a  pure  Kentucky-distilled  whisky.  .  . 
Appellant  (E.  H.  Taylor.  Jr..  &  Sons)  had  sent  out  thousands  of 
•irculars  every  month  advertising  its  whisky  ...  as  The  Pre- 
nier  Kentucky  Whisky,  and  it  had  given  value  to  the  brand." 

The  Jefferson  Circuit  Court  (June  29,  1907,  granted  our  cor- 
)oration  an  injunction  against  Marion  E.  Taylor,  trading  as  Wright 
t  Taylor)  held : 

"Defendants    (Wright   &  Taylor)   have  used  said   words,   'Old 


Kentucky  Taylor'  on  their  labels  and  upon  advertisements  of  a 
product  simulating  the  straight  or  pure  whisky  manufactured,  ad- 
vertised and  sold  by  plaintiff  (E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.,  &  Sons).  .  .  . 
It  (Wright  &  Taylor's  product)  is  inferior  and  much  cheaper  than 
plaintiff's  (E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.,  &  Sons'  product),  by  which  simula- 
tion the  uninformed  public  has  been  led  and  induced  by  defendants 
(Wright  &  Taylor)  to  buy  the  product  of  defendants  under  the 
belief  that  it  was  buying  the  product  of  the  plaintiff  (E.  H.  Taylor, 
Jr.,  Si  Sons),  to  the  hurt  and  injury  of  the  plaintiff  (E.  H.  Taylor, 
Jr.,  &  Sons). 

And  it  is  therefore  further  adjudged  that  the  plaintiff  (E.  H. 
Taylor,  Jr.,  &  Sons)  is  entitled  to  and  is  given  a  perpetual  injunc- 
tion against  defendants  (Wright  &  Taylor)  perpetually  enjoining 
and  restraining  them  from  selling  or  offering  to  sell  their  blended  or 
rectified  whiskies  under  the  label  or  brand  'Old  Kentucky  Taylor' 
unless  the  advertisements  thereof  and  labels  thereon  shall  indicate 
and  show  that  said  whiskies  are  blended  or  rectified  whiskies." 

The  Commissioner  of  Patents  at  Washington,  D.  C,  (January 
7,  1909,  Taylor  vs.  Taylor)  held : 

''It  clearly  appears  from  the  testimony  that  the  product  of 
Wright  &  Taylor  has  from  its  inception  been  deceptively  labeled. 
At  no  time  have  the  labels  stated  the  true  character  of  the  product 
contained  in  the  bottles.  .  .  .  The  statement  contained  on  the 
labels  that  the  merchandise  is  Fine  Old  Kentucky  Whisky  would 
reasonably  lead  the  public  to  believe  it  was  a  pure  whisky. 
The  testimony  clearly  warrants  the  conclusion  that  the  merchan- 
dise produced  and  sold  (by  Wright  &  Taylor)  was  not  a  Fine  Old 
Whisky,  but  instead  a  compound  or  imitation  whisky." 

The  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia  (June  1,  1909, 
Taylor  vs.  Taylor)  held  : 

"We  agree  with  the  commissioner  that  the  evidence  shows  that 
the  marks  were  used  by  Wright  &  Taylor  ...  on  whisky  rep- 
resented to  be  pure,  when  in  fact,  construing  the  evidence  most 
liberally  in  their  favor,  it  was  only  entitled  to  be  marked  a  com- 
pound. .  .  .  We  also  find  no  fraudulent  or  deceptive  use  of  the 
mark  by  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.,  &  Sons." 

.  .  .  And  it  is  unfortunate  that  one  honestly  complying  with 
the  law  is  compelled  to  suffer  at  the  hands  of  'commercial  sharks.' 
The  decision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Patents  is  confirmed." 

The  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States  (on  April  10,  1907, 
in  an  opinion  rendered  to  President  Roosevelt  under  the  Pure  Food 
Law,  publishe  dby  the  Department  of  Agriculture  as  Food  Inspec- 
tion Decision  65)  held : 

"My  attention  has  likewise  been  called  to  the  case  of  E.  H.  Tay- 
lor, Jr.,  &  Sons  vs.  Wright  &  Taylor,  in  the  Court  of  Appeals  of 
Kentucky  (85  S.  W.  R.  1085).  In  this  case  it  was  determined  that 
the  selling  of  whisky  mixed  with  neutral  spirits  under  a  label  which 
might  lead  the  uninitiated  to  suppose  it  was  a  straight  whisky,  was 
a  fraud  upon  the  public  and  upon  the  manufacturers  of  the  straight 

article The  decision  may  have  been  considered  by  the 

Congress  when  it  framed  the  Pure  Food  Law  .  .  .  for  the  very 
purpose  of  making  more  difficult  such  frauds  as  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals of  Kentucky  condemned  in  this  case." 

IV. 

These  discredited  Louisville  compounders  (Wright  &  Taylor) 
have  not  had  the  audacity  to  advertise  this  mixture  in  Kentucky. 

They  seek  a  surreptitious  market  as  many  miles  from  Kentucky 
as  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Coasts  permit — chiefly  in  Boston. 

They  make  many  people  in  and  around  that  city  believe  that 
their  compounded  and  inferior  product  is  the  true  output  of  Ken- 
tucky's famous  Old  Taylor  distillery. 

This  fraud  is  continued  through  just  such  advertisements  as 
the  one  of  which  we  now  complain. 

The  courts  have  condemned  this  as  above. 

We  have  arraigned  these  compounders  for  contempt  as  stated. 

Our  pure  Taylor  whisky  is  always  bottled  upon  the  statutory 
basis  (Sec.  3250)  of  full  liquid  measure,  100  proof. 

The  compounded  product  of  Wright  &  Taylor  is  short  10  per 
cent  of  this  statutory  basis  (or  10  per  cent  short  of  our  own  meas- 
ure) and  falsely  labeled  "Full  Quart." 

We  insist  that  you  owe   it  to  yourselves  to  have   your  good 
paper  contain  no  further  such  culpable  advertisements.

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Seattle,  November  27,  1913. 

ON  the  12th  of  November  a  debate  was  held  on  the  question  of 
closing  saloons  at  8  p.  m.  Millard  Price,  a  Socialist,  making 
the  argument  in  favor  of  closing,  and  Edward  Flori,  International 
President  of  the  Hotel  and  Restaurant  Keepers'  Brotherhood, 
against.  Mr.  Edward  Levi,  a  well-known  business  man,  presided 
at  the  debate.  When  the  debate  was  finished  a  vote  was  taken 
of  all  persons  present,  and  it  was  found  that  Mr.  Flori  won  by  a 
majority  of  three  to  one. 

A  great  deal  of  discussion  has  been  aroused  throughout  the 
State  of  Washington  by  Mr.  George  E.  Pendell's  letters  to  the  pub- 
lic declaring  that  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors  was  responsible  for 
the  falling  off  of  the  birth  rate.  The  result  has  been  educational 
in  the  highest  degree.  The  manager  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League's 
campaign  has  served  to  start  a  snow  ball  rolling  which  must  event- 
ually precipitate  an  avalanche  upon  the  league.  Mr.  Pendell  as- 
serted that  the  early  settlers  of  Washington  had  families  averaging 
over  eight  children  each.  Being  a  new  arrival  from  the  East  Mr. 
Pendell  did  not  know  that  the  early  settlers  used  alcoholic  stim- 
ulants more  liberally  than  the  people  now  residing  in  Washington. 
He  has  practically  given  figures  which  show  that  alcoholic  liquor 
ought  to  be  used  to  increase  the  birthrate. 

In  Oregon  Mr.  Pendell  is  constantly  pointing  to  France  as  an 
example  that  alcohol  causes  a  decrease  in  the  birthrate.  Of  course 
France  is  a  long  way  off  so  that  Mr.  Pendell,  like  the  habitual  liar, 
can  answer  anyone  who  contradicts  him  by  saying,  "How  do  you 
know?  You  never  were  there."  But,  somehow,  there  are  many 
people  who  have  taken  him  to  task  on  the  subject.  The  Portland 
"Oregonian"  replies  to  him  in  the  following  language : 

"The  'sterilization'  which  produces  a  low  birth  rate  in  France 
is  not  caused  by  alcohol  but  by  well-known  preventive  devices.  All 
social  students  are  acquainted  with  this  fact.  The  word  'suicide' 
means  intentional  self  destruction.  Nor  does  our  low  American 
birth  rate  necessarily  mean  'the  loss  of  1.000,000  babies  a  year'  since 
a  falling  birth  rate  always  results  in  a  falling  death  rate.  A  more 
profound  examination  of  this  subject  would  doubtless  modify  Mr. 
Pendell's  views." 

Then  there  is  the  question  of  Italy.  Italy  is  even  a  greater 
wine-drinking  country  than  France,  but  the  birth  rate  among  the 
Italians  is  greater  than  among  any  other  people  of  Europe,  not  even 
excepting  the  Germans,  the  beer-drinking  people  so  noted  for  being 
prolific.  Although  800,000  people  emigrate  every  year  from  Italy 
the  population  of  the  country  is  increasing  in  an  amazing  manner. 

If  the  Prohibitionists  can  be  induced  to  discuss  the  liquor  ques- 
tion from  scientific  standpoints  it  will  not  take  long  to  completely 
discredit  them. 

Here  is  one  of  Mr.  Pendell's  final  shots :  "If  France  would  elim- 
inate her  alcoholic  wine  industry  she  would  find  an  increasing  birth 
rate  as  an  almost  immediate  result." 

A  whole  broadside  has  been  poured  into  him  in  reply.  It  is 
shown  that  the  French-Canadians,  great  wine  and  spirit  consumers, 
for  whom  England  has  made  special  laws  to  enable  them  to  obtain 
wine  and  brandy  from  France  at  minimum  cost,  are  the  most  pro- 
lific people  on  the  North  American  continent. 


Mr.  Pendell  is  truly  a  source  of  joy  to  the  liquor  trade  of  the 
northwest.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  quote  him.  Here  is  some  more  from 
his  able  pen :  "At  the  present  time  the  average  American  family 
does  not  have  more  than  three  children.  One  out  of  every  six  of 
the  native  American  white  women,  married,  is  childless.  Dr.  J. 
H.  Kellogg  of  Battle  Creek,  Mich.,  says  that  during  the  past  five 
years  the  United  States  birth  rate  has  fallen  oflf  at  33  1-3  per  cent. 
This  means  a  loss  of  1,000,000  babies  a  year." 

Mr.  Pendell  fails  to  mention  that  during  the  past  five  years  dry 
territory  in  the  United  States  has  increased  33  1-3  per  cent,  and 
fails  also  to  say  that  physicians  recommend  the  use  of  alcoholic 
beverages,  such  as  beer  and  stout,  by  nursing  mothers.  The  Pro- 
hibition leader  should  tack  about  and  recommend  Prohibition  as  a 
preventative  of  child  birth,  or  at  least  of  baby  raising. 

Taken  all  in  all  Prohibition  talk  in  Washington  and  Oregon  is 
mazy.  In  Washington  anti-alcoholics  tell  the  people  that  alcohol 
causes  poverty.  In  Oregon  they  tell  them  that  it  reduces  the  birth- 
rate. If  we  combine  the  two  statements  we  have  a  peculiar  situa- 
tion. The  rich,  who  are  notorious  for  the  smallness  of  their  fam- 
ilies, must  be  addicted  to  excessive  drinking  of  alcohol,  while  the 
poor,  who  are  often  accused  of  having  too  large  families,  must  be 
teetotalers.  The  only  way  to  reconcile  the  poverty  and  sterility  is 
to  admit  that  everybody  is  mistaken  and  that  the  rich  are  really 
poverty-stricken  and  childless  because  of  intemperance  and  the  poor 
are  wealthy  and  well  provided  with  children  because  of  sobriety. 
But,  when  the  people  of  Washington  and  Oregon  leave  jokes  and 
jibberish  to  one  side.  Prohibition  will  be  threshed  out  and,  like  false- 
hood, cleared  of  contradictions,  it  will  be  nil. 

At  Kelso,  W^ashington,  the  drys  won  at  the  primaries  on  the 
6th  of  November. 

Prohibition  forces  have  been  greatly  encouraged  in  Oregon  ow- 
ing to  the  results  of  the  elections  of  the  4th  of  November.  The  W. 
C.  T.  U.,  the  Prohibition  party,  the  Ministerial  Association  of  Port- 
land and  the  Anti-Saloon  League  are  a  unit  in  their  efforts  to  bring 
about  State-wide  Prohibition  next  year. 

Mr.  S.  Benson,  the  millionaire  Portland  lumberman,  who  wants 
to  prohibit  the  manufacture  of  whisky,  etc.,  says  in  a  recent  inter- 
view :  "I  am  not  a  Prohibitionist.  I  do  not  condemn  whi.sky  from 
the  moral  standpoint.  The  people  have  no  moral  sense.  They  must 
be  appealed  to  from  the  economic  aspect.  In  my  logging  camps  I 
employed  many  Scandinavians  who  were  good,  loyal,  intelligent 
workers,  the  best  I  ever  knew,  but  who  all  drank  whisky  and  beer. 
During  all  days,  except  Monday,  the  product  of  their  work  was 
worth  $10,000  a  day  for  me,  but  on  Monday  it  was  worth  only  $7,000 
to  $7,500.  I  found  that  this  falling  oflf  was  due  to  the  Sunday  drink- 
ing. Naturally,  I  have  sought  a  means  to  stop  the  Sunday  drink- 
ing, and  when  I  foflnd  that  there  are  only  $80,000,000  invested  in 
di.stilleries  in  the  United  States  I  picked  whisky  as  the  shining  mark 
for  my  attack.  I  do  not  believe  in  destroying  the  brewing  industry, 
as  there  are  $700,000,000  invested  in  that,  and  an  army  of  men  em- 
ployed. I  believe  in  giving  the  liquor  men  three  years  to  get  out 
of  bu.siness.  There  are  only  10,000  men  employed  in  distilleries 
and  the  throwing  of  such  a  number  of  men  out  of  employment  will 
not  seriously  affect  the  economic  balance  of  the  country.     I  have 
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not  taken  into  consideration  the  number  of  men  employed  in  the 
wholesale  and  retail  liquor  trade,  but  I  believe  that  they  have  cer- 
tain rights  which  must  be  regarded." 

Mr.  Benson  has  been  informed  that  there  are  between  200,000 
and  300,000  men  employed  in  tjie  manufacture  and  sale  of  whisky 
and  similar  liquors  in  the  United  States.  By  depriving  them  of 
the  means  of  livelihood  the  percentage  of  unemployed  men  in  the 
country  would  be  increased  from  17  per  cent,  as  it  is  now,  to  nearly 
20  per  cent.  The  economic  aspect  of  the  question  is  more  clouded 
than  the  moral.

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The  wets  have  decided  to  contest  the  elections  in  six  towns, 
namely,  Salem,  Harrisburg,  Oregon  City,  Springfield,  Gresham  and 
Hillsboro.  Contests  will  be  based  on  the  illegality  of  the  date  on 
which  the  election  was  held. 

City  commissioners  of  Portland  on  the  18th  of  November  signed 
orders  forbidding  the  sale  of  liquors  in  precincts  57,  58,  59,  60  and 
61  because  of  the  recent  election. 

In  Salem  20  persons  have  made  applications  for  liquor  licenses 
for  the  coming  six  months.  The  City  Council  was  amazed  but  re- 
ferred the  applications  to  committee. 

The  ladies  of  Salem,  assisted  by  the  clergymen,  have  started  to 
establish  coflfee  parlors  to  take  the  place  of  the  saloons  that  are  to 
be  banished.  The  ladies  claim  that  men  go  to  saloons  in  the  eve- 
ning because  they  have  no  other  places  to  go  to.  Cofifee  parlors 
will  be  places  of  rendezvous  for  the  rough  sex  in  the  future.  Reas- 
onably, the  downcast  males  should  be  entitled  to  some  pity.  But 
after  a  few  months  experience  with  coffee  they  are  likely  to  be  in 
need  of  something  besides  pity.  They  will  need  medical  treatment 
to  cure  them  of  insomnia,  etc. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  women  did  the  damage  at  Salem. 
They  acted  altogether  according  to  the  instructions  of  their  pas- 
tors. They  voted  just  as  the  "b'hoys"  did  in  old  times  in  New 
^^)rk,  when  the  ward-heelers  had  full  power.  They  simply  proved 
that  a  new  ward-heeling  system  has  come  into  existence  with 
preachers  in  control  and  the  female  voters  their  willing  tools.  Of 
the  2,000  women  who  voted  1,500  were  with  the  preachers.  The 
women  gave  the  drys  a  majority  of  500.  If  they  had  not  voted  the 
wet  majority  would  have  been  1,000. 

In  summing  up  the  Salem  election  the  Rev.  Tischer  of  the  Uni- 
tarian Church  said  on  the  2nd  of  November:  "The  triumph  is  due 
to  the  emotional  hysteria  of  women.  It  is  a  triumph  of  intemper- 
'ance.  It  must  be  understood  that  intemperance  is  by  no  means 
confined  to  liquor.  Intemperance  in  passion  and  prejudice  is  the 
most  hurtful  of  all  forms  of  intemperance. 

"The  saloon,  the  distillery,  the  brewery,  are  places  of  industry 
for  the  manufacturing  of  commercial  commodities.  The  saloon  is 
a  distributing  and  receiving  center,  a  supply  house.  It  represents 
the  method  of  distribution  rather  than  the  condition.  If  the  method 
creates  conditions  and  effects  an  evil  influence  in  .society,  we 
should  not  overlook  those  conditions  in  connection  with  methods 
which,  together,  produce  the  evil  eflfects.  This  rule  applies  to  all 
interests  in  life. 

"Again,  it  is  a  question  of  regulation  which  is  before  the  people. 


rather  than  one  of  method.  Cannot  evil  consequences  be  overcome 
by  additional  regulation?     Improvement  is  the  slogan  of  progress. 

"I  am  not  willing  to  concede  that  all  saloon  men,  all  wine  mer- 
chants, all  brewers,  distillers  and  hop  growers,  etc.,  are  either 
thugs,  cut-throats,  pirates  or  murderers  any  more  than  I  can  agree 
that  all  ministers  are  saints  or  all  church  members  Christians.  How- 
ever, all  men  will  agree  that  intoxication  is  always  the  result  of  in- 
temperance, no  matter  by  what  spirit  induced.  Emotional  hysteria, 
the  result  of  inflamed  passion  and  prejudice,  is  intoxication ;  is  in- 
temperance. 

"Can  you  legislate  morality  into  a  man  any  more  than  you  can 
innoculate  him  with  virtue  or  wisdom?  Can  you  inject  intelligence 
into  his  mind  or  goodness  into  his  heart?  Will  legal  enactments 
and  restrictive  and  prohibitive  laws  upon  our  statute  books  give 
to  a  man  moral  strength  to  resist  temptation?  Can  you  legalize 
character  into  a  man  by  prohibitive  laws?  You  may  tie  a  vicious 
dog  and  prevent  him  from  biting  a  passerby,  but  will  that  change 
the  nature  of  the  brute?  You  may  incarcerate  a  thief,  but  will  that 
make  of  him  an  honest  man?  The  cause  of  your  problem  lies  much 
deeper  and  the  cure  perhaps  in  quite  a  different  direction.  Life  is 
governed  by  divine  law  and  not  by  pious  sentimentalism." 

The  protests  of  the  liquor  men  at  Oregon  City  were  of  no  avail. 
Injunction  proceedings  were  started  but  the  county  court  issued 
orders  closing  the  saloons  January  1,  1914,  just  45  minutes  before 
the  attorneys  for  the  wets  arrived  to  file  the  papers.  As  the  court 
could  not  be  enjoined  from  doing  what  it  had  already  done  there 
was  nothing  left  to  do  but  submit  to  fate. 

At  The  Dalles  the  election  favored  the  wets,  owing  to  the  efforts 
of  Mrs.  Abigail  Scott  Duniway,  who  took  the  stand  against  the 
clergy.

When  they  can  see  that  the  farmers  are  going  to 
be  prosperous  they  realize  that  everybody  is  going  to  do  well  and 
the  result  is  they  begin  to  make  prosperity  wake  up  by  drinking 
to  it  in  advance.  This  is  what  makes  trade  good.  It  is  optimism 
with  a  good  sound  foundation  of  reason  that  has  brought  about  the 
splendid  improvement  in  business. 

"California  has  had  more  than  the  normal  amount  of  rain  already 
this  season  and  all  indications  point  to  a  continual  good  wet  sea- 
son. The  signs  of  wetness  that  are  accepted  by  the  Indians  are 
showing  everywhere  and  these  are  the  surest  signs  known.  The 
Indians  beat  all  the  weather  prophets  because  theirs  is  the  unfail- 
ing intuition  inherited  from  the  science  of  the  ancients.  The  signs 
recognized  by  the  Indians  are  those  which  have  been  handed  down 
through  the  ages  and  have  always  been  corroborated.  This  season 
the  Indians  have  found  that  the  signs  of  a  wet  winter  are  very 
pronounced  all  over  the  state.  Lots  of  rain  will  fall,  great  crops 
will  be  grown  and  money  will  be  plentiful  for  the  next  two  years 
and  it  will  be  spent  generously.

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  direct  means  of  living  of  three 
thousand  people  and  that  property  valued  at  at  least  two  million 
dollars  is  affected  by  a  municipal  liquor  license  ordinance.

It  cannot  pos- 
sibly know  just  what  the  city  as  a  whole  demands.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  and  justice,  the  City  Council  should  not  be  required  to; 
shoulder  the  responsibility.  The  new  city  charter  was  framed 
largely  for  the  express  purpose  of  fostering  direct  legislation.  No 
one  would  tolerate  for  a  moment  the  naming  of  a  set  of  city  officials 
by  the  City  Council  and  yet  it  would  be  far  easier  for  that  body  to 
pre-judge  public  opinion  as  shown  at  a  general  election  than  it  is 
for  the  Council  to  judge  of  the  present  state  of  public  opinion  re- 
garding the  liquor  ordinance. — Oakland  Review.

NOT  GOING  FAST  ENOUGH. 


IN  an  editorial  under  the  significant  heading  "Going  Too  Fast," 
the  Fresno  "Republican"  in  a  recent  issue  published  the  follow- 
ing: "Against  the  protests  of  representatives  of  the  churches,  the 
Anti-Saloon  League,  the  Women's  Christian  Temperance  Union, 
and  the  advice  of  most  of  the  practical  temperance  leaders  of  Cali- 
fornia, the  Prohibitionists  have  decided  to  precipitate  an  initiative 
for  a  State-wide  prohibition  amendment  at  the  election  of  1914. 
They  were  told  that  they  would  meet  with  certain  defeat ;  that  they 
would  defer  and  not  hasten  the  day  of  actual  prohibition ;  and  that 
they  would  jeopardize  the  red-light  bill  and  other  important  meas- 
ures, which  can  be  passed  now,  and  may  not  be  passed  at  all  un- 
less passed  now.  But  these  arguments  of  'mere  expediency'  were 
passed  over,  and  the  issue  is  to  be  forced.  Of  course  the  amend- 
ment will  be  defeated,  and  of  course  it  ought  to  be  defeated.  So 
long  as  opinion  is  divided  as  it  is  now  and  as  many  communities 
refuse  to  close  the  saloons  as  now  take  that  attitude,  it  is  not  merely 
impossible  to  pass  a  State-wide  prohibition  amendment — but  it 
would  be  wrong  if  it  were  possible.  And  it  is  a  still  greater  wrong 
thus  to  force  an  impossible  issue  at  a  time  when  it  will  obstruct 
other  and  more  urgent  ones.  Temperance  reform  is  going  fast 
enough  when  it  keeps  up  with  the  Methodist  Church,  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League,  and  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  Anything  faster  than  that 
is  exceeding  the  speed  limit." 

Certainly,  if  the  Prohibitionists  try  to  run  ahead  of  the  Women's 
Christian  Temperance  Union,  which  recently  petitioned  the  United 
States  Congress  to  destroy  the  wine  industry  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  promoters  of  State-wide 
Prohibition  are  going  ahead  at  breakneck  speed,  but  the  REVIEW 
must  express  a  difference  of  opinion  with  the  "Republican"  on  the 
point  of  "going  too  fast."  The  Prohibitionists  cannot  go  too  fast 
to  please  the  industrious  people  of  the  State  of  California.  They 
are  on  the  right  road  and  should  increase  their  speed.  When  they 
arrive  at  the  election  they  will  find  that  they  can  not  Stop  them- 
selves rushing  to  defeat.  Prohibitionists  are  not  going  fast  enough 
to  suit  the  people  of  this  State.  They  went  pretty  fast  in  San  Ber- 
nardino and  Los  Angeles  counties  when  they  recently  succeeded 
in  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  wine,  but  the  sooner 
they  arrive  at  the  end  of  their  career  the  better  for  the  State  of 
California. 


The  Matt  Grimm  establishment  at  the  corner  of  Liedesdorflf  and 
Halleck  streets,  which  was  sold  some  time  ago,  was  taken  over  by 
the  former  proprietors  during  the  month  of  November  and  will  be 
from  now  on  under  the  old  regime.  This  establishment  is  one  of 
the  most  famous  of  the  downtown  retail  places  in  San  Francisco. 
Under  the  restored  management  it  will  continue  to  be  noted  for 
the  high-class  service  which  brought  it  great  prestige  of  yore,  and 
it  will  place  at  the  disposition  of  the  public  the  best  that  the  market 
can  afiford.  Practically  the  only  change  that  has  been  made  con- 
sists of  the  reduction  of  the  price  of  straight  drinks  from  15  cents 
to  10  cents,  but  the  quality  of  the  drinks  is  always  sustained.  This 
place  will  well  deserve  the  continuous  patronage  of  all  those  who 
have  appreciated  its  merits  in  the  past. 


VISALIA  PETITIONS  TEMPORARILY  WITHHELD. 


The  warring  wet  and  dry  factions  of  Visalia  have  declared  a 
truce  pending  the  conclusion  of  the  Tulare  County  citrus  fair  to  be 
held  in  Visalia  from  December  4  to  13.  Petitions  ready  for  cir- 
culation proposing  a  saloon  ordinance  by  the  initiative  were  called 
m  at  the  last  minute  and  will  not  be  circulated  until  after  the  fair. 
The  wet  and  dry  fight  to  come  then  will  be  the  fourth  in  Visalia 
within  three  years. 


Chief  of  Police  Stanford  of  Vallejo  on  the  10th  of  November 
started  to  end  the  practice  of  certain  people  of  the  tenderloin  dis- 
trict of  the  city  selling  liquor  without  going  to  the  formality  of 
paying  for  a  license. 


COST  OF  ELECTIONS. 


During  the  past  twelve  months  the  people  of  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco  have  voted  at  twelve  different  elections.  To  pay 
for  the  elections  the  taxpayers  have  had  to  contribute  $300,000 
toward  the  expenses  of  the  popular  amusement.  Employers  have 
had  to  give  voters  who  work  for  them  three  full  days  pay  for  no 
service  rendered  to  them  and  the  saloonkeepers  have  forfeited  the 
business  of  twelve  week  days.  These  items  show  an  expenditure 
of  little  less  than  $2,000,000.  Besides  the  loss  of  time  and  money 
incurred  the  public  has  lost  interest  in  elections,  each  succeeding 
election  showing  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of  votes  cast.

PACIFIC  WINE.  BREWING  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW 


News  About  Oakland  and  Her  Chicks 


Oakland,  November  27,  1913. 
According  to  the   Oakland   "Tribune"   the  ordinance   recently 
passed  by  the  City  Council  of  the  East  Bay  metropolis  was  a  "vic- 
tory for  decency."    The  "Tribune"  says: 

"The  fight  for  decency  is  won.  Well  done,  City  Council !" 
As  it  is  generally  understood  that  the  fight  in  question  was 
started  in  order  to  appease  the  vindictive  feelings  of  a  certain  news- 
paper reporter  who  was  forcibly  and  rightfully  ejected  from  an  Oak- 
land liquor  establishment,  everybody  with  a  sense  of  justice  realizes 
that  the  so-called  fight  for  decency  was  nothing  more  or  less  than  a 
contemptible  movement  to  gratify  a  sordid  passion.  The  so-called 
victory  was  an  outrage  on  the  liquor  traffic  of  Oakland.  Thousands 
of  men  are  to  be  thrown  out  of  employment  and  their  wives  and 
children  made  to  suflfer  want  so  that  an  oflfensive  news  gatherer 
may  have  his  injured  feelings  soothed.  Men  who  have  had  nothing 
whatever  to  do  with  the  treatment  that  was  accorded  one  newspaper 
reporter  by  one  indignant  liquor  dealer  must  suflfer  the  confiscation 
of  $500,000  invested  in  saloons.  If  this  case  exemplifies  the  power 
of  the  press  it  is  time  that  that  power  was  curbed,  since  it  lends 
itself  to  despotism  and  destruction.  When  a  right-minded  person 
reads  the  "Tribune,"  with  an  understanding  of  its  exultation,  he 
will  be  reminded  of  Christ's  contemptuous  utterance,  "Oh^  ye 
Scribes  and  Pharisees!" 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  referendum  will  be  brought  to 
play  against  the  wickedness  of  the  ordinance.  Labor  unions  are 
taking  the  initiative.  They  understand  that  the  ordinance  is  a 
blow  at  laboring  men  in  particular,  throwing  1,100  saloon  employ- 
ees directly  out  of  employment  and  jeopardiizing  the  livelihoods  of 
hundreds  of  others. 

Under  the  new  ordinance  the  license  fees  for  liquor  estabhsh- 
ments  in  Oakland  will  be  as  follows :  Wholesale,  $25  per  quarter ; 
saloons,  $250;  restaurants  with  bars,  $125  till  January  1,  1914,  $250 
after;  restaurants  without  bars,  $125;  hotels,  with  bars,  $125  till 
January  1,  1914,  $250  after;  hotels  without  bars,  $125;  breweries, 
$500;  bottling  establishments,  $500;  drugstores,  $25;  family  liquor 
stores,  $125;  wineries,  $25;  social  clubs  $15;  and  transients  $500. 
All  licenses  are  on  a  quarterly  basis.  Saloons  will  be  limited  to  200 
after  July  1,  and  family  liquor  stores  to  40  at  the  same  date. 

The  investment  of  from  $2,000,000  to  $3,000,000  in  the  Clare- 
mont  hotel  now  lies  dormant  because  of  the  prohibition  of  the  sale 
of  Hquor.  The  fact  is  now  the  subject  of  much  discussion  by  bus- 
iness men  and  others  of  both  Oakland  and  Berkeley,  who  had  ex- 
pected much  from  this  hotel  in  the  way  of  improving  the  commer- 
cial situation.  Efforts  will  be  made  at  the  next  legislature  to  find  a 
remedy  for  the  unhealthy  state  of  afTairs  which  practically  closes  a 
magnificent  hotel. 

Chief  of  Police  Peterson  refutes  the  intimation  that  the  police, 
through  the  refreshment  committee  of  the  recent  policemen's  ball, 
forced  saloonmen  to  contribute  liquor.  The  chief  of  police  declares 
that  all  liquors  given  by  the  saloonmen  were  voluntary  contribu- 
tions and  were  accepted  as  donations.  The  liquors  were  carried  to 
the  ball  in  private  conveyances  and  not  in  police  partol  wagons  and 
not  a  single  bottle  was  taken  home  by  any  member  of  the  force. 
Hereafter  no  more  liquor  will  be  accepted  at  future  balls  given  by 
the  police  so  that  no  excuse  may  be  given  for  criticism. 

Drug  stores  will  not  be  allowed  to  exhibit  liquors  in  their  show 
windows  in  Oakland  hereafter. 

The  first  licjuor  license  revoked  by  the  City  Council  of  Oakland 
under  the  new  ordinance  is  that  of  Shang  Fong,  whose  place  was 
recently  destroyed  by  fire.  As  the  license  expired  January  22,  1914, 
$151.40  of  the  license  fee  has  been  refunded  to  Shang  Fong. 

The  City  Council  of  Oakland  has  decided  to  prohibit  the  use  of 
alcoholic  liquors  at  public  dances.  Policemen  have  been  instructed 
to  watch  Saturday  night  dances  especially. 

According  to  Professor  W.  B.  Herms  of  the  University  of  Cal- 
ifornia, continental  Europe  looks  with  disfavor  on  three  phases  of 
American  drinking,  namely,  the  treating  system,  the  palatial  aspect 
of  the  American  bar  and  the  use  of  alcoholic  patent  medicines.  The 
professor  in  a  recent  address  at  California  Hall  in  Berkeley  said : 

"The  United  States  has  much  to  learn  from  Europe  on  the  ques- 
tion of  alcoholism.  The  European  liquor  habit  is  one  of  long  stand- 
ing and  is  based  on  social  custom,  being  readily  amenable  to  edu- 


cational methods.  In  the  United  States  drinking  is  often  a  bad 
habit  and  is  too  often  based  on  intemperance.  Education  should 
regulate  the  use  of  liquor.  In  the  United  States  we  have  education 
but  no  training  to  go  with  it.  In  Europe  education  is  accompanied 
by  training,  people  being  taught  how  to  use  liquor  without  abus- 
ing it."  \ 
The  Alameda  Lodge  of  Elks  is  in  disgrace.  The  Elks'  bar- 
tender, Willie  Wong,  has  been  arrested  for  violating  the  liquor 
license  ordinance.  The  chief  of  police  and  two  detectives  ordered 
drinks  in  the  Elks'  clubhouse  and  paid  for  them  with  tickets  issued 
by  the  club.  Wong  was  arrested  but  released  on  his  own  recog- 
nizance. The  Elks  will  defend  Wong,  as  they  claim  that  the  city 
ordinance  does  not  aflfect  fraternal  and  social  organizations.  The 
Alameda  city  administration  declares  that  it  is  friendly  to  the  club, 
several  of  the  city  officials  being  Elks.  The  declaration,  however, 
can  hardly  be  reconciled  with  the  act  of  trying  to  cut  oflf  the  source 
of  cheer  from  the  innocent  and  benevolent  Elks. 


Coates  Saloon  Ordinance  For  Seattle  Delayed. — The  City  Coun- 
cil of  Seattle,  by  a  vote  of  4  to  1,  decided  to  lay  over  until  January 
1  the  new  Coates  saloon  ordinance  which  would  abolish  the  sale 
of  liquors  in  private  boxes  in  restaurants.

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Temperance  vs.  Prohibition 

The  Anti-Saloon  League  leaders  tried  to  make  the  issue  a  re- 
ligious one,  but  the  Rev.  F.  J.  Dubbel,  Rector  of  St.  Boniface's  Par- 
ish, refuted  that  argument  and  showed  that  the  Catholic  Church 
is  opposed  to  the  theory  of  Prohibition.  In  an  open  letter  to  the 
Anaheim  Herald,  under  date  of  November  1st,  Father  Dubbel  said: 

The  battle  of  the  ballot  is  not  a  religious  issue.  It  is  not  the 
stand  of  one  church  against  another.  He  would  would  make  it 
thus,  is  a  disturber  and  not  a  desirable  citizen  in  a  liberal  commun- 
ity. The  question  before  the  people  is  one  of  social  economics. 
And  as  such  it  must  be  squarely  faced,  argued  and  then  let  reason, 
not  prejudice  nor  fanaticism,  decide. 

Every  registered  voter  and  resident  citizen  has  had  his  mail 
increased  during  the  last  weeks,  and  plenty  of  reading  material  left 
at  his  door.  The  views  of  both  sides  stated,  it  is  for  him  to  decide 
what  is  the  best  for  the  material  and  social  progress  of  the  city. 
He  who  can  not  think  is  a  fool,  he  who  dares  not  think  is  a  slave, 
he  who  will  not  think  is  a  bigot. 

Why  then  force  religious  influence  into  the  combat?  Is  there 
no  other  work  to  be  done  by  the  churches?  Is  it  to  their  credit 
that  for  all  these  years  they  have  been  dormant  and  have  not  used 
their  power  for  the  uplift  of  men?  Once  more  they  err  in  their 
viewpoint  who  seek  to  make  this  a  religious  quarrel.  A  safe  and 
sane  leader  lays  aside  impetuosity  and  intolerance. 

The  virtue  of  temperance  is  one  of  the  cardinal  virtues  in  Chris- 
tian life.  This  virtue  has  a  large  domain.  It  is  a  moderation  of 
all  passions.  All  excesses  are  opposed  to  it.  Inordinate  joy  or  sor- 
row, unbridled  temper,  overbearing  self-opinionativeness,  undigni- 
fied indulgence  of  the  appetites,  all  wound  its  delicateness  and  mar 
its  luster.  It  becomes,  consequently,  the  great  power  ot  self-con- 
straint. It  regulates  life  to  be  led  according  to  the  design  of  the 
creator.  Hence  its  importance,  its  necessity  and  its  force  in  the 
Christian  life.  The  church  must  continually  preach  it,  to  have  its 
moderating  influence  felt  in  the  daily  life  of  its  members.  In  a  very 
narrow  and  restricted  sense  the  word  temperance  is  used  as  affect- 
ing the  use  of  intoxicants.  Total  abstinence  from  intoxicating  bev- 
erages or  complete  prohibition  would  be  clearer  terms.  The  atti- 
tude of  the  Catholic  church  on  this  subject  may  thus  be  clearly 
stated :  Preach  temperance  and  universal  temperance  at  all  times, 
in  season  and  out  of  season,  to  use  a  Scripture  quotation. 

Temperance  being  a  Christian  virtue,  true  Christian  perfection 
will  not  exist  unless  the  sparkle  of  that  virtue  will  be  noticed  in 
the  Christian  crown.  Prohibition  as  understood  by  its  advocates 
does  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Catholic  church's  teachings. 
It  is  an  infringement  on  personal  liberty,  it  is  coercion,  even  con- 
sidering that  the  motives  prompting  such  action  are  intended  for 
the  best.  War  measures  and  extreme  legislation  may  have  to  be  re- 
sorted to  at  times,  but  they  always  leave  that  feeling  of  force  and 
constraint  which  the  emancipated  citizen  will  desire  to  cast  aside, 
even  as  the  prisoner  longs  to  break  the  shackles  that  fetter  him. 

No  church  teaches  temperance  and  moderation  stronger,  more 
constantly  and  more  consistently  than  the  Catholic  church.  Notice 
her  days  of  abstinence  and  fasting.  Her  Fridays,  her  Lent  and  days 
of  Vigils.  In  the  pastoral  letters  of  her  bishops,  she  pleads  with 
her  people,  "A  most  commendable  custom  is  that  of  abstaining  dur- 
ing Lent  from  all  intoxicating  liquors,  and  we  commend  this  as  one 
form  of  mortification  to  those  who  have  the  habit  even  of  the  mod- 
erate use  of  liquors."  At  the  time  of  confirmation  the  bishops  ap- 
peal to  the  young  to  pledge  themselves  to  total  abstinence  at  least 
to  the  age  of  21.  Many  are  the  sodalities  of  total  abstainers  and 
men  like  the  famous  Father  Matthew,  the  apostle  of  temperance, 
have  done  good  by  their  example,  their  gentle  instructions  and  kind 
persuasion  to  lead  men  who  would  only  be  antagonized  through 
coarse  and  savage  tirades.  What  is  the  principle  of  the  Catholic 
church  leading  men  to  temperance?  Not  legislation,  but  moral 
persuasion.  The  Lord  desires  a  reasonable  service,  no  slaves  in 
his  vineyard,  and  thus  also  the  Catholic  church  desires  first  of  all 
to  demonstrate  the  excellence,  beauty  and  necessity  of  a  means  of 
virtue,  and  then  lead  men  to  strive  for  it  nobly. 

Cardinal  Gibbons,  Archbishop  Messmer,  Bishop  Foley,  have 
clearly  expressed  the  church's  stand  on  this  subject.  To  quote  the 
words  of  Archbishop  Messmer:  "I  would  not  be  understood  as  fa- 
voring the  drink  habit.     I  regret  deeply  its  abuses  and  the  misery 


which  it  causes,  but  I  do  not  believe  that  prohibition  is  the  cure. 
The  stand  which  I  take  against  the  imposing  of  laws  by  any  com- 
munity which  interfere  with  personal  liberty  is  the  stand  taken  by 
the  Roman  Catholic  church.  The  church  holds  that  any  attempt  to 
curtail  this  liberty  is  to  be  discouraged.  Prohibition  is  such  an 
attempt  and  on  the  whole  I  believe  it  to  be  an  unwise  movement 
which  would  not  bring  the  results  claimed  for  it." 

While  this  is  the  general  position  of  the  church,  it  must  be 
clearly  understood  that  there  might  be  certain  local  conditions  which 
would  demand  a  protest  from  the  diocesan  authorities.  Thus,  for 
instance.  Archbishop  Messmer  states:  "I  can  believe  also  that  as 
a  temporary  measure  and  in  certain  locations,  prohibition  might  be 
advisable.  Prohibition  in  the  South,  where  there  is  a  vast  prepon- 
derance of  negroes,  for  instance,  is  a  diiTerent  proposition  irom  pro- 
hibition in  the  North.  In  certain  Southern  localities  prohibition 
might  be  a  good  thing  for  a  while,  but  that  is  not  saying  that  pro- 
hibition is  the  only  way  to  get  the  desired  results  nor  is  it  saying 
that  it  is  the  right  way  for  all  places  and  all  times."  And  thus  we 
have  heard  the  warning  voice  of  our  bishop  when  there  was  danger 
that  roadhouses  were  to  be  planted  near  the  shrine  of  one  of  Cali- 
fornia's missions. 

It  is  a  grand  acknowledgement  by  the  liberty  loving  that  in  the 
Catholic  church  men,  priests  and  prelates  are  found  belonging  to 
all  political  parties.  Thus  also  if  in  the  enthusiasm  of  a  conven- 
tion certain  resolutions  be  passed,  or  if  among  the  large  number 
of  the  clergy  some  will  express  extreme  views,  such  must  not  be 
accepted  as  the  established  teachings  of  a  church  ever  liberty-loving 
and  the  upholder  of  justice. 


BOSTON'S  MAYOR  GIVES  ADVICE  TO  MAINE. 


Mayor  Fitzgerald  of  Boston  recently  visited  the  state  of  Maine 
and  gave  some  good  advice  to  the  people.  Following  are  some  ex- 
cerpts from  one  of  his  speeches: 

"Maine  should  follow  the  policy  of  Massachusetts  and  the  other 
New  England  states  in  regard  to  the  license  question.  Scandals 
galore  have  developed  in  Maine  during  the  past  25  years  because 
of  the  principles  of  prohibition.  I  have  been  a  witness  myself  to 
the  number  of  barrooms  open  in  most  places  without  a  dollar  of 
revenue  going  to  the  state.  With  the  passing  of  proper  laws  giving 
each  community  the  right  to  vote  upon  the  question,  unlimited  cap- 
ital will  go  to  the  state  for  the  building  of  hotels  and  the  develop- 
ment of  seashore  resorts  that  are  now  becoming  desert  places. 

"Twenty-five  years  ago  Old  Orchard  possessed  four  splendid 
hotels.  At  the  present  time  there  is  but  one  first-class  hotel. 
Though  the  population  within  calling  distance  of  Old  Orchard  has 
increased  millions,  the  opportunity  for  their  pleasure  has  decreased 
75  per  cent.  The  people  of  the  country  generally  believe  in  per- 
sonal liberty  and  it  is  foolish  for  Maine  to  expect  that  her  seashores 
and  communities  will  be  visited  by  the  traveler  who  in  practically 
every  other  place  on  earth  can  satisfy  his  personal  wants.  When  in 
Maine  he  is  denied  that  personal  liberty  which  he  thinks  is  a  God- 
given,  inherent  right  with  him. 

"I  therefore  urge  Maine  to  give  serious  attention  to  the  ques- 
tion of  good  roads  in  a  sane  and  honest  settlement  of  the  liquor 
problem.  Maine  needs  capital  to  develop  its  tremendous  resources, 
and  capital  will  never  flow  into  a  community  which  is  hide-bound 
and  narrow  in  its  treatment  of  broad  public  questions." 


WHAT  IS  THE  ANSWER? 


Louisville,  November  10. — The  National  Model  License  League, 
by  President  T.  M.  Gilmore,  today  sent  to  the  chairman  of  the  con- 
vention of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  of  America  in  session  at  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  the  following  telegram  relative  to  the  shipping  of  liquor 
into  "dry"  territory:  } 

"If  prohibition  is  intended  to  prohibit  why  did  you  pass  laws  i 
North  Carolina,  Tennessee  and  Texas  to  provide  for  the  shippinj 
of  a  gallon  of  whisky,  wine  or  beer  to  residents  of  the  'dry*  ten 
tory  in  these  States  where  you  had  absolute  control? 

"What  was  your  purpose  in  thus  nullifying  the  Webb  law,  whi 
you  urged  Congress  to  pass  on  the  ground  that  it  would  keep  liqu 
out  of  'dry'  territory? 

"You  are  invited  to  have  these  questoins  answered  by  any 
your  speakers  at  the  convention." 
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EASTERN  SIMIANS  ON  THE  RAMPAGE. 


During  their  recent  convention  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  the  Prohibi- 
tionists completed  plans  to  raise  a  fund  of  $1,000,000  for  the  presi- 
dential campaign  of  1916.  They  declared  their  intention  to  elect 
ten  members  of  Congress  next  year.  A  concentration  committee 
will  scour  the  nation  to  find  the  congressional  districts  most  favor- 
able to  Prohibition  and  the  fight  to  elect  the  ten  Congressmen  will 
be  carried  on  in  those  districts.  "Education"  on  the  subject  of  na- 
tional prohibition  and  the  evils  of  the  liquor  traffic  will  be  carried 
on  more  extensively  than  ever  before  during  the  next  two  years. 

Mrs.  Emily  Hall  of  the  Women's  Christian  Temperance  Union, 
speaking  in  Chicago  on  the  results  of  the  recent  elections  in  Illi- 
nois, said :  "We  will  make  Chicago  dry  next  spring.  Nothing  can 
stop  us.  When  women  want  anything  they  get  it.  The  W.  C.  T. 
U.  has  1,500  active  women  workers  in  the  campaign  to  drive  the 
wets  out  of  Chicago  and  every  one  of  these  workers  is  a  regular 
field  missionary." 

Mrs.  Emmaline  Pankhurst,  in  one  of  her  public  speeches  in 
Chicago,  said :  "It  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  women  will  drive 
the  liquor  traffic  from  Illinois.  More  than  eighty  per  cent  of  the 
women  are  against  the  saloons  and  all  those  that  are  against  the 
saloons  vote." 

On  the  6th  of  November  Mrs.  Pankhurst  addressed  the  colored 
women  of  the  Institutional  Church  in  Minneapolis.  After  the  ad- 
dress she  took  up  a  collection.  Many  of  the  colored  women  had  no 
money  to  contribute.  They  gave  the  little  jewelry  they  had  on 
them  to  Mrs.  Pankhurst.  Some  of  them  even  gave  their  wedding 
rings.  When  the  aflFair  was  over  Mrs.  Pankhurst  was  ahead  of  the 
game  to  the  extent  of  a  small  bag  of  jewelry.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  she  is  a  wonderful  worker,  if  not  a  wonder  worker.  But  her 
game  is  one  that  has  been  played  for  a  long  time  in  these  good  old 
United  States  where  most  folks  do  their  thinking  after  the  game. 


OBITUARY- 


JOHN  LUTGEN. 


It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  must  announce  the  death  of  Mr. 
John  Lutgen,  of  the  firm  of  Wichman,  Lutgen  and  Company  of 
San  Francisco.  Mr.  Lutgen  passed  away  on  the  first  of  November, 
after  a  few  hours  illness  following  a  luncheon.  Up  to  the  day  of 
his  death  he  had  enjoyed  splendid  health  and  this  fact  made  the 
news  of  his  death  a  very  grevious  surprise  to  everyone  wno  knew 
him. 

Mr.  Lutgen  was  born  near  Bremen,  Germany,  in  the  year  1847. 
At  an  early  age  he  made  his  residence  in  New  York  and  later  came 
to  San  Francisco,  where  he  became  associated  with  Mr.  Henry  P. 
Wichman  in  the  mercantile  business  at  809  Montgomery  street, 
and  engaged  actively  in  business  affairs,  constantly  adding  to  the 
prestige  of  his  house.  Sometime  after  the  catastrophe  of  1906  he 
made  the  building  at  134  Sacramento  street,  which  he  erected,  the 
home  of  the  firm  and  greatly  extended  and  strengthened  the  repu- 
tation of  the  company  afterwards  until  it  became,  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  one  of  the  leading  mercantile  factors  of  the  Pacific  coast. 
Mr.  Lutgen  was  a  member  of  several  fraternal  orders  and  his  fun- 
eral was  under  the  auspices  of  the  Masonic  Temple  of  Alameda, 
in  which  city  he  had  his  residence.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow 
and  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Fred  Staude  and  Mrs.  A.  H.  W.  Koerber. 
In  the  passing  away  of  Mr.  Lutgen  San  Francisco  loses  one  of  her 
old-time  merchants,  a  man  who  was  respected  by  all  for  his  integ- 
rity and  loved  for  his  just  character. 
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NEWS  FROM  SAGEBRUSH  AND   CACTUS  REGIONS. 


NEVADA — The  Supreme  Court  of  Nevada  has  handed  down  a 
decision  on  the  application  of  C.  O.  Davies,  the  lessee  of  Belle  Isle, 
near  Reno,  for  a  mandamus  compelling  the  City  Council  of  Reno 
to  submit  to  a  vote  of  the  people  a  proposed  ordinance  giving  him 
a  license  to  sell  liquor.  The  court  denied  the  application  on  the 
ground  that  the  proposed  ordinance  would  be  void  even  if  adopted 
by  the  City  Council,  and  therefore  should  be  void  if  adopted  by 
popular  vote.  It  would  be  void  for  the  reason  that  it  would  serve 
a  private  rather  than  a  public  interest.  The  question  of  constitu- 
tionality was  not  considered  by  the  court.     Davis  still  fights. 

Mr.  Louis  Avansino  has  been  granted  a  bar  license  for  the 
Thomas  Cafe  in  Reno  after  a  sturdy  contest  with  the  City  Council. 
The  attorney  of  Mr.  Avansino  told  the  council  that  if  the  licensed 
was  not  granted  he  would  make  an  attack  on  the  liquor  ordinance 
which  limits  the  number  of  saloons  in  Reno  to  58,  although  there 
are  now  68.  After  that  the  council  became  docile  and  granted  the 
license. 

Stephen  Durham  and  Company  have  been  granted  a  liquor  li- 
cense for  an  establishment  which  they  are  erecting  on  B  street, 
Reno,  adjoining  the  Robison  block. 

ARIZONA — The  annual  convention  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League 
of  Arizona  was  held  on  the  6th  of  November  at  Phoenix.  All  the 
work  done  was  confined  to  organization.  There  was  no  talk  of 
state-wide  prohibition. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Pinal  county  recently  granted  a 
liquor  license  to  George  Swartz  of  Phoenix,  but  the  sheriff  refused 
to  issue  it  on  the  ground  that  four  first-class  men  had  already  ap- 
plied for  licenses  and  been  refused,  while  Swartz,  a  fifth-class  out- 
sider, had  evidently  used  hypnotism  on  the  supervisors  to  have 
them  grant  his  license. 

Of  the  $9,000  raised  for  the  state  fair  the  saloon  men  of  Phoenix 
contributed  $2,275. 

Edward  Branch  was  recently  arrested  for  selling  liquor  without 
a  license  in  Graham  county,  wet  territory,  and  was  taken  to  Central 
Precinct  in  Gila  county,  dry  territory,  for  trial  and,  of  course,  con- 
victed. Appeal  has  been  made  to  the  Superior  Court  on  the  ground 
that  evidence  did  not  warrant  conviction  and  that  conviction  was 
due  to  prejudice. 

According  to  Attorney  M.  J.  Dougherty  of  Mesa  an  election  can 
be  held  at  any  time  to  moisten  a  town  as  well  as  to  dry  it  up.  The 
drys  claim  that  when  a  town  goes  dry  it  must  stay  dry  two  years, 
but  when  it  goes  wet  it  may  be  dried  up  again  in  two  months.  A 
fight  is  to  be  waged  in  Maricopa  county  on  these  lines. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  decided  that  the  Tonto  basin 
must  remain  dry  territory  and  deny  all  applications  for  license  in 
that  territory. 

Mr.  Robert  T.  Jones  of  Winkleman  has  sold  his  liquor  business 
in  that  town  and  will  hereafter  conduct  the  Cyclone  saloon  at  Su- 
perior. 

Messrs.  John  McGraw  and  D.  McGee  of  Cananea,  Mexico,  have 
purchased  the  Antlers'  saloon  in  Bisbee  from  Mr.  William  Robin- 
son. 

Mr.  C.  W.  Smith  has  opened  a  saloon  in  Casa  Grande. 

NEW  MEXICO— Anthony  voters  decided  that  it  is  time  to  go 
dry.  They  voted  eleven  saloons  out  of  business  on  the  8th  of  No- 
vember and  the  town  is  30  miles  from  any  other  place. 

Elections  are  to  be  held  in  Grant  county  during  December  on 
local  option  propositions.  .According  to  the  new  law  of  New  Mex- 
ico if  the  drys  lose  they  can  not  hold  another  election  in  less  than 
four  vears. 


lASH'S  BITTERC 


An  election  will  be  held  at  Aztec,  San  Juan  county,  on  the  9th 
of  December  on  the  liquor  question. 

Messrs.  Sayles  and  Cochran  have  opened  the  Green  Front  saloon 
at  101  North  Main  street,  in  Roswell. 

The  towns  of  La  Mesa,  San  Miguel,  Chamberino  and  La  Union 
in  Dona  Ana  county,  voted  on  the  liquor  question  on  the  8th  of 
November  with  disastrous  results  to  the  drys.  The  towns  will  re- 
main wet  for  four  years  more  at  least. 

Everybody  in  Grant  county  is  incensed  over  the  methods  of  the 
drys  in  trying  to  force  the  voters  to  dry  up  the  county.  The  drys 
issued  screeds  describing  the  difference  between  the  people  of  Grant 
county,  now  wet,  and  San  Juan  county,  dry.  They  declared  that  the 
people  of  Grant  county  are  without  morals,  live  in  disgrace,  etc. 
As  a  result  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  Silver  City,  Grant  county,  have  passed  resolutions  vindicating 
Grant  county  folks  and  these  are  being  published  very  widely. 


EUROPEAN  VINTAGE  IS  SHORT. 


Messrs.  Hedges  and  Butler  have  issued  from  London  the  fol- 
lowing report  which  is  the  result  of  investigations  into  the  condi- 
tions of  the  wine  districts  of  Europe : 

Cognac — September  was  favorable  in  all  respects  to  the  vines, 
the  hot  days  doing  a  great  deal  of  good  after  the  cold  summer.  The 
1913  crop  promises  to  turn  out  very  much  the  same  as  last  year 
as  regards  quantity.  The  wines  have  been  quite  sound  and  the 
alcoholic  strength  is  showing  higher  than  in  1912  owing  to  the  bet- 
ter weather.     The  quality  should  prove  to  be  good. 

Champagne — Owing  to  the  frosts  which  prevailed  in  April  and 
the  rather  bad  summer  for  the  vines,  the  vintage  has  been  a  late 
one.  The  quantity  will  be  very  small,  but  it  is  expected  that  the 
wine  made  will  be  of  fair  quality. 

Sherry. — The  summer  of  1913  has  been  very  dry  and  conse- 
quently the  vines  have  suffered  from  lack  of  moisture.  The  yield 
will  be  a  moderate  one,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  quality  of  the  wine 
will  be  fine,  the  vintage  having  been  made  under  favorable  condi- 
tions.

Burgundy. — The  temperature  of  the  summer  was  not  favorab' 
to  the  Burgundy  vineyards,  and  cold  and  rain  have  not  permitted 
the  grapes  to  ripen  as  usual.     The  result  will,  be  probably  a  yie! 
of  a  quarter  of  an  average  year. 

Port. — The  vintage  in  the  port  country  is  now  finished,  and  tl 
weather  has  been  fair  on  the  whole.  The  grapes  were  sound  aij 
the  cool  weather  has  favored  a  regular  and  even  fermentation  of  t( 
wines.  The  quantity  will  be  less  than  usual,  and  indications  poi^ 
to  the  making  of  a  sound  useful  vintage  for  general  purposes. 

Claret. — The  early  promises  of  an  abundant  vintage  in  the  Be 
deaux  district  have  not  been  realized.  The  spell  of  very  war 
weather  in  September  did  a  great  deal  of  good  to  the  vines,  and  ti 
grapes  ripened  well.  Hopes  are  entertained  that  the  quality  of  tl 
wine  will  be  really  good.  In  the  white  wine  districts  the  prospecj 
are  very  encouraging. 

Hock  and  Moselle. — The  cold  and  wet  weather  of  the  sprit 
was  very  unfavorable  for  the  blossoming  of  the  vines  in  most  of  tt 
German  wine  growing  districts.  The  quantity  produced  of  tl 
1913  must  be  very  small  and  in  a  few  favored  districts  the  qualil 
of  the  wine  may  turn  out  to  be  a  useful  one. 

Madeira.— It  is  yet  early  to  form  a  definite  opinion  of  the  vij 
cage  in  Madeira.     There  will  be  most  likely  an  average  vintage 
regards  quantity  and  quality.

A  case  of  great  importance  under  the  Pure  Food  Law  has  just 
been  decided  in  the  United  Slates  District  Court  for  the  Southern 
District  of  New  York  in  Ne\y  York  City,  after  trial  before  the  Hon. 
Julius  M.  Mayer,  a  Judge  of  the  court,  on  the  22nd  and  23rd  of 
October,  1913.

)usiness  under  the  name  of  the  London  Wine  &  Spirit  Company, 
distillers  of  gins.  The  defendants  were  charged  with  crime  in  us- 
ing a  label  describing  as  "Genuine  Hollands  Geneva,"  a  gin  distilled 
in  New  York  City. 

The  Government  charged  that  this  was  misbranding  in  that 
it  indicated  that  the  product  was  imported  from  Holland,  although 
the  label  plainly  stated  that  it  was  distilled  by  the  London  Wine  & 
Spirit  Company,  New  York. 

The  defense  interposed  was,  that  the  words  "Hollands  Geneva" 
had  come  by  long  usage  to  mean  a  kind  of  gin  having  a  particular 
flavor  and  no  longer  indicated  merely  a  gin  made  in  Holland,  but 
that  it  could  be  made  anywhere. 

The  Government  to  offset  this  contention  called  as  witnesses 
Mr.  Grosvenor  Nicholas  and  many  of  the  other  large  importers,  and 
also  the  stewards  of  several  of  the  large  hotels  and  clubs,  all  of 
whom  testified  that  the  words  in  question  referred  only  to  gin  made 
in  Holland. 

The  defense,  which  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Joseph  M.  Proskauer 
of  the  law  firm  of  Elkus,  Gleason  &  Proskauer,  called  to  meet  this 
testimony  representatives  of  Clarke  Bros.  &  Co.,  Corning  &  Co., 
James  Butler,  the  Hygrade  Wine  Co.,  and  many  others  of  the  lead- 
ing distillers  in  domestic  liquors,  all  of  whom  testified  that  for  over 
twenty  years  the  words  have  ceased  to  mean  only  a  gin  imported 
from  Holland. 

Judge  Mayer  charged  the  jury  that  the  defense  had  complied* 


of  the  label,  and  that  the  Government  raised  no  question  concerning 
the  purity  or  character  of  the  gin. 

Although  the  trial  lasted  two  days,  the  jury  remained  out  but  ten 
minutes  and  returned  a  verdict  of  acquittal,  thus  establishing  by  its 
verdict  the  contention  of  the  defendants.

"About  the  only  new  work  of  importance  during  the  year  has 
been  that  at  Winehaven  for  the  California  Wine  Association.  This 
has  been  of  large  magnitude  and  has  served  to  stimulate  the  trade. 

"Prospects  are  very  good  for  the  coming  two  years.  Inquiries 
of  all  kinds  point  to  a  general  cheerfulness.  Everybody  feels  that 
there  are  good  times  ahead.  The  feeling  in  San  Francisco  is  espec- 
ially good."

HOP  SHORTAGE  IN  SIGHT. 


SONOMA  AND  MENDOCINO  HOPS. 


At  Santa  Rosa  an  offer  of  24j4c  for  a  choice  lot  of  hops  was 
made  and  rejected.  C.  C.  Donovan  bought  500  bales  of  Mendocino 
hops  at  21j4c  a  pound  and  George  Proctor  bought  100  bales  of 
Mendocinos  at  22j<^c  and  290  bales  at  22>4c  here.  New  York 
prices  are  40c  and  45c.  Before  next  season  the  growers  say  they 
will  be  organized  so  that  they  can  obtain  correct  information  on 
•  the  Eastern  and  European  markets  and  on  the  supply  and  demand. 


SACRAMENTO  VALLEY  HOPS. 


The  hop  market  of  Sacramento  now  is  reported  at  around  20c 
and  21c.  The  Oki  Company  of  the  American  River  sold  400  bales 
at  20c;  Williams  &  Wells  of  the  American  River,  140  bales  at  20c, 
and  Elward  Palm  of  the  Consumnes  River,  93  bales  at  21c. 


SUSPICIOUS  HOP  GROWERS. 


Suspecting  that  the  brewers  of  the  Eastern  States  have  learned 
to  make  beer  without  hops  and  for  that  reason  are  displaying  no 
anxiety  about  buying,  though  the  hop  crop  is  very  short,  the  grow- 
ers are  preparing  to  send  a  committee  to  Washington  in  an  effort  to 
have  beer  placed  under  a  sort  of  pure  food  regulation. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  growers  to  ask  Congress  to  pass  a  law 
requiring  brewers  to  label  their  beer  telling  of  its  contents  in  order 
that  the  question  of  whether  beer  can  be  made  without  the  use  of 
hops  will  be  settled  once  and  for  all. 

Organization  work  has  been  carried  on  in  the  Sacramento  val- 
ley and  in  the  Sonoma  hop  section.  It  is  intended  to  call  a  meeting 
of  hop  growers.  The  meeting  probably  will  be  held  in  Sacramento. 
At  that  meeting  a  committee  will  be  named  to  get  in  touch  with, 
the  growers  of  Oregon  and  Washington. 

This  plan  is  to  have  a  committee  of  three  go  to  Washington, 
one  member  to  be  named  from  each  of  the  hop-producting  states  of 
the  Pacific  Coast. 


ADULTERATION  AND  MISBRANDING  OF  BEER. 


A  notice  of  judgment  against  the  Terra  Haute  Brewing  Co., 
Terre  Haute,  Indiana,  which  was  fined  $100  and  costs  on  a  plea  of 
guilty  to  an  indictment  charging  the  interstate  shipment  of  adul- 
terated and  mi.sbranded  beer,  was  issued  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  on  September  22.  The  beer  in  question,  which  was 
known  as  velvet  beer,  was  alleged  to  be  adulterated  because  the 
labels  bore  the  statement,  "This  beer  is  brewed  only  of  the  choicest 
malt  and  hops,"  whereas  analysis  by  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry 
showed  that  it  was  brewed  in  part  from  hops  and  a  cereal  product. 


Mr.  Paul  R.  G.  Horst  has  issued  a  circular  giving  the  following 
estimate  of  the  1913  American  crop:  Oregon,  135,000  bales;  Cali- 
fornia, 100,000;  Washington,  40,000;  New  York,  30,000.  Mr. 
Horst  puts  imports  into  America  from  Europe  at  20,000  bales,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  325,000  bales.  With  regard  to  consumption  he  points 
out  that  beer  sales  from  September  1,  1912,  to  August  21,  1913, 
amounted  to  66,353,000  barrels.  He  estimates  that  the  sales  this 
year  will  show  an  increase  of  5  per  cent,  which  will  mean  3,308,000 
barrels  more.  The  quantity  of  hops  required  to  brew  70,000,000 
barrels  of  beer  he  places  at  265,000  bales.  America's  annual  ex- 
ports of  hops  to  Canada  and  Australia  amount  to  10,000  bales,  so 
the  American  position  is  as  follows:  Total  American  supply,  325,- 
000  bales;  required  for  brewing  and  export,  275,000;  available  for 
export  (maximum),  50,000.  As  more  hops  have  already  been 
bought  for  shipment  to  Europe  than  figured  above  the  Horst  esti- 
mate would  indicate  that  the  American  brewery  trade  faces  a  large 
shortage. 


OREGON  HOP  VALUES. 


Conditions  in  the  Oregon  hop  market  are  on  a  satisfactory  basis, 
with  prices  steady  and  a  good  demand.  From  500  to  1000  bales  are 
changing  hands  daily.  There  was  some  increase  in  orders  last 
week,  and  it  would  occasion  no  surprise  if  the  second  half  of  the 
month  were  decidedly  active.  Enough  orders  are  coming  in  to 
absorb  all  the  offerings  of  good  hops  between  223^c  and  2354c.  A 
part  of  the  business  passing  is  for  export  account,  but,  as  has  been 
the  case  for  the  past  fortnight,  the  bulk  of  the  trading  is  European 
business.  There  is  still  a  considerable  short  interest  outstanding, 
and  covering  operations  are  a  feature  of  current  trade. 


NATIONAL  BREWING  COMPANY. 


The  management  of  the  National  Brewing  Company  report 
that  the  business  done  in  November  this  year  was  much  better  thaJ 
in  November,  1912,  and  has  been  very  satisfactory,  considerinj 
that  the  month  is  not  notable  for  a  large  consumption  of  beer.  Tli 
company  reports  that  sales  in  the  interior  of  California,  especially 
at  Sacramento,  are  increasing  rapidly.  Independent  advices  re 
ceived  by  the  REVIEW  from  the  interior  are  to  the  effect  that  thi^ 
beer  of  the  National  Brewing  Company  is  gaining  ground  genet 
ally,  its  popularity  increasing  mostly  in  Sacramento  and  othe^ 
cities  of  the  great  valleys. 

In  speaking  of  the  weather  conditions  the  National  Brewing 
Company's  management  says:     "The  rains  have  come  at  a  ver 
opportune  time  and  are  doing  the  greatest  amont  of  good  possible 
We  look  for  prosperous  times  ahead  for  everybody."

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Mr.  A.  E.  Kroenke  of  the  Union  Bfewing  and  Malting  Company, 
in  speaking  of  conditions,  say^: 

"The  brewing  business  is  now  getting  down  to  the  regular  quiet 
winter  trade,  and  there  is  not  likely  to  be  any  interesting  develop- 
ments for  some  time. 

"Brewers  are  confronted  with  the  menace  of  a  State-wide  Pro- 
hibition movement  and,  recognizing  the  seriousness  of  the  situa- 
tion, are  preparing  for  a  hard  struggle.  They  know  the  danger  and 
will  do  all  they  can  to  avert  it.  The  fight  will  cost  a  barrel  of 
money  and,  unfortunately,  the  money  of  the  brewers  does  not  come 
to  them  as  easily  as  the  funds  of  the  Prohibitionists  go  to  that  ele- 
ment. Brewers  have  to  work  for  their  money  while  the  Prohibi- 
tionists get  theirs  without  working.  If  we  could  get  our  money 
as  easily  as  our  enemies  get  theirs  we  would  not  dislike  the  con'n 
tinual  turmoil  made  by  fanaticism  as  much  as  we  do.  Our  con- 
tributions to  the  defensive  campaign  against  Prohibition  come  out 
of  our  profits  of  ten  and  twenty  per  cent  on  business  and  industry, 
while  the  funds  of  the  foe  come  out  of  collections  which  show  100 
per  cent  profit,  and  the  Prohibitionists  have  no  business  and  no  in- 
dustry and  not  a  dollar  of  investment.

P.  E.  Black,  who  has  been  investing  heavily  in  Sonoma  county 
real  estate,  has  added  another  piece  of  property  to  his  holdings. 
He  recently  came  here  from  Texas  and  has  bought  extensively  of 
Sonoma  county  land.  He  has  now  taken  over  the  hop  yards  of  the 
American  Hop  and  Barley  Company  at  Hopland,  and  it  is  said 
that  he  paid  a  price  of  $175,000  for  the  property. 


Mr.  Thomas  W.  Collins,  president  of  the  Thomas  W.  Collins 
Company,  describes  trade  as  being  on  a  very  high  plane  of  pros- 
perity. 

"The  present  season,"  Mr.  Collins  says,  "promises  to  be  one  of 
the  best  ever  known  in  the  history  of  San  Francisco.  Apart  from 
the  usual  activity  of  the  pre-holiday  period,  there  is  an  additional 
movement  in  business  due  to  the  optimism  which  favorable  weather 
conditions  have  created.  Money  is  being  put  more  freely  into  cir- 
culation than  at  any  time  for  some  years  past. 

"The  goods  handled  by  the  Thomas  W.  Collins  Company  are 
going  into  the  channels  of  consumption  in  good  volume.  There  is 
a  large  demand  for  Rhoderick  Dhu  whisky,  which  is  the  leader  of 
our  sellers  as  far  as  imports  are  concerned.  Green  River  whisky  is 
enjoying  an  increase  of  popularity.  It  is  not  only  holding  the  ground 
which  it  has  gained  in  the  past  firmly  and  without  effort,  but  is 
adding  constantly  to  that  territory  by  new  fields  wherein  its  merits 
are  recognized  after  a  very  slight  acquaintance.  Considerable  suc- 
cess has  been  had  during  the  past  season  with  Great  Auk's  Head 
brand  of  Guinness'  stout  and  along  with  this  Lemps'  St.  Louis 
beer  is  having  its  market  materially  extended. 

"There  is  a  general  feeling  that  the  gopd  times  will  be  improved 
on  throughout  the  coming  two  years." 


HUNGARIAN  HOP  CROP. 


The  Hungarian  hop  crop  of  1912  may  be  considered  compara- 
tively satisfactory,  inasmuch  as  4,012,372  pounds  were  produced 
on  3,352  acres,  as  against  2,554,108  pounds  grown  on  the  same  acre- 
age in  1911.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  although  the  quality  of 
the  Hungarian  hop  is  inferior  to  that  of  the  Bohemian,  the  greater 
part  of  the  Hungarian  hop  crop  is  exported  to  Bohemian,  and  the 
Hungarian  brewers  import  largely  Bohemian  hops.  The  average 
price  of  Hungarian  hops  in  1912  was  25  cents  a  pound,  which  is 
about  25  per  cent  cheaper  than  the  Bohemian  hops. 
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THIS  short  account  by  Professor  F.  T.  Bioletti  of  methods  of 
preserving  unfermented  grape  juice  is  prepared  in  answer  to 
the  very  numerous  inquiries  received  at  the  station  on  this  subject. 
No  attempt  is  made  to  explain  in  detail  all  the  methods  and  ap- 
pliances necessary  for  preparing  grape  juice  on  a  commercial  scale. 
Only  the  fundamental  processes  and  principles  are  discussed  to- 
gether with  enough  detail  to  enable  anybody  to  devise  means  to 
conserve  small  quantities  for  domestic  use,  or  to  judge  of  the  efiQ- 
cacy  of  industrial  methods  or  installations. 

The  various  steps  in  the  process  have  two  objects — to  preserve 
the  juice  from  spoiling  and  to  make  it  permanently  clear.  Both 
objects  should  be  accomplished  with  as  little  change  of  the  flavor 
of  the  fresh  juice  as  possible.  If  the  juice  is  for  home  consump- 
tion and  perfect  clearness  is  not  necessary,  the  process  can  be 
shortened  and  simplified.  It  can  be  still  further  simplified  by 
adopting  the  methods  used  for  ordinary  preserving  of  fruit.  In 
the  last  case,  the  fresh  flavor  of  the  juice  is  destroyed  and  it  is  not 
relished  by  most  people. 

Only  good,  sound  grapes,  carefully  gathered  in  a  cleanly  way 
should  be  used.  It  is  best  to  gather  them  in  the  morning  while 
cool,  or  to  leave  them  all  night  exposed  to  the  open  sky  to  cool  oS 
before  crushing. 

The  cool  grapes  should  be  thoroughly  broken  and  the  pulp 
crushed  by  passing  between  rollers  or  by  some  similar  method. 
The  seeds  should  not  be  broken  nor  the  skins  macerated  too  much 
or  the  juice  will  be  harsh,  astringent  and  difficult  to  clear.  On  the 
other  hand,  if  the  pulp  is  not  well  broken  up,  the  yield  of  juice  will 
be  low. 

A  considerable  portion  of  the  juice  will  run  off  if  the  crushed 
grapes  are  allowed  to  stand  for  a  few  hours  in  a  drainage  cage. 
This  cage  may  be  the  press  basket,  a  box  furnished  with  a  false 
bottom  of  slats,  an  open  fermenting  vat  with  a  good  strainer  at  the 
bottom,  or  some  similar  device. 

After  draining,  the  crushed  grapes  are  pressed  to  extract  more 
of  the  juice.  A  cider  press  or  any  of  the  presses  used  in  wineries 
may  be  used  for  this  purpose,  with  the  exception  of  the  ordinary 
continuous  presses,  which  are  not  advisable,  as  they  macerate  the 
grapes  too  much  and  produce  a  turbid  juice  that  is  difficult  to  clear. 
The  fresh  grapes  have  a  tendency  to  squirt  out  through  the  inter- 
stices of  the  press,  especially  if  the  stems  have  been  removed,  as 
is  generally  done  directly  before  or  after  crushing.  This  can  be 
prevented  by  lining  the  bottom  and  sides  of  the  press  basket  with 
grape  stems  as  it  is  being  filled.  Clean  straw  is  sometimes  used 
for  the  same  purpose. 

For  the  best  results,  the  pressing  should  be  slow  and  gradual. 
A  lever  press  gives  excellent  results  on  a  small  scale.  The  pressed 
"pomace"  may  be  forked  over  and  pressed  a  second  or  third  time. 
If  any  water  is  to  be  used,  it  is  best  sprinkled  on  the  turned  pomace 
before  the  second  and  third  pressings. 

The  free  run  and  the  press  juice  are  more  or  less  cloudy,  owing 
to  floating  particles  of  skin,  pulp,  etc.  If  the  grapes  are  clean  and 
sound,  this  may  not  injure  the  flavor  noticeably  and  for  home  use 
it  may  be  bottled  immediately  and  sterilized  as  explained  later.  It 
is  very  much  improved,  however,  in  appearance  and  somewhat  in 
flavor,  by  a  preliminary  "defacation"  or  clearing.  This  is  obtained 
by  allowing  the  juice  to  remain  undisturbed  in  casks  or  open  vats 
until  the  grosser  particles  settle  and  form  a  sediment. 

This  defecation  requires  from  twelve  to  forty-eight  hours, 
usual  about  twenty-four  to  thirty-six.  It  will  therefore  be  from 
two  to  three  days  after  the  crushing  of  the  grapes  before  the  clear 
juice  is  obtained.  During  this  time,  there  is  danger  of  fermenta- 
tion starting,  which  would  spoil  the  juice.  If  the  grapes  are  cold 
when  crushed  and  the  weather  remains  cool,  the  juice  can  some- 
times be  cleared  successfully  in  this  way.  It  is  usually  necessary, 
however,  to  take  measures  to  prevent  fermentation.  Ther  are  two 
methods  of  doing  this.  One  is  to  put  the  juice  into  a  cold  storage 
room  below  50  degrees  F.  If  the  grapes  are  in  poor  condition  or 
the  juice  warm,  it  may  be  necessary  to  have  the  room  much  colder 


than  this.  The  other  method  is  to  paralyze,  temporarily,  the  fer- 
mentation organisms  with  sulfurous  acid. 

The  best  way  of  applying  the  latter  method  is  the  use  of  potas- 
sium-metabisulfit.  This  is  used  in  the  form  of  a  ten  per  cent  solu- 
tion in  water  at  the  rate  of  from  5  ounces  to  10  ounces  of  the  sulfit 
to  one  ton  of  grapes  or  two  hundred  gallons  of  the  juice.  The 
sweeter  and  warmer  the  juice  the  more  sulfit  is  needed. 

The  best  way  of  applying  the  sulfit  is  to  add  the  solution  grad- 
ually to  the  crushed  grapes  as  they  fall  from  the  crusher  or  into 
the  drainage  box.  In  this  way  the  ferments  are  prevented  from 
making  even  a  commencement  of  development  and  a  smaller  quan- 
tity of  sulfit  will  suffice.  The  use  of  sulfit  must  not  be  considered 
as  a  substitute  for  care  in  handling  and  keeping  the  grapes  cool, 
but  only  as  an  additional  precaution  against  injurious  fermenta- 
tion. The  juice  should  be  as  cool  as  is  practicable,  but  may  be 
defecated  perfectly  by  this  means  if  it  does  not  rise  above  70  de- 
grees F. 

The  sulfit  must  be  carefully  measured  and  evenly  distributed. 
If  too  much  is  used,  it  will  injure  the  flavor  of  the  juice.  If  too 
little,  it  may  not  accomplish  its  object.  An  excess  of  ten  or  twenty 
per  cent  over  the  amounts  indicated  will  do  little  or  no  harm  and 
would  still  be  several  times  less  than  the  legal  limitations  for  dried 
fruits  and  wine. 

Defecation  by  means  of  sulfurous  acid  is  not  only  simpler  but 
better  than  by  means  of  refrigeration.  It  not  only  prevents  in- 
jurious fermentations  more  eflfectually,  but  it  prevents  undue  oxi- 
dation of  the  juice  during  the  processes  of  preparation.  Oxidation 
is  one  of  the  main  causes  of  the  loss  of  the  finer  flavors  of  the  fresh 
juice.     This  is  not  prevented  but  rather  increased  by  refrigeration. 

The  prevention  of  fermentation  by  means  of  the  metabisulfit  is 
only  temporary  and,  even  in  cold  storage,  fermentation  will  de- 
velop slowly  unless  the  juice  is  kept  close  to  the  freezing  point.  The 
clear  juice,  therefore,  must  be  separated  from  the  sediment  as  soon 
as  it  has  settled  and  before  even  the  commencement  of  fermentation 
has  occurrd.  At  the  end  of  forty-eight  hours,  at  the  latest,  there- 
fore, it  should  be  drawn  ofif.  Even  though  it  still  appears  cloudy, 
most  of  the  gross  sediment  will  have  settled. 

In  many  cases,  it  will  be  nearly  bright,  and,  if  intended  fi 
domestic  use,  it  is  best  to  bottle  and  sterilize  it  at  this  point.  Ho 
ever  bright  it  may  be  at  this  point,  it  is  not  safe  to  bottle  it  f 
commercial  use,  as  it  will  become  cloudy  again  in  bottle.  This  ne 
cloudiness  is  due  to  crystallization  and  precipitation  ;  that  is,  t 
becoming  solid  of  certain  substances  which  are  at  first  dissolv 
in  the  juice.  The  chief  of  these  substances  is  the  bitartrate  of  p^ 
tash  or  cream  of  tartar.  These  substances  precipitate  slowly,  oftei 
requiring  weeks,  or  even  months. 

In  order  to  give  the  substances  time  to  deposit,  the  juice  is  pa: 
teurized  to  kill  the  ferments  which  have  been  only  temporaril; 
paralyzd  by  sulfiting  or  refrigeration. 

This  pasteurizing  is  sometimes  applied  to  the  fresh  juice  with 
out  preliminary  defecation.  This  involves  heating  the  juice  whij 
it  still  contains  all  its  gross  sediment.  This  results  in  deteriorl 
tion  of  flavor,  difficulty  in  clearing,  and  clogging  of  the  pasteurize! 

Pasteurizing  is  heating  to  a  degree  and  for  a  time  sufficient  t 
kill  all  ferments  which  are  in  the  juice  and  are  capable  of  injuring  i 

The  killing  of  the  germs  depends  both  on  the  degree  of  tenj 
perature  reached  and  on  the  time  during  which  this  degree  is  maiii 
tained.  A  momentary  heating  to  175  degrees  F.  will  kill  mos 
yeasts  and  molds  commonly  found  in  grape  juice,  but  at  140  d< 
grees  F.,  some  of  the  resistant  spores  would  escape.  If  the  mus 
is  heated  to  140  degrees  F.  and  kept  at  that  temperature  for  sev 
eral  hours,  the  effect  would  be  equal  to  175  degrees  F.  for  a  minut< 

The  lower  the  temperature  of  pasteurization  the  less  the  flavo 
of  the  juice  is  injured.     It  must  be  high  enough,  however,  to  insu 
keeping.    In  practice,  with  present  methods,  it  is  necessary  to  he 
at  least  to  160  degrees  F.     If  the  must  is  sulfited  and  run  hot  inti 
sterilized  casks  of  at  least  fifty  gallons  capacity  where  it  will  keq 
hot  for  some  hours,  this  temperature  should  be  sufficient.     If  thj 
heated  must  cools  rapidly  as  when  put  in  bottles,  or  if  the  cas 
are  imperfectly  sterilized  before  filling,  a  higher  temperature  wi 
be  needed.     The  flavor  of  the  juice  is  not  seriously  injured  belo 
175  degrees  F.  when  sulfit  is  used. 

For  domestic  purposes,  the  pasteurizing  is  best  done  by  placi 
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the  friut  in  large  fruit  jars  or  demijohns  and  heating  them,  sur- 
rounded by  water,  in  a  boiler,  as  is  done  in  bottling  fruit.  '  Two 
thermometers  should  be  used,  one  in  one  of  the  jars,  and  the  other 
in  the  water  of  the  boiler.  ,  The  thermometer  in  the  jar  should 
reach  to  the  bottom  where  the-^uice  heats  more  slowly.  The  covers 
should  be  placed  loosely  over  the  jars  and  the  boiler  should  be 
covered.  The  water  in  the  boiler  should  not  exceed  175  degrees  or 
180  degrees  F.  and  as  soon  as  the  thermometer  in  the  jar  indicates 
160  degrees  F.  at  the  bottom,  the  fire  should  be  removed,  the  covers 
of  the  jars  screwed  down  tight  and  the  juice  allowed  to  cool  slowly 
in  the  covered  boiler.  These  jars  may  then  be  kept  like  those  con- 
,taining  preserved  fruit.  If  placed  upright,  the  solids  eliminated 
will  form  a  sediment  at  the  bottom  and  the  clear  juice  above  may 
be  decanted  for  immediate  consumption,  or  placed  in  bottles,  corked 
and  sterilized  as  described  later. 

On  a  large  scale,  some  form  of  continuous  pasteurizer  is  more 
convenient.  Some  of  those  used  for  wine  are  suitable,  providing 
the  tubes  or  other  passages  through  which  the  liquid  runs  are  not 
too  small.  Pasteurizers  having  a  great  length  of  narrow  tubing 
rapidly  become  clogged  and  the  viscid  nature  of  the  juice  renders 
the  flow  difficult  and  irregular.  In  pasteurizing  wine,  the  hot  liquid 
must  not  come  in  contact  with  the  air.  With  grape  juice,  this  pre- 
caution is  not  necessary,  especially  if  sulfit  has  been  used.  Too 
much  exposure  to  the  air,  however,  should  be  avoided,  or  the  juice 
may  acquire  an  oxidized  taste. 

The  heated  wine  should  pass  directly  from  the  pasteurizer  into 
recently  sterilized  casks.  These  casks  should  be  sterilized  by 
means  of  steam  and  plugged  with  a  wooden  bung  wrapped  with 
a  piece  of  cloth  such  as  ordinary  cotton  sheeting.  Both  bung  and 
cloth  should  be  thoroughly  sterilized  with  boiilng  water  and  by 
soaking  in  a  two  per  cent  sulfit  solution.  The  filled  casks  are  then 
placed  on  skids,  firmly  wedged  to  prevent  movement,  and  allowed 
to  settle  for  several  weeks.  The  colder  the  room  in  which  thev 
are  kept,  the  less  danger  there  will  be  of  fermentation  and  the  more 
rapidly  the  juice  will  get  rid  of  its  cream  tartar.

T  T  is  now  the  trite  fashion  of  men  of  literary  habits  to  write  the 
1  stories  of  their  triumphs  over  King  Alcohol.  Messrs.  Jack  Lon- 
don and  Sam  Blythe  have  managed  to  become  leaders  in  the  new 
fashion  and  are  vieing  with  each  other  in  doing  the  chalk-line  walk 
as  they  formerly  did  the  cake  walk  and  the  graceful  zigzag.  They 
modestly  announce  that  their  triumph  over  King  Alcohol  is  com- 
plete and  that  they  can  compete  even  with  the  members  of  the  W. 
C.  T.  U.  in  taking  sober  steps.  But  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  in 
both  the  cases  of  London  and  Blythe  there  is  to  be  noted  a  de- 
plorable falling  off  in  the  quality  of  their  literary  productions.  There 
is  no  longer  in  the  writings  of  London  the  animation  that  carried 
the  gentle  reader  through  the  fantastic  regions  of  the  Arctic  circle 
and  the  recent  works  of  Blythe  do  not  convey  the  humor  that  made 
his  earlier  productions  so  delightful.  If  this  state  of  aflfairs  is  one 
of  the  results  of  the  triumphs  over  King  Alcohol  it  must  be  re- 
marked that  those  triumphs  have  proven  to  be  sorrowful  ones,  in- 
deed—sorrowful, not  for  King  Alcohol,  but  for  London  and  Blythe 
and  the  thousands  that  look  to  them  for  something  worth  while 
reading.  Far  better  would  it  be  for  them  to  return  to  the  ways  of 
Poe,  Verlaine,  Byron,  Burns,  Antonio  Plaza,  Adam  Lindsay  Gor- 
don and  the  rest  of  the  inebriates  who  to  the  end  of  their  days  pro- 
duced words  laden  with  the  honey  of  the  soul  for  the  delectation  of 
the  masses  than  to  become  drones  of  Prohibition  who  have  none 
of  the  sweetness  of  life  in  them. 

There  is  no  good  reason  why  the  quality  of  the  works  of  London 
and  Blythe  should  fall  off.  The  two  writers  are  now  at  the  age 
when  they  should  be  producing  their  best.  Intellectual  workers 
should  be  at  their  best  between  the  ages  of  thirty  and  seventy  years. 
There  is  no  good  reason  for  them  becoming  "has  beens"  at  forty.  It 
is  up  to  London  and  Blythe  to  pluck  up  courage,  step  down  from 
the  water  wagon  and  write  as  they  did  of  old.  They  will  find  that 
they  can  get  more  inspiration  out  of  alcoholic  liquor  than  out  of  plain 
water.  Water  is  all  right  to  moisten  the  soil,  but  it  doesn't  fer- 
tilize and  it  is  also  all  right  to  bathe  the  human  body  in  but  it' 
doesn't  stimulate  the  human  brain.  London  and  Blythe  should 
know  that  their  brains  need  a  new  supply  of  nitrogen  or  they  will 
lay  fallow,  and  they  should  know  that  there  is  no  nitrogen  in  water. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will  not  allow  their  brains  to  go  to  waste 
to  please  a  multitude  of  almost  brainless  Prohibitionists.  Let  them 
both  take  some  good  old  liquor  in  moderate  quantities  and  watch 
for  results.  Beyond  all  doubt,  if  they  follow  this  advice,  the  next 
thing  they  will  be  doing  will  be  writing  glorious  accounts  of  the 
"Triumph  of  King  Alcohol,"  and  the  gentle  reader  will  get  some- 
thing in  return  for  his  money. 


WINE  PRODUCTION  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA. 


In  an  address  made  at  the  opening  of  the  Western  Province** 
Agricultural  Society's  wine  show  in  October,  1912,  the  administra- 
tor. Sir  Frederic  De  Waal,  said: 

"The  progress  made  in  the  industry  during  the  last  five  years  is 
wonderful.  Formerly  it  was  very  difficult  to  obtain  a  good  table 
wine  in  South  Africa.  Now  one  can  obtain  as  good  a  wine  here 
as  any  vin  ordinaire  produced  in  France;  and  that  being  the  case, 
there  is  no  reason  whatever  why  this  country,  like  the  countries  in 
the  south  of  Europe,  should  not  become  a  wine-drinking  country. 
The  farmers  realize  that  at  the  present  moment  we  have  grapes  as 
good  as  any  produced  in  France,  Australia  or  California. 

"In  this  country  they  (the  wine  farmers)  want  to  produce  more 
light  wines  and  less  brandy.  They  are  quite  happy  in  their  present 
position.  The  wine-farming  districts  are  better  off  now  than  they 
were  in  the  years  gone  by.  They  would  do  better  to  sell  their  wine 
instead  of  turning  it  into  brandy.  So  far  as  dop  brandy  is  con- 
cerned, the  less  produced  the  better." 

Almost  the  entire  wine  production  of  this  country  is  consumed 
within  its  borders.  The  last  report  of  the  wine  and  spirit  trade 
committee  on  the  proposals  of  a  London  firm  to  buy  Cape  wines 
stated  that  "the  demand  for  Cape  wines  within  South  Africa  is  quite 
equal  to  the  production." 
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MR.  JAMES  K.  ARMSBY  ON  SAN  FRANCISCO 
REFORMERS. 


MR.  JAMES  K.  ARMSBY,  head  of  the  largest  packing  and  dis- 
tributing firm  in  the  West,  was  recently  interviewed  by 
Edward  F.  O'Day,  associate  editor  of  "Town  Talk"  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. Mr.  Armsby's  remarks  are  published  in  the  issue  of  "Town 
Talk"  of  September  27.  They  are  of  the  nature  of  a  diagnosis  of 
conditions  existing  in  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Armsby  is  a  master  of 
trenchant  expressions  which  cut  to  the  seat  of  evil  and  lay  bare 
the  causes  of  social  agony,  which  are,  as  they  always  were,  ig- 
norance and  hypocrisy.  The  REVIEW  takes  pleasure  in  repro- 
ducing in  great  part  the  interview  in  "Town  Talk" : 

"We  live  in  a  hypocritical  age,"  said  James  K.  Armsby,  "and 
this  'clean  city'  crusade  started  by  the  'Examiner'  is  founded  in 
hypocrisy.  Crusades  against  vice  never  do  any  good  because  they 
are  not  based  on  common  sense.  They  attempt  the  impossible.  In- 
stead of  trying  to  strike  at  the  causes  of  evil  they  aim  to  prevent 
evil  after  it  has  been  done.  Why  does  a  woman  go  wrong?  The 
chances  are,  because  the  wages  she  receives  in  a  department  store 
do  not  allow  her  to  live  decently.  The  'clean  city'  crusaders  wait 
until  she  has  become  a  prostitute  and  then  they  say  to  her,  'You 
can't  be  a  prostitute.'  They  try  to  destroy  prostitution,  but  they 
offer  no  occupations  for  the  unfortunates  who  engage  in  it,  they 
provide  no  places  where  these  unfortunates  may  go,  they  suggest 
no  other  means  of  support.  The  result  is  that  they  scatter  prosti- 
tution all  over  the  city  instead  of  keeping  it  segregated  in  a  district 
where  the  police  may  watch  it  and  control  it.  The  'clean  city' 
newspapers  and  the  'clean  city'  reformers  are  dealing  with  effects, 
not  with  causes.  Did  you  ever  notice  a  'clean  city'  newspaper  at- 
tacking a  department  store?  Never!  Department  stores  are  big 
advertisers,  and  I've  never  known  a  newspaper  to  attack  anything 
that  brought  in  big  advertising. 

"This  'clean  city'  crusade  will  answer  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  started.  It  will  amuse  the  mob".  The  mob  demands  to  be 
amused.  Now  as  in  the  days  of  Rome  it  is  first  bread,  then  the 
circus.  Some  time  ago  the  mob  found  its  amusement  in  the  graft 
prosecution.  For  a  brief  period  it  reveled  in  white  slavery.  Now 
it  is  being  amused  with  a  'clean  city'  crusade.  Tomorrow  we  shall 
have  something  different. 

"The  trouble  with  most  reform  movements  is  that  they  are 
headed  either  by  a  lot  of  cranks  demanding  the  impossible  or  else 
by  politicians  putting  on  the  screws  so  that  they  may  exact  more 
tribute.  And  every  time  the  cranks  find  an  abuse  they  set  out  to 
destroy  utterly  the  thing  abused.  The  so-called  reformer  finds  his 
supreme  satisfaction  in  making  a  law  to  prohibit  something. 

"I  think  the  case  of  Los  Angeles  was  one  of  the  best  examples 
of  this  so-called  sweeping  reform.  They  caught  one  of  the  chief 
reformers,  a  hired  prosecutor,  a  paid  reformer,  doing  the  very 
things  he  condemned.     That  happens  frequently. 

"When  a  newspaper  starts  on  one  of  these  'clean  city'  crusades 
it  seeks  to  strengthen  its  hand  by  enlisting  the  support  of  sup- 
posedly disintersted  people.  And  who  are  these  people?  Scan 
their  names  and  you'll  find  that  most  of  them  are  working  for  re- 
form on  a  salary.  They  are  the  secretaries  of  so-called  reform  or 
civic  improvement  associations.  They  are  people  whose  livelihood 
depends  on  their  being  in  the  limelight,  the  self-advertised  class 
that  loves  publicity.  Then  there  is  a  certain  type  of  reverend  gen- 
tleman who  also  basks  in  the  limelight  of  that  sort  of  publicity,  the 
advertising  type  of  religionist,  the  kind  that  took  a  conspicuous 
position  far  up  in  the  Temple  when  he  prayed. 

"This  'clean  city'  crusade  will  not  give  us  a  moral  city.  It  will 
achieve  only  what  cranks  achieve  everywhere.  The  cranks  will 
make  a  nuisance  of  tlKinselves  and  insist  on  minding  everybody's 
business,  and  that  is  all.  It  will  end  as  it  ended  in  Los  Angeles. 
People  will  get  sick  and  disgusted  of  the  whole  thing  and  sweep 
it  aside.  No  good  can  come  of  it.  How  can  a  movement  do  any 
good  when  it  is  not  based  on  any  definite  or  lasting  plan  of  battle, 
but  on  high  sounding,  glittering  generalities? 

"In  Los  Angeles,  before  the  public  got  through  with  the  'clean 
city'  crusade  the  town  was  filled  with  spying,  sneaking  committees 
intent,  not  on  helping  anyone  to  be  better  but  on  downright  muck- 
raking to  get  other  people  into  trouble.  It  is  the  mania  to  punish, 
the  mania  that  has  possessed  the  so-called  religious  element  when- 


ever it  has  gained  the  ascendancy,  from  the  beginning  of  the  world 
They  want  to  usurp  the  function  that  belongs  to  a  higher  power 
alone. 

"I  don't  think  San  Francisco  is  wicked.  It  has  become  popular 
to  abuse  San  Francisco.  It  has  been  the  doormat  of  muckrakers 
and  notoriety  seekers  for  a  number  of  years.  Every  big  city  has 
its  underworld ;  has  had  since  the  world  began  and  will  have  till  it 
ends.  And  the  underworld  can  be  kept  under  control  if  segregated 
but  is  absolutely  uncontrollable  if  scattered.  The  hypocrisy  of  a 
certain  class  of  people  will  not  permit  it  to  be  controlled.  They 
call  that  'making  a  bargain  with  vice';  in  other  words,  admitting 
the  existence  of  that  which  has  always  existed.  They  demand  that 
it  be  utterly  destroyed,  thus  giving  themselves  steady  jobs  as  pro- 
testants.     In  other  words,  they  are  professional  reformers. 

"I  have  seen  a  number  of  vice  crusades,  'clean  city'  crusades 
come  and  go.  I  have  never  seen  any  good  result.  The  last  s 
called  vice  crusade  in  Chicago  is  an  instance.  What  did  it  accom 
plish?  The  number  of  houses  of  prostitution,  the  number  o 
women  employed  in  them  and  the  amount  these  women  made  wen 
listed  in  nicely  arranged  statistical  tables.  A  report  was  drawn 
up  which  probably  gave  its  authors  a  certain  amount  of  pleasant 
titillation.  At  any  rate  it  was  excluded  from  the  mails.  Then 
large  delegation  of  women  called  upon  the  sheriff  and  demande 
that  all  the  unfortunate  women  be  arrested  and  sent  to  jail  for  their 
sins.  The  sheriff  called  their  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  were 
not  jails  enough  in  the  State  of  Illinois  to  receive  them  and  not 
enough  money  to  feed  them ;  he  pointed  out  that  if  he  locked  then! 
up  they  would  be  turned  out  sooner  or  later  and  that  they  woult 
be  compelled  to  take  up  their  former  occupation  since  they  had  nc 
other;  and  he  asked  the  women  of  the  delegation  how  many 
them  would  personally  give  these  women  positions  and  a  chanc< 
for  a  better  life  or  at  least  for  some  sort  of  living  other  than  thi 
immoral  one.     Not  a  soul  in  that  delegation  stepped  forward. 

"It  is  easy  enough  to  say,  'Drive  them  out!'  but  where  are  the] 
going?  what  are  they  going  to  do? 

"The  so-called  reformer  takes  the  same  irrational  stand  with 
regard  to  the  dance  halls.  There  are  certain  poor  classes  in  ou 
community  with  no  halls,  no  music,  no  forms  of  amusement,  n( 
gathering  places  of  their  own.  The  dance  halls  are  for  these  pea 
pie.  Their  lives  are  lives  of  drudgery  with  few  bright  spots, 
naturally  they  drift  toward  the  dance  halls  where  there  is  ligh 
and  amusement.  The  so-called  'pure  city'  elements  wants  to  tak 
away  from  these  people  their  only  form  of  amusement  and  giv 
them  nothing  in  its  place.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  a  most  worthy  ir 
stitution,  but  you  can't  expect  a  sailor  to  spend  all  his  time  in  th 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  reading  tracts. 

"The  cities  of  Germany  have  great  public  dance  halls  with  goo« 
music.  They  are  properly  conducted  under  city  supervision 
Liquor  is  sold  in  these  places,  and  while  this  fact  would  be  enoug 
to  call  for  condemnation  by  the  present  so-called  'clean  city'  el< 
ment,  still  there  are  no  better  or  more  orderly  dance  halls  in  th 
world,  and  none  that  furnish  amusement  for  more  people.  Bt 
then  Germany  proceeds  on  the  principle  that  people  have  a  rigl 
to  amuse  themselves  as  they  see  fit  provided  they  don't  interfei 
with  the  rights  of  others ;  in  other  words,  provided  they  don't  mali 
a  public  nuisance  of  themselves. 

"The  trouble  is  here  that  the  so-called  reformers  want  to  regi 
late  everybody's  life  along  the  lines  of  their  own  peculiar  view! 
There  is  to  be  no  individualism  other  than  the  desire  of  the  r< 
formers  or  what  meets  with  their  approval.     All  reforms  procee 
along  the  lines  of  the  so-called  temperance  reform.     Because  a  fei 
abuse  liquor  they  wish  to  penalize  all.     This  eagerness  for  whoh 
sale  regulation  is  the  basis  of  reform  everywhere.     You'll  find  it 
every  walk  of  life.     They    generalize    instead    of    particularizinj 
That's  what  the  mob  likes,  and  the  secret  of  Roosevelt's  succes 
was  that  he  realized  this.     He  knew  that  the  mob  would  follow  a 
man  provided  he  was  violent,  intemperate  and  demagogic  enougjb 
in  his  demand  for  the  righting  of  wrongs.     But  the  fair,  temperat^ 
rational  man,  the  man  who  says  when  he  finds  a  disorderly  saloon,

ment in  the  company  of  the  noisy,  loud-mouthed,  hypocritical,  a 
regulating  reformer."

PURE  FOOD  AND  DRUG  JUDGMENTS. 


No.  2540.  Adulteration  of  oil  of  Cajaput.  United  States  ver- 
.sus  Ungerer  &  Company  of  New  York  City.  Plea  of  guilty  en- 
tered and  sentence  suspended.  Adulteration  was  alleged  for  the 
reason  that  the  product  was  sold  under  a  name  recognized  in  the 
United  States  Pharmacopeia  as  oil  of  cajaput  and  differed  from  the 
standard  of  strength,  quality  and  purity  laid  down  by  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia  and  also  contained  copper,  which  is  not  one 
of  the  ingredients  of  oil  of  cajuput.  The  product  contained  alcohol 
to  the  extent  of  eighty  per  cent. 

No.  2543.  Misbranding  of  lithia  beer.  The  product  of  the 
Suffolk  Brewing  Company  of  Boston,  Mass.  Misbranding  was  al- 
leged because  the  purchaser  was  led  to  believe  that  the  product 
was  lithia  beer  when  it  was  not.  Decree  of  condemnation  by  de- 
fault was  entered  and  the  goods  ordered  destroyed. 

No.  2546.  Adulteration  and  misbranding  of  oil  of  cassia.  United 
'  States  versus  Ungerer  &  Company  of  New  York  City.  Adultera- 
tion was  alleged  for  the  reason  that  the  product  was  sold  under  a 
name  recognized  by  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  and  differed 
from  the  standard  of  strength,  quality  and  purity  as  laid  down  by 
the  Pharmacopoeia.  It  contained  seventy  per  cent  alcohol  but  also 
contained  resin.  A  plea  of  guilty  was  entered  and  a  fine  of  $10  was 
imposed. 

No.  2549.     Adulteration  of  oil  of  anise.     United  States  versus 

Ungerer  &  Company    of    New    York    City.     Adulteration  because 

'  product  was  not  up  to  the  standard  of  strength,  quality  and  purity 

;  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia.     It  contained  ninety-five  per 

cent  alcohol.     The  defendants  pleaded  guilty  and  were  fined  $10. 

No.  2553.  Adulteration  and  misbranding  of  various  extracts. 
The  United  States  versus  William  A.  Webster  Company  of  Mem- 
phis, Tennessee.  The  extracts  contained  from  65  to  85  per  cent  al- 
cohol and  were  colored  with  coal  tar  and  other  injurious  materials. 
The  defendants  pleaded  guilty  and  were  fined  $17.50. 

No.  2557.  Adulteration  and  misbranding  of  lemon  extract.  The 
product  of  John  and  Hugo  Jaburg  of  New  York  City.  It  contained 
fifty-four  per  cent  alcohol  and  merely  traces  of  lemon  oil.  De- 
fendants pleaded  guilty  and  sentence  was  suspended. 

No.  2560.     Misbranding    of    Nutromalt.      The    product  ot  the 


Henderson  Brewing  Company  of  Henderson,  Kentucky.  It  con- 
tained more  than  one  per  cent  alcohol  and  was  not  made  entirely 
of  malt.     Decree  of  condemnation  and  goods  ordered  destroyed. 

No.  2569.  Misbranding  of  juniper  berry  gin.  The  product  of 
the  Quinine  Whisky  Company  of  Louisville,  Kentucky.  It  con- 
tained forty  per  cent  alcohol,  but  did  not  bear  a  label  to  that  effect. 
Defendants  pleaded  guilty  and  were  fined  $25  and  costs. 

No.  2570.  Misbranding  of  drug  habit  cure.  The  product  of 
William  N.  and  Grant  N.  Ritchie.  It  contained  a  little  less  than 
the  amount  of  alcohol  stated  on  the  label,  namely,  12j/^  per  cent,  but 
did  not  state  the  quantity  of  morphine  and  salicylic  acid.  The  de- 
fendants entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  sentence  was  suspended. 

No.  2571.  Misbranding  of  whisky.  Manufactured  by  the  D. 
L.  Arey  Distilling  Company  of  Jacksonville,  Florida.  Goods  were 
released  on  bond  and  payment  of  costs. 

No.  2572.  Misbranding  of  temperine.  The  product  of  H. 
Friedman  of  Paducah,  Kentucky.  Misbranding  was  alleged  on  the 
ground  that  the  label  stated  that  there  was  less  than  one-half  of  one 
per  cent  alcohol,  whereas  there  was  nearly  three  per  cent.  A  plea 
of  guilty  was  enterd  by  the  defendant  and  he  was  fined  $100  and 
costs. 


HARASSING  THE  WINE  INDUSTRY. 


The  vineyardists  of  Los  Angeles  and  San  Bernardino  counties 
have  thousands  of  acres  of  producing  grape  vines.  They  sell  their 
grapes  by  the  ton  to  the  wineries,  where  a  product  is  made  that  is 
a  credit  to  the  state.  Whatever  reason  can  exist  for  driving  these 
people  out  of  business  must  be  founded  solely  upon  a  prejudice  that 
seems  out  of  place  in  the  twentieth  century.  Here  is  an  industry 
whereby  men  and  women  make  an  honest  living.  It  is  being  exter- 
minated, and  to  what  end?  If  not  in  San  Bernardino  and  Los 
Angeles  counties,  the  manufacture  of  wine  will  continue  elsewhere 
as  long  as  there  is  a  market  for  the  product.  Until  we  reach  the  era 
of  national  or  world-wide  prohibition,  the  wine  industry  is  one 
California  cannot  afford  to  lose. — San  Francisco  Post. 
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"The  American  people  do  not  drink  wine;  they  drink  nothing 
but  the  labels." 

This  is  the  sweeping  indictment  of  Jacques  Straub,  the  noted 
wine  steward  of  the  Blackstone  Hotel,  of  Chicago,  who  declares 
that  "with  the  majority  of  American  wine  drinkers  the  contents  of 
the  bottle  and  the  quality  of  the  contents  mean  nothing.  The  label 
— if  it  is  a  well-known  and  recognized  one — is  all  important." 

Mr.  Straub  bases  his  contention  on  the  fact  that  "nearly  all  the 
wine  imported  into  this  country  is  commercial  wine ;  that  little  vin- 
tage wine  is  being  sent  here." 

This  startling  statement  of  an  experienced  French  steward,  who 
has  evidently  studied  the  American  people  carefully  at  close  range, 
is  in  striking  contrast  with  the  claims  of  the  importers  who  never 
miss  an  opportunity  to  discredit  California  wines.  They  insist  that 
our  soil  "has  not  the  proper  composition,"  that  we  do  nor  grow  the 
choicest  varieties  of  grapes,  that  our  wines  are  too  young,  that  our 
wines  have  not  the  "peculiar  quality  and  flavor"  of  the  foreign 
wines,  and  lack  that  "indescribable  something"  that  puts  the  im- 
ported brands  in  a  class  by  themselves. 

Of  course,  no  sane  person  in  California  claims,  for  example, 
that  our  wines,  generally  speaking,  equal  the  world-famous  Cha- 
teau Yquem,  Lafite,  Haute  Brion,  Margaux.  Latour.  Romance 
Conti,  Clos  de  Vougeot  or  Chambertin  wines,  but  we  do  claim  that 
outside  of  these  "premiers  grand  crus,"  which  represents  only  2 
per  cent  of  the  yearly  total  wine  production  of  France,  we  can  offer 
vintages  that  are  equal  to,  and  in  many  cases  better  than  the  so- 
called  "superior"  or  "medium"  table  wines,  which  represent  12  per 
cent  and  20  per  cent  respectively  of  France's  annual  output.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  the  remaining  66  per  cent  includes  the 
"vins  ordinaries." 

It  will  be  apparent  that  the  high  prices  paid  for  imported  wines 
are  no  criterion  of  their  intrinsic  value.  A  great  portion  of  them 
are  not  even  fine  wines  and  are  not  worth  one-half  of  what  the 
public  has  been  educated  to  pay  for  them.  The  "indescribable 
something"  in  these  ordinary  wines  is  simply  the  larger  profit  they 
entail  for  importers  and  distributors,  and  the  "peculiar  quality  and 
flavor"  is  often  only  indicated  on  the  label's  high  sounding  effusion. 
— San  Francisco  Commercial  News. 


SCUPPERNONG  WINE  CONDEMNED. 


No  claimant  having  appeared  for  ten  barrels  of  so-called  scu])- 
pernong  wine  which  was  alleged  to  be  adulterated  and  misbranded, 
the  wine  was  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  after  it  had  been  properly 
labeled,  according  to  a  Notice  of  Judgment  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture.  Before  the  wine  was  sold  the  marks,  brands,  and 
labels  on  the  product  were  obliterated,  and  it  was  re-labeled : 

"A  compound  and  mixture  of  pomace  and  other  wines."  The 
product  as  it  was  seized  was  labeled :  "Special  Scuppernong  Bou- 
quet" on  each  of  the  ten  barrels,  containing  seven  hundred  and 
twenty  bottles,  and  the  bottles  were  labeled :  "Special  Wine,  Belie 
of  the  Valley.  Scuppernong  Bouquet.  Delaware  and  Scuppernong 
Blend,  ameliorated  with  Sugar  Solution."  Guaranteed  by  the 
Sweet  Valley  Wine  Company  under  the  Food  and  Drug  Act,  June 
30,  1906.     Special." 


FRANCE'S  1913  WINE  YIELD. 


In  the  Departments  of  Loire-Inferieure,  Indre-et-Loire,  Yonne, 
Charente,  Meurthe-et-Moselle,  Soane-et-Loire,  Loir-et-Cheor,  Vau- 
cluse  and  Bouches  du  Rhone  the  yield  will  be  far  less  than  that  of 
the  preceding  year.  According  to  the  estimate  just  prepared  at 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  and  based  on  careful  inquiries  made 
throughout  the  wine-producing  districts,  the  total  French  vintage 
for  1913  will  not  exceed  4.S.000,000  hectoliters  (1,188,676,100  gal- 
lons), as  compared  with  66,000,000  hectoliters  (1,743,52.S,100  gal- 
lons) in  1912,  which,  in  quantity,  was  a  fair  average  year.  In  the 
Departments  of  Card  and  Merault.  the  yield  of  wines  is  estimated 
at  only  two-thirds  that  of  1912.  while  in  southwestern  France  the 
outlook,  although  somewhat  better,  is  for  a  production  quite  below 
that  of  a  normal  year. 


A  special  committee  of  the  Uruguay  Chamber  of  Deputies  on 
the  repression  of  alcoholism  has  reported  recently  a  project  which 
it  is  expected  will  be  enacted  into  law  in  a  more  or  less  modified 
form.  Its  provisions  prohibit  the  establishment  of  new  liquor  sa- 
loons, breweries  and  distilleries,  but  exempts  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  natural  wines,  and  provides  for  the  separation  of  bars  from 
other  branches  of  business  within  one  year  from  its  promulgation. 
No  games,  public  sales,  auctions,  nor  commercial  transactions  of 
any  character  will  be  allowed  on  the  premises;  and,  after  the  ter- 
mination of  the  present  annual  licenses,  the  sale  of  alcoholic  drinks 
is  forbidden  in  public  meeting  places.  Nor  will  bars  be  permitted 
within  200  meters  (656  feet)  of  barracks,  hospitals,  university  build- 
ings," and  public  schools ;  and  the  importation,  manufacture,  sale, 
storage  and  display  of  alcoholic  drinks  containing  absinthe  is  for- 
bidden. 


MARKET  FOR  BORDEAUX  WINES  DURING  PAST  YEAR. 


Prices  were  good,  the  small  stock  on  hand  in  Bordeaux  having 
helped  the  trade  considerably.  The  1911  crop  proved  of  excellent 
quality,  and  its  scarcity  aided  in  the  maintenance  of  good  prices. 
The  vintage  in  the  Gironde  was  much  larger  than  in  the  previous 
year,  being  109,786,575  gallons  as  compared  with  84,587,771  in  1911. 
The  Algerian  wines,  which  are  largely  employed  in  blending  Bor- 
deaux wines,  reached  only  176,232,588  gallons  in  1912,  a  decrease  of 
67,693,457  gallons  from  1911. 


BAVARIAN  HOP  PROSPECTS. 


Hop  picking  commenced  in  Bavaria  about  two  weeks  late.  The 
vines  had  an  excellent  start  in  the  spring,  but  incessant  cold  rains 
July  1  to  mid-August  retarded  their  growth ;  clear  warm  weather 
thereafter  brought  marked  recovery  and  the  crop  will  be  excellent, 
both  as  to  quality  and  quantity.  The  early  hops  are  rather  small 
of  burr  and  slightly  off  color,  but  still  rich  in  lupuline.  The  Ba- 
varian hop  acreage  this  year  is  slightly  larger  than  that  of  last  year 
and  the  crop  is  now  estimated  at  200,000  hundredweight,  as  com- 
pared with  230,184  hundredweight  in  1912  and  95,998  hundred- 
weight in  1911.  (The  term  hundredweight  used  in  this  report 
means  a  bale  of  50  kilos  or  110  pounds.)  The  Spalt,  Kallertau,  and 
Aisch  districts,  where  the  best  Bavarian  hops  are  grown,  will  har- 
vest crops  that  have  rarely  been  surpassed  in  color,  quality  and 
quantity. 


AUSTRIAN  PRODUCTION  OF  BEER. 


In  the  six  months  from  September  1,  1912,  to  March  31,  191 
the  production  of  beer  in  Austria  was  241,181,240  gallons,  being 
decrease  of  27,875,112  gallons  as  compared  with  the  same  period  in 
1911-12.  Since  June  1,  1913,  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  10  to  2 
per  cent  in  the  production  of  beer  in  Bohemia  and  other  parts 
Austria,  as  compared  with  the  same  period  in  1912.  This  redu' 
tion  is  ascribed  largely  to  the  increased  tax  on  beer  in  Bohemi 
amounting  to  77  cents  on  each  25  gallons,  and  to  the  cold,  wi 
summer. 


Fresno  County  Notes. — The  San  Joaquin  Valley  Muscat  Cli 
held   its   second   annual   banquet    in    the    Sequoia    Rathskeller 
Fresno  on  the  8th  of  November.     The  toastmaster  was  Mr.  Charli 
Fleming  of  San  Francisco,  who   organized    the   club.     There  were 
forty-five  persons  at  the  banquet,  most  of  them  winegaugers.  Many 
brief  addresses  were  delivered   and   the   affair   was    pronounced  a 
success. 

Prices  for  Emperor  grapes  were  much  higher  throughout  tin 
San  Joaquin  Valley  this  year  than  they  were  last  year.  The  first 
car  to  New  York  brought  $1750. 


Wineries  in  the  Fresno  district  are  all  closed  for  the  season 
Prices  for  wine  grapes  ranged  from  $10  to  $12  a  ton.

Cowrboys  All  Go  To  Bed  at  9:30  P.  M.  in  Texas.— Under  the  new 
law  in  Texa.s  the  saloons  must  close  at  9:30  p.  m.  As  the  saloons 
are  about  the  only  attractions  there  are  in  the  Lone  Star  State 
everybody  retires  early.  With  heavy  sighs  the  unoffeniling  cow- 
boys, red  shirts,  top  boots  and  all,  turn  into  their  bunks  at  9:30 
p.  m.  and  wait  until  6  a.  m.  They  wonder  what  they  did  to  merit 
the  newly  inflicted  hardsbip.  but  everybody  outside  Texas  knows 
that  they  are  being  punished  as  they  deserve  for  just  living  in 
Texas. 


'T'HE  most  valuable  publicity  the  wines  of  California  have  ever 
1  received  resulted  from  the  recent  fight  at  Washington,  D.  C, 
over  the  Pomerene  wine  tax  amendment,  when  the  Ohio  and  Mis- 
souri wine  men  were  forced  to  admit  that  the  only  wines  produced 
m  America  that  use  nothing  but  the  pure  juice  of  the  grape  were 
those  made  in  California. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  this  reluctant  confession  will  stimulate 
the  sale  of  California  wines  throughout  the  United  States  and  make 
them  as  popular  elsewhere  as  they  now  are  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
from  San  Diego  to  Vancouver,  B.  C. 

Their  vogue  here  is  easily  accounted  for.  In  the  first  place, 
California  is  the  greatest  wine  State  in  the  whole  Union  and  con- 
sequently, on  the  Pacific  Slope,  California  wines  are  extensively 
advertised  and  universally  used.  To  prove  this,  all  one  has  to  do 
any  day  is  to  watch  the  guests  in  the  grills  of  the  Hotel  Alexander 
in  Los  Angeles,  the  Portland  Hotel  in  Portland,  Oregon,  and  the 
Washington  Hotel,  in  Seattle,  Washington,  for  example.  In  the 
majority  of  cases  you  will  see  the  guests  enjoying  some  popular 
brand  of  California  wine. 

For  forty  years  good,  sound,  California  bulk  wines  have  been 
winning  their  way  in  the  great  markets  of  the  world.  Until  the 
pure  food  law  put  a  stop  to  the  practice,  a  few  years  ago,  a  large 
quantity  of  our  choice  dry  and  sweet  wines  were  bottled  in  New 
York  cellars  by  unscrupulous  dealers  and,  under  the  label  of  some 
famous  chateau,  sold  at  fancy  prices,  purely  through  the  potency  of 
the  false  crest.  Within  the  past  ten  years,  however,  the  winemak- 
ers  of  California  have  begun  to  bottle  their  own  wines  and  introduce 
them  under  their  own  brands,  and  despite  the  many  obstacles  they 
have  had  to  overcome,  their  success  has  been  remarkable.  Public 
prejudice  in  favor  of  the  foreign  article,  the  difficulty  of  securing 
avenues  of  distribution,  the  prohibition  movement  which  has  wiped 
out  markets  almost  over  night,  and  the  difficulty  of  finding  suitable 
names  to  make  their  goods  known,  have  all  retarded  their  progress, 
but  the  struggle  in  the  long  run  has  been  profitable  and  thoroughly 
worth  while. 

One  of  the  best  methods  of  convincing  the  American  people  as 
to  the  merits  of  our  wines  has  been  the  countless  invitations  ex- 
tended by  all  the  large  firms  to  visitors  from  every  clime  to  visit 
their  plants,  study  the  methods  of  manufacture  and  taste  the  fin- 
ished product. 

A  doubting  Thomas  will  often  refuse  to  buy  a  bottle  of  some 
unknown  wine  for  fear  of  being  "stung."  but  he  will  seldom  refuse 
to  taste  a  wine  if  it  is  given  him  gratis.  The  wine  men  have  figured 
that  if  the  average  visitor  knows  anything  about  wine  at  all.  they 
have  a  chance  to  win  him  over,  for  they  have  confidence  in  the  ex- 
cellence of  their  product  and  are  confident  it  will  please,  if  the  pub- 
lic will  only  try  it. 

Our  wine  men  have  found  these  visitors  the  best  kind  of  boost- 
ers, for  once  they  have  their  eyes  opened  as  to  the  merits  of  our 
wines,  they  help  to  break  down  foolish  barriers  that  have  impeded 
our  progress  in  the  Eastern  States. 

Another  great  aid  has  been  the  vast  army  of  traveling  Califor- 
nians  who  take  a  great  pride  in  showing  their  loyalty  to  their  home 
State  by  always  calling  for  California  wines.  They  insist  on  being 
served  with  them  and  wherever  they  cannot  find  California  wines 
you  may  be  sure  they  ask  some  leading  questions. 

Constant  inquiries  by  traveling  Californians  finally  result  in  our 
wines  being  listed,  for  every  steward  is  anxious  to  please  his  pa- 
trons, and  if  he  finds  they  are  persistent  in  their  demands  for  Cali- 
fornia wines,  you  may  be  sure  he  will  see  that  their  cravings  are 
satisfied.  Once  they  get  on  the  list  and  are  sampled,  our  wines  are 
secure,  for  after  the  doubts  of  the  guests  have  been  removed,  they 
do  not  hesitate  to  call  for  California  wines. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  according  to  E.  J.  W.  Tierney  of  the  Hotel 
Marlborough,  New  York,  California  wines,  through  their  growing 
excellence,  are  today  actually  driving  foreign  wines  from  the  home 
market.  He  declares  that  "in  the  best  hotels,  cafes  and  restaurants 
of  the  metropolis,  patrons  are  now  insisting  upon  the  American 
article,  and.  in  fact,  they  seem  proud  to  order  it."  This  is  certainly 
in  striking  contrast  to  the  conditions  a  few  years  ago,  when  the 
average  diner  would  not  dare  order  an  American  wine  above  a 
whisper.

BUSINESS  Tft-ith  the  whisky  trade  has  not  been  entirely  ap  to 
what  it  should  be  daring  the  past  month,  especiallj-  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  holiday  season  is  nsaally  one  during  which  the 
demand  for  goods  soars  above  the  average  level.  There  appears 
to  be  no  particular  reason  for  this ;  the  fact  is  simply  there  to  be 
faced,  regardless  of  whys  and  wherefores.  It  is  probable  that  the 
general  business  depression,  which  in  some  quarters  is  a  good  deal 
more  prooonnced  than  in  others,  has  something  to  do  with  it,  and 
it  is  certain  that  the  uncertainty  on  the  part  of  the  trade  as  to  the 
legal  status  of  the  business  in  some  States  has  had  a  bad  effect 
upon  business. 

Many  distilleries  have  opened  up,  however,  and  with  few  ex- 
ceptions declare  their  intention  of  manufacturing  a  full  crop.  The 
existing  shortage  in  bottled  goods,  on  which  the  demand  has  been 
concentrating  during  the  entire  season,  with  practically  every  house 
in  the  trade,  is  pointed  to  as  ample  reason  why  a  good  crop  should 
be  produced — not  a  big  crop,  perhaps,  but  one  suSiciently  lai^e, 
at  least,  to  enable  the  supply  to  get  within  reaching  distance  of  the 
demand.  ^At  present,  with  the  practical  certainty  of  a  heavy  im- 
mediate demand  for  '10*s,  it  is  a  foregone  conclusion  that  that  crop 
will  be  exhausted  long  before  the  1911  crop  is  available,  unless  the 
plan  of  doling  it  out  to  the  trade  on  a  pro  rata  basis,  as  rations  are 
handed  out  in  a  besi^ed  city,  is  adc^ted ;  and  it  is  stated  by  sev- 
eral houses  that  this  is  exactly  what  will  be  done,  in  order  to  pre- 
vent the  almost  immediate  exhaustion  of  the  crop. 

Phil  Hollenbach,  of  the  big  wine  and  whisky  house,  which  bears 
his  name,  announced  recently  that  the  output  of  "Fortuna,"  the  lead- 
ing brand  of  whisk>'  handled  by  the  company,  would  be  reduced 
to  about  sixty  per  cent  of  a  normal  crop  during  the  current  season. 
Operations  )»-ill  be  begun  shortly.  Mr.  Hollenbach  is  of  those  who 
are  of  the  ofHnion  that  there  has  been,  on  the  whole,  an  overpro- 
duction of  Kentucky  whiskies,  and  that  there  should  be  a  curtail- 
ment until  better  prices  are  available.  The  holiday  trade  has  been 
good  with  the  Hollenbach  Company,  as  usual,  and  business  on  the 
whole  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  Bemheim  Distilling  Company  has  found  it  necessary-  for 
the  past  month  to  employ  a  complete  night  shift  in  its  bottling  de- 
partment in  order  to  take  care  of  its  business,  this  being  the  first 
time  that  this  measure  was  ever  found  necessary.  "I.  W.  Harper" 
and  the  company's  other  popular  brands,  are  moving  at  a  rate  which 
made  this  necessary-,  the  holiday  demand  being  unusually  heavy. 
A  reduction  to  a  normal  volume  of  orders  is  looked  for  following 
the  holiday  season. 

I.  W.  Bemheim  is  the  plaintiff  in  a  suit  filed  recently  in  the 
Circuit  Court  in  Louisville  against  the  Louisville  Property  Com- 
pany, L.  &  N.  subsidiary  corporation,  and  W.  L.  Mapother,  one  of 
the  vice-presidents  of  the  railroad  company  and  vice-president  and 
custodian  of  the  records  of  the  Louisville  Property  Company.  Mr. 
Bemheim,  as  one  of  the  stockholders  in  the  company,  demands  a 
complete  list  of  the  stockholders,  for  the  purpose,  as  his  petition  al- 
leges, of  securing  a  change  in  the  directorate,  if  possible.  The  com- 
pany is  generally  understood  to  be  the  medium  by  which  the 
Louisville  &  Nashville  Railr<»d  Company  controls  a  large  acreage 
of  coal  and  timber  lands  along  its  recently-constructed  lines  in 
Eastern  Kentucky,  which  are  unusually  rich.  Mr.  Bernheim 
alleges  in  his  petition  that  Mr.  Mapother  refu.sed  to  furnish  him 
with  the  information  desired  until  a  date  too  late  for  use  at  the 
annual  election  of  directors  and  officers,  and  asks  the  court  to  force 
the  official  to  supply  the  data  needed. 

The  -Anderson-Nelson  distillery  plant  of  the  Kentucky  Distil- 
leries &  Warehouse  Company,  in  Louisville,  was  threatened  by  de- 
struction by  fire  on  December  16,  when  a  blaze  broke  out  in  the 
bottling  department  and  destroyed  the  three-story  building  com- 
pletely. Three  tanks  full  of  whisky,  one  on  the  third  floor  and  two  on 
the  first  floor,  containing  about  200  barrels  of  whisky,  and  about 
1.000  ca.ses  of  bottled  goods,  besides  the  equipment  of  the  plant 
and  a  large  number  of  empty  cases,  were  destroyed.  By  heroic 
efforts  the  fire  department,  which  responded  in  full  force  to  three 


alarms,  prevented  the  spread  of  the  fire  to  the  big  warehou 
which  surround  the  plant  proper  on  all  sides,  and  which  cont 
thousands  of  barrels  of  whisky.  Part  of  the  whisky  destroyed  v 
choice  ten-year-old  goods,  intended  especially  for  the  holiday  tra 
No  one  was  injured  in  the  fire,  the  girls  and  other  employes  in 
bottling  department  escaping  before  the  blaze  had  spread  very  i 
and  the  firemen  also  escaping  injury-,  although  several  walls 
during  the  fire.  The  cause  of  the  blaze  is  still  a  mystery.  1 
company  has  announced  that  none  of  the  employes  will  be  thro 
out  of  work,  as  they  will  be  used  at  the  company's  other. plants 
this  vicinity. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  upho 
ing  the  authority  of  the  Kentucky  Railroad  Commission  to  fix 
terstate  rates,  and  denying  the  Louisville  &  Nashville  Railrc 
Company  an  injunction  against  the  commission,  resulted  in 
Christmas  present  of  $150,000,  or  thereabouts,  to  Kentucky  whis 
shippers,  according  to  figures  compiled  by  attorneys  represent 
the  distillery  companies.  This  sum  was  placed  with  the  Fede 
Court  at  Covington,  Ky.,  by  the  railroad  company,  pending  the  i 
cision  of  the  case  by  the  Supreme  Court.  Even  more  importa 
of  course,  in  the  long  run,  is  the  general  reduction  in  rates  whi 
will  be  made  as  a  result  of  the  decision. 

Distillers  of  Louisville  have  been  hard  hit  by  the  several  t; 
ing  bodies  of  Kentucky,  both  the  city  board  of  equalization  and  1 
State  board  having  raised  assessments  on  whisky;  or,  rather,  1 
city  board  raised  its  assessment  of  $10  a  barrel  to  meet  the  St; 
rate  of  $12,  which  has  been  maintained  for  several  years.  Sev 
representatives  of  the  Kentucky  Distillers'  and  Wholesale  Liqi 
Dealers'  Association  recently  appeared  before  the  State  board  ; 
the  purpose  of  protesting  against  the  assessment,  R.  E.  Wathi 
president  of  the  association  and  of  R.  E.  Wathen  &-  Company,  d 
tillers,  being  the  spokesman.  Mr.  Wathen  declared  that  $12  a  b; 
rel  is  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  production 
the  whisky,  and  pointed  out  that  Kentucky  is  the  only  State  levvi 
a  tax  on  bonded  whisky.  Thomas  S.  Jones  of  Louisville  also  ma 
an  argument  against  the  assessment,  taking  largely  the  sai 
ground  as  Mr.  Wathen.  The  distillers  felt  that  the  State  Boa 
of  Equalization  offered  the  strategic  point  for  attack,  inasumch 
it  was  responsible  for  the  raise  in  the  city  assessment  this  y< 
from  $10  to  S12.  The  city  had  heretofore  taxed  whisky  at  $ic 
barrel,  but  as  the  State  board  insisted  on  keeping  the  assessme 
at  $12,  it  was  naturally  considered  only  reasonable  on  the  part 
the  city  to  make  its  assessment  the  same.  There  are  about  83 
541  barrels  of  whisky  in  Louisville,  and  at  a  rate  of  $1.76  on  t 
$100  valuation,  the  magnitude  of  the  matter  can  easily  be  seen. 

Bonnie  Brothers  of  Louisville  were  recently  successful  in  c 
laining  an  injunction  against  Bonnie  &  Company,  also  of  Lou 
ville,  prohibiting  the  latter  concern  from  using  "Bonnie"  or  "Bont 
Brothers"  as  part  of  any  whisky  label.  The  late  E.  S.  Bonnie,  w 
founded  Bonnie  &  Company  as  a  wholesale  whisky  house,  was  f< 
merly  connected  with  Bonnie  Brothers,  but  it  was  found  by  t 
court  that  he  had  divested  himself  of  the  legal  right  to  use  his  si 
name  in  connection  with  a  brand  of  rye  whisky  by  an  agreeme 
some  years  ago.

&  Sons  some  time  ago.     The  Frankfort  firm  complained  that  tli 
word  was  omitted   from  newspaper  advertisements  of  Wright 
Taylor  in  San  Francisco  and  Boston.     On  a  showing  by  Wrigbt

Vet  it  cot:'  •  - 
pected  that  such  exponents  of  efficiency  as  the  Rev=.  T- 
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Irving  Bristol  would  advocate  the  prohibition  erf  marriage.  They 
will  never  preach  that  sort  of  prohibition  whicfa  may  mean  the  re- 
daction of  their  receipts. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  point  at  the  "efficiency"  of  Prohibition 
Uima  and  Turkey  or  the  -inefficiency^  of  alcoholic  Germanv,  Eng- 
land and  France  in  order  to  show  the  fallacy  of  the  arguments  of 
the  fanatics.  The  "effident"  manner  in  which  the  Probiutionirt 
Hobson  sank  the  "Merrimac"  and  the  "inefficient"  way  the  alco- 
holic Dewey  had  of  diqmsiii^  of  the  Spanish  fleet  at  Manila  serve 
better.  There  is  no  need  of  alhiding  to  the  "inefficiencv"  of  the 
akoholic  Grant  and  the  "efficiency"  of  the  total  abstained  who  op- 
posed him. 

While  the  argument  of  the  preachers  based  on  efficiencj,  is  gen- 
erally wrong,  it  has  one  good  point  w  hich  may  be  regarded  as  the 
inevitable  exception.

Soch  a 
woman  has  too  little  moral  coarse  to  make  a  good  mate  for  any 
roan.  Even  the  teetotaler  wotdd  be  overpunished  by  a  marital  al- 
liance with  her.  She  marries  for  efficiency  ^on  the  part  of  the  man) 
as  represented  by  the  size  of  the  victim's  bank  acconnt.  She  is 
like  the  soldier  who  enlists  for  a  period  of  three  years  with  the  nxn- 
tal  reservation  that  he  will  desert  the  first  time  an  officer  speaks 
crossly  to  him  or  the  first  time  he  has  to  sleep  on  the  wet  groond. 
-\fter  the  very  first  domestic  storm  or  reverse  this  class  of  woman 
win  vanish  from  the  home  of  the  hnsband.  She  is  essentially  the 
type  of  the  deserter.  The  preacher's  advice  shonld  not  be  wasted 
upon  her  hot,  Hnfortunately,  the  advnce  s  not  eno^|fa  to  deter  anr 
woman  of  this  class  from  marrying  a  wealthy  man  who  drinks.  The 
woman  who  is  set  against  alcoholism  wiH  marry  any  rich  w*^"  to 
reform  him  and  the  first  time  he  comes  home  "elated"  after  the 
marriage  she  will  display  her  horror  and  sac  him  for  divorce  with 
alimony.  Preachers  cannot  do  too  mnch  to  prevent  the  marri^cs 
of  Prohibiton  vromen  with  akoholic  men.  They  should  insist 
strof^Iy  that  men  who  drink  are  sot  fit  to  be  hndiaadbK.  Thev 
m%lit  even  have  laws  passed  prohSKtx^  driufcii^  men  from  marry- 
11^.     '"Efficiency"  demands  soch  laws. 

-\s  a  case  in  point  the  fcrflowing  story  is  interesting:  Once 
upon  a  time  a  lady  was  ei^i^cd  to  marry  a  man  who  drank  vrfaisky 
whenever  he  felt  like  doing  so.  and  he  felt  like  doing  so  very  often. 
The  man  had  some  money  and  a  good  position.  Bnt  later  a  wealth- 
ier man  who  was  a  teetotaler  proposed  marriage  to  the  lady  and 
was  promptly  accepted.  "F.fficiency^  excnscd  the  cha^c  of  scn-- 
timent.  .\fter  the  man  of  wealth  and  the  lady  of  taste  were  mar- 
ried the  former  was  stripped  of  practically  aO  he  had  hy  the  latter. 
When  the  fan^nnd  fonnd  himself  in  the  down-aad-ont  dass  he  met 
his  ancient  rival  and  related  hk  tronbles  to  him.  The  drinkii^ 
man  questioned  the  tmfortnnate  as  to  the  reasons  why  the  £ur  one 
had  jilted  him  and  was  told  "Because  you  drank  nhfaky."  At  the 
invitation  of  the  drinking  van.  the  two  entered  the  nearest  saloon. 
The  akoboGc  asked.  "^A,  vrhat  are  yon  takii^?"  The  teetotaler 
said,  -Ginger  ale.*'  .\nd  the  other  foOowcd  with,  "Mine's  a  whi^* 
Whsky  saved  mef"

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The  Inconsistent  AntiSaloon League 


ACCORDING  to  dispatches  from  Los  Angeles,  Fred  F. 
Wheeler,  chairman  of  the  "California  Dry  in  1914  Campaign," 
has  announced  that  65,000  signatures,  or  more  than  twice  the 
needed  number,  has  been  obtained  to  the  initiative  petition  asking 
that  the  question  of  a  constituional  amendment  prohibiting  the 
manufacture,  sale  and  use  of  wines  and  liquors  be  placed  on  the 
ballot  at  the  general  election  in  November,  1914. 

Naturally  the  success  of  the  prohibitionists  in  getting  the  neces- 
sary signatures  has  not  pleased  the  Anti-Saloon  League  leaders, 
whom  we  believe  are  responsible  for  the  rumor  that  was  sent  out 
all  over  the  State,  that  the  liquor  interests  were  signing  the  petition 
to  insure  the  matter  coming  up  at  the  general  election  in  1914.  The 
object  of  circulating  this  story  was  to  discredit  the  campaign  of 
the  prohibition  forces  of  the  State  of  California. 

We  can  readily  understand  why  the  Anti- Saloon  League  leaders 
are  peeved  at  the  prohibitionists  and  have  done  everything  to  pre- 
vent their  getting  the  necessary  signatures. 

For  the  past  five  years  they  have  had  things  all  their  own  way. 
They  succeeded  in  getting  the  Legislature  to  pass  a  one-sided  local 
option  law,  and  they  availed  themselves  of  the  initiative  and  refer- 
endum which  permitted  them  to  go  into  communities  all  over  the 
State  and  thrust  "license  or  no-license"  elections  upon  towns  that 
were  really  .satisfied  with  conditions.  In  most  towns  where  they 
operated  they  found  the  pickings  good.  It  was  all  fertile  territory, 
for  liquor  elections  were  something  new  and  the  Anti-Saloon 
League  leaders  found  no  difficulty  in  working  the  church  people 
and  getting  sufficient  names  of  women,  who  paid  no  taxes  and  had 
nothing  to  lose,  on  the  petitions  to  call  elections. 

Where  they  thought  people  would  stand  the  limit,  they  insisted 
on  using  the  Wyllie  Local  Option  Law ;  in  other  places,  where  they 
did  not  feel  the  sentiment  was  so  strong,  they  drew  up  ordinances 
permitting  the  hotels  to  have  table  license,  so  that  a  per.son  might 
get  wine  or  liquor  with  meals.  In  still  other  communities  they 
submitted  three  or  four  propositions  whereby  the  voter  was  per- 
mitted to  say  whether  licenses  should  be  granted  to  hotels,  res- 
taurants, wholesale  liquor  dealers  and  retail  liquor  dealers.  They 
adopted  whatever  plan  worked  best. 

Being  unmolested,  they  came  to  look  upon  California  as  their 
own  territory,  where  they  had  the  right  to  agitate  and  dictate. 

But  for  several  years  the  prohibitionists  have  had  their  eyes  on 
this  State.  However,  the  leaders  were  so  busy  in  other  portions 
of  the  United  States  that  they  did  not  have  time  to  bother  with 
California.  When  they  had  come  to  the  end  of  the  rope  in  other 
States,  they  naturally  turned  to  the  land  of  sunshine,  fruit  and 
flowers,  and  the  next  thing  we  knew  they  were  planning  a  State- 
wide fight  in  California. 

They  called  a  conference  in  Los  Angeles — ignoring  a  similar 
convention  held  by  the  Anti-Saloon  League  iri  San  Francisco — and 
out  of  about  1.500  delegates,  ninety-five  per  cent  announced  them- 
selves as  in  favor  of  a  campaign  to  dry  up  the  State  of  California 
in  1914.  Of  course,  they  needed  funds  to  carry  on  such  a  fight, 
and  it  is  easy  to  picture  the  scene  of  consternation  that  must  have 
ensued  in  the  headquarters  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  when  they 
realized  that  all  the  "easy  marks"  in  California  had  not  yet  been 
reached,  and  that  the  prohibitionists  were,  so  to  say,  "beating  them 
to  it"  on  the  State-wide  fight. 

The  Anti-Saloon  League,  which  claims  to  be  anxious  to  dry  up 
the  State  of  California  "when  the  proper  time  comes,"  refused  to 
co-operate  in  securing  the  necessary  31,875  names.  But  the  pro- 
hibitionists did  not  falter.  They  found  that  they  could  get  all  the 
signatures  they  wanted  without  the  aid  of  the  .'Vnti-Saloon  League, 
and,  if  the  dispatches  from  Los  Angeles  are  correct,  they  have  done 
remarkably  well  in  a  sliort  tinliv 

Of  course  the  Anti-Saloon  League  leaders  watched  their  pro- 
gress with  jealous  eyes,  and,  in  their  efforts  to  prevent  the  prohi- 
bitionists making  good,  started  the  rumor  that  the  liquor  men  were 


so  anxious  to  have  the  fight  come  oflf  that  they  were  aiding  in  se- 
curing the  signatures ! 

While  the  liquor  interests  of  California  feel  certain  they  wii: 
be  able  to  defeat  the  proposed  constitutional  amendment,  they  are 
not  particularly  anxious  to  enter  into  a  fight  of  this  kind.  It  mean; 
an  endless  amount  of  work,  the  expenditure  of  considerable  mo.ie) 
to  do  the  thing  right,  and  the  engendering  of  all  kinds  of  ill  feel 
ing  as  a  result  of  diflferences  of  opinion. 

But  now  that  the  fight  has  been  thrust  upon  them,  it  can  b( 
taken  for  granted  that  they  will  leave  no  stone  unturned  to  defea 
the  drastic  constitutional  amendment  by  such  an  overwhelming 
majority  that  the  prohibitionists  will  have  a  hard  time  bringing 
up  the  matter  for  some  years. 

Meanwhile  the  Anti-Saloon  League  will  no  doubt  find  that  it! 
wings  have  been  greatly  clipped,  for  it  will  be  difficult  to  get  eithe 
cities  or  supervisorial  districts  to  take  up  liquor  fights,  such  as  thei 
have  precipitated  during  the  past  three  years,  until  after  the  State 
wide  fight  has  been  settled. 

This  means  that  during  the  next  year  the  Anti-Saloon  Leagm 
will  find  its  revenue  much  curtailed  and  economy  will  have  to  bi 
practiced  in  their  headquarters  at  3  City  Hall  avenue,  where  the; 
have  an  entire  floor  to  house  their  "workers,"  literature  and  othe 
appurtenances  that  are  necessary  to  carry  on  their  business. 


SAN  LUIS  OBISPO  VOTES  OVERWHELMINGLY  WET. 


On  December  11th  the  city  of  San  Luis  Obispo  demonstratei 
that  the  women  of  Anaheim  and  Redondo  Beach  are  not  the  onl; 
ones  in  Southern  California  who  believe  in  regulation  as  opposei 
to  prohibition. 

The  total  vote  cast  against  the  initiative  dry  ordinance  wa 
2,080,  of  which  the  drys  polled  829  and  the  wets  1,238,  giving  th 
handsome  majority  of  409  in  favor  of  continuing  present  condition; 

Commenting  on  the  election,  the  San  Luis  Obispo  Mornin: 
Tribune  says : 

"San  Luis  Obispo  has  gone  through  many  a  hard  fight,  but  th 
hardest  and  the  ablest  fought  of  any  in  its  history  happened  yes 
terday  when  the  conservative  voters,  both  female  and  male,  showe 
their  appreciation  of  this  chosen  spot  and  said  through  their  bal 
lots  at  the  polls  that  we  should  not  enter  into  a  state  of  disquietud 
which  is  certain  to  be  brought  on  by  a  dry  town.  The  condition 
at  Paso  Robles  and  Arroyo  Grande,  for  those  who  have  seen  then 
was  sufficient  to  swing  the  cause  to  the'right  side  of  the  column. 

"The  only  challenging  done  was  on  the  part  of  the  drys.  The 
made  an  effort  to  disqualify  the  voter  on  the  literacy  test,  wherei 
the  naturalized  citizen  was  concerned,  but  this  fell  short  and  i 
was  shown  that  in  nearly  every  instance  the  naturalized  citize 
was  able  to  not  only  read  the  constitution  for  a  hundred  word; 
but  a  thousand  as  well  if  necessary." 

With  the  exception  of  supervisorial  district  No.  1,  which  ir 
eludes  San  Miguel  and  the  territory  around  the  city  of  Paso  Roble: 
all  the  districts  of  San  Luis  Obispo  County  voted  on  the  same  da 
under  the  Wyllie  Local  Option  Law. 

District  No.  2  went  dry  by  a  majority  of  171,  a  gain  of  84  vote 
over  the  figures  in  1911,  when  the  same  districts  voted  without  th 
women ;  District  No.  3  voted  wet  by  a  majority  of  22,  which  is  2 
more  than  in  1911  and  District  No.  4  by  a  majority  of  137,  whic 
is  60  more  than  in  1911. 

District  No.  5  was  voted  dry  by  a  majority  of  26.  Althoug 
the  precincts  of  Josephine,  Pozo,  San  Marguerita  and  Simmk 
voted  overwhelmingly  wet,  the  majorities  were  not  sufficient  t 
counteract  the  heavy  dry  vote  in  Templeton,  which  gave  a  mj 
jority  of  68  in  favor  of  "no-license." 

Of  the  entire  vote  cast  in  the  county  including  the  city  of  Sa 
Luis  Obispo,  the  drys  polled  1,999  votes  and  the  wets  2,711,  or 
majority  of  712  against  prohibition. 
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THE  INCREASED  USE  OF  DRUGS. 


Those  who  fail  to  understand  that  the  human  being  is  and  al- 
ways has  been  changing  form  'Snd  habits  are  bewildered  or  horrified 
l)y  statements  showing  the  increased  consumption  of  cocaine,  mor- 
phine and  alcohol  in  the  United  States. 

Dr.  B.  C.  Keister,  superintendent  of  the  Keister  Home  Sanitor- 
ium,  Roanoke,  Va.,  makes  a  startling  revelation  of  the  use  of  drugs 
in  this  country  when  he  asserts  that  300,000  of  the  400,000  pounds 
of  opium  consumed  in  the  United  States  annually  were  manufac- 
tured into  morphine,  and  that  80  per  cent,  or  240,000  pounds,  of  the 
morphine  were  consumed  by  habitual  users  of  morphine.  Accord- 
ing to  reliable  figures  23  per  cent  of  the  American  physicians  are 
addicted  to  the  morphine  habit.     Dr.  Keister  says: 

"This  would  indicate  that  education  does  not  reduce  the  con- 
sumption of  opium.  The  physicians,  who  should  know  the  most 
about  opium  and  its  product,  morphine,  use  it  to  the  greatest  ex- 
tent. \\'ill  the  Prohibitionists  try  to  teach  the  medical  men  that 
the  use  of  opium  is  a  great  evil?" 

The  quality  of  opium  used  in  the  United  States  is  about  15 
times  that  consumed  in  Germany,  Italy  and  Austria  combined,  Dr. 
Keister  asserts.  He  adds  that  public  health  reports  show  that  150,- 
000  ounces  of  cocaine  are  taken  by  cocaine  users  each  year. 

"Basing  my  conclusions  on  the  best  and  most  non-partisan  au- 
thorities, it  is  clearly  shown  that  opium,  morphine,  cocaine,  heroin 
and  kindred  drugs,  under  the  growth  of  the  drug  habit  in  the 
United  States  has  been  amazing." 

The  doctor  says :  "This  country  is  second  only  to  China  in  the 
amount  of  opium  and  allied  drugs  consumed."  So  great  is  this 
menace  that  he  sees  only  one  solution  to  the  problem,  that  is  to 
eliminate  these  drugs  from  the  pharmacopeia,  to  stop  their  manu- 
facture and  prohibit  their  importation. 

People  who  are  always  ready  to  condemn  education  as  a  fail- 
ure invariably  revert  to  Prohibition.  This  is  because  educational 
work  is  hard  work  and  Prohibitionists  are  particularly  averse  to 
i  any  kind  of  work. 

I  While  on  this  subject  it  might  be  remarked  that  some  thousands 
of  years  ago  human  beings  considered  salt  to  be  a  poison.  Those 
who  used  salt  were  looked  upon  as  drug  fiends.  Even  in  the  pres- 
ent day,  when  all  civilized  men  use  salt  habitually,  there  are  savage 
tribes,  notably  North  American  Indians,  who  cannot  be  induced  to 
use  salt  in  any  manifest  form. 

Dr.  Keister  states :  "That  these  habit-forming  drugs  are  not  al- 
ways taken  under  their  proper  names  was  also  charged  by  the 
speaker,  and  that  the  cocaine  derivatives  are  sold  in  cigars,  cigar- 
ettes and  used  in  many  popular  beverages." 

"If  we  did  not  have  these  drugs."  he  says,  "we  would  have  50 
per  cent  fewer  homicides,  60  per  cent  fewer  suicides  and  33  per 
tent  less  lunacy  in  the  country." 

'  This  doctor  ought  to  know  that  in  the  days  of  barbarism  no 
(drugs  were  used  and  yet  practically  all  men  committed  homicide, 
Hiicide  was  a  common  practice  and  the  savagery  of  men  was  far 
iiore  truculent  than  modern  lunacy. 

-Accordingly,  as  human  beings  become  more  civilized  they  use 
nore  salt,  alcohol,  morphine  and  cocaine,  and  at  the  same  time  they 
)ecome  more  capable  of  self  control. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  American  Society  for  the  Study  of  Alcohol 
uid  other  Narcotics,  it  was  said  that  present  conditions  indicated 
.hat  the  American   people  were  degenerating  as  a  result  of  high 
j  living  and  the  development  of  the  drug  evil.

cendants  of  the  ferocious  beasts  of  the  forest  and  jungle.    -Joidged 

irom  the  standpoint  of  intelligence  the  common  house  cat  or  dog 

i;3  a  thousand  years  ahead  of  the  so-called  royal  Bengal  tiger  or 

(ioble  Nubian  lion,  just  as  the  drug-addicted  modem  man  is  far  su- 

i  i'erior  to  his  ancestor  who  went  about  in  the  woods  with  a  club 

1  hand  in  search  of  prey. 

It  is  just  as  well  for  those  who  denounce  the  use,  of  alcohol, 

liorphine  and  cocaine  to  cease  worrying.     In  a  few  centuries  hii- 

lan  beings  will  be  using  alcohol  as  they  now  use  salti,  without  any 

lisgivings.     And  in  a  thousand  years  morphine  and  cocaine  will 

e  consumed  as  much  as  sugar  and  salt  in  the  present  day. 


The  march  of  Nature  is  on  lines  of  evolution  and  cannot  be 
blocked.  The  discovery  of  a  drug  is  simply  a  step  further  along 
the  road  of  progress.  What  human  beings  need  is  education  as  to 
the  proper  use  of  each  new  discovery  and  not  prohibition  from  the 
utilization  of  what  is  discovered. 

Fraudulent  institutions  for  the  cure  of  inebriates  and  drug  users 
are  condemned  by  Dr.  G.  H.  Benton,  a  specialist,  of  Dania,  Fla. 
He  says  that  treatment  in  these  institutions  often  results  in  actual 
harm  to  the  patient.  He  declares  that  many  of  these  institutions 
are  owned  and  managed  by  physicians  who  themselves  are  narcotic 
habitues.  He  said  that  he  is  strongly  in  favor  of  laws  compelling 
the  licensing  of  all  such  institutions  after  proper  inspection  by  a 
committee  of  competent  alienists  and  neurologists  divorced  entirely 
from  any  political  contamination. 

This  is  advice  on  reasonable  lines.  What  human  beings  need 
is  the  prevention  of  abuse  and  not  of  use,  regulation  and  not  pro- 
hibition. 

Human  beings  are  not  as  gullible  now  as  in  past  ages.  They 
know  that  alcohol  is  not  a  poison  because  it  is  used  in  the  prep- 
aration of  thousands  of  medicines,  foods  and  beverages,  which 
would  be  worthless  without  it.  They  know  that  opium  is  one  of 
the  greatest  blessings  that  nature  has  produced.  When  told  that 
alcohol  and  opium  are  injurious  if  used  to  excess  they  will  take 
heed.  But  when  told  that  they  should  not  use  alcohol  at  all  they 
are  likely  to  regard  those  who  tell  them  so  in  about  the  same  man- 
ner as  a  civilized  man  would  regard  a  Piute  Indian  who  would  pro- 
hibit him  from  using  salt. 


Sales  of  Spirits  in  Nigeria,  1912.— As  compared  with  1911  there 
was  a  decrease  in  the  importation  of  spirits,  due  to  the  decline  in 
trade  spirits  at  Lagos,  Warri,  Sapele  and  Opobo,  brought  about  in 
part  by  the  rise  in  the  spirit  duties ;  then  the  buying  power  of  those 
in  the  palm-oil  belt  was  curtailed  by  a  shortage  in  palm-oil  and 
palm-kernel  shipments.  Ale  and  beer  continue  to  increase  in  quan- 
tity. 
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NEWS  FROM  THE  WILD  AND  WOOLY  REGIONS. 


Nevada — The  City  Council  of  Reno  has  received  a  petition  from 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Unsworth  to  revoke  the  license  of  the  Empire 
Cafe  because  his  rest  is  disturbed  by  people  who  patronize  the  cafe. 
The  council  will  not  take  any  action. 

The  Grand  Jury  of  Washoe  County  has  recommended  that 
there  be  no  renewals  of  liquor  licenses  in  the  restricted  district  of 
Reno. 

Many  renewals  of  liquor  licenses  in  Reno  were  made  during 
the  month  of  December,  but  some  applications  for  renewals  were 
denied  on  the  ground  that  the  applicants  had  proven  that  they  were 
not  of  high  moral  character. 

The  City  Council  of  Sparks  has  under  consideration  the  raising 
of  the  fee  for  saloon  licenses  from  $20  a  quarter  to  $50,  It  will  be 
some  months  before  a  decision  is  reached. 

At  Las  Vegas  the  city  commissioners  fixed  the  fee  for  saloon 
licenses  at  $100  per  quarter.  This  is  $50  less  than  they  first  con- 
templated making  it.  Eighteen  licenses  have  been  issued  under 
the  new  ruling. 

Utah — ^Judge  V.  C.  Gunnell  of  the  Juvenile  Court  of  Ogden  has 
had  all  the  retail  liquor  dealers  of  the  city  sign  an  agreement  to 
sell  no  liquors  to  minors.  The  Judge  stated  that  he  was  very  well 
satisfied  with  the  attitude  of  the  saloon  men  and  he  believes  that 
they  will  be  of  the  greatest  assistance  in  regulating  the  liquor 
traffic. 

Arizona — Mr.  Charles  Bond  has  opened  a  high  class  saloon  in 
the  Easton  building  on  West  Second  street  in  Phoenix. 

The  State  convention  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  was  held  in  Phoenix 
on  the  5th,  6th  and  7th  of  December.  One  of  the  features  of  the 
convention  was  a  big  chicken  dinner  given  to  the  70  delegates. 
Some  pupils  from  the  United  States  Indian  school  gave  a  dance  in 
the  convention  hall.  Mrs.  Harriet  Beckley  Wakefield  was  re- 
elected president. 

Arizona  will  celebrate  the  15th  of  January,  1914,  as  Prohibition 
day,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  national  W.  C.  T. 
U.  Most  of  the  cowboys  and  miners  of  the  State  are  expected  to 
participate  in  the  celebration  to  the  extent  of  refraining  from  drink- 
ing anything  stronger  than  water. 

Prohibitionists  of  Mesa  proposed  to  have  men  cease  using  top 
boots  and  red  shirts  because  these  conspicuous  accoutrements  en- 
courage the  drinking  of  strong  liquor.  Some  of  the  Mesa  City 
Prohibitionists  declare  that  men  who  wear  top  boots  and  red  shirts 
never  feel  that  they  are  fully  dressed  unless  they  have  a  pistol  in 
one  hip  pocket  and  a  bottle  of  whisky  in  the  other.  To  do  away 
with  the  pistol  and  the  bottle,  especially  the  bottle,  it  is  necessary 
first  of  all  to  do  away  with  the  top  boot  and  the  red  shirt. 
•  Mr.  Charles  Nolden  of  the  Anheuser-Busch  Company  spent  the 
month  of  December  in  Arizona,  visiting  all  the  important  cities  and 
towns. 

New  Mexico — The  Farmington  distillery  in  San  Juan  County 
was  forfeited  to  the  United  States  government  on  the  2nd  of  De- 
cember by  order  of  Judge  William  H.  Pope  of  Santa  Fe.  It  was 
charged  that  liquor  was  taken  from  the  distillery  without  the  pay- 
ment of  the  government  tax.     The  plant  and  stock  are  worth  $5000. 

A  re-organization  of  the  Southwestern  Brewery  and  Ice  Com-. 
pany  was  affected  on  the  8th  of  December  at  Albuquerque.  Mr. 
E.  K.  Beddall  became  president  of  the  company  in  place  of  Mr. 
Otto  Dieckmann,  deceased.  Mr.  Beddall  announced  a  program  of 
improvements  and  enlargements  to  make  the  plant  one  of  the  best 
in  the  west.  On  the  11th  of  Decembei;  Mr.  Otto  W.  Helbig  ar- 
rived from  New  York  to  take  charge  of  the  work  of  building  up 
the  brewery.  Mr.  Heilbig  is  a  well-known  New  York  brewery  ex- 
pert. With  him  came  Mr.  Carl  .Spietchka,  who  will  be  the  brew- 
master.  Mr.  Spietschka  has  been  a  brewmaster  at  Hof,  Bavaria, 
in  New  York  City  and  in  Panama.  He  made  the  first  beer  ever 
brewed  in  Panama.  Mr.  Spietchka  will  have  as  his  assistants  Mr. 
H.  A.  Walters  and  Mr.  Frank  Lindorfer,  who  have  arrived  from. 
New  York.  Mr.  Buldall  intends  to  advertise  widely  and  ship  beer 
to  all  parts  of  the  Southwest. 

•   Texas — Attorney-General    Keeting    has    advised    the    railroad 
companies  that  they  would  not  be  transgressing  the  State  laws  if 


they  allowed  for  reconsignment  liquors  for  licensed  dealers  in  w 
territory.  The  companies  had  refused  to  reconsign  liquors  wh 
sent  in  carload  lots  from  one  point  to  be  reconsigned  in  small  k 
to  various  points  when  the  person  who  did  the  reconsigning  w 
not  a  licensed  dealer.  Many  of  the  liquor  dealers  claimed  that  t 
refusal  of  the  companies  to  accept  the  reconsigned  shipments  w 
based  on  the  larger  freight  rates  they  received  by  through  shi 
ments. 

Liquor  dealers  throughout  Texas  are  executing  new  bonds  1 
reason  of  the  law  closing  saloons  at  9 :30  p.  m.  The  old  bonds  pi 
vided  for  closing  at  midnight. 

Under  the  9:30  p.  m.  law  liquor  may  be  served  freely  at  danc 
after  9:30  p.  m.  providing  that  the  dances  are  not  held  in  licens 
saloons.  Liquor  may  also  be  served  at  meals  after  9:30  p.  m.  wit 
in  saloon  limits  of  cities,  providing  it  is  not  served  in  licensed  s 
loons. 


STATISTICS  FOR  PROHIBITIONISTS. 


Any  student  of  statistics  can  prove  almost  anything  by  thi 
use.  Both  sides  of  mooted  questions  are  proved  frequently  by  si 
tistics  taken  from  the  same  sources.  The  futility  of  trying  to  pro 
anything  by  statistics  is  shown  by  a  statement  of  Al.  Jeniiins 
made  in  the  story  of  his  life,  now  running  in  The  Saturday  E\ 
ning  Post. 

Jennings  was,  at  one  time,  one  of  the  most  notorious  band 
of  the  Middle  West,  when  train  robbing  was  a  more  or  less  popul 
avocation.  He  was  convicted  finally  of  robbing  the  United  Stat 
mails,  and  sentenced  to  a  life  term  in  the  Columbus,  Ohio,  penite 
tiary.  There  he  was  made  a  trusty  and  eventually  a  clerk  in  t 
warden's  office.  Later  he  was  pardoned  and  became  one  of  t 
leading  lawyers  of  Oklahoma. 

"Part  of  my  duty,"  says  Jennings,  "was  to  interrogate  incomii 
prisoners  concerning  their  private  lives,  and  enter  the  answers  i 
proper  blanks.  Then  and  there  I  had  light  on  prison  statistii 
One  of  the  questions  ran :  'To  what  do  you  attribute  your  dovv 
fall?'  In  nine  cases  out  of  ten  the  experienced  prisoner  answers 
'Drink.'  Men  who  never  tasted  liquor,  because  they  did  not  li 
it,  returned  the  answer  just  the  same.  To  begin  with,  it  was 
good,  easy,  conventional  reason,  which  stopped  further  questio 
ing;  and  then  it  gave  the  burglar,  the  murderer  and  the  count* 
feiter  an  excuse  to  work  up  sympathy.  Men  who  had  served  ma: 
terms  used  to  smile  as  they  said  it ;  and  I  grew  so  tired  of  putti: 
down  this  insincere  answer  that  I  used  to  write  'Natural  depravit 
or  'Common  thief,'  which  was  just  as  near  the  truth." — Weste 
Home  Magazine.

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Intelligent  Wine  Drinking 


VERY  often  you  hear  people  Say  "I  can't  drink  wine.  It  doesn't 
a^ee  with  me.  I  get  a  sour  stomach  every  time  I  take  any." 
The  person  who  makes  such  a  remark  is  usually  some  one  who  has 
given  the  matter  of  intelligent  wine  drinking  absolutely  no  study. 
He  jumps  at  conclusions  without  trying  to  find'but  why  the  wine 
makes  his  stomach  sour  or  did  not  agree  with  him. 

It  is  possible  that  if  he  had  used  the  same  wine  with  other  food 
that  he  would  have  found  the  resulting  combination  by  no  means 
unpleasant.  In  other  words,  if  he  had  had  any  experience  he  would 
probably  have  used  a  different  wine  with  the  food  he  was  eating 
and  found  it  wholesome  and  suited  to  his  palate. 

The  selection  of  one's  wines  is  a  very  important  matter,  and  yet 
a  very  simple  one,  if  you  are  honest  with  yourself,  put  your  preju- 
dice aside,  refuse  making  yourself  the  slave  of  fleeting  fashion,  but 
come  out  with  many  independence  and  irrespective  of  name,  cork, 
brand  or  price,  plainly  select  what  is  pure  and  what  pleases  your 
palate  best. 

No  one  can  dictate  to  another  what  wine  will  please  him  best 
or  what  wine  he  should  drink.  In  this  matter  everyone  has  to  be 
his  own  judge.  A  wine  expert  can  only  pronounce  upon  the  state 
or  condition  of  a  wine,  and  its  relative  quality  compared  to  other 
wines,  and  if  well  versed  in  the  art,  can  measurably  well  detect 
its  age,  the  grape  from  which  it  is  produced,  and  the  district  from 
whence  it  came.  He  may  even  go  so  far  as  to  select  from  a  num- 
ber of  wines,  that  wine  which  might  please  the  greatest  number  of 
consumers.  More  than  this  he  cannot  do,  and,  therefore,  the  best 
judge  for  you  is  your  own  palate  and  your  own  digestive  system. 
But  in  judging  wines  intended  for  your  own  use,  you  should  use 
some  discrimination,  some  reflection. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  your  palate  does  not  retain  the 
same  discriminating  taste  in  the  morning,  at  noon  and  in  the  eve- 
ning. The  palate  is  variable  in  its  powers  of  appreciation,  at  dif- 
ferent periods  of  the  day,  and  at  different  temperatures ;  in  sick- 
ness, ailing,  or  in  health ;  before  meals  and  after.  Nothing  is  more 
fallacious  than  the  supposition  that  one  can  test  wine  with  any  cor- 
rectness at  any  time,  in  any  mood,  or  after  eating  and  drinking  any 
food  or  liquid,  and  yet  most  people  imagine  they  can  do  so.  The 
true  expert  knows  better  and  never  attempts  it. 

And  yet  the  methods  for  trying  wine  are  really  very  simple,  as 
the  following  general  rules  laid  down  by  Arpad  Haraszthy,  the 
father  of  California's  viticultural  industry  will  show:  "Taking  a 
clear,  colorless,  thin  cut,  crystal  glass  and  fill  it  to  about  one-third 
with  the  wine  to  be  tried ;  bring  the  glass  between  the  light  and  the 
eye,  about  fifteen  inches  from  the  latter,  and  thus  examine  its 
brightness  and  the  shade  and  depth  of  the  color.  If  these  prove 
satisfactory,  give  the  glass  an  easy,  rotary,  horizontal  motion,  so  as 
to  moisten  its  inner  sides  with  the  wine,  and  thus  bring  about  a 
more  rapid  evaporation  of  its  volatile  parts,  passing  the  glass  under 
the  olfactory  organ  you  should  endeavor,  through  the  sense  of 
smell,  to  discover  its  peculiar  or  characteristic  otlor. 

"This  odor  among  wine  men  is  termed  'aroma'  in  one  class  of 
wines,  and  'bouquet'  in  another;  and  if  found  fragrant  and  agree- 
able, you  pass  on  to  the  actual  tasting.  This  is  done  by  taking 
hardly  more  than  a  thimbleful  of  the  wine  in  the  mouth.  Passing 
it  deliberately  from  side  to  side  you  should  endeavor  to  analyze  the 
impressions  created  upon  the  roof  of  the  palate,  the  gums  and  the 
tongue.  If  these  prove  inviting,  slowly  swallow  the  wine  and  en- 
deavor to  analyze  its  farewell  impressions.  If  these  tests  impress 
you  favorably,  one  after  another,  and  as  a  whole,  then  that  wine  is 
a  good  wine  for  you,  and  you  need  not  hesitate  in  its  acquirement." 

Of  course  the  first  requisite  that  wine  must  have  is  purity,  and 
in  that  respect  no  one  need  hesitate  to  use  standard  California 
wines,  because  in  tht  hearings  before  the  Senate  Finance  Com- 


mittee, at  Washington,  D.  C,  in  the  recent  Pomerene  wipe  tax 
amendment  controversy,  it  was  proven  beyond  a  doubt  that  the 
only  pure  wines  made  in  the  United  States  were  those  produced  in 
California.  They  utilize  only  the  fresh  juice  of  the  grape  and  have 
no  foreign  substances  added  like  sugar,  water,  coloring  matter  or 
preservatives. 

It  is  these  pure  wines  that  recognized  medical  authorities  and 
scientists  recommend  as  being  highly  beneficial  in  cases  of  fever, 
nervous  exhaustion,  debility  and  convalescence.  Aged  people  find 
moderate  daily  drinking  of  pure  California  wines  healthful.  They 
invigorate  the  mind  and  body,  brighten  life,  and  lend  an  additional 
charm  to  existence  if  they  are  drunk  with  knowledge  and  modera- 
tion. A  famous  poet  once  said  that  the  man  who  drinks  wine  must 
necessarily  have  more  exalted  thoughts  than  he  who  drinks  noth- 
ing but  water. 

California  wine,  being  the  pure  juice  of  the  grape  properly  fer- 
mented and  aged,  is  undeniably  a  healthful  beverage  with  meals, 
and  if  those  who  drink  ice  water  at  meal  time  would  drink  wine 
instead,  they  would  find  their  digestion  and  general  health  im- 
proved. Wine  stimulates  the  nervous  system  and  muscular  lining 
of  the  stomach  because  it  rouses  otherwise  inactive  muscles  to  vig- 
orous action  and  produces  the  proper  flow  of  gastric  juices. 

There  is  a  time  for  the  drinking  of  diflferent  wines.  This  is 
something  the  American  people  consistently  overlook,  or,  aware  of 
the  fact,  disregard  it.  If  those  who  drink  wine  would  insist  on  its 
proper  service  there  would  be  little  dissatisfaction  with  the  health- 
giving  qualities  of  the  beverage. 

There  is  a  specific  wine  for  each  repast.  In  dining  one  should 
regulate  his  drinking  in  accordance  with  the  following  table : 

For  an  appetizer,  Madeira,  or  a  dry  Sherry,  the  temperature  of 
the  wine.     California  Vermouth,  cold. 

For  oysters,  Chablis,  Sauterne  or  Haut  Sauteme  at  about  55 
degrees. 

With  soups.  Sherry,  temperature  of  the  room. 

With  fish,  Tipo  white  or  Riesling  at  about  55  degrees. 

With  entrees,  Tipo  red  or  Burgundy  at  about  75  degrees. 

With  game,  Tipo,  Burgundy  or  Cabernet,  temperature  of  the 
room. 

With  dessert.  Champagne  at  35  or  40  degrees,  or  Sparkling  Bur- 
gimdy,  also  cold. 

Different  wines  have  their  own  hygienic  properties.  Cham- 
pagne, for  example,  is  highly  recommended  by  physicians  in  vari- 
ous kinds  of  fevers  and  during  convalescence. 

Dry  California  red  wines,  for  instance,  owing  to  their  richness 
in  iron,  phosphates  and  phosphoric  acid,  are  powerful  tonics  and 
highly  recuperative.  They  do  not  excite  or  fatigue  the  stomach 
and  are  the  best  beverages  for  the  table. 

Persons  of  phlegmatic  dispositions  should  drink  white  wi^

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PROHIBITIONISTS    DETERMINED    ON    STATE-WIDE

According  to  dispatches  from  Los  Angeles,  the  declaration  that 
the  Anti-Saloon  League  of  Central  and  Northern  California  will 
have  nothing  to  do  with  the  efiforts  of  the  Prohiliitionists  to  force 
a  vote  on  the  c|uestion  of  State-wide  prohibition  in  November,  1914, 
will  have  no  efifect  on  the  campaign  launched  by  the  "California 
Dry"  Federation  at  a  convention  held  there  last  month.  Fred  F. 
Wheeler,  chairman  of  the  headquarters  committee  of  the  federa- 
tion, states  that  the  work  of  obtaining  signatures  to  the  petitions 
will  continue.  Nearly  31,000  signatures  must  be  obtained  in  time 
to  file  certificates  with  the  Secretary  of  State  on  or  before  Decem- 
ber 31st,  but  Mr.  Wheeler  says  he  believes  they  will  get  many 
more  names  than  are  necessary. 

"Seventeen  hundred  delegates  to  the  convention  voted  five  to 
one  in  favor  of  the  1914  campaign,"  said  Mr.  Wheeler.  "The  ques- 
tion now  before  the  temperance  people  of  the  State  is  not  as  to  the 
wisdom  of  a  1914  campaign,  but  simply  'Shall  I  co-operate  in  this 
worthy  effort  or  by  opposition  or  inaction  assist  our  common 
enemy?" 

Proposed  Constitutional  Amendment. 
Following  is  the  initiative  measure  to  be  submitted  directly  to 
the  electors : 

"The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows : 
"Article  I  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  is  here- 
by amended  by  adding  thereto  two  new  sections,  to  be  numbered 
respectively  Section  26  and  Section  27,  in  the  following  words : 

"Section  26.  The  manufacture,  the  sale,  the  giving  away,  or  the 
transportation  from  one  point  within  the  State  to  another  point 
within  the  State,  of  intoxicating  liquor,  is  prohibited.  Any  citizen 
of  the  State  may,  in  his  or  her  own  name,  maintain  an  action  of 
injunction  in  the  county  where  the  violation  occurs,  to  restrain  such 
violation,  provided,  however,  that  to  any  criminal  or  civil  prosecu- 
'  tion  for  violation  of  this  prohibition  it  shall  be  a  defense  if  it  be 


shown  that  the  liquor  in  question  was  being  manufactured,  used, 
sold,  given  away,  or  transported,  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechan- 
ical or  sacramental  purposes.  The  manufacture,  sale,  giving,  or 
transportation  of  such  liquors  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical, 
or  sacramental  purposes  shall  be  regulated  by  law.  Any  person 
violating  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  of- 
fense not  less  than  $100.  nor  more  than  $1000,  and  for  a  second  of- 
fense shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $200  nor  more  than  $2500,  and 
imprisoned  in  the  County  Jail  not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more 
than  one  year,  provided,  however,  that  additional  penalties  may  be 
imposed  by  law. 

"Section  27.  The  transportation  into  the  State  of  intoxicating 
liquor,  unless  it  be  shown  to  be  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechan- 
ical, or  sacramental  purposes,  is  prohibited,  subject,  however,  to 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  relating  thereto.  Any  person  violat- 
ing any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not 
less  than  $100  nor  more  than  $1000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  $200  nor  more  than  $2500,  and  imprisoned 
in  the  County  Jail  not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one 
year,  provided,  however,  that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed 
by  law.

KATSURA  AND  SAKE. 

The  brain  of  the  late  Prince  Katsura,  one  of  Japan's  greatest 
statesmen,  who  died  October  10,  \\iighc<l  slightly  more  than  1600 
grammes,  or  51  ounces.  Prince  Katsura  was  president  of  a  Japa- 
nese society  devoted  to  the  study  of  cancer,  from  which  disease  he 
died,  and  in  accordance  with  his  own  directions  the  body  was  of- 
fered to  .science  and  di.s.sected.  The  prince  used  his  influence  to  pro- 
mote the  drinking  of  sake.  He  established  the  custom  of  drinking 
sake,  at  official  banquets  in  Japan.  The  size  of  his  brain,  five 
ounces  larger  than  that  of  the  average  human  being,  explains  his 
great  capability  and  liberality,  and  was  undoubtedly  developed  by 
his  alcoholism. 


Norwegians  are  one  of  the  most  temperate  of  northern  nations, 
consuming  but  AOyi  pints  of  beer  and  4>^  of  brandy  per  head  of 
population. 

The  Dane  drinks  on  the  average  156  pints  of  beer,  but  little 
wine,  and  only  6  pints  of  brandy  each  year.  The  Swede  manages 
to  consume  84  pints  of  beer  and  13  of  spirits.  The  Russian  drinks 
7%  pints  of  vodka  and  the  same  amount  of  beer.  The  Frenchman, 
however,  takes  160  pints  of  wine,  15  of  beer  and  48  of  brandy.  The 
Britisher  soothes  himself  with  9  pints  of  whisky  or  gin.  3  of  claret 
and  228  of  beer. 

The  Dutchman  will  drink  54  pints  of  beer  and  12  of  brandy. 
Taking  every  German  province  to  obtain  an  average,  it  is  found 
that  the  German  consumes  187^2  pints  of  beer,  10^  of  v  ine  and 
9%  of  spirits.  In  Munich,  however,  the  average  amount  per  head 
rises  to  850^  pints,  being  the  highest  of  any  province,  while  the 
lowest  average  obtains  in  the  northern  province  of  Alsatia.  Hero 
the  inhabitants  are  satisfied  with  only  144  pints  of  beer  per  head. 

The  Italian  addicted  to  alcoholic  beverages  takes  3  pints  of  beer. 
4J4  of  alcoholic  beverages  and  144  of  wine  per  head. 


Value  of  Advertising. — During  the  last  vintage  in  the  champagne 
districts  in  France  the  price  of  champagne  grapes  ranged  from  $218 
to  $525  per  ton.  These  grapes  were  probably  better  grapes  and 
made  better  wine  than  any  in  California,  but  they  were  not  much 
better,  and  the  wine  was  not  much  better  than  our  best.  But  doubt- 
less our  wine  makers  in  California  have  never  paid  any  more  than 
one-tenth  of  the  price  paid  in  France  for  grapes  which  were  doubt- 
less at  least  nine-tenths  as  good.  In  other  words,  eight-ninths  of 
the  value  of  these  French  grapes  was  reputation,  and  one-ninth  was 
quality.  The  moral  of  which  is,  of  course,  that  if  we  will  add  one- 
tenth  to  the  quality  of  our  product  there  is  still  a  margin  of  nine- 
tenths  more  in  the  price  we  can  get  if  we  will  only  convince  the 
world  of  the  quality  of  it,  and  thereby  get  a  reputation. — Fresno 
"Republican."

The  following  are  the  six  things  which  the  State-wide  prohibi- 
tion promoters  intend  to  do,  according  to  Mr.  George  S.  Yarnall, 
secretary  of  the  California  Dry  Federation : 

1.  Circulate  petitions  extensively;  2.  Carry  on  a  lecture  cam- 
paign; 3.  Spread  literature;  4.  Have  the  preachers  deliver  sermons 
nil  the  liquor  question;  5.  Distribute  buttons  and  banners;  6.  Have 
;i  parade  of  "dry"  forces. 

In  the  middle  of  December  a  Church  Petition  Day  was  held  in 
Los  Angeles.  Petitions  were  presented  at  the  doors  of  all  the 
churches  and  many  signatures  obtained. 

Mr.  Fred  F".  Wheeler,  president  of  the  Dry  Federation,  has  is- 
sued the  following: 

"Seventeen  hundred  delegates  to  the  convention  voted  five  to 
one  in  favor  of  the  1914  campaign.  The  question  now  before  the 
temperance  people  of  the  State  is  not  as  to  the  wisdom  of  a  1914 
campaign,  but  simply  'Shall  I  co-operate  in  this  worthy  effort,  or, 
by  opposition  or  inaction,  assist  our  common  enemy.'  " 

Rev.  Charles  Edward  Locke,  president  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
League  of  Southern  California,  announced  that  he  personally 
would  support  the  1914  dry  campaign. 

Dr.  Ervin  S.  Chapman,  superintendent  of  the  league,  declared 
that  the  organization  agreed  with  the  Anti-Saloon  League  of 
Northern  and  Central  California,  and  would  not  support  the  cam- 
paign to  put  the  liquor  question  on  the  ballot  in  November  of  next 
year. 

Mr.  John  D.  Rockefeller  has  issued  a  denial  of  the  report  that 
he  would  contribute  $3,000,000  to  aid  in  making  California,  Colo- 
rado and  Oregon  dry  in  1914.  Mr.  Rockefeller  declares  that  he 
has  no  interest  in  State  prohibition  campaigns. 

On  the  11th  of  December  a  bomb  was  thrown  into  the  ranks  of 
the  California  Dry  Federation,  when  the  Anti-Saloon  League  of 
Southern  California  announced  that  it  would  not  support  the 
movement  for  State-wide  prohibition. 

The  Presbyterian  Ministerial  Union  of  Los  Angeles  has  de- 
clared that  it  will  give  no  support  to  the  California  Dry  P'edera- 
tion.  Rev.  J.  D.  Black,  president  of  the  union,  made  the  follow- 
ing statement  to  Mrs.  M.  W.  Law  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  when  she 
said  that  the  ministers'  union  was  inimical  to  State-wide  prohibi- 
tion :  "There  are  two  or  three  men  in  California  who  say  we  will 
vote  California  'dry'  in  1914,  and  because  some  of  us  believe  a  cam- 
paign next  year  will  fail  and  ought  to  be  deferred  to  1916,  they 
assert  that  we  are  favoring  the  liquor  traffic.  I  deny  the  charge 
and  throw  it  back  at  them.  I  will  not  allow  petitions  to  be  cir- 
culated in  my  church  and  I  will  work  against  the  amendment  be- 
;  ing  placed  on  the  ballot  next  year." 

Mr.   Fred  C.  Epperson,  president  of  the  State  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  Dry  Federation,  boasted  on  the  19th  of  December  that 
i  enough  signatures  had  already  been  obtained  in  Los  Angeles  city 
jto  place  the  dry  initiative  on  the   ballot.     He   stated   that  40,000 
[signatures  had  been  obtained,  although  only  30,000  were  nesessary. 
The  Rev.  Ervin  S.  Chapman,  superintendent  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
League  of  Southern  California,  in  an  interview  stated;  "The  South- 
jern  league  is  united  and  emphatic  in  its  judgment  that  a  campaign 
in  1914  would  be  exceedingly  harmful  to  the  cause  of  temperance 
reform." 

"Entertaining  those  convictions,"  he  added,  "we  cannot,  of 
course,  have  any  part  in  the  work  of  placing  the  question  on  the 
ballot.  We  recognize  the  right  of  those  who  favor  such  a  cam- 
paign to  put  the  question  on  the  ballot,  but  they  certainly  have  no 
•ight  to  expect  those  who  believe  the  campaign  will  be  harmful 
'  o  help  them." 

The  Rev.  W.  S.  Burroughs  has  contributed  an  interesting  ar- 
icle  to  prohibition  literature  in  connection  with  the  present  cam- 
;)aign.  Referring  to  the  Italian  Vineyard,  he  writes:  "Don't  you 
'hink  that  it  would  have  made  much  better  reading  had  you  been 
|.ble  to  be  told  of  that  great  vineyard  being  covered  with  poultry 
j'ards;  don't  you  think  that  if  this  had  been  true,  and  if  those  cold 


storage  buildings  had  been  filled  with  eggs  during  last  March, 
April,  May  and  June,  when  eggs  were  down  to  the  lowest  mark, 
instead  of  being  filled  with  wine  that  it  would  have  helped  to  sup- 
ply a  much  needed  want  at  this  present  time ;  and  don't  you  think 
the  people  would  be  much  better  oflf,  morally,  mentally  and  finan- 
cially, by  eating  the  eggs  than  they  will  be  by  drinking  that  'Dago' 
wine?  Just  think  of  the  hogs,  the  cattle,  sheep,  cabbage  and  pota- 
toes and  many  other  good  things  to  eat  that  could  be  produced  on 
that  vast  tract  of  land." 

This  should  show  how  ignorant  such  men  are  on  their  pet  sub- 
ject. The  Rev.  Burroughs  does  not  know  that  the  Italian  Vineyard 
occupies  what  was  once  barren  desert,  and  there  are  twenty  times 
as  much  of  the  same  barren  desert  still  available  if  somebody  wants 
to  raise  the  articles  the  reverend  gentleman  mentions.  Unfortun- 
ately, the  farmers  think  differently  to  preachers  on  land  subjects. 

The  following  resolution  has  been  adopted  by  the  Police  Com- 
mission of  Los  Angeles:  "Be  it  resolved  that  it  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  misconduct  sufficient  to  justify  the  revocation  of  the  license 
under  which  his  business  is  being  conducted,  for  the  holder  of  any 
liquor  license  or  permit  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles  to  contribute  to 
the  campaign  fund  of  any  person  who  may  be,  or  who  has  been  a 
candidate  for  any  municipal  office  of  the  city  of  Los  Angeles." 

This  resolution  has  not  been  condemned  by  the  saloonkeepers, 
but  it  is  of  the  nature  of  an  atrocity.  It  means  simply  that  saloon- 
men  have  no  right  to  interest  themselves  in  politics.  There  is  no 
reason  why  the  prejudice  back  of  this  resolution  might  not  be  ex- 
tended so-as  to  bar  all  classes  of  business  men  from  interfering  in 
politics.  Even  labor  unions  and  capitalists  could  be  kept  out  of 
politics  by  the  action  of  the  Police  Commission.  Might  not  even 
the  fanatics  behind  it  be  affected  by  it? 

The  brutal  instincts  of  public  authorities  in  cities  where  the  dry 
element  has  potential  influence  are  petted  in  an  abnormal  degree 
just  as  long  as  saloonkeepers  are  the  victims. 

Another  outrage  committed  by  the  Police  Commission  when  it 
passed  a  resolution  making  the  giving  away  of  a  souvenir  sufficient 
cause  for  the  revocation  of  the  license  of  any  saloonkeeper.  Saloon- 
keepers of  Los  Angeles  have  invested  $25,000  in  souvenirs  for  the 
holidays  and  are  now  prohibited  from  giving  them  away.  Verily, 
the  blue  laws  of  Massachusetts  were  not  so  bad  after  all. 

No  more  restaurant  liquor  licenses  will  be  issued  in  Los  An- 
geles until  the  city  has  added  4,000  to  her  population. 

Another  wet  and  dry  fight  is  on  in  San  Pedro.  Mr.  J.  J.  Hard- 
wick  has  applied  for  a  liquor  license  in  connection  with  a  hotel 
which  will  be  partly  within  what  is  known  as  the  liquor  zone.  The 
extension  of  the  zone  will  be  necessary  for  the  granting  of  the  li- 
cense.    The  Los  Angeles  City  Council  is  considering  action. 

The  City  Trustees  of  Huntington  Beach  have  passed  an  amend- 
ment to  the  liquor  ordinance  making  it  illegal  for  railroad  or  ex- 
press companies  to  deliver  alcoholic  liquors  in  the  city,  and  making 
it  a  misdemeanor  for  any  person  to  take  orders  for  the  sale  of 
liquors. 

Santa  Monica  voted  to  remain  wet  on  the  2nd  of  December. 
The  dry  vote  amounted  to  814  and  the  wet  to  2473.  Over  60  per 
cent  of  the  voters  were  women.  The  women  rolled  up  the  three- 
to-one  victory  for  the  wets.  The  city  has  been  wet  since  1886, 
and  will  undoubtedly  stay  wet  until  Gabriel  blows  his  horn.  Pro- 
hibitionists feel  very  blue  over  the  result,  as  it  appears  to  be  a 
forerunner  of  what  is  coming  to  them  in  the  general  election  in 
1914. 

San  Bernardino  supervisors  on  the  1st  of  December  passed  an 
amendment  to  the  liquor  ordinance  so  as  to  do  away  with  the  li- 
censing of  wineries  a;:d  to  permit  wineries  to  ship  their  products 
iiiside  and  outside  the  county,  but  into  wet  territory  only. 

During  the  first  week  in  December  the  Italian  Vineyard  Com- 
pany completed  arrangements  for  the  exhibition  of  moving  pictures 
showing  the  great  vineyard  and  winery  of  the  company.  The  films 
will  be  used  throughout  the  State  of  California  to  combat  the  pro- 
hibitionists during  the  coming  year,  and  will  be  used  in  the  East- 
ern States  and  in  Europe  for  advertising  purposes.  The  school  for 
the  200  families  resident  at  Guasti  is  made  a  feature,  as  is  also  the 
force  of  1,700  men  employed  at  the  height  of  the  harvesting  season. 
Test  cases  are  being  tried  in  San  Diego  to  determine  what  a 
meal  must  be  in  connection  with  the  serving  of  liquors. 
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DRY  WIXES. — The  market  continued  about  the  same  as  dur- 
ing November,  with  a  little  less  activity.  Prices  were  firm, 
and  the  tendency  was  to  steadiness.  Imports  were  in  much  larger 
volume  than  during  November.  Imports  of  champagne  were  in- 
creased 20  per  cent,  and  those  of  other  classes  of  wines  were  more 
than  doubled. 

Exports  by  sea  for  the  month  ending  December  20  vvere  1,245,- 
761  gallons,  valued  at  $494,461. 


SWEET  WINES. — Movements  of  sweet  wines  were  not  in  as 
large  a  volume  as  during  November,  but  they  were  substan- 
tial. Prices  continue  to  be  on  the  same  level  as  before.  The  trade 
is  looking  for  an  advance,  but  is  satisfied  with  present  conditions. 

Production  in  the  State  during  November  totalled  1,374,137.27 
gallons.  This  brings  the  total  product  for  the  season  up  to  No- 
vember 30  to  16,568,326.88  gallons. 


BRANDIES. — The  strong  position  of  these  goods  continues  to 
excite  the  interest  of  the  trade.  Importations  have- shown  a 
great  increase  over  the  previous  month,  due  most  probably  to  the 
strength  of  the  market  and  the  holiday  demand  in  combination. 
Five  times  as  much  brandy  was  imported  in  December  as  in  No- 
vember. 

Exports  were  of  fair  volume  by  sea,  the  figures  being  42  cases 
and  6,816  gallons,  valued  at  $12,113. 

Production  in  November  in  the  State  for  bonding  purposes  was 
heavy,  the  total  being  684,034.9  tax  gallons. 

There  remained  in  bond  in  the  State  on  November  30,  1913, 
2325,739.9  tax  gallons. 


WHISKIES. — Activity  in  the  whisky  trade  was  not  as  great  as 
in  November,  which  was  an  exceptionally  good  month,  but 
dealers  have  been  generally  satisfied  with  the  business  done.  The 
demand  will  undoubtedly  be  maintained  for  some  time,  and  prices 
will  continue  on  the  present  level.  Importations  were  only  half 
as  large  as  in  November. 

Exports  by  sea  were  of  comparatively  small  volume.     The  fig- 
ures were  275  cases  and  1,792  gallons,  of  the  value  of  $5,918. 
Miscellaneous  exports  were  valued  at  $7,802. 


BEER. — Business  was  a  little  better  than  in  November,  owing 
to  the  stimulating  affect  of  the  holiday  trade.  Weather  con- 
ditions are  not  favorable  to  any  improvement.  Imports  of  beer 
were  much  less  than  in  November. 

Exports  by  sea  were  nominal,  the  total  being  683  packages  val- 
ued at  $5,208. 


IMPORTATIONS. — Business  during  the  month  was  somewhat 
erratic,  but  compares  more  than  favorably  with  the  previous 
month  in  many  respects.  The  importations  of  whisky  amounted 
to  less  than  one-half  those  of  November,  but  there  was  five  times 
as  much  brandy  brought  into  San  Francisco  from  abroad  than  in 
the  previous  month.  Importations  of  dry  wines  and  champagne 
were  much  larger  than  in  November,  and  three  times  as  much  gin 
was  brought  in  as  in  the  previous  month.  One  of  the  strange 
features  of  the  month  was  the  ab.sence  of  any  record  of  Vermouth 
brought  into  San  Francisco. 

Imports  by  sea  were  as  follows:  Whiskies  5,243  cases,  303  bar- 
rels, 65  casks,  44  octaves  and  4  hogsheads;  Brandies,  5,362  cases, 
25  octaves,  10J4  casks,  10  hogsheads,  5  casks  and  1  vat;  Rum,  31 
cases  and  13  octaves;  Wine,  2,629  cases,  32  barrels,  27)4  casks,  11 
octaves  and  8  hogsheads;  Champagne,  3,965  cases;  Gin,  3,842  cases, 
77  barrels,  45  casks,  5j4  casks  and  2  octaves;  Beer,  250  barrels  and 
213  cases;  Stout,  90  cases;  I'lirii  r,  140  cases;  Ginger  Ale,  200  bar- 


rels and  75  cases;  Spirits,  205  cases;  Cider,  25  cases,  10  casks  and 
1  barrel;  Mineral  Water,  2,372  cases  and  55  casks;  Fernet,  250 
cases;  Lime  Juice,  52  cases  and  1  hogshead;  Sake,  2,215  casks  and 
WS  cases;  Cordials,  5,257  cases;  Liquors,  1,400  cases;  Grape  Juice, 
540  cases;  Bitters,  1,609  cases. 


SWEET  WINE  PRODUCTION  SEASON  1913,  TO  NOV.  30th. 


There  have  been  several  misleading  statements  in  the  Eastern 
trade  press  as  to  the  production  of  California  sweet  wines  this  seas- 
on. The  official  figures  covering  the  output  to  November  30,  1913, 
are  16,568,326.88  gallons.  As  the  season  closed  early  this  will 
closely  represent  the  total  production. 


SAN  LUIS  OBISPO  WILL  REMAIN  WET. 


On  the  11th  of  December  the  voters  of  the  city  of  San  Luis 
Obispo,  by  a  vote  of  1,238  against  830  decided  to  remain  wet  for 
another  two  years.  The  election  was  orderly  but  unusually  active. 
It  was  expected  that  the  election  would  result  adversely  to  the 
prohibitionist  interests,  but  the  large  majority  against  prohibition 
came  as  a  surprise,  since  the  number  of  women  who  voted  was 
large. 

The  vote  cast  in  the  entire  county  during  the  election  of  the  11th 
of  December  was  4,703,  drys  showing  1,991  and  wets  2,712,  or  a 
majority  of  721  in  favor  of  general  wetness. 


CHAUCHE  &  BON  IN  SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA. 


Mr.  L.  C.  Bozarth,  representative  of  Chauche  &  Bon  of  Mont 
Rouge  wine  fame,  spent  several  weeks  during  the  month  of  De- 
cember in  Southern  California,  extending  the  market  for  Mont 
Rouge  wines.  In  speaking  of  conditions  in  the  southern  country, 
Mr.  Bozarth  says: 

"Los  Angeles  is  a  saloon  town  of  the  highest  class.  With  dry 
territory  all  around  and  with  the  liquor  traffic  properly  regulated 
under  a  reasonable  administration,  headed  by  a  liberal  Mayor,  the 
city  is  enjoying  excellent  business  as  far  as  the  wine  and  liquor 
trade  is  concerned.  The  cafes  are  being  constantly  placed  on 
higher  levels  and  they  are  all  doing  very  satisfactory  business.  The 
new  cafes  that  were  recently  established  are  extremely  popular  and, 
being  conducted  on  a  high  basis  of  morality  and  propriety,  they  are 
giving  additional  prestige  to  Los  Angeles  as  a  center  of  recreation. 

"During  my  stay  in  Los  Angeles  I  secured  several  new  listings 
which  prove  to  be  highly  advantageous  in  the  wine  trade.  The 
beaches  tributary  to  Los  Angeles  will  soon  be  profiting  by  the  good 
times  that  accompany  the  tourist  season,  and  the  dilTerent  resort 
are  preparing  to  benefit  thereby.  While  I  was  at  the  beaches  busj 
ness  was  quiet. 

"Conditions  in  Fresno  are  very  good.  The  destinies  of  the  citj 
appear  to  be  in  good  hands  and  the  people  realize  that  they  mus 
take  advantage  of  a  strategic  position  which  commands  the  tradj 
of  a  large  expanse  of  dry  territory.  Saloon  business  is  on  a  goc 
basis  in  Fresno. 

"While  in  Southern  California  I  met  many  persons  from  tl 
Eastern  States.  They  all  spoke  of  the  prospective  World's  Fa^ 
in  San  Francisco  in  1915,  and  they  indicated  that  everybody  in  tl 
East  is  interested  in  the  expositon.  Conversations  which  I  hav 
had  with  many  people  convince  me  that  the  exposition  is  the  chie 
subject  of  discussion  both  in  the  Eastern  States  and  in  lutrop^ 
and  that  there  will  be  several  million  people  coming  to  San  Frar 
Cisco  in  1915,  all  of  them  with  plenty  of  money  to  spend  and  mar 
with  money  to  invest.  The  splendid  advertisement  which  the  e> 
position  has  been  given  is  already  beginning  to  bear  its  fruits."

Mr.  M.  S.  Machado,  the  wine  merchant  of  Watsonville,  arrived 
in  San  Francisco  on  the  22nd  of  December  in  connection  with  holi- 
day trade  and  spirit. 

Mr.  L.  C.  Bozarth,  representative  of  Chauche  &  Bon,  returned 
to  San  Francisco  from  Los  Angeles  on  the  14th  of  December  after 
a  very  successful  trip  through  Southern  California.  Mr.  Bozarth 
spent  the  holidays  in  San  Francisco  and  will  leave  for  the  north 
after  the  first  of  the  New  Year. 

Mr.  G.  B.  Raflfette,  the  well-known  wine  merchant  of  Ventura, 
arrived  in  San  Francisco  on  the  18th  of  December  to  spend  the 
holidays.

Accounts  of  the  proniotioii  of  the  movement  for  State-wide  pro- 
hibition in  California  have  contained  many  discrepancies  which 
must  be  eliminated  in  order  to  do  justice  to  the  public.  One  of 
the  most  glaring  inaccuracies  made  by  the  press  has  been  the  pub- 
lication of  the  name  of  Bishop  Conaty  of  Los  Angeles  in  connec- 
tion with  the  executive  committee  of  the  California  Dry  Federa- 
tion. The  mention  of  Bishop  Conaty  as  vice-president  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Dry  Federation  is  entirely  uncalled  for.  The  editor  of  the 
PACIFIC  WINE,  BREWING  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW  has  com- 
municated with  the  secretary  of  the  bishop  on  this  subject  and  has 
received  the  following  reply :

DEMONSTRATION  BY  ANTI-SALOON  ARMY  IN 
WASHINGTON. 


On  the  10th  of  December  2,000  men  and  women  representing  the 
.Anti-Saloon  League  of  America  and  the  Women's  Christian  Tem- 
perance Union  made  a  demonstration  under  the  dome  of  the  Capitol 
at  Wa.shington.  The  men  and  women  marched  in  separate  lines 
from  the  downtown  district  to  the  east  front  of  the  Capitol.  They 
bore  petitions  demanding  national  Prohibition  by  constitutional 
amendment.  On  the  steps  of  the  Capitol  Congressman  Richmond 
P.  Hobson  of  Alabama  and  Senator  Morris  Sheppard  of  Texas  met 
them  and  received  the  petitions  from  them.  The  Anti-Saloon 
League  was  headed  by  Brigadier-General  A.  S.  Daggett  and  the  W. 
C.  T.  U.  contingent  by  Mrs.  L.  M.  N.  O.  Stone. 

When  Congressman  I  lobson  and  Senator  Sheppard  stood  on  the 
top  of  the  huge  stone  stairway  casement  to  receive  the  petitions 
they  were  greeted  l)y  a  cheering  which  some  people  compared  with 
the  roaring  of  Niagara  and  others  to  the  noise  that  comes  from  a 
forest  overloaded  with  wildcats.  It  was  most  probably  a  pass  be- 
tween the  shrieking  of  dervishes  and  the  howHng  of  a  menagerie. 


THE  1914  GENERAL  ELECTION. 


It  is  going  to  take  a  brainy  citizen  to  vote  intelligently  on  the 
number  of  important  measures  to  be  put  on  the  ballot  at  the  gen- 
eral election  in  November,  1914.  Mr.  Frank  C.  Jordan,  Secretary 
of  the  State  of  California,  in  a  letter  under  date  of  December  2nd, 
gives  the  following  information :  "To  date,  there  are  on  file  in  this 
office  three  initiative  petitions,  four  referendum  petitions,  twenty- 
one  constituional  amendments  and  four  bonding  propositions,  all 
of  which  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  electors  at  the  next  general 
election." 

To  this  must  be  added  the  State-wide  prohibition  constitutional 
amendment  and  other  measures,  for  which  petitions  are  now  being 
circulated  throughout  the  State. 


BRYAN  AND  PROHIBITION. 


The  New  Jersey  edition  of  the  American  Issue,  the  National 
Anti-Saloon  League's  organ,  gives  first  page  space  to  the  following 
utterances  of  Secretary  of  State  Wm.  J.  Bryan.  The  words  convey 
sufficiently  the  attitude  of  this  national  character  on  the  liquor 
question : 

"A  man  can  be  a  Democrat  in  good  standing  without  staggering 
when  he  walks. 

"Do  not  accuse  me  of  bringing  this  question  into  politics ;  I  met 
an  issue  after  it  had  been  introduced,  and  if  I  have  any  apologies 
to  oflFer,  I  shall  not  oflfer  them  to  the  liquor  interests  tor  speaking 
now ;  I  shall  offer  them  to  the  fathers  and  mothers  of  this  State  for 
not  speaking  sooner. 

"Democratic  States  have  not  only  county  option,  but  they  have 
adopted  State  prohibition. 

"The  saloon  is  an  outlaw  and  a  nuisance,  and  it  lives  by  suffer- 
ance where  it  lives  at  all.  You  do  not  defend  the  saloon  as  an  in- 
stitution ;  you  tolerate  it,  if  you  tolerate  it  at  all,  on  the  theory  that 
if  you  tried  to  abolish  it  you  might  get  something  worse. 

"You  cannot  build  a  slaughter  house  in  your  block  without  con- 
sulting the  people  around  you,  because  you  cannot  confine  the  odors 
to  your  own  land  and  yet  you  would  establish  a  saloon  and  fill  the 
air  with  poison  and  then  say  to  the  people  who  must  breathe  it,  and 
suffer  from  it,  that  they  have  no  right  to  protest.

CAPTAIN  J.  CHAMON  DE  ST.  HUBERT. 


IT  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  must  announce  the  death  of  Captain 
J.  Chamon  de  St.  Hubert.  The  captain  pa.ssed  away  after  a  very 
short  iUness  on  the  19th  of  December  at  his  residence,  at  2200  Van 
Wss  avenue,  San  Francisco. 

Captain  J.  Chamon  de  St.  Hubert  was  born  on  the  31st  of  March, 
1835,  at  the  Chateau  de  Checille,  near  Paris.  His  father,  Julien 
n 'ininic  de  St.  Hubert,  was  the  last  of  the  line  to  bear  the  title  of 
count.  The  Captain  attended  the  military  academy  in  France  and 
later  studied  chemistry  under  the  celebrated  French  physicians, 
Pasteur  and  Walpole.  He  was  highly  educated  in  both  French  and 
English  before  setting  out  upon  his  military  career  and  later  ac- 
quired a  knowledge  of  Arabic  while  acting  as  captain  of  "Spahis" 
for  seven  years  in  Algeria.  His  experience  as  a  soldier  included 
service  in  the  Crimean  war,  in  the  troublous  times  of  the  Franco- 
Prussian  war,  when  he  was  stationed  at  Metz,  and  in  Paris  during 
the  Commune.  After  the  stormy  military  times  the  captain  came 
to  the  United  States,  arriving  in  San  Francisco  in  1878.  He  became 
interested  in  the  viticultural  possibilities  of  California  and  entered

»the  wine  making  industry  at  Fresno.     Some  time  afterward  he  es- 
tablished the   California   \\'ine  Growers'  Association  and  devoted 
'his  energies  to  the  promotion  of  wine  making  in  many  ways.     He 
[contributed  able  articles  on  viticultural  subjects  to  the  press,  his 
I  command  of  both  French  and  English  enabling  him  to  write  grace- 
fully and  forcefully  and  very  effectively.     Up  to  the  time  of  his 
death  at  tlie  advanced  age  of  78  years  he  enjoyed  the  full  use  of  a 
(Strong  intellect  and  conveyed  his    thoughts    both    in    writing  and 
jspeech  with  remarkable  ease  and  clearness. 

The  funeral  of  the  captain  took  place  from  St.  Brigid's  church 
in  San  Francisco  on  the  morning  of  the  23rd  of  December,  with 
Messrs.  E.  C.  Priber,  Henry  Lansberger,  Samuel  L.  Shortridge,  F. 

A.  Ilaber,  P.  Bernard  and  William  Palmtag  acting  as  pallbearers. 
Survivors  of  the  deceased    are    his    widow,  Mrs.  Catherine  de  St. 

;Hubert,  his  daughter,  Mrs.  J.  D.  McGowan  of  Chicago,  and  his 
brother,  Gabriel  Chamon  of  Paris.  ' 

In  the  passing  of  Captain  de  St.  Hubert  California  loses  an 
idopted  son  who  loved  the  State  with  all  his  heart,  a  man  who  will 

lie  long  remembered  for  his  kindly  and  forgiving  disposition,  which 
nade  him  generous  to  a  fault  and  caused  him  to  render  services  of 

'  riendship  and  charity  to  everybody  brought  in  contact  with  him. 


IT  is  with  great  regret  that  we  announce  the  death  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Kirkpatrick,  who  has  been  for  so  long  a  time  identified  with  the 
liquor  trade  in  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  passed  away  in  this 
city  on  the  18th  of  December  after  a  very  short  illness.  His 
funeral  took  place  on  the  21st  of  December  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Masonic  fraternity. 

Mr.  Kirkpatrick  was  a  native  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  where  he 
was  born  in  1836.  He  came  to  California  at  the  age  of  16  years 
and  engaged  in  mining.  After  having  had  success  in  this  line  he 
took  up  residence  in  San  Francisco.  Some  time  later  he  entered 
the  liquor  trade  and  after  a  few  years  experience  was  employd  as 
a  special  salesman  by  Moore,  Hunt  &  Company.  In  a  few  years 
he  became  a  partner  in  this  firm,  and  when  the  company  was  incor- 
porated he  was  elected  vice-president.  Later,  upon  the  death  of 
Captain  Harry  Hunt,  he  was  made  president,  and  remained  for  ten 
years  in  that  capacity.  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  sold  his  interests  and  re- 
tired from  business  in  1903.  Accompanied  by  his  wife  he  made  a 
trip  to  Europe  and  spent  a  year  traveling  about  the  old  countries. 
After  returning  to  California  he  was  employed  by  the  A.  P.  Ho- 
taling  Company  as  general  manager,  and  served  that  firm  several 
years.  Finally  he  retired  from  active  business  in  the  year  1908. 
He  has  lived  at  the  Union  League  Club  in  San  Francisco  since  the 
death  of  his  wife,  several  years  ago.  He  is  survived  by  a  son,  G. 
E.  Kirkpatrick  of  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Kirkpatrick  was  one  of  the  most  highly  respected  men  in 
business  in  San  Francisco.  He  was  a  whole-souled  man,  who  did 
all  the  good  he  could  in  the  world.  As  a  story-teller  he  had  few 
equals,  and  one  of  his  best  traits  was  to  tell  stories  on  himself.  He 
was  a  bearer  of  cheer  wherever  he  went.  The  good  deeds  done  by 
him  were  too  numerous  to  keep  account  of.  His  integrity  in  busi- 
ness was  without  fault,  and  his  generosity  knew  no  bounds. 


OUR  MOVING  PICTURES  IN  THE  EAST. 


One  of  the  features  of  the  annual  banquet  of  the  American  Wine 
Growers'  Association,  to  be  given  in  F'ebruary  in  the  ball-room  of 
the  Waldorf-Astoria,  will  be  a  thousand  foot  reel  of  moving  pic- 
tures showing  scenes  of  California's  wine  industry. 

Secretary  Stoll  has  selected  the  pictures  from  those  taken  at 
twenty  different  plants  during  the  past  vintage,  first  for  their  in- 
terest, and  second,  for  their  photographic  quality.  Absolutely  no 
advertising  will  appear  on  the  films,  as  they  are  intended  as  a  boost 
for  California  wines  in  general  and  not  any  particular  firm. 

Later  these  pictures  are  to  be  used  in  the  State-wide  prohibition 
fight.  It  is  believed  that  they  will  do  much  to  educate  our  own 
California  people  as  to  the  necessity  of  voting  against  the  proposed 
constitutional  amendment,  initiated  by  the  prohibitionists  for  sub- 
mission to  the  voters  of  California  in  November,  1914. 


CHILIAN  WINES  TO  BE  SAMPLED  SOON. 


Through  the  kindly  interest  taken  by  Mr.  A.  Lorca,  the  Chilian 
Consul  located  in  San  Francisco,  eight  cases  of  choice  Chilian  table 
wines  have  been  sent  to  the  Grape  Growers'  Association  of  Cali- 
fornia. They  are  intended  for  a  viticultural  luncheon,  which  Sec- 
retary H.  F.  Stoll  announces  is  to  be  given  late  in  January,  and 
represent  all  the  leading  brands  produced  in  the  South  American 
republic. 

After  the  wines  have  been  sampled,  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Grape  Growers'  Association  to  send  a  similar  collection  of  Cali- 
fornia wines  to  Valparaiso  to  be  examined  by  the  members  of  the 
"Sociedad  Nacional  de  Agriculture,"  who  gathered  the  Chilian 
wines  for  us. 

Vice-Consul  Carlos  T.  Wessel  has  promised  to  supply  some  ac- 
curate information  concerning  Chili's  wine  industry  and  also  some 
pamphlets  which  will  be  presented  to  the  wine  men  at  the  luncheon. 
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Seattle,  December  27,  1913. 

Labor  organizations  of  Seattle  have  decided  to  fight  the  prohi- 
bition movement  in  the  State  of  Oregon.  To  aid  in  keeping  the 
State  of  Oregon  wet  a  party  of  international  delegates  to  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor  left  Seattle  for  Portland  during  the  last 
week  in  November.  There  were  twenty  men  in  the  party.  Mr. 
Thomas  F.  Tracy,  one  of  the  biggest  men  in  the  federation,  and 
Mr.  G.  W.  Perkins,  international  president  of  the  cigar  makers' 
union,  were  with  the  party.  At  a  meeting  held  in  Portland  during 
the  first  week  in  December  the  labor  leaders  fired  the  first  guns  in 
the  fight  to  keep  Oregon  wet. 

The  police  of  Spokane  are  busy  making  arrests  of  saloonkeepers 
under  the  weights  and  measures  laws  of  the  city.  Short  half-pint 
bottles  are  the  cause. 

Sergeant  R.  Field  of  the  mounted  police  of  Chipewyan  station 
in  the  Great  Slave  Lake  country,  arrived  in  Spokane  on  the  13th  of 
December,  and  reported  that  he  discovered  a  brewery  east  of  the 
Hay  River  in  Canada.  The  brewery  is  600  miles  from  civilization 
and  is  in  the  heart  of  a  country  that  even  the  mapmakers  have  left 
a  blank.  Sergeant  Field  found  that  even  fire-water  is  as  common 
among  the  Indians  east  of  Hay  River  as  it  once  was  in  Kentucky. 
He  discovered  the  Indians  brewing  beer  from  potatoes,  hops,  sugar 
and  yeast,  and  nearly  every  buck  was  the  proprietor  of  a  brewery. 
The  Indians  grow  potatoes  to  make  beer,  but  do  not  grow  any- 
thing for  food.  The  sergeant  learned  that  many  years  ago  a 
strange  white  man  sold  the  Indians  the  secret  of  making  fire-water 
and  from  this  they  developed  their  methods  of  brewing. 

During  the  month  of  December  George  M.  Wardell,  an  Anti- 
Saloon  League  spotter,  did  extensive  work  in  Bellingham,  the  lar- 
gest dry  seaport  in  the  world.  He  was  assisted  by  an  18-year-old 
boy.  He  managed  to  make  two  cases,  but  the  county  commission- 
ers revoked  the  order  allowing  a  reward  of  $50  for  convictions  in 
blind-pig  cases,  and  as  a  result  the  Anti-Saloon  League  worker  will 
go  without  remuneration,  which  was,  of  course,  the  object  princi- 
pally in  view. 

A  prohibition  club  has  been  organized  at  Chehalis,  Washing- 
ton, to  assist  in  making  the  State  dry  in  1914.  The  Revs.  M.  C. 
Van  Tyne,  Fred  I.  Baldwin  and  F.  C.  Stannard  and  Mrs.  Myrtle 
Van  Woerst  are  the  officers. 

In  a  sermon  in  St.  John's  Episcopal  Church  at  Olympia  the  Rev. 
C.  S.  Morrison  scored  prohibition  very  heavily.  The  sermon  has 
been  published  throughout  Washington.  The  following  are  two 
of  the  most  pointed  paragraphs : 

"Let  us  understand  very  clearly  one  or  two  things.  Temper- 
ance and  prohibition  are  not  the  same  thing.  Temperance  is  a 
moral  quality.  Prohibition  is  the  legal  enforcement  of  a  certain 
condition  or  state  regardless  of  the  moral  condition  of  those  against 
whom  the  law  is  directed.  The  temperate  man  may  be  a  total 
abstainer  but  total  abstinence  is  not  necessary  to  temperance.  To 
be  temperate  in  sport  does  not  mean  that  a  man  must  refrain  from 
sport  altogether.  It  has  been  asserted  that  temperance  in  the  use 
of  liquor  is  only  possible  through  total  abstinence.  That  may  be 
true  in  many  cases.  It  is  not  a  necessary  or  universal  truth,  and 
in  many  cases  it  is  not  true.     Prohibition  is  the  confession  of  the 


failure  of  temperance.  It  is  only  an  issue  because  men  and  women 
are  not  temperate. 

"Intemperance  is  one  of  the  great  social  evils.  Through  its 
breaking  down  of  the  self-control  it  leads  to  many  other  evils.  It 
may  become  necessary  to  establish  a  nation-wide  prohibition 
against  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  bever- 
ages, in  order  that  a  great  social  evil  may  be  stamped  out.  Such 
a  law  would  never  be  desirable  because  a  mere  majority  willed  it. 
It  can  only  be  effective  and  therefore  desirable  when  nine-tenths  of 
the  community  deem  it  neces.sary;  that  is,  it  must  have  the  moral 
sentiment  of  the  great  bulk  of  society  behind  it.  A  prohibition  im- 
posed on  any  other  basis  than  this  would,  I  believe,  be  vicious  in 
its  ultimate  effects." 

Drastic  ordinances  are  being  proposed  for  Portland,  Oregon. 
Since  the  1st  of  November  transfers  of  saloon  licenses  have  been 
tabooed. 

Mayor  Albee  of  Portland  is  working  for  the  establishment  of 
coffee  houses  in  the  city.  Rest  rooms  will  be  set  apart  for  the 
homeless  men  who  flock  to  Portland.  The  Mayor  has  asked  pri- 
vate citizens  to  provide  money  to  buy  sites  for  the  houses. 

The  Oregon  State  Hotel  Association  held  its  annual  convention 
in  the  Oregon  Plotel  in  Portland  on  the  6th,  7th  and  8th  of  Decem- 
ber. On  the  7th  the  hotel  men  decided  to  enter  the  fight  again.st 
State-wide  prohibition  and  they  passed  strong  resolutions  show- 
ing that  the  present  movement  was  inequitable  with  public  demand. 

The  Gambrinus  Brewery  at  Washington  and  23rd  streets,  Port- 
land, has  been  practically  rebuilt,  five  of  the  six  buildings  having 
been  completed.  Over  $320,000  have  been  expended.  The  mill- 
house  has  six  stories,  the  brewhouse  four  stories,  the  boiler  house, 
washhouse  and  racking  building  two  stories,  and  the  bottling  house 
three  stories.  All  the  buildings  are  fireproof  and  of  strikingly  beau- 
tiful architecture. 

Salem  brewers  are  distributing  their  product  in  Portland,  as  the 
dry  State  of  their  own  city  has  stopped  distribution  there. 

Mayor  Albee  has  caused  the  liquor  licenses  of  five  grills  in  Port- 
land to  be  revoked. 

The  Portland  City  Commission  has  ruled  that  there  shall  be  no 
more  trade  in  saloon  licenses  in  the  city.  When  a  man  who  holds 
a  license  dies  the  license  can  not  be  transferred  to  his  heirs.  In 
case  of  bankruptcy  the  license  cannot  be  transferred  to  creditors. 
Mayor  Albee  is  trying  to  reduce  the  number  of  saloons  from  414 
to  300  or  one  to  every  1,000  population,  and  raise  the  license  fee 
from  $800  to  $1,000  a  year. 

Mayor  Albee  on  the  22nd  of  December  issued  an  order  to  have 
policemen  posted  in  the  grills  and  other  establishments  of  Port- 
land on  New  Year's  Eve.  The  policemen  will  interfere  whenever 
the  gayety  becomes  too  demonstrative.  They  will  also  assert  them- 
selves whenever  patrons  order  more  champagne  than  the  police 
think  is  good  for  them.  Mayor  Albee  wishes  to  keep  Portland 
quiet  on  this  New  Year's  Eve.  1913  has  not  been  a  lucky  year  fa 
many  people,  but  it  has  been  a  good  year  for  the  Mayor,  and  he 
going  to  protect  it  against  any  too  obstreperous  farewell-taking! 
the  part  of  those  who  are  glad  it  is  going. 
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Salem  has  been  having  a  time  such  as  its  namesake  in  Massa- 
chusetts had  some  two  centuries  ago.  On  the  28th  of  November 
Judge  Galloway,  pursuant  to  action  taken  by  the  Salem  Brewery 
Association,  declared  the  November  election  invalid  because  it  did 
11'  it  take  place  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  when  a 
general  State  or  city  election  is  held.  Rapidly  following  on  this 
the  drys  on  the  1st  of  December  again  voted  on  the  amendment 
to  prevent  the  licensing  of  saloons  and  "won"  by  a,  majority  of 
930,  which  was  somewhat  larger  than  the  rnajority  of  487  in  No- 
vember. Of  course,  the  saloon  men  did  not  vote,  as  they  consid- 
ered that  the  ruling  of  Judge  Galloway  was  sufficient  to  make  the 
election  of  little  value.  The  hard-headed  drys  did  not  care  about 
the  judge's  decision.  They  were  resolved  to  overthrow  the  recog- 
nized law  in  the  case.  On  the  3rd  of  December  the  City  Council 
refused  to  renew  the  licenses  of  the  fifteen  saloons  in  the  city.  The 
next  day  Judge  Galloway  declared  the  December  election  to  be  in- 
valid and  issued  a  temporary  restraining  order  against  the  City 
Council  to  prevent  it  from  further  proceeding  in  the  matter.  This 
put  the  City  Council  in  a  corner.  The  members  of  the  council, 
having  a  little  more  intelligence  than  the  dry  voters,  began  to  won- 
der if  they  might  not  after  all  be  in  the  wrong.  On  the  5th  of  De- 
cember the  women  drys  or  dry  women  of  Salem  organized  the  Sa- 
lem Coffee  Club  to  make  the  men  drink  coflfee  and  thus  further  add 
to  the  general  nervousness.  The  women  subscribed  $3,000  for  the 
club.  Then  Governor  West,  the  champion  nerve-racker  of  the 
State,  took  a  hand.  He  notified  the  breweries  to  stop  delivering 
beer  at  homes  and  clubs,  declaring  that  they  had  no  licenses.  Gov- 
ernor West  assured  the  City  Council  that  he  would  place  the  State 
troops  at  the  disposal  of  the  city  officers  to  make  war  against  the 
brewers.  It  is  suspected  that  the  Governor  wants  to  be  the  heroic 
figure  in  a  civil  war  while  there  is  a  chance  to  pose  for  several  mov- 
ing picture  concerns.  On  the  13th  of  December  Judge  Galloway 
issued  a  permanent  injunction  on  behalf  of  the  liquor  dealers  and 
declared  all  the  elections  held  to  be  invalid. 

Mayor  Albee  of  Portland  intends  to  put  all  saloons  near  depots 
and  bridges  out  of  business. 

The  license  fee  for  saloons  at  Independence,  Oregon,  has  been 
raised  from  $1,500  to  $3,000  a  year.  Harrisburg  has  elected  a  wet 
administration.  Ilillsboro  has  been  ruled  dry  and  Sherwood  wet. 
The  wets  of  Eugene  are  contesting  the  recent  election  on  the 
ground  that  they  were  intimidated  by  the  drys,  with  the  assistance 
of  some  of  Governor  West's  special  officers.  Springfield  wets  are 
contesting  the  recent  election,  claiming  that  detectives  in  the  ser- 
vice of  Governor  West  intimidated  the  wet  voters  and  allowed 
fraudulent  voting  on  the  part  of  drys.  Pendleton  has  passed  an 
ordinance  making  it  a  misdemeanor  for  any  one  to  ask  for  liquor 
in  restaurants  or  hotels  on  Sunday.  Eagle  Point  and  Hood  River 
have  adopted  prohibition.  Oregon  City  will  be  dry,  Judge  Camp- 
bell ruling  that  the  recent  election  was  a  "general  special"  election. 

The  Mount  Hood  brewery  will  close  because  of  dryness.  The 
output  of  the  plant  was  20,000  barrels  a  year.  The  officers  of  the 
brewery  and  families  will  move  to  California. 

Idaho  prohibitionists  have  started  a  State-wide  movement.  Dur- 
ing March  500  delegates  will  meet  in  Lewiston  to  commence  the 
campaign.  Conventions  will  be  held  at  Boise,  Twin  Falls  and 
Pocatello.  The  Anti-Saloon  League  will  have  charge  of  the  move- 
ment and  the  head  of  the  league  is  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Herwig  of  Boise. 

On  the  18th  of  December  Bannock  County,  Idaho,  went  dry. 
Pocatello,  which  rolled  up  a  wet  majority  of  600,  will  be  involved 
in  the  general  wetness. 

A  local  option  election  will  be  held  in  Harrison,  Idaho,  in  Jan- 
uary. 

The  Mayor  of  Copperfield,  Oregon. — Fifty-five  dry  persons  of 
Copperfield.  Oregon,  have  appealed  to  Governor  West  for  relief 
from  the  Mayor  of  the  town,  H.  A.  Stewart.  Following  is  a  de- 
scription of  Mayor  Stewart  as  given  by  the  fanatics:  "He  lives 
in  a  house  which  is  connected  with  a  saloon  owned  by  him.  He 
sells  and  gives  away  liquor.  He  conducts  Saturday  night  dances 
and  dances  himself.  He  sits  in  card  games  with  three  councilmen, 
who  are  also  saloonkeepers.  He  has  not  attended  church  in  years. 
He  chews  tobacco  on  state  occasions."  It  is  strange  how  such  a 
I  man  was  elected  Mayor.  The  least  that  Governor  West  ought  to 
do  is  to  call  fifty  of  his  rough  riders  together  and  ride  Mayor 
Stewart  out  of  Oregon. 


NEWS  FROM  FRESNO  AND  VICINITY. 


Fresno,  December  27,  1913. 

THE  wineries  of  Fresno  County  have  refused  to  pay  the  county 
tax  on  distilleries  on  the  ground  that  the  tax  is  illegal  under 
the  general  legal  principle  that  a  license  is  for  the  purpose  of  police 
regulation  and  there  is  no  police  regulation  of  wineries.  The  tax 
amounts  to  $50  a  year  on  each  distillery.  There  is  now  due  from 
the  fifteen  distilleries  of  the  county  the  sum  of  $1,350,  most  of  the 
wineries  having  failed  to  pay  the  tax  during  the  past  two  years. 
Following  are  the  names  of  the  wineries  which  have  refused  to  pay 
the  tax :  Great  Western,  Calwa,  Scandinavian,  Fresno  Vineyard 
Company,  La  Paloma,  Las  Palmas,  Kearney,  Sanger,  Selma,  Pillier, 
Olson,  Fresno  National  Wine  Company,  Barton  Vineyard  Com- 
pany, F.  M.  Roessler  and  H.  Granz.  The  county  tax  collector  has 
made  a  report  on  the  subject  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
purpose  of  starting  a  test  case. 

Visalia  is  to  have  another  election  on  the  wet  or  dry  question. 
The  city  has  been  dry  for  nearly  two  years  in  consequence  of  the 
election  held  May  7,  1912.  It  was  partially  dry  from  February, 
1911,  to  July  17,  1911.  The  people  have  profited  by  the  experience 
of  two  years  of  dryness  to  the  extent  of  wishing  a  change. 

Two  more  saloons  will  be  opened  at  Fellows,  saloon  licenses 
having  been  granted  to  C.  M.  Morgan  and  P.  J.  Riordan. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Vansiclen  of  Fillmore  has  sold  his  saloon  interests  to 
Mr.  M.  H.  Harrison  and  has  gone  to  Arizona,  but  will  later  locate 
at  Seattle. 

The  Ministerial  Union  of  Bakersfield  on  the  8th  of  December 
passed  resolutions  condemning  the  present  movement  for  State- 
wide Prohibition.  Unanimous  action  was  taken  on  the  subject. 
The  Bakersfield  ministers  consider  the  movement  as  entirely  in- 
opportune. 

Mr.  AI  Israel  of  Bakersfield  has  been  appointed  agent  for  the 
Mission  Brewing  Company  of  San  Diego  for  Kern  County.  He 
will  establish  sub-agencies  at  Lost  Hills  and  Wasco.  Mr.  Israel 
has  acted  as  Bakersfield  agent  for  Mission  beer  for  some  time. 
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OAKLAND  AND  SUBURBS. 


Oakland,  December  27,  1913. 

The  Oakland  "Tribune"  continues  to  tempt  fate.  Entrenched 
in  the  good  graces  of  fanaticism,  it  is  not  content  to  invoke  ruin 
upon  the  proprietors  of  200  saloons  and  bring  hardship  upon  the 
families  of  1,500  employees  of  saloons,  but  it  strives  as  well  to 
arouse  the  ire  of  the  people  by  demanding  that  the  will  of  a  supine 
city  council  be  imposed  upon  the  community  at  large.  The  "Trib- 
une" opposes  any  election  on  the  saloon  question,  declaring  that 
the  brow-beating  tactics  of  the  dry  minority  shall  prevail  over  the 
reason  and  welfare  of  the  masses  of  voters.  It  refers  to  the  Buflfalo 
Brewing  Company  of  Sacramento  and  the  brewing  companies  of 
San  Francisco  as  alien  corporations  with  no  right  whatever  to  make 
Oakland  a  market  for  their  surplus  products.  The  "Tribune"  does 
not  go  so  far  as  to  suggest  that  Oakland  enact  a  high  protective 
tariff  to  protect  home  industry  against  the  aliens,  but  it  does  say : 
"If  foreign  interests  persist  in  doing  business  in  this  town  it  would 
be  a  good  idea  to  keep  them  on  the  outside  altogether." 

This  is  a  fair  example  of  the  blindness  of  fanaticism.  When  the 
"Tribune"  looks  upon  San  Francisco,  four  miles  across  the  bay  from 
Oakland,  as  a  foreign  land,  anyone  can  easily  understand  why  pro- 
hibitionists are  so  shortsighted.  Verily,  the  ant,  which  can  not 
see  beyond  the  first  joint  of  its  foreleg,  might  be  adopted  as  the 
party  emblem  of  the  "Tribune,"  and  those  represented  by  that 
organ. 

On  the  8th  of  December  Mr.  E.  H.  Hart,  vice-president  of  the 
State  Federation  of  Labor,  presented  to  the  Oakland  City  Council 
a  liquor  license  ordinance  which  practically  nullifies  all  the  feat- 
ures of  the  ordinance  recently  passed  to  go  into  effect  on  the  1st 
of  January.  On  the  12th  of  December  the  City  Council  adopted 
reasons  as  to  why  the  ordinance  presented  by  Mr.  Hart  should  not 
be  adopted,  .^s  a  consequence,  a  special  election  will  be  called  to 
settle  the  entire  question. 

The  Public  Welfare  League  on  the  16th  of  December  passed 
the  following  resolution  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Public  Welfare  League  accept  the  chal- 
lenge thrown  down  to  us  by  the  liquor  interests  and  that  we  in- 
augurate a  vigroous  campaign  to  overwhelmingly  defeat  the  ordi- 
nance initiated  by  the  liquor  interests,  and  in  so  doing  to  keep  the 
one  issue  before  the  people : 

"Whether  or  not  Oakland  shall  regulate  its  own  saloons  or  shall 
permit  outside  liquor  interests  to  dictate  the  city's  policy  in  this 
regard. 

"And  that  we  call  upon  our  executive  committee  to  arrange  for 
a  campaign  committee  which  shall  aggressively  conduct  the  cam- 
paign to  this  end." 

There  can  be  no  doubt  now  that  the  liquor  question  must  be 
fought  out  on  regular  lines,  and  that  the  people  will  decide  whether 
justice  or  bigotry  shall  prevail,  whether  the  hysterical  and  mer- 
cenary reformers  and  chronic  vagrants  or  the  liquor  and  labor  in- 
terests, who  render  service  for  their  bread  and  butter,  shall  be  up- 
permost in  Oakland.  The  outcome  of  the  struggle  is  already  fore- 
seen by  the  liberal  element.  Bigotry  will  be  defeated  by  a  vote 
of  three  to  one.  But  there  will  still  be  a  question  after  the  present 
regime  in  Oakland  goes  the  way  of  the  .\lexander  cliciue  in  Los 
Angele.s.  That  question  is:  What  chastisement,  in  addition  to 
public  condemnation,  will  be  necessary  to  make  the  chronic  dis- 
turbers of  peace  behave? 

The  Bay  Association  of  Congregational  Churches  at  a  meeting 
in  Oakland  on  the  9th  of  December  adopted  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

"Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  as.sociation  it  is  undesira- 
ble for  ministers  and  churches  to  lend  support  to  the  movement 
for  placing  the  question  of  State-wide  prohibition  on  the  ballot  in 
1914." 


The  resolution  was  moved  by  Dr.  C.  F.  Aked  and  seconded  by 
Rev.  George  De  Kay.     The  vote  was  unanimous. 

Commissioner  Turner  has  been  receiving  a  little  more  than  his 
proper  share  of  abuse  at  the  hands  of  the  prohibitionists.  The 
■"Tribune"  has  been  spending  all  its  vituperative  wrath  upon  him 
and  there  are  few  fishwomen  as  capable  of  using  billingsgate 
phrases  as  the  "Tribune."  Prohibitionists  are  noted  for  the  coarse- 
ness of  the  language  they  use  and  their  unscrupulous  methods  of 
applying  it.  No  doubt  Commissioner  Turner  will  feel  ashamed  of 
himself  before  the  "Tribune"  and  its  crowd  are  through  with  him. 
If  many  an  honest  saloonkeeper  has  been  made  to  feel  ashamed  of 
his  trade  because  of  the  defamatory  denunciation  of  the  bigots,  an 
innocent  bystander  like  Commissioner  Turner  can  not  help  feelint; 
mortified.  Any  decent  man  may  be  made  to  hang  his  head  by  a 
skirted  denizen  of  the  fish  market,  not  because  he  is  made  to  feel 
ashamed  of  himself,  but  because  he  is  ashamed  of  his  species  when 
subjected  to  vile  and  unmerited  abuse.  Commissioner  Turner  is 
not  a  friend  of  the  liquor  traffic.  He  made  enemies  of  the  "Trib- 
une" et  al.  by  a  simple  remark  to  the  eflfect  that  saloonkeepers 
should  not  be  treated  with  injustice. 

The  Oakland  City  Council  has  voted  $12,000  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  the  special  initiative  election  to  l)e  held  on  the  li(|U()r 
question. 

Licenses  of  eight  Oakland  cafes  were  revoked  during  the  month 
of  December. 

Professor  Leon  Bonnet  of  the  University  of  California  delivered 
a  lecture  on  the  evening  of  the  16th  of  December  before  the  Oak- 
land Chamber  of  Commerce.  Professor  Bonnet  took  up  the  his- 
tory of  the  vine  in  this  State  since  it  was  planted  by  the  Franciscan 
Fathers  in  Southern  California  in  1770;  the  beginning  of  its  general 
cultivation  in  1850,  due  to  emigration  from  foreign  countries ;  the 
possibilities  of  California  soil  for  grape  culture;  the  development 
of  the  industry;  the  varieties  of  grapes;  the  diflference- existing  be- 
tween the  American  vines  and  those  of  European  countries,  and  the 
importance  of  the  industry  in  California.  Professor  Bonnet  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  some  solution  of  the  present  temperance  cam- 
paign might  be  reached  whereby  such  an  important  industry  niii;ht 
not  perish  in  the  State. 

Two  petitions  circulated  in  Martinez  and  Concord  in  behalf  of 
the  State-wide  movement  have  been  signed  by  100  voters.  TIk' 
\V.  C.  T.  \J.  had  charge  of  the  petitions. 


Sausalito  Anti-Saloon  Fight. — On  the  5th  of  December  the  anti- 
saloon  women  of  Sausalito  fired  the  first  shot  in  a  cam]5aign  to  re- 
duce the  number  of  saloons  in  the  town  to  four  or  five.  The  echoes 
of  the  shot  are  still  rolling  around  Mt.  Tamalpais.

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SAN  FRANCISCO  NOTES  OF  INTEREST, 


According  to  an  opinion  of  the  City  Attorney,  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners  may  regulate  the  business  of  grocery  stores 
by  forcing  the  grocers  to  take  out  permits.  It  is  the  opinion  of 
the  City  Attorney  that  all  places  where  liquor  is  sold  may  be  rege- 
lated by  the  Police  Commissioners,  by  requiring  the  proprietors  to 
take  out  permits,  but  the  commissioners  have  not  the  power  to 
impose  licenses  on  grocery  stores  and  wholesale  liquor  dealers. 

United  States  Internal  Revenue  Collector  Joseph  J.  Scott  issued 
the  following  order  on  the  2nd  of  December: 

"I  desire  it  distinctly  understood  by  societies  and  organizations, 
whatever  their  character,  that  in  selling  liquor  at  one  night  dances 
or  other  entertainments  they  will  become  liable  for  the  special  tax 
imposed  upon  retail  liquor  dealers  by  the  goveniment. 

"In  San  Francisco  special  permits  are  issued  by  the  police  de- 
partment for  the  sale  of  li(iuor  at  one  night  dances,  the  charge  be- 
ing $10.     The  government  looks  at  the  matter  differently. 

"Let  it  also  be  understood  that  an  individual  can  not  pay  the 
tax  of  $25  and  thereafter  lend  his  government  stamp  to  various 
organizations  by  taking  over  their  liquor  selling  privileges  or  con- 
cessions on  a  succession  of  days  during  the  year  at  entertainments 
given  at  different  places.  This  will  affect  all  organizations  and 
societies,  social,  fraternal,  industrial,  or  of  any  other  character  that 
sell  liquor  at  their  entertainments." 

Through  the  failure  of  clubs,  societies  and  individuals  to  take 
out  government  stamps  or  pay  the  tax  of  $25  per  year  imposed  on 
retail  liquor  dealers  the  government  has  lost  several  hundred  dol- 
lars a  year.  The  collector  has  had  men  at  work  checking  up  the 
permits  for  retailing  liquors  issued  by  the  city,  and  in  all  cases 
where  the  government  tax  has  not  also  been  paid,  notices  are  being 
sent  out,  demanding  compliance  with  the  law.  Already  about  300 
such  notices  have  been  sent  out,  and  there  are  probably  500  more 
to  be  sent. 

The  Anti-Saloon  League  of  Central  and  Northern  California  is- 
sued the  following  statement  on  the  10th  of  December: 

"In  view  of  all  the  facts,  this  league  reaffirms  its  belief  in  the 
wisdom  of  the  program  put  forth  last  June  by  the  federated  tem- 
perance forces  of  Central  and  Northern  California,  declines  to  take 
any  part  in  initiating  a  1914  campaign  for  State-wide  Prohibition, 
and  expresses  the  hope  that  wiser  councils  may  yet  prevail  so  that 
this  question  may  not  appear  upon  the  ballot  next  year."

The  Jesse  Moore-Hunt  Company  was  the  victim  of  a  disastrous 
fire  which  broke  out  on  the  top  floor  of  the  establishment  at  the 
corner  of  Second  and  Mission  streets  at  12:45  a.  m.  on  the  15th  of 
December.  The  fire  was  confined  to  the  four-story  building  of  the 
company,  and  most  of  the  damage  was  done  in  the  bottling  works 
and  in  the  liquor  store  room.  So  rapidly  did  the  flames  gain  head- 
way at  one  time  that  it  appeared  that  the  entire  building  and  the 
structures  adjoining  it  would  be  destroyed.  Prompt  work  by  the 
firemen,  the  use  of  the  water  tower  and  the  high  pressure  system 
resulted  in  the  fire  being  controlled  in  comparatively  short  order, 
and  it  was  completely  extinguished  one  hour  after  the  first  alarm 
wa^  sent  in.  Manager  H.  C.  Hunt  estimates  the  damage  done  at 
$50,000,  which  is  partially  covered  by  insurance.  Luckily,  but 
superficial  damage  was  done  to  the  stock  of  Jesse  Moore  whisky. 
The  two  lower  floors  of  the  building  were  dilapidated  through  the 
work  of  the  high  pressure  of  water  brought  to  play.  This  was  the 
first  time  in  several  years  that  the  water  tower  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment was  brought  into  use.

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NEW  HOSTS  AT  TERMINAL  HOTEL. 


On  the  4th  of  December  the  Terminal  Hotel  on  Market  street, 
near  the  Ferry  Building,  San  Francisco,  passed  into  the  control  of 
new  interests,  Mr.  John  A.  Hoyle  becoming  president  of  the  com- 
pany operating  it  and  Mr.  James  Hoyle  assuming  the  duties  of  man- 
ager. The  hotel,  which  is  the  largest  and  most  commodious  along 
lower  Market  street,  extending  from  that  thoroughfare  to  Sacra- 
mento street  and  occupying  a  very  large  part  of  the  immense  block 
bounded  by  Market,  Drumm  and  Sacramento  streets,  is  destined  to 
be  one  of  the  best  known  in  San  Francisco.  It  has  already  become 
the  Mecca  of  travelling,  commercial  and  agricultural  men,  who  find 
that  it  affords  them  all  the  luxuries  and  accommodations  that  they 
may  desire  right  at  the  end  of  their  journey.  As  the  hotel  is  within 
a  block  of  the  Ferry  Building  it  bears  the  same  advantages  in  con- 
nection with  the  traveling  public  that  the  Hotel  St.  Pancras  in  Lon- 
don does.  It  fills  a  want  long  felt  in  San  Francisco  for  a  high  class 
hotel  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Ferry  Building,  which  is  the  terminus 
of  the  journey  of  nine-tenths  of  the  people  who  come  to  San  Fran- 
cisco for  purposes  of  business  and  recreation.

A  lady's  parlor  is  close  at  hand,  the  coiflfeur's 
lair  lies  wide  open,  the  grill  offers  its  allurements  familiary  and 
even  the  buffet  shows  that  its  acquaintance  may  be  made  without 
too  much  ado.  Entrances  to  all  of  these  necessary  departments  are 
very  handy  to  the  lobby.  In  this  way  the  guests  have  privacy  and 
sociability  at  their  command  according  as  the  whim  suits  them.

The  grill  is  elegantly  fitted  up,  and  a  responsible  French  chef 
has  cliarge  of  the  kitchen  connected  with  it.  In  the  palatial  bar- 
room, decorated  in  accordance  with  the  latest  dictates  of  fashion  in 
such  resorts  and  finished  elaborately  for  all  time  with  Turkish  wal- 
nut, select  liquors  are  served  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Tom 
Fenton,  who  was  for  many  years  identified  with  the  bar  of  the 
Grand  Hotel  in  San  Francisco.  Increased  patronage  in  the  bar- 
room made  it  necessary  recently  to  add  to  the  force  of  mixologists,  < 
testifying  to  the  poularity  of  the  place 

It  is  the  object  of  Manager  James  Hoyle  to  cater  especially  to 
the  commercial  classes.  That  he  is  very  capable  of  doing  this  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  he  has  been  connected  with  the  hotel 
business  during  his  entire  business  career.  Among  the  hotels  he 
has  managed  are  the  Lorenz  of  Redding  and  the  Golden  Eagle  of 
Sacramento.  While  he  realizes  that  the  hotel  is  in  the  best  posi- 
tion in  San  Francisco  to  profit  by  the  traffic  which  will  characterize 
the  World's  Fair  year,  he  has  set  his  policy  on  making  the  estab- 
lishment one  which  commercial  classes  everywhere  will  recognize 
as  being  peculiarly  intended  for  them.

Under  the  management  of  Mr.  Hoyle  and  the  direction 
of  his  associates  it  may  safely  be  predicted  that  the  Hotel  Terminal 
will  add  to  the  fame  of  San  Francisco  during  the  coming  years. 


STATE  CLOSING  LAW  CONSTITUTIONAL. 


The  State  two  to  six  o'clock  closing  law  for  saloons  was  de- 
clared constitutional,  according  to  an  oral  decision  of  Judge  Graliam 
on  December  8th. 

The  decision  was  on  the  petition  of  Louis  Schollmeyer,  ])ro]M-ic- 
tor  of  the  Bismarck  Cafe,  638  Stanyan  street,  for  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  to  obtain  his  release  from  arrest.  He  was  taken  into  cus- 
tody on  October  10th  last,  charged  with  violating  the  2  to  6  o'clock 
closing  law.  He  contended  that  as  he  had  a  restaurant  license  he 
wa.s^  entitled  under  the  city  charter  to  sell  liquor  at  all  hours. 

■'Inasmuch  as  it  is  admitted  by  counsel  that  this  was  an  exer- 
cise of  police  power  and  not  a  municipal  affair,  the  general  law 
must  obtain,"  said  Judge  Graham.  "Therefore,  the  charter  which 
gives  the  right  to  sell  liquor  at  all  times  conflicts  with  the  c'^enera! 
law  and  the  general  law  must  prevail." 

Judge  Graham  remanded  Schollmeyer  back  into  custody,  bt 
granted  a  stay  of  execution  to  permit  his  counsel  to  carry  the  matt« 
on  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  petition  for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  was  originally  made  , 
the  Appellate  Court.  This  tribunal  held  that  the  (piestion  was  or 
that  concerned  the  State  at  large  and  sent  it  on  to  the  Supren^ 
Court.  The  Supreme  Court  held  that,  although  the  2  o'clock  clol 
mg  law  was  a  general  State  law,-  yet  the  case  at  issue  was  peculiarl 
a  municipal  aflFair  and  should  be  passed  on  by  the  Superior  Coui 
and  it  was  .sent  to  Judge  Graham  for  decision.

Tl 
suggestion  has  been  made  to  save  the  City  Council  from  goi 
down  in  defeat. 


Dry  Signatures  for  a  Dry  California.  —  Mr.  Frederick 
Wheeler,  chairman  of  the  California  Dry  Federation,  announc 
on  the  24th  of  December  that  41,000  signatures  had  been  obtain 
on  the  ])etitions  for  State-wide  prohibition  in  Southern  Californ 
He  expected  that  30,000  more  signatures  would  be  added  by  t 
northern  part  of  the  State.  He  said,  "We  have  accomplish 
something  unprecedented,  as  we  have  had  only  thirty  days  in  wlii 
to  obtain  the  necessary  signatures  to  place  the  question  on  t 
ballot  in  1914.  I  have  sent  out  on  an  average  200  telegrams  ca 
business  day  to  promote  a  dry  State  by  1914."

Sacramento,  Deccmljcr  27 ,  1913. 

The  Rev.  Mary  C.  Bowen,  directress  of  the  W'oiiien's  Christian 
Temperance  L'nion,  has  issued  a  denial  that  her  organization  is 
opposed  to  a  State-wide  election  on. the  question  of  prohibition  in 
1914.  She  says,  "We  can  make  the  State  dry  and  propose  to  carry 
out  our  intention.  When  California  has  neither  saloons  or  rcdlights 
we  will  be  getting  what  is  due  to  us." 

On  the  13th  of  December  the  first  initiative  petition  to  place  a 
constitutional  amendment  upon  the  1914  ballot  prohibiting  the 
manufacture,  sale,  giving  away  or- transportation  of  liquor  with  the 
State  was  received  by  Secretary  of  State  Jordan.  The  petition  was 
from  Lodi  and  was  signed  by  16  names. 

A  letter  has  been  sent  to  Secretary  of  Agriculture  (acting)  Cal- 
laway by  the  California  Viticultural  Commission  protesting  against 
the  labeling  of  wine  as  "pure"  unless  it  is  exclusively  the  product 
of  the  grape,  and  asking  the  government  to  have  wine  made  with 
sugar  or  water  or  both  labeled  as  "modified"  or  "adulterated"  wine. 
This  letter  represents  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  nine  members 
of  the  viticultural  i)ody.  It  also  conveys  the  desire  of  the  Califor- 
nia commission  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  shall  distinguish 
further  by  label  or  otherwise  in  what  state  the  wine  is  made. 

Sweeping  amendments  to  the  draft  of  the  proposed  saloon  or- 
dinance, looking  to  the  abolition  of  roadhouses,  have  caused  a  post- 
ponement of  the  ad()i>tion  of  the  ordinance  by  tlie  ISoard  of  Super- 
visors of  Sacramento  County. 

Super\'isors  Ku.ssi  and  Mahoney  wish  an  amendment  providing 
that  no  dance  hail  be  conducted  in  connection  with  a  saloon,  and 
that  all  saloons  have  glass  fronts.  District  Attorney  Eugene  S. 
Wachhorst  wishes  to  prevent  licenses  from  being  granted  unless 
l)roperty  holders  within  one  mile  of  the  sites  sign  petitions  in  favor 
of  granting  the  licenses.  Fie  also  proposes  an  amendment  by 
which  no  per.son  who  is  engaged  in  brewing  or  wlioles^k  liquor 
business  shall  be  accepted  as  a  surety  on  a  bond. 

Suit  for  S.^O.COO  damages  has  ijccn  commenced  again.st  the 
lUitTalo  Mrewing  Company  by  Mrs.  ,\melia  Stutzinan,  because  of 
the  death  of  licr  husband,  .Albert  V.  Stutzman,  who  was  killed 
January  31,  1913,  while  in  the  employ  of  the  company. 

.  Replying  to  an  editorial  in  a  i)rohibitionist  sheet,  noted  for  its 
lack  of  scruple  in  defaming  all  liquor  people,  the  Sacramento  "Bee" 
says : 

"Why  should  there  not  be  honest  and  law-abiding  roadhouse 
keci)ers? 

'in  the  earlier  days  of  Sacramento  County  the  majority  of  such 
pefjpie  were  honest,  and  law-abiding  and  good  citizens. 

"In  numerous  cases,  the  roadhouse  was  conducted  by  a  man 
and  his  wife,  and  they  were  peaceable,  thrifty,  honest,  industrious, 
decent  folk — every  whit  as  good  in  every  respect  as  any  of  our 
peoi)Ie— not  excepting  tlujse  who  thanked  (iod  every  Sunday  they 
were  holier  than  others — not  eliminating  tho.se  who.se  chief  delight 
in  worshipping  the  Creator  seemed  to  be  becau.se  of  the  opportun- 
ity it  gave  them  to  tell  the  good  Lord  how  bad  everybody  else  was 
who  did  not  pattern  his  life  according  to  their  own  narrow  bounds 
and  limits." 

The  following  is  a  i)ointed  paragraph  from  the  Chico  "Record": 

"The  high-salaried  leaders  of  the  California  Anti-Saloon  League 
.|-ay  that  they  are  (.pjioscd  to  the  movement  to  make  this  State  dry 
in  1914  and  decline  to  do  anything  to  aid  the  movement.  As  usual 
the  jirohibitionists  nuist  go  it  alone,  for  if  there  were  prohibition 
there  would  be  no  high  salaries  for  the  Anti-Saloon  Leat-ne  lead- 
ens." 

Mrs.  .\nnie  H.  K.  r.idwell.  ])rohibiii(.iiist,  lias  returned  to  Chico 
from  Los  Angeles.  She  donated  .Sl.OCO  to  the  State-wi<le  prohibi- 
tionist movement.  On  the  4th  of  Deceiuber  she  started  the  cani- 
I)aign  in  Chico.  .According  to  Mrs.  I'.idwell  all  the  signs  are  favor- 
able to  the  success  of  the  prohibitionists  in  1914. 

The  Hotel  Auburn  has  been  granted  a  liquor  license  bv  the 
Hoard  of  Trustees  of  .Auburn.  The  hotel  will  be  the  onlv  oaM<  in 
the  Auburn  desert. 


Petitions  were  circulated  in  Marysville  on  the  20th  of  Decem- 
ber for  the  State-wide  movement.  Very  few  names  were  secured. 
Efforts  will  be  made  by  the  prohibitonists  up  to  the  end  of  the 
luonth  to  secure  names.  There  is  very  little  enthusiasm  over  the 
])rohibition  fanticism  in  Marysville. 

During  the  month  of  December  the  Greystonc  winery  shipped 
many  cars  of  wine  from  St.  Helena  to  Winehaven.  Shipments  will 
continue  for  a  month  or  so. 

Mr.  M.  Leonardini  of  the  Northern  California  Winery  Company 
has  been  having  great  trouble  in  starting  work  on  the  new  Redding 
distillery.  First  the  city  trustees  offered  to  give  him  the  use  of  a 
city  lot  alongside  the  railroad,  but  the  protest  of  a  dry  resident 
stopped  this.  Then  Mr.  Leonardini  managed  to  secure  a  lease  of 
a  city  lot  near  Barner  and  Riebe's  bottling  works.  After  he  started 
building  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  found  that  he  was  three 
feet  over  on  its  right  of  way.  The  Southern  Pacific  engineer  and 
the  city  surveyor  are  settling  the  question  of  the  lines.  Mr.  Leon- 
ardini expects  to  have  construction  work  well  under  way  after  the 
first  of  the  New  Year. 

George  West  &  Sons  have  decided  to  make  the  Mokelumne 
Winery  at  Lodi  a  distributing  center  for  all  kinds  of  wines.  The 
plant  will  be  operated  all  the  year.  Filtering  machinery  is  l^eing 
installed  at  a  cost  of  $5,000.  Wines  will  be  shipped  to  the  winery 
from  Woodbridge,  Victor  and  Urgon  to  be  prepared  for  the  ulti- 
mate market.  Lachman  &  Jacobi  will  take  a  great  part  of  the 
outi)ut. 

The  grape  season  closed  in  Lodi  district  during  the  last  week  in 
November,  Norton  &  Angier  shipping  the  last  car  of  table  grajjc- 
East.  Altogether  2,082  cars  of  table  grapes  were  shipped  to  the 
Eastern  States  from  the  district  during  the  season.  This  was  4<S2 
cars  more  than  in  1912.  As  the  average  value  per  car  was  $1,200 
the  season  was  very  profitable,  taken  in  connection  with  the  heavy 
production  of  wine.

Teetotaler!  A  correspondent  asks  if  it  is  true  that  President 
Wilson  is  a  prohibitionist.  The  President  is  undoubtedly  friendly 
to  the  temperance  cause.  His  views  on  prohibition  were  given  by 
one  of  his  closet  friends  during  the  presidential  canvass,  Mr.  Dudley 
Field.  Malone  of  New  York,  who  now  holds  an  important  office  un- 
der the  administration.  In  his  address  before  the  American  Wine 
Growers'  Association  last  F-ebruary  Mr.  Malone  stated  that  Mr. 
Wilson  occasionally  enjoyed  a  little  Scotch  whisky  and  that  the 
President  in  reply  to  a  question  as  to  whether  he  was  a  prohibition- 
ist had  answered  that  "Prohibition  had  no  place  in  politics,  but 
that  it  belonged  to  economic  and  social  questions,  for  every  man 
should  live  according  to  his  own  common  sense  and  his  own  judg- 
ment." We  believe  there  is  one  prohibitionist  in  the  President 
cabinet,  the  traveling  gentleman  who  advertises  grape  juice,  aH 
makes  money  talk. — Leslie's  Weekly.

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ECONOMY  IN  USE  OF  A  WINE  PRESS  OPERATED  BY 
HYDRAULIC  PRESSURE. 


IN  many  wineries  the  old  types  of  screw  ami  knuckle  joint  wine 
presses  are  still  used.  During  recent  years  the  more  modern 
wine  press  operated  by  hydraulic  pressure  has  come  into  this  field. 
The  hydraulic  press  is  rapidly  winning  favor  in  many  of  the  largest 
wineries  in  the  United  States  and  in  foreign  countries.  It  is  diffi- 
cult for  .some  operators  to  get  away  from  old  methods  and  to  give 
up  the  use  of  what  is  fast  becoming  obsolete  pressure  machinery 
in  most  of  the  industries  of  the  world.  In  some  wineries  little  is 
known  of  the  merits  of  the  hydraulic  press  as  compared  to  screw 
and  knuckle  joint  presses.  We,  therefore,  call  attention  to  a  few 
features  of  the  hj'draulic  press  as  they  relate  to  its  effectiveness, 
utility,  durability  and  economy. 

In  an  hydraulic  press  there  is  less  than  seven  per  cent  (7%)  of 
the  power  lost  on  account  of  friction  of  the  moving  parts,  whereas 
in  screw  and  knuckle  joint  presses  the  loss  by  friction  is  from 
thirty-three  and  one-third  per  cent  (33  1-3%)  to  fifty  per  cent 
(50%).     If  the  operator   fails   to  properly   lubricate   the   working 


cration.  The  hydrostatic  principle  applied  to  an  hydraulic  press 
is  so  simple  and  effective  that  the  high  pressure  can  be  obtained 
by  operating  with  a  hand  power  hydraulic  pump  operated  by  one 
man.  It  is  impossible  to  obtain  any  practical  results  whatever  by 
o])crating  the  screw  or  knuckle  joint  press  by  hand  power  without 
])roviding  elaborate  equipment  and  a  large  amount  of  labor  for  so 
doing. 

Principles  of  Hydraulic  Pressure. 

Hydraulics  is  a  branch  of  mechanics,  the  most  important  sub- 
division of  which  has  to  do  with  the  transmission  of  power  by 
means  of  fluids.  The  theory  of  hydraulic  pressure  is  simple  and 
depends  upon  the  principle  that,  a  pressure  exerted  in  any  part  of 
a  fluid  is  transmitted  vmdiminished  in  all  directions  throughout  the 
fluid.  Application  of  this  principle  is  made  by  means  of  a  hollow 
cylinder  inside  of  which  a  ram  is  adjusted  by  packing  to  prevent 
the  water  or  oil  from  escaping  between  the  walls  of  the  cylinder 
and  the  ram.  A  force  pump  is  connected  with  the  cylinder,  by 
which  water  or  other  suitable  liquid  is  pumped  into  the  cylinder 
and  the  ram  forced  out. 

The  high  pressure  on  the  end  of  the  press  ram  is  obtained  by  a 
comparatively  small  amount  of  power  exerted  at  the  pump,  for  the 
reason  that  the  pressure  on  the  pump  plunger  is  multiplied  on  the 
press  ram  as  many  times  as  the  end  of  the  press  ram  is  larger  than

nent features.  Greater  speed  can  be  obtained,  and  the  operations 
are  much  safer  both  to  the  machinery  and  the  operator.  Automatic 
valves  prevent  excessive  jjnssure  and  regulates  the  maximum  pres- 
.sure  desired  as  well  as  nl.iains  the  same  exact  amount  of  pressure 
at  each  operation.

A  wine  press  operated  by  hydraulic  pressure  does  not  require 
as  much  power  for  operation  as  the  screw  and  knuckle  joint  presses. 
nor  does  it  require  the  amount  of  labor  or  attention  while  in  op- 


the  end  of  the  pump  plunger.  Therefore,  the  larger  the  press  rati 
and  the  smaller  the  pump  plunger  the  greater  the  pressure  obtained 
with  the  same  initial  power  exerted  on  the  pump  plunger. 

During  the  past  few  years  the  simpilicity  of  the  hydraulic  ideJ 
has   appealed   so   strongly   to   some   wine   manufacturers   who   us 
presses  developing  high  pressure,  that  a  great  many  of  lever  presse 
(screw  and  knuckle  joint)  have  been  discarded.     Manufacturers 
the  screw  and  knuckle  joint  methods  have  been  compelled  to  adi 
hydraulic  power  presses  to  their  line,    which    they    sell    to    thos 
])osted  in   reference  to  the  efficiency  and  superiority  of  hydraul^ 
pressure.

AMELIORATED  DRINKING  AND  HOME  INDUSTRY. 


The  State  Viticultural  Commission  scorns  the  sug^gestion  of  the 
I'nited  States  Agricultural  Department  that  wine-makers  he  al- 
lowed to  add  sugar  and  water  to  grape  juice  in  the  making  of  wine. 
The  Viticultural  Commission  rightly  insists  that  all  wines  made  of 
anvthing  heside  pure  grape  juice  shall  be  labelled  as  "modified," 
"ameliorated"  or  "corrected"  wine. 

Then  the  gentleman  who  seeks  to  ameliorate  the  acerbities  of  a 
1  achelor  life,  or  find  shelter  from  deserved  castigation  from  the 
tnngue  of  an  aggrieved  wife,  can  indulge  in  an  "ameliorated"  drunk, 
a  "modified"  inebriation,  or  a  "corrected"  spiritual  exaltation,  or  he 
can  have  a  jag  on  pure  fermented  grape  juice  that  contains  no  ben- 
zoate  of  soda. 

In  the  event  of  his  hilariousness  being  the  product  of  pure  wine 
he  will  have  consideration  accorded  him  by  our  police  magistrate. 
A  scene  can  be  imagined  where  two  culprits  are  before  Hizonncr: 
"The  policeman  says  you  were  leaning  against  a  lamp-post  repeat- 
ing Holy  Hirams'  remonstrances  against  getting  together.  What 
was  your  tipple?  Ameliorated  wine?  Why  did  you  drink  that 
stuflf?  Did  you  not  know  it  was  water  mixed  with  glucose,  flavored 
w  ith  rotten  grape  skins,  fermented  with  yeast  and  saved  from  utter 
^'Hirncss  with  benzoate  of  soda?  Ameliorated  wine  forsooth!  Well 
\  ou  can  ameliorate  the  public  treasury  with  thirty  dollars  or  poison 
the  atmosphere  of  the  jail  for  thirty  days.  Mr.  Constable,  take  him 
away  and  don't  kick  him  unnecessarily." 

^^^ell,  here's  another  case: 

"The  policeman  said  you  were  sitting  on  the  curb  with  your  feet 
in  the  gutter  singing  a  'Life  on  the  ocean  wave.'  Had  you  been 
drinking  'ameliorated'  wine?  No,  you  had  assimilated  two  quarts 
of  pure  Zinfandel?  Well,  that's  difTerent.  The  court  fines  you  ten 
cents.  Don't  do  it  again.  Mr.  Constable,  adjourn  court." — Los 
Angeles  "Times." 


SOME  MORE  SCIENTIFIC  TALKS. 

The  need  for  a  scientific  and  impartial  study  of  the  effects  of 
drinking  alcohol  was  recently  emphasized  by  Sir  Thomas  Clouston 
when  lecturing  at  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  at  Edinburgh. 
Analyzing  some  of  the  psychological  effects  of  alcohol  on  man.  Sir 
Thomas  said : 

"In  nine  cases  out  of  ten  the  faculty  of  speech  is  stimulated.  The 
company  at  a  dinner  party  nearly  always  begins  to  talk  after  the 
first  glass  of  champagne.  The  ideas  find  a  readier  outlet.  It  is 
rarely  that  alcohol  produces  silence.  Fox  and  Pitt  undoubtedly  de- 
pended, probably  far  too  much,  for  the  transitory  power  to  make 
great  speeches  on  wine. 

"Given  a  certain  quality  of  brain  in  literature,  with  keen  imag- 
ination and  high  artistic  faculty,  it  needs  great  audacity  to  contra- 
dict the  experience  of  Burns,  Edgar  Allan  Poe,  Swinburne  and 
Omar  Khayyam  as  to  the  stimulating  effects  of  alcohol  on  poetic 
fire  and  conscious  happiness. 

"The  social  instincts  of  man  conduce  more  to  his  happiness, 
taking  average  humanity  into  account,  than  all  his  other  capacities 
put  together.  Home,  friendship,  amusements  and  altruism  are  all 
dependent  on  them.  Whatever  accentuates  them  is  not  to  be  lightly 
interferred  with,  even  though  it  brings  some  dangers  in  its  train. 
This  is  the  great  objection  to  an  absolute  anti-alcoholic  crusade." 


Hawaiian  Notes  of  Interest. — During  the  past  two  months  there 
has  been  considerable  controversy  over  the  granting  of  a  club  li- 
quor license  to  the  Nomura  Hotel  on  Richardson  street  in  Hilo. 
The  fee  charged  for  the  license  was  $200.  The  proprietor  of  the 
Matano  Hotel  entered  a  protest  to  the  Liquor  License  Commission- 
ers because  he  had  to  pay  $1,000  for  his  liquor  license.  The  ques- 
tion is  whether  or  not  the  license  of  the  Nomura  Hotel  is  for  a 
genuine  club.  It  is  generally  conceded  that  the  persons  who  form 
the  club  are  all  very  respectable  and  they  have  a  right  to  club  priv- 
ileges, but  it  is  unfortunate  that  the  club,  with  its  bar,  is  situated 
in  a  public  hotel.

tercept the  withdrawals  of  the  genuine  aged  bonded  stocks  which 
it  is  used  incontinently  to  imitate  and  displace.

'ITie  Chicago  Tribune  upon  receipt  of  our  recent  circular,  "The 
Oveqiroduction  Blunder,"  wired  us  to  Frankfort  to  telegraph  our 
review  of  the  situation. 

In  this  review,  as  published  by  the  Tribune,  we  asserted  that 
it  was  now  almost  incredible  that  the  present  overproduction 
blunder  could  have  been  committed  after  the  cataclysms  suffered 
l)y  the  distilling  business  of  this  country  througli  the  crass  over- 
production blunders  of  1881-82,  of  1886-87  and  of  1890-93.

The  18X2  crop  cai)i>L<l  tlic  climax  of  an  overprcxiuction  blunder 
tliat  paralvzcd  tlic  distilling  industry  for  two  whole  years  in  the 
80's. 

"Fortunes  melted  like  wax"  in  1883-84. 

The  writer  of  this  circular,  through  1881-82  importunately  be- 
sought the  trade  to-  stoi>  that  overproduction  as  the  ominous  fig- 
ures climbed. 

Upon  all  sides  then  as  now  he  was  met  with  arguments  blandly 
as.serting  that  no  overproduction  was  being  accomplished. 

Yet  the  collapse  came,  and  the  dark  struggle  of  83-84  and  85 
that  ensued  should  '  forever  scorched  in  the  memory  of  every 
distiller  and  dealer  in  the  business.

V. 
The  Overproduction  Blunder  of  1886-87. 

The  1887  crop  capped  the  climax  of  the  overproduction  blunder 
of  1886-87. 

The  trade  went  into  such  utter  eclipse  that  all  production  was 
well-nigh  practically  suspended  in  the  year  of  88. 

Yet  from  the  very  outset  of  this  now  memorable  overproduc- 
tion blunder  of  86-87,  we  issued  a  monthly  circular  of  warning  act- 
ually pleading  with  the  producers  for  some  sane  retrenchment  that 
might  yet  have  saved  the  day. 

i-urely  the  trade  will  now  pardon  us  for  recalling  here  in  evi- 
dence a  few  of  the  circulars  issued  by  us  in  '86,  as  follows : 

April  5,  1886 — Overproduction  Still  Continuing. 

May  7,  1886 — Overproduction  Unchecked. 

June  5,  1886 — Overproduction  Yet  In  Progress  and  our  June 
Estimate  Exceeded. 

July  5,  1886 — Overproduction  Consumated. 

"Pessimism,"  "Exaggeration,"  "Arrogance,"  were  some  of  the 
disdainful  terms  to  which  we  became  inured  during  this  thankless 
( ffort  to  divert  the  approaching  calamity. 

Yet  the  collapse  came. 

It  was  as  inevitable  as  it  was  obvious. 


VI. 
The  Overproduction  Blunder  of  90,  91,  92  and  93. 

The  crop  of  1893  capped  the  climax  of  the  cttmulative  overpro- 
duction blunder  of  the  early  90's  that  completely  swamped  the 
trade  from  1894  to  1898. 

That  any  one  in  the  whisky  business  then  could  now  so  soon 
forget  the  lean,  dark  years  of  prostration  and  enforced  adjustment 
which  followed  that  overproduction  blunder,  would  seem  incon 
ceivable. 

Never  before  were  prices  at  such  a  low  ebb. 

Distillers  themselves  in  self-protection  urged  complete  suspen 
sion,  and  goods  went  begging  for  a  song. 

At  the  very  inception  of  this  headlong  overproduction  we  again 
set  ourselves  to  the  task  of  urging  the  trade  to  "Stop!"  wliile  it 
were  yet  possible. 

To  every  wholesale  house,  and  to  every  distiller  in  the  Ignited 
States  we,  each  month,  sent  our  "Stand  From  Under"  circulars 
with  unremitting  insistence. 

We  unceasingly  appealed  to  the  trade  to  forestall  the  onconiini; 
disaster. 

Many  dealers  may  yet  recall  some  of  these  opening  circulars  of 
warning,  as  for  instance : 

January  31,  1890 — "Excessive  Production  in  Progress." 

February  26,  1890— "Stand  From  Under." 

March  28,  1890 — "Production  Progressing  and  Increasing.'" 

Through  the  entire  period  that  this  overproduction  blunder  w 
forming  we  continued  this  series  of  warnings. 

Even  the  trade  press  patronizingly  insisted  that  this  time  o' 
series  of  circulars  were  without  the  justification  of  our  formi 
series. 

Yet  the  collapse  came. 

VII. 
The  Present  Overproduction  Blunder. 

The  1914  crop  is  capping  the  climax  of  the  present  overprodui 
tion  blunder. 

Instead  of  retrenchment  there  is  a  new  record  of  riot. 

As  in  the  three  great  overproduction  blunders  of  the  past,  ea<i 
of  which  swamped  the  trade  for  years,  we  have  again  tried  to  str 
the  on-coming  of  another  collapse. 

As  the  stupendous  crops  of  1911-12  and  13  have  been  I'iling  oi| 
upon  the  other,  we  have  constantly  issued  circulars,  for  the  fourtj 
time  hoisting  the  danger  signal. 

In  each  of  these  component  years  our  critics  liave  again  pr^ 
tested  that  no  such  figures  as  we  were  predicting  would  ever 
reached. 

Yet  the  gigantic  figures  are  now  an  irrefutable  record. 

May  the  trade  further  pardon  us.  therefore,  for  a'so  reciting 
follows  some  of  the  titles  of  the  circulars  with  which  we  have  de 
ufed  them  during  every  formative  step  of  the  current  overi^ro-luj 
tion  blunder:

■  The  "Fool's  Paradise"  of  "Increasing  Withdrawals.' 

The  feather-headed  optimism  that  points  to  "Increasing  With- 
drawals" as  a  safety  valve  is  entangled  in  a  fallac}-. 

Of  what  efficiency  are  increasing  withdrawals  if  after  the  de- 
duction of  each  year's  total  withdrawals  a  new  net  annual  surplus 
is  piled  into  the  bonded  stocks? 

Let  us  put  this  fallacy  to  the. test. 


In  1910  the  country's  production  exceeded  withdrawals  by  6,- 
810,653  gallons;  in  1911  the  country's  production  exceeded  with- 
drawals by  18,970,281  gallons;  in  1912  the  country's  production  ex- 
ceeded withdrawals  by  14,660,179  gallons;  in  1913  the  country's 
l)roduction  exceeded  withdrawals  by  13,001.603  gallons;  total,  53,- 
442,716  gallons;  1913  consequenty  closed  with  274,648,260  gallons 
in  the  warehouses,  a  figure  never  reached  in  history. 

In  1910  Kentucky's  production  exceeded  withdrawals  by  4,378,- 
274  gallons;  in  1911  Kentucky's  production  exceeded  withdrawals 
by  13,152,629  gallons;  in  1912  Kentucky's  production  exceeded 
withdrawals  by  11,523,589  gallons;  in  1913  Kentucky's  production 
exceeded  withdrawals  by  8,366,197  gallons;  total,  37,420,689  gal- 
lons; 1913  closed  with  Kentucky  showing  in  its  warehouses  163,- 
475,331  gallons  (as  much  as  the  whole  United  States  had  in  1902). 

Let  those  who  dwell  within  the  "fool's  paradise"  of  the  "in- 
creasing \yithdrawals"  sophism  now  contemplate  the  net  results.

E.  CLEMENS  HORST  COMPANY'S  SUMMARY  FOR  1913.        ENTERPRISE  COMPANY'S  SPECIAL  CHRISTMAS  BREW. 


The  E.  Clemens  Horst  Company  of  San  Francisco  has  issued  a 
summary  of  the  world's  production  of  hops  and  beer  for  each  year 
from  1^  to  1913  inclusive.  This  is  based  on  the  last  available 
statistics,  and  is  the  result  of  close  calculating  and  painstaking. 
The  typography  is  excellent.  Three  colors  are  used,  setting  the 
figures  out  very  clearly.  Diagrams  and  tables  are  remarkable  for 
their  clearness  and  lucidity.  .\  heavy  card  board  serves  to  add 
durability  to  the  work  which  from  a  statistical  standpoint  especially 
cannot  be  too  highly  commended. 

According  to  the  summary  of  the  E.  Clemens  Horst  Company 
there  were  61.000.000  pounds  of  hops  produced  in  the  United  States 
m  1913  compare<l  with  55,800,000  in  1912.  The  production  of  beer 
was  68,000.000  barrels  in  1913,  as  compared  with  65,200,000  in  1912, 
.showing  an  increase  of  .^CO  per  cent  over  the  production  in  1880,  or 
five  times  as  large  as  the  increase  of  population.  The  increase  in 
the  production  of  beer  during  the  past  33  years  has  been  about  four 
times  that  of  dry  territory  and  demonstrates  how  much  more  pop- 
ular beer  is  than  Prohibition.  Production  of  hops  in  the  United 
States  has  increased  at  the  rate  of  225  per  cent  during  the  same 
period.  Only  nine-tenths  of  a  pound  of  hops  per  barrel  of  beer 
was  produced  in  1913  as  compared  with  two  pounds  produced  in 
1880.  but  the  I'nited  States  still  leads  the  world  in  the  amount  of 
hops  produced  in  relation  to  the  amount  of  beer  made.  The  ability 
of  the  United  States  to  produce  hops  for  export  purposes  has  been 
reduced  by  more  than  one-half  during  the  33  years,  while  that  of 
Continental  Europe  has  been  reduced  more  than  two-thirds.  The 
world  at  large  ])roduced  only  three-fifths  of  a  pound  of  hops  per 
barrel  of  beer  made  in  1913.  while  in  1830  it  produced  1.4  pounds. 
The  demand  of  the  brewers  is  such  that  there  are  now  practically 
no  hops  available  for  any  other  purpose  than  the  manufacture  of 
beer. 


The  Enterprise  Brewing  Company  of  San  Francisco  has  dis- 
tinguished itself  during  the  month  of  December  by  placing  on  the 
market  a  special  brew  adapted  for  the  cold  weather.  This  beer  is 
known  as  the  Xmas  Brew.  It  has  heavier  properties  than  the  beer 
usually  consumed  throughout  the  year,  and  because  of  its  peculiar 
body  is  especially  suitable  as  a  cold  weather  beverage.  This  is 
evidently  the  first  time  that  any  brewery  on  the  Pacific  Coast  has 
made  a  brew  that  responds  to  the  demands  of  the  winter  holiday 
trade,  and  it  may  be  considered  as  the  Enterprise  Brewing  Com- 
pany's Christmas  gift  to  California,  with  reference  to  San  Fran- 
cisco in  particular. 

In  connection  with  this  innovation  the  Enterprise  company  has 
issued  some  attractive  announcement  cards  which  appeal  in  a  poetic 
way  to  the  taste  of  the  public  and  at  the  same  time  give  notice  that 
only  a  limited  amount  of  the  Xmas  Brew  has  been  provided  for, 
so  that  those  who  •  would  take  advantage  of  the  tempting  offer 
of  a  real  holiday  beer  should  place  their  orders  without  loss  of  time. 
These  announcement  cards  have  served  their  purpose  very  well, 
since  the  orders  which  the  company  has  received  as  a  result  of  thcni 
are  much  larger  than  had  been  expected. 

Aside  from  pleasing  the  ultimate  consumers,  the  Xmas  lirew 
has  served  a  worthy  purpose  in  stimulating  business  in  the  line  of 
brewers'  products  at  this  particular  time  of  the  year.  The  trade 
as  a  whole  has  welcomed  a  change  of  beer  in  accordance  with  the 
season.  There  is  no  doubt  that  in  consequence  of  the  initiatix  c  of 
the  Enterprise  Brewing  Company  there  will  be  a  tendency  on  the 
part  of  all  brewers  to  provide  for  the  particular  demand  of  the 
winter  holiday  times.

The  amount 
II]  h(jps  consumed  by  the  brewers  of  the  country  and  exported 
t<  laled  61,854,789  pounds.  While  the  ^ield  of  hops  was  the  largest 
in  five  years,  the  prices  paid  for  the  product  were  the  highest  in 
tliree  years,  the  average  price  for  the  year  being  about  23  cents. 


COMMISSIONER  BLISS'  METHODS. 


PROHIBITION  AND  BARLEY. 


According  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  the  production  -oi 
barley  in  the  State  of  California  during  the  year  1913  amounts  to 
3.11.50,000  bushels.  The  vahie  of  the  barley  produced  amounts  to 
Sii. 542,000.  California's  production  of  corn,  wheat,  oats,  potatoes 
and  sweet  potatoes  combined  amounted  to  11.763,000  bushels,  val- 
ued at  $16,253,000.  The  amount  of  barley  produced  amounted  to 
\d  V  nearly  three  times  that  of  all  the  other  articles  mentioned,  and 
the  value  of  the  barley  was  just  $6,289,000  more  than  that  of  those 
articles. 

The  growing  of  liarley  is  encouraged  chiefly  by  the  brevvcis. 
^Le  amount  of  barley  sold  by  the  farmers  of  California  to  the  brew- 
is  e(|ual  to  the  entire  amount  of  corn,  wheat,  oats  and  potatoes 
gruwn  and  raised  in  the  State.  If  Prohibition  should  deprive  the 
farmers  of  their  market  for  brewing  barley  the  revenues  of  the  aori- 
culturists  of  California  would  be  reduced  to  the  extent  of  $10,000.- 
'"'"'n  a  year.  The  loss  of  a  market  for  10,000,000  bushels  of  barley 
lid  bring  al)out  a  general  slump  in  the  price  of  barley  in  th.e 
^^late  of  California  and  would  involve  all  the  farmers  who  grow 
barley  in  ruin. 

Are  the  farmers  of  California  willing  to  pay  $10,000,000  a  year 
i',,r  the  purpose  of  bringing  about  Prohibition?  This  is  the  price 
of  alxnit  4.000  automobiles  and.  at  the  same  time.  Prohibition  is  not 
classified  as  a  luxury.  That  Prohibition  is  not  coiisidered  as  a  ne- 
cessity is  admitted  by  all  reasonable  people.  It  may  be  regarded 
as  true  that  tlic  farmers  are  expected  to  pay  the  $10,000,000  a  year 
for  Prohibition  as  a  fad. 


HOPS  OF  BADEN,  GERMANY,  IN   1912. 


There  was  a  decrease  in  the  exportation  of  hops  from  Baden, 
Germany,  ascribed  largely  to  good  crops  in  the  United  States  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years.  Remarkable  fluctuations  in  the  market 
price  occurred  in  this  commodity,  a  drop  being  recorded  from  an 
average  of  $76  to  $66  per  50  kilos  (110  pounds)  during  the  winter 
months  of  1911-12  down  to  prices  ranging  from  $33  to  less  than 
$24,  because  of  splendid  new  crop  prospects  indicating  a  large  sup- 
ply in  the  following  season.  At  the  beginning  of  the  season  all 
supplies  were  exhausted,  but  supply  and  demand  balanced  each 
other  in  the  new  season.  The  old  high  prices  were  not  reached 
again,  from  $16  to  $27  being  paid  in  Baden  in  September.  The 
rainy  season  greatly  dampened  the  hops  and  resulted  in  a  yellow 
coloring,  but  this  did  not  afifect  the  quality  seriously  and  England 
and  the  United  States  bought  freely,  although  the  latter  country 
took  one-fifth  less  than  in  1911. 


HOPS  IN  RHINE  VALLEY,  GERMANY. 

.\ccording  to  official  reports,  the  hop  crop  of  Alsace-Lorraine 
this  year  is  the  smallest  for  many  years,  but  owing  to  high  prices 
its  value  equals  the  average  of  the  last  35  years.  •  The  acreage  was 
10,329  acres  (318  more  than  in  1912),  and  the  yield  approximately 
3,500,000  pounds,  or  only  about  one-third  of  a  normal  crop.  On 
the  basis  of  200  marks  ($47.50)  per  hundredweight  of  50  kilos  (110 
pounds),  the  crop  is  worth  more  than  $1,500,000.  Local  prices 
generally  range  between  210  and  215  marks  per  hundredweight — 
some  fine  lots  at  220  marks. 

The  Grand  Duchy  of  Baden  is  reported  to  have  harvested  about 
8,500  hundredweight.  The  average  crop  in  Baden  during  the  last 
10  years  has  been  about  12,000  hundredweight.  The  quality  this 
year  is  good.  The  color  is  a  good  green,  and  the  hops  are  selling 
briskly  at  150  to  225  marks  per  hundredweight,  with  average  be- 
tween 160  and  190  marks.    There  are  still  some  old  hops  in  stock. 


In  Commissioner  Bliss  Sacramento  has  a  commissioner  who 
reminds  one  of  Theodore  Roosevelt  when  that  citizen  acted  as 
police  commissioner  in  New  York  City.  Like  Roosevelt,  Com- 
missioner Bliss  believes  in  seeing  things  with  his  own  eyes.  He 
pays  frequent  visits  to  the  so-called  low-class  saloons  and  stays 
in  them  long  enough  to  get  a  thorough  insight  into  the  character 
of  such  places.  He  is  less  afraid  of  being  contaminated  by  the  at- 
mosphere of  the  resorts  than  of  doing  his  work  of  observation  in  a 
negligent  manner.  The  commissioner  was  interviewed  by  the 
Sacramento  "Bee"  on  the  subject  of  his  nightly  tours,  and  the 
REVIEW  takes  pleasure  in  reproducing  it. 

"A  few  nights  ago,"  said  the  Commissioner,  "I  spent  an  hour 
in  J.  Ryan's  saloon  on  lower  K  street,  and  noticed  probably  150 
men  sitting  in  the  chairs  and  benches.  During  the  time  I  was 
there  not  an  occupant  of  a  chair  left  the  saloon  and  the  proprietor 
informed  me  they  probably  were  all  'broke.' 

"He  said  they  did  not  patronize  the  bar  and  he  allowed  them 
to  stay  because  they  had  no  other  place  to  go. 

"The  saloonkeeper  has  a  moving-picture  machine  and  plays 
continually  to  a  crowded  house.  The  homeless  men  watch  the 
pictures — many  of  them  detailing  abodes  of  wealth  and  comfort — 
reproduced  on  the  canvas  in  frequent  succession  until  the  hour  of 
2  a.  m.  arrives  and  they  are  forced  into  the  street. 

"Ryan  asked  me  if  it  was  not  possible  to  allow  the  men  to  re- 
main in  the  saloon  after  2  a.  m.  provided  the  bar  was  fenced  in, 
thus  preventing  liquors  from  being  sold.  I  have  taken  the  matter 
under  consideration,  and  may  allow  this  to  be  done. 

"The  one  redeeming  feature  of  the  all-night  saloon  was  the 
accommodation  it  afforded  the  homeless  and  destitute  during  in- 
clement weather. 

"I  noticed  an  absence  of  young  men  among  these  unfortunates. 
The  majority  seemed  to  be  past  middle  age."

Hungarian  Vintage  in  1912. — The  vintage  throughout  Hungary 
on  account  of  the  very  cold  and  rainy  weather  was  far  below  the 
average  in  quantity  and  quality,  and  in  the  Province  of  Transylvania 
it  was  a  total  failure.  The  wine  production  in  1911  on  767,765 
acres  was  105,668,000  gallons,  and  in  1912  on  the  same  acreage  only 
66,042,500  gallons  were  produced.  Wine  was  sold  during  1912  at 
from  27  to  50  cents  per  gallon.  The  Hungarian  Government  con- 
structed last  year  for  the  use  of  the  wine  growers  three  new  wine 
storehouses.

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Professor  Bioletti  on  Grape  Juice 

(Concluded) 

The  juice  will  have  to  settle  for  several  weeks  and  unless  the 
work  is  all  done  carefully,  it  runs  the  risk  of  fermenting.  If  the 
casks  have  been  properly  sterilized  and  the  juice  run  in  at  160  de- 
grees F.,  they  will  be  coni]iletely  free  from  any  germs  which  could 
cause  fermentation.  As  the  juice  cools,  however,  air  will  be  drawn 
into  the  cask  by  the  decrease  of  volume  and,  with  air,  some  fermen- 
tation germs  may  enter.'  This  may  be  prevented  by  use  of  a  device 
which  filters  the  air  through  a  tight  plug  of  sterihzed  cotton  as  it 
enters.     Such  a  device  is  shown  in  the  figure. 

This  air-filtering  bung  should  be  put  in  place  of  the  regular 
bung  as  soon  as  the  cask  is  fixed  on  its  skids  and  before  the  juice 
has  had  time  to  cool  in  the  least.  The  best  way,  where  practicable, 
is  to  pasteurize  directly  into  the  casks  after  they  have  been  fixed  in 
their  permanent  resting  places  and  to  insert  the  air-filtering  bung 
the  moment  the  cask  is  full. 

These  air-filtering  bungs  will  be  effective  only  if  carefully  made 
and  pro])erly  handled.  The  bung  hole  of  the  cask  should  be  smooth 
and  regular  and  each  should  have  its  own  bung  fitted  exactly.  The 
metal  tube  through  the  bung  should  fit  close  so  that  no  air  will 
pass  between  it  and  the  wood.  If  it  is  threaded  so  as  to  screw 
into  the  bung  it  will  make  an  air  tight  joint. 

Before  using,  both  filtering  funnel  and  l)ung  .should  be  steril- 
ized. 

The  funnels  are  first  filled  with  clean  surgeon's  cotton,  packed 
fairly  tight  and  the  loose  metal  caps  put  in  place.  They  are  then 
rolled  in  pieces  of  manila  paper  kept  in  place  by  folding  over  the 
ends.  The  wrapped  funnels  are  then  heated  for  an  hour  in  an 
oven  hot  enough  to  just  slightly  char  the  paper.  A  number  of 
wrapped  funnels  may  be  sterilized  in  a  metal  box  and  kept  in  this 
box  until  needed. 

The  bungs  are  sterilized  by  dipping  in  boiling  -water  and  then 
soaking  until  needed  in  a  2  per  cent  .solution  of  sulfit. 

If  the  funnels  and  bungs  are  carefully  handled,  they  can  be  in- 
serted into  the  casks  without  danger  of  contamination.  As  soon  as 
a  bung  is  inserted  into  a  filled  cask,  it  is  tapped  in  firm  and  the  cask 
immediately  rolled  a  little  on  one  side.  The  cask  should  be  rolled 
over  sufficiently  to  immerse  the  lower  end  of  the  bung  in  the  hot 
juice  but  not  so  far  that  there  is  danger  of  wetting  the  cotton  irt 
the  funnel. 

With  all  these  precautions,  a  cask  of  juice  may  occasionally  fer- 
ment. In  such  cases,  the  juice  can  be  used  for  vinegar.  With  in- 
telligent care,  few  or  none  of  them  should  spoil  in  this  way.  The 
air-filtering  bung  acts  as  a  safety  valve  for  the  occasional  cask 
which  ferments  and  which  without  this  outlet  might  blow  out  a 
head. 

A  few  weeks  of  settling,  after  pasteurizing,  will  sometifnes  ren- 
der the  juice  perfectly  bright.  In  this  case,  the  permanency  of 
the  brightness  should  be  tested.  This  may  be  done  by  heating  a 
corked  bottle  of  the  clear  juice  to  160  degrees  and  then  allowing 
it  to  stand  for  several  days  in  a  cool  place.  If  the  juice  remains 
clear,  it  may  be  bottled.  If  it  becomes  cloudy,  it  .should  be  allowed 
to  stand  several  weeks  longer. 

In  some  cases  the  juice  will  not  become  dear  even  after  pro- 
longed setling.  It  is  then  necessary  to  filter  it  before  bottling.  It 
should  be  tested  by  filtering  a  few  bottles,  heating  and  allowing  to 
stand  as  ex])lained  above  before  bottling  the  whole  quantity. 

In  nearly  all  cases,  even  when  the  brightness  appears  perma- 
nent by  these  tests  and  the  juice  is  put  in  the  bottles  clear,  there 
will  be  a  further  dc])osit  with  time.  This  should  be  very  slight, 
however,  an<l  should  consist  only  of  fine  crystals  of  cream  of  tartar. 
The  formation  of  these  crystals  in  the  bottle  will  be  jirevented  if  a 
small  fjuantity  of  citric  acid  is  added  to  the  juice  before  filtering. 
The  ad<lition  of  this  acid  is  also  nearly  always  advisable  to  improve 
the  flavor  of  the  juice,  which  ^ith  ripe  vinifera  grajjcs  tend  to  be 
lacking  in  acidity.  Tartaric  acid  will  improve  the  flavor  in  the 
same  way,  but  will  not  prevent  the  formation  of  crystals.  iTom 
one  to  two  pounds  of  citric  acid  to  a  hundred  gallons  of  juice  is  all 
that  is  needed. 

The  clear  filtered  juice  should  pass  directly  into  bottles  which 
should  be  corked  and  sterilized  without  delay. 

The  bottles  should  be  carefully  cleaned  and  sterilized  with  boil- 
ing water  before  filling.     It  is  even  more  important  that  the  corks 


should  be  thoroughly  sterilized.  The  sterilization  of  the  corks  is 
more  difficult  as  resistant  mold  spores  may  be  lodged  in  the  crev- 
ices. It  can  be  accomplished  by  immersing  the  corks  for  five  min- 
utes in  boiling  water  to  which  has  been  added  1  per  cent  of  copper 
sulfate.  The  corks  should  then  be  kept  in  2  per  cent  solution  of 
metabisulfit  until  used.  Where  caps  are  used,  there  is  also  danger 
of  molding  unless  they  are  sterilized.  Copper  sulfate  can  not  be 
used  in  this  case  as  it  would  attack  the  metal  of  the  caps.  Boiling 
in  pure  water  for  fifteen  minutes  can  be  recommended. 

As  soon  as  the  clear  juice  is  bottled  and  corked,  it  should  re- 
ceive its  final  sterilization.  This  can  be  done  by  any  means  which 
raises  the  temperature  of  the  juice  in  every  part  of  the  bottle  to 
160  degrees  F.  This  temperature  should  be  maintained  for  at  least 
five  mhnites.  If  the  bottles  are  placed  upside  down  or  in  such  a 
position  that  the  cork  will  be  wet  with  the  juice  during  steriliza- 
tion, less  trouble  will  be  experienced  from  subsequent  molding  of 
the  corks. 

The  bottles  must  not  be  filled  too  full  or  the  expansion  ot  the 
juice  in  heating  will  drive  out  the  cork  or  burst  the  Dottie.  An  air 
space  of  about  V/i  inches  in  the  neck  is  necessary.  Even  then  the 
corks  may  be  driven  out  by  the  compressed  air,  so  it  is  necessary 
to  fasten  them  in  by  tying  with  string  or  with  some  of  the  devices 
made  for  this  purpose.  When  the  sterilizing  is  done  in  a  closed 
sterilizer  or  "autoclav,"  fastening  the  corks  is  not  necessary. 

The  clearing  of  the  juice  may  be  much  facilitated  and  hastened 
in  many  cases  by  "fining."  This  consists  in  adding  to  the  juice  a 
minute  quantity  of  a  substance  which  will  coagulate  and  settle  in 
the  liquid,  carrying  down  with  it  all  the  particles  of  solid  matter 
which  cause  the  cloudiness.  This  fining  can  be  applied  at  the  time 
of  the  first  pasteurization  or  just  before  the  final  filtration  and 
bottling. 

In  the  first  case,  just  as  soon  as  the  juice  is  cleared  by  defeca- 
tion, it  should  be  drawn  off,  thoroughly  mixed  with  the  finings 
and  pasteurized  into  the  settling  barrels  immediately.*  In  the  sec- 
ond case,  the  juice  from  the  settling  casks  is  drawn  ofif,  mixed  with 
finings  and  pasteurized  again  into  other  casks.  After  remaining 
until  clear,  it  is  bottled  directly  and  sterilized.  Instead  of  allowing 
it  to  settle  after  this  pasteurization,  it  may  be  passed  while  still  hot 
through  a  filter  and  bottled  directly.  When  this  is  done,  the  juice 
often  becomes  cloudy  again  a  short  time  after  bottling.  If  the  juice 
after  fining  and  heating  is  allowed  to  stand  for  a  few  hours  it  can 
often  be  made  permanently  clean  by  filtering. 

The  usual  method  is  to  fine  the  juice  after  settling  for  several 
months.  In  this  case,  an  extra  heating  is  necessary  just  before 
bottling.  If  the  fining  is  done  before  settling  this  extra  heating  is 
unnecessary. 

The  materials  used  in  fining  wine  can  be  used  for  grape  juice. 
The  amounts  used,  however,  will  diflfer,  owing  to  the  greater  cloudi- 
ness of  the  juice  and  the  presence  of  albuminoid  matters. 

The  commonest  finings  used  for  wine  is  equal  amounts  of  tannin 
and  gelatin.  If  gelatin  is  u,sed  in  grape  juice,  a  much  larger  amount 
of  tannin  will  be  necessary.  Good  results  have  been  obtained  by 
the  use  of  5  ounces  of  tannin  and  2  ounces  of  gelatin  to  100  gallons. 
Two  to  three  ounces  of  tannin  without  the  gelatin  would  probably 
be  efifective  in  some  cases  as  the  tannin  would  form  a  precipitate 
with  the  albuminoid  matters  of  the  juice.  The  tannin  should  be 
completely  dissolved  in  a  little  hot  water  and  thoroughly  mixed 
with  the  juice  before  adding  the  gelatin.  The  gelatin  should  then 
be  dissolved  in  hot  grape  juice  and  thoroughly  stirred  into  the  juice. 
These  finings  can  be  recommended  for  use  before  settling. 

Dried  egg  albumen  at  the  rate  of  4  ounces  to  100  gallons  of  juice 
without  tannin  may  be  used  for  the  late  fining  but  has  not  given 
good  results  before  settling. 

The  best  results  for  early  fining,  before  settling,  were  obtained 
by  the  use  of  Lactocol  or  Casein  at  the  rate  of  from  two  to  six 
ounces  per  100  gallons,  according  to  the  character  of  the  juice.  r,ac- 
tocol  is  more  convenient  to  use  as  it  dissolves  easily  in  warm  water. 
Casein  has  to  be  dissolved  with  the  aid  of  sodium  carbonate  or 
other  alkali.  Silicate  of  soda  at  the  rate  of  2  to  4  ounces  per  hun- 
dred gallons  gave  fair  results. 

Whenever  the  juice  does  not  become  bright  by  itself,  fining  is 
advisable.  Even  though  the  fining  is  not  completely  successful  in 
clearing  the  juice,  its  use  much  facilitates  the  final  filtration. 

*The  juice  may  be  filtered  a  few  hours  after  heating  with  the 
finings.  It  will  usually  remain  bright  after  this,  but  will  deposit 
cream  of  tartar. 
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ANTI-SALOON  LEAGUE  TACTICS  IN  OHIO. 

MR.  MORRIS  F.  WESTHEIMEJ^,  former  president  of  the 
National  Association .  of  Distillers  and  Wholesale  Liquor 
Dealers,  in  an  interview  pubHshed  in 'the  Cincinnati  "Enquirer," 
lias  declared  that  the  Anti-Saloon  League  is  inspiring  the  attacks 
on  the  new  Ohio  license  law.  Mr.  Westheimer  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  league  is  alligned  with  those  dealers  who  refuse  to  abide 
li\  the  findings  of  the  License  Commissioners.  Following  are  the 
most  pertinent  paragraphs  in  the  interview: 

"There  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  misinformation  about  this 
license  law.  In  the  first  place,  it  has  been  lost  sight  of  that  the 
])rovision  under  which  some  law-abiding  saloon  keepers  are  sud- 
denly and  without  warning  deprived  of  their  livelihood  and  their 
property,  is  not  due  to  the  license  law  at  all,  but  to  the  constitution 
iif  Ohio.  When  the  convention  was  in  session  the  liberal  forces 
stDod  behind  a  proposal  that  practically  embodied  the  present  law, 
with  the  exception  of  the  very  clause  that  is  causing  all  the  com- 
ment. The  liberals  were  in  favor  of  reducing  the  number  of  sa- 
loons; in  fact,  they  regarded  reducing  the  number  as  a  vital  ele- 
ment in  a  good  license  law,  but  they  urged  that  the  reduction  take 
place  gradually  and  through  natural  causes. 

'They  opposed  bitterly  the  present  clause.  But  the  Anti-Saloon 
League  fought  with  might  and  main  to  have  the  clause  inserted 
as  it  is,  l)ecause  they  thought  it  would  kill  the  whole  license  idea. 

"The  Anti-Saloon  I^eague,  therefore,  is  entirely  to  blame  for 
the  clause  in  question.  It  saw  in  the  elimination  of  some  3,000  re- 
tail dealers  in  the  State  a  means  to  secure  a  division  in  the  liberal 
forces,  with  the  result  that  the  league  is  now  attempting  to  organ- 
ize the  rejected  salooni.sts.  into  an  ally  for  the  league's  State-wide 
jirohibition  propaganda. 

■•The  Anti-Saloon  League  has  always  opposed  the  license  law 
because  it  sees  that  greatly  improved  conditions  in  the  retail  li(|uor 
business  may  be  obtained  through  its  operation.  The  life  of  the 
league  depends  upon  its  keeping  up  a  continual  agitation  of  the 
lic|uor  (lucstion. 

"In  order  to  make  its  point  against  the  license  law  the  league  is 
spreading  misleading  reports  and  arousing  rejected  dealers  to  op- 
pose the  law.  The  league  made  a  similar  alliance  two  years  ago 
in  Maine,  when  it  combined  with  the  bootleggers  and  blind-tiger 
keepers  in  the  effort  to  retain  prohibition  in  the  Maine  constitution. 

"The  Anti-Saloon  League  stated  in  a  local  paper  that  England 
was  the  only  country  where  compensation  was  recognized.  'I  his 
is  untrue.  When  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  absinthe  were  pro- 
hibited in  Switzerland,  the  State  granted  compensation  for  every 
one  engaged  in  the  trade,  from  the  distiller  to  the  men  and  women 
who  grew  the  herbs  from  which  absinthe  was  made. 

"In  England  there  is  a  regularly  constitued  State  authority  who 
has  in  his  keeping  a  State  fund  from  which  dealers  who  are  forced 
out  of  business  are  compensated  for  their  losses. 

"The  Anti-Saloon  League  is  opposed  to  compensation  because 

it  knows  that,  if  compensated,  every  liquor  man    in    the    country 

would  be  willing  to  go  out  of  the  Inisiness  without  protest  where 

the  people    decided    that    prohibiton    was    desirable.     The  league 

i  would  not  be  satisfied  with  this  arrangement,  however,  because, 

\  through  its  operation,  the  league's  officials  would  lose  their  well- 

,  paying  jobs. 

"With  the  exception  of  the  clause  for  sudden  elimination  the 

I  license  law  is  one  of  the  best  ever  devised  anywhere  in  the  world.

The  Zinfandel  of  fermentations  I  and  II  which  was  fermented 
in  the  usual  manner  without  sulfite  or  pure  yeast  showed  .63  per 
cent  of  unfermented  sugar.  This  would  not  have  beeti  serious  if 
the  wine  had  been  sound,  but  the  volatile  acid  had  increased  to  .14 
per  cent  and  a  microscopical  examination  showed  very  large  num- 
bers of  long  rod-shaped  bacteria.  Such  a  wine  as  this,  if  left  to 
itself,  is  sure  to  spoil  completely  during  the  first  warm  weather  of 
spring. 

The  Zinfandel  of  fermentations  X  and  XI  which  had  been  sul- 
fited  and  fermented  with  pure  yeast,  showed  .34  per  cent  of  unfer- 
mented sugar.  The  volatile  acid,  however,  was  normal  at  .078  per 
cent  and  the  microscope  showed  yeast  cells  of  uniform  appearance 
with  only  an  occasional  bacterial  rod.  Such  a  wine  can  be  safely 
handled  by  the  ordinary  cellar  methods  and  will  ferment  perfectly 
dry  during  the  spring. 

The  Barbera,  fermentation  XV,  which  was  sulfited  lightly,  but 
allowed  to  ferment  with  its  own  yeast  showed  1.6  per  cent  of  sugar 
on  February  3d.  The  volatile  acid  was  normal.  The  microscope 
revealed  many  yeast  cells  of  various  forms — ellipsoideus,  pastor- 
ianus,  and  apiculatus  types  and  a  few  bacteria.  By  April  10th  the 
sugar  had  fallen  to  .7  per  cent  and  there  was  every  indication  that 
the  wine  would  ferment  to  dryness  and  remain  sound. 

The  Green  Hungarian,  white  fermentation  IX,  in  1,500  gallon 
cask,  had  been  defecated  with  12  ounces  of  metabisulfite  and  fer- 
mented with  pure  yeast.  The  fermentation  had  been  very  long  and 
on  February  3d  the  wine  still  showed  .3  per  cent  of  unfermented 
sugar,  but  the  volatile  acid  was  quite  normal,  .074  per  cent.  The 
microscope  showed  the  sediment  to  be  almost  entirely  composed  of 
yeast  cells,  only  a  very  few  bacteria  being  found.  Tliis  wine  was 
cloudy  and  inferior  to  that  fermented  in  puncheons  but  will  un- 
doubtedly finally  become  dry  and  clear  and  is  in  no  danger  of  spoil- 
ing. 

The  Palomino,  white  fermentation  XI,  was  made  from  extremely 
defective  grapes,  crushed,  moldy  and  smelling  of  vinegar.  The 
yeast  was  evidently  injured  by  the  large  quantity  of  sulfite  used, 
and  the  sulfited  wine  still  showed  1.19  per  cent  of  sugar  when  a 
puncheon  of  the  .same  must  fermented  without  sulfite  was  practi- 
cally dry.  The  sediment  showed  an  abundance  of  yeast  and  very 
few  bacteria,  so  that  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  wine  will  complete 
its  fermentation  in  time.  The  comparatively  high  volatile  acidity, 
.12  per  cent,  is  probably  caused  by  abnormal  work  of  the  yeast  due 
to  its  weakened  condition.  This  high  volatile  acidity  does  not  in- 
thcatc  any  danger  of  spoiling  as  it  would  if  caused  by  bacteria,  and 
the  wine  is  in  no  danger  of  becoming  unsound.  A  much  smaller 
amount  of  sulfite,  however,  would  undoubtedly  have  given  better 
results  without  causing  the  "sulfur"  taste  which  the  wine  still 
shows. 

2.  Volatile  Acidity.  In  Tables  .';3  and  54  are  given  the  various 
determinations  <>(  the  volatile  acidity  of  the  wines  made  at  intervals 
from  a  few  days  after  the  completion  of  fermentation  until  six 
months  after.

As  shown  by  Table  53  the  volatile  acidity  in  all  the  sulfited  red 
wines  was  normal,  showing  a  clean  fermentation  and  absence  of 
bacterial  action.  In  one  wine,  Zinfandel  I  and  II,  fermented  in  the 
ordinary  way  without  sulfites,  the  volatile  acidity  commenced  to 
rise  almost  immediately  after  the  end  of  the  tumultuous  fermenta- 
tion and  continued  so  long  as  the  observations  extended.  This  is 
a  case  of  a  "stuck"  wine  and  shows  the  ordinary  course  of  a  young 
wine  containing  a  remnant  of  unfermented  sugar  and  large  c|uanti- 
ties  of  bacteria. 

In  the  Petite  Sirah  No.  VI,  also  an  ordinary  fermentation,  tlic 
volatile  acidity  remained  normal  for  about  four  months  following 
the  vintage.  During  the  first  warm  weather  of  spring,  however, 
the  volatile  acid  commenced  to  rise  and  by  April  10th  it  was  60  per 
cent  higher  than  that  of  Petite  Sirah  VII  and  VIII  fermented  with 
.sulfite  and  pure  yeast.  In  this  case  the  ordinary  fermentation  and 
that  in  which  .sulfite  was  used  were  successfully  brought  to  0  Ball- 
ing and  the  wines  were  both  practically  dry  when  analyzed.  The 
sulfited  wine  showed,  under  the  microscope,  a  clean  sediment  with 
very  few  bacteria,  while  the  unsulfited  showed  large  numbers  of 
bacteria  almost  from  the  beginning.  In  April  these  bacteria  were 
very  numerous.  They  consisted  of  long  and  short  rods  and  were 
not  vinegar  bacteria.  This  experirrient  shows  that  even  the  com- 
pletion of  the  fermentation  to  apparent  dryness  does  not  alvvay3_ 
prevent  the  increase  of  volatile  acid  in  unsulfited  wines. 

The  remaining  unsulfited  wine,  Zinfandel  No.  IX,  shows  a  pel 
fectly  normal  volatile  acidity  up  to  April  10th,  being  in  this  respel 
practically  identical  with  the  sulfited  Zinfandel  Nos.  X,  XI  maf 
from  the  same  grapes.  When  analyzed  on  l-'ebruary  3d  it  show^ 
only  .21  per  cent  of  unfermented  sugar  while  the  sulfited  wifi 
showed  .34  per  cent  at  the  same  date,  .\  microscopical  cxamin| 
tion  of  the  .sediment  showed  very  few  bacteria  in  the  sulfited  wiii 
but  a  larger  number  in  the  unsulfited. 

Both  wines  were  perfectly  sound  and  if  handled  properly  we] 
in  no  danger  of  deteriorating.     That  this  wine  No.  IX  kept'  bettj 
than  the  others  fermented  in  the  same  way  without  .sulfitinc  seer 
to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  stored  in  puncheons  immediatel 
after  fermentation:     This  view  is  corroborated    by    the    fact    tl 
there  was  no  abnormal  increase  of  the  volatile  acid  in  any  of  tl 
Green  Hungarian  wines  .stored  in  puncheons  whether  .sulfite  w| 
used  or  not.     The  increase  of  volatile  acidity  after  fermentation 
due  to  anaerobic  bacteria  which  grow  the  more  vigorously  the  be 
ter  they  are  protected  from  oxygen.     In  a  puncheon,  the  aeratic- 
through  the  pores  of  the  wood  is  much  greater  than  in  a  large  v:^ 
In  a  i)uncheon  of  180  gallo-is  the  ratio  of  the  surface  to  the  vokm 
is  about  4y,  times  greater  than  in  a  cask  of  l.SOO  gallons.  Supposiil 
the  wood  of  both  casks  to  be  of  the  same  kind  and  thickness,  ther 
fore,  the  wine  in  a  puncheon  is  aerated  bv  the  slow  penetration 
air  through  the  staves  and  head  4-^  times' as  much  as  the  wine  inl 
1  .WO  gallon  cask.     This  is  sufficient  to  account  for  the  quicker  finif 
of  the  fermentation  of  wines  stored    in    small    casks,    the    smalM 
growth  of  anaerobic  bacteria  and    the    better    development  of  t| 
wine.     The  use  of  sulfurous  acid  prevents  the  excessive  "-rowth 
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bacteria  even  in  the  large  casks,  but  it  does  not  overcome  the  slow- 
ness of  the  after  fermentation  or  of  the  development  of  the  wine. 

3.  Fixed  Acidity.  The  influence  of  sulfite  and  pure  yeast  on 
the  fixed  acidity  is  masked  in  the  red'  wines  by  unavoidable  varia- 
tions in  the  grapes  and  by  th^  difficulty  of  obtaining  a  representa- 
tive sample  before  fermentation.  The  errors  thus  introduced  are 
likelv  to  neutralize  each  othef  to  .some  extent  in  the  means  of  all 
the  wines.  The  figures  representing  the  average  acidity  found  in 
the  red  grapes  and  in  the  corresponding  red  wines  may  safely  be 
taken  as  representing  the  general  direction  of  the  influence  in  this  re- 
si>ect.  In  the  white  wines  the  observational  errors  are  much  smaller. 
The  white  grapes  were  all  crushed  into  the  same  vat  and  the  must 
from  this  vat  distributed  into  the  various  vats  and  puncheons  in 
which  the  experiments  were  made.  The  variations  in  the  composi- 
tion of  the  raw  material  and  in  the  samples  taken  for  analysis  are 
much  less  in  this  case.

"Madeira. — The  vintage,  as  a  result  of  a  sunless  and  damp  sutn- 
mer.  was  fully  a  fortnight  later  than  usual,  and  did  not  commence 
tmtil  the  second  week  in  September.  The  quantity  is  likely  to  be 
considerably  short  of  the  production  of  last  year,  and  the  quality 
will  not  be  above  the  average." 

"Algeria. — The  vintage  was  late,  especially  in  the  vineyards  sit- 
uated on  the  high  tablelands,  and,  owing  to  the  April  frosts,  the 
extreme  dryness  of  the  summer  and  the  August  sirocco,  the  yield  is 
below  the  average. 

"Australia. — The  brightest  spot  in  the  wine  trade  of  this  coun- 
try is  that,  notwithstanding  the  smaller  total  consumption  of  wine 
generally,  the  proportion  consumed  of  that  grown  within  our  own 
empire  is  constantly  on  the  increase,  and  it  looks  as  if  England  will 
be  a  market  for  many  years  to  come  for  all  that  can  be  spared  by 
the  commonwealth  of  Australia  after  her  own  needs  have  been  met." 


W.  AND  A.  GILBEY'S  SUMMARY  OF  THE  WORLD'S 
WINE  SITUATION. 


Messrs.  W.  and  A.  Gilbey  of  London  have  made  their  report  on 
the  world's  wine  situation.  It  shows  that  all  countries  in  Europe, 
excepting  Italy,  sufifered  severely  from  weather  conditions.  The 
report  follows : 

"The  crucial  period  of  the  flowering  of  the  vine  this  spring  left 
but  little  hope  of  an  average  crop  even  in  the  best  vineyards  of  Eu- 
ro])e.  The  rainy  weather  generally,  previous  to  the  gathering,  ac- 
companied in  many  parts  by  violent  storms  and  inroads  of  insects, 
made  it  more  than  unlikely  that  the  Euror>ean  vintage  of  1913 — with 
almost  the  single  exception  of  that  of  Italy — could  prove  to  be  sat- 
isfactory in  quality  any  more  than  in  ouantity. 

"France. — Taking  the  various  countries  seriatim,  we  first  men- 
tion France,  which  naturally  heads  the  list  as  being  the  largest  pro- 
ducer, the  largest  exporter,  and  also,  curiously  enough,  the  largest 
im])orter  of  wine.  Her  grape  harvest  may  roughly  be  said  to  be  but 
two-thirds  of  last  year's  crop,  and  in  view  of  her  ever-increasing 
consumption,  this  deficit  of  one-third  of  her  home  supply  will  be 
severely  felt. 

"Germany. — In  common  with  the  more  northern  part  of  Europe, 

we  regret  particularly  to  have  again  to  report  a  disappointing  year 

!  in  Germany,  where  the  vintage  in  the  Palatinate  and  Rhenish  Hesse 

;  only  terminated  at  the  end  of  October,  and  in  the  Rhinegau  and  the 

Moselle  as  late  as  the  first  days  of  November.     In  no  district  has 

there  been  more  than  half  a    crop,    while    in    some  vineyards  the 

■  bunches  of  grapes  were  so  few  that  there  will  scarcely  be  a  third 

or  even  a  fourth  of  an  average  yield. 

"Portugal. — The  vines  in  Portugal    api)earcd    to    be    unusually 

healthy  in  the  early  summer  after  the  two  preceding  well-ripened 

.vintages,  but  the  unsettled  weather  which  afterward  prevailed  pre- 

^  vented  their  full  development.     As  a  consequence  the  grapes  did 

■not  show  much  sweetness,  and  the  wines  generally  are  deficient  in 

both  body  and  color. 

"There  being  but  little    prospect    of    high-quality  wines  being 

made  in  the  Douro  this  year  many  of  the  vineyard  proprietors  did 

'not  go  to  the  expense  of  providing  the  grape-brandy  necessary  to 

'convert  their  produce  into  port  wine,  but  have  left  the  juice  in  its 

inatural  state  for  'consumo — i.  e.,  home  beverage  wine — or  else  for 

distillation  into  brandy  for  next  year's  port  vintage. 

I         "Spain.— In  the  Jerez  district  of  Andalusia  operations  were  car- 

[  !ried  out  under  favorable  conditions,  but  the  yield  is  much  below 

that  of  last  year. 

"The  cost  of  casks  in  Spain  is  troubling  the  growers,  as  in  al- 
f  imost  all  other  wine-producing  countries,  there  being  a  great  scar- 
city of  wood  suitable  for  the  cooperage. 

"Italy. — Italy  has  been  favored  this  year  more  than  any  other 
]wine-growing  country  in  Europe,  and  it  is  officially  estimated  that 
:he  yield  will  be  1280  million  gallons,  against  970  million  gallons 
n  1912,  938  million  gallons  in  1911,  and  644  million  gallons  in  1910, 
o  that  the  production  this  year  is  double  that  of  1910.  Italy  cot- 
cqucntly  stands  in  1913  at  the  head  of  wine-growing  countries  for 
luantity  ]5ro(luccd. 

"Austro-Hungary. — Notwithstanding  the  damage  done  to  the 
ines  by  the  inclemency  of  the  winter,  and  by  the  severe  frosts  in 
\pril,  the  sunny  weather  in  September  and  October  induced  a  fairly 
\en  ripening  of  the  grapes  throughout  the  Austrian  Empire,  and 


SONOMA  NOTES. 

On  the  6th  of  December  100  grape  growers  of  Sonoma  County 
met  in  Cloverdale  and  endorsed  the  action  taken  by  the  Sonoma 
County  Grape  Protective  Association  toward  holding  a  convention 
after  the  first  of  the  new  year  to  launch  the  campaign  to  oppose  the 
■State-wide  Prohibition  movement.  Mr.  H.  F.  Stoll,  secretary  of 
the  State  Grape  Growers'  Association,  made  an  address,  in  the 
course  of  which  he  outlined  what  had  been  done  nationally  and  in 
the  State  of  California  in  behalf  of  the  preservation  of  the  wine  in- 
dustry. He  also  told  of  the  plans  of  the  Prohibitionists  to  make 
California  a  dry  State  next  year.  The  meeting  was  a  very  success- 
ful one. 

The  meeting  of  grape  growers  held  at  Santa  Rosa  to  discuss  the 
State-wide  Prohibition  movement  was  successful  in  the  superlative 
degree. 

A  sale  of  160,000  gallons  of  wine  was  made  to  the  Riverside 
\Mnery  on  the  12th  of  December.  The  price  paid  was  21  cents  a 
gallon.  Winemakers  generally  believe  that  better  prices  will  pre- 
vail later  on. 

Mr.  John  Greott  of  the  Alpine  Winery  is  shipping  carload  lots 
of  wine  to  Missouri,  where  a  large  demand  has  set  in  for  California 
wines.

ADULTERATION  AND  MISBRANDING  OF  GRAPE-ALL 
AND  GRAPE  CIDER. 


UKIAH  NOTES. 

The  Ukiah  plant  of  the  French-American  Wine  Company 
crushed  1,723  tons  of  wine  grapes  during  the  past  season.  The 
grapes  were  of  very  good  cpiality,  the  percentage  of  sugar  beins; 
high. 

Mr.  S.  Wurtenburg,  the  oldest  resident  of  Ukiah,  makes  the 
])rediction  that  the  good  grape  land  of  Mendocino  County  will  be 
worth  $1,000  an  acre  in  the  future.  He  bases  his  prediction  on 
observations  which  he  made  in  Germany  on  the  Rhine.  Conditions 
on  the  Rhine,  according  to  him,  are  very  similar  to  those  in  Men- 
docino. Grape  land  on  the  Rhine  is  now  selling  for  $1,000  an  acre. 
Twenty  years  ago  it  was  selling-  for  $250  and  $300.  Mr.  Wurten- 
burg believes  that  the  grape  land  of  Mendocino  will  some  day  be 
the  most  valuable  in  the  county. 

Senator  .Sanford  of  Ukiah  has  made  a  statement  to  the  efifect 
that  he  does  not  believe  that  it  would  be  wise  for  the  people  of 
Mendocino  County  to  favor  county-wide  prohibition  until  after 
world-wide  prohibition  is  accomplished.  He  says :  "If  wine  is  not 
made  in  Mendocino  County  it  will  be  made  elsewhere  as  long  as 
there  is  a  market  for  it.  Therefore  it  does  not  seem,  exactly  right 
that  this  county  should  lose  an  industry  which  gives  a  living  for 
many  men  and  women.  When  Prohibition  becomes  world-wide, 
then,  and  not  till  then,  should  Mendocino  adopt  Prohibition."  The 
Senator  has  very  often  been  referred  to  as  the  Rip  Van  Winkle  of 
Mendocino  County.  It  is  pleasant  to  make  note  of  the  fact  that  li 
is  waking  up. 


The  Dei)artmcnt  of  .Agriculture  has  i.ssued  a  notice  of  judgment 
in  the  ca.sc  of  United  States  v.  Eli  H.  Dunn  and  T.  H.  Dunn  of 
Kansas  City.  Missouri.  Eli  H.  Dunn  entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and 
was  fined  $.50  and  costs  for  adulteration  and  misbranding  of  grajjc- 
all  and  grape  cider.

It  looks  as  though  the  grape  growers  and  winemakers  of  Cali- 
fornia were  beginning  to  realize  the  danger  that  confronts  them  in 
connection  with  the  State-wide  prohibition  fight  that  is  to  take 
place  in  November,  1914. 

In  every  viticultural  section  of  the  State  meetings  are  being 
held  and  volunteer  workers  by  the  score  are  offering  to  do  all  in 
their  power  to  help  snow  under  the  prohibition  amendment  good 
and  plenty. 

From  Geyserville,  in  Sonoma  County,  the  Grape  Growers'  As- 
sociation of  California  has  received  an  interesting  letter  from  Mr. 
Edward  Wilkinson,  which  we  reproduce  herewith : 

Geyserville,  Cal.,  January  7,  1914. 
Mr.  H.  F.  Stoll,  45  Kearny  St.,  San  Francisco,  Cal. 

Dear  Sir:  While  only  a  small  rancher  of  this  vicinity  and  not 
as  largely  interested  in  viticulture,  yet,  through  justice  to  the  in- 
dustry and  those  whose  money  is  tied  up  in  it,  I  think  it  no  more 
than  my  duty  to  express  not  only  my  own  feelings  but  those  also 
who  have  mortgages  to  meet  and  who  have  the  savings  of  a  life- 
time represented  in  their  little  homes,  hence  will  venture  a  few  sug- 
gestions, which  I  will  endeavor  to  present  in  as  coherent  and  log- 
ical form  as  I  can. 

First,  let  there  be  a  petition  drafted  and  a  part  of  it  placed  in 
every  saloon  in  the  State,  the  subject  of  said  petition  to  mean  that, 
as  the  prohibition  law  if  passed  will  destroy  the  homes  and  prop- 
erty of  the  majority  of  the  vineyardists  of  the  State  and  those 
vineyards  were  planted,  reared  and  worked  in  a  just  and 
lawful  manner.  That  the  said  vineyardists  having  their  vineyards 
destroyed  or  the  vintage  in  any  way  be  destroyed  or  any  of  the  in- 
dustry that  may  be  effected  by  said  law,  that  the  industry  be  recom- 
pensed for  their  losses  as  follows,  to-wit :  that  those  voting  pro- 
hibition be  caused  to  signed  their  names  and  give  their  address  at 
the  polls  and  that  said  prohibition  voters  be  taxed  for  the  reimburs- 
ing of  said  losses. 

Second,  that  in  the  event  of  the  South  insisting  on  prohibition 
that  a  petition  in  referendum  be  put  before  the  people,  said  petition 
to  fundamentally  contain  a  division  of  the  State  into  North  and 
South  California  as  are  the  Carolinas.  Those  are  only  suggestions 
and  are  without  definite  form,  but  if  put  before  Mr.  Juilliard  some- 
thing more  concise  and  to  the  point  may  be  reached. 

Trusting  something  permanent  will  be  done  and  wishing  you

THE  NEW  "CORDIAL"  INTRODUCED  INTO  BOLIVIA.

Mr.  Clarence  M.  Leavey  of  the  Crown  Distilleries  Company  is 
responsible  for  the  following  story,  and  this  fact  should  be  sufficient 
for  authenticating  purposes : 

A  representative  of  the  company  visited  a  section  of  Bolivia 
some  time  ago.  He  had  a  full  assortment  of  liquors.  The  natives 
knew  little  about  the  goods  and  so  sampled  nearly  everything  with- 
out expressing  any  satisfaction.  Finally  a  merchant  tried  some  gin 
cocktail  and  decided  that  he  had  found  a  winner.  He  ordered  25 
cases,  as  a  trial.  The  order  was  cabled  by  private  code.  Instead 
of  using  the  cipher  for  "25,"  the  cipher  for  "500"  was  used.  When 
the  company  in  San  Francisco  received  the  message  it  insisted  on 
a  verification  and  the  order,  being  confirmed,  was  fulfilled,  the  500 
cases  being  sent  on  their  way  forthwith.  Lately  the  representative 
who  secured  the  order  was  a  guest  at  a  dinner  given  by  the  mer- 
chant in  Bolivia.  He  partook  of  a  very  sumptuous  meal  with  vari- 
ous wines.  When  the  affair  was  nearly  terminated  he  was  sur- 
prised by  the  merchant,  who  asked  him  if  he  wouldn't  try  one  of 
those  cordials  which  he  had  praised  so  much  in  making  the  500-case 
sale.  Dumbfounded,  the  representative  submitted  to  the  ordeal. 
Aher  he  had  forced  the  gin  cocktail  to  do  its  best  to  serve  him  as 
a  cordial  he  was  told  by  his  merchant  customer  that  the  500  cases 
had  been  sold  and  that  the  reputation  of  the  gin  cocktail  as  a  cordial 
was  thoroughly  established  in  that  part  of  Bolivia, 
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TRADE  OF   1913 


THERE  are  many  interesting  features  in  the  statistics  of  trade  for  the  year  that  has  just  passed.  In  addition  to  the  othei 
points  worthy  of  note  we  wish  to  call  the  reader's  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  is  the  first  time  since  the  great  disaster 
which  overtook  San  Francisco  in  1906  that  the  railroad  companies  have  furnished  figures  in  relation  to  the  trade  of  the  yeai 
gone  by. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  general  falling  of?  in  trade  in  many  lines.  This  may  be  attributed  to  the  uniformly 
depressed  conditon  of  business  throughout  the  United  States. 

The  outlook  for  the  coming  year  is  very  bright,  excepting,  of  course,  the  gloom  that  is  cast  by  the  menace  of  prohibition.  But 
it  is  hoped  that  this  cloud  will  be  made  a  fleeting  one  through  the  combined  efforts  of  the  trade. 

The  exports  by  sea  were  6,933  cases  and  12,935,239  gallons,  and  exports  by  rail  52,000  cases  (estimated),  and  11,154,000  gallons, 
making  a  grand  total  of  58,933  cases  and  24,089,639  gallons.  ' 

Comparative  figures  of  exports  of  California  wines  by  sea  were  less  in  1913  than  in  1912,  as  far  as  bulk  was  concerned,  but  the 
value  of  the  wines  exported  was  in  excess  of  that  of  the  previous  year.  While  4,455  cases  and  302,984  gallons  less  were  exported,  the 
value  was  $67,971  more.  Exports  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands  remained  about  as  in  1912.  Those  to  the  Philippine  Islands  showed  a 
steady  increase.     Exports  to  Alaska  decreased. 

Less  brandy  was  exported  than  in  1912.  Compared  with  1911  the  year  was  favorable.  Hawaii  took  less  and  the  Philippines 
and  Central  America  more  than  in  1912.  | 

Whisky  exports  showed  a  recovery.  They  amounted  to  4,344  cases,  3,691  gallons  and  $39,452  more  than  in  1912,  and  exceed 
the  figures  of  1911  substantially.  Exports  to  Hawaii  and  British  Columbia  increased  largely.  During  the  three  past  years  there 
has  been  a  constant  expansion  of  trade  with  these  territories.  Large  increases  are  shown  for  Central  America,  but  a  material  de^ 
crease  was  recorded  for  the  Philippine  Islands,  which  show  a  constant  decrease  during  the  past  three  years. 

Exports  of  beer  were  3,942  packages,  or  $36,233  more  than  in  1912,  and  4,902  packages,  or  $43,102  more  than  in  1911.  Con- 
stant increase  is  shown  for  Hawaii  and  the  Philippine  Islands  during  the  past  three  years.     Alaska  showed  an  increase  for  the  year. 

Miscellaneous  wines  and  liquors  showed  a  falling  off  in  value  to  the  extent  of  $3,795;  235  cases  more,  210  packages  less  and 
four  gallons  less  were  exported  than  in  1912.  For  the  Hawaiis  a  constant  increase,  and  for  the  Philippines  a  constant  decrease  is 
shown  for  the  three  past  years. 

In  1913  exports  of  cherries  in  Maraschino  made  a  recovery.  Champagne  and  gin  showed  large  gains,  and  grape  juice  and  cor- 
dials fell  away  badly. 

Importations  of  ale,  porter  and  stout,  champagne,  brandy,  beer,  whisky  and  sake  steadily  decreased,  while  wine,  liquors,  gin, 
bitters,  cordials  and  Fernet  increased  constantly.  Importations  of  absinthe  ceased  altogether;  34,374  cases  of  Vermouth  were  im- 
ported, or  6,665  less  than  in  1912.  I

ALCOHOLIC  DRINKS  THAT  GET  YOU. 


If  scientists  don't  stop  discovering  the  new  ways  that  alcoholic 
liquors  do  benefit  to  human  beings  Prohibitionists  will  have  to  re- 
arrange their  plan  of  campaign.  During  the  past  five  years  the  fol- 
lowing events  have  taken  place  in  this  connection : 

German  medical  men  discovered  that  wine  cures  indigestion 
and  dyspepsia. 

Italian  medical  men  discovered  that  wine  prevents  appendicitis. 

French  medical  men  discovered  that  wine  prolongs  life  by  kill- 
ing active  microbes  of  typhoid  fever  and  tuberculosis  in  water. 

English  medical  men  discovered  that  ale,  beer  and  porter  pre- 
vent aenemia  in  nursing  mothers. 

French  medical  men  discovered  that  absinthe  prevents  malaria. 

German  medical  men  discovered  that  whisky  cures  diabetes. 

Dutch  medical  men  discovered  that  gin  cures  bladder  troubles. 

A  regular  menu  might  be  made  up  of  alcoholic  drinks  to  be 
served  to  people  who  wish  to  prolong  their  lives.  Prohibitionists 
would  undoubtedly  object  to  such  on  the  ground  that  longevity  is 
not  desirable  if  dependent  on  alcohol.  The  W.  C.  T.  \J.  has  already 
gone  on  record  as  saying  that  no  industry  is  worthy  of  conservation 
if  conserved  by  alcohol.  But  a  short  step  would  have  to  be  taken 
to  condemn  longevity  if  promoted  by  alcohol.  And  then  another 
short  step  would  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  life  itself  is  not  worth 
while  if  it  depends  on  alcohol.

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NEWS  FROM  OAKLAND. 


Oakland,  January  29,  1914. 

It  is  nearly  time  that  Mayor  Mott  had  sent  to  San  Francisco  for 
a  piano  tuner  or  organ  grinder  to  work  in  Oakland  for  a  month. 
The  moral  tone  of  the  city  needs  improvement.  The  Anti-Saloon 
organ,  the  "Tribune,"  and  the  prohibitionist  sheet,  the  "Enquirer," 
do  not  harmonize.  The  "Tribune"  rendition  of  "Look  not  upon  the 
wine  when  'tis  red,"  won't  respond  euphoniously  to  the  notes  of 
the  "Enquirer."     Oakland  is  disturbed  by  the  discordance. 

The  "Enquirer"  refers  to  the  "Tribune"  as  the  "harlot  of  Eighth 
Street,"  and  the  "Tribune"  calls  the  "Enquirer"  the  "harradin 
painted  by  the  slush  of  the  gutter."  Other  epithets  altogether  too 
gross  for  presentation  in  these  columns  are  made  use  of  by  both 
papers,  each  posing  as  holier  than  the  other.  Hence,  the  putting 
out  of  tune  of  the  morals  of  this  community.  What  makes  mat- 
ters bad  is  the  fact  that  the  free  and  unlimited  vituperations  of  the 
two  papers  appear  in  the  regular  editorial  columns  of  the  "family 
editions."  They  should  appear  only  in  the  "fish  market  editions." 
Something  should  be  done  to  prevent  minors  from  reading  the  edi- 
torials. As  boys  and  girls  of  tender  years  are  not  allowed  to  enter 
saloons  because  of  the  danger  of  contamination  they  certainly 
should  not  be  allowed  to  read  the  editorials  in  these  two  papers. 
There  is  more  likelihood  that  young  people  may  be  corrupted  by 
what  they  read  in  the  "Tribune"  and  "Enquirer"  than  by  what  they 
may  hear  in  the  bar-rooms. 

Intemperance  is  the  order  of  the  day  in  Oakland.  Editors  do 
not  attempt  to  control  the  propensity  to  indulge  in  billingsgate  and 
clergymen  keep  pace  with  them  in  an  unbridled  excess  of  calumny. 
Saloonkeepers  have  an  excellent  opportunity  to  take  matters  in 
hand  and  teach  the  community  some  valuable  lessons  in  temper- 
ance. 

The  Oakland  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  has  alligned 
itself  with  the  Anti-Saloon  League  in  the  movement  to  destroy  the 
saloon  business.  This  is  the  first  time  that  this  order  has  com- 
promised itself  in  such  a  way.     It  will  be  taught  a  lesson. 

In  a  recent  spasm  of  remorse  the  "Enquirer"  says,  while  consid- 
ering the  ruin  that  will  be  brought  upon  those  who  are  engaged  in 
the  liquor  industry  if  200  of  the  saloons  of  Oakland  are  closed : 
"What  is  to  become  of  these  men  and  their  families,  numbering 
some  5000  souls  in  all?  Are  they  to  be  sent  into  the  streets  to  join 
the  already  overcrowded  army  of  the  unemployed?  Will  they  be 
compelled  to  deny  their  children  the  right  of  an  adequate  educa- 
tion in  order  that  they  may  be  put  to  work  in  factories  to  help  to 
keep  the  wolf  from  the  door?" 

The  "Tribune"  does  not  waste  any  sympathy  on  its  victims :  It 
criticizes  the  "Enquirer"  in  the  following  language.  "The  'En- 
quirer' prints  a  column  of  sob  stufif  as  an  editorial  lamenting  over 
the  woes  of  the  families  of  bartenders  who  will  be  thrown  out  of 
work  as  soon  as  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  saloons  takes  place. 
It  can  only  be  construed  as  an  argument  in  favor  of  voting  for  the 
ordinance  prepared  by  the  saloonkeepers." 

True  to  its  passion  to  destroy,  the  "Tribune"  denies  that  it  has 
any  conscience. 

On  the  12th  of  January  sixty  liquor  licenses  were  renewed  in 
Oakland. 

Mr.  George  C.  Catlett,  a  salesman  for  the  California  Wine  As- 
.sociation,  passed  away  in  Oakland  on  the  9th  of  January.  He  was 
58  years  of  age  and  a  native  of  Indiana. 

The  day  for  the  election  on  the  Oakland  saloon  question  has 
been  decided  upon  by  the  city  council.  It  will  be  the  17th  of 
February. 

"Oakland  or  Soakland?"  is  the  slogan  of  the  fanatics.  "Oak- 
land or  Deadtown?"  might  do  for  the  rest  of  the  people. 

Daily  meetings  are  being  held  in  Oakland  by  the  Public  Welfare 
League.  The  Rev.  D.  M.  Gandier  is  the  principal  speaker.  If  the 
saloonmen  could  only  induce  the  Rev.  Irving  Bristol  to  speak  with 
Gandier  they  would  have   a   double    triumph.     Both  the  reverend 
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gentlemen  have  brought  defeat  on  their  party  wherever  they  have 
spoken.  Every  rousing  meeting  presided  over  by  the  two  gentle- 
men served  to  arouse  the  people  to  a  sense  of  peril  and  the  result 
has  been  a  triumph  of  reason  over  bigotry. 

Mr.  Henry  Lottman,  an  old-time  Oaklander,  has  purchased  the 
Oriental  saloon  on  Ferry  street,  Martinez,  from  O.  L.  Rose.  He 
will  improve  the  place  and  make  it  a  headquarters  for  those  from 
the  western  section  of  the  county  who  visit  the  city. 

On  the  5th  of  January  the  city  council  of  Gilroy  passed  an  or- 
dinance limiting  the  number  of  saloons  in  the  city  to  fifteen.  As 
there  are  just  fifteen  saloons  in  the  city  no  harm  has  been  done  and 
improvement  will  follow.

STRAY  NOTES  ABOUT  SAN  FRANCISCO. 


On  the  5th  of  January  Attorney  J.  A.  Devoto  requested  tlie 
Election  Commissioners  to  rescind  their  action  ordering  the  pro- 
posed new  saloon  license  law  to  be  submitted  at  the  general  election 
next  November.  He  asked  that  a  special  election  be  called  at  once. 
The  board  denied  the  request  and  Devoto  gave  notice  that  he  would 
begin  mandamus  proceedings. 

The  San  Francisco  petition  for  an  election  on  State-wide  pro- 
hibition contained  162  signatures,  and  of  these  56  were  declared  to 
be  invalid.  Total  net  signatures  were  106.  There  are  about  100,- 
000  voters  in  San  Francisco. 

Chief  of  Police  White  declares  that  nobody  has  a  right  to  order 
and  pay  for  a  dozen  drinks  in  a  bar-room  at  two  minutes  to  2 
o'clock  a.  m.,  and  then  remain  until  all  the  liquor  paid  for  is  con- 
sumed. The  saloons  must  close  at  2  a.  m.  sharp,  according  to  the 
Chief,  and  if  lights  are  not  out  at  that  time  the  police  are  likely  to 
appear.

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Mr.  H.  Lan^e  Suggests  Laws  to  Counteract  Prohibition 


Mr.  H.  Lange  of  the  firm  of  B.  Arnhold  &  Company,  proprie- 
tors of  the  Inglenook  Vineyard,  suggests  the  use  of  countervailing 
petitions  to  oiifset  the  initiative  petitions  which  are  becoming  so 
numerous  in  California  under  the  new  order  of  things. 

"The  time  has  come  when  the  taxpayers  of  this  State  must  as- 
sert themselves,"  Mr.  Lange  says.  "Through  the  efforts  of  a  few 
inefficient  and  hysterical  members  of  society,  petitions  are  being 
constantly  drawn  up  and  filed  to  bring  about  elections,  the  cost  of 
which  is  paid  entirely  by  the  taxpayers.  As  a  result,  taxation  is 
becoming  oppressive.  To  protect  themselves  against  the  tendency 
of  hare-brained  people  to  cause  elections  on  every  imaginable  sub- 
ject at  the  expense  of  property  owners,  the  taxpayers  should  have 
laws  enacted  which  will  put  a  stop  to  the  constant  incursions  into 
their  resources. 

"There  should  be  a  law  to  permit  of  the  circulation  and  filing 
of  countervailing  petitions  whenever  initiative  petitions  are  circu- 
lated and  filed.  Whenever  it  should  be  found  that  the  countervail- 
ing ])etitions  outweigh  the  initiative  petitions,  elections  asked  for 
bv  the  circulators  of  the  latter  should  not  be  called.  In  this  way 
the  taxpayers  would  be  saved  the  expense  incurred  by  elections 
called  by  every  Tom.  Dick,  Harry  and  Eliza  Jane,  whose  brains  are 
bothered  with  a  single  idea. 

"As  a  matter  of  self-protection  elections  should  be  prevented 
by  taxpayers  whenever  reason  demands.  Social  and  political 
economy  will  not  support  any  further  costly  electoral  operations 
such  as  have  been  eflfected  during  the  past  year. 

"Taxpayers  are  being  taxed  to  the  extreme.  They  can  bear  no 
more.  Oppression  has  reached  its  limit.  Caprices  of  new-made 
lawmakers  can  no  longer  be  catered  to.  Elections  are  becoming 
a  source  of  regular  amusement  to  a  large  element  of  the  population 
and  this  element  is  composed  of  people  who  do  not  pay  taxes.  To 
amuse  irresponsible  visionaries  and  neurotics,  taxpayers  are  being 
made  to  work  and  worry  overtime.  It  is  purely  a  case  of  taxation 
without  representation,  and  the  time  for  revolt  has  arrived.  Vig- 
orous action  must  be  taken  to  put  an  end  to  the  initiative  petition 
imposition." 

Referring  to  the  initiative  petition  for  State-wide  prohibition  in 
California,  Mr.  Lange  said : 

"The  fanatics  who  would  destroy  industry  in  order  to  re-estab- 
lish the  customs  of  the  stone  age  are  well  on  the  way  to  have  a  con- 
stitutional amendment  prohibiting  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors. 
While  we  are  awaiting  the  issue  it  might  be  well  to  try  to  have 
enacted  a  constitutional  amendment  to  prevent  the  confiscation  or 
ruination  of  established  business.  Then  let  us  see  which  amend- 
iment  will  appeal  the  more  strongly  to  the  common  sense  of  the 
'people  of  California  and  the  United  States  at  large.  Let  us  have 
a  constitutional  amendment  proposed  to  the  effect  that  any  person 
jwhose  business  is  terminated  by  legislative  or  electoral  action 
shall  be  compensated  in  full  for  the  privation  suffered.  It  is  mani- 
ifestly  unjust  to  authorize  and  encourage  men  to  engage  in  busi- 
ness and,  after  they  invest  their  fortunes,  to  later  on  cause  them 
|to  lose  all  they  have  because  a  certain  set  of  people  or  the  whole 
'people  decide  that  the  business  must  be  done  away  with.  If  pro- 
hibition is  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  let  the  people  pay  for  it.  If 
^die  people  are  honest  there  is  nothing  else  for  them  to  do  but  com- 
pensate these  persons  engaged  in  the  liquor  traffic  if  it  is  decided 
iccording  to  law  that  the  traffic  must  be  prohibited. 

"It  appears  to  me  that  prohibition,  as  at  present  proposed,  can 
lot  be  enacted  legally  in  the  United  States.  The  legality  of  con- 
iscation  should  be  looked  into.  Confiscation  is  manifestly  im- 
noral  and.  therefore,  it  must  be  illegal. 

J  "Prohibition  would  destroy  the  viticultural  industry  of  the 
:>tate  of  CaHfornia.  This  is  one  of  the  vital  industries  of  the 
•itate.  It  has  been  recognized  by  the  United  States  government 
hrough  the  establishment  of  experimental  stations  in  California 
I  nd  it  has  been  recognized  by  the  State  government  of  California 
Ihrough  the  creation  of  a  viticultural  commission.  It  is  a  source 
f  wealth,  producing  over  $30,000,000  annually  for  the  people  of 


the  State;  it  is  a  field  of  investment  in  which  capital  to  the  extent 
of  $150,000,000  is  already  placed,  and  it  is  an  outlet  for  labor,  giv- 
ing employment  to  15,000  persons.  Those  who  would  destroy  the 
wine  industry  attack  capital  and  labor  at  the  same  time.  And, 
when  all  the  damage  shall  have  been  done,  they  will  look  to  the) 
taxpayer  to  provide  the  deficit  that  will  be  created. 

"It  is,  therefore,  clearly  the  taxpayers'  duty  to  have  a  counter- 
vailing petition  law  passed.  A  law  should  be  made  so  that  perni- 
cious initiative  petitions  could  be  set  aside  before  they  can  do  any 
damage. 

"The  element  that  starts  the  initiative  petitions  has  nothing  to 
lose.  The  petitioners  are  not  taxpayers.  If  they  are  defeated  at 
the  election  they  lose  nothing.  All  they  succeed  in  doing  is  to  in- 
crease the  expenses  of  the  taxpayers  and  gouge  innocent  people. 
The  situation  must  be  remedied.  Signers  of  initiative  petitions 
should  be  subjects  of  investigation.  Their  pasts  should  be  looked 
into.     Their  purposes  should  be  exposed. 

"Industries  must  be  protected.  That  is  one  of  the  objects  of 
government.  Let  us  see  that  the  government  protects  the  wine 
industry  and  let  us  provide  laws  to  help  the  government  in  its  work 
of  protection.     We  should  be  no  longer  at  the  mercy  of  fanatics. 

"I  am  somewhat  skeptical  as  to  the  outlook  as  far  as  prohibition 
is  concerned  in  this  State.  While  I  believe  that  the  prohibition- 
ists will  be  defeated  it  is  my  opinion  that  we  must  fight  them  in 
every  corner  of  the  State.  There  is  no  doubt  that  we  have  the 
strength  and  the  ability  to  whip  them  soundly,  but  we  must  not 
hesitate  to  apply  full  strength  and  ability  in  the  contest. 

"Plans  will  be  developed  steadily  for  the  coming  campaign,  but 
they  are  not  likely  to  fructify  until  the  vintage  season.  Climatic 
conditions  indicate  a  large  vintage  and  we  will  know  what  to  do 
when  the  vintage  time  comes. 

"There  will  certainly  be  a  hard  fight  and  the  sum  and  substance 
of  the  fight  will  be  for  and  against  the  survival  of  the  wine  industry 
of  California." 


REVIEW  OF  THE  VINTAGE  OF  1913. 


By  C.  E.  Bundschu. 

The  vintage  of  1913  is  over,  and  we  are  now  able  to  get  the 
final  results. 

The  amount  of  sweet  wines  made,  according  to  latest  reports, 
is  not  as  large  as  the  year  before.  There  are  possibly  two  reasons 
for  this,  the  exceptional  climatic  conditions,  making  it  possible  to 
ship  a  great  many  table  grapes  to  the  eastern  markets,  which  in 
former  years  generally  had  to  be  sold  to  the  wineries  and,  aside 
from  this,  the  very  hot  weather  just  before  the  vintage  dried  the 
grapes  to  such  an  extent  that  the  final  results  were  somewhat  dis- 
appointing. 

Prices  for  sweet  wines  are  very  firm,  and  we  do  not  look  for- 
ward to  any  decline  in  values. 

In  the  dry  wine  district  conditions  seem  to  have  been  just  the 
opposite.  The  vintage  this  year  was  larger  than  the  year  1912. 
Unfortunately,  however,  the  wines  are  not  of  as  good  quality  this 
vear,  a  great  many  wines  lacking  in  color  and  alcohol.  The  wine- 
makers  experienced  unusual  conditions  during  the  harvest  season. 
The  grapes  came  to  the  wineries  so  ripe  that  they  were  not  able 
to  control  the  fermentation  properly.  Thus  you  will  find  at  the 
present  time  a  number  of  cellars  with  poorly  fermented  wines, 
some  of  which  will  eventually  have  to  be  distilled.  Cellars  of 
sound  dry  wines  are  commanding  good  prices. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal,  giving  us  an  oppor- 
tunity to  ship  our  goods  to  foreign  markets  at  a  reasonable  freight 
rate,  and  anticipating  an  influx  of  foreigners  into  this  State,  which 
we  hope  will  help  to  increase  our  home  consumption,  we  see  no 
reason  why  the  year  before  us  should  not  be  a  satisfactory  one: 
The  Exposition  of  1915  will  also  be  one  of  the  biggest  opportunities 
that  the  California  wine  man  has  had,  as  it  will  be  possible  for  him 
to  show  the  quality  of  California  wines  and  will  also  be  an  oppor- 
tunity for  us  to  educate  the  people  to  the  use  of  California  wine 
and  convince  them  that  wine  is  truly  a  temperance  drink.  There 
is  much  to  be  done',  and  it  behooves  every  wine  man  to  put  his 
shoulder  to  the  wheel  and  make  the  viticultural  exhibit  in  1915 
an  educational  display  that  will  revert  many  fold  to  the  vineyardist 
as  well  as  the  merchant.

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Some  Food  for  Thought 


The  arguments  of  Rev.  Harcourt  W.  Peck  of  Redlands  seem  to 
puncture  all  the  objections  raised  by  the  Anti-Saloon  League  lead- 
ers who  refused  to  co-operate  with  the  prohibitionists  in  putting 
State-wide  prohibition  oh  the  ballot  in  November,  1914.  He  gives 
nine  reasons  why  November,  1914,  is  as  good  as  any  other  time  for 
such  an  election,  and  we  hope  that  everyone  interested  in  the  wine 
and  liquor  business  will  carefully  consider  the  following  ideas  which 
he  advances. 

"First.  The  churches  and  the  prohibition  party  have  been  edu- 
cating the  people  of  the  State  for  nearly  fifty  years.  In  addition, 
the  Anti-Saloon  League  has  been  doing  that  very  work  for  over 
fifteen  years.  How  much  longer  do  we  need  to  educate  before  we 
bring  on  a  test  and  find  where  we  stand  and  what  are  the  vulnerable 
places  in  the  enemy's  line. 

"Second.  The  best  possible  and  speediest  way  of  educating  the 
people  of  California  would  be  to  bring  on  a  campaign  all  over  the 
State  which  would  prevent  the  liquor  forces  concentrating  at  any 
local  point  in  the  State,  and, 

"Third,  also  prevent  them  sending  any  financial  or  other  aid  to 
their  friends  in  the  fourteen  other  States  of  the  Union  which  are 
going  to  vote  on  the  liquor  question  in  1914,  and  in  that  way  our 
State  campaign  would  assist  the  other  States  to  win  their  victories. 

"Fourth.  We  have  no  possible  guarantee,  whatever,  that  the 
State  would  be  in  any  better  shape  for  a  victory  in  1916  than  in  1914. 

"Fifth.  On  the  contrary,  the  large  centers  of  population  in  the 
northern  cities  are  likely  to  be  more  strongly  opposed  to  prohibition 
in  1916  than  in  1914  because  of  the  influx  of  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  immigrants  from  southern  Europe,  who  for  the  most  part  are  de- 
cidedly pro-liquor  in  their  sympathies. 

"Sixth.  Not  only  so,  but  as  they  spread  out  into  the  rural  com- 
munities they  would  have  a  tendency  to  cause  them  to  revert  to  the 
'wet'  column. 

"Seventh,  1916  will  be  the  'presidential  year'  and  if  as  is  likely 
on  account  of  the  split  in  our  political  parties  that  California  should 
be  a  pivotal  State,  then  the  cry  would  be,  'You  must  not  introduce 
the  liquor  question  during  a  presidential  campaign  for  fear  that  it 
would  jeopardize  the  national  campaign,'  and  thus  the  issue  would 
be  thrown  back  to  1918,  when  tens  of  thousands  of  the  incoming 
foreigners  would  be  voting  and  the  case  would  then  be  hopeless  for 
a  generation  or  more. 

"Eighth.  If  we  bring  on  the  vote  now  we  will  unite  all  the  tem- 
perance and  religious  forces  for  the  first  time,  and  that  in  itself  will 
be  a  great  victory ;  and  enable  us  to  use  the  strength,  organizations 
and  resources  of  all  the  temperance,  church  and  reform  organiza- 
tions against  their  common  foe,  the  liquor  trafific. 

"Ninth.  It  is  conceded  that  it  will  be  a  hard,  bitter  battle  and 
that  San  Francisco  and  other  large  northern  cities  would  give  a 
majority  against  prohibition,  but  they  are  against  us  now  and  their 
representatives  as  a  whole  are  dominated  by  the  liquor  forces,  hence 
we  can  lose  nothing  in  their  case;  while  the  rest  of  the  State  will  be 
united  and  out-vote  and  compel  San  Francisco  to  yield  as  they  have 
had  to  do  in  nearly  all  the  other  moral  reform  issues." 

We  refer,  particularly,  to  section  9,  in  which  Rev.  Dr.  Peck  says 
he  believes  that  the  rural  districts  will  out-vote  San  Francisco  and 
compel  the  metropolis  "to  yield  as  they  have  had  to  do  in  nearly  all 
the  other  moral  reform  issues." 

On  every  side  we  hear  people  in  the  business  saying  "It's  a 
<:inch,"  but  we  want  to  warn  our  readers  that  many  important  fights 
have  been  lost  by  over-confidence,  and  that  the  rural  districts  will 
play  an  important  part  in  this  election.  They  will  need  educating, 
for  the  people  in  the  dry  districts  are  being  told  that  if  State-wide 
prohibition  is  beaten  badly  it  will  enable  the  liquor  interests  to  go 
before  the  legislature  and  modify  the  laws  that  have  resulted  in 
drying  up  "fifty  per  cent  of  the  State  of  California." 

We  believe  that  if  the  right  kind  of  educational  work  is  done; 
the  people  of  Fresno.  Tulare,  Kings,  Madera,  and  even  Stanislaus 
counties,  for  example,  will  vote  against  State-wide  prohibition. 

One  of  the  ways  to  make  the  grape  growers  realize  that  they 
must  get  bu.sy  is  to  point  out  to  them  the  fact  that  the  contracts. 
wliich  they  now  have  with  the  leading  wineries,  will  be  nullified  if 


prohibition  is  adopted,  and  the  result  will  be  that  they  will  have  to 
pull  up  their  vines. 

flere  is  the  way  one  of  these  contracts  reads: 

"In  the  event  that  laws  or  ordinances  are  enacted,  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  second  party,  would  render  the  making  and  market- 
ing of  wines  in  the  County  of  . . .,., , ..,  State  of  California,  ilk-gal, 
and,  or  should  the  United  States  laws  be  changed  so  that  the  tax 
on  brandy,  used  in  fortifying,  would  be  greater  than  the  tax  now 
paid  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  per  proof  gallon,  or 
should  they  be  otherwise  changed  so  that  such  change  would,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  second  party,  materially  aflfect  the  wine  industry, 
then  the  second  party  may  at  its  option,  at  any  time  after  such  laws 
or  ordinances  are  enacted,  or  after  any  law  is  passed,  making  any 
such  change  in  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  cancel  this  contract 
by  giving  written  notice  of  cancellation  to  the  first  party,  mailed  to 
him  or  her  at  the  address  given  below,  with  U.  S.  postage  thereon 
prepaid." 

All  the  supervisorial  districts  have  been  dried  up  Ijy  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League  with  the  distinct  understanding  that  while  the  sa- 
loons would  be  abolished,  no  effort  would  be  made  to  interfere  with 
the  "personal  rights"  of  the  individual.  In  short,  that  no  one 
would  be  molested  from  having  wine  or  liquor  in  his  or  her  home. 

Now  comes  the  prohibitionists  with  an  amendment  that  would 
make  wine  and  liquor  contraband  articles.  They  could  not  be 
manufactured,  sold,  given  away  or  transported. 

We  must  appeal  to  the  people  of  California  not  to  stand  for  such 
tyranny.

WINE  AND  BRANDY  SHIPMENTS  BY  RAIL. 


After  long  effort  the  editor  has  finally  induced  the  railroad 
companies  to  furnish  information  as  to  the  tonnage  of  wine  and 
brandy  shipped  out  of  the  State  of  California  over  their  lines.  This 
is  very  important  information,  since,  taken  in  connection  with  the 
exports  by  sea,  it  enables  the  winemen  and  trade  to  know  exactly 
the  amount  of  wine  and  brandy  that  goes  out  of  the  State.  The 
table  showing  the  recapitulation  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this 
issue. 


A  REASON  FOR  PREFERENCE. 


The  Oakland  "Tribune"  in  a  recent  editorial  says:  "The  Pa- 
cific Wine  and  Spirit  Review,  a  San  Francisco  publication  that  is 
recognized  as  the  official  organ  of  the  liquor  traffic,  devotes  much 
of  its  space  to  disapproving  the  'Tribune.'  It  says  the  'Tribune'  is 
advocating  prohibition.  It  seems  to  be  entirely  satisfied  with  the 
'Enquirer,'  which  supports  the  liquor  men's  wide  open  ordinance 
because  the  present  ordinance  does  not  abolish  all  the  saloons." 

In  reply  the  REVIEW  will  say  that  it  prefers  the  "Enquirer" 
to  the  "Tribune"  because  there  is  more  hope  of  developing  co*!- 
.science  in  an  open  enemy  than  in  a  secret  one.  There  is  some  good 
in  an  out-and-out  bigot,  but  none  in  a  hypocrite.  The  "Tribune" 
knows  that  the  movement  against  the  saloons  of  Oakland  was 
cau.sed  by  the  forcible  ejectment  of  a  certain  reporter  from  a  saloon. 
There  is  no  morality  behind  the  movement.  Spite  and  malice  direct 
it.  To  give  a  flat-brained  reporter  revenge  the  "Tribune"  and  its 
bigoted  allies  would  cause  2500  innocent  people  to  suffer  hardship 
and  privation.  The  "Enquirer"  has  revolted  against  the  plan  to 
impose  starvation  upon  thousands  in  order  that  the  wrath  of  a  re- 
porter may  be  appeased.  It  shows  that  it  still  has  a  living  con- 
science, though  a  small  one,  and  this  is  a  great  deal  more  than  the 
"Tribune"  can  sho\v. 


WILFRID  B.  CHAPMAN. 


We  regret  to  announce  the  death  of  Mr.  Wilfrid  R.  Chapman. 
Mr.  Chapman  passed  away  at  his  residence  at  202.S  Pacific  avenue, 
San  Francisco,  on  the  25th  of  December.  He  was  65  years  of  age. 
For  over  fifteen  years  Mr.  Chapman  represented  Belgium  as  consul 
in  San  I'^rancisco.  He  was  the  founder  of  the  former  house  of 
.Chai)man  &  Wilberforce.  He  was  one  of  the  highly  respected  men 
in  commercial  life  in  San  Francisco. 


ADVICES  from  Washington  are  to  the  effect  that  memliers  of 
the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  the  House  are  yielding  to 
the  pressure  being  brought  to  bear  by  Ohio  and  other  Eastern  wine 
makers  to  have  a  tax  of  $1.10  a  gallon  imposed  on  California  sweet 
wines.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  much  hope  that  the  wine  tax 
matter  will  be  lost  sight  of  on  account  of  the  many  pressing  prop- 
ositions before  the  present  session  of  Congress,  since  the  manufac- 
turers of  sweet  wines  in  the  East  have  renewed  their  efforts  to  an- 
tagonize the  California  industry,  and  they  are  as  determined  as  ever 
to  secure  legislation  along  the  lines  of  the  defeated  Pomerene 
amendment  of  the  last  session.  It  is  the  policv  of  Senator  Pom- 
erene to  remain  in  a  state  of  innocuous  desuetude  until  the  House 
committee  shows  what  action  it  is  likely  to  take.  In  the  event  of 
the  rejection  of  the  tax  by  the  committee  the  Senator  will  attach 
the  proposition  as  a  rider  to  one  of  the  bills  in  the  Senate.  Thiil 
is  a  very  opportune  time  for  the  Eastern  "sugar  and  water"  wine 
manufacturers  to  attempt  to  work  a  hardship  on  the  viticultural  in- 
dustry of  California,  as  there  are  few  representatives  of  California 
in  a  position  to  administer  a  defeat  to  Easterners  such  as  they  ad- 
ministered last  year. 


STOLL  RESIGNS  FROM  ITALIAN-SWISS  COLONY. 


Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  grape  growers  and  winemakers  in 
every  part  of  the  State  have  urged  the  Grape  Growers'  Association 
of  California  to  help  them  organize  to  fight  the  proposed  constitu- 
tional amendment,  prohibiting  the  manufacture,  sale,  giving  away 
or  transportation  of  wine  in  California,  Secretary  H.  F.  Stoll  has 
found  it  neces.sary  to  give  his  entire  time  to  this  work  and  so  has 
resigned  as  publicity  manager  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony. 

For  four  years  Mr.  Stoll  has  aided  the  Colony  to  secure  world- 
wide publicity  for  its  fine  wines.  This  firm,  by  the  way,  is  the 
only  wine  concern  in  California  that  has  made  any  consistent  ef- 
fort to  advertise  its  product  by  using  every  possible  medium.  The 
result  has  been  that  it  has  done  pioneer  work  all  over  the  United 
States,  and  has  blazed  the  way  for  every  other  brand  of  California 
wines.  Its  publicity  department,  therefore,  is  a  very  important 
one. 

Mr.  Leon  Munier,  who  has  been  connected  with  the  Colony  for 
many  years,  has  succeeded  Mr.  Stoll,  and  as  he  is  a  fluent  writer' 
and  has  an  excellent  knowledge  of  California  wines,  he  will  be  able 
to  bring  further  glory  to  the  Asti  vintages  and  help  to  crystallize 
public  opinion  in  favor  of  the  temperate  use  of  wines.

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'  N  speaking  of  the  movement  of  the  "Sixteenth  Century"  party  to 

make  California  a  prohibitiojj  State,  Mr.  Clarence  M.  Leavey  of 

le  Crown    Distilleries   Company,   in   an    interview   with   the   RE- 

riEW,  made  the  following  statement,  which  should  be  of  interest 

everybody  engaged  in  the  liquor  traffic : 

"After  having  made  an  extensive  trip  through  the  State,  con- 
ilting  many  persons  and  investigating  conditons  generally  in  rer 
;  lation  to  the  coming  election,  I  feel  obliged  to  say  that  the  pros- 
;  pects  are  not  at  all  bright  for  the  liquor  trade.     It  may  be  very  well 
to  listen  to  what  friends  of  the  trade  in  the  cities  say,  but  it  is  fool- 
ish for  winemakers  and  the  trade  to  believe  all  that  is  said  in  a 
cheerful  way  as  to  the  outcome.     There  is  a  lot  of  hard  work  to 
!  be  done  by  the  liquor  interests  between  the  present  time  and  the 
i  day  of  action,  if  disaster  is  to  be  avoided. 

"The  country  districts  are  very  difficult  to  handle.  The  people 
ill  many  sections  are  backward,  primed  with  bigotry  and  false  no- 
tions and  are  very  slow  to  think.  Arguments  used  by  the  preach- 
ers of  prohibition  have  an  evil  effect  because  there  is  nobody  near 
at  hand  to  contradict  and  discredit  them.     Country  folks  are  just 

i  as  easy  to  influence  by  the  lies  and  exaggerations  of  the  prohibi- 

S  tionists  as  are  the  unsophisticated  pupils  in  the  public  schools  who, 
when  being  given  their  first  lessons  in  physiology,  are  shown  the 
effect  of  alcohol  on  a  raw  egg  as  a  horrible  example  of  the  destroy- 
ing nature  of  liquor.     These  simple  people  of  the  agricultural  sec- 

I  tions  have  to  look  very  much  to  the  prejudiced  and  designing 
preacher  for  instruction.  Being  without  places  of  amusement  they 
naturally  find  the  out-of-the-way  church  a  place  of  attraction  and 
are,  therefore,  at  the  mercy  of  those  who  no  longer  preach  the  gos- 

.  pel  of  righteousness  but  hurl  broadcast  the  dogmas  of  destruction. 
There  are  from  1,500,000  to  2,000,000  of  them  within  the  scope  of 
influence  of  the  preachers. 

"Anti-prohibiton  advocates  must  fight  hard  in  the  country  dis- 
tricts to  offset  the  effects  of  false  preaching.  They  should  wage 
a  campaign  of  enlightenment  in  the  regions  where  the  man  with 
;  the  hoe  bows  his  head  in  submission  to  the  man  with  the  glib 
;  tongue  and  smug  demeanor  who  has  repudiated  Moses  and  Jesus 
and  has  espoused  the  cause  of  ATahomet  and  Mammon  to  insure 
success  in  the  chase  after  power  and  ease. 

"I  have  found  that  even  in  San  Diego  County,  which  will  de- 
pend so  much  on  the  coming  exposition  for  increased  prosperity, 
the  people  of  the  country  districts  are  being  led  astray  by  the  false 
'cry  of  prohibition.  When  people  who  could  exert  themselves  to 
splendid  purpose  through  the  cultivation  of  the  vine  in  a  land  es- 
pecially suited  for  it,  are  befuddled  by  oflfspoutings  of  prohibition- 
ists in  this  way  it  can  easily  be  realized  how  great  the  danger  is. 
There  are  thousands  of  country  folks  living  in  sections  where 
grapes,  barley  and  hops  are  not  grown  and  where  practically  no  ma- 
terial interest  appeals  to  them  to  resist  the  temptation  to  wreak 
ruin  upon  the  entire  State  by  the  imposition  of  prohibition.  One 
might  say  that  under  present  circumstances  they  are  almost  be- 
yond the  pale  of  civilization  while  dogmatically  ruleu  by  the  fanat- 
ical preachers.  Many  of  them  come  from  the  States  where  folks 
do  not  know  that  anything  else  but  corn,  wheat  and  oats  can  be 
^produced  from  the  soil.  They  look  upon  hops  and  grapes  as  un- 
natural products.  Like  the  moujiks  of  Russia  they  cannot  get 
their  minds  off  the  scant  variety  of  agricultural  products  of  their 
native  States.  All  that  they  have  been  used  to  living  on  has  been 
corn-bread  and  buttermilk,  flapjacks  and  imitation  coffee  and  mush 
ind  skimmed  milk.  Their  intelligence  has  grown  out  of  this  uni- 
form nourishment.  Not  ever  having  tasted  wine,  beer  or  whisky 
:hey  look  upon  indulgence  in  these  beverages  as  an  abuse  of  the 
aws  of  economy.  These  poorly-raised  people  have  their  ideas  of 
rugality,  but  they  are  not  on  the  line  of  making  use  of  every  prod- 
ict  of  nature.  Their  idea  of  thrift  is  to  starve.  Beer  to  them  is 
m  article  of  luxury  and  wine  an  extravagance.  Good  whisky  is 
oo  costly  an  article  for.  them  to  even  consider.  They  would  throw 
>eer,  wine  and  whisky  away  to  save  money.  They  are  the  most 
;)erfect  illustrations  of  the  penny-wise  and  pound-foolish  types  of 
lumanity.  But,  narrow-minded  as  they  are,  they  could  be  en- 
ightened  if  it  were  not  for  the  influence  of  the  preachers.     They 


could  be  taught  that  beer,  wine  and  whisky  are  products  of  the  soil, 
essential  foods  conserved  in  liquid  form,  an  outcome  of  economic 
development,  contributing  especially  to  the  welfare  of  those  who 
cultivate  the  soil. 

"A  campaign  of  education  must  be  carried  on  in  the  country 
districts  by  the  liqhor  interests.  The  farmers  must  be  shown  that 
the  preachers  want  to  impose  prohibition  because  prohibition  will 
increase  the  poverty  of  the  farmer,  poverty  will  increase  ignorance 
and  it  is  upon  ignorance  that  the  preachers  depend  to  hold  power. 

"The  situation  in  California  is  a  serious  one  and  should  be  met 
vigorously  by  the  wine  and  liquor  men.  Fighting  should  be  done 
principally  in  the  country  districts,  as  it  is  too  much  to  expect  that 
the  cities  will  roll  up  a  large  enough  vote  to  overcome  the  dry  ma- 
jority in  the  rural  regions." 


PROHIBITION  JEOPARDIZES  PROSPERITY  OF 
ALL  CLASSES. 


There  are  many  people  in  California  who  are  indifferent  to  the 
movement  of  the  prohibitionists  to  suppress  the  liquor  traffic.  They 
do  not  see  how  the  destruction  of  the  liquor  traffic  will  affect  them 
and,  therefore,  show  a  lack  of  concern  as  to  the  outcome  of  the 
present  issue.  In  speaking  relative  to  the  attitude  of  these  peo- 
ple, Mr.  J.  C.  Raas  of  the  E.  G.  Lyons  &  Raas  Company,  says : 

"From  a  logical  standpoint  the  fight  against  prohibition  in  Cali- 
fornia should  be  waged  as  vigorusly  by  those  who  are  outside  the 
liquor  trade  as  by  those  engaged  in  it.  Some  financial  institutions 
are  even  more  seriously  involved  than  many  branches  of  business 
which  appear  to  secure  sustenance  directly  from  the  trade.  Real 
estate  owners  would  suffer  direct  injury  through  the  suppression 
of  the  liquor  traffic.  Others  beside  financial  men  and  property 
owners  would  feel  a  loss  of  business  if  prohibition  is  brought  about. 

"Why  should  the  liquor  men  bear  the  full  brunt  of  this  contest 
when  financial  men,  real  estate  men,  railroad  men,  steamship  men, 
etc.,  etc.,  are  equally  menaced?  The  effect  of  prohibition  in  the 
large  cities  would  be  to  reduce  the  business  of  financial  institutions 
by  taking  from  them  some  of  their  best  accounts.  It  would  crip- 
ple many  property  owners.  In  San  Francisco  alone  it  would  make 
vacant  1,800  saloons,  which  pay  annual  rents  amounting  to  over 
$5,000,000,  and  it  would  reduce  the  rents  in  various  cafes  and  res- 
taurants very  materially.  On  this  account  alone  there  would  be 
3,000  less  automobiles  purchased  yearly.  Every  man  who  pro- 
vides comfort  and  luxury  for  others  would  find  his  business  ad- 
versely affected. 

"It  must  not  be  imagined  that  the  only  breadwinners  of  the  ci- 
ties who  would  lose  employment  are  those  who  work  in  the  bar- 
rooms, wine  houses,  breweries,  cafes  and  restaurants.  Many  men 
who  are  now  employed  in  financial  institutions,  real  estate  offices, 
etc.,  etc.,  will  be  rendered  idle  if  prohibition  is  brought  about.  Those 
who  keep  the  accounts  of  the  banks,  real  estate  firms  and  others 
who  have  business  relations  with  the  liquor  trade  should  know 
what  the  situation  is  and  they  should  be  the  last  persons  to  sit  back 
and  say  indifferently  or  without  concern,  'Prohibition  will  never 
come.' 

"But  the  depredations  on  business  that  would  be  committed,  by 
prohibition  in  the  cities  would  not  be  a  whit  more  truculent  than 
those  to  which  the  agricultural  section  would  fall  victim.  Bank- 
ers who  financially  assist  farmers  who  raise  barley,  hops,  and  other 
produce  for  brewers  would  be  embarrassed  to  recover  their  money. 
Country  banks  and  real  estate  firms  which  have  advanced  money  to 
vineyardists  and  orchardists  who  grow  grapes  and  fruit  for  wine, 
brandy  and  cordials  would  encounter  difficulties  in  protecting 
themselves  against  losses.  The  vineyards  might  be  torn  up  and 
the  ground  re-planted,  but  it  would  take  some  time  before  satis- 
factory results  would  be  had.  Banks  closely  connected  with  raisin 
growers  would  feel  a  pressure  that  would  be  very  discomforting. 

"The  extent  to  which  country  financial  institutions  would  be 
harassed  by  prohibition  can  already  be  accurately  gauged  in  ad- 
vance by  those  who  cultivate  business  with  the  agricultural  classes. 
Similar  conditions  to  those  that  would  be  brought  about  in  the 
cities  would  arise.     Accounts  with  banks  would  be  reduced,  real 
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estate  firms  would  be  compromised  and  many  men  would  lose  em- 
ployment in  consequence. 

"Taking  all  things  into  consideration,  it  must  be  said  that  the 
commercial  classes,  as  a  whole,  are  as  seriously  menaced  as  the 
liquor  dealers.  Opposition  to  prohibition  is  called  for  from  them 
as  much  as  from  the  liquor  men. 

"Everybody  who  is  engaged  in  commerce  or  studies  economics 
must  recognize  the  fact  that  the  liquor  industry  and  trade  are  vital 
parts  of  the  industrial  system.  The  liquor  business  is  interwed 
with  modem  commerce  and  performs  one  of  the  most  necessary 
functions  of  the  present  form  of  civilization.  Any  attempt  to  sep- 
arate it  from  the  organized  social,  industrial  and  commercial  body 
must  bring  about  a  collapse  of  the  general  system. 

"California  has  reached  a  high  stage  of  prosperity.  Never  be- 
fore in  its  history  has  the  State  been  as  prosperous  as  it  is  today. 
The  development  of  the  soil  has  brought  this  about,  and  the  culti- 
vation of  the  hop  fields,  barley  fields,  vineyards  and  orchards  in 
behalf  of  the  wine,  brewing  and  liquor  industry  and  trade  has  con- 
tributed as  much  to  the  State's  prosperity  as  any  other  form  of 
agricultural  endeavor.  Any  proposition  to  put  an  end  to  the  grow- 
ing of  hops,  barley,  grapes  and  those  fruits  used  to  make  brandies 
and  cordials  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  a  proposition  to  reduce 
the  prosperity  of  California.  Those  who  promote  prohibition  are 
simply  proposing  that  the  prosperity  of  the  State  be  surrendered. 
They  have  the  hardihood  to  tell  those  who  have  built  up  the  pros- 
perity of  California  that  they  must  cease  their  labors. 

"It  is  the  duty  of  all  the  constructive  forces  of  the  State,  the 
banking  institutions,  the  real  estate  firms,  the  automobile  compa- 
nies, property  owners,  industrious  workingmen  and  employees  in 
general,  as  well  as  of  the  wine  houses,  distilleries  and  breweries  to 
meet  the  issue  on  the  broad  basis  that  the  prosperity  of  California, 
based  on  the  work  and  effort  of  half  a  century,  shall  not  be  sur- 
rendered." 


C.  F.  HANSEN  CITES  THE  DANGERS. 

Following  are  the  remarks  of  Mr.  C.  F.  Hansen  of  the  National 
Brewing  Company : 

"The  chief  danger  faced  by  the  wine  and  liquor  men  in  its  fight 
against  prohibition  lies  in  the  docility  of  the  public.  There  is  a 
large  percentage  of  people  who  will  allow  prohibition  to  be  imposed 
in  one  form  or  another  through  .sheer  apathy.  If  a  law  to  prohibit 
the  use  of  beef  were  to  be  voted  upon  this  class  would  act  on  the 
theory  that  human  beings  might  get  along  without  beef  so  long  as 
they  would  be  allowed  to  eat  pork  and  mutton.  In  their  self-in- 
terestedness  people  lose  the  clairvoyance  necessary  to  make  them 
understand  that  any  attack  on  the  personal  rights  of  their  fellowmen 
is  an  attack  on  the  personal  rights  of  everybody.  Let  the  prohibi- 
tionists try  to  pass  a  law  prohibiting  the  use  of  whisky  and  the 
docile  public  will  say,  'What  do  I  care?  I  am  not  interested  in 
whisky.  I  drink  wine  or  beer.'  Only  when  the  prohibition  ele- 
ment draws  its  circle  of  oppression  around  their  own  particular 
pleasures  or  amusements  will  the  members  of  the  community  who 
are  indifferent  to  the  rights  of  their  fellowmen  be  made  to  realize 
their  guiltiness  in  contributing  by  negligence  and  lack  of  consid- 
eration for  others  to  the  complete  destruction  of  per.sonal  liberty. 

"The  very  fact  that  there  is  such  a  movement  as  prohibition  is 
a  proof  of  the  people's  lack  of  civic  duty  based  on  community  in- 
terest. Many  citizens  are  like  swimmers  who  have  no  objections 
to  the  operations  of  a  shark  so  long  as  it  does  not  interfere  with 
their  sport  in  the  water,  and  they  allow  the  predatory  enemy  to 
pull  down  others  until  at  last  it  attacks  them  individually,  where- 
upon they  set  up  a  mighty  cry  for  help,  but  all  in  vain,  for  no  one 
is  left  to  come  to  their  succor.  They  are  the  victims  of  their  own 
moral  cowardice,  as  demonstrated  by  their  indifference  to  the  fate 
of  their  fellowmen. 

"Men  in  the  liquor  trade  must  fight  desperately  in  the  coming 
contest,  as  they  fight  by  themselves.  The  prohibitionist  enemy  has 
managed,  with  the  cunning  and  stealthiness  of  a  beast  of  prey,  to 
surround  the  trade.  Leaders  of  prohibition  are  monsters  of  im- 
morality as  all  vagrants  are.  They  operate  like  devilfish,  lying  in 
wait  and  watching  to  take  their  prey  unawares.  After  throwing  a 
cloud  of  opprobrium  in  blind  and  isolate  the  victim,  they  make  their 
attack.  When  they  succeed  in  confusing  the  wine  and  li(|uor  men 
by  a  flood  of  villification  which  keeps  off  those  who  are  most  bene- 


fited by  liquors,  the  industrial  classes,  they  hasten  to  destroy.  The): 
have  decided  that  1914  is  the  year  for  a  campaign  of  destruction  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  and  they  have  started  a  movement  of  depradation 
in  Washington,  Oregon  and  California.  Liquor  men  must  look 
with  apprehension  on  the  conflict  when  they  consider  that,  while 
they  are  to  fight  all  alone,  the  prohibitionists  are  being  supplied 
with  money  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States. 

"The  attacks  of  prohibition  are  becoming  so  aggressive  that  the 
dealers  of  the  nation  should  adopt  a  policy  toward  helping  the  trade 
in  every  State  separately.  After  the  prohibitionists  finish  theii 
campaign  on  the  Pacific  Coast  this  year  they  will  turn  their  atten- 
tion to  States  further  East.  They  can  concentrate  the  full  force  ol 
their  national  strength  on  one  State  after  another  while  the  wine 
and  liquor  dealers  in  each  State  must  fight  by  themselves.  After  a 
State  has  been  won  to  prohibition  the  erstwhile  dealers  of  that 
State  cannot  be  expected  to  assist  the  dealers  in  other  States  in 
their  fight  to  continue  in  industry  and  business,  but  the  prohibition- 
ists can  still  count  on  the  dry  element  in  prohibition  States  to  help 
ruin  the  trade  in  other  States.  For  this  reason  the  full  strength 
of  the  wine  and  liquor  trade  of  the  nation  should  be  concentrated 
in  the  State  or  States  in  which  contests  are  being  waged." 


L.  RENARD  CONSIDERS  PROHIBITIONISTS   HOPELESS, 

Mr.  L.  Renard  of  the  J.  F.  Plumel  Company  said : 
"It  is  difficult  to  foresee  how  the  prohibition  movement  in  Cali- 
fornia will  result.  When  we  have  to  deal  with  an  element  which 
would  strike  at  their  own  industries  it  is  useless  to  make  predic- 
tions. It  is  easy  to  guess  what  a  rational  person  will  do  under 
given  circumstances,  but  nobody  can  tell  what  a  lunatic  or  fanatic 
will  do.  The  trouble  in  California  is  due  to  the  fact  that  there  are 
too  many  people  in  the  State  who  never  were  outside  their  native 
counties  in  the  backwood  States  before  they  came  here,  and  they 
imagine  that  they  know  more  about  how  California  should  be  man- 
aged than  the  native  Californians  do.  People  who  have  never 
traveled  and  who  have  never  mixed  with  the  different  races  of  the 
world  are  always  dangerous  when  they  are  inclined  to  impose  their 
ideas  on  others. 

"Can  the  obnoxious  element  in  California  be  educated?  That  is 
the  question.  We  know  that  it  is  much  easier  to  put  brains  into 
the  head  of  a  ten-year-old  boy  than  in  that  of  an  untrained  adult. 
We  can  convince  the  boy  that  he  must  learn  and  while  he  is  grow- 
ing we  can  add  to  his  knowledge.  But  with  the  adult  it  is  different. 
He  is  already  matured.  If  he  is  but  half-educated  his  head  is  fully 
formed  and  in  order  to  put  any  additonal  brain  into  it  it  would  be 
necessary  to  displace  a  certain  amount  of  bone — a  very  difficult  o])- 
eration.  The  prohibitionists  of  California  are  adults  with  the  edu- 
cation of  ten-year-old  boys,  but  with  the  thick  wit  of  bigots.  The 
case  appears  to  be  hopeless." 


THE  SLOGAN  OF  A  NATIVE. 
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Mr.  Joseph  Francisco  of  the  United  States  Rubber  Company 
California  said : 

"This  prohibition  movement  is  the  first  one  of  a  quasi-political 
nature  that  has  ever  aroused  my  feelings.  Being  a  native  of  Cali- 
fornia and  knowing  the  State  from  one  end  to  the  other,  I  have  had 
the  spirit  of  revolt  stirred  up  in  me  by  this  menace  to  the  prosperity 
of  the  State.  There  is  no  subject  upon  which  I  am  so  eager  to  e: 
press  my  opinions  as  upon  the  proposition  of  State-wide  prohibiti 
for  California,  and  I  will  utter  my  condemnation  of  that  propositi' 
wherever  I  go  and  to  whomsoever  I  may  have  the  opportunity 
doing  so. 

"The  prohibitionists  who  wish  to  clip  the  wings  of  progress 
California  are  entirely  out  of  place  in  this  State.     They  should 
shown  that  they  do  not  belong  here.     Their  pretentious  jargon  ai 
hysterical  actions  make  them  undesirable  residents. 

"Although  I  am  a  native  of  California  I  have  lived  ten  years 
the  State  of  Maine  and  am.  therefore,  in  a  ])osition  to  view  this 
question  from  both  sides.     I  have  looked  at  it  from  the  stand])oint 
of  the  Maine  prohibitionist  and  from  that  of  an  exponent  of  Call 
fornia  progress.     In  Maine  I  have  observed  that  the  city  of  Port- 
land, with  its  magnificent  harbor  and  railroad  facilities,  is  a  town 
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!in  a  state  of  lethargy  with  a  population  that  has  shown  no  increase 
in  ten  years.     Why,  there  is-  more  life  in  a  city  of  10,000  inhabitants 
jin  California  than  there  is  in  the  metropolis  of  Maine. 

"Are  we  going  to  allow  the  dullaVds  of  Kansas,  who  come  to 
fCalifornia  to  recuperate  and  spume,  to  tell  us  that  we  must  oblit- 
^erate  the  potentialities  of  this  State  which  ranks  next  to  France  as 
country  capable  of  producing  wine?     Is  prohibition  to  dictate  that 
ve  must  forego  the  development  of  our  wine  industry  which  may 
-  made  to  yield  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  in  wealth  per  year? 
lust  we  abandon  our  hopfields,  which  may  be  made  to  rival  those 
p)f  Bohemia,  to  cater  to  the  whims  of  this  misfit  population  of  which 
ire  have  no  need  and  would  be  glad  to  be  rid  of  at  any  price?  They 
light  just  as  well  propose  that  we  relinquish  our  rights  to  this 
state,  which  is  by  far  the  best  in  the  Union  and  is  easily  worth  a 
iozen  of  the  States  where  prohibition  reigns. 

"California  caused  the  United  States  government  to  exclude  the 
linese  from  this  country  as  soon  as  it  was  found  that  they  would 
lot  adopt  the  customs  of  the  State  or  in  any  way  assimilate  with 
the  people.  This  was  wisely  done  as  any  element  of  population 
that  is  so  ignorant  and  bigoted  as  to  insist  upon  isolation  in  a  land 
which  gives  it  bread  and  butter  is  undesirable.  Yet  the  Chinese 
were  not  as  objectionable  as  the  prohibitionists  who  have  settled 
in  the  State.  The  Orientals  merely  refused  to  adopt  our  customs 
or  mix  with  our  people.  The  prohibitionist  hordes  not  only  refuse 
to  conform  to  conditons  peculiar  to  California  but,  as  well,  strive 
with  the  utmost  aggression  to  impose  their  customs  and  habits  and 
way  of  thinking  upon,  our  people.  They  demand  that  we  destroy 
industries  that  are  altogether  our  own.  They  would  have  us  con- 
vert our  vineyards  into  waste  land.  They  are  not  satisfied  to  share 
our  bread  and  butter  with  us,  but  would  take  the  bread  and  butter 
away  from  us.  Our  objections  to  their  presence  among  us  should 
be  greater  than  to  that  of  the  Chinese. 

"I  hope  to  see  the  prohibitionists  defeated  at  the  coming  elec- 
tion by  so  heavy  a  vote  that  they  will  realize  that  they  are  not 
wanted  in  California." 


L.  TAUSSIG  &  CO.  ON  ORGANIZATION. 


Mr.  James  W.  Finn  of  the  firm  of  Louis  Taussig  &  Company, 
spoke  on  the  prospects  of  organization.     He  said: 

"It  must,  first  of  all,  be  considered  that  the  wine  men  and  liquor 
trade  are  opposed  by  a  compact  organization.  The  leaders  of  the 
prohibition  movement  are  well  supplied  with  money  and  craft  and 
they  have  active  co-workers  in  every  section  of  the  State.  Prohi- 
bition is  particularly  strong  in  the  country  districts,  because  prac- 
tically every  church  serves  as  a  headquarters.  The  wine  and  liquor 
men  are  hardly  represented  at  all  in  many  outlying  sections.  The 
rural  populations  are  very  abstemious  as  far  as  liquors  are  con- 
cerned. For  this  reason  when  the  preachers  advocate  prohibition 
they  have  easy  ground  to  work  on,  as  they  are  simply  flattering 
those  who  hear  them,  exalting  their  sense  of  self-righteousness. 
Rural  folks  who  do  not  consume  alcoholic  liquors  and  cannot  know 
what  the  effects  of  the  liquor  traffic  are,  enroll  themselves  with  the 
prohibitionists  in  the  fight  to  make  the  populated  centers  dry.  It 
is  the  same  old  selfish  game  of  people  who  have  no  interests  at 
stake  committing  an  act  to  destroy  the  interests  of  others.  T  don't 
care'  appears  to  be  the  motto  of  the  ruralists. 

"When  people  do  not  care  whether  or  not  they  will  harm  their 
fellowmen  they  must  be  appealed  to  from  the  selfish  standpoint. 
They  should  not  be  told  Tt  is  wrong  to  ruin  the  business  and  in- 
dustry of  those  who  depend  on  beer,  wine  and  liquors  for  the  means 
of  living.'  When  they  don't  care  what  happens  to  their  fellowmen 
they  must  be  told  'If  you  destroy  the  vineyards  and  hopfields  and 
limit  the  market  for  barley  and  fruit  you  will  be  inflicting  a  grave 
injury  on  the  agricultural  class,  your  own  class,  and  you  will  your- 
5elves  suffer  for  it.'  There  is  no  other  appeal  as  effective  as  this 
an  people  whose  morality  is  not  broad  enough  to  cover  the  welfare 
jf  their  fellowmen.  Material  interest  is  a  prime  factor  in  the  con- 
duct of  such  people.  Very  often  it  is  a  healthful  factor.  Even  the 
■nost  backward  farmers  understand  that  there  is  nothing  so  injur- 
ous  to  the  moral  status  of  a  community  as  a  loss  of  prosperity. 
NJothing  tempts  men  and  women  to  violate  law  and  morality  so 
nnch  as  poverty.  The  agricultural  people  of  the  State  know  that 
f  the  vineyards  of  Southern  California,  the  Sacramento  Valley  and 


Sonoma  and  Napa  counties  are  abandoned,  if  the  hopfields  of  Men- 
docino and  Sonoma  counties  and  the  Sacramento  Valley  are  made 
worthless,  and  if  the  barley  acreage  of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  and 
Northern  California  is  reduced,  the  prosperity  of  all  California  will 
be  adversely  affected  immediately.  The  effect  on  the  agricultural 
districts  would  be  as  directly  disastrous  as  on  the  cities.  To  the 
tens  of  thousands  of  men  who  would  be  thrown  out  of  employ- 
ment in  the  cities  the  country  would  add  tens  of  thousands  more. 
Farmers  should  be  shown  that  loss  of  prosperity  means  not  only  a 
lowering  of  the  standard  of  morality,  but  the  jeopardizing  of  the 
market  for  agricultural  products.  Whenever  industry  is  halted  the 
purchasing  power  of  the  consumers  is  diminished,  with  the  result 
that  the  products  of  the  farm  must  be  disposed  of  at  reduced  prices. 
Markets  may  be  glutted  with  produce  and  the  farmer  as  a  pro- 
ducer lose  money.  When  facing  stern  reality  the  farmers  discover 
that  the  moral  and  economic  uplift  forecasted  by  the  country 
preacher  is  reversed  and  the  tendency  of  both  morality  and  the 
bank  account  is  very  much  downward. 

"It  appears  to  me  that  the  best  way  to  combat  the  prohibition 
organization  would  be  through  propaganda  in  the  supervisorial 
districts.  Wherever  there  is  a  country  church  with  a  prohibition 
preacher  there  should  be  an  exponent  of  the  liquor  traffic.  Advo- 
cates of  the  use  of  liquor  should  be  ready  to  controvert  any  argu- 
ment or  statements  made  by  prohibitionists.  The  propaganda 
would  be  costly,  but  it  would  prove  of  vast  benefit.  There  are  58 
counties  in  the  State  and  five  supervisorial  districts  in  each  county. 
Organizations  would  have  to  be  made  for  nearly  300  districts.  Pro- 
hibitionists, through  the  churches,  already  have  permanent  organ- 
izations in  all  the  districts.  That  is  why  it  is  imperative  that  the 
wine  and  liquor  interests  should  also  have.  Of  course,  the  wine 
and  liquor  interests  are  handicapped  by  the  cost,  for,  while  the 
churches  are  maintained  by  the  communities  in  which  they  are  es- 
tablished the  anti-prohibition  organizations  would  have  to  be  sup- 
ported by  outside  interests.  But  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
way  out  of  the  matter.  The  expense  must  be  borne  by  wine  and 
liquor  men  or  the  abstemious  country  folks  will  impose  prohibition 
on  the  cities.  The  most  economical  way  is  the  thorough  way.  Once 
the  supervisorial  district  organizations  are  established  not  only  will 
the  prospects  of  defeating  the  State-wide  movement  be  greatly  im- 
proved, but  the  chances  of  winning  back  territory  already  lost  will 
be  taken  every  advantage  of." 


MR.  JOSUE  SUGGESTS  CLOSER  ORGANIZATION. 


In  order  to  combat  the  prohibition  movement,  Mr.  Carl  G.  J. 
Josue  of  the  National  Brewing  Company  suggests  closer  organiza- 
tion on  the  part  of  all  those  whose  interests  are  placed  in  jeopardy. 
"Those  who  are  not  already  affiliated  with  the  different  organ- 
izations for  the  protection  of  the  industries  involved  in  this  issue 
should  lose  no  time  in  becoming  affiliated,"  Mr.  Josue  says.     "Or- 
ganization  is  absolutely  necessary  to  avert  defeat.     Our  enemies 
are  completely  organized  and  are  formidable  for  this  reason.  There 
are  many  people  engaged  in  the  wine,  brewing  and  liquor  business 
who  neglect  to  consider  the  expediency  of  organization.     There  is 
a  large  number  of  saloonkeepers  who  are  not  affiliated  with  the 
Royal   Arch.     All  saloonkeepers   should  endeavor  to  give  all  the 
force  they  can  to  this  organization,  especially  in  a  year  like  1914. 
The  California  Brewers'  Association  is  in  need  of  more  members. 
All  brewers  not  yet  affiliated  with  this  organization  should  make 
haste  to  join.     In  fact,  all  people    who    derive    support    from    the 
brewers  should  give  whatever  strength  they  can  to  the  association 
at  this  time.     There  are  many  brewers  in  California  who  are  not 
yet  members  of  the  association.     Then,  there  is  the  organization 
of  Associated   Industries.     Liquor  men  who  are  not  yet  affiliated 
with  this  organization  ought  to  come  in  without  loss  of  time.  This 
is  not  the  time  to  discuss  the  merits  of  the  different  organizations 
from   a  selfish   standpoint.     When   the   entire   wine,   brewing  and 
spirit  trade  is  in  peril  the  question  of  individual  interests  should  be 
eliminated.     It  seems  to  me  that  everybody  should  understand  the 
situation  as  it  is  and  should  act  accordingly.     Organization  is  what 
is  called  for,  and  it  can  only  be  effected  by  voluntary  action  on  the 
part  of  everybody  who  has  any  interest  whatever  in  defeating  the 
prohibitionists." 
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PACIFIC  WINE  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW.

This  is  quite  noticeable,  especially  with  our  Golden  State 
Champagne,  which  is  now  listed  and  carried  practically  in  every 
prominent  place  of  distribution  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  Connoisseurs 
concede  the  fact  that  our  Golden  State  Champagne  takes  a  promi- 
nent position  in  the  class  with  the  best  brands  of  the  imported  ar- 
ticle. It  has  been  used  at  many  of  the  notable  public  and  private 
social  functions  held  in  San  Francisco  and  in  other  cities  on  the 
coast  during  the  past  year,  and  has  given  entire  satisfaction  in 
every  respect. 

We  are  to  have  an  election  this  year  to  determine  whether  or 
not  there  will  be  State-wide  prohibition.  Many  do  not  realize  the 
enormous  losses  that  will  be  entailed  if  such  drastic  legislation  is 
enacted.  Aside  from  the  $150,000,000  invested  in  the  wine  industry 
with  75,000  people  dependent  upon  it  for  their  livelihood,  there  are 
many  other  allied  industries  that  will  be  voted  out  of  business. 

It  is  the  duty  of  everyone  engaged  in  the  viticultural  industry, 
as  well  as  its  allied  industries,  to  see  that  he  registers;  that  all  the 
voting  members  of  his  family  do  likewise,  and  that  they  cast  their 
votes  in  the  right  way. 

The  sale  of  California  wines  can  be  increased  materially  by  a 
concerted  advertising  campaign  to  extend  to  every  part  of  the 
United  States.  A  campaign  of  this  nature  can  be  made  instruc- 
tive, as  well  as  interesting,  and  would  place  the  viticultural  indus- 
try of  the  United  States  in  the  same  enviable  position  that  is  now 
accorded  to  foreign  wine  makers  in  their  respective  countries.  A 
judicious  and  conservative  campaign  of  this  nature,  undertaken  by 
the  California  Grape  Growers'  Association,  or,  a  like  organization, 
formed  for  that  object,  comprising  all  of  the  grape  growers,  wine 
makers  and  dealers  interested  in  the  sale  of  California  wines,  would 
bring  surprising  results  that  would  fully  justify  the  money  and 
eflfort  spent.

The  firm  of  S.  Bachman  &  Company,  Inc.,  leading  San  Fran- 
cisco cigar  dealers,  found  business  during  the  past  year  about  the 
same  as  in  1912.  Indications  are,  according  to  the  firm,  quite 
favorable  for  a  very  active  period  from  now  on.  Wet  weather  dur- 
ing the  month  of  January  has  had  the  effect  of  bringing  the  new 
year  in  rather  tamely  for  the  cigar  trade  as  well  as  for  all  other 
branches  of  commerce,  but  it  will  undoubtedly  result  in  making 
the  year  finish  with  unusual  prosperity.  One  of  the  most  satisfac- 
tory features  of  the  past  year  was  the  settlement  of  the  tariff  and 
currency  questions  and  the  year  1914  should  show  what  the  op- 
eration of  the  new  regulations  will  be.  Favorable  climatic  condi- 
tions for  the  State  and  freedom  from  disquieting  apprehensions  in 
connection  with  prospective  tariff  and  monetary  measures  should 
insure  for  California  the  smooth  business  conditions  that  come  with 
tranquility.

Thorough  organization  to  oppose  the  threatened 
depredation  of  fanaticism  is  suggested  as  the  best  means  of  elimin- 
ating this  danger,  since  the  manifestation  of  public  disapproval  in 
advance  will  tend  to  limit  or  completely  offset  the  evil  effccls  of 
the  agitation.

It  is  undoubtedly  the  duty  of  all  interested  in  its  future 
to  assist  by  their  best  efforts  in  making  a  display  of  California 
wines  on  the  largest  possible  scale,  with  a  view  to  familiarize  oui 
visitors  with  the  finest  products  of  the  State  and  create  a  larger  de- 
mand for  our  choice  wines.  The  California  wine  men  can  nevei 
have  a  better  opportunity  for  advertising  our  products  to  the  world 
at  large." 

Mr.  Lancel  reports  a  very  satisfactory  increase  during  the  past 
year  in  the  sales  of  the  E.  H.  Lancel  Company,  principally  of  wines 
in  glass  including  their  well  known  brands  "Nectarubi  and  Topa- 
zor."  He  believes  that  the  demand  for  choice  table  wines  should 
stimulate  the  production  of  high  grade  wines  and  insure  the  bright- 
est prospects  for  the  future  of  the  California  wine  industry. 

The  co-operation  of  the  hotels,  cafes  and  restaurants  he  thinks 
would  aid  in  a  great'measure  in  popularizing  California  wines  and 
the  increase  in  their  sales  would  more  than  repay  those  establish- 
ments if  our  wines  were  offered  by  them  to  consumers  at  reasonable 
prices.

From  the  culturing  of  the  grape  vine  to  the  marketing  of  the 
finished,  matured  wine,  nothing  that  science  or  scientific  study  can 
offer  is  not  used  in  the  development  and  perfecting  of  our  Cali- 
fornia wines. 

The  wine  industry  of  this  State  today  practically  represents 
$LSO,000,000  invested,  from  vineyard  to  selling  point,  and 
in  its  ramifications  does  affect  almost  every  other  known 
business.

REVIEW  AND  FORECAST  BY  THE  OCCIDENTAL 
SUPPLY  COMPANY. 


A  good  measure  of  prosperity  was  meted  out  to  the  Occidental 
Supply  Company  during  the  year  1913.  The  company  found  the 
year  to  have  been  an  entirely  satisfactory  one.  Results  of  the 
tariff  regulation  of  the  past  year  are  beginning  to  materialize.  One 
unfavorable  feature  has  been  the  disposition  shown  by  European 
manufacturers  to  take  advantage  of  the  reductions  of  duties.  Many 
manufacturers  in  Europe  have  raised  the  prices  of  their  products 
to  correspond  with  the  reductions  of  tariff.  The  result  will  very 
likely  be  that  the  United  States  will  not  benefit  by  the  tariff  re- 
vision. What  the  full  effect  will  be  can  only  be  judged  by  the  de- 
velopments that  will  take  place  during  the  coming  year. 

Prohibition  is  an  element  that  must  be  seriously  considered. 
The  State-wide  movement  must  be  met  energetically.  Every  busi- 
ness force  of  the  State  should  be  brought  into  action  toward  show- 
ing clearly  that  the  sentiments  of  the  people  are  overwhelmingly 
against  the  attempt  to  paralyze  the  entire  industrial  body  in  order 
to  cure  an  imaginary  or  even  a  r^al  ache  of  minor  importance. 


REPORT  OF  CHARLES  MEINECKE  &  COMPANY. 


The  business  of  the  year  1913  was  satisfactory  to  the  firm  of 
Charles  Meineckc  &  Company.  From  the  standpoint  of  sales  the 
volume  of  transactions  was  much  larger  than  during  the  preceding 
year.

THE  trade  in  this  sectior;  is  slowly  recovering  from  the  lull 
which  invariably  follows  the  holiday  season.  The  large  busi- 
ness handled,  as  a  general  rule,  before  Christmas,  and  the  fact  that 
the  salesmen  of  all  of  the  houses  doing  anything  more  than  a  local 
business  are  off  the  road  for  several  weeks,  combine  to  make  the 
demand  in  the  early  part  of  any  year  very  slow,  and  1914  has  been 
no  exception. 

This  is  not  taken  by  the  distillers  and  wholesalers  to  mean  that 
conditions  as  a  whole  are  not  entirely  satisfactory,  however,  be- 
cause the  contrary  is  felt  to  be  the  case.  Most  of  the  plants  are 
now  operating  on  full  time,  and  such  figures  as  are  available  on 
production  so  far  show  a  production  for  the  first  quarter  of  the 
season  up  to  that  of  any  of  the  past  few  years,  which,  it  will  be  re- 
membered, were  notable  for  what  has  been  called  a  heavy  over- 
production. 

The  demand  for  goods  continues  strong,  however,  the  opinion 
of  many  members  of  the  trade  being  that  the  balance  of  the  1910 
crop  remaining  on  hand  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  call  for  it  for 
bottling  in  bond,  which  is  steadily  increasing.  It  seems  plain, 
therefore,  that  the  '11  crop  will  have  to  be  used  to  fill  out  the  de- 
mand for  other  purposes,  and  the  apparent  surplus  of  this  crop, 
therefore,  will  be  at  least  substantially  reduced,  if  not  entirely 
wiped  out.  And  the  same  is  true  of  the  large  crops  of  1912  and 
1913. 

The  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  which 
ended  June  30,  1913,  recently  made  public,  points  out  specifically 
that  the  stock  of  whisky  held  in  warehouses,  which  will  become 
available  for  bottling  in  bond  during  the  next  four  years,  aggre- 
gates only  32,835,769  gallons,  making  an  average  of  a  little  over 
8,000,000  gallons  a  year,  whereas  tax  payments  for  the  past  year 
were  on  10,681,047  gallons,  making  it  evident  in  the  commissioner's 
opinion,  that  there  is  now  no  large  overstock  of  spirits  carried  in 
the  bonded  warehouses,  as  far  as  the  next  four  years  is  concerned. 

If,  therefore,  withdrawals  do  not  fall  off  to  an  extent  which 
[there  is  no  reason  to  anticipate,  it  is  rather  probable  that  the  large 
crops  of  the  past  three  years  will  arrive  at  the  bottling-in-bond  age 
iso  depleted  by  withdrawals  for  bulk  use,  blending  and  other  trade 
ipurposes,  that  the  apparent  surplus  will  have  disappeared. 

A  recent  circular  issued  by  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.  &  Sons,  one  of  the 
best-known  houses  in  the  trade,  reiterates  the  company's  views  on 
the  matter  of  overproduction,  and  points  out  the  fact  that  there  is 
danger  of  the  crop  now  being  manufactured  running  far  in  excess 
pf  a  proper  limit.     Figures  are  quoted  showing  that  the  production 
of  the  first  quarter  has  been  well  up  to  the  largest  figures  of  re- 
cent years.     Purchasers  of  "Old  Taylor,"  however,  have  been  safe- 
guarded by  a  careful  limitation  by  the  company  of  its  output,  and 
;he  current  year  is  to  be  no  exception,  according  to  its  definite  an- 
louncements.     The  problems  arising  out  of  over-production,  if  they 
irise,  will  be  properly  chargeable  to  the  lesser  concerns  who  make 
heir  goods  without  any  market  in  view  for  them,  rather  than  to 
;uch  houses  as  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.  &  Sons. 

The  Bernheim  Distilling  Company  found  1913  to  be  a  better  year 
han  its  immediate  predecessor,  which  has  been  the  experience  of 
he  company  for  some  years  back,  a  steadily-increasing  business 
leing  the  rule.  Business  is  somewhat  slow  at  present,  the  usual 
lost-holiday  let-up  being  in  evidence.  Prospects  for  1914,  how- 
iver,  are  regarded  as  being  entirely  favorable  in  practically  every 
lespect.  Bernard  Bernheim.  one  of  the  officers  of  the  company, 
vas  recently  re-elected  to  the  office  of  third  vice-president  of  the 
-ouisville  Board  of  Trade,  which  he  has  held  for  some  time. 

An  unusually  heavy  demand  for  bottled-in-bond  goods  has 
een  noted  by  a  number  of  Louisville  houses,  including  the  J.  J. 
'ouglas  Company.  President  Charles  Conrad  of  this  concern 
ated  recently  that  while  business  for  the  season  had  been  some- 
hat  slow,  in  spite  of  running  ahead  of  that  of  last  year,  the  call 
T  bottled  goods  had  been  heavy,  indicating  that  the  several  heavy 
ops  of  recent  years  will  be  largely  drawn  upon  for  this  purpose. 


The  distillers  and  wholesalers  who  appeared  recently  before  the 
Louisville  Board  of  Equalization  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  re- 
duction in  the  assessment  of  whisky  in  bonded  warehouses  seem  to 
have  won  a  partial  victory,  at  least,  for  while  the  former  figure  of 
$10  a  barrel  was  not  approved  by  the  board,  it  is  probable  that  the 
assessment  will  be  at  the  rate  of  $11  a  barrel  instead  of  $12,  the 
figure  recommended  by  the  city  assessor. 

Everett  Edward  Abbett,  who  for  four  years  has  been  assistant 
secretary  of  the  Kentucky  Distilleries  and  Warehouse  Company, 
with  offices  in  Louisville,  died  recently  at  his  home  in  this  city  at 
the  age  of  58  years.  Mr.  Abbett's  death  was  due  to  heart  failure, 
and  occurred  after  an  illness  of  only  two  days.  He  was  well  known 
in  the  trade,  having  been  chief  deputy  collector  of  internal  revenue 
in  the  sixth  Kentucky  district  during  both  of  Cleveland's  terms  in 
office.  He  resided  in  Gallatin  County,  Ky.,  before  coming  to 
Louisville,  and  his  father.  Judge  Harry  J.  Abbett,  was  one  of  the 
best  known  lawyers  in  that  part  of  the  State.  Mr.  Abbett  is  sur- 
vived by  his  wife,  three  sons,  and  a  daughter. 

The  Sunny  Brook  Distillery  Company  of  Louisville  recently 
filed  amended  articles  of  incorporation  for  the  purpose  of  changing 
the  classification  of  its  stock,  the  amount  remaining  at  $1,000,000, 
as  before.  Other  changes  provide  that  no  officer  of  the  company 
except  the  president  may  receive  a  salary,  the  amount  of  this  being 
left  to  the  board  of  directors,  with  a  limit  of  $12,000  a  year.  The 
limit  of  indebtedness  is  fixed  at  $500,000. 

President  D.  K.  Weiskopf  of  the  Republic  Distributing  Com- 
pany, and  President  Louis  Poock  of  the  National  Distributing  Com- 
pany of  Cincinnati,  handling  the  products  of  the  Kentucky  Distil- 
leries and  Warehouse  Company,  both  denied  recently  rumors  which 
have  been  circulated  to  the  effect  that  the  company  intends  mov- 
ing its  Cincinnati  offices  and  consolidating  them  with  the  offices  in 
Louisville. 

The  healthy  state  of  the  liquor  business  in  this  part  of  the  coun- 
try is  strikingly  indicated  by  the  figures  showing  the  internal  rev- 
enue collections  at  the  Louisville  office  during  the  year.     Receipts

from  whisky  in  1912  were  $14,572,097,  while  in  1913  the  figures 
were  $15,507,093,  or  an  increase  of  $934,995. 

Taylor  &  Williams,  wholesale  liquor  dealers  of  Louisville,  re- 
cently filed  amended  articles  of  incorporation  with  the  Secretary  of 
State  increasing  their  capital  stock  from  $300,000  to  $600,000. 

T.  M.  Gilmore  was  re-elected  president  of  the  National  Model 
License  League  at  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the  organization 
held  in  Louisville,  the  other  officers  also  being  retained  in  their  re- 
spective positions,  including  George  G.  Brown  as  vice-president, 
O.  H.  Irvine  as  treasurer  and  G.  R.  Washburne,  editor  of  the  Wine 
and  Spirit  Bulletin,  as  secretary.  President  Gilmore's  annual  re- 
port indicated  a  highly  optimistic  view  of  the  state  of  the  trade,  and 
predicted  a  steady  increase  of  license  territory,  rather  than  of  pro- 
hibition, with  proper  handling  of  the  interests  of  the  trade  by  its 
leaders. 

Davis  Brown,  head  of  the  firm  of  J.  T.  S.  Brown  &  Sons,  who 
has  been  for  several  years  connected  with  the  management  of  the 
Louisville  Water  Company,  which  is  owned  by  the  city,  recently 
resigned  from  the  board,  pleading  the  pressure  of  private  business 
affairs,  and  stating  that  he  will  find  it  necessary  to  reorganize  sev- 
eral departments  of  the  firm  during  the  year.  Mayor  Buschemeyer 
therefore  accepted  Mr.  Brown's  resignation,  in  a  letter  paying  high 
tribute  to  his  good  work  for  the  water  company.  Former  Mayor 
W.  O.  Head  was  appointed  as  his  successor. 

The  Douglas-Edelman  Distilling  Company  was  recently  incor- 
porated in  Louisville,  with  a  capital  stock  of  $100,000,  those  inter- 
ested being  Jesse  G.  Bloch,  Ludwig  Frank  and  Albert  Frank.  It  is 
understood  that  the  company  is  a  reorganization  of  the  Edelman 
Distillery  Company,  which  recently  announced  its  decision  to  move 
from  Evansville,  Ind.,  to  Louisville. 

The  Big  Spring  Distilling  Company  of  Georgia  recently  com- 
plied with  the  Kentucky  law  regarding  corporations  by  filing  a  copy 
of  its  articles  of  incorporation  in  Louisville,  where  its  offices  will 
be  located  for  the  transaction  of  business  in  this  section.  The 
capital  stock  of  the  company  is  $100,000. 

A  recent  death  much  deplored  by  the  trade  was  that  of  Capt. 
Samuel  A.  McMurry,  who  was  for  thirty  years  a  traveling  salesman 


for  S.  Grabfelder  &  Co.,  Louisville  wholesalers  of  whisky.  He  was 
66  years  of  age  and  resided  in  St.  Louis.  He  was  seized  with. ill- 
ness immediately  after  his  return  on  December  31  from  a  trip 
through  the  Southwest  in  the  interest  of  the  company,  and  died  a 
few  days  later.  The  body  was  taken  to  St.  Louis  for  burial,  ac- 
companied by  relatives  who  came  to  the  bedside  and  Moses  Grab- 
felder, one  of  the  officers  of  the  company. 

Mrs.  M.  W.  Barkhouse,  wife  of  Milton  W.  Barkhouse,  who  is 
connected  with  the  United  American  Company,  a  large  handler  of 
whisky,  was  stricken  with  apoplexy  a  short  time  ago  and  died  soon 
after.  She  was  only  forty-four  years  of  age,  and  her  death  was  as 
unexpected  as  it  was  sudden.  She  is  survived  by  her  husband  and 
two  daughters,  besides  three  sisters.  She  was  a  native  of  Louis- 
ville. 

Suit  was  filed  recently  in  Louisville  by  Ottie  Reynolds,  J.  B. 
Gordon  and  M.  Minor  against  J.  S.  Minor,  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
covering money  alleged  to  have  been  paid  out  by  the  plaintiffs  for 
stock  in  a  company  which  they  claim  was  never  founded.  It  is 
alleged  that  J.  S.  Minor  represented  that  he  was  organizing  a  cor- 
poration to  be  known  as  the  Louisiana  Distillery  Company,  for  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  spirituous  liquors,  and  that  the  company 
was  never  formed.  The  transactions  are  said  to  have  occurred  in 
1911.

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Important  Work  of  Viticultural  Commission 


Up  to  the  present  writing,  the  State  Board  of  Viticultural  Com- 
missioners, appointed  by  Governor  Johnson  for  the  conserva- 
tion of  the  vineyard  interests  of  the  State,  has  held  three  meetings 
— one  on  September  4th,  one  on  November  18th,  and  one  on  Jan- 
uary 20th,  this  year.  The  commission  is  an  active  working  body 
of  representative  men  in  the  six  viticultural  districts  of  the  State 
and  three  at  large.     The  personnel  of  the  body  is  as  follows :

Mr.  C.  E.  Bundschu,  San  Francisco,  Third  District. 
Mr.  Secondo  Guasti,  Los  Angeles,  Fourth  District. 
Mr.  J.  E.  Beach,  Fair  Oaks,  Fifth  District. 
Mr.  W.  M.  Giflfen,  Fresno,  Sixth  District. 

Mr.  E.  M.  Sheehan  of  the  Sacramento  Valley  Winery  of  Sac- 
ramento, and  President  of  the  State  Grape  Growers'  Association,  is 
Secretary  of  the  State  Viticultural  Commission. 

A  work  of  great  detail  is  the  preparation  of  a  complete  roster  of 
the  vineyardists  of  the  State.  This  work  has  entailed  a  great  deal 
of  correspondence,  and  hundreds  of  letters  are  coming  into  the  office 
daily  containing  the  reports  of  the  acreages  of  individuals  and  the 
varieties  of  the  grapes  growing  in  their  vineyards.  Reports  are 
also  coming  in  telling  of  the  dry  wine  production  in  California  of 
some  four  hundred  wine  makers,  and  this  data  will  be  used  in  the 
publication  of  a  bulletin  a  little  later  giving  valuable  statistics  in  re- 
lation to  every  phase  of  the  viticultural  industry  of  California.  The 
data  which  is  being  gathered  by  the  office  will  be  used  only  in  the 
publication  of  totals,  and  the  individual  production  of  each  vine- 
yardist  or  winemaker  will  also  be  considered  of  a  confidential  na- 
ture and  will  not  be  published  by  the  commission  in  such  manner 
as  will  allow  it  to  be  used  for  private  purposes.  It  will  only  be  con- 
sidered in  the  compilation  of  totals,  and  this  has  been  made  very 
plain  to  all  of  the  producers. 

For  the  information  of  those  who  may  be  particularly  interested, 
it  may  be  stated  now  that  the  final  check  work  of  the  compilation 
of  the  roster  of  vineyardists  will  require  two  or  three  months  further 
time  before  it  can  be  considered  fairly  accurate. 

Much  time  and  labor  has  been  devoted  by  the  commission  to  the 
welfare  of  the  table  grape  producers.  Their  markets  have  been 
injured  every  year  by  early  shipments  of  unripe  grapes  and  the 
commission  is  using  every  endeavor  by  means  of  education  and 
publicity  of  stopping  the  foolish  practice.  The  facts  are  the  first 
few  carloads  of  green  grapes  forwarded  early  each  season  to  the 
market  centers  of  the  United  States  are  found  to  be  undesirable, 
and  although  these  few  cars  bring  abnormal  prices,  the  grapes  are 
paid  for  before  they  are  tasted,  and  after  the  disappointment  caused 


i)y  their  green  condition,  the  market  becomes  dull  and  quiet  for 
later  shipments,  even  though  the  grapes  may  be  in  almost  perfect 
condition.  The  skepticism  created  by  the  first  arrivals  in  the  mar- 
ket hurt  future  prices  for  two  or  three  weeks,  and  the  State  Com- 
mission is  endeavoring  to  act  in  co-operation  with  growers  and 
shippers  in  an  effort  to  so  regulate  the  harvesting  of  these  early 
grapes  that  they  will  be  found  enticing  to  the  consumers  in  taste 
and  appearance  and  in  everything  that  goes  to  make  up  an  article 
fit  for  the  market. 

It  was  thought  that  the  Western  Fruit  Jobbers'  Association, 
consisting  of  several  hundred  handlers  of  California  table  grapes, 
might  be  of  great  assistance,  and  the  commission  will  endeavor  to 
have  adopted  at  the  annual  convention  of  that  association  in  Kan- 
sas City  in  February  the  following  set  of  resolutions : 

"Whereas,  The  State  Board  of  Viticultural  Commissioners,  a])- 
pointed  by  Gov.  Hiram  W.  Johnson  for  the  purpose  of  conserving 
the  table,  raisin  and  wine  grape  industry  of  the  State,  has  been  en- 
gaged in  an  endeavor  during  the  last  three  months  to  improve 
marketing  conditions  of  California  table  grapes ; 

"And  Whereas,  After  thorough  investigation,  the  Viticultural 
Commission  finds  that  much  injury  has  come  to  the  table  grape  in- 
dustry of  California  through  early  shipments  of  unripe  table  grapes 
to  almost  every  section  of  the  United  States; 

"And  Whereas,  These  hasty  exports  of  green  and  immature 
table  grapes  from  California  have  the  eflfect  of  depressing  prices 
and  injuring  the  demand  in  all  sections  after  they  have  reached 
the  consumer; 

"And  A\'hereas,  This  practice  works  an  injury  and  entails  a 
loss  both  to  the  producers  and  the  shippers  of  these  grapes,  and  in 
many  cases  creates  the  fallacy  that  the  fruit  shipping  firms  and 
Eastern  distributers  are  to  blame  in  connection  with  salesmanship 
ability ; 

"And  Whereas,  The  said  practice  is  an  absolute  injury  to  the 
reputation  of  California  as  the  State  producing  the  finest  table 
grapes  in  the  United  States ; 

"Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  we,  the  Western  Fruit  Job- 
bers' Association,  in  convention  assembled  this  4th  day  of  February, 
1914,  do  proclaim  that  we  are  in  hearty. accord  with  the  work  of  the 
Viticultural  Commission  of  California,  in  an  honest  and  earnest 
endeavor  to  have  abolished  entirely  the  practice  of  shipping  green 
and  unripe  table  grapes  out  of  the  State  of  California  and  into  the 
hands  of  the  members  of  our  association ; 

"And  Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  we  believe  the  minimum 
standard  of  sugar  in  table  grapes  should  be  fixed  at  18  for  early 
varieties,  such  as  Muscat,  Malaga  and  Thompson  Seedless,  before 
they  are  picked  and  offered  for  sale ;  and  that  if  this  correction 
cannot  be  brought  about  by  publicity  and  education,  we  favor  leg- 
islation in  California  that  will  eventually  bring  about  the  desired 
result." 

Already  many  members  of  the  Western  Fruit  Jobbers'  Associa- 
tion have  been  told  of  the  action  which  it  is  desired  that  they 
should  take  in  regulating  this  matter,  and  the  promise  is  made  that 
there  will  be  full  consideration  of  the  subject. 

The  sweet  wine  production  of  California  for  the  past  vintage 
has  been  17,13.^,000  gallons.     There  were  9.000,000  gallons  of  P(J 
produced;  5,000,000  gallons  of  Sherry:  1,200,000  gallons  of  Ane

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ica;  1,500,000  gallons  of  Muscat;  40,000  gallons  of  Tokay;  40,000 
gallons  of  Madeira  and  290,000  gallons  of  Malaga. 

The  amount  of  brandy  produced,  and  already  in  bond,  was 
slightly  over  1,500,000  gallons.  The  -amount  of  brandy  produced 
and  used  in  the  fortification  of  ^weet  wipe  was  over  4,250,000  proof 
gallons. 

Very  soon  the  full  raisin  data  of  the  State  will  be  compiled 
sh^owing  the  amount  of  raisins  produced  in  California.  We  know 
already  that  6,363  carloads  of  table  grapes  were  shipped  out  of  the 
State  the  past  season,  and  that  1,000  carloads  were  either  consumed 
in  California  or  sent  out  in  small  express  shipments  from  time  to 
time.  Estimating  that  the  net  weight  of  table  grapes  in  a  carload 
is  26,000  pounds,  we  find  that  over  190,000,000  pounds  of  table 
grapes  of  California  production  were  yielded  from  the  vineyards 
of  this  State  for  the  consuming  public  in  this  country,  and  perhaps 
in  many  other  countries.  This  is  not  taking  into  consideration 
man}^  millions  of  pounds  of  table  grapes  not  fit  for  consumption  as 
such  that  were  turned  over  to  the  wineries  as  culls  for  brandy 
making. 

The  State  Commission  is  on  record  with  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  at  Washington,  D.  C,  as  being  in  favor  of  the  most 
strict  definition  of  "pure  wine"  that  can  be  decided  upon  by  the 
government  officials.  It  does  not  believe  that  either  the  addition 
of  water  or  foreign  sugar  should  entitle  the  resultant  product  to  be 
called  "pure  wine."  It  believes  that  California  wine,  to  be  "pure 
wine,"  should  contain  nothing  but  the  grape  and  its  attitude  be- 
fore the  department  at  Washington  cannot  help  having  great  force 
and  efl^ect  because  of  the  soundness  of  the  contentions  of  the  com- 
mission. The  great  bulk  of  California  wine  is  absolutely  pure, 
and  the  commission  believes  that  if  there  are  some  wine  makers 
who  add  water  and  some  who  add  beet  or  cane  sugar,  they  should 


mark  their  product  "modified"  or  "corrected  wine"  because  of  these 
conditions. 

At  its  last  meeting,  January  20th,  the  commission  decided  to 
give  under  its  auspices  during  the  next  five  months  five  big  lectures 
in  the  several  viticultural  districts  of  the  State.  The  first  one  is 
going  to  be  at  Healdsburg,  in  Sonoma  County,  some  time  during 
February,  and  the  speakers  will  be  men  of  prominence,  able  to 
handle  the  subject  of  viticulture  well.  The  main  speaker  will  de- 
vote his  time  to  a  general  discourse  on  the  importance  of  the  in- 
dustry and  other  speakers  will  devote  time  to  the  technical  side. 
The  commission  intends  to  defray  all  of  the  expenses,  and  it  looks 
for  the  hearty  co-operation  of  vineyardists  and  people  generally  in 
the  localities  where  the  lectures  are  to  be  delivered. 

W  trust  that  The  Pacific  Wine  and  Spirit  Review,  which  has 
always  been  very  friendly  to  the  industry  and  a  champion  of  it, 
will  do  all  in  its  power  to  work  up  interest  in  these  lectures. 

The  commission  wishes  it  understood  that  it  is  at  the  service 
of  every  grower  of  grapes,  every  producer  of  raisins,  every  maker 
of  wine  and  every  shipper  of  the  products  of  the  vineyard  in  any 
legitimate  attempt  or  undertaking  to  better  the  viticultural  con- 
ditions in  California.

PROHIBITION  AND  THE  COOPERS. 


There  are  between  2,500  and  3,000  persons  in  California  main- 
tained by  the  cooperage  industry,  an  industry  directly  connected 
with  the  liquor  traffic.  If  prohibition  should  be  imposed  upon  the 
State  all  these  people  would  have  to  look  to  a  new  line  of  endeavor 
in  order  to  obtain  their  bread  and  butter. 

The  coopers  realize  that  their  means  of  livelihood  is  in  jeopardy 
because  of  the  movement  to  destroy  the  wine  and  liquor  traffic  of 
California.  In  consequence,  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco local  union  of  coopers,  which  embraces  the  coopers  of  Oak- 
land, San  Jose  and  Richmond,  as  well  as  those  of  San  Francisco, 
resolutions  were  passed  urging  all  persons  employed  in  the  cooper- 
age industry  and  their  friends  to  register  and  vote  against  the  pro- 
hibition amendment  at  the  coming  election.  The  coopers  are  very 
anxious  to  have  their  cause  set  forth  before  the  general  public  to- 
ward saving  them  from  a  period  of  adversity. 

In  the  local  San  Francisco  union  there  are  275  members  and  in 
the  Los  Angeles  local  there  are  170  more.  Throughout  the  State, 
in  such  places  as  Sacramento  and  Fresno,  there  are  many  more. 
The  men  engaged  in  the  cooperage  trade  are  steady,  industrious 
and  hardworking,  having  families  to  support  and  rear  to  the  end 
of  producing  worthy  members  of  society.  There  is  no  reason,  ex- 
cepting that  which  the  devil  would  set  forth,  why  they  and  their 
wives  and  children  should  be  suddenly  deprived  of  their  only  re- 
source. They  should  not  be  made  the  victim  of  the  crime  which 
the  fanatics  are  trying  to  perpetrate  against  the  welfare  of  Califor- 
nia.    Any  appeal  in  their  behalf  should  be  given  wide  publicity. 


YEARLY  PRODUCTION  OF  COOPERAGE  IN  CALIFORNIA 


It  is  conservatively  estimated  that  the  amount  of  cooperage  pro- 
duced by  home  industry  in  the  State  of  California  is  300,000  barrels 
per  year.  There  are  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  barrels  nearly 
500  men  who  are  affiliated  with  coopers  unions  and  probably  as 
many  more  scattered  throughout  the  State  where  trades  organiza- 
tion has  not  been  effected  because  of  the  remoteness  of  the  units 
of  labor.  In  the  manufacture  of  barrels  and  other  cooperage  an 
immense  amount  of  capital  is  employed.  Up  to  the  present  time 
nearly  all  the  staves  and  other  parts  of  barrels  are  brought  into  the 
State  from  the  East  and  South.  It  would  be  difficult  to  say  ex- 
actly the  number  of  men  who  are  employed  in  producing  the  ma- 
terial for  California  barrels  in  the  other  States,  but  it  would  be  no 
wild  guess  to  say  that  there  are  just  as  many  engaged  in  this  work 
as  there  are  in  putting  the  barrels  together  in  California.  .Ml  these 
men  would  be  thrown  out  of  employment  through  the  enactment 
of  prohibition.  Practically  all  the  beer  barrels  used  in  California 
are  the  finished  products  of  industry  in  other  States.  In  the  manu- 
facture and  handling  of  these  barrels  hundreds  of  men  are  em- 
ployed. It  is  safe  to  estimate  that  the  imposition  of  prohibition  on 
this  State  would  cause  from  1,500  to  2,000  men  working  in  the 
cooDerage  trade  to  lose  employment  within  and  without  the  State. 
Prohibitionists  would,  of  course,  express  absolute  indifference  to  the 
loss  of  employment  of  men  in  other  States,  as  they  are  superlativelv 
careless  of  the  welfare  of  others,  but  it  must  be  insisted  upon  that 
just  as  much  hardship  will  be  inflicted  upon  dischare^ed  workinemen 
in  other  States  as  in  California  if  the  fanatics  have  their  way.  When 
it  is  considered  that  some  day,  if  progress  is  not  blocked,  California 
will  be  producing  the  raw  material  for  cooperage  of  her  own  manu- 
facture it  will  be  foreseen  how  the  industrial  prospects  of  the  State 
may  be  blighted  by  prohibition.  California  may  lose  not  only  the 
industry  involved  in  the  manufacture  of  300,000  barrels  annuallv, 
but  also  the  prospective  prosperity  that  would  conic  through  doub- 
ling the  present  outijut  of  cooperage  by  developments  in  the  forest 
area.  As  far  as  the  cooperage  industry  is  concerned  prohibition  in 
California  means  instant  ruin  for  the  present  and  continuous  help- 
lessness in  the  future. .

THE  COOPERAGE  PLANT  OF  HOGAN  &  COMPANY. 


The  San  Francisco  plant  of  Hogan  &  Company  is  located  in  the 
block  between  Folsom  and  Harrison  streets,  fronting  on  Twelfth, 
the  entrance  being  at  Number  326.  It  is  one  of  the  oldest  estab- 
lishments of  the  kind  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  having  been  in  existence 
more  than  thirty-five  years.  Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  M.  E. 
Hogan  the  plant  has  been  enlarged  upon  so  as  to  be  able  to  meet 
every  requirement  of  the  different  branches  of  industry  inasfar  as 
cooperage  is  concerned.  All  sorts  of  barrels  for  wines  are  manu- 
factured and  an  immense  stock  is  kept  on  hand  to  provide  for  the 
necessities  of  wine  men.  The  needs  of  the  smaller  wineries,  as  well 
as  those  of  the  very  largest,  are  lookd  forward  to  and  every  care  is 
taken  to  supply  them  without  loss  of  time.  A  force  of  expert  coop- 
ers are  employed  to  fill  orders  for  immediate  requirements.  It  is 
the  policy  of  Mr.  Hogan  to  save  those  who  patronize  him  time  as 
well  as  money.  Promptitude  and  economy  go  together  in  his  plant 
and  wine  men  especially  benefit  by  them.  One  of  the  specialties  of 
Hogan  &  Company  is  the  manufacture  of  barrels  to  serve  as  pack- 
ages for  bottled  wines.  These  barrels  are  very  much  sought  after 
because  of  their  serviceability.  The  larger  wine  companies  have 
found  them  very  satisfactory,  both  from  the  standpoints  of  utility 
and  economy.  A  large  business  has  been  built  up  through  these 
barrels  and  it  will  undoubtedly  be  greatly  expanded,  since  the 
bottling  of  wines  is  every  year  becoming  a  more  important  factor 
of  the  wine  industry.

tillers), which  had  attained  a    very    high    reputation    AS    A 

PURE   KENTUCKY   DISTILLED   WHISKEY 

Appellant  (E.  H.  Taylor  Jr.  &  Sons),  had  sent  out  thousands 

of  circulars  every  month  advertising  its  whiskey 

as  The  Premier  Kentucky  Whiskey,  and  it  had  thus  given 
value  to  its  brand." 
THE  KENTUCKY  COURT  OF  APPEALS,  supra,  held: 

Marion  E.  Taylor,  trading  as  Wright  &  Taylor,  (Rectifiers) 
"cannot  be  allowed  to  impose  upon  the  public  a  cheaper  ar- 
ticle, and  thus  deprive  appellant  (E.  H.  Taylor  Jr.  &  Sons. 
Distillers)  of  the  FRUITS  OF  ITS  ENERGY  AND  EX- 
PENDITURES."

ULENT  SIMULATION  of  the  plaintiff's  (E.  H.  TAYLOK 
JR.  &  SONS)  whiskey  by  the  defendant  (WRIGHT  <K-  T.' 
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LOR).  The  proof  shows  the  Plaintiff's  (E.  H.  TAYLOR  JR. 
&  SONS)  whiskey  WAS  A  HIGH-PRICED  ARTICLE  AND 
WAS  ADVERTISED  EXTENSIVELY  AS  A  PURE  DIS- 
TILLED WHISKEY." 

(WRIGHT  &  TAYLOR,  Rectifiers)  WERE  THEN  EN- 
JOINED BY  THE  COURT  AS  ABOVE  QUOTED). 

(The  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  affirmed  the  Kentucky  Court  of 
Appeals  in  the  Brown  Forman  case.) 

HIE  ATTORNEY  GENERAL  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES, 
(On  April  10,  1907,  in  an  opinion  rendered  to  President  Roose- 
velt under  the  Pure  Food  Law,  published  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  as  Food  Inspection  Decision  65)  held : 

"My  attention  has  likewise  been  called  to  the  case  of  E.  H. 
Taylor  Jr.  &  Sons  vs.  Wrigiit  &  Taylor,  in  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals of  Kentucky  (85  S.W.R.  1083).  In  this  case  it  was  de- 
termined that  the  selling  of  whiskey  mixed  with  neutral  spirits 
under  a  label  which  might  lead  the  uninitiated  to  suppose  it 
was  a  straight  whiskey,  was  a  fraud  upon  the  public  and  upon 

the  manufacturer  of  the  straight  article The  decision 

may  have  been  considered  by  the  Congress  when  it  framed 

the  Pure  Food  Law for   the    very    purpose    of 

making  more  difficult  such  frauds  as  the  Court  of  Appeals  of 
Kentucky  condemned  in  this  case." 

THE  JEFFERSON  CIRCUIT  COURT  (June  29,  1907,  granting 
our  corporation  an  injunction  against  MARION  E.  TAYLOR, 
trading  as  Wright  &  Taylor  (Rectifiers)  held: 

Defendants  (WRIGHT  &  TAYLOR)  have  used  .said  words, 
'Old  Kentucky  Taylor'  on  their  labels  and  upon  advertise- 
ments of  a  product  simulating  the  straight  or  Pure  whiskey 
manufactured,  advertised  and  sold  by  plaintiff,"  E.  H.  TAY- 
LOR JR.  &  SONS It  (WRIGHT  &  TAYLOR'S 

product)  "is  inferior  and  much  cheaper  than  plaintiff's  (E.  H. 
TAYLOR  JR.  &  SONS'  product),  by  which  simulation  the 
uninformed  public  has  been  led  and  induced  by  defendants 
(WRIGHT  &  TAYLOR)  to  buy  the  product  of  defendants 
under  the  belief  that  it  was  buying  the  product  of  the  plaintiff 
(E.  H.  TAYLOR  JR.  &  SONS),  to  the  hurt  and  injury  of  the 
plaintiff  (E.  H.  TAYLOR  JR.  &  SONS). 

THE  JEFFERSON  CIRCUIT  COURT.  Supra,  held: 

"And  it  is  therefore  further  adjudged  that  the  ^daintiff  E. 
H.  TAYLOR  JR.  &  SONS  (INCORPORATED)  IS  EN- 
TITLED TO  AND  IS  GIVEN  A  PERPETUAL  INJUNC- 
TION AGAINST  THE  DEFENDANTS  (WRIGHT  & 
TAYLOR  )  PERPETUALLY  ENJOINING  AND  RE- 
STRAINING THEM  FROM  SELLING  OR  OFFERING 
TO  SELL  THEIR  BLENDED  OR  RECTIFIED  WHIS- 
KIES UNDER  THE  LABEL  OR  BRAND  OF  'OLD 
KENTUCKY  TAYLOR,'  UNLESS  THE  ADVERTISE- 
MENTS THEREOF  AND  LABELS  THEREON  SHALL 
INDICATE  AND  SHOW  THAT  SAID  WHISKIES  ARE 
BLENDED  OR  RECTIFIED  WHISKIES." 

THE  JEFFERSON  CIRCUIT  COURT'S  RECORDS 

In  our  above  action  against  WRIGHT  &  TAYLOR  (Rec- 
tifiers) will  show  Marion  E.  Taylor's  confession  as  to  how  he 
made  false  "Nine  Year  Old"  whiskey. 

(To  show  the  grossness  of  this  fraud  let  it  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  genuine  Old  Crow  distillery — whose  premises  ad- 
join the  Old  Taylor  distillery — was  built  by  our  President 
(E.  H.  Taylor  Jr.).  with  others,  in  the  early  sixties.) 
In  order  that  official  reference  may  be  made  to  this  amazing 
testimony  of  MARION  E.  TAYLOR,  we  give  the  identifying 
number  to  the  questions  and  answers  (972  to  982)  : 

"972.     Who  made  that  whiskey  that  you  put  up,  as  I  be- 
lieve, you  called  it  'Crow  Nest?' 
A.     Yes  sir,  'Crow  Nest ;'  that  is  a  blended  whiskey. 

973.  Of  whose  make? 

A.     It  is  Wright  &  Taylor's. 

974.  Your  own  distillation? 
A.     Our  own  make. 

975.  Nine  years  old? 

A.  Nine  years  old,  but  I  want  to  explain  in  that  respect 
that  that  whiskey  may  not  have  existed  nine  years  before  it 
was  put  into  that  bottle,  but  it  is  the  treatment  of  that  whiskey 


by  changing  it  from  the  original  barrel  into  new  charred  bar- 
rels, and  shaking  it  and  placing  it  under  the  roof  which  ages 
the  whiskey  much  quicker  than  allowing  it  to  remain  in  the 
original  package.  That  brand  of  whiskey  which  we  brand  as 
nine  years  old  blended,  means  that  it  is  equal  to  nine  year  old 
whiskey  in  smoothness  and  quality. 

980.  How  did  you  arrive  at  the  fact  which  you  put  upon 
the  bottle  of  'Crow  Nest'  that  the  whiskey  was  nine  years  old? 

A.     Because  it  is  comparatively  nine  years  old. 

981.  How  do  you  arrive  at  that  result? 
A.     By  sampling. 

982.  Explain  that,  please? 

A.     You  take  whiskey  that  is  allowed  to  remain  in  the  orig- 
incd  package  for  nine  years  and  compare  it  with  our  ninei 

year  old  blend,  and  you  will  find  them  in  smoothness  the  same. 

Therefore,  we  class  it  as  nine  year  old  whiskey." 

THE  FOOD  COMMISSIONER  OF  NORTH  DAKOTA,  on  De- 
cember 21st,  1907,  in  public  Document  No.  6  reported  to  the 
Governor  of  that  State,  among  adulterations  found  by  him  in 
North  Dakota,  as  follows :     (See  page  58.) 

No.  4738.     Old  Kenucky  Taylor— Wright  &  Taylor, 

Louisville,  Ky. 
Character :     This  product  consists  largely  of  neutral  spirits. 
Not  matured  and  not  four  years  old."     And  again  as  follows 
on  page  113: 

"Label  No.  4738: 

Brand,  Whiskey,  'Fine  Old  Kv.  Tavlor.' 
Producer  or  jobber,  WRIGHT  &  TAYLOR, 
LOUISVILLE,  KY.     Contains    spirits    colored    and 
flavored ;  falsely  labeled." 

THE  COMMISSIONER  OF  PATENTS,  at  Washington,  D.  C, 
Jan.  7,  1909  (TAYLOR  V.  TAYLOR)  held: 

"It  clearly  appears  from  the  testimony  that  the  product  of 
WRIGHT  &  TAYLOR  has  from  its  inception  been  decep- 
tively labeled.  At  no  time  have  the  labels  of  'Kentucky  Tay- 
lor' Whiskey  stated  the  true  character  of  the  product  con- 
tained in  the  bottles.  .  .  .  The  statement  contained  on 
the  labels  that  the  merchandise  is  Fine  Old  Kentucky  Whiskey 
would  reasonably  lead  the  public  to  believe  it  was  a  pure 
whiskey." 

THE  COMMISSIONER  OF  PATENTS,  supra,  also  held: 

"The  testimony  produced  in  the  present  case  shows  that  the 
merchandise  sold  as  'Kentucky  Taylor,'  (of  WRIGHT  & 
TAYLOR,)  ...  is  a  mixture  of  whiskey  with  neutral 
spirits  and  coloring  matter." 

THE  COMMISSIONER  OF  PATENTS,  supra,  also  held: 

"In  the  present  case  the  statement  contained  in  the  labels 
(OF  WRIGHT  &  TAYLOR)  that  the  merchandise  is  FINE 
OLD  KENTUCKY  WHISKEY,  would  reasonably  lead  the 
public  to  BELIEVE  THAT  THE  WHISKEY  WAS  A 
PURE  WHISKEY,  oi=  as  labeled  during  later  years,  a  blend 
of  whiskies,  AND  NOT  A  COMPOUND  OR  IMITATION 
WHISKEY.  For  the  reason  above  stated,  it  must  be  held, 
under  the  principles  stated  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  in  the  case  of  Levy  vs.  Uri,  that  the  trade 
mark  'Kentucky  Taylor'  (OF  WRIGHT  &  TAYLOR)  is  not 
entitled  to  registration." 

THE  COMMISSIONER  OF  PATENTS,  supra,  also  held: 

"Dr.  Breckler  testifies  (E.  H.  TAYLOR  JR.  &  SONS  rec- 
ord, page  68)  that  from  his  analysis  he  concluded  that  the 
whiskey,  'Kentucky  Taylor'  (OF  W^RIGHT  &  TAYLOR) 
is  a  COMPOUND  under  the  Pure  Food  Law,  consisting  of 
a  mixture  of  whiskey  and  spirits,  colored  with  caramel,  sweet- 
ened, and  holding  bead  oil  in  solution." 

THE  COMMISSIONER  OF  PATENTS,  supra,  also  held: 

"The  whiskey  (Kentucky  Taylor  of  WRIGHT  &  TAY- 
LOR) has  been  labeled  either  as  a  straight  whiskey  or  as  a 
blend,  NEITHER  OF  WHICH  HAS  SHOWN  TO  THE 
PUBLIC  THE  TRUE  CHARACTER  OF  THE  GOODS." 

THE  COMMISSIONER  OF  PATENTS,  on  May  3,  1909,  in  his 
brief  before  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia) 
declared : 
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"In  view  of  the  testimony  above  <|iioted,  it  is  oljvious  that 
the  whiskey  bearing  the  words  'Fine  Old  Kentucky  Taylor' 
is  not  a  'fine  old  whiskey,'  it  is  obviously  not  a  pure  handmade 
whiskey,  there  is  nothing  in  the  record  to  show  that  it  is  an 
eight-year-old  whiskey,  and  it  is  not  'blend'  in  the  sense  called 
for  by  the  interpretation  of  the  Attorney-General  in  his  opin- 
ion rendered  April  10,  1907,  which  was  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  this  court  in  connection  with  the  appeal  in  the  case  of 
Levy  vs.  I'ri,  supra." 

"It  is  therefore  submitted  that  the  labels  have  been  so  de- 
ceptively worded  as  to  deprive  Wright  &  Taylor  of  any  stand- 
ing before  a  court  of  equity." 
THE  COURT  OF  APPEALS  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF  COLUM- 
BIA (TAYLOR  V.  TAYLOR)  June  2,  1909,  held : 

"We  agree  with  the  Commissioner  that  the  evidence  shows 

that  the  marks  were  used  by  Wright  &  Taylor 

on  whiskey  represented  to  be  pure,  when  in  fact,  construing 
the  evidence  most  liberally  in  their  favor,  it  was  only  entitled 
to  be  marked  a  compound We  also  find  no  fraud- 
ulent or  deceptive  use  of  the  mark  by  E.  H.  Taylor  Jr.  & 
Sons. 

And  it  is  "unfortunate  that  one  honestly  com- 
plying with  the  law  is  compelled  to  suffer  at  the  hands    of 
Commercial  Sharks The  decision  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Patents  is  confirmed." 
THE  COURT  OF  APPEALS  OF  THE  DISTRICT  DF  COLUM- 
BIA, supra,  held : 

"THE  FRAUD  THUS  PRACTICED  UPON  THE  PUB- 
LIC WAS  HELD  UPON  THE  AUTHORITY  OF  LEVY 
V.  URI  (31  APP.  D.D.  441)  TO  BE  SUFFICIENT  TO 
DIVEST  THESE  PARTIES  (WRIGHT  &  TAYLOR)  OF 

ANY  STANDING  IN  THE  PATENT  OFFICE 

We  also  find  no  fraudulent  or  deceptive  use  of  the  mark  bv 
E.  H.  TAYLOR  JR.  &  SONS."

WARNING  GIVEN. 


Judge  Says  Order  of  Court  Must  Not  Be  Violated. 

In  passing  on.  a  motion  made  by  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.  &  Sons,  of 
Frankfort,  to  compel  Wright  &  Taylor  to  show  cause  why  they 
should  not  be  punished  for  contempt  of  court  for  failure  to  use  the 
word  '"blend"  in  whiskey  advertisements.  Judge  Samuel  B.  Kirby 
issued  a  warning  in  joint  session  yesterday  that  the  edict  of  the 
court  must  not  be  violated  in  the  future  under  penalty  of  punish- 
ment.    He  dismissed  the  rule  with  the  warning. 

It  was  clainicd  in  an  affidavit  filed  by  the  complainants  that 
advertisements  of  ihc  defendants  appearing  in  San  Francisco  and 
Boston  did  not  contain  the  word  the  court  ordered  should  appear 
in  all  advertisements  of  Old  Kentucky  Taylor  whiskey  placed  on 
the  market  by  the  defendants.  Tt  was  stated  by  the  defendants  in 
their  testimony  that  the  mistake  in  San  Francisco  was  due  to  an 
oversight  and  the  one  in  Boston  to  inadvertence.     It  was  further 


CENTRAL  CALIFORNIA  NEWS. 


Sacramento,  January  28,  1914. 

Messrs.  G.  H,  Hecke,  George  W.  Ashley  and  A.  B.  Humphreys 
have  been  appointed  as  a  committee  by  the  California  State  Fruii 
Growers'  Association  to  confer  with  the  State  Viticultural  Com- 
mission to  bring  about  co-operation  between  the  viticultural  anc 
horticultural  interests  of  the  State.  The  State-wide  movemeni 
makes  for  united  action. 

According  to  the  statisticians  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State 
Jordan,  it  will  require  only  70  per  cent  of  the  votes  of  the  womer 
who  register  and  40  per  cent  of  the  votes  of  the  men  to  make  th( 
prohibition  amendment  a  law  in  the  State  of  California.  Petitions 
with  a  total  of  52,599  signatures  were  filed  with  the  Secretary  oi 
State  calling  for  an  election  on  prohibition. 

Willows  became  dry  as  a  bone- on  the  6th  of  January,  although 
there  was  a  very  heavy  rainfall. 

lone  residents  have  been  stirred  up  by  the  charge  of  Detective 
J.  M.  Amick  of  $150  for  services  in  securing  evidence  against  blind- 
pigs  for  selling  "near  beer."  The  blind-piggers  opposed  the  pay- 
ment of  the  charge  because  they  declared  that  they  were  too  near- 
sighted to  tell  the  diflference  between  beer  with  less  than  one  pei 
cent  alcohol  and  the  stronger  variety.  Supervisor  W.  Amick,  a 
cousin  of  the  detective,  declared  that  the  charge  was  exorbitant 
The  charge  was  finally  allowed.     lone  is  "near  broke." 

The  Sacramento  "Bee'  says :  "California  is  on  the  verge  of  a 
great  disaster.  If  prohibition  should  be  adopted  the  progress  oi 
the  State  will  be  set  back  fifty  years." 

Two  saloons  are  to  be  retired  by  the  Bliss  law,  $5,768.75  having 
been  made  available  for  the  purpose.  "The  lease,  the  stock,  the 
fixtures  and  the  estimated  damage  to  the  owner  by  such  involun- 
tary retirement  is  considered  by  a  board,  consisting  of  one  member 
selected  by  the  commissioners,  another  by  the  saloonmen  and  a 
third  by  the  other  two,"  declared  Commissioner  Bliss. 

Mr.  F.  Bechtold,  general  representative  of  the  California  Wine 
Growers'  Association  in  the  Eastern  States,  with  headquarters  in 
Chicago,  visited  Sacramento  during  the  second  week  in  January  and 
was  the  guest  of  General  Agent  Warrack  of  the  Union  Pacific 
Railroad  Company. 

The  Sacramento  "Union"  states  that  the  Coca-Cola  Company 
intends  to  spend  $250,000  to  make  California  dry  this  year.  The 
company  is  doing  this  for  advertisement  purposes.  To  make  a 
success  of  its  plan  the  company  should  spend  about  ten  times  the 
amount  to  have  a  law  passed  compelling  people  to  drink  Coca-Cola. 

In  Lodi  on  the  15th  of  January  Rev.  D.  M.  Gandier  devoted  his 
lecture  hour  to  telling  of  the  recent  national  prohibition  meeting  in 
Columbus,  O.  He  read  extracts  from  several  speeches  delivered. 
Among  these  was  one  by  former  Governor  Patterson  of  Tennessee. 
Patterson,  while  Governor,  had  been  a  great  friend  of  the  liquor 
interests,  said  Gandier,  and  had  shown  it  by  vetoeing  the  prohibi- 
tion bills  and  pardoning  those  who  broke  the  liquor  laws.  Later, 
however,  Patterson  was  arrested  while  in  a  house  in  the  Menif 
redlight  district.  He  then  reformed  and  battled  with  the  proh 
tionists  to  save  himself  from  public  exposure.  This  is  the 
news  of  Patterson's  "reform." 

The  Sacramento  "Bee'  reports  that  $1,000,000  have  been  rail 
by  the  wholesale  liquor  dealers,  distillers,  brewers,  hop  growl 
barley  farmers,  vineyardists  and  saloon  men  for  the  coming  cd 
paign  against  prohibition.     Too  bad  it  isn't  true. 


Nome  Is  Dry  on  Sundays. — On  the  4th  of  January  the  Sund 
closing  law  was  for  the  first  time  put  into  force  in  Nome,  Alas 
.'\t   12:01   a.   m.  on  the  day  mentioned  the  officers  of  the  law 
tered  the  various  resorts  and  forcibly  ejected  the  patrons.     All  tliej 
saloonkeepers  have  had  to  invest  in  locks  and  keys,  since  before 
the  new  law  went  into  eflfect  they  had  no  need  of  such  articles,  tin 
establishments  being  open  day  and  night.     Many  persons  suffen 
from  exposure  as  a  result  of  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  as  tlicn 
were  no  handy  places  of  shelter  after  midnight  Sunday.

Suit  Filed  Against  Ten  New  York  Houses  for  Imitating  Product 
of  Hiram  Walker  &  Sons  Ltd. 


It  is  doubtful  if  any  brand  of  whisky  has  been  more  liberally 
idvertised  in  the  United  States  than  Canadian  Club.  It  is  backed 
by  a  house  possessed  of  great  financial  resources,  and  one  that 
believes  in  publicity,  and  money  has  not  been  spared  during  the 
last  quarter  of  a  century  to  make  this  brand  known  to  every  adult 
in  the  United  States. 

In  consequence  of  such  a  policy  the  Canadian  Club,  in  a  com- 
paratively short  time,  became  practically  a  staple  in  the  retail 
li<|uor  places  of  the  country,  including  as  well  the  clubs  and  hotels. 

Xow  if  there  be  a  house  connected  with  our  business  in  this  or 
an V  other  country  that  has  a  higher  regard  for  the  ethics  of  trade 
than  Hiram  Walker  &  Sons,  we  do  not  know  of  it.  This  house 
stands  so  straight  in  its  dealings  that  it  might  be  said  to  lean  back- 
wards.

[country,  and  which  are  evidently  expected  to  be  substituted  by 
•unprincipled  retailers  for  the  famous  brand  that  we  have  referred 

to. 

I  It  is  claimed  by  Messrs.  Hiram  Walker  &  Sons  that  houses 
butting  out  this  so-called  "Canadian  Type"  whisky  try  to  imitate

This  is,  of  course,  a  glaring  infraction  of 
the  law,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  majority  of  the  whole- 
sale and  retail  trade  have  too  much  regard  for  their  reputations  to 
countenance  such  a  transaction. 

"It  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  some  time  ago  a  large  American 
distillery  in  order  to  protect  its  trade  bottled  its  goods  in  so-called 
non-refillable  bottles,  which  the  average  person  would  think  would 
be  practically  an  absolute  preventive  of  substitution,  but  even  this 
device  (secured  at  the  cost  of  much  money  and  after  a  thorough 
testing  of  hundreds  of  similar  articles,  only  one  of  which  was  found 
to  be  commercially  successful)  failed  in  its  purpose.  So  that  it 
will  be  seen  what  a  hard  time  manufacturers  of  nationally  adver- 
tised and  consumed  goods  have  to  protect  themselves  against  un- 
derhand methods  upon  the  part  of  cowardly  competitors  who  can- 
not meet  them  in  fair  fight  upon  the  commercial  battlefield."— 
Bonfort's. 


FRESNO  AND  VICINITY. 


Fresno,  January  25.  1914. 

The  board  of  trustees  of  Visalia  has  set  February  24th  as  the 
day  for  the  election  on  the  wet-or-dry  proposition.  There  is  a 
question  as  to  whether  the  election  on  the  24th  of  February  in  Vi- 
salia will  be  held  legal.  On  two  of  the  petitions  for  the  election 
the  fee  for  proposed  licenses  is  placed  at  $1,600,  while  on  the  third 
it  is  placed  at  $1,200.  The  petitions  carried  400  names  or  1,910 
more  than  required. 

Three  bootleggers  were  punished  in  Porterville  during  the  past 
month.  They  were  all  women  and  sold  "whisky."  All  three  were 
property  owners.  They  made  great  profits  in  the  dry  town,  selling 
"whisky"  made  by  themselves  at  a  cost  of  $1.00  a  gallon  for  15  cents 
a  drink.     The  "whisky"  has  made  lots  of  trouble. 


New  Record  for  Golden  State  Champagne. — During  the  month 
of  December  a  new  record  was  made  in  the  sales  of  Golden  State 
Champagne.  Up  to  the  week  of  holidays  the  sales  had  by  far  ex- 
ceeded those  of  any  previous  month  and  the  sales  during  the  holi- 
day week  made  the  record  for  the  month  far  above  any  of  the  rec- 
ords formerly  established.

During  the  past  year,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  above  summary, 
there  were  39  clear-cut  wet  and  dry  elections,  covering  eighteen 
lincorporated  cities  and  21  supervisorial  districts.  Twelve  of  the 
frities  declared  for  a  wet  policy  and  six  banished  the  saloon. 
Fwelve  of  the  supervisorial  districts  voted  dry  and  nine  were  in 


favor  of  the  sale  of  alcoholic  liquors.  The  total  vote  of  the  cities 
and  districts  was  43,629.  The  wet  vote  was  23,664  and  the  dry 
19,965,  or  a  wet  majority  of  3,699. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Wyllie  Local  Option  Law  and  the  In- 
itiative and  Referendum,  there  have  been  240  elections  on  the  wet 
and  dry  question,  including  74  cities,  141  supervisorial  districts  and 
two  county  initative  elections  (Lake  and  Stanislaus  Counties). 
Nine  cities  and  12  supervisorial  districts  voted  twice,  while  Colton 
voted  three  times.  The  total  vote  in  all  elections  was  401,579,  of 
which  the  drys  polled  149,232  votes  and  the  wets  252,347,  giving  a 
majority  of  103,115  votes  in  favor  of  reason  and  regulation. 


Governor  West  and  His  Secretary  Miss  Hobbs.  —  Governor 
West  of  Oregon  paid  a  thorny  tribute  to  the  practical  abilities  of 
women  when  he  sent  his  feminine  private  secretary  to  make  the  po- 
lice authorities  of  Copperfield  obey  the  order  to  close  the  Copperfield 
saloons.  Not  every  woman  would  care  to  undertake  the  job.  But 
Miss  Fern  Hobbs,  according  to  the  meager  reports  of  the  incident 
which  have  been  so  far  received,  was  not  appalled.  She  seems  to 
have  packed  her  grip  and  gone. 

"Miss  Hobbs  will  deliver  the  goods,"  says  Governor  West,  with 
serene  confidence ;  "beyond  that  I  have  nothing  to  say." 

One  wishes  that  Governor  West  would  have  something  more 
to  say.  One  would  like  to  know  whether  there  are  many  young 
women  in  Oregon  of  such  surprising  caliber  as  Miss  Hobbs  appears 
to  possess.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Miss  Hobbs  will  make  a  full  re- 
port when  she  gets  back,  in  case  she  is  not  busy  presiding  over  the 
State  Senate  or  suppressing  a  riot. — San  Francisco  "Bulletin." 

Since  sending  Secretary  Hobbs  to  Copperfield  Governor  West 
has  completely  lost  his  reputation  as  a  strenuous  executive.  People 
of  Oregon  now  consider  him  to  be  a  hysterical  personage.  His  sec- 
retary is  not  even  considered  strenuous,  as  she  signally  failed  in 
her  mission.  Oregon's  solution  of  the  West  problem  should  be 
simple.  She  should  give  the  Governor  twenty  per  cent  additional 
brains  to  enable  him  to  control  his  nerves.

Los  Angeles,  January  26,  1914. 

THE  prohibitionists  of  Pomona  are  still  in  a  quandary  over  the 
interpretation  of  their  ordinance  which  provides  that  alco- 
holic liquors  shall  be  used  for  scientific  purposes  only.  One  of  the 
eiTects  of  the  ordinance  is  the  replenishment  of  the  scientific  chests 
of  many  families  of  Pomona.  While  clubs  and  similar  organiza- 
tions are  not  allowed  to  keep  alcoholic  liquors  for  scientific  pur- 
poses, families  are  free  to  make  demonstrations  of  the  scientific 
value  of  alcohol  by  inviting  guests  to  make  bibulous  analyses  of 
the  contents  of  brown,  black  and  green  bottles.  The  prohibition- 
ists are  now  thinking  of  prohibiting  science  in  Pomona.  One  of 
the  leaders  has  expressed  the  opinion  that  "there  ain't  no  such  thing 
as  science.  It  is  all  a  superstition."  By  "superstition"  he  very 
probably  means  "subterfuge."  Heads  of  families  who  bring  friends 
to  the  homes  to  be  "treated"  may  find  themselves  hailed  before 
the  Supreme  Court  to  prove  that  they  are  scientists  or  go  to  jail. 

In  San  Bernardino  City  the  Catick  administration  has  passed  a 
new  ordinance  to  increase  the  number  of  saloons  from  18  to  24. 
According  to  the  new  ordinance  both  sides  of  Third  street  and  all 
other  streets  are  open  to  the  establishment  of  saloons.  The  old 
limit  of  two  saloons  to  each  side  of  a  block  has  been  thrown  on  the 
municipal  scrap  heap  and  the  bars  have  been  let  down  so  as  to 
permit  as  many  saloons  on  a  block  as  a  block  can  accommodate. 
The  new  ordinance  was  made  efTective  January  5.  A  mighty  roar 
has  gone  up  from  the  fanatics,  who  do  not  like  the  idea  of  the  lib- 
erals that  it  is  necessary  to  fight  fire  with  fire.  But  there  will  be 
a  great  increase  of  business  in  San  Bernardino  City.  Being  the 
only  wet  place  in  the  county  a  concentration  of  county  prosperity 
will  be  made  in  the  city. 

San  Diego's  city  council  is  determined  that  the  sale  of  liquors 
in  restaurants  outside  the  saloon  zone  will  not  be  curbed  just  to 
suit  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  Liquor  licenses  are  being  issued  to  cafes  on 
Ocean  Bay  Beach  and  an  awful  howl  is  going  up  from  the  W.  C. 
T.  U.  menagerie. 

The  yield  of  wine  from  the  Escondido  Valley  was  worth  $60,- 
000  in  1913.  The  price  of  wine  grapes  was  $14  a  ton  as  compared 
with  $6  two  years  ago.  Manager  D.  Cozzolino  of  the  Escondido 
Vineyard  and  Wine  Company,  states  that  his  company  could  have 
sold  $300,000  worth  of  wine  if  he  had  had  the  goods.  He  states 
that  only  200  acres  are  planted  to  wine  grapes,  whereas  there  is 
ample  room  for  2,000  acres  in  the  valley.  Mr.  Cozzolino  says : 
"During  the  past  season  there  were  three  buyers  for  one  seller. 
What  is  wanted  is  more  people  to  grow  grapes.  The  selling  is  an 
easy  matter.  The  prospects  are  that  $18  a  ton  will  be  paid  for 
grapes  during  the  coming  season." 

According  to  the  Los  Angeles  "Examiner"  there  are  30,000 
acres  of  land  devoted  to  the  growing  of  wine  grapes  in  Southern 
California.  This  journal  says:  "At  Guasti,  or  Cucamonga,  in  San 
Bernardino  County,  there  is  located  the  largest  vineyard  in  the 
world,  covering  4,000  acres,  and  owned  by  the  Italian  Vineyard 
Company.  In  Southern  California  6,000,000  gallons  of  dry  and 
sweet  wines  are  manufactured  annually,  retailing  at  $3,000,000. 
Grape  brandy  to  the  extent  of  1,500,000  gallons  are  made,  valued 
at  $3,000,000.  More  than  10,000  persons  are  dependent  on  this  in- 
dustry for  their  maintenance." 

Collector  John  P.  Carter  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  of 
Los  Angeles  reports  that  $1,444,346.77  were  collected  in  his  dis- 
trict in  1913.  or  $180,622.47  more  than  in  1912.  The  brandy  manu- 
factured amounted  to  794,437.03  gallons  as  compared  with  749,- 
220.07  in  1912.  The  tax  collected  on  beer  amounted  to  $39.S.673  as 
against  $356,104  in  1912,  which  indicates  that  the  .Sixth  Internal 
Revenue  Di.stric'  people  do  not  take  kindly  to  prohibition. 

Winemen  of  Southern  California  are  preparing  to  fight  against 
the  renewal  of  the  attempt  to  tax  California  sweet  wines  at  the  rate 
of  $1.10  per  gallon  of  brandy  used  for  fortification. 

On  the  11th  of  January  32  immigrants  arrived  at  Barstow  to  go 
to  the  northern  part  of  San  Bernardino  County  to  grow  wine 
grapes.  They  will  raise  the  small,  dark  red  grapes  from  which  a 
peculiarly  rich  wine  is  made  in  Italy.     While  their  vines  are  ma- 


turing they  will  work  for  other  vineyardists  in  the  county.  Othe 
immigrants  are  to  follow  them  from  Italy. 

On  the  10th  of  January  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Avalon  con 
sidered  an  ordinance  allowing  three  retail  saloon  licenses  and  sev 
eral  restaurant  licenses  for  the  town,  saloons  to  be  closed  Sunda; 
and  restaurants  to  be  allowed  to  serve  liquor  with  meals  Sunday. 

San  Diego  supervisors  on  the  9th  of  January  passed  an  ordi 
nance  prohibiting  sales  of  liquor  in  the  county  outside  incorporatei 
places.  This  closes  the  saloons  in  the  Second  and  Fifth  districts 
practically  drying  up  the  county. 

Drys  of  Anaheim  are  making  a  canvass  of  rooming  houses  au( 
saloons  to  try  to  find  the  "false  voters"  who  made  the  city  wet  No 
vember  5,  1913.  They  hope  to  be  able  to  have  the  last  electioi 
declared  illegal. 

The  Police  Commission  of  Los  Angeles  on  the  13th  of  Januar 
adopted  a  resolution  making  it  misconduct  for  a  wholesale  liquo 
dealer  to  give  away  chances  or  premiums. 

The  W.  C.  T.  U.  held  a  general  prayer  meeting  on  the  l.^th  o 
January  in  Los  Angeles  for  the  success  of  the  national  constitu 
tional  amendment  for  prohibition.  There  was  some  strenuou 
praying.  The  praying  fanatics  blasphemed  the  Lord  to  their  heart' 
content.  Instead  of  praising  God,  from  whom  all  blessings  flow 
they  cursed  the  blessings.  If  they  had  directed  their  prayers  t( 
the  devil  they  would  have  been  much  more  appropriate,  since  tlii 
kind  of  blessings  that  the  Los  Angeles  W.  C.  T.  U.  want  are  no 
those  that  flow  but  those  that  clog.  What  they  really  need  ar 
red-hot  clinkers  and  not  ripe,  red  wine.  If  they  prayed  to  the  righ 
party  they  would  get  what  they  require. 


IMPROVEMENTS  AT  WINEHAVEN. 


Plans  have  been  completed  by  the  California  Wine  Associatioi 
for  the  construction  of  additional  buildings  at  Winehaven  durin; 
the  coming  year.  The  cost  of  new  structures  will  be  $50,000.  Mos 
of  the  improvements  are  for  the  purpose  of  adding  to  the  comfor 
of  employees.

THE  COCA-COLA  COMPANY  NAILS  A  PROHIBITION  LIE

Gentlemen:     We  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  15th 
instant  enclosing  clipping  taken    from    the    "Sacramento  Union," 
and  we  are  appreciative  of  same,  inasmuch  as  this  is  the  first  inti- 
mation that  the  Coca-Cola  Company,  or  its  officers  or  agents  have 
had  that  the  Coca-Cola  Company,    or    anyone    connected  with  it, 
contemplated  taking  any  part  in  any  such  campaign. 

We  say  to  you  that  neither  the  Coca-Cola  Company,  nor  its 
officers  or  agents,  have  authorized  such  a  statement.  They  are 
not  interested  in  any  such  campaign,  have  never  taken  part  in  any 
such  campaign  in  any  city,  town  or  county,  and  do  not  intend  to 
do  so.

WITH  business  for  the  current  calendar  year  beginning  to 
strike  a  satisfactory'  stride,  after  some  rather  disquieting 
delays,  the  trade  in  this  section  is  feeling  a  good  deal  better  than 
was  the  case  a  few  weeks  ago.  Demand  is  picking  up  in  all  quar- 
ters, and  the  wholesalers  and  jobbers,  who  for  a  time  after  the 
holidays  found  this  almost  abnormally  quiet,  are  again  reporting  a 
good  demand  for  their  goods,  both  bottled  in  bond  and  in  bulk. 
Practically  all  of  the  distilleries  are  now  operating  at  a  normal  rate 
of  activity,  and  it  seems  that  the  industry  is  on  a  normal  basis  for 
the  season,  everything  considered. 

The  question  of  the  rate  of  production  for  the  season  refuses  to 
down,  however,  and  although  it  was  apparently  forgotten  up  to  a 
month  ago,  it  has  recently  arisen  again  in  more  definite  form  than 
ever.  A  number  of  leading  distillers,  pointing  to  the  indisputable 
fact  that  the  past  three  years  have  witnessed  an  overproduction  of 
Kentucky  whiskies,  have  announced  their  intention  of  reducing  the 
crop  for  the  current  season  materially,  some  by  a  certain  definite 
percentage,  and  others  only  in  general  terms. 

R.  E.  Wathen  &  Co.  and  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.  &  Sons  were  among 
the  first  to  announce  that  they  would  reduce  their  crops,  and  more 
recently  other  well-known  concerns  have  joined  in  the  movement, 
including  the  J.  E.  Pepper  Distilling  Company  and  the  Tarr  Dis- 
tilling Company  of  Lexington,  the  latter  announcing  that  it  will  not 
open  its  plant  at  all  this  season.  It  is  also  reported  that  the  S.  J. 
Greenbaum  Distillery  Company  of  Midway,  Ky.,  will  reduce  its 
production  materially,  and  it  is  understood  that  a  number  of  other 
distillers  will  reduce  their  crops,  decision  to  take  this  action  fol- 
lowing a  meeting  of  independent  distillers  in  Louisville,  at  which 
Julius  Kessler  of  New  York  was  present,  and  pointed  out  the  de- 
sirability of  a  short  crop  this  year. 

Many  distillers,  however,  take  the  view  that  the  present  active 
demand  for  the  1910  crop,  which  has  already  resulted  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  bulk  of  that  season's  production  for  various  pur- 
poses, indicates  the  kind  of  market  which  will  be  available  for  the 
crops  of  the  three  succeeding  years.  In  fact,  Tl's  are  already  in 
strong  demand,  although  it  is  hardly  likely  that  that  crop  will  bring 
such  prices  as  are  now  freely  offered  for  'lO's,  which  are  desired 
chiefly  for  bottling  in  bond.  Those  holding  the  view  that  consump- 
tion is  going  to  continue  its  steady  increase  believe  that  even  the 
large  crops  of  1911,  1912  and  1913  will  be  taken  care  of  without  any 
trouble,  and  that  there  is  therefore  no  need  of  any  reduction  in  the 
current  crop  other  than  that  which  will  automatically  result  from 
the  high  price  of  corn.  With  the  production  of  some  plants,  there- 
fore, running  well  up  to  that  of  an  average  season,  and  that  of  a 
number  of  others,  who  are  no  doubt  in  the  minority,  both  in  number 
and  capacity,  reduced  more  or  less,  prospects  are  for  a  fairly  good- 
sized  crop,  although  it  will  hardly  approach  that  of  any  of  the 
•  three  years  immediately  preceding.  At  any  rate,  there  seems  no 
reason  to  fear  that  there  will  be  anything  like  an  overproduction, 
especially  of  the  better  brands,  and  there  is  every  prospect,  on  the 
other  hand,  that  the  three  big  crops  referred  to  will  be  taken  care 
of  without  any  trouble. 

With  the  Kentucky  legislature  in  session  and  Congress  also 
busy,  the  whisky  trade  has  had  plenty  of  proposed  legislation  to 
demand  its  attention.  The  Hobson  bill  for  national  prohibition, 
while  generally  considered  as  having  extremely  small  chance  of  re- 
ceiving serious  consideration  in  Congress,  has  nevertheless  been 
met  by  vigorous  action  on  the  part  of  those  interested,  as  far  as 
Kentucky  is  concerned.  A  recent  meeting  held  in  the  Hotel  Seel- 
bach,  in  Louisville,  was  attended  by  over  a  thousand  members  of 
the  Kentucky  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  and  Distillers'  Associa- 
tion, the  Hotel  and  Cafe  Association  of  Kentucky,  and  of  the  retail 
trade  in  Louisville.  The  nceting  was  addressed  by  various  promi- 
nent members  of  the  trade  and  of  the  organizations  named,  and 
50.000  circular  letters,  in  the  form  of  a  protest  against  the  bill,  were 
distributed  among  those  present,  the  plan  being  to  secure  the  sig- 
natures of  voters  and  forward  them  in  Kentucky  members  of  the 
Senate  and  House.  This  plan  proved  sn  far  successful  that  a  few 
days  since  several  members  of  the  delegation,  who  had  not  ex- 


pressed themselves  on  the  matter,  announced  through  the  news- 
papers that  the  flood  of  protests  which  they  had  received  had  de- 
termined them  to  vote  against  the  measure,  in  obedience  to  the 
evident  desire  of  so  large  a  number  of  voters. 

A  bill  has  been  introduced  in  the  Kentucky  legislature  by  Rep- 
resentative Webb  designed  to  make  effective  in  dry  portions  of 
Kentucky  the  provisions  of  the  famous  Webb-Kenyon  bill.  The 
fact  that  the  author  of  the  measure  has  the  same  name  as  that  of 
one  of  the  authors  of  the  national  act  referred  to  is  a  curious  coin- 
cidence, which  may  have  had  something  to  do  with  the  zeal  of  the 
Kentucky  solon.  It  seems  probable  that  this  bill  will  pass,  and 
there  seems  to  be  no  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  trade  to  do  any- 
thing to  prevent  it,  as  the  rights  of  the  counties  to  indicate  and 
enforce  their  views  on  the  liquor  question  has  been  fully  acquiesced 
in  by  the  distillers  and  others.  It  is  plain,  moreover,  that  there  is 
litle  chance  of  any  State-wide  prohibition  bill  being  introduced,  or, 
if  introduced,  seriously  considered  at  this  session,  and  the  trade  is 
therefore  resting  easy. 

Examiner  J.  Ezra  Smith  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion recently  took  evidence  in  Louisville  in  the  complaint  of  the 
S.  Greenbaum  Distillery  Company  against  the  Louisville  &  Nash- 
ville Railroad,  the  Chesapeake  &  Ohio  Railroad  and  the  Cincinnati, 
New  Orleans  &  Texas  Pacific  Railway,  the  matter  involved  being 
the  rates  on  whisky  from  the  plaintiff's  distillery  to  points  north 
of  the  Ohio  river.  The  Greenbaum  company  is  also  complaining 
of  the  rates  on  dried  grain  and  on  bottles  to  Midway.  The  evi- 
dence taken  was  referred  to  the  commission  for  decision. 

The  Eagle  Distillery  of  Stanley,  Ky.,  has  filed  a  complaint 
against  the  railroads  doing  business  in  what  is  known  as  Central 
Freight  Association  territory,  alleging  discrimination  against  it 
and  in  favor  of  Owensboro  and  Henderson,  Ky.,  on  various  dis- 
tillery supplies.  The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  is  asked 
to  investigate  the  charge  and  grant  appropriate  relief. 

Four  boys  and  a  saloonkeeper  were  recently  arrested  by  Louis- 
ville detectives,  charged  with  complicity  in  robberies  of  whisky 
from  Chesapeake  &  Ohio  cars  in  Louisville  amounting  to  hundreds 
of  dollars.  The  robberies  are  alleged  to  have  extended  over  some 
months.     The  prisoners  will  be  held  to  the  action  of  the  grand  jury. 

Michael  Herrman  of  the  well-known  wine  and  whisky  house  of 
Herrmann  Brothers,  and  French  consular  agent  at  Louisville,  re- 
cently issued  a  statement  relating  to  the  poor  condition  of  the 
French  wine  crop,  in  the  course  of  which  he  took  occasion  to  com- 
ment on  the  charge  frequently  made  to  the  effect  that  California 
wines  are  shipped  abroad  and  reimported  into  the  United  States 
under  French  labels.  The  matter  is  a  particularly  sore  spot  witb 
Mr.  Herrmann,  himself  a  Frenchman,  and  he  emphatically  denied 
that  such  fraud  is  ever  practiced,  admitting,  however,  that  CaliJ 
fornians  "nevertheless  have  some  very  creditable  wines,"  which 
a  very  generous  concession  for  a  Frenchman,  and  an  importer 
French  wines. 

The  J.  D.  Distillery,  near  Marrowbone,  in  Cumberland  countj 
Ky.,  was  recently  destroyed  by  a  fire  supposed  to  be  of  incendiar^ 
origin,  as  the  plant  was  not  in  operation,  and  there  is  no  other  e> 
planation  possible,  apparently. 

A  distillery  deal  of  some  magnitude  was  that  consummated  re 
cently  when  the  entire  business  of  Dreyfuss,  Weil  &  Co.  of  Pa 
ducah,  Ky.,  including  plant,  brands,  trademarks,  stock  and  goc 
will.  The  purchaser  was  the  Ullman  Company  of  Cincinnati,.  1 
The  Paducah  concern  was  organized  in  1888  by  the  late  Sol- Dre> 
fuss,  who  was  killed  under  mysterious  circumstances  severa 
months  ago,  and  Herman  L.  Weil.  The  terms  of  the  sale  have  nc 
been  announced. 

The  Bouvier  Specialty  Company  of  Louisville,  manufacturing 
a  well-known  preparation  of  buchu  gin,  recently  filed  amended  ar 
tides  of  incorporation,  increasing  its  capital  stock  from  $25,000  t^ 
$55,000. 

Miles  P.  Mattingly  of  Owensboro,  Ky.,  died  recently  at  hia 
home  in  that  city  at  the  age  of  72  years,  the  cause  of  his  death  being 
a  stroke  of  apoplexy  sustained  more  than  a  year  ago.     Mr.  Matt 
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ins^ly  was  well-known  throughout  Kentucky  as  a  Confederate  vet- 
eran, a  leading  distiller,  the  founder  of  the  M.  P.  Mattingly  Dis- 
tilling Company,  and  the  owner  of  some-famous  thoroughbreds. 

William  Krogman  of  Tell  City,  Ind.,  who  owns  the  Krogman 
distilleries  at  that  place,  and  M.  B.  Thurman  of  New  Albany,  Ind., 
are  reported  to  have  taken  options  on  distilleries  at  New  Amster- 
dam and  Mauckport,  Ind. 

The  results  of  prohibition  legislation  in  Tennessee  are  being 
seen  clearly  in  Chattanooga  and  other  cities,  in  the  sale  of  well- 
e(|uipped  distillery  plants  as  junk.  A  recent  sale  was  that  of  the 
plant  owned  in  Chattanooga  by  S.  S.  Price,  following  several  others, 
including  the  White  Oak  and  Wakeman  plants.  If  is  estimated 
that  these  plants  represented  an  investment  of  $20,000  each,  and 
that  they  sold  as  junk  for  about  ten  per  cent  of  their  cost. 


Central  and  Northern  California 


NEWS  FROM  THE  DESERT  STATES. 


Nevada. — There  has  been  considerable  activity  in  business  gen- 
erally at  Las  Vegas.  A  number  of  saloons  have  been  added  to  the 
business  establishments  of  the  city.  Applications  for  liquor  li- 
ecnses  have  been  pouring  in  upon  the  board  of  city  commissioners, 
it  has  been  decided  to  limit  the  number  of  saloons. 

Considerable  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  bar-room  of 

the  Lincoln  Hotel  at  Las  Vegas.     The  hotel  and  bar  is  owned  and 

'i;)crated  by  City  Commissioner  John  B.  Curtis.     It  is  the  intention 

i  Mr.  Curtis  to  make  the  bar-room  the  most  elegant  in  Southern 

Nevada. 

Arizona. — During  the  second  week  of  February  a  movement 
was  started'  in  Phoenix  to  bring  about  State-wide  prohibition. 
Members  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  are  circulating  petitions  to  submit  tiie 
question  of  prohibition  to  the  voters  next  fall.  These  petitiors 
are.  it  is  understood,  being  issued  from  the  headquarters  of  the  pro- 
hibitionists at  Yuma. 

Eugene  W.  Chafin  has  announced  at  Tucson  that  he  will  be  a 
■andidate  for  the  United  States  Senate  in  the  fall  campaign.  He 
is  of  the  opinion  that  he  can  do  more  good  as  Senator  than  as  can- 
didate for  the  presidency.  Senator  Mark  M.  Smith  will  have  to 
take  care  of  his  position  as  Chafin  wants  to  displace  him. 

Mr.  J.  G.  Keating  has  sold  the  Tunnel  Saloon  at  Florence  to  F. 
J.  Van  Siclen.  Mr.  Keating  conducted  the  saloon  for  more  than 
thirty  years.  The  establishment  is  one  of  the  best  known  in  the 
State  of  Arizona. 

The  Pony  Saloon  of  Mr.  James  Marrs  of  Tombstone  has  been 
inoved  to  a  more  prominent  locality  on  Main  street.  Expensive 
decorations  have  been  placed  in  the  resort  so  as  to  make  it  one  of 
the  highest  class  establishments  in  Tombstone. 

Eugene  W.  Chafin,  the  champion  prohibitionist,  has  been  mak- 
ing some  speeches  in  Tucson  which  show  him  to  be  more  radical 
and  destructive  than  ever.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U. 
he  declared  that  all  organizations  and  allied  industries  that  derived 
benefit  from  the  liquor  traffic  should  be  ruined,  as  they  were  as 
much  to  blame  for  the  existence  of  the  traffic  as  the  liquor  men 
themselves. 

New  Mexico. — On  the  6th  of  February  every  precinct  in  Dona 
Ana  County,  with  the  exception  of  the  town  of  Las  Cruces,  went 
dry.  None  of  the  towns  that  went  dry  had  more  than  two  hun- 
dred inhabitants. 

An  election  is  to  be  held  throughout  San  Juan  County,  with  the 
exception  of  the  incorporated  towns  of  Farmington  and  Aztec,  on 
the  28th  of  February. 

Mr.  Peter  Kitchen,  the  veteran  liquor  dealer  of  Gallup,  has  sold 
his  establishment  to  J.  B.  Farris  and  Milton  Bunetta.  Mr.  Kitchen 
was  in  business  for  35  years  in  Gallup. 

The  election  on  the  liquor  question  held  in  Precinct  No.  9  in 
McKinley  County,  on  the  14th  of  February,  resulted  in  a  victory 
for  the  drys.  Ramah  is  the  only  town  affected,  and  it  has  less  than 
200  inhabitants. 


COMING  MEETING  OF  STATE  BOARD  OF  VITICULTURE. 


Sacramento,  February  27 ,  1914. 

The  blind-pigs  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  at  Yount- 
ville  are  held  responsible  for  the  degradation  of  some  members  of 
the  home.  According  to  a  report  made  by  Commandant  C.  A. 
WoodruflF,  many  feeble  old  veterans  under  the  influence  of  the  in- 
ferior and  sometimes  drugged  liquors  sold  by  the  blind-pigs  have 
brought  disgrace  upon  the  home.  The  commandant  says  that  the 
disgrace  of  such  a  condition  should  not  rest  upon  the  home  or  its 
members,  but  upon  the  community  which  suffers  it  to  continue. 
Regulation  is  called  for. 

Owing  to  scant  business  the  Riverside  Inn,  on  Riverside  road, 
was  closed  on  the  first  of  the  year.  The  city  commissioners  con- 
template revoking  the  license.  Several  persons  have  offered  to  pay 
the  license  fee,  but  the  commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
closing  of  a  place  for  two  months  should  be  cause  for  revoking  the 
license.  This  is  the  first  case  of  the  kind  in  Sacramento  under  the 
new  ordinance. 

According  to  Mr.  E.  M.  Sheehan  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the  viticultural  interests,  it  will  be  better  for  the  entire  movement 
against  prohibition  for  the  wine  makers  to  wage  an  independent 
fight  to  save  the  wine  industry. 

The  Napa  Valley  Vineyard  Company,  which  proposes  to  estab- 
lish one  of  the  largest  wineries  in  the  State  near  the  town  of  Napa, 
has  elected  T.  W.  Wuflich,  president,  and  F.  M.  Silva,  secretary. 
Dr.  E.  Hennessey  and  Mr.  J.  Carbone  are  interested  in  the  company. 

Mr.  Fred  Kuchler,  the  well-known  hop  grower,  passed  away  in 
Sacramento  the  last  day  of  January.  He  was  a  native  of  Switzer- 
land and  had  been  a  resident  of  Sacramento  for  thirty  years.  He 
was  forty-five  years  of  age. 

During  the  second  week  of  February  the  Business  Men's  Asso- 
ciation of  Willows  had  a  conference  with  the  anti-saloon  forces  to 
see  if  some  reasonable  and  just  conclusion  could  be  arrived  at  in 
regard  to  the  modification  of  the  present  liquor  ordinance.  It  has 
been  found  that  many  persons  who  voted  to  close  the  saloons  last 
May  are  now  anxious  to  do  something  in  behalf  of  business,  as  they 
realize  that  the  closing  of  the  saloons  has  brought  about  a  pro- 
nounced commercial  depression.  Some  of  the  drys  at  the  confer- 
ence showed  a  willingness  to  discuss  conditions  and  attempt  to  ar- 
rive at  some  fair  settlement  of  the  question  in  order  to  avoid  an- 
other liquor  election.  But  others  showed  acrimony.  It  is  more 
than  likely  that  another  election  will  be  held  within  twelve  months. 

Red  Bluff  expects  to  have  an  election  on  the  saloon  question  in 
April.  Petitions  are  being  circulated.  Only  203  signatures  are  re- 
quired to  call  for  the  election. 

The  drys  of  the  first  supervisorial  district  of  Modoc  county  have 
petitioned  for  the  recall  of  Supervisor  John  Wall.  Wall  was 
elected  two  years  ago  by  a  narrow  margin  in  a  town  fight.  His 
own  town.  Fort  Bidwell,  gave  him  practically  every  vote  and  over- 
came the  town  of  Lake  City,  which  gave  George  Sweeney  practi- 
cally all  its  votes.  Wall,  like  his  town,  is  wet.  He  favors  many 
public  improvements.  The  Lake  City  community  is  absolutely 
dry  and  is  against  any  form  of  public  improvements  on  the  score 
of  expense. 

During  the  last  week  of  January  a  "No  Saloon  in  Lodi"  cam- 
paign was  launched  in  Lodi  by  Rev.  T.  J.  Murray  and  Mr.  T.  C. 
Hawley.  The  Rev.  Murray  was  at  one  time  a  drunkard,  but  he  is 
now  just  the  opposite.  Petitions  were  circulated  by  him  and  his 
friend  Hawley  and  by  the  14th  of  February  enough  signatures  were 
secured  to  have  the  question  put  on  the  ballot.  The  election  will 
be  held  on  the  13th  of  April. 

Stockton  drys  are  trying  to  have  a  law  enacted  forbidding  aged 
men  as  well  as  minors  from  being  served  alcohol  liquor. 


The  next  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Viticultural  Commis- 
sioners will  be  held  in  the  offices  of  the  commission  at  the  State 
Capitol,  Sacramento,  on  March  3rd. 


What  Will  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Oakland  Do? — On 
the  17th  of  February  the  people  of  Oakland,  by  the  largest  vote 
ever  cast  in  the  city,  condemned  the  liquor  ordinance  which  was 
passed  by  the  city  council  and  the  mayor.  The  people  have,  there- 
fore, clearly  indicated  want  of  confidence  in  the  present  administra- 
tion of  Oakland.  What  are  the  mayor  and  the  members  of  the 
city  council  going  to  do? 
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Seattle,  February  26,  1914. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  Seattle  is  now  un- 
der the  control  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League.  Resolutions  have  been 
passed  by  the  association  favoring  the  State-wide  move  for  prohi- 
bition, regardless  of  political  affiliation  or  religious  creed. 

Dry  forces  of  Aberdeen,  Washington,  organized  for  action  dur- 
ing the  first  week  of  February.  A  meeting  was  held  in  the  Baptist 
Church.  Grant  Wheeler  was  elected  president  and  Joe  George, 
secretary.  Both  these  gentlemen  hail  from  Arizona.  They  are 
old-time  associates  of  Eugene  Chafin. 

Advices  from  Portland,  Oregon,  are  to  the  effect  that  the  drys 
have  organized  the  Young  Emancipators  of  America  to  work  for 
prohibition.  Many  young  men  are  joining,  as  the  name  has  an 
attraction  to  them. 

The  Portland  "Oregonian"  predicts  a  general  revelry  in  politics 
for  the  year.  When  the  State  of  Oregon  recovers  from  its  1914 
political  jag  it  will  have  to  carry  its  head  in  a  sling  for  some  years. 
Oregonians  have  lost  control  of  themselves. 

Governor  West  threatened  to  send  Miss  Fern  Hobbs  to  Cove, 
Oregon,  to  restore  order  on  the  20th  of  February,  because  ol  a  let- 
ter he  received  from  a  "Model  Wife,"  who  stated  that  her  husband 
was  a  drunkard  and  so  dangerous  that  she  had  to  use  a  shot-gun 
or  butcher  knife  to  keep  him  at  a  safe  distance.  Governor  West 
thought  he  should  come  to  her  rescue  by  sending  Miss  Hobbs  to 
close  the  saloons  of  Cove.  But  about  the  same  time  he  found  him- 
self called  upon  to  answer  suits  for  $8,000  damages  filed  against 
him  by  the  saloonkeepers  of  Copperfield  for  wrongful,  malicious 
and  unlawful  confiscation  of  property.  This  prevented  Miss 
Hobbs  from  playing  Joan  of  Arc  a  second  time. 

Governor  West  and  the  militia  officers,  Colonel  Lawson  and 
Sergeant  Walton,  are  all  being  tried  at  Baker  on  the  charge  of  un- 
lawfully confiscating  wines  and  liquors  at  Copperfield.  The  cases 
against  them  are  very  strong. 

By  order  of  the  court  all  the  liquor  that  was  not  destroyed  by 
the  militia  must  be  returned  to  the  saloonkeepers  of  Copperfield. 
What  was  destroyed  will  very  likely  have  to  be  paid  for  in  full. 

Governor  West's  bluff  to  scare  the  saloonmen  of  Baker  is  now 
a  standing  joke  throughout  Eastern  Oregon.  The  Governor  had 
the  story  circulated  that  Colonel  Lawson,  his  Sancho  Panza,  could 
skin  the  eyelash  off  a  rabbit  with  a  pistol  shot  at  a  distance  of  100 
yards  and  then  said  he  would  send  the  colonel  to  close  the  saloons 
of  Baker.  But  there  the  matter  ended.  Many  people  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  Governor  is  going  to  start  a  new  Wild  West  show 
and  is  getting  some  free  advertisement  in  advance.  No  doubt  the 
Wild  West  feature  would  win. 

Mayor  Albee  electrified  the  city  of  Portland  when  on  the  17th 
of  February  he  registered  as  a  Progressive.  Most  people  expected 
that  he  would  register  as  a  prohibitionist.  On  the  same  day  the 
mayor  invited  Billy  Sunday,  a  Pittsburgh  evangelist,  to  come  to 
Oregon  next  fall  to  spend  six  weeks  helping  the  State-wide  pro- 
hibition movement. 

In  a  speech  delivered  at  Portland,  Miss  Hobbs,  the  Governor's 
long  suit,  referred  to  lawless  Copperfield  in  the  following  language : 

"The  mayor,  the  councilmen,  and,  I  suppose,  all  the  citizens 
were  waiting  at  the  station.  There  was  not  the  slightest  sign  of 
disorder.  The  mayor  escorted  me  to  a  dance  hall,  holding  his  um- 
brella over  me.  l!c  was  very  nice.  You  know  that  made  me  feel 
lots  better. 

"I  didn't  stand  fi\<  iVet  three  inches  in  my  tan  boots  at  all.  I 
stood  five  feet  three  inclus  in  my  black  boots.  I  never  wear  tan 
boots.  That  is,  I  suppose  I  sto'od  five  feet  three  inches  in  my  black 
boots.     I  know  I  stand  five  tcct  two  in  my  stocking  feet. 

"When  I  finished  reading  the  letter  I  handed  it  to  the  mayor 
and  said  I  would  like  to  know  his  attitude  in  the  matter.  He  em- 
phatically stated  that  he  would  not  resign.     Then  I  asked  for  a 


statement  from  the  councilmen.     They  took  the  same  stand  as  the 
mayor.     So  when  all  had  given  me  the  defi  I  said: 

"  "Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  me  read  the  Governor's  letter  and 
submit  his  proposition,  and  you  have  refused  to  comply  with  his 
request.  Iherefore  martial  law  will  at  once  supplant  your  city 
government.'" 

In  criticizing  Governor  West,  the  "Oregonian"  says:  "The 
right  to  bear  arms  is  guaranteed  by  the  constitution  and  elaborated 
by  statute.  Governor  West  professes  to  have  acted  in  accordance 
with  statute  in  usurping  civil  authority.  But  ownership  of  fire- 
arms in  a  community  is  not  statutory  cause  for  calling  out  the 
militia.  On  the  contrary,  it  not  only  is  lawful,  but  both  civil 
and  military  officers  are  forbidden  by  law  to  take  firearms  from  the 
owner  unless  also  the  services  of  the  owner  are  required  to  keep 
the  peace  or  defend  the  State.  Private  citizens  were  not  impressed 
into   military   duty  at   Copperfield. 

"The  sections  of  the  code  on  the  right  to  bear  arms  are  as  fol- 
lows; 

"  '3358 — Every  white  male  citizen  of  this  State  above  the  age  of 
16  years  shall  be  entitled  to  have,  hold  and  keep  for  his  own  use 
and  defense  the  following  firearms,  to-wit :  Either  or  any  one  of  the 
following  named  guns  and  one  revolving  pistol,  a  rifle,  a  shotgun 
(double  or  single  barrel),  yager  or  musket;  the  same  to  be  exempt 
from  execution  under  the  laws  of  Oregon. 

"  "3859 — No  officer,  civil  or  military,  or  other  person,  shall  take 
from  or  demand  of  the  owner  any  firearms  mentioned  in  this  chap- 
ter, except  where  the  services  of  the  owner  are  also  required  to 
keep  the  peace  or  defend  the  State.' 

"As  reason  for  martial  law  the  Governor's  count  of  firearms 
owned  in  Copperfield  is  about  as  important  as  a  census  of  brick- 
bats and  potato  mashers." 

The  State-wide  prohibition  movement  in  Idaho  will  be  started 
in  full  swing  on  the  6th,  7th  and  8th  of  March,  when  a  convention 
of  the  Idaho  prohibitionists  will  be  held  at  Lewiston.  Rev.  Fletcher 
Homan  of  Salem,  Oregon,  will  be  the  chairman.  Addresses  will 
be  made  by  fourteen  preachers  and  several  women, 
for  a  reduction  of  the  fee  for  licenses.  License  fees  now  aggregate 
$1551  per  year,  which  is  considered  to  be  prohibitory.  There  are  now 
twenty  saloons  where  there  were  thirty-five  two  years  ago.  The  city 
derives  more  revenue  from  the  twenty  saloons  than  it  did  from  the 
thirty-five.  But  the  saloonkeepers  are  being  hard  pressed  to  meet 
expenses. 

Kootenai  county  will  vote  on  the  saloon  question  on  the  lltj 
of  March.     The  registration  is  the  heaviest  in  the  history  of  til 
county  and  interest  is  great.     The  city  of  Coeur  d'Alene  will 
involved  in  the  results. 

The  situation  in  Idaho  is  summed  up  as  follows :  Places  of  IC 
population  or  more  that   have   saloons   are    Boise,   Coeur  d'Alen 
Grangeville,   Hailey,  Kellogg,   Mountain   Home,   Mullan,   SalmoJ 
Sandpoint,  Shoshone,  Wallace  and  Wardner. 

The  cities  of  1000  population  or  more  than  that  are  dry  are 
American  Falls,  Blackfoot,  Caldwell,  Emmett,  Gooding.  HarrisoJ 
Idaho  Falls,  Lewiston,  Malad,  Montpelier,  Moscow,  Nampa,  OaV 
ley,  Paris,  Papette,  Pocatello,  Preston,  Rcxburg,  St.  Anthonj 
Twin  Falls  and  Weiser. 

Albert  M.  Miles,  candidate  for  mayor  of  Hamilton,  Montanij 
has  announced  a  pre-election  pledge  that  is  unique.  He  dcclar^ 
himself  to  be  in  favor  of  a  municipal  saloon  to  be  equipped  by  tt 
city  at  a  cost  of  $15,000. 
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POSSIBILITIES  OF  CALIFORNIA'S  WINE  INDUSTRY. 


ACCORDING  to  Osbom.'s  Annual  Wine  Guide  for  1913,  the 
output  of  wine  in  the  thirty  different  nations  which  produce 
])ractically  all  the  wine  of  the.  world,  amounts  to  about  3,900,000,000 
gallons.  Two-thirds  of  this  vast  quantity  was  made  in  France  and 
Italy,  the  former  havins^  1,18.S,741,574  gallons  to  its  credit,  while 
Italy  was  only  70,000,000  gallons  behind. 

The  United  States,  with  its  50,000,000  gallons,  is  fourteenth  in 
the  list  of  wine  producing  nations,  being  distanced  by  Spain,  Al- 
geria, Russia,  Hungary,  Argentine  Republic.  Austria,  Chile,  Portu- 
gal, Germany,  Greece  and  Islands,  and  Roumania,  in  the  order 
named. 

California,  which  is  the  natural  home  of  the  vine,  produced  four- 
fifths  of  the  wine  made  in  the  United  States  and  grows  practically 
i.\(.ry  variety  of  grape  that  flourishes  in  the  most  famous  viticul- 
tural  countries  of  Europe.  What  is  more,  there  is  very  little  of  the 
arable  land  of  California,  from  the  Vina  Vineyard  of  the  Leland 
Stanford  University,  in  Tehama  County,  on  the  north,  to  the  Es- 
condid  \'alley,  in  San  Diego  County,  on  the  south,  that  is  not  capa- 
ble of  producing  abundant  crops  of  good  wine.  This  is  true  of  no 
other  portion  of  the  whole  of  North  America ! 

Most  of  the  States  of  the  Union,  parts  of  Mexico  and  Canada, 

and  even  Central  America  can  grow  grapes  of  certain  kinds  in  more 

or  less  limited  quantities,  but  no  region  can  hope  to  compare  with 

California  successfully  in  the  quality  and  quantity  of  her  grapes 

'and  wines.     Consequently,  without  a  real  competitor.  California  vi- 

'ticulturists  will  ha\e  this  virgin  field  practically  to  themselves. 

I'ifteen  out  of  the  thirty-five  million  inhabitants  of  Italy  are  said 
to  I)e  directly  dependent  on  the  viticultural  industry  for  their  liveli- 
:hood.     In  Italy,  the  consumption  of  wine  per  capita  per  annum  is 
thirty-four  gallons.     15y  way  of  com])arison.  let  us  see  what  we  can 
iexpect  when  California's  population  is  doubled  or  tripled.     If  the 
jpeople  drink  only  as  much  as  the  Californians  of  today — say  six  gal- 
lons per  capita  per  annum,  there  will  be  a  local  demand  for  from  30.- 
000,000  to  43.000.000  gallons  of  wine  right  here  at  home.  lUit  there  is 
jevery  reason  to  believe  that,  with  the  planting  of  thousands  of  acres 
in  vines  and  the  manufacture  of  millions'  of  additional  gallons  of 
wine,  that  the  consumption  would  practically  go  far  beyond  that 
amount,  especially  as  the  immigrants  coming  into  this  State  will 
;jiail  largely  from  Southern  Europe,  where  everybody  drinks  wine. 
I  Thousands  of  people,  representing  every  nation  on  ttie  face  of  the 
jflobe.  will  be  directly  enjoyed  to  cultivate  the  soil,  harvest  the  crop. 
Tianufacture  the  wine,  and  put  it  in  the  hands  of  the  consumer. 

To  get  an  idea  of  the  i)ossibilities  of  grape  production  in  Cali- 
Miiiia,  let  the  reader  open  a  map  before  him  and  look  at  the  coun- 
ies  of  California  that  are  contiguous  to  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco. 
This  is  our  dry  wine  section  and  includes  the  counties  of  Napa, 
Sonoma.  Contra  Costa,  Alameda,  Santa  Clara,  Solano,  Lake,  Men- 
Dcino.  and  Santa  Cruz.  V>y  reason  of  the  sea  fogs,  the  tempera- 
ure  here  is  modified  and  the  grapes  ripen  at  a  point  of  sugar  and 
cidity  suitable '^or  the  advantageous  fermentation  of  dry  wines  of 
Ik-  Bordeaux  and  Burgundy  types,  and  while  wines  of  the  Rhine, 
loselle,  Sauterne  and  Chablis  types. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  first  five  counties  above  mentioned  have 

I'lay  a  total  acreage  in  vines  of  about  4.5.000  acres,  and  last  year 

K y  produced  over  20.000,000  gallons  of  wine.     The  combined  area 

f  these  counties  is  near  3,500,000  acres,    two-thirds    of    which    is 

lited  to  the  growing  of  the  finest  varieties  of  dry  wine  grapes.  This 

ection.  alone,  therefore,  has  the  cajjacity  of  producing  over  a  bil- 

on  gallons  of  wine,  averaging  the  crop  at  three  tons  to  the  acre. 

ut  in  addition,  you  have  Lake,  Mendocino,  Santa  Cruz  and  Solano 

ounties.  which  possess  an  area  equal  to  the  five  above  enumerated, 

ul  where  another  billion  gallons  of  wine  could  be  produced.  Our 

veet  wine  section,  extending  up  and  down  the  length  of  the  great 

icramento  and  San  Joaquin  Valleys  and  in  San  Bernardino  County. 

cupies  even  a  larger  territory  and  holds  out  just  as  promising  a 

ture. 

But  the  first  step  in  California's  viticultural  progress  must  be  in 
curing  population.  A  wine  consumption  only  half  that  of  France 
puld  give  employment  to  every  person  now  living  in  California, 
lousands  of  grape  growers  will  be  needed,  and  hundreds  of  thou- 
iids  of  laborers  to  cultivate  the  soil  and  harvest  the  crop.  Cheap 
ins-continental  railroad  rates  will  help  to  solve  the  problem.  This 


is  evidenced  by  the  influx  of  colonists  into  our  State  each  year  dur- 
ing the  months  when  special  rates  are  in  force.  Never  in  the  his- 
tory of  American  railroading  has  there  been  so  great  and  compre- 
hensive an  effort  as  at  present  to  build  new  transcontinental  rail- 
roads to  the  Pacific.  This  means  not  only  cheaper  passenger  rates, 
but  the  competition  is  sure  to  bring  cheaper  freight  rates,  which  will 
enable  us  to  ship  our  wines  into  the  Middle  West  and  Eastern  mar- 
kets at  several  cents  less  per  gallon  than  at  present.  Ihis  will 
lower  the  price  at  which  the  consumer  will  be  able  to  purchase  his 
wine. 

The  Panama  Canal  will  also  figure  largely  in  opening  up  new 
markets  for  our  surplus  wine.  Today  we  ship  wine  to  Alaska,  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  Central  America,  Cuba,  Mexico,  China,  Japan,  the 
Hawaiian  Islands,  the  Philippine  Islands,  Australia,  Germany, 
Switzerland,  Norway,  Holland,  Belgium  and  England.  But  through 
the  aid  of  the  Panama  Canal  and  the  proposed  subsidized  merchant 
marine,  we  will  be  able  to  conquer  new  fields.  The  present  high 
rate  from  here  to  New  York  averages  about  seven  cents  per  gallon ; 
it  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  sending  our  wines  via  the  Panama 
Canal  will  split  this  sum  in  two.  This  will  enable  us  to  secure  a 
foothold  in  several  countries  which  are  large  consumers  and  from 
which  we  are  now  barred  by  prohibitive  shipping  rates.  It  will  also 
give  us  a  chance  to  get  our  share  of  the  South  American  trade  and 
should  there  be  a  short  grape  crop  in  France,  we  will  be  able  to 
ship  our  wines  in  large  quantities  across  the  Atlantic  and  supply 
our  foreign  rivals.

W.  H.  REINHART  DECLARES  THAT  EASTERN  MEN 
WILL  NOT  RENEW  WINE  FIGHT. 


While  at  Fresno  recently,  Mr.  W.  H.  Reinhart,  president  and 
general  manager  of  the  Sweet  Valley  Wine  Company  of  Sandusky, 
Ohio,  stated  publicly -that  the  wine  men  of  Ohio  have  no  intentio.i 
of  renewing  the  fight  to  secure  a  $1.10  tax  on  brandy  used  in  the 
fortification  of  wines.  Mr.  Reinhart  said  that  wines  cannot  be 
manufactured  in  the  East  under  the  same  conditions  as  in  Califor- 
nia. It  is  his  opinion  that  a  standard  should  be  established  which 
would  fit  climatic  conditions  in  the  Eastern  States,  so  as  to  bring 
about  harmony  among  Eastern  and  California  wine  men  and  put 
an  end  to  the  manufacture  of  spurious  wines. 

"We  in  the  East  would  manufacture  dry  wines  exclusively  and 
would  come  to  California  for  our  sweet  wines,"  he  asserted. 

"My  idea  would  be  to  make  a  standard  of  not  less  than  5  pei 
cent  acid  and  not  more  than  13  per  cent  alcohol.  Then  the  wine 
could  be  corrected  to  meet  this  standard.  I  think  the  acid  shor.ld 
control. 

"The  sweet  wine  law  is  so  framed  now  that  it  is  illegal  for  u^ 
to  use  brandy  for  fortification,  but  a  number  of  California  wine 
manufacturers  are  selling  brandy  to  eastern  people  who  are  usins 
it  in  violation  of  the  law.  If  the  standard  could  be  raised  so  as 
to  permit  the  use  of  brandy,  there  would  immediately  be  a  demand 
for  thousands  of  gallons  of  brandy  from  this  State.  As  it  is  now 
we  cannot  correct  our  wines  sufficiently  to  use  brandy. 

"Brandy  for  fortification  should  not  be  taxed,  but  the  Ohio  wine 
men  believe  that  a  standard  to  fit  the  different  States  should  be 
adopted." 

Mr.  Reinhart  stated  that  he  came  to  CaHfornia  on  a  pureh 
friendly  mission.  He  intends  to  secure  a  location  so  as  to  be  able 
to  manufacture  sweet  wines.  It  is  his  intention  to  invest  a  larj^e 
sum  of  money  in  Fresno.

Los  Angeles,  February  26,  1914. 

DURIXG  the  last  week  in  January  August  A.  Busch,  son  of 
the  late  Adolphus  Busch,  and  his  successor  as  president  of 
the  Anheuser-Busch  Brewing  Association,  arrived  in  Pasadena  with 
his  wife  and  daughter.  Mr.  Busch  brought  with  him  two  architects 
who  will  have  charge  of  the  building  operations  of  the  Buschs  on 
the  Pacific  Coast. 

It  was  announced  by  Mr.  Busch  that  the  famous  sunken  gar- 
dens will  be  kept  in  good  state  permanently.  On  behalf  of  the 
Anheuser-Busch  Company  he  announced  that  arrangements  are  be- 
ing made  for  an  extensive  exhibit  of  the  products  of  the  company 
at  the  World's  Fair  in  San  Francisco  in  1915. 

The  Seventh  Day  Adventists  of  Los  Angeles,  having  ten 
churches  in  their  circuit,  have  come  out  flat-footedly  in  favor  of 
prohibition.  The  word  flat-footedly  is  used  guardedly  to  dis- 
tinguish the  tribe  from  the  Flathead  Indians  of  Montana,  out  of 
consideration  for  the  latter.  Anyone  who  wishes  to  reverse  the 
use  of  the  words  may  do  so  at  his  risk. 

A  great  deal  of  turmoil  has  resulted  from  the  efiforts  of  the  dry- 
and-be-dry  party  to  prevent  Hill  street  from  being  opened  to  sa- 
loons. Many  petitions  were  filed,  but  they  were  found  to  be  insuffi- 
cient to  make  the  closing  of  the  block  mandatory.  The  police  com- 
mission and  the  chief  of  police  will  hereafter  require  petitioners  to 
file  certificates  of  titles  to  property  along  with  the  petitions. 

That  applicants  for  saloon  licenses  are  held  up  by  realty  men  in 
Los  Angeles  is  now  being  proven.  From  $1,000  to  $10,000  are  ex- 
acted as  tribute  before  real  estate  men  will  give  such  applicants  sa- 
loon locations.  Charges  have  been  made  to  this  eflfect  by  Council- 
man George  Williams.  In  his  complaint  the  councilman  says : 
"There  is  a  combine  of  real  estate  men  in  Los  Angeles  who  force 
payments  of  from  $1,000  to  $10,000  from  every  man  who  goes  into 
the  saloon  business.  I  will  produce  the  names  of  the  real  estate 
men  when  the  time  for  action  comes."  As  a  result  of  the  council- 
man's utterances  a  special  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate 
the  question  of  the  issuance  of  saloon  licenses.  Many  real  estate 
men  are  waiting  for  something  to  drop. 

On  the  last  day  of  January  the  Los  Angeles  Brewing  Company 
auctioned  ofT  fifty  head  of  horses.  This  was  in  consequence  of  re- 
cent installations  of  motor  trucks.  Three  years  ago  the  Pioneer 
Automobile  Company  sold  the  Los  Angeles  Brewing  Company  the 
first  truck.  Since  then  the  brewing  company  has  gradually  in- 
creased its  force  of  trucks  and  dispensed  with  horses.  During  the 
last  week  of  January  nine  White  trucks  were  added  to  the  delivery 
department,  and  as  a  result  the  last  horses  were  retired.  Now  the 
brewing  company  has  twenty-three  trucks,  which  handle  every 
delivery  made.  The  capacity  of  the  trucks  range  from  a  ton  and 
a  half  to  five  tons. 

Since  the  18th  of  February  the  city  of  Avalon  has  been  wet.  The 
board  of  trustees  have  come  to  terms  with  the  applicants  for  saloon 
licenses.  Licenses  have  been  granted  to  the  Santa  Catalina  Island 
Company,  Fred  Abkin  and  P.  J.  Vuich.  The  city  treasury  will  be 
benefited  to  the  extent  of  $4,800  a  year  by  the  licenses. 

Whittier  advices  are  to  the  eflfect  that  Eugene  W.  Chafin  se- 
cured $1,500  in  just  twenty  minutes  on  the  8th  of  February  by  ap- 
pealing to  the  audience  at  a  meeting  addressed  by  him.  Mr.  Chafin 
was  accompanied  by  Virgil  G.  Hinshaw,  national  chairman  of  the 
prohibiti')n  party.  Hinshaw  met  many  of  his  old  school  chums 
from  Oskaloosa,  Iowa,  at  the  meeting.  Everybody  expressed  mut- 
ual admiration  of  each  other  and  declared  that  the  Kansasization 
of  California  was  a  c|uestion  of  but  a  few  months. 

Mr.  S.  Wiik'ivvski,  representative  of  the  Cresta-Blanca  Wine 
Company  for  the  Los  Angeles  territory,  reports  that  sales  of  Cresta 
Blanca  wines  are  bi  ing  constantly  increased  in  Southern  California. 
The  more  the  wino  are  drank  the  more  famous  they  become  and 
the  more  famous  they  liccome  the  more  they  are  drank.  The  only 
fiuestion  that  is  likely  to  worry  consumers  is:  "Will  the  supply  ccpial 
the  demand  so  that  there  will  be  enough  to  go  around?" 

The  grape  growers  of  Highlands  are  organizing  to  protect  them- 


selves against  prohibition.  They  will  form  an  independent  asso- 
ciation for  district  work. 

.District  Attorney  J.  B.  Goodcell  of  San  Bernardino  is  activelv 
proceeding  against  the  wineries  of  Cucamonga.  He  declares  that 
he  will  close  them  tight  before  he  is  through. 

The  ordinance  recently  passed  by  the  city  council  of  San  Ber- 
nardino increasing  the  number  of  saloons  from  eighteen  to  twenty- 
four  will  stand.  All  attempts  to  get  up  a  petition  to  referendum  the 
ordinance  have  failed  dismally.  Mr.  Ray  Scott,  who  started  the 
petitions,  left  for  Los  Angeles  on  the  2nd  of  February.  He  man- 
aged to  secure  sixty  signatures  in  the  course  of  two  weeks.  He 
needed  1,200. 

The  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  of  San  Diego  to  re- 
voke the  saloon  license  of  Fred  Ohlerking  of  669  Fifth  street  has 
caused  a  great  deal  of  discussion.  Ohlerking  was  charged  with 
batery  by  a  man  named  Burns.  At  the  trial  it  was  proven  that  all 
he  had  done  was  to  shove  Burns  with  the  flat  of  his  hand.  He  was 
fined  $20  for  laying  his  hand  on  Burns.  Judge  Puterbaugh,  whc 
tried  the  case,  says,  "There  was  absolutely  nothing  brought  out  in 
the  trial  to  warrant  the  taking  away  of  Ohlerking's  license.  His 
offense  was  a  minor  one  and  he  was  punished  heavily  for  it.'' 
Ohlerking  has  from  $10,000  to  $15,000  invested  in  the  saloon.  It  is 
understood  that  the  case  is  one  of  persecution. 


CRESTA  BLANCA  HAD  GOOD  YEAR. 


The  PACIFIC  WINE,  BREWING  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW: 

Gentlemen :  We  are  pleased  to  inform  you  that  Cresta  Blanca 
had  a  very  good  year  in  1913,  and  that  we  have  nothing  to  complain 
of  as  regards  business.  The  only  drawback  we  had  during  the 
year  was  the  dry  season,  which  reduced  our  grape  crop  at  the  vine- 
yard about  one-third.  However,  as  we  have  a  five  years'  supply 
on  hand  this  shortage  will  not  be  felt  in  our  future  trade.  The  out- 
look this  year  is  for  a  big  crop  again,  and  we  will  make  up  the  dif- 
ference in  the  vintage  of  1914. 

Our  wines  are  now  being  distributed  all  over  the  world,  and  we 
find  increased  demand  from  many  new  quarters.  The  output  of 
our  cased  goods  during  1914  we  know  will  show  a  marked  increase. 
When  we  closed  our  books  for  January,  1914,  we  found  we  did 
thirty  per  cent  more  than  the  same  month  in  1913,  so  if  this  increase 
keeps  us  we  will  have  a  record  year. 

People  are  beginning  to  recognize  that  wine  is  intended  as  a 
family  drink  and  is  used  principally  at  the  family  table,  and  also 
when  people  are  eating  at  restaurants  and  hotels.  They  also  rec- 
ognize that  there  is  a  great  difference  between  the  use  of  wine  and 
the  use  of  strong  drink.  The  time  is  therefore  ripe  for  the  wine 
men  to  bring  before  the  people  the  question  whether,  in  the  move- 
ment that  is  now  on  foot  to  make  this  State  a  dry  State,  and  se 
eral  other  States  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  wine  and  other  fermeni 
liquors  should  not  be  excluded  from  all  laws  stopping  the  use] 
alcoholic  liquors.  We  recognize  that  very  few  people  are  prohij 
tionists,  but  we  also  recognize  that  a  great  many  of  them  are  t« 
perate  people  and  are  opposed  to  the  saloons.  An  amendment 
to  the  people  exempting  wines  and  other  fermented  liquors  from 
dry  elections  if  the  fermented  liquors  are  sold  in  hotels,  cafes 
private  families,  would  no  doubt  carry  by  a  large  majority, 
question  will  have  to  come  up  sooner  or  later,  and  we  believe  t^ 
such  a  measure  would  mean  the  salvation  of  the  wine  industry.)

THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CALIFORNIA  WINE 
ASSOCIATION. 


The  annual  report  and  financial  statement  of  the  California 
Wine  Association  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1913,  was  sub- 
mitted on  the  26th  of  February.  This  shows  that  the  company  has 
enjoyed  prosperity  and  progressed  very  satisfactorily  in  a  financial 
way  during  the  year.  Earnings  amounted  to  $800,857.75  and,  after 
providing  for  bonded  obligations  and  dividends  on  preferred  stock, 
out  of  this  sum  there  will  be  available  for  application  on  the  credit 
of  the  common  stock  the  sum  of  $.524,512.74.  As  a  consequence 
the  directors  of  the  association  have  decided  to  resume  dividends 
on  the  commcHi  stock  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum,  pay- 
able quarterly,  and  a  dividend  has  been  declared  disburseable  on 
the  lath  of  March. 

In  commtr.fing  on  the  affairs  of  the  association.  President  B. 
R.  Kittredge  sa^^ :  "The  total  floating  assets  of  the  company  and 
its  subsidiaries  in  stocks  of  wines,  accounts  receivable  and  cash, 
considerably  exceed  the  total  of  all  liabilities  in  floating  and 
bf)nded  debt,  w:hich  is  thought  by  your  directors  to  .show  a  very 
sound  condition." 


There  was  a  considerable  falling  oflf  in  trade  during  the  pasi 
month  as  compared  with  the  previous  month  and  with  the  corre 
sponding  period  of  the  year  before.  Dealers  showed  a  tendency  tc 
limit  their  orders  in  accordance  with  immediate  needs.  Weathei 
conditions  undoubtedly  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  quietness  ir 
trade. 

That  there  will  be  increased  activity  during  the  next  month  oi 
two  is  generally  expected.  Some  improvement  has  already  de 
veloped  in  importations.  This  appears  to  indicate  that  prepara 
tions  are  being  made  for  the  placing  of  larger  orders. 

The  California  wine  market  has  been  affected  by  the  dullness 
that  usually  accompanies  the  months  of  January  and  February 
Demand  has  been  weak.  Prices  are  firm  and  there  is  no  likelihooc 
of  any  change  being  made. 

Quietness  prevails  in  the  Kentucky  whisky  trade.  Wholesalers 
appear  to  be  buying  for  immediate  requirements  only.  On  accoum 
of  the  prospects  for  over-production  dealers  are  inclined  to  be  con 
servative.  Unless  the  distillers  show  that  they  will  cause  a  reduc 
tion  of  output  during  the  coming  years  the  dealers  will  exercisf 
considerable  caution,  since  they  are  apprehensive.  This  is  lookec 
upon  as  a  critical  year  in  the  Kentucky  whisky  trade. 

The  market  for  Eastern  rye  whiskies  is  not  as  favorable  as  il 
might  be.  Better  weather  conditions  would  undoubtedly  havt 
good  results.  As  compared  with  the  corresponding  period  of  lasl 
year  the  market  is  not  in  good  shape.  Very  little  business  is  bein^ 
done.  This  may  be  due  to  both  general  depression  in  commercia 
affairs  and  to  a  lack  of  confidence  in  the  future.  Purchases  are 
being  made  for  immediate  requirements  only. 

There  has  been  substantial  improvement  in  the  market  for  spirits 
and  alcohol.  This  has  been  going  on  for  some  time  and  the  trade 
in  general  is  satisfied.

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THE  HYGIENIC  AND  NUTRITIVE  VALUE  OF  WINE. 


COURSE  OF  VITICULTURE  AND  ENOLOGY  AT 
UNIVERSITY  OF  CALIFORNIA. 


M.  Raymond  Brunet,  the  editor-ifi-chief  of  the  "Revue  de  Viti- 
culture," and  head  of  the  Department /)f  Oenology  of  the  Ecole  de 
rindustrie  Hoteliere  of  France,  has  just  pubhshed  a  book  entitled 
"La  valeur  alimentaire  et  hy.sfienique  du  vin,"  of  which  he  is  the 
author.  The  book  contains  150  pages  and  is  profusely  illustrated, 
in  this  volume  Monsieur  Brunet  has  presented  all  the  arguments 
which  can  be  given  in  favor  of  the  use  of  wine  as  well  as  the  ob- 
jections to  the  use  of  water,  coffee  and  tea.  His  object  is  one  of 
propaganda.  He  is  enthusiastically  in  favor  of  increasing  the  con- 
sumption of  wine  for  hygienic  reasons  and  purposes  of  nutrition. 
The  book  is  divided  into  the  following  chapters :  Wine  is  not  in- 
jurious to  health;  wine  and  literature;  wine  and  religion;  wine  and 
music ;  wine  the  best  of  beverages ;  wine  as  a  food ;  wine  as  a  rem- 
edy ;  wine  as  an  anti-alcoholic  drink ;  temperance  drinks  dangerous 
In  health;  water  an  injurious  drink.  There  are  many  scientific  and 
technical  documents  reproduced  in  the  work  to  prove  the  claims  of 
the  author,  and  these  are  all  of  the  very  highest  value  to  the  read- 
i  IS  who  are  interested  in  the  subject.  The  book  has  been  edited 
w  ith  great  care  and  is  elegantly  illustrated. 

Appearing  at  the  same  time  as  the  book  of  Monsieur  Brunet, 
the  article  in  "Hospital,"  the  leading  magazine  devoted  to  questions 
of  health,  is  of  especial  interest : 

"Hospital"  insists  that  wine  in  moderate  doses  is  a  food  from 
which  there  is  practically  no  waste;  it  requires  no  digestion,  and 
is  rapidly  absorbed  by  the  stomach.  Its  food  value  as  represented 
by  the  alcohol  it  contains  is  theoretically  the  greatest  of  any  nu- 
tritive substance  we  possess,  with  the  single  exception  of  fat;  and 
if  we  take  into  consideration  the  energy  required  to  digest  fat,  the 
former  is  probably  more  economical.  One  gram  of  alcohol  is  ca- 
pable of  providing  7.184  calories,  one  gram  of  fat  9,300,  one  gram 
proteid  5,711.  Numerous  experiments  have  been  made  as  to  the 
eflfect  of  given  quantities  of  alcohol  upon  the  amounts  of  other  foods 
required  to  constitute  a  typical  diet,  and  it  has  been  clearly  shown 
that  alcohol  is  capable  of  actually  replacing  fat  in  diet  and  of  re- 
ducing the  amount  of  proteid  required.  Alcohol  is  a  food,  and  it 
can  he  taken  in  doses  in  which  it  acts  only  as  a  food ;  but  in  prac- 
tical dietetics  the  actual  food  value  of  wine  is  of  secondary  impor- 
tance. We  do  not  regulite  our  meals  according  to  the  food  value 
of  their  constituents ;  we  want  a  pleasant  meal  and  a  pleasant 
drink,  and  the  physiological  value  of  the  pleasurable  eating  and 
pleasurable  drinking  is  none  the  less  real  because  we  cannot  meas- 
ure it  calorimetrically.  The  artful  Jael  beguiled  the  warrior  Sisera 
nut  with  butter  only,  but  with  butter  in  a  lordly  dish.  At  meals 
ue  have  not  only  to  do  with  the  science  of  dietetics,  but  with  the 
art  of  gastronomies.  Wines  may  or  may  not  add  to  the  food  value 
')f  a  meal.  Even  if  wine  were  not  a  food,  in  proper  and  suitable 
iliises  it  is  an  accessory  to  food  and  a  handmaiden  to  digestion.

The  College  of  Agriculture  of  the  University  of  California  has 
issued  the  following  statement  in  relation  to  the  study  of  viticul- 
ture and  enology : 

"The  growing  of  grapes  and  the  industries  based  thereon  are 
in  a  peculiar  sense  Californian,  and  California  is  the  only  State  in 
the  Union  which  possesses  a  special  department  of  Viticulture  and 
Enology.  Instruction  in  these  subjects  is  given  to  regular  and  spe- 
cial students  at  Berkeley  by  means  of  courses  of  lectures  on  grape 
growing,  wine  making  and  technical  zymology,  supplemented  by 
laboratory  courses  in  the  chemical  and  physical  examination  of 
vines  and  vineyard  products  and  in  the  preparation  and  use  of 
yeasts.  The  aim  of  these  courses  is  to  prepare  students  to  be- 
come efficient  managers  of  vineyards,  cellars  and  packing  houses 
or  educators  and  specialists  in  the  various  viticultural  and  fermen- 
tative industries. 

"At  Davis  appropriate  instruction  in  grape  growing  is  given  to 
farm  students  and  short  practical  courses  to  university  students 
and  farmers. 

"At  suitable  points  throughout  the  State  instruction  is  given  to 
those  actually  engaged  in  the  industries  by  means  of  institute  lec- 
tures and  vineyard  and  cellar  demonstrations  in  co-operation  with 
the  Department  of  Extension  in  Agriculture. 

"The  work  of  investigation  is  carried  out  at  Davis,  Kearney  and 
Imperial  in  special  experiment  vineyards,  at  Berkeley  in  the  viti- 
cultural and  zymological  laboratories  and  at  various  points  where 
special  problems  can  be  most  effectively  attacked." 


In  Bleeding  Kansas. — On  the  usual  basis  of  five  persons  to  a 
family,  there  are  about  800  families  in  Columbus,  Kansas,  of  the  800 
male  adult  heads  of  these  families  150,  or  19  per  cent,  are  under  in- 
dictment for  the  illegal  sale  of  liquor.  One  man  in  every  five  has 
violated  the  prohibitory  law  as  a  retail  liquor  seller.  In  the  face  of 
such  conditions  I  rest  my  contention  that  prohibition  does  not  pro- 
hibit.— Francis  M.  Elliott,  in  Los  Angeles  "Tribune."

DRY  WINES. — Quietness  prevailed  in  the  dry  wine  market  dur- 
ing the  month  just  as  throughout  the  month  of  January.     An 
improvement  is  expected  in  the  course  of  the  coming  month. 

Exports  amounted  to  959,042  gallons  of  a  value  of  $368,083.  Im- 
ports aggregated  2,223  cases,  31  barrels,  24  casks,  13  octaves  and  8 
hogsheads. 


SWEET  WINES.— The  market  has  been  characterized  by  dull- 
ness. This  has  been  due  entirely  to  the  season.  Prices  have 
remained  firm  generally  and  in  some  instances  have  gained 
strength. 


BRANDIES. — There  has  been  very  little  activity  in  the  market 
during  the  past  month.     Prospects  are  that  there  will  be  an 
improvement  in  the  near  future. 

Exports  were  made  to  the  extent  of  6,807  gallons  of  a  value  of 
$10,310  and  imports  totaled  395  cases,  27  octaves,  18  casks. 


WHISKY. — Trade  remained  in  the  same  lethargic  condition  as 
during  the  previous  month.     There  is  no  prospect  of  improve- 
ment in  the  immediate  future. 

Exports  totaled  2,126  gallons,  valued  at  $9,053,  and  imports 
amounted  to  10,021  cases,  817  barrels,  193  casks,  54  octaves,  2  kegs 
and  1  hogshead. 


BEER. — Activity  is  being  resumed  in  the  trade.  During  the 
month  of  January  business  was  somewhat  depressed  owing  to 
the  weather  conditions.  Improvement  set  in  during  the  first  two 
weeks  of  February  and  during  the  last  two  weeks  of  the  month 
conditions  were  considered  to  be  good.  The  prospects  are  for  a 
very  satisfactory  year  in  spite  of  the  prohibition  fight. 

The  exports  were  496  packages  of  the  value  of  $3,697  and  the 
imports  were  1,793  cases,  125  barrels,  120  casks. 


T  MPORTATIONS.— During  the  month  of  February  there  was  a 
1  general  increase  in  traffic.  Importations  of  whisky  were  about 
ten  times  as  large  as  in  January.  Twice  as  much  wine,  rum  and 
champagne  was  imported  as  in  January,  and  three  times  as  much 
beer  and  stout.  There  was  a  heavy  falling  off  in  Vermouth  im- 
portations.

The  Southern  Pacific  <  ..mpany  offers  a  rate  of  55  cents  a  hun- 
dred pounds  on  wine  by  r.iil  from  California  to  New  Orleans  and 
thence  by  boat  to  New  York.  This  rate  should  prove  advantageous 
to  wine  shippers,  as  it  shows  (juite  a  reduction  on  former  rates 
charged. 


Everybody  who  is  interested  in  defeating  the  proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  State  constitution  providing  for  absolute  prohibition  in 
California  should  pay  particular  attention  to  the  work  of  register- 
ing. There  is  no  time  like  the  present  for  every  friend  of  personal 
liberty  to  prepare  for  the  coming  battle  of  ballots.  The  offices  for 
the  registration  of  voters  are  open  and  less  time  will  be  taken  to 
register  at  this  period  of  the  year  than  later  on.  Those  who  take 
advantage  of  the  present  quiet  season  will  be  spared  the  incon- 
veniences and  annoyances  which  accompany  registration  when  the 
hurry-up  crowd  begins  to  fill  the  offices  during  the  few  months  be- 
fore election  day.  This  is  the  time  for  everyone  to  overcome  any 
tendency  toward  negligence  in  this  matter  and  at  the  same  time 
profit  by  prompitude  in  attending  to  duty.  Saloonkeepers,  whole- 
sale dealers,  brewers,  wine  men  and  distillers  should  make  this  the 
time  for  registering  and  urging  their  friends  to  register.  This  is  the 
season  of  the  year  when  business  is  quiet  and  time  can  be  spared 
toward  doing  some  very  valuable  work.  Later  on  activities  in  the 
different  lines  of  commerce,  especially  as  far  as  brewers  and  wine 
men  are  concerned,  may  serve  to  prevent  or  inconvenience  those 
opposed  to  prohibition  from  doing  what  they  can  now  do  easily.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  the  prohibition  vagrants  can  register  and 
have  their  followers  register  at  any  time  without  difficulty  since 
they  are  not  engaged  in  legitimate  business  and  have  plenty  of  time 
at  their  disposal  for  political  purposes  all  through  the  year.  In 
order  to  keep  an  even  pace  with  their  enemies  the  friends  of  per- 
sonal liberty  and  the  exponents  of  the  liquor  traffic  must  take  ad- 
vantage of  every  idle  moment.  Make  the  registrations  count  now. 
The  ballots  will  count  later  on !

PROPOSED  DRASTIC  STATE-WIDE  PROHIBITION 
AMENDMENT. 


The  pecple  of  the  Stale  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 
Article  I  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  two  new  sections,  to  be  numbered  re- 
spectively Section  26  and  Section  27,  in  the  following  words: 

.  Section  26.  The  rr.anufaciure,  the  sale,  the  giving  away,  or  the 
iranspcrlalicn  from  one  point  within  the  State  to  another  point  within 
the  Slate,  of  intoxicating  liquor,  is  prohibited.  Any  citizen  of  the 
State  may,  in  his  or  her  own  name,  maintain  an  action  of  injunction 
in  the  ccunly  where  the  violation  occurs,  to  restrain  such  violation, 
provided,  however,  that  to  any  criminal  or  civil  prosecution  for  viola- 
tion of  this  prohibition  it  shall  be  a  defense  if  it  be  shown  that  the 
liquor  in  question  was  being  manufactured,  used,  sold,  given  away, 
or  transported,  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical  or  sacramental 
purposes.  The  manufacture,  sale,  giving,  or  transportation  of  such 
liquors  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical,  or  sacramental  purposes 
shall  be  regulated  by  law.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of 
this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than  $100,  nor 
more  than  $1,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,500,  and  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  provided,  however, 
that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law. 

Section  27.  The  transportation  into  the  State  of  intoxicating 
liquor,  unless  it  be  shown  to  be  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical, 
or  sacramental  purposes,  is  prohibited,  subject,  however,  to  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  relating  thereto.  Any  person  violating  any 
provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than 
$  1 00  nor  more  than  $  1 ,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,500,  and  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law.

CALIFORNIA    DEMOCRATS    SHOW    SOLID    FRONT 
AGAINST  PROHIBITION. 


At  the  conference  of  the  Iroquois  Clubs  of  California  held  in 
San  Francisco  on  the  23rd  of  February  the  prohibition  cjuestion 
was  discussed  as  the  chief  issue,  with  the  edifying  result  that  the 
State  League  of  Iroquois  Clubs  recorded  itself  as  being  unqualifi- 
edly opposed  to  State-wide  prohibition.  The  vote  on  the  (juestion 
showed  95  for  and  46  against. 

In  speaking  against  prohibition,  Chairman  W.  H.  Streichler 
said :  "You  might  as  well  close  the  exposition  gates  if  prohibition 
wins." 

Senator  Treacey  said :  "I  don't  like  to  talk  again.st  a  prohibition- 
ist, a  crank  or  a  Socialist,  because  there's  no  reason  in  them.  They're 
all  the  same.  The  Democratic  party  was  always  against  sumptuary 
laws.  Don't  let  us  straddle  every  important  issue.  Let  us  go  out 
in  the  open  and  stay  there,  .^re  we  all  going  to  join  the  ranks  of 
another  crank  who  doesn't  drink  anything  but  grape  juice?" 

Honorable  Theodore  Bell  spoke  against  prohibition  and  showed 
how  much  California  will  lose  if  prohibition  is  enacted.  "Tlic 
grape  and  wine  industry  of  the  State,  representing  over  $150,000,- 
000.  will  be  destroyed,"  he  said. 

Now  that  the  Democratic  party  has  taken  the  lead  in  the  fight 
against  prohibition,  it  will  be  interesting  to  observe  in  what  man- 
ner the  other  large  parties  will  follow.  A  pace  has  been  set  for 
both  the  Progressives  and  Republicans.  As  the  people  of  Cali- 
fornia this  year  are  going  to  vote  on  the  side  of  construction  and 
against  destruction  the  part}'  that  does  not  align  itself  clearly  on 
the  side  of  the  former  will  go  down.  The  Deinocratic  party  has 
made  a  challenge  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  others  to  respond.  Which 
do  they  favor,  constructive  industry  or  destructive  hysteria? 


HOW  THE  ANTI-SALOON  LEAGUE  GETS  MONEY.

"I  trust  you  will  be  more  than  glad  to  remit  promptly,  tliat  your 
contribution  may  aid  in  the  fight  now  in  progress  to  deliver  San 
Bernardino  from  the  saloon  curse. 

"Please  use  the  enclosed  envelope  and  promptly  remit  the  ed 
tire  amount  if  possible.     Perhaps  you  can  increase  that  aniouni 
I  sincerely  hope  you  can  and  will,  for  the  financial  needs  of  th 
l)attle  are  very  great  and  pressing.

Somehow  we  must  bow  to  the  Prohibitionist  press  in  acknowl- 
edgement of  efficiency  in  the  compilation  of  statistics.  The  follow- 
ing paragraph  is  from  the  Sacramento  "Union"  of  the  6th  of  Jan- 
uary: "The  sweet  wine  output  of  the  State  last  season  was  more 
than  2,700,000,000  gallons,  against  slightly  more  than  2,000,000,000 
gallons  the  season  before." 

We  had  no  idea  that  California  had  so  far  outdistanced  France 
and  the  rest  of  the  world  in  the  production  of  wine.  But  as  it  all 
occurred  within  the  last  two  years,  during  which  time  we  have  evi- 
dently been  dozing  in  the  editor's  easy  chair,  there  is  some  excuse 
for  us  in  allowing  these  figures  to  pass  by  us  unnoticed.  Now  that 
we  know  how  much  sweet  wine  California  is  producing  it  is  timely 
to  do  a  little  boasting.  The  Sacramento  "Union"  shows  clearly 
that  this  State  is  producing  more  sweet  wine  than  France,  Italy  and 
Spain  combined,  with  all  the  other  wine-producing  countries  chip- 
ping in  to  help  the  old  countries  make  a  showing.  All  that  we  can 
object  to  is  tke  publication  of  these  figures  at  the  present  time  when 
an  effort  is  being  made  to  tax  the  sweet  wines  of  California.  If  our 
Eastern  friends  discover  that  this  State  is  producing  so  much  wine 
they  will  be  able  to  convince  the  administration  that  California 
sweet  wines  ought  to  be  made  to  pay  all  the  expenses  of  the  national 
government,  amounting  to  over  a  billion  dollars  a  year.  In  the  in- 
terest of  California  these  figures  should  have  been  kept  secret,  but 
it  would  be  too  much  to  expect  a  Prohibitionist  paper  to  show  any 
consideration  for  the  State  when  Prohibition  is  to  be  promoted. 
But,  what  is  most  serious,  is  the  terrible  scandal  that  will  result. 
The  Eastern  enemies  of  the  California  wine  industry  have  long 
been  charging  that  California  wine  men  have  been  sneakingly  and 
unlawfully  withdrawing  sweet  wines  from  the  government  ware- 
houses. Now  they  have  the  figures  to  prove  their  charges.  The 
Sacramento  "Union"  shows  clearly  that  the  California  winemen 
have  been  surreptitiously  withdrawing  over  2.000.000.000  gallons 
of  wine  yearly  without  giving  I'ncle  Sam  what  is  due  to  him.  How 
many  government  officials  are  involved  in  this  billion-dollar  graft 
it  is  difficult  to  say.  We  regret  the  situation  that  has  been  brought 
about  by  the  Prohibition  journal. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  total  dry  and  sweet  wine  production  of 
California  is  about  45,000.000  gallons  per  year.

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The  Curse  of  Prohibition

^^*^^ENTAL  development  is  the  purpose  of  life  on  earth. 
J  ¥T  Life  would  be  a  failure  if  growth  were  limited.  When 
♦^  w  V  ^j^g  physical  body,  or  carnal  formation,  ceases  to  grow, 
as  it  does,  in  the  case  of  human  beings,  at  ages  ranging  from  18 
to  22  years,  the  mind,  or  mental  body,  begins  to  develop.  This  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  elements  of  growth,  or  nutrition,  in  the 
form  of  oxygen,  hydrogen  and  nitrogen,  which  build  up  the  physi- 
cal body,  become  gradually  so  refined  as  to  create  and  build  up  the 
mental  body.  The  growth  of  the  mental  body  starts  as  soon  as 
the  human  being  commences  to  think,  or  at  the  ages  of  from  18 
to  22  years.  There  can  not  be  any  notable  increase  in  size  of  the 
physical  body  once  the  human  being  reaches  the  age  of  reason, 
simply  because  the  elements  of  nutrition  pass  through  the  carnal 
structure  and  enter  into  the  mental  body.  This  mental  body  is 
very  closely  identified  with  the  brain.  It  is  not  a  parfof  the  brain. 
The  brain  is  merely  the  medium  through  which  the  mental  body, 
or  mind  or  soul,  secures  nutrition  from  the  physical  body.  Con- 
nection between  the  brain  and  the  mental  body  is  similar  to  that 
between  the  child  in  the  womb  and  the  formation  which  surrounds 
it  and  conveys  to  it  nutriment  from  the  mother.  Brain  may  aptly 
be  called  the  roots  of  the  mind,  the  nervous  system  being  the  rami- 
fications which  extend  to  every  part  of  the  physical  body  and  help 
to  take  up  those  elements  which  are  destined  to  form  the  mind  or 
mental  body. 

Science  has  removed  all  doubt  as  to  the  continuity  of  life.  The 
so-called  death  of  the  human  being  is  simply  the  parting  of  the 
mental  body  from  the  physical.  Death  is  but  a  new  birth.  Leav- 
ing the  physical  body,  the  mental  body,  or  mind  or  soul,  begins 
another  existence.  It  goes  into  that  existence  in  as  helpless  a  con- 
dition as  that  of  the  infant  that  is  born.  Whether  or  not  it  has 
sponsors  in  the  new  existence,  just  as  the  child  has  parents,  is  not 
known,  but  it  is  certain  that  it  enters  into  that  existence  knowing 
just  as  little  as  to  what  is  ahead  of  it  as  the  newly-born  infant 
knows  of  the  earthly  life  through  which  it  must  pass.  After  all 
the  years  that  the  human  being  has  spent  in  the  flesh  amassing 
wisdom  and  experience,  the  mental  body,  the  issue  of  the  physical 
life  finds  itself,  with  all  its  accumulated  knowledge,  of  which  it 
had  been  wont  to  boast,  just  a  mere  infant  amid  new  surround- 
ings. It  does  not  lose  anything  by  the  change  but  continues  to 
gain.  New  experiences  and  fresh  elements  of  nutrition  cause  it 
to  grow  faster  after  it  has  become  independent  of  the  physical 
body.  Perhaps  it  casts  off  some  of  the  senses  which  contributed 
to  its  growth  while  attached  to  the  physical  body,  most  probably 
touch,  taste  and  smelling,  but  its  sight  and  hearing  are  given  ex- 
tended powers  and  it  may  acquire  senses  which  can  not  be  con- 
ceived of  in  physical  life.  It  is  beset  by  new  problems  and  by 
overcoming  them  continues  to  progress  through  newer  develop- 
ments. 

In  the  physical  life  the  human  being  is  encountering  at  all  times 
certain  obstructions  the  surmounting  of  which  brings  about  the 
development  of  the  mental  body.  For  this  reason  the  human  be- 
ing, in  order  to  grow,  must  have  trouble.  To  be  without  a  prob- 
lem to  solve  would  be  tantamont  to  dying,  but  as  death  is  an  im- 


possible transaction,  there  is  no  human  being  who  is  without  a 
problem.  No  human  being  can  become  wealthy  or  authoritative 
enough  to  evade  trouble.  It  might  even  be  said  that  the  less  trou- 
ble a  human  being  has  the  more  unfortunate,  for  the  less  there  is 
to  think  of  the  less  the  growth  of  the  mental  body.  True  happi- 
ness consists  in  overcoming  trouble.  In  the  course  of  life,  from 
the  cradle  to  the  grave,  the  problems  that  confront  the  human 
being  grows  greater  by  overcoming  them. 

There  are  many  obstructions  to  the  development  of  mankind 
at  the  present  time,  and  the  greatest  of  them  is  the  problem  of 
Prohibition.  If  it  were  not  for  the  mass  of  untrained  human  be- 
ings, who  may  be  classified  as  primeval  thinkers,  easily  influenced 
by  the  sophistry  of  professional  orators,  those  who  have  had  suffi- 
cient experience  in  this  world  to  give  them  clairvoyance  enough 
to  see  through  society  would  consider  Prohibition  as  merely  a  tem- 
porary menace.  But  the  millions  of  primeval  thinkers  must  be 
measured  and  weighed  with  Prohibition.  This  is  what  makes  of 
the  problem  a  bulky  and  weighty  matter.  It  will  require  supreme 
exertion  to  shift  it  out  of  the  pathway  of  humanity. 

Once  established  in  China,  Prohibition  forced  the  population 
of  the  Celestial  Empire  into  lethargy  for  thousands  of  years.  In 
the  empire  founded  by  Mahomet  it  retarded  the  progress  of  tens 
of  millions  of  human  beings  for  centuries.  Its  influence  has  al- 
most been  blightening  in  its  effect  on  human  intelligence.  Hap- 
pily, in  the  order  of  Nature,  development  may  be  held  back,  but  it 
cannot  be  kept  down.  When  human  progress  can  not  go  forward 
it  will  rise  upward  and  sweep  over  its  barriers.  So,  in  the  present 
day,  the  Chinese  people  are  seen  in  continual  revolt  against  Pro- 
hibition. It  can  well  be  expected,  too,  that  the  Turks,  having  suf- 
fered reverses  for  three  centuries  under  Prohibition,  will  overcome 
the  oppression  which  blocks  their  progress.  An  upward  and  for- 
ward movement  is  taking  place  from  the  Levant  to  Cathay  and 
under  it  Prohibition  must  be  submerged  forever. 

But  in  the  New  World  Prohibition  has  been  placed  directly 
athwart  the  path  of  progress.  In  the  United  States,  where  the 
percentage  of  primeval  thinkers  is  greater  than  in  any  other  civ- 
ilized country,  the  great  obstruction  to  human  liberty  has  made  a 
most  effective  appeal  to  ignorance  and  bids  fair  to  retard  the  ad- 
vancement of  humanity.  'Tis  a  pity  that  this  country  is  doomed  to 
be  the  scene  of  a  terrific  struggle  between  the  hordes  that  are  hos- 
tile to  enhghtenment  and  the  hosts  that  battle  forever  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  human  race.  It  is  not  among  the  illiterate 
masses,  that  form  eighteen  per  cent  of  the  population  of  the 
United  States,  that  Prohibition  makes  its  destructive  power  felt 
most,  but  among  the  presumptuously  ignorant  multitudes  who 
boast  a  common  education  and  who  form  an  additional  forty-eight 
per  cent  of  that  population.  Those  who  combat  Prohibition  in  the 
United  States  must  reckon  with  an  enemy  which  counts  on  support 
from  sixty-six  per  cent  of  the  people  of  the  country. 

Prohibition  has  made  itself  felt  greatest  in  that  part  of  the 
United  States  where  illiteracy  is  most  predominant  and  where 
literacy  is  ordinary  and  inferior.  It  is  in  the  Southern  States  and 
in  the  backwoods  States  that  it  is  most  prevalent.  In  such  States 
at  Maine,  Kansas  and  North  Dakota,  where  people  are  taught  not 
how  to  think  but  what  to  think,  and  in  Georgia,  Mississippi  and 
Tennessee,  where  they  are  not  taught  at  all,  it  is  dominant.  Among 
the  thick-witted  bigots  of  those  States  it  commands  the  same  ad- 
vantages as  it  commanded  among  the  densely  ignorant  fanatics  of 
Arabia  when  Mahomet  was  at  the  height  of  his  career  as  a  char- 
latan and  demagogue.  The  benighted  condition  of  the  inhabitant? 
makes  it  a  successful  impediment  to  their  advancement. 
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But  the  danger  of  Prohibition  lurks  insidiously  in  other  States. 
Jt  is  greatest  where  those  human  beings  of  the  least  moral  re- 
sponsibility and  mental  development  ^re  being  given  the  greatest 
political  power.  In  connection  with  this  it  is  necessary  to  return 
to  the  first  proposition  of  this*  article. 

Human  liberty  grows  in  proportion  with  mental  development 
and  the  development  of  the  mental  body  is  manifested  by  the 
growth  of  the  brain.  Man  is  the  freest  of  all  animals  and  the  su- 
perior of  all  because  he  has  the  greatest  brain.  He  has  from  three 
to  twenty  times  the  amount  of  brain  that  other  animals  have.  It 
is  in  accordance  with  the  growth  of  brain  that  the  mental  body  is 
developed  and  conscience,  the  sense  of  right  and  wrong,  is  brought 
forth,  in  consequence  of  which  man  has  the  highest  sense  of  jus- 
tice of  all  the  animals.  On  justice,  liberty  is  based,  because  it  is 
justice  which  makes  the  rights  of  others  considered  and  protected. 
For  this  reason  man  enjoys  liberty  in  the  highest  degree,  and  his 
freedom  should  become  larger  and  more  elevated  as  his  brain 
grows  and  his  mental  body  continues  to  develop. 

The  fitness  of  the  animal  may  be  gauged  by  the  size  of  its 
brain,  because  the  greater  the  brain  the  greater  is  the  constructive 
power  of  the  animal.  This  is  exemplified  by  the  boa  constrictor 
which,  proportionately,  has  the  smallest  brain  of  all  the  animals 
;  and  is  the  most  destructive.  The  smaller  the  brain  the  less  the 
sense  of  right  and  wrong. 

Prohibition  is  most  dangerous  in  those  States  where  women  are 

being  given  political  power.     Science  has  established  the  fact  that 

!  women  have,  on  an  average,  eight  ounces  of  brain  less  than  men. 

!  The  development  of  the  mental  body  in  women  is  less  than  in  men 

and,  in  consequence,  the  sense  of  right  and  wrong,  due  to  con- 

}  science,  is  less.     Woman  is  less  constructive  or  more  destructive 

I  than   man.     She   is   less   considerate   of  the    rights   of   others   and 

has,  therefore,  less  respect  for  liberty  than  man  has. 

There  are  many  men,  most  probably  the  majority  of  those  in 

[the  liquor  traffic,  who  have  so  much  confidence  in  the  intelligence 

!of  women  that  they  cannot  believe  that  there  is  any  danger  that 

j women  will  be  at  all  instrumental  in  destroying  liberty  through 

Prohibition.     It  is  the  opinion  of  the  writer  that  that  confidence 

is  misplaced.     It  is  his  opinion  that  women  who  have  been  given 

'political  power  are  a  source  of  grave  danger  to  the  liquor  industry 

'and  trade.     Because  of  their  smaller  brain  capacity  the  women  are 

lless  able  to  control  their  instinct  to  destroy  than  men  and  when 

Ithey  see  in  the  liquor  traffic  something  that  they  can  destroy  they 

will  be  strongly  tempted  to  attack  it.     They  do  not  understand 

that  liquor  has  been  one  of  the  greatest  forces  for  the  promotion 

of  the  liberty  of  the  human  race,  and  they  do  not  know  that  it  has 

been  only  in  those  States  where  liquor  is  drank  most  that  women 

have  been  given  the  greatest  measure  of  political  rights.     Under 

the  influence  of  charlatans  and  politicians,  of  adulatory  preachers 

^TtkF  orators,  women  will  give  way  to  their  instinct  to  destroy. 

There;  is  no"  'intention  on  the  part  of  the  writer  to  reproach 

women  because  they  are  inferior,  as  far  as  mental  development 

;is  concerned,  to  men.     It  is  not  the  fault  of  women  that  they  are 

If'ardy  in   development.     Nature  is  responsible  and  Nature  knows 

Iwhat  she  is  doing.     Further,  the  writer  believes  that  it  is  no  more 

i.han  right  that  women  should  have  all  the  political  prestige  that 

|:hey  enjoys  or  that  may  be  given  to  them.     Women  need  mental 

ilevelopment  and  any  means  of  giving  it  to  them  is  laudable.     But 

'ht  writer  do^s  not  agree  with  those  persons  who  pretend  to  recog- 

lize  women  as  superior  to  men  and  who  would  accept  their  judg- 

nent  in  preference  to  that  of  men  in  moral  and  intellectual  matters. 

Scio^ce  has  established  the  fact  that  women  have  eighteen  per 

ent  less  brain   than  men  and,   correspondingly,   have  less  moral, 

nental  and  intellectual  force  than  men.     Only  those  men  who  are 

ctuaUy  inferior  to  women,  inasfar  as  brain  capacity  is  concerned, 

nd  are;  therefore,  secondary  to  women  morally  and  mentally,  can 

ruthfully  recognize  the  superiority  of  women.     Preachers,  whose 

'iy«es  are  kept  replenished  by    contributions    from    women,    and 

oliticianis,  who  depend  on  the  votes  of  women  to  hold  easy  offices, 

ave  ulterior  motives  in  paying  compliments  to  women,  but  science 

rings  tliem  to  strict  account  and  exposes  their  flattery. 

IJ^enwho  are  loyal  to  women  do  not  flatter  them.  They  edu- 
ite  them.  They  tell  them  the  truth.  To  help  them  control  the 
':^tiiw:t-to  destroy  they  assist    women    to    develop    their    mental 


bodies  so  that  they  may  control  the  destructive  passions  of  lust, 
greed,  avarice  and  vanity. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  Prohibitionists  will  use  women  to 
destroy  the  liquor  industry.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  those  engaged 
m  the  liquor  traffic  and  of  all  friends  of  human  progress  to  en- 
deavor to  counteract  the  influence  of  Prohibitionists  by  enlighten- 
ing women.  If  the  women  of  the  United  States  are  not  educated 
so  that  they  control  their  destructive  passions,  in  the  form  of  lust, 
greed,  avarice  and  vanity,  the  country  will  succumb  to  Prohibition 
and  will  be  doomed  to  the  same  lethargy  in  which  China  tossed 
restlessly  and  despondently  for  scores  of  centuries. 

Women  are  in  the  stage  when  they  should  be  subject  to  cor- 
rection. They  have  no  reasonable  claims  to  exercise  authority. 
The  granting  to  them  of  political  rights  does  not  mean  that  they 
shall  take  from  men  personal  rights.  They  must  look  to  the 
men  for  that  moral  force  which  they  do  not  possess  because  of 
their  lack  of  mental  development,  and  to  gain  that  moral  force  they 
should  not  go  to  the  preacher  of  Prohibition  who  plays  on  their 
avarice,  the  political  Prohibitionist  who  tickles  their  vanity,  the 
Prohibition  lawyer  who  appeals  to  their  greed  and  the  legislator 
of  Prohibition  who  encourages  their  lust. 

Alcohol  develops  the  brain.  It  contributes  almost  directly  to 
mental  development.  Other  foods  and  ingredients  that  enter  the 
human  body  pass  slowly  and  tortuously  through  the  physical 
structure  to  arrive,  after  a  dilatory  process  of  refinement,  in  the 
form  of  oxygen,  nitrogen  and  hydrogen,  in  the  structure  of  the 
mind,  while  alcohol,  bearing  these  elements  in  sufficiently  refined 
state,  passes  without  delay  through  the  physical  body  to  the  men- 
tal. There  may  be  a  reasonable  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  alcohol 
itself  forms  part  of  the  mental  body,  but  there  can  be  no  doubt 
whatever  that  it  is  either  alcohol  or  the  ingredients  which  it  carries 
in  solution  that  must  perform  the  work  of  constructing  the  mind 
more  effectively  than  any  other  nutriment  consumed  by  the  human 
being.

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NEWS  FROM  OAKLAND. 


Oakland,  February  26,  1914. 

The  election  on  the  question  of  the  reduction  of  the  number  of 
saloons  has  been  settled  and  the  community  is  breathing  easily. 
After  all  is  said  and  done,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  agitation  has 
done  good.  A  good  lesson  has  been  taught  the  people  of  the  city 
on  the  subject  of  prohibition,  and  this  will  have  great  weight  on 
the  coming  State-wide  question  in  November. 

Many  were  the  tricks  resorted  to  by  the  dry  element.  There 
was  no  end  to  the  expedients  of  the  destructive  ones,  and  no 
scruples  were  shown  whenever  an  opportunity  at  trickery  was 
presented  for  the  promotion  of  their  designs. 

One  of  the  tricks  that  has  come  in  for  general  condemnation 
was  the  manipulation  of  the  public  school  forces.  Many  of  the 
teachers  were  made  to  act  as  campaign  agents  of  the  drys.  The 
teachers  spent  considerable  time  sending  notes  to  the  parents  of 
pupils  asking  them  to  vote  for  the  destruction  of  the  business  of 
the  saloonmen.  Action  is  being  taken  by  representative  citizens 
before  the  Board  of  Education  to  have  the  teachers  reprimanded. 
It  has  always  been  clearly  understood  in  Oakland  that  public  em- 
ployees must  do  no  campaigning  through  their  offices.  School 
teachers  have  been  delinquent  in  this  matter  and  whether  their  de- 
linquency has  been  due  to  blind  impulse  or  deliberate  violation  of 
the  rules  of  public  service  their  conduct  cannot  be  excused.  They 
are  certainly  now  in  line  for  discipline.  All  that  the  liberals  de- 
mand is  that  they  be  reprimanded  so  that  they  will  act  correctly  iii 
the  future. 

Some  school  principals  loaned  the  schoolboy  bands  to  the  drys 
to  assist  at  concerts  and  speeches.  They  excuse  themselves  on 
the  ground  that  the  schoolboys  owned  their  own  instruments  and 
played  out  of  school  hours.  Principal  Greenman  of  the  Lockvvood 
School  compromised  himself  by  stating  the  boys  would  not  be 
loaned  to  the  liberals.  The  Board  of  Education  ordered  this  prin- 
cipal to  not  allow  the  boys  to  play  as  a  school  band  and  told  hitn 
that  it  was  a  question  between  the  boys  and  their  parents  as  to 
whether  they  were  to  play  at  all.  He  was  told  also  that  schoolboNS 
are  too  young  to  engage  in  politics.  This  was  something  he  had 
never  learned  before,  which  would  indicate  that  even  the  principal 
of  a  large  school  may  still  be  in  the  kindergarten  class. 

One  of  the  amusing  little  frauds  committed  by  the  drys  was  in 
connection  with  the  balloting.  Among  the  officials  in  the  election 
booths  were  some  women  who  never  before  had  served  in  such  ca- 
pacities. Most  of  the  women  officials  were  drys,  as  previously  ar- 
ranged by  the  leaders  of  the  fanatics.  After  the  ballots  were  being 
cast  the  ladies  began  to  show  impatience.  They  thought  it  would 
be  too  long  a  time  to  wait  until  the  regular  hour  for  the  closing  of 
the  booths  in  order  to  see  how  the  votes  were  going.  Their  inter- 
est in  the  outcome  overwhelmed  their  sense  of  official  dutv.     Tn  a 
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short  time  they  began  to  open  the  ballots  "just  to  see  how  the  elec- 
tion was  going."  The  men  officials  refrained  from  interfering,  al- 
though they  fully  realized  that  a  serious  breach  of  election  laws 
was  being  perpetrated.  After  a  while,  however,  the  ladies  began 
to  open  ballots  "just  to  see  how  certain  people  had  voted."  This 
was  too  much  for  the  men.  Some  of  them  arose  with  indignation 
and  read  the  riot  act  to  the  offenders.  After  this  the  women  man- 
aged to  control  their  nerves  sufficiently  to  wait  until  the  proper 
time  came  to  open  the  ballots. 

During  the  campaign  a  sorry  trick  was  played  by  a  woman  dry, 
who  represented  herself  as  the  wife  of  Colonel  Theodore  Gier  and 
visited  a  large  number  of  persons  with  the  object  of  inducing  them 
to  vote  against  the  saloon  men.  As  Mrs.  Gier  does  not  engage  in 
politics,  the  trick  was  an  easy  one  to  play  for  some  days.  The  use 
of  her  name  as  an  asset  of  the  drys  was  valuable  as  long  as  the 
trick  worked,  but  just  as  soon  as  the  imposition  was  discovered  it 
is  probable  that  more  harm  was  done  to  the  dry  cause  than  could 
be  calculated.  It  simply  convinced  many  people  that  the  drys  are 
not  only  a  herd  of  vagrants  and  hypocrites,  but  imposters  as  well. 

The  Thomas  H.  B.  Varney  Company  has  certainly  earned  the 
lasting  enmity  of  the  drys  of  Oakland,  and  in  doing  this  it  has  done 
itself  credit.  Thomas  H.  B.  Varney  controls  the  billboards  of 
Oakland.  On  his  billboards  there  are  many  advertisements  for 
liquor  firms.  He  sets  forth  the  merits  of  beer  and  whisky  in 
goodly  display,  and  is  paid  well  for  doing  so.  When  the 
Oakland  drys  tried  to  secure  space  on  his  billboards  to 
l)ut  in  just  this  one  line,  "Vote  against  the  saloonmen's 
ordinance  at  the  election  Tuesday.  February  17."  they  met 
with  a  setback.  Mr.  Varney  refused  to  give  them  any  space  on  his 
billboards.  In  bitter  disappointment  thej'  set  up  a  wail  to  the 
efTect  that  "Varney  has  plenty  of  space  for  whisky  and  beer  acher- 
tisements  but  no  space  for  the  people  who  are  trying  to  regulate  the 
saloons !"  They  do  not  seem  to  be  able  to  understand  why  a  man 
should  refuse  to  devote  space  on  his  billboards  to  the  detriment  of 
his  best  patrons.  Mr.  Varney's  sense  of  honor  is  too  lofty  for  the 
drys  to  grasp.  He  is  not  built  on  the  same  moral  lines  as  those 
newspapers  which  accept  liquor  advertisements  and  the  good 
money  that  goes  with  them  and  then  publish  denunciations  of  the 
business  of  their  patrons.  Carrying  water  on  both  shoulders  does 
not  go  with  him.  The  drys  do  not  imderstand  him.  But  he  knows 
them.  He  is  too  big  for  them  to  measure,  but  he  took  their  meas- 
ure very  easily,  indeed,  because  they  are  so  small. 

In  his  regular  monthly  report  submitted  February  10,  Chief  oi 
Police  Petersen  showed  that  375  retail  liquor  privileges  were 
granted.  Altogether  437  liquor  licenses  were  granted  since  tin' 
new  ordinance  went  into  effect.

YE  GODS!  JACK  LONDON  PROHIBITIONIST  CANDIDATE 
FOR  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 


EASTERN  prohibitionists  are  boosting  "Jack"  London  for  the 
nomination  for  the  Presidency  of  the  United  States.  If 
Jack  London  is  willing  to  accept  the  title  he  can  have  it  for  the 
asking.  Chicago  prohibitionists  are  especially  anxious  to  have  the 
celebrated  novelist  and  occasional  Socialist  to  become  their  candi- 
date for  the  highest  office  in  this  country. 

But  it  appears  that  Jack  is  not  what  might  be  called  an  entirely 
desirable  candidate.  Mrs.  Anna  E.  K.  Bidwell,  leader  of  California 
prohibitionists,  has  declared  that  Jack  London  still  drinks  alcoholic 
liquors.  She  has  evidently  received  grapevine-less  messages  from 
Glen  Ellen  on  the  subject.  Of  course,  it  is  not  diplomatic  that  she 
should  say  such  things,  considering  that  the  prohibitionists  could 
not  find  a  better  man  than  Jack  London  to  act  as  their  presidential 
candidate  (providing  they  can  find  him)  and  family  secrets  should 
be  closely  guarded  in  such  cases. 

However,  the  objection  of  Mrs.  Bidwell  could  be  easily  over- 
come if  it  were  not  for  the  stand  that  an  Eastern  teetotaler,  to-wit, 
"Sam"  Blythe,  has  taken.  Mr.  Blythe  declares  that  it  requires  at 
least  three  years  of  total  abstinence  to  eliminate  alcohol  completely 
from  the  human  system.  This  makes  it  necessary  for  Jack  Lon- 
don to  prove  that  he  has  not  taken  an  alcoholic  drink  in  three  years 
in  order  to  prove  that  he  could  be  an  eligible  candidate  of  the  pro- 
hibition party  for  the  presidency. 

While  the  REVIEW  would  like  to  see  every  distinction  possible 
accorded  to  Jack  London,  as  being  one  of  the  favorite  sons  of  Cali- 
fornia, this  journal  is  of  the  opinion  that  Sam  Blythe  would  be  a 
more  logical  candidate  of  the  prohibitionists.

FRESNO  NOTES. 


Fresno,  February  27,  1914. 

On  the  18th  of  February  a  committee  of  seven  representing  the 
table  grape  growers  of  Fresno,  Kings  and  Tulare  counties  met  in 
Fresno  and  formulated  plans  for  permanent  organization.  The 
meeting  took  place  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  It  was  com- 
posed of  F.  H.  Wilson,  L.  R.  Rogers,  formerly  of  the  California 
Wineries  and  Distilleries;  T.  B.  McKelvy,  George  B.  Posson,  P. 
H.  McGarry,  Lucius  Powers  and  H.  H.  Backer.  The  committee 
was  addressed  by  C.  W.  Brown  and  George  Ashley  of  Lodi  and  by 
James  Madison  and  L.  R.  Rogers  of  Fresno.  It  was  decided  that 
the  grape  growers  of  the  three  counties  organize  the  Table  Grape 
Growers'  Association  and  do  its  own  marketing  this  year.  Wine 
men  and  raisin  growers  are  encouraging  the  movement  in  every 
way.     Co-operation  will  be  general. 

During  the  past  two  weeks  the  drys  of  Lemoore  circulated  peti- 
tions calling  for  an  election  to  determine  the  question  whether  sa- 
loons should  remain  in  the  city.  The  petitions  were  put  into  cir- 
culation by  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  At  a  meeting  of  this  organization' 
hold  on  the  14th  of  February,  E.  G.  Sellers  and  J.  W.  Corder  were 
nominated  as  dry  candidates  for  trustees.  The  movement  came 
as  a  surpri.se  to  the  wets,  as  they  believed  that  the  results  of  the 
last  election  would  be  enough  to  convince  the  drys  that  there  wa:* 
no  chance  for  them  in  Lemoore.  It  now  appears  that  there  are 
other  animals  besides  mules  that  can  not  be  convinced. 

The  wet  and  dry  contest  is  on  in  lively  style  at  Hanford.  One 
would  think  that  old  Xick  had  sent  a  high  tension  current  through 
the  old  bones  of  the  dead  town.  The  wets  favor  the  opening  of 
ten  saloons,  but  the  drys  insist  on  present  conditions.  Taxpayers 
and  business  men  are  behind  the  wet  movement  and  they  will  win.

MR.  EUGENE  CHAFIN  URGES  WARD-HEEL  METHODS 
IN  DEALING  WITH  WOMEN. 


In  a  speech  delivered  at  Long  Beach  on  the  15th  of  February 
Mr.  Eugene  W.  Chafin,  former  candidate  for  President  on  the  i)ro- 
hibition  ticket,  declared  that  any  married  woman  who  votes  against 
a  prohibition  measure  at  the  polls  deserves  to  be  soundly  thrashed 
by  her  husband.  The  many  women  who  were  present  were  some- 
what disconcerted  when  Mr.  Chafin  made  his  declaration.  En- 
thusiasm among  the  drys  at  the  meeting  fell  to  zero  point.  But. 
still,  a  few  days  later  Mr.  Chafin  delivered  a  speech  at  Whittier 
and  collected  $1,500  in  twenty  minutes  from  an  audience  composed 
principally  of  lowans. 


Proposed  Ordinance  For  Hanford. — The  proposed  ordinance 
for  Hanford  provides  for  licensing  the  sales  of  liquors  in  all  hotels 
and  restaurants,  limiting  the  number  of  open  saloons  to  four,  while 
the  population  of  the  city  remains  under  6,000,  and  one  additional 
for  each  increase  of  1,500.  Fees  for  licenses  for  saloons,  hotel  bars, 
wholesalers  and  bottling  works  are  to  be  fixed  at  $1,600  per  year, 
and  for  restaurants  at  $400  per  year.  The  election  will  take  place 
on  the  13th  of  April. 


Remodeling  Fresno  Saloons. — Many  saloons  in  Fresno  are  be- 
ing remodeled.  The  White  Fawn  in  the  Bradley  Block  has  been 
completely  remodeled  at  an  expense  of  $5,000.  At  the  Park  $3,000 
have  been  expended  in  remodeling.  The  Commercial  saloon  has 
been  improved  to  the  value  of  $4,000,  and  the  Hughes  Hotel  Buffet 
has  undergone  alterations  so  as  to  give  it  an  entrance  from  Tulare 
street.     New  fixtures  have  been  placed  in  all  the  places.

By  prohibiting  the  use  of  alcohol  the  annual  death  rate 
in  the  United  States  could  be  reduced  to  1  to  every  28,000  popula- 
tion. It  is  now  560  to  every  28,000.  Out  of  every  560  deaths  in 
the  United  States  559  are  due  to  alcohol.  If  alcohol  were  abol- 
ished there  would  be  only  one  death  in  this  country  where  there 
are  now  560.  The  average  length  of  life  in  the  United  States  would 
be  increased  from  50  years  to  1500  years.  Surely  prohibition  would 
be  worthy  trying  at  this  rate.  In  the  days  of  Alethusalem  people 
lived  on  an  average  to  800  years  of  age.  Alcohol  has  undoubtedly 
cut  the  period  of  life  down  to  50  years  since  then.  If  we  could  only 
believe  Congressman  Plobson ! 


Mr.  Ned  Greenway  on  Cabarets,  Cafes  and  Tango  in  New  York 
and  California. — The  Fresno  "Republican"  publishes  an  interesting 
inten'iew  with  Mr.  E.  M.  Greenway,  the  czar  of  society  in  San 
Francisco,  who  wields  Mumm's  Champagne  as  his  sceptre.  As  Mr. 
Greenway  speaks  with  authority  on  the  joys  of  life  with  champagne 
in  the  head  and  music  in  the  feet,  and  yet  keeps  Mumm  on  all  oc- 
casions, the  REVIEW  is  glad  to  reproduce  the  interview,  and  it  is 
given  as  follows  :  "The  cabarets  are  a  thing  of  the  past  in  the  East. 
All  the  dancing  that  is  done  in  New  York  and  the  other  prominent 
places  there  is  very  graceful,  there  is  no  jumping  up  and  down  or 
shaking  of  the  shoulders.  It  is  all  the  tango  and  the  hesitation 
waltz,  which  consist  of  straight  dancing.  The  large  hotels  and 
restaurants  there  are  making  space  for  the  great  number  of  high 
class  patrons  who  dance  until  four  and  five  o'clock  in  the  morning." 


In  the  October  25th  issue  of  Harper's  Weekly,  edited  by  Nor- 
man Hapgood,  there  is  a  story  by  Hutchins  Hapgood,  called  "Mc- 
.Sorley's  Saloon."  McSorley's  is  situated  in  New  York  city,  on 
Seventh  street,  near  Third  avenue,  close  to  the  Cooper's  Union. 
It  is  one  of  the  famous  old  saloons  of  New  York.  It  has  passed 
down  from  father  to  son  and  the  traditions  of  clean  business  have 
been  kept  sacred.  No  women  ever  passed  or  passes  the  threshold 
of  McSorley's.  "Drunks"  have  never  been  made  welcome.  The 
spirit  of  McSorley's  is  to  welcome  the  drinker  of  a  mug  or  two. 
and  discourage  the  "flash"  party.  Of  McSorley's,  Mr.  Hapgood 
says:  "If  there  were  more  saloons  like  McSorley's  in  the  country, 
and  fewer  of  the  other  kind,  there  would  probably  now  be  no  strong 
temperance  movement,  attacking  the  price  of  the  grape  or  the  corn 
— that  element  of  civilization  recognized  from  Plato  to  Omar  as 
emphasized  by  Fitzgerald  and  accepted  as  a  stimulating  spark 
kindling  our  poetry,  our  literature,  our  temperamental  sociability, 
inciting  our  fancy,  and  warming  the  world  in  which  we  live. 

"McSorley's  saloon  is,  as  I  have  said,  mainly  frequented  by  quiet 
workingmen  who  sip  their  ale  and  look  as  if  they  are  philosophizing. 
It  is  true  that  the  saloon  in  general  today — good  and  bad — is  the 
principal  place  in  which  ideas  underlying  the  labor  movement  orig- 
inate, or  at  any  rate  become  consciously  held.  It  is  there  where 
men  talk  over,  think  and  exchange  feelings  and  ideas  relating  to 
their  labor  and  their  lives.  The  social  philosophers  take  their  frag- 
mentary thoughts  and  construct  them  as  to  programs  and  systems."

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Grape  Men  Organize  to  Combat  Prohibition 


A  COMMUNICATION  FROM  OSCAR  KRENZ  COPPER 
AND  BRASS  WORKS. 


ON.  the  third  of  February  150  of  the  most  prominent  grai>e 
growers  of  California  met  in  the  Moriadnock  building  and 
discussed  ways  and  means  to  defeat  the  proposed  prohibition 
amendment  to  be  voted  upon  next  November.  Steps  were  takeri 
to  organize  a  State  body  to  be  entitled  the  California  Grape  Pro- 
tective Association,  which  will  devote  itself  to  fighting  the  State^ 
wide  movement.  A  resolution  was  passed  declaring  that  the  pro- 
posed amendment  was  unfair,  contrary  to  public  poli(-y  and  inimical 
to  the  industrial,  viticultural,  agricultural  and  commercial  develop- 
ment of  California.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  circiilate  lit- 
erature emphasizing  the  value  of  the  wine  industry  in  California. 

The  following  officers  were  elected:  G.  E.  Lawrence,  presidertt; 
Bismarck  Bruck,  first  vice-president;  F.  A.  Lucas,  second  vice- 
president  ;  A.  Mattel,  third  vice-president ;  C.  H.  Wente,  treasurer, 
and  H.  F.  Stoll,  secretary.  The  directors  of  the  California  Grape 
Protective  Association  are:  C.  H.  Wente,  Alameda  County;  Frank 
Swett.  Contra  Costa  County;  A.  Mattei,  Fresno  County;  Secondo 
Guasti,  Los  Angeles  Coutity;  Charles  Crawford,  Mendocino 
County;  Bismarck  Bruck,  Napa  County;  E.  M.  Sheehan,  Sacra- 
mento County;  F.  A.  Lucas,  San  Bernardino  County;  H.  F.  Stoll, 
San  Francisco;  G.  E.  Lawrence,  San  Joaquin  County;  Tracy 
Learnard,  Santa  Clara  County;  C.  E.  Humbert,  Sonoma  County; 
A.  E.  Shoemake,  Stanislaus  County.  Other  directors  will  be  ap- 
pointed accordingly  as  the  organization  is  extended.  The  offices 
of  the  association  are  at  12  Geary  street,  near  Kearny  and  Market 
streets,  the  entrance  room  being  No.  501  and  the  telephone  number 
Sutter  2688. 

Following  are  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  organization : 

Whereas,  after  years  of  costly  experiment,  it  has  been  proven  that  Cali- 
fornia, by  reason  of  its  soil  and  climatic  conditions,  is  the  only  territory  in 
North  America  where  foreign  varieties  of  wine  grapes  grow  to  perfection, 
and 

Whereas,  through  concentrated  efforts  of  the  viticulturists  of  the  State 
of  California,  aided  and  encouraged  by  the  State  and  Federal  governments, 
the  citicultural  industry  of  this  State  has  attained  a  pre-eminent  position  at 
home  and  abroad,  and 

Whereas,  a  large  body  of  our  citizens  have  engaged  in  this  industry  with 
the  belief  that  viticulture  and  viniculture  would  develop  vast  areas  of  land, 
which  have  heretofore  been  non-{)roductive,  enlarge  the  field  of  honest  and 
healthful  labor,  and  aid  in  the  commercial  and  industrial  development  of 
California,  and 

Whereas,  in  this  State  there  is  devoted  to  the  viticliltural  industry  more 
than  320,000  acres  of  land  (a  large  part  of  which  is  unsuited  to  agricultural 
purposes),  representing  an  investment  of  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
millions  of  dollars,  and  directly  employing  more  than  150,000  people,  who 
have,  with  the  aid  of  instruction  from  skilled  and  experienced  specialists  in 
this  field  of  endeavor,  made  it  possible  to  place  California  in  the  front  rank 
of  wine  and  raisin  producing  States,  and 

Whereas,  there  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  California  at  the 
general  election  in  Xovember,  1914,  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the 
State,  prohibiting  the  manufacture,  sale,  giving  away,  or  transportation  of 
wine  and  liquor  from  one  point  within  the  State  to  another  point,  and 

Whereas,  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  will  destroy  not  only  the  wine 
industry,  but  also  the  raisin  atld  table  grape  industries,  which  find  an  outlet 
for  their  surjilus  production  through  the  wineries;  will  throw  oUt  of  employ- 
ment thousands  of  people  engaged  in  these  industries*  annihilate  invest- 
ments, make  non  i^rochictive  thousands  of  acres  of  land  now  devoted  to 
viticulture,  destroy  r<vini(cs,  and  reduce  taxes,  which  must  be  made  up  by 
other  industries.  i 

Therefore,  be  it  rtfsolvnl.  by  the  CsHforhia  Gra(je  Protective  Associa- 
tion that  we  are  opposed  tu  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  prohibition 
amendment,  because  it  is  unfair,  contrary  to  public  policy,  and  inimical  to 
the  industrial,  viticbHtlral,  agricultural  and  comhierciat  d<fvelo()ment  and 
welfare  of  California. 


In  connection  with  the  recent  transfer  of  the  plant,  etc.,  of 
Sanders  &  Cotnpany's  Copper  Works  to  the  Oscar  Krenz  Copper 
and  Brass  Works  we  have  the  following  statetnent  from  the  latter 
corn  party :

PROHIBITION. 


Prohibition  is  advocated  to  promote  temperance..  Experience 
makes  strong  negative  reply.  It  ha.s  the  effect  of  closing  up  li- 
censed places  but  invites  illegal  sale.  Every  impartial  student  of 
the  question  knows  this.  "Speakeasies,"  "blind-pigs,"  "blind 
tigers,"  "hole  in  the  wall,"  "clubs,"  "bootleggers"  and  many  other 
such  places  and  persons  known  by  other  names  abound  in  prohibi- 
tion communities.  The  existence  of  the  names  themselves  proves 
conclusively  that  prohibition  does  not  prevent  the  sale.  It  is  said 
to  be  a  farce  in  Maine  and  Kansas,  the  oldest  prohibition  States. 
It  is  a  disgilst  in  Oklahoma  and  Tennessee,  the  newest  prohibition 
States,  and  it  is  a  joke,  though  a  serious  one,  in  most  all  of  the 
various  towns  and  cities  where  it  is  in  force. — Stockton  "Industrial 
INcws." 


FOR  THE  PROMOTION  OF  THE  WINE  INDUSTRY. 


Every  county  in  California,  except  five,  produces  grapes  in 
commercial  quantities,  there  being  all  told  about  200,000  acres  in 
bearing  vines.  The  principal  counties  for  grapes  are  Fresno, 
Sonoma,  Santa  Clara,  Xapa,  Kings,  Sacramento,  Los  .Angeles,  Tu- 
lare, Contra  Costa  and  San  Joaquin,  in  the  order  as  named,  and 
each  has  over  2,500.000  vines.  Santa  Clara  has  close  to  10,000,000, 
with  more  coming  into  bearing  each  year.  There  is  no  danger  of 
over-production,  for  the  viticultural  field  of  the  country  is  practi- 
cally limited  to  California,  and  the  choice  fruit  always  brings  a 
good  price  from  ready  buyers.  What  the  present  growers  need  is 
reliable  information  as  to  scientific  methods  of  cultivation,  and 
what  California  needs  is  an  expansion  of  the  viticultural  industry 
that  will  induce  new-comers  to  engage  in  this  healthful  and  remun- 
erative occupation. — San  Jose  "Mercury."

We  will  no  longer  curtail  our  1914  production  of  Old  Taylor. 
It  is  now  conclusively  apparent  that  there  is    as    much    of   an 
underproduction  in  fine. whiskies,  as  that  there  is  an  overproduc- 
tion in  cheap  whiskies  and  distilled  spirits. 

We  believe  Old  Taylor  occupies  the  topmost  place  among  the 
fine  whiskies  of  America. 

It  is  not  only  removed  from  the  flux  of  overproduction  by  its 
individualism  and  quality,  but  it  is  already  so  greatly  underpro- 
duced that  it  is  now  evident  that  both  the  interests  of  our  patrons 
and  ourselves  have  been  too  much  sacrificed,  and  that  too,  without 
deterrent  eflfect  upon  the  general  headlong  overproduction  aggre- 
gate. 

II. 
The  irrefutable  figures  and  facts  of  the  nation-wide  over-pro- 
duction blunder  which  have  been  emblazoned  before  the  trade  in 
the  official  tabulations  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Bureau,  which  fig- 
ures and  facts  we  sought  in  our  circulars  to  translate  to  the  over- 
producing distillers  of  the  country,  have  failed  to  restrain  them,  or 
diminish  the  onflowing  total. 

Today  we  have  before  us  the  completed  official  figures  covering 
the  production  of  distilled  spirits  for  the  first  half  of  the  current 
fiscal  year. 

They  show  that  despite  the  fact  that  1913  had  topped  the  over- 
production blunder  of  1910,  1911  and  1912,  with  the  greatest  rec- 
ord-breaking production  in  history,  the  first  half  of  1914  has  now 
even  outproduced  1913  itself.

PROHIBITIONISTS  TRYING  TO  BUNCO  UNCLE  SAM. 


CONGRESSMAN  RICHMOND  P.  HOBSON,  famous  for 
sinking  the  "Merrimac,"  worth  $560,000,  to  no  purpose,  is  en- 
deavoring to  have  the  United  States  government  print  and  dis- 
seminate Anti-Saloon  League  literature  at  the  cost  of  the  people  of 
the  United  States.  The  Congressman  is  trying  to  have  the  confer- 
ence committee  approve  literature  to  be  read  into  the  congressional 
records  and  franked  out  by  the  postal  authorities.  The  plan  was 
evolved  by  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  which  expects  to  save  thou- 
sands of  dollars  in  the  cost  of  distribution  by  placing  the  burden 
on  Uncle  Sam.  Congressman  Hobson  has  gone  further  and  sug- 
gested that  Anti-Saloon  League  literature  be  produced  by  the  gov- 
ernment at  a  cost  of  one-sixth  the  regular  commercial  rate. 

The  systematic  graft  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  does  not  ap- 
pear to  be  at  all  abashed  at  the  plan  of  making  a  goat  of  Uncle  Sam. 
The  leaders  of  the  league  are  all  of  the  opinion  that  the  govern- 
ment should  pay  the  expenses  of  the  campaign  of  the  Prohibition- 
ists for  the  sake  of  religion.  This  is  the  first  time  in  the  histc 
of  the  United  States  that  a  political  party  has  attempted  to  ma 
the  national  government  pay  its  campaign  expenses.  If  the 
cedent  is  once  established  there  is  no  reason  why  any  party] 
power  should  not  make  its  campaign  at  the  expense  of  the  natq 
at  large.

"I  have registered  since  January  1,  1914." 

The  idea  of  pledging  voters  in  this  way  is  peculiar  to  an  element 
which  makes  conscience  secondary  to  interest.  When  bigots  can 
not  hold  their  followers  by  appealing  to  their  sense  of  justice  they 
try  to  bind  them  with  a  "pledge"  of  this  sort  by  which  weaklings 
practically  surrender  their  conscience.  Of  course,  one  of  the  ob- 
jects of  circulating  the  "Pledge"  is  simply  to  secure  some  informa- 
tion as  to  how  people  are  going  to  vote  at  the  coming  election.  This 
might  be  purely  a  political  object  and  might  be  excusable,  but  the 
more  serious  purpose  of  binding  voters  now  to  vote  contrary  to 
what  their  consciences  may  counsel  later  on  shows  itself  up  as 
glaringly  immoral.

VISALIA  IS  ALMOST  INCORRIGIBLE. 


For  the  fifth  time  within  the  past  three  years  Visalia  has  decided 
to  be  dry.  On  the  24th  of  February  the  voters,  numbering  2,020 
in  all,  favored  dryness  by  a  majority  of  310  votes.  The  fight  on 
the  part  of  the  drys  was  based  on  the  charge  that  the  proposed  or- 
dinance would  take  the  saloons  entirely  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
trustees.

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Labor  and  the  Prohibition  Movement 


Resolutions  have  been  passed  by  the  lal)or  councils  of  Los  An- 
geles. Fresno,  Oakland  and  San  F"rancisco  condemning  the  prohi- 
bition movement  in  California  as  being  adverse  to  labor.  The  fol- 
lowing are  the  resolutions  which  express  the  opinion  of  the  labor 
men  most  copiously  on  this  subject: 

Whereas,  the  attention  of  the  labor  movement  has  been  called  to  the 
fact  that  several  prominent  members  of  the  Socialist  party  have  in  the  past, 
and  now  are,  lending  their  support  in  campaigns  to  place  this  State  and  its 
political  subdivisions  thereof  in  the  dry  columns;  and 

Whereas,  many  thousands  of  workers,  the  great  majority  of  whom  are 
members  of  the  trade  union  movement  and  of  the  Socialist  party,  are  en- 
gaged in  the  production  and  distribution  of  malt,  vinous  and  spiritous 
liquors;  and 

Whereas,  if  the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  these  beverages  was 
prohibited  it  would  throw  all  these  workers  and  many  thousands  others  in- 
directly employed  on  the  labor  market,  thereby  increasing  the  already  great 
army  of  unemployed;  and 

Whereas,  the  prohibition  of  the  production  of  malt,  viaous  au.d  spiritous 
Liquors  is  an  unsound  economic  proposition,  we,  recognizing  the  fact  that  all 
industries  ar«  co-relative,  and  that  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  labor 
movement  is  not  a  matter  of  prohibition  of  liquor,  but  a  matter  of  increas- 
ing the  wages  and  reducing  the  hours,  thereby  giving  labor  a  greater  and 
ever  increased  share  of  the  product  of  its  toil,  until  such  time  as  labor  re- 
ceives its  full  product;  and 

Whereas,  Prohibition  would  adversely  affect  the  following  trades: 

Industry — Department  of  Production:  Brewers,  'bottlers,  teamsters, 
coopers,  ejigin-eers,  firemen,  machinists,  plumbers,  steamfitters,  copper-smiths, 
carpenters,  painters,  yardmen,  helpers,  electricians. 

Industry — Department  of  Distribution:  Drivers  stablemen  and  helpers, 


bartenders,  waiters,  chauffeurs,    hotel    stewards,    porters,    salesmei),    clerks 
stenographers,  bookkeepers,  cooks,  butchers,  bakers,  sausage  makers. 

Industry — Department  of  Printing  and  Publicity:  Printers,  pressmen 
press  feeders,  lithographers,  photo-engravers,  stereotypers,  electrotypers 
book  binders,  sign  and  pictorial  painters,  bjllers  and  billposters,  carpenters 
sheet  metal  workers. 

Industry — Department  of  Materials,  Raw,  Building,  Etc:  Glass  bottli 
blowers,  flint  glass  workers,  bricklayers,  plasterers,  carpenters,  cemen 
workers,  stone  masons,  plunjbers,  steamfitters,  electricians,  machinists 
boiler-makers,  blacksmiths,  structural  iron  workers,  lathers,  roofers^  painters 
farm  workers,  ranch  hands,  glaziers. 

Whereas,  We  believe  the  policy  of  the  e<:onojjiic  and  political  organiza 
tions  of  labor  should  be  confined  to  the  great  economic  questions  affectinj 
the  wage-working  dass;  and  that  prohibition  will  not  solve  the  labor  ques 
tion,  nor  will  it  relieve  any  part  of  the  distress  bearing  so  heavy  upon  thi 
workers,  but  will  aid  the  capitalist  class  to  divide  the  forces  of  labor,  ant 
thereby  weaken  their  solidarity  and  power;  and 

Whereas,  there  has  been  no  provision  made  by  the  Prohibition  party  oi 
its  advocates  to  provide  jobs  for  those  whose  employment  would  be  nc 
longer  possible  under  the  capitalistic  system  by  the  passage  of  a  law  of  thii 
kind,  but  who  for  the  most  part  belongs  to  the  capitalist  class  and  woiil< 
benefit  by  an  increase  in  the  army  of  unemployed;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  Central  Labor  Council  of  Los  Angeles,  in  reg 
ular  meeting  assembled,  in  the  interest  of  these  wage  workers,  do  hereby  re 
quest  such  persons  who  are  <:onnec,ted  with  the  Socialist  party  arid  who  art 
by  their  actions  endeavoring  to  take  from  us  our  means  of  livelihood,  tc 
desist  themselves  and  to  devote  their  energies  to  the  class  struggle;  until 
such  time  as  all  industries  are  brought  under  the  dominion  of  the  working 
class;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  tjiese  resolutions  be  placed  on  file  in  the  arch- 
ives of  the  council,  and  a  copy  sent  to  those  persons  who  are  acti.ve  in  the 
fight  against  this  industry.

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Announcement  has  been  received  by  the  "Independent"  that  the 

la  Water  Manufacturers'  Board  of  Trade  of  San  Francisco  will 
not  contril)ute  any  sum  towaitls  the  Sfate-wide  campaign  for  pro- 
hibition that  is  to  be  waged  from  now  till,  next  November. 

This  is  a  wise  move  on  the  part  of  the  Soda  Water  Manufac- 
turers, for  instead  of  an  increase  in  their  business  after  prohibition 
would  become  effective  there  would  be  a  decrease. 

In  Woodland  a  soda  water  manufacturer  opposed  the  closing 
cii  saloons  and  many  people  were  surprised  that  he  did  so,  because 
tliey  imagined  that  his  business  would  have  materially  increased 
on  the  closing  of  saloons.  In  confirmation  of  his  good  judgment 
as  soon  as  the  saloons  of  Woodland  were  closed  his  business  fell 
away  fully  fifty  per  cent  and  he  has  never  increased  it  since  that 
time. 

It  is  not  the  soda  water  business  alone  that  dwindles  on  the 
approach  of  prohibition.  Every  other  business  is  affected  in  like 
manner. 

Any  reasoning  individual  who  has  a  spark  of  sense  can  imag- 
ine the  terrible  devastation  that  would  result  from  State-wide  pro- 
hibition in  California.  Look  at  the  vineyards  and  hop  yards  that 
would  have  to  be  replanted  and  perhaps  their  owners  may  not 
have  the  price  of  replanting.  Look  at  the  increase  in  the  tax  rate 
that  must  be  made  to  replace  the  revenue  from  liquor  licenses.  Loo'c 
I  at  the  number  of  men  that  would  be  out  of  employment.  Consider 
the  amount  of  invested  capital  that  would  be.  useless. 

And  would  California  be  dry?     Probably    not    more    so    than 
Maine  or  Kansas  or  any  other  one  of  the  States  that  are  now  dry 
I  in  name. 

i  But  the  fight  is  to  be  made  and  it  is  up  to  the  liquor  men  i:o 
I  finance  it  and  to  make  it.  There  should  be  no  mincing  of  words. 
,  There  should  be  no  beating  around  the  bush.  Every  intereste'I 
reasoning  individual  should  take  steps  now  to  do  his  part  against 
ithis  foolish  and  absurd  innovation. — Yolo  "Independent." 


The  eminent  French  specialist  in  appendicitis.  Dr.  Gagey,  says 
that  the  use  of  water  for  drinking  purposes  is  the  primary  cause 
of  the  prevalence  of  that  disease. 

Dr.  Gagey  has  been  struck  by  the  fact  that  all  the  patients  that 
came  under  his  notice  were  water  drinkers.  And  it  was  no  ques- 
tion of  some  contagion  carried  by  the  water,  for  in  many  cases 
analysis  established  the  purity  of  water,  while  in  many  others  the 
sufferers  drank  nothing  but  mineral  waters,  and  in  a  few  only 
hot  infusions,  such  as  tea.  In  an  article  in  the  Presse  Medicale, 
Dr.  Gage}'  accuses  the  water,  not  of  introducing  something  noxious 
into  the  body,  but  of  not  introducing  something  the  the  body  needs. 
He  cites  many  cases  in  which  all  or  almost  all  the  water-drinking 
members  of  a  family  were  stricken  with  appendicitis,  while  all  the 
wine  drinking  members  were  immune. 

Wine  and  cider  are  antiseptics.  Strong  wine  was  almost  the 
only  antiseptic  used  or  known  in  the  middle  ages.  The  microbes 
of  many  diseases  are  killed  when  placed  in  wine.  Dr.  Gagey  sug- 
gests that  those  who  habitually  drink  wine  with  their  meals  are 
introducing  into  their  bodies  a  fluid  that  is  necessary  for  the  de- 
struction of  the  microbes  that  produce  appendicitis. 


The  Kansasization  of  Southern  California. — In  certain  small 
towns  of  Southern  California  the  natives  of  Kansas  are  in  the  ma- 
jority. The  illstarred  natives  of  the  Jay  State  are  in  the  habit  of 
holding  meetings  and  declaring  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  anti- 
saloon  movement.  The  oratorical  sons  of  the  prairie  State  gush 
over  in  telling  their  audiences  what  great  benefit  prohibition  has 
done  to  Kansas.  They  do  not  say.  however,  why  they  left  their 
native  State  or  whether  or  not  they  expect  to  return.  This  makes 
one  believe  that  they  very  likely  were  leaders  in  the  prohibition 
movement  back  there  and  after  they  had  made  their  stake  got  away 
in  time  to  avoid  the  results  of  prohibition.  They  are  trying  to  play 
the  same  game  in  California.

Jesse  Moore  Whiskey 
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The  Human  Brain  and  Alcoholism 


In  the  New  York  "World"  of  recent  issues  several  interesting 
articles  have  appeared  on  the  subjects  of  the  human  brain  and  al- 
coholism. If  these  articles  were  published  more  extensively 
throughout  the  country  .they  would  have  a  much  greater  value  for 
educational  purposes  than  they  have.  But  it  is  difficult  to  induce 
many  journals  of  great  circulation  to  reproduce  such  articles  or 
even  to  publish  articles  on  similar  lines.  Reference  is  made  espe- 
cially to  papers  like  "Colliers,"  and  the  New  York  "Journal."  The 
trouble  is  owing  to  the  lack  of  moral  courage  on  the  part  of  the  de- 
linquents. Journals  which  are  merely  trailers  after  public  opinion, 
existing  because  of  their  ability  to  flatter  the  weaknesses  of  bigoted 
readers,  can  hardly  be  expected  to  point  the  way.  For  any  en- 
lightenment which  they  may  get  the  masses  must  depend  on  leaders 
of  public  opinion  such  as  the  "World,"  the  "Sun,"  and  "Harper's 
Weekly." 

Here  are  some  extracts  from  the  "World"  articles: 

"Scientists  recognize  the  relation  of  thought  and  gray  matter 
in  the  brain.  They  believe  that  thought  is  stored  up  in  the  cells 
of  the  gray  matter.  They  have  even  been  able  by  electrically  stim- 
ulating the  gray  matter  to  cause  the  expression  of  thoughts  by  those 
subject  to  the  experiments. 

"The  gray  matter  is  spread  in  a  coat  of  varying  thickness  all 
over  the  surface  of  the  brain.  Under  it  lie  the  white  matter  and 
the  nerves  which  ramify  into  it.  It  is  evident  that  the  nerves  act 
as  feeders  through  which  thought  is  deposited  in  the  gray  matter. 

"In  connection  with  this  study  the  most  important  question  is 
how  to  increase  the  amount  of  gray  matter.  Intellectuality  depends 
on  the  amount  of  gray  matter  which  is  stored  in  the  brain.  This 
varies  in  individuals  according  to  their  different  callings.  It  is  due 
to  the  method  of  cultivation.  In  doctors  the  layers  of  gray  matter 
are  in  a  certain  portion  of  the  brain  and  in  lawyers  in  another. 

"Intellectuality  is  not  always  measured  by  the  size  of  the  brain. 
Gray  matter  is  generally  deposited  in  the  creases.  The  more  creased 
the  brain  the  greater  the  amount  of  gray  matter.  Of  course,  the 
greater  the  amount  of  brain  the  larger  is  the  capacity  of  the  creases. 
At  the  same  time,  the  larger  the  brain  the  more  it  is  likely  to  be 
creased.  It  usually  follows  that  the  smaller  the  brain  the  less  is  it 
likely  to  crease. 

"In  the  rabbit  the  brain  is  perfectly  round  and  smooth  and  the 
rabbit  is  considered  to  be  the  stupidest  of  animals.  In  the  brains 
of  animals  higher  in  intelligence  than  the  rabbit  the  creases  begin 
to  show.  In  the  brain  of  the  human  being  the  entire  brain  is  a 
series  of  creases  and  convolutions,  and  these  are  covered  with  gray 
matter.  If  the  creased  brain  of  the  human  being  were  spread  out 
so  that  the  creases  would  be  smoothed  out  the  surface  it  would 
show  would  be  ten  times  as  great  as  the  same  brain  would  be  if  it 
never  had  a  crease.  This  gives  an  idea  of  the  space  available  for 
the  deposit  of  gray  matter  in  the  human  brain.  It  is  from  two  to 
twenty  times  greater  than  that  of  the  brains  of  other  animals. 


"In  all  cases  of  great  intellectuality  the  depth  of  the  convolution; 
at  certain  places  in  the  brain  is  enormous.  In  the  case  of  an  emi 
nent  surgeon  whose  brain  was  examined  after  death  it  was  founc 
that  a  large  part  of  it  was  like  the  brain  of  a  child,  but  in  those  part; 
especially  required  for  his  profession  it  was  developed  far  mon 
than  usual  and  the  creases  and  layers  of  gray  matter  at  these  spot; 
were  inordinately  thick. 

"Genius  cannot  be  easily  explained,  but  an  examination  of  th( 
brain  after  death  often  shows  wherein  the  tremendous  power  of  th( 
intellectual  giants  lay.  Lord  Byron  had  a  comparatively  smal 
brain,  but  it  was  far  more  intricately  creased  than  the  larger  brain: 
of  other  great  thinkers  who  had  less  intellectual  power  than  he 
Charlemagne  had  an  extraordinarily  large  brain,  marked  by  th( 
most  intricate  creases  and  convolutions.  Phrenologists  compan 
his  head  with  the  head  of  Shakespeare,  which  was  of  the  same  shape 
but  smaller,  but  if  the  brain  of  Shakespeare  had  been  examined  a; 
was  that  of  Charlemagne  it  would  very  likely  have  been  found  tha 
the  brain  of  the  English  poet  was  much  more  intricately  creasec 
than  that  of  Charlemagne. 

"There  is  gray  matter  all  over  the  surface  of  the  brain  of  the 
infant.  The  infant's  brain  is  divided  into  lobes  and  has  decf 
creases.  This  is  due  to  the  heredity  of  generations  of  development 
Whether  the  infant  will  be  an  intellectual  giant  or  a  pigmy  in  brair 
power  depends  almost  altogether  upon  the  training  which  it  receives 
and  the  development  of  gray  matter  in  its  brain. 

"The  average  female  brain  weighs  five  ounces  less  than  the  ave- 
rage male  brain  of  the  human  being.  But  the  reason  why  womar 
is  man's  inferior  intellectually  is  because  that  which  she  is  called 
upon  to  perform  in  life  does  not  serve  to  increase  the  layers  of  graj 
matter  in  her  brain.  It  is  also  questionable  whether  her  nerves  are 
developed  enough  to  act  as  feeders  in  building  up  the  gray  mattei 
to  the  same  extent  as  the  nerves  of  man. 

"The  laws  of  the  multiplication  of  gray  matter  are  still  secrets 
which  science  has  not  pierced.  But  there  is  no  doubt  a  distinct  re- 
lationship between  brain-creases,  gray  matter  and  alcohol.  The 
congress  of  alcoholism  has  not  considered  this  relationship.  It  has 
drawn  all  its  conclusions  from  a  single  source  and  no  broad  con- 
clusion can  ever  be  drawn  from  a  single  source.  Science  general- 
izes in  order  to  arrive  at  the  truth.  It  has  practically  accepted  as 
a  fact  that  thought  power  is  proportionate  to  the  gray  matter  in 
the  centers  most  used  or  needed.  The  next  thing  to  learn  is  how

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THE  CRAWFORD  FILTER.

Fig.  1172,  shows  the 
filters'  simplicity  of  construction  and  method  of  assembling  the 
various  parts.  The  equipment  consists  of  the  following:  Cypress 
tank;  false  bottom;  cotton  pulp;  aluminum  ring;  linen  scrim  for 
covering  false  bottom  and  pulp;  float  valve  with  aluniiiuim  float 
for  receiving  end;  flange  bottom  connection,  bronze  nipple,  brass 
ell,  yellow  brass  pipe  extending  from  ell  to  outside  tank  and  brass 
globe  valve  for  discharging  end. 

Method  of  Operation. 

Fig.  1173  shows  the  Crawford  filter  connected  up  to  a  steam 
pump  ready  for  operation.  While  the  filter  can  be  operated  with  a 
limited  capacity  without  a  pump,  the  use  of  a  pump  is  recom- 
mended. Success  can  be  obtained  in  operating  this  filter  without  a 
pump  by  elevating  it  one  or  two  stories.  The  action  of  the  liquid 
passing  from  the  filter  through  a  vertical  pipe  will  create  a  vacuum 
which  draws  the  liquid  through  the  filter.  The  pump  performs  two 
operations;  one  to  form  the  suction  for  the  filter  and  the  other  to 
raise  the  filtering  stock  to  storage  tanks  or  containers. 

The  suction  line  of  the  suction  and  delivery  pump  is  connected 
to  the  globe  valve  provided  with  the  suction  and  delivery  line  of  the 
filter.  The  false  bottom  is  then  placed  in  position  in  the  filter  tank 
and  covered  with  the  linen  scrim.  The  cotton  pulp  is  then  placed 
over  the  linen  scrim  to  a  thickness  of  IJ/2  to  3  inches.  The  thick- 
ness varies  with  the  fineness  of  the  pulp  used.  After  the  pulp  has 
been  placed  another  piece  of  linen  scrim  is  spread  on  the  surface  of 
the  pulp.  The  aluminum  ring  is  then  placed  in  position  on  to])  of 
the  linen  scrim.  After  packing  the  space  between  the  ring  and  the 
side  of  the  tank  tightly  with  wet  pulp  the  filter  is  ready  for  use.

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SALOONS  NECESSARY  IN  MINING  CAMPS  OF 
COLORADO. 


"Saloons  seem  to  us  a  necessity  in  mining  camps,"  said  John 
C.  Osgood,  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Victor- 
American  Fuel  Company,  in  cross-examination  before  the  com- 
mittee  investigating  the  Colorado  coal  miners'  strike. 

The  coal  operator  was  questioned  by  E.  P.  Costigan,  attorney 
for  the  strikers,  regarding  the  charge  in  a  recent  report  of  a  Fed- 
eral Grand  Jury  at  Pueblo,  that  the  mining  companies  run  saloons 
on  their  properties. 

"I  cannot  speak  for  the  other  companies,  but  we  regulate  the 
saloons  in  our  camps,"  replied  Osgood.  "In  two  of  our  mines,  as 
an  experiment,  we  transformed  the  saloons  into  clubs,  with  reading 
rooms  and  other  services.  We  prohibited  treating.  We  found 
that  at  those  camps,  on  an  average,  the  miners  spent  about  $5  less 
per  month  each  for  liquor  than  at  other  mines.  At  Red  Stone,  one 
of  those  two  camps,  I  never  saw  a  drunken  man  in  five  or  six 
years."

This  table  indicates  that  in  the  red  wine  fermentations  where 
no  sulfite  was  used,  there  was  a  loss  of  49  per  cent  of  the  fixed 
acidity.  This  loss  was  reduced  to  41  per  cent  where  sulfites  were 
used.  In  the  white  wine  only  31  per  cent  of  the  fixed  acidity  was 
lost  even  in  the  ordinary  fermentations,  and  this  loss  was  reduced 
by  the  use  of  sulfites  to  11  per  cent. 

The  greater  loss  of  fixed  acidity  in  the  red  wines  is  accounted 
for  principally  by  the  more  advanced  stage  of  maturity  of  the 
grapes  from  which  they  were  made.  The  less  ripe  the  grapes  the 
more  of  their  acidity  exists  in  the  form  of  free  tartaric  acid.  This 
acid  is  soluble  in  all  proportions  in  the  wine  and,  therefore,  is  found 
in  toto  in  the  wine  unless  destroyed  by  acid-consuming  organisms. 
In  the  riper  grapes,  a  greater  part  of  the  acidity  exists  in  the  form 
of  bitartrate  of  potash  which  is  less  soluble  in  the  wine  than  in  the 
must.  A  certain  proportion  of  this  acidity  is  therefore  lost  from 
the  wine  by  the  precipitation  of  cream  of  tartar.  This  loss  is 
further  increased  by  the  production  of  alcohol  in  which  the  bitar- 
trate is  insoluble.  The  more  alcoholic  the  wine,  therefore,  the  less 
bitartrate  can  remain  in  solution. 

The  increase  of  acidity  with  the  use  of  sulfurous  acid  is  due, 
therefore,  principally  to  its  conservation  of  the  free  acid. 

4.  Alcohol.  As  shown  by  Table  56  the  sulfited  red  wines 
showed  a  better  utilization  of  the  sugar.  The  ratio  of  the  alcohol 
by  volume  in  the  wine  to  the  original  Balling  per  cent  of  the  must 
being  on  the  average  .55  for  the  sulfited  wines  and  .52  for  the 
parallel  wines  fermented  without  sulfites.

The  ratio  of  alcohol  to  Balling  per  cent  should  be  higher  with 
the  grapes  containing  more  sugar,  as  the  proportion  of  non-sugar 
extract  included  in  the  Balling  per  cent  is  less.  In  the  last  line  of 
the  table  is  given  the  amount  of  alcohol  and  the  ratio  which  should 
have  been  obtained  according  to  Salleron's  tables.  This  shows  an 
average  loss  of  alcohol  in  the  unsulfited  wines  of  1.2  per  cent  and 
in  the  sulfited  of  only  .21  per  cent.    These  losses  represent  partly. 


unfermented  sugar,  and  ])artly,  sugar  and  alcohol  wasted  Ijy  wild 
yeasts,  bacteria  and  high  temperatures. 

5.  Color  of  Red  Wines.  It  is  difficult  to  determine  exactly  the 
influence  exerted  by  the  SOj  on  the  color  on  account  of  unavoid- 
able variations  in  the  grapes  of  the  various  vats.  On  the  whole, 
there  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  it  was  favorable.  The  wines  from 
the  sulfited  vats  in  nearly  all  instances  were  of  better  tint  and 
more  intense  colors  than  those  from  the  corresponding  unsulfited 
vats.

In  the  Zinfandel  of  the  first  series  the  sulfited  wines  show  a 
slight  improvement  of  tint,  but  the  intensity  of  the  color  is  in  one 
case  slightly  less  and  in  the  other  slightly  more  than  in  the  un- 
sulfited. This  is  really  a  favorable  showing,  as  the  unsulfited 
grapes  were  riper  and  therefore  more  deeply  colored.  In  the  other 
series  the  sulfited  showed  from  30  per  cent  to  80  per  cent  more 
color  than  the  corresponding  unsulfited  wines.  The  average  of  all 
the  wines  showed  an  increase  of  about  23  per  cent. 

6.  Condition.  The  condition  of  a  young  wine  means  its  de- 
gree of  limpidity  or  the  amount  and  character  of  suspended  solid 
matter  it  contains.  A  wine  during  and  immediately  after  fermen- 
tation is  said  to  be  "murky  or  muddy."  After  the  main  part  of  the 
yeast  and  other  sediment  has  settled  it  is  said  to  be  "cloudy."  When 
it  is  sufficiently  freed  from  floating  matter  to  be  transparent  it  is 
called  "clear."  The  final  stage  of  limpidity  is  reached  when  the 
most  careful  scrutiny  fails  to  detect  any  visible  floating  particles. 
The  wine  is  then  said  to  be  "bright." 

These  various  stages  occupy  various  periods  according  to  the 
soundness  of  the  wine  and  the  methods  of  handling.  A  wine  will 
lose  its  gross  sediment  and  reach  the  "cloudy"  stage  within  a  few 
days  after  the  end  of  perceptible  fermentation.  The  length  of 
time  during  which  wines  remain  "cloudy"  will  vary  from  a  few 
days  to  many  months.  A  perfectly  sound  and  properly  fermented 
wine  should  be  "clear"  within  three  weeks  of  pressing  in  the  case 
of  red  wine  and  within  six  or  eight  weeks  in  the  case  of  white. 
Clearing  is  delayed  by  unfermented  sugar  and  the  presence  of  many 
bacteria.  It  is  hastened  and  facilitated  by  suitable  aeration  and 
temperature. 

The  rapid  clearing  of  the  wine  was  a  constant  effect  of  the 
of  sulfurous  acid  and  pure  yeast  owing  to  the  more  perfect  elimi 
tion  of  the  sugar  and  the  prevention  of  bacterial  and  wild  y« 
action.

NOT  COMPETENT  TO  JUDGE. 


The  Union  Brewing  Company,  as  successors  of  the  Wunder 
brewing  Company,  has  sued  C.  L.  Pisher,  the  proprietor  of  the 
leidelberg  Inn,  for  $40,000  as^damages  for  the  sale  of  beer  in  vio- 
lation of  an  agreement  by  which  the  Heidelberg  Inn  was  to  use  the 
jeer  of  the  Wunder  Brewing  Company  exclusively.  The  Union 
Irewing  Company  claims  that  the  Heidelberg  Inn  has  .sold  40,000 
_  barrels  of  beer  in  violation  of  the  agreement  and  that  the  profit 
amounted  to  one  dollar  per  barrel.  An  injunction  is  sought  by  the 
Union  people  to  prevent  the  consumption  of  any  other  brand  than 
their  own  at  the  Inn. 

On  the  11th  of  February  Mayer  Herrmann,  president  and  gen- 
eral manager  of  the  E.  Martin  Company,  wholesale  liquor  dealers 
at  386  Second  street,  was  arrested  on  a  charge  of  embezzlement. 
Charles  Schlesinger,  vice-president  of  the  firm,  swore  to  the  com- 
plaint. The  executives  of  the  firm  claimed  to  have  found  a  short- 
age of  from  $10,000  to  $1. =5,000.  Herrmann  was  released  on  a  cash 
liail  of  $2,500. 

Rev.  Dr.  Charles  F.  Aked  resigned  the  presidency  of  the  Church 
Federation  of  San  Francisco  on  the  5th  of  Februarv. 


In  a  talk  to  his  bible  class  at  the  Fifth  Avenue  Baptist  Church 
John  D.  Rockefeller  Jr.  made  the  following  remarks  recently:  "I 
have  never  drunk  a  drop  of  intoxicating  liquor  in  my  life,  neither 
did  my  father  nor  his  father  before  him. 

"I  am  glad  to  note  that  .social  drinking  seems  to  be  decreasing. 
But  dnnking  generally  seems  to  be  increasing  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  in  some  States  there  is  prohibition.  Prohibition,  it  .seems, 
does  not  prohibit.

NEWS  FROM  THE  PACIFIC  NORTHWEST. 


Seattle,  March  27,  1914. 
The  last  official  act  of  the  out-going  city  council  of  Seattle  was 
to  pass,  on  the  16th  of  March,  the  renewals  of  two  liquor  licenses 
which  had  been  vetoed  by  Mayor  Cotterill.  The  vote  of  the  li- 
censes stood  eight  against  one.  Mayor  Cotterill  has  been  fuming 
for  a  week  over  the  matter,  but  it  is  expected  that  he  will  recover. 

In  announcing  his  candidacy  for  the  governorship  of  Oregon  Mr. 
W.  S.  U'Ren  said :  "If  you  people  will  make  that  provision  law, 
elect  me  Governor  and  adopt  the  prohibition  amendment  to  the  con- 
stitution, I  will  make  Oregon  absolutely  'dry'  and  keep  it  so  'dry' 
that  a  crow  flying  across  the  State  will  have  to  take  his  jug  along 
with  him  if  he  hopes  to  get  a  drink  within  this  State's  borders.  I 
am  even  more  progressive  than  Governor  West  and  I  expect  to 
make  more  enemies  than  he  now  has." 

Governor  West  is  still  busy  trying  to  get  himself  out  of  the  Cop- 
perfield  tangle.  The  Baker  grand  jury  finds  the  Governor  some- 
what intractable.  The  Governor  wants  to  name  all  the  witnesses 
and  to  say  who  shall  testify  and  who  shall  not. 

■  The  case  of  injunction  of  the  Copperfield  saloon  keepers  against 
Oswald  West,  the  Governor;  B.  K.  Lawson,  the  Colonel,  and  Fern 
Hobbs,  the  secretary,  is  now  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Oregon.  The 
damage  suit  for  $8,000  against  the  Governor,  the  Colonel  and  Ser- 
geant Walton  is  still  being  tried  at  Baker. 

Ex-Governor  T.  T.  Geer  has  entered  the  race  for  the  Governor- 
ship on  the  Republican  ticket.  He  indorses  State-wide  prohibition. 
He  is  the  fourteenth  candidate. 

The  official  canvass  of  the  vote  cast  in  Kootenai  County,  Idaho, 
at  the  special  election  held  on  the  11th  of  March  resulted  in  a  vic- 
tory for  the  drys  by  a  majority  of  434.  The  total  vote  was  8030, 
of  which  4232  were  dry  and  3798  wet.  Coeur  d'Alene  city  gave  the 
wet  side  a  majority  of  82,  but  the  country  towns  carried  the  day  for 
the  drys.  Eight  saloons  will  go  out  of  business  in  Coeur  d'Alene 
city  on  the  8th  of  May,  when  the  licenses  expire,  and  16  will  close 
in  the  rest  of  the  county  on  the  11th  of  June,  ninety  days  after  the 
election.  Six  wholesale  liquor  establishments  will  be  closed.  Cer- 
tain lumber  companies  used  coercive  measures  to  cause  their  em- 
ployes to  vote  dry. 

It  is  stated  that  the  Panhandle  Brewery  at  Coeur  d'Alene  city 
will  continue  to  operate.  The  dry  law  does  not  prohibit  the  manu- 
facture of  intoxicating  liquors  for  shipment  outside  the  State  of 
Idaho.  The  brewery  will  make  beer  for  shipment  outside  the  State 
and  will  make  ice  for  local  use. 

The  State-wide  prohibitionists  held  a  convention  at  Boise,  Idaho, 
from  March  25  to  March  27,  1.000  delegates  being  present.  They 
launched  the  State-wide  campaign.

In  the  past  breweries  and  wineries,  as  well  as  canneries  and 
dried  fruit  plants,  have  had  difficulty  in  securing  this  class  of  equip- 
ment to  meet  their  requirements  on  the  coast,  and  in  view  of  the 
situation  the  Berger  &  Carter  Company  has  placed  itself  in  a  posi- 
tion to  provide  them  with  anything  which  they  may  require  along 
these  lines.

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Compensation  Amendment  to  the  United  States 
Constitution  Under  Way      


In  connection  with  the  interview  with  Mr.  H.  Lang^e  published 
in  the  PACIFIC  WINE,  BREWING  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW  of 
January  31  relative  to  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States  providing  for  the  compensation  of  those  who 
are  forced  out  of  business  and  employment  through  legislative  and 
electoral  action,  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  steady  progress  that 
the  idea  of  Mr.  Lange  has  been  making  throughout  the  nation.  Mr. 
Lange  communicated  with  Congressman  Julius  Kahn  on  the  sub- 
ject, directing  to  the  Congressman  the  following  letter : 

"Would  it  be  too  much  to  ask  for  your  advice  in  reference  to 
the  enclosed  memorandum  which  is  self-explanatory  and  is  to  pre- 
vent the  ruination  of  our  second  largest  industry  in  the  State  of 
California  as  well  as  a  large  industry  in  other  States. 

"It  is  necessary  for  the  government  to  give  us  every  protection 
as  we  have  fostered  this  industry  for  the  last  fifty  years  or  more 
and  have  overcome  the  ravages  of  phylloxera  and  other  pests  and 
are  now  about  becoming  world  famous  as  a  wine-producing  coun- 
try and  a  law  should  be  enacted  whereby  the  rabid  prohibitionists 
could  not  destroy  our  wonderful  industry. 

"If  we  could  have  something  of  this  sort  passed  whereby  we 
would  be  reimbursed  for  our  lands  and  wineries  we  could  then  feel 
safe  to  make  it  one  of  the  largest  industries  in  the  United  States, 
but  if  we  are  constantly  menaced  through  agitation,  or  otherwise, 
of  the  liquor  question  we  could  not  continue  to  foster  and  develop 
the  same." 

Mr.  Kahn  replied  in  the  following  language: 

"I  have  carefully  noted  the  contents  of  your  letter.     *     *     * 

"I  fully  agree  with  your  attitude  in  regard  to  prohibition  legis- 
lation    *     *     * 

"When  I  return  to  San  Francisco  this  summer  I  shall  be  glad 
to  meet  those  who  are  interested  in  the  subject  of  viticulture  and 
possibly  we  may  be  able  to  agree  upon  some  plan  that  will  be  of 
benefit  to  those  who  have  capital  invested  in  vineyards  and  wi- 
neries." 

Mr.  D.  Clarence  Gibboney,  president  of  the  Law  and  Order 
Society,  has  just  issued  from  Philadelphia  a  pamphlet  entitled  "A 
Sane  Square  Deal  Abolition  of  the  Liquor  Traffic,"  which  has 
started  a  movement  in  Pennsylvania  for  a  compensation  amend- 
ment to  the  constitution  of  that  State.  Mr.  Gibboney  declares  that 
the  State  can  not  in  equity,  on  short  notice,  suppress  the  liquor 
traffic  without  compensating  the  sellers  of  intoxicants,  and  he  pro- 
poses that  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  set  aside  $300,000,000  to  com- 
pensate manufacturers  and  dealers  in  intoxicants  if  it  should  be  de- 
cided to  suppress  the  liquor  traffic.     Mr.  Gibboney  says : 

"Shrewd  citizens  of  Pennsylvania  made  a  monopoly  of  the  li- 
quor business  for  big  profits.  It  is  unpopular  now.  and  we  want 
to  run  away  from  our  managing  partners.  Is  this  fair?  Where 
is  the  Spirit  of  1776  and  1861?  This  being  true,  it  seems  unfair, 
unjust,  and  un-Christian  to  try  to  exculpate  ourselves  by  dumping 
all  the  blame  for  the  evils  of  the  traffic,  which  we  legalized  and 
have  profited  by,  on  our  partners.  If  we  sincerely  desire  to  abolish 
this  business,  we  must  courageously  assume  our  share  of  the  losses, 
settle  with  our  partners,  and  all  parties  engage  in  .some  better  busi- 
ness, even  though  not  quite  so  profitable." 

As  was  to  be  expected  the  prohibitionists  have  taken  issue  with 
the  president  of  the  Law  and  Order  Society.  But.  as  the  apostles 
of  destruction,  they  have  found  him  the  leader  of  the  greatest  civic 
society  in  Pennsylvania,  too  strong  for  them.  He  has  replied  to 
them  in  the  following  language: 

"It  will  not  satisfy  fair-minded  men  for  the  opponents  of  the 
liquor  business  to  say:  'Oh!  the  liquor  dealers  cannot  blame  any- 
body but  themselves — they  took  a  chance — and  if  they  lose  their 
large  cash  investments  in  the  wicked  liquor  business  it  is  their 
own  fault.'  It  is  unthinkable  that  a  business  man  would  invest 
$10,000.  .$1.';,000  or  $1,000,000  in  a  business  if  notified  it  was  a  short- 
lived scheme  or  an  experiment. 

"If  one  business  man  could  be  found  to  be  so  foolish,  we  know 
the  thousands  of  other  business  men  considering  liquor  selling  as 


a  business  would  not  be.  The  positive,  plain  truth  is — no  other 
lousiness  in  the  history  of  this  country  and  of  this  State  was  ever 
given  such  support  nor  surrounded  with  such  strong  safeguards  as 
the  liquor  business,  and  this  was  done  for  no  other  reason  than  it 
has  always  been  the  one  big  money-making  scheme  in  which  State 
and  nation  expected  to  make  its  big  profits. 

"Take  away  licenses,  and  stop  the  business,  and  in  many  casi^ 
you  will  make  paupers." 

Secretary  Fleming  of  the  National  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers' 
Association,  commenting  on  the  plan,  says: 

"The  liquor  interests  of  this  State  heartily  approve  of  Mr.  Gib- 
boney's  method.  While  they  know  that  Gibboney  is  no  lover  of 
the  liquor  trade  as  a  business,  the  dealers  agree  that  he  is  a  square 
and  upright  man.  The  allied  liquor  interests  of  this  State  are  will- 
ing to  help  secure  prohibition  in  Pennsylvania  if  it  can  be  guaran- 
teed to  them  that  they  will  be  compensated  to  the  extent  of  their 
losses." 

State  Treasurer  Young,  for  the  prohibitionists,  denounces  Mr. 
Gibboney's  plan.     He  says: 

"The  people  want  good  roads  and  other  public  improvements, 
and  for  this  reason  would  not  consent  to  a  loan  of  $300,000,000  to 
reimburse  the  li(|uor  men  for  the  loss  of  their  property  in  the  event 
of  prohibition." 

Replying  to  him  the  Philadelphia  "North  American"  says: 

"In  other  words,  the  voters  will  be  used  to  say  to  the  licjuor 
trade,  'Stand  up  and  surrender  your  property.'  This,  too,  in  face 
of  the  fact  that  millions  of  dollars  paid  by  the  liquor  trade  are  now 
used  in  State  appropriations  for  good  roads,  school  houses  and  even 
the  salaries  of  such  men  as  Treasurer  Young." 

But  there  can  be  no  doubt  the  voters  will  be  given  a  chance  to 
express  their  opinion  on  the  subject  of  compensation.  L^p  to  the 
present  time  they  have  been  given  only  a  chance  to  vote  for  or 
against  prohibition  without  being  provided  with  any  enlightenment 
on  the  moral  side  of  the  question. 

An  attempt  is  being  made  to  compare  the  liquor  traffic  with 
slavery.  Several  prohibitionists  have  said,  "When  slavery  was 
abolished  did  the  government  reimburse  the  slave-holders  for  their 
losses?"  Leaving  out  of  consideration  the  fact  that  slavery  was 
the  destruction  of  personal  liberty  just  as  prohibition  is  and,  there- 
fore, anti-slavery  and  anti-prohibition  are  one  and  the  same,  there 
has  never  been  any  question  that  if  the  people  of  the  LTnited  States 
had  had  sufficient  moral  courage  to  recognize  the  culpability  of  the 
United  States  government  in  allowing  black  men  stolen  in  .\frica 
to  be  sold  in  the  United  States  the  Southern  slave-holders  would 
have  been  recompensed  and  the  Civil  War,  which  costed  millions  of 
lives  and  $5,000,000,000,  would  have  been  averted.  The  United 
States  government  was  a  party  to  the  transactions  in  slavery  when 
it  recognized  the  paper  titles  by  which  white  men  appropriated 
negroes  stolen  in  Africa  and  the  people  of  a  great  part  of  the  United 
States  are  today  party  to  the  prohibition  movement  by  which  tlje 
products  of  the  labor  and  industry  of  liquor  men  are  stolen,  c^^ 
fiscated  and  destroyed  wantonly  without  any  recompense  be| 
given  to  the  producers.  As  a  party  to  slavery  the  United  Sta 
government  should  have  pleaded  guilty  and  submitted  to  punii 
ment  by  helping  to  pay  for  the  personal  liberty  of  the  negroes, 
an  act  of  restitution  it  should  have  reimbursed  the  slaveholders 
the  extent  of  one-half  of  their  outlay  in  purchasing  negroes  stoF 
from  Africa  and  sold  under  its  protection  and  ai^proval.  Through 
lack  of  moral  courage  to  confess  its  guilt  and  suffer  proper  punish- 
ment that  government  was  too  weak  to  prevent  the  Civil  War 
it  paid  a  greater  price  for  its  double  delinquency  than  it  would  hd 
if  it  had  listened  to  conscience.  It  might  easily  have  been 
pected  that  the  destructive  instincts  which  erected  slavery  in 
United  States  through  the  annihilation  of  the  black  men's  perse 
liberty  would  again  assert  themselves  in  prohibition  which  has 
its  object  the  destruction  of  the  personal  liberty  of  white  men] 
well  as  black  men.  These  destructive  instincts  which  are  the  fo| 
of  the  prohibition  movement  have  been  able  to  do  the  great; 
damage  precisely  in  those  Southern  States  which  were  forme 
the  stronghold  of  slavery. 

The  more  the  compensation  question  is  argued  the  more  dear 
will  the  issue  be  drawn  so  as  to  align  the  prohibitionists  with  tl 
slave  party  and  the  liquor  men  with  the  anti-slave  party.  Tli 
question  brings  into  clear  relief  the  moral  greatness  of  the  liqu 
trade  and  the  personal  liberty  that  is  allied  with  it.

This  communication  is  published  in  full  as  it  shows 
how  purely  destructive  the  Anti-Saloon  League  organization  is.  At 
the  same  time  it  is  well  to  note  that  this  communication  gives  the 
lie  direct  to  the  Anti-Saloon  League  leaders  of  California  who  have 
been  trying  to  lead  the  people  to  believe  that  they  have  withdrawn 
from  the  prohibition  movement  in  this  State.  It  is  now  evident 
that  these  leaders  have  retired  temporarily  in  order  to  gather  venom 
and  .strike  during  the  last  month  or  two  of  the  campaign  that  is  to 
be  waged  by  the  fanatics. — Editor.) 

\VESTER\  ILLE,  Ohio,  March  29.— It  has  been  decided  by  the 
Headquarters  Committee  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  of  America, 
whose  general  offices  and  publishing  house  are  in  this  city,  to  throw 
the  whole  power  of  its  organization  and  resources  into  the  support 
of  the  "Dry  California"  campaign  this  year. 

\\  bile  the  general  headquarters  of  the  league  are  in  this  city,  it 
has  more  than  one  hundred  fully  equipped  offices  in  all  the  princi- 
pal cities  of  the  nation.  It  has  more  than  eight  hundred  salaried 
officers  and  employees,  and  publishes  about  forty  periodicals 
throughout  the  country,  all  directed  against  the  liquor  traffic. 

In  California,  the  principal  offices  are  at  San  Francisco,  Los  An- 
geles and  Sacramento.  The  center  of  the  California  operations  will 
be  in  San  Francisco,  where  Rev.  Dr.  A.  S.  Bane  is  now  in  charge. 
The  legislative  work  is  in  charge  of  Rev.  D.  M.  Gandier,  who  is 
recognized  as  one  of  the  astute  and  most  successful  men  connected 
with  the  organization. 

The  league  will  immediately  begin  systematically  sending  its 
most  powerful  speakers  into  the  field  and  continue  that  policy  in- 
creasingly until  the  final  vote  is  taken  in  November.  Among  the 
star  speakers  already  scheduled  to  canvass  the  State  are  such  men 
as  ex-Governor  Malcolm  R.  Patterson  of  Tennessee,  ex-Congress- 
man and  one  of  the  most  powerful  orators  in  the  entire  South. 

Twice  was  Mr.  Patterson  elected  Governor  of  his  own  State  and, 
until  some  months  ago,  he  was  the  strongest  advocate  of  the  licensed 
saloon  in  America.  He  vetoed  prohibition  bills  that  had  passed 
the  Tennessee  legislature,  pardoned  convicted  liquor  dealers  by  the 
wholesale  and  spoke  on  the  platform  in  defense  of  the  trade.  Some 
months  ago  he  was  converted  and  joined  the  Presbyterian  church  in 
his  home  city  of  Memphis.     Shortly   afterwards,   he   reversed   his

Rev.  Sam  Small,  the  famous  Georgia  evangelist  and  one  of  the 
strong  league  orators,  will  strike  the  State  at  Red  Bluff  on  April 
22  and  continue  in  the  State  for  a  large  part  of  the  campaign.  Other 
national  speakers  will  enter  the  State  from  time  to  lime  as  the  cam- 
paign develops. 

Ernest  H.  Cherrington,  general  manager  of  the  publishing  in- 
terests of  the  league,  is  now  on  a  tour  of  the  Pacific  States,  making 
business  arrangements  for  the  campaign  of  the  National  League. 

An  elaborate  literature  campaign  is  being  planned  also  by  the 
national  organization.  The  headquarters  of  this  has  not  yet  been 
determined  upon,  but  it  will  be  somewhere  in  the  West.  This  ser- 
vice will  be  in  charge  of  William  E.  Johnson,  who  acquired  the  so- 
briquet of  "Pussyfoot"  during  his  strenuous  five  years  at  the  head 
of  the  government  service  of  suppressing  the  liquor  traffic  among 
Indians  and  who  is  well  known  in  California.  Johnson  organized 
this  service  for  the  government,  which  is  now  in  charge  of  the  pres- 
ent chief  officer,  Mr.  Henry  A.  Larson.  During  Johnson's  regime, 
more  than  3.400  convictions  of  crime  were  secured  and  the  traffic 
in  intoxicants  was  well  nigh  annihilated  on  numerous  reservations 
throughout  the  coutry.  Eight  officers  of  this  service  have  been 
murdered  since  its  establishment — two  of  whom  were  murdered  in 
California — which  indicates  its  dangerous  character. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  organization  to  throw 
the  whole  weight  of  its  power  into  any  State  where  a  campaign  is 
on  for  State-wide  prohibition.  In  this  way  and  through  this  me- 
dium, the  whole  temperance  resources  of  the  nation  are  centered  for 
the  fray  in  that  particular  State. 
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Mr.  H.  F.  Stoll's  Address  to  the  Pacific  Coast 
Women's  Press  Association 


On  the  9th  of  February  Mr,  Horatio  F.  StoU,  secretary  of  the  California 
Grape  Protective  Association,  delivered  an  impressive  address  before  the 
Pacific  Coast  Women's  Press  Association  in  San  F'rancisco,  the  subject  be- 
ing "California's  Viticultural  Industry  Must  Be  Protected."  The  REVIEW 
takes  pleasure  in  presenting  the  leading  arguments  sets  forth  in  this  ad- 
dress by  Mr.  Stoll,  as  these  will  serve  as  ammunition  in  the  coming  cam- 
paign and  they  can  be  used  over  and  over  again  with  telling  effect.  Mr. 
Stoll's  opening  remarks  were  as  follows: 

"While  there  is  no  such  thing  as  an  Anti-Prohibition  party,  there  is 
nevertheless  a  strong  anti-prohibition  sentiment  in  this  State.  Leading 
Progressives,  Republicans,  Democrats  and  Socialists  are  already  on  record 
as  opposing  State-wide  prohibition,  not  because  they  are  champions  of  the 
saloon  or  hquor  business,  but  because  they  do  not  believe  in  destroying  our 
viticultural  industry,  which  represents  an  investment  of  $150,000,000. 

"The  grape  grovyers  of  this  State,  whom  I  represent  here  today,  believe 
in  true  temperance,  in  strict  regulation,  in  making  those  who  conduct  sal- 
oons or  sell  sealed  packages  live  up  to  the  letter  of  the  law  in  every  re- 
spect. But  we  do  not  believe  that  it  is  necessary  to  adopt  a  State-wide  pro- 
hibition constitutional  amendment  that  will  stop  'the  manufacture,  sale,  giv- 
ing away  or  transportation  from  one  point  within  the  State  to  another  point 
within  the  State'  of  California  wines. 

"We  have  the  Wiley  Local  Option  Law  on  our  statute  book  and  we 
have  the  initiative  and  referendum  so  that  any  incorporated  city  or  super- 
visorial district  can  promptly  correct  any  existing  evil  if  it  desires  to  do  so." 

F^ollowng  are  the  incontrovertible  arguments  made  by  Mr.  Stoll: 

"We  can  only  judge  the  vicious  nature  of  this  prohibition  amendment 
by  considering  the  results  that  would  ensue  from  its  general  enforcement. 
We  would  witness  the  spectacle  of  a  law  denuding  one  hundred  and  sixty 
thousand  acres  of  land  planted  to  wine  grapes  in  this  State — crippling  as 
many  more  acres  devoted  to  raisin  and  table  grapes;  reducing  this  enor- 
mous asset  for  taxation  and  economical  purposes;  turning  away  the  twenty 
million  dollar  annual  income  derived  from  this  industry;  throwing  a  hundred 
thousand  people  employed  in  the  viticultural  industry  out  of  work;  renounc- 
ing our  leadership  in  the  world's  markets  for  the  production  of  fine  wines 
and  raisins — a  leadership  that  has  cost  the  State  so  much  time,  study  and 
expense  to  attain  and  that  today  constitutes  an  invaluable  asset — and  last, 
but  most  tragic  of  all,  stripping  from  the  men,  who  have  invested  all  of  the 
money  and  the  labor  of  a  lifetime  in  this  business  in  reliance  upon  the 
public  policy  of  the  State,  all  the  value  of  their  investment  and  labor,  ren- 
dering unto  them  nothing  for  that  from  which  the  State  has  profited  so 
richly. 

"When  the  Wiley  Local  Option  law  was  before  the  Legislature,  the 
legislative  superintendent  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  carefully  pointed  out 
to  the  various  committees  considering  the  bill,  that  it  did  not  prohibit  the 
use  of  wine  or  liquor  in  the  home;  that  the  winemaker  would  not  suffer, 
because  wine  could  be  manufactured  and  sold  even  in  dry  territory,  pro- 
vided it  was  not  sold  at  the  winery,  but  was  delivered  in  quantities  of  two 
gallons  or  more  to  the  permanent  residence  of  the  consumer. 

"Every  time  an  election  has  been  held  in  incorporated  cities  or  super- 
visorial districts  and  the  people  in  favor  of  license  have  claimed  that  they 
were  being  forced  to  vote  on  the  question  of  prohibition,  the  Anti-Saloon 
League  leaders  promptly  denied  the  statement  and  insisted  that  wine  or 
beer  could  be  used  in  the  home,  providing  it  was  not  a  place  of  public  resort. 

"Our  legislators  approved  the  Wiley  Local  Option  Law  only  after  they 
were  assured  that  the  wineries  were  to  be  protected  and  the  right  of  the 
individual,  to  have  wine  or  liquor  in  his  or  her  home,  would  be  respected. 

"By  making  these  same  concessions,  initiative  ordinances  have  been 
adopted  in  a  number  of  cities  where  the  saloon  has  been  abolished.  They 
permit  the  individual  to  have  wine  or  liquor  shipped  in  from  wet  territory 
if  there  is  no  winery  or  brewery  in  the  so-called  dry  city.  Up  in  Sonoma 
County,  they  invoked  the  county  initiative  (which  does  not  apply  to  incor- 
porated cities)  and  they  voted  out  the  roadhouses,  but  they  did  not  touch 
the  wineries. 

"The  proposed  prohibition  constitutional  amendment,  however,  would 
make  California  wine  practically  a  contraband  article.  You  couldn't  have 
it  in  your  home  unless  on  a  doctor's  prescription.  If  you  had  an  extra  drop 
or  two,  you  wouldn't  dare  give  it  away  to  your  neighbor. 

"Our  winemen  could  not  manufacture  their  grapes  into  wine,  or  ship 
the  wine  they  now  have  from  one  point  within  the  State  to  another,  say 
from  Sonoma  or  Napa  counties  to  San  Francisco. 

"No  hotel,  summer  resort,  restaurant  or  cafe  could  serve  wine,  even 
with  meals. 

"No  wholesale  liquor  store  or  grocery  store  could  sell  wine  or  beer  in 
sealed  packages,  not  to  be  consumed  on  the  premises. 

"No  club  could  serve  wine  to  its  members  or  guests. 

"Wine  could  not  be  served  at  banquets. 

"In  short,  wine  and  alcohol  would  be  contraband  articles,  unless  they 
were  intended  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical  or  sacramental  purposes. 

"It  has  been  the  established  and  expressed  public  policy  of  the  State 
of  California  for  the  past  sixty  years,  to  encourage  and  foster  grape  grow- 
ing. Over  and  over  again,  the  business  has  been  referred  to  by  the  State 
Legislature,  as  'the  second  industry  of  the  State  of  California,'  as  an  'in- 
dustry' and  as  a  'most  important  industry.' 

"Our  Legislature  has  invited  and  urged  people  to  come  here  and  invest 
their  money  in  this  industry.  Thousands  of  dollars  have  been  expended 
by  the  State,  and  are  now  being  expended  by  the  State  to  teach  people  the 
best  methods  of_  cultivating  wine  grapes  and  making  wines.  Learned  men 
at  the  State  University  under  the  direction  of  the  Legislature  have  spent 
time  and_  money,  at  great  expense  to  the  State,  in  the  study  of  wine  making 
and  the  instruction  of  the  people  therein. 

"Uncle  Sam  has  been  equally  solicitious.  The  most  important  grane 
experimental  stations  of  the  t)cpartment  of  Agriculture  are  located  in  Cali- 
fornia and  for  years  the  department  has  supplied  the  growers  with  cuttings 
and  advice  as  to  what  they  .should  plant  in  the  different  soils  and  different 


parts  of  the  State  in  order  to  secure  the  finest  grapes  and  greatest  quantities. 

"the  history  ot  the  vine  in  California  began  with  Fatlier  Serra,  who,  as 
tar  back  as  17/2,  planted  the  first  domestic  grapes  and  proved  that  Cali- 
fornia was  the  natural  home  of  the  vine. 

"The  struggle  of  our  wineniakers  for  recognition,  the  long-drawn-oul 
Ijattle  to  break  down  tlie  wall  ot  prejudice  against  native  wines,  and  the 
linal  triumph,  when  California  wines  received  the  'grand  prix'  in  the  camp 
of  the  enemy — at  the  international  expositions  in  the  greatest  wine-drinking 
and  wine-producing  country  of  Europe — is  an  inspiring  story  and  the  ac- 
hievement has  served  well  to  advertise  the  soil  and  climate  of  California  the 
world  over. 

"Now,  after  all  these  difficulties  have  been  surmounted,  when  the  vine- 
yards are  beginning  to  become  profitable  to  the  grape  growers  and  the 
world  knows  that  California  is  the  only  State  in  the  Union  that  can  grow 
the  foreign  varieties  of  grapes,  and  make  pure  wines,  the  Prohibitionist, 
who  has  absolutely  nothing  to  lose,  comes  forward  and  wants  to  abolish  it 
all.  He  points  the  finger  of  scorn  at  Father  Serra,  who  introduced  the  wine 
grape  into  California;  at  the  State  which  handed  the  first  cuttings  of  for- 
eign varieties  of  wine  grapes  to  our  farmers  and  urged  them  to  plant  them 
everywhere;  at  Uncle  Sam,  because  he  interested  himself  in  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  the  vineyards  destroyed  by  the  phylloxera  and  Anaheim  curses. 

"The  proposed  amendment,  if  adopted,  would  go  into  effect  within,  per- 
haps, thirty  days. 

"What  would  the  wine  maker  do  with  the  millions  of  gallons  of  wine  ma- 
turing in  his  cellars? 

"What  would  the  grape  grower  do  with  his  wine  grapes? 
"They  are  unfitted  for  table  consumption  or  raisin  purposes  and  they 
must  be  utilized  as  soon  as  tliey  are  ripe.  They  cannot  be  shipped  out  of 
the  State  for  wine  making  as  when  they  are  ripe  they  are  perishable  and 
would  rot.  If  they  were  picked  green  or  sent  in  refrigerated  cars,  they 
would  not  have  the  necessary  sugar  when  they  reached  their  destination  to 
make  fermentation  possible.  Thus  it  can  readily  be  seen  that  if  the  wineries 
were  closed  down,  the  entire  wine  grapes  crop  would  be  lost. 

"And  how  would  the  closing  of  the  winery  affect  the  raisin  grape  in- 
dustry? 

"Why,  it  would  mean  that  the  second  crop  raisins,  which  ripen  too  late 
to  go  on  the  trays,  would  be  lost. 

"And  the  table  grape  grower? 

"He  too  would  suffer.  Today  all  the  culls,  that  is,  the  grapes  that  are 
not  up  to  standard  and  suited  for  shipment  or  local  consumption,  go  to  the 
winery.  You  can  realize  what  a  part  they  play  in  the  prolits  of  the  grower 
when  I  tell  you  that  6500  carloads  are  shipped  East;  1000  carloads  are  con- 
sumed in  California;  and  about  12,500  carloads  are  sent  to  the  wineries  to 
be  made  into  fortifying  material  for  our  sweet  wines. 

"So  you  see  that  when  you  strike  a  blow  at  the  wine  industry,  you  work 
an  injury  also  to  our  raisin  and  table  grape  growers.  The  prosperity  of  the 
three  branches  is  closely  interwoven. 

"Looking  at  this  question  from  another  standpoint,  have  you  stopped 
to  consider  what  an  important  part  the  viticultural  industry  is  going  to  play 
in  the  absorption  of  the  thousands  of  immigrants  from  Southern  Europe 
who  will  come  into  this  State  through  the  Panama  Canal? 

"The  great  steamship  companies  are  scouring  Europe  for  immigrants. 
For  months  and  months  they  have  been  saving  the  money  that  will  pay 
their  passage  and  enable  them  to  have  a  small  nest  egg  with  which  to  begin 
a  new  life  in  a  new  land. 

"Two-thirds  of  these  immigrants  will  be  familiar  with  the  subject  of 
viticulture  and  when  they  land  here,  many  of  them  will  offer  their  services 
in  the  vineyard  or  attempt  to  settle  on  small  tracts,  for  it  is  but  natural 
that  they  should  try  to  do  something  they  know  and  work  along  the  liij 
of  least  resistance. 

"What  is  going  to  happen  if  our  wine  industry  is  crippled  or  wiped 
before  they  arrive?     What  are  we  going  to  do  with  these  people? 

"If  we  do  not  encourage  them  to  settle  in  our  rural  districts,  whl 
they  belong,  we  are  going  to  witness  a  spectacle  even  more  distressing  t\ 
the  parades  and  riots  of  the  unemployed  army  that  San  Francisco  has  b^ 
trying  to  help  tide  over  the  trying  winter  months. 

"We  are  going  to  see  thousands  of  these  hopeful  immigrants,  who 
anxious  to  get  out  into  the  country,  stranded  in  San  Francisco,  for  it  wfl 
take  them  long  to  spend  their  meager  savings  for  food  and  shelter,  if  t^ 
cannot  find  employment  promptly. 

"If,   on   the   other  hand,   we   continue   to   encourage   the   viticultural  i 
dustry,  there  is  no  question  but  that  thousands  of  additional  acres  of 
will  be  set  out  and  give  welcome  employment  to  these  newcomers.     Th 
are  millions  of  acres  of  idle  hill  land  in  California  that  are  suited  for  gr^ 
culture  and  onthing  else. 

"Are  we  going  to  avail  ourselves  of  this  God-given  advantage  of 
and  climate  and  insure  a  future  for  these  desirable  immigrants  or  are 
going  to  cripple  our  present  grape  industry;   impoverish   those  engagedj 
it  today  and  let  the  cities  struggle  with  the  problem  of  placing  the  cou 
less  immigrants,  who  will  soon  flock  into  our  State. 

"That  is  the  big  question  that  must  be  answered  next  November. 

"The  prohibitionists  insist  that  'all  the  best  manhood  and  womanh<^ 
of  California'  arc  in  favor  of  total  prohibition. 

"We  resent  this  claim  because  we  believe  they  have  absolutely  no  ri|| 
in  reason  nor  in  truth  to  declare  that  they  and  those    who    think    as   th 
think  are  the  salt    of    God's    earth;    that    they    are    the    best    manliood 
womanhood  of  California. 

"As  the  Sacramento  'Bee'  has  pointed  out,  there  are  just  as  good  ml 
and  good  women,  as  conscientious,  as  moral,  as  law-abiding,  as  peaceful,  f 
devoted  to  the  welfare  of  the  Home  and  the  Child,  who  do  not  believe  tlf 
prohibition  makes  for  true  temperance. 

"As  secretary  of  the  California  Grape  Protective  Association,  who 
principal  aim  is  to  protect  the  viticultural  industry  from  adverse  legislation', 
and  as  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Viticultural  Commissioners,  ap 
pointed  by  Governor  Hiram  Johnson,  to  foster  the  grape  industry,  I  appcii 
to  all  loyal  citizens  of  California  to  see  that  next  November  simple  justix 
is  done  to  the  grape  grower,  who  has  harmed  no  one,  but,  on  the  rontrary:| 
has  proven  a  big  factor  in  the  true  development  of  this  State." 
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President  Scatena  of  Bank  of  Italy  Opposes  Prohibition 


MR.  CLARENCE  J.  WETMORE  ON  EASTERN  CONDITIONS 


Mr.  L.  Scatena,  president  .of  the  Bank  of  Italy,  one  of  the  strong- 
(  si  financial  institutions  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  has  followed  quickly 
upon  the  example  set  by  the  Anglo  and  London-  Paris  National 
I  lank  by  declaring  his  opposition  to  the  prohibition  movement  in 
the  State  of  California.  Mr.  Scatena  was  interviewed  by  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  REVIEW  and  expressed  his  opinions  in  very  con- 
cise language.  As  these  opinions  relate  to  the  interest  of  financial 
institutions  in  the  viticultural  industry  they  are  of  special  value. 

Mr.  Scatena  commenced  with  an  emphatic  "I  am  against  pro- 
hibition I"  and  he  proceeded  to  show,  as  a  banker,  why  he  opposes 
the  State-wide  movement.  "It  may  be  said  that  nearly  all  the 
small  vineyards  of  the  State  of  California  are  encumbered  by  mort- 
gages," Mr.  Scatena  said.  "Through  the  destruction  of  the  viti- 
cultural industry  the  financial  institutions  of  the  interior  of  the 
State  would  be  adversely  afTected.  Losses  that  would  be  involved 
through  the  ruination  of  the  vineyardists  would  create  an  acute 
condition  for  the  country  banks.  A  crisis  would  be  brought  about 
which  would  result  in  a  period  of  financial  depression  and  this 
would  have  unfavorable  eflfects  on  the  credit  of  the  entire  agri- 
cultural class. 

"First  of  all,  we  must  consider  that  the  viticultural  industry  is 
the  largest  agricultural  asset  of  the  State  of  California.  This  in- 
dustry is  generally  conceded  to  be  the  second  largest  individual 
source  of  wealth  of  the  State.  To  abolish  this  industry  at  one  blow 
would  be  to  seriously  disturb  the  prosperity  of  California  as  a  whole 
by  administering  a  shock  which  it  would  take  a  long  time  to  re- 
cover from.  But,  aside  from  the  extensive  depression  that  would 
be  caused,  the  prospective  intensive  ruination  calls  for  the  greatest 
apprehension.  ]^>y  eliminating  viticulture  as  a  factor  in  prosperity 
the  agricultural  resouces  of  the  State  would  be  reduced  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  place  the  farming  class  in  a  precarious  position.  From 
a  financial  standpoint,  the  entire  agricultural  industry  would  be 
menaced.  Loss  of  money  advanced  to  the  vineyardists  will  cause 
interior  financial  institutions  to  exercise  extreme  care  in  making 
loans,  thereby  causing  a  monetary  stringency  which  would  retard 
agricultural  development  in  general.  New  lands  would  not  be 
brought  into  cultivation  readily  and  there  would  be  increased 
difficulty  in  moving  crops. 

"During  the  past  year  the  wine  growers  have  made  some  money, 
but  for  years  before  they  had  a  hard  struggle.     What  they  gained 
last  year  has  not  been  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  meet  obligations 
incurred   during  the  three  or  four  years  previous.     If  prohibition 
should  take  from  them  every  prospect  of  enjoying  in  the  future  that 
'  prsoperity  through  which  they  would  be  able  to  meet  their  obli- 
gations, the  banks  will  suffer  with  them. 
I        "Not  only  will  the  country  banks  be  involved,  but  the   larger 
I  banks  in  the  cities  will  also  feel  an  uncomfortable  pressure.  Large 
city  banks   have   important   relations  with   the   wine   business.     If 
they  suffer,  the  State  of  California  also  will. 

"If  prohibition  is  defeated  there  will  be  another  story  to  tell. 
,  the  vineyards  will  flourish  as  never  before  and  they  will  add  to  the 
[resources  of  the  State  more  than  the  orange  groves  and  the  de- 
ciduous fruit  orchards  combined.      California  is  the  one  great  wine 
.State  of  the  American  L^nion.     Even  as  they  stand  the  vineyards 
fare  a  tremendous  asset.     With,  further  development  they  will  add 
to  the  common  wealth  immensely.     Prices  for  wine  are  on  a  stable 
basis.     Prospects  are  for  increased  prosperity  for  the  wine  men  on 
about  the  same  lines  as  for  the  orange  growers.     There  was  a  time 
I  when  California  produced  only  3,000  cars  of  oranges  and  sold  them 
at  $1.50  a  case.     Now  the  State  produces  40,000  cars  and  sells  them 
easily  at  $2.50  a  case.     Conditions   are  just   as   favorable   for  the 
wme  grower  as  they  have  been  for  the  orange  grower,  providing 
we  have  no  prohibition.     California  is  peculiarly  a  wine  State  as 
It  IS  an  orange  State.     Production  of  wine  must  increase  and  prices 
improve  steadily.     What  the  output  of  wine  and  the  income  from 
It  might  be  eventually  no  one  can  venture  to  predict  but,  with  pro- 
;hibition  out  of  the  way,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  viticultural  in- 
[dustry  would  add  in  a  glorious  manner  to  the  financial  prestige, 
'prosperity  and  progress  of  the  State." 


Mr.  Clarence  J.  W'etmore,  president  of  the  Cresta  Blanca  Wine 
Company,  returned  to  San  Francisco  from  New  York  City  and  the 
Eastern  States  on  the  14th  of  March.  Mr.  Wetmore  spent  many 
weeks  in  the  East  and  gave  a  great  deal  of  his  attention  to  obser- 
vation of  business  conditions.  He  was  interviewed  by  a  represen- 
tative of  the  REVTEW,  and  in  the  course  of  his  conversation  said: 

"The  situation  in  the  Eastern  States  is  not  at  all  as  good  as  it 
ought  to  be.  There  are  many  complaints  from  merchants  in  all 
branches  of  business.  Trade  is  depressed.  Political  uncertainty 
is  what  is  causing  the  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

"Commercial  men  in  the  East  do  not  appear  able  to  divine  what 
the  Wilson  administration  is  going  to  do.  There  are  many  grave 
(|uestions  to  be  settled,  but  there  is  no  prospect  that  they  are  to  be 
settled  in  the  immediate  future.  The  delay  of  adjustment  is  caus- 
ing uneasiness  and  hesitation  on  the  part  of  investors. 

"As  to  Cresta  Blanca  wine,  I  must  say  that  this  is  very  well  rep- 
resented. It  is  generally  conceded  to  be  the  best  represented  Cali- 
fornia wine  that  has  been  set  before  the  people  of  New  York.  Sales 
of  Cresta  Blanca  are  increasing  greatly  and  serve  to  convince  the 
trade  of  the  fact  that  California  wines  put  up  in  the  right  way  will 
be  extensively  patronized  by  the  Eastern  people." 

Mr.  Wetmore  plans  to  leave  San  Francisco  for  New  York  again 
in  a  very  short  time.  He  expects  to  make  a  European  trip  in  con- 
nection with  his  approaching  absence  from  the  coast.  On  the  6th 
of  June  he  will  embark  on  the  steamer  "Imperator"  on  this  trip, 
which  will  be  one  in  which  business  will  be  combined  with  pleas- 
ure.    His  family  will  accompany  him. 


PROHIBITIONISTS. 


There  are  two  reasons  why  some  people  don't  mind  their  own 
business.

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Mr.  S.  B.   Fugazi  Forecasts   the  Effect  of 
Prohibition  on  Immigration. 


WHILE  all  Californians  are  looking  forward  to  heavy  immigra- 
tion into  California  just  as  soon  as  the  Panama  Canal  is 
t)pc'ne(l  to  traffic,  there  are  few  of  them  in  a  position  to  outline  just 
what  may  be  expected.  Those  who  have  studied  the  prospects 
most  carefully  are  the  men  who  have  been  for  years  engaged  in 
providing  passage  for  immigrants.  Mr.  S.  B.  Fugazi  is  the  most 
prominent  representative  type  of  these  men.  As  head  of  the  Agen- 
zia  Fugazi  he  has  been  directly  connected  with  the  establishment 
of  tens  of  thou.sands  of  Italians  and  Austrians  in  California.  He  is 
naturally  looking  forward  to  greatly  increased  activity  in  immigra- 
tion subsequent  to  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal.  Believing 
that  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Fugazi  on  the  relation  of  prohibition  to 
immigration  will  be  accepted  as  being  of  the  highest  value,  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  REVIEW'  interviewed  him  in  his  offices  at  630 
Montgomery  street,  San  Francisco.  As  showing  that  Mr.  Fugazi's 
opinion  is  not  in  any  way  influenced  by  prejudices  either  for  or 
against  the  liquor  traffic,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  head  of  the 
.•\genzia  Fugazi  is  an  absolute  teetotaler,  having  never  during  his 
entire  lifetime  taken  a  drink  of  beer,  wine  or  other  alcoholic  liquor. 
The  following  is  the  substance  of  the  interview  accorded  by 
Mr.  Fugazi : 

"California  will  naturally  be  one  of  the  countries  most  favored 
b)'  Italian  and  Austrian  immigrants.  The  climate  of  this  State  is 
identical  with  that  of  Italy.  There  are  many  conditions  here, 
topographical  and  otherwise,  which  serve  to  remind  the  Italian  of 
his  native  country  and  help  to  make  him  cherish  the  State.  Italians 
feel  at  home  in  California  more  than  in  any  other  State.  With  the 
opening  of  the  canal  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  charm  of  Califor- 
nia will  be  felt  greater  than  ever  before  by  the  Italians. 

"We  in  California  have  a  great  deal  to  expect  from  the  Italian 
immigrants.  In  return  for  giving  them  a  welcome  and  providing 
them  with  homes  in  a  new  country  which  is  so  suitable  to  them 
we  may  be  sure  of  a  rapid  addition  to  our  wealth.  All  Italians  are 
workers.  They  do  not  despise  any  class  of  work.  They  may  have 
their  special  trades,  but  if  they  cannot  find  work  readily  in  those 
trades  they  look  for  it  outside  of  them.  For  this  reason  they  are 
always  producers.  They  take  especially  to  the  cultivation  of  the 
soil,  and  it  is  from  the  soil  that  most  wealth  comes.  Forests,  fields 
and  mines  are  all  scenes  of  their  endeavors.  Cities  and  prosperous 
communities  are  the  results  of  them.  California  will  be  amply  re- 
paid for  her  hospitality  to  the  Italians. 

"Italy  has  been  the  chief  source  of  immigrants  of  European 
origin  for  some  time  past.  She  has  been  sending  forth  annually 
over  800,000.  Of  these  400,Q00  have  been  coming  to  the  United 
States,  300,000  have  gone  to  South  America  and  100,000  to  Xorth 
Africa  and  Australia.  As  Tripoli  has  become  a  possession  of  Italy 
it  may  be  expected  to  attract  immigrants  from  Italy  in  greater 
numbers  than  before,  as  it  has  many  advantages  from  the  stand- 
points of  climate,  topography  and  soil.  Tripoli  will  draw  many 
Italians  who  would  otherwise  come  to  California.  It  is  my  belief 
that  of  the  400,000  Italians  who  come  to  the  United  States  annually 
less  than  50,000  settle  in  California.  When  the  canal  is  opened 
there  should  be  a  great  increase,  as  rates  will  very  probably  be  cut 
by  the  railroads  to  meet  those  made  by  steamship  companies. 
Northern  Italians,  who  prefer  railroad  transportation,  will  be  en- 
couraged just  as  much  as  Southern  Italians.  Of  course,  it  is  from 
Southern  Italy  that  the  greatest  number  of  people  are  leaving  for 
new  countries,  and  it  is  from  there  that  we  should  look  for  the 
greater  part  oi  our  Italian  immigration. 

"Practically  all  Sr)uthern  Italians  are  wine  drinkers.  They  are 
also  closely  identified  with  the  production  of  wine.  As  vineyard- 
ists  and  winemakers  they  would  be  strongly  attracted  to  California. 

"Prohibiton  in  the  abstract  would  not  have  a  great  aflfect  in  re- 
tarding Italian  immigration  to  California.  Italians  do  not  come 
to  California  to  drink,  but  to  work.  But  prohibition  as  a  destroyer 
of  industry  would  prove  very  effective  in  preventing  Italians  from 
coming  to  California.  If  the  wine  industry  is  to  be  destroyed, 
thereby  throwing  out  of  employment  1.50,000  persons,  California 
would  not  offer  any  inducement  to  Italians  to  come  to  the  State. 


Italians  would  not  come  merely  for  the  sake  of  abstaining  froi 
drinking  liquors.  Indeed,  many  would  consider  the  State  as  a  n 
gion  where  wine  could  not  be  drank  as  a  cheerless  proposition  eve 
if  the  prospect  of  enforced  idleness  were  not  a  factor  to  be  reckone 
with.  While  all  Italians  would  avoid  a  country  which  ofTei 
neither  work  nor  wine  and  most  of  them  would  look  askance  at 
country  that  offers  work  but  forbids  the  drinking  of  wine,  ther 
are  many  who  would  be  willing  to  do  without  wine  if  they  woul 
be  sure  of  work.  But.  as  there  is  no  doubt  that  prohibition  woul 
destroy  the  wine  industry,  it  is  but  reasonable  to  conclude  tha 
California  under  prohibition  would  have  neither  wine  nor  work  t 
offer  and  would,  therefore,'- forfeit  all  chances  of  benefiting  throng 
Italian  immigration  which  should  be  the  chief  advantage  to  th 
State  in  consequence  of  the  opening  of  the  canal. 

"All  Californians  know  that  this  State  needs  immigrants.  .\ 
It  is,  it  is  very  difficult  to  secure  immigrants.  To  deliberately  oh 
struct  immigration  would  be  senseless,  and  in  the  end  disastrou 
as  far  as  the  development  of  the  State  is  concerned. 

"Prohibiton  in  California  would  not  only  stop  immigration,  bu 
it  would  as  well  cause  an  exodus  from  the  State.  Foreigners,  sucl 
as  Italians  and  Australians,  engaged  in  the  retail  liquor  business 
especially  in  the  interior,  or  connected  directly  with  the  wine  in 
dustry  and  trade  would,  after  being  compelled  to  go  out  of  busi 
ness,  pack  their  belongings  and  leave  the  State.  Most  of  then 
would  return  to  their  native  countries,  as  they  would  prefer  t( 
stake  their  fortunes  in  lands  where  personal  liberty  is  inviolable. 
"While  I  am  a  teetotaler  and  have  never  drank  liquor  in  my  life- 
time, I  am  absolutely  opposed  to  prohibition,  not  only  as  a  menact 
to  industry  and  prosperity,  but  as  a  form  despotism  which  has  foi 
its  object  the  annihilation  of  personal  liberty.  I  will  not  drink  al- 
coholic liquors  myself,  but  I  allow  every  member  of  my  family  tc 
drink  them.  Moreover,  I  consider  it  to  be  my  duty  to  teach  my 
children  to  drink  wine  and  beer  so  that  they  will  be  able  to  regulate 
their  consumption  of  these  beverages  when  they  grow  up.  It  is  a 
matter  of  education.  Deprivation  does  not  eliminate  but,  rather, 
excites  temptation,  especially  in  such  matters  as  beverages,  foods, 
etc. 

"There  is  practically  no  drunkenness  among  the  Italians,  who 
are  nearly  all  wine  drinkers.     For  this  reason,  prohibition  is  not 
considered   necessary   by   them.     To   enact   prohibition    in    such   a 
State  as  California,  destroying  the  great  wine  industry,  would  nies 
not  only  to  exclude  Italian  immigrants,  but  to  expel  a  large 
of  the  population  as  well.     It  is    hard    to    believe    that    there 
enough   people  of  clouded  intelligence  in   the  State  to  make 
sible  the  passage  of  a  prohibition  measure  that  includes  in  its" 
structive  scope  both  exclusion  and  expulsion." 
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Los  Angeles  and  Southern  California 


Los  Angeles,  March  26,  1914. 

Mayor  Rose  during  the  first  week  of  the  month  made  the  follow- 
ing statement  relative  to  the  Hquor  traffic:  "Los  Angeles  is  deriv- 
ing a  large  revenue  from  the  liquor  industry  and  unless  we  want  to 
lose  it  we  must  place  every  safeguard  around  the  conduct  of  the 
business." 

Certain  fanatics  have  discovered  that  they  can  further  harass 
the  saloon  men  by  having  an  ordinance  enacted  prohibiting  the  ad- 
vertising of  liquor  by  electric  signs.  They  have  petitioned  the  city 
council  of  Los  Angeles  to  prohibit  the  signs.  It  is  somewhat 
galling  to  reasonable  people  to  find  how  many  ways  these  fanatics 
have  of  annoying  the  liquor  men.  Many  saloon  men  have  from  $50 
to  $1000  invested  in  electric  signs.  Dry  sleuths  would  like  to  see 
them  lose  this  money.  Electric  sign  men  have  taken  action  for  the 
saloon  men. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Methodist  Preachers'  Association  on  the 
16th  of  March  a  motion  was  passed  favoring  the  changing  of  the 
proposed  prohibition  amendment  so  as  to  allow  winernakers  until 
January  1,  1916,  to  close  up  their  wine  business.  The  ministers 
were  very  enthusiastically  in  favor  of  this  change  "in  order  to  show 
that  they  have  some  consideration." 

Out  of  respect  for  the  petition  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  the  police  com- 
missioners have  officially  closed  Hill  street,  between  Third  and 
Fourth  streets,  to  wholesale  and  retail  liquor  establishments.  As  a 
result,  Fred  Meriweather,  who  applied  for  a  saloon  at  339  South 
Hill  street,  has  been  refused  a  license. 

The  police  commissioners  have  decided  that  the  employm.ent  of 
white  women  in  Oriental  cafes  will  be  considered  sufficient  cause 
for  the  revocation  of  licenses. 

Colonel  John  Sobieski  has  been  enlisted  in  the  dry  cause  in  Los 
Angeles. 

Mayor  Rose  has  gone  on  record  as  favoring  the  disposal  of  sa- 
loon licenses  to  the  highest  bidders.  He  takes  the  position  that 
liquor  permits  are  of  the  nature  of  franchises  and  should  be  treated 
as  such,  the  city  being  entitled  to  receive  adequate  compensation 
for  the  privileges  granted  under  them.  Later  on  we  may  hope  to 
find  that  the  saloons  are  to  be  considered  as  public  utilities  and 
the  city  may  have  the  right  to  take  them  over  and  operate  them 
for  the  benefit  of  the  community  after  equitably  recompensing  the 
saloonkeepers. 

Mr.  Charles  R.  Burger,  State  chairman  of  the  prohibition  party, 
announces  from  Pasadena  that  the  Flying  Squadron  of  America, 
composed  of  former  Gov.  Charles  J.  Hanly  of  Indiana,  Congressman 
Richmond  P.  Hobson  of  Alabama,  ex-Gov.  Hoch  of  Kansas.  Gov. 
Glenn  of  North  Carolina,  Mrs.  Mary  Harris  Armour,  head  of  the 
Women's  Christian  Temperance  Union  of  the  State  of  Georgia ; 
Gov.  West  of  Oregon,  Daniel  A.  Poling,  who  heads  the  Christian 
Endeavor  Union  of  the  United  States ;  Eugene  W.  Chafin,  twice 
Prohibition  candidate  for  President,  and  Oliver  W.  Stewart  of  Illi- 
nois, will  visit  California  in  October  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
pledges  promising  not  to  support  any  party  or  candidate  not  pledged 
to  the  extermination  of  the  liquor  traffic.  One  of  the  purposes  of 
the  campaign  will  be  to  obtain  5,000,000  signatures  to  a  petition 
urging  national  prohibition.  The  plans  were  made  at  a  recent  meet- 
ing of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  at  Columbus,  O.,  which  meeting  was 
attended  by  over  4000  delegates.  The  Presbyterian  churches  of 
Pittsburgh  alone  have  arranged  to  contribute  the  services  of  100 
men  in  the  work." 

Mr.  George  G.  P.rown.  president  of  the  Brown-Forman  Com- 
pany, Louisville  distillers,  and  vice-president  of  the  National  Model 
License  Association,  was  a  visitor  to  Los  Angeles  during  the  first 
part  of  the  month.  He  was  interviewed  by  the  Los  .Angeles 
"Times."  Mr.  Brown  set  forth  established  facts  in  very  strong 
language,  as  the  following  indicates : 

"Without  niakiiit;  distinction  betwfcii  prohibition  and  temperance,  a 
vrrv  rmlical  element  is  iiroposing  to  wipe  f>nt.  by  confiscatory  methods,  one 
of  the  ffreatest  in<Uistries  of  the  United  States.  Without  redress,  without 
any  consideration  of  pronerty  rixhts,  with  no  tliouglit  of  the  ramifications 
of  the  ^reat  distilling  industry,  these  pefiple  propose  to  simjily  clr)sc  down 
this  business. 


"Prolubition  and  temperance  are  antonyms.  The  trouble  is  that  they 
are  confused  in  too  many  minds.  Temperance  is  self-control.  Prohibition 
would  take  away  self-control.  Temperance  is  individual  liberty  and  respon- 
sibility. Prohibition  is  rabid  tyranny  and  would  deprive  the  individual  oi 
responsibility.  Temperance  is  religion:  Prohibition  would  take  away  re- 
ligion.    Temperance   is   tolerance.     Prohibition   is  intolerance. 

"The  weird  Hobson  bill  would  wipe  out  distilleries  and  prohibit  the 
selling  of  alcoholic  liquors.  At  the  same  time  it  would  permit  every  man 
to  manufacture  his  own  whisky  in  his  own  tea  pot.  I  am  mistaken  if  that 
would  end  in  even  temperance.  The  Works  bill  would  wipe  out  the  dis- 
tilleries, but  leave  the  California  wineries  in  possession  of  the  alcoholic 
beverage  trade. 

"The  use  of  liquor  is  not  a  crime,  but  its  abuse  is  much  to  be  depre- 
cated. Temperance  should  be  encouraged  if  not  enforced.  The  National 
Model  License  Association  is  working  to  that  end.  Prohibition  has  not  as 
yet  accomplished  even  temperance.  In  England  there  were  laws  forbid- 
ding a  man  to  use  meat  more  than  once  a  day  or  to  have  more  than  one 
kind  of  meat  on  the  table.  Another  law  provided  that  each  drinking  cup 
have  pegs  in  it  and  the  drinker  was  required  to  sip  from  one  peg  to  another 
to  prevent  his  quaffing  off  a  mug  at  one  gulp.  Such  foolish  laws  are  the 
result  of  the  failure  to  make  the  proper  distinction  between  use  and  abuse." 

Opponents  of  the  liquor  traffic  in  San  Diego  threaten  to  initiate 
drastic  legislation  to  prevent  the  extension  of  the  saloon  zone.  They 
claim  that  certain  precincts  in  San  Diego  belong  to  the  churches 
and  must  be  guarded  against  the  encroachments  of  the  "demon 
rum."  The  city  council  of  San  Diego  has,  however,  granted  the 
petition  of  property  owners  to  extend  the  limits  of  the  saloon  zone, 
by  a  vote  of  four  to  one.  The  mayor  vetoed  the  measure,  but  the 
members  of  the  council  passed  it  over  the  veto. 

The  license  forfeited  by  Mr.  Fred  Oehlerking  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  Mr.  Charles  B.  Schuler  with  the  approval  of  the  city  coun- 
cil of  San  Diego.  The  license  covers  the  business  at  Fifth  and  G 
streets,  and  is  estimated  to  be  worth  $18,000. 

On  the  17th  of  March  the  French  cruiser  "Montcalm"  left  Sail 
Diego  with  15,000  gallons  of  California  wine  aboard,  10,000  of 
which  came  from  San  Francisco.  The  "Montcahn"  is  bound  for 
Toulon,  France,  via  Panama  and  the  Straits  of  Magellan. 

San  Bernardino  City  continues  to  profit  by  the  mistakes  made 
by  the  county.  During  the  past  month  four  new  licenses  for  high- 
class  saloons  were  granted  by  the  city  council.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  the  city  administration  that  the  city  will  be  still  further  benefited 
by  the  addition  of  two- more  saloons,  as  the  drouth  in  the  surround- 
ing country  creates  a  big  deinand  for  liquor  in  the  city  of  San  Ber- 
nardino.

HORST  COMPANY. 


The  E.  Clemens  Horst  Company  on  the  12th  of  March  issued 
a  supplement  to  its  statistical  chart  of  June  1,  1913,  and  this  em- 
braces the  following  figures : 

California  Barley  Crop  Statistics. — Crop  1913.  Movement  June 
1  to  November  30. — Crop  316,000  (Estimated);  carry-over  from 
1912,  107,000;  imports,  7,000.  Total,  430,000  tons.  Exports  out 
of  State,  34,000;  home  consumption,  200,000  (Estimated);  carry- 
over (December  1),  196,000  tons. 

Oregon  Barley  Crop  Statistics. — Crop  1913.  Movement  June 
1  to  November  30. — Crop,  235,(X)0  (Estimated)  ;  carry-over  from 
1912,  25,000  (Estimated);  total,  260,000  tons.  Exports  out  of 
State,  34,000;  home  consumption,  106,(XX)  (Estimated);  carry-over 
(December  1),  120,000  tons.  From  December  1,  1913,  to  February 
1,  1914,  exports  from  California  were  6,0(X)  tons  and  imports  into 
California  500  tons;  exports  from  Oregon  were  39,500  tons  and  no 
imports. 

The  I'nited  States  Department  of  Agriculture  estimated  the 
California  barley  crop  of  1913  at  795,600  tons  and  the  Oregon  crop 
at  457,000  tons. 


Wine  Shippers  Claim  Freight  Overcharge. — Mr.  J.  A.  Morgan, 
representing  a  number  of  San  Francisco  shippers,  has  filed  com- 
plaint with  Examiner  W.  E.  Settle  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  to  the  effect  that  wine  shippers  are  being  discrimin- 
ated against  in  the  freight  rates  on  wine  from  California  to  Atlantic 
Coast  points.  Mr.  Morgan  claims  that  wine  men  who  ship  wine 
in  barrels  are  forced  to  pay  for  the  weight  of  the  barrels,  while 
those  who  ship  wine  in  tanks  are  not  charged  for  the  weight  of  the 
tanks.  According  to  him  the  present  rates  make  a  difference  of 
,'';63  a  carload  against  those  who  have  to  pay  for  the  barrels.

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THE  PROHIBITION  TACTICS  AT  FRESNO. 


DRY  WINES. — The  usual  quietness  prevails  in  the  dry  wine 
market  characteristic  of  this  period  of  the  year.  A  slight 
improvement  has  taken  place  in  comparison  with  the  same  month 
in  1913. 

Exports  were  513  cases  and    826,424    gallons,    bulk,    valued    at 
$312,210. 

Imports  by  sea  totalled  1851  cases,  17  hhds.,  13  oct.,  5  casks,  5 
bl)ls..  1  pipe;  champagne,  230  cases. 


'WEET  WINES.— Dullness    still    continues    to    pervade    the 
'  market  for  sweet  wines.     Prices  are  steady. 


BR.\NDIES. — There  has  been    increased    activity    in    brandies. 
Stocks  are  being  cleaned  up  in  very  good  shape.     Production 
for  February  was  2,301.1  tax  gallons. 

Exports  by  sea  for  the  month  ending  March  20  were  301  cases 
and  7335  gallons,  valued  at  $9,274.  Imports  totalled  1778  cases, 
15  octs.,  10  casks,  1  hhd.  and  1^4  casks. 

There  remained  in  bond  February  28,  1914,  2,681,683.3  tax 
gallons. 


WHISKIES. — Lethargy  reigns  in  the  market  for  whiskies.  As 
compared  with  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous 
year  the  situation  may  be  considered  as  fair. 

Exports  for  the  month  ending  March  20  totalled  291  cases  and 
6,390  gallons,  valued  at  $15,705. 

Imports  by  sea  for  the  same  period  probably  made  a  record  for 
case  goods,  the  figures  being  17,573  cases,  260  bbls.,  251  csks.,  195 
octs.,  21  yi  csks.,  5  hhds.  and  5%  butts. 

Mi.scellaneous  exports  were  1,187  cases,  10  kegs  and  Zyi  kegs, 
valued  at  $4,830. 


BEER. — There  is  increasing  activity  in  the  trade.  During  the 
first  part  of  March  the  improvement  was  very  great,  but  the 
last  part  did  not  compare  favorably  with  the  first  part.  All  indi- 
cations point  to  a  very  active  season. 

Exports  were  704  pkgs.  valued  at  $5,893. 

Imports  of  malt  liquors  by  sea  totaled  1,907  cases,  252  bbls.,; 
stout,  994  bbls.,  515  cases;  ale,  280  bbls.,  80  cases. 


IMPORTATIONS.— Corresponding  with  the  increased  activity  of 
the  previous  month,  there  was  a  much  larger  volume  of  trade  in 
March.  There  was  nearly  twice  as  much  whisky  imported  as  in 
February.  Arrivals  of  litjuors,  gin,  rum  and  brandy  were  almost 
twice  as  heavy  as  in  February.  There  was  a  falling  ofif  in  cham- 
pagne, Vermouth  and  bitters.  Gains  were  made  in  beer  and  sake 
imports.

Slull,  the  secretary  of  the  California  Grape  Protec- 
tive Association,  arrived  in  San  Francisco  from  Fresno  during  the 
last  week  of  March.  Mr.  Stoll  expressed  his  opinion  as  to  the  sit- 
uation in  Fresno  to  the  REVIEW,  and  it  is  to  the  eflfect  that 
Fresno  County  as  a  whole  will  go  on  record  against  prohibition  at 
the  coming  election  in  November.  At  the  same  time  Mr.  Stoll  has 
conveyed  to  the  REVIEW  information  to  the  effect  that  the  dry 
element  is  resorting  to  its  usually  unscrupulous  tactics  in  present- 
ing its  case  to  the  people  of  Fresno.  According  to  Mr.  Stoll  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  and  the  prohibition  party 
are  insistent  in  telling  the  people  of  Fresno  County  that  prohibition 
is  their  only  salvation,  declaring  that  if  State-wide  prohibition  is 
not  enacted  into  law  local  option  will  be  repealed  and  Fresno 
County  will  be  wide  open  for  saloons. 

As  the  REVIEW  has  been  particularly  considerate  of  the  in- 
terests of  the  people  of  Fresno,  having  been  principally  instrumen- 
tal in  preventing  the  drying  up  of  the  city  of  Fresno,  thereby  con- 
tributing largely  to  the  prosperity  which  the  raisin  growers  are 
now  beginning  to  enjoy  under  the  protecting  arm  of  the  California 
Associated  Raisin  Company,  it  is  necessary  to  show  to  the  people 
of  Fresno  the  deceit  of  the  bigots  in  this  case.  In  a  future  issue  the 
REVIEW  will  expose  the  duplicity  of  the  prohibitionists  to  the 
fullest  degree.

PROPOSED  DRASTIC  STATE-WIDE  PROHIBITION 
AMENDMENT. 


The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Article  I  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  two  new  sections,  to  be  numbered  re- 
spectively Section  26  and  Section  27,  in  the  following  words: 

Section  26.  The  manufacture,  the  sale,  the  giving  aiva.^,  or  the 
transportation  from  one  point  rvithin  the  State  to  another  point  within 
the  State,  of  intoxicating  liquor,  is  prohibited.  Aiiy  citizen  of  the 
State  may,  in  his  or  her  own  name,  maintain  an  action  of  injunction 
in  the  county  where  the  violation  occurs,  to  restrain  such  violation, 
provided,  however,  that  to  any  criminal  or  civil  prosecution  for  viola- 
tion of  this  prohibition  it  shall  be  a  defense  if  it  be  shown  that  the 
liquor  in  question  was  being  manufactured,  used,  sold,  given  away, 
or  transported,  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical  or  sacramental 
purposes.  The  manufacture,  sale,  giving,  or  transportation  of  such 
liquors  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical,  or  sacramental  purposes 
shall  be  regulated  by  law.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of 
this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than  $100.  nor 
more  than  $  1 ,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,500,  and  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  provided,  however, 
that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law. 

Section  27.  The  transportation  into  the  Stale  of  intoxicating 
liquor,  unless  it  be  shown  to  be  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical, 
or  sacramental  purposes,  is  prohibited,  subject,  however,  to  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  relating  thereto.  Any  person  violating  any 
provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than 
$  1 00  nor  more  than  $  1 ,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,500,  and  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law.

A  WEAK  CARTOON. 


The  San  Francisco  "Call"  of  a  recent  issue  contains  an  editorial 
cartoon  entitled  "A  Promising  1914  Team,"  which  is  a  striking  ex- 
ample of  the  pusillanimity  of  the  average  contributor  to  the  dail-y 
press  in  these  days  when  prohibition  is  more  dreaded  than  the  In- 
quisition was  in  the  time  of  Torquemada.  This  cartoon  shows  a 
field  in  which  a  typical  Californian,  with  a  Mexican  hat  and  an 
Italian  waistcoat,  surveys  a  number  of  agricultural  products  at 
play.  The  Californian  is  a  Latin  type  beyond  all  question.  He  is 
tagged  "Manager."  The  team  which  he  manages  is  composed  of 
prunes,  at  the  bat;  squash,  pitching;  wheat,  catching;  apples,  at 
first  base ;  hops,  running  to  second  base ;  celery,  on  second  base ; 
lemon,  on  third  base ;  orange  in  the  right  field  and  potato  in  the 
left.  As  will  be  noted  grapes  has  been  completely  left  out.  The 
cartoonist  (Harry  Murphy)  inscribes  "Even  the  lemon  makes 
good,"  but  he  appears  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  grapes  is  a  has-been. 
It  is  hard  for  any  intelligent  person  to  conceive  of  a  Latin  manager 
of  a  team  that  does  not  include  grapes,  but  the  cartoonist  has  man- 
aged to  do  so.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  "Call"  cartoonist  will 
later  on  pluck  up  enough  courage  to  show  that  as  a  single- 
handed  team  grapes  has  practically  the  entire  combination  in  the 
recent  cartoon  completely  beaten. 


THE  INQUISITION  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 


Advices  from  Vandergrift,  Pennsylvania,  are  to  the  efYect  that 
the  American  Sheet  and  Tin  Plate  Company  has  notified  all  its  em- 
ployees that  they  must  withdraw  from  fraternal  organizations, 
such  as  the  Elks,  Moose,  Eagles,  Owls,  etc.,  which  maintain  side- 
boards. The  penalty  for  disobedience  is  discharge.  The  company 
also  prohibits  its  employees  from  indorsing  liquor  license  applica- 
tions and  from  signing  petitions  for  local  option  elections  in  behalf 
of  the  saloons.  Upward  of  6,000  men  are  affected  by  the  order  in 
the  Vandergrift  region  alone.  The  order  is  efTective  at  all  the 
plants  of  the  company  throughout  the  United  States. 

This  American  Sheet  and  Tin  Plate  Company  has  prepared  a 
list  of  all  employees  who  are  members  of  the  various  clubs  having 
sideboards.  This  list  will  be  consulted  whenever  it  will  be  found 
necessary  to  inflict  the  discharge  penalty.  Five  days'  notice  was 
given  to  the  men  to  comply  with  the  order  of  the  company. 

Members  of  the  Elks,  Moose  and  Eagles  have  called  meetings 
to  protest  against  the  curtailment  of  their  personal  liberties.  .Ac- 
tion will  be  taken  later  on. 


ANTI-SALOON  LEAGUE  DREADS  SELF-MANIFEST

The  Anti-Saloon  League  of  Northern  California  has  shown  sigW 
of  consternation  over  the  proposed  porhibition  amendment,  which, 
if  made  eflfective,  will  be  in  operation  five  days  after  the  returns  of 
the  election  next  November.     Anti-Saloon  League  members  are 
the  opinion  that  at  least  five  years  should  be  allowed  to  vineya 
ists  in  which  to  adjust  themselves  to  the  changed  conditions  in  ca' 
prohibition   should  be   imposed.     They  realize  that   the   people  of 
this  State  will  comprehend  the  self-manifest  injustice  of  the  ame^B 
ment  and  will,  as  a  consequence,  overwhelmingly  defeat  it.     Tlw 
Revs.  D.  M.  Gandier,  A.  C.  Bane,  E.  Willis.  A.  H.  Briggs  and  half 
a  dozen  other  leaders  of  the  league  have  been  endeavoring  to  ' 
duce  the  prohibitionists  of  the  State  to  change  the  amendment  I 
as  to  make  it  less  manifestedly  unfair  and  confiscatory.     They  ha 
had  numerous  conferences  with  the  leaders  of  the  State-wide  mo| 
ment,  but  without  any  satisfactory  result.     The  very  best  cone 
sion  that  the  prohibition  leaders  would  make  was  a  change  allc 
ing  the  vineyardists  thirty  days  in  which    to    prepare    themseh 
against  the  destruction  of  their  welfare.     Rev.  D.  M.  Gandier 
expressed  his  opinion  that,  as  a  result  of  the  stubbornness  of 
prohibitionists,  the  amendment  will  be  condemned  l^y  the  peopk 
the  election.     He  states  that  the  temperance  people  of  Northern 
California  are  absolutely  opposed  to  the  amendment  as  it  stands 
But  the  wine  men  nnist  not  place  confidence  in  the  attitude  assnmcl 
by  the  Anti-Saloon  League  directors.     Much  time  must  elapse  \>< 
fore  the  election  takes  jilace  and  most  of  the  unscrn]niIoiis  work  ■ 
the  league  is  generally  done  during  the  month  prior  to  the  day  ii 
election. 
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The  Net  Weight  Law  was  signed  March  3,  1913,  to  go  into 
eft'ect  eighteen  months  after  that  date,  or  September  3,  1914.  It 
re(|uires  that  the  quantity  of  Jthe  contents  of  food  packages  be 
plainh-  marked  on  the  outside  of  each  package  in  terms  of  weights, 
measure  or  numerical  count.  The  secretaries  of  Commerce,  Treas- 
ury and  Agriculture  have  been  receiving  recommendations  and 
suggestions  in  writing  since  the  bill  was  signed. 

As  an  exami)le  of  what  the  law  may  require  the  following  regu- 
lations relating  to  the  marking  of  different  beverages  as  made  ef- 
fective by  the  New  York  State  Net  Contents  law  is  worthy  of 
attention  : 

Commodities  in  Glass  Bottles  or  Jars. — Commodities  in  glass 
bottles  shall  show  the  contents  in  one  of  the  following  ways: 

1.  The  capacity  in  terms  of  gallons,  quarts,  pints,  or  half  pints, 
or  in  terms  of  fluid  ounces,  may  be  blown  in  the  side  or  neck  of 
the  bottle.  Such  letters  shall  be  at  least  three-eighths  of  an  inch 
(•X»")  in  height  for  bottles  having  a  ca])acity  of  six  ounces  or  over, 
and  one-fourth  of  an  inch  (%")  for  bottles  having  a  capacity  of 
over  two  fluid  ounces  but  less  than  si.x  fluid  ounces,  and  must  be 
exposed,  that  is,  must  not  be  covered  by  a  label  or  other  covering. 

2.  The  quantity  of  the  contents  of  the  bottle  when  filled  may 
be  stated  in  terms  of  weight  or  in  terms  of  fluid  measure,  the  weight 
being  indicated  in  terms  of  avoirdupois  pounds  and  ounces  and  the 

I  fluid  measure  being  indicated  in  terms  of  gallons,  quarts.  ]>ints,  half 
I  pints  or  gills  or  fluid  ounces.  The  marking  to  be  on  a  tag  attached 
I  to  the  bottle  or  upon  a  label.  The  letters  shall  be  in  bold-faced  type 
!  at  least  one-ninth  of  an  inch  (1-9")  in  height  for  bottles  or  jars 
!  having  a  capacity  of  gill,  half  pint,  one  pint,  or  multiples  of  a  pint, 
land  letters  at  least  three-sixteenths  of  an  inch  (3-16")  in  height 
ifor  bottles  of  other  capacities  on  a  part  of  the  tag  or  label  free  from 
; other  printing  or  f)rnamentation,  leaving  a  clear  space  around  the 
:  marking  which  indicates  the  contents. 

3.  If  the  bottles  are  capped  the  marking  may  be  on  the  cap  in 
terms  of  the  weight  of  the  contents  or  in  terms  of  the  fluid  capacity 

,of  the  contents.  The  lettering  and  designation  being  the  same  as 
ithose  indicated  in  2  above. 

■4.  If  the  marking  is  etched  or  ground  in  the  surface  of  the 
jbottle  the  letters  and  figures  shall  be  at  least  one-quarter  of  an 
inch  (yi")  in  height.  The  manner  of  expressing  the  contents  be- 
ing the  same  as  those  indicated  in  1  and  2  above. 

Variation. — The  variation  in  glass  bottles  shall  be  in  excess  of 
those  allowed  by  agreement  between  the  Glass  Bottle  Blowers'  As- 
sociation of  the  United  States  and  Canada  and  manufacturers  of 
glass  bottles  by  the  following  amounts ;  those  having  a  capacity 
of  2  fluid  ounces  to  6  fluid  ounces  inclusive,  3%  '.  over  6  fluid 
iounces  to  16  fluid  ounces  inclusive,  2% ;  over  16  fluid  ounces  to  32 
ifluid  ounces  inclusive,  1^%  ;  over  32  fluid  ounces  1  %. 
\  Imported  bottled  goods,  which  have  been  bottled  and  marked 
•in  foreign  countries  and  offered  for  sale  in  this  State,  may  be  la- 
iljeled  and  marked  in  terms  of  kilograms  or  grams  of  weight  or 
iliters  (or  cubic  centimeters),  other  conditions  and  size  of  marking 
same  as  above. 

I  5.  In  connection  with  the  weight,  measure  or  numerical  count, 
ti  statement  such  as  the  "minimum."  "not  less  than."  or  a  state- 
tuent  that  the  contents  are  not  "over"  a  certain  amount  or  a  state- 
,  itient  that  the  contents  are  "between"  certain  limits  will  not  be  per- 
missible. The  law  contemplates  that  a  statement  of  the  weight, 
Tieasure  or  numerical  count  shall  be  within  reasonable  limits  and 
uch  reasonable  limits  w^ould  constitute  an  average. 

Beer. — Beer  in  bottles  must  be  marked  in  terms  of  quarts,  pints, 
lalf-pints  or  in  terms  of  fluid  ounces.  The  letters  shall  be  bold- 
ace  type  letters  at  least  one-ninth  of  an  inch  in  height  where  the 
iontents  is  quarts,  pints  or  half-pints,  otherwise  in  letters  at  least 
hree-sixteenths  of  an  inch  in  height.  .A.  variation  of  six  per  cent. 
en )  will  be  allowed. 

Siphons. — On  siphons  the  marking  shall  be  as  prescribed  in  reg- 
lation  (4)  but  the  allowable  variation  shall  be  twelve  and  one- 
alf  per  cent.  (12^%).

The  article  written  by  Father  P.  C.  Yorke  concerning  the  Oak- 
land saloon  fight  offers  strong  arguments  against  State-wide  pro- 
hibition in  California.  This  article  contributed  greatly  to  the 
triumph  of  conscience  in  Oakland  and  is  reproduced  here  with  the 
hope  that  it  will  help  just  as  much  to  make  conscience  triumphant 
all  over  California : 

It  is  high  time  that  the  people  of  Oakland  realized  that  they  are 
citizens  of  a  great  metropolitan  city,  and  not  of  a  preacher-ridden 
village.  For  years  the  capital  of  Alameda  County  was  run  by  the 
little  coteries  of  the  Congregational  Church,  but  it  has  long  out- 
grown that  stage  of  development,  and  is  now  a  full  grown  Amer- 
ican town  capable  of  taking  care  of  its  own  affairs  in  its  own  way. 
The  reactionaries,  however,  and  the  preacher  politicians,  and  the 
pestiferous  parasites  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  cannot  see  this  truth,  and 
they  are  working  day  and  night  to  fasten  their  yoke  on  Oakland 
and  run  it  as  they  ran  the  villages  of  New  England  when  witches 
flourished  and  the  Blue  Laws  held  undisputed  sway. 

The  crazy  propositions  to  destroy  the  great  industries  of  the 
State,  which  usually  originate  down  Los  Angeles  way,  are  paralleled 
by  the  attempt  of  the  .present  city  government  of  Oakland  to  cut 
the  number  of  saloons  from  400  to  200.  What  is  the  real  power 
behind  this  move  we  do  not  know,  but  we  have  our  suspicions.  The 
manner  in  which  it  originated,  and  the  character  of  its  supporters, 
make  it  look  like  a  job  of  the  rawest  description. 

This  paper  holds  no  brief  for  the  saloons  of  Oakland  or  any- 
where else.  The  saloon  business  is  one  of  the  most  dangerous  in 
which  men  are  employed,  and  will  bear  the  closest  regulation  and 
watching  from  the  public  authorities.  Temptations  abound  in  it, 
and  even  the  best  of  intentions  cannot  resist  them. 

But  when  that  is  said,  all  is  said.  Under  our  laws  the  saloon 
business  is  a  legal  business.  When  met  get  a  license  and  invest 
their  money  they  are  entitled  to  the  protection  of  the  law  the  same 
as  other  holders  of  property  as  long  as  they  observe  the  ordinances. 
A  highway  robber  is  respectable  compared  to  the  fanatics  who 
confiscate  the  savings  of  usually  poor  men  who  are  only  making 
wages  in  order  to  satisfy  their  cranky  whims. 

If  the  proposal  were  offered  to  make  Oakland  a  dry  town  one 
might  understand  the  logic  of  it;  but  there  is  neither  rhyme  nor 
reason  in  the  proposed  reduction  from  400  to  200.  Why  should 
this  figure  be  taken  more  than  any  other?  Which  saloons  shall 
survive  and  which  be  obliterated?  Imagine  in  any  other  form  of 
business  a  cold-blooded  proposal  to  give  some  politician  the  ar- 
bitrary power  to  double  the  business  of  any  merchant,  say  a  drug- 
gist or  a  baker!  It  was  a  genius  for  graft  that  devised  the  Oak- 
land proposition  to  increase  the  receipts  of  certain  to-be  favored 
saloon  men  a  hundred  per  cent. 

We  don't  believe  that  the  Labor  people  of  Oakland  will  stand 
for  a  measure  that  will  throw  so  many  men  on  the  world  at  a  time 
when  the  armies  of  the  unemployed  are  parading  our  streets.  The 
proponents  of  this  law  are  the  first  to  organize  pick-handle  brigades 
to  run  the  poor  out  of  town  when  the  poor  dare  to  ask  for  bread. 
The  crowd  that  are  engineering  the  agitation  are  now,  as  they  al- 
ways have  been,  the  most  virulent  enemies  of  labor,  and  we  don't 
think  for  a  moment  that  the  labor  men  will  be  so  foolish  as  to  play 
into  their  hands. 

It  may  be  that  it  is  wise  to  reduce  the  number  of  saloons  in 
Oakland.  We  don't  know,  but  we  do  know  that  there  is  a  right 
way  and  a  wrong  way  of  going  about  it.  The  summary  destruc- 
tion of  200  investments  is  emphatically  the  wrong  way.  If  saloons 
are  being  conducted  in  an  illegal  manner,  what  is  to  prevent  the 
police  authorities  from  closing  them?  If  licenses  fall  in  they  need 
not  be  renewed.  The  rapid  increase  in  population  will  of  itself 
reduce  the  number  of  saloons  to  a  safe  ratio.  No  man's  property 
will  be  confiscated,  and  certainly  the  morals  of  Oakland  will  not 
suffer. 

It  is  this  so-called  moral  sniffling  that  makes  us  most  suspicious 
of  the  whole  thing.  The  snifflers  are  willing  to  condone  compound 
adultery  in  a  popular  preacher,  but  that  a  man  should  slake  his 
thirst  in  a  saloon  is  a  sin  that  is  not  forgiven  in  this  world  or  the 
world  to  come. 

Oakland  will  make  no  mistake  in  voting  down  this  absurd  and 
unjust  proposition  arbitrarilv  to  cut  the  number  of  saloons  in  half. 
—Father  P.  C.  Yorke  in  "The  Leader." 
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SUMMARY. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  churches  are  the  leading  enemies 
of  the  hquor  traffic.  That  the  enmity  of  the  religious  organizations 
toward  the  traffic  is  not  based  on  good  reasons  will  be  generally 
acknowledged  by  all  conscientious  people.  Complaint  by  the 
ecclesiastics  that  the  saloons  are  taking  men  away  from  the 
churches  is  entirely  erroneous.  Men  patronize  saloons  because 
they  require  alcoholic  drinks.  The  human  being  is  an  alcoholic 
animal,  consuming  food  which  creates  a  demand  on  the  part  of  the 
physical  body  for  alcohol.  Church  people  refuse  to  recognize  this 
condition,  which  is  one  which  nature  has  imposed  through  evolu- 
tion. The  fact  that  the  food  of  the  human  being  consists  of  sugar, 
starch  and  fat  is  not  given  due  consideration  by  the  theologians 
who  seem  unwilling  to  acknowledge  that  the  combination  of  sugar 
and  starch  in  the  human  stomach  during  the  process  of  digestion 
at  a  certain  stage  causes  the  formation  of  alcohol,  the  object  of 
which  is  to  so  act  upon  the  food  mass  as  to  make  it  more  easily 
assimilable  as  well  as  to  convey  ingredients  to  the  brain  as  nour- 
ishment for  the  mental  body.  Completely  misled  by  the  false  idea 
that  the  saloons  are  drawing  people  away  from  the  churches,  the 
preachers  deny  that  human  beings  require  alcoholic  drinks.  In- 
stead of  advocating  temperance  and  educating  people  to  the  proper 
use  of  alcohol,  they  fly  in  the  face  of  nature,  calling  for  prohibition 
simply  because  they  imagine  that  the  financial  support  of  churches 
is  menaced  by  the  liquor  traffic. 

If  the  preachers  had  sufficient  worldly  experience  they  would 
know  that  the  saloons  do  practically  all  their  business  on  week 
days,  when  they  cannot  possibly  adversely  affect  the  receipts  of 
the  churches.  It  is  true  that  a  small  percentage  of  single  men  pat- 
ronize the  saloons  on  Sundays,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  these  men  would 
go  to  church  if  the  saloons  were  closed  on  Sundays.  It  is  also  true 
that  married  men  do  not  patronize  saloons  on  Sundays  and  they 
do  not  go  to  church,  preferring  to  remain  at  home  or  take  their 
families  to  the  parks  or  beaches.  In  no  way  can  it  be  said  that 
the  saloons  take  business  away  from  churches.  If  men  were  de- 
prived of  the  privilege  of  spending  money  in  saloons  they  would 
not  contribute  a  cent  more  to  churches  for  the  same  reason  that 
women  would  not  give  any  more  to  churches  if  the  millinery  stores 
were  put  out  of  business.  Money  that  is  spent  for  social  inter- 
course and  amusements  can  never  be  diverted  to  channels  which 
do  not  oflFer  satisfaction  to  the  instincts  which  seek  society  and 
amusement.  The  churches  have  no  good  reason  to  blame  the  sa- 
loons for  their  loss  of  popularity. 

Undoubtedly  there  is  a  movement  of  the  people  away  from  the 
churches.  It  is  as  easily  explained  as  the  movement  of  people  from 
the  country  to  the  city.  Human  beings  act  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  for  their  mental  development.  They  have  discov- 
ered that  the  churches  and  the  farms  do  not  oflFer  them  that  which 
their  mental  development  requires.  People  raised  on  the  farms 
prefer  the  dangers  and  tribulations  of  city  life  to  the  calm  but 
stolid  contentments  of  the  coOntry,  and  people  brought  up  reli- 
giously avoid  and  forget  the  churches  at  an  early  age,  because  they 


become  surfeited  with  teachings  which  have  ceased  to  give  them 
food  for  thought. 

It  is  entirely  the  fault  of  the  preachers  that  people  are  not  go- 
ing to  church  as  much  as  they  ought  to.  The  preachers  have  not 
kept  the  object  of  their  mission  in  sight.  Their  discourses  are  too 
far  away  from  the  commandments  of  Moses  and  the  doctrines  of 
Jesus  to  keep  the  confidence  of  the  people. 

If  the  preachers  would  devote  themselves  to  giving  religious 
counsel  to  enable  the  people  to  obey  the  Ten  Commandments  they 
would  have  larger  and  more  abiding  congregations  than  they  have. 
Science  and  religion,  as  merged  in  the  principles  of  evolution, 
recognize  in  the  Ten  Commandments  the  word  of  God  as  handed 
down  to  humanity  through  Moses.  These  commandments  were 
given  as  instructions  to  guide  the  human  race  to  the  end  of  the 
present  cycle  of  its  career.  The  cycle  embraces  the  proprietary 
system  and  the  commandments  apply  peculiarly  to  that  system. 
Moses,  the  Messiah,  laid  the  law  of  God  down  in  no  uncertain 
terms.  He  said,  "Thou  shalt  not  steal,"  and  made  no  exceptions. 
"Thou  shalt  not  lie,"  and  made  no  exceptions.  "Thou  shalt  not 
commit  adultery,"  and  made  no  exceptions.  Jesus  came  later  to 
assist  human  beings  to  remember  the  Ten  Commandments.  He 
gave  no  new  laws.  He  added  nothing  to  the  Ten  Commandments. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  add  to  them.  Those  commandments  are  all 
that  humanity  requires  until  the  cycle  of  proprietorship  passes 
away.  When  that  cycle  has  passed  another  Messiah  will  come 
with  new  commandments  to  guide  the  human  race  through  another 
cycle  in  which  mental  development  will  be  on  a  higher  scale  than 
in  the  present  cycle.  Preachers  should  resume  their  mission  to 
assist  humanity  to  pass  through  the  proprietary  cycle  by  enabling 
the  race  to  fulfill  the  Ten  Commandments,  since  this  cycle  can  not 
be  passed  until  every  human  being  is  so  developed  morally  and 
mentally  as  to  be  able  to  obey  to  the  letter  the  Ten  Commandments 
and  thereby  make  them  unnecessary. 

Instead  of  helping  the  human  race  to  reach  the  goal,  the  preach- 
ers have  raised  false  issues  which  obscure  the  Ten  Commandments. 
They  do  not  preach  "Thou  shalt  not  kill,  "Thou  shalt  not  steal" 
and  "Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery,"  but  they  do  shout  "Thou 
shalt  not  drink  alcoholic  liquors."  They  preach  the  law  of  man 
and  not  the  law  of  God.  Indeed,  they  support  the  law  of  man 
most  when  it  conflicts  with  the  law  of  God.  They  are  not  satisfied 
that  men  should  make  their  laws  in  accordance  with  the  law  of 
God,  but  they  seek  to  enact  laws  which  are  directly  opposed  to  the 
law  of  God  or  the  Ten  Commandments.  If  they  dare  to  preach 
"Thou  shalt  not  steal"  at  all  they  always  add  "except  that  which 
belongs  to  the  liquor  dealers" ;  if  they  say  "Thou  shalt  not  commit 
adultery"  they  add  "except  by  permission  of  a  divorce  judge";  if 
they  shout  "Thou  shalt  not  kill"  they  add  "except  in  case  of  war." 
They  have  not  enough  moral  courage  to  stand  against  laws  of  men 
that  are  in  conflict  with  the  law  of  God.  When  war  is  declared 
they  pray  that  victory  shall  perch  upon  the  arms  of  the  nation  to 
which  they  belong,  thereby  praying  absolutely  against  the  law  of 
God  which  says  "Thou  shalt  not  kill!"  They  dare  not  denounce 
the  divorce  laws  which  make  conniving  lawyers  and  complacent 
judges  scoflF  at  the  law  of  God  which  said  "Thou  shalt  not  commit 
adultery!"  Because  of  their  lack  of  moral  courage  they  vvoij" 
like  to  make  exceptions  to  every  one  of  the  Ten  Commandmej 
In  order  to  conceal  their  cowardice  and  recreancy  they  attack 
liquor  traffic  because  it  is  unprotected  and  because  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  people  do    not    understand    it.     But,    while  they  are^ 
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limes,  successful  in  this  altack,  tl)ey  fail  miserably  lo  attain  the 
.'liject  of  it,  which  is  simply  the  concealment  of  their  own  moral 
ilclinquency.  The  people  know  that  the  preachers  are  without 
moral  force.  They  know  that  the  preachers  do  not  stand  by  the 
Jen  Commandments.  They  ucalize  tlxat  the  preachers  give  them 
iiM  assistance  toward  leading  better  lives  by  fulfilling  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments.    They  avoid  the  churches  to  look  for  better  things. 

Like  all  narrow-minded  folks,  the  preachers  never  blame  them- 
selves. They  blame  others  for  the  decadence  of  religion.  They 
always  look  around  to  find  someone  on  whom  to  cast  the  blame. 
At  the  present  time  they  have  singled  out  the  saloonkeeper.  Cer- 
tainly no  one  could  be  less  guilty  of  the  ruination  of  the  church 
business  than  the  saloonkeeper.  As  far  as  competition  with  the 
churches  is  concerned,  the  saloonkeeper  could  easily  afford  to  dis- 
play church  advertisements  in  his  establishment  and  induce  his 
patrons  to  go  to  church  without  any  risk  of  losing  business.  But, 
nevertheless,  the  preacher  will  denounce  him  and  continue  to  say, 
"You  have  taken  my  congregation  away  from  me."  The  charge 
made  against  the  saloonkeeper  is  so  absolutely  untenable  that  it 
really  looks  as  though  the  clerical  gentlemen  are  making  it  for  no 
other  reason  than  to  keep  the  blame  for  religious  depression  off 
themselves. 

The   preachers   are   preaching   Prohibition    either  because   they 
have  forgotten  the  Ten   Commandments  or  because  they  believe 
I  that  they  must  offer  something  novel  and  sensational  in  order  to 
;  win  back  their  congregations. 

In  all  friendliness  to  the  clergy,  the  writer  would  say: 

I        "Resume   your   ancient    mission.     Preach   the    Ten    Command- 
I  ments.     Give  up  prohibition.     The  people  see  on  all  sides  of  them 
'  theft,  lying,  blasphemy,  murder  and  adultery.     It  may  be  true  that 
theft  is  not  being  committed  nowadays  with  as  much  violence  as 
in  olden  times,  but  it  is  still  practiced  by  nearly  everybody,  rich 
and  poor,  high  and   low.     Lying  is   rife   in  all  classes  of  society. 
;  Blasphemy  still  moulds  public  customs.     Wholesale  murder  is  the 
■  trade  of  nearly  every  nation  and  adulter)'  is  but  little  less  prevalent 
than  it  was  in  the  days  of  the  Roman   Empire.     The  Ten   Com- 
mandments will  afford  excellent  material  for  preaching  for  a  thou- 
sand years  to  come.     Preach  them  again.     Preach  against_  public 
and  private  graft,  perjury,  materialism,  war  and  divorce.     Leave 
prohibition  alone  and  you  will  come  by  your  own." 

There  is  little  likelihood  that  the  preachers  will  follow  such  ad- 
vice. Prohibition  is  too  tempting  to  them.  It  has  given  them  a 
little  temporary  prosperity.  By  means  of  the  women,  who  are 
under  their  influence,  the  clergymen  expect  to  make  of  prohibition 
a  great  source  of  power  to  them.  The  women  imagine  that  the 
■closing  of  the  saloons  will  help  them  to  more  pin-money.  They 
expect  that  the  forced  economy  of  the  men  will  provide  for  the  ex- 
travagance of  the  women.  Naturally  the  preachers  will  take  every 
advantage  of  their  alliance  with  the  fair  sex.  In  the  flush  of 
triumph  they  will  set  good  advice  to  naught. 

Nature's  law  of  retribution  is  a  very  plain  one.     It  means  simply 

that  those  who  destroy  will  have  the  power  to  destroy  taken  away 

from  them.     There  is  no  doubt  that  the  prohibitionists   are  bent 

Ion  the  destruction  of  the  wine  and  liquor  traffic,  and  there  is  no 

loubt  that  nature  will  take  the  power  to  destroy  away  from  them. 

Wine  and  liquor  dealers  should  have  full  confidence  in  the  just- 
ness of  their  cause.     The  goods  they  sell  are  for  the  benefit  of  the 
human  race.     Alcohol  has  played  an  important  part  in  the  intel- 
ilectual  advancement  of  men.       The  only  fault  that  can  be  found 
Swith  alcoholic  liquor  is  that  which  the  liquor  men  find.     All  the 
protection  that  the  traffic  should  need  is  that  which  the  liquor  men 
hemselves  should  give  it,  namely,  the  prevention  of  the  sale  of  in- 
erior  and  adulterated  goods.     Once  sure  of  the  goods  that  they 
;ell  the  liquor  men  have  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  their  trade. 

The  fact  that  all  the  great  thinkers  in  art,  science  and  industry 
vere  and  are  alcoholics,  may  be  accepted  as  an  indication  that  al- 
ohoHc  liquors  have  contributed  greatly  to  the  intellectual  develop - 
nent  of  men.  When  it  is  considered  that  most  of  the  crimes 
gainst  virtue  are  committed  by  non-alcoholics  it  is  no  more  than 
;ight  to  conclude  that  alcohol  assists  human  beings  to  control  their 
:iist.  There  is  no  doubt  that  alcohol  assists  human  beings  to  hold 
'heir  greed,  vanity  and  ambition  within  bounds.     It  makes  human 


beings  more  considerate  of  their  fellows  than  they  otherwise  woiild 
be.  It  contributes  to  the  irhprovement  of  human  beings  morally. 
All  human  beings  should  be  educated  to  use  alcoholic  liquors.  The 
danger  of  excessive  drinking  is  a  minor  consideration,  and  will  be 
eliminated  accordingly  as  human  beings  become  better  educated 
and  trained,  alcohol  itself  assisting  in  the  process  of  education  ahd 
training. 

A  struggle  is  on  between  the  liquor  men  and  the  prohibitionists. 
Liquor  men  should  not  hesitate  to  enter  into  it  with  all  their 
strength.  Their  fight  will  not  be  for  themselves  alone,  but  for  the 
progress  of  humanity  at  large.  No  doubt  they  will  at  times  feel 
as  thought  they  are  losing  but,  as  the  curse  of  prohibition  shows 
itself  more  formidably,  they  should  fight  all  the  harder.  If  they 
lose  the  prohibitionists  will  look  for  other  things  to  destroy  and 
they  will  keep  on  destroying  until  there  is  nothing  left.  Prohibi- 
tion is  just  pure  Rage  for  Destruction.  In  their  fight  against  it 
the  liquor  men  should  have  the  assistance  of  all  the  constructive 
forces  everywhere  as  men  and  women  who  respect  those  who  work 
and  produce  will  side  with  the  industry  of  liquor  men  as  opposed 
to  the  aggressive  greed  of  preachers  and  the  pretentious  vanity  of 
certain  women. 


EXPRESS  COMPANIES  AND  TEXAS  DRY  TERRITORY. 


The  Alissouri  Supreme  Court  has  decided  that  express  com- 
panies have  the  right  to  refuse  to  deliver  C.  O.  D.  shipments  of. 
liquor  into  Texas.  This  decision  is  based  on  the  Texas  law  pro- 
hibiting such  shipments.  Abraham  Rosenberg,  a  Kansas  City 
liquor  dealer,  placed  liquor  with  the  Pacific  Express  Company  and 
Wells,  Fargo  &  Company's  Express  for  delivery  at  Texas  points 
before  the  Texas  law  became  effective.  The  express  companies  re- 
fused to  deliver  the  liquor.  A  suit  was  commenced  against  the 
companies,  with  the  result  that  the  decision  was  made. 
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IT  LOOKS  MIGHTY  GOOD  IN  OREGON. 


A  short  time  ago  Mr.  Ed.  Baker  of  San  Francisco  of  the  Jesse 
Moore  Hunt  Company  was  in  Portland,  Oregon.  He  is  one  of  the 
best  posted  liquor  men  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  if  not  indeed  west  of 
the  Mississippi.  He  was  absolutely  confident  that  California  would 
vote  for  high  license.  He  was  also  satisfied  that  Washington  was 
safe  but  he  had  very  serious  doubts  as  to  Oregon — so  serious,  in 
fact,  that  when  he  left  Seattle  he  had  made  up  his  mind  to  close  out 
his  Oregon  business  while  the  closing  was  good. 

But  after  he  had  spent  a  week  in  Oregon,  talking  to  business  and 
professional  men — men  who  keep  constantly  in  touch  with  the 
political  situation  in  the  Webfoot  State,  he  dictated  the  following 
letter  to  Mr.  Dave  Price,  his  Northwestern  representative : 

"Friend  Dave :  I  have  changed  my  mind  about  the  outlook  in 
Oregon  at  the  ne.xt  election.  Everything  is  in  much  better  shape 
than  I  expected.  The  business  men  are  working  for  the  cause  and 
the  great  majority  of  people,  I  am  satisfied,  have  enlisted  on  our 
side. 

'Tn  discussing  the  matter  with  a  vast  number  of  disinterested 
people.  I  find  a  feeling  of  confidence  existing. 

"Our  bulk  of  goods  are  well  liked  and  well  placed  in  town  and 
I  am  surprised  at  the  showing  we  have  made. 
"Regards, 

"ED  BAKER." 


IN  DRY  VISALIA. 


Quite  possil)ly,  if  Visalia  saw  only  an  occasional  bottle  of 
whisky  and  knew  that  was  all  the  bootleggers  did  sell,  it  might  be 
inclined  to  look  upon  the  statement  of  prohibitonists  with  some 
regard.

MR.  LOUIS  HAAS  ON  THE  OUTLOOK  FOR  PROHIBITION. 


Mr.  Louis  Haas,  secretary  of  the  Crown  Distilleries  Company, 
in  a  short  interview  with  a  representative  of  the  REVIEW,  said : 

"If  prohibition  should  be  imposed  upon  California  it  would  be 
due  entirely  to  overconfidence  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  aligned 
on  the  side  of  personal  liberty.  There  are  many  friends  of  the  li- 
quor traffic  in  Northern  California  who  feel  certain  that  the  cause 
of  personal  liberty  will  be  triumphant,  but  they  do  not  consider 
seriously  enough  the  fact  that  the  exponents  of  prohibition  in  South- 
ern California  are  equally  enthusiastic  over  the  prospects  of  success 
of  their  movement.  In  order  to  make  assurance  doubly  sure,  the 
Northern  Calif ornians  should  spare  no  effort  to  register  now  and 
make  their  friends  register  as  registration  is  the  most  important 
preliminary  to  victory." 


SOFT  DRINK  MAKERS  OPPOSED  TO  "DRYS." 


The  Bee  is  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Louis  R.  Levy,  secretary 
of  the  San  Francisco  Soda  Water  Manufacturers'  Board  of  Trade, 
522-524  Gough  street,  San  Francisco,  enclosing  a  letter  which  Levy 
wrote  to  the  San  Francisco  Lodge,  Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch, 
denying  that  the  San  Francisco  soft  drink  manufacturers  had 
raised  a  fund  of  $250,000  to  fight  for  State-wide  prohibition  in  the 
.State  of  California. 

Levy  denies  "most  emphatically"  that  this  is  true.  He  says 
the  San  Francisco  Soda  Water  Manufacturers'  Board  of  Trade 
adopted  a  resolution  unanimously  at  a  recent  meeting  declaring 
the  manufacturers  were  oppposed  to  prohibition  "in  any  form," 
and  would  work  to  defeat  the  State-wide  prohibition  law  to  be 
voted  on  at  the  general  election  in  November,  1914. — Sacramento 
Bee.

The  integrity  of  the  W'yllie  Local  Option  Law  was  upheld  in  an 
opinion  handed  down  by  the  Appellate  Court,  refusing  a  writ  oi 
prohibition  to  Golden  &  Company  of  San  Francisco  to  prevent  the 
Justice's  Court  of  Woodland  from  trying  the  case  against  the  com- 
pany for  soliciting  liquor  orders  in  Woodland  through  the  I'nited 
States  mails.

Justice  Hart  held  that  solicitation  by  letter  was  as  much  ])er- 
sonal  solicitation  as  if  it  had  been  done  in  person,  for  the  re(|uest 
for  orders  was  not  general  in  its  nature,  but  was  directed  to  par- 
ticular individuals  by  letters  addressed  to  them  by  name.

In  handling  California  redwood  exclusively  the  Red- 
wood Manufacturers  Company  confines  its  efforts  in  the  develop- 
ment field  to  the  broadening  of  one  of  the  primal  sources  of  wealth 
of  the  Golden  State  and  in  placing  its  manufactured  products  at  the 
disposal  of  the  industrial  forces  of  the  nation  it  enlarges  the  market 
for  the  output  of  California,  and  thereby  increases  the  industrial  in- 
come of  the  State  immensely.

LONG  DELAYED  DECISION  ON  POMACE  WINES  A 
KNOCK  OUT. 


CALIFORNIA  NET  CONTAINER  LAW. 


As  a  result  of  the  recent  sweet  wine-  war,  commenced  by  East- 
ern winemakers  in  strenuous,  competition  with  Californians,  Com- 
missioner of  Internal  Revenue  Osborne,  with  the  approval  of  Sec- 
niary  of  the  Treasury  Hamlin,  has  issued  the  folIowing^  to  collec- 
ti  IS  of  internal  revenue  and  all  others  concerned : 

In  view  of  the  large  quantity  of  alcoholic  spirits  commonly  known  as 
"pomace"  or  "raisin"  wine  now  being  produced  from  mash  fit  for  distilla- 
tion, attention   is   called  to  section   3282,   Revised   Statutes,   as   amended   by 

tion  5  of  the  act  of  March  1,  1879,  which  provides: 
"No  mash,  wort,  or  wash   fit   for  distillation   or   for  the   production   of 
spirits  or  alcohol   shall   be   made   or  fermented   in   any  building  or   on   any 
memises  other  than  a  distillery  duly  authorized  according  to  law;  and  no 

-h,  wort,  or  wash  so  made  and  fermented  shall  be  sold  or  removed  from 
...,y  distillery  before  being  distilled;  and  no  person  other  than  an  authorized 
distiller  shall,  by  distillation  or  by  any  other  process,  separate  the  alcoholic 
spirits  from  any  fermented  mash,  wort  or  wash;  and  no  person  shall  use 
spirits  or  alcohol  ...  in  manufacturing  vinegar  or  any  other  article,  or 
iti  any  process  of  manufacture  whatever,  unless  the  spirits  or  alcohol  so 
used  shall  have  been  produced  in  an  authorized  distillery  and  the  tax  there- 
on paid.  Every  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be 
fined  for  each  ofTense  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five 
thousand  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than 
two  years;  Provided  further.  That  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed 
to  apply  to  fermented  liquors,  or  to  fermented  liquids  used  for  the  manu- 
facture of  vinegar  exclusively. 

N'otice  is  therefore  now  given  that  all  parties  using  such  mash  in  the 
manufacture  of  wine,  however  designated,  on  and  after  the  1st  day  of  May, 
1914,  will  be  reported  for  prosecution  under  the  provisions  of  said  section 
3282.  and  that  all  such  mash  found  on  any  premises  not  authorized  by  law 
and  all  wines  produced  from  any  such  mash  on  or  after  said  date,  wherever 
found,  will  be  seized  for  forfeiture. 

.'Ml  decisions  or  instructions  heretofore  issued  in  cdnflict  with  the  fore- 
going are  hereby  revoked. 


The  most  ini|)iirlanl  sections  of  the  California  net  weight  con- 
tainer law,  which  goes  into  eiTect  April  1,  1914,  are  as  follows: 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  food  stuffs  and 
stuffs  intended  to  be  used,  or  prepared  for  use  as  food  for  human  beings, 
and  shall  apply  to  any  commodity  inten<Ied  to  be  eaten  or  drunk  by  human 
beings. 

Section  4.  Whenever  any  of  the  commodities  within  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  sold,  or  offered,  or  exposed  for  sale,  in  containers,  the  net  quan- 
tity of  the  contents  of  the  container  shall  be  plainly  and  conspicuously 
marked,  branded  or  otherwise  indicated  on  the  outside  or  top  thereof,  or 
on  a  label  or  tag  attached  thereto.  Discrepancies  due  to  unavoidable  leak- 
age, shrinkage,  evaporation  or  waste,  are  allowed,  if  the  seller  is  acting  in 
good  faith. 

The  Federal  Net  Weight  Law  cannot  be  enforced  until  Sep- 
tember 3,  1914.

MOTOR  TRUCKS  FAST  REPLACING  HORSES. 


"Strikiii};'  ixidciicc  of  llu'  w  liolcsalc  iiiamicr  in  whicli  motor 
trucks  are  replacing  horses  in  all  lines  of  business  may  be  found  in 
a  poster  recently  issued  by  the  Los  Angeles  Brewing  Company  an- 
nouncing the  sale  at  auction  of  fifty-two  head  of  horses  and  fifteen 
wagons  which  have  been  supplanted  by  the  purchase  of  nine 
White  trucks. 

The  auction  notice  gives  a  list  of  the  obsolete  equipment  and 
states  that  it  "'will  positively  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  as  we 
have  purchased  a  complete  fleet  of  White  gasoline  trucks." 

The  motor  truck  contests  recently  held  in  Los  Angeles  were 
both  won  by  a  White  one  and  a  half-ton  truck  in  impressive  man- 
ner and  by  wide  margin  over  its  closest  competitor.  The  second 
trial,  known  as  the  Mathie  Brewing  Company  contest,  was  one  of 
the  most  severe  ever  held  in  this  country. 

The  main  points  to  be  decided  were :  The  ability  of  the  trucks 
to  top  a  thirty  per  cent  grade ;  the  temperature  of  the  water  in  the 
radiator  after  climbing  a  long  and  heavy  hill;  and  the  exact  con- 
sumption of  gasoline  and  exhaustion  of  water,  and  general  condi- 
tion of  the  trucks  at  the  end  of  the  twenty-five  mile  haul. 

The  first  and  hardest  test  was  the  thirty  per  cent  grade  on  Elfie 
street.  Nine  of  the  twelve  contestants  failed  on  this  hill.  The 
White  ea.sily  crested  the  grade  on  its  first  attempt,  and  while  two 
other  trucks  finally  joined  it  on  the  summit,  they  had  to  make  two 
bites  of  this  particular  cherry,  for  each  had  to  turn  back  from  its 

first  attempt. 

Next  came  the  long  grind  of  the  Griffin  avenue  hill,  with  the 
temperature  of  the  water  in  the  radiators  taken  at  its  top.  Two 
hundred  degrees  Fahrenheit  is  considered  a  very  good  showing 
after  this  climb.  The  White  recorded  the  lowest  temperature  of 
any  truck,  186  degrees  Fahrenheit. 


At  the  end  of  the  twenly-five  miles  the  White  had  consuniei 
three  gallons  of  gasoline  and  two  quarts  of  water  as  against  fou 
gallons  of  gasoline  and  two  and  one-half  gallons  of  water  and  si: 
gallons  of  gasoline  and  three  (|uarts  of  water  respectively,  con 
suniod  by  the  only  other  two  contestants  to  fulfill  all  the  conditions 

The  grilling  nature  of  this  test  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  of  th( 
twelve  entrants,  but  three  met  all  the  prescribed  conditions,  and  o 
these  three,  the  two,  other  than  the  White,  boiled  and  killed  theii 
motors.  The  White  was  the  only  one  to  finish  with  sealed  hooc 
and  sealed  radiator  cap.  The  figures  that  the  White  one  and  one- 
half  ton  truck  hung  up  in  winning  this  contest  are  both  remarkabh 
and  illuminating.

FIRST  BANK  ON  RECORD  AGAINST  CALIFORNIA 
PROHIBITION  MOVEMENT. 


I'he  Monthly  Financial  Letter  of  the^'Anglo  and  Lomlon  Paris 
ational  Bank  contains  the  follb^'ing  in  relation  to  the  viticultural 
(liisiry  and  the  prohibition  movement: 

■The  viticultural  interests  of  the  State  are  concerned  with  re- 
ject to  a  constitutional  amendment  submitted  by  initiative  peti- 
on  and  to  be  voted  on  next  November,  which,  if  adopted,  of  which 
icrc  seems  no  probability,  would  make  it  unlawful  to  manufac- 
in  transport,  sell  or  give  away  any  alcoholic  beverages  within 
ii>  Slate.  There  are  about  700  wineries  in  the  State,  most  of  them 
nail,  but  some  representing  investments  of  millions.  There  are 
:venty-five  breweries.  These  establishments  with  their  equip- 
lents  represent  investments  said  to  aggregate  $100,000,000.  There 
re  about  160,000  acres  devoted  to  wine  grapes,  upon  which  the 
incyards  would  be  made  valueless.  The  hill  land  upon  which 
lost  of  these  vineyards  are  situated  is  not  adapted  to  other  crops, 
'he  market  would  be  destroyed  for  probably  LSO.OOO  tons  of  cull 
iblc  grapes  and  second-crop  raisin  grapes  annually — much  more 
1  seasons  when  there  is  an  extensive  crop.  The  wineries  and 
reweries  purchase  annually  many  million  dollars  worth  of  Cali- 
)rnia  products  other  than  grapes.  There  are  no  means  of  know- 
ig  the  number  of  persons  who  would  be  deprived  of  employment, 
ut  the  breweries  alone  employ  about  4000  men,  and  the  wine  in- 
dustry doubtless  ten  times  as  many.  The  stocks  and  bonds  of  the 
ireweries  and  largest  wineries  are  widely  distributed  and  presum- 
ply  more  or  less  pledged  as  security  for  loans.  The  security  of 
liortgages  on  vineyards  would,  of  course,  be  greatly  impaired.  The 
'mount  of  revenue  lost  to  the  State  and  its  subdivision,  and  to  be 
)ade  good  by  other  forms  of  taxation,  has  not  been  computed,  but 
;ie  annual  loss  to  this  city  would  be  over  $1,000,000.  Including 
J;ocks  and  the  capitalized  value  of  markets  for  products  of  this 
jtate  the  proposed  obliteration  of  present  values  can  hardly  be  less 
lan  $200,000,000.  which  coinciding  with  depriving  many  thousand 

milies  of  their  means  of  support  would  have  serious  financial  con- 

i|nences."

No.  2632.  Misbranding-  of  so-called  Champagne.  The  product 
of  Samuel  Silverman  of  New  York  City.  A  decree  of  condemna- 
tion by  consent  was  entered  and  the  product  released  under  bond. 
Two  half-barrels. 

No.  2634.  Misbranding  of  W  est  l>aden  Sprudel  Water.  Manu- 
factured by  the  West  Baden  Springs  Company  of  West  Baden,  In- 
diana, for  the  J.  S.  Merrill  Drug  Company  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Mis- 
branding was  alleged  because  the  water  was  primed  with  artificial 
salts,  although  labeled  so  as  to  appear  to  be  natural  water  from 
springs.  Decree  of  condemnation  by  default.  The  product  was 
ordered  destroyed.     Twenty-two  cases. 

No.  2638.  Adulteration  and  misbranding  of  Champagne.  The 
product  of  the  Nectar  Company  of  New  York  City.  Adulteration 
was  alleged  because  it  was  an  artificially  colored  and  carbonated 
wine,  substitued  wholly  or  in  part  for  champagne.  Decree  of  con- 
demnation by  default  was  entered  and  the  product  ordered  sold. 
Twenty  cases. 

No.  2640.  Adulteration  and  misbranding  of  beer.  Manufac- 
tured by  the  Evan.sville  Brewing  Association  of  Evansville,  Indiana. 
.-Xdulteration  of  the  product  was  alleged  because  the  label  indicated 
that  the  beer  was  made  exclusively  from  malt  and  hops,  although 
made  from  some  other  material.  Decree  of  condemnation  by  con- 
sent and  product  released  on  bond  of  $200  and  payment  of  costs. 
Two  hundred  and  ninety-five  cases. 

No.  2643.  Adulteration  and  misbranding  of  Malaga  Type 
Wine.  The  product  of  Abraham  Margulis  of  Philadelphia,  T^a. 
Adulteration  was  alleged  because  the  wine  was  mi.xed  with  other 
substances  so  as  to  reduce  its  quality  and  strength,  and  it  was  ar- 
tificially colored  so  as  to  conceal  its  inferiority.  Misbranding  was 
alleged  because  it  was  labeled  in  Hebraic  characters  "Wine  Malaga 
Type — Kosher  Passover."  so  as  to  lead  purchasers  to  believe  that 
it  was  a  pure  Malaga  wine,  whereas  it  was  merely  an  imitation  of 
the  Malaga  type  wine.  Product  was  released  under  bond  of  $.S00. 
Twenty  barrels. 


The  police  commissioners  on  the  23rd  of  March  decided  that  no 
new  saloon  licenses  will  be  granted  within  two  blocks  of  the  Hall 
of  Justice. 

The  case  against  Meyer  Herman,  charged  with  the  embezzle- 
ment of  money  from  E.  Martin  &  Company  was  dismissed  by 
Police  Judge  Shortall  on  the  5th  of  March.  It  was  proven  that  the 
discrepancies  of  Herman  were  due  to  mismanagement  on  his  part. 

On  the  26th  of  February  Mr.  Edward  Braunschweiger,  a  retired 
liquor  merchant  of  San  Francisco,  passed  away  at  his  home  in  Palo 
.Alto.  Mr.  Braunschweiger  was  a  native  of  San  Francisco  and  wis 
43  years  of  age.  For  some  years  he  had  managed  the  Braunsch- 
weiger wholesale  liquor  house  on  Howard  street.  He  was  a  highly 
respected  merchant  and  was  a  member  of  many  fraternal  societies. 
He  is  survived  by  a  widow,  two  sons,  Edwartl  and  Herman,  and 
two  daughters,  Viola  and  Elsie. 


PROHIBITION  DRUNKS. 


Chief  of  Police  W.  J.  Peterson  of  Oakland  has  received  the  an- 
nual report  of  the  Chief  of  Police  of  Portland,  Maine,  a  dry  town. 
The  report  shows  that  although  that  city  has  been  dry  for  over  half 
a  century,  and  in  fact  the  entire  state,  yet  the  number  of  drunks 
arrested  last  year  nearly  equalled  the  total  arrests  for  drunkenness 
in  Oakland. 

This  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Portland  has  a  population  of  only 
.58,000,  whereas  Oakland  has  160,000  and  a  large  floating  population. 

The  report  does  not  explain  how  so  many  persons  manage  to 
get  drunk  in  prohibition  in  Maine.

These  pictures  will  later 
be  exhibited  at  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  of  1915,  for  which 
they  have  been  prepared.

SEIZURE  BY  FOOD  AND  DRUG  BOARD. 


I  Beer — Twenty-one  cases,  alleged  to  have  been  shipped  by  Cairo 
[Brewing  Co.,  Cairo,  Illinois,  were  seized  February  2,  1914.  .Adul- 
teration and  misbranding  are  charged  because  the  product  was  la- 
beled to  give  the  impression  that  it  was  an  all  malt  beer,  while,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  some  cereal,  or  cereal  product,  other  than  malt, 
had  been  substituted  for  malt  in  its  preparation.

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Many  of  the  most  eminent  persons  of  the  United  States  have 
during  the  past  month  taken  occasion  to  demonstrate  their  moral 
courage  by  placing  themselves  on  record  as  being  opposed  to  pro- 
hibition. The  REVIEW  takes  pleasure  in  presenting  the  opinions 
expressed  by  these  persons  to  the  readers,  with  the  hope  that  they 
will  make  use  of  them  during  the  conflict  now  in  progress. 

Cardinal  Gibbons  Declares  Opposition. 
"Prohibition  never  will  be  enforced  in  a  Christian  country," 
said  James,  Cardinal  Gibbons,  in  a  statement  made  public  at  New 
Orleans.  Cardinal  Gibbons  was  paying  his  annual  visit  to  his 
brother,  John  T.  Gibbons,  of  that  city.  "While  I  am  an  ardent  ad- 
vocate of  temperance,  I  am  intuitively  persuaded  that  prohibition 
cannot  be  enforced  in  this  country,"  continued  Cardinal  Gibbons. 
"It  is  calculated  to  make  hypocrites  and  lead  to  the  manufacture  of 
illicit  whisky,  replacing  the  good  material  with  the  bad,  while  at 
the  same  time  robbing  the  Government  of  the  legitimate  tax." 

Ex-President  Taft  Scores  False  Teachings. 
In  an  address  in  Philadelphia  ex-President  Taft  scored  the  false 
teachings  in  many  school  books  on  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages. 
He  said:  "Criticism  might  well  be  directed  to  many  text-books  that 
seek  to  inculcate  aversion  to  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquor.  The 
unwise  extremity  to  which  Legislatures  have  gone  in  the  require- 
ment for  such  teaching  has  stimulated  a  class  of  books  which  dwell 
on  the  results  of  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquor  in  such  an  exagger- 
ated way  that  the  pupils  soon  begin  to  understand  that  they  are 
grotesque  exaggerations,  and  therefore  to  become  skeptical  in  re- 
spect to  the  whole  matter." 

Judge  Cullen  Warns  the  People  Against  Prohibition. 

Chief  Judge  Cullen  of  the  State  of  New  York  delivered  the  an- 
nual address  to  the  Bar  Association  of  that  State.  His  subject  was 
"The  Decline  of  Personal  Liberty  in  America."  Judge  Cullen  said : 

"The  Prohibition  movement  is  bigger  than  the  liquor  question, 
and  the  people  must  be  made  to  realize  that  the  entering  wedge  of 
the  liquor  question  demoralizes  public  thought  on  all  aspects  of 
the  rights  of  men." 

Charles  S.  Wheeler  on  the  Rule  of  the  Unthinking  Majority. 

"The  Danger  of  the  Rule  of  Majorities"  was  the  subject  of  an 
address  delivered  before  the  New  England  College  Men's  Associa- 
tion in  San  Francisco  at  its  annual  reunion  and  banquet  by  Charles 
S.  Wheeler,  regent  of  the  University  of  California.  He  applied 
himself  chiefly  to  the  proposed  California  Constitutional  amend- 
ment, providing  for  the  elimination  of  the  wine  industry. 

The  speaker  quoted  Herbert  Spencer,  Alexander  Hamilton,  John 
Quincy  Adams  and  Abraham  Lincoln  to  support  his  contention 
that  the  majority  often  inflicted  grave  injustice.  He  said  that  a 
great  injustice  from  an  economic  standpoint  might  possibly  be 
done  to  men  who  had  built  up  their  business,  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  the  State,  and  who  should  not  be  made  to  sufifer  through 
the  action  of  the  rnajority.

A  CHANCE  FOR  WOMEN  TO  THINK. 
The  average  woman  is  more  inclined  to  accept  the  prohibition 
theory  than  the  average  man,  or  more  accurately  stated,  a  smaller 
number  of  men  in  every  hundred  would  accept  the  prohibition  pos- 
tulate than  of  women.  The  experience  of  the  Puget  Sound  re- 
gion, under  woman  suffrage,  surely  supports  this  view.  Califor- 
nia, which  in  the  nature  of  things  should  be  as  little  interested  in 
prohibition  as  any  State  of  the  Union,  with  its  wine  interests  and 
its  decidedly  cosmopolitan  population,  is  to  vote  on  State  prohibi- 
tion next  autumn.  If,  by  any  chance,  success  should  follow,  it 
could  be  accounted  for  in  no  other  way  than  as  a  result  of  the  re- 
cent doubling  of  the  electorate. — Boston  "Herald." 

Judge  Cullen's  Warning  Against  Prohibition. 

In  a  lengthy  editorial  on  Chief  Judge  Cullen's  address  to  the 
Bar  Association  of  the  State  of  New  York  warning  the  people 
against  prohi])ition,  the  New  York  "World"  in  a  recent  issue  says: 

"When  a  man  so  eminent  as  the  venerable  Edgar  Montgomery 
Cullen,  until  recently  Chief  Justice  of  the  New  York  Court  of  Ap- 
peals, asserts  that  personal  liberty  in  this  country  is  in  dangei", 
there  is  at  least  an  invitation  to  reflection. 

"Personal  liberty  is  not  menaced  in  this  country  by  conquerors 
or  kings.  It  is  assailed  by  misguided  sections  of  the  people  having 
faith  in  the  omnipotence  of  law,  by  timid  legislators  and  by  courts 
that  yield  to  clamor  or  influence. 

"Judge'  Cullen  speaks  by  authority.  He  has  been  a  judge  in 
this  State  for  more  than  a  third  of  a  century.  In  his  honorable  re- 
tirement he  warns  his  fellow  citizens  that  their  personal  liberties 
are  in  danger,  and,  distinguished  as  his  career  has  been,  he  never 
performed  a  greater  public  service." 

The  Confusing  of  Temperance  with  Prohibition. 

The  Boston  "Herald"  in  a  recent  editorial  shows  how  that 
crowning  defect  in  the  intelligence  of  the  masses  in  the  United 
States,  lack  of  discrimination,  is  most  dangerous  to  the  liberties 
originally  guaranteed  by  the  constitution  of  the  country.  In  con- 
cluding its  editorial  the  "Herald"  says: 

"It  is  the  confusion  of  temperance  with  prohibition  which  oc- 
casions the  most  acrimonious  contentions  in  the  debates  on  this 
question.  The  no-license  towns  in  Massachusetts,  however  stead- 
fastly they  may  maintain  that  policy,  all  realize  that  it  does  not 
mean  the  cessation  of  liquor  drinking.  Prohibition  States  confess 
to  the  same  situation.  Maine  is  a  striking  example  near  at  hand. 
The  District  of  Columbia  may  become  another.  Of  course  the  ar- 
gument is  steadily  made  that  the  wider  the  area  in  which  prohibi 
tion  is  enforced,  the  greater  will  be  the  difficulty  in  evading 
law;  but  even  that  theory  admits  of  some  limitations,  not  unl 
those  which  affect  the  whole  prohibition  program."

THE  Kentucky  Legislature  has  finally  closed  its  1914  session, 
and  the  whisky  trade,  not  to  mention  a  good  many  other 
lines  of  business,  is  breathing  again,  after  being  more  seriously 
threatened  than  ever  before.  In  fact,  the  Legislature  adjourns 
with  the  record  of  having  done  more  harm  to  Kentucky,  and  less 
good,  than  any  which  has  met  for  a  good  many  years ;  and  that,  to 
put  it  colloquially,  is  "going  some." 

In  view  of  the  pretty  general  satisfaction  which  has  been  ex- 
perienced with  the  county-unit  system,  under  which  Kentucky  has 
handled  the  liquor  question  for  a  number  of  years,  and  under  which 
the  people  of  each  county  get  what  they  want,  it  was  not  antici- 
pated that  the  prohibitionists  and  their  allies  would  try  to  secure 
any  further  legislation  at  this  session  of  the  Legislature,  nor  that, 
if  they  did,  it  would  have  much  chance  of  success.  This  expecta- 
tion was  disappointed,  however,  when  Representative  Webb,  the 
prohibition  representative  in  the  lower  House,  introduced  a  bill 
providing  for  State-wide  prohibition,  and  the  trade  was  seriously 
alarmed  when  this  bill,  toward  the  end  of  the  session,  passed  the 
House  by  a  substantial  majority. 

The  press,  for  the  most  part,  including  the  more  influential 
metropolitan  journals,  vigorously  opposed  the  bill,  on  the  ground 
that  it  was  hastily  drawn,  ill-considered,  destructive  of  the  largest 
industrial  interests  of  the  State,  and  that  the  Legislature  had  not 
been  elected  on  any  issue  involving  prohibition.  The  bill  itself 
was  particularly  objectionable,  especially  from  the  standpoint  of 
those  who  believe  that  the  handling  of  any  form  of  intoxicating 
liquor  as  a  beverage  is  wicked  and  "malum  in  se,"  for  the  reason 
that  it  provided  for  a  State  dispensary  system,  patterned  after  the 
notorious  plan  in  vogue  in  South  Carolina.  It  provided  for  the 
cessation  of  whisky  selling  in  Kentucky  in  1915,  and  for  the  dis- 
continuance of  manufacturing  in  1917. 

A  peculiar  phase  of  the  situation  was  that  while  one  of  the  most 
important  matters  for  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature  was  pro- 
vision to  meet  a  deficit  of  $2,500,000,  and  while  it  is  generally  un- 
derstood that  the  whisky  business,  which  is  heavily  taxed,  is  one 
of  the  most  prolific  sources  of  revenue  to  the  State,  the  Legislature 
calmly  contemplated  wiping  it  out  of  existence,  with  no  apparent 
idea  of  how  the  resulting  loss  of  revenue  was  to  be  met.  At  the 
same  time,  one  of  the  bills  which  passed  both  houses  and  was 
signed  by  the  Governor  provides  for  an  increase  in  the  State  li- 
cense fee  for  retail  liquor  dealers  from  $200  to  $300  a  year.  The 
Legislature  undoubtedly  had  a  fine  contempt  for  the  petty  virtue 
of  consistency,  judging  by  its  attitude  on  this  and  other  matters. 

Fortunately,  however,  the  State  Senate  was  more  thoughtful  for 
the  welfare  of  the  State  than  was  the  lower  house ;  and  while  the 
matter  was  undecided  until  the  last  day,  and  almost  the  last  hour, 
of  the  session,  it  was  ultimately  decided  favorably  to  the  Kentucky 


whisky  trade,  the  bill  perishing  in  committee  without  coming  to  a 
vote,  the  Senate  refusing  to  permit  it  to  be  called  up  by  a  narrow 
majority,  after  a  bitter  debate. 

In  their  determination  to  force  the  measure  through  at  all  costs, 
the  prohibition  element  in  the  House  of  Representatives  refused 
until  the  last  moment  of  the  session  to  permit  the  question  of  a  con- 
stitutional amendment  permitting  convicts  to  be  worked  on  the 
roads  to  be  voted  on  for  submission  to  the  people.  The  bearing 
on  the  situation  of  this  question  is  apparent  when  it  is  considered 
that  under  the  Kentucky  constitution  only  two  amendments  may 
be  submitted  to  the  people  by  any  one  legislature.  The  legisla- 
ture had  already  voted  to  submit  an  amendment  involving  a 
change  in  the  taxing  system,  and  as  it  will  require  a  constitutional 
amendment  to  secure  State-wide  prohibition,  the  convict-labor 
amendment  was  held  back  by  the  prohibitionists  until  it  was  aj)- 
parent  that  the  State-wide  measure  was  hopeless;  and  this  in  the 
face  of  the  fact  that  the  people  have  already  expressed  themselves 
as  being  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  the  tax  and  convict  amend- 
ments, whereas  they  have  not  by  any  means  indicated  such  a  sen- 
timent as  to  State-wide  prohibition. 

The  radical  temper  of  the  Legislature  may  be  gathered  not  only 
from  its  action  with  reference  to  the  whisky  trade,  but  from  its 
passage  of  the  Greene-Glenn  fire  insurance  bill,  which  broadly  in- 
creases the  powers  of  the  State  Insurance  Board,  with  the  avowed 
object  of  enabling  the  board  to  control  insurance  rates  even  more 
extensively  than  at  present.  Following  the  passage  and  approval 
of  this  bill,  practically  every  one  of  the  hundred-odd  foreign  insur- 
ance companies  doing  business  in  Kentucky  promptly  suspended 
operations,  leaving  the  field  to  four  lonely  domestic  companies.  A 
delegation  of  several  hundred  business  men  from  Louisville  went 
to  Frankfort  before  the  session  closed,  with  the  object  of  securing 
some  promise  of  relief  on  the  matter,  in  view  of  the  seriousness  of 
the  situation,  but  obtained  no  consideration  of  a  definite  nature.  It 
is  probable,  however,  that  the  State  Insurance  Board  will  arrange 
some  compromise  with  the  insurance  companies  in  order  to  induce 
them  to  continue  doing  business  in  the  State,  as  the  distillers  and 
other  business  interests,  with  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  property 
to  be  protected  against  fire,  are  clamoring  for  relief,  and  the  board 
is  inclined  to  believe  that  there  is  little  to  be  gained  by  refusing  to 
make  concessions. 

The  Legislature  adopted  a  workmen's  compensation  act  wliicli 
will  aflfect  all  employers  of  labor  who  have  as  many  as  six  persons 
working  for  them.  The  act  provides  for  a  weekly  compensatic 
in  case  of  injury,  of  one-half  of  the  weekly  wage,  not  exceeding : 
and  for  compensation  in  case  of  death  of  $3,750.  The  compenJ 
tion  will  be  administered  by  a  board  composed  of  State  officia 
who  will  act  in  this  capacity  for  a    slight    additional  salarv.     T|

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foaliirc  <>{  Stale  adiiiiiiistration  of  llie  fund  to  be  accumulated  was 
opposed  liv  many  industrial  interests,  who  jireferred  a  plan  which 
would  enable  them  to  give  bond  for  the  payment  of  the  indemnity 
provided  by  the  law,  but  was  pushed^'through  the  Legislature  by 
the  influence  of  the  labor  element.  Business  interests  in  general, 
however,  were  in  favor  of  the  enactment  of  some  kind  of  workmen's 
compensation  law,  as  large  verdicts  against  employers  for  injuries 
received  by  workmen  had  become  general  and  burdensome. 

With  the  continuous  menace  of  adverse  legislation,  it  is  not 
surprising  that  business  among  the  whisky  trade  during  the  past 
month  has  not  by  any  means  been  all  that  could  be  asked.  General 
business  depression,  which  has  not  been  confined  to  Kentucky, 
seems  to  be  very  largely  responsible  for  the  failure  of  the  demand 
to  pick  up,  although,  aside  from  legislation  in  Kentucky  and  else- 
where, there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  real  reason  for  this.  The  fact 
remains,  however,  that  business  has  failed  to  pick  up,  and  this, 
coupled  with  the  prospect  of  State-wide  prohibition  in  the  strong- 
hold of  the  whisky  trade,  has  resulted  in  a  decided  feeling  of  gloom 
among  the  trade.  Xow  that  the  Legislature  has  adjourned,  and 
with  the  gradual  improvement  in  general  conditions  which  should 
come  about  as  the  year  advances,  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why 
this  condition  should  not  change  for  the  better. 

Decisions  to  reduce  the  crop  seem  to  be  very  general  among 
Kentucky  distillers,  as  more  than  twenty  have  now  announced  that 
they  will  make  less  whisky  than  last  year.     After  a  good  deal  of 
[missionary  work  on  the  part  of  leading  members  of  the  trade,  oth- 
iers  have  come  around  to  the  opinion  that  the  over-production  of 
ithe  past  three  or  four  years  should  be  counterbalanced  by  a  short 
jcrop  this  year,  and  prospects  now  are  that  early  closing  will  be 
igeneral.     Those  who  will  reduce  their  crops,  besides  E.  H.  Taylor, 
;Jr.  &  Sons  and  R.  E.  Wathen  &  Co..  who  made  announcement  to

(Concluded  from  February  issue) 
V.     SUMMARY  AND  CONCLUSIONS. 


I.     Introduction. 


The  principal  modern  improvements  in  wine  making  are  the  in- 
ligent  use  of  sulfurous  acid,  pure  yeast  and  temperature  control. 


II.     Use  of  Sulfurous  Acid  in  Wine  Making. 

The  use  of  sulfurous  acid  in  wine  making  is  of  great  antiquity 
but  has  been  much  developed  and  perfected  within  the  last  twenty- 
five  years. 

Approved  by  all  enological  experts. 

Present  legal  limitations  satisfactory  but  unnecessary  for  wine 
making. 

Fumes  of  burning  sulfur  the  cheapest  source  of  SOj  and  the 
best  for  disinfection  purposes. 

For  the  control  of  fermentation  this  source  is  uncertain  and 
difficult  to  regulate. 

From  1.5  pounds  to  2  pounds  of  sulfur  can  be  burned  in  a  1000 
gallon  cask. 

This  will  supply  about  .02  per  cent  of  SO,  to  the  must  as  a 
maximum. 

In  practice  usually  much  less  than  this  is  absorbed. 

Liquid  SOj  appears  to  be  the  best  form  for  the  control  of  fer- 
mentation, but  is  at  present  unavailable  in  California. 

Solutions  of  SOj  in  water  and  alcohol  are  unreliable. 

Potassium  metabisulfite  is  the  best  form  at  present  available. 

SOj  disappears  less  rapidly  from  must  than  from  water. 

SOj  combines  rapidly  with  certain  substances  in  the  must  into 
which  it  is  introduced. 

The  combination  of  SOj  is  more  rapid  in  must  from  dried  grapes 
than  in  that  from  fresh. 

About  one-half  of  the  SOj  disappears  during  the  fermentation 
of  red  wine. 

SOj  is  more  stable  in  wine  than  in  must. 

The  increase  of  sufates  in  the  wine  due  to  sulfiting  is  very  small. 

Very  ripe  grapes  require  more  SO,  than  those  which  are  less 
ripe  both  because  they  are  more  liable  to  bacterial  atack  and  be- 
cause they  neutralize  more  of  the  antiseptic  effect  of  the  SOj. 

This  neutralization  of  the  antiseptic  effect  seems  to  be  due  to 
neither  excess  of  sugar  nor  to  deficiency  of  acidity. 

The  more  solid  matter  present  the  less  effective  the  SO„.  There- 
fore, cloudy  must  requires  more  than  clear  and  the  crushed  grapes 
in  red  wine  fermentations  require  about  twice  as  much  as  the  must 
in  white  wine  fermentations. 

The  neutralizing  effect  of  must  is  increased  by  heating  to  120 
degrees  C.  under  pressure. 

The  neutralization  of  the  antiseptic  power  of  the  SO2  is  due  to 
its  combination  with  components  of  the  must. 

Free  SOj  has  more  than  thirty  times  as  much  disinfecting 
power  as  combined  SOj. 

Expo.sure  to  300  milligrams  per  liter  of  free  SO2  will  kill  wine 
yeast  in  24  hours. 

About  .SO  milligrams  per  liter  of  free  SO2  will  prevent  fermen- 
tation with  wine  yeast. 

Free  SOj  is  about  sixty  times  as  effective  in  preventing  fer- 
mentation as  combined  SO^. 

Very  small  amounts  of  SO,  (S  ounces  of  potassium  metabisul- 
fite per  ton  in  most  cases)  are  sufficient  to  prevent  all  growths  of 
molds  and  wild  yeasts  and  to  insure  a  pure  fermentation  when  a 
starter  of  wine  yeast  is  used. 

100  milligrams  of  SO,  per  liter  (6  ounces  of  potassium  metabi- 
.sulfite  per  ton)  eliminate  over  99.9  per  cent  of  the  active  cells  of 
micro-organisms  from  the  must. 

Wine  yeast  does  not  become  inured  to  SOj  but,  on  the  contrary. 


cx])osurc  increases  its  sensibility.  The  reputed  training  of  yeast 
to  withstand  SO^  is  a  fallacy. 

Wine  yeast  is  less  sensitive  to  SO^  than  any  of  the  coninum 
\casts,  molds  or  bacteria  occurring  in  grapes  and  wine. 

By  properly  timing  the  sulfiting  and  the  addition  of  the  starter 
the  full  effect  of  the  maximum  amount  of  free  SO2  is  exerted  on 
the  injurious  organisms  and  the  yeast  is  exposed  only  to  the  mini- 
mum amount  of  free  SOj. 

III.     Utility  and  Methods  of  Application  of  Pure  Yeast  in  Wine 
Making. 

Favorable  results  from  the  use  of  pure  yeast  in  wine  making 
were  obtained  by  the  station  nineteen  years  ago. 

Pure  yeast  has  been  used  regularly  with  success  for  many 
years  in  several  Californian  wineries. 

The  necessity  of  a  proper  selection  of  yeast  has  been  demon- 
strated. 

Champagne  and  I3urgundy  yeasts  have  been  found  especially 
suitable  to  Californian  conditions. 

Grapes  from  all  regions  investigated,  whatever  their  variety, 
condition  or  stage  of  ripeness  showed  large  numbers  of  mold 
spores  and  wild  yeasts.  The  wine  yeast  was  never  present  in  large 
numbers  and  was  usually  outnumbered  many  thousand  times  by 
the  injurious  micro-organisms. 

Solid  cultures  of  pure  yeast  were  found  more  stable  and  reliable 
than  liquid  cultures. 

Direct  application  of  the  pure  yeast  received  from  a  laborator\ 
involves  the  buying  and  transporting  of  large  amounts  and  is  too 
expensive. 

The  previous  preparation  of  a  starter  from  a  small  culture  re- 
ceived from  a  yeast  laboratory  is  preferable. 

With  a  little  practice  and  care  any  ititelligent  wine  maker  can 
prepare  a  starter. 

A  starter  should  be  used  when  it  has  its  maximum  efficienecy 
which  is  about  the  stage  at  which  the  Balling  degree  has  been  re- 
duced one-half.  The  efficiency  does  not  diminish  much  until  all 
the  sugar  has  disappeared. 

Expensive  and  complicated  yeast  propagators  are  unnecessary 
in  wineries. 

A  simple  and    cheap    apparatus    can    be    devised    suitable    for 
wineries  of  any  size  and  requiring  the  labor  of  only  one  man  in  tin 
largest  winery. 
IV.     Tests  of  the  Use  of  SO,  and  Pure  Yeast  in  a  Winery. 

The  use  of  SOj  and  of  pure  yeast  without  the  aid  of  coolir 
appliances  was  tested  in  -a  small  winery. 

The  growth  of  molds  and  wild  yeasts  was  completely  prcvente 
by  the  use  of  SOj. 

Large  quantities  of  SOj  in  white  wine  making,  even  with  grapd 
in  very  bad  condition,  were  found  unnecessary  and  inadvisable.  | 

The  yeast  apparatus  used  was  satisfactory  and  insured  pract 
cally  pure  fermentations. 

SO2  and  pure  yeast  can  be  used  to  insure  the  completion 
fermentation  and  to  prevent  "stuck"  wines  even  without  coolir 
devices  if  the  wine  is  handled  in  small  casks. 

In  large  casks  and  vats  where  the  end  fermentation  is  often  s\o\ 
the  use  of  SOj  much  decreased  the  danger  of  bacterial  deterioratioj 

The  volatile  acidity  is  uniformly  lower  in  the  sulfited  wines. 
^  The  fixed  acidity  is  protected  by  the  use  of  SO,  and  the  sulfite 
wines  show  a  higher  total  acidity  than  the  others. 

The  use  of  sulfites  gave  an  increase  in  the  alcohol  of  the  win* 
of  about  1  per  cent. 

.    The  color  of  the  sulfited  red  wines  was  improved  in  both  ti 
and  intensity. 

The  treated  wines  cleared  more  rapidly  and  showed  soiinde 
sediments. 

The  amount  of  SOj  remaining  in  the  wines  was  nuuii  below  thi 
legal   limitation   except  where  unnecessarily   large  amounts  wer 
used.

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ANNUAL  CONVENTION   OF  THE  NATIONAL  COOPERS' 

ASSOCIATION. 


The  fifteenth  annual  convention  of  the  National  Coopers'  As- 
sociation was  held  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  March  10-12.  Vice-president 
J.  M.  Bauer  presided  in  the  absence  of  President  J.  E.  Murphy, 
who  was  ill. 

On  the  second  day  of  the  convention  Secretary  F.  J.  Benner 
presented  his  report.  The  most  interesting  paragraphs  of  this  re- 
port were  as  follows : 

Fifteen  years  ago  today  four  men  met  at  the  Gayoso  Hotel,  Memphis, 
Tenii.,  and  organized  the  National  Coopers"  Association.  The  men  pres- 
ent at  the  first  meeting  were  Walker  I..  Wellford,  James  .Applewhite, 
George  F.  Meyer  and  L.  D.  Ault.  Today  this  association  has  52  members 
whose  combined  capital,  I  would  judge,  is  nearly  $10,000,000;  surely  not 
an  insignificant  industry.  The  original  founders  started  something  which 
has  been  of  inestimable  value  to  the  tight  cooperage  industry,  for  the  manu- 
facturers of  staves  and  heading  as  well  as  cooperage.  It  has  been  the 
means  of  bringing  producer  and  consumer  together  to  meet  changing  con- 
ditions and  requirements  of  the  trade  on  an  equitable,  broad  and  business- 
like basis;  it  has  been  the  means  of  avoiding  misunderstandings,  entangle- 
ments and  possibly  lawsuits,  because  at  the  meetings  there  was  a  get- 
together  feeling  of  goodfellowship  and  a  spirit  of  give  and  take,  live-and- 
let-Iive  between  all.  There  have  been  acquaintanceships  formed  and  friend- 
ships cemented  at  our  meetings  which  would  never  otherwise  have  been 
possible. 

Co-operation  is  lacking.  The  oil  barrel  cooper  said  that  the  troubles 
of  the  whisky  barrel  cooper  are  no  concern  of  his  and  vice  versa.  The 
packing  house  cooper  thinks  he  has  nothing  in  common  with  either  of  them. 
I  contend  that  to  hurt  one  you  must  hurt  all.  \  cooper,  if  forced  out  of 
his  line,  will  go  for  that  of  the  other  fellow.  He  must  have  business.  He 
may  not  make  a  big  success  of  it,  but  he  will  let  the  other  fellows  feel  his 
presence  for  a  time  at  least.  It  is  therefore  essential  and  necessary  that 
we  get  together  and  help  the  other  fellow,  for  by  so  doing  we  are  really 
helping  ourselves." 

A  letter  in  the  form  of  an  invitation  from  the  California  Barrel  Co., 
San  Francisco,  Cal.,  was  read  by  Mr.  Benner,  suggesting  that  the  next  an- 
nual convention  be  held  in  the  Golden  Gate  City  during  the  exposition. 


Most  of  Wednesday  morning's  session  was  executive,  though  severa 
bills  now  before  Congress  were  taken  up.  This  resolution  was  unanimousl] 
passed: 

"Whereas,  There  are  now  for  consideration  in  Congress,  the  Hobson 
Sheppard  and  Works  bills  which  in  substance  provide  for  national  prolii 
bition  of  the  manufacture  of  distilled   spirits,  wine  and  beer,  etc.;  and, 

"Whereas,  The  passage  of  these  bills  would  affect  property  interest: 
valued  in  excess  of  one  billion  dollars,  also  depriving  thousands  of  work 
men  a  living,  besides  depriving  the  good  of  internal  revenue  exceeding  an 
nually  $300,000,000,  besides  practically  ruining  the  barrel,  stave  and  heading 
interests; 

"Therefore,  be  it  resolved.  That  the  National  Coopers'  Association  ir 
convention  assembled  in  St.  Louis  on  this  11th  day  of  March,  1914,  and  rep 
resenting  all  the  leading  barrel  manufacturers  of  the  United  States,  protcs' 
against  the  passage  of  these  bills  and  urge  on  their  members  to  use  everj 
legitimate  effort  to  defeat  the  passage  of  said  bills." 

Mr.  RitzwoUer  of  the  Nominating  Committee  offered  the  followinj 
names  for  approval  as  officers  for  the  year: 

Carl  Meyer,  president;  Louis  K.  de  Bus,  first  vice-president;  S.  C.  Nan 
cai'row,  second  vice-president;  Charles  Mueller,  third  vice-president;  Free 
J.  Benner,  secretary  and  treasurer. 

The  Executive  Committee  for  the  year  will  be:  Walter  L.  Wellford 
chairman;  J.  E.  Murphy,  W.  Palmer  Clarkson,  H.  G.  Hergct.  R.  M.  Ritz- 
woUer. 


UNITED  STATES  MINERAL  WATER  CONSUMPTION. 


The  people  of  the  United  States  last  year  drank  62,281,201  gal- 
lons of  mineral  water,  for  which  they  paid  $6,615,671. 

The  total  sales  of  mineral  waters  in  1912  were  less  than  in  1011 
by  1,507,351  gallons,  and  the  decrease  in  value  was  $222,217. 

From  the  statistics  gathered  by  the  survey  it  has  been  ascer- 
tained that  5,139,527  gallons  of  mineral  water  were  used  in  1912 
for  the  manufacture  of  beverages. 

The  total  imports  of  mineral  water  in  1912,  including  natural, 
semi-artificial  and  artificial  waters,  amounted  to  3,499,497  gallons, 
valued  at  $930,091.

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The  Elections  of  the  13th  of  April 


OF  the  sixteen  cities  and  towns  of  California  that  voted  on  the 
liquor  question  on  the  13th  of  April  eleven  voted  against  pro- 
hibition. In  connection  with  the  election  the  Fresno  "Republican" 
says:  "A  wet  wave  swept  over  California  on  the  13th  of  April. 
It  was  felt  particularly  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley.  Three  out  of 
four  cities  voted  in  favor  of  the  saloons."  While  the  wet  wave  was 
felt  mostly  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  it  was  strong  throughout  the 
State.  The  strength  of  the  wave  may  be  gauged  by  the  fact  that 
in  the  State  as  a  whole  cities  voted  in  favor  of  liquor  by  more  than 
two  to  one,  although  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  they  voted  three 
to  one  in  favor  of  it. 

The  greatest  victory  for  the  wets  was  that  at  Hanford.  That 
city  went  dry  two  years  ago.  Liberals  set  their  hearts  on  winning 
it.  The  prohibitionists  carried  on  a  particularly  filthy  campaign 
to  keep  the  city  in  the  dry  column.  They  did  not  hesitate  to  drag- 
women  through  the  mire  of  calumny,  just  as  they  did  in  Oakland. 
But  the  wets  understood  their  tactics  thoroughly  and  crushed  false- 
hood after  falsehood  and  exaggeration  after  exaggeration.  Results 
were  even  more  favorable  to  the  liberals  than  they  hoped.  The 
wet  ordinance  won  by  a  vote  of  1120  for  and  740  against.  Hanford 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  outcome.  After  two  years  of  prohi- 
bition the  city  found  itself  in  a  deplorable  condition.  It  was  in 
every  sense  a  victim  of  neglect.  Business  has  been  in  bad  shape 
and  the  moral  conditions  were  even  worse.  During  the  past  month 
it  was  necessary  for  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  resort  to  drastic 
measures  to  improve  the  sanitation  of  the  city.  From  now  on 
Hanford  will  be  in  a  position  to  advance. 

A  substantial  victory  was  won  in  Merced.  Two  years  ago  the 
city  was  made  dry  on  a  tie  vote,  the  authorities  ruling  in  favor  of 
confiscation.  Those  who  were  forced  out  of  business  remained  in 
the  city,  as  they  expected  that  justice  would  eventually  prevail. 
The  heaviest  vote  in  the  history  of  the  city  was  cast  and  the  result 
was  in  favor  of  the  liquor  men. 

Lemoore  voted  to  remain  wet  by  a  large  majority.  Prohibition- 
ists resorted  to  bulldozing.  Frank  B.  Graves,  their  leader,  was  ar- 
rested for  intimidating  voters. 

Anaheim  voted  in  favor  of  wetness  by  a  large  majority.  The 
women  voters  took  the  lead  in  the  fight  for  liberal  government. 

Imperial  went  wet  by  a  vote  of  483  to  305. 

Liberals  won  an  overwhelming  victory  at  Placerville.  The  is- 
sue of  stricter  regulation  for  saloons  was  defeated  in  a  decisive  way. 

Ukiah  voted  for  the  liquor  men  by  a  two  to  one  majority. 

Tehama,  Gridley  and  Newport  rolled  up  substantial  majorities 
against  prohibition. 

Lodi  voted  wet,  but  the  results  are  not  considered  satisfactory 
by  the  liberals.  It  was  expected  that  the  voters  would  act  logically 
and  not  impulsively.  Being  the  center  of  a  great  wine  district, 
Lodi  should  have  rolled  up  a  great  majority  against  prohibition. 
The  fact  that  the  city  condemned  prohibition  by  a  very  small  ma- 
jority indicates  that  the  voters  there  have  not  developed  their  reas- 
oning powers  sufficiently.  But  enough  ground  has  been  gained  in 
Lodi  to  ensure  victory  there  at  the  November  election,  providing 
the  Sixteenth  Century  preachers  of  prohibition  are  properly  treated. 

In  the  face  of  State-wide  prohibition  all  that  the  drys  have  to 
show  for  their  work  are  victories  in  Biggs  which  had  a  total  vote 
of  156,  Brawley,  just  large  enough  to  be  on  the  map,  Vacaville  (or 
Cpwtown,  in  plain  English),  Willows  (noted  for  weeping),  Sanger, 
which  should  have  known  better,  and  Red  Bluff,  a  place  of  some 
importance. 

The  Moral  of  the  Victory. 

A  very  definite  moral  is  connected  with  the  victory  for  the  wets. 
Voters  throughout  the  State  are  now  reminded  of  the  fact  that 
some  years  ago  when  the  Wyllie  law  was  in  the  making  the  leaders 
of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  gave  solemn  assurances  to  the  legisla- 
tors of  California  that  the  wine  industry  would  in  no  way  be  jeopar- 
dized. The  Anti-Saloon  League  wctit  to  extremes  to  persuade  the 
people  of  California  that  no  attack  was  to  be  made  on  the  State's 
leading  industry.     The  league  gained  the  confidence  of  the  people 


of  California.  During  the  last  six  months  the  league  has  shame 
fully  betrayed  this  confidence.  The  '  same  Anti-Saloon  Leagu 
leaders  who  made  solemn  pledges  to  spare  the  wine  industry  hav 
deliberately  joined  with  the  Prohibition  Party  to  destroy  that  in 
dustry  by  imposing  State-wide  prohibition  on  California.  The 
very  likely  believe  that  the  people  have  weak  memories.  Certainl 
the  leaders  will  not  dare  to  say  that  they  themselves  are  in  th 
habit  of  forgetting  their  debts.  They  pretend  to  be  gentlemen  an 
it  is  generally  understood  that  gentlemen  never  forget  their  debt; 
However,  the  people  of  California  have  shown  that  they  have  stron; 
memories.  They  remember  the  promises  that  the  Anti-Saloo; 
League  leaders  made.  They  are  holding  the  Anti-Saloon  Leagu 
to  strict  account.  They  have  determined  not  only  to  defeat  th 
prohibitionists  in  the  State-wide  issue  but  to  take  from  the  Anti 
Saloon  League  ground  gained  in  the  local  option  elections. 

The  Lesson  of  the  Victory. 

The  liquor  forces  have  won  because  they  realize  that  they  ar 
confronted  with  grave  danger  and  must  use  all  their  intelligence 
energy  and  courage  to  overcome  it.  They  are  combating  the  men 
ace  of  prohibition  with  all  the  strength  inherent  in  them.  Afte 
bringing  into  full  play  their  mental  alertness,  constructive  abilit; 
and  tenacity  of  purpose  they  have  the  satisfaction  of  acquiring  at 
additional  resource  in  the  form  of  confidence  which  comes  fron 
well-merited  victory.  While  the  events  of  the  past  months  shoulc 
make  them  confident  of  ultimate  success  they  will  in  no  way  di 
minish  their  combativeness.  From  this  time  on  the  liquor  force! 
will  exert  their  intelligence,  energy  and  courage  more  fully  thai 
ever  before,  since  they  have  the  additional  incentive  of  confidence 
They  will  realize  that  the  prohibitionists  will  work  with  the  franti( 
impulse  of  despair.  Knowing  the  enemy  as  they  do,  they  must  b< 
prepared  for  every  form  of  unscrupulous  campaigning  which  is  sc 
closely  identified  with  the  prohibition  movement.  The  confidence 
which  comes  from  the  recent  victory  will  not  in  any  way  allay  the 
fears  of  the  liquor  forces  so  as  to  cause  them  to  think  less,  act  less 
or  dare  less,  but  will  serve  as  a  stimulant  toward  greater  effort. 


ILLUSTRATING  ANTI-SALOON   LEAGUE   METHODS. 


The  REVIEW  has  received  a  communication  from  Mr.  A 
Hanauer,  a  prominent  business  man  of  Pittsburgh  and  directo: 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  that  city,  in  connection  with  the 
cent  publication  of  an  alleged  news  item  to  the  effect  that  the 
resentative  business  men's  organization    of    Pittsburgh  adopte 
resolution  favoring    national    prohibition.     As    the    representa 
business  men's  organization  of  Pittsburgh  is  the  Chamber  of  C 
merce  it  appeared  to  be  incredible  that  this  organization  would  fa' 
such  a  thing  as  national  prohibition  which  would  prove  absolu 
destructive  of  business.     The  communication  of  Mr.  Hanauer 
serve  to  enlighten  the  public  on  the  subject.     Mr.  Hanauer  sa; 

"The  germ  of  truth  in  the  publication  is  that  a  minor  organ 
tion,  called  the  Pittsburgh  Board  of  Trade,  with  about  $4000  ino 
per  year,  has  adopted  such  a  resolution,  but  it  represents  only  a 
tion  of  the  East  End. 

"There  are  about  twenty  little  Boards  of  Trade  in  Pittsbu 
and  the  action  of  any  one  of  these  boards  is  not  significant, 
representative  business    men's    organization    of    Pittsburgh  is 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  which  has  between  eleven  and  twelve  h' 
dred  members,  and  an  income  of  about  $40,000  per  year,  and 
organization  certainly  has  not  adopted  a  resolution  in  favor  of 
tional  ])rohibition,  but  on  the  contrary,  Feb.  19,  1914,  by  an  ovc 
whelming  vote,  laid  on  the  table  resolutions  favoring  National  pri 
hibition  and  on  March  12,  1914,  took  them  from  the  table  and  by 
large  majority  killed    the    resolutions    by    postponing  action^y^ 
May,  1915.  ^1 

"It  seems  strange  to  me  that  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  an  orpai 
ization  claiming  all  the  virtues,  should  deem  it  expedient  to  re.soi 
to  chicanery  and  make  upright  newspapers  the  innocent  agents  f' 
the  dissemination  of  its  deceptive  'news.'" 
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Prohibitionists  Are  Opposed  to  the  Rights  of  Women 


IN  the  State  of  California  the  largest  sums  of  money  contributed 
to  the  prohibition  campaig^n  have  been  made  by  women.  Yet 
\\omen  have  no  voice  in  the  high  councils  of  the  Prohibition  Party 
and  Anti-Saloon  League  of  this  State.  In  the  executive  commit- 
tees of  the  party  and  the  league  women  fill  a  very  small  place.  Wo- 
men do  not  hold  positions  of  responsibility  with  the  party  or  the 
league.  They  are  employed  in  minor  capacities  at  the  headquarters 
of  these  organizations.  Dry  leaders  evidently  believe  that  the  use- 
fulness of  the  women  in  relation  to  the  organizations  ceases  after 
they  have  contributed  their  money.  This  is  a  clear  case  of  taxation 
without  representation. 

There  are  now  nine  States  in  the  American  Union  in  which  pro- 

hiljition  is  in  force.     In  not  a  single  one  of  these  nine  States  have 

women  the  right  to  vote.     There  are  five  States  in  the  American 

Union  wherein  women  have  the  same  rights  as  men  have.     In  these 

;  States  women  vote  and  hold  office  just  the  same  as  men.     It  is  in 

[  these  States  that  the  liquor  traffic  is  most  extensive.  There  is,  there- 

I  fore,  no  doubt  that  in  the  States  where  the  right  of  men  to  drink 

j  is  recognized  the  right  of  women  to  vote  is  also  recognized.     Per- 

!  sonal  liberty  makes  no  compromise  with  injustice. 

Nine  out  of  every  ten  dry  leaders  in  the  State  of  California  pay 
no  taxes.  The  law  exempts  them  from  taxation.  Yet  these  non- 
taxpayers  are  foremost  in  the  movement  which  is  of  most  vital  im- 
portance to  those  subject  to  taxation.  Herein  lies  greater  injustice 
than  taxation  without  representation.  It  is  authority  without  re- 
sponsibility. 

Let  the  women  of  California  consider  these  three  propositions 
calmly.  The  fact  that  the  prohibition  States  deny  women  the  right 
to  vote  while  the  drinking  States  give  them  that  right  and  the  fact 
that  the  dry  leaders  are  waging  a  campaign  without  contributing  in 
any  way  to  its  cost  should  convince  the  women  that  the  prohibition 
party  and  the  Anti-Saloon  League  are  trying  to  take  advantage  of 
I  their  inexperience. 

The  Church  in  Politics. 

Xot  many  years  ago  the  element  of  preachers  who  are  at  the 
head  of  the  prohibition  movement  profited  by  the  stupidity  of  men. 
Preachers  led  men  to  enact  laws  which  were  directly  antagonistic 
to  personal  liberty.  They  caused  bitter  persecutions.  But  when 
the  law  of  retribution  caused  the  men  who  were  the  victims  and 
[dupes  of  the  preachers  to  sufifer  from  their  own  despotism,  a  revolt 
set  in.  The  men  threw  ofT  the  yoke  of  the  preachers.  Subsequently 
jthey  made  restitution.  They  restored  personal  liberty.  The  preach- 
jers  were  driven  out  of  politics. 

'  But  the  preachers  are  ever  active.  They  seek  authority  assid- 
luously.  Of  course,  they  are  not  entitled  to  it,  since  they  do  not 
pay  taxes,  but  that  matters  not  to  them.  After  having  for  so  long 
'a  time  been  excluded  from  politics  they  have  again  discovered  an 
opportunity  to  usurp  the  rights  of  others.  They  have  adopted  pro- 
ihibition  in  its  latest  form  as  a  means  of  entering  the  forbidden  field. 
While  they  should  not  have  even  the  right  to  vote  because  of  their 
lexemption  from  taxation,  they  have  managed  to  become  leaders  in 
the  fanatical  agitation  which  perturbs  the  politics  of  the  day.  They 
are  becoming  political  leaders.  They  are  creating  a  clerical  party 
whbse  chief  forces  are  the  Prohibition  Party  and  the  Anti-Saloon 
League.  In  order  to  add  to  their  power  they  are  exerting  them- 
'5elves  to  bring  the  women  to  the  support  of  this  party. 

It  is  very  doubtful  if  the  inexperience  of  the  women  in  using  the 
ballot  will  prove  to  be  as  baneful  as  was  the  stupidity  of  the  men 
In  the  days  when  the  preachers  were  supreme  in  politics.  For  a 
';hort  time  the  women  may  be  "used"  by  the  church  in  politics,  but 
,  hey  will  suddenly  discover  what  the  preaching  politician  really  is 
ivndrthen  that  gentleman  will  find  himself  not  only  without  a  polit- 
cal  following  but  without  a  congregation  as  well. 

The  Example  of  Colorado. 

I      Colorado  was  one  of  the  first  States  to  recognize  the  right  of 
Ivomen  to  vote.    The  men  of  Colorado  did  not  suppose  that  when 


they  were  granting  suffrage  to  women  that  they  were  jeopardizing 
personal  liberty.  They  did  not  believe  that  the  women  would  be 
so  unfair  as  to  take  away  from  the  men  the  right  to  drink  what 
they  please  in  return  for  the  right  to  vote  which  the  men  of  Colo- 
rado had  given  them.  The  confidence  of  the  men  of  Colorado  was 
rightly  placed.  Preachers  in  every  way  endeavored  to  lure  the 
women  of  Colorado  to  prohibition  but  they  failed.  It  looked  as 
though  the  preachers  were  striving  to  wreak  vengeance  on  the  men 
for  neglecting  the  church,  and  the  women  of  Colorado  realized  the 
fact.  At  the  very  first  movement  by  the  prohibitionists  m  Colorado 
the  women  rolled  up  a  majority  of  30,000  against  the  preachers  of 
prohibition.  They  responded  with  gratitude  to  the  faith  that  the 
men  had  placed  in  them,  and  they  confirmed  the  right  of  men  to 
drink  what  they  please  as  a  proper  reward  for  being  allowed  to 
vote  and  to  vote  as  they  please. 

The  example  of  Colorado  has  been  followed  by  Wyoming  and 
Utah.  Women  of  these  States  refuse  absolutely  to  encroach  upon 
the  rights  of  men.  Some  prohibition  preachers  might  say  that  this 
is  because  the  States  in  question  are  under  Mormon  influence.  If 
so,  so  much  the  better  for  Mormonism.  The  Mormons  take  care  of 
their  women  and  the  women  appreciate  it.  But,  be  that  as  it  may, 
it  may  be  expected  that  other  women  suffrage  States  will  follow 
the  example  of  Colorado.  The  women  of  California  have  a  special 
reason  for  throwing  oflf  the  spell  of  the  preachers  of  prohibition. 

Antagonism  of  the  Sexes  in  California. 

In  their  work  of  promoting  prohibition  in  California  the  preach- 
ers have  created  such  antagonism  between  the  two  sexes  as  to  place 
the  family  in  jeopardy.  These  preachers  have  made  it  appear  that 
the  prohibition  issue  in  this  State  is  nothing  more  or  less  than  a  war 
between  the  two  sexes.  They  encourage  the  women  to  suppress 
the  saloons  as  an  act  of  retaliation  against  the  men.  And  one  of 
the  most  pronounced  results  of  the  antagonism  of  the  esxes  has  been 
a  steady  decline  in  marriages.  From  December  31,  1912,  to  De- 
cember 31,  1913,  marriages  fell  off  sixteen  per  cent  in  the  State  of 
California.  At  this  rate  at  the  end  of  five  years  there  will  be  just 
half  as  many  marriages  in  California  as  there  were  before  the  pro- 
hibition agitation  began.  Twice  as  many  women  will  be  compelled 
to  earn  their  living  as  before.  With  minimum  wage  laws  coming 
into  effect  to  close  many  avenues  of  employment  to  the  women, 
there  are  certain  prospects  of  hard  times  for  the  weaker  sex.  It 
will  not  be  surprising  if  large  armies  of  unemployed  women  appear 
within  the  coming  ten  years.  Considering  the  decline  in  mar- 
riages, there  is  little  hope  that  the  men  who  take  the  places  of  the 
women  thrown  out  of  employment  by  the  minimum  wage  laws  will 
provide  for  the  women,  since  the  earnings  of  such  men  will  be 
meagre.  The  elimination  of  women  from  social  life  must  follow. 
Just  as  in  prohibition  Turkey  the  women  have  been  eliminated  so- 
cially by  concubinage,  they  are  likely  to  be  eliminated  in  this  State 
by  a  much  more  heinous  evil — an  evil  which  practically  abolishes 
family  relations. 

If  the  women  of  California  will  give  serious  consideration  to  the 
danger  of  the  antagonism  of  the  sexes  they  will  unite  against  pro- 
hibition, which  has  made  that  antagonism  its  chief  asset.  They 
will  refuse  to  encroach  upon  the  right  of  men  to  drink  what  suits 
them  and  will  stand  by  the  men  who  have  given  them  the  right  to 
vote.  They  will  properly  measure  the  assertion  that  the  prohi- 
bitionists make  to  every  woman  to  the  effect  that  every  other  wo- 
man's husband  is  a  drunkard.  They  will  discriminate  between  fact 
and  fiction.  If  every  woman  whose  husband  is  a  drunkard  who 
neglects  his  family  will  vote  for  prohibition  and  every  woman 
whose  husband  is  not  a  drunkard  will  vote  against  prohibition  the 
prohibition  movement  will  be  defeated  by  the  women  by  a  vote  of 
999  to  1. 

There  is  absolutely  no  call  for  the  antagonism  of  sexes  in  Cali- 
fornia. The  women  must  know  that  the  men  do  the  battle  with  na- 
ture for  subsistence.  Men,  with  the  exception  of  the  preachers, 
must  for  some  time  to  come  take  care  of  the  women.  The  women 
do  take  care  of  the  preachers,  but  only  through  the  assistance,  of 
the  men.  This  condition  must  cease,  or  the  hardship  which  it  will  en- 
tail will  fall  upon  the  women.  Let  the  women  but  refuse  to  lend 
themselves  to  the  upbuilding  of  a  Clerical  Party  and  their  future 
will  be  one  of  continuous  progress  upward.  The  fate  of  the  women 
of  California  is  in  their  own  hands. 
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THOUGH  the  Kentucky  whisky  market  is  approaching  the  fag 
end  of  the  season  in  an  exceedingly  quiet  condition,  even  for 
the  time  of  the  year,  it  is  described  as  a  healthy  market  by  those 
who  ought  to  know.  There  is  little  trading  being  done,  and  little 
is  expected,  but  prices  are  holding,  firm  and  instances  of  price-cut- 
ting are  few  and  far  between.  The  light  market  is  attributed  by 
whisky  men  to  general  business  stagnation,  ascribed  to  various 
causes,  one  of  which  in  Kentucky  is  the  fire  insurance  situation, 
happily  now  in  a  fair  way  to  be  mended,  in  the  view  of  business 
men.  That  prices  are  holding  firm  is  credited  generally  to  the  real- 
ized retrenchment  in  the  year's  output  of  Kentucky  whisky.  One 
authority  who  is  in  close  touch  with  the  distillers  estimates  that  the 
total  output  will  remain  in  the  neighborhood  of  35,000,000  gallons. 
This  assurance  that  Kentucky  has  escaped  what  threatened  for  a 
time  to  be  a  disastrous  overproduction  is  responsible,  it  is  said,  for 
much  of  the  firmness  of  the  market.  The  small  trading,  even,  is 
regarded  as  a  favorable  sign,  inasmuch  as  it  indicates  that  the  hold- 
ers of  goods  in  bond  are  now  contented  with  their  holdings  and  in- 
stead of  throwing  them  back  on  the  market,  as  fear  of  overproduc- 
tion would  have  caused  them  to  do,  will  keep  them  for  consump- 
tion. 

Altogether  the  trade  is  well  pleased  with  the  outlook,  with  the 
excessive  crop  bugaboo  dispelled  and  with  danger  of  a  solar  plexus 
at  the  hands  of  a  misrepresentative  Legislature  obviated  for  two 
years  more.  Also  the  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  up- 
holding the  validity  of  warehouse  receipts  for  whiskies  in  bond,  a 
decision  which  makes  the  whiskies  in  Kentucky  bonded  warehouses 
now  absolutely  safe  property,  has  strengthened  the  hands  of  the 
whisky  men.  With  real  spring  weather  on  hand  and  the  conse- 
quent impulse  given  to  the  retail  trade,  an  improvement  in  demand 
is  looked  for  and  withdrawals  can  be  expected  to  go  forward  with 
a  splendid  showing  in  the  very  near  future. 

Considerable  interest  is  being  shown  in  the  movement  to  hold 
a  county  option  election  in  Daviess  County,  Ky.,  promoted  by  pro- 
hibitionists who  are  seeking  to  oust  the  saloons  from  the  county 
sceat,  the  city  of  Owensboro.  Petitions  under  the  old  law  had  been 
prepared  to  call  an  election  on  June  6,  but  since  the  passage  of  the 
Frost  bill,  which  changed  the  requirements,  the  promoters  of  the 
election  have  gone  to  work  on  a  new  basis  and  are  expected  later 
to  set  the  date  for  the  election.  It  .was  doubtful  whether  under  the 
old  law  the  promoters  would  have  been  able  to  obtain  signatures 
of  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  voters  in  each  precinct,  but  there  is 
said  to  be  no  doubt  that  they  will  be  able  to  obtain  the  signatures 
of  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  voters  of  the  whole  county. 

Kentucky's  public  men  have  expressed  much  interest  in  statis- 
tics prepared  by  the  National  Model  License  League  during  the  re- 
cent agitation  of  prohibition  measures,  the  statistics  tending  to 
show  that  Kentucky  is  supported  by  the  counties  of  the  State  which 
pay  liquor  licenses.  According  to  the  figures  of  the  Auditor'  of 
Public  Accounts  the  net  revenues  received  by  the  State  from  the 
twenty-six  license  counties  for  the  last  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1913,  were  $1,189,491.46,  whereas  from  the  seventy-six  no-license 
counties  there  was  a  total  deficit  of  $771,494.27.  The  league's  state- 
ment also  i)oints  out  that  the  State's  income  from  the  liquor  inter- 
ests is  greater  than  the  deficit  of  the  seventy-six  no-license  counties. 

Attention  of  the  distillers  of  Kentucky  is  being  given  very 
closely  these  <lays  to  the  United  States  senatorial  campaign,  which 
will  conclude  with  a  State-wide  primary  to  be  held  in  August.  The 
leading  candidates  are  J.  C.  W.  l>cckham,  former  Covernor  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  six  years  ago  Democratic  nominee  for  United  States 
Senator;  Gov.  James  l'>.  McCreary,  and  Congressman  A.  O.  Stan- 
ley of  the  "Steel  Trust"  investigation.  Mr.  Beckham,  who  cham- 
pioned the  cause  of  the  i)r(>hibition  element  six  years  ago,  and  wno 
is  said  to  owe  his  defeat  and  the  election  of  Senator  W.  O.  P)radley, 
Republican,  to  that  espousal,  maintains  the  anti-liquor  attitude. 
Recently  in  opening  his  campaign  he  criticised  Mr.  Stanley  for  not 
having  supported  the  Webb  bill,  expressed  his  cordial  approval  of 
•anti-liquor  legislation  in  Kentucky,  and  pledged  himself  to  the  sup- 
port henceforth  of  prohibition  measures.     Most  of  the  work  of  the 


candidates  will  be  done  before  the  primary,  since,  now  that  the  tlci 
tion  of  Senators  is  State-wide,  it  is  practically  conceded  that  tli 
Democratic  nominee  will  carry  off  the  toga. 

In  addition  to  the  movement  for  a  county  option  election  i 
Daviess  County,  the  prohibition  element  in  the  very  heart  of  tb 
Hluegrass  section  of  the  State  is  trying  to  set  in  motion  a  canipaig 
for  simultaneous  county  option  elections  in  Fayette,  Franklii 
Bourbon  and  Clark  counties.  The  object,  of  course,  is  to  put  th 
saloons  in  the  four  principal  towns  in  those  counties — Lexingtoi 
Frankfort,  Paris  and  Winchester — out  of  business,  and  the  simu 
taneous  elections  are  suggested  in  order  that  opposition  to  th 
"dry"  program  could  not  baSe  arguments  on  the  outcome  of  tf 
elections  in  any  of  the  other  counties.  These  counties  are  adj; 
cent  and  the  cities  are  easily  accessible  to  each  other.  At  preset 
saloons  are  licensed  in  limited  areas,  in  Winchester,  for  instanc 
one  ward  out  of  the  four  being  alone  permitted  to  shelter  saloon 

The  W.  P.  Squibb  Distilling  Company  has  closed  a  contract  wit 
the  J.  R.  Stevens  Company  of  Cincinnati  for  the  erection  of  an  ei 
tirely  new  distillery  plant  and  grain  elevator  at  Lawrenceburj 
Ind.  The  new  plant,  to  be  of  reinforced  concrete  and  brick  coi 
struction,  will  have  no  wood  in  the  entire  structure  except  the  tul): 
The  grain  elevator  will  include  twelve  large  storage  bins  and 
grain  dry^er,  while  the  plant  will  be  electrically  lighted  and  opei 
atcd.  an  individual  unit  to  furnish  the  power.  The  present  plat 
of  the  company  will  be  shut  down  for  five  months  while  the  iic 
is  being  erected. 

William  J.  O'Hearn,  superintendent  of  the  J.  P>.  Wathen  &  lire 
distillery,  is  recovering  at  St.  Joseph's  Infirmary  in  Louisville  froi 
a  surgical  operation  to  which  he  submitted.  Outside  of  busines 
Mr.  O'Hearn  is  a  Democratic  leader,  president  of  the  Kentuck 
Colonels,  a  Democratic  Marching  Club,  and  has  served  for  veai 
either  as  Alderman  or  Councilman. 

The  Bouvier  Specialty  Company  of  Louisville,  which  puts  oi 
"Bouvier's  Buchu  Gin,"  recently  increased  its  capital  stock  froi 
$2.5,000  to  $55,000.  The  growth  of  the  company  is  otherwise  show 
by  the  fact  that  the  company  is  soon  to  leave  its  old  plant  at  Eight 
and  Main  streets  and  occupy  a  new  plant  which  it  is  building  i 
the  lower  part  of  the  city,  at  which  it  will  enjoy  direct  railroad  coi 
iicctions  not  available  at  the  present  stand  on  Main  street. 

Ludlow  F.  Petty,  former  Internal  Revenue.  Collector  for  tli 
I'^ifth  District  of  Kentucky,  with  head(|uarters  at  Louisville,  wli 
recently  became  general  agent  of  the  Green  River  Distilling  Con 
pany  of  Owensboro,  Ky.,  will  shortly  be  permanently  located  i 
one  of  the  big  consuming  markets.  He  has  already  made  ai 
hit  with  the  trade. 

The  Bernheim  Distilling  Company,  which  for  several  vears| 
been  conducting  a  house  organ,  a  newsy  publication  with  the 
"American  Common  Sense,"  is  more  than  satisfied  with  the  re 
it  is  getting  from  the  venture.

CALIFORNIA  CIVIC  LEAGUE  WOMEN  LAUGH  ATI 
PROHIBITION. 

"Bryanize  the  vineyards  of  California,"  was  the  advice  of 
Howard  H.  Russell  of  Ohio,  founder  of  the  Anti-Saloon  Leas 
.America,  in  the  course  of  a  debate  on  State-wide  prohibition 
the  San  Francisco  Center  of  the  California  Civic  League  at  t 
Palace  Hotel  yesterday.  Rev.  Russell  suggested  seriously  tli 
grape  juice  could  be  manufactured  instead  of  wine,  if  ])roliil)iti 
became  effective.  His  argument  was  greeted  with  laughter.- 
Francisco  "Bulletin,"  April  19, 
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REV.  F.  E.  J.  LLOYD  ESPOUSES  THE  CAUSE  OF 
PERSONAL  LIBERTY. 


Kev.  Dr.  F.  E.  J.  Lloyd  of  Grace  Church,  Chicago,  has  become 
cme  of  the  leading  advocates  ofHhe  liquor  traffic  in  the  United  States. 
'Iliis  clergyman  is  a  represe.ntative  of  the  theological  men  having 
the  highest  training.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Oxford  University.  Be- 
cause of  his  moral  courage  in  speaking  in  favor  of  the  liquor  traffic 
in  these  days  when  the  most  exalted  politicians  wilt  under  the  men- 
ace of  prohibition  the  liberal  element  of  Illinois  accepted  Dr.  Lloyd 
as  their  champion  and  elected  him  by  an  overwhelming  vote  to  the 
( ieneral  .Assembly  of  Illinois.  This  was  after  the  clergyman  had  been 
(iffered  and  had  declined  elevation  to  the  Bishopric  of  the  Diocese 
'f  Oregon.  Dr.  Lloyd  appears  to  be  an  example  of  that  ancient 
lule  which  causes  revolts  against  systems  of  despotism  to  come 
from  within.  When  nearly  all  the  clergymen  of  this  nation  are  ar- 
rayed in  favor  of  prohibition.  Dr.  Lloyd  springs  from  their  midst 
with  the  banner  of  revolt  in  hand.  It  reminds  one  of  the  story  of 
Bolivar  in  Venezuela,  Hidalgo  in  Mexico  and  Lincoln  in  the  United 
States.  One  of  the  class  favored  by  a  new  system  of  despotism  is 
enabled,  because  of  his  exceptional  intellectual  development,  to 
comprehend  the  full  iniquity  of  the  system  and,  depending  on  the 
strength  of  his  conscience,  starts  the  rebellion  which  puts  an  end 
to  the  despotism.     Such  is  the  case  of  Dr.  Lloyd. 

The  following  is  part  of  the  speech  delivered  by  Dr.  Lloyd  at  a 
recent  dinner  given  by  the  Manufacturers'  and  Dealers'  Associa- 
tion of  America  in  the  Hotel  Sherman,  Chicago: 

"The  liquor  question  will  displace  the  currency  and  tariff  ques- 
tion in  public  thought.  The  question  will  have  to  be  settled.  Pro- 
hibition forms  part  of  the  program  of  hysteria  from  which  the 
United  States  is  suffering  today.  It  is  a  question  not  only  immi- 
nent but  present. 

"The  incipient  insanity  and  chronic  unreason  of  the  campaign 
must  be  met  with  wholesome  intelligence  and  robust  mentality.  The 
church  is  not  against  alcohol.  The  stuff  is  one  of  the  crowning 
glories  of  creation.  It  was  conceived  in  the  mind  of  God  and  then 
called  into  l^eing  by  His  mighty  power. 

"At  this  time  comes  that  thing  Hobson — he  who  deified  kissing 
■ — and  with  the  utmost  disloyalty  of  spirit  toward  the  constitution 
presents  a  bill  to  make  prohibition  a  federal  issue. 

'"The  trouble  is  that  he  has  infected  so  large  a  number  of  sane 
persons  with  the  poison  he  himself  exhales. 

"The  prohibition  movement  in  the  United  States  is  but  a  part 
of  a  great  wave  of  hysteria  rolling  over  the  country.  This  hyster- 
ical reaction  is  to  me  an  evidence  of  inchoate  insanity  and  chronic 
unreason.  Alcohol  is  one  of  God's  good  creatures,  created  for  the 
use  of  man.  It  alone  satisfies  the  almost  universal  natural  desire 
for  a  stimulant.  Throughout  the  Bible  we  find  not  one  syllable  in 
condemnation  of  its  use  albeit  it  contains  much  for  its  abuse.  Not 
one  thing  that  grows,  whether  grass,  fruit,  cereal,  leaf,  tree  or  veg- 
etable, but  enshrines  alcohol — a  universal  benefactor.  Christ, 
Himself,  performed  His  first  and  one  of  His  greatest  miracles  at  a 
wedding  feast  that  the  wedding  party  might  be  happy  and  inspired 
with  the  true  spirit  of  festivity  and  joyfulness.  He  began  His  pub- 
lic ministry  in  attendance  upon  a  scene  of  merriment  and  jollity. 
When  the  wine  was  all  consumed  He  supplied  more — much  more 
and  of  good  quality.  From  that  time  until  the  close  of  His  earthly 
ministry  He  was  watched  and  criticised  by  his  foes.  They  declared 
Him  to  be  a  glutton  and  a  drunkard,  the  friend  of  publicans  and 
sinners,  proving  conclusively  that  He  must  have  been  seen  to  drink 
wine  with  those  He  met.  At  the  conclusion  of  His  earthly  ministry 
He  instituted  a  sacrament  in  memory  of  Him  to  be  used  by  those 
who  believed  in  and  followed  Him — and  He  made  it  out  of  bread 
and  wine.  Drunkenness  and  drunkards  are  codemned  in  the  Bible, 
but  no  where  is  wine  condemned — only  its  abuse. 

"The  greatest  and  most  enlightened  nations  of  the  world  are  the 
greatest  users  of  alcohol.  There  is  one  nation  where  complete  pro- 
hibition prevails  and  it  is  the  most  degraded  nation  on  the  face  of 
the  earth.  That  nation  is  Turkey.  It  is  poverty-stricken,  degraded 
and  its  people  are  the  most  lustful  in  existence.  The  best  educated 
men  have  always  had  scant  respect  for  prohibition  as  a  remedy  for 
drunkenness.  It  has  proved  to  be  a  disastrous  failure  wherever  in- 
voked. You  can  vote  a  town  or  country  dry  but  you  cannot  vote 
a  man  dry.     The  entire  movement  is  the  greatest  existing  menace 


tu  the  common  welfare.  It  will  only  increase  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  alcoholic  liijuor,  if  not  legally  then  illegally;  it  will  create 
more  and  more  drunkards,  will  make  hypocrisy  rampant,  and  it  will 
go  far  in  destroying  the  character  of  the  American  constitution.  If 
a  national  prohibitory  law  were  created,  then  this  nation  would  have 
to  rewrite  its  national  anthem.  It  will  never  be  done  if  we  will  but 
awaken  the  nation  to  its  peril  and  force  a  sharp  return  to  reason 
and  sanity." 


Chautauqua  and  Erie  Grape  Crop. — The  "Grape  Belt"  of  Dun- 
kirk, New  York,  announces  that  the  total  output  of  the  Chautauqua 
and  Erie  grape  section  during  1913  was  3,957  cars,  valued  at  $2,- 
088,590.  As  the  total  crop  of  1912  was  7,528  cars,  the  1913  output, 
judged  by  cars,  was  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  crop  of  the 
previous  year,  but  as  the  carload  minimum  in  1912  and  previously 
was  12  tons,  while  in  1913  it  was  10  tons,  the  size  of  the  1913  crop, 
as  compared  with  that  of  the  1912  crop,  was  considerably  less  than 
fifty  per  cent.  Of  the  amount  of  cars  produced  in  1913,  2,207  were 
used  for  wine  and  grape  juice. 


German  Wine  Yield  in  1913  Unsatisfactory. — Advices  from  Ber- 
lin are  to  the  effect  that  the  year  1913  was  very  unsatisfactory  for 
German  vineyardists.  In  nearly  all  sections  the  production  of  wine 
was  much  less  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  yield  of  the  previous  year. 
Many  districts  produced  only  one-twentieth  of  a  normal  yield. 
Wurtemberg  and  Baden  produced  no  wine  at  all.  No  compensa- 
tion was  made  through  improved  quality,  the  wine,  as  a  rule,  being 
very  poor.  Most  of  the  wine  of  1913  is  very  inferior  due  to  abnor- 
mal acidity.  The  poor  results  of  the  year  was  owing  to  the  un- 
usually unfavorable  spring  and  summer.  There  was  heavy  frost 
in  the  latter  part  of  May  and  considerable  damage  was  done.  In 
July  and  August  there  were  frequent  cold  rains  which  prevented  de- 
velopment and  caused  various  grape  diseases.  If  it  were  not  for 
warm  weather  in  September  the  crop  in  all  districts  would  have 
been  an  utter  failure.  German  viticulturists  are  glad  that  1913  has 
gone  into  the  past. 
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Theodore  Bell's  Able  Arraignment  of  Prohibition 


THEODORE  BELL,  the  leader  of  the  Democratic  party  of 
California,  has  the  courage  that  goes  with  moral  uprighteous- 
ness.  Unlike  a  great  many  other  prominent  men,  he  does  not 
hesitate  to  fight  on  the  side  of  justice,  no  matter  what  the  odds 
against  him  may  be.  It  has  been  due  to  him  that  the  Democratic 
party  of  California  has  gone  on  record  against  prohibition.  He  has 
brought  to  his  party  credit  that  will  endure  a  long  time  in  this 
State  since,  thanks  to  him,  that  party  has  asserted  itself  to  be  un- 
compromisingly against  prohibition. 

In  a  debate  before  the  California  Civic  League  at  the  Palace 
Hotel  in  San  Francisco  on  the  16th  of  April,  Theodore  Bell  defeated 
the  prohibitionist  preachers  overwhelmingly.  During  the  debate 
there  was  a  verbal  clash  when  Rev.  Hutsinpillar  accused  Bell  of 
having  opposed  the  Wiley  local  option  bill. 

"You  are  absolutely  wrong,"  was  Bell's  reply,  and  after  some 
rather  heated  exchanges  the  clergyman  admitted  that  he  might  be 
in  error. 

To  Rev.  Bane's  suggestion  that  the  wine  industry  be  converted 
into  a  grape  juice  industry,  Bell  replied : 

"When  you  come  here  with  any  such  joke  as  the  substitution  of 
grape  juice  for  wine  it  is  all  rot  and  an  insult  to  the  intelligence  of 
your  audience." 

During  the  course  of  his  discourse  Bell  said :  "I  will  not  defend 
the  wine  interests  on  technical,  sentimental  or  legal  grounds,  but  I 
shall  defend  them  upon  moral  grounds.  Neither  Rev.  Bane  nor 
any  other  man  can  tell  me  with  any  hope  that  I  shall  believe  them 
that  the  cultivation  of  grapes  is  immoral.  We  have  encouraged  and 
fostered  by  legislative  appropriations  the  growing  of  grapes  in  this 
State.  When  Rev.  Bane  came  to  the  Legislature  he  did  not  ask 
for  prohibition.  He  wanted  local  option  and  disclaimed  any  idea 
of  State-wide  prohibition. 

"This  movement  has  been  imported  here  by  men  who  have  made 

a  failure  of  it  in  their  own  States.     Rev.  Russell  should  be  in  Ohio 

.working  to  get  for  his  own  State  what  he  wants  you  to  have.     If 

State-wide  prohibition  is  such  a  good  thing,  why  don't  you  adopt 

it  in  Ohio,  Rev.  Russell? 

"We  have  established  a  viticultural   department  in  our  State 
University  and  we  have  sent  our  boys  and  girls  there  to  teach  them 
that  the  raising  of  grapes  was  an  honorable  vocation." 
Bell's  Great  Speech  at  Fresno. 

When  the  Fresno  County  Grape  Growers'  Protective  Associa- 
tion was  formally  organized  at  Fresno  on  the  18th  of  April  Theo- 
dore Bell  delivered  an  oration  which  showed  how  efifectively  he  can 
put  the  prohibitionists  completely  on  the  defensive  and  reduce  their 
defense  to  puerile  helplessness.  Following  are  some  of  the  pointed 
arguments  of  his  trenchant  speech : 

"The  prohibitionists  have  utterly  failed  to  advance  a  single  argument 
that  will  justify  the  destruction  of  an  acre  of  vineyard  in  California.  It  is 
not  sufficient  for  them  to  point  out  the  evils  of  intemperance.  Everybody 
admits  that  drunkenness  not  only  should  be  condemned,  but  if  possible  de- 
stroyed;  but   it  does  not  necessarily  follow  that   State-wide   prohibition   is 

■  either  an  intelligent  or  an  effective  remedy  for  intemperance.  It  is  one 
thing  to  recognize  the  existence  of  an  evil  and  quite  another  thing  to  find 
and  apply  a  remedy.     We  always  find  somebody  peddling  around  a  cure-all 

■  for  every  social  ill. 

"Prohibition  is  a  sort  of  patent  medicine  guaranteed  by  its  promoters 
to  heal  not  only  intemperance,  but  also  murder,  arson,  wife-beating  and 
all  other  crimes,  weaknesses,  failings  and  shortcomings  of  the  human  race. 
Prohibition  has  grown  into  an  industry  far  beyond  the  infant  stage.  Judg- 
ing it  by  the  standards  that  must  be  applied  to  every  institution,  it  has  lit- 
tle to  be  proud  of  in  the  field  of  actual  achievement.  It  has  been  tried  and 
abandoned  in  more  States  than  arc  now  in  the  prohibition  column.  Nine 
States  are  now  nominally  prohibition,  while  fifteen  have  given  it  a  fair  trial 
and  then  voted  it  a  failure.  After  a  hundred  years  of  prohibition  agitation 
in  the  United  Stato  it  stands  condemned  as  unsound,  unscientific,  imprac- 
tical and  not  workable.  The  States  that  have  abandoned  prohibition  have 
done  so  because  history  and  experience  have  absolutely  proved  that  the 
liquor  question  is  a  local  one  and  must  be  handled  the  same  as  every  other 
local  problem,  that  is,  by  the  people  of  each  community. 

"The  prohibitionists  are  either  wilfully  dishonest  or  absolutely  ignorant 
k   when   they   talk  about  our  converting  the    wine   grapes  of   California   into 


Kraiie  juice;  but  whether  in  good  or  bad  faith  they  cannot  be  too  severely 
condemned  for  palpable  misstatements  which  could  be  avoided  by  sliglit' 
investigation.  They  began  very  early  in  the  game  to  invent  specious  argu- 
ments for  destroying  the  wine  industry  of  California.  With  almost  Phar- 
isaical piety  they  solemnly  proclaim  that  grape  juice  can  be  made  in  the 
place  of  wine  and  at  a  greater  profit.  The  least  examination  of  the  subject 
carried  on  with  an  honest  intention  to  ascertain  the  truth,  would  have  dis- 
closed to  them  the  utter  folly  of  such  an  assumption.  You  can't  sell  one- 
fourth  of  one  per  cent  of  the  juice  of  our  wine  grapes  in  its  unfermentcd 
state.  A  few  hundred  acres  of  vines  would  supply  the  entire  demand.  We 
would  have  a  whole  lot  more  respect  for  the  prohibitionists  if  they  would 
come  right  out  and  say  that  they  proposed  to  destroy  the  grape  industry 
of  California  for  the  good  of  humanity.  To  take  away  a  man's  property 
and  at  the  same  time  attempt  to  persuade  him  and  the  by-standers  that  you 
are  doing  it  for  his  own  commercial  good,  certainly  shows  that  the  nerve 
of  the  prohibitionists  needs  no  artificial  stimulant. 

"I  am  sure  that  the  enfranchised  women  of  California  will  not  permit 
themselves  to  be  aflfected  by  passionate  appeals  that  are  calculated  to  con- 
fuse the  issue  and  to  prevent  calm  and  open  minded  consideration  of  a 
great  economic  question.  Let  me  remind  the  people  of  this  State  that 
these  outside  State-wide  prohibition  agitators  come  from  scenes  of  failure 
to  pastures  new  and  green.  Instead  of  exploiting  California  with  its  great 
wine  industry  at  stake,  why  do  they  not  remain  at  home  and  persevere  in 
their  divine  mission  on  familiar  ground,  if  they  can't  succeed  there,  where 
few  if  any  grapes  are  grown,  how  can  they  hope  for  success  here,  outside 
of  harvesting  a  goodly  crop  of  contributions  from  this  virgin  field?  I  can 
almost  hear  the  anti-saloon  league  of  California  saying  'Amen'  to  the  cor- 
dial invitation  that  I  extend  to  the  imported  prohibitionist  to  go  back  home 
and  there  achieve  some  respectable  measure  of  success  in  State-wide  pro- 
hibition before  he  attempts  to  reverse  our  settled  policy,  older  even  than 
the  State  itself,  of  fostering  and  encouraging  grape  growing  and  wine  mak- 
ing on  California's  golden  soil;  but  if  he  still  persists  in  remaining  here  and 
asserting  that  the  thousands  of  good  men  and  women  who  till  the  vine  clad 
hills  and  valleys  of  California  are  engaged  in  an  immoral  pursuit  and  are 
doing  the  devil's  work,  then  I  want  to  say  to  him  that  the  grape  industry 
is  as  honest,  as  decent,  as  respectable  and  as  moral  as  the  prohibition  in- 
dustry, and  I  am  willing  to  pit  the  character  of  the  one  against  the  com- 
mercialism of  the  other  on  any  rostrum  in  my  native  State."

Opposes  Prohibition 


Our  purpose  in  differing  from  Mr.  Penclell's  statement  is  not  by 
any  means  to  encourage  the  use  of  alcohol,  but  merely  to  set  him 
straight  upon  a  well-known  fact  of  current  history. — Portland 
"Oregonian."' 


Mr.  H.  F.  Stoll,  secretary  of  the  California  Grape  Protective 
Association,  while  in  Los  Angeles  during  the  first  week  of  April, 
received  from  Mr.  James  Madison,  vice-president  and  general  man- 
ager of  the  California  Associated  Raisin  Company,  the  following 
letter: 

Seeing  that  you  are  to  address  the  public  throughout  the  State 
on  the  question  that  will  be  brought  before  them  at  the  next  elec- 
tion in  reference  to  voting  the  State  dry,  I  wish  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  eflfect  this  will  have  on  the  raisin  industry,  which  as  you 
know,  involves  a  much  greater  value  than  the  grapes  that  are  used 
for  wine  purposes. 

The  acreage  planted  for  raisin  purposes  is  practically  twice  as 
great  as  for  wine,  and  it  would  appear  that  you  should  not  fail  to 
impress  that  upon  the  voter  of  the  State,  that  they  are  jeopardizing 
that  very  extensive  and  valuable  industry,  in  an  indirect  way.  So 
few  realize  this  unless  properly  explained  to  them.  The  raisins  are 
mainly  made  from  the  Muscat  grapes  and  what  is  known  as  second 
crop  Muscats  are  now  practically  all  used  for  distilling  into  brandy. 
If  brandy  cannot  be  manufactured,  it  would  mean  at  least  25,000 
tons  more  of  raisins  annually.  The  Feherzagos,  Malagas,  Rose  of 
Peru,  and  Palermino  and  perhaps  other  varieties  will  go  into 
rains,  and  naturally  if  the  grower  of  these  varieties  of  grapes  could 
not  sell  them  to  the  wineries,  they  would  dry  them  and  take  what- 
ever they  would  bring,  and  being  inferior  quality  as  a  raisin,  the 
lower  price  would  eventually  drive  every  raisin  producer  out  of 
business.  There  is  now  enough  Muscats,  Thompson  seedless  and 
the  regular  varieties  of  raisin  grapes  grown  to  produce  all  the 
raisins  that  can  be  consumed  in  the  United  States,  and  therefore  it 
would  not  alone  compel  the  grower  of  wine  grapes,  but  also  the 
raisin  varieties,  to  pull  out  their  vines  until  such  a  point  was  reached 
that  the  over-production  of  raisins  would  be  stopped.  This  would 
most  seriously  affect  the  district  where  grapes  are  grown  and  that 
is  the  principal  part  of  this  State.  The  direct  loss  would  be  so 
enormous  that  it  would  certainly  be  a  catastrophe;  the  indirect  loss 
may  even  be  greater. 

The  beauty  of  our  vineyards  is  one  of  the  great  advertising  at- 
tractions that  this  State  has  and  that  should  never  be  forgotten. 

I  know  that  you  will  appreciate  my  statement  and  I  know  you 
will  state  these  facts  to  the  public  as  they  really  exist.  I  cannot 
believe  that  the  belief  some  people  have  will  lead  them  so  far  as  to 
destroy  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  property  accumulated  by  the 
farmers  during  almost  a  lifetime,  and  then  not  accomplishing  any 
particular  good.  The  person  who  desires  to  drink  will  get  it  in 
some  shape  or  other.

This  should  serve  as  a  convincing  argument  that  the  interests 
of  the  raisin  growers  and  wine  men  are  identical  in  tins  campaign. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  grape  growers  of  Fresno  County 
will  vigorously  oppose  the  prohibition  movement.  Under  the  man- 
agerial guidance  of  Mr.  Stoll  it  may  be  expected  that  the  grape 
growers  of  California  will  present  a  solid  front  against  the  forces 
of  destruction. 

Mr.  Madison's  letter  was  written  at  a  time  when  it  would  do 
the  most  good  for  the  cause  of  industry  and  liberty  in  California. 


ALCOHOLISM  AND  STERILITY. 


Mr.  Pendcll  stated  explicitly,  as  we  understood  him,  that  the 
low  French  birth  rate  was  caused  by  alcohol.  Two  hostile  facts 
confront  him.  In  the  first  place,  the  French  peasants,  among  whom 
race  suicide  is  most  disheartening,  are  not  excessive  users  of  al- 
cohol. In  the  second  place,  they  are  notorious  practicers  of  pre- 
ventive devices.  Mr.  Pendell  seems  to  question  this.  He  says 
that  "preventive  devices  are  not  particularly  prevalent  in  France 
or  other  countries  among  the  poor."  The  truth  is  that  they  arc 
extremely  prevalent  among  the  French  peasants. 

Nobody  who  has  read  Zola's  novels  would  think  of  doubting 
this  circumstance.  Indeed,  it  is  one  of  the  main  cries  through  all 
French  reformatory  literature  and  has  been  for  twenty  years.  Stale 
and  church  have  combined  their  influences  in  vain  to  induce  the 
thrifty  but  ob.stinate  peasants  to  cease  their  preventive  measures. 


DESERT  WASTES. 


Bethink  you  of  a  land  where  nothing  grows,  where  the  luingrx 
hordes  live  in  cities,  where  the  armies  of  unemployed  are  laying 
things  to  the  torch,  where  rapine  and  murder  and  irresponsibility 
hold  absolute  sway  and  you  have  a  picture  of  the  curse  prohibition, 
if  successful,  will  be  to  California  and  Californians — and  the  pic- 
ture is  in  no  way  overdrawn. 

Let  the  dry  law  pass  and  these  great  areas  of  smiling  vineclad 
hills  will  look  as  though  the  phyloxera  had  held  uncontrolled  swav. 
The  smug  hypocrite  who  sits  in  his  office  or  who  howls  his  bigot 
objurgations  from  the  pulpit  or  the  political  platform  will  tell  you 
that  these  good  citizens  who  live  by  the  grape  and  the  wine  thereof 
may  go  into  some  other  line  of  production.  They  may  plant  wal- 
nut trees  that  take  ten  years  to  bear,  they  may  take  to  the  l')artlett 
pear  and  its  blight,  they  may  wait  five  years  for  the  trees  to  bear, 
they  may  take  the  first  best  bet  and  go  to  peaches  and  its  three 
years  before  the  crop  is  sufficient  to  pay  interest  on  the  investment 
in  cash  and  labor,  and  they  may  do  this  on  what  they've  saved. 

And  these  "dry"  bigots,  these  smug  reformers  are  telling  these 
good  red-blooded  people  that  they  must  give  up  all  they  haw 
struggled  for  to  the  end  that  all  may  be  guarded  against  drunken 
ness,  against  the  sins  of  the  infrequent  drunkard,  that  all  may  be 
lowered  to  the  level  of  the  bibulous  weakling,  that  California  may 
be  enrolled  in  their  league  of  long-faced  calamity  howlers  and  they 
are  telling  the  farmers  this  in  the  face  of  three  dry  years  when  half 
and  one-third  crops  were  the  rule.  They  are  asking  them  to  begin 
all  over  again.  They  take  no  note  of  the  pinch  of  poverty  the 
woman  of  the  farm  has  felt,  the  hard  work,  the  grinding  wrinkle- 
making  grubbing  toil  of  the  father  and  the  son  but  that  their  big- 
otry and  fanaticism  may  be  satisfied  they  are  willing  to  make 
countless  thousands  suffer  practical  confiscation  of  their  holdings.

The  blight  of  prohibition 
hits  in  every  direction,  it  maims  and  cripples  commerce  in  remote 
sections,  it  hurts  the  lumber  man,  it  hits  the  windmill  man,  it  swat| 
the  maker  of  the  gasoline  engine,  it  hits  the  dry  goods  merchan 
and  the  hardware  dealer. 

This  is  a  matter  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  San  Francisc 
should  go  on  record  about.  It  is  high  time  that  these  so-calle 
reformatory  measures,  entailing  loss  on  all  concerned,  receive 
proper  attention  from  the  great  commercial  body  of  San  Frati 
Cisco. 

We  do  not  want  and  do  not  need  a  prohibition  law.     The  Sta^ 
of  California  was  not  brought  into  existence  for  the  purpose  of  es 
ploitation  by  the  powers  of  gloom  and  despair.     California  is  tl 
land  of  the  grape,  the  land  of  sunshine,  fruit  and  flowers,  of  happl 
ness  and  freedom.     Let  it  remain  so.     Let  us  lure  prosperity, 
have  enough  of  the  luring  of  disaster  and  hard  times  by  ])roscnp 
tive    laws.     Let    us    take    timely    action.     Kill    the  germ  before 
reaches  the  vine  and  blights  the  vineyards.     Let  us  go  on  record

This  section  has  1)eeii  both  surprised  and  elated  over  the  suc- 
cess of  the  liberals  all  through  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  and  partic- 
ularly in  the  region  about  Fresno.  Grape  men  feel  confident  that 
the  people  of  this  vast  basin  will  stand  with  them  in  the  coming 
struggle  against  prohibition  injustice. 

Lemoore  and  Hanford  vied  with  each  other  in  rolling  up  ma- 
jorities for  wetness.  The  Fresno  "Republican"  is  still  trying  to 
figure  out  how  the  results  were  brought  about.  This  paper  is  pub- 
lishing editorials  under  the  caption  "Election  Inquest,"  not  being 
a1)le  to  comprehend  that  inquests  are  held  only  over  dead  things 
and  not  over  those  which  come  to  life.  However,  post  mortems 
are  the  last  resource  of  prohibitionists.  One  way  or  another,  their 
activities  always  end  in  those  affairs.  The  "Republican"  in  its 
final  inquest  comes  to  the  following  conclusion: 

"The  wets  have  always  contended  that  a  dry  town  and  business 
depression  go  together.  Towns  that  went  dry  at  the  last  election 
had  apparent  verification  of  these  dismal  predictions."

The  Kirby  Distilling  Company  of  Fresno  has  secured  a  loan  of 
$55,000  from  the  Wells,  Fargo-Xevada  National  Bank.  The  deed 
of  trust  covers  brandy  distilleries  at  Fowler  and  Selma. 

Four  saloonmen  of  Fresno  are  mourning  losses  of  $24.50  in 
money  and  merchandise  as  a  result  of  forgeries.  The  checks  were 
made  out  in  the  name  of  the  Visalia  Creamery. 


WINE  GRAPES  AND  GRAPE  JUICE. 


\Miile  no  one  acquainted  with  the  facts  will  admit  that  the 
grape  juice  industry  in  California  can  ever  attain  such  proportions 
that  it  can  absorb  the  State's  entire  wine  grape  product,  or  any 
consideral)le  part  of  it,  manufacturers  should  continue  their  e.vperi- 
ments  in  the  hope  of  developing  this  branch  of  viniculture.  The 
grape  juice  industry  has  attained  enormous  proportions  in  the 
East.  So  large  has  the  demand  grown  that  it  is  asserted  that  the 
biggest  portion  of  the  tonnage  of  Eastern  table  grapes  formerly  sent 
to  the  auction  markets  for  table  use,  is  now  sold  to  grape  juice 
plants,  thereby  creating  a  much  better  market  in  the  East  for  Cali- 
fornia shipping  grapes. 

There  is  no  denying  the  fact  that  if  the  grape  juice  industry  in 
California  could  be  widely  expanded,  the  wine  market  would  be 
very  much  improved.  Wine  manufacturers  declare  that  the  enor- 
mous amount  of  wine  produced  in  California  is  one  reason  for  low 
wine  grape  prices.  The  market,  they  say,  is  more  or  less  limited 
because  there  is  so  much  competition  with  imported  wines.  It  is 
quite  possible  that  the  grape  juice  industry  could  be  so  developed 
as  to  divert  a  suflScient  tonnage  of  wine  grapes  from  the  wineries 
to  insure  better  prices  for  the  remainder.  Healthy  competition 
between  wine  and  grape  juice  manufacturers  would  also  result, 
and  it  would  in  time  become  possible  to  extend  the  acreage  of  wine 
grape  vineyards. — Fresno  "Herald."

GRAPE  JUICE  INSTEAD  OF  WINE. 


Just  to  show  how  simple-minded  some  prohibitionists  are.  the 
following  communication  of  Parker  Talbot  of  Clovis  to  the  "Pa- 
cific Rural  Press"  is  reproduced  : 

"It  seems  to  me  the  grape  growers,  who  are  making  big  plants 
for  a  campaign  to  keep  this  State  from  being  voted  dry  are  really 
wasting  a  lot  of  time  and  money.  For  even  though  they  should  win 
at  the  next  election  they  will  just  be  putting  off  the  inevitable. 

"I  don't  see  why  they  should  not  turn  their  attention  to  the 
manufacture  of  grape  juice.  For  grape  juice  as  a  beverage  offers 
a  chance  to  build  up  a  far  greater  demand  for  it  than  could  ever  be 
done  with  wine — because  the  former  can  be  drunk  by  everyone, 
men,  women  and  children  and  no  one  contends  that  it  is  not  hene- 
ficial^while  the  latter  even  if  not  harmful  in  moderate  quantities 
always  has  the  danger  line  to  contend  with  and  once  it  is  crossed, 
the  transgressor  usually  makes  others  suffer  with  him. 

"I  believe  if  the  grape  growers  would  let  the  prohibition  move- 
ment take  care  of  it.self  and  begin  by  turning  a  winery  in  each  dis- 
trict into  a  grape  juice  plant  an<l  inaugurate  a  campaign  advertising 
it  as  a  beverage,  they  could  soon  build  up  a  demand  for  grape  juice 
that  would  take  care  of  the  grape  crop  better  than  the  wine  industry 
can  he  expected  to  do  it. 


"The  I'air  at  .San  Francisco  would  be  a  great  opportunity  to  put 
grape  juice  before  the  public. 

"There  is  no  prejudice  to  break  down  in  coaxing  people  to  drink 
grape  juice." 

The  "Pacific  Rural  Press"  answers  Mr.  Talbot  as  follows:  "The 
wineries  are  already  making  grape  juice  and  one  of  the  largest  con- 
cerns is  advertising  it  in  every  possible  way.  It  is  no  simple  mat- 
ter to  make  a  substitution  of  products.  We  do  not  care  to  carry 
a  discussion  of  the  prohibition  question,  but  as  you  have  started  it 
give  it  one  shot  under  our  rule  and  we  shall  allow  the  wine  interest 
also  to  make  its  declaration." 

The  paper  then  publishes  in  full  the  resolutions  recently  adopted 
by  the  California  Grape  Protective  Association,  and  concludes  with : 
"We  do  not  desire  discussion  of  this  matter.  It  has  other  revenues 
of  publicity  and  we  have  too  many  other  things  to  give  space  ti>. 
Let  each  reader  thresh  this  out  for  himself." 

Most  sensible  people  feel,  like  the  editor  of  the  "Pacific  Rural 
Press,"  that  it  is  useless  to  try  to  educate  prohibitionists,  and  giv( 
up  the  task  to  save  their  time. 


CALIFORNIA'S   GREAT  CATHOLIC  PAPER  OPPOSES

Reason  tells  us  that  the  very  thing  for  which  the  prohibitionist 
cries  so  loudly  is  not,  in  reality,  what  he  wants  at  all.  To  end  the 
misery  wrought  by  intemperance  is  the  aim  in  view.  But  intem- 
perance is  the  evil.  Then  it  is  Intemperance  that  should  be  re- 
moved. And  Intemperance  never  was  and  never  will  be  done  away 
with  by  the  forcible  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  liquor.  This  is  proven 
beyond  dispute.  We  must  go  further  and  deeper  and  nearer  home 
than  the  liquor  dealer  to  remove  the  liquor  evil.  We  must  go  to 
the  liquor  drinker.

He  will  get  his  liquor  illicitly  if  he 
cannot  get  it  lawfully. — San  Francisco  Monitor.

NEW  YORK  TRADE  NOTES. 


I'he  chicanery  and  charlatanism  of  ^prohibition  preachers  find 
•x]ne.ssion  in  one  way  through  the  application  of  the  vvoid  '"Doc- 
or  in  connection  with  their  names.  Preachers  arc  making  an 
issct  of  this  word  under  purely  false  pretenses.  The  word  when 
M  il  in  the  United  States  is  generally  understood  to  apply  to  men 
)f  the  medical  profession  only.  Never  is  it  understood  by  the 
)ublic  to  mean  a  clergyman.  The  adoption  of  the  word  by  the 
Meachers  of  prohibition  as  a  title  has  been  solely  for  the  purpose 
)1  making  the  public  look  upon  them  as  scientific  men.  Custom 
nakes  it  evident  that  men  who  call  themselves  Rev.  Dr.  Aked,  Rev. 
3r.  Gander,  etc.,  are  fakirs  purely  and  simply.  A  doctor  of  di- 
rinity  in  the  United  States  is'  always  understood  to  be  a  reverend 
nister.  In  Spanish  speaking  countries  the  word  doctor  is  applied 
o  lawyers  and  medical  men  alike,  but  never  to  clergymen.  Custom 
las  estaljlished  the  right  of  medical  men  only  to  carry  this  title  in 
he  L'nited  States  and  of  lawyers  and  medical  men  to  carry  it  in  the 
est  of  .America.  In  no  case  has  any  clergyman,  who  is  not  a  bona 
ide  medical  man  or  lawyer,  entitled  by  right  of  custom  to  call  him- 
elf  a  doctor. 

It  is  time  that  this  piece  of  charlatanism  should  be  condemned, 
'reachers  of  prohibition  are  acquiring  a  great  'deal  of  prestige 
hrough  it.  This  prestige,  while  based  on  falsehood,  is  still  pres- 
ige.  The  PACIFIC  WINE,  BREWING  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW 
/ill  hereafter  in  no  case  use  the  word  "Doctor"  in  connection  with 
clergyman,  excepting  to  expose  the  charlatanism  of  the  term.  It 
i  to  be  hoped  that  other  trade  journals  will  do  likewise. 


There  ase  practically  no  new  transactions  in  whiskies  except- 
ing to  fill  immediate  requirements.     The  market  is  stagnant. 

All  classes  of  business  are  in  a  depressed  condition.  This  af- 
fects the  liquor  trade. 

Lower  prices  prevail  for  Kentucky  Bourbons  of  the  younger 
ages,  from  '10s  down. 

It  is  noted  that  production  is  being  kept  down.  There  is  no 
tendency  on  the  part  of  distillers  to  increase  supplies.  There  will 
be  substantial  decreases  during  the  coming  four  months.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  a  conservative  policy  has  been  adopted  by  the  distillers, 
and  the  result  will  be  that  the  .surplus  of  the  last  few  years  will 
prove  less  burdensome.  Low  prices  should  further  increase  con- 
sumption and  relieve  the  situation. 

Eastern  ryes  continue  on  a  satisfactory  basis.  Prices  remain 
firm  in  spite  of  an  indifferent  trade.  Production  is  well  regulated 
and  the  consumption  is  good. 

There  has  been  a  falling  oiT  in  the  demand  for  spirits  and  al- 
cohol, but  prices  are  maintained.  The  dullness  of  the  trade  is  due 
to  the  general  depression. 


Hanford  Wine  Company  Incorporates. — The  Hanford  Wine 
onii)an\-  was  incor])orate(l  at  Hanford  during  the  latter  part  of 
pril.  The  directors  are  A.  P.  Gomes,  John  Hengeland,  William 
ampbell  and  J.  J.  Ryan.    The  center  of  operations  is  at  Hanford. 


Wine  Men  Profiting  by  Reduction  of  Freight  Rates. — Wine 
men  of  California  are  profiting  greatly  by  the  reduction  of  freight 
rates  on  wine  to  New  York  recently  made  by  the  Southern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company.  The  reduction  following  close  on  the  an- 
nouncement of  a  market  of  6,000,000  gallons  of  dry  wines  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  Treasury  ruling  on  the  so-called  Ohio  wines,  means  that 
the  industry  will  be  placed  upon  a  more  profitable  basis  than  ever 
before.  For  months  an  eflfort  has  been  made  by  the  wine  men  of 
this  and  other  sections  of  California  to  obtain  a  reduction  in  rail 
rates  on  wine  to  the  New  York  terminals,  and  the  answer  of  the 
Southern  Pacific  has  been  a  greater  cut  than  was  requested.

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Grape  Vines  in  Splendid  Condition  in  Northern  California. — 

Owing  to  the  cold  weather  which  prevailed  during  the  last  week  of 
March  it  was  feared  that  the  vineyards  of  Sonoma,  Napa  and  ad- 
joining counties  were  injured  by  frosts.  Later  developments  show 
that  very  little  damage,  if  any,  was  done.  Mr.  G.  de  Latour,  pro- 
prietor of  the  well-known  Beaulieu  Vineyard,  visited  the  viticul- 
turai  counties  recently  and  found  the  vines  in  excellent  condition. 
He  states  that  all  the  new  sproutings  have  come  forth  in  splendid 
shape.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  1914  season  will 
be  one  of  the  best  that  California  has  ever  known. 


DRY  WINES. — There  is  still  a  feeling  of  quietness,  but  condi- 
tions show  a  tendency  toward  improvement.  The  movement 
of  stocks  by  sea  and  rail  for  the  month  was  of  good  volume.  By 
rail  the  figures  were  1,020,010  gallons.  By  sea  817,682  gallons, 
making  a  total  of  1,837,692  gallons.     Cases  4,438. 

Receipts  by  sea  w^ ere  2,084  cases,  169  octs.,  133  csks,  34  hhds., 
28  bbls.,  21  j4  csks.  and  one  butt.     Champagne  1,775  cases. 


SWEET  WINES.— While  prices  are  steady  there  is  no  great 
business  being  done,  although  shipments  are  somewhat  better 
than  they  were  during  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 


BRANDIES. — Improvement  continues  and  shipments  are  going 
on  in  good  volume.     Combined    shipments    by    sea    and    rail 
were  54,823  tax  gallons  and  41  cases. 

Imports  totalled  1,859  cases,  43  csks.,  16^  csks.,  8  octs.  and  one 
barrel. 

There    remained    in   bond   on    March    31,    1914,  2,623,113.2  tax 
gallons. 


WHISKIES. — The  market  is  quiet,  although  showing  a  slight 
improvement  over  the  preceding  month.  The  menace  of 
prohibition,  covering  the  entire  coast,  tends  to  make  buyers  timid, 
and  the  result  is  the  reduction  of  orders  to  the  lowest  possible 
figure.  Exports  by  sea  were  of  small  volume.  Imports  totalled 
9,058  cases,  596  bbls.,  73  csks.,  41  octs.,  3  hhds. 


BEER. — There  was  not  as  pronounced  an  improvement  during 
the  month  as  had  been  expected,  as  a  consequence  of  the  in- 
creased activity  during  March.  Trade  is  in  fair  volume.  Indica- 
tions are  that  the  coming  month  will  be  a  very  lively  one. 

Exports  by  sea  were  of  ordinary  volume,  the  figures  being  .817 
pkgs.,  valued  at  $5,189. 

Imports  of  foreign  malt  liquors  by  sea  were  734  bbls.,  420  cases; 
stout,  188  cases,  65  bbls.;  ale,  90  cases,  39  bbls.;  ginger  ale,  60 
cases,  25  bbls. 


IMPORTATIONS. — Trade  was  in  about  the  same  volume  during 
the  month  just  closed  as  during  the  last  month  preceding,  al- 
though the  tendency  has  been  toward  diminishment.  About  one- 
half  the  quantity  of  whiskies  was  imported  as  compared  with  the 
previous  month,  but  there  were  five  times  the  quantity  of  Ver- 
mouth im])orted.  Imports  of  beer  fell  off  fifty  per  cent  and  there 
was  also  a  falling  off  in  rum  and  liquor  importations.  More  bran- 
dies and  wines  were  imported  and  about  eight  times  the  quantity 
of  champagne  as  compared  with  the  previous  month.  About  the 
same  quantity  of  sake  and  gin  was  imported  as  during  the  month 
preceding. 

Importations  by  sea  were  as  follows:  Whiskies,  9,085  cases,  .596 
barrels,  73  casks,  41  octaves,  3  hogsheads;  Brandies,  1,8.59  cases,

octaves,  138  casks,  34  hogsheads,  28  barrels,  2\%  casks,  1  butt; 
Champagne,  1,775  cases,  1  barrel;  Vermouth,  14,709  cases,  5  bar- 
rels; Gin,  8,819  cases,  53  barreKs,  43  cask.s,  10  octaves,  3  kegs;  Beer, 


734  barrels,  420  cases;  Stout,  188  cases,  65  barrels;  Ale,  90  case 
39  barrels;  (iinger  Ale,  f)0  cases,  25  barrels;  Lime  Juice,  403  cases

PROPOSED  DRASTIC  STATE-WIDE  PROHIBITION 
AMENDMENT. 


The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Article  I  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  two  new  sections,  to  be  numbered  re- 
spectively Section  26  and  Section  27,  in  the  following  words: 

Section  26.  The  manufacture,  the  sale,  the  giving  aivai;,  or  the 
transportation  from  one  point  mthin  the  State  to  another  point  ivithin 
the  Slate,  of  intoxicating  liquor,  is  prohibited.  Any  citizen  of  the 
State  may,  in  his  or  her  own  name,  maintain  an  action  of  injunction 
in  the  county  where  the  violation  occurs,  to  restrain  such  violation, 
provided,  however,  that  to  any  criminal  or  civil  prosecution  for  viola- 
tion of  this  prohibition  it  shall  be  a  defense  if  it  be  shown  that  the 
liquor  in  question  was  being  manufactured,  used,  sold,  given  away, 
or  transported,  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical  or  sacramental 
purposes.  The  manufacture,  sale,  giving,  or  transportation  of  such 
liquors  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical,  or  sacramental  purposes 
shall  be  regulated  by  law.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of 
this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than  $100,  nor 
more  than  $1,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,500,  and  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  provided,  however, 
that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law. 

Section  27.  The  transportation  into  the  State  of  intoxicating 
liquor,  unless  it  be  shown  to  be  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical, 
or  sacramental  purposes,  is  prohibited,  subject,  however,  to  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  relating  thereto.  Any  person  violating  any 
provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than 
$  1 00  nor  more  than  $  1 ,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,500,  and  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law. 


GREAT  WINE  AND  CIDER  CROPS  OF  FRANCE. 


As  to  the  whole  of  France,  it  appears  from  the  records  that  1875 
was  the  greatest  wine  year  with  2,21.3,270.400  f>falloiis,  a  figure 
never  approached  before  or  since.  Vur  191.3  the  yield  is  given  as 
1.170,134,358  gallons.  The  1M1.3  crop  is  vahied  at  $2*JO,.5r)0,025. 
The  banner  cider  crop  was  in  1904,  when  the  yield  was  1,071,149,- 
2(X)  gallons,  but  the  1913  yield  of  cider  exceeded  all  exj)ectations 
and  amounted  to  794,242.422  gallon.s.  vahied  at  ,%1. 742,424. 


According  to  the  latest  compilation  600,000  men  and  women 
have  registered  to  vote  in  California  at  the  coming  election  in  No- 
vember. A  large  proportion  of  these  are  in  the  territory  south  ol 
Tehachapi,  where  the  drys  enjoy  their  greatest  power.  As  there 
are  altogether  about  1,750,000  voters  in  the  State,  and  those  in  the 
northern  part  show  less  inclination  to  register  than  those  in  the 
southern  part,  it  is  clearly  necessary  to  urge  upon  libercds  the  ne- 
cessity of  placing  themselves  in  a  position  to  vote.  Up  to  the 
close  of  the  day  on  the  28th  of  April  the  total  number  of  voters 
registered  in  San  Francisco  was  47,502,  including  35,032  males  and 
12,466  females.  This  is  much  below  the  proportion  for  San  Fran- 
cisco. After  the  registration  office  opened  booths  at  different  points 
in  the  city  there  was  a  rapid  increase  of  registrations.  For  the  28th 
of  April  there  were  8,500.  At  this  rate  San  Franciscans  should 
place  themselves  on  an  equality  with  the  rest  of  the  State  in  a  short 
time.  It  is  necessary  to  urge  San  Franciscans  to  take  full  advan- 
tage of  the  existing  facilities  for  voting.

There  are  various  rumors  in  circulation  to  the  efTect  that  John 
D.  Rockefeller  is  the  real  power  behind  the  State-wide  movement 
for  prohibition  in  this  State.  As  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  this 
grim  personage  was  the  original  force  behind  the  organization  of

Editor  PACIFIC  WINE  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW: 

Sir:  The  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  State 
of  California,  prohibiting  the  manufacture,  sale,  the  giving  away, 
or  the  transportation  from  one  point  within  the  State  to  another 
point  within  the  State,  of  intoxicating  liquor,  or  the  transportation 
into  the  State  of  the  same,  being  an  initiative  measure  in  pursuance 
of  the  provisions  of  Section  1  of  Article  IV  of  the  State  constitu- 
tion as  amended  in  1911,  is  one  that  in  the  event  of  its  approval 
at  the  coming  general  election  would  be  full  of  consequence  to  par- 
ticular property  and  business  interests  throughout  the  entire  State. 
In  case  of  its  rejection,  the  situation  would,  nevertheless,  still  be 
pregnant  with  grave  concern  for  such  interests,  since  the  propo- 
nents of  the  proposed  measure  are  so  obsessed  by  such  a  sense  of 
the  righteousness  of  their  cause,  that,  even  if  it  were  rejected  by  a 
large  majority  of  the  electors,  they  would  notwithstanding  such  re- 
jection, continue  their  crusade  with  renewed  fanatical  zeal,  and 
would,  at  the  following  general  election,  re-submit  the  measure. 

Resultant  agitation  would  seriously  affect  the  property  inter- 
ests of  all  persons  in  this  State,  that  are  either  directly  or  indirectly 
dependent  upon,  or  in  some  degree  related  to  the  so-called  intoxi- 
cating liquor  business. 

Stability  in  conditions  calculated  to  foster  and  maintain  impor- 
tant industries  is  an  essential  elment  in  the  promotion  of  prosper- 
ity, and  anything  that  tends  to  create  unrest  and  uncertainty  in 
business  affairs  is  detrimental  to  both  pul)lic  and  private  interests. 

The  ceaseless  clamor  of  the  propagandists  of  prohibition  prin- 
ciples, unless  throttled  by  counter  legislation,  will  materially  de- 
preciate the  value  of  real  estate  in  the  cities  and  large  towns  of  the 
State,  not  alone  such  as  is  or  may  be  directly  or  indirectly  used  or 
made  avail  of  in  connection  with  the  liquor  business,  but  real  prop- 
erty in  general,  since  that  by  a  disturbance  of  business  tranquility, 
real  estate  values  become  precarious  and  in  a  measure  speculative. 

Taking  advantage  of  the  power  reserved  to  the  people,  the  in- 
itiative provided  for  in  Section  1  of  Article  IV  of  the  constitution  of 
California,  as  amended  in  1911,  the  anti-liquor  crusaders  were  en- 
abled to  submit  to  the  electors  of  the  State  their  proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  State  constitution. 

Why  not  then,  the  time  being  ample  therefore,  likewise  invoke 
the  advantage  offered  by  the  initiative  and  submit  to  the  electors 
of  the  State,  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  said  section  or  other 
appropriate  section  of  the  State  constitution,  which  would  provide 
for  the  submission  to  the  electors  or  to  the  legislature  of  any  in- 
itiative measure  involving  either  constitutional  or  legislative  reg- 
ulation of  the  liquor  business  or  industries,  of  State-wide  effect, 
only  at  stated  intervals  of  time,  say  for  a  period  of  at  least  ten 
years  ? 

Such  a  proposed  measure  should  appeal  to  all  citizens  of  the 
State  who  are  desirous  of  having  business  or  industrial  conditions 
remain  stable,  and  free  from  the  disturbing  effects  of  agitation,  for 
a  fixed  and  definite  period  of  time. 

If  our  friends  the  prohibitionists  be  really,  and  not  assumedly 
confident  that  their  proposed  amendment  will  be  approved  by  the 


electors  of  this  State,  it  assuredly  will  be  in  furtherance  of  thei 
cause  to  support  it. 

Happily,  however,  the  advantage  to  be  derived  from  the  ado[ 
tion  of  the  suggested  measure,  obviously,  would  be  the  conserve 
tion  of  the  property  interests  involved  for  a  determinative  perio 
at  least. 

An  alternative  measure  of  protection,  it  may  be  suggeste< 
would  be  an  amendment  to  Section  I  of  Article  IV  of  the  const 
tution  requiring  that  a  petition  presented  to  the  Secretary  of  Stat- 
under  the  initiative  power  provided  for  in  said  section,  be  signe 
by  a  much  higher  percentage  of  the  qualified  electors  of  this  Sta1 
than  said  section  now  requires ;  and,  further  requiring  much  strictc 
regulations  in  connection  with  the  method  of  obtaining  the  signi 
tures  of  electors  to  such  a  petition  than  those  now  in  vogue.

PROFESSOR    BIOLETTI    RESENTS    DISTORTION    OF 
HIS  REPORTS. 


The  statement  of  Professor  Bioletti  regarding  the  use  that  h; 
been  made  of  University  of  California  bulletins  by  Mrs.  M.  Pett 
and  Eugene  W.  Chafin,  follows: 

"I  have  read  carefully  the  newspaper  clippings  from  the  Fresr 
'Republican'  of  March  3th  and  March  11th,  containing  a  letter  fro 
Mrs.  M.  Pettit  and  a  report  of  an  address  by  Mr.  Eugene  V 
Chafin.  Both  articles  as  printed,  so  far  as  they  refer  to  win 
grape  growing  and  grape  juice  are  completely  misleading. 

"Mr.  Chafin's  statement  that  'prohibition  will  not  hurt  the  ii 
dustry  'of  grape  growing  a  single  cent's  worth  but  will  pro\e 
benefit,'  is  nonsense  if  he  refers  to  the  kind  of  prohibition  conteii 
plated  by  the  proposed  constitutional  amendment.  If  enforce 
this  amendment  will  completely  destroy  the  value  of  all  the  wii 
grape  vineyards  and  decrease  the  value  of  nearly  all  others. 

"His  statement  that  grapes  are  worth  $32  per  ton  for  grape  ^ 
and  only  $10  for  wine  is  cruelly  misleading.     Ninety-five  peri 
at  least  of  the  wine  grapes  will  be  unsalable  for  any  purpose  at 
price  if  they  cannot  be  used  for  wine. 

"Mrs.  Pettit's  use  of  a  quotation  from  our  Circular  No.  1( 
Grape  Juice  is  equally  unjustifiable.     Taken  as  it  is,  disconnd^ 
with  the  context,  it  is  calculated  to  convey  the  impression  tha| 
grape  grower  can  immediately  find  a  market  for  grape  juice, 
is  untrue  and  on  such  impression  would  be  received  by  any  inl  ■ 
ligent  reader  of  the  circular  itself. 

"Other  similar  unfair  use  of  our  publications  have  come 
my  notice,  and  I  shall  be  glad  if  you  can  do  any  thing  whicJ 
correct  the  erroneous  impressions  they  are  sure  to  make."

Sacramento,  April  25,  1914. 

Mr.  Edgar  M.  Sheehaii,  member  of  the  State  Viticultural  Com- 
niissioii,  during  the  past  month  endeavored  to  have  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  Sacramento  place  itself  on  record  against  any  leg- 
'islation  that  would  confiscate  the  vineyard  properties  of  California. 
At  the  same  time  the  chamber  was  asked  by  the  California  Grape 
Protective  Association  to  adopt  resolutions  opposing  State-wide 
prohibition.  For  many  weeks  the  executive  committee  tried  to 
think  over  the  question  but  failed.  It  finally  decided  that  the  li- 
quor question  has  absolutely  nothing  to  do  with  the  workings  of 
the  chamber  and,  therefore,  refused  to  consider  it  from  any  angle 
;whatever.  The  answer  to  the  riddle  is  that  the  executive  commit- 
tee of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Sacramento  is  unduly  influ- 
enced by  one  individual  who  happens  to  be  a  prohibitionist. 

Lieutenant-Governor  Wallace  has  appointed  Samuel  W.  Odell 
of  Los  Angeles  to  write  the  argument  in 'favor  of  State-wide  pro- 
hibition and  William  Schuldt  of  San  Francisco  to  write  that  against 
the  proposition.  Mr.  Schuldt  is  the  secretary  of  the  Brewers'  Pro- 
tective Association  of  California,  with  headquarters  in  the  Hum- 
poldt  Bank  Building,  San  Francisco. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Orland  has  declared  the  town  to  be 
dry  as  a  result  of  the  recent  election  which  showed  a  tie  vote.  The 
A'ets  will  contest. 

i'olicemen  of  Willows  are  kept  busy  chasing  blindpigs.  As 
•:hcre  are  more  blind-pig  operators  than  policemen  in  the  town  the 
'nen  of  the  star  are  being  overworked. 

The  Mint  Saloon  on  Third  street,  Marysville,  has  been  sold  by 
Mr.  T.  McKenna  to  Mr.  W.  F.  Corey.  The  resort  will  be  remod- 
eled and  made  one  of  the  most  up-to-date  in  the  city. 

A  new  saloon  ordinance  is  proposed  for  Marysville,  as  the  one 
low  in  operation  is  considered  to  be  unfair.  It  has  been  found 
hat  the  forfeiture  of  a  saloonkeeper's  license  upon  the  first  offense 
Committed  in  selling  liquors  to  a  minor  is  in  many  cases  unjust. 
I. '  Mr.  Paul  Lcpdin  of  Oakland  has  purchased  the  St.  Helena 
ptewery  at  St.  Helena  from  Mrs.  Emilie  Daeweritz.  Mr.  Lepdin 
[s  identified  with  the  Golden  W^est  Brewery  of  Oakland. 
I  In  prosecuting  four  blind-pig  cases  the  authorities  of  Red  Bluff 
■pent  over  $1,000  of  the  people's  money.  The  results  of  the  trials 
vas  a  $100  fine  for  one  of  the  offenders.  The  county  is  out  just 
5900  on  the  operation. 

I  Commissioner  E.  E.  Welty  of  Ripon  reports  that  cut  worms 
^re  more  active  this  year  than  for  many  years.  He  believes  this 
lue  to  the  early  warm  weather.  The  cut  worms  appear  to  have 
)een  hibernating  in  the  bark  of  the  vines  instead  of  on  the  ground. 

Supervisors  of  Plumas  County  have  repealed  the  ordinance  pre- 
lenting  licenses  from  being  granted  to  places  within  four  miles  of 
^R&'ng  camps. 

The  Chico  "Record"  says:  "The  anti-saloon  league  is  said  now 

0  be  opposing  the  prohibition  amendment  to  be  voted  upon  at  the 
November  election.  Mr.  Chafin,  the  country's  leading  prohibition- 
fet,  is  thus  again  substantiated  in  his  oft-published  statements  that 
[he  anti-saloon  league  does  not  want  an  end  to  the  liquor  agitation. 
I'or  when  the  agitation  ends  the  leaders  lose  their  jobs  and  inci- 
tentally  fat  salaries." 

As  no  time  is  fixed  by  law  for  the  opening  of  saloons  in  Merced 

1  consequence  of  the  recent  election  the  Board  of  Trustees  must 
lecide.     The  trustees  may  issue  licenses  whenever  they  see  fit. 

In  a  recent  speech  at  Stockton  the  great  Pasadena  prohibtionist 
rator,  J.  M.  Glass,  said :  "I  have  lived  in  California  thirty-two 
ears  and  I  find  that  the  wine  industry  has  only  been  a  curse  to 
iie  people  who  make  and  use  it,  besides  making  drunkards,  paup- 
jrs,  criminals  and  insane  people  for  honest  taxpayers  to  support, 
he  wine  men  had  better  feed  their  grapes  to  hogs." 

The  "Record"  of  Stockton,  a  prohibition  organ,  ascribes  the 
ictory  of  the  drys  at  Lodi  to  the  women.  The  paper  claims  that 
;ie  women  confused  the  issue  and  voted  against  drying  up  Lodi 
ecause  of  the  wine  industry.  It  asserts  that  if  only  half  the 
■omen  had  remained  away  from  the  polls  Lodi  would  have  been 
jTied  up.     After  showing  that  the  women  are  averse  to  destroying 


the  wine  industry  the  "Record"  predicts  that  the  women  will  re- 
deem themselves  at  the  November  election !     Logic! 

Drys  are  planning  to  call  another  election  in  ninety  days  at 
Lodi  under  the  initiative.  Wets  are  not  averse,  as  many  suburbs 
are  to  be  annexed  in  a  month  or  so  and  the  wets  are  particularly 
strong  in  the  annexed  district. 

In  connection  with  the  Lodi  situation  Mayor  Lawrence  of  that 
city  issued  the  following  public  statement:  "Why  all  these  car- 
pet-baggers infesting  our  city?  Did  not  my  figures  in  a  previous 
article  convince  you  that  we  had  made  a  fairly  successful  job  of 
managing  our  own  affairs.  But  if  we  are  a  lot  of  incompetents 
and  in  need  of  a  guardian,  in  the  name  of  common  sense  let  it  be 
not  one  blinded  by  prejudice  or  influenced  by  gold,  but  one  with  at 
least  a  partial  knowledge  of  our  local  conditions." 

The  vines  in  the  Lodi  section  are  from  three  weeks  to  a  month 
ahead  of  what  they  were  last  year.  An  early  shipping  season  is 
expected. 

The  grape  growers  of  Lodi  are  thoroughly  organized  against 
State-wide  prohibition. 

A  complete  bottling  plant  has  been  installed  in  the  winery  of 
the  J.  L.  da  Roza  Estate,  Inc.,  at  Elk  Grove. 

Vacaville  drys  are  much  afraid  of  the  women.  Two  years  ago 
the  saloons  were  put  out  of  business  by  a  majority  of  76,  no  women 
voting.  On  the  13th  of  April,  with  women  voting,  the  dry  majority 
was  just  24.

LESSON  OF  THE  OAKLAND  ELECTION. 


Tliere  was  an  election  in  Oakland  that  teaches  a  lesson.  A  few 
months  ajjo  the  city  council  passed  an  ordinance  reducing  the  num- 
ber of  saUxins  in  that  city  from  393  to  200  and  raising  the  license 
from  $500  to  ?10DO  a  year. 

The  ordinance,  which  was  to  go  into  effect  on  the  first  of  June, 
provided  no  compensation  for  the  nearly  two  hundred  places  of 
i)usiness  that  were  to  be  wiped  out. 

The  argument  was  made  that  the  saloon  had  no  standing  in  law 
anyway,  and  therefore  the  idea  of  compensation  for  its  destruction 
was  ridiculous. 

The  people  of  Oakland  evidently  think  otherwise. 

More  than  3<^),000  votes  were  cast,  the  heaviest  ever  polled  at  a 
special  election  in  Oakland.  The  "Examiner"  says  that  thousands 
of  women  voted.  The  "Tribune"  says  the  women  voters  crowded 
the  polls  all  day. 

The  city  council's  ordinance  was  knocked  out  and  the  393  sa- 
loons will  remain. 

.\nd  this  brings  us  face  to  face  with  the  movement  for  State 
])rohibition. 

There  are  approximately  350,000  acres  in  California  devoted  to 
the  growing  of  wine  grapes.     The  industry  represents  $150,000,000. 

This  drastic  State-wide  prohibition  amendment,  if  adopted, 
would  wipe  out  these  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  acres  of 
vineyard  without  compensating  the  growers. 

The  vote  at  the  Oakland  election  may  be  taken  as  a  fair  answer. 


It  surelv  teaches  a  lesson.  Confiscation  without  adequate  compen- 
sation is  an  un-American  doctrine — repugnant  to  every  sense  of 
fairness. — Byron  "Times." 

Tlie  result  in  C)akland  is  not  without  1)earing  on  the  coming 
contest  over  the  question  of  State-wide  prohibition.  Oakland  is  a 
city  of  homes.     It  is  the  third  city  in  the  State  in  point  of  size. 

The  vote  in  favor  of  liquor  in  that  city  would  l)c  much  less  ])r(>- 
])ortionately  than  in  San  Francisco,  and  yet  Oakland  gave  a  major- 
itv  in  favor  of  a  radically  liberal  licjuor  ordinance,  drawn  along  lines 
desired  by  the  liquor  men. 

Certainly  there  is  nothing  in  the  result  to  afford  encouragemeni 
to  those  who  are  making  the  fight  for  prohil)ition  in  the  northern 
])art  of  the  State.  If  the  direct  issue  of  prohibition  had  been  raised 
in  Oakland,  it  is  jirobable  that  the  vote  for  liquor  would  have  been 
much  larger  than  was  given  in  the  recent  contest. 

It  is  useless  for  the  friends  of  the  rigid  regulation  of  the  liquor 
traffic  to  disguise  the  fact  that  the  Oakland  result  is  a  distinct  vic- 
tory for  the  liquor  interests.  It  is  a  triumph  for  the  wide  open  town 
principle. 

If  California  is  voted  dry  next  fall  it  will  be  by  the  votes  of 
Southern  California  and  the  interior  counties.  That  these  sections  of 
the  State  can  poll  enough  votes  to  accomplish  this  result  is  more 
than  doubtful. — Sacramento  "Union."

Time  in  transit  for  shipments 
forwarded  by  way  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line  in  care 
ai  the  Luckenbach  Steamship  Company  at  Balboa  will  average  con- 
siderably less  than  the  water  routes  via  Magellan,  over  which 
routes  the  time  will  average  from  42  to  60  days,  according  to  the 
steamers.  The  insurance  rate  is  quoted  at  40  cents  to  California 
terminal  points  and  carries  3  per  cent  average. 


IMPROVEMENTS  AT  FRENCH-AMERICAN  WINE  COM- 
PANY'S SAN  FRANCISCO  PLANT. 


The  French-American  Wine  Company  is  engaged  in  making 
extensive  improvements  to  its  plant  at  Fifteenth  and  Harrison 
.streets,  San  Francisco.  A  lease  upon  the  premises  on  the  south 
side  of  the  company's  place  having  been  terminated  recently,  the 
company  is  taking  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  make  large  ad- 
ditions in  that  direction.  The  structure  upon  these  premises  is  be- 
ing converted  into  a  warehouse  for  the  company's  products.  This 
structure  has  a  frontage  of  85  feet  and  a  depth  of  62  feet.  It  af- 
fords space  for  150,000  gallons  of  cooperage,  all  of  which  will  be 
utilized.  With  the  new  addition  in  use  the  plant  of  the  company 
has  a  frontage  of  400  feet.  This  makes  it  one  of  the  largest  wine 
establishments  in  the  heart  of  San  Francisco. 


In  appealing  to  the  hotel  men  to  take  a  poll  of  their  guests  on 
the  prohibition  question,  Mr.  Percy  Andreae  said  in  an  address 
before  the  convention  of  the  Hotelkeepers  National  Protective  As- 
sociation in  New  York: 

"I  believe  that  ninety,  if  not  ninety-five  or  ninety-nine  per  cent 
of  the  hotels  of  the  country  supply  wines,  beers  and  other  liquors 
to  their  guests,  and  I  presume  that  they  do  not  do  so  with  the 
purely  malicious  intention  of  causing  them  to  yield  to  a  tempta- 
tion which  they  are  yearning  and  praying  to  escape  from,  but  in 
order  to  meet  a  genuine  and  spontaneous  demand  on  their  part. 

"If  the  mass  of  the  people,  whose  collective  wisdom  is  superior 
to  \he  wisdom  of  any  legislative  body  conceivable,  would  take  as 
determined  an  attitude  towards  the  laws  of  the  land  before  they 
are  enacted,  as  it  does  towards  the  laws  of  the  land  after  they  are 
enacted,  many  of  the  troubles  from  which  our  republic  is  today 
suffering  would  be  eliminated.  It  lies  in  this  case  with  you  to  be- 
coi.ie  the  instrument  through  which  the  nation  at  large  can  un- 
equivocally define  its  real  attitude  towards  a  measure,  which,  if 
enacted,  will  constitute  the  most  radical  departure  in  the  govern- 
ment of  men  since  the  days  of  the  ancient  patriarchs." 


WINE  AND  CIDER  CROPS  OF  WESTERN  FRANCE. 


According  to  the  Revue  Vinicole,  the  1913  wine  crop  of  France 
was  the  poorest  since  1910  in  quantity,  but  one  of  the  best  in  qual- 
ity. Western  France  was  one  of  the  principal  sufferers  as  a  result 
of  the  short  crop,  the  five  wine-growing  Departments  of  the  Nantes 
district  showing  a  yield  of  only  49,210,715  gallons  in  1913  as  com- 
pared with  117,215,656  gallons  in  the  preceding  year.  A  threefold 
increase  in  the  cider  crop  of  Western  France  is  observed.  The 
Nantes  district  shows  a  yield  of  185,232,220  gallons  of  cider  as 
compared  with  62,675,659  gallons  of  1912.

DIKING  March  weather  conditions  throughout  the  State  were 
normal.  There  was  a  general  absence  of  rains  and  a  great  deal 
of  warm  days.  In  some  cases  there  was  extreme  heat,  which 
caused  some  damage  to  orchards  in  bloom  in  the  apricot  and  cherry 
sections  of  Solano  County  and  in  the  apricot  and  prune  districts  of 
Santa  Clara.  ^ 

Agents  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  have  reported 
on  conditions  all  over  California,  and  they  agree  that  the  season  of 
1914  will  be  one  of  extraordinary  crops,  which  will  make  the  gen- 
eral prosperity  of  the  State  so  great  as  to  be  unprecedented. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Scott,  general  manager  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany, says : 

"Railroads  are  making  tremendous  efforts  to  make  the  1914  sup- 
ply of  freight  cars  equal  to  the  demand  that  must  come  during  the 
coming  season.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  the  railroad  commissions 
will  call  upon  shippers  to  keep  the  cars  moving.  The  shippers  are 
preparing  in  advance  to  respond  to  the  calls  of  the  commissions." 

Mr.  G.  W.  Luce,  freight  traffic  manager  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
Company,  says : 

"The  prospects  for  crops  in  California  are  the  brightest  in  years. 
Growers  of  fruit,  hay,  grain,  wine,  etc.,  should  enjoy  the  fullest  pros- 
perity. There  is  a  prospect  of  car  shortage  when  the  growers  have 
a  large  surplus  for  the  market.  This  would  prove  to  be  a  drawback. 
If  the  shippers  would  co-operate  with  the  railroads  any  difficulty 
in  this  direction  would  be  eliminated.  The  railroads  will  be  pre- 
pared as  fully  as  possible." 

The  general  summary  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  is  to  the 
effect  that  orchards  throughout  the  State  are  in  splendid  condition. 
and  there  has  been  a  great  increase  in  acreage  planted  to  prunes  and 
apricots. 

Outlook  in  Different  Districts. 

The  outlook  is  favorable  for  immense  fruit  crops  in  the  Santa 
Clara  Valley.  There  has  been  a  heavy  setting  on  the  trees,  the 
blossoming  being  in  clusters  instead  of  being  of  a  straggling  nature 


as  during  the  past  two  years ;  1914  should  prove  to  be  a  banner  year 
for  the  fruit  men  of  Santa  Clara  County.  There  was  some  fear  dur- 
ing the  past  month  that  the  warm  spell  would  adversely  affect  the 
fruit,  but  it  was  unfounded. 

Every  indication  points  to  a  record  crop  of  fruit  in  Alameda 
County.  The  fruit  is  in  an  advanced  stage.  The  fruit  gathering 
season  should  open  ten  days  earlier  than  usual.  This  should  make 
for  high  prices  in  the  East. 

The  condition  of  vineyards  and  orchards  in  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  indicates  that  the  fruit  crops  this  year  will  break  all  records. 
Owing  to  the  heavy  rainfall  and  the  assurance  of  ample  water  for  ir- 
rigation from  the  snow  in  the  mountains,  the  conditions  are  more 
favorable  than  they  have  been  for  years.  Conditions  in  the  or- 
chards are  exceptionally  good.  Whether  or  not  these  will  continue 
depends  entirely  on  the  weather.  There  is  some  fear  of  frost. 
Growers  will  be  uneasy  until  after  the  first  week  in  May  on  this 
account. 

Prospects  are  for  record  fruit  crops  in  Sonoma,  Solano,  Yuba 
and  Sutter  counties.  The  cold  weather  has  done  no  damage  so  far. 
If  harmful  frosts  should  affect  the  crops  they  must  come  later  on. 

Throughout  the  Sacramento  Valley  the  outlook  is  bright  foi 
large  crops  of  fruit.     The  orchards  are  all  in  very  good  condition. 

Large  crops  are  expected  throughout  Southern  California. 

In  Northern  California  the  orchards  are  in  good  condition.  Jan- 
uary and  February  rains  gave  the  soil  a  thorough  soaking,  and  the 
warm  weather  of  March  had  a  good  effect.  Blossoming  was  of  the 
most  favorable  character.

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Besides  wine  many  products  of  the  vine  form  an  important  fac- 
tor in  Spanish  trade,  such  as  fresh  grapes,  raisins,  vinegar,  alcohol, 
cognac,  spirits,  liqueurs,  tartrates,  and  cream  of  tartar.  The  ave- 
rage quantity  of  grapes  used  annually  in  Spain  for  products  other 
than  wine  is  estimated  at  275,000  tons,  of  which  about  77,000  tons 
are  made  into  raisins,  28,000  tons  of  these  being  exported  to  foreign 
countries.  The  rest  of  the  annual  grape  production  is  consumed  in 
Spain  as  fresh  or  table  grapes  or  is  exported  in  the  same  form, 
except  about  13,200  tons,  which  are  exported  as  pressed  grapes 
(uva  estrujada). 


BIG  WINE  YIELD  FOR  SICILY  IN   1913. 


Wine-crop  prospects  in  Sicily  are  exceptionally  good,  and  a 
record  production  is  confidently  expected  for  1913.  If  the  weather 
continues  favorable  during  vintage  operations,  which  will  begin 
about  the  latter  part  of  September,  the  yield,  it  is  predicted,  will 
exceed  that  of  1912  by  at  least  50  per  cent.  The  1912  crop  was  re- 
turned at  540,400  tons.  The  fruit  presents  a  most  healthy  ap- 
pearance and  does  not  seem  to  have  suffered  at  all  from  the  usual 
pests,  such  as  the  peronospora,  etc.  Prices  for  grapes  and  must 
out  of  the  1912  crop  were  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the  trade; 
but  while  the  prices  for  the  wines  were  highly  remunerative  during 
the  early  part  of  this  year,  they  have  now  dropped  by  50  per  cent 
and  will  probably  remain  on  a  low  margin  during  the  coming  vin- 
tasfe.

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GOVERNMENT  OWNERSHIP  OF  THE  TELEPHONE 
AND  TELEGRAPH. 


THIS  publication,  as  its  name  implied,  is  devoted  to  the  wine, 
brewing  and  spirit  interests  of  the  coast  and  does  not  assume 
to  intrude  its  opinions  upon  matters  of  purely  individual  concern. 
A,nd  we  do  not  consider  that  we  are  departing  from  that  attitude 
when  we  make  the  assertion  at  the  present  time  that  we  are  un- 
qualifiedly against  the  ownership  and  operation  of  telephone  sys- 
tems by  the  Government.  We  feel  that  the  consummation  of  such 
a  plan  will  mean  a  farewell  to  good  telephone  service  and  there- 
fore a  decided  detriment  to  the  transaction  of  business,  which  as 
all  admit,  is  now  predicated  on  the  use  of  that  indispensable  con- 
venience. 

By  experience  we  know  that  those  who  follow  the  profession 
of  politics  must  constantly  find  new  fads  and  catchwords  for  "the 
people"  whose  interests  they  so  carefully  conserve  at  such  great 
personal  sacrifice.  Our  own  industry  already  feels  the  blight  of 
the  threats  of  the  bigot  and  that  class  which  accepts  no  standard 
of  thought  or  action  other  than  that  emanating  from  their  own 
point  of  view.  It  behooves  our  readers  to  show  an  interest  m 
and  register  their  protests  against  the  proposition  of  extending  the 
function  of  Government  in'  unwarranted  ways,  and  not  to  supinely 
yield  to  the  faddist  and  theorist  in  trying  out  the  visionary  schemes 
of  the  soap-box  orator  and  the  impractical  meddler. 

We  do  not  hold  a  brief  for  the  telephone  and  telegraph  com- 
panies, our  sole  object  being  good  service  rendered  at  a  reasonable 
price.  In  our  territory  we  are  just  entering  upon  the  proposition 
of  regulation  by  State  commissions.  They  have  been  given  every 
power  needed  to  enforce  good  service  and  compel  reasonable  rates. 
Why  not  give  regulation  a  fair  trial  before  "flying  to  ills  we  know 
not  of?"  The  various  public  service  commissions  in  our  different 
States  have  the  absolute  power  of  fixing  rates  and  we  have  had  re- 
cent instances  of  the  drastic  exercise  of  this  power.  It  can  truth- 
fully be  said,  inasmuch  as  these  commissions  are  the  direct  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people,  that  the  people  themselves  are  now  fixing 
their  own  rates  and  determining  for  themselves  what  rate  of  return 
the  owners  of  public  utilities  shall  receive.  What  more  could  they 
get  under  government  ownership?  The  Government  could  not 
confiscate  the  properties  of  shareholders  and  would  have  to  reim- 
burse them  for  the  actual  value  of  their  investment  should  it  take 
over  their  property.  The  investment  would  have  to  be  made  by 
the  public,  and  the  public  would  also  have  to  pay  interest  and  for 
upkeep  and  depreciation.  In  connection  with  this  particular  util- 
ity, the  whole  public  would  have  to  pay  for  the  service  rendered  to 
a  part  of  it.  Of  course  there  are  those  who  will  say  that  under 
public  ownership  no  return  on  investment  will  have  to  be  provided 
for.  As  for  ourselves,  and  as  a  matter  of  financial  speculation,  we 
will  be  glad  at  any  time  to  take  the  amount  wasted  under  political 
management  rather  than  private  profit,  especially,  as  is  now  the 
case,  when  this  profit  is  fixed  by  the  ratepayers  themselves. 

The  taxes  of  telephone  properties,  now  amounting  to  millions 
of  dollars,  would  be  lost  to  the  public.  We  know  well  enough  to 
our  sorrow  that  taxes  are  constantly  growing  greater.  States  and 
municipalities  are  constantly  demanding  more  money,  and  if  the 
telephone  taxes  are  lost,  this  will  mean  that  much  added  burden 
on  the  rest  of  the  tax-paying  public.  In  this  connection,  do  not 
forget  that  it  is  the  consumer  who  pays  the  tax.  Do  not  think 
if  you  do  not  happen  to  be  on  the  assessment  roll  that  tlie  matter 
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of  taxes  is  of  no  concern  to  you  for  there  is  no  expense  that  is  more 
easily  distributed  to  the  individual  by  the  landlord,  the  butcher  or 
the  baker,  than  that  of  the  increased  taxes  which  they  for  any 
reason  are  compelled  to  pay. 

Government  ownership  will  mean  more  politics  and  more 
political  jobs.  To  our  mind  these  reasons  are  sufficient  for  a  quick 
and  emphatic  condemnation  of  the  proposition.  Even  the  layman 
knows  that  the  telephone  business  is  complicated,  requiring  dis- 
cipline, promptness  and  large  outlay  in  dealing  with  it.  The  same 
layman  also  knows  the  delays,  extravagance  and  indifference  of 
those  who  administer  municipal  affairs.  Do  we  want  the  same 
conditions  in  connection  with  such  an  important  adjunct  to  our 
business  and  social  life  as  is  the  telephone? 

We  do  not  mean  to  infer  that  the  Government  has  not  certain 
well  defined  functions  which  it  should  exercise,  but  we  consider 
that  Government  primarily  is  to  protect  the  individual  in  his  own 
rights  and  not  to  exercise  those  rights  for  him  when  he  does  not 
interfere  with  other  individuals,  individually  or  collectively.  In 
short,  it  is  our  idea  that  Government  is  organized  to  enforce  the 
sentiment  so  succinctly  expressed  in  the  words  attributed  to  Wil- 
liam Pitt  that  "One  person's  liberty  ends  where  another's  begins." 
We  look  to  the  Government  to  secure  the  education,  protection, 
health  and  comfort  of  those  who  are  under  it,  but  this  pu1)lication 
is  not  in  favor  of  the  Government  entering  into  commercial  ac- 
tivities, and  especially  when  the  objects  which  it  wishes  to  attain 
are  already  reached  through  existing  legislation. 

As  stated,  our  readers  want  the  best  possible  telephone  service 
at  reasonable  rates.  We  have  sometimes  been  annoyed  at  mis- 
takes in  connection  with  our  service,  but  candor  compels  us  to 
state  that  mistakes  sometimes  occur  in  our  own  composing  room 
and  commercial  office,  and  in  our  other  individual  and  business  re- 
lations. We  are  glad  that  utility  corporations  are  now  held  in 
check  by  regulating  commissions  of  full  powers  and  efficient  or- 
ganization, and  we  see  no  reason  at  the  present  time  for  a  departure 
from  the  existing  situation  in  the  case  of  telephone  and  telegraph 
companies. 

This  article  is  written  with  the  sole  purpose  of  suggesting  the 
careful  consideration  by  individual  and  business  interests  of  a 
proposition  which  so  directly  concerns  them.  Business  men  are 
interested  in  politics  and  should  be.  They  cannot  help  it.  If, 
those  who  were  affected  by  ill  considered  legislation  and  experi- 
mental statutes  should  take  the  trouble  to  investigate  first  rather 
than  to  wait  until  they  found  their  business  hampered  and  tlij 
legitimate  objects  thwarted  by  the  results  of  the  activities  of 
demagogue  and  the  crank,  they  would  be  better  off. 

If  you  want  a  poor  telephone  service,  then  you  will  be  for  Gd 
ernment  ownership;  if  you  want  more  politicians  and  office  hold^ 
here  is  your  chance ;  if  you  want  more  bonds  and  more  taxes, 
way  is  open. 
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A  PROHIBITION  LIE.

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GOVERNOR  OSWALD  WEST  OF  OREGON. 


For  general  spectacular  performances  in  the  arena  of  politics 
it  would  be  hard  to  find  any  one  in  public  life  in  the  United  States 
to  equal  Governor  Oswald  West  of  the  State  of  Oregon.  The  chief 
executive  of  the  Webfoot  State  is  certainly  a  whole  show  by  him- 
self. He  combines  the  parts  of  every  performer  connected  with  the 
Oregonian  circus.  As  a  dashing  rough  rider  he  is  superb,  as  a  tra- 
peze artist  he  is  unparalleled  and  as  a  clown  he  is  without  a  peer. 

Oswald  West  became  Governor  of  Oregon  because  the  people 
of  Oregon  could  not  find  a  man  better  suited  for  the  place  than  he. 
There  are  all  kinds  of  persons  in  the  State  but  there  is  not  one  par- 
ticular individual  who  could  fill  the  position  so  nearly  to  repletion 
as  Oswald  West.  His  performances  have  proven  that  he  was  the 
proper  person  for  the  place  and  the  governorship  was  the  proper 
place  for  the  person. 

Oregon  has  certainly  chosen  a  winner  in  the  gubernatorial  cir- 
cus of  the  United  States.  No  other  Governor  in  the  entire  Union 
has  attracted  so  much  attention  to  his  State  as  Governor  West  has 
to  Oregon.  The  Oregonians  have  reason  to  be  delighted.  They 
are  all  in  the  central  ring  of  the  national  circus.  Every  act  of  Gov- 
ernor West  showing  how  close  he  can  come  to  being  impeached 
serves  to  make  Uncle  Sam's  hair  to  erect  itself,  and  when  the  Gov- 
ernor happily  finishes  by  an  instantaneous  change  of  costume 
through  which  he  becomes  a  popular  clown  creating  no  end  of 
merriment,  the  complete  thrilling  of  the  nation  is  accomplished. 

It  is  generally  believed  that  when  his  term  is  up  as  chief  ex- 
ecutive of  Oregon  Governor  West  will  tour  the  country  with  a  Wild 
West  show  which  will  overshadow  the  aggregation  of  Buffalo  Bill. 
This  show  will  be  named  after  the  Governor  himself.  Colonel 
Lawson,  the  Governor's  crack  shot,  will  give  demonstrations  of  his 
marksmanship  and  will  assume  the  title  of  the  champion  pistol  shot 
of  the  world.  As  is  known,  the  fame  of  Colonel  Lawson  is  based 
on  his  ability  to  pink  a  rat  at  a  distance  of  twenty  paces.  The 
colonel  spent  a  great  deal  of  his  time  around  the  Oregon  State 
prison  taking  shots  at  the  pestiferous  rodents  that  thought  well  of 
the  institution  as  a  home  until  the  soft-nosed  competitors  became 
too  numerous.  Miss  Fern  Hobbs  will  do  all  she  can  in  the  role  of 
the  Joan  of  Arc  of  Oregon,  showing  how  easy  it  is  for  a  woman 
with  courage  to  subjugate  such  desperate  bandits  as  saloonkeepers 
when  she  makes  up  her  .mind.  She  may  also  assume  the  title  of 
champion  lady  rifle  shot  of  the  world.  But  the  Governor  himself 
will  be  the  chief  attraction.  He  will  perform  in  such  a  way  as  to 
thoroughly  demonstrate  that  the  show  will  be  rightly  named  after 
him  when  it  is  called  the  Wild  West. 

There  are  few  Oregonians  who  can  boast  such  a  strong  will 
power  as  Oswald  West.  The  Governor's  great  force  of  character 
was  manifested  in  his  methods  of  dealing  with  the  saloonkeepers 
of  Copperfield.  When  the  lawlessness  of  these  saloonkeepers  be- 
came so  pronounced  that  the  voters  of  Copperfield  elected  one  of 
them  to  be  Mayor  of  the  city  and  another  to  be  a  member  of  the 
city  council,  the  Governor  found  it  necessary  to  deal  with  them 


with  all  his  sternness.  Most  of  the  saloonkeepers  had  from  $100< 
to  $2000  invested  in  their  liquor  establishments.

One  of  the  saloonkeepers  had  actually  lost  on^ 
of  his  legs  while  working  in  a  mine  and  found  it  necessary  to  op 
erate  a  saloon  in  order  to  earn  his  living,  thus  proving  how  desper 
ate  a  character  he  was.  As  soon  as  the  citizens  of  Copperfield  rec 
ognized  the  lawlessness  of  the  saloonkeepers  by  electing  them  t( 
office  Governor  West  decided  that  he  must  act  and  act  quickly.  1{< 
served  notice  on  the  moving  picture  men  to  get  in  line  and  then  \v 
started  things. 

Governor  West  deputized  his  private  secretary,  who  was  nom 
less  than  our  heroine.  Miss  Fern  Hobbs,  to  make  a  forced  marcl 
on  Copperfield  and  surprise  the  1  awless  element.  It  is  hardb 
necessary  to  say  that  Miss  Hobbs  was  equal  to  the  dangerous  an( 
arduous  task  imposed  upon  her.  She  armed  and  equipped  hcrsel 
and  arrived  in  Copperfield  in  due  time.  But,  as  bad  luck  wouh 
have  it,  the  outlaws  had  been  forewarned.  Before  she  arrived  tin 
desperate  group  had  prepared  their  plans.  They  used  their  ill 
gotten  money  to  purchase  flowers  and  ferns  with  which  they  dec 
orated  the  town.  When  Miss  Hobbs  arrived  she  found  herself  am 
bushed.  She  was  surrounded  by  masses  of  daffodils  and  lilies  o 
the  valley.  The  enemy  took  possession  of  her.  She  was  carriec 
a  captive  to  the  city  hall,  which  had  been  converted  into  a  bowe: 
of  roses.  The  saloonkeeper  mayor  and  city  council  confronted  he 
and  asked  her  if  there  was  anything  lacking  to  make  her  feel  thor 
oughly  at  home.  Then  her  patience  gave  way.  When  she  com 
prehended  how  she  had  been  treated  she  with  that  ineffable  dig 
nity  which  is  characteristic  of  her  drew  forth  the  ultimatum  of  he: 
hero.  Governor  West,  and  demanded  the  instantaneous  resignatioi 
of  the  mayor  and  the  council.  But  the  outlaws  were  not  to  be  s( 
easily  confounded.  They  quietly  and  deliberately  refused  to  re 
sign,  declaring  that  they  were  elected  by  their  fellow  townsmen  aiu 
were  responsible  to  them  and  not  to  Governor  West.

They  ha 
not  long  to  wait.     Colonel  Lawson  placed  the  militiamen  in  charg 
of  the  saloons.     He  had  hoped  that  the  saloonkeepers  would  resif 
so  that  he  could  use  his  silver-mounted  revolver  to  good  effect  b;

tore  the  writ  of  injunction  into  a  thousand  pieces  and  cast  it  to  the 
four  winds.  He  had  already  been  instructed  by  Governor  West 
to  ignore  the  courts  and  to  obey  him  only. 

This  should  show  of  what  stuff  Governor  West  is  made.  Like 
Louis  XIV  of  hVance  he  exen^^ilifies  tlie  strength  of  that  personal 
magnetism  which  brooks  no  opposition,  and  when  told  that  the 
State  of  Oregon  has  certain  well-defined  prerogatives  replies  with 
calm  defiance:  "The  State?     That  is  me!" 

Governor  Oswald  West  is  an  executive  with  a  big  head.  Some 
captious  critics  would  say  that  there  is  too  much  bone  in  his  head 
t(i  permit  of  a  large  capacity  of  brain.  But,  be  that  as  it  may,  the 
head  is  there.  It  is  not  a  head  like  Colonel  Lawson's  which  re- 
quires a  big  hat  to  set  it  off  properly,  nor  is  it  a  head  like  Miss 
Hobb's  which  if  divested  of  hair  and  crowned  with  a  man's  hat 
would  be  perfectly  fitted  with  a  Size  No.  4.  Indeed,  it  may  be  said 
that  Governor  West  has  a  head  of  his  own. 

To  illustrate  the  kind  of  head  Governor  West  has,  the  following 
narrative  is  offered: 

Some  years  ago  the  Governor-to-be  was  travelling  through 
Oregonian  wilds  with  a  friend  who  liked  an  occasional  drink  of 
liquor  but  abstained  more  or  less  to  please  his  teetotal  companion. 
Oswald  West  drank  soda  water  principally.  The  friend  did  the 
same  vnitil  his  stomach  began  to  suffer  from  the  effects.  One  day, 
when  his  stomach  could  hardly  endure  soda  water  any  longer  the 
friend  proposed  as  they  were  about  to  drink,  "Oswald,  put  a  little 
anisete  in  your  soda  as  it  will  make  it  much  more  refreshing."  The 
future  Governor  consented  and  they  both  enjoyed  the  soda-and- 
anisete.  About  half  an  hour  later  Oswald  came  to  his  friend  and 
said,  "Do  you  think  that  stuff  contained  any  alcohol?  It  seems 
to  have  made  my  head  dizzy."  The  friend  replied,  "Certainly  it 
contained  alcohol.  It  has  just  started  the  blood  to  circulating  in 
your  brain.  If  you  take  another  one  you  will  begin  to  think." 
Oswald  declined  to  take  another  and  some  time  later  decided  to 
have  nothing  further  to  do  with  his  friend. 

This  shows  that  the  Governor  knows  how  to  keep  his  head.  He 
will  not  allow  anything  to  disturb  his  prodigious  mental  tranquil- 
ity, which  may  be  summed  up  in  that  one  word  "Equanimity."

PSYCHOLOGICAL  EFFECT  OF  ALCOHOL. 

While  some  eminent  theosophists,  who  have  studied  alcoholism 
very  superficially,  have  expressed  a  belief  that  alcohol  is  one  of  the 
coarser  elements,  they  acknowledge  that  in  this  instance  they  have 
jumped  at  conclusions.  Theosophists  are  less  inclined  to  jump  at 
conclusions  than  other  people,  because  it -is  their  purpose  to  look 
at  every  question  from  every  angle  that  is  presented.  To  suppose 
that  alcohol  is  a  coarse  element  is  a  remarkable  error  due  to  lack 
of  study  of  this  particular  subject.  But  this  error  is  excusable 
when  it  is  considered  that  but  little  more  than  half  a  century  has 
elapsed  since  Madame  Blavatsky  unfolded  the  theory  of  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  soul  and  produced  the  first  work  on  constructive  lines 
ever  produced  by  a  woman,  work  that  has  never  been  excelled  by 
any  man  from  a  constructive  standpoint.  While  theosophy  is  be- 
ing developed  rapidly  it  is  still  in  its  infancy  for  practical  purposes. 
It  has  not  as  yet  ascertained  what  are  the  most  essential  elements 
of  nutriment  for  the  mental  body.  Theosophists  must  not  be  posi- 
tive on  this  subject  until  more  is  learned. 

While  humanity  is  gradually  accepting  the  theory  of  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  soul  as  logical,  there  are  many  difi^erences  of  opinion  as 
to  how  the  mental  body  shall  be  best  developed.  Many  persons 
believe  that  meats  are  more  refined  nutriment  than  vegetables. 
There  are  many  ixr^mis  who  imagine  that  they  arc  teachers  when 
they  should  know  that  tliey  are  but  students.  Indeed,  all  human 
beings  are  merely  stm!'  nts  in  the  process  of  development. 

There  is  every  reason  d  believe  that  alcoholic  liquors  are  the 
most  refined  nutriment  now  .it  this  disposal  of  human  beings.  These 
liquors  are  distilled  forms  ni  food.  The  ingredients  in  them  are 
essential  food.  As  medical  nun  agree,  alcohol  is  the  most  easily 
digestible  substance  that  can  be  consumed  by  the  human  being.  It 
plays  its  principal  part  in  connection  with  the  brain  which  is  so 
closely  related  to  the  mental  body.      It    conveys    nutriment    more 


nearly  directly  to  the  brain  than  does  any  other  substance.    Th 
is  absolutely  no  proof  that  alcoholic  liquors  are  "coarser"  nutrim 
and  there  are  many  indications  that  they  are  the  most  refined  fo<x 
yet  discovered. 

Alcohol  is  a  product  of  science  and  its  development  is  on 
lines  of  the  evolution  of  the  human    race.      The    use    of    alcoh 
liquors  is  most  probable  accountable  for  the  rapid  advancement  n 
the  human  being  mentally  during  the  past  nine  centuries.  Theosoph 
ists  will  do  well  to  be  tolerant  toward  alcohol,  as  they  are  toward 
everything  else.    The  result  may  be  that  alcohol  will  be  recogni: 
as  the  best  food  for  the  mental  body.

merits  of  Jackson  Beer  before  the  public,  and  the  results  have  been 
all  that  could  be  desired. 


During  the  past  month  the  hop  market  has  shown  considerable 
activity.  Contracts  have  been  entered  into  freely  all  over  the 
Pacific  Coast. 

Advices  from  the  State  of  Washington  are  to  the  efifect  that 
the  acreage  in  hops  has  been  greatly  increased.  The  yield  of  hops 
should  be  much  larger  than  it  was  last  year,  when  it  was  much  be- 
low normal.  Growers  are  somewhat  discouraged  over  the  pre- 
vailing low  prices,  but  they  expect  improvement,  as  there  are  less 
than  400  bales  of  last  year's  hops  remaining  unsold. 

In  Oregon  the  vines  are  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  acreage 
is  large.  Growers  are  of  the  belief  that  the  yield  will  exceed  that 
of  any  previous  year.  There  are  about  1,200  bales  of  last  year's 
crop  on  hand.    These  are  being  held  for  better  prices. 

Hop  acreage  is  being  increased  in  the  Sacramento  Valley.  Con- 
tracts for  this  year's  output  are  being  made  freely.  Most  of  these 
are  on  a  basis  of  14^c.  Some  contracts  for  1915  hops  have  been 
made  on  a  basis  of  13c.  and  some  for  1916  on  12c. 

In  Sonoma  County  hops  are  moving  on  a  basis  of  16j^c.  There 
are  2.200  bales  of  last  year's  crop  on  hand.  At  the  prevailing  prices 
it  is  believed  that  most  of  this  stock  will  be  moved  in  a  short  time. 
Contracts  for  this  year's  crop  are  not  being  entered  into  freely  by 
the  growers.  The  growers  do  not  care  to  enter  into  contracts  be- 
yond 1914.  The  1914  contracts  are  on  a  basis  of  15c,  although 
there  have  been  some  agreements  on  a  basis  of  15j/2C. 


INCREASED  DEMAND  FOR  HOPS  AND  BEER  IN  CHINA. 


JACKSON  BREWING  COMPANY'S  REPORT. 


According  to  the  Jackson  Brewing  Company  business  during 
the  past  month  was  fair.  The  sudden  spell  of  very  warm  weather 
did  not  have  as  strong  a  stimulating  efifect  as  might  have  been  ex- 
pected. Sales  of  the  bottled  product  of  the  Jackson  Brewing  Com- 
pany have  been  increasing  in  a  satisfactory  way.  The  company 
contents  itself  with  carrying  on  a  quiet  campaign  in  placing  the 


The  importation  of  hops  into  China  proper  has  been  increasing 
in  recent  years  in  line  with  the  development  of  brewing  interests 
at  Shanghai  and  Tsingtau.  On  the  other  hand,  the  large  and  splen- 
didly equipped  brewery  at  Hong  Kong  ceased  operation  something 
over  a  year  ago  and  has  therefore  stopped  the  importation  of  hops 
which  came  formerly  in  larger  volume  than  to  any  other  single 
port.  The  Chinese  Maritime  Customs  has  itemized  the  importa- 
tions of  hops  only  since  1909.  In  that  year  the  imports  amounted 
to  46,333  pounds,  valued  at  $12,497;  in  1910  they  amounted  to  36,- 
533  pounds,  valued  at  $6,092;  in  1911  they  amounted  to  35,100 
pounds,  valued  at  $16,873;  and  in  1912  to  68,300  pounds,  valued  at 
$25,238.  During  the  first  three  years  of  this  period  hops  were  im- 
ported into  Hong  Kong  in  addition  to  the  figures  given  to  the 
amount  of  about  20,000  pounds  annually. 

The  hops  coming  into  Hong  Kong  were  mostly  American  hops, 
but  of  those  now  being  imported  into  China  about  60  per  cent 
come  from  Europe  by  way  of  Russia  and  about  24  per  cent  come 
from  Germany,  about  12  per  cent  from  Belgium,  and  about  3  per 
cent  from  the  United  States  direct. 

The  production  of  beer  in  China  now  consists  of  the  output  of 
a  brewery  at  Shanghai  and  a  brewery  at  Tsingtau.  The  output 
of  the  former  is  estimated  at  14,000  to  15,000  hectoliters  (369,839 
to  396,256  gallons),  and  the  output  of  the  latter  at  15,000  to  17,000 
hectoliters  (396,256  to  449,090  gallons)  annually.  The  Hong 
Kong  establishment,  recently  dismantled,  had  a  capacity  of  100,000 
barrels  annually,  but  was  never  operated  to  its  full  capacity. — ■ 
Consul  General  G.  E.  Anderson,  Hong  Kong.

Seattle,  May  26,  1914. 

Cigarmakers  of  Seattle  are  seeking  to  benefit  home  industry  by 
combining  with  the  liquor  interests  in  the  fight  against  State-wide 
prohibition.  They  claim  that  250,000  cigars  are  consumed  daily 
in  Seattle  and  are  sold  through  the  saloons  principally.  Most  of 
the  cigars  are  manufactured  in  the  Eastern  States.  It  is  estimated 
by  the  cigarmakers  that  about  5,000  Seattle-made  cigars  go  into 
consumption  daily.  Liquor  men  are  being  shown  that  the  Seattle 
cigar  is  superior  to  most  cigars  imported  from  the  Eastern  States 
and  the  Seattle  cigarmaker  is  more  active  in  combatting  prohibi- 
tion in  the  State  of  Washington  than  the  Eastern  cigarmaker. 
Hence  the  necessity  of  patronizing  home  industry. 

Mayor  Cotterrill  during  the  past  month  delivered  an  address 
to  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  of  Seattle  on  the  subject  of  "Prohibition  as  an 
Economic  Measure."  One  of  his  most  cogent  remarks  was:  "As 
an  example  of  the  economic  value  of  the  age  in  regard  to  selling 
liquor,  nothing  could  illustrate  this  better  than  the  recent  action 
of  a  railroad  in  Pennsylvania  in  discharging  nearly  300  men  be- 
cause it  was  learned  they  were  moderate  drinkers." 

Mayor  Cotterrill  declared  that  it  was  his  belief  that  all  men 
who  drink  liquors  in  any  shape  or  form  should  be  thrown  out  of 
employment  so  as  to  make  place  for  men  who  do  not  drink.  The 
man  who  does  not  drink,  in  Mayor  Cotterrill's  opinion,  is  so  far 
more  valuable  from  the  economic  standpoint  to  society  than  the 
man  who  drinks  that  there  should  be  no  hesitation  on  the  part  of 
any  employer  to  discharge  those  who  drink  in  any  shape  or  form 
in  order  to  give  place  to  those  who  are  total  abstainers.  It  may 
be  expected  that  in  some  future  address  Mayor  Cotterrill  will  ad- 
vocate that  the  right  to  vote  be  granted  to  total  abstainers  only. 
Mayor  Cotterrill's  moral  equipment  is  such  as  to  make  him  the 
champion  prohibitionist  of  Washington. 

Since  the  first  of  May  Mayor  A.  V.  Fawcett  of  Tacoma  has 
caused  a  number  of  "No  Treating"  signs  to  be  posted  in  the  sa- 
loons of  Tacoma.  Three  years  ago  Mayor  Fawcett  was  recalled 
because  of  his  anti-treating  law.  He  is  a  candidate  for  re-election 
this  year. 

Superintendent  George  D.  Conger  of  the  Washington  Anti- 
Saloon  League  announces  that  he  has  100,000  signatures  on  the 
petition  for  State-wide  prohibition  and  will  present  the  petition  as 
soon  as  the  Legislature  meets,  if  the  city  clerk  of  Seattle  persists 
in  refusing  to  certify  to  it. 

Hop  growers  of  Oregon  have  organized  to  combat  prohibition. 
This  means  a  hard  fight  in  Oregon.  Eastern  brewers  have  in- 
formed the  people  of  Oregon  that  they  will  buy  Washington  and 
California  hops  in  preference  to  the  Oregon  product  if  the  State 
of  Oregon  should  adopt  prohibition. 

On  the  5th  of  May  the  militia  closed  the  Friars'  Club  at  Mil- 
waukee, by  order  of  Governor  Oswald  West.  On  the  6th  of  May 
the  club  was  re-opened,  the  Governor  ordering  the  militia  to  with- 
draw. Managers  of  the  club  had  a  talk  with  the  Governor.  What 
they  told  him  is  veiled  in  mystery.

CHAIRMAN  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Home  League :  I  ap- 
preciate the  privilege  which  you  have  given  me  to  appear 
before  you  and  speak  on  the  great  question  of  the  day,  "Temper- 
ance vs.  Prohibition." 

I  will  first  say  that  I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  true  temperance 
and  for  the  achievement  of  that  desideratum  in  our  country,  I  have 
already  devoted  several  years  and  am  willing  to  devote  for  the 
same  good  cause  the  balance  of  my  life.  You  will,  therefore,  see 
gentlemen  that  it  is  not  commercialism  which  has  brought  me  here 
today  to  speak  on  this  subject. 

Prohibition  Creates  Dissension,  Strife  and  Animosity  Between 
Neighbors  and  Families. 

As  much  as  I  am  in  favor  of  temperance,  I  am  decidedly  op- 
posed to  prohibition.  Prohibition,  gentlemen,  is  the  worse  evil 
that  our  country  is  today  afflicted  with.  It  is  creating  a  great 
trouble  in  every  part  of  the  land  by  fermenting  dissension  and  ani- 
mosity between  neighbors  and  families,  and  the  sooner  this  evil  is 
removed  from  our  midst  the  better. 

Man  Requires  Some  Stimulant. 
It  seems  that  nature  has  made  man  so  that  he  requires  some 
kind  of  a  stimulant  to  help  digestion  and  maintain  good  health. 
If  this  stimulant  is  taken  in  a  light  form  and  in  moderation  it  is 
beneficial;  when  used  as  strong  beverages  and  in  immoderation 
it  steals  away  the  brain  and  is  naturally  very  detrimental  to  the 
health.  This  fact  is  recognized  by  the  foreign  government  of 
France,  Italy  and  Germany,  who  have  special  departments  devoted 
entirely  to  husbanding  and  improving  the  viticultural  industry,  as 
their  experience  has  proven  that  the  use  of  light  beverages  is  con- 
ducive to  true  temperance. 

Where  Wine  Is  Used  in  the  Family  Drunkenness  Unknown. 

Thus  we  see  that  in  those  countries  of  the  world  where  grapes 
grow  in  abundance  and  light  wines  are  made  and  universally  con- 
sumed in  moderation  by  the  people  at  their  meals  they  have  no 
desire  for  stronger  beverages,  and  in  those  countries  the 
evil  of  intoxication  is  almost  unknown,  whilst  in  countries  where 
grapes  are  not  produced  strong  beverages  are  made,  and 
when  used  in  immoderation  cause  the  great  evil  of  drunkenness, 
which  all  the  good  people  of  the  country  are  trying  to  eliminate. 
Thomas  Jefferson  on  Wine. 

Over  one  hundred  years  ago,  gentlemen,  this  fact  was  thor- 
oughly known  and  expressed  in  Congress  by  one  of  the  greatest, 
if  not  the  greatest,  of  the  men  that  America  has  produced — Thomas 
Jefferson — who  gave  us  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  Mr. 
Jefferson  had  been  Minister  to  France  and  during  his  stay  there 
had  seen  the  habits  of  the  people,  and  when  he  became  President 
of  the  United  States  he  had  occasion  to  say  in  Congress:  "I  am 
glad,  gentlemen,  that  you  are  about  reducing  the  tariflf  on  wines, 
for  no  country  is  drunk  where  wine  is  cheap  and  none  sober  where 
the  price  of  wine  is  beyond  the  reach  of  the  mass  of  the  people." 
Official  Proof  Obtained  in  Europe. 

This  fact,  gentlemen,  is  of  such  great  importance  that  during 
my  visit  to  Europe  I  made  it  my  business  to  obtain  undisputable 
proof  of  it.  I  first  called  on  our  American  Ambassador  in  Rome, 
Mr.  Lloyd  C.  Griscom,  who  made  this  statement  to  me: 


"In  reply  to  your  request  for  my  observations  as  to  drunken- 
ness among  the  people  of  Italy  and  of  the  city  of  Rome  in  partic- 
ular, I  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  during  my  residence  in  Italy 
I  have  seen  very  few  cases  of  drunkenness:  The  people,  as  a 
whole,  are  accustomed  to  drink  wine  at  their  meals,  which  per- 
haps prevents  them  from  having  a  craving  for  stronger  intoxicants." 

I  then  visited  the  different  American  Consuls  in  the  principal 
cities  of  France,  Italy  and  Spain  where  grapes  are  grown  in  abund- 


ance and  the  wine  consumed  by  the  people  at  their  meals  in  place 
of  our  tea  and  coffee,  and  I  will  now  read  a  few  of  these  reports. 

From  Mr.  C.  S.  Crowninshield,  American  Consul,  Naples:  "Re- 
plying to  your  verbal  inquiry  of  this  morning  I  am  happy  to  be  abk 
to  tell  you  that  drunkenness  is  almost  unknown  here.  In  this 
great  city  of  600,000  inhabitants  one  very  seldom  sees  a  person  th< 
worse  for  drink.  Wine  is  taken  freely  among  all  classes ;  most 
workmen  drink  from  a  pint  to  a  quart  every  day,  but  there  is  almosl 
no  use  of  strong  liquor.  T  have  lived  nearly  eight  years  in  Italj 
and  have  seen  very  few  drunken  men  during  that  time." 


From  Mr.  William  Henry  Bishop,  American  Consul,  Palermo 
"Referring  to  our  conversation  of  this  morning  I  have  to  say  thai 
my  experience  of  many  years  in  Italy  and  Southern  France,  where 
the  native  wines  form  a  regular  part  of  the  repasts  of  the  inhabi- 
tants, is  that  drunkenness  in  these  countries  is  of  most  rare  oc- 
currence. In  Sicily  it  is  a  pleasure  to  witness  the  general  temper- 
ate habits  of  the  people.  Even  the  usual  place  where  drinks  are 
publicly  sold  is  most  often  a  pasticceria,  cake-shop  or  a  pleasant 
cafe,  which  the  most  respectable  persons,  including  ladies  and  chil- 
dren, may  freely  enter.  There  is  no  concealment  of  the  interior  oi 
the  inmates,  for  nothing  takes  place  to  require  concealment." 


From  Mr.  Jerome  A.  Quay,  American  Consul,  Florence:  "Re- 
plying to  your  inquiry  relating  to  the  prevalence  of  drunkenness 
in  Florence,  I  can  say  that  I  have  seen  but  two  or  three  intoxicated 
men  during  my  four-year  residence  here.  Wine  is  in  almost  uni- 
versal use  by  all  classes.  At  the  Gambrinus,  a  popular  cafe,  hun- 
dreds gather  in  the  evenings,  men,  women  and  children,  drink  the 
light  wines  and  beers  of  the  country  and  spend  the  evenings  in  a 
pleasant  manner  and  without  disorder,  and  many  of  the  lunch  bas- 
kets prepared  for  the  little  children  attending  school  are  provided 
with  a  flask  of  wine." 
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Note  the  report  of  Mr.  Jerome  A.  Quay,  Consul  in  Floren 
He  says :  "And  many  of  the  lunch  baskets  prepared  for  the  little 
children  attending  school  are  provided  with  a  small  flask  of  wine." 

Now,  gentlemen,  you  all  know  that  Florence  has  given  more 
great  men  to  the  world  than  any  other  city  on  the  globe.  These 
great  men  when  they  went  to  school  also  brought  in  their  little, 
lunch  baskets  a  small  flask  of  wine.  So  you  will  see  that  wine  i'^ 
not  detrimental  to  the  health  or  brain  of  man.  On  the  contrary,  i 
seems  to  produce  health  and  create  genius. 

From  Mr.  W.  A.  Rublee,  Consul-General,  Vienna:  "Replyin 
to  your  letter  of  March  20th  I  beg  to  state  that  the  use  of  lighl 
wine  is  quite  general  in  this  part  of  Austria.     So  far  as  my 
sonal  observation  extends,  there  is  little  drunkenness  in  Vien 

From  Mr.  R.  W.  Bartlemann,  American  Consul,  Madrid :  " 
drinking  of  wine  at  meals  is  universal  in  Spain  and,  as  in  Fra 
Germany  and  Italy,  there  is  practically  no  drunkenness." 

From  Honorable  William  R,  .Wheeler,  Assistant  Secretary- 
Commerce  and  Labor :     "I  am  particularly^  grateful  to  you  for  yi 
very  able  article  on  'True  Temperance,'  upon  which  I  had  aire; 
read  so  many  favorable  comments.     I  well  recall  your  request  t 
while  in  Italy  I  make  particular  effort  to  spy  out  drunken  m| 
I  am  glad  to  state  that;  much  to  my  surprise,  during  the  en 
month  which  I  spent  there  I  did  not  see  one  drunken  man, 
withstanding  the  fact  that  wine  is  the  national  beverage  and 
versally-  consumed.     This  confirmed   the  opinion  previously  o 
ceived  that  Italy  is,  in  truth,  a  temperance  country.     I  myself 
a  strong  believer  inland  practitioner  of  temperance,  but  not  pj 
hibition.     The  great  trouble  with   many  well   meaning  people 
our  country  is  that  they  do  not  discriminate  between  the  two. 
assure  you,  my  dear  Mr.  Sbarboro,  that  you  shall  at  all  times  hal 
my  co-operation  in  your  good  work  of  preaching  the  'gospel  of  tn 
grape. 

Dr.  Martin  Regensburger  has  been  for  the  past  ten  years,  an 
is  still,  president  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of  Californi; 
Any  statement  which  he  makes  is  always  accepted  as  being  abs( 
lutely  reliable.     His  letter  reads : 

"In  your  paper  entitled  'Wine  or  Tea,  That  is  the  Question? 
you  expressed  sentiments  which  I  have  been  advocating  for  year 
If  the  people  of  this  country  were  educated  from  boyhood  up  i 
drink  wine,  alcoholism  would  be  a  rare  disease,  as  has  been  prove 
in  wine  drinking  countries.     It  is  the  forbidden  fruit  that  te: 
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111  my  experience  in  families  where  the  wine  flows  freely  drunkards 
are  the  exception,  whereas  many  of  the  oflfsprings  of  teetotalers 
and  wine  abhorrers  who  have  not  tasted  alcoholics  until  they  al- 
most have  grown  to  be  men,  become  drunkards.  It  would  be  in- 
teresting to  compare  the  statistics  of  drunkards  in  wine  and  beer 
drinking  countries  with  those  of  England  and  America.  I  hope 
that  you  will  further  pursue  this  question  and  that  I  may  be  able 
to  assist  you  in  an  humble  way." 

I  call  your  particular  attention  to  the  letter  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  C. 
H.  Parkhurst  of.  New  York,  the  grandest  true  moral  leader  in  the 
United  States.  Dr.  Parkhurst  base  visited  Europe  twenty-five 
times  during  his  vacations  and,  therefore,  knows  what  he  is  writ- 
ing about.     Here  is  his  letter: 

"Although  I  believe  in  temperance,  I  try  to  be  temperate  in 
my  belief  and  to  be  sufficiently  radical  not  to  defeat  the  ends  of 
my  conservatism.  I  am  warmly  in  sympathy  with  you  in  the  at- 
titude which  you  take  in  regard  to  wine  as  a  substitue  for  whisky. 
Judging  from  what  I  see  in  this  country,  and  from  what  I  know 
of  the  conditions  of  things  in  Europe — which  I  visited  twenty-five 
times — I  am  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  the  more  wine  there  is 
produced  in  this  country  and  the  more  freely  it  is  transported  from 
State  to  State,  the  less  whisky  will  be  used,  and  the  smaller  the 
amount  of  drunkenness.  If  the  proposed  bill  is  passed  I  earnestly 
trust  that  exception  will  be  made  of  beverages  containing  less  than 
a  certain  fixed  maximu  mof  alcohol.  I  wish  you  the  largest  suc- 
cess in  your  propagation  of  the  views  which  you  so  interestingly 
and  persuasively  expressed  to  me  a  couple  of  days  since." 

Now  that  I  have  shown  you  the  means  by  which  true  temper- 
ance may  be  obtained  let  me  show  you  the  absolute  failure  of  the 
people  who  would  reach  temperance  by  total  abstinence  or  pro- 
hibition. 

Prohibition  Total  Failure. 
In  the  first  place,  this  movement  of  prohibition  has  been  of  such 
long  standing  that  we  can  now  judge  of  its  results.  Let  us  take 
the  State  of  Maine,  which  was  one  of  the  first  States  to  vote  for 
State-wide  prohibition.  This  was  carried  over  fifty  years  ago  by 
a  vote  of  60,000  majority.  After  fifty  years  experience  with  pro- 
hibition official  statistics  showed  that  Maine  was  the  drunkest 
State  in  the  Union.  The  people  of  that  State  two  years  ago  took 
!the  vote  on  the  abolishment  of  prohibition  law  and  the  amend- 
ment was  lost  by  only  700  majority.  This  showed  that  after  fifty 
years  experience  nearly  60,000  voters  of  that  State  had  changed 
their  minds  and  desired  Maine  to  abolish  prohibition. 

To  corroborate  these  facts  I  will  read  you  an  article  from  the 

First  Victory  Achieved  in  Congress. 
To  show  you  further  the  evil  eflfects  of  prohibition,  I  will  state 
that  in  1908  I  was  requested  by  the  commercial  bodies  of  San 
I'rancisco  to  go  to  Washington  to  try  to  prevent  the  passage  of 
a  bill  which  prohibited  the  transportation  of  liquors,  including 
wines  from  a  free  to  a  prohibition  State. 

In  addressing  the  committee  I  had  occasion  to  call  their  at- 
tention to  the  baneful  effect  of  prohibition  by  showing  the  com- 
mittee that  during  the  time  when  the  fleet  came  to  this  city  from 
the  East  under  the  charge  of  Rear-Admiral  Robley  D.  Evans, 
.some  of  the  vessels  went  to  Mare  Island  for  repairs.  Several  of 
the  sailor  boys  were  given  permission  to  go  ashore,  went  to  Val- 
lejo  and  many  of  them  came  back  in  an  intoxicated  condition.  The 
Commander  notified  the  people  of  Vallejo  that  unless  they  closed 
their  saloons  he  would  not  give  the  sailors  permission  to  go  ashore 
any  more.  They  did  so,  and  what  was  the  result?  I  read  from 
the  "Evening  Bulletin"  of  January  17,  1908,  as  follows: 

"John  Haff  of  the  cruiser  'St.  Louis,'  died  here  yesterday  from  the  ef- 
fects of  wood  alcohol,  surreptitiously  taken  to  satisfy  an  irrepressible 
:raving  for  drink.  He  is  the  third  victim  in  a  week  to  succumb  to  the 
"loisonous  debauch;  two  sailors  are  totally  blind  from  the  same  cause,  and 
ive  others  are  such  complete  wrecks  that  they  will  never  again  be  fit  for 
ictive  service. 

"Harry  Wilson  and  James  T.  Hayes  are  the  other  two  bluejackets  who 
»re  dead  from  the  fiery  drink.  They  expired  the  day  following  the  spree, 
5ut  Haff  lingered  until  yesterday,  when  he  passed  away  in  great  agony. 
The  men  who  are  blind  will  probably  never  recover  their  sight  and  the  re- 
natning  quintet  will  be  decrepit  invalids  all  their  lives. 

"The  men  procured  the  wood  alcohol  from  a  quantity  of  linoleum  ce- 

■nent,  which  they  stole  from  a    gang    of    ship    joiners,  who  were  at  work 

;iboard  the  ship  during  the  past  week.     They  softened  the  cement  by  pour- 

ng  water  on  it,  with  the  result  that  the  alcohol  floated  to  the  top.     They 


managed  to  get  about  two  and  one-half  gallons  of  the  vicious  concoction, 
which  the  ten  of  them  drank. 

"When  discovered  they  were  too  intoxicated  to  tell  what  they  had 
done,  but  their  plant  was  found  and  the  secret  of  their  drunk  aboard  ship 
revealed.  They  were  hurried  to  the  hospital  and  stomach  pumps  applied. 
Heroic  remedies,  however,  did  not  avail,  for  the  poison  was  too  virulent 
and  proved  fatal  in  three  cases. 

"The  authorities  at  the  Navy  Yard  are  endeavoring  to  suppress  the 
facts  as  far  as  possible,  for  there  is  a  strict  rule  formulated  by  the  de- 
partment against  the  introduction  of  wood  alcohol  in  any  form  aboard 
ship.  Two  years  ago  there  was  a  somewhat  similar  scandal  caused  by  the 
craving  of  sailors  for  strong  drink,  and  since  then  the  use  of  wood  alcohol 
has  been  forbidden.  The  present  affair,  however,  is  far  the  most  serious 
of  the  kind  on  record." 

Prohibition  Creates  Insanity. 

I  also  made  another  statement  before  the  committee  which  I 
had  read  in  the  morning  "Call"  some  years  previous,  where  in  the 
State  of  Vermont  a  town  was  so  anxious  to  abolish  the  evil  of 
drunkenness  that  it  first  permitted  the  sale  of  liquor  only  by  drug 
stores.  That  did  not  work.  Then  it  permitted  the  sale 
of  liquors  by  drug  stores  only  with  the  prescription  from  a  doctor. 
That  was  ineffectual.  They  went  a  step  further  and  prohibited 
the  sale  of  liquors  even  by  a  drug  store  with  a  prescription  from 
the  doctor.  What  was  the  result?  A  few  months  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  drastic  law,  the  Board  of  Health  noticed  that  insanity 
was  increasing  in  that  town  to  an  enormous  extent.  A  commit- 
tee of  three  doctors  was  appointed  to  examine  the  books  of  the 
drug  stores  and  see  if  they  had  been  importing  liquors  surrepti- 
tiously. After  due  investigation  the  committee  reported  that  the 
drug  stores  had  not  been  importing  any  liquors,  but  that  they  had 
been  importing  cocaine  and  opium  drugs  by  the  ton ! 

The  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Senate,  after  hearing  these  and 
other  facts  killed  the  proposed  measure. 

Now,  gentlemen,  that  I  have  shown  you  the  moral  benefit  of  en- 
couraging the  free  use  of  wines  at  meals,  I  will  show  you  what 
great  material  benefit  the  industry,  if  properly  fostered,  will  become 
to  this  State. 

Wine  Greatest  Future  Industry  of  California. 
France  and  Italy  combined  produce  annually  about  3,000,000,000  gal- 
Ions  of  wine,  having  a  valuation  of  over  $600,000,000.  California  produces 
barely  50,000,000  gallons.  But  if  the  industry  be  encouraged.  I  assure  you 
that  California  can  produce  just  as  much  wine  as  either  Italy  or  France  of 
just  as  good  a  quality  and  at  a  lower  price.  Do  you  know  what  this  means, 
gentlemen? 

California  Will  Furnish  World  With  Its  Wines. 

Already  California  is  shipping  wine  as  well  as  fruits  to  all  parts  of 
Europe,  excepting  France,  Italy  and  Spain,  but  when  the  freight  is  ma- 
terially reduced  by  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal,  I  verily  believe  that 
we  will  be  enabled  to  ship  every  gallon  of  wine  that  California  can  pro- 
duce to  all  other  parts  of  the  world. 

This  may  seem  strange  to  you,  gentlemen,  but  can  be  easily  understood 
by  those  who  have  seen  how  the  grapes  are  grown  on  the  sides  of  moun- 
tains in  Europe.  On  those  mountains  up  to  the  topmost  peak  terraces  are 
cut  in  the  rock.  Earth  is  brought  by  men  and  women  on  their  backs  to 
put  on  these  terraces.  Fertilizers  are  placed  on  the  made  soil  and  the  lit- 
tle vines  set  out  finally.  Everything  done  is  by  hand  labor.  Certainly  the 
wages  are  low  to  permit  of  such  painstaking  toil.  But  California,  with  its 
fertile  rolling  lands,  has  the  advantage  over  Europe  in  spite  of  the  low 
wages  prevailing  there.  By  working  our  vineyards  with  horses  and  ma- 
chinery, we  will  be  enabled  to  compete  in  price  and  quality  with  the  en- 
tire world.     And  what  will  be  the  result? 

Viticultural  Industry  Will  Populate  Our  State. 
Vineyards   will   be    set   out   on    all   our   rolling   hillsides,    creating   new 
towns  and  cities  and  giving  pleasant,  healthy  occupation  to  over  30,000,000 
inhabitants,  as  are  now  supported  in  Italy  with  a  territory  one-third  smaller 
than  the  State  of  California. 

Destruction  of  California  Vineyards  Would  Be  Crime  of  the  Insane. 

Now,  are  the  people  of  California  going  to  commit  the  crime  to  com- 
pel the  present  vineyardists  to  pull  up  their  vines  and  destroy  the  great 
future  which  is  in  store  for  our  State?  I  cannot  believe  it  to  be  possible. 
If  they  really  intended  to  commit  this  crime,  at  least  they  should  be  com- 
pelled as  civilized  people  to  remunerate  the  vineyardists  for  their  loss.  I 
will  show  you  an  example. 

True  Civilization  of  Switzerland. 
Switzerland  for  some  yea'rs  had  been  making  a  liquor  called  absinthe, 
which  is  a  very  strong  liqtior.     It  serves  to  make  a  beverage  when  com- 
bined with  water,  into  which  it  is  dripped.     When,    some    year?    ago.    the 
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vines  of  France  were  destroyed  by  the  philoxera,  the  people  of  France,  not 
biiving  any  more  wine  to  drink,  came  into  the  habit  of  using  absinthe  which 
on  due  investigation  was  found  to  be  really  detrimental  to  health.  The 
Government  of  Switzerland  condemned  the  great  absinthe-manufacturing 
iftdustry  which  was  giving  employment  to  over  a  thousand  people.  How 
did  the  Swiss  authorities  proceed?  They  appointed  a  committee  of  ap- 
praisers, fixed  the  actual  value  of  the  establishments  and  paid  the  pro- 
prietors every  dollar  that  their  plants  were  worth;  but  they  went  still  a 
"step  further.  Knowing  that  these  thousand  laborers  would  be  thrown  on 
the  street  and  added  to  the  unemployed,  they  gave  each  one  of  these  la- 
borers, as  a  pension  for  three  years,  the  same  wages  which  they  had  been  re- 
ceiving from  the  absinthe  establishments.  I  was  particularly  struck  when 
I  read  that  article  by  the  fact  that  the  little  girls  who  went  out  in  the  fields 
to  pick  the  grass  with  which  this  absinthe  was  made,  receiving  twenty  cents 
per  day.  were  given  by  the  government  this  pension  for  three  years,  dur- 
ing which  time  they  might  find  new  employment.  This,  gentleman,  is  an 
act  of  true  civilization.  But  here  our  good  prohibition  Christians  would 
deprive  the  vineyardists  and  the  laborers  of  their  property  and  throw  them 
and  their  families  on  the  streets  as  paupers.  I  can  hardly  conceive  this 
to  be  a  holy  religious  act. 

Logical  True  Remedy  For  Evil  of  Drunkenness. 

The  leaders  of  the  prohibition  people  with  all  of  their  apparent  desire 
to  remove  the  evil  of  drunkenness  have  never  proposed  a  true  logical  rem- 
edy for  the  abolishment  of  that  evil  which  all  good  people  so  truly  desire. 

This  makes  me  frankly  believe  that  the  true  animus  of  the  prohibition- 
ist is  not  for  the  removal  of  drunkenness,  but  to  serve  his  puritanical  re- 
lig^us'and  nefarious  political  purposes. 

It  is  appalling  to  consider  that  these  same  puritans  who  are  attempting 
to  deprive  the  American  citizens  today  of  their  rights  came  from  the  same 
set  as  those  who  first  left  England  on  account  of  being  deprived  of  their 
own  religious  liberty. 

But,  methinks,  some  of  you  gentlemen  believe  that  drunkenness  is  an 
evil  and  it  must  be  removed  at  all  cost.  Very  good!  I  am  heart  and  soul 
with  you  for  that  laudable  purpose..  That  is  what,  as  I  have  said,  I  am 
going  to  devote  the  balance  of  my  life  to  try  to  achieve,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose I  am  going  to  suggest  a  few  remedies  which  in  my  humble  judgment 
will  be  effective^  '   h'-  -S 

Firstly,  as  we  have  seen  that  the  proper  use  of  wine  diluted  with  water, 
as  is  generally  done  by  wine  drinkers  at  meals,. is  beneficial  and  not  an  in- 
toxicating beverage,  we  should  encourage  its  use  and  permit  it  to  be  served 
in  liotels,  restaurants  and  eating  houses  with  meals  free  from  all  license. 

Secondly,  we  have  too  many  saloons  in  this  State.  The  number 
should  be  gradually  reduced  and  their  business  methods  so  strictly 
regulated  that  the  baneful  influence  of  the  bad  element  would  be  eventually 
removed. 

You  know,  gentlemen,  that  every  saloon  is  compelled  to  have  two 
licenses,  one  from  the  United  States  Government  and  the  other  from  the 
local  authorities.  Now,  each  town  and  city  should  make,  in  giving  these 
license!!,  strict  regulations  as  to  how  the  saloon  should  conduct  its  business. 
For  instance,  saloon  keepers  should  not  sell  liquor  to  a  drunkard  or  quasi 
drunltard,  disreputable  characters  or  minors.  No  gambling  or  disorderly 
conduct  should  be  allowed  in  the  saloon,  and  there  should  be  such  other 
regulations  as  the  municipalities  might  See  fit.  These  regulations  could 
be  "very  easily  enforced  by  notifying  the  saloon  keepers  that  on  the  in- 
fringement of  any  of  the  rules  their  licenses  will  be  for  the  first  and  second 
oflFenses  suspended  and  for  the  third  offense  revoked,  the  name  of  the  pro- 
prietor placed  on  the  black  list  so  that  a  license  might  never  be  given 
again  to  that  man  to  carry  on  such  illicit  business. 

Reform  the  Drunkard. 
Furthermore,  inasmuch  as  the  unfortunate  few  drunken  men  are  doing 
so  much  harm  to  their  families  and  threatening  to  bring  about  the  de- 
struction of  the  principal  industry  of  California,  these  men  should  also  be 
regulated.  For  instance,  when  a  person  is  found  on  the  public  streets  or 
in  public  places  in  an  intoxicated  condition  he  should  be  put  in  jail  and, 
instead  of  keeping  him  for  twenty-four  hours,  which  is  a  farce,  he  should 
be  held  for  at  least  five  days  and,  when  released,  he  should  be  informed  that 
the  law  would  for  the  second  offense  imprison  him  for  thirty  days  and 
for  each  subsequent  offense  thirty  additional  days,  and  in  order  that  the 
taxpayers  should  not  by  the  sweat  of  their  brow  be  compelled  to  maintain 
this  drnnken  man  in  jail  in  idleness  he  should  be  made  to  work,  and,  if  he 
has  a  family  depending  upon  him,  the  wages  such  as  are  earned  by  an  or- 
dinary laborer  doing  the  same  work  should  be  paid  to  his  family.  In. this 
way,  gentlem^,  you  wiH  soon  remove  from  every  town  and  city  the  evfl 
of  drunkenness,  without  destroying  any  property,  without  depriving  any 
American  citizen  of  the  sacred  personal  liberty  to  eat  and  drink  in  mod- 
eration whatever  he  pleases  and,  what  is  best  of  all,  in  less  than  six  months 
you  will  reform  all  the  unfortunate  drunkards  in  our  country,  who  will 
then  forever  bless  you  for  the  benefits  brought  on  themselves  and  their 
families.

LOS  ANGELES  AND  SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA.

Los  Angeles,  May  26,  1914. 

According  to  Chief  of  Police  Sebastian  the  sales  of  sake  in  the 
city  of  Los  Angeles  amount  to  $100,000  a  year.  He  states  that  the 
beverage  is  used  entirely  by  Japanese.  The  chief  is  very  much 
perturbed  over  the  fact  that  there  are  20  Japanese  restaurants  en- 
gaged in  the  business  of  serving  guests  with  sake.  The  sake  con- 
tains, on  an  average,  19  per  cent  alcohol,  which  is  19  per  cent  too 
much  in  the  chief's  opinion.  Chief  Sebastian  has  suggested  to  the 
police  commissioners  that  dealers  must  secure  special  permits  to 
sell  sake.  The  commissioners  have  handed  his  recommendation 
to  the  city  council. 

Retsina  wine  is  being  produced  in  Los  Angeles  by  the  Retsina 
Wine  Company.  According  to  the  Los  Angeles  "Herald"  these  are 
the  only  wines  of  Retsina  type  manufactured  in  America.  The 
wines  compare  very  favorably  with  the  celebrated  Retsina  wines 
of  Greece.  The  Los  Angeles  company  also  produces  brandy  of 
the  Retsina  type.  The  company  has  its  headquarters  at  330-332 
North  Anderson  street  and  its  warehouse  and  distillery  on  Utah 
street.     It  markets  its  products  all  over  the  Eastern  States 

Los  Angeles  prohibitionists  are  very  enthusiastic  over  the  pri 
pects  for  victory  at  the  coming  election.  The  discord  made 
the  reverend  gentlemen  of  San  Francisco  who  wished  to  give 
winemen  six  years  to  get  out  of  business  does  not  appear  to  bot 
them.  Los  Angeles  drys  are  unanimously  in  favor  of  putting  the 
winemen  out  of  business  five  days  after  the  November  election 
Nothing  can  shake  their  resolution.

Victorville  will  lose  its  saloons  after  the  first  of  July. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  San  Diego  Consolidated  Brewing  C 
pany  has  been  increased  from  $500,000  to  $1,000,000. 

Referring  to  the  law  passed  in  Pasadena  to  stop  everybody  f 
smoking  on  the  street  cars,  the  Los  Angeles  "Times"  says:    " 
suspect  what  is  needed  is  a  new  world  and  a  fresh  race.     It  is  pi 
ably  a  mistake  to  think  that  tobacco  using  or  the  abuse  of  alcol 
is  all  that  is  the  matter  with  the  earth  and  the  people  on  it. 
fact  that  this  man  swears  or  that  another  man  beats  his  wife  01 
shows  where  the  race's  meanness  breaks  out  in  individuals, 
does  not  suggest  any  cure  for  the  weakness  of  humanity.    Men 
not  such  a  bad  lot  as  a  whole,  but  they  are  more  or  less  partner 
in  vice  as  well  as  development,  and  it  is  going  to  be  a  difficult  ma 
ter  to  legislate  absolute  goodness  into  them." 

Mr.  G.  De  Mateis.  president  of  the  Italian-American  \^ineyai 
Company,  is  having  further  extensions  made  to  the  system  of  fi 
tcring  and  pasteurizing  employed  at  the  plant  of  his  company. 

The  Methodist  Ministers'  Association  is  much  incensed  at  ll 
Los  Angeles  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  its  attitude  against  proh 
bition.  Following  is  part  of  a  resolution  passed  by  the  niiiii.ster 
".So,  gentlemen  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  we  ask  you  to 
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into  the  water  wagon  and  that  witliout  delay.  We  bid  you  a  hos- 
pitable welcome.  Come  in  voluntarily  before  you  are  compelled 
to  do  so." 

For  some  time  the  special  committee  (which  for  want  of  a  less 
appropriate  name  may  be  called  the  Graft  Chasing  Committee)  has 
been  devising  ways  and  means  t)f  further  gouging  the  liquor  traffic 
of  Los  Angeles.  It  has  found  that  Los  Angeles  has  one  saloon 
for  each  2500  of  its  population ;  that  total  daily  receipts  of  the  208 
saloons  in  Los  Angeles,  which  includes  two  in  Wilmington  and 
si-x  in  San  Pedro,  is  $25,733,  and  that  the  annual  gross  receipts 
amount  to  $7,977,230. 

These  municipal  leeches  have  discovered  that  they  can  draw 
still  more  blood  out  of  the  liquor  traffic.  They  recommend  a  mini- 
mum license  fee  of  $100  per  month  for  saloons  doing  $50  a  day  busi- 
ness. They  would  have  an  extra  fee  paid  upon  the  basis,  of  four 
per  cent  of  the  gross  sales  above  and  "over  sales  averagmg  $50  per 
day.  Under  this  recommendation  twenty-four  of  the  208  saloons 
will  not  be  aiTected,  while  over  the  remaining  184  will  be  distrib- 
uted the  increase  in  license  upon  the  just  basis  of  their  respective 
traffic. 

Other  changes  in  the  liquor  ordinance  are  recommended  as  fol- 
lows :  License  fee  for  a  winery  to  be  changed  from  $10  a  month  to 
$25,  an  increase  of  150  per  cent;  license  fee  for  a  social  club,  from 
$25  a  month  to  $32.50,  an  increase  of  50  per  cent;  wholesale  liquor 
establishments,  from  $75  a  month  to  $100,  an  increase  of  33  1-3 
;  per  cent ;  wholesale  drug  store,  from  $75  a  month  to  $100,  an  in- 
crease of  33  1-3  per  cent,  and  of  a  brewery,  from  $100  to  $200  per 
month,  which  is  an  increase  of  100  per  cent. 

1  Pirate  Morgan  was  in  the  A.  B.  C.  class  compared  with  these 
'Knights  of  the  Sand  Bag,  who  expect  to  increase  the  revenues 
I  derived  from  the  liquor  traffic  from  $472,920  to  $712,000  or  36>4 
per  cent  at  a  clip.  As  showing  how  deep-set  the  piratical  instinct 
is  in  these  salaried  politicians,  their  "plea  for  fair  play"  is  enlight- 
ening. They  state  that  "inasmuch  as  it  is  unfair  to  tax  a  saloon- 
keeper doing  $37. 50-a-day  business  as  much  as  one  doing  $500  a 
day,  those  doing  more  than  $37.50  a  day  should  be  taxed  more. 
They  do  not  propose  to  bleed  the  small  saloonkeepers  less,  but  the 
larger  ones  more. 

Of  course  the  committee  expected  to  secure  the  support  of  the 
small  saloonkeepers.  But  it  was  disappointed.  After  the  large 
saloonkeepers  entered  their  protests  the  smaller  ones  appeared  with 
even  more  vigorous  ones.  The  smaller  men  showed  plainly  that 
they  did  not  derive  any  pleasure  because  of  the  proposed  gouging 
of  the  bigger  ones.  The  pirates  were,  therefore,  disconcerted. 
Even  the  minitsers,  ever  alert  to  inflict  injury  on  the  liquor  dealers, 
protested  against  the  proposition,  claiming  that  it  would  result  in 
developing  the  low-  groggery. 

As  a  result  of  the  protests,  the  predatory  committee  has  asked 
the  city  council  to  defer  action  until  some  future  date. 

A  petition  to  close  Seventh  street,  between  Olive  and  Grand 
avenues,  has  resulted  in  the  closing  of  the  block  for  two  years  to 
saloons.  The  chief  of  police  is  considering  a  proposition  to  close 
Ninth  street  between  Main  and  Broadway. 

On  the  23rd  of  May  the  State  Vitcultural  Commission  exhibited 
motion  pictures  at  Blanchard  Hall  to  illustrate  the  viticultural  in- 
jdustry  of  the  State.  There  was  a  very  large  audience  present.  Mr. 
iSecondo  Guasti,  head  of  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company,  presided 
over  the  affair. 

Another  wet-and-dry  war  has  been  started  in  Santa  Monica  be- 
cause the  city  council  issued  a  liquor  license  to  Mr.  William  O. 
Baxter.  The  W.  C.  T.  U.  has  put  on  armor.  Petitions  are  being 
circulated  to  call  an  election  at  an  early  date. 

Watts,  Los  Angeles  County,  has  gone  wet  with  a  bang,  to  the 
consternation  of  all  the  drys.  It  looks  as  though  sentiment  in  the 
county  is  changing  rapidly. 


DECISION  IN  THE  PRIDHAM  CASE. 


Both  the  wooden  box  and  the  liber  and  corrugated  paper  container 
manufacturers  see  in  the  decision  a  victory  for  their  respective 
sides.  As  a  consequence  the  railway  people  will  be  enabled  to 
make  investigations  as  to  whether  the  loss  and  damage  due  to  in-- 
secure  packages  is  what  the  wooden  box  manufacturers  claim  that 
it  is.  Fiber  packages  will  hereafter  be  subject  to  close  tests.  As 
showing  of  what  importance  the  decision  is  to  the  wine  industry 
the  rates  which  prevail  on  California  wines,  other  than  champagne, 
are  herewith  given:  In  carload  lots,  fiber  containers,  $3.70;  wood, 
75c ;  in  less  than  carload  lots,  fiber  containers  $3.70,  wood  $3.70. 
The  decision  makes  the  equalization  of  rates  effective  July  1, 
1914. 


UPTON  SINCLAIR,  PROHIBITION  CANDIDATE  FOR 
PRESIDENT. 

Upton  Sinclair,  widely  known  as  a  Socialistic  dreamer,  writer  of  a  book 
call«d  "The  Jungle,"  dealing  with  the  Chicago  stock  yards  in  lurid  but 
greatly  overdrawn  word  pictures,  and  who  attempts  to  live  on  raw  vegeta- 
bles among  his  other  fads,  has  signified  his  consent  to  accept  the  nomina- 
tion for  President  of  the  United  States  on  the  prohibition  ticket. 

Upton,  we  are  told,  rejects  all  fl^sh,  except  when  a  savory  turkey  lies 
steaming  before  him  on  the  groaning  board  at  Thanksgiving  dinner,  when  he 
temporarily  lapses  from  grace,  and,  like  Rip  Van  Winkle  when  he  took  a 
nip,  doesn't  count  the  time.  Mr.  Sinclair's  customary  nourishmenf  is 
vegetables,  and  uncooked  at  that. 

In  our  kindly  suggestion  to  the  prohibitionists  not  to  hesitate  in  snap- 
ping up  Upton  Sinclair  as  their  ideal  candidate,  we  are  backed  up  by  the 
Hearst  papers,  which  close  an  editorial   on   him  as  follows: 

"We  need  enthusiasts  like  Mr.  Sinclair  who  can  only  feel  and  imagine. 

"And  we  need  balanced  men  who  can  think  and  reason,  and  who  know 
that  the  human  nature  of  today,  based  upon  a  hundred  thousand  years  of 
gradual  development,  must  be  dealt  with  intelligently,  sanely,  conserva- 
tively— and  not  as  an  irritable,  well  meaning  old  lady  who  deals  with  her 
pug  dog,  when  she  takes  away  the  mutton  bone  and  says:  'You  must  live 
on  oatmeal.' 

"You  can  do  that  to  a  pug  dog,  for  he  can't  help  himself.  But  the 
prohibitionists,  sincere  and  earnest  as  they  are,  cannot  do  it  to  the  body 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the   United  States." — Mida's  Criterion.

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Chas.  11.  Hermann  to  Chicago  "Record-Herald" 


Charles  H.  Hermann,  president  of  Chapin  &  Gore,  liquor  deal- 
ers, in  a  letter  to  the  editor  of  "The  Record-Herald"  of  Chicago, 
gives  his  views  on  the  attitude  of  "The  Record-Herald"  in  refusing 
to  accept  further  contracts  for  liquor  advertisements.     His  letter 

is  as  follows: 

"CHICAGO,  April  11.— To  the  Editor:  Recent  stories  in  'The 
Record-Herald'  indicate  that  the  management  of  your  paper  has 
received  a  great  deal  of  favorable  comment  on  the  action  taken 
relative  to  your  refusal  of  liquor  advertising. 

"As  there  are  two  sides  to  all  questions,  I  thought  it  might  not 
he  objectionable  to  you  to  receive  a  letter  from  one  holding  op- 
posite views. 

"Does  it  not  occur  to  you  that  those  individuals  who  are  agitat- 
ing for  legislation  which  would  annihilate  the  vast  distilling,  whole- 
sale liquor  dealing  and  brewing  interests  of  this  country  are  mostly 
people  who  have  nothing  to  lose  by  such  legislation,  and  therefore 
are  perfectly  indifferent  whether  such  legislation  carries  with  it 
any  clause  or  any  provision  which  would  deal  fairly  with  those 
who  have  all  of  their  possessions  invested  in  a  business  which, 
since  the  establishment  of  the  federal  Union,  has  been  recognized 
by  our  government  as  a  perfectly  lawful  occupation? 

"In  fact,  the  United  States  government  is  the  most  important 
partner  in  this  great  business  of  the  production  of  distilled  and  fer- 
mented liquors. 

"The  United  States  government  derives  from  this  copartnership 
almost  one-third  of  its  entire  revenue. 

"1  desire  to  impress  upon  you  most  strongly  that  the  so-called 
liquor  question  is  not  a  controversy  between  a  few  distillers,  brew- 
ers and  dealers  and  the  great  moral  forces  of  our  country. 

"The  real  controversy  is  between  that  great  majority  of  Amer- 
ican citizens  who  desire  to  purchase  and  use  liquors  properly  and 
soberly  and  a  few  self-appointed  agitators  backed  by  a  thoughtless 
minority  whose  object  is  to  deny  and  frustrate  this  personal  right 
to  purchase  and  use  liquors. 

"If  this  were  not  true  the  controversy  could  not  last  for  a  day. 

"Would  it  be  any  more  than  justice  to  those  engaged  in  the 
liquor  industries  to  say  that  no  laws  be  passed  that  would  sum- 
marily throw  everybody  engaged  in  that  line  of  business  into  idle- 
ness and  loss? 

"Should  not  compensation  be  decreed  to  those  manufacturers 
who  have  invested  millions  in  extensive  plants  where  the  making 
of  such  goods  is  supervised  by  government  officials  with  an  eye 
to  the  collecting  of  the  government  tax  of  $1.10  a  gallon? 

Government  Takes  Tax. 

"Is  it  not  idle  to  say  that  the  government  is  not  a  partner  in  this 
enterprise?  Does  not  the  government  through  these  industries 
derive  an  income  which,  in  respect  to  whiskies,  is  several  times  the 
value  of  the  goods  on  which  the  tax  is  levied? 

"Has  not  the  government  uniformly  protected  the  men  who 
carry  on  this  business  lawfully  and  who  pay  a  tax  of  $1.10  a  gallon 
on  their  output,  and  has  it  not  exterminated  ruthlessly  the  plants 
of  those  men  who  seek  to  evade  the  payment  of  this  income  to  the 
government? 

"It  would  seem  to  me  that  if  newspapers  siich  as  yours  have 
not  lost  all  their  conscience  they  would  give  some  thought  to  this 
aspect  of  the  ease,  and  that  possibly  they  might  sell  just  as  many 
newspapers  if  they  were  to  keep  Uncle  Sam  and  the  States  and  the« 
municipalities  from  doing  something  which,  establishes  a  most  seri- 
ous precedent,  namely,  practical  confiscation  without  compensa- 
tion. 

"It  is  useless  to  beg  the  (|uestion  by  saying  that  the  government 
does  not  take  this  property.  ^^ 

"A  railroa<l  which  is  forbidden  to  operate  its  trains  is  to  all 
practical  purposes  utterly  destroyed — call  it  confiscation  or  (|uibble 


on  the  term  as  one  may. 

"The  same  is  true  of  distillers  when  forbidden  to  operate  llieii 
plants. 

"If  such  a  precedent  is  established  it  might  be  far-reaching  and 
later  would  certainly  extend  itself  into  other  lines.  So  far  as  1 
am  concerned  I  can  see  no  difference  between  that  process  of  de- 
struction and  the  methods  of  the  burlgar  who  holds  up  and  plun- 
ders a  citizen. 

Compensation  in  England; 

"In  England  when  the  excise  board  decides  to  diminish  the 
number  of  'public  houses'  (the  English  synonym  for  the  American 
saloon)  the  owners  are  fully  compensated  for  loss  in  stocks,  value 
of  real  estate,  good  will,  fixtures,  etc. 

"In  one  year,  as  indicated  by  the  London  Victualer's  Guide, 
copy  of  which  I  have  at  hand,  it  is  shown  that  the  British  govern- 
ment expended  $3,200,000  in  thus  extinguishing  licenses  where  the 
number  of  public  houses  was  deemed  excessive. 

"I  am  sure  that  the  great  majority  of  the  distillers  and  whole- 
sale dealers  of  our  country  are  willing  that  the  people  should  by 
their  ballots  decide  whether  they  wish  to  continue  the  use  of 
liquors. 

"It  is  the  people  who  have  perpetuated  our  existence  and  who 
have  the  deciding  voice  in  this  matter. 

"We  do  not  make  purchasers  in  our  business.  It  is  the  buyers 
who  make  the  sellers  possible. 

Tells  of  Swiss  Method. 

"Do  other  governments  enter  into  partnership  with  their  citizens 
and  then  destroy  their  property  as  national  prohibition  would  do 
in  this  country? 

"I  take  the  liberty  of  inclosing  for  your  perusal  copy  of  an  ar- 
ticle indicating  in  what  manner  the  Republic  of  Switzerland  in 
1910  totally  abolished  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  absinthe  within 
the  confines  of  the  Swiss  Republic. 

"A  careful  perusal  of  this  document  (translated  from  the  orig^ 
inal  French)  will  indicate  to  you  that  manufacturers  were  compen 
sated  for  their  plants,  dealers  for  their  stock  on  hand,  loss  of  goc 
will  and  depreciation  of  real  estate. 

"Furthermore,  all  employes  were  provided  for,  and  this  compet 
sation  extended  down  to  the  women  and  children  who  cultivate 
the  herbs  used  in  the  manufacture  of  absinthe.  No  man,"  woma 
or  child  was  allowed  to  suffer  loss."

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Josephus  Daniels,  Secretary  of  the  Navy 


Of  all  the  great  men  of  our  day  Josephus  Daniels,  the  celebrated 
Secretary  of  the  Kavy,  is  beyond  all  doubt  the  farthest  ahead  of  his 
time.  History  proves  that  great  men  of  every  epoch  have  been 
very  much  in  advance  of  the  times  in  which  they  lived.  No  doubt 
Josephus  Daniels  keenly  realizes  this  when  he  thinks  of  himself. 
1  n  looking  backward  the  celebrated  Secretary  of  the  Navy  compre- 
hends how  Jesus,  who  planned  the  brotherhood  of  mankind,  was 
many  thousands  of  years  in  advance  of  the  rest  of  the  world  and 
how  Napoleon  I,  who  aimed  at  the  unification  of  Europe,  was  sev- 
eral centuries  too  previous.  Josephus  Daniels  must  be  keenly 
alive  to  the  fact  that  Jesus  and  Napoleon  compare  but  faintly  with 
himself  in  being  ahead  of  the  rest  of  mankind.  The  geologists 
agree  with  the  historians  in  upholding  the  celebrated  secretary  on 
this  score.  Geologists  are  unanimous  in  the  belief  that  the  water 
on  the  surface  of  the  terrestrial  globe  will  disappear  in  the  course 
of  some  tens  of  millions  of  years,  and  the  earth  will  then  be  a  dry 
planet.  This  makes  it  evident  that  Josephus  Daniels  is  some  tens 
of  millions  of  years  ahead  of  his  time.  He  has  Jesus  and  Napoleon 
completely  outdistanced.  His  supreme  ability  as  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  can  never  be  rightly  appreciated  in  our  day.  It  is  a  great 
pity  that  his  appointment  to  the  head  of  the  navy  was  not  post- 
poned some  tens  of  millions  of  years.  His  wonderful  genius  as 
chief  of  the  navy  would  be  shown  to  greatest  advantage  after  the 
seas  had  vanished  and  the  earth  had  become  perfectly  dry. 

This  celebrated  lord  of  the  admirals  was  born  in  a  rural  dis- 
trict of  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  He  first  became  known  to 
other  men  as  the  editor  of  the  Raleigh  "News  and  Observer."  His 
work  while  in  charge  of  this  paper  consisted  principally  of  advo- 
cating prohibition.  In  this  he  was  eminently  successful,  as  his 
rustic  readers  were  every  way  opposed  to  personal  liberty.  They 
were  the  descendants  of  a  long  line  of  slaveholders.  Josephus 
Daniels  through  them  helped  greatly  in  making  North  Carolina  a 
prohibition  State.     His  rise  was  steady  afterward. 

When  President  Wilson  was  paying  off  his  political  debts  he 
found  it  necessary  to  recognize  the  "distinguished"  North  Carolinan. 
As  one  of  the  traits  of  President  Wilson  is  to  pay  off  his  debts  re- 
gardless of  consequences,  he  made  Josephus  Daniels  Secretary  of 
the  Navy.  The  President  did  not  expect  that  Daniels  as  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  would  prove  to  be  cause  of  annoyance  to  him.  But  he 
has  since  realized  that  in  making  Daniels  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
he  has  paid  his  debt  to  this  prohibition  advocate  several  times  over. 
Of  course,  Daniels  is  satisfied.  It  does  not  worry  him  in  the  least 
to  have  people  pay  their  debts  to  him  as  often  as  they  wish  to.  He 
gives  no  receipts  and  offers  no  excuses. 

The  first  great  work  of  Josephus  Daniels  as  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  was  to  ruralize  nautical  lerms.  As  it  was  difficult  for  him 
to  understand  such  words  as  "port,"  starboard"  and  "lee"  he  con- 
sidered that  it  would  be  much  easier  to  make  the  seamen  adopt 
such  terms  as  "right"  and  "left."  Although  the  seamen  were  con- 
fused Daniels  was  completely  successful. 

Having  achieved  so  much,  it  became  necessary  for  the  great 
chief  of  the  navy  to  rise  to  still  higher  glories.  His  dream  appears 
to  have  been  to  become  the  most  egregious  incompetent  of  his  day. 
It  is  to  his  credit  to  say  that  his  dream,  if  such  it  was,  has  been 
almost  completely  realized.  Contrary  to  the  expectations  of  Presi- 
dent Wilson,  who  hoped  that  Daniels  would  not  assert  his  peculiar 
form  of  assinity,  the  prize  butt  of  the  navy  refused  to  act' as  a 
docile  jackass  and  persisted  in  becoming  the  most  obstreperous  of 
his  species. 

In  order  to  gain  distinction  Daniels  set  out  giving  lectures 
after  the  style  of  William  Jennings  Bryan.     He  told  those  who  had 


sufficient  fortitude  to  listen  to  him  that  the  men  of  the  United 
States  Navy  were  of  pious  character  and  were  to  be  compared  only 
with  the  members  of  bible  classes.  He  seriously  asserted  that 
navy  men  are  not  roysterers.  Those  who  know  how  the  Yankee 
naval  men  conduct  themselves  in  every  port  in  the  world  and  how 
much  trouble  they  put  United  States  consuls  to  to  keep  them  out 
of  jail  wondered  at  the  audacity  of  Daniels.  People  all  over  the 
world  know  that  men  of  the  United  States  navy  when  on  shore  lose 
control  of  themselves  after  they  indulge  in  a  very  few  drinks  while 
men  of  all  other  navies  continue  to  conduct  themselves  properly 
even  after  drinking  three  and  four  times  as  much  as  the  Yankee 
tars.  But  very  few  people  know  that  this  condition  exists  because 
the  men  of  the  Unfted  States  navy  are  not  allowed  any  alcoholic 
beverages  on  board  ship  while  the  men  of  other  navies  are  accus- 
tomed to  beer,  wine  and  grog.  Indeed,  few  people  will  charge  that 
the  misbehavior  of  the  Yankee  tars  on  shore  is  due  to  the  stupidity 
of  the  heads  of  the  navy,  who  are  either  too  stingy  or  too  ignorant 
to  allow  navy  men  of  the  United  States  beverages  which  every  sea- 
man of  other  nations  is  accustomed  to.  That  is  why  Josephus 
Daniels  managed  to  convince  those  who  listened  to  him  that  Yan- 
kee naval  men  are  not  roysterers  and  should  be  treated  like  Sunday 
School  children. 

Having  succeeded  so  far  the  intellectual  giant  of  the  navy  pro- 
ceeded to  further  lengths.  He  proclaimed  that  inasmuch  as  the 
men  of  the  United  States  Navy  were  not  allowed  alcoholic  bev- 
erages the  officers  should  not  be  allowed  them  either.  This  thor- 
oughly demonstrated  the  fact  that  the  celebrated  North  Carolinan 
holds  ideas  on  personal  liberty  which  thoroughly  identify  him  as 
a  member  of  the  old  Slave  Party.  Following  his  line  of  reasoning 
that  because  men  of  the  navy  have  no  right  to  wine,  officers  should 
be  deprived  of  the  right,  the  far-seeing  secretary  would  undoubt- 
edly argue  that  because  women  have  not  the  right  to  vote  men 
should  be  deprived  of  that  right.  If  it  were  possible  for  the  women 
of  prohibition  North  Carolina  to  summon  up  enough  courage  to 
make  a  demonstration  before  the  idolized  Daniels  in  favor  of  wo- 
man suffrage  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  egregious  incompetent 
would  reply  to  them  as  follows :  "Christian  sisters,  I  understa^i 
you.  You  have  not  the  right  to  vote.  The  men  should,  therefoM 
be  disfranchised.  We  have  already  disfranchised  the  black  men 
of  North  Carolina.  It  is  time  to  start  on  the  white  men.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  only  people  who  should  be  allowed  to  vote  are 
Sunday  School  teachers  and  rural  editors." 

As  exemplifying  the  high  reasoning  power  of  Josephus  DaniJ 
one  of  his  explanations  for  the  abolition  of  the  wine  mess  for  o| 
cers  may  be  set  forth  as  follows :  "Many  young  men  who  have  ne\ 
tasted  wine  become  officers.  Not  being  accustomed  to  wine,  tlil 
lose  control  of  themselves  after  they  partake  of  it.  To  save  them" 
it  is  necessary  to  abolish  wine  in  the  navy."  It  must  follow  t\% 
Secretary  Daniels  will  issue  an  order  that  officers  in  the  Unit 
States  navy  shall  not  accept  invitations  frOm  foreign  naval  officd 
to  sociable  affairs  since  the  United  States  officers,  not  being  acci 
tomed  to  wine,  might  lose  control  of  themselves  after  partaking  of 
the  wine  served  at  all  such  affairs. 

The  latest  bid  for  fame  made  by  Josephus  Daniels  is  in  con- 
nection with  Mexico.  In  this  he  shows  that  he  has  a  nose  for  glot 
As  secretary  pt  a  navy  victorious  over  Mexico  he  scents  the  trj 
of  history  and  finds  himself  on  the  way  to  undying  honors, 
when  a  half  dozen  United  States  marines  forget  to  dress  themseh 
for  shore  leave,  land  in  Tampico,  a  foreign  port,  in  regular  unifor 
and  are  arrested  in  strict  accordance  with  international  law,  Sec 
retary  Daniels  starts  complications  by  declaring  that  for  the  ve 
reason  that  the  marines  were  in  their  regular  uniform  they  shoti 
not  have  been  arrested.  In  this  way  the  rural  editor  would  rcver 
international  law.  While  any  other  man  in  his  position  would  pr 
ceed  slowly  in  an  investigation  to  determine  whether  or  not 
marines  might  be  in  the  wrong  the  egregious  incompeteti 
demands  precipitate  action.  Holding,  as  he  does,  that  th 
United  States  marines  are  Sunday  School  boys  incai)able  of  an) 
breach  of  good  deportment  (so  different  from  the  marines  of  othe: 
nations)  he  insists  that  they  could  not  have  been  in  the  wrong 
Tbis.sliows  that  he  knows  when  opportunity  knocks  at  his  door 
' Wafwith  Mexico  is  an  opportunity  for  him  to  glorify  himself.  I' 
would  cost  him,  personally,  nothing  and  he  would  be  getting  some 
thing  entirely  at  the  cost  of  others.  That  is  what  he  has  been  do 
ing  in  all  his  dealings  with  President  Wilson.     It  would  be  no  mor< 
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(liau  consistent  for  him  to  proceed  in  the  same  way  with  Mexico. 
A'^  matters  stand,  all  that  blocks  the  way  for  Daniels  to  make  a 
w  ar  for  the  extension  of  his  celebrity  is  the  personality  of  President 
\Vilson.     The  question  now  is:  Can  hp  overcome  that  personality? 

In  concluding  this  sketch- of  the  wonderful  Josephus  Daniels  it 
is  not  amiss  to  refer  to  the  efficiency  of  the  navy  over  which  he 
holds  undisputed  sway.  Like  all  other  prohibitionists,  Daniels 
condemns  alcoholic  liquors  on  the  ground  that  they  reduce  the 
efficiency  of  those  who  drink  them.  Since  Daniels  became  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  the  efficiency  of  that  military  arm  of  the  republic 
has  so  decreased  that  he  himself  proposes  that  the  battleships  be 
converted  into  merchant  vessels.  At  the  same  trme  the  efficiency 
of  the  British  navy  has  been  increased  over  fifty  per  cent.  Accord- 
ing to  the  "Scientific  American"  and  the  "Army  and  Navy  Jour- 
nal," the  efficiency  of  the  marksmanship  of  the  British  navy  has 
been  raised  from  forty  per  cent  to  sixty  per  cent,  while  that  of  the 
United  States  navy  has  remained  at  forty  per  cent.  These  authori- 
tative journals  state  that  the  fighting  strength  of  the  British  navy 
has  been  still  further  increased  by  the  use  of  oil  instead  of  coal  as 
fuel,  while  the  United  States  navy  remains  on  the  same  old  coal- 
burning  basis.  Unit  for  unit,  the  British  navy  is  nearly  sixty  per 
cent  more  efficient  than  the  United  States  navy.  Alcoholism  ap- 
pears to  be  more  progressive  than  teetotalism,  as  far  as  navies  go. 
Probably  this  is  the  reason  why  Josephus  Daniels  sagely  remarks, 
"Future  wars  will  be  decided  by  battles  in  the  air,  not  on  the  sea." 
Let  us  hope  so,  for  our  country's  sake,  if  Daniels  should  continue 
to  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

There  is  one  achievement  to  the  credit  of  Josephus  Daniels 
which  should  not  be  overlooked. ;  Daniels  has  succeeded  in  con- 
vincing the  people  of  the  United  States  that  the  head  of  the  navy 
department  should  be  a  man  conversant  with  the  affairs  of  the  navy. 
And  the  people,  realizing  this,  should  impress  upon  President  Wil- 
son the  necessity  of  allowing  Daniels  to  retire  gloriously.  The 
President  has  paid  his  political  debts.  All  he  owes  now  is  to  the 
country  and  to  himself.  Josephus  Daniels  should  be  allowed  to 
shine  as  the  most  resplendent  political  luminary  of  North  Carolina.

PROHIBITION  IGNORAMUSES. 


The  following  is  fnjni  the  issue  of  May  6tli  oi  the  Sebaslopul 
"Times"  of  Sebastopol,  Sonoma  County,  the  only  prohibition  paper 
published  in  the  wine  region: 

"Mrs.  St.  John,  who  spoke  for  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  Sunday  and  Mon- 
day evenings  is  not  familiar  with  California  soils  and  climate  or  she 
would  not  have  made  the  assertion  that  alfalfa  would  grow  wher- 
ever wine  grapes  would.  To  imagine  alfalfa  growing  on  the  red 
hills  of  Sonoma  County  that  are  at  present  covered  with  vineyards 
is  too  much  for  the  most  agile  mind.  This  is  not  to  say,  however, 
that  nothing  but  wine  grapes  will  grow  on  these  hills.  Far  be  it 
from  us  to  slander  the  fertile  soil  of  Sonoma  to  that  extent." 

The  editor  of  the  Sebastopol  "Times"  exposes  the  ignorance  of 
Mrs.  St.  John  and  at  the  same  time  shows  that  he  is  no  less  ig- 
norant than  she.  It  seems  that  all  he  knows  is  that  alfalfa  will  not 
grow  on  the  red  hills  of  Sonoma.  He  simply  presumes  on  his  self- 
conceit  as  a  prohibitionist  when  he  says  that  something  beside  wine 
grapes  might  be  grown  on  those  hills.  If  he  had  consulted  Wizard 
Burbank  he  might  have  learned  that  spineless  cactus  will  grow 
where  wine  grapes  will  grow,  but  the  Wizard  would  undoubtedly 
disapprove  of  displacing  the  grapes  with  the  cactus.  It  is  evident 
that  the  editor  of  the  Sebastopol  "Times"  is  not  a  native  of  Sonoma 
County.  Indeed,  it  would  be  a  slander  on  Sonoma  County  to  sug- 
gest that  that  county  could  produce  such  an  ignoramus. 


ARRAIGNMENT  OF  PROHIBITION. 


In  its  recent  issue  the  magazine  "Vindicator"  arraigns  prohibi- 
tion in  the  following  terms:  "Prohibition  has  made  no  nation 
great;  it  has  made  no  people  eminent;  it  has  made  no  continent 
conspicuous ;  but  where  it  has  reigned  for  decades  and  now  reign.'s 
in  the  state  religion  we  find  a  savage  sultan  hurled  from  his  beastly, 
brutal,  bloody  throne  and  in  place  a  constitutional  monarch  in  a 
seraglio,  his  palace  less  than  a  national  bagnio  and  his  people  a 
race  of  semi-slaves,  libinous  fatalists,  lustful  paupers,  unspeakable 
fanatics  and  coucupiscent  imbeciles." 


SECRETARY  DANIELS  AND  HYPOCRISY. 


When  Secretary  of  the  Navy  Daniels  issued  his  order  forbid- 
ding the  use  of  wines  by  the  officers  at  their  mess,  he  claimed  in  his 
statement,  which  was  given  out  to  the  press,  that  he  wanted  to 
stop  drinking  in  the  Navy  because  of  "the  temptations  it  set  be- 
fore the  younger  officers!" 

The  real  reason,  as  it  now  appears,  is  that  Secretary  Daniels  is 
a  full-fledged  anti-saloon  leaguer,  and  his  arbitrary  and  absurd 
order  was  intended  to  please  his  professional  anti-saloon  agitators. 

On  page  225  of  the  Anti-Saloon  Year-Book,  1914,  under  the 
heading  of  the  "North  Carolina  Anti-Saloon  League,"  appears  this 
paragraph :

-Arch  Johnson,  Thomasville,  N.  C. ;  N.  B.  Broughton,  Raleigh,  N.

There  is  an  old  saying  that  "the  Lord  loves  a  cheerful  liar,"  but 
we  doubt  if  He  loves  a  political  hyf)Ocrite. — American  Wine  Press. 


LOMBARDY,  ITALY,  WINE  OUTPUT  IN  1913. 


The  grape  crop  of  Lombardy,  Italy,  in  1913  was  exceptionally 
large.  The  total  crop  was  estimated  at  853,621,120  pounds,  com- 
pared with  653,402,520  pounds  in  1912,  and  an  average  of  495,594,- 
080  during  the  four-year  period  ended  with  1912.  It  is  estimated 
that  about  2^^  per  cent  of  the  grapes  were  consumed  or  exported, 
and  the  rest  converted  into  wine ;  a  quintal  of  grapes  (220.46 
pounds)  producing  68  liters  (17.96  gallons).  The  production  of 
wine  in  Lombardy  was  estimated  at  2,591,000  hectoliters  (68,446,- 
475  gallons)  compared  with  1,921,000  hectoliters  (50,747,100  gal- 
lons) in  1912,  and  2,046.600  hectoliters  (54,065,036  gallons)  in 
1911.  The  wine  produced  in  the  district  was  nearly  5  per  cent 
of  the  total  of  the  entire  country.

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ARGUMENT  AGAINST  PROHIBITION  TO  BE  PUT  ON 

BALLOT. 


Mr.  William  Schuldt,  secretary  of  the  California  Brewers'  As- 
sociation, on  the  25th  of  May  filed  with  Secretary  of  State  Jordan 
at  Sacramento  the  official  argument  in  opposition  to  the  proposed 
prohibition  amendment  to  the  State  Constitution.     It  is  as  follows : 

Against  Principles  of  Political  Liberty. 

"Prohibition  is  contrary  to  sound  political  principles.  The  best 
government  is  that  which  most  liberally  lets  its  citizens  alone,  con- 
straining them  in  nowise  inconsistent  with  common  sense  ideas  of 
perfect  freedom.  The  unripeness  of  total  abstinence  is  evident 
from  the  failure  of  prohibition  in  Maine,  Kansas,  Georgia  and  other 
States  where  it  is  at  once  a  scandal  and  a  farce. 

Contrary  to  Religion. 

"Prohibition  is  immoral  and  contrary  to  the  teachings  of  re- 
ligion and  physiological  science.  A  form  of  intolerance,  it  substi- 
tutes enmities  and  hatreds  for  peace  and  good  will,  the  foundations 
of  the  soundest  morality.  It  breeds  general  demoralization,  since 
wherever  it  is  enacted  moonshine  distilleries,  little  kitchen  brew- 
eries and  hidden  wine  presses  flourish,  and  the  spy  system,  most 
mischievous  of  all  governmental  agencies,  is  established.  Further, 
prohibition  is  immoral  in  that  it  breeds  intellectual  dishonesty 
among  its  advocates. 

"In  the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  liquors  282,000  persons 
are  employed  and  dependent. 

Would  Destroy  Property. 

"Prohibition  would  not  only  destroy  great  properties  and  in- 
dustries, impoverish  thousands  of  families  and  increase  the  army 
of  unemployed,  but  it  would  substitute  the  vilest  of  poisonous  con- 
coctions for  our  pure  wines,  beers  and  brandies  and  make  every 
taxpayer  pay  the  cost  of  the  industrial  cataclysm." 

Mr.  Schuldt,  in  concluding  the  argument,  states  that  the  liquor 
interests  pay  to  the  State  of  California  $3,000,000  in  revenue  an- 
;n«ally  and  he  declares  that  $700,000,000  worth  of  property  would 
be  confiscated  five  days  after  the  certification  of  the  vote  in  No- 
vember, if  the  State  should  vote  in  favor  of  prohibition. 


San  Benito  Wine  Crop  Prospects. — Mr.  A.  Hollister  is  shipping 
the  wine  produced  at  his  vineyard.  El  Gavilan,  near  San  Benito, 
ill  191.3  to  Winehaven.  The  yield  of  100  acres  was  29,000  gallons, 
valued  at  $6,000.  Mr.  Hollister  predicts  that  the  yield  in  1914 
will  be  double  that  of  1913  in  the  San  Benito  section.

WHISKIES. — The  same  dullness  which  prevailed  in  the  whisky 
market  during  the  previous  month  continued  during  May. 
Dullness  is  reported  all  over  the  United  States.  This  is  due  to 
the  effect  of  the  work  of  the  administration  in  Washington  and 
does  not  involve  the  whisky  trade  any  more  than  any  other  busi- 
ness. In  California  the  work  of  the  prohibitionists  has  aided  the 
policy  of  the  administration  in  depressing  the  whisky  trade.  Some 
wholesalers  are  reluctant  to  extend  credits  and  some  retailers  re- 
frain from  buying  usual  stocks. 

Imports  were  1,298  cases,  871  barrels,  68  casks,  18  octaves., 
Miscellaneous  exports — 1111  cases,  52  barrels,  20}^  barrels,  2^ 
kegs.

BEER. — No  great  improvement  has  occurred  in  the  trade.  Un- 
til the  last  week  of  the  month  the  weather  was  not  favorable 
to  consumption.  Of  course,  the  prohibition  movement  has  no 
effect  on  the  beer  trade,  as  no  large  stocks  are  kept  by  retailers, 
and  people  drink  this  beverage  with  greatest  satisfaction  when  the 
weather  is  sunniest.  No  one  hints  .that  .the  weather  agent  has 
joined  the  prohibition  movement.  The  last  week  of  May  was 
favorable  to  brewers  as  far  as  weather  was  concerned  and  it  looks 
as  though  June  ought  to  prove  a  good  month.     Let  us  hope  so. 

Exports  by  sea  were  703  packages,  valued  at  $5,580. 

Imports  by  sea  were  125  barrels,  103  cases. 


IMPORTATIONS. — There  was  a  very  pronounced  falling  off  in 
the  trade  during  the  month.  A  notable  diminishment  in  the 
importations  of  every  class  of  goods  all  down  the  line,  with  the 
single  exception  of  sake,  occurred.  Indeed,  this,  was  the  month  of 
most  meagre  imports  that  the  importer^  have  known  in  a  long 
time.

NEW  YORK  MARKET. 


New  York,  May  24,  1914. 

This  is  in  part  diK 
to  the  unsatisfactory  business  conditions  throughout  the  country 
Conservatism  prevails  in  the  Kentucky  whisky  trade.  There  i; 
a  disposition  on  the  part  of  buyers  to  curtail  purchases.  As  a  re 
suit,  prices  remain  stationary.  The  slight  movement  of  goods  wil 
undoubtedly  have  the  effect  of  causing  the  distillers  to  reduce  th( 
size  of  their  output  this  year. 

Eastern  rye  whiskies  are  on  a  firmer  basis  than  for  some  month; 
past.  This  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  are  less  ryes  being  of 
fered.  There  is  an  especially  strong  feeling  in  spring  '10s  and  'Us 
An  improvement  has  shown  in  withdrawals  during  the  month 
No  improvement  lias  as  yet  materialized  in  the  spirit  and  alcoho 
markets.  "  There  is  a  tendency  toward  a  weakness  in  prices, 
threatened  overproduction  augurs  evil  to  prices.

WINE  INDUSTRY.

One  of  the  latest  and  most  extraordinary  arguments  advanced 
l)y  prohibition  leaders  who  favor  the  destruction  of  the  wine  in- 
dustry, is  that  wine  vineyards  yield  smaller  returns  than  either 
raisin  or  table  grape  vineyards.  They  have  compiled  statistics  to 
show  that  50,000  acres  of  table  grapes  in  California  yield  six  and 
a  half  millions  of  dollars,  that  110,000  acres  of  raisin  grapes  yield 
five  and  a  half  millions,  while  170,000  acres  of  wine  grapes  yield 
but  five  millions.  In  other  words,  the  raisin  and  table  grape  acre- 
as^re,  actually  smaller  than  the  wine  grape  acreage,  yields  two  and 
a  half  times  as  much  income. 

Nobody  doubts  the  authenticity  of  these  figures,  but  what  do 
thev  prove?  Nothing  except  that  the  table  and  raisin  industries 
pay  better  than  the  wine  grape  industry.  It  would  be  quite  as 
logical  to  argue  that  since  the  table  grape  industry  is  at  present 
nearly  twice  as  profitable  as  the  raisin  industry,  all  the  raisin  vine- 
vards  should  be  destroyed,  and  then  supplanted  by  table  grapes. 
The  argument  of  the  dry  advocates  is  that  since  the  wine  grape 
grower  is  making  but  a  small  profit,  even  that  profit  should  be 
taken  away  from  him,  and  that  his  land  should  produce  nothing 
at  all. 

.\nd  a   lamentable  feature  of  the   situation   is  that  one   reason 

I  for  the  cause  of  low  prices  for  wine  is  the  prohibition  movement 

itself.     Dry  advocates  have  for  years  been   warring  on  the   wine 

;  industry  with  more  or  less  success.     Now  they  say  "We  have  made 

i  it  hot  for  you.    We  have  succeeded  in  restricting  the  market  for 

j  your  product.     We  have  aided  in  making  the  wine  grape  industry 

the  least  profitable  in  viticulture,  and  now  we  are  determined  to 

.  finish  the  devastating  work  and  put  you  out  of  business  altogether. 

;  You  are  hardly  making  a  living,  anyway,  and  for  that  reason  you 

won't  suffer  so  very  much  through  being  forced  into  bankruptcy. 

Tear  up  your  vineyard.     Start  at  the  beginning  again  with  a  little 

patch  of  worn  out  ground  and  see  what  you  can  do!" 

It  is  true  that  the  wine  grape  industry  is  less  profitable  than 
the  raisin  industry.  Every  industry  has  its  up  and  downs.  There 
was  a  time  when  growers  shipped  raisins  east,  gave  them  away 
to  the  commission  men  and  had  to  pay  the  freight.  And  when  that 
was  taking  place  wine  grape  growers  were  reaping  rich  returns. 
The  prohibition  pendulum  is  bound  to  swing  the  other  way.  The 
,wine  war  has  been  settled.  The  purity  of  our  California  wines  is 
steadily  developing  a  broader  market.  There  is  every  reason  to 
hope  that  in  a  very  short  time  the  wine  industry  will  have  its  right- 
ful place  as  one  of  the  great  industries  of  California — Fresno 
"Herald."

PROPOSED  DRASTIC  STATE-WIDE  PROHIBITION 
AMENDMENT. 


The  people  of  the  Stale  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Article  I  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  two  new  sections,  to  be  numbered  re- 
spectively Section  26  and  Section  27,  in  the  following  words: 

Section  26.  The  manufacture,  the  sale,  the  giving  aTa>a^,  or  the 
transportation  from  one  point  T»iihin  the  State  to  another  point  within 
the  Stale,  of  intoxicating  liquor,  is  prohibited.  Any  citizen  of  the 
State  may,  in  his  or  her  own  name,  maintain  an  action  of  injunction 
in  the  county  where  the  violation  occurs,  to  restrain  such  violation, 
provided,  however,  that  to  any  criminal  or  civil  prosecution  for  viola- 
tion of  this  prohibition  it  shall  be  a  defense  if  it  be  shown  that  the 
liquor  in  question  was  being  manufactured,  used,  sold,  given  away, 
or  transported,  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical  or  sacramental 
purposes.  The  manufacture,  sale,  giving,  or  transportation  of  such 
liquors  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical,  or  sacramental  purposes 
shall  be  regulated  by  law.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of 
this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than  $100,  nor 
more  than  $1,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,500,  and  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  provided,  however, 
that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law. 

Section  27.  The  transportation  into  the  State  of  intoxicating 
liquor,  unless  it  be  shown  to  be  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical, 
or  sacramental  purposes,  is  prohibited,  subject,  however,  to  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  relating  thereto.  Any  person  violating  any 
provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than 
$  1 00  nor  more  than  $  1 ,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,500,  and  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law. 


Room  for  Improvement. — Speaking  of  the  reform  wave  in  the 
United  States  the  last  year  the  figures  are  a  little  discouraging. 
While  many  counties  and  several  .States  have  showed  an  increase 
in  dryness  the  consumption  of  the  drink  that  cheers  has  gone 
steadily  on.  The  consumption  of  beer  increased  by  8,000,000  gal- 
lons, wiiisky  by  about  2,000,000  gallons.  Wine  dropped  about  1,- 
000,000  gallons.  But  the  per  capita  consumption  of  alcoholic  bev- 
erages increased  by  about  two  and  one-half  quarts. — Manteca 
"Bulletin." 


'  I  "  WO  propositions  to  amend  the  State  Constitution  so  as  to  ri( 
California  of  the  nuisance  of  prohibition  agitation  are  worths 
of  the  earnest  consideration  of  everybody  connected  with  the  liquo 
traffic.  The  first  of  these  is  that  which  the  PACIFIC  WINE 
BREWING  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW  offers,  namely,  an  amend 
ment  by  which  the  State  of  California  shall  recompense  all  persons 
whose  business  is  closed  by  electoral  or  legislative  action.  Thii 
was  ably  set  forth  in  an  interview  with  Mr.  Herman  Lange  som< 
six  months  ago.  The  second  is  the  proposition  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Gart 
land  outlined  in  a  communication  to  the  REVIEW  published  ir 
the  April  number.  According  to  this  the  initiative  should  be  in- 
voked to  submit  to  the  electors  a  proposed  amendment  which  would 
provide  for  the  holding  of  elections  on  State-wide  prohibition  onlj 
at  stated  intervals  of  time,  say  for  a  period  of  at  least  ten  years. 

Conditions  in  California  call  for  the  immediate  consideration  ol 
both  these  propositions.  Representatives  of  the  REVIEW  have 
interviewed  leaders  of  the  liquor  industry  and  trade  and  have  as- 
certained that  winemen,  brewers,  distillers,  wholesalers  and  re- 
tailers are  practically  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  proposed  meas- 
ures, but  are  divided  in  their  opinions  as  to  the  suitability  of  secur- 
ing action  on  them  at  the  coming  election.  Those  who  favor  plac- 
ing the  propositions  on  the  ballot  this  year  believe  that  the  senti- 
ment against  prohibition  is  so  great  that  it  will  carry  both  the  pro- 
posed amendments.  They  believe  that  by  making  issues  of  the 
propositions  votes  will  be  gained  for  the  wet  side  and  that  the 
propositions  would  stand  greater  chance  of  success  this  year  than 
two  years  hence.  Those  who  oppose  the  propositions  at  the  pres- 
ent time  do  so  because  they  believe  that  they  would  confuse  issues, 
might  draw  votes  to  the  dry  side  and  would  be  more  safely  han- 
dled two  years  hence. 

The  REVIEW  favors  placing  both  propositions  on  the  ballot 
this  year.  We,  therefore,  suggest  that  the  Grape  Growers'  Asso- 
ciation, Brewers'  Association,  the  Associated  Industries  and  the 
Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch  hold  elections  so  as  to  determine  what 
action  is  to  be  taken.  There  is  no  doubt  that  Opportunity  is 
knocking  at  the  door  of  the  liquor  traffic.  The  least  that  can 
done  is  to  welcome  it  and  take  it  into  council. 


WINE  DAY  NOVEMBER  1. 


AS  it  is  the  custom  to  set  apart  certain  days  for  the 
celebration  of  products  that  are  especially  coiulucive 
to  the  pro.spcrity.  of|=,  communities,  the  PACIFIC  \\I.\E, 
BREWIxNG  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW  is  pleased  to  suggest 
that  November  1  be  designated  as  Wine  Day.  The  nation 
as  a  whole  is  now  celebrating  Raisin  Day  everj-  30th  of 
April  to  the  great  good  of  California,  of  which  State  the 
raisin  is  a  peculiar  product.  Wine  and  the  raisin  are  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  blood  relations.  They  are,  indeed, 
practically  brothers  and  wine  is  the  bigger  brother.  They 
are  dependent  one  upon  the  other  for  the  prosperity  which 
they  bring  to  communities  in  California.  There  is  every 
good  reason  for  having  Wine  Day  if  we  have  Raisin  Day. 
Wine  is  just  as  much  entitledto  a  day  of  celebration  as  the 
raisin,  if  not  a  little  more  so.  As  far  as  the  North  Amer- 
ican continent  is  concerned,  wine  is  the  peculiar  product  of 
California.  It  is  destined  to  be  the  1  eading  source  of 
wealth  of  the  Golden  State.  There  is  every  good  reason 
why  a  day  should  be  set  apart  for  the  celebration  of  this, 
one  of  the  greatest  gifts  of  Nature  to  mankind.  As  a  day 
for  the  celebration  the  first  of  November  should  prove  es- 
pecially appropriate.  It  is  near  to  the  close  of  the  vintage 
season  and  it  is  just  prior  to  the  regular  election  day.  This 
year  should  be  particularly  propitious  for  the  inauguration 
of  Wine  Day,  inasmuch  as  the  State-wide  movement  for 
prohibition  is  on.  The  celebration  this  year  would  be  very 
effective  from  the  standpoint  of  education  as  well  as  of  ad- 
vertisement. We  would  like  very  much  to  have  the  opin- 
ions of  the  readers  of  the  RE\TEVV  on  the  subject. 
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REV.  AKED  AS  A  FAKE  PATHFINDER. 


Until  the  past  month  no  one  had  suspected  that  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Aked  was  a  rival  of  Professor  Cookf  of  North  Pole  fame,  as  a 
seeker  of  doubtful  honors.  But  everybody  who  watches  the  clergy- 
man must  now  be  aware  of  the  fact  that  he  lays  claim  to  discovery 
as  an  explorer.     In  a  recent  sermon  Rev.  Mr.  Aked  said: 

"There  is  a  well-beaten  path  from  the  saloon  to  the  brothel." 
The  first  impulse  of  an  investigator  would  be  to  ask  the  Rev. 
Aked  how  he  came  to  discover  this  path.  It  is  a  well-known  fact 
that  he  does  not  frequent  saloons.  Putatively,  he  has  never  en- 
tered a  saloon  in  his  life.  Hence,  he  could  not  have  found  the 
path  by  issuing  from  a  saloon.  In  consequence  the  investigator 
must  overcome  the  first  impulse  and  ask  a  more  logical  question, 
to-wit :  Did  the  Rev.  Aked  discover  the  path  from  the  saloon  to  the 
brothel  while  he  was  on  his  way  from  church? 

Those  who  frequent  saloons  have  never  been  able  to  discover 

the  path  from  the  saloon    to    the   brothel.     They  know  that  it  is 

much  easier  for  the  habitue  of  the  brothel  to  enter  a  church  than 

a  saloon.     In  fact,  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  some  lewd  women 

attend  church  regularly.     There  are  some  immoral  women  who  are 

\  hypocritical    enough    to    disport    prayer  books  in  their  hands  on 

their  way  to  and  from  religious  edifices.     Of  course,  such  women 

•  are  not  of  the  brothel  but,  as  far  as  depravity  is  concerned,  they 

■  are  the  same  class  as  those  of  the  brothel.     It  is  to  be  understood 

[that  nearly  all  women  who  go  to  church  are  good  women  of  sound 

'  virtue.     But  it  is,  nevertheless,  true  that  some  women  of  no  virtue 

^  go  to  church.     In  no  case  do  women  of  the  brothel  enter  saloons. 

'  Indeed,  very  few  women  enter  saloons  and  the  few  who  do  are 

ijust  as  virtuous  as  the  best  women  who  go  to  church.     Practically 

;the  only  women  who  enter  saloons  are   women   of   the    Salvation 

.^rmy.     There  is  no  question  that  these  women  are  just  as  good 

as  any  women  who  go  to  church.     Certainly  Rev.  Mr.  Aked  would 

not  connect  them  with  the  path  which  he  declanis  to  lie  between 

'the  saloon  and  the  brothel. 

[  It  would  not  be  fair  to  say  that  the  Rev.  Aked  discovered  no 
;well-beaten  path  whatever  to  the  brothel.  He  very  likely  did  dis- 
cover one  while  he  was  on  his  way  from  church.  But  when  he  de- 
clares that  the  path  leads  from  the  saloon  he  is  in  error.  Most 
probably  what  he  discovered  was  a  cross-path  and  he  did  not  have 
enough  experience  as  an  explorer  to  follow  it  to  both  ends.  After 
finding  that  the  path  led  to  the  brothel  he  should  have  turned 
around  and  followed  it  to  see  if  it  terminated  in  a  saloon.  But 
proba1)ly  his  thoughts  were  otherwise  occupied.  Under  any  cir- 
cumstance he  would  not  compare  well  with  John  C.  Fremont  as  a 
pathfinder. 

Most  probably  the  Rev.  Aked,  having  found  a  brothel  at  one 
end  of  the  path,  simply  jumped  to  the  conclusion  that  there  was  a 
saloon  at  the  other  end.  Indeed,  the  cross  path  might  have  proven 
to  be  only  a  blind  trail  lost  in  the  bush,  where  the  clergyman  sup- 
posed the  saloon  might  have  been. 

If  Rev.  Aked  imagines  that  it  is  what  men  drink  in  saloons  that 
cause  them  to  go  to  brothels  he  is  very  badly  mistaken.  It  is  what 
men  drink  in  saloons  that  cause  them  to  forget  such  institutions  as 
brothels.  Alcohol  is  an  antaphrodisiac.  Alcoholic  liquors  affect 
lonly  the  upper  man.  They  assist  men  to  control  their  lust  by 
stimulating  all  the  organs  excepting  the  generative.  If  the  Rev. 
Aked  is  looking  for  any  paths  to  the  brothels  he  should  pay  no  at- 
tention to  the  saloons  whatever,  but  closely  observe  estabUshments 
where  amatory  foods,  such  as  oysters,  eggs,  etc.,  are  sold.

The  REVIEW  has  espoused  the  compensation  proposition  for 
educational  purposes  first  of  all.  This  paper  recognizes  in  the 
prohibitionists  an  element  of  primeval  thinkers  who  are  in  the 
kindergarten  class  morally.  Before  any  progress  can  be  made  in 
enlightening  prohibitionists  an  elementary  education  must  be 
given  them. 

From  an  ethical  standpoint  there  can  be  no  adequate  compen- 
sation for  the  suppression  of  the  liquor  industry  or  any  other  in- 
dustry. Any  proposition  to  take  a  man's  livelihood  from  him  on 
the  pretext  of  pa3'ing  him  for  it  is  like  offering  him  a  mess  of  pot- 
tage for  his  birthright. 

But  those  who  are  engaged  in  the  liquor  industry  and  trade 
ai^  opposed  by  a  group  of  enemies  who  reason  like  aborginal  sav- 
ages, that  is  to  say,  they  hardly  reason  at  all.  Because  of  the  de- 
structive acts  of  these  enemies,  the  liquor  men  are  in  danger  of 
losing  their  livelihoods  and  being  denied  even  the  mess  of  pottage 
as  well. 

Prohibitionists  must  be  handled  like  primitive  people.  They 
must  be  taught  that  if  they  break  their  neighbor's  windows  they 
should,  at  least,  pay  for  them.  This  lesson  is  merely  intended  to 
start  them  to  thinking.  Once  their  consciences  are  awakened  so 
that  they  can  think  there  will  be  some  hope  of  teaching  them  that 
they  have  no  right  to  break  their  neighbor's  windows  even  if  they 
do  pay  for  them. 

It  is  over-foolish  to  propose  to  start  the  education  of  the  pro- 
hibitionists by  trying  them  out  first  of  all  in  the  high  school.  They 
must  be  put  through  the  ABC  class  first  and  the  time  has  come 
when  they  should  be  taken  in  hand. 

Judged  on  the  highest  ethical  standard  compensation  would 
not  stand.  To  ask  a  man  to  destroy  his  vineyard  or  hopyard  for 
a  price  and  then  seek  elsewhere  for  the  revenue  of  livelihood  is 
wrong  morally.  But  the  liquor  traffic  is  not  being  judged  on  the 
highest  ethical  standard.  Its  fate  is  really  in  the  hands  of  people 
on  the  very  lowest  plane  ethically.  That  is  why  the  compensation 
proposition  must  be  clearly  advanced.  The  liquor  men  are  not 
dealing  with  enlightened  enemies.  They  must  confine  themselves 
to  arguments  which  will  serve  merely  to  educate  these  enemies.

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NEWS  FROM  THE  DESERT  STATES 


Nevada — Las  \'egas,  Clark  County,  has  fourteen  saloons,  all 
of  which  are  flourishing,  as  the  city  is  the  center  of  a  large  region 
which  is  developing  rapidly. 

Mr.  L.  R.  Skinner  has  purchased  the  interest  of  Mr.  A.  H. 
Kramer  in  the  liquor  firm  of  Kramer  &  Skinner  at  Las  Vegas. 

The  Reno  Brewing  Company  has  now  one  of  the  most  complete 
manufacturing  plants  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  This  is  located  on 
East  Fourth  street  in  Reno.  The  plant  gives  employment  to 
twenty-five  men.  Business  is  done  throughout  the  section  north 
of  Reno  to  Lakeview,  east  to  Lovelock,  south  to  Goldfield  and 
west  to  Susanville. 

Arizona. — At  Tucson  Eugene  Chafin  announced  that  he  would 
be  a  candidate  for  the  United  States  Senate.  He  predicted  that 
the  prohibitionists  would  carry  California  by  a  majority  of  100,000 
and  that  they  would  also  carry  Oregon  and  Washington. 

Petitions  are  being  sent  out  from  Yuma  by  Peter  T.  Roberson 
to  initiate  a  prohibition  law  to  be  voted  on  next  November.  This 
makes  it  highly  probable  that  Arizona  will  be  involved  in  the  State- 
wide movements  that  are  in  progress  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  Temperance  Alliance  of  Ari- 
zona met  at  Phoenix  during  the  latter  part  of  April  and  unani- 
mously decided  to  repudiate  the  endorsement  of  Eugene  W.  Chafin 
as  candidate  for  United  States  Senator.  This  step  was  taken  on 
the  ground  that  Chafin,  because  of  his  intemperate  oratory,  was 
detrimental  to  the  State-wide  prohibition  movement  in  Arizona. 
It  is  believed  that  the  Temperance  Alliance  people  will  endorse 
Dr.  H.  A.  Hughes,  the  Democratic  candidate. 

After  conducting  what  it  is  pleased  to  call  an  "Open  Forum" 
to  discuss  State-wide  prohibition  for  several  months,  the  "Repub- 
lican" of  Phoenix  realizes  that  it  has  perpetrated  a  very  bad  joke 
on  the  public.  The  "Open  Forum"  is  in  charge  of  G.  E.  Rinehart, 
leader  of  the  prohibitionists  in  Arizona.  Nothing  is  allowed  in 
the  "Open  Forum"  but  arguments  in  favor  of  prohibition.  .  The 
"Open  Forum"  is  for  the  use  of  prohibitionists  only. 

Following  is  a  sample  of  editorial  from  the  prohibitionist  "Re- 
publican" of  Phoenix:  "The  time  has  passed  in  the  evolution  of 
this  country  when  we  feed  our  sailors  on  liquor  and  gunpowder  to 
make  them  fight  more  savagely.  More  of  our  fighting  is  done  with 
brains  than  with  muscles  and  the  brain  needs  to  be  clear,  just  as 
we  used  to  think  that  the  muscles  were  temporarily  strengthened 
by  the  use  of  strong  drink." 

Is  the  frightful  grammar  due  to  a  brain  that  is  not  clear  or  to 
the  poor  training  that  the  editor  received  in  the  State  University 
of  a  prohibitionist  State? 

There  are  now  22  saloons  in  Phoenix,  which  has  a  population 
of  23,000. 

At  the  recent  election  of  officers  of  the  Bartenders'  Union  of 
Prescott,  William  Oliver  was  elected  president  and  Rev.  Kes 
Pherson  chaplain. 

The  State-wide  prohibition  campaign  was  started  at  SafFord 
during  the  first  week  of  May  by  Mrs.  Grady- Gammage,  who  has 
been  employed  to  stump  the  State  by  the  W.  C.  T.  U.     From  Saf- 


ford  Mrs.  Gammage  went  to  San  Simon,  where  she  collected  $15 
for  the  work. 

In  the  fire  which  nearly  wiped  out  Casa  Grande  the  saloon  of 
Thomas  Meehan  was  destroyed. 

The  number  of  saloons  in  the  unincorporated  towns  of  Cochise 
County  must  be  reduced  according  to  the  revised  statutes  of  the 
county.  Tombstone,  Bisbee  and  Douglas  are  the  only  incorpor- 
ated towns. 

The  University  Prohibition  Study  Club  of  Tucson,  composed  oi 
members  of  the  faculty  or  student  body  of  the  University  of  Ari- 
zona, has  elected  the  following  officers:  Edward  B.  Oxley,  presi- 
dent; John  W.  Voller,  vice-president;  Harry  T.  Hobson,  secretary 
Henry  H.  Shattuck,  treasurer;  W.  W.  Vaughan,  reporter.  It  is 
pretended  that  the  object  of  the  club  is  to  study  the  liquor  questior 
from  every  standpoint,  but  the  real  aim  is  to  promote  prohibition 
Students  of  the  university  who  do  not  believe  in  prohibition  will 
find  things  very  disagreeable  for  them. 

The  Parlor  Exchange  Saloon  of  Flagstaff  has  been  sold  by  Mr 
George  Black  to  Mr.  L.  M.  Hoghe. 

A  convention  of  delegates  from  organizations  opposed  to  the 
liquor  traffic  is  to  be  held  at  Phoenix  March  31  to  organize  a  cam- 
paign for  State-wide  prohibition.  The  Prohibitionist  Party,  So- 
cialist Party,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  W.  C.  T.  U.,  ministerial 
asssociations  and  churches  are  to  send  delegates. 

The  Wellington  Bar  at  Globe  has  been  improved  greatly  dur- 
ing the  month.  Many  lounging  rooms  have  been  added  and  ex- 
pensive decorations  installed  throughout. 

The  Turf  Saloon  at  Tombstone  has  been  placed  under  the  man- 
agement of  Mr.  T.  Giacoma. 

New  Mexico. — San  Juan  County  has  decided  to  remain  dry 
The  vote  was  378  for  prohibition  and  126  against. 

Alamogordo  is  having  trouble.  It  has  but  one  saloon,  which 
pays  a  yearly  license  of  $1,800.  The  saloonkeeper,  Walter  H 
Reber,  finds  the  license  too  high  and  threatens  to  close  the  place 
The  city  authorities  are  striving  to  ward  off  the  disaster  as  they 
need  the  money. 

Voters  m  Las  Cruces  promised  to  make  the  city  dry  but  oi 
election  day  gave  a  big  majority  to  wetness.  Prohibitionists  nov. 
propose  to  inspect  the  ballot  of  every  man  who  professes  to  be  ii 
favor  of  prohibition  just  before  the  vote  is  cast  so  that  no  mistake- 
may  be  made.  Refusal  of  inspection  is  to  be  considered  as  treason 
-  During  the  past  month  a  group  of  fanatics  started  a  movemeii , 
against  the  saloons  of  Santa  Fe.  It  is  expected  that  an  elect; 
will  be  held  in  June. 

El  Rito,  Rio  Arriba  County,  has  gone  dry  with  a  bang. 
100  Spanish  speaking  natives  thought  that  this  meant  Americ 
ization  and  they  all  voted  for  it. 

Three  saloons  were  put  out  of  business  by  the  dry  election 
Glorieta  during  the  past  month. 

Las  Cruces,  after  voting  wet  by  30  majority,  raised  the  lice 
fee  for  saloons  to  $600  per  year. 

Torrance  County  is  to  vote  on  the  liquor  question  on  the 
of  June.     It  will  go  dry  as  most  of  the  people  are  Spanish  spe 
ing  and  believe  they  can  not  be  Americanized  without  prohibit! 

An   election  on   State-wide  prohibition   will    be    held    in 
Mexico  in  November  if  the  prohibitionists  have  their  way. 

A  new  liquor  ordinance  is  to  be  drafted  for  Albuquerque.

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In  a  recent  bulletin  the  California  Dry  Federation,  over  the 
signature  of  that  beneficent  lover  of  humanity,  S.  W.  Odell, 
"fairly  chortles"  over  the  following  statement  made  by  Mr.  H.  F. 
Stoll  in  one  of  his  works  on  wine  growing: 

"One  of  the  most  serious' difficulties  which  we  must  overcome 
if  we  hope  to  compete  successfully  with  France,  Italy,  Germany, 
Spain  and  Portugal  in  the  wine  market  of  the  world  is  the  labor 
problem.  This  fall  pickers  were  at  a  premium  in  the  vineyards  and 
as  a  result  prohibitive  prices  had  to  be  paid  to  Japs,  Hindus  and 
other  available  help.  But  with  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal 
it  is  expected  that  the  influx  of  immigration  from  Southern  Europe 
will  help  adjust  the  vexing  problem." 

The  Dry  Federation  takes  Mr.  Stoll  severely  to  task,  saying: 

".So  now  Mr.  Stoll  has  let  the  cat  out  of  the  bag! 

"With  pauper  labor  from  Southern  Europe  the  wine  growers 
e.xpect  to  compete  in  the  markets  of  the  world.  With  good,  hon- 
est American  labor — j'es,  even  with  Jap  and  Hindu  labor,  they 
cannot  do  it;  but  with  pauper  labor  they  may! 

"What  have  the  laboring  men  of  California  to  say  to  these  men 
who  have  been  hiring  Japs,  Hindus,  Chinese  and  other  cheap  la- 
bor and  are  hoping  that  the  Panama  Canal  will  admit  hosts  of 
I  pauper  laborers  from  Europe? 

"Of  all  the  mean,  un-American,  low-down  hopes,  this  is  one  of 

1  the  worst !     Already  armies  of  unemployed  are  making  the  lives 

of  city  officials  and  State  officials  weary  with  demands  for  labor. 

They  are  camping  on   the   highways,   spurned   and   persecuted   or 

they  are  condemned  to  jails,  while  the  liquor  traffic  is  hoping  for 

.  the  Panama  Canal  to  let  in  hordes  of  pauper  labor  to  help  it  reap 

:  profits  out  of  its  industries !" 

f  This  is  the  kind  of  stuff  that  shows  how  racial,  as  well  as  social, 
'prejudice  gnaws  at  the  undeveloped  minds  of  the  prohibitionists  of 
California.  Of  course  these  prohibitionists  are  not  natives  of 
California  and,  therefore,  they  can  not  reflect  any  discredit  on  this 
State  by  their  utterances.  But  let  us  try  to  enlighten  these  pitiable 
bigots. 

Mr.  Stoll  referred  principally  to  Italians.  It  is  to  these  people 
that  the  California  Dry  Federations  directs  its  shafts  of  calumny 
and  race  hatred.     Let  us  expose  the  lies  of  the  Dry  Federation. 

In  the  United  States  the  Italians  are  the  very  last  people  to 
be  classed  as  paupers.  They  are  lovers  of  work  and,  therefore,  are 
seldom  in  quest  of  charity.  Of  course,  "pauper  labor"  is  peculiarly 
a  term  used  by  persons  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  English 
language.  A  man  may  be  a  pauper  or  he  may  be  a  laborer  but 
never  can  he  be  a  pauper  laborer.  The  Italians  are  laborers  and 
not  paupers. 

If  the  Dry  Federation  would  call  Italian  labor  pauper  labor 
m  the  ground  that  Italians  work  for  low  wages  the  federation  lies 
igain.  In  Argentina  the  Italians  form  the  vast  bulk  of  the  agri- 
:ultural  laboring  class  and  the  highest  wages  paid  for  agricultural 
^abor  in  the  world  are  those  paid  in  Argentina.  The  wages  paid 
i:o  agricultural  laborers  in  Argentina  are  three  times  as  high  as 
11  prohibition  Kansas  and  four  times  as  high  as  in  Maine. 

The  wine  industry  of  California  wants  Italian  laborers,  not  be- 

;:ause  those  laborers  are  paupers,  but  because  they  are  workers. 

The  Italians  will  come  to  California,  not  to  work  for  less  wages 

han  other   laborers,   but   because   they   can   earn   nearly   as   good 

vages  as  in  Argentina,  better  than  in  many  Eastern  States. 

There  is  more  danger  of  paupers   from  Maine  and  Tennessee 
han  Italy.

Fresno,  May  27,  1914. 

Since  the  county  of  Fresno  has  been  favored  by  increased 
moistness  prosperous  conditions  are  beginning  to  assert  them- 
selves. The  city  of  Fresno  is  profiting  greatly  in  consequence. 
Building  is  going  on  apace  and  most  of  it  is  in  connection  with  the 
liquor  industry. 

Mr.  A.  Mattei  is  putting  the  finishing  touches  to  his  wholesale 
liquor  store  at  the  corner  of  Los  Angeles  and  I  streets,  Fresno. 
This  store  is  considered  by  travelers  who  have  visited  it  as  the 
finest  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States.  It  is  a  reinforced  concrete 
structure  so  built  as  to  permit  of  the  addition  of  eight  stories. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  Mr.  Mattei,  who  is  known  as  the  leading 
individual  wine  grower  in  the  world,  has  ample  confidence  in  the 
ability  of  Fresnans  to  keep  the  city  perpetually  wet. 

The  bottling  plant  of  the  Wieland  beer  people  in  Fresno  is  fast 
nearing  completion.  This  will  be  the  most  modern  establishment 
of  its  kind  in  this  section.  Mr.  A.  Mattei  is  the  agent  in  charge 
of  the  distribution  of  the  Wieland  product. 

Fresnans  are  now  confident  that  the  city  will  have  a  popula- 
tion of  100,000  within  a  decade,  providing  that  the  moistening  of 
surrounding  territory  continues  at  the  same  rate  as  during  the  past 
year.     There  is  nothing  like  moisture  to  make  a  city  grow. 

Seven  retail  liquor  licenses  were  granted  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  Hanford  on  the  first  of  May.  Schnereger  and  Downing 
were  granted  a  wholesale  liquor  license  for  their  establishment  at 
305  East  Sixth  street.     No  remonstrances  of  any  kind  were  made. 

At  Taft  on  the  3rd  of  May  the  saloon  establishment  of  Wilson 
and  Dunlop  was  destroyed  by  fire.  The  loss  is  estimated  at  $18,- 
000.     Insurance  was  carried  in  approximately  $12,000. 

On  the  4th  of  May  the  city  trustees  of  Merced  fixed  the  fees  for 
licenses  as  follows:  Retail  liquor,  $1,200  per  year,  wholesale  $400, 
table  $200.  The  number  of  saloons  is  limited  to  eight  and  whole- 
sale houses  to  two.  Saloons  are  to  be  closed  on  Sundays  and  on 
week  days  are  to  be  opened  not  before  6  a.  m.  and  closed  at  11  p.m.

WET  VICTORY  IN  HUMBOLDT  COUNTY. 


As  showing  how  well  the  people  of  this  State  are  awakening 
to  the  clanger  of  prohibition  another  wet  victory  achieved  in  Su- 
pervisorial District  No.  2,  Humboldt  County,  following  on  the 
dozen  victories  of  the  13th  of  April,  is  enlightening.  In  1912  Su- 
pervisorial District  No.  2  went  dry  by  a  majority  of  34.  On  the 
5th  of  May,  1914,  the  district  went  wet  by  a  majority  of  74.  In 
several  of  the  precincts  no  vote  was  cast,  as  all  the  people  had  de- 
parted since  the  inauguration  of  the  dry  regime.  But  wherever 
the  people  voted  they  showed  that  they  had  completely  changed 
their  opinion  of  prohibition.  It  is  more  than  likely  that  the  ef- 
frontery of  the  State-wide  prohibition  movement  was  the  cause  of 
the  complete  reversal  of  judgment. 

On  the  18th  of  May  the  city  of  Eureka  held  a  wet  and  dry  elec- 
tion. The  result  was  an  overwhelming  victory  for  the  wets.  Wets 
cast  2,869  and  drys  1,727  votes,  giving  the  wets  a  majority  of  1,142, 
or  an  increase  of  800  over  the  majority  for  wetness  two  years  ago. 
This  election  put  the  finishing  touches  on  the  victory  for  the  wets 
in  Humboldt  County.

SAN  FRANCISCO  NOTES. 


Mr.  Frank  Daroux,  well  known  man  about  town,  shows  his 
confidence  in  the  intelligence  of  the  people  of  California  by  offering 
to  lay  wagers  at  odds  of  15  to  1  that  California  will  not  be  voted 
dry  at  the  November  election.  Mr.  Daroux's  first  bet  was  with 
Mr.  F.  L.  Olmstead,  the  capitalist.  Mr.  Daroux  posted  $15,000 
against  $1,000  produced  by  Mr.  Olmstead.  If  he  wins  Mr.  Daroux 
will  make  less  than  8  per  cent  on  the  money  which  he  is  risking. 
This  should  indicate  the  greatness  of  his  confidence  in  the  reason- 
ing power  of  the  people  of  the  State. 

During  the  past  month  the  Hotel  Terminal  Bar  receipts  were 
double  those  of  any  previous  month.  This  indicates  prosperous 
times  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Ferry  Building. 

Mr.  William  A.  Gaynor,  the  liquor  dealer,  recently  sued  Mr. 
M.  Wolf  for  $819.80  for  goods  sold  and  delivered.  Mr.  Wolf 
claimed  that  the  goods  in  question  were  his  own,  a.s  he  was  a  part- 
ner in  the  liquor  business  with  Gaynor.  Judge  Murasky  gave 
Gaynor  a  judgment  for  42  cents  against  Wolf. 

The  first  large  shipment  of  beer  from  Seattle  for  the  summer 
season  arrived  in  San  Francisco  on  the  8th  of  May  as  principal 
part  of  the  cargo  of  the  "Admiral  Watson." 

Mr.  A.  F.  Baumgartner,  the  manufacturing  manager  of  the 
Fredericksburg  Brewery  at  San  Jose,  joined  hands  in  matrimony 
with  Miss  Florence  Dustin  of  San  Jose  during  the  past  month  and 
started  on  a  tour  of  California,  setting  out  from  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  H.  F.  Stoll,  secretary  of  the  Grape  Protective  Association, 
organized  the  "Grape  Growers'  Team"  on  the  2nd  of  May  to  assist 
in  raising  the  fund  of  $180,000  for  the  St.  Francis  Technical  School, 
where  orphan  girls  of  all  denominations  are  taken  care  of. 

Mr.  A.  Sbarboro  delivered  a  stirring  address  at  the  weekly 
meeting  of  the  California  League  for  Home  Rule  in  Taxation,  held 
at  the  Hof  Brau  Cafe  on  the  20th  of  May.  His  audience,  in  which 
there  were  many  Women,  applauded  him  when  he  recommended 
that  the  prohibition  proposition  be  defeated  at  the  polls  in  No- 
vember.

Mr.  W.  S.  Leake  has  made  clear  his  position  on  prohibition. 
He  says:  "My  plea  is  to  let  alcohol  stand  by  itself.  I  would  ac- 
cept no  favors  from  it,  neither  would  I  strong-arm  it.  1  have  no 
faith  in  local  option,  high  license,  or  eveii  prohibition,  for  all  these 
things  mean  force,  and  force  has  ever  been  met  with  resistance." 

The  San  Francisco  Real  Estate  Board  on  the  13th  of  May 
adopted  resolutions  opposing  prohibition.  Part  of  the  resolution 
is  as  follows :  "Be  it  resolved,  That  the  San  Francisco  Realty  Board 
vigorously  oppose  the  adoption  of  the  said  proposed  amendments 
as  being  inimical  to  the  industrial,  viticultural,  agricultural  and 
general  development  of  California,  with  the  resultant  general  de- 
preciation of  real  estate  values,  and  that  suitable  and  proper  meas- 
ures be  taken  by  this  board  to  institute  a  campaign  of  education 
in  opposition  thereto." 

As  a  result  of  the  referendum  vote  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  on  prohibition,  the  members  of  that  body  went 
on  record  against  prohibition  by  a  vote  of  1187  to  41. 


THE  WET  VICTORY  AT  UKIAH. 


In  reference  to  the  wet  victory  at  Ukiah  the  Ukiah  "Press"- 
says:  "At  the  election  Monday  Ukiah  stayed  in  the  wet  column 
by  a  majority  of  206.  The  grape  and  hop  growers  were  of  tlic 
opinion  that  if  Ukiah  should  go  dry  it  would  cost  them  a  great 
many  votes  in  the  State  dry  election  this  fall  and  a  number  of  them 
worked  in  the  interests  of  the  wets.  The  majority  of  the  business 
men  were  also  wet.  It  was  thought  that  the  women  would  vote 
dry,  but  the  result  seems  to  show  that  a  majority  of  them  voted 
wet."

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GO-TO'CHURCH  SUNDAY  A  FAILURE. 


RE-OPENING  THE  BARBARY  COAST  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO 


Recently  there  has  been  some  discussion  in  San  Francisco  over 
a  proposition  on  the  part  of  the  Police  Commissioners  to  reopen 
ihc  Barbary  Coast.  Two  of  the  commissioners  generously  sug- 
gested that  more  liquor  establishments  might  with  safety  be  per- 
mitted on  the  coast.  As  a  result  some  preachers  made  quite  a 
lot  of  the  agitation,  through  which  they  gain  a  living. 

It  might  be  well  to  give  a  warning  to  liquor  dealers  in  this  re- 
spect. It  will  be  remembered  that  not  more  than  a  year  ago  the 
resorts  of  the  Barbary  Coast  were  closed  by  the  Police  Commis- 
sioners. Proprietors  of  establishments  were  forced  out  of  busi- 
ness on  five  days'  notice.  Most  of  them  lost  practically  ninety  per 
cent  of  their  property. 

There  would  be  nothing  to  prevent  Police  Commissioners 
from  re-opening  the  Barbary  Coast  resorts  and  closing  them  again 
in  short  order  after  having  secured  $10,000  or  $15,000  for  the 
municipality  in  license  fees.  Liquor  dealers  should  look  upon  the 
allurements  of  the  Police  Commissioners  with  reference  to  the 
Barbary  Coast  with  skepticism.  If  they  should  allow  themselves 
to  be  induced  to  enter  the  coast  again  they  will  sooner  or  later 
fare  as  they  did  before  and  be  only  the  worse  oflf  for  their  ex- 
perience. 


As  far  as  San  I'rancisco  was  concerned  Go-to-Church  Sunday, 
celebrated  the  17th  of  May,  was  a  dismal  failure.  There  were  but 
few  more  people  present  in  the  churches  on  the  day  mentioned 
than  on  other  Sundays.  The  preachers  did  not  have  to  sit  up  very 
late  on  the  evening  of  the  17th  to  count  the  money  that  was  col- 
lected during  the  day. 

Saloonkeepers  did  all  they  could  to  assist  the  preachers  make 
a  success  of  the  day.  Cards  announcing  that  the  17th  of  May  was 
especially  set  apart  as  Go-to-Church-Sunday  were  prominently 
displayed  in  many  saloons  for  weeks  ahead  of  the  time.  Proprie- 
tors of  saloons  earnestly  asked  their  patrons  to  visit  the  churches 
on  the  17th  of  May,  if  only  to  satisfy  curiosity.  They  certainly 
showed  that  they  understood  what  Jesus  meant  when  He  said, 
"Love  thine  enemies!"  But  their  efforts  were  almost  in  vain.  All 
the  churches  held  meagre  congregations.  It  must  be  said  that 
many  saloonkeepers  were  present  in  the  churches  and  contributed 
generously  on  the  occasion.  In  this  single  instance  Go-to-Church- 
Sunday  was  a  success.  The  day  also  served  its  purpose  in  per- 
mitting the  saloonkeepers  to  demonstrate  that  they  have  a  great 
deal  more  of  the  Christian  spirit  than  those  who  would  destroy 
them. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  Go-to-Church-Sunday  has  not  been 
a  success.  The  churches  are  in  need  of  public  support  and  many 
preachers  have  a  hard  time  eking  out  an  existence  on  the  slender 
incomes  that  are  being  derived.  But  it  is  doubtful  if  conditions 
will  be  improved  by  any  such  methods  of  advertisement  as  Go-to- 
Church-Sunday  celebrations.  There  must  be  some  more  substan- 
tial campaigning  done.  The  REVIEW  is  not  in  a  position  to  sug- 
gest what  this  should  be.     But  the  preachers  ought  to  know.

Company  of  San  Francisco,  on  the  Pacific  slope,  is  now  established 
in  Salt  Lake  Cit}',  where  his  work  in  behalf  of  Old  Taylor  is  ma- 
turing.

I'robably  after  he  ascertains  how  strong  the  sentiment 
a-ainst  prohibition  is  in  the  State  of  California  he  will  take  cour- 
age to  voice  his  opposition  to  the  prevalent  fanaticism  more  ener- 
getically.    All  the  other  "strong"  men  will  do  the  same. 


PRESIDENT  WILSON  A  TRUE  SOUTHERNER. 


On  the  15th  of  May  President  Wilson  approved  the  order  of 
Secretary  of  the  Xavy  Daniels  abolishing  the  wine  mess  in  the 
navy.     The  rule  goes  into  effect  July  1.     It  is  final. 

On  the  25th  of  May  President  Wilson  declined  an  invitation 
to  attend  the  reunion  of  the  G.  A.  R.  The  next  day  he  accepted 
an  invitation  to  address  the  Confederate  Veterans. 

The  old  Slave  Party  is  enjoying  itself  while  it  can.  Its  new 
name  is  the  Prohibition  Party.  The  most  prominent  members  of 
this  party  are  four  members  of  President  Wilson's  cabinet  and 
President  Wilson  himself. 


The  hired  agitators  of  the  prohibition  propaganda  are  now  fore- 
gathering in  our  midst,  and  some  of  them  are  already  on  the  bema 
shrieking  against  the  liquor  evil  and  calling  on  California  to  sub- 
merge itself  in  the  wave  of  frenzy  that  is  sweeping  over  the  South.

Editor  H.  E.  Butler  of  the  "Bible  Review"  of  Applegate,  Cali- 
fornia, recently  very  elTcctively  discomfited  the  "Newr  Republic," 
national  organ  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League.  Mr.  Butler  is  an  as- 
trologist  of  considerable  clairvoyance,  since  he  has  made  a  careful 
study  of  social  and  political  conditions  in  relation  to  astrology. 

In  his  denunciation  of  the  "New  Republic,"  Mr.  Butler  said: 
"You  say  to  the  California  farmers  that  they  must  not  raise  grapes 
on  their  farms,  when  grapes  are  the  most  natural  product  of  their 
soil.  We  consider  that  an  outrage  that  ought  to  be  prosecuted  and 
I)unished  by  law.  We  consider  it  really  a  criminal  act  against  hon- 
est farmers.  Would  it  not  be  a  criminal  act  for  men  to  come  into 
vour  field  and  to  destroy  your  crop  and  give  you  no  remuneration 
for  it?" 

The  national  organ  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  has  clearly  shown 
that  either  the  effect  of  Mr.  Butler's  arraignment  has  been  that  of 
a  thunderbolt  striking  a  vampire  bat  while  drawing  the  blood  of  a 
victim  at  midnight  or,  otherwise,  that  the  Anti-Saloon  League  or- 
gan has  not  even  as  much  befuddled  intelligence  as  the  creature 
with  which  it  is  most  fitly  compared.  Note  the  reply  of  the  "New 
Republic"  to  Mr.  Butler: 

"There  is  no  proposal  to  tell  the  California  farmers  that  they 
must  not  raise  grapes.  Only  one  175th  part  of  the  acreage  of 
California  is  devoted  to  wine  grape  raising. 

"Less  than  one-tenth  of  the  value  of  farm  crops  of  California 
represent  the  value  of  wine  grape  production. 

"Eighty  per  cent  of  the  California  wine  is  produced  by  blood- 
less corporations  anyhow." 

Here  we  have  a  plain  statement  (?)  to  the  eflfect  that  the  one 
175th  part  of  the  acreage  of  California  that  is  devoted  to  wine 
grape  raising  produces  one-tenth  of  the  value  of  the  farm  crops  of 
the  State ! ! !  If  this  were  true  there  could  be  no  better  argument 
in  favor  of  planting  the  entire  acreage  of  the  State  of  California 
to  wine  grapes.     Unfortunately,  the  statement  (?)  only  serves  to 


illustrate  the  density  of  the  stupidity  of  prohibitionists  and  the 
bluntness  of  their  sense  of  justice.  All  the  statistics  (?),  argu- 
ments and  pleadings  of  prohibitionists  go  to  prove  their  deplorable 
inefficiency.  The  only  alcoholics  capable  of  making  themselves 
as  ridiculous  as  the  prohibitionists  are  those  suffering  from  de- 
lirium tremens. 

As  to  the  last  item  in  the  reply  to  Mr.  Butler  the  "New  Re- 
public"' indicates  that  it  believes  that  the  vampire  Anti-Saloon 
League  has  had  its  beak  in  the  wine  industry  of  California  long 
enough  to  leave  that  industry  bloodless.  The  national  organ  of 
the  Anti-Saloon  League  is  consistently  absurd  in  this.  Thanks 
to  the  blood-making  qualities  of  wine,  the  wine  growers  of  Cali- 
fornia, including  the  corporations,  are  still  full  of  rich,  red  blood 
and  it  is  this  blood  which  will  eventually  make  of  the  United  States 
a  nation  as  strong  as  those  countries  of  Europe  which  have  lived 
to  dance  on  the  grave  of  prohibition.

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WHY  A  LIQUOR  LICENSE  IS  NOT  A  FRANCHISE. 


Mayor  Rose  of  Los  Angeles  believes  that  a  saloon  license  is  a 
franchise.  When  it  is  considered  that/^  Los  Angeles  saloonkeepers 
pay  $1,200  a  year  for  licenses  it  might  be  supposed  that  they  are 
something  like  railroad  concessions.  But  Mayor  Rose  is  very 
badly  misled  if  he  regards  a- license  as  a  franchise. 

A  franchise  imposes  obligations  on  both  the  municipality 
granting  it  and  the  party  receiving  it.  A  saloon  license  imposes 
obligations  only  upon  the  saloonkeeper.  It  is  purely  a  one-sided 
affair. 

The  officials  will  require  a  saloonkeeper  to  pay  them  $1,200, 
but  they  will  not  give  him  any  protection  in  return.  After  they 
take  his  money  they  may  allow  another  saloonkeeper  to  set  up  a 
business  alongside  his  establishment,  providing  the  latter  pays 
them  $1,200  also.  It  is  of  no  importance  to  them  if  there  are 
twenty  saloons  in  a  block  and  if  all  the  proprietors  are  on  the 
\irge  oif  bankruptcy,  providing  the  $24,000  are  in  the  official 
pockets.  No,  indeed.  The  liquor  license  is  not  a  franchise.  It 
is  just  an  effective  way  of  getting  something  for  nothing  and  plac- 
ing; the  victim  of  the  transaction  in  the  position  of  debtor  to  boot. 

What  Mayor  Rose  might  have  said  was  that  the  liquor  license 

iild  be  considered  as  a  franchise  and  that  the  man  who  pays 
his  hard  money  for  it  should  receive  something  in  return.

Sacramento,  May  26,  1914. 

Mr.  Emil  Seidel,  formerly  mayor  of  the  city  of  Milwaukee,  de- 
livered a  notable  address  before  Socialists  at  Turner  Hall  in  the 
city  of  Sacramento  on  the  15th  of  May.  He  discussed  prohibition. 
Mr.  Seidel  opposed  prohibition  in  every  way.  He  suggested  that 
if  the  people  did  not  believe  that  the  liquor  business  was  being 
run  properly  it  was  the  duty  of  the  people  to  take  it  over,  recom- 
pense the  private  owners  equitably,  operate  the  business  itself  for 
a  time  and  then,  if  it  were  found  to  be  productive  of  more  harm 
than  good,  to  abolish  it. 

"We  have  too  many  dont's  and  prohibitory  commands,"  he 
said.  "Reformers  only  satisfy  their  own  hypocritical  and  political 
selfishness.  Don't  let  politics  divide  you  when  it  comes  to  the 
main  issue.  It  is  not  prohibition  of  alcohol,  it  is  the  wage  ques- 
tion that  concerns  you.  Settle  the  liquor  question  by  running  the 
business  yourself.     If  there  is  no  profit  in  it,  it  won't  run." 

This  should  show  certain  misguided  Socialists  of  California  who 
favor  an  alliance  with  the  prohibitionists  just  how  distantly  re- 
lated Socialism  is  to  prohibitionism.  If  Socialism  stands  for  the 
conservation  and  improvement  of  industries  it  can  not  stand  for 
the  destruction  of  industry  and  that  is  all  that  prohibition  stands 
for. 

The  Diamond  Match  Company  has  decided  to  refuse  to  employ 
men  who  frequent  saloons  at  its  factory  in  Chico.  Of  course  the 
company  is  a  trust  and,  therefore,  the  liquor  trade  can  not  decline 
to  buy  its  products.  But  if  an  independent  match  company  were 
organized  it  would  be  sure  to  do  a  large  business  with  those  who 
buy  and  sell  liquors.  A  trust  can  always  be  punisTied  for  its 
despotism. 

Wets  won  a  complete  victory  in  the  third  supervisorial  district 
of  Lake  County  on  the  4th  of  May.  This  district  went  dry  two 
years  ago.  The  majority  for  wetness  on  the  4th  of  May  amounted 
to  thirty  per  cent  of  the  total  dry  vote. 


Fees  for  liquor  licenses  at  Angels  Camp  were  raised  from  $-10 
to  $75  per  quarter  on  the  1st  of  May. 

The  Yolo  Winery  shipped  25,000  gallons  of  wine  to  Winehaven 
during  the  second  week  of  May. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Olcese  of  the  Pacific  Produce  Company  of  San  Fran- 
cisco made  contracts  for  wine  grapes  in  Sutter  County  during  the 
past  month  on  a  basis  of  $10  per  ton.  The  grape  crop  will  be  a 
record-breaker. 

In  Yuba  County  contracts  for  wine  grapes  are  on  a  basis  of  $12. 

The  city  trustees  of  Lodi  have  adopted  an  ordinance  to  raise 
fees  for  liquor  licenses  from  $600  to  $1,200  per  year. 


WHY    NOT   PROHIBIT   SOCIABILITY? 


One  of  the  most  nauseating  of  the  illogical  assertions  of  the 
prohibitionist  preachers  is  to  the  effect  that  the  principal  cause  of 
drunkenness  is  sociable  drinking.  Saloons  are  condemned  by  the 
bigots  because  men  who  patronize  them  drink  to  excess  just  to 
be  sociable.  The  logical  conclusion  to  be  arrived  at  is  that  men 
become  drunk  because  of  sociability.  Such  being  the  case  may 
not  the  prohibitionists  be  asked,  "If  sociability  is  the  cause  of 
drunkenness,  why  not  abolish  sociability?"  Certainly  if  we  sin- 
cerely wish  to  overcome  an  effect  we  must  start  by  eradicating  the 
cause.     Why  not  prohibit  sociability? 

Laws  might  be  passed  forbidding  any  man  to  drink  with  any 
other  man.  We  might  even  make  laws  to  forbid  two  or  more 
men  from  walking  together  abreast.  Most  probably  prohibition 
China  made  and  enforced  some  such  laws  in  the  past,  since  ortho- 
dox Chinese  always  walk  single  file.  If  Chinese  prohibitionists 
could  reduce  sociability  to  a  minimum  surely  the  more  efficient 
prohibitionists  of  this  country  could  do  so.  Let  us  begin  a  cam- 
paign against  sociability.  Give  the  thing  a  bad  name  and  time 
will  do  the  rest.  There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  sociability  is 
the  cause  of  most  drinking.     Why  not  prohibit  it?

Dear  Sirs :  The  "London  Daily  Mail"  had  an  interesting  refer- 
ence lately  to  the  enormous  magnitude  of  the  London  holiday 
crowds  during  Easter  and  to  the  sobriety  and  decency  everywhere 
witnessed. 

The  letter  enumerates  that  the  London  crowd  Easter  Monday 
fioured  as  follows:  At  the  Zoo,  55,000;  Crystal  Palace,  60,000; 
Kew  Gardens,  147,000;  Hendon  Aviation  Field,  .50,000;  Epping 
Forest  Region.  100,000;  total,  412,000.  In  this  vast  concourse,  the 
London  letter  recites,  there  was  no  roughness  and  that  he  saw  only 
one  drunken  man. 

In  the  same  letter  the  correspondent  refers  to  the  annual  state- 
ment of  the  British  Drink  Bill  prepared  by  Geo.  B.  Wilson,  show- 
ing that  it  figured  out  an  average  of  over  £3  sterling,  an  increase 
of  something  more  than  2  shillings  per  head  than  the  year  before. 

The  writer  goes  to  show,  however,  that  there  is  very  little  in- 
ebriety in  London,  for  instance,  and  that  the  many  hundreds  of 
thousands  that  go  oflf  for  the  day's  holiday  enjoy  themselves  ra- 
tionally and  that  their  requirements,  whether  beers,  wines  or  spir- 
its do  not  hurt  them.

SAN  FRANCISCO  SITUATION. 


Owing  lo  the  cool  weather  that  prevailed  during  the  past  month 
there  was  no  pronounced  activity  in  the  business  of  the  brewers 
111  San  Francisco.  It  had  been  expected  that  there  would  be  an 
improvement  in  the  trade  but  nothing  of  the  sort  materialized. 
Krewers  are  in  a  position  to  take  advantage  of  the  increase  of  the 
demand  from  consumers  that  must  soon  set  in  and  continue  for 
the  succeeding  eighteen  months  which  embraces  the  term  of  the 
Panama-Pacific  Exposition. 


CALIFORNIA  BARLEY  CROP  WILL  BE  LARGE. 


Reports  from  all  parts  of  the  State  of  California  are  to  the  ef- 
fect that  the  crop  of  barley  this  year  will  be  the  largest  ever  cut 
in  the  State.  The  weather  has  been  ideal  for  the  development  of 
the  crop.  In  some  sections  it  is  estimated  that  the  yield  will  run 
as  high  as  fifteen  sacks  to  the  acre.  Cutting  is  now  under  way  in 
many  sections  of  the  State  and  the  growers  are  complaining  at  the 
scarcity  of  men  for  the  work.  Notwithstanding  the  heavy  harvest 
it  is  believed  that  the  barley  will  command  good  prices. 


PROSPECTS  FOR  A  LARGE  HOP  CROP. 


Although  the  cool  weather  that  made  itself  felt  during  the  past 
two  months  the  hop  crop  of  the  Pacific  Coast  is  in  a  very  satis- 
factory condition.  The  latest  estimate  is  275,000  bales  for  the 
coast. 


FREIGHT   RATES  ON   MALT   REDUCED. 


A  rate  on  malt  of  60c  per  100  l])s.,  a  reduction  of  20c,  will  be- 
come effective  on  the  northern  railroads  lietween  California  and 
Montana  common  points  after  June  1. 


ESTIMATED  BARLEY  CROP  OF  CALIFORNIA. 


It  is  estimated  by  Mr.  Frank  A.  Guernsey  that  the  crop  of  bar- 
ley of  the  State  of  California  in  1914  will  amount  to  817,000  tons. 
The  vield  in  1913  was  326,000  tons  and  in  1912  544,000  tons.

HOPGROWERS   AND   DEALERS'   ASSOCIATION    OF 

OREGON. 


The  Hopgrowers  and  Dealers'  Association  of  Oregon  has  been 
organized  to  resist  the  attempt  of  the  prohibitionists  to  dry  up  the 
State.  Over  2,000  growers,  with  $25,000,000  invested,  are  affiliated 
with  the  association.  Headquarters  have  been  established  in 
Portland.  Mr.  A.  J.  Ray  is  president  and  Mr.  Harry  L.  Hart  sec- 
retary. County  organizations  will  be  formed  throughout  the 
State. 

Those  who  organized  this  association  make  the  following  state- 
ment :  "The  hop  crop,  in  proportion  to  its  total  value,  brings  more 
outside  capital  into  the  State  than  any  other  farming.  The  value 
of  the  Oregon  crop  ranges  from  about  $3,000,000  to  $5,000,000  a 
year.  It  is  practically  all  sold  in  the  Eastern  States  and  in  Great 
Britain. 

"Since  1894,  when  Oregon  first  became  a  large  producer,  about 
$55,000,000  of  Eastern  and  foreign  money  has  been  paid  to  hop- 
growers  of  this  State,  and  a  large  part  of  it  paid  for  hoppicking 
and  other  labor. 

"The  purpose  of  the  newly-formed  association  is  to  bring  these 
facts  before  hop  growers,  hop  pickers  and  others  whose  livelihood 
depends  in  any  measure  on  hop  production  and  in  that  manner 
offset  the  efforts  of  prohibitionists.  Beyond  this,  the  association 
will  take  no  part  in  political  matters." 


IMPORTATIONS  OF  HOPS  INTO  THE  UNITED  STATES. 


In  its  annual  summary  the  United  States  Brewers'  Associatioi 
says:     "Our  exports  of  the  1913  crop  have  reached  a  total  of  100, 
000  bales,  and  yet  there  is  no  apparent  shortage.     On  the  otheH 
hand,   our  imports   from   Germany  have   reached   nearly   5,000,000 
pounds,  which  is  equivalent  to  25,000  American  bales.     Although 
imported  hops  have  cost  twice  as  much  as  the  domestic  article  th 
American  brewers  have  used  them  quite  extensively. 

"The  reduced  quantity  of  hops  used  by  brewers,  as  compare 
with  former  years,  marks  the  demand  for  light,  sparkling  beers  o 
the  temperance  type,  which  contain  only  about  half  the  amount  o 
alcohol  that  is  found  in  the  cider  of  the  prohibition  States. 

"The  demand  for  the  costly  Bohemian  hops  is  due  to  the  rapi 
growth  of  the  bottled  beer  business,  which  in  turn  is  due  to  th 
great  increase  in  the  family  trade.  As  a  table  drink,  beer  is  gain 
ing  steadily  in  popularity,  and  most  brewers  make  special  brew; 
for  their  bottled  beer,  in  which  they  employ  the  costliest  materials 
such  as  the  finest  barley-malt,  imported  rice  and  a  good  percentage 
of  Bohemian  hops."

ROBINSON  CHEMICAL  WORKS 
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BRITISH  BREWING  INDUSTRY   IN    1913. 


A  British  Guveninicut  White  Paper  just  issued  states  that  the 
number  of  barrels  of  beer  produced  in  the  United  Kingdom  by 
brewers  licensed  for  sale  during  the  year  ended  September  30, 
1913,  was  37,078,760,  and  the  amount  of  beer  duty  charged  was 
$67,020,474.  There  were  3,846  firms  or  persons  licensed,  the  license 
duty  paid  being  $1,946,765. 

In  addition  there  were  4,829  persons  licensed  as  brewers  for 
sale,  821  of  these  private  brewers  being  liable  to  beer  duty.  There 
were  85,936  victualers  licensed,  26,939  persons  licensed  to  sell  beer 
on  the  premises,  and  22,217  off-licenses. 

During  the  year  651,768  barrels  of  a  declared  value  of  $10,308,- 
091  were  eitported,  the  principal  customers  being  the  British  East 
Indies,  $2,209,235;  AustraHa,  $1,611,038;  Belgium,  $1,402,165;  and 
the  United  States,  $1,313,887.  Germany  took  $228,370  worth  of 
beer,  and  France  $154,068.  British  beer  found  its  way  also  to  Al- 
geria, which  took  only  one  barrel,  Siam,  Papua  and  Paraguay. 


Crop  Work  of  United  States  Brewers'  Association. — The  crop 
improvement  committee  of  the  United  States  Brewers'  Association 
has  undertaken  an  extensive  work  in  furthering  the  betterment  of 
:rop  conditions  in  the  barley  and  hop  producing  States.  It  is 
ifvorking  in  close  co-operation  with  the  crop  improvement  commit- 
tee of  the  council  of  grain  exchanges,  the  agricultural  experiment 
Stations  and  the  leading  producers,  in  the  endeavor  to  improve 
iiuality  and  standardize  conditions.  It  is  also  helping  the  State 
rollcges  of  agriculture  in  the  attempt  to  revive  the  hop  industry 
n  New  York  State,  by  practical  demonstration  work  in  the  fields. 
n  California  it  is  assisting  in  hop  and  rice  experiments. 


Arizona  Liberals  Will  Give  Prohibitionists  a  Full  Dose  of  Their 
Dwn  Medicine. — On  the  21st  of  May  the  prohibitionists  filed  the 
irst  petition  for  a  State-wide  election  in  Arizona.  Immediately  fol- 
bwing  the  filing  the  liberals  filed  a  petition  to  amend  the  local  op- 
ion  law  so  as  to  permit  elections  in  communities  on  the  liquor 
jtuestion  but  once  in  a  period  of  eight  years.  If  a  town  or  city 
iocs  dry  the  liberals  would  keep  it  dry  for  eight  years,  and  if  it 
|oes  wet  they  would  make  it  stay  wet  for  eight  years.  Taxpayers 
upport  this  proposition,  as  it  will  save  them  money  and  worry, 
'rohibitionists  o])pose  it,  as  it  would  stop  the  agitation,  which  fur- 
[ishes  them  an  excuse  for  living.

Following  is  from  a  speech  recently  delivered  by  Mr.  Chester 
H.  Rowell  at  Dinuba:  "If  there  was  ever  any  time  in  the  world 
when  industries  struck  bottom  it  was  during  the  dark  ages,  during 
which  time,  when  everything  else  was  destroyed,  two  or  three 
things  were  secure — and  these  things  that  lasted  were  pearls,  siik, 
wine  and  raisins.  They  were  the  only  commodities  that  war, 
anarchy  and  barbarism  could  not  destroy.  So  we,  in  looking  back 
over  the  past  may  feel  secure  in  the  future." 

If  prohibitionists  can  get  any  satisfaction  out  of  it  they  are  wel- 
come to  the  getting. 

The  following  is  from  an  editorial  from  the  Fresno  "Republi- 
can," of  which  Mr.  Rowell  is  editor: 

"The  talent  of  the  States  is  now  given  very  fully  to  gathering 
facts  to  help  improving  vine  culture  and  marketing  the  product 
of  the  grape.  We  know  what  climates  and  soil  are  best  employed, 
what  can  be  produced,  how  the  grapes  should  be  handled,  what 
dangers  attend  the  production  and  what  markets  are  available.  Why 
should  it  not  be  just  as  much  the  function  of  the  State  to  furnish, 
not  opinions,  but  available  statistics  of  the  effect  of  wine  and  beer 
and  whisky  on  the  citizen  and  on  the  community? 

"If  for  a  given  population,  voting  dry  will,  after  one  or  two  or 
more  years,  increase  business  or  reduce  it ;  increase  crime  or  reduce 
it ;  increase  credit  or  reduce  it ;  increase  the  number  of  men  out  of 
work  or  reduce  the  number;  we  ought  to  have  the  facts  available. 
The  State  does  not  need  to  draw  any  conclusions." 

As  the  gentleman  from  Montana  would  remark,  this  is  getting 
down  to  cases.  Statistics  are  already  available.  England,  France 
and  Germany  show  that  wetness  increases  business  and  credit  and 
reduces  the  number  of  men  out  of  work,  thereby  reducing  ciimes 
caused  by  non-employment.  Turkey  proves  constantly  that  dry- 
ness reduces  business  and  credit,  increases  the  number  of  men  out 
of  work,  thereby  increasing  crime  consequent  upon  enforced  idle- 
ness. 

The  Kings  County  crop  of  barley  this  year  will  be  approximately 
900,000  sacks.  There  are  about  45,000  acres  in  barley  and  the  ave- 
rage yield  will  be  25  sacks  to  the  acre. 

Mr.  Isaac  Harris,  who  is  connected  with  the  Stanford  Hotel  of 
San  Francisco,  and  is  one  of  the  leading  hotel  men  of  the  Pacific 
Coast,  has  assumed  control  of  the  Sequoia  Cafe  in  Fresno. 

The  Fresno  "Mirror"  raps  presumptuous  bigotry  m  the  follow- 
ing language:  "Have  the  anti-saloon  men  a  gi;.eater  right  to  look 
after  and  protect  their  interests  than  the  saloonmen  have  to  look 
after  and  protect  theirs?  When  a  judge  expresses  himself  on  pub- 
lic issues,  does  he  not  put  himself  on  a  level  with  other  candidates 
for  office?  That  a  'judge's  views  on  the  liquor  question  have  noth- 
ing to  do  with  his  qualifications  on  (sic)  the  bench'  it  follows  that 
his  views  on  all  other  questions  have  nothing  to  do  with  his  quali- 
fications for  the  bench.  That  being  the  case,  why  should  he  go  to 
the  trouble  and  take  the  risk  of  expressing  his  views  ?  Our  opinion 
is  that  a  candidate  for  a  judgeship  has  a  right  to  express  his  views 
and  that  the  voters  have  a  right  to  support  or  oppose  him  for  those 
views." 


PEORIA  DISTILLERS  PAY  COST  OF  CANAL. 


PEORIA,  111.,  June  1.— The  distilleries  of  this  city,  the  largest 
producers  of  distilled  spirits  in  the  world,  have  paid  the  national 
government  in  the  last  thirteen  years  enough  money  to  have  built 
the  Panama  Canal.  These  figures  became  public  with  the  retire- 
ment of  Percival  G.  Rennick,  collector  of  internal  revenue  since 
1901.     In  that  period  he  collected  $408,425,861.

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Position  of  the  Daily  Papers  of  California  on  Prohibition 


DURING  the  past  three  months  the  daily  papers  of  the  State  of 
California  have  been  lining  up  in  satisfactory  shape  in  relation 
to  the  prohibition  movement.  All  the  leading  and  most  reliable  of 
them  have  definitely  announced  themselves  as  being  opposed  to 
prohibition.  Some  of  them  have  not  yet  plucked  up  enough  moral 
courage  to  make  a  declaration  of  purpose.  Only  an  insignificant 
few  have  taken  the  side  of  prohibition. 

Following  is  a  list  of  the  fifteen  leading  dailies  classed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  policies  adopted  by  them: 

Opposed  to  Prohibition:  San  Francisco  "Call,"  "Commercial 
News,"  "Chronicle"  and  "Bulletin";  Los  Angeles  "Times,"  "Her- 
ald" and  "Examiner";  Sacramento  "Bee";  Fresno  "Herald."  In 
favor  of  prohibition:  Los  Angeles  "Tribune"  and  "Express";  Oak- 
land "Enquirer."  Lacking  moral  courage:  San  Francisco  "Exam- 
iner"; Oakland  "Tribune";  Sacramento  "Union";  Fresno  "Repub- 
lican." 

All  the  dailies  opposed  to  prohibition  have  published  strong, 
convincing  editorials  and  arguments  denouncing  prohibition,  those 
in  favor  of  the  new  fanaticism  have  set  forth  very  weak  pleas,  which 
can  serve  only  to  flatter  the  bigots  already  enlisted  in  the  prohibi- 
tion cause  and  the  journals  that  are  afraid  to  take  any  part  in  the 
conflict  are  carefully  refraining  from  antagonism  toward  the  liquor 
traffic.  It  may,  therefore,  be  safely  assumed  that  the  daily  press 
of  California  is  an  important  asset  of  the  anti-prohibitionists  in 
their  present  campaign. 

Editorial  from  the  San  Francisco  "Call." 

As  illustrative  of  the  policy  adopted  by  the  San  Francisco  "Call" 
the  following  editorial,  published  April  30th,  will  serve  to  show  the 
moral  strength  and  clearness  of  purpose  of  this  journal: 

"California  voters  will  in  November  be  called  upon  to  vote  on 
the  proposed  initiative  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  State 
prohibiting  the  "manufacture,  sale,  giving  away  or  transporting 
from  one  point  within  the  State  to  another  point  within  the  State" 
of  any  alcoholic  liquor. 

"The  adoption  of  this  amendment  by  the  voters  in  November 
would  mean  the  destruction  out  of  hand  of  the  California  wine  in- 
dustry, and,  to  a  great  extent,  the  end  of  the  $150,000,000  grape  in- 
dustry of  the  State,  which  gives  subsistence  directly  to  75,000  per- 
sons and  contributes  to  the  livelihood  of  many  more  thousands. 

"The  financial  calamity  which  would  follow  the  adoption  of  the 
proposed  amendment  would  be  commensurable  with  the  San  Fran- 
cisco fire,  but  there  would  be  no  reimbursing  insurance.  It,  too, 
would  render  its  thousands  homeless,  for  man  is  never  so  homeless 
as  when  forced  out  of  employment  and  means  of  following  his  trade 
or  occupation.  It,  too,  would  mean  the  destruction  of  property, 
inflicting  irreparable  damage,  for  it  would  end  absolutely  the  pro- 
ductivity of  170,000  acres  of  fertile  California  land,  for  the  produc- 
tivity of  land  is  ended  when  there  is  no  use  for  its  products.  Capital 
valued  at  $150,000,000  would  be  practically  annihilated.  Some  of 
the  grape  land  would  in  time  be  put  to  other  uses.  Orchards  could 
be  planted,  but  in  that  case  from  six  to  ten  years  would  pass  be- 
fore the  trees  would  be  bearing,  and  during  that  period  how  could 
the  land  owner  and  his  workmen  live? 

"On  that  ground  The  Call  stands  unalterably  opposed  to  the  con- 
stitutional amendment  which  is  under  consideration. 

"The  Call  Stands  for  what  is  best  in  California  and  what  is  best 
for  California.  The  Call  can  not  see  a  great  California  industry 
imperiled  without  coming  to  its  defense.  The  Call  is  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  State,  moral  as  well  as  industrial.  It  would  not 
support  a  bad  cause,  however  much  might  be  involved.  But  it  will 
support  the  fight  that  is  to  be  made  against  the  destruction  of  Cali- 
fornia's great  industry,  for  it  believes  that  the  grape  industry  is  not 
a  danger,  but  a  benefit,  to  the  State  of  California,  and  that  wine  is 
not  the  cause  of  drunkenness. 

"To  destroy  this  industry  can  work  no  good,  but  will  work  a 
tremendous  evil. 

"Every  citizen  in  California  must  realize  the  danger  that  men- 
aces the  great  viticultural  industry  of  the  State  and  not  allow, 
through  indifference,  such  a  drastic  measure  to  become  a  law. 

"California  is  the  best  wine  producing  State  in  the  Union,  one 


of  the  great  wine  producing  sections  of  the  world.  The  State  and 
nation,  through  their  agricultural  and  scientific  forces,  have  la- 
bored to  build  up  this  industry. 

"There  are  people  who  would  destroy  it  in  November,  but  the 
great  majority  of  California  voters  will  surely  not  bring  on  their 
State  a  financial  disaster  almost  as  great  as  that  caused  by  the  fire 
of  1906 — a  disaster  against  which  there  is  written  no  insurance.'' 


Stand  of  the  Unflinching  San  Francisco  "Commercial  News." 

Among  the  many  editorials  against  prohibition  published  in  the 
San  Francisco  "Commercial  News"  during  the  past  six  months  the 
following,  appearing  on  the  27th  of  March,  is  significant: 

"All  over  the  State  the  prohibitionists  are  active.  Experts  in 
the  meek  and  mild,  these  people  do  not  hesitate  in  taking  liberties 
in  the  way  of  toying  with  the  truth  that  is  perfectly  disgraceful. 
There  is  some  little  curiosity  as  to  what  wine  growers  will  think 
when  they  find  themselves  likened  to  'pirates  of  the  sea'  and  'white 
slavers.' 

"Father  Juniperro  Serra  introduced  the  grape  originally,  along 
with  many  other  blessings  brought  by  the  Church,  to  California, 
such  as  the  olive,  the  orange  and  the  almond.  Father  Serra  proved 
that  California  was  the  natural  home  of  the  vine. 

"Is  it  possible  that  Father  Serra  is  the  originator  of  piracy  an(i 
white  slavery? 

"The  State  Legislature  of  California  has  officially  recorded  tl 
fact  that  wine-making  is  'The  second  industry  in  the  State  of  Cali 
fornia.'  It  has  further  officially  classified  it  as  'an  industry'  an 
again  as  a  'most  important  industry.'  Is  it  possible  that  our  friend 
in  their  fanaticism  have  overlooked  the  fact?  The  same  legislatur 
has  invited  people  to  come  here  and  invest  their  brains  and  the^ 
money  in  the  culture  of  the  grape,  in  its  improvement.  The  Sta^ 
University  of  California  has  loaned  some  of  its  best  men  to  stud 
grape  culture  with  a  view  to  obtaining  the  best  crop  results.  Mone 
has  been  spent  by  the  State  of  California  to  induce  study  in  win« 
making,  and  it  has  given  instruction  to  people  engaged  thereii 
Since  1877  to  1913  but  one  legislature  has  failed  to  provide,  at  i^ 
session,  for  the  furtherance  of  study  along  viticultural  lines. 

"Is  it  possible  that  each  legislature  has  overlooked  the  fact  thd 
every  item  for  the  eradication  of  phyloxera  and  other  pests  was  j 
step  for  the  establishment  of  white  slavery? 

"The  National  Government  has  flooded    Europe    and    Amend 
with  pamphlets,  bearing  the  Government  stamp,  in  an  attempt 
prove  to  desirable  aliens  the  fact  that  California  has  a  climate  sir 
ilar  to  that  of  sober,  thrifty  Italy,  France  or  southern  Austria,  ar 
inviting  those  of  these  countries  desirous  of  making  the  change 
come  to  America,  'the  land  of  the  free,'  and  settle  in  California  ud 
der  more  favorable  conditions  but  where  the  climate  of  the  StaJ 
would  remind  them  of  the  fatherland.     The  most  important  of  tlj 
grape  experimental  stations  are  situated  in  California.     The  Goi 
ernment  has  advised  as  to  what  cuttings  should  be  planted  in  var 
ous  parts  of  the  State,  and  in  what  particular  soil  to  obtain  tlie  be^ 
results — the  finest  grapes  and  the  largest  quantities. 

"When  the  National  Government  sent  its  pamphlets  abroad,  ati 
when  the  State  University  loaned  the  use  of  its  great  wisdom 
grape  culture,  is  it  possible  it  was  all  in  order  to  help  an  'illegitima^ 
business,'  'so  that  girls  might  be  raped  and  beautiful  manhood  d^ 
stroyed?' 

"Every  commercial  body  and  every  farmers*  grange  should  make 
this  question  clear  to  its  membership.     The  amendment  is  not  onfll 
a  blow  to  the  wine  man,  but  to  the  raisin  grower  and  the  hop  maP' 
and  through  these  people  to  the  whole  people,  through  them  to  the 
various  industries    they    have    helped    establish    and    keep    goir 
through  their  necessities.    Wine  growing  and  making,  hop  growir 
and  the  raisin  industry  keep  thousands  of  wage  earners  in  prospe 
ous  condition. 

"Within  five  days  after  the  adoption  of  the  act  these  thousand 
of  people  will  find  themselves  flat,  out  of  work  and  with  no  pros- 
pect of  any  other  work.     Think  it  over — isn't  it  about  time  business,, 
woke  up  and  took  a  hand  in  this  fight  ? 

"The  big  business  centers  would  suffer  most  under  the  prohi"^ 
bition  blight — let  commerce  and  industry  waken  to  the  threaten-jj 
ing  danger,  then.     The  strongest  kind  of  a  fight  must  be  made,  an^ 
it  must  be  kept  up  until  the  polls  close." 


the 
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Sacramento  "Bee"  Exposes  Falsehoods  of  Prohibitionists. 

The  Sacramento  "Bee"  in  its  issue  of  May  9th  says: 

"Let  no  one  in  California  be  deluded  into  voting  for  the  prohi- 
bition amendment  because  of  the  pretense  that  it  would  do  no  harm 
to  the  grape  industry. 

"Eugene  Chafin  and  other  advocates  of  the  amendment  have  as- 
serted it  would  not  hurt  the  grape  growers,  but  would  actually 
benefit  them,  for  the  reason  that  their  product  could  more  profit- 
ably be  sold  as  grape  juice  than  as  wine. 

"But  Chafin's  statement  that  grapes  are  worth  $32  a  ton  for 
grape  juice,  and  only  $10  a  ton  for  wine-making,  has  been  pro- 
nounced "cruelly  misleading'  by  Professor  Bioletti  of  the  State 
University,  a  leading  authority  on  viticulture. 

"The  Professor  says,  in  this  regard:  'Ninety-five  per  cent  at 
least  of  the  wine  grapes  would  be  unsalable  for  any  purpose  at 
any  price  if  they  cannot  be  used  for  wine.' 

"Chafin's  declaration  obviously  is  nonsense,  for  if  grapes  were 
worth  only  $10  a  ton  for  wine-making,  and  $32  a  ton  for  making 
grape  just  at  far  less  expense  of  handling,  the  wineries  would  all 
have  stopped  making  wine  and  have  become  grape-juice  factories. 

"The  truth  is  that  the  prohibition  amendment  would  strike 
down  the  great  grape-growing  industry  of  California,  excepting 
only  the  production  of  table  and  raisin  grapes. 

"And  even  of  these,  a  considerable  surplus  is  converted  into 
wine,  from  year  to  year. 

"Wine  grapes  cannot  be  made  into  raisins ;  nor  are  they  suited 
to  table  uses.  The  exceptions  are  so  slight  as  to  cut  little  figure 
in  the  matter. 

"For  many  years  the  State  of  California,  in  various  ways,  has 

[given  all  possible  encouragement  to  the  wine  industry.     Thousands 

of  men  have  been  induced  to  plant  vineyards  on  the  strength  of  the 

State's  promotion  and  protection,  and  they  and  their  families  are 

I  dependent  for  support  on  the  wine  industry. 

"And  yet  the  prohibitionists  propose  to  destroy  this  great  in- 
;  dustry  at  one  blow,  thus  inflicting  ruin  upon  a  multitude  of  deserv- 
|ing  citizens  who  have  relied  upon  the  good  faith  of  the  State." 


NO  WATER  MAY  BE  ADDED  TO  WINE. 


Secretary    of    Agriculture    Promulgates   Wine    Decision    Defining 

Wine  and  Prohibiting  the  Designation  of  Products  Made 

From  Pomace  as  Wine. 


SAN  FRANCISCO  "NEWS  LETTER"  AGAINST 
PROHIBITION. 


In  view  of  the  prohibition  amendment  to  the  State  Constitution, 
which  conies  up  for  vote  on  referendum  at  the  coming  general  elec- 
tion, some  figures  and  facts  compiled  by  the  State  Board  of  Viti- 
cultural  Commissioners  will  be  of  timely  interest,  as  the  adoption 
of  the  amendment  would  work  a  mortal  injury  to  this  great  Indus- 
tr}'.  With  regard  to  the  wine  industry,  it  is  learned  that  the  total 
dry  wine  production  in  1913  was  25,000,000  gallons.  To  produce 
this  quantity,  about  180,000  tons  of  grapes  were  required,  and 
(Wineries  paid  growers  from  $10  per  ton,  as  a  minimum  in  sweet 
'wine  sections,  to  $27.50  in  dry  wine  districts.  Sweet  wine  produc- 
tion was  17,134,988  gallons,  requiring  the  use  of  212,937  tons  of 
grapes.  Price  paid  to  growers  ranged  from  a  minimum  of  $10  per 
ton,  on  contracts,  to  $16  per  ton  for  choice  varieties. 

The  brandy  produced  and  placed  in  bonded  warehouses  for  the 
1913  season  was  1,544,245  gallons.  To  produce  this  amount  51,475 
tons  of  grapes  must  necessarily  be  used,  at  an  average  price  of  $10 
per  ton.  Growers  therefore  received  over  $6,000,000  during  1913 
for  grapes  delivered  to  wineries.  This  raw  material  made  into 
wine  at  .the  700  wineries,  aged  and  marketed,  represents  a  com- 
mercial value  at  present  market  selling  prices  of  close  to  $15,000,- 
000.  Some  of  these  wine  grapes  were  made  into  unfermented  grape 
juice,  of  which  about  100,000  gallons  were  made  last  season,  as 
against  42,000,000  gallons  of  wine. 

Besides  the  wine  producing  vineyards,  there  is  a  large  invest- 
ment in  the  growing  of  raisin  and  table  grapes,  but  for  these  pur- 
poses the  growers  can  use  only  the  choicest  fruit.  If  they  could 
not  sell  the  culls  to  the  winemakers,  their  profits  would  be  seri- 
ously curtailed,  and  their  business  deranged.  That  business  as  a 
■whole  has  been  subsidized  and  officially  encouraged  by  the  State 
of  California  for  half  a  century,  and  now  it  is  proposed  at  one  sweep 
to  wipe  it  out  in  hurry. — San  Francisco  "News  Letter." 


WASHINGTON,  D.  C,  June  12.— Following  a  public  hearing 
on  the  question  of  what  constitutes  wine,  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture has  promulgated  a  wine  decision  which  abrogates  Food 
Inspection  Decisions  109  and  120,  defines  wine,  and  prohibits  the 
use  of  the  name  "wine"  on  products  made  by  the  addition  of  water 
to  the  juice,  pomace  or  pulp  of  grapes. 

The  Food  Inspection  Decision,  which  supersedes  these  former 
decisions,  defines  wines  to  be  "the  product  of  the  normal  alcoholic 
ferrnentation  of  the  juice  of  fresh,  sound,  ripe  grapes,  with  the 
usual  cellar  treatment." 

This  action  is  taken,  in  the  language  of  the  decision,  because 
"The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  concluded  that  gross  decep- 
tions have  been  practiced  under  Food  Inspection  Decision  120." 
Food  Inspection  Decision  120  formerly  permitted  certain  classes 
of  wine  manufacturers  to  add  water  and  sugar  to  the  pomace  or 
pulp  of  grapes  from  which  the  juice  has  been  partially  expressed, 
and  then,  after  allowing  the  mixture  to  ferment,  to  call  the  bever- 
age "Pomace  Wine."  Where  sugar  was  added  (after  fermenta- 
tion) for  the  purpose  of  sweetening.  Decision  120  required  such 
wines  to  be  characterized  as  "Sweet  Pomace  Wines." 

Food  Inspection  Decision  109,  now  abrogated,  held  that  the 
addition  of  water  or  sugar  to  the  must  prior  to  fermentation  was 
considered  improper  and  that  a  product  so  treated  should  properly 
be  called  a  "sugar  wine"  or  labeled  in  such  fashion  as  to  indicate 
clearly  that  it  was  not  made  from  the  untreated  grape  must  but 
contained  added  sugar. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  juice  of  grapes  in  many  unfavorable 
grape-growing  seasons  is  either  too  acid  or  too  sweet  to  make 
wine,  the  new  decision  permits  correction  of  the  natural  defects  in 
grape  musts  and  wines  due  to  climatic  or  seasonal  conditions  by 
additions  in  unfavorable  seasons  as  follows : 

"In  the  case  of  excessive  acidity,  neutralizing  agents  which  do 
not  render  wine  injurious  to  health,  such  as  neutral  potassium  tar- 
trate or  calcium  carbonate ; 

"In  the  case  of  deficient  acidity,  tartaric  acid ; 

"In  the  case  of  deficiency  in  saccharine  matter,  condensed  grape 
must  or  a  pure  dry  sugar. 

"The  foregoing  definition  does  not  apply  to  sweet  wines  made 
in  accordance  with  Sweet  Wine  Fortification  Act  of  June  7,  1906 
(34  Stat.  215)." 

The  decision  prohibits  the  addition  of  any  water  to  grape  juice 
in  making  wine,  and  in  cases  where  the  water  is  added  to  pomace 
of  grapes,  the  decision  provides  as  follows : 

"A  product  made  from  pomace,  by  the  addition  of  water,  with 
or  without  sugar  or  any  other  material  whatever,  is  not  entitled  to 
be  called  wine.  It  is  not  permissible  to  designate  such  a  product 
as  'pomace  wine,'  nor  otherwise  than  as  'imitation  wine.'  " 

The  new  decision  becomes  eflfective  immediately  for  all  wines 
prepared  on  or  after  June  12,  1914.  Inasmuch  as  many  wine- 
makers  have  prepared  previous  vintages  in  accordance  with  the 
department's  rules,  as  laid  down  in  Food  Inspection  Decisions  109 
and  120,  certain  leeway  will  be  allowed  them  with  reference  to 
such  products  actually  manufactured  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the 
new  decision.  On  this  point  the  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
issued  the  following  statement: 

"Proceedings  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  with  respect  to 
fermented  beverages  not  prepared  in  conformity  with  this  decision, 
but  which,  it  is  claimed,  have  been  manufactured  in  good  faith  in 
compliance  with  either  Food  Inspection  Decision  109  or  Food  In- 
spection Decision  120,  will  not  be  recommended  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  prior  to  June  12,  1916,  if  it  shall  appear,  upon 
investigation,  that  the  articles  with  respect  to  which  the  claim  is 
made  were  actually  manufactured  prior  to  the  date  of  this  decision 
and  are  labeled  in  conformity  with  either  Food  Inspection  Decision 
109  or  Food  Inspection  Decision  120  as  the  case  may  be." 
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Initiative  to  Abate  Prohibition  Nuisance  for  8  Years 


IN  order  to  save  the  people  of  the  State  of  California  from  further 
infliction  of  constantly  recurring  elections  on  the  question  of 
prohibition,  the  Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch  have  taken  steps  to 
prevent  the  holding  of  elections  oftener  than  once  in  eight  years. 
Petitions  are  being  circulated  to  have  an  initiatory  measure  to  be 
submitted  directly  to  the  electors  with  this  end  in  view.  These 
petitions  are  in  the  charge  of  the  Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch.  It  is 
necessary  to  secure  30,200  signatures  before  the  10th  of  July,  so  as 
to  place  the  measure  on  the  ballot  at  the  coming  election  in  No- 
vember. In  order  that  the  petitions  will  be  properly  verified  before 
being  filed  with  the  city  clerks  it  has  been  arranged  that  all  the 
necessary  signatures  be  secured  before  the  3rd  of  July  and  passed 
upon  by  the  recorders  of  the  local  lodges  of  the  Knights  of  the 
Royal  Arch.  It  is  expected  that  60,000  signatures  will  be  secured. 
Those  who  are  desirous  of  saving  the  people  of  California  from  the 
expense  and  annoyance  of  prohibition  elections,  which  are,  as  a 
rule,  indecisive  and  are  productive  chiefly  of  continuous  agitation 
and  unrest,  will  take  action  so  as  to  have  the  petitions  signed  and 
ready  by  the  3rd  of  July.  Practical  prohibitionists  will  be  just  as 
interested  as  other  persons  in  having  this  initiative  measure  placed 
upon  the  ballot. 

The  measure  reads  as  follows : 

Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  section  to  follow  Section  1  and  to  be 
numbered  Section  1J4,  in  the  following  words: 

SECTION  1%.  Subdivision  First:  From  and  after  the  general  elec- 
tion in  the  year  1914  (at  which  there  is  submitted  to  the  peopk  of  the  State 
of  California  for  their  approval  or  rejection  a  certain  proposed  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  proposing  to  add  to  Article  I  thereof,  Sections  26  and 
27  relating  to  intoxicating  liquors),  and  for  a  period  of  eight  years  there- 
after, or  other  or  further  election  upon  the  question  of  prohibiting  or  per- 
mitting the  manufacture  or  the  sale  or  the  transportation  in  or  to  the  State, 
of  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  held  in  the  State  at  large  whether  by  way 
of  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  or  by  way  of  legislation,  either 
as  an  initiative  or  as  a  referendum  measure,  or  in  pursuance  of  any  existing 
law,  or  of  any  law  that  may  be  enacted  hereafter;  nor  during  the  said  period 
of  eight  years  from  and  after  said  election  shall  there  be  submitted  to  the 
votes  of  the  electors  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  or  supervisorial  dis- 
trict, not  included  within  the  boundaries  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town, 
or  of  the  electors  of  any  portion  of  a  supervisorial  district  not  included 
within  the  boundaries  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  any  question  or 
proposition  as  to  the  prohibition  or  permitting  of  the  manufacture  or  the 
sale  or  the  licensing  or  non-licensing  of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in 
any  such  incorporated  city  or  town  or  supervisorial  district,  or  portion  of 
a  supervisorial  district.  And  whenever  any  election  shall  be  hereafter  held 
in  the  State  at  large  at  which  there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  votes  of  the 
electors  any  such  question  or  proposition  as  last  mentioned,  no  other  or 
further  election  upon  any  such  question  or  proposition  shall  be  held  for  a 
period  of  eight  years  after  such  last  mentioned  election. 

Subdivision  Second:  If,  at  the  said  general  election  held  in  the  year 
1914,  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  or  were  against  the  proposed 
amendment  so  submitted,  each  and  every  incorporated  city  and  town  and 
each  and  every  supervisorial  district  not  included  within  the  boundaries  of 
any  incorporated  city  or  town,  and  each  and  every  portion  of  a  supervisorial 
district  not  included  within  the  boundaries  of  any  incorporated  city  or 
town,  in  which  incorporated  city  or  town  or  supervisorial  district,  or  por- 
tion of  a  supervisorial  district,  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  found 
upon  a  canvass  thereof  to  have  been  against  the  said  proposed  amendment, 
shall  be  deemed  and  considered  and  held  to  be  "license  territory"  (meaning 
by  the  words  "license  territory"  territory  within  which  licenses  for  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors  may  be  granted  or  the  granting  of  licenses  therefor 
may  be  authorized  by  the  governing  or  legislative  body  having  legislative 
authority  or  jurisdiction  in  or  over  such  incorporated  city  or  town  or  su- 
pervisorial district,  or  portion  of  a  supervisorial  district),  and  each  and 
every  incorporated  city  and  town  and  each  and  every  supervisorial  district 
or  portion  of  a  supervisorial  district  not  included  within  the  boundaries  of 
any  incorporated  city  or  town,  in  which  incorporated  city  or  town  or  su- 
pervisorial district,  or  portion  of  a  supervisorial  district,  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  shall  be  found  upon  a  canvass  thereof  to  have  been  in  favor  of 
the  said  proposed  amendment,  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  and  held 
to  be  non-license  territory,"  and  no  license  for  the  sale  or  authorizing  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  within  such  non-license  territory  shall  be 
granted  or  authorized. 

Subdivision  Third:  Whenever  any  election  shall  be  held  hereafter 
throughout  the  State  at  large  at  which  there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  votes 
of  the  electors  any  question  or  proposition  as  to  whether  the  manufacture 
and  sale  (or  either),  of  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  prohibited  throughout 
the  State,  or  whether  the  same  shall  be  licensed  or  shall  not  be  licensed 
and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  shall  be  against  the  pro- 
hibition thereof,  or  in  favor  of  the  licensing  thereof,  each  and  every  incor- 
porated city  and  town  and  each  and  every  supervisorial  district  not  included 
within  the  boundaries  of  an^  incorporated  city  or  town,  and  each  and  every 
portion  of  a  supervisorial  district  not  included  within  the  boundaries  of  any 
incorporated  city  or  town,  in  which  incorporated  city  or  town  or  supervi- 
.sonal  di.strict,  or  portion  of  a  supervisorial  district,  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  shall  be  found  upon  a  canvass  thereof  to  have  been  against  such  pro- 
hibition, or  in  favor  of  the  licensing  of  such  manufacture  or  sale  of  intoxi- 


cating liquors,  shall  be  deemed  and  held  and  considered  to  be  license  terri- 
tory, as  defined  in  Subdivision  Second  of  this  Section  1}4,  and  each  and 
every  incorporated  city  and  town  and  each  and  every  supervisorial  district, 
or  portion  of  a  supervisorial  district  not  included  within  the  boundaries  of 
any  incorporated  city  or  town,  in  which  incorporated  city  or  town,  or  su- 
pervisorial district,  or  portion  of  a  supervisorial  district,  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  shall  be  found  upon  a  canvass  thereof  to  have  been  in  favor  of 
the  prohibition  or  such  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  and 
against  the  licensing  thereof,  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  and  shall  be 
held  to  be  "non-license  territory,"  and  no  license  for  the  sale  or  authorizing 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  within  such  non-lioense  territory  shall  be 
granted  or  authorized. 

Subdivision  Fourth:  Whenever  pursuant  to  any  law  now  existing  or 
hereafter  enacted,  relating  to  local  option,  or  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  charter  of  any  county,  city  and  county,  city,  or  town,  any  election  shall 
hereafter  be  held  in  any  county,  city  and  county,  city  or  town,  or  supervi- 
sorial district  not  included  within  the  boundaries  of  any  incorporated  city 
or  town,  or  portion  of  a  supervisorial  district  not  included  within  the  bound- 
aries of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  upon  the  question  of  prohibiting  or 
permitting  the  manufacture  or  the  sale  or  the  licensing  or  non-licensing  of 
the  manufacture  and  sale  (or  either),  of  intoxicating  liquors  therein,  no 
other  or  further  election  shall  be  held  upon  such  question  in  such  county, 
city  and  county,  city  or  town,  supervisorial  district  or  portion  of  supervi- 
sorial district,  for  a  period  of  eight  years  thereafter,  and  whenever  any  such 
election  as  in  this  subdivision  mentioned  shall.be  held  hereafter,  each 
county,  city  and  county,  city  or  town,  supervisorial  district  or  portion  of 
supervisorial  district,  in  which  upon  a  canvass  of  the  votes  it  shall  be  found 
that  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  or  shall  have  been  against  such 
prohibition  or  in  favor  of  the  licensing  of  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  in- 
toxicating loquors,  shall  be  deemed  and  held  and  considered  to  be  "license 
territory"  within  which  licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  may  be 
granted  or  the  granting  of  licenses  therefor  may  be  authorized  by  the  gov- 
erning or  legislative  body  having  legislative  authority  or  jurisdiction  in  or 
over  such  territory,  and  each  and  every  county,  city  and  county,  or  incor- 
porated city  or  town,  or  supervisorial  district  not  included  within  the  bound- 
aries of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  or  portion  of  a  supervisorial  district 
not  included  within  the  boundaries  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town,  in 
which,  upon  a  canvass  of  the  votes,  it  shall  be  found  that  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  shall  be  or  shall  have  been  in  favor  of  prohibiting  the  manufac- 
ture or  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  or  against  the  licensing  thereof,  shall 
be  deemed  and  held  and  considered  to  be  "non-lioense  territory,"  and  n«~ 
license  for  the  sale,  or  authorizing  the  sale,  of  intoxicating  liquors  withiJ 
such  non-license  territory,  shall  be  granted  or  authorized. 

Subdivision  Fifth:  The  proper  governing  or  legislative  body  havinj 
legislative  authority  or  jurisdiction  over  any  county,  city  and  county,  in 
corporated  city  or  town,  or  supervisorial  district  or  portion  of  a  supervisor 
ial  district,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  authority  to  enforce  by  laws 
ordinances  and  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof,  the  prohibition  of  thl 
manufacture,  sale,  or  giving  away  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  non-license  te/ 
ritory,  and  shall  also  have  authority  to  regulate  the  manufacture  and  safl 
of  intoxicating  liquors  in  license  territory  and  the  granting  and  issuance 
licenses  therein.

'T'HE  Kentucky  whisky  business  continues  generally  quiet, 
1  though  the  contention  in  the  state  and  among  the  distillers  and 
dealers  is  that  the  trade  is  but  feeling  the  effect  of  the  general  condi- 
tion of  business  rather  than  suffering  from  the  adverse  influences  of 
the  prohibition  movement.  However,  the  withdrawals  of  Kentucky 
whiskies  are  going  along  at  a  good  rate  and  the  total  will  reach 
large  figures.  This  is  not  the  season,  anyway,  when  much  buying 
is  done  and  it  is  urged  that  nothing  in  the  outlook  is  cause  for  un- 
easiness on  the  part  of  the  holders  of  any  of  the  popular  brands  of 
Kentucky  whiskies. 

National  prohibition,  it  is  rather  generally  felt  by  the  trade  in 
Kentucky,  never  will  be  seen,  while  State-wide  elections  appear  of 
late  to  be  tending  more  in  favor  of  the  liquor  interests  than  they 
iformerly  did.     When  the  dull  summer  period  is  passed  the  spring 
I'lOs  will  have  been  practically  disposed  of,  it  is  believed,  which  will 
jbring  the  market  to  the  fall  '10s    and    in    due    course  to  the  later 
jcrops.     If  the  manufacturers  another  year  will  restrain  themselves 
and  curtail  the  output  as  they  did  the  year  just  passed,  according 
|to  the  leading  members  of  the  trade,  nothing  in  actual  conditions 
|or  in  stock  statistics  should  cause  apprehension. 
;      Practically  all   of  the   Kentucky   distilleries    closed   down    this 
(season  earlier  than  last  year,  meaning  that  predictions  as  to  a  re- 
JBtricted  crop  this  season  have  been  borne  out.     The  first  week  in 
iMay  saw  a  number  of  the  large  distilleries  suspend  operations  for 
the  season,  and  the  majority  of  the  others  made  preparations  to 
wind  up  the  season  by  the  end  of  May  or  early  in  June.     It  was 
"eared  earlier  in  the  year  that  the  prospects  for  an  Over-production 
kere  so  marked  that  the  prices  would  suffer  severely,  but  the  fact 
hat  several  of  the  larger  producers  shut  down  early  did  much  to 
lispose  of  uneasiness  on  this  score.     Figures  are  not  as  yet  avail- 
ible  for  the  total  production  of  the  season,    but    it    is    asserted  in 
luthoritative  places  that  the  situation  has  been  saved.     Reduction 
;)f  price  has  been  reported,  however,  on  several  brands  of  spring 
910  inspection,  although  it  is  said   that   in   most   instances  these 
foods  were  taken  up  quickly  to  be  used  for  bottling-in-bond  pur- 
)0ses.     Conditions  continue  without  change. in  the  spirit  market, 
vith  the  basic  price  practically  immovable  and  reported  price  cut- 
.ing  not  so    much    discussed.     The    market    is    somewhat  quieter, 
lowever. 

Several  of  the  Louisville  houses  have  reported  that  they  are 
eeling  the  effect  of  recent  local  option  elections,  not  in  a  decrease 
n  the  demand  but  in  the  diversion  of  the  trade  into  different  chan- 
lels  than  ordinarily  see  the  bulk  of  it  handled.  It  is  argued  that 
dry"  victories  do  not  mean  that  less  liquor  will  be  consumed,  in 
act  may  mean  that  the  consumption  in  the  territory  in  question 
lay  increase,  but  that  the  business  will  be  transferred  from  one 
lass  of  houses  to  others.  Dealers  in  position  to  distribute  to  the 
onsumer  in  such  ways  as  are  allowed  under  the  new  law  are  re- 
orted  to  have  said  that  their  business  is  at  no  disadvantage  on 
hat  score. 

The  tenth  annual  convention  in  Louisville  of  the  National  Mail 
)rder  Liquor  Dealers'  Association  brought  a  total  attendance  of 
ell  on  toward  a  hundred  dealers  from  all  parts  of  the  country. 

One  of  the  important  measures  taken  at  the  convention  was  the 
reposition  of  undertaking  a  nation-wide  educational  campaign, 
esigned  to  show  that  in  every  prohibition  State  liquor  can  easily 
e  obtained  by  shipment  from  some  other  State  and  that  there- 
)re  "Prohibition  does  not  prohibit."  It  was  given  out  that  steps 
ould  be  undertaken  later  along  this  line.  The  convention  was 
idressed  at  some  length  by  R.  E.  Wathen  of  R.  E.  Wathen  & 
ompany,  and  the  Old  Grand-Dad  Distillery  Co.  of  Louisville, 
r.  Wathen  complimented  the  delegates  by  saying  that  in  spite 

the  peculiar  opportunity  they  had  to  profit  through  the  exten- 
3n  of  prohibition  laws  he  was  convinced  that  the  members  of  this 
ganization  are  not  allies  of  the  prohibitionists  nor  supporters  of 
e  prohibition  movement.  He  spoke  of  the  legitimacy  of  the 
.|uor  trade  and  of  the  demand  from  the  people  for  alcoholic  bev- 
ages  and  of  the  members  of  the  association  as  representing  an 
der  of  business  which  "furnishes  a  new  channel  of  distribution 


for  the  products  of  distilleries  all  brought  about  by  legitimate  pub- 
lic demand."

The  last  few  weeks  in  Louisville  have  seen  the  passing  of  a 
one-time  well  known  distiller  and  wholesale  liquor  dealer,  Daniel 
E.  Doherty.  Mr.  Doherty  was  seventy-eight  years  of  age  and  re- 
tired from  active  connection  with  the  firm  of  which  he  was  the 
head  for  twenty  years,  D.  E.  Doherty  &  Co.,  some  ten  years  ago. 
Since  then  he  had  been  interested  in  various  local  enterprises, 
notably  in  the  gas  and  electric  companies  of  the  city,  in  which  he 
was  a  heavy  stockholder.  He  is  survived  by  one  son,  Charles  J. 
G.  Doherty. 

Six  hundred  saloons,  fourteen  drug  stores,  nine  barrel  houses, 
eight  breweries,  five  buffets,  four  groceries,  five  distilleries,  three 
clubs  and  two  restaurants  are  authorized  under  the  ordinances  of 
the  city  of  Louisville  to  sell  liquor.  The  total  is  715,  the  number 
recently  having  been  cut  down  from  724.  Under  a  measure  re- 
cently passed  by  the  city  council  it  is  provided  that  the  maximum 
number  of  saloon  licenses  shall  be  500,  that  number  only  to  be  is- 
sued when  the  present  excess  215  shall  have  become  forfeited  for 
violation  of  the  liquor  selling  laws  or  shall  have  lapsed  by  discon- 
tinuance of  business. 

A  business  change  of  special  interest  to  the  liquor  dealers  of 
Louisville  is  the  resignation  of  Henry  Christmann,  for  the  past 
twelve  years  a  manager  of  the  Louisville  branch  of  the  Illinois 
Glass  Company.  Mr.  Christmann  has  been  succeeded  by  Howell 
D.  Thompson,  formeriy  of  Gas  City,  Ind.,  and  a  stockholder  and 
director  of  the  Illinois  Glass  Company.  Egan  M.  Bigley,  who  has 
been  with  the  company  in  its  Louisville  branch  for  years  as  a  sales- 
man has  been  promoted  to  assistant  manager,  and  will  devote 
practically  all  of  his  time  to  the  Kentucky  trade  in  the  future. 

Distillers  as  well  as  all  other  business  men  of  Kentucky  have 
been  gratified  by  the  solution  of  the  State's  fire  insurance  prob- 
lem, which  has  meant  that  the  foreign  fire  insurance  companies 
that  left  the  State  after  the  passage  of  recent  legislation  have  re- 
sumed business  again.  Representatives  of  the  business  interests 
of  the  State  took  the  lead  in  bringing  about  the  settlement,  which 
was  in  the  form  of  a  compromise  between  the  State  authorities 
and  the  companies  themselves.     The  recently  enacted  law  will  not 
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be  enforced  and  other  concessions  mean  that  business  will  go  on 
as  before.  The  distillers  for  the  most  part  were  affected  only  in- 
directly, having  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  provision  for 
the  protection  they  would  need.  However  affairs  began  to  look 
like  trouble  ahead  in  every  line  and  the  settlement  was  greeted 
with  satisfaction  everywhere.  Business  is  expected  to  respond  im- 
mediately to  the  settlement  of  the  question. 

As  stated,  previously  in  these  columns  no  wood  will  be  used  in 
the  construction  of  the  new  distillery  of  W.  P.  Squibb  &  Co.  of 
I.-awrenceburg,  Ind.,  and  the  tubs  and  tanks  used  in  the  distillery 
will  be  the  only  wood  about  the  place,  except  the  barrels  in  which 
the  whisky  will  be  stored.  This  plant  at  all  seasons  has  an  abun- 
dant supply  of  cold  water  and  so  will  run  all  the  year  around,  the 
policy  being  to  produce  only  a  conservative  quantity  of  the  very 
finest  whisky  the  company  can  make.  The  new  plant,  which  will 
have  a  grain  dryer  and  all  modern  improvements,  has  a  capacity 
of  500  bushels. 

One  of  the  interesting  displays  that  went  from  Louisville  to  be 
shown  at  the  convention  of  the  National  Wholesale  Liquor  Deal- 
ers' Association,  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  was  a  miniature  dis- 
tillery, capable  of  performing  exactly  the  work  that  is  done  at  all 
times  by  the  large  plants.  The  small  model  distillery  plant  occu- 
pies a  space  of  5x6  feet  and  was  constructed  by  the  Vendome  Cop- 
per &  Brass  Works  of  Louisville.  At  the  same  time  that  this 
miniature  was  being  made  in  the  factory  work  was  being  pushed 
on  the  stills  and  all  the  other  apparatus  that  is  to  go  into  a  thou- 
sand-bushel plant  which  the  company  is  erecting  at  Algiers,  Ala. 

Though  the  distillers  and  wholesale  liquor  dealers  may  sell  just 
as  much  whisky  as  ever,  no  matter  how  many  States  and  counties 
pass  prohibition  laws,  the  passage  of  such  measures  are  hurting 
the  cigarmakers  and  the  cigar  box  manufacturers,  according  to 
certain  of  these  latter  manufacturers.  C.  H.  Yost,  secretary  of  the 
Dautrich  Cigar  Box  Company,  declared  the  other  day  that  to  date 
the  passage  of  local  option  laws  had  curtailed  the  operations  of  his 
factory  fifty  per  cent  and  that  unless  there  is  some  let-up  soon  he 
does  not  know  what  will  happen.  The  saloons,  he  pointed  out, 
are  among  the  largest  buyers  of  cigars  of  all  retailers,  and  that 
every  time  one  of  these  saloons  is  closed  by  law,  the  sale  of  cigars 
and  the  demand  for  cigar  boxes  is  directly  affected.  Liquor  sold 
to  prohibition  territory,  he  said,  is  consumed  in  the  homes  and 
clubs,  and  there  is  nothing  for  a  friend  to  do,  when  he  might  have 
ordered  a  cigar  across  the  bar,  but  to  take  a  drink  he  otherwise 
would  not  have  indulged  in. 

The  campaign  for  the  senatorial  nomination  in  Kentucky  is 
going  on  vigorously,  all  the  candidates  urging  their  claims  for  con- 
sideration before  the  voters  at  the  primary  which  is  to  be  held  in 
August.  The  result,  according  to  the  political  wise  ones,  lies  be- 
tween former  Gov.  J.  C.  W.  Beckham,  who  is  running  on  a  pro- 
prohibition  platform,  and  Congressman  A.  O.  Staniey,  who  is 
urging  his  performances  in  the  lower  house  as  his  chief  recommen- 
dation. A  third  candidate  is  Gov.  James  B.  McCreary,  who  long 
represented  Kentucky  in  the  Senate  before  he  was  elected  to  the 
Governor's  chair.

ECAUSE  the  Bar  Association  of  Spokane  defeated  a  resolution 
to  abolish  the  serving  of  liquor  at    its    regular    banquets  the 
Northwestern  prohibitionists  are  making  the  legal  fraternity  of  the 
Washington  city  the  target  for  vilification  of  all  sorts. 

Here  is  one  of  the  tirades  aimed  at  the  Bar  Association  by  the 
Rev.  G.  U.  Gazzam :  "By  refusing  to  abolish  the  serving  of  liquor 
the  Bar  Association  of  Spokane  has  placed  itself  on  record  as  a 
booze-ridden  organization.  The  lawyers  of  Spokane  have  adver- 
tised themselves  as  boozers.  Any  client  who  trusts  a  Spokane  law- 
yer is  sure  to  be  betrayed  because  drink  will  make  such  a  lawyer 
betray  his  best  friend.  Lawyers  of  the  Spokane  Bar  Association 
have  shown  that  they  have  no  shame." 

Mr.  E.  Ben  Johnson  (no  relation  to  "rare  Ben")  criticized  the 
lawyers  in  the  following  language:  "The  last  banquet  of  the  Bar 
Association  was  disgraceful.  It  was  so  noisy  that  the  distinguished 
guests  who  delivered  addresses  could  hardly  hear  themselves 
speak." 

Attorney  Hugh  L.  McWilliams  of  the  Bar  Association  replies 
to  Mr.  E.  Ben  Johnson  as  follows :  "The  man  who  made  the  great- 
est noise  at  the  banquet  in  question  was  a  teetotaler.  This  man 
never  touched  a  drop,  but  he  made  more  noise  than  a  bass  drum 
and  now  we,  the  innocent,  who  drank  moderately  and  decorously, 
get  all  the  blame." 

Our  sympathies  are  with  the  lawyers  in  this  case.  It  looks  as 
thought  they  are  having  a  hard  time  of  it  between  being  annoyed 
by  noisy  teetotalers  in  their  midst  and  noisier  ones  from  without. 
These  Spokane  lawyers  appear  to  have  been  getting  along  pretty 
well.  When  lawyers  drink  there  is  some  hope  for  them  and  the 
evidence  shows  that  the  Spokane  contingent  did  drink.  It  is  not 
to  be  supposed  that  the  Spokane  lawyers  drank  to  soothe  their 
consciences.  Lawyers  are  not  properly  equipped  when  they  have 
consciences.  Indeed,  they  are  handicapped  by  consciences.  The 
Spokane  lawyers  drank  for  no  other  purpose  than  to  develop  con- 
sciences. They  deserve  praise  under  the  circumstance.  If  thi 
would  only  drink  sufficiently  their  consciences  might  force  thd 
out  of  their  calling. 

The  Spokane  prohibitionists  would  like  to  keep  the  lawyers 
their  city  indurate  by  forcing  teetotalism  on  them.  This  would 
result  in  the  bankruptcy  of  the  Bar  Association.  Treasurer  Col- 
burn  reports  that  only  51  out  of  190  members  of  the  association  paid 
their  dues  for  the  past  year.  If  all  the  lawyers  were  teetotalers  no 
dues  could  be  collected.  Let  the  lawyers  drink  to  jar  their  cc 
sciences  loose.

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Seattle,  June  27,  1914. 

A  GREAT  deal  of  amusement  is  being  caused  by  Mayor  Geoige 
Cotterill  of  Seattle,  who  is  making  the  candidacy  of  his  life 
for  the  governorship  of  the  State  of  Washington.  The  mayor  has 
chosen  a  peculiar  steed  for  the  race  he  is  in.  This  steed  is  known 
as  Prohibition.  It  is  even  a  greater  equestrian  joke  than  the  fa- 
mous old  Rosinante.  Mayor  George  has  worked  the  joke  to  a  fare- 
you-well.  As  he  himself  has  the  appearance  of  a  Turkish  Sancho 
Panzo,  his  combination  with  Prohibition  is  laughable  to  a  distress- 
ing point.  Although  George  ought  to  realize  that  his  chances  to 
become  governor  on  Prohibition  are  less  than  imaginary  he  is  ex- 
erting himself  and  his  "courser"  as  energetically  as  thought  he  is 
sure  to  win.  Washington  has  now  a  political  circus  which  Oiakes 
the  State  a  close  rival  of  Oregon  with  the .  inimitable  joy-maker 
Governor  West  as  the  star  amusement. 

The  Spokane  "Chronicle"  is  having  a  great  time  through  a  con- 
troversy between  the  wets  and  drys.  The  wet  side  is  maintained 
by  physicians  and  liberal  women  and  the  dry  by  preachers,  and 
members  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  Judge  Adolph  Munter  and  Dr.  J.  F. 
Lydon  have  finally  been  drawn  into  the  whirlpool  and  are  battling 
bravely  for  salvation.  As  they  are  on  the  wet  side  they  have  ar- 
guments which  act  as  life  preservers,  considering  that  the  "Chron- 
icle" is  on  the  prohibitionist  side  and  does  not  overlook  any  op- 
portunity to  thrust  them  under. 

In  the  proposed  State-wide  liquor  law  there  is  a  section  which 
provides  that  permits  to  buy  liquor  and  have  it  shipped  in  from 
points  outside  the  State  must  be  printed  on  red  paper.  Under  the 
law,  the  permits  will  be  issued  by  the  county  auditor  for  a  fee  of 
25  cents  and  consumers  can  have  12  quarts  of  beer  or  half  a  gallon 
of  whisky  sent  at  a  time.  As  Spokane  is  the  city  most  likely'  to 
profit  by  the  "red  sign"  proposition  the  wholesalers  are  somewhat 
amused.  It  is  claimed  that  red  does  not  indicate  anything  in  par- 
ticular but  will  serve  to  add  display  advertisement  to  their  profits. 
Spokane  has  but  187  saloons.  There  has  been  a  decrease  of 
42  during  the  past  three  years. 

The  women  of  Tacoma  have  organized  to  fight  the  prohibition 
movement.  Mrs.  Jacob  Schaeflfer  of  Seattle  recently  addressed 
them  at  Fraternal  Hall,  Tacoma.  She  warned  the  women  against 
the  selfishness  which  causes  many  of  them  to  side  with  prohibition- 
ists. Following  are  some  of  her  remarks :  "Some  women  are 
against  saloons  because  of  the  fact  that  the  saloons  are  purely  re- 
sorts for  men.  The  women  say,  'What  is  there  in  the  saloons  for 
me  ?  What  do  I  get  out  of  them  ?  I  can  not  even  aee  what  is  go- 
ing on  in  them.'  This  is  a  very  immoral  view  to  take.  It  is  the 
view  of  the  grafter.  It  is  the  view  of  the  greedy  persons  who  can 
see  no  good  in  anything  unless  'there  is  something  in  it  for  them.' 
Women  of  this  class  are  easily  appealed  to  by  the  prohibitionists. 
All  that  is  necessary  to  win  them  over  is  to  play  on  their  selfish- 
ness. It  is  true  that  there  is  nothing  in  a  saloon  for  a  woman.  But 
there  is  nothing  in  the  millinery  store  or  the  ice  cream  parlor  for 
a  man.  We  find  also  some  among  women  who  think:  'It  may  be 
good  to  close  the  saloons  and  my  husband  or  my  son  cannot  get  a 
drink  any  more.'  With  these  women  the  prohibitionists,  when 
they  came  with  their  petitions,  find  it  easy  to  niake  converts,  and 
many  a  vote  has  been  lost  for  the  liberal  party,  in  this  way.  If 
men  would  plan  to  close  millinery  shops  to  prevent  their  wives  and 
daughters  from  buying  costly  hats  or  close  the  candy  stores  to 
prevent  them  from  buying  confectionery  they  would  be  considered 
very  miserable.  Yet,  they  would  be  no  worse  than  the  women 
who  would  close  saloons  to  prevent  their  husbands  and  sons  from 
getting  drink.  The  women  may  argue  that  they  do  not  see  what 
good  drink  does  a  man.  Many  men  can  not  understand  what  good 
a  $20  ostrich  plume  on  a  woman's  hat  is.  But  it  really  is  imma- 
terial whether  or  not  the  women  understand  what  good  a  drink  is 
or  whether  the  men  understand  what  good  an  ostrich  plume  is.  It 
is  simply  none  of  their  business.  If  women  would  be  liberal  they 
must  freely  confess  ignorance  on  certain  questions  and  act  accord- 


Mayor  Hubbell  of  Kelso,  Washington,  has  recommended  tha 
the  liberals  support  Senator  Turner  of  Spokane  as  the  candidat( 
for  governor.

Neithei 
Fawcett  nor  Hodge  is  paying  any  attention  to  the  prohibitionists 

Portland,  Oregon,  advices  are  to  the  effect  that  Governor  Wesi 
has  been  working  his  famous  militiamen  overtime  practicing  foi 
the  coming  war  with  Mexico.  During  the  past  month  he  made 
.several  attacks  on  the  Milwaukee  Friars'  Club.  One  of  the  at- 
tacks was  strictly  a  night  attack,  according  to  the  "Oregonian." 
This  resulted  in  the  second  military  occupation  of  the  club  in  two 
weeks.  The  governor's  forces  captured  most  of  the  enemy  in  their 
night  shirts.  Lieutenant  O.  A.  Stevens  and  Sergeant  A.  J.  Jones 
had  charge  of  the  attack.  Among  the  captives  taken  were  three 
of  the  most  prominent  physicians  of  Portland.  After  a  parley  be- 
tween the  attacking  force  and  the  conquered  it  was  decided  that 
all  that  the  captives  would  be  allowed  to  retain  was  their  night 
shirts,  which  they  fortunately  esconsed  themselves  in.  It  is  the  gov- 
ernor's object  to  train  the  militia  for  night  maneuvers,  as  it  is  be- 
heved  that  the  Mexicans  will  confine  most  of  their  operations  to 
night  attacks.  Some  members  of  the  militia  have  tendered  their 
resignations  as  night  work  is  not  suitable  to  them. 

In  an  article,  "Cowardice  of  Congress,"  the  "Oregonian"  says: 
"The  proposed  woman  suffrage  and  prohibition  amendments  are 
in  Congress  like  abandoned  children  whom  nobody  will  own.  >^ 
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)o<ly  in  a  position  of  authority  will  say  even  a  kind  word  for  them 
e-i  he  be  suspected  of  favoring  them.  Yet  nobody  will  throw 
lu  in  out  lest  he  be  branded  as  an  enemy  by  their  friends. 

"This  is  the  latest  example  of  Congjessional  cowardice.  It  is 
iie  latest  proof  that  the  first  consideration  in  every  action  of  each 
Tiember  is  to  ensure  his  re-electi«n.  Senators  and  Representatives 
alk  eloquently  of  principles,  policies  and  patriotism,  but  their  chief 
)bject  is  to  hold  their  jobs.  If  adherence  to  principles  helps  to  this 
;nd  they  are  very  high  principled ;  if  it  hinders,  then  principles  are 
)f  no  consequence.  Of  course,  there  are  exceptions,  but  this  has 
)een  demonstrated  many  times  to  be  the  general  rule. 

"The  fear  of  incurring  the  hostility  of  either  the  liquor  or  anti- 
iquor  element  governs  their  attitude  toward  prohibition.  So  long 
IS  they  do  not  take  one  side  they  hope  to  hold  the  votes  of  both 
i(I>  s  until  they  have  been  able  to  decide  which  is  the  stronger. 
There  are  occasional  complaints  that  Congress  is  held  in  light 
in  by  the  people.  The  explanation  is  simple:  Congress  is  a 
-uard." 

Oregon  hopgrowers  are  making  a  splendid  fight  against  prohi- 
(ition.     They  are  holding  meetings  all  over  Oregon  and  are  con- 
vincing the  people  that  t  he    loss    of    $6,000,000    yearly    revenue 
through  the  destruction  of  the  hop  industry  would  mean  financial 
■-  ress. 

V  fund  of  $200,000  is  being  raised  to  support  an  anti-prohibi- 
lion  candidate  for  governor  of  Oregon. 

I  The  eighth  annual  convention  of  the  Staatsverbund  Von 
f)regon  has  been  held  at  Salem.  Forty-five  German  societies  were 
epresented  by  over  200  delegates.  State  and  national  prohibition 
A'as  unanimously  condemned  by  all  the  delegates. 

Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  of  Oregon 
I.  P.  Hutton  has  issued  the  following  statement :  "As  things  stand 
•00.000  persons  have  registered  to  vote.  About  250,000  of  these 
vil!  vote,  125,000  will  vote  for   and    125,000    against    prohibition. 


There  are  still  100,000  unregistered.  These  are  all  dry.  If  we 
register  any  large  number  of  these  we  win.  From  now  to  elec- 
tion the  drys  will  bend  every  energy  to  this  task  of  registering. 
Speeches  and  literature  have  no  more  effect  upon  the  vote  at  the 
polls  than  fireworks  have  upon  a  battle." 

In  Nez  Perce  County,  Idaho,  the  Indians,  sensible  folks,  all 
voted  dry  at  the  last  election.  The  drys  won.  The  wets  con- 
tested on  the  ground  that  the  Indians  were  allowed  to  vote.  Drys 
declared  that  even  10-year-old  boys  should  have  the  right  to  vote 
if  they  were  in  favor  of  prohibition,  as  this  proved  that  they  were 
sensible.  Wets  conceded  the  point  as  well  taken  but  demanded  a 
recount,  as  it  looked  as  though  the  "boys"  who  served  as  election 
judges  might  not  be  well  enough  up  in  arithmetic.  The  drys  con- 
sented. It  was  discovered  that  the  county  had  gone  wet  by  13 
majority  instead  of  dry  by  47,  -even  though  150  Indians  had  voted 
as  the  dry  attorney  for  the  Indians  had  advised  them  to.  Another 
count  was  made  and  the  wets  found  their  majority  added  to  by 
one.  Two  more  counts  were  made.  Wets  have  22  majority.  The 
drys  are  now  sorry  that  the  school  children  were  not  allowed  to 
vote. 

Kootenai  County,  Idaho,  politicians  are  studying  prohibition 
since  the  drys  won  at  the  recent  elections.  Sales  of  liquor  ceased 
in  the  county  on  the  9th  of  June.  As  the  liquor  men  are  out  of 
business  the  politicians  have  no  further  use  for  them. 

All  the  political  parties  of  Boise,  Idaho,  have  adopted  prohibi- 
tion planks  for  their  platforms.  Democrats,  Republicans,  Pro- 
gressives and  Socialists  favor  prohibition  candidates.  Ex-Gover- 
nor James  H.  Hawley  was  forced  to  go  on  recrod  for  prohibition 
by  the  Democrats. 

The  California  Wine  House  of  Coeur  d'Alene  City  has  assigned 
in  favor  of  the  Coeur  d'Alene  Bank  as  the  result  of  the  drying  up 
of  Kootenai  County.

FOOD  INSPECTION  DECISION  NO.  155. 


The  effective  date  of  Food  Inspection  Decision  No,  153,  issued 
May  5,  1914,  is  postponed  until  May  1,  1916:  Providing  that  as  to 
products  packed  and  labeled  prior  to  May  1,  1916,  in  accordance 
with  law  and  with  the  regulations  in  force  prior  to  May  5,  1914,  it 
shall  become  effective  November  1,  1916;  and  that  compliance  with 
the  terms  of  Regulation  9  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  en- 
forcement of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  as  amended  by  Food  In- 
spection Decision  No.  153  will  be  permitted  at  any  time  after  the 
date  of  the  decision.

This  company  reports  a  general  improvement  of  trade  during 
the  past  month.  Orders  have  been  pouring  in  in  good  volume.  A 
comparison  shows  that  business  is  much  better  than  it  was  during 
the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year.  There  is  evidence 
that  confidence  is  being  restored  and  that  activity  will  be  the  prin- 
cipal characteristic  of  the  trade  from  now  on. 


Condition  of  the  Vineyards.— Reports  from  all  over  the  State  of 
California  are  to  the  effect  that  the  ^-ineyards  are  in  very  good  con- 
dition. It  is  generally  believed  by  wine  growers  that  the  yield  of 
wine  from  the  Sacramento  and  San  Joaquin  valleys  will  begreat 
enough  to  establish  a  new  record.  Very  favorable  reports  have 
been  received  from  Santa  Clara  County.  There  is  some  doubt  as 
to  the  prospects  of  Sonoma  and  Napa  counties.  While  it  is  gen- 
erally conceded  that  the  foliage  is  much  more  luxuriant  than  at 
any  other  time  for  many  years,  it  is  questionable  wliether  the  crop 
will  be  as  large  as  is  indicated.  The  frosts  did  some  damage  to 
the  vines,  and  this  damage  is  concealed  by  the  foliage.  It  is  not 
believed  by  the  most  experienced  winemen  that  the  output  of  dry 
wine  will  be  as  large  as  has  been  anticipated.  Wherever  the  frost 
made  its  way  the  fruit  has  been  seriously  afifected. 

RY  WINES.— Conditions  have  not  been  as  good  during    the 
past  month  as  during  the  month  previous. 
By  rail  the  figures  were  4000  cases  and  694,685  gallons ;  by  sea 
971  cases  and  446,921  gallons,  making  a  total  of  4,971  cases  an4

1,141,616  gallons.  . 

Receipts  by  sea  were  3,742  cases,  142  casks,  40  octaves,  12  ba: 
rels  and  10  hogsheads.     Champagne,  515  cases. 
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SWEET  WINES.— A  temporary  depression  appears  to  have  set 
in,  although  the  movement  of  wines  eastward  has  been  satis- 
factory. 

BRANDIES. — While  the  demand  continues  to  be  brisk,  stocks 
are  too  closely  cleaned  up  to  permit  of  any  large  volume    of 
transactions.     Prices  are  on  a  very  firm  basis. 

Combined  shipments  by  rail  and  sea  were  19,200  gallons  and 
15  cases. 

Imports  totaled  1,679  cases,  20  casks  and  13  octaves. 


WHISKIES.— There  has  been  a  general  improvement  in  the 
trade.  This  is  especially  noticeable  in  San  Francisco.  The 
depressing  effects  of  the  prohibition  movement  appear  to  have 
been  overcome.  Dealers  are  confident  of  the  future,  and  the  result 
has  been  a  sudden  stimulation  of  trade,  which  will  be  without  re- 
action for  some  time  to  come. 

Imports  were  14,168  cases,  307  casks,  120  octaves,  11  hogsheads 
and  399  barrels.     Exports— 915  cases,  4,564  gallons.  Value  $17,096. 
Miscellaneous  Exports — Value,  $13,095. 


BEER. — A  marked  improvement  in  trade  occurred  during  the 
latter  half  of  June.     During  the  entire  month  business  was 
better  than  during  the  previous  month. 

Exports  by  sea  were  1,071  packages,  valued  at  $9,428. 
Imports  by  sea  were  1,336  cases,  128  barrels,  50  casks.

PROPOSED  DRASTIC  STATE-WIDE  PROHIBITION 
AMENDMENT. 


The  people  of  the  Stale  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Article  I  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Califomia  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  two  new  sections,  to  be  numbered  re- 
spectively Section  26  and  Section  27,  in  the  following  words: 

Section  26.  The  manufacture,  the  sale,  the  giving  area.]),  or  the 
transportation  from  one  point  jvithin  the  State  to  another  point  within 
the  Slate,  of  intoxicating  liquor,  is  prohibited.  Any  citizen  of  the 
State  may,  in  his  or  her  own  name,  maintain  an  action  of  injunction 
in  the  county  where  the  violation  occurs,  to  restrain  such  violation, 
provided,  however,  that  to  any  criminal  or  civil  prosecution  for  viola- 
tion of  this  prohibition  it  shall  be  a  defense  if  it  be  shown  that  the 
Uquor  in  question  was  being  manufactured,  used,  sold,  given  away, 
or  transported,  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical  or  sacramental 
purposes.  The  manufacture,  sale,  giving,  or  transportation  of  such 
liquors  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical,  or  sacramental  purposes 
shall  be  regulated  by  law.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of 
this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than  $100,  nor 
more  than  $1,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,500,  and  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  provided,  however, 
that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law. 

Section  27.  The  transportation  into  the  State  of  intoxicating 
liquor,  unless  it  be  shown  to  be  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical, 
or  sacramental  purposes,  is  prohibited,  subject,  however,  to  the  laws 
of  the  United  Stales  relating  thereto.  Any  person  violating  any 
provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than 
$  1 00  nor  more  than  $  1 ,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,500,  and  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law. 


BEWARE  OF  PREACHERS,  SAYS  THE  BISHOP. 


Nobotly  else  dare  say  what  liishop  Bristol  said  to  a  class  of 
young  candidates  for  the  ministry  at  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  during 
conference  week.  Ii  would  be  blasphemy.  "Never  do  business 
with  a  preacher,"  sai'l  the  bishop,  "for  he  will  beat  you.  A 
preacher  who  will  divide  liis  time  between  real  estate  and  the  min- 
istry is  too  sharp  for  you  young  men  to  deal  with."  He  might 
have  substituted  politics  for  real  estate. — Examiner. 


A  MONSTROUS  PROPOSITION. 


Another  Socialistic  initiative  measure  providing  that  the  State 
shall  become  a  manufacturer  and  employer  will  appear  upon  the 
ballot  in  November.  The  petition,  which  has  been  received  by 
Secretary  of  State  Frank  C.  Jordan,  provides  for  the  creation  of  a 
Board  of  Public  Industry,  supported  by  an  appropriation  of  $5,- 
000,000,  part  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  factories, 
land  or  anything  necessary  to  give  employment  and  to  produce 
articles  which  shall  be  sold  direct  to  the  people. 

The  board  will  have  the  power  to  make  contracts  of  all  kinds 
and  to  engage  in  all  business,  from  selling  peanuts  to  publishing 
newspapers.  Any  citizen  who  takes  an  oath  that  he  is  unable  to 
find  employment  must  be  given  work,  and  if  there  is  no  work  this 
board  must  provide  him  with  the  necessities  of  life.  Wages  will 
be  above  the  stipulated  minimum  of  $2.50  for  those  over  18  and 
$1.50  for  those  under. 

The  Farmers'  Protective  League,  in  addition  to  opposing  the 
Universal  Eight  Hour  Law,  will  also  work  to  defeat  this  Utopian 
measure,  the  most  attractive  feature  of  which  is  the  proposal  to 
furnish  idlers  with  free  board,  free  lodging  and  free  clothing. 

The  league  is  being  organized  actively  throughout  the  State  and 
hundreds  of  citizens,  workingmen  as  well  as  merchants,  are  rally- 
ing to  its  support  in  the  campaign  to  defeat  proposed  legislation 
which,  if  adopted,  would  ruin  the  agricultural  interests  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

That  universal  eight  hour  legislation  has  not  the  endorsement 
of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  is  shown  by  the  evidence  of 
Samuel  Gompers,  its  present,  who,  in  testifying  before  the  Fed- 
eral Industrial  Commission,  declared  his  opposition  to  such  legis- 
lative regulations. 


PROHIBITION  FANATICISM  FANNED  INTO   FLAME  Bl 
MOTHERS'  CONGRESS. 


Because  the  Mothers'  Congress,  which  met  at  Olympia,  Wast 
ington,  during  the  month  of  May  refused  to  indorse  prohibition 
a  political  issue  the  dry  fanatics  of  the  Northwestern  State  wc«-kfi 
themselves  into  a  fury  so  as  to  denounce  the  mothers  with  all  tl 
might  of  their  bigotry.     One  of  the  prohibition  orators,  in  criticiJ 
ing  the  congress,  said :  "All  self-respecting  mothers  should  seva 
connections  with  the  Mothers'  Congress  after  the  refusal  of  th^ 
congress  to  favor  prohibition.     The  congress  might  very  proper 
be  called  the  Whisky  Mothers'  Congress."     Another  said:  "Mc 
of  the  mothers  at  the  congress  were  Methodists.     I  got  out  of  tl 
Methodist  church  when  it  failed  to  go  on  record  for  prohibition, 
believe  I  have  no  more  right  to  belong  to  a  whisky  church  tha 
to  a  whisky  political  party.     The  mothers  of  the  State  of  WasI 
ington  should  follow  my  example.     They  should  put  their  assJ 
ciation  on  record  for  prohibition  or  get  out  of  it.    There  is  no  othi 
way." 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  make  any  comment  on  this  matter. 
REVIEW  presents  it  as  a  piece  of  news  exemplifying  how  almc 
hopeless  is  the  benightment  of  prohibition  bigotry. 


W.  R.  GRACE  &  COMPANY  SEND  FIRST  SHIP  THROUGH 
PANAMA  CANAL. 


The  first  privately  owned  ship  to  go  through  the  Pacific  locks 
the  Panama  Canal  was  the  steamer  "Santa  Clara"  belonging  to 
R.  Grace  &  Company.  The  "Santa  Clara"  left  San  Francisco  fot 
New  York  on  the  7th  of  June.  It  was  expected  that  the  steainei 
would  proceed  to  the  Straits  of  Magellan.  While  at  Balboa,  er 
route,  the  ".Santa  Clara"  was  enabled  to  pa.ss.  through  arrange 
ments  initiated  by  the  Canal  Zone  authorities,  through  thi 
locks  on  the  Pacific  side  on  the  afternoon  of  the  18th  of  June  an( 
completed  the  return  trip  on  the  19th  of  June.  The  distinctioi 
that  has  come  to  San  Francisco  and  to  W.  R.  Grace  &  Company 
in  this  connection  has  been  unsought.  For  this  reason  it  is  all  th' 
more  to  be  appreciated.  A  certain  other  city  on  the  Pacific  Coa.** 
has  cast  longing  eyes  on  the  coveted  honor.  While  congratulatinj 
.San  Francisco  on  the  happy  issue  the  REVIEW  extends  its  heart 
felt  sympathy  to  the  rival  city. 
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If  the  voters  of  California  shall  in  November  next  vote  to  amend 
the  Constitution  of  the  State  by  adding  Jthereto  two  new  sections — 
numbered  26  and  27 — which  provide  for  the  prohibition  of  the  manu- 
facture, sale  and  transportation  t)f  alcoholic  beverages  within  the 
State ;  or  if  Congress  shall  adopt  and  two-thirds  of  the  State  ratify 
a  prohibition  amendment  to  the  national  Constitution  the  result, 
however  satisfactory  to  the  drys,  will  be  exceedingly  disastrous 
financially  to  the  vineyardists  of  California. 

There  are  300,000  acres  of  land  in  this  State  devoted  to  the  cul- 
tivation of  the  grape.  These  vineyards  represent  an  investment  of 
^50.000,000.  They  yield  $25,000,000  in  revenues  and  employ  directly 
md  indirectly  more  than  70,000  people. 

Prohibition  would  also  injure  the  raisin-grape  industries,  for  the 
Tiakers  of  raisins  find  an  outlet  for  their  surplus  production  in  the 
joineries.  Is  the  advantage  which  prohibition  would  bring  worth  the 
loss  it  would  entail? 


SERCRETARY  HOUSTON  DEFINES  WINE. 


Secretary  of  Agriculture  Houston  has  rendered  a  pure  food  rui- 
ng of  far-reaching  importance  to  domestic  wine  makers.  He  pro- 
libits  the  name  "wine"  on  products  made  by  the  addition  of  water 
,o  the  juice,  pomace  or  pulp  of  grapes,  and  defined  wine  to  be  "the 
product  of  the  normal,  alcoholic  fermentation  of  the  juice  of  the 
iresh,  sound,  ripe  grapes,  with  the  usual  cellar  treatment." 
I  The  decision  provided  that  where  any  water  is  added,  it  is  not 
j)ermissible  to  label  the  product  otherwise  than  as  "imitation  wine." 
Phis  will  affect  all  wines  made  after  June  12,  1914. 

This  action  was  taken,  in  the  language  of  the  decision,  because 
fthe  department  of  agriculture  has  concluded  that  gross  imitations 
jiave  been  practiced  under  food  inspection  decision  120."  Food  in- 
Ipection  decision  109,  also  relating  to  wines,  was  abrogated. 
I  Inasmuch  as  many  winemakers  have  prepared  vintages  in  ac- 
lordance  with  the  department's  previous  rules,  proceedings  will 
liot  be  recommended  by  the  department  prior  to  June  12,  1916,  for 
|vine  actually  manufactured  prior  to  the  date  of  the  decision.

Figures  gathered  by  the  New  Orleans  Association  o^  Commerce 
and  issued  by  the  Foreign  Trade  Department  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  show  that  San  Francisco  and  other 
Pacific  Coast  ports  will  save  from  forty  to  sixty  per  cent  in  ship- 
ping to  Mississippi  Valley  points  by  the  new  all-water  route  made 
possible  by  the  Panama  Canal. 

After  going  down  the  Pacific  Coast,  through  the  canal  and 
across  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  the  freight  will  go  from  New  Orleans 
up  the  Mississippi  River  as  far  as  Minneapolis;  up  the  Missouri 
River  as  far  as  Kansas  City,  and  up  the  Ohio  River  as  far  as  Pitts- 
burg. 

The  rates  do  not  include  river  insurance.  If  the  Panama  Canal 
tolls  are  imposed  there  will  be  added  4.5  per  100  pounds  to  the 
water  rates. 

A  comparison  of  the  rates  on  wine  with  the  rail  rate  given  first 
and  the  water  rate  second  is  75  and  37}^  cents  per  100  pounds. 


DIAMOND  MATCH  COMPANY  NOT  DRY. 


Declaring  that  they  have  not  issued  any  order  forbidding  their 
employees  entering  saloons  or  drinking  liquors,  Mr.  V.  S.  Wooley, 
Pacific  Coast  manager  of  the  Diamond  Match  Company,  has  writ- 
ten a  letter  to  the  Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch  in  San  Francisco, 
stating  that  the  story  of  the  alleged  "dry  order"  emanated  from  a 
prohibition  paper  in  Chico  and  is  unwarranted,  untruthful  and  be- 
ing circulated  for  political  purposes. 

"The  article  first  appeared  in  a  local  prohibition  paper,"  writes 
Mr.  Wooley  from  his  Chico  office.  "We  are  in  no  way  responsible 
for  it,  but  my  remonstrance  had  little  or  no  effect.  It  was  evidently 
printed  for  political  purposes.  Our  company  does  not  believe  in 
interfering  in  any  manner  with  the  personal  liberty  of  our  em- 
ployees and  have  never  issued  an  order  prohibiting  the  use  of  liquor 
in  any  form.  The  article  is  wholly  unwarranted  and  positively  un- 
truthful. I  thank  you  for  bringing  this  matter  to  my  attention  and 
will  fully  appreciate  any  eflforts  ou  your  part  to  spread  this  refuta- 
tion broadcast." 

Mr.  Wooley  stated  to  a  reporter  that  his  company  had  no  trou- 
ble from  intoxication,  either  at  their  Eastern  factory,  or  at  their 
works  in  Tehama  and  Butte  counties.

Sacramento,  June  26,  1914. 

The  prohibitionists  have  begun  to  file  their  initiative  measure 
to  postpone  the  date  of  the  State-wide  prohibition  constitutional 
amendment  until  February  15,  1915.  A  question  has  arisen  as  to 
whether  an  amendment  may  go  upon  the  ballot  to  amend  another 
measure  not  yet  passed  and  Attorney  General  Webb  and  his  as- 
sistant, Ire  Harrison,  are  making  investigations. 

Rev.  James  Whitaker  of  the  Central  Methodist  Church  of  Sac- 
ramento has  been  on  the  rampage  since  the  1st  of  June.  The  rev- 
erend gentleman  has  become  obsessed  with  the  idea  that  light 
wines  are  more  destructive  than  the  heavy  wines.  It  is  difficult 
to  discover  what  he  is  driving  at.  In  some  of  his  aberrations  he 
almost  declares  that  the  less  alcohol  there  is  in  wine  the  more  dan- 
gerous it  is.  He  is  very  much  on  the  line  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Aked. 
He  lets  himself  out  to  the  point  where  he  is  almost  ready  to  say 
that  the  most  baneful  of  all  wine  is  that  which  contains  no  alcohol 
at  all  and  then  he  catches  himself  with  a  lariat  and  draws  himself 
back  to  simply  declaring  that  moderate  drinking  is  more  destruc- 
tive than  excessive  drinking,  and  that  the  more  moderately  a  man 
drinks  the  more  certain  he  is  of  being  blasted  forever. 

In  its  issue  of  the  2nd  of  June  the  Sacramento  "Bee"  exposes 
the  plan  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  to  boom  the  circulation  of  the 
Chicago  "Record-Herald"  because  that  organ  is  refusing  liquor 
advertisements. 

The  "Bee"  says :  "Nine-tenths  of  these  newspaper  refusals  to 
accept  liquor  advertisements  do  not  spring  from  principle — they 
are  shrewd  schemes  of  the  business  and  circulation  departments. 

"Hearst  in  his  Chicago  'Examiner'  played  the  game  only  half 
way.  He  refused  all  whisky  and  strong-drink  advertisements,  and 
then  he  set  his  entire  force  on  a  strenuous  campaign  to  make  that 
journal  the  favorite  advertising  medium  for  the  wineries  of  the 
country. 

"If  the  Anti-Saloon  League  is  successful  in  booming  the  sub- 
scription list  of  the  'Chicago  Record-Herald,'  probably  its  next 
move  will  be  to  demand  of  the  same  paper  that  it  follow  editorially 
the  path  to  be  mapped  out  for  it  by  the  Anti-Saloon  League — 
under  penalty  of  a  combined  efifort  to  reduce  its  circulation  if  it 
should  refuse." 

The  liquor  men  of  Orland  gained  all  the  moral  points  in  the 
election  case  tried  before  Judge  Hawkins  of  Yolo.  But  the  dry 
lawyers  showed  that  they  were  the  cleverest  kind  of  folks  when 
it  came  to  legal  points.  However,  the  case  will  be  tried  on  its 
merits. 

Wholesale  liquor  licenses  will  cost  $25  per  quarter  instead  of 
$10  as  in  the  past  in  Placerville,  according  to  the  decision  of  the 
board  of  trustees. 

Etna  Mills  will  stay  wet.  The  majority  for  wetness  was  66. 
Two  years  ago  it  was  only  two. 

Reports  from  Sutter  County  are  to  the  effect  that  caterpillars 
are  destroying  the  vines. 

Large  shipments  of  wine  are  being  made  from  Madera  to  East- 
em  points  by  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony. 

Mr.  Andrea  de  Martini  is  shipping  large  quantities  of  wine  to 
the  East  from  his  Marsh  Creek  winery. 


The  saloon  at  Oroville  avenue  and  Broadway,  Chico,  has  been 
sold  to  Mr.  Herman  Swanstedt  by  Mr.  J.   F.   P.  Schmidt. 

The  drys  of  Lodi  are  continuing  to  antagonize  the  liquor  traffic 
of  the  metropolis  of  the  wine  region  of  San  Joaquin  County.  Their 
committee  of  twenty-five  has  made  the  following  declaration : 

"While  we  are  unalterably  opposed  to  the  licensing  of  the 
traffic,  we  are  willing  to  try  anything  once  if  for  no  other  reason 
than  to  show  the  public  that  high  licenses  and  strict  regulation  in 
no  manner  tempers  the  liquor  traffic.  Some  of  us  have  11\  ed  in 
high  license  territory  and  know  that  conditions  are  not  improved. 

"But  there  is  one  feature  that  appeals  to  me,  and  to  many  others 
of  the  committee,  and  that  is  the  clause  whereby  Orientals  are  de- 
nied the  privilege  of  selling  liquor.  I  know  that  many  Lodi  youths 
who  have  contracted  the  liquor  habit  did  so  in  the  joints  on  Main 
street." 

As  a  consequence  of  this  the  Japanese  of  Lodi  have  come  out 
squarely  against  the  drys.  Messrs.  S.  Nishii,  president,  and  G. 
Nambu,  secretary  of  the  Japanese  Association  of  Lodi,  have  a\>- 
peared  before  a  committee  of  the  city  trustees  and  protested 
against  the  new  liquor  ordinance,  which  will  become  eflfective  on 
July  1.  Messrs.  Ishii  and  Nambu  declared  they  were  for  temper- 
ance and  that  during  the  past  six  months  there  had  been  no  vio- 
lations of  the  liquor  ordinance  in  the  Japanese  district.  They 
claimed  that  the  proposed  ordinance  was  discriminatory  in  that 
it  excluded  foreigners  from  operating  wholesale  liquor  stores.  They 
stated  that  inasmuch  as  Orientals  were  the  only  residents  who 
could  not  become  naturalized,  it  appeared  to  them  that  the  trus- 
tees singled  out  the  Japanese.  They  added  that  other  foreigners 
could  come  under  United  States  protection  and  secure  licenses. 
No  satisfaction  was  obtained  from  the  trustees. 

There  are  ten  liquor  licenses  in  the  Oriental  quarter  here,  and 
the  society  embraces  a  membership  of  600.  In  the  fruit  season 
upwards  of  2500  Japanese  are  employed  in  Northern  San  Joaquin. 

It  is  estimated  by  Mr.  Charles  F.  Howland  of  Lodi  that  the 
grape  crop  of  California  this  year  available  for  shipment  to  the 
market  in  a  fresh  state  will  amount  to  8,000  carloads,  as  compared 
with  6,344  in  1913. 

In  an  article  in  defense  of  the  wine  industry  of  California  the 
Broderick  "Independent"  of  June  4th  says:  "To  the  215,000  gal- 
lons of  port  produced  by  New  York  and  New  Jersey  in  1913  (the! 
only  two  States  that  produced  any  outside  of  this),  California  pro- 
duced 9,500,000  gallons.  To  the  5,000  gallons  of  sherry  produced] 
by  New  York,  California  produced  8,000,000  gallons.  In  the  mat-j 
ter  of  claret  and  other  white  and  red  wines  the  State  produced  oveii 
20,000,000  gallons,  and  California  claret  is  now  drunk  in  the  East; 
side  by  side  with  the  best  French  importations  and  only  recently 
the  French  naval  vessels  on  this  coast  bought  large  quantities  foi 
their  use  on  board."

The  wine  is  Bordeaux  type 
and  is  destined  for  London,  Bremen  and  Rotterdam.

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MODESTO  IS  PROSPEROUS. 


Reports  from  Modesto  are  to  the  effect  that  that  city  is  now  en- 
joying a  renewal  of  prosperity  as  the  result  of  the  termination  of 
prohibition.  Business  in  all  lines  is  considered  to  be  much  better 
than  at  any  other  period  for  many  years  past.  It  is  described  by 
those  who  have  been  visiting  Modesto  as  "splendid."  The  good 
times  are  due  to  the  defeat  of  prohibition  and  to  the  resumption  of 
the  liquor  traffic.  Saloons  are  being  conducted  on  lines  of  conser- 
vatism, the  municipal  authorities  showing  that  they  have  not  that 
insane  greed  for  the  saloonkeepers'  money  that  has  won  question- 
able distinction  for  the  authorities  of  Los  Angeles.

ANNUAL  CONVENTION  OF  THE  KNIGHTS  OF  THE 
ROYAL  ARCH. 


The  Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch  held  their  annual  convention  at 
Fort  Bragg  during  the  second  week  of  June.  The  convention  wa.s 
one  of  the  most  notable  ever  held  and  was  a  complete  success  in 
every  way.  Very  important  steps  were  taken  to  fight  the  State 
amendment  for  State  prohibition  at  the  coming  November  election. 
For  four  days  the  delegates  present  were  busily  occupied  in  the 
consideration  of  measures  for  the  improvement  of  affairs  in  the  re- 
tail liquor  business  and  as  a  final  act  they  took  steps  to  raise  suffi- 
cient funds  to  make  their  fight  at  the  coming  election. 

The  liquor  dealers  are  perfectly  satisfied  that  the  prohibition 
amendment  cannot  carry  next  November,  but  they  will  not  leave 
any  stones  unturned  to  make  the  defeat  of  the  measure  so  unquali- 
fied that  it  will  likely  not  be  brought  before  the  voters  again  for 
many  years. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  session  a  grand  banquet  was  given  to 
the  visiting  delegates  and  many  members  of  the  community.  All 
the  officials  of  the  town,  including  the  mayor,  were  present  and  in 
a  neat  speech  the  order  was  complimented  by  the  executive  lor  the 
orderly  and  gentlemanly  conduct  of  the  members  of  the  delegation 
during  thir  stay  in  the  town. 

Through  a  resolution  passed  at  the  convention,  the  Royal  Arch 
decided  to  affiliate  with  the  National  Retail  Liquor  Dealers'  Asso- 
ciation of  the  United  States.  They  felt  that  affiliation  with  kindred 
associations  is  necessary  in  these  times  of  trouble. 

San  Francisco  was  selected  as  the  meeting  place  for  the  1915 
convention.

J.  Mulvey  of  Sacramento;  Grand  Recorder,  F.  J.  Rooney  of  San 
Francisco ;  Master  of  Ceremonies,  F.  A.  Nuesberger  of  Napa ;  Cap- 
tain of  the  Guard,  W.  Kochendorfer  of  Alameda ;  Grand  Tyler,  Al 
McRae  of  San  Bernardino;  Grand  Attorney,  C.  W.  Pendleton  of 
Los  .Angeles;  Grand  Trustees,  Wm.  Jungblut  of  San  Jose,  M.  J. 
Gastmas  of  Sacramento;  C.  F.  Williams  of  San  Francisco,  J.  T. 
Skelley  of  San  Francisco,  Fred  Gunther  of  Bakersfield,  A.  J.  Clancy 
of  San  Diego,  and  Herman  Menken  of  Santa  Barbara.

Mr.  Fred  H.  Hall  Opposed  to  Prohibition.— Mr.  Fred  H.  Hall, 
Democratic  candidate  for  Governor  of  California,  has  issued  a 
statement  to  the  effect  that  he  is  unalterably  opposed  to  the  pro- 
hibition amendment,  holding  that  a  deathblow  would  be  struck  at 
the  State's  prosperity  and  an  investment  of  $200,000,000  in  the 
vineyards  if  the  proposed  State-wide  prohibition  initiative  goes 
through  at  the  November  election.  Mr.  Hall  says :  "Irrespective 
of  what  this  announcement  may  have  on  my  candidacy,  I  shall 
stick  to  it  to  the  end.  I  feel  that  I  am  right  in  this  matter,  and  I 
would  rather  be  right  than  be  Governor."

Los  Angeles,  June  27,  1914. 

The  City  Council  of  Los  Angeles  reports:  "Under  existing  law 
the  number  of  saloons  is  limited  to  200  in  Los  Angeles,  two  in 
Wilmington  and  six  in  San  Pedro,  a  total  of  208  saloons.  In  this 
connection  it  should  be  noted  that  the  regulation  of  the  liquor 
traffic  in  Los  Angeles  is  the  best  of  any  city  in  America,  and  that 
the  personnel  of  the  men  engaged  in  the  liquor  business  in  Los 
Angeles  is  conceded  to  be  superior  to  that  of  any  other  city." 

Saloonkeepers  are  not  delighted  to  be  complimented  so  highly 
by  those  who  victimize  them  at  every  turn.  But  it  is  some  con- 
solation for  them  to  be  able  to  say  that  they  can  not  return  the 
compliment  of  that  prize  body  of  hypocrites  known  as  the  Los 
Angeles  City  Council. 

The  Citizens'  Non-Partisan  League  for  California  Dry  has  been 
organized  in  Los  Angeles.  Following  are  the  names  of  leading 
members:  George  Alexander,  ex-mayor  Los  Angeles;  William  E.

Fancy  George  Alexander  and  his  famous  whiskers  being  at  the 
head  of  a  non-partisan  organization ! 

Deputy  District  Attorney  Percy  V.  Hammon  is  being  driven  to 
drink  by  the  troubles  of  Watts,  which  recently  went  wet  with  a 
bang.     This  is  the  way  he  is  talking  aloud  to  himself: 

"The  recent  election  at  Watts  was  held  under  the  Wyllie  local 
option  laws.  The  question  voted  on  was.  Shall  saloon  licenses  be 
issued?    A  majority  of  the  voters  voted  they  should. 

"Having  voted  for  wetness,  one  would  naturally  think  wetness 
could  obtain  legally,  but  not  so.  The  dry  ordinance  must  be  re- 
pealed, and  the  trustees  went  up  against  a  referendum  when  they 
tried  to  repeal  it.  Then  they  passed  resolutions  that  three  saloon 
licenses  should  be  issued.  Since  then  Watts  has  been  wet.  Yet 
it  isn't  wet,  but  dry,  for  the  dry  ordinance  is  still  in  effect.  Say — 
I've  been  trying  to  figure  this  thing  out  for  three  days.  What  is 
wet  and  what  is  dry,  anyhow? 

"I  have  been  trying  now  for  three  days  to  figure  out  how 
Watts  can  be  wet  though  dry,  and  why  it  should  be  dry  when 
voted  wet.  How  can  wet  be  dry,  dry  wet?  Wet  should  be  wet, 
yet  in  the  case  of  Watts  it  should  be  dry.     But,  if  dry — " 

Percy  is  to  take  his  vacation  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 


On  the  10th  of  June  the  Los  Angeles  police  commission  decided 
to  modify  its  resolution  against  liquor  signs.  Electric  sign  men 
and  painters  protested  that  many  men  would  be  thrown  out  of  em- 
ployment if  the  resolution,  which  is  effective  July  1,  should  be  car- 
ried out  as  originally  defeated.  The  commission  became  generous 
and  modified  the  regulation  so  as  to  prohibit  only  signs  that  ex- 
tended over  the  sidewalks. 

A  new  movement  is  on  to  close  Main  street,  between  First  and 
Second  streets.  As  property  owners  have  no  voice  in  the  matter 
it  is  believed  that  the  block  will  be  closed. 

The  Hotel  Clark  on  South  Hill  street,  between  Fourth  and 
Fifth,  has  been  denied  a  liquor  permit,  as  the  street  has  been  de- 
clared closed.     The  hotel  has  not  even  a  table  license. 

After  passing  nearly  a  month  trying  to  devise  means  of  gouging 
the  saloonkeepers  the  City  Council  of  Los  Angeles  on  the  15th  of 
June  adopted  by  an  unanimous  vote  the  revised  liquor  license  or- 
dinance increasing  saloon  license  fees  from  $100  to  $175  per  month. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  increase  in  revenue  from  the  liquor  busi- 
ness under  this  new  arrangement  will  aggregate  $185,000  annually 
or  enough  to  provide  for  250  politicians.  The  additional  revenue 
that  will  be  derived  will  be  distributed  among  policemen,  firemen, 
deputies  and  clerks  who  have  "strong  pulls"  and  render  little  ser- 
vice, least  of  all  to  the  saloonkeepers  who  are  the  means  of  pro- 
viding them  with  board,  lodging  and  clothes. 

Councilman  Bryant  (no  relation  to  the  poet)  wished  to  raise 
the  fee  to  $200.  This  would  give  the  authorities  $45,000  additional 
to  spend  to  take  care  of  needy  but  shiftless  hangers-on.  It  is  not 
known  how  many  cousins,  brothers-in-law,  etc.,  etc..  Councilman 
Bryant  must  look  out  for,  but  they  are  evidently  numerous  and 
hungry. 

Bryant  also  thinks  the  hotels  should  pay  $350  or  $400  a  month, 
instead  of  $300  a  month,  as  proposed.  He  would  tax  wineries  $50 
a  month,  and  increase  brewery  licenses  to  $500  a  month. 

While  discussing  hogs  it  is  well  to  mention  that  Mr.  George  W. 
McDill,  a  former  police  commissioner,  has  filed  a  suggestion  with 
the  council  for  two  classes  of  saloon  licenses.  One,  costing  $100 
a  month,  will  permit  the  serving  of  wines  or  beer,  and  the  other 
costing  $250  a  month,  to  permit  the  serving  of  all  kinds  of  liquor. 

All  this  reminds  us  of  the  "handwriting  on  the  wall"  which  the' 
saloonkeepers  are  supposed  to  be  seeing  nowadays.  Really,  the 
prospect  of  wiping  out  the  saloons  should  be  more  terrible  for  the 
•  politicians  than  for  the  saloonkeepers.  In  the  event  of  prohibition 
the  politicians  would  be  the  boys  most  likely  to  go  to  bed  hung 
to  be  awakened  early  and  often  with  a  dissatisfied  appetite.  "' 
it  is  the  politician  who  speaks  so  much  about  the  "handwriting 
the  wall." 

The  new  ordinance  increases  the  license  fee  for  wineries  frc 
$10  per  month  to  $25  per  month ;  social  clubs  from  $25  to  $37, 
per  month;  wholesale  liquor  establishments  from  $75  to  $100  \ 
month ;  wholesale  drug  establishments  from  $75  to  $100  per  mont 
breweries  from  $100  to  $200  per  month ;  hotel  liquor  establishmer 
from  $250  to  $300  per  month ;  retail  liquor  establishments  frc

The  total 
revenue  to  be  derived  from  the  new  ordinance  will  aggregate 
$707,400  a  year.  '' 

Those  voting  for  the  ordirrance  were  Bryant,  Conwell,  Roberts, 
Siiowden,  Wheeler,  Williams  and  President  Whiffen. 

It  is  probable  that  the  power  of  the  referendum  will  be  invoked 
against  the  new  ordinance. 

One  of  the  latest  jokes  to  be  sprung  on  the  long-suffering  public 
of  Los  Angeles  by  that  ancient  factory  of  wigs,  the  Los  Angeles 
"Tribune,"  is  the  announcement  of  the  candidacy  of  Police  Com- 
missioner Vincent  Morgan  for  district  attorney  to  succeed  John  D. 
IVedericks.  This  is  even  worse  than  the  suggestion  made  by  the 
"Tribune"  that  ex-Mayor  George  Alexander  be  made  Governor. 
It  merely  indicates  that  ideas  in  a  prohibition  head  only  make  a 
rough  house.  The  mental  state  of  the  "Tribune"  must  be  very 
disorderly  when  such  types  as  Vincent  Morgan  are  considered 
seriously. 

Hereafter  saloons  of  Avalon  will  be  opened  Sundays.

Messrs.  Wniliam   Kimball    and    Warren    Atkinson    have 
chased  the  King  George  Saloon  at  Venice. 

The  fight  against  the  saloon  zone  ordinance  in  San  Diego  is  to 
be  started  before  Judge  Andrews  on  the  afternoon  of  June  29. 


The  Bavarian  wine  production  for  1913  was  9,179,891  gallons, 
valued  at  $3,267,344,  as  compared  with  15,197,753  gallons,  valued 
at  $6,165,345,  in  1912,  and  the  1912  crop  stood  far  behind  that  of 
the  year  1911,  when  the  Bavarian  wine  product  reached  a  total 
of  18,848,915  gallons,  valued  at  $9,549,053.  The  product  of  the 
latter  year,  however,  was  good  as  to  quantity  and  of  unusual  ex- 
cellence as  to  quahty.  The  1913  product  is  poor  both  as  to  quan- 
tity and  quality,  even  when  compared  with  1912,  and  when  com- 
pared with  1911  must  be  regarded  as  an  almost  complete  crop 
failure,  being  less  than  one-half  in  quantity  and  only  about  one- 
third  in  value. 

In  the  Pfalz  (Palatinate),  the  Bavarian  Rhine  wine  district,  the 
crop  was,  in  respect  to  quantity,  the  poorest.  Nor  was  the  quality 
everywhere  satisfactory.  The  total  product  of  the  Pfalz  was 
8,962,621  gallons,  as  compared  with  14,122,658  gallons  in  1912  and 
17,481,269  gallons  in  1911.  The  average  for  the  10  years  1901-1910 
was  12,720,705  gallons,  valued  at  $3,533,719.  The  value  of  the 
1913  product  was  $3,141,600,  as  compared  with  $5,747,932  in  1912 
and  $8,827,967  in  1911. 

In  Lower  Franconia,  the  Main  Valley  wine  district,  the  1913 
wine  crop  was  of  the  poorest.  Since  1880  only  once,  in  1906,  was 
it  smaller.  The  total  product  for  1913  was  210,095  gallons,  as 
compared  with  981,446  gallons  in  1912  and  1,248,971  gallons  in 
1911.  The  average  production  for  the  10  years  1901-1910  was 
2,144,245  gallons,  valued  at  $620,139.  The  value  of  the  1913  prod- 
uct was  $119,000,  as  compared  with  $383,116  in  1912  and  $753,302 
in  1911. 

In  Middle  Franconia  and  Swabia  the  product  was  also  much 
smaller  in  quantity  than  for  years  previous,  but  the  quality  was 
better  than  in  1912  and  for  several  years  past,  excepting  only  the 
record  year  of  1911.  Vineyards  in  these  districts  are,  however, 
not  extensive  and  the  quality  is  never  of  the  best. — Consul  George 
N.  Iflft,  Nuremberg,  Germany.

years.  In  1913,  43,183  acres  were  planted  in  hops,  which  is  a  de- 
creas^e  of  368  acres  from  the  previous  year  and  15,218  acres  from 
1900.  The  hop  harvest  in  1913  was  very  poor,  being  only  6,658 
metric  tons,  a  decrease  of  4,851  tons  from  1912. 


HOP  CONDITIONS. 

Washington. — Charles  J.  Sturgis,  a  large  hop  grower  in  Puyal- 
lup  Valley,  Wash.,  reports :  "The  hop  crop  in  the  valley  this  season 
is  the  best  I  have  seen  in  the  past  eighteen  years.  The  hot  weather 
at  the  start  of  the  growing  season,  followed  by  the  light  rains,  and 
coupled  with  the  mild  winters,  have  made  the  season  at  least  two 
weeks  early  this  year.  We  start  spraying  the  vines  about  June  22, 
while  commonly  it  is  not  begun  before  July  10.  Reports  from 
Germany  and  England  are  of  a  very  poor  crop  this  year,  so  the 
local  growers  are  expecting  our  hops  to  bring  excellent  prices." 

Oregon. — The  condition  of  the  hop  vines  throughout  the  State 
is  very  goo<l.  Indications  are  that  there  will  be  very  large  crops 
and  the  season  will  commence  at  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

California. — Eastern  breweries  are  offering  16c  for  1914  Sacra- 
mento Valley  hops  delivered.  This  means  13c  gross  to  the  grower 
and  no  one  has  yet  availed  himself  of  the  offer.  There  are  on  hand 
about  4800  bales  of  last  year's  crop  in  the  Sacramento  Valley,  for 
which  12c  spot  is  bffered,  but  owners  are  waiting  for  surer  indica- 
tions of  the  1914  crop  before  selling  the  product  now  on  hand.  The 
hop  yards  of  Sacramento  are  about  two  weeks  behind  the  normal 
growing  season,  although  the  vines  give  promise  of  a  normal  yield. 

In  Sonoma  County  fifteen  cents  was  the  price  reported  for  hops 
when  a  hundred  bales  of  hops  changed  hands  at  that  figure.  A.  B. 
Hinckley  sold  the  lot  to  Robert  Madison.  This  shows  an  advance 
of  two  cents  over  former  quotations.

They  figure  that  with  the  pres- 
ent shortage  in  the  hops  the  price  for  last  year's  product  should 
be  better.

ALCOHOL  IN  FRUIT  JUICES. 


Hop  Production  of  Bavaria  Decreasing. — The  area  devoted  to 
hops  in  Bavaria  has  decreased  steadily    during   the    last    thirteen 


By  a  recent  decision  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  all  fruit 
juices  to  which  alcohol  has  been  added  must  be  plainly  labeled  to 
show  this,  if  they  are  to  be  shipped  in  intertsate  commerce  after 
September  1,  1914.  In  the  opinion  of  the  department,  such  names 
as  "Peach  juice,"  "Cherry  juice,"  should  be  applied  only  to  fruit 
juices  which  are  unfermented  and  which  contain  no  added  sugar, 
alcohol,  or  other  substances.  In  the  past  alcohol  has  been  fre- 
quently added  as  a  preservative  to  these  preparations  which  are 
used  for  such  purposes  as  flavoring  beverages  or  preparing  cor- 
dials. After  September  1,  however,  goods  that  do  not  comply  with 
the  new  ruling  and  indicate  this  fact  on  their  labels  will  be  denied 
entry  into  this  country,  and  if  found  in  interstate  commerce  will 
be  subjected  to  appropriate  action  by  the  authorities.

PACIFIC  WINE.   BREWING  AND  SPIRIT  REVIEW 


WHY  I  AM  OPPOSED  TO  STATE-WIDE  PROHIBITION. 


By  William  C.  Ralston, 

Candidate  for  the  Republican  Nomination  for  Governor. 

I  am  opposed  to  the  State-wide  prohibition  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  as  a  private  citizen ;  as  a  can- 
didate for  the  high  office  of  Governor,  and  as  a  Republican,  because 
it  is  incompatible  with  the  interests  of  the  whole  State ;  because  it 
would  destroy  the  wine  industry  of  California — besides  having  other 
harmful  effects,  and  because  the  existing  local  option  law  makes  such 
a  drastic  measure  as  State-wide  prohibition  absolutely  unnecessary. 
I  believe  that  each  community  should  regulate  itself,  and  that  no 
section  of  the  State  should  dictate  to  another  section  what  it  may 
or  may  not  do  in  these  matters. 

Prohibition  does  not  prohibit,  nor  has  it  ever  proven  successful 
in  the  communities  where  it  has  been  attempted.  It  is  a  known  fact 
that  excessive  drinking  is  most  common  in  those  States  which  have 
attempted  to  enforce  prohibition,  and  is  least  encountered  in  the 
great  wine  producing  countries. 

What  cannot  be  prevented  is  best  regulated  and  controlled. 

In  opposing  State-wide  prohibition  I  am  not  advocating  the  use 
of  alcoholic  stimulants,  even  in  moderation.  But  I  believe  that  the 
campaign  is  ill-advised  at  the  present  time,  and  will  be  opposed  by 
some  of  the  wisest  temperance  advocates  in  the  State.  As  to  the 
possible  benefits  and  possible  evils  of  the  moderate  consumption  of 
light  stimulants,  there  is  a  variance  of  opinions.  Many  physicians, 
.some  psychologists,  and  not  a  few  non-professional  individuals  be- 
lieve that  the  moderate  use  of  wine  and  beer  with  meals  may  not  only 
be  beneficial  to  the  health,  but  also  stimulate  achievement.  Others, 
of  probably  equal  authority,  hold  to  the  contrary.  Where  opinions 
honestly  held  thus  differ,  it  obviously  would  be  unjust  to  impose  one 
set  of  opinions  above  the  other,  to  the  infringement  of  individual  lib- 
erty of  choice. 

Living  in  society,  a  man's  liberty  to  do  exactly  as  he  chooses  must 
necessarily  be  curtailed  in  some  directions.     It  must  be  curtailed 


when  a  man  would  do  something  which  would  injure  or  oppress 
his  neighbors.  That  is  a  condition,  indeed,  of  the  freedom  which 
those  neighbors  are  entitled  to  enjoy  with  himself.  But  outside  of 
certain  obviously  necessary  limitations  of  personal  freedom  one 
needs  to  proceed  with  the  utmost  caution,  and  only  a  strong  case 
will  warrant  interference. 

Most  men  in  most  countries  are  temperate  enough,  but  there  is 
always  a  minority,  usually  small,  of  men  addicted  to  excessive 
drinking;  and  it  is  clearly  desirable  that  they  should  cease  from 
their  vice.  But  when,  in  order  that  they  may  so  cease,  proposals 
are  brought  forward  of  State  restrictions  of  the  habits  and  liber- 
ties of  the  whole  population,  the  vast  majority  of  which  is  in  no 
need  of  them ;  restrictions  which  entail  inconvenience  and,  worse 
still,  must  necessarily  act  upon  individual  character  as  the  tying 
up  of  an  arm  would  act  upon  the  muscles  of  that  arm — then,  even 
if  it  could  be  proved  that  the  proposed  restrictions  would  achieve 
their  purpose  of  sobering  the  few  who  drink  to  excess,  would  it 
not  be  paid  for  too  dearly? 

That  is  the  question  asked  by  the  opponents  of  State-wide  pro- 
hibition, and  I  am  inclined  to  concede  much  weight  to  their  argu- 
ment. Evil  as  drunkenness  is,  the  absence  of  it  is  not  much  of 
virtue  when  produced  by  a  "vis  major." 

I  do  not  minimize  the  great  importance  of  sobriety  in  the  con 
sumption  of  liquors,  and  still  less  the  great  evil  of  insobriety.  Bu' 
we  may  usefully  remember  that  over-feeding  may  be  scarcely  lesi 
disgusting  than  over-drinking,  and  according  to  many  physicians 
it  is  said  to  be  responsible  for  more  illness.  It  denotes,  moreover 
at  least  as  great  a  weakness  of  the  powers  of  self-restraint.  Tera' 
perance  is  important — vitally  important — but  there  are  othei 
things  of  capital  importance  in  our  well-being — freedom  and  th( 
building  up  of  character,  to  which  a  large  measure  of  freedom  is 
essential. 

In  making  these  statements  I  am  aware  that  I  am  voicing  th« 
sentiments  of  the  opponents  of  State-wide  prohibition,  and  perhaps 
I  have  over-stated  slightly  my  personal  opinions,  or  may  seem  t< 
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have  done  so.  I  recognize  fully  that  the  saloon  is  often  a  menace 
to  good  government  and  to  individual  happiness.  I  believe  in  the 
strict  regulation  of  saloons,  and  it  is  my  conviction  that  high 
license  is  essential  to  the  proper  control  of  them.  But  when  pro- 
hibition is  forced  on  so  large  a  community  as  an  entire  State  it  may 
easily  do  more  harm  than  good. 

It  is  not  an  exaggeration,  also,  to  say  that,  more  than  most  re- 
forms, that  of  temperance  has  been  the  victim  of  exaggerated  ad- 
vocacy. So  completely,  indeed,  has  the  fanatic — perhaps  I  should 
use  the  milder  world,  enthusiast — dominated  the  movement  that 
fanaticism  and  temperance  reform  have  become  almost  synonymous 
terms.     That  is  unfortunate  for  the  cause  of  real  temperance. 

Coming  to  the  particular  case  of  California  and  the  present 
time — on  the  eve  of  the  opening  of  two  great  expositions  in  the 
State — I  believe  that  the  proposed  amendment  is  peculiarly  inop- 
portune. Upon  the  effect  on  the  attendance  at  the  expositions  of 
the  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  I  need  not  dwell, 
for  that  it  would  seriously  affect  the  travel  to  California  next  year 
is  not  denied. 

That  it  would  ruin  an  important  State  industry  is  also  indis- 
putable. There  are  no  less  than  320,000  acres  of  land  devoted  to 
I  viticulture  in  California,  and  the  amount  invested  in  the  wine  in- 
dustry is  estimated  to  represent  a  total  of  $150,000,000,  yielding 
annually  a  return  of  approximately  $30,000,000.  The  industry 
supports  75,000  persons.  The  breweries  of  the  State  represent  an 
investment  of  more  than  $50,000,000  and  give  employment  to  4,000 
workers,  whose  annual  earnings  total  $6,000,000.  There  is  con- 
sumed annually  by  the  breweries  $1,000,000  worth  of  California 
barley,  $175,000  worth  of  California  hops,  and  $2,500,000  worth  of 
other  essentials.  They  pay  the  general  government  an  annual 
revenue  of  $1,350,000  and  an  equal  sum  to  towns  and  counties. 

Two  hundred  and  eight-two  thousands  persons  are  employed 
or  dependent  on  those  employed  in  the  manufacture  and  distribu- 
tion of  liquors.  In  the  business  of  distribution  alone  $10,000,000 
are  invested,  and  the  annual  license  tax  paid  is  $3,000,000. 

In  California  the  history  of  the  wine  industry  begins  with  the 
coming  of  the  padres,  those  splendid  sons  of  the  Church  who 
blazed  the  trail  for  civilization  and  set  up  missions  from  San  Diego 
to  Sonoma  and  made  glorious  the  early  pages  of  our  history  by 
their  noble  work.  It  was  they  who  planted  the  first  vines  and  so 
gave  start  to  what  is  now  one  of  our  greatest  industries.  Indeed, 
so  great  has  become  the  industry,  and  so  far-reaching  its  interests 
that  the  State  itself  has  seen  fit  to  establish  a  school  of  viticulture 
in  connection  with  the  University  of  California. 

Already  we  are  shipping  wine  as  well  as  fruits  to  most  parts  of 
Europe,  and  with  the  reduction  in  freight  rates  which  will  follow 
the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal,  a  still  greater  field  for  exporta- 
tion will  open  up. 

It  may  be  urged  that  this  is  only  a  material  view  of  the  case, 
leaving  out  the  moral  considerations,  but  if  it  be  conceded  that  the 
temperate  use  of  light  beverages  is  not  an  evil,  then  the  moral  con- 
siderations are  not  a  part  of  the  issue,  and  the  material  develop- 
!  ment  of  the  State  assuredly  is. 


Short  Course  in  Viticulture  at  University  of  California  Farm  at 
Davis,  October  5  to  November  14. — In  this  course  special  methods 
useful  to  grape  growers  will  be  considered.  Particular  attention 
will  be  given  to  those  parts  of  the  subject  which  beginners  should 
understand  in  order  to  avoid  the  common  mistakes  to  which  failure 
is  often  due,  and  modem  methods  used  by  successful  vineyardists 
will  be  explained  and  illustrated.  Field  demonstrations  will  be 
made  as  complete  as  is  practicable  at  this  season,  illustrating  nurs- 
ery work,  grafting,  planting,  sulphuring  and  the  control  of 
phylloxera. 
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MAY  FORBID  MORE  LIQUOR  ELECTIONS. 


A  constitutional  amendment  forbidding  any  more  liquor  elec- 
tions of  any  kind  anywhere  in  California  until  eight  years  after  the 
November  election,  and  then  not  oftener  than  once  in  eight  years, 
may  be  voted  upon  by  the  people  at  the  election  in  November. 

The  amendment  has  been  drafted  by  the  Knights  of  the  Royal 
Arch  and  initiative  petitions  are  now  being  circulated  throughout 
the  State  to  have  the  proposition  placed  upon  the  ballot  for  rejec- 
tion or  adoption  by  the  voters. 

The  power  of  the  Police  Commission,  and  other  licensing  bodies, 
to  regulate  the  sale  of  liquor,  or  to  abolish  it  entirely,  will  remain 
just  as  it  is  present.  Territory  now  "dry"  may  remain  so.  The 
people  in  "wet"  territory  may  stop  the  sale  of  liquor  any  time  by 
showing  the  licensing  body  that  public  opinion  demands  it.  The 
only  object  of  the  initiative  movement  is  to  have  the  people  say 
whether  or  not  they  wish  a  rest  from  all  liquor  elections  for  eight 
years. 

Several  towns  and  supervisorial  districts  have  voted  to  give 
Wyllie  local  option  a  trial  for  two  years.  Hanford,  Merced  and 
others  have  abandoned  it,  but  most  of  the  places  have  not  yet  fin- 
ished the  two  year  experiment.  Under  the  Wyllie  act  they  cannot 
regain  the  right  to  issue  licenses  except  through  another  Wyllie 
election.  The  proposed  amendment  will  forbid  these  elections  but, 
to  avoid  any  injustice  to  local  option  territory,  provides  that  any 
town  or  supervisorial  district  which  votes  against  State-wide  pro- 
hibition next  November  will  thereby  secure  the  right  to  grant 
licenses. 

This  does  not  mean  that  a  vote  against  State-wide  prohibition 
is  a  vote  to  restore  saloons.  It  means  simply  that  the  right  to 
issue  licenses  is  restored  to  the  people,  which  otherwise  would  be 
denied  them  for  eight  years  more.  This  provision  obviates  any 
injustice  by  giving  them  the  right  to  continue  dry  indefinitely  or 
to  grant  licenses  at  any  time. 

Any  town  or  supervisorial  district  which  votes  in  favor  of 
State-wide  prohibition  is  presumed  to  be  opposed  to  the  sale  of 
liquor  and  the  amendment  declares  that  such  places  thereby  be- 
come no-license  territory  and  the  sale  of  liquor  is  forbidden  for 
eight  years.  This  will  stop  the  endless  agitation  in  territory  which 
has  passed  the  experiment  stage  and  really  wants  to  be  "dry." 

We  believe  that  our  amendment  is  fair  and  that  the  people  are 
ready  for  it.  There  have  been  275  of  these  expensive  liquor  elec- 
tions in  California  in  less  than  three  years  and  the  question  is  not 
yet  settled. 

Visalia  had  six  elections  in  four  years.  Colton  had  three  in 
nine  months.  Many  other  towns  have  had  two  or  three  expensive 
liquor  elections  within  a  short  time  of  each  other  and  still  there  is 
hardly  a  spot  in  the  State  where  the  so-called  liquor  question  is  not 
a  jack-in-the-box,  ready  to  bob  up  the  instant  some  agitator  touches 
the  spring. 

It  is  so  easy  to  bring  on  a  liquor  election  that  they  are  often 
called  for  the  most  trivial  reasons.  Rare,  indeed,  is  the  case  where 
the  election  is  called  at  the  request  of  even  a  small  percent  of  the 
taxpayers  who  must  pay  the  expense  of  such  elections. 

We  believe  the  people  have  become  nauseated  with  the  con- 
tinual agitation  and  that  the  taxpayers  are  weary  of  seeing  their 
money  spent  in  holding  elections  on  a  subject  never  settled.  We 
present  for  their  consideration  this  amendment.  It  will  not  dis- 
turb the  territory  now  dry.  It  will  not  prevent  wet  territory  from 
going  dry.  It  does  one  thing  only.  It  forbids  any  more  of  these 
costly  liquor  elections  for  eight  years. 
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The  proposition  is  simple.  Unless  forced  into  it,  we  do  not  in- 
tend to  make  any  campaign  for  this  amendment.  We  offer  it  for 
the  calm  consideration  of  the  voters  of  California,  confident  that 
their  ultimate  decision  will  be  the  wisest  one.

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BOLIVIAN  STATE  MONOPOLY  OF  SPIRITS. 


A  law  of  Bolivia,  dated  January  7,  1914,  authorizes  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Government  monopoly  of  the  importation  and  sale 
of  all  foreign  distilled  beverages.  This  law  also  authorizes  the 
executive  to  impose  a  surtax  of  50  per  cent  of  the  present  duties  on 
spirituous  liquors  until  the  establishment  of  the  monopoly.  .\  de- 
cree of  January  23,  1914,  puts  into  effect  the  surtax  of  50  per  cent, 
which  is  in  addition  to  the  general  surtax  of  15  per  cent  and  the 
stamp  tax  now  in  force.

During  the  past  ten  years  the  maivufacture  of  California  wines 
has  increased  at  the  rate  of  more  than  a  million  gallons  a  year,  as 
shown  by  the  annual  report  of*the  California  Development  Board. 
The  yield  for  1911  was  about  49,280,000  gallons.  The  production 
of  sweet  wines  that  year  was  the  greatest  in  the  history  of  the  in- 
dustry, viz:  23,280,044.48  gallons,  while  the  dry  wine  output  totaled 
26,000,000  gallons.  The  production  in  1913  was  less,  but  some  4,- 
702,219  gallons  more  than  in  1912. 

During  the  year  nearly  13,000,000  gallons  of  wine  (valued  at 
$4,605,724)  were  shipped  by  sea  alone,  going  to  twenty-four  differ- 
ent countries. 

The  commercial  brandy  production  of  California  during  1913 
was  1,695,406  gallons,  while  the  brandy  manufactured  for  the  for- 
tification of  sweet  wines  was  4,674,350. 

The  shipments  of  wine  out  of  California  by  rail  (mainly  to  east- 
ern points)  during  1913  were  about  11,154,400  gallons.  To  this 
must  be  added  the  brandy  exported,  which  amounted  to  38,047  gal- 
lons, valued  at  $66,473. 

The  output  of  champagne  naturally  fermented  in  bottles  for 
1913  was  about  950,000  bottles.  This  new  industry  will  be  greatly 
extended  the  coming  season.  Three  manufactories  are  at  present 
engaged  in  making  this  champagne.

Because  of  unpropitious  weather,  grapes  meant  for  wine  making 
did  not  mature  as  early  as  usual,  but  otherwise  the  season  was 
somewhat  above  the  average.  In  the  fields  the  ravages  of  the 
phylloxera  continued  unabated.  Infected  districts  were  replanted 
with  American  vines  as  rapidly  as  possible,  as  this  is  the  only  ef- 
fective method  of  combating  the  disease.  In  the  Province  of  Ali- 
cante twenty-nine  districts  were  officially  posted  as  infected.  Gov- 
ernment scientists  advise  farmers  not  only  to  uproot  the  plants 
but  to  burn  them  and  disinfect  the  subsoil  in  order  to  destroy  any 
contagion  which  the  plants  may  have  left  behind. 


THE  WET  AND  DRY. 


From  the  earliest  known  times  men  have  been  in  the  habit  of 
refreshing  themselves  with  wine  or  alcohol  in  some  shape  or  form. 
And  it  is  safe  to  say  that  at  the  present  day  at  least  75  per  cent 
continue  so  to  refresh  themselves,  the  vast  majority  in  moderation. 

It  is  also  safe  to  say  that  such  refreshment,  far  from  injuring 
their  health,  promotes  it,  the  opinion  of  certain  members  of  the 
medical  fraternity  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  In  this  weary 
workaday  world  man  really  requires  some  stimulant. 

In  fact  of  all  this  it  is  proposed  in  Congress  to  make  this  a  dry 
nation,  in  the  phraseology  of  the  day.  Has  it  been  reserved  for  the 
United  States  to  perpetrate  the  colossal  joke  of  the  centuries? — 
Alcide  in  the  New  York  Sun.

COUNTERVAILING  DUTY  ON  BRITISH  SPIRITS 

EQUIVALENT  TO  EXPORT  BOUNTY. 


Additional  Duty  Under  Paragraph  E  of  Section  4  of  the  Tariff  Act 

of  October  3,  1913,  Equivalent  to  the  Export  Bounty  Paid,  to 

be  Collected  on  Certain  British  Spirits. 


Treasury  Department,  May  25,  1914. 
To  Collectors  and  Other  Officers  of  the  Customs: 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  T.  D.  31229  of  January  21,  1911, 
imposing  countervailing  duties  on  certain  British  spirits  equivalent 
to  the  export  allowances  granted  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  to  th  erevocation  of 
that  decision  in  T.  D.  31490  of  April  18,  1911. 

The  Secretary  of  State  has  transmitted  to  the  department  a 
consular  report  which  furnishes  additional  information  in  the 
matter  and  the  Attorney  General  has  stated  that  the  question  of 
whether  the  said  export  allowances  are  bounties  within  the  mean- 
ing of  paragraph  E  of  section  4  of  the  tariff  act  of  October  3,  1913, 
is  one  better  fitted  for  judicial  determination  than  for  an  expres- 
sion of  his  opinion. 

The  department,  after  further  careful  consideration  of  the  mat- 
ter, is  of  the  opinion  that  the  allowances  in  question  (except  that 
on  "methylated  spirits")  constitute  export  bounties  within  the 
meaning  of  said  paragraph  of  law.  Countervailing  duties  are, 
therefore,  reimposed  in  regulation  as  follows : 

REGULATIONS. 
Definitions. 

1.  The  British  commissioners  of  customs  and  excise  have  fur- 
nished the  American  embassy  at  London  with  the  following  defini- 
tions: 

(a)  Plain  British  Spirits. 

Section  3  of  the  spirits  act,  1880,  enacts  that: 

"Spirits"  means  spirits  of  any  description  and  includes  all 
liquors  mixed  with  spirits,  and  all  mixtures,  compounds,  or  prep- 
arations made  with  spirits. 

"British  spirits"  means  spirits  liable  to  a  duty  of  excise. 

"Plain  spirits"  means  any  British  spirits  (except  low  wines  and 
feints)  which  have  not  had  any  flavor  communicated  thereto  or  in- 
gredient or  material  mixed  therewith. 

Note. — Low  wines  and  feints  are  impure  spirits,  the  product  of 
distillation  which  never  leaves  the  distillery  in  such  state. 

(b)  Spirits  in  the  Nature  of  Spirits  of  Wine. 

Section  3  of  the  spirits  act.  1880,  enacts  that: 

".Spirits  of  wine"  means  rectified  spirits  of  the  strength  of  not 
less  than  43  degrees  above  proof. 

Note. — There  is  no  specific  definition  of  "spirits  in  the  nature 
of  spirits  of  wine,"  but  in  practice  the  words  are  interpreted  as 
identical  with  the  words  "spirits  of  wine,"  as  above  defined. 


(c)  British  Compounded  Spirits. 

Section  3  of  the  spirits  act,  1880,  enacts  that: 

"British  compounds"  means  spirits  redistilled  or  which  have 
had  any  flavor  communicated  thereto  or  ingredient  or  material 
mixed  therewith. 

2.  The  Bureau  of  Standards,  Department  of  Commerce,  has 
advised  the  department  that  1  British  gallon  of  British  proof  spirit 
(ascertained  always  with  Sykes'  hydrometer)  is  equal  to  1.2009 
United  States  gallons  of  spirit,  114.4  per  cent  United  States  proof, 
or  1.374  United  States  proof  gallons. 

Additional  Duties  to  Be  Collected. 

3.  Collectors  of  customs  shall  collect  on  the  following-named 
articles,  when  imported  directly  or  indirectly  from  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  additional  duties  under 
paragraph  E  of  section  4  of  the  tariff  act  of  October  3,  1913,  equiv- 
alent to  the  export  bounties  paid  by  that  country,  as  follows: 

(a)  On  "plain  British  spirits"  and  "spirits  in  the  nature  of 
spirits  of  wine"  3  pence  per  gallon,  computed  at  hydrometer  proof. 

(b)  On  "British  compounded  spirits"  5  pence  per  gallon,  com- 
puted at  hydrometer  proof. 

Amount  of  Bounty  to  Be  Certified  on  Invoices. 

4.  Consular  officers  will  certify  on  every  invoice  of  such  spirits 
the  exact  amount  of  bounty  which  each  item  has  received  or  i^ 
entitled  to  receive  from  the  British  Government. 

Importers'  Remedy  by  Way  of  Protest. 

5.  Collectors  will  direct  the  attention  of  importers  who  may  hi 
dissatisfied  with  the  assessment  of  additional  duties  hereunder  ti 
their  remedy  by  way  of  protest  under  the  provisions  of  paragrapi 
N  of  section  3  of  the  tariff  act  of  October  3,  1913. 

Time  of  Taking  Effect. 

6.  These  regulations  will  take  effect  thirty  days  after  date.

Amendments  to  T.  D.  34140  of  February  4,  1914.

To  Collectors  and  Other  Officers  of  the  Customs: 

The  regulations  governing  allowances  for  losses  of  liquors 
breakage  or  other  injury,  published  in  T.  D.  34140,  February 
1914,  are  amended  as  follows : 

(1)  Delivery. — Delivery  shall   be  construed   to  be   effected 
the  time  when  merchandise  is  actually  delivered  by  the  custor 
officers  either  directly  to  the    importer   or    to   the    storekeeper 
charge  of  a  bonded  warehouse.     Where  gauging  is  delayed  unt 
after   the   merchandise  has  been  deposited  in  a  bonded  warehouse 
date  of  delivery  shall  be  construed  to  be  the  date  of  the  compl^ 
tion  of  the  gauging  of  the  importation. 

When  merchandise  is  forwarded  under  an  immediate  transpc 
tation  entry,  delivery  shall  be  effected  at  the  port  of  destinatio 
under  the  above  conditions. 

The  phase  "net  capacities"  in  paragraph  5  is  amended  to  rea 
"gross  capacities."

Exempting  Distillers  of  Brandy  from    Plums,    Pawpaws,    Persir 
mons,  or  Wine  or    Fruit    Pomace  Residuum,  Where  Artifici^ 
Sweetening  Has  Been  Used  in  the  Manufacture  of  Wine,  froa 
Those  Provisions  of  Law    from    Which    Distillers  of  Branc 
from  Which  Certain  Other  Fruits  Have  Been  Exempted. 

Treasury  Department, 
Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue. 
Washington,  D.  C,  May  19,  1914. 
To  Collectors  of  Internal  Revenue  and  Others : 

Section  3255,    Revised    Statutes,    as    amended,  and  as  fur 
amended  by  the  act  of  March  2,  1911,  reads  as  follows: 
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The  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Secretary  of  the    Treasury,    may    exempt    distillers  of  brandy 
made  exclusively  from  apples,  peaches,  grapes,  pears,  pineapples, 
oranges,  apricots,  berries,  plums,    pawpaws    persimmons,    prunes, 
figs,  or  cherries  from  any  provision    of    this    title  relating  to  the 
=  manufacture  of  spirits,  except  as  to  the  tax  thereon,  when  in  his 
judgment  it  may  seem  expedient  to  do  so:  Provided,  That  where, 
in    the  manufacture  of  wine,  artificial   sweetening  has  been   used, 
the  wine  or  the  fruit  pomace  residuum  may  be  used  in  the  distilla- 
tion of  brandy,  and  such  use  shall  not  prevent  the  Commissioner 
of   Internal   Revenue,   with   the  approval  of  the   Secretary   of  the 
|[  Treasury,  from  exempting  such  distiller  from  any  provision  of  this 
'■  title  relating  to  the  manufacture  of  spirits,  except    as    to   the    tax 
thereon,  when  in  his  judgment  it  may  seem  expedient  to  do  so. 

1.  By  virtue  of  the  authority  contained  in  said  section,  as 
amended,   the    Commissioner   of   Internal    Revenue,   with    the    ap- 

'  proval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  does  hereby  exempt  dis- 
i  tillers  of  brandy  made  from  plums,  pawpaws,  persimmons,  or  from 
wine  or  the  fruit  pomace  residuum,  where,  in  the  manufacture  of 
I  wine,  artificial  sweetening  has  been  used,  from  the  same  provisions 
of  law  from  which  distillers  of  brandy  from  the  other  fruits  men- 
tioned in  said  section  have  heretofore  been  exempted,  as  set  forth 
in  Regulations  No.  7,  revised  September  17,  1908. 

2.  Wine  or  the  fruit  pomace  residuum  containing  artificial 
[sweetening  can  be  used  as  distilling  material  under  the  foregoing 
iexemptions  only  where  the  artificial  sweetening  has  been  used  in 
the  process  of  the  manufacture  of  wine. 

3.  The  addition  of  artificial  sweetening  to  fruit  pomace  resid- 
uum after  the  manufacture  of  wine  is  complete  is  not  permissible, 
nor  is  the  distillation  of  such  a  mash  authorized  under  the  fore- 
going exemptions.  Such  a  mash  can  only  be  made  and  distilled  in 
la  duly  authorized  grain  or  molasses  distillery. 

t  4.  Brandy  produced  from  artificially  sweetened  wine  or  from 
the  fruit  pomace  residuum  cannot  under  any  circumstances  be  used 
in  the  fortification  of  pure  sweet  wine  under  the  provisions  of  the 
iact  of  October  1,  1890,  as  amended.  Brandy  produced  from  ar- 
tificially sweetened  wine  will  be  marked  by  the  ganger  "Brandy," 
and  when  produced  from  artificially  sweetened  pomace  residuum 
he  will  prefix  to  the  word  "Brandy"  the  word  "Pomace." 

5.  Until  revised,  the  existing  regulations  relating  to  fruit  dis- 
tillers will  be  in  force;  and  the  exemptions  from  the  above-men- 
tioned provisions  of  law  will  be  subject  to  such  further  changes 
and  future  regulations  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  insure  the 
collection  of  the  tax  on  all  brandy  produced. 

6.  Distillers  who  have  qualified  for  the  current  bonded  year  be- 
fore proceeding  to  distill  either  plums,  pawpaws,  persimmons,  or 
wine  or  the  fruit  pomace  residuum  where  artificial  sweetening  has 
been  used,  must  give  a  new  notice  on  Form  27^/^  and  a  new  bond 
on  Form  SOyi,  which  shall  provide  for  the  use  of  the  same  in  ad- 
dition to  those  printed  in  the  forms. 

7.  A  new  survey  must  also  be  made  in  each  of  such  cases  in 
which  the  spirit  producing  capacities  of  the  diflferent  conditions  of 
plums,  pawpaws,  and  persimmons  will  be  ascertained  and  reported, 
and  for  that  purpose  plums  and  persimmons  may,  for  the  present, 
be  classed  with  grapes  and  pawpaws  with  apples  or  peaches.  In 
such  new  surveys  a  special  capacity  will  be  reported  for  "Wine  ar- 
tificially sweetened"  and  also  for  "Pomace  residuum  artificially 
sweetened."  Such  artificially  sweetened  wine  or  pomace  re- 
siduum should  be  rated  higher  in  fixing  the  yield  than  ordinary 
insweetened  wine,  pomace  or  cheese. 

8.  Until  new  blanks  are  provided,  in  all  notices  and  bonds  here- 
ifter  given  and  in  all  reports  of  surveys  made  upon  the  blank 
orms  now  in  use,  the  names  of  the  new  fruits  and  a  particular  de- 
K'ription  of  the  artificially  sweetened  materials  must  be  inserted 
11  their  proper  order  with  the  names  printed  in  said  instruments, 
similar  changes  will  also  be  made  in  the  distillers'  records  and 
eturns. 

9.  The  system  of  closely  supervising  the  operations  of  fruit 
listilleries,  which  has  heretofore  obtained,  will  be  continued  dur- 
ng  the  approaching  fruit  distilling  season,  and  collectors  will  ex- 
-rcise  increased  vigilance  in  order  to  secure  a  strict  observance  of 
he  law  and  regulations  relating  to  fruit  distilleries  and  payment 

,'f  tax  on  all  brandy  produced.

Mr.  B.  W.  Lee,  representative  of  the  firm  of  Toulouse  and 
Delorieux  of  San  Francisco,  spent  th^  first  week  of  June  in  the 
vicinity  of  Cloverdale  and  Healdsburg  supervising  the  installation 
of  machinery  in  several  wineries. 

At  the  local  winery  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  at  Sebastopol 
many  improvements  have  been  made  in  preparation  for  the  coming 
season.  Cooperage  exceeding  70,000  gallons  has  been  added,  con- 
crete floors  laid  and  electric  motors  installed.  A  very  busy  season 
is  expected. 

It  is  believed  that  the  crop  of  wine  grapes  will  be  larger  than 
was  expected  a  month  ago.  Some  vineyards  did  not  suffer  from 
the  early  frosts.     The  sunshine  is  having  a  fine  effect  on  these. 

Mr.  A.  Del  Carlo,  proprietor  of  the  Parkerson  ranch  on  Dry 
Creek,  completed  the  shipment  of  25,000  gallons  of  wine  to  the 
Olivia  Wine  Company  at  Healdsburg  during  the  first  week  of 
June. 

There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  crop  of  hops  will  be 
a  short  one.  The  hop  roots  have  been  attacked  by  sour  sap.  Very 
little  improvement  has  been  noted  in  the  hopyards  for  many 
months.

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ST,  HELENA'S  VINTAGE  FESTIVAL. 


Elaborate  Preparations  Are  Being  Made  For  St.  Helena's  Vintage 

Festival,  Which  Is  To  Be  Held  This  Year  on 

September  4th,  5th,  6th  and  7th. 


IT  will  be  remembered  that  the  first  distinctive  vintage  festival 
to  be  held  in  California  took  place  in  St.  Helena,  September, 

1912.  Its  success  created  widespread  attention  and  was  fol- 
lowed by  one  on  a  much  more  comprehensive  and  elaborate  scale 
in  September,  1913. 

At  these  festivals  the  viticultural  industry  in  all  its  branches 
was  shown.  Wines  and  grapes  were  displayed  in  profusion  and 
the  exhibits  were  very  elaborate. 

The  principal  feature  of  the  festival  in  1912,  aside  from  the 
exhibits,  was  a  grand  floral  and  industrial  parade,  in  which  the 
industry  of  the  grape  was  shown. 

In  the  festival  of  1913  the  exhibits  were  many  and  varied. 
Fruits,  flowers  and  wines  and  other  products  of  Napa  Valley  soil 
were  shown ;  viticulture  predominating.  In  the  parade  was  a  Mis- 
sion float  indicating  that  it  was  the  Spanish  fathers  who  introduced 
the  vine  in  California.  Another  float  showed  St.  Helena  and 
grouped  about  her  the  nations  that  now  come  to  the  Golden  State 
for  the  products  of  the  vine.  A  new  feature  and  one  that  added 
great  interest  to  the  festival  was  an  original  spectacular  allegory, 
staged  and  produced  entirely  by  local  talent.  Only  one  perfor- 
mance of  this  allegory  was  planried,  but  so  great  was  the  demand 
of  the  public,  a  record  production  was  given,  the  theatre  being 
crowded  upon  both  occasions. 

In  the  festival  to  be  given  this  year  a  new  vintage  allegory  will 
be  presented  and  the  theatre,  which  was  used  in  1912  and  1913  for 
the  exhibits  and  entertainment  features,  will  be  seated  and  given 
over  entirely  for  this  production.  The  exhibits,  which  will  be 
varied  and  elaborated,  will  be  housed  in  two  large  tents  adjoining 
the  theatre. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  displays  in  the  main  tent  will  be  an 
educational  exhibit  of  viticultural  photographs  showing  vineyards, 
wineries  and  scenes  of  note  in  every  part  of  the  State.  It  will  be 
installed  by  the  Grape  Growers'  Association  of  California  and  will 
show  in  an  effective  manner  the  extent  and  value  of  viticulture  in 
California. 

The  allegory  will  give  a  history  of  viticulture  in  our  State.  It 
will  show  the  introduction  of  the  vine;  how  it  has  been  fostered  and 
cared  for;  how  it  was  attacked  by  phylloxera;  how  the  resistent 
vine  was  introduced  and  how  the  government  has  encouraged  viti- 
culture. Vine,  Resistent  Vine  and  others  of  the  characters  will  be 
young  ladies,  beautifully  costumed,  and  in  addition  to  the  lines, 
which  are  in  blank  verse,  unique  dances,  special  scenery  and  spec- 
tacular lighting  features  will  make  the  allegory  an  enchanting  por- 
trayal of  an  industry  that  is  full  of  charm. 

The  parade  this  year  will  contain  many  new  features  and  in 
everything  done,  the  vine  and  its  products  will  be  kept  well  to  the 
front  in  order  to  impress  upon  those  who  attend  the  festival  the 
great  importance  of  one  of  California's  leading  industries. 


A  Vision  of  the  Future. — Wine-carrying  pipelines  from  the 
vineyards  of  Napa  Valley  and  Sonoma  and  Santa  Clara  counties 
to  Winehaven  should  and  doubtless  will  be  the  next  step  in  the 
orderly  process  of  this  new  development  of  the  wine  industry — 
and  who  knows  that  we  shall  not  live  to  see  a  fleet  of  oil-burning 
tankers  plying  regularly  through  the  canal  to  European  and  South 
.'\merican  ports,  leaded  in  bulk  with  California's  choicest  vintages. — 
San  Francisco  "Examiner."

Sentiment  in  Favor  of  a  California  Wine  Day 


'ALIFORNIA  is  proud  of  her  position  as  the  great 
wine  producing  region  of  the  United  States,  is 
delighted  with  her  vinous  products  and  finds  con- 
tentment in  her  vineyards.  It  is  but  natural  that 
the  State  should  wish  to  honor  the  wine  industry 
by  setting  apart  one  day  in  the  year  for  celebra- 
tion. It  is  generally  conceded  that  a  California 
Wine  Day  must  be  officially  recognized  at  some  time  or  other. 
The  question  as  to  what  year  would  be  most  propitious  for  the 
inauguration  of  the  festival  is  the  only  feature  of  the  subject  which 
remains  open  to  discussion.  It  may  be  considered  that  the  fixing 
of  the  date  is  but  a  minor  phase  of  this  question.  What  is  of  prime 
importance  is  to  determine  the  year  for  the  inauguration.  Either 
this  year  or  next  California  Wine  Day  must  be  launched.  The  in- 
auguration of  the  festival  will  not  permit  of  any  further  delay. 

The  most  prominent  men  engaged  in  the  wine  industry  have 
been  interviewed  by  the  REVIEW  with  the  object  of  ascertaining 
what  the  sentiment  is  on  this  subject.  As  the  interviews  reflect 
the  opinion  of  wine  men  from  different  angles  they  are  herewith 
presented  so  that  readers  may  be  enabled  to  decide  what  action 
should  be  taken  and  when. 

****** 

MR.  A.  SBARBORO  FAVORS  PROMPT  AND  FULL  ACTION 

A  representative  of  the  REVIEW  interviewed  Mr.  A.  Sbarboro, 
who  has  been  so  closely  identified  with  the  viticultural  industries 
of  the  State  ever  since  the  production  of  wine  was  made  of  com- 
mercial importance  and  who  has  been  a  conspicuous  figure  in  the 
work  of  establishing  the  wine  trade  on  a  basis  of  co-operation.  The 
prospect  of  a  California  Wine  Day  was  productive  of  both  delight 
and  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Sbarboro  since  it  pleased  his 
public-spirited  desire  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  California  and 
appealed,  as  a  new  form  of  propaganda,  to  his  love  of  true  temper- 
ance as  embodied  in  his  advocacy  of  wine  as  the  beverage  of  the 
people.  As  soon  as  the  project  of  a  California  Wine  Day  was 
outlined  to  him,  Mr.  Sbarboro  said: 

"There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  setting  apart  of  a  day  to  be 
officially  known  as  California  Wine  Day  would  be  a  good  thing. 
Indeed,  it  would  be  one  of  the  very  best  events  that  could  befall, 
California,  in  particular,  and  the  United  States,  as  a  whole.  Such 
a  day  would  be  productive  of  benefits  to  the  people  everywhere. 

"California  Wine  Day  would  'serve  to  teach  the  American 
people  how  to  use  and  how  not  to  abuse  wine  at  their  meals.  In 
this  way  it  would  be  instrumental  in  achieving  two  great  blessings, 
herewith  set  forth: 

"First,  it  would  greatly  assist  in  developing  an  industry  which 
will  become  the  State's  greatest  source  of  wealth,  if  properly  fos- 
tered, as  recommended  unanimously  by  the  California  Senate  and 
Assembly  on  March  20,  1909,  in  a  concurrent  resolution  as  follows : 

"  'Whereas,  The  State  of  California  is  now  becoming  pre- 
eminently a  grape  growing  State,  where  wine  can  be  produced  as 
cheaply,  of  as  fine  a  quality,  and  in  as  large  quantities,  as  in  any 
country  in  the  world;  and, 

"  'Whereas,  There  are  at  the  present  time  over  250,000  acres  of 
land  in  the  State  of  California  devoted  to  the  viticultural  industry, 
representing  an  investment  of  over  one  hundred  millions  of  dollars ; 
and, 

"  'Whereas,  A  very  desirable  class  of  people  are  coming  into 
this  State  and  taking  up  the  improvement  of  vast  areas  of  land 
which  have  heretofore  been  non-productive  and  of  little  value, 
planting  vineyards  ,on  land  generally  unsuited  for  any  other  pur- 
pose, and  hoping  fo  find  a  market  for  their  grapes,  for  table  con- 
sumption, for  the  making  of  raisins,  and  for  the  manufacture  of 
wines.     Now,  therefore  be  it 

"'Resolved,  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  California,  the  As- 
sembly concurring,  That  we  strongly  recommend  the  encourage- 
ment of  the  viticultural  industry  in  this  State  and  we  favor  the 
enactment  of  legislation,  either  by  the  federal  government  or  by 
the  State  legislature,  or  the  passage  of  regulations  or  ordinances  by 
any  of  the  counties,  cities  or  towns  of  the  State,  that  would  foster 
this  most  important  industry,  which  is  designed,  if  properly  encour- 
aged and  cared  for,  to  be  one  of  the  greatest  industries  of  the  State.' 


"Second,  it  would  be  an  effective  means  of  bringing  about  a 
great  blessing  to  the  American  people  by  removing  the  two  great- 
est curses  that  afflicts  them,  namely,  drunkenness  and  prohibition, 
It  is  a  well-known  fact,  testified  to  by  our  American  ambassadors 
consuls  and  tourists,  that  in  the  wine-producing  and  wine-drinking 
countries  of  the  world,  where  every  man,  woman  and  child  use  wine 
at  their  meals,  as  tea  and  coffee  are  used  elsewhere  in  America,  the 
evil  of  intoxication  is  unknown." 

Mr.  Sbarboro,  in  behalf  of  the  temperance  cause,  made  a  tout 
of  the  wine-drinking  countries  and  by  obtaining  official  reports 
from  the  official  representatives  of  the  United  States  in  those  coun- 
tries, proved  beyond  the  peradventure  of  a  doubt,  the  sobriety  oi 
wine  drinkers,  substantiating  the  great  truth  first  announced  by 
Thomas  Jefferson,  who,  as  minister  to  France,  saw  with  his  own 
eyes  the  result  of  the  use  of  wine  and  declared  that  no  people  whc 
adopt  wine  as  their  regular  beverage  can  become  afflicted  with  the 
curse  of  drunkenness. 

Pursuing  the  course  of  his  remarks.  Air.  Sbarboro  said: 

"After  Thomas  Jefferson  was  elected  President  of  the  United 
States  he  had  an  occasion  to  give  utterance  in  Congress  to  the  fol- 
lowing words:  'I  am  glad,  gentlemen,  that  you  are  about  to  reduce 
the  duty  on  wine,  for  no  country  is  drunken  where  wine  is  cheap 
and  no  country  is  sober  where  wine  is  so  dear  that  it  can  not  be 
used  by  the  mass  of  the  people.' 

"Compare  the  sobriety  of  the  people  of  wine-drinking  countries 
with  the  drunkenness  of  the  people  of  countries  where  wine  is  be- 
yond the  means  of  the  masses  and  the  words  of  Jefferson  will  be 
duly  confirmed. 

"California  Wine  Day  would  help  greatly  to  eliminate  the 
greatest  curse  that  the  United  States  is  afflicted  with,  namely,  pro- 
hibition. Prohibition  creates  strife,  animosity,  ill-feeling  and  en- 
mity between  people  all  over  the  country.  In  every  town  and  city 
this  evil  prevails  to  such  an  extent  that  voters  do  not  investigate 
records  of  candidates  as  to  official  fitness  but  merely  inquire  as  to 
their  attitude  toward  prohibition.  It  obstructs  deliberation  on  all 
economic  and  social  problems.  It  forces  industrial  and  financial 
depression.  Worst  of  all,  prohibition  threatens  to  destroy  the 
greatest  industry  of  California,  the  very  industry  which  will  re- 
move the  evil  which  prohibitionists  pretend  to  operate  against.i 
Through  upsetting  industry  and  finance  prohibition  may  finally, 
lead  to  a  revolution  and  cause  as  much  bloodshed  as  the  conflict: 
over  slavery  in  the  South.  Before  the  fatal  consequences  of  pro 
hibition  come  upon  us  we  must  adopt  decisive  measures  to 
lighten  the  few  well-meaning  but  deluded  prohibition  people 
dispel  their  delusions.  One  of  the  very  best  measures  would  b^ 
California  Wine  Day.  This  may  be  audacious,  but  there  shoij 
be  no  complaint  on  that  score,  since  attention  can  not  be  cl 
lenged  excepting  through  audacity.  Once  we  have  the  attentJ 
of  all  misguided  people  the  propaganda  in  favor  of  wine  as  a  b^ 
erage  will  serve  to  provide  them  with  right  guidance.  By  mes 
of  California  Wine  Day  and  similar  means  of  promoting  practi 
temperance  the  strife  existing  between  the  factions  may  be  remoA) 
and  the  people  of  the  country  brought  together  to  live  in  pes 
and  harmony." 

Before  the  interview  was  concluded  Mr.  Sbarboro  was  qui 
tioned  as  to  the  time  when  California  Wine  Day  should  be  fi 
celebrated.     His  reply  was  as  follows: 

"This  year  would  be  a  most  auspicious  one  for  the  inaugurati 
of  the  festival.  A  California  Wine  Day,  celebrated  during  the  la' 
few  weeks  prior  to  the  November  election,  should  prove  to  be 
political  argument  of  the  greatest  value.  It  would  bring  clea;]| 
before  the  people  of  California  the  importance  of  the  wine  industB 
On  such  a  day  wine  men  will  be  able  to  concentrate  their  effol 
toward  educating  the  people  on  the  subject  of  viticulture.  Orato" 
ical  and  literary  ability  could  be  brought  into  play  to  especial) 
good  purpose.  California  Wine  Day  would  serve  to  demonstrat 
that  California  can  produce  just  as  fine  wine,  in  just  as  large 
quantity  and  just  as  cheaply  as  France  and  Italy,  which  countric 
each  produce  over  1,000,000,000  gallons  per  year  of  the  health-gi\ 
ing  and  non-intoxicating  beverage,  deriving  from  it  annually  tli 
enormous  sum  of  $200,000,000.  California  Wine  Day  would  se^^ 
to  keep  before  the  people  of  this  State  their  birthright  and  thr 
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birthright  is  the  wine  industry,  which  will  add  to  their  health, 
strengthen  their  sobriety  and  bestow  upon  them  wealth  that  no 
other  State  in  the  American  Union  can  ever  hope  to  possess.  The 
day  would  clearly  set  before  our  people  the  potentialities  of  the 
State,  presenting  the  prospect  of  the  unlimited  hillside  land  (now 
supporting  only  a  few  sheep)  being  converted  into  beautiful  vine- 
}ards,  surrounding  towns  an<i  cities,  and  giving  healthful  and 
[iiofitable  employment  to  millions  of  people  just  as  in  the  other 
\\  ine  countries  of  the  world. 

"As  a  means  of  promoting  prosperity  and  temperance  and  edu- 
cating the  people  as  to  the  proper  use  of  wine,  and  as  a  campaign 
factor,  California  Wine  Day  at  this  particular  time  is  the  great 
desideratum."

MR.   HERMAN   LANGE  ENTHUSIASTICALLY   IN   FAVOR 

OF  PROJECT. 

Mr.  Herman  Lange  of  the  B.  Arnhold  Company  endorses  the 
])roposition  with  the  strong  language  which  usually  characterizes 
his  utterances.     Mr.  Lange  says: 

"The  idea  of  a  California  Wine  Day  is  excellent.  I  am  heartily 
in  favor  of  it.  '  Such  a  day  would  be  a  very  effective  means  of  pro- 
moting temperance  and  also  would  prove  to  be  the  very  best  way 
of  securing  publicity  for  the  wine  trade  of  California. 

"It  is  of  very  little  importance  whether  or  not  the  feelings  of 
the  bigoted  prohibitionists  or  of  the  timid  folks  who  are  afraid  to 
start  the  Indians  on  the  warpath  should  be  hurt  by  a  California 
Wine  Day.  Those  people  form  such  a  small  minority  in  Califor- 
nia that  they  and  their  hysteria  can  well  be  forgotten.  Certainly  in 
the  celebration  of  the  day  they  would  be  obliterated.  Any  protest 
that  they  might  make  would  not  be  audible. 

"The  best  time  for  the  festival  would  be  during  the  last  two 
weeks  of  October.  At  that  time  harvesting  is  practically  over  and 
the  agricultural  classes  are  given  either  to  rejoicing  over  the  pros- 
perity of  the  season  or  are  engaged  in  bringing  the  vintage  to  a 
close.  Everybody  would  be  elated  over  the  prospect  of  celebrating 
the  natural  riches  of  California  at  the  end  of  the  harvest  season 
with  a  profuse  dispensation  of  the  State's  choicest  product,  wine. 

"California  wine  would  be  served  at  all  tables  in  the  Golden 
State  in  various  forms  on  Wine  Day.  All  true  Californians  would 
drink  it  in  homage  to  the  State.  It  would  very  aptly  start  the 
meals  in  the  form  of  cocktails,  since  we  have  wines  in  California 
with  which  to  make  appetizing  cocktails.  Such  is  the  diversity  of 
California  wines  that  courses  at  meals  may  be  most  fitly  and  ex- 
quisitely accompanied  by  different  types  of  the  vinous  product  of 
the  State.  Meals  would  be  terminated  in  libations  of  champagne, 
of  which  the  State  produces  so  many  excellent  marks.  When  one 
looks  at  Wine  Day  from  different  standpoints  it  is  surprising  at  the 
many  phases  of  exploitation  that  the  day  offers,  and  among  the 
most  important  of  these  is  the  advertisement  of  the  great  variety 
of  wines  produced  in  the  State.  Wine  Day  will  impress  upon  the 
people  the  fact  that  California  does  not  depend  on  the  outside  world 
for  anything  in  the  line  of  wines.  All  the  foods  that  Californians 
eat  may  be  washed  down  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  with  Cal- 
ifornian  vintages. 

"Of  course  this  year  Wine  Day  would  be  purely  a  California 
one.  It  would  serve  to  combat  prohibition  and  to  arouse  in  Cal- 
ifornians that  pride  of  State  which  keeps  them  to  the  fore  in  the 
march  of  progress.  But  next  year  it  will  go  further.  Other  States 
will  celebrate  then.  This  year's  festival  would  be  a  rehearsal  of 
the  greater  celebration  which  must  take  place  during  the  World's 
Fair  year.  After  the  World's  Fair  year  it  may  be  expected  that 
California  Wine  Day  will  become  a  permanent  feast  day  through- 
out the  civilized  United  States. 

"As  time  goes  by  and  the  viticultural  industry  is  developed, 
Wine  Day  will  make  of  the  Californians  a  wine-drinking  people. 
After  that  we  will  no  longer  need  Wine  Day  in  this  State,  for  the 
reason  that  every  day  will  be  Wine  Day.  But  we  must  keep  the 
day  long  after  California  becomes  a  wine-drinking  State.  It  will 
be  necessary  to  make  California  Wine  Day  a  national  affair  in  or- 
der that  the  rest  of  the  nation  will  benefit  through  increased  so- 
briety by  the  use  of  wine.  Why  should  not  the  United  States  be- 
come a  wine-drinking  country?  Geographically  situated  as  are 
the  wine  countries  of  Europe,  the  United  States  is  destined  to  adopt 
the  same  drinking  customs.     It  is  not  too  much  to  say  in  connec- 


tion with  the  United  States  that  every  day  will  be  Wine  Day  bye- 
and-bye. 

"All  persons  who  are  interested  in  the  viticultural  industry  of 
the  State  should  decide  upon  measures  at  an  early  date  so  as  to 
make  California  Wine  Day  a  success  from  the  start." 


MR.  E.  H.  LANCEL  URGES  EARLY  AND  DEFINITE 

ACTION. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Lance!  of  the  E.  H.  Lancel  Company  said : 

"Undoubtedly  a  California  Wine  Day  would  be  of  great  benefit 
to  the  people  of  this  State.  For  this  reason  the  sooner  the  festival 
is  inaugurated  the  better.  The  present  year  would  be  a  very  good 
one  for  the  inauguration. 

"Railroad  and  steamship  companies,  restaurants,  grocers  and 
retailers  should  especially  exert  themselves  to  make  the  day  a  suc- 
cess after  the  wine  men  take  the  initiative.  The  more  complete  the 
success  of  California  Wine  Day  the  more  remunerative  would  the 
results  be  for  all  the  parties  concerned. 

"There  are  so  many  ways  in  which  California  wines  may  be 
featured  and  there  are  so  many  different  varieties  of  wines  which 
would  play  a  part  in  the  general  celebration  that  the  advantages 
that  would  accrue  to  the  wine  industry  would  be  manifold.  Every 
section  of  the  State  would  be  interested  in  the  festival.  From  Red- 
ding to  San  Diego  wine  is  produced  in  large  quantities  and  is  an 
important  factor  in  commerce.  In  all  localities  celebrations  could 
be  held  and  the  railroads  and  steamships  could  bear  the  tidings  to 
all  parts  of  the  country. 

"California  Wine  Day  would  be  of  great  value  from  an  educa- 
tional as  well  as  an  advertising  standpoint.  It  would  afford  wine 
men  a  splendid  opportunity  to  teach  the  people  how  to  drink  wine 
as  it  ought  to  be  drank.  This  is  a  very  important  point  in  the  in- 
itial development  of  the  wine  industry.  After  people  learn  how  to 
drink  wine  the  demand  for  the  beverage  will  constantly  increase, 
the  output  of  the  State  will  be  enlarged  and  all  classes  of  the  com- 
munity will  be  benefited. 

"It  is  my  opinion  that  the  latter  part  of  October  would  be  the 
best  time  for  the  festival." 


ASSURANCE  GIVEN  BY  RAILROADS  AND  STEAMSHIP 
COMPANIES  OF  CO-OPERATION. 


The  leading  railroad  and  steamship  companies  have  given  as- 
surances that  they  will  co-operate  in  every  way  with  the  wine  men 
toward  making  a  success  of  California  Wine  Day.  Heads  of  de- 
partmehts  of  the  steamships  and  railroads  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  present  year  is  an  especially  favorable  one  for  the  inauguration 
of  the  day.  They  will  do  everything  wdthin  their  power  to  feature 
California  wines  on  the  day  fixed  through  menu  cards  in  dining 
rooms,  posters,  stickers,  mailing  cards,  etc.,  etc.  The  co-operation 
of  the  steamship  and  railroad  companies  is  all  that  is  necessary  to 
assure  the  success  of  California  Wine  Day.  As  this  is  now  assured 
all  that  remains  to  be  done  is  the  organization  of  committees  by 
wine  men  to  decide  upon  the  date  and  the  ways  and  means  of  cele- 
bration.

229  Wineries  in  Sonoma  County. — County  Assessor  Berry  re- 
ports that  there  are  229  wineries  in  Sonoma  County. 

Jack  London  Starts  Grapejuicery. — Jack  London  has  incorpor- 
ated the  Jack  London  Grape  Juice  Company  to  compete  with  John 
Barleycorn.  Jack  and  John  never  did  get  along  very  well  together 
and  from  now  on  they  will  get  along  worst  apart.  The  capital 
stock  of  the  new  company  is  $250,000.  The  directors  of  the  cor- 
poration are  Jack  London,  T.  Wilkinson,  H.  W.  Beatley,  A.  M. 
Allison  and  A.  G.  Lyon.  The  principal  place  of  business  is  San 
Francisco.     Ellen  Glen  is  not  mentoined. 

Hop  Growers  to  Organize. — The  hop  growers  of  Sonoma 
County  are  interesting  themselves  in  the  fight  that  is  being  made 
to  protect  their  industry  in  California  and  are  lending  what  assist- 
ance they  can  to  the  great  movement  inaugurated  by  the  grape 
growers.

ATTITUDE  OF  COMMERCIAL  ORGANIZATIONS  OF 
CALIFORNIA  ON  PROHIBITION. 


INCE  the  enemies  of  the  liquor  traffic  launched 
their  movement  for  State-wide  prohibition  in  Cal- 
ifornia the  Chambers  of  Commerce,  Commercial 
Clubs,  Boards  of  Trade,  Realty  Boards  and  other 
commercial  bodies  have  placed  themselves  in  the 
front  to  defend  the  industries  and  prosperity  of 
the  State.  Inasmuch  as  the  organizations  of  busi- 
ness men  have  uniformly  opposed  prohibition  and  have  in  emphatic 
term  denounced  the  element  of  destroyers  who  have  promoted  the 
State-wide  movement,  the  people  of  the  State  have  every  reason  to 
be  proud  of  their  commercial  bodies  and  to  feel  confident  that  the 
interests  of  the  commonwealth  will  be  protected  against  all  trans- 
gressors. 

The  first  of  the  organizations  to  take  action  against  prohibition 

was  the  Fresno  County  Chamber  of  Commerce.

FRESNO  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  LEADS  THE  MARCH. 

On  the  11th  of  March  this  organization  adopted  the  following 
resolutions:  , 

Whereas,  there  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  California  in  No- 
vember, 1914,  a  constitutional  amendment  which,  if  adopted,  will  immediately 
prohibit  the  manufacture,  sale  or  giving  away  of  wine  or  its  transportation  . 
from  one  point  to  another  within  the  State,  and 

Whereas,  after  years  of  costly  experiment,  it  has  been  proven  that 
California,  by  reason  of  its  soil  and  climatic  conditions,  is  the  only  territory 
in  North  America  where  foreign  varieties  of  wine  grapes  grow  to  perfec- 
tion, and 

Whereas,  in  this  State  there  is  devoted  to  the  viticultural  industry  more 
than  320,000  acres  of  land  (a  large  part  of  which  is  unsuited  to  agricultural 
purposes),  representing  an  investment  of  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
millions  of  dollars,  and  directly  employing  more  than  1^,000  people,  who 
have,  with  the  aid  of  instruction  from  skilled  and  experienced  specialists 
in  this  field  of  endeavor,  made  it  possible  to  place  California  in  the  front 
rank  of  wine  and  raisin  producing  States,  and 

VV'hereas,  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  will  destroy  not  only  the 
wine  industry,  but  also  severely  injure  the  raisin  and  table  grape  industries, 
which  find  an  outlet  for  their  surplus  production  through  the  wineries;  will 
throw  out  of  employment  thousands  of  people  engaged  in  these  industries, 
annihilate  investments,  make  non-productive  thousands  of  acres  of  land 
now  devoted  to  viticulture,  destroy  revenues,  and  increase  taxes,  which 
must  be  made  up  by  other  industries. 

Therefore  be  it,  Resolved,  by  the  Fresno  County  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, that  we  are  opposed  to  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  prohibition 
amendment,  because  it  is  unfair,  contrary  to  public  policy,  and  inimical  to 
the  industrial,  viticultural,  agricultural  and  commercial  development  and 
welfare  of  California. 

Following  the  lead  of  the  Fresno  County  Chamber  of  Commerce 
the  Commercial  Club  of  Fresno  on  the  13th  of  March  passed  a 
resolution  denouncing  State-wide  prohibition  in  strong  language.

LOS  ANGELES  BUSINESS  ASSOCIATIONS  MASSED  FOR 

CONFLICT. 

The  Merchants'  and  Manufacturers'  Associations  of  Los  Angeles 
announced  its  hostility  to  State-wide  prohibition  on  the  25th  of 
March.  Taking  the  position  that  the  proposed  law  is  unfair,  con- 
trary to  public  policy,  and  the  best  interests  of  viticulture  and  ag- 
riculture, and  harmful  to  commercial  development  and  the  general 
welfare  of  the  State,  the  association  declared  that  it  would  fight 
against  prohibition  at  the  election  in  November.  It  called  partic- 
ular attention  to  the  fact  that  at  the  present  time  320,000  acres  are 
devoted  to  the  viticultural  industry,  representing  an  investment  of 
SL=iO,000,000,  and  giving  employment  to  150,000  persons,  and  to  the 
aid  given  to  the  industry  by  the  State  and  Federal  governments, 
and  to  the  department  of  the  State  university,  which  teaches  grape- 
growing  and  wine-making. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Los  Angeles  on  the  1st  of  April 
adopted  a  resolution  opposing  State-wide  prohibition  in  such  terms 
as  to  make  the  fanatics  of  the  State  realize  that  they  have  in  the 
representative  business  organization  of  Southern  California  a  de- 
termined antagonist  which  will  ofTer  no  compromise  whatever  when 
the  prosperity  of  the  State  of  California  is  involved.  This  resolu- 
tion reads  as  follows: 

Whereas,  for  nearly  half  a  r<  ntury  the  State  Legislature  in  many  ways 
has  systematically  and  directly  encouraged  our  people  to  plant  grapes  and 
make  wme.  and  has  mdirectly  encouraged  a  viticultural  industry  through 
the  State  university,  having  a  department  of  viticulture  in  which  grape 
growing  and  wine  making  are  taught  and  investigated;  also  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  having  established  many  viticultural  ex- 
perimental stations  in  California    to    help    in    the    development  of  a  more 


stable  viticultural  industry  and  to  help  the  growers  in  their  planting  of 
vineyards,  till  this  policy  has  resulted  in  the  industry  representing  an  in-  ' 
vestment  of  $150,000,000,  from  which  last  year  the  State  received  an  income 
of  $26,175,000,  of  which  ninety  per  cent  came  into  the  State  from  beyond 
its  borders,  60,000  people  and  340,000  acres  of  land  (much  of  it  unsuited 
to  other  agricultural  purposes)  are  directly  and  indirectly  devoted  to  this 
industry;  and, 

"Whereas,  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  will  destroy  not  only  the 
wine  industry  with  a  product  equivalent  to  sixty  per  cent  of  the  total  viti- 
cultural product  of  the  State,  but  will  throw  out  of  employment  thousands 
of  people  and  make  unproductive  thousands  of  acres  of  land,  destroy  rev- 
enues and  increase  taxes  on  other  industries;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  this  chamber,  that  we  are  opposed  to  the  adoption  of  the 
proposed  prohibition  amendment  as  contrary  to  public  policy,  inimical  to 
the  industrial,  agricultural  and  commercial  development  of  the  State,  and 
io  drastic  and  unfair  to  the  vineyardists  that  unless  the  amendment,  if 
passed,  carry  with  it  full  compensation  to  those  injured  by  it,  in  our  judg- 
ment it  would  be  so  confiscatory  as  to  be  a  lasting  disgrace  to  the  State. 

The  attitude  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Los  Angeies 
should  command  the  regard  of  all  conscientious  persons.  Inas- 
much as,  in  case  prohibition  might  be  adopted  and  the  liquor  trade 
should  be  fully  compensated  for  the  resultant  suppression,  the  bur- 
den of  indemnity  would  fall  principally  upon  men  who  are  mem- 
bers of  such  organizations  as  the  chambers  of  commerce,  the  recti- 
tude of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Los  Angeles  is  distmctiy  set 
forth  in  this  case.  The  malice  of  the  church  organizations  and 
preachers  who  favor  prohibition  and  oppose  compensation,  al- 
though, being  exempt  from  taxation,  they  would  not  be  called  upon 
to  contribute  to  the  indemnification  of  the  liquor  dealers,  is  made 
to  contrast  most  villainously  with  the  uprighteousness  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Los  Angeles. 

On  the  13th  of  June  the  Los  Angeles  Realty  Board  declared  it.s 
opposition  to  prohibition  through  a  resolution  which  contains  the 
following  paragraphs : 


I 


Whereas,  said  proposed  amendments,  if  adopted,  will  become  effecti' 
immediately,  and 

Whereas,  there  are  devoted  to  the  viticultural  industries  of  this  Sta 
more  than  300,000  acres  of  land,  representing  an  investment  of  approxi- 
mately $150,000,000,  and  yielding  annually  the  sum  of  $25,000,000  in  revenue-;, 
and  directly  employing  more  than  150,000  people,  and 

Whereas,  the  adoption  of  these  amendments  will  not  only  destroy  the 
wine  industry,  but  also  severely  injure  the  raisin  and  grape  industries  which 
find  an  outlet  for  their  surplus  production  through  the  wineries;  throwing 
out  of  employment  thousands  of  people  engaged  in  these  industries;  wiping 
out  millions  of  dollars  in  revenue  and  causing  considerable  increase  in  the 
tax  rate  throughout  the  State,  and 

Whereas,  this  organization  is  bound  by  its  constitution  and  by-laws 
do  all  within  its  power  to  protect  the  property  interests  of  the  city  of  Li 
Angeles  and  the  State  of  California; 

Now,  therefore  be  it  resolved,  that  the  Los  Angeles  Realty  Board  v 
orously  opposes  the  adoption  of  the  said  proposed  amendments  as  bei; 
inimical  to  the  industrial,  viticultural  and  agricultural  interests,  and  to  t 
general  development  of  California,  with  the  resultant  general  depreciati 
of  real  estate  values,  and  that  suitable  measures  be  taken  by  this  board 
institute  a  campaign  of  education  in  opposition  thereto. 


SACRAMENTO  BUSINESS  MEN  PROMINENT  AGAINST 

PROHIBITION 

The  Home  Products  League  of  the  Sacramento  Valley  on  t^ 
23rd  of  March  adopted  a  platform  upon  which  to  stand  in  tlie  Stat 
wide  conflict.     Other  organizations  of  Sacramento  followed  the 
ample  set  by  the  Home  Products  League,  declaring  that  they  wouj 
act  in  unison  with  the  league.     The  Sacramento  Retail  Merchant 
Association  passed  very  strong  resolutions  protesting  drastic  at 
destructive  legislation  that  is  unnecessary  in  eradicating  all  thin^ 
that  are  an  evil  in  the  sale  of  liquors  and  demanding  that  prohil 
tion  be  repudiated  because  it  is  unnecessary,  unwise  and  not  pra 
tical. 

The  California  Growers'  Association,  led  by  Sacramento  mel 
at  its  annual  convention  at  Davis,  unanimously  endorsed  the  fo 
lowing  report  submitted  to  it: 

The  passage  of  this  amendment  would  wreck  the  wine  grape  vineyara 
It  would  bankrupt  vineyardists,  who,  for  half  a  century,  have  been  encoij 
aged  to  enter  viticulture. 

It  would   cripple   the   raisin   industry.     It  would   seriously  damage 
table  grape  industry.    It  would  throw  thousands  of  workers  out  of  emplo 
ment. 

The  loss  of  export  trade  in  wine  would  in  ten  years  amount  to  o\ 
ten  million  dollars  more  than  enough  to  pay  every  farm  mortgage  in 
ifornia.     The  wine  grape  growers  would  be  deprived  of  their  means  of  Inl 
lihood  without  compensation. 

Thousands  of  laborers  in  this  and  related  industries  would  be  thrown 
out  of  work  on  account  of  the  utter  injustice  of  the  amendment  to  our  pro 
ducers.  ~ 
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EAST  BAY  COUNTIES  CHAMBERS  OF  COMMERCE 
STRENGTHEN  LIBERTY  BANKS. 

I  On  the  first  day  of  June  the  Contra  Costa  County  Chamber  of 
!!ommerce  passed  the  following  resolution : 
Whereas,  Viticulture  represents  an  inv<!stment  of  millions  of  dollars  in 
his  county  and  State,  and  whereas  the  personal  welfare  and  existence  of 
housands  of  men  and  women,  spiely  dependent  upon  these  industries  for 
heir  livelihood,  which  would  be  endangered  by  adverse  legislation,  we,  the 
directors  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Contra  Costa  County,  express 
our  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  these  industries.  We  realize  that 
they  have  added  greatly  to  the  general  prosperity  of  this  country  and  State. 
\\"e  believe  that  to  destroy  them  would  not  be  to  the  interest  of  this  county 
'1  State. 
We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  initiative  measure,  which  proposes 
ti  wipe  out  these  industries,  be  defeated. 

Opposition  to  Statewide  prohibition  was  declared  by  the  Val- 
K  jo  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  the  2nd  of  April.

SAN  FRANCISCO  ORGANIZATIONS  OVERWHELMINGLY 
AGAINST  PROHIBITION. 

Declaring  that  State-wide  prohibition  should  be  defeated  and 
announcing  opposition  to  the  initiative  measure  of  the  anti-saloon 
forces  of  the  State,  the  California  Development  Board  on  the  21st 
of  April  adopted  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  State-wide  prohibi- 
tion would 

Kill  the  viticultural  interests  of  the  State,  worth  millions  an- 
nually. 

Destroy  the  work  of  the  State  university  in  advancing  viticul- 
ture until  California  stands  in  the  first  rank  irt  the  world. 

Destroy  millions  of  dollars  in  invested  capital. 

And,  therefore,  is  against  the  public  welfare  of  the  State. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  the  4th  of  May 
announced  that  it  would  actively  oppose  the  State-wide  prohibition 
movement.  Members  of  the  chamber  to  the  number  of  1187  voted 
to  oppose  prohibition,  while  but  41  favored  it. 

Following  the  action  taken  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  the 
.~-an  Francisco  Real  Estate  Board  adopted  on  the  13th  of  May  reso- 
lutions opposing  the  prohibition  measure  for  the  reason  that  thou- 
sands of  acres  of  land  yielding  $25,000,000  through  viticulture  would 
become  idle,  more  than  150,000  people  thrown  out  of  employment 
with  a  considerable  increase  in  the  tax  rate.

AMERICAN  WINE  GROWERS  AT  SANDUSKY. 


ITEMS  OF  INTEREST  FROM  EUREKA. 


District  No.  2  of  Humboldt  County  tried  hard  to  get  into  the 
wet  column  on  the  1st  of  June.  Of  the  1808  votes  cast  939  were 
Iry  and  868  wet.  Two  years  ago  1743  votes  were  cast,  1021  dry 
and  722  wet.  The  dry  majority  was  reduced  209,  but  that  was  not 
enough.  It  will  take  one  more  election  to  redeem  the  district, 
rhat  will  take  place  on  the  3rd  of  November. 

Petitions  are  out  for  the  holding  of  wet  or  dry  elections  in  the 
I'ourth  District  on  the  3rd  of  November.  The  district  is  at  pres- 
ent dry.  The  petitions  are  not  necessary.  The  election  will  take 
place  without  the  need  of  them. 

Mr.  Clarence  AI.  Leavey,  representative  of  the  Crown  Distil- 
leries Company  of  San  Francisco,  was  a  visitor  to  Eureka  during 
the  latter  part  of  June.     He  found  business  in  first-class  condition. 

In  an  editorial  published  in  a  recent  issue  the  "Standard"  of 
luireka  says:  "Prohibition  is  today  exactly  what  it  was  yester- 
'lay,  a  delusion  and  a  snare.  The  arguments  made  against  it  thirty 
\ears  ago  were  sound,  unaswerable.  The  arguments  made  today 
will  apply  with  equal  force  a  thousand  years  hence.  Prohibition 
;  philosophy  is  false.  It  lies  not  within  the  power  of  sophistry  to 
■  rnake  the  false  true."

DISTILLERS,  dealers  and  brokers,  all  branches  of  the  Ken- 
tucky whisky  trade,  are  in  the  midst  of  the  mid-summer  dull 
season  just  now.  The  brokers  report  very  few  inquiries  and  these 
for  small  lots;  the  dealers,  besides  supplying  their  regular  trade, 
are  doing  little,  while  the  distillers  have  almost  all  shut  down. 
Here  and  there  one  is  running,  though  in  many  parts  of  the  State 
those  who  thought  to  run  the  season  through  found  it  necessary  to 
shut  down  because  of  inability  to  get  water,  the  drouth  having  af- 
fected supplies  which  have  seldom,  if  ever  before,  failed. 

The  discussion  with  regard  to  curtailment  of  the  output  for"  the 
coming  year  became  rather  extravagant  at  times  this  spring,  some 
of  the  members  of  the  industry  in  Kentucky  going  so  far  as  to  ad- 
vocate that  all  production  be  suspended  for  the  year.  This  sug- 
gestion met  with  scant  consideration,  however,  though  it  is  an- 
nounced that  a  committee  representing  the  distillers  have  made 
better  progress.  E.  M.  Babbit  and  W.  O.  Bonnie  of  Louisville, 
Louis  Rosenfield  of  Chicago,  and  D.  I.  Johnson  of  Cincinnati  com- 
pose a  committee  named  at  a  meeting  of  the  distillers  on  June  30 
to  canvass  the  distillers  on  the  subject  of  closing  down  for  a  part  at 
least  of  the  next  season.  Over  fifty  per  cent  of  the  Kentucky  dis- 
tillers, it  is  stated,  have  entered  into  an  agreement  to  curtail  the 
output,  so  that  a  curtailment  of  the  crop  by  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
normal  is  assured.  The  members  of  the  committee  are  now  turn- 
ing to  the  distillers  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois,  where,  it  is  de- 
clared, there  is  every  prospect  of  getting  similar  assurances  from  a 
large  proportion  of  the  distillers  of  those  States.  As  far  as  the 
Kentucky  distillers  are  concerned,  it  is  stated,  the  agreement  means 
that  they  will  not  begin  operations  until  the  first  of  January,  in- 
stead of  beginning  to  run  in  November  as  is  customary. 

Other  whisky  men  take  rather  a  sceptical  view  of  the  alleged 
agreement  saying  that,  as  usual,  the  talk  about  curtailment  will  re- 
sult in  every  distiller  being  a  law  unto  himself,  following  out  his 
own  policy,  limited  only  by  the  eflfect  that  he  thinks  the  size  of  the 
past  several  crops  will  have  on  his  own  crop  and  the  prices  that  can 
be  commanded  for  it.  This  means,  it  is  pointed  out,  that  some 
houses  will  follow  their  usual  conservative  course,  supplying  their 
regular  customers  according  to  their  actual  need  and  based  upon 
their  withdrawals.  The  fact  that  some  of  the  distillers  have  built 
up  a  big  reputation  by  consistent  advertising  and  maintenance  of 
the  quality  of  their  product,  makes  it  difficult  for  all  to  get  together 
on  a  definite  program,  since  some  of  the  distillers  depend  for  a  good 
price  upon  curtailment,  while  others  can  obtain  the  usual  price  for  a 
normal  output  of  their  known  brands. 

The  curtailment  is  purely  in  the  interest  of  maintaining  prices 
and  not  from  any  decreased  demand  to  be  charged  to  the  prohibi- 
tion agitation.  Though  whisky  consumption  has  increased  from 
20,000,000  to  35,000,000  gallons  in  four  years,  the  production  has  in- 
creased from  20,000,000  to  46,000,000  gallons.  Kentucky  whisky 
men,  however,  admit  that  the  problem  of  prohibition  has  become 
more  serious  than  the  problem  of  overproduction,  for,  should  pro- 
hibition be  voted  generally  there  we  would  be  no  need  to  consider 
production.  Distillers  and  jobbers  of  the  State  are  being  urged  by 
the  Kentucky  Distillers  &  Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers'  Association 
to  join  it  and  help  the  fight  against  prohibition. 

It  is  learned  with  interest  that  Virginia  in  all  probability  will 
vote  on  the  prohibition  question  shortly,  a  petition,  with  the  sig- 
natures of  69,936  persons  having  been  presented  to  the  Governor, 
more  than  four  times  the  number  of  names  necessary  to  call  an 
election,  according  to  the  terms  of  an  enabling  act  passed  by  the 
last  State  Legislature.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  140,000  quali- 
fied voters  in  the  State.  The  figures  announced  by  the  anti-saloon 
forces  would  indicate  that  practically  half  of  these  have  indicated 
how  they  stand.  If  the  State  should  be  voted  dry  the  law  would 
become  effective  November  1,  1916,  at  the  earliest. 

The  prohibition  agitation  is  uppermost  in  Kentucky  at  this  time. 
It  figures  as  one  of  the  principal  matters  in  the  campaigns  being 
prosecuted  by  the  several  candidates  for  the  nomination  for  United 


States  Senator.  Former  Gov.  J.  C.  W.  Beckham  is  accused  by  one 
of  his  principal  adversaries.  Congressman  A.  O.  Stanley,  with  dodg- 
ing the  main  issue,  of  playing  Dr.  Jekyll  in  one  territory  and  Mr. 
Hyde  in  another.  Congressman  Stanley  is  doing  his  utmost  to 
force  Mr.  Beckham  to  declare,  once  and  for  all,  whether  he  favors 
prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  trade  in  liquor  in  Kentucky,  or 
whether  he  does  not. 

"He  is  after  the  Demon  Rum,"  Stanley  charges  of  Beckham, 
"not  with  a  club  nor  a  sharp  stick,  but  with  a  saddle." 

The  subject  is  being  agitated  in  all  manner  of  ways  in  Ken- 
tucky. Shelby  County  will  have  a  local  option  election  at  once. 
The  City  Commission  in  Lexington  is  voting  to  tighten  up  on  the 
saloonkeepers,  reducing  the  number  to  75  and  increasing  the  license 
from  $500  to  $750  a  year. 

Meanwhile  interest  is  shown  in  the  course  of  business  in  the 
dry  territory.  In  Glasgow,  Ky.,  thirty-two  barrels  of  beer  were 
received  in  one  day  at  the  local  express  office,  each  barrel  marked 
"for  personal  use."  Another  effect  of  the  extension  of  the  dry  ter- 
ritory is  noted  in  the  increase  in  the  bottled  beer.  It  is  said  that 
67  per  cent  of  the  beer  shipped  out  of  St.  Louis,  for  instance,  goes 
nowadays  in  bottles,  whereas  in  days  heretofore  it  was  handled  in 
larger  containers. 

According  to  the  records  at  Frankfort  owners  of  whisky  took 
74,314  barrels,  containing  2,747,381.7  gallons  of  whisky,  out  of  bond 
in  the  Frankfort  district  during  the  fiscal  year  which  closed  with 
June,  while  the  Internal  Revenue  taxes  on  this  amount  of  goods 
amounted  to  nearly  three  and  a  quarter  miUion  dollars.  The 
largest  number  of  gallons  taken  out  in  any  one  month  amounted 
to  314,000  in  October  of  1913. 

Saunders  P.  Jones  of  Louisville,  for  years  associated  with  his 
brother,  Lawrence  Jones,  in  the  whisky  concern  of  Paul  Jones 
Co.,  at  this  writing  is  critically  ill  in  his  summer  home  at  Narragal 
sett  Pier,  R.  I.,  and  the  members  of  his   family   and   his   brothef 
family,  some  of  whom  were  abroad,  have  been  sent  for.     Saunde 
Jones  has  been  in  failing  health  for  some  years,  his  affection,  loc 
motor  ataxia,  gradually  growing  worse  and  worse. 

John  Lory,  aged  forty-two  and  for  years  one  of  the  best  kno^ 
wine  salesmen  in  the  United  States,  died  on  the  next  to  the  la 
day  in  June  suddenly  at  the  Hotel  Metropole  in  Cincinnati  of  hea^ 
disease.     He  had  been  in  Louisville  for  some  time,  shortly  befoj 
having  been  one  of  the  guests  at  the  wedding  in  Louisville  of  Ml 
Mina  Ballard,  a  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  T.  Ballard,  a| 
Warner  Jones,  son  of  Saunders  P.  Jones.     From  here  he  went 
French  Lick  Springs  for  a  course  "of  treatment  and  seemed  to 
benefitted  when  he  reached    Cincinnati.     He    played    golf   at 
Country  Club  on  the  day  before  his  death.     Mr.  Lory  was  an  En 
lishman  and  for  a  time  after  coming  to  this  country  was  engager^ 
in  the  iron  business  at  Memphis.     He  later  became  connected  wit! 
a  leading  New  York  champagne  firm. 

An  agreed  order  has  been  filed  in  the  case  of  E.  H.  Taylor,  Ja| 
&  Sons  of  Frankfort  against  the  Louisville  &  Nashville  RailrosBi 
before  the  State  Railroad  Commission,  by  which    the    recovery  o 
$6,500,  alleged   to   have   been   collected  by  the  L.  &  N.  as  frei 
overcharges  since  November,  1910,  is  sought.     This  is  one  of 
branches  of  the  famous  Greenbriar  rate  case  in  which  the  Supre 
Court  recently  held  that  the  State  commission  had  the  authority 
regulate    intrastate    rates   and     require     reparation    for   exces 
charges. 

Elaborate  ceremonies  were  connected  with  the  presentation 
few  days  ago  of  a  bronze  bust  of  Abraham  Lincoln  to  the  Loui^ 
ville  Free  Public  Library  by  I.  W.  Bernheim  of  the  Bernheim  Di.'^ 
tilly  Company,  Louisville.  The  piece  was  first  presented  to  tb 
State  by  Mr.  Bernheim,  but  when  a  larger  statue  of  the  Gre.'i 
Emancipator  was  presented  to  the  State  and  unveiled  in  the  ne> 
capitol,  Mr.  Bernheim  consented  to  the  suggestion  that  the  but 
be  brought  to  Louisville.  Another  statue,  given  by  Mr.  Bernhein 
a  large  bronze  efficy  of  Thomas  Jefferson,  occupies  a  proniittei 
position  in  front  of  the  courthouse  of  this  (Jefferson)  count; 
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Seattle,  July  28,  1914. 

STATE-WIDE  agitation  of  the  so-called  liquor  question  is  now 
occupying  the  minds  of  all  classes  of  people  to  the  detriment 
of  morality  and  business.  All  the  daily  papers  of  Seattle,  Tacoma 
and  Spokane  have  taken  definite  stands  against  prohibition. 

The  "Times"  of  Seattle  in  a  strong  editorial  says : 

"Under  the  conditions  of  the  'initiative,'  arguments  in  favor  of 
and  against  the  proposition  were  to  be  submitted  within  a  definite 
time  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State. 

"Mr.  George  D.  Conder  filed  the  argument  in  favor  of  the  initia- 
tive and  attempts  to  give  facts  and  figures  that  would  show  that 
prohibitory  Kansas  is  much  farther  advanced  in  wealth  and  educa- 
tion than  high-licensed  Washington. 

"Mr.  Conder  doesn't  pretend,  however,  to  give  any  authority 
for  his  figures,  and  it  is  plain  that  they  are  taken  from  the  political 
speeches  of  well-known  prohibitionists  of  Kansas. 

"On  the  other  hand,  the  Hop  Growers'  argument  against  State- 
wide prohibition  deals  with  the  same  State,  but  points  out  that  the 
comparisons  are  all  the  other  way. 

"Instead  of  Washington  being  inferior  in  bank  deposits — in  sav- 
ings accounts — in  literacy — and  superior  in  vagrancy,  insanity  and 
crime — the  very  reverse  is  true. 

"The  fortunate  part  of  the  Hop  Growers'  argument  is  found  in 
the  fact  that  the  writer  of  the  argument  quotes  from  statistical  ab- 
stracts of  the  United  States  Census  for  his  authority. 

"Inasmuch  as  such  authority  is  considered  to  be  standard  and 
no  authority  whatever  is  quoted  by  the  other  side,  according  to 
all  the  rules  of  evidence  it  would  appear  that  the  arguments  against 
State-wide  prohibition  are  not  only  much  more  conclusive — but 
stand  upon  absolute  authority." 

Mr.  George  F.  Cotterrill,  ex-mayor  of  Seattle,  has  gone  to  Chris- 
tiania,  Norway,  to  preside  over  the  international  meeting  of  the 
Good  Templars.  Mr.  Cotterill  has  made  a  number  of  speeches  in 
the  last  month  in  which  he  has  predicted  that  prohibition  will  win 
at  the  coming  election.  Mr.  Cotterill  has  good  standing  with  the 
church  forces,  it  is  said,  in  his  campaign  for  the  Democratic  nom- 
ination for  the  United  States  Senate. 

Mr.  Cotterill  predicts  a  sweeping  victory  for  prohibition.  Before 
leaving  for  Norway  he  said,  "North  Yakima  is  certain  to  give  a 
dry  majority  and  I  am  sure  that  outside  of  Seattle,  Spokane  and 
Tacoma  the  State  will  give  a  majority  of  50,000  against  the  traffic. 
The  results  in  local  option  elections  and  the  number  of  signers  to 
the  petition  give  assurance  that  this  is  so." 

Mr.  Cotterill  predicts  that  in  communities  which  are  dry  now 
the  vote  will  be  practically  unanimous  for  State-wide  prohibition. 

It  is  good  to  put  him  on  record  to  show  how  little  he  knows 
about  the  State  which  he  would  represent  at  Washington. 

When  the  official  count  of  the  signatures  on  the  State-wide  pro- 
hibition measure  petitions  were  filed  July  15  at  10  o'clock  by  Sec- 
retary of  State  I.  M.  Howell,  it  was  shown  that  there  was  a  total 
of  70,182  valid  signatures,  6,500  more  than  twice  as  many  necessary 
to  place  the  bill  on  the  ballot.  Secretary  Howell  will  now  certify 
to  the  county  auditors  of  the  State  that  this  measure,  known  as 
State  Initiative  Measure  No.  3,  may  be  placed  on  the  ballot  at  the 
general  election  November  3. 

Of  the  112,101  signatures  on  the  3732  page  petition,  approxi- 
mately 42,000  were  thrown  out,  though  none  has  been  declared  to 
be  other  than  a  bona  fide  signature. 

Portland  is  to  have  another  big  industry.  The  Western  Coop- 
erage Co.  of  San  Francisco,  Los  Angeles  and  Seattle  has  leased 
from  the  Port  of  Portland  a  strip  of  land  adjoining  the  St.  John's 
dry  dock,  on  which  to  buihl  a  large  factory  for  the  manufacture  of 
barrels,  tanks,  hoops  and  otlicr  products  of  that  class.  The  plant 
is  to  be  in  operation  within  the  next  few  months. 

Portland  now  has  only  389  saloons,  the  fewest  in  more  than 
twenty  years.  When  all  the  licenses  were  counted  following  the 
expiration  of  time  for  renewals  for  the  rest  of  1914,  it  was  found 
that  15  had  been  dropped. 


The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  indorsed  by  the 
Central  Labor  Council  of  Portland : 

"Whereas,  economic  conditions  among  the  people  of  the  United 
States  during  recent  years  have  become  so  deplorable  that  hasty, 
ill-advised  and  futile  efforts  at  reform  have  become  the  habit  among 
leaders  and  would-be  leaders,  giving  a  wide  field  to  the  demagogue 
and  reformer,  who  would  sway  the  public  mind  by  promises  of  im- 
mediate relief  and  better  living  conditions  by  legislation  along 
moral  lines.  Economic  conditions  have  grown  out  of  the  reckless 
and  short-sighted  methods  employed  in  developing  and  exploiting 
the  natural  resources  of  the  country,  and  moral  legislation  has  the 
same  eflfect  as  local  application  for  the  cure  of  cancer;  and 

"Whereas,  dishonest  leaders  in  big  business  have  in  the  past 
done  much  to  befuddle  the  public  mind  with  discussions  of  the 
liquor  problem  for  the  purpose  of  causing  divisions  and  dissensions 
among  the  people,  thereby  using  the  liquor  question  to  hide  exploi- 
tation carried  on  in  other  lines,  thus  piling  up  huge  fortunes  in  very 
brief  periods  of  time;  and 

"Whereas,  the  readjustment  of  business  and  industry  which 
must  of  necessity  follow  the  introduction  of  State-wide  prohibition 
in  Oregon  during  a  period  of  continued  depression  and  hard  times 
would  work  untold  hardship  on  thousands  of  men,  women  and  chil- 
dren who  have  been  working  under  the  protection  of  the  laws  of 
the  country  with  no  reason  to  believe  that  their  means  of  making 
a  livelihood  would  be  suddenly  taken  from  them,  and  leaving  thou- 
sands of  men  without  employment  and  without  hope  of  gaining  em- 
ployment at  the  present  rate  of  wages;  therefore,  be  it

GRAPE  GROWERS'  CONVENTION  IN  SAN  FRANCISCO. 


On  the  evening  of  the  first  of  July  the  Grape  Growers'  Conven- 
tion was  held  at  Scottish  Rite  Hall,  San  Francisco,  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  State  Board  of  Viticulture.  Mr.  C.  E.  Bundschu,  State 
Viticultural  Commissioner,  presided. 

The  central  topic  of  discussion  was  the  effect  that  the  adoption 
of  the  proposed  prohibitory  amendment  to  the  constitution  would 
have  on  the  table,  raisin  and  wine  grape  industries  of  the  State. 

Mrs.  Lillian  Burkhardt  Goldsmith  of  Los  Angeles  was  the  first 
speaker  of  the  evening.  Mrs.  Goldsmith  contributed  some  new 
arguments  against  prohibition  which  were  well  appreciated  by  the 
audience. 

Viticultural  Commissioner  Frank  T.  Swett  of  Martinez,  who 
followed  Mrs.  Goldsmith,  spoke  on  "The  Economic  Effect  of  the 
Proposed  Amendment  on  the  Wine,  Table  and  Raisin  Grape  In- 
dustries of  California,"  pouring  ridicule  upon  the  heads  of  S. 
Odell,  president  of  the  Dry  Federation,  and  Rev.  Bane,  who  con- 
tributed an  article  to  a  local  evening  paper  on  May  9th. 

"In  November,"  said  Commissioner  Swett,  "the  men  and  women 
of  California,  to  whom  we  all  look  for  judgment  and  justice,  are 
to  decide  whether  one  of  the  State's  greatest  industries  is  to  en- 
dure or  to  be  ruthlessly  dynamited. 

"The  proposed  amendment  would  annihilate  the  wine  grape  in- 
dustry. It  would  cripple  the  raisin  industry.  It  would  seriously 
damage  the  table  grape  industry. 

"Let  the  voter  seek  the  whole  truth,  and  then  if  he  feels  that 
his  visions  of  social  reform  necessitate  the  instant  annihilation  of 
the  means  of  livelihood  of  thousands  of  producers,  without  compen- 
sation and  without  mercy,  without  the  slightest  consideration  of 
those  who  have  been  induced  to  invest  their  all ;  if  the  voter  shall 
feel  that  even  the  painful  and  expensive  privilege  of  a  series  of 
years  be  denied  the  vineyardist  to  work  into  some  other  line  of  pro- 
duction ;  if  he  shall  forget  that  the  extreme  radicals  of  the  Dry 
Federation  brought  up  this  issue  against  the  strong  protests  of  the 
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Anti-Saloon  League,  who  said  it  was  unjust  and  unfair;  if  he  shall 
forget  that  under  local  Initiatives  and  the  Wyllie  Law  conditions 
may  be  adjusted  in  each  community  to  suit  that  community — then, 
forgetting  all  these  things,  it  is  his  privilege,  through  the  ballot,  to 
attempt  to  dynamite  the  vineyard  industry  of  California." 

Mr.  James  Madison,  manager  of  the  California  Associated 
Raisin  Company,  delivered  a  very  able  address  in  which  he  em- 
bodied a  graphic  summary  of  the  development  of  the  raisin  grape 
industry  in  California.      Mr.  Madison  said: 

"P'rom  the  small  beginning  of  the  first  raisin  grape  vine  planted 
ten  years  after  the  first  grape  at  San  Diego,  the  industry  has  grown 
to  almost  unbelievable  proportions.  Fresno  County  now  produces 
94,000,000  pounds  yearly  and  second  and  third  in  the  amount  of 
production  are  Tulare  with  25,000,000  and  Kings  County  with  20,- 
000,000  pounds  of  raisins.  I 

"While  there  is  no  very    definite    information    regarding    first ' 
shipments  of  raisins  from  California,  there  is  a  report  from  New 
York  in  1875,  stating  that  6,000  22-pound  boxes  had  been  received 
that  year. 

"We  export  raisins  now  and  don't  import  any  more.  Canada  is 
our  best  customer,  and  next  come  New  Zealand,  Mexico  and  Japan. 
England  uses  more  raisins  than  any  other  country,  but  imports 
mostly  from  Spain." 

He  then  showed  how  the  crop,  worth  from  $8,000,000  to  $10,- 
000,000  annually,  was  handled  by  the  Associated  Raisin  Com])any, 
so  that  growers  received  the  highest  market  price  for  their  product. 
He  showed  by  statistics  that  one  pound  of  raisins  was  equal  in  food 
value  to  one  and  one-third  pounds  of  beef,  and  declared  that  if  pro- 
hibition carried  at  the  coming  election  the  raisin  industry  would 
be  killed,  for  the  wine  grapes  of  an  inferior  quality  would  be  made 
into  raisins. 

Messrs.  Edgar  M.  Sheehan  of  Sacramento  and  A.  C.  Rulofson, 
president  of  the  Home  Industry'  League,  made  able  addresses  in 
behalf  of  the  table  grape  growers. 

The  convention  proved  to  be  a  success  in  every  way.     It  ha 
had  a  far-reaching  political  effect.  •  At  the  same  time  it  has  bom| 
with  it  industrial  benefits  of  an  enduring  nature.

'  I  'HE  usual  dullness  which  characterizes  the  summer  trade  in 
wine  and  spirits  is  now  prevalent.  There  is  possibly  a  greater 
amount  of  depression  than  thei^e  was  at  this  time  last  year,  owing 
to  the  general  commercial  unsteadiness.  But  it  must  be  said  that 
the  wine  and  spirit  trade  is  holding  its  own  slightly  better  than 
other  trades.  Throughout  business  circles  there  is  a  spirit  of  ex- 
treme conservatism  which  is  accountable  for  much  of  the  stagna- 
tion that  exists.  Industrial  conditions  have  a  great  deal  to  do  with 
causing  the  conservatism. 

It  appears  that  most  people  now  realize  that  the  crops  are  all 
that  can  save  the  Eastern  States  from  continued  depression.  In- 
creased importations  of  foreign  goods,  such  as  cloths,  cotton  goods, 
iron  and  shoes,  mean  a  larger  number  of  unemployed  men  and 
women.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  increase  of  importations  has 
materialized.  Now  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  or  not  the  crops 
w  ill  take  care  of  those  who  lose  employment  in  consequence  of  for- 
eign goods  displacing  American  goods  in  the  market. 

There  is  not  likely  to  be  any  serious  overproduction  by  the  dis- 
tilleries of  Kentucky  this  year.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  prominent 
distillers  to  discourage  dealers  from  accumulating  stocks,  until  the 
present  surplus  has  been  absorbed  by  consumption.  Many  distil- 
lers have  decided  to  suspend  operations.  Some  have  been  forced 
to  do  so  owing  to  the  condition  of  trade. 

It  is  believed  that  the  production  of  Eastern  ryes  will  be  cut 
down  fully  fifty  per  cent  below  the  average  for  the  past  five  years. 
At  the  present  time  the  trade  is  refraining  from  making  any  pur- 
chases beyond  those  required  to  fill  their  immediate  wants. 

No  change  is  to  be  recorded  in  the  situation  as  far  as  Bourbons 
are  concerned.  Demand  is  at  its  lowest  owing  to  the  summer  sea- 
son.    There  is  not  likely  to  be  any  change  until  the  fall  trade  sets 


Conservatism  prevails  in  the  market  for  spirits  and  alcohol.  It 
is  generally  understood  that  there  will  be  a  reduction  of  output. 
While  the  prices  remain  as  before,  there  is  a  likelihood  that  there 
will  be  an  adavance,  though  a  slight  one. 


COOPERS  REPORT  IMPROVEMENT. 


San  Francisco  coopers  report  an  improvement  in  conditions 
during  the  past  month.  This  has  followed  upon  a  rather  dull 
period.  The  change  is  ascribed  to  better  trade  for  both  brewers 
and  wholesalers.  Weather  has  favored  the  brewers  and  optimism 
the  wholesalers.     The  coopers  have  benefited  by  both.

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PROSPECTS  OF  WINE  CROP. 


COXDITIONS  of  the  vineyards  throughout  the  State  of  Califor- 
nia indicate  that  the  crop  will  be  a  large  one.  There  is  plenty 
of  foliage  in  all  sections.  This  will  protect  the  grapes  from  any 
hot  weather  which  may  come  in  August.  Since  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year  conditions  have  been  very  favorable  to  the  wines. 
About  the  only  adverse  element  was  the  frosts  in  Sonoma  and  Napa 
counties.  The  rains  were  entirely  beneficial  and  the  warm  weather 
came  at  the  right  time.  Livermore  Valley  has  been  especially 
benefited  by  the  moisture.  After  two  dry  years  the  abundant  rains 
have  done  the  valley  great  good  and  should  contribute  to  making 
the  wine  the  best  produced  in  many  years.  In  the  Northern  San 
Joaquin  Valley  the  vineyards  are  in  excellent  condition  and  the 
yield  of  wine  should  be  thirty  per  cent  greater  than  in  1913.  Con- 
ditions are  just  as  favorable  in  the  Southern  San  Joaquin  Valley 
and  in  the  wine  sections  of  Southern  California.  All  sections  of 
the  Sacramento  Valley  report  the  vineyards  in  first-class  condition. 
In  Napa  and  Sonoma  counties,  where  frosts  did  not  aflfect  the  vines, 
the  prospects  are  for  a  large  crop  and  an  exceptionally  good  quality 
of  wine. 


DRY  WINES. — Trade  has  been  somewhat  dull  during  the  past 
month.  This  has  been  owing  to  disturbed  conditions  in  many 
parts  of  the  United  States  and  Europe.  Pending  elections  in  Pa- 
cific Coast  States,  suspense  over  the  prospective  freight  rates  via 
the  Panama  Canal  and  financial  stringency  in  the  Eastern  States, 
owing,  most  probably,  to  European  complications,  have  all  contrib- 
uted to  the  depression.  There  should  be  some  improvement  with- 
in the  next  month  or  so,  since  rates  have  been  named  via  the  Panama 
Canal  and  they'  are  decidedly  in  favor  of  the  California  wine  men. 
Unless  the  political  situation  in  Europe  should  have  a  turn  for  the 
worse  the  elimination  of  the  suspense  over  the  canal  rates  should 
result  in  a  stimulation  of  demand  from  the  Eastern  States.  It  can 
not  be  expected  that  the  depressing  eflfects  of  the  State-wide  prohi- 
bition movements  can  be  entirely  removed  until  after  the  November 
elections.  As  the  financial  stringency  will  continue  for  some  time 
because  of  critical  conditions  in  Europe  the  trade  will  be  adversely 
affected  on  this  account.  The  main  factors  are,  therefore,  the  two 
depressing  influences  of  prohibition  and  financial  stringency  and 
the  one  stimulating  influence  of  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal 
for  the  transportation  of  wine  at  very  favorable  rates.  These 
should  result  in  keeping  the  trade  quiet  for  the  next  few  months. 

By  rail  the  figures  for  July  were  746,123  gallons  and  4,000  cases; 
by  sea,  303  cases  and  433,172  gallons,  making  a  total  of  1,179,295 
gallons  and  4,303  cases. 

Receipts  by  sea  were  1,743  cases,  44  casks,  42  barrels,  14  octaves 
and  2  hogsheads. 


WEET  WINES. — Conditions  similar  to  those  prevailing  in  the 
'  dry  wine  market  aflfect  the  trade. 


BR.\NDIES.^ — The  same  depressing  conditions   are    felt    in    the 
brandy  trade  as  in  the  trade  for  wines.     Combined  shipments 
by  rail  and  sea  were  21,.S71  gallons  and  159  cases. 

Imports  totaled  1,026  cases,  42  octaves,  7  casks  and  4  barrels. 


WHISKIES. — Continual  improvement    has    marked    the    trade 
during  the  past  month.     Volume  of  business  has  been  larger 
than  for  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year. 

Imports  were  2,711  cases,  1,171  barrels,  36  casks  and  1  octave. 
Exports  by  sea,  1,602  cases  and  1,706  gallons,  valued  at  $14,537. 
MISCELLANEOUS  EXPORTS.— Value  $7,943. 


BEER. — Trade  has  been  much  better  for  the  brewers  during  th 
past  month  than  during  the  many  months  previous.  Weathe 
conditions  have  been  favorable.  Prospects  indicate  that  busines 
during  the  month  of  August  will  be  brisk. 

Exports  by  sea  were  561  packages,  valued  at  $3,782. 
Imports  by  sea  were  173  cases. 


IMPORTATIONS. — There  has  been  a  general  falling  off  in  impoi 
tations  during  the  month,  the  most  important  varieties  showin 
the  greatest  declines.  Whiskies,  gins,  wines  and  brandies  hav 
been  the  commodities  mostly  affected.  Champagne  and  Vermout 
have  been  on  the  ascending  plane.  Importations  by  sea  have  bee 
as  follows:  W'hiskies  2,711  cases,  1,171  barrels,  36  casks,  1  octave 
P>randies,  1,026  cases,  42  octaves,  7  casks,  4  barrels;  Rum,  15  case:

WINE  TAX  FIGHT  MAY  BE  RENEWED. 


A  dispatch  from  Washington  states  that  a  bill  that  may  renew 
the  wine  question  fight  of  last  year  was  introduced  in  the  House 
by  Representative  Saunders  of  Virginia. 

The  bill  proposes  to  amend  the  laws  so  as  to  provide  against  a 
special  tax  on  the  manufacturer  of  wines  from  fruits  or  berries. 

The  bill  provides  that  the  existing  law  "shall  not  be  construed 
to  impose  special  tax  upon  vintners  who  sell  wine  of  their  own 
growth  or  manufacturers  who  sell  wines  produced  from  grapes, 
blackberries,  dewberries,  raspberries,  huckleberries  or  other  small 
fruits."

PROPOSED  DRASTIC  STATE-WIDE  PROHIBITION 
AMENDMENT. 


The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Article  I  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  two  new  sections,  to  be  numbered  re- 
spectively Section  26  and  Section  27,  in  the  following  words: 

Section  26.  The  manufacture,  the  sale,  the  giving  away,  or  the 
transportation  from  one  point  ivithin  the  State  to  another  point  rvithin 
the  State,  of  intoxicating  liquor,  is  prohibited.  Any  citizen  of  the 
State  may,  in  his  or  her  own  name,  maintain  an  action  of  injunction 
in  the  county  where  the  violation  occurs,  to  restrain  such  violation, 
provided,  however,  that  to  any  criminal  or  civil  prosecution  for  viola- 
tion of  this  prohibition  it  shall  be  a  defense  if  it  be  shown  that  the 
liquor  in  question  was  being  manufactured,  used,  sold,  given  away, 
or  transported,  for  medicinal,  scientific,'  mechanical  or  sacramental 
purposes.  The  manufacture,  sale,  giving,  or  transportation  of  such 
liquors  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical,  or  sacramental  purposes 
shall  be  regulated  by  law.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of 
this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than  $  1 00,  nor 
more  than  $  1 ,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,500,  and  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  provided,  however, 
that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law. 

Section  27.  The  transportation  into  the  State  of  intoxicating 
liquor,  unless  it  be  shown  to  be  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical, 
or  sacramental  purposes,  is  prohibited,  subject,  however,  to  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  relating  thereto.  Any  person  violating  any 
provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than 
$  1 00  nor  more  than  $  1 ,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,500,  and  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law. 


WINE  RANKS  THIRD  AMONG  RAIL  SHIPMENTS  FROM 

CALIFORNIA. 


Official  figfures  from  the  railroads  show  that  wine  ranked  third 
among  the  commodities  shipped  out  of  ("alifornia  last  year.  Oranges 
ranked  first  with  3.t,000  carloads,  lumber  second  with  1.^,000,  and 
wine  third  with  10,000.  The  amount  of  raisins  shi])ped  out  was 
i,2hO  carloads.  A  California  Wine  Day  is  strictly  in  line  in  accord- 
ance with  the  statistics. 


STATEMENT  OF  FRANCIS  V.  KEESLING,  REPUBLICAN 

CANDIDATE  FOR  GOVERNOR,  IN  OPPOSITION  TO 

THE  PROPOSED  STATE-WIDE  PROHIBITION 

MEASURE. 

(Written  for  the  REVIEW.) 

Among  the  measures  to  be  submitted  to  the  people  for  their  ap- 
proval or  rejection  at  the  coming  election  is  a  bill  providing  foi 
State-wide  prohibition. 

While  it  is  true  that  it  is  a  measure  that  will  be  approved  or  re- 
jected by  the  people,  and  it  may  seem  somewhat  presumptuous  foi 
a  candidate  for  office  to  express  an  opinion  thereon,  yet  as  an  indi- 
cation of  the  attitude  of  the  candidate  and  since  hi,s  qualifications 
for  office  are  measured  largely  by  his  personal  views,  an  expressior 
on  this  question  is  pertinent. 

This  measure  must  not  be  confused  with  the  legislation  directed 
merely  to  the  elimination  of  the  saloon.  It  has  a  more  far-reaching 
purpose.  Its  passage  will  prohibit  the  manufacture  of  spirituous 
bevearges  of  all  kinds,  their  transportation  in  this  State  and  theii 
use  by  the  individual. 

I  believe  that  there  is  sufficient  existing  legislation  to  deal  with 
the  .galoon  question.  Any  community  may  do  as  it  pleases  now 
with  reference  to  saloons,  dependent  solely  upon  the  will  of  the 
majority  of  its  people. 

The  proposed  measure  is  a  distinct  infringement  upon  the  per- 
sonal liberty  of  the  individual,  and  as  such  is  un-American  and  in- 
tolerable. Its  ratification  would  wipe  out  a  great  industry  buildec 
by  the  sinew  and  fostered  by  the  best  thought  of  this  State,  and 
upon  which  nearly  one-sixth  of  the  population  of  California  is  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  dependent. 


NOTICE  TO  WINE  MEN. 
Wine  men  throughout  the  State  are  doing  good  work  in  having 
citizens  register  to  vote  on  the  prohibition  question  at  the  Novem- 
ber election.  But  a  great  many  of  them  are  overlooking  their  owr 
premises,  while  they  point  out  to  their  neighbors  the  necessity  ol 
registering.  Probably  this  is  due  to  a  peculiarity  of  human  nature 
which  makes  it  necessary  to  often  repeat  the  admonition  "Charitj 
should  begin  at  home."  One  prominent  wine  man  who  had  beer 
congratulating  himself  on  the  good  work  that  he  was  doing  in  caus 
ing  citizens  to  register  throughout  the  field  at  large  was  greatl) 
surprised  recently  to  find  that  in  his  owti  establishment  there  wen 
several  men,  under  his  direct  supervision,  who  had  not  registered 
Of  course,  he  lost  no  time  in  having  the  men  go  to  the  nearest  regis 
tration  booth  and  do  the  right  thing,  and  he  told  the  story  on 
self  to  others.  This  should  serve  to  remind  wine  makers,  forer 
and  others  that  there  are  many  men  employed  in  the  wine  Indus 
who  are  not  yet  registered.  In  order  that  nothing  may  be  om 
looked  the  REVIEW  would  ask  the  attention  of  wine  men  to 
necessity  of  having  all  the  men  and  women  working  under  ther 
register.  Ample  time  should  be  given  to  all  employees  for  the 
pose.  Employees  should  be  interviewed  and  instructed  on 
subject.

Then  watch  the  fur  fly  (to  New  Mexico). 
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Alleging  that  ninety-five  corporations  are  contributing  to  an  in- 
direct campaign  fund  in  the  violatiop  of  the  liquor  laws,  the  at- 
torney general  has  obtained  a  temporary  injunction  against  the 
Texas  Business  Men's  Associartion,  praying  for  a  dissolution  of  the 
association.  Named  as  a  defendant  is  practically  every  railroad 
line  in  Texas,  including  the  trunk  lines,  all  the  breweries,  a  number 
of  gas  companies  and  street  railway  lines.  Texas  is  in  the  midst 
of  a  bitter  political  contest.  Thomas  A.  V.  Ball,  prohibitionist, 
has  charged  that  the  Texas  Business  Men's  Association  is  meddling 
in  politics.  The  officers  have  denied  this  charge.  Attorney  Gen- 
eral Looney  is  a  prohibitionist. 

Already  the  saloons  of  Texas  are  under  one  of  the  most  strin- 
gent regulatory  laws  of  any  State  in  the  Union,  and  under  the  Al- 
lison and  other  laws,  the  regulation  of  the  trade  is  as  drastic  as 
any  reasonable  man  could  ask.  But  the  dry  element  will  be  sat- 
isfied with  nothing  short  of  withdrawal  of  all  protection  of  law  to 
the  business  in  any  form. 

Much  complaint  finds  expression  in  the  press  on  account  of  this 
state  of  things,  all  the  real  needs  of  the  State  being  made  to  wait 
on  the  solution  of  one  question.  Notice  has  been  served  on  the 
legislators  that  the  people  will  no  longer  brook  this  interference 
with  the  public  business;  and  that  pressing  reforms  come  in  for 
attention. 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  have  the  legislative  candidates 
pledged  to  subordinate  their  attention  on  the  liquor  question  to 
these  rriatters  of  immediate  concern,  and  not  allow  the  liquor  ques- 
tion to  be  such  a  controlling  factor  that  the  session  is  frittered 
away  on  bickerings  over  this  single  issue. 

In  fact,  the  prohibition  element  is  making  itself  a  nuisance  with 
its  vociferous  and  incessant  agitation  of  its  special  issue  to  the 
detriment  of  the  best  interest  of  the  State.

Sacramento,  July  28,  1914. 

Justice  Hart  has  ruled  that  the  Wyllie  local  option  law  does 
not  reach  the  man  who  in  no  license  territory  sells  malt  liquor 
containing-  less  than  one  per  cent  of  alcohol  in  volume. 

The  case  was  from  Colusa  County  in  which  H.  L.  Strickler  was 
charged  with  conducting  a  "blind  pig." 

The  court  found  that  Strickler,  who  conducted  a  refreshment 
inn,  near  Arbuckle,  could  not  be  prosecuted  for  the  reason  that  the 
liquor  contained  less  than  the  quantity  of  alcohol  specified  in  sec- 
tion 21  of  the  Wyllie  local  option  law.  The  malt  sold  contained 
.95  of  one  per  cent  alcohol. 

Mr.  Sam  A.  Rice  of  Nevada  City  has  issued  the  following  state- 
ment: 

"My  business  was  confiscated  on  a  charge  which  the  State  of 
California  dismissed.  Now,  I,  a  free-born  citizen  of  this  Republic, 
have  been  denied  the  right  to  work  by  a  board  elected  by  The 
People  to  protect  the  rights  and  citizenship  of  all.  Having  keenly 
felt  this  persecution  and  unable  to  guess  the  cause,  I  think  it  my 
duty  and  privilege  to  at  least  let  the  people  of  this  city  know  of 
the  high-handed  manner  in  which  their  city  is  ruled  and  their  con- 
fidence abused." 

Trustee  John  Turnow  stated  to  "The  Bee"  that  the  trustees 
called  E.  Schreiber,  proprietor  of  a  saloon,  before  the  board,  and 
asked  him  not  to  re-employ  Rice.  Rice  had  been  laid  off  for  a  few 
days,  and  the  trustees  requested  that  he  be  not  taken  back. 

In  any  country  where  justice  obtains  Mr.  Rice  would  have  a 
clear  case  for  damages  against  the  trustees  personally  for  all  the 
salary  he  should  have  earned  if  they  had  not  acted  against  him. 

Orland  has  been  having  all  sorts  of  trouble  over  the  superfluous 
wet-or-dry  question.  During  the  first  week  of  July  the  board  of 
trustees  decided  to  accept  wetness,  although  they  preferred  dry- 
ness. Thomas  Elmer  Nicholl,  the  dry,  whose  vote  was  thrown 
out,  started  trouble  by  declaring  that  Judge  Hawkins  was  a  wet. 
But  a  wet  blanket  was  thrown  over  him  by  the  trustees,  who  as- 
serted that  the  judge  was  as  dry  as  themselves.  On  the  9th  of 
July  Orland  formally  went  into  the  wet  column.  But  no  one  took 
a  drink.  The  wetness  was  merely  psychological.  The  saloon- 
keepers kept  their  places  closed  until  the  wet  judgment  could  be 
formerly  entered  in  the  Glenn  County  court.  Drys  controlled  their 
nerves  by  praying  that  the  saloonkeepers  would  forget  that  they  had 
any  saloons.  But  on  the  15th  of  July  the  saloons  formally  opened. 
When  the  drys  formally  declared  that  they  would  call  for  another 
election  under  the  Wyllie  law  on  November  3rd.  This  will  make 
two  local  option  elections  in  five  months.  Of  course  there  are  few 
other  amusements  in  the  city.  < 

Several  saloons  are  preparing  to  open  in  Merced  during  the 
first  week  of  August.     They  will  be  high-class  affairs. 


The  American-Hawaiian  Steamship  Company  has  issued  a  cir- 
cular letter  dated  July  17th  advising  that  providing  the  Panama 
Canal  is  not  open  for  commercial  purposes  at  a  date  which  will 
permit  use  of  that  route,  it  has  been  arranged  to  dispatch  the  S.  S. 
"Honolulan"  via  the  Straits  of  Magellan,  sailing  from  Puget  Sound 
August  16th,  San  Francisco  August  23rd,  Los  Angeles  (Wilming- 
ton) August  26th.  Portland  and  Astoria  cargo  will  be  trans- 
shipped at  San  Francisco  and  San  Diego  cargo  will  be  trans-shipped 
at  Los  Angeles  (Wilmington)  to  connect. 

Shipments  will  be  accepted  for  direct  delivery  to  New  York, 
Boston  and  Philadelphia  on  through  Bs-L  under  regular  eastbound 
New  York  rates  for  each  port. 

This  service  should  appeal  to  shippers  as  cargo  will  go  through 
without  the  several  handlings  which  are  now  necessary  via  the 
Isthmus  of  Panama,  will  arrive  at  destination  intact  and  in  almost 
as  good  time  as  via  the  trans-shipment  route. 

Marine  insurance  will  be  at  present  Tehauntepec  rates,  or  where 
shippers  cover  their  own  insurance  the  American-Hawaiian  Steam- 
ship Company  will  contribute  the  actual  difference,  but  not  ex- 
ceeding one-half  of  one  per  cent.

SAN  FRANCISCO  NOTES  OF  INTEREST. 


Major  Keesling  Declares  Against  Prohibition. — On  the  last  day 
of  June  Major  Francis  V.  Keesling  declared  against  prohibition. 
He  made  the  following  statement : 

"This  measure  must  not  be  confused  with  the  legislation  di- 
rected merely  to  the  elimination  of  the  saloon.  It  has  a  more  far- 
reaching  purpose.  Its  passage  will  prohibit  the  manufacture  of 
spirituous  beverages  of  all  kinds,  their  transportation  in  this  State 
and  their  use  by  the  individual. 

"I  believe  that  there  is  sufficient  existing  legislation  to  deal  with 
the  saloon  question.  Any  community  may  do  as  it  pleases  now 
with  reference  to  saloons,  dependent  solely  upon  the  will  of  the 
majority  of  its  people. 

"The  proposed  measure  is  a  distinct  infringement  upon  the  per- 
sonal liberty  of  the  individual  and  as  such  is  un-American  and  in- 
tolerable. Its  ratification  would  wipe  out  a  great  industry  builded 
by  the  sinew  and  fostered  by  the  best  thought  of  this  State  and 
upon  which  nearly  one-sixth  of  the  population  of  California  is  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  dependent." 

Senator  Gus  Hartman  Opposes  Prohibition — Senator  Gus  Hart- 
man  is  a  candidate  for  re-election.  He  has  issued  a  statement  to 
the  effect  that  his  election  means  opposition  to  State-wide  prohi- 
bition and  to  the  confiscation  of  millions  of  dollars  invested  in  vine- 
yards ;  that  it  means  opposition  to  freak  legislation ;  it  means  op- 
position to  all  special  laws  affecting  the  vital  interests  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  cities  of  the  first  class  until  the  voters  of  said  cities  have 
had  full  opportunity  to  examine  and  pass  upon  the  wisdom  of  such 
laws. 

Eight  Year  Abatement  Petition  Filed. — On  the  14th  of  July 
representatives  of  the  Knights  of  the  Royal  Arch  filed  a  petition 
with  Registrar  Zemansky  for  the  Eight  Year  Abatement.  The 
petition  carried  30,000  signatures. 

Journalistic  Diplomacy. — "Town  Talk"  says:  "The  papers  are 
celebrating  the  victory  won  by  the  California  wine  growers  in  their 
fight  against  fake  wines.  Yet  they  don't  go  after  the  prohibition- 
ists who  would  render  it  a  barren  victory."

OLD  TAYLOR  IN  THE  MOVING  PICTURE  THEATERS. 


A  special  feature  at  one  of  the  more  popular  moving  picture 
theaters  in  Louisville  on  July  8th  was  a  reel  showing  in  all  its 
beauty  the  distillery  plant  of  Messrs.  E.  H.  Taylor  Jr.  &  Sons,  In- 
corporated, where  the  famous  "Old  Taylor"  whisky  is  made,  up  in 
the  hills  near  Frankfort,  Kentucky.  These  pictures  first  took  one 
on  a  sort  of  bird's  eye  trip  around  the  entire  plant,  showing  its 
magnitude  and  its  picturesque  setting,  presenting  a  panorama  as 
beautiful  as  any  of  the  scenic  displays  ever  shown  at  a  moving  pic- 
ture house.  One  saw  in  detail  the  stately  distillery  building,  castle- 
like in  appearance,  the  immense  warehouses  in  keeping,  the  bott- 
ling house,  offices,  splendidly  kept  drives,  private  railroad  spurs 
and  switches,  the  great  Old  Taylor  spring,  etc. 

After  this  general  view,  came  a  more  intimate  view  of  the  vari- 
ous features  of  this  plant.  A  close  view  of  the  spring  showed 
the  immense  volume  of  cool  water  rushing  forth,  and  then  the 
beautiful  peristyle  covering  the  spring.  A  closer  view  of  the  Ital- 
ian sunken  gardens  caused  gasps  of  admiration  from  the  audience. 

Besides  showing  the  magnitude  and  beauty  of  the  Old  Taylor 
plant,  these  moving  pictures  of  it  are  educational  to  the  general 
public,  especially  on  the  feature  of  just  what  bottling-in-bond 
means. 

The  process  of  taking  whisky  out  of  the  bonded  warehouse  and 
bottling  it  in  bond  was  shown  in  exactitude,  giving  the  public  pre- 
cise information  on  how  the  whisky  is  kept  under  the  close  and 
constant  surveillance  of  Government  officers. 

First  was  seen  how  a  Government  storekeeper  had  to  unlock 
the  bonded  warehouse  so  that  the  whisky  could  be  taken  out,  then 
the  gauging  by  another  officer,  and  then  how  the  whisky  was  rolled 
from  the  bonded  warehouse  to  the  bottling  room.  In  the  latter, 
which  is  always  a  hive  of  industry  at  the  Old  Taylor  plant,  a  scene 
of  orderly  bustle  was  displayed,  showing  just  what  is  done  in  the 
bottling  of  "Old  Taylor"  whisky  in  this  light,  airy  and  modern 
equipped  bottling  room,  with  all  its  machinery  and  continuous  belt 
system,  while  all  the  time  another  Government  storekeeper  is  in 
charge.  It  is  well  to  state  here  that  the  pictures  are  so  good  that 
on  every  barrel  rolled  out  and  every  case  seen  in  the  bottling  room 
the  familiar  brand  of  "Old  Taylor"  and  the  characteristic  signature 
of  E.  H.  Taylor  Jr.  &  Sons  can  be  plainly  discerned. 

All  in  all,  these  pictures  proved  most  interesting  and  instructive 
to  the  large  audiences  who  witnessed  them  in  Louisville,  and  were 
pronounced  a  worthy  feature  which  will  be  enjoyed  and  appreciated 
wherever  they  are  shown.  In  fact,  it  would  seem  that  in  other 
States,  where  the  people  are  less  familiar  with  Kentucky's  great

Moore,  Oakland,  for  Governor;  W.  M.  Pince,  San  Miguel,  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor; Gabrella  I.  Steckney,  Pasadena,  Secretary  of  State; 
H.  Kendall,  Los  Angeles,  Surveyor-General ;  J.  H.  Blanchard  of 
Los  Angeles,  Attorney-General,  and  J.  M.  Horton,  Los  Angeles, 
for  Congress  from  the  Ninth  District.  The  office  of  State  Con- 
troller is  begging  for  a  candidate  in  the  Prohibition  ranks. 

There  are  scattering  Prohibition  Assemblymen  and  State  Sena- 
tors throughout  the  State,  but  Los  Angeles,  however,  the  Prohibi- 
tion stronghold,  has  a  full  list  of  Assemblymen  and  Senators.  That 
county  gives  the  Prohibitionists  16,982  registrations.  The  next 
nearest  is  San  Francisco  with  5087.

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PROHIBITIONISTS  CAN  NOT  ANSWER  THIS  WOMAN'S 

ARGUMENTS. 


^B^^KI 


STRONG   RESOLUTIONS   OPPOSING   PROHIBITION. 


At  San  Jose  on  July  11th  Valley  View  Local,  No.  80,  Farmers' 
Education  and  Co-operative  Union  of  America,  adopted  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  against  State-wide  prohibition: 

Whereas,  The  enactment  of  the  proposed  State-wide  prohibition 
law  would  work  a  great  injustice  to  a  large  element  in  the  commun- 
ity, involving  a  tremendous  pecuniary  loss  which  would  practically 
paralyze  the  business  of  the  whole  State ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  Valley  View  Local,  No.  80,  F.  E.  and  C.  U.  of 
A.,  is  opposed  to  the  enactment  of  the  said  law  for  the  following 
reasons : 

First — Under  the  present  law  we  have  the  power  to  abolish  the 
saloon,  and  it  is  not  proposed  to  take  that  right  from  us. 

Second — In  the  abolition  of  the  saloon  it  is  not  necessary  to 
destroy  the  grape  industry,  as  not  two  per  cent  of  the  liquor  sold 
is  the  product  of  the  grape;  this  is  established  by  government  re- 
ports. 

Third — It  violates  one  of  the  cardinal  principles  of  the  common 
law,  which  says  you  cannot  take  private  property  for  public  use 
without  compensating  the  owner.  The  enactment  of  this  law 
would  take  millions  of  dollars'  worth  of  private  property  without 
allowing  the  owners  one  cent  for  remuneration. 

Fourth — By  destroying  the  vineyards  you  have  abolished  one 
of  the  greatest  labor-employing  industries  in  the  State.  The  300,- 
000  acres,  of  vineyards  in  the  State  pay  out  at  least  $15  per  acre 
per  annum  for  work,  up  to  and  including  picking  the  crop,  which 
makes  a  total  of  $4,500,000. 

Fifth — By  the  destruction  of  the  grape  industry  you  have  wiped 
out  one  of  California's  greatest  products.  The  grape  industry 
brings  to  the  State  more  than  double  the  amount  of  money  the 
prune  industry  does.  We  are  also  forced  to  the  conclusion  that 
no  great  industry  like  this  can  be  destroyed  without  aflfecting  all 
industries  to  a  very  great  extent.  For  these  reasons  and  many 
others  we  are  opposed  to  the  enactment  of  this  drastic  law. 


As  every  oldtimer  knows,  my  public  work  began  in  the  early 
seventies,  and  that  for  many  years,  the  only  opposition  I  met  came 
from  the  prohibitionists,  who  are  now  seeking  to  control  the  wo- 
men's votes  with  the  same  vehemence  with  which  they  then  sought 
to  prohibit  them.  A  careful  study  of  the  present  misleading  so- 
called  local  option  convinced  me  before  it  was  enacted,  that  it 
would  prove  a  forerunner  of  the  present  agitation,  which  is  casting 
a  blight  over  everything  except  human  nature.  Women  were  not 
voters  then,  and  I  was  after  bigger  game,  so  I  couldn't  make  any 
outcry,  and  indiilferent  voters  wouldn't.  The  result  was  the  crea- 
tion of  the  present  one-sided,  misleading  and  miscalled  local  option 
law,  which  has  plunged  the  temperance  movement  into  politics, 
creating  a  reign  of  law-breaking,  sneak  thieving,  infidelity  and  the 
natural  increase  of  drunkenness  and  crime.  The  former  local  op- 
tion, or  license  law,  was  as  fair  as  human  legislation  could  make  it, 
with  the  one  serious  defect,  against  which  I  struggled,  almost 
alone,  for  many  years,  to  coax  men  to  remedy  by  extending  votes 
to  women,  so  we  might  be  able  to  assist  men  to  settle  local  ques- 
tions peacefully.  No  power  on  earth  can  successfully  prohibit  tlic 
liquor  traffic  unless  the  demand  for  stimulants  ceases. 

If  the  now  obsolete  local  option  or  license  system  had  included 
the  legal  right  of  women  to  petition  or  remonstrate  equally  with 
men,  in  deciding  as  to  whether  or  not  the  liquor  traffic  should 
abound  in  their  midst,  we  should  now  have  no  room  for  the  inv; 
sion  of  prohibition  agitators  from  imported  sources.  But  the  dee 
has  been  done;  now  what?  The  times  demand,  first,  that  we  sha 
register  and  vote  down  the  proposed  unenforceable  prohibitic 
amendment.  Then,  when  the  assembly  meets  in  1915,  we  may 
able  to  secure  its  approval  of  an  initiative  measure  for  abolishir 
the  present  local  option  amendment,  and  provide  for  substitutir 
therefor  a  return  to  our  former  license  system,  with  the  added  aJ 
surance  that  women  will  vote  to  elect,  or  assist  in  electing,  officei 
subject  to  recall  if  they  fail  to  properly  discharge  their  honest  d^ 
ties. — Abigail  Scott  Duniway  in  Portland,  Oregon,  "Journal."

THE  PROGRESS  OF  HIGHWAY  ROBBERY. 


SEQUOIA  RATHSKELLER  OPENED  AT  FRESNO. 


Members  of  Congress  from  the  big  distilling  States,  such  as 
Kentucky,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Maryland,  Pennsylvania  and 
New  York,  are  deeply  interested  in  a  bill  that  has  been  introduced 
by  Representative  Rainey  of  Illinois,  to  increase  the  tax  on  dis- 
tilled spirits. 

It  provides  that  hereafter  when  distilled  spirits  now  in  bonded 
warehouses  or  hereafter  produced  and  deposited  in  such  ware- 
houses are  withdrawn  for  consumption  there  may  be  collected  on 
them  taxes  on  the  quantity  contained  in  each  cask  or  package,  as 
shown  by  the  original  gauge,  and  that  no  allowance  be  made  for 
loss  due  to  leakage  or  evaporation. 

Representative  Rainey  estimated  that  about  $25,000,000  could 
be  added  to  the  Government  revenues  through  the  operation  of 
such  an  act,  and  he  claims  that  it  is  justified  on  the  ground  that  the 
older  the  whisky  or  spirits  becomes  the  higher  their  market  value. 

Under  the  present  law,  13}^  gallons  per  cask  is  the  allowance 
for  whisky  in  bond  seven  years,  and  on  this  amount  the  Govern- 
•  ment  collects  no  tax,  while  the  real  evaporation  or  outage  runs  as 
high  as  18  to  20  gallons.  Mr.  Rainey  believes  and  asserts  that  by 
the  mere  process  of  evaporation  the  whisky  which  remains  in  the 
casks  becomes  more  valuable  to  the  distillers  and  that  the  tax 
should  be  paid  on  the  liquor  when  it  is  put  into  the  warehouses, 
and  not  when  it  is  taken  out. 

His  idea  would  result  in  an  increase  of  $4.85  in  the  taxes  on 
each  cask  of  whisky  now  in  the  bonded  warehouses.  On  the  basis 
of  last  year's  production  of  whisky,  this  payment  annually  would 
amount  to  between  $35,000,000  and  $50,000,000. 

In  the  period  from  1895  to  1911  the  amount  of  taxes  collected 
by  the  Government  from  the  distillers  has  increased  more  than  100 
per  cent.  At  the  present  time  there  are  more  than  250,000,000  gal- 
lons of  whisky  in  the  bonded  warehouses  of  the  country,  subject 
to  the  tax  of  $1.10  per  gallon.  There  are  from  46  to  48  gallons  in 
a  cask,  with  an  allowance  of  13)4  gallons  for  outage. 


Thieves  With  a  Vengeance. — On  the  12th  of  July  A.  Scatini  of 
the  Healdsburg  Wine  Company,  1600  Powell  street,  entered  the 
basement  of  his  establishment  and  found  himself  knee  deep  in  wine. 
The  taps  of  two  hogsheads  had  been  opened  by  thieves. 

Cresta  Blanca  Company  and  the  Grocers — At  the  big  "Welcome 
Home"  banquet  given  by  San  Francisco  Local  Association  during 
the  first  week  of  July  the  Cresta  Blanca  Company  of  San  Francisco, 
through  its  live  wire  representative,  Mr.  Edward  J.  O'Brien,  very 
kindly  donated  all  the  wines  served.  In  addition  to  that,  Mr. 
O'Brien  furnished  his  two  automobiles  for  a  ride  after  the  banquet. 


On  the  first  of  July  the  rathskeller  connected  with  the  Seejuoia 
Bar  and  Grill  on  Tulare  street,  Fresno,  was  formally  opened.  The 
opening  affair  was  a  very  brilliant  one  and  amply  attested  to  the 
ability  of  the  proprietor,  Mr.  Isaac  Harris,  to  fit  up  the  etsalilish- 
ment  and  inaugurate  business  within  it  in  a  manner  compatible 
with  the  bright  future  ahead.  No  expense  or  time  has  been  spared 
by  Mr.  Harris  to  make  the  Sequoia  Rathskeller  one  of  the  highest 
class  resorts  in  Fresno,  which,  of  course,  means  the  entire  San 
Joaquin  region.  The  rathskeller  harmonizes  closely  with  the  rest 
of  the  establishment  under  the  proprietorship  of  Mr.  Harris. 
Whenever  a  votary  of  the  REVIEW  at  any  place  whatever  on  the 
Pacific  Slope  finds  that  Fresno  is  on  his  itinerary  he  should  mem- 
orize "Sequoia  Rathskeller"  so  as  not  to  miss  one  of  the  most  at- 
tractive resorts  of  the  Raisin  City.

General  Carranza  has  ordered  that  the  property  of  the  Monter- 
rey Brewing  Company  at  Monterrey,  Mexico,  be  restored  to  the 
stockholders,  many  of  whom  are  Texans.

CANDIDATE  BELSHAW  OPPOSES  PROHIBITION 


Los  Angeles,  July  27,  1914. 

Again  the  dry  fanatics  have  found  a  way  of  continuing  the  agita- 
tion in  Los  Angeles.  This  time  it  is  the  inoffensive  pay  check  cashed 
in  saloons  that  is  causing  the  trouble.  The  drys,  horrified,  de- 
manded that  an  ordinance  be  passed  prohibiting  the  cashing  of  pay 
checks  in  saloons.  Of  course,  the  pious  city  council  of  Los  An- 
geles immediately  placed  itself  on  record  as  being  in  favor  of  such 
an  ordinance.  The  saloonkeepers  are  not  greatly  concerned,  since 
the  pay  checks  have  been  a  source  of  just  as  much  annoyance  as 
of  profit  to  them.  But  the  bearers  of  the  pay  checks  will  find  the 
proposed  ordinance  a  nuisance  to  them.  The  saloons  have  been 
practically  the  only  places  of  business  where  pay  checks  could  be 
cashed  at  any  time.  Grocers  are  not  likely  to  encourage  the  cus- 
tom among  themselves  of  handling  such  checks.  They  do  not  in- 
crease their  business  any  through  cashing  pay  checks,  and  they 
do  incur  many  risks  in  handling  them.  The  proposed  ordinance 
will  simply  have  the  effect  of  making  workingmen  lose  time  and 
suffer  a  great  deal  of  useless  inconvenience. 

The  New  Hotel  Rosslyn  has  secured  a  liquor  permit  after  going 
through  more  hardship  than  a  member  being  initiated  in  the  An- 
cient and  Honorable  Order  of  Sacrificial  Goats. 

On  the  first  of  July  Oxnard  banished  near-beer.  The  city  ordi- 
nance prohibiting  the  sale  of  beverages  containing  more  than  a 
slight  trace  of  alcohol  went  into  effect  at  midnight.  All  dealers 
were  notified  personally  by  the  city  officials  of  the  new  ordinance. 
Possession  of  a  government  license  to  sell  alcoholic  drinks  is  prima 
facie  evidence  of  violation  of  the  ordinance. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Bernardino  County  has  got- 
ten into  a  fine  legal  tangle  owing  to  action  taken  on  the  22nd  of 
June  by  which  all  saloons  between  San  Bernardino  and  Needles 
were  closed.  On  the  8th  of  July  the  liquor  interests  brought  suit 
against  the  supervisors  in  the  District  Court  and  on  the  15th  of 
July  they  haled  the  supervisors  before  the  Appellate  Court  of  Los 
Angeles.  Two  cases  are  pending  against  the  supervisors.  They 
will  have  to  spend  considerable  time  traveling  between  San  Ber- 
nardino and  Los  Angeles  with  the  temperature  above  ninety  and 
no  real  drink  to  be  had. 

Mr.  Frank  Green  formally  opened  the  Maryland  Cafe  at  822 
Seventh  street,  San  Diego,  on  the  first  of  July.  The  resort  will  be 
made  one  of  the  most  palatial  in  San  Diego.

In  response  to  your  request  for  a  statement  of  my  stand  on  the 
proposed  prohibition  amendment,  I  desire  to  say  that  I  am  against 
this  constitutional  amendment,  as  it  will  be  presented  to  the  peo- 
ple, for  two  reasons: 

First:  Because  I  believe  that  the  local  option  law  gives  people 
every  opportunity  to  settle  the  wet  and  dry  question  for  themselves 
locally  ; 

Second :  And  most  important,  if  this  amendment  were  adopted 
it  would  confiscate  millions  and  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  prop- 
erty in  this  State,  which  is  not  fair,  nor  just,  nor  right,  in  my  judg- 
ment, no  law  should  be  passed  which  would  confiscate  property 
and  work  an  unjust  hardship  on  many  of  the  citizens  of  this  State.

COMPLETION  OF  AMERICAN-HAWAIIAN  FLEET. 


With  the  completion  of  the  "Ohioan,"  the  building  of  the  fleet 
of  eight  steamships  for  the  American-Hawaiian  Company  at  the 
yard  of  the  Maryland  Steel  Company,  Sparrow's  Point,  is  finished, 
and  a  notable  chapter  is  written  in  the  annals  of  the  merchant  ma- 
rine.

Though  the  American-Hawaiian  ships  have  made  occasions 
foreign  voyages,  their  main  employment  has  always  been  in  coastJ 
wise  trade  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  seaports,  first  througl 
the  Straits  of  Magellan  and  later  to  the  terminals  of  the  Tehuante 
pec  Railway.  The  fleet  shows  what  the  coastwise  law  can  accomi 
plish  under  favorable  conditions.  The  history  of  the  Americani 
Hawaiian  Company  and  its  steady  and  wholesome  growth  in  th« 
past  fifteen  years  is  the  best  possible  argument  that  could  be  adi 
vanced  by  public  men  in  favor  of  a  retention  of  the  coastwise  navij 
gation  policy  of  the  United  States. — N.  Y.  Marine  Journal.

PANAMA  CANAL  RATES  ANNOUNCED  BY  LUCKENBACH 
STEAMSHIP  COMPANY. 


On  the  29th  of  July  the  Luckenbach  Steamship  Company  for- 
mally announced  the  rates  for  movement  through  the  Panama  Ca- 
nal from  San  Francisco  to  New  York.  The  rates,  for  carload  lots, 
on  the  principal  commodities  are  as  follows: 

Canned  Goods  and  Fish,  $.30. 

Dried  Fruits,  in  sacks  and  boxes,  $.40. 

Wine,  in  barrels,  $.30. 

Other  rates  will  be  quoted  by  the  company  upon  application. 

The  first  east  bound  steamer  through  the  Panama  Canal  is  ex- 
pected to  be  the  "Pleiades,"  which  sailed  from  San  Francisco  July 
27th.  She  will  be  followed  by  the  "Lewis  Luckenbach"  August 
12th,  "Damara"  August  22nd,  "Lyra"  September  1st,  and  thereafter 
sailings  at  intervals  of  ten  days.  All  steamers  stop  at  East  San 
Pedro,  sailing  from  there  the  second  day  after  San  Francisco. 

A  ten-day  service  will  also  be  maintained  west  bound  through 
the  canal,  commencing  with  the  S.  S.  "Isabella"  from  New  York 
August  7th. 


AMERICAN-HAWAIIAN  STEAMSHIP  COMPANY'S 
PANAMA  CANAL  RATES. 

The  American-Hawaiian  Steamship  Company  advises  that,  ef- 
fective July  28,  the  rate  from  the  Pacific  Coast  loading  ports  to  the 
company's  discharging  pier.

CONDITIONS  OF  TRADE  IN  CALIFORNIA. 

THE  three  months  preceding  the  midclle  of  June  were  not  pro- 
ductive of  great  satisfaction  to  the  brewers  of  San  Francisco. 
Continual  cool  weather  had  an  adverse  affect  on  the  trade.  Toward 
the  latter  part  of  June  there  was  an  improvement.  Fair  trade 
was  recorded  during  July  up  to  the  last  week,  when  another  cool 
spell  manifested  itself.  The  month  of  June  this  year  proved  to  be 
the  leanest  in  many  years,  comparatively.  Last  year  June  was 
the  best  month  that  the  brewers  had  known  in  many  years.  Un- 
less the  weather  warms  up  during  August  and  September  the  year 
will  not  compare  favorably  with  the  past  year  as  far  as  San  Fran- 
cisco is  concerned. 

San  Francisco  brewers  whose  trade  extends  throughout  the 
State  are  very  well  satisfied  with  the  movement  of  the  past  two 
months.  Warm  weather  has  been  prevalent  in  most  of  the  interior 
sections,  and  the  territory  that  has  been  added  to  the  wet  area  has 
assisted  in  materially  increasing  sales.  Reports  from  Fresno  have 
been  especially  cheerful.  In  the  Sacramento  Valley  there  has  been 
a  strong  consuming  demand.  Fair  trade  is  reported  in  the  Los 
-Angeles  section. 


THE  HOP  SITUATION. 

Growers  throughout  the  Pacific  Coast  are  very  firm  in  their 
views.  This  causes  a  hampering  of  movement  in  spite  of  the  de- 
mand of  the  brewers.  The  crops  are  in  good  condition  in  Wash- 
ington, Oregon  and  Northern  California. 

Washington. — The  yards  in  the  Chehalis  district  are  in  splendid 
condition.  Some  growers  have  had  to  spray,  but  there  has  been 
very  little  trouble  from  vermin.  In  the  Yakima  district  the  crop 
is  estimated  at  approximately    30,000    bales.     This    crop    will    be 


heavier  than  any  other  since  1906.  Expectations  are  that  the 
Washington  crop  will  be  equal  to  the  best  ever  harvested. 

Oregon. — Throughout  Oregon  the  crop  is  in  first-class  condi- 
tion. It  is  practically  free  from  vermin  and  shows  a  very  healthj 
growth.  In  the  Willamette  Valley  the  yards  are  in  excellent 
shape. 

California. — In  the  upper  Sacramento  Valley  the  yards  are  look- 
ing very  well.  The  crop  in  Mendocino  County  will  be  much  largei 
than  last  year  and  the  quality  will  be  excellent.  In  some  parts  ol 
Sonoma  County  there  is  complaint  owing  to  the  presence  of  lice 
but  it  is  believed  that  the  county  as  a  whole  will  yield  more  than 
an  average  crop  of  fair  quality. 


BREWERIES  FLOURISHING  IN  BRAZIL. 

Beer  is  becoming  more  popular  in  Brazil  and  its  consumption 
increases  annually. 

A  new  brewery,  work  on  which  was  begun  in  August,  1913 
has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  $324,400,  and  is  now  in  operation 
at  Pernambuco.  The  building  is  656  feet  long  and  148  feet  wide, 
substantially  constructed  of  reinforced  concrete,  and  is  equipped 
throughout  with  modern  machinery,  all  of  German  manufacture. 

As  this  is  the  only  brewery  between  Rio  de  Janeirc 
and  Para  it  should  be  able  to  supply  all  the  cities  in  thi,' 
section.  Pernambuco  draft  beer  retails  in  some  cafes  at  300  reis 
(10  cents)  per  small  glass  and  in  others  at  400  reis  (13  cents)  and 
the  bottled  beer  at  1  milreis  ($0.3244  1-3)  each  per  small  bottle. 


NEW   BREWERY   IN   NAGASAKI   DISTRICT,  JAPAN 

The  Sakura  Brewery  at  Dairi,  Fukuoka  Prefecture,  was  com- 
pleted and  began  brewing  beer  during  the  summer  of  1913.  The 
beer  is  on  the  market  and  is  of  fair  quality.  A  bottling  establish- 
ment is  run  in  connection  with  the  brewery.

THE  BADNESS  OF  THE  GOOD  PEOPLE. 

We  all  know  how  some  reformers  talk.  They  say  practically  "We 
are  right !  If  you  don't  agree  with  us  it  follows,  as  a  mere  matter 
of  logic,  that  you  are  wrong."  If  circumstances  permit  they  may 
add :  "We'll  make  you  agree  with  us,  to  save  your  souls." 

When  they  say  this  the  Inquisition  itself  becomes  a  mere  mat- 
ter of  logic !  At  present  a  lukewarm  civilization  does  not  favor 
the  rack  and  thumbscrew  as  reform  methods,  and  Calvin,  with  the 
best  intentions  in  the  world,  could  not  burn  Servetus.  If,  how- 
ever, he  should  today  try  to  regulate  other  people's  opinions  by  law 
he  would  be  just  the  same  old  Calvin !  His  insistence  would  be 
less  unpleasant,  physically,  in  1914  than  it  was  in  1553;  but  its  re- 
sult would  be  as  useless  now  as  then — for  persecution  never  con- 
vinced the  persecuted. 

The  risk  we  run  in  making  laws  to  enforce  not  conduct  merely, 
but  opinions,  is  the  creation  of  lawbreakers.  For  sometimes  the 
reformer  not  only  fails  to  reform,  but  he  also  brings  about  an  actual 
increase  in  crime !  Take,  for  instance,  a  phase  of  the  temperance 
movement,  that  movement  which  embodies  so  noble  a  "desire  for 
righteousness"  on  the  part  of  so  many  good  people.  See  the  harm 
which  was  done  in  the  Army  by  the  intemperate  temperance  of 
some  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U's. 

These  earnest  women  said  that  drunkenness  among  our  soldiers 
was  a  dreadful  thing;  and  everybody  said  Amen!  They  said:  "Let 
us  try  to  make  the  men  temperate."  And  again  we  who  knew  the 
misery  of  drunkeness  assented  with  all  our  hearts — but  it  was  our 
hearts,  and  not  our  heads  (which  led  some  of  us  into  the  belief  that 
intemperance  in  the  army  could  be  stopped  by  abolishing  the  can- 
teen. 

With  most  heroic  effort  good  women  brought  this  abolishment 


about.  They  practically  said  to  the  soldiers:  "You  ought  not  to 
drink,  therefore  you  shall  not  drink." 

Human  nature  being  human  nature,  and  this  being  a  free  coun- 
try, the  result  was  inevitable.  The  soldier,  forced,  but  not  con- 
vinced, prohibited  but  not  educated  not  to  desire,  said  to  himself, 
"I'll  bet  I'll  drink!"  and  straightway  went  outside  for  his  whisky. 
He  drank  impure  liquor  under  evil  conditions,  instead  of  pure  liquor 
under  decent  conditions. 

Now,  putting  aside  certain  grave  questions  as  to  the  value  of  the 
choice  between  goodness  and  baseness;  putting  aside  the  lesson  a 
man  might  learn  by  burning  his  fingers  by  the  painful  experience 
of  suflfering  and  shame  and  failure — things  which  might  awaken  his 
own  (not  the  reformer's)  desire  for  righteousness — putting  these 
things  aside,  there  remains  the  fact  that  in  this  matter  of  the  can- 
teen good  people  actually  drove  the  soldier  into  intemperance,  for 
with  the  abolishment  of  the  canteen  came  a  horrible  and  appalling 
increase  of  drunkenness  among  soldiers.  This  is  not  a  matter  of 
opinion,  it  is  a  matter  of  statistics.  And  to  what  must  it  be  cred- 
ited?   The  badness  of  the  good! — From  the  Ladies'  Home  Journal.

FROM  PACIFIC  OCEAN  TO  GATUN  LAKE. 


A  couple  of  weeks  ago  a  test  was  made  of  the  Miraflores  and 
I'edro  Miguel  locks  on  the  Pacific  side  of  the  Panama  Canal.  The 
vessel  used  in  this  instance,  and  which  is  illustrated  above,  was 
the  "Santa  Clara,"  built  for  the  Atlantic  &  Pacific  Steamship  Co. 
in  1913. 

This  vessel  is  404.6  feet  long,  53.9  feet  beam,  26.3  feet  deep. 
Her  gross  tonnage  is  6309,  and  she,  with  three  sister  vessels  built 
for    W.    R.    Grace    &  Company,  will  engage  in  the  coast-to-coast 
trade  through  the  canal  when  the  waterway  is  officially  opened. 
Colonel  Goethal's  Account  of  the  Trip. 

"Culebra,  Canal  Zone,  June  20,  1914. 
"Messrs.  W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.: 

"Sirs:  I  take  pleasure  in  informing  you  that  your  s.  s.  'Santa 
Clara'  carrying  lumber  for  the  Panama  Canal,  passed  through  Mira- 
flores and  Pedro  Miguel  locks  from  Balboa  to  Culebra  Cut  level 
on  the  afternoon  of  Thursday,  the  18th  inst.,  and  returned  through 
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W.  R.  Grace  &  Go's,  steamer  "Santa  Clara"  in  the 
Pacific  locks  of  the  Panama  Canal 

the  locks  to  Balboa  on  the  morning  of  the  next  day.  The  vessel 
did  not  use  her  engines  while  in  the  locks,  but  was  towed  by  four 
electric  locomotives.  She  was  turned  in  the  canal  just  above  the 
Pedro  Miguel  lock,  where  the  channel  is  600  feet  wide. 

"The  up-bound  passage,  from  the  lower  pier  at  Miraflores 
through  the  locks,  through  Lake  Miraflores  above  the  locks,  and 
through  Pedro  Miguel  lock  to  the  upper  approach  wall,  was  made 
in  two  hours  and  ten  minutes,  from  3  :30  to  5  :40  p.  m.  The  down- 
bound  passage,  in  which  the  vessel  was  accompanied  by  a  tow  of 
canal  equipment,  took  a  little  less  time  for  the  maneuvers,  but  was 
somewhat  delayed  by  stopping  to  discharge  passengers  at  Mira- 
flores locks.     The  lockages  were  attended  by  no  unusual  features. 


"The  'Santa  Clara'  is  the  first  commercial  vessel  to  pass 
through  the  Pacific  locks  of  the  Panama  Canal. 

"I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  your  company  and  to  Mr. 
Theodore  Wilde,  the  manager  of  your  Panama  agency,  for  tender- 
ing the  vessel  for  this  trial,  which  serves  as  a  demonstration  of  the 
adequacy  of  the  locks  and  their  equipment  for  handling  commer- 
cial work.  Your  assistance  has  been  of  material  value  to  the  canal, 
since,  at  present,  it  is  not  practicable  to  make  such  a  trial  with  the 
larger  vessels  of  the  Government's  fleet,  which  are  available  only 
for  trial  at  the  Atlantic  locks. 

"You  will  find  herewith  some  photographs  taken  during  the  up- 
bound  passage  which  I  hope  will  be  of  interest  to  you.

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NEWS  FROM  THE  DESERT  STATES 


Nevada. — At  a  city  council  meeting  it  was  decided  to  reduce  the 
number  of  saloons  from  67  to  65  in  the  city  of  Reno.  The  council 
refused  to  consent  to  the  transfers  of  licenses  from  the  Thomas 
Cafe  Company  to  J.  R.  Bradley  &  Company  and  from  P..  Gardella 
to  G.  B.  Questa.     As  a  result,  both  of  these  resorts  will  be  closed. 

The  Nye  and  Ormsby  Bank  has  sold  its  interest  in  the  O.  P. 
Saloon  at  Tonopah  to  Mr.  W.  G.  Sinclair. 

Arizona. — Mr.  Eugene  Chafin  has  finally  received  the  endorse- 
ment of  the  Temperance  Alliance  of  Arizona,  meeting  at  Phoenix, 
for  United  States  Senator.  After  being  indorsed  Mr.  Chafin  an- 
nounced that  he  would  take  upon  himself  the  work  of  raising  a 
fund  of  $10,000  to  carry  on  the  campaign.  Everybody  agreed  that 
he  has  the  necessary  experience  inasfar  as  the  raising  of  funds  is 
concerned. 

It  has  been  decided  by  the  prohibitionists  of  Arizona  that  the 
campaign  for  State-wide  prohibition  will  be  commenced  in  Phoenix 
on  the  6th  of  October  by  a  three-day  talk  feast.  The  "Flying 
Squadron"  will  indulge  in  this. 

The  Parent-Teachers'  Association  has  endorsed  the  proposition 
for  State-wide  prohibition.  This  association  recently  carried  Os- 
born  precinct  in  Phoenix  by  a  vote  of  three  to  one.  A  drastic  feature 
of  the  new  ordinance  passed  by  the  city  commission  of  Phoenix  per- 
tains to  the  sale  of  liquor  by  clubs.  It  requires  that  clubs  must  pay 
a  tax  of  $200  per  year  and  keep  full  accounts  of  transactions.  Rec- 
ords of  names  of  purchasers,  amounts  of  cash  received  and  amounts 
charged  must  be  kept  in  books  open  to  inspection  by  the  city  man- 
ager, auditor  and  police  officers. 

According  to  the  new  ordinance  of  Phoenix  the  saloons  will  pay 
a  tax  of  $1000  per  year. 

Mayor  George  U.  Young  of  Phoenix  has  vigorously  protested 
against  the  new  ordinance  on  the  following  grounds : 

"1st — It  is  legal  rubbish — not  law. 

"2nd — It  is  promoted  by  the  Pharisee  and  is  a  cloak  for  the 
hypocrite. 

"3rd — It  is  a  victory  achieved  by  the  few  through  the  small 
number  of  men  comprising  the  commission  over  the  people  and 
their  votes  which  elected  them  as  members  of  this  commission. 

"4th — It  will  prove  a  curse  to  what  might  be  termed  a  legitimate 
liquor  seller  for  such  an  ordinance  is  a  foe  to  public  morality." 

The  city  commission  corroborated  the  arguments  of  Mayor 
Young  by  ordering  the  protest  expunged  from  the  records. 


During  the  past  month  the  Fountain  Saloon  in  Jerome  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire.  The  proprietor,  Andrew  Isoglio,  reports  the  loss 
at  $6,000. 

Tucson  saloonkeepers  have  been  having  trouble  owing  to  the 
selling  of  absinthe.  The  county  attorney  had  informed  them  that 
he  did  not  know  of  any  law  against  the  sale  of  absinthe.  As  a 
consequence  the  absinthe  inspectors  had  an  easy  time  catching  the 
saloon  men.     An  understanding  has  been  arrived  at. 

Major  Whitingham,  the  wholesale  liquor  man  oi  Itos  Angeles, 
has  been  visiting  various  parts  of  Arizona.  He  reports  that  busi- 
ness conditions  are  very  good  all  over  the  State  and  that  the  chances 
of  prohibition  carrying  in  the  fall  are  very  slim. 

Mr.  Gust.  Johnson  has  acquired  the  Bonanza  Bar  in  Brewery, 
Gulch,  Bisbee.  I 

The  city  council  of  Bisbee  has  passed  an  ordinance  to  reduce 
the  number  of  saloons  in  the  Copper  City  to  twenty,  reduction  to 
be  eiTected  by  refusal  to  transfer  licenses. 

Giacoma  Brothers  have  purchased  the  Citv  Saloon  of  Bisbee. 

Mr.  V^ictor  Pistonetti  has  purchased  the  Butte  Saloon  in  Brew- 
ery Gulch,  Bisbee,  from  Charles  Thornrose  and  Gus  Swanson. 

Mr.  R.  E.  Paterson  has  sold  the  Arizona  Club  Saloon  at  Yuma 
to  Yhalt  and  Cailleteau  of  Los  Angeles. 

Miami  is  now  enjoying  Eastern  beers  at  five  cents  a  glass.  An- 
heuser-Busch beer  is  being  sold  at  the  Gold  Belt  and  Our  House 
saloons  at  this  price,  while  Val  Blatz  Milwaukee  beer  is  being  sold 
in  Cecil's  Place  at  a  nickel  a  throw.  The  only  trouble  so  far  is  the 
scarcity  of  nickels. 

Sunday  closing  of  saloons  in  Florence  has  been  decided  upon  by 
the  city  council.  Mayor  Fulton  opposed  the  measure,  claiming 
that  saloonkeepers  had  the  same  rights  as  other  merchants. 

A  Temperance  Alliance  to  fight  the  liquor  traffic  has  been  or- 
ganized at  Clifton. 

The  Arcade  and  St.  Louis  saloons  have  closed.  The  prohib 
tion  forces  of  Tuscon  have  been  split  over  a  discussion  as  t\ 
whether  drug  stores  should  be  allowed  to  sell  liquor  b; 
prescription.  Eugene  Chafin,  G.  F.  Rinehart,  G.  F.  Wilson  and 
L.  C.  Hughes  opposed  the  proposition  to  allow  drug  stores  to  se 
liquor.  Anti-Saloon  League  leaders  favored  the  drug  stores  "fi 
the  time  being." 

Very  small  audiences  greet  the  prohibition  orators  in  Arizo; 
cities.     The  Yuma  "Examiner"  states  that  the  reason  for  this 
that  the  orators  do  not  consider  the  intelligence  of  the  audienc 
worthy  of  any  serious  effort,  as  they  are  composed  mostly  of  pe 
pie  so  much  under  conviction  as  to  require  no  persuasion. 

New  Mexico. — The  three  liquor  license  ordinances  proposed  fi 
Albuquerque  have  been  tabled.  The  city  council  considered  the 
as  last-minute  legislation. 

Glorieta,  in  Santa  Fe  County,  has  voted  to  go  dry. 

The  liquor  question  will  be  voted  on  in  San  Marcial,  Midwa^ 
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Old  San  Marcial,  La  Mesa  and  Valverde,  all  in  Socorro  County,  on 
the  14th  of  May. 

Columbus,  on  the  Mexican  border,  has  finally  been  declared  dry 
by  the  Superior  Court. 

Liquor  ordinances  are  to  be  voted  iSpon  in  Arroyo  de  Pecos  and 
El  Pueblo  in  San  Miguel  Cotlnty  on  the  24th  of  May. 

Petitions  are  being  circulated  for  an  election  on  local  option  in 
Santa  Fe.  Chances  of  the  dfys  are  about  as  good  as  those  of  snow 
in  the  nether  region. 

The  California  Wine  and  Liquor  House  of  Gallup  has  made 
great  improvements  during  the  past  month.  A  bottling  plant  has 
been  installed.  It  is  proposed  to  establish  a  cold  storage  plant  and 
warehouse  in  connection  with  the  business. 

The  license  fee  for  saloons  at  Alamogordo  has  been  raised  from 
$1500  to  $1800  per  year. 

The  Women's  Christian  Temperance  Union  of  Santa  Fe  has 
purchased  a  distillery  at  Farmington,  San  Juan  County. 

Three  more  towns  in  San  Miguel  County  have  gone  dry.  These 
are  Wagon  Mound,  Levy  and  Optimo. 

In  Valencia  County  the  wets  won  in  all  districts.  Los  Lunas, 
Los  Lentes,  Peralta  and  Valencia  gave  substantial  majorities. 

Local  option  elections  will  be  held  in  Sierra  County  on  the  14th 
of  August.     All  the  dry  signers  are  Spanish-Americans. 

During  the  floods  at  Hillsboro  the  saloons  fared  well.     A  ram-

Eight  Hour  Bill.

MEDICAL  MEN  ADOPT  A  PROGRESSIVE  POLICY. 


(T.  D.  2002.) 
RAISIN  WINE. 
T.  D.  1849  applies  to  so-called  raisin    wine    only    where    such 
product  is  made  from  a  mash  to  which  artificial  sweetening  is  added. 
Treasury  Department. 
Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 

Washington,  D.  C,  June  29,  1914. 
To  collectors  of  internal  revenue  and  others  concerned: 

Where  so-called  raisin  "wine"  is  made  solely  by  the  fermenta- 
tion of  dried  grapes  and  water,  without  the  addition  of  sugar  or 
other  artificial  sweetening,  it  is  held  that  the  same  is  not  made 
from  a  mash  "fit  for  distillation"  within  the  purview  of  section  3282, 
Revised  Statutes,  and  T.  D.  1949  of  February  16,  1914. 

Where,  however,  the  addition  of  sugar  or  other  artificial  sweet- 
ening is  necessary  to  perfect  such  product,  the  same  may  be  added, 
but  only  after  the  fermentation  of  the  product  has  been  completed, 
as  otherwise  the  addition  of  such  fermentable  material  to  a  mash 
from  which  spirits  may  be  obtained  would  render  the  mash  fit  for 
distillation  within  the  contemplation  of  the  statute. 

The  addition  of  sugar  or  spirits  to  such  so-called  wine,  after  fer- 
mentation, will,  however,  constitute  rectification,  and  render  the 
person  so  rectifying  liable  to  the  special  tax  imposed  by  section 
3244,  Revised  Statutes. 

Dealers  in  such  so-called  wines,  including  the  manufacturers 
thereof,  will  also  incur  a  special-tax  liability  as  wholesale  dealers 
or  retail  dealers,  as  the  case  may  be,  without  reference  to  whether 
or  not  sugar  or  spirits  have  been  added  to  such  wine. 

The  designation  and  branding  of  such  product  will  be  subject 
to  such  regulations  as  may  be  issued  by  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture under  the  pure  food  and  drugs  act.

Livermore  Valley  wine  men  have  always  declared  that  their 
product  is  "good  enough  for  a  king." 


EXPANSION  OF  A.  ROSSI  &  COMPANY. 


The  firm  of  A.  Rossi  &  Company  of  322  Broadway,  San  Fran- 
cisco, is  making  an  extension  of  its  plant  to  the  rear  of  the  Broad- 
way establishment.  When  completed  this  will  give  to  the  firm 
about  twice  the  area  that  it  has  been  utilizing  for  the  manufacture 
of  machinery.  The  reason  given  for  the  expansion  of  the  plant 
is  the  increased  .sales  of  wine  making  machinery,  especially  of  the 
Improved  Combination  Grape  Crusher,  Stemmer  and  Mu.st  Pump 
which  the  firm  has  been  manufacturing  with  energy  for  the  past 
twelve  months.  Orders  have  been  coming  in  so  very  treely  for  the 
past  several  months  for  this  machine  that,  in  order  to  assure  prompt- 
itude, the  manufacturers  advise  early  action  on  the  part  of  wine 
men.  It  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  a  rush  of  business  during 
the  coming  wine  season  and  A.  Rossi  &  Company  are  making  prep- 
arations to  meet  it. 


The  American  Medical  Association  at  its  meeting  in  Atlantic 
City  announced  a  policy  of  greater  publicity  in  behalf  of  the  profes- 
sion and  of  the  dissemination  of  knowledge  of  medical  truth.  The 
association  is  prepared  to  spend  not  merely  brains  and  effort,  but 
money,  in  educating  the  public. 

This  news  should  be  welcomed  by  the  people  throughout  the 
land.  The  medical  men  form  the  most  useful  profession  that  civ- 
ilization can  boast  of.  They  have  been  of  too  retiring  a  disposi- 
tion in  the  past.  Their  modesty  has  probably  been  consistent  with 
their  worthiness,  but  it  has  prevented  the  public  from  appreciating 
them  as  it  should.  There  is  no  very  good  reason  why  the  medical 
men  should  allow  the  clergymen  and  lawyers  to  occupy  all  the  at- 
tention that  the  people  give  to  the  professions.  The  service  that 
the  medical  men  render  to  society  is  so.  much  superior  to  that  of 
the  attorneys  and  theologians  that  they  are  entitled  to  the  lion's 
share  of  publicity.  As  there  is  little  danger  that  the  quacks  among 
doctors  may  assert  themselves  as  strenuously  as  the  shysters 
among  lawyers  and  the  fakirs  among  preachers  do,  the  public  has 
much  good  and  but  little  evil  to  expect  through  the  enlargement 
of  the  publicity  field  for  the  medical  men.

RUM  CONCESSION  IN  COLOMBIA. 


A  contemporary  writer  on  social  topics  remarks  that  the  ma- 
jority of  men  in  the  early  days  of  this  country  were  abstainers  from 
liquor  and  that  the  habit  of  drinking  has  greatly  increased  in  mod- 
ern times. 

This  is  hardly  fair  to  folks  living  nowadays.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  a  total  abstainer  was  a  rare  bird,  indeed,  in  early  times.  Every- 
body drank  liquor,  including  the  preachers,  who  were  great  men 
in  the  community  in  those  days.  Drunkenness  was  common  and 
not  thought  to  be  anything  disgraceful.  For  instance,  the  earliest 
rules  of  Yale — then  a  nursery  for  embryo  clergymen — provided 
fines  for  intoxication  and  for  being  absent  from  prayers,  and  the 
fine  for  being  drunk  was  a  shilling,  while  the  more  heinous  offense 
cost  four  and  sixpence. 

The  amount  of  liquor  consumed  in  the  United  States  has  enor- 
mously increased,  to  be  sure.  But  that  is  simply  because  a  hun- 
dred million  people  can  drink  a  larger  amount  than  could  a  hun- 
dred thousand  Puritan  fathers — though  it  must  be  admitted  that 
the  hundred  thousand  Puritan  fathers  made  a  noble  effort  to  keep 
up  their  end. 

The  truth  is  that  modern  habits  of  thought  and  the  demands 
of  modern  business  have  increased  sobriety  and  moderated  drink- 
ing to  extents  the  Puritan  fathers  never  dreamed  possible. — San 
Francisco  "Fxaminer." 


SOME  COLD-BLOODED  ADVICE  FROM  A 
PROHIBITIONIST.

To  the  married  man  who  cannot  get  along  without  his  drinks, 
the  following  is  being  suggested  as  a  means  of  freedom  from  the 
bondage  of  the  saloons :

The  Departmental  Assembly  of  Magdalena  has  approved  the

The  home  office  of 
the  company  is  at  Barranquilla,  Colombia. — Consul  Isaac  A.  Man- 
ning, Barranquilla. 


CHAMPAGNE  MAKING  IN  SPANISH  SHERRY  DISTRICT. 


Since  the  decline  in  both  consumption  and  price  of  the  typical 
Sherry  wine,  the  larger  concerns  engaged  in  the  business  have  been 
seeking  other  and  more  profitable  outlets  for  their  production.  A 
large  proportion  of  the  "Nostos,"  or  raw  wines  as  they  come  from 
the  press,  has  gone  into  brandy  in  the  past  few  years  and  trade  in 
the  finished  product  is  increasing  steadily. 

Recently  one  of  the  largest  concerns  in  the  business,  encour- 
aged by  their  success  with  brandy,  has  invaded  the  champagne 
wine  field,  treating  the  raw  wines  after  the  French  system  for  mak- 
ing champagne  and  producing  a  natural  effervescence.  They  have 
constructed  a  cellar  with  a  capacity  of  800,000  bottles  and  have 
already  stored  therein  180,000  bottles,  which  they  will  proceed  to 
place  on  the  market,  both  in  Spain  and  abroad. — Consul  Paul  H.

The  following  is  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  Mr.  C.  O.  G.  Miller 
and  other  recognized  authorities  on  viticultural  subjects: 

"Owing  to  the  war  the  world  will  be  confronted  with  a  shortage 
of  wine  next  year  to  the  enormous  aggregate  of  two  billion  gallons. 
California,  Italy,  Spain  and  Portugal  will  be  called  upon  to  supply 
all  Europe,  South  and  Central  America  and  civilized  Asia  with  the 
products  of  its  vintage,  and  beyond  all  question  the  price  of  even 
the  roughest  and  newest  wines  will  double  and  treble  in  the  world's 
market.  California,  whose  wines  are  all  of  a  high  grade,  should 
profit  by  the  destruction  of  the  vintage  of  central  Europe  propor- 
tionately more  than  any  of  its  wine  growing  competitors  and  the 
opening  of  new  markets  to  the  products  of  our  vineyards  should 
assure  permanent  prosperity  for  the  industry. 

"The  following  figures,  the  latest  available,  show  the  wine  pro- 
duction of  the  European  countries,  now  engaged  in  an  internecine 
struggle,  in  1911 :

"Our  local  production  of  wine  is  about  50,000,000  gallons  an- 
nually, while  the  combined  production  of  Italy,  Spain  and  Portugal 
in  1911  aggregated  1,. 587 ,000,000  gallons.  Adding  the  totals  from 
all  other  countries  that  produce  a  little  wine  to  this  total,  and  it  at 
once  becomes  apparent  that  the  world's  vintage  this  year  will  be 
cut  in  half.  As  for  consumption,  France  consumes  annually  33.9 
gallons  per  capita;  Switzerland,  15.10  gallons;  Italy,  25.10  gallons; 
as  against  annual  consumption  in  the  United  States  of  seven-tentns 
of  a  gallon.

ORGANIZED  LABOR'S  OBJECTIONS  TO  THE  UNIVERSAL 
EIGHT-HOUR  LAW. 

By  Samuel  Gompers. 


The  American  Federation  of  Labor  is  in  favor  of  fixing  the 
maximum  number  of  hours  of  work  for  children,  minors  and  women. 
It  does  not  favor  a  legal  limitation  of  the  work  day  for  adult  men 
workers. 

The  unions  have  very  largely  established  the  shorter  work  day 
by  their  own  initiative,  power  and  influence;  they  have  done  it  for 
themselves. 

The  American  Federation  of  Labor  is  opposed  to  limiting,  by 
legal  statutory  authority,  the  hours  of  work  for  men  in  private  in- 
dustries. 

The  American  Federation  of  Labor  has  apprehensions  as  to  the 
wisdom  of  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  government  additional 
powers  which  may  be  used  to  the  detriment  of  the  working  people. 
It  particularly  opposes  this  policy  when  the  things  can  be  done  by 
the  workmen  themselves. 

It  is  in  favor  of  a  uniform  shorter  work  day  and  would  encour- 
age and  help  affiliated  organizations  to  secure  it  by  collective  bar- 
gaining and  other  methods  employed  by  labor  unions.

CALIFORNIA   LABOR  COUNCILS  OPPOSE  THE 
MOVEMENT. 


Central  Labor  Council  of  Los  Angeles  First  in  Line. 
Witiiin  a  short  time  after  the  Prohibitionists  and  Anti-Saloon 
Leaguers  had  succeeded  in  making  an  issue  of  State-wide  prohibi- 
tion in  California  the'  Central  Labor  Council  of  Los  Angeles  took 
decisive  steps  to  oppose  the  destructive  movement.  On  the  23rd 
of  January,  1914,  the  greatest  labor  organization  in  Southern  Cal- 
ifornia passed  the  following  resolutions: 

"Whereas,  the  attention  of  the  labor  movement  has  been  called  to  the 
fact  that  several  prominent  members  of  the  Socialist  party  have  in  the  past, 
and  now  are,  lending  their  support  in  campaigns  to  place  this  State  and  its 
political  subdivisions  thereof  in  the  dry  column;  and 

"Whereas,  many  thousands  of  workers,  the  great  majority  of  whom 
are  members  of  the  trades  union  movement  and  of  the  Socialist  party,  are 
engaged  in  the  production  and  distribution  of  malt,  vinous  and  spirituous 
liquors;  and 

"Whereas,  if  the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  these  beverages  was 
prohibited  it  would  throw  all  these  workers  and  many  thousands  others  in- 
directly employed  on  the  labor  market,  thereby  further  increasing  the  al- 
ready great  army  of  unemployed;  and 

"Whereas,  the  prohibition  of  the  production  of  malt,  vinous  and  spirit- 
ous  liquors  is  an  unsound  economic  proposition,  we  recognizing  the  fact 
that  all  industries  are  co-relative,  and  that  the  fundamental  principles  of 
the  labor  movement  are  not  a  matter  of  prohibition  of  liquor,  but  a  matter 
of  increasing  the  wages  and  reducing  the  hours,  thereby  giving  labor  a 
greater  and  ever  increased  share  of  the  product  of  its  toil,  until  such  time 
as  labor  receives  its  full  product;  and 

"Whereas,   prohibition   would   adversely   affect   the   following   trades:

"Whereas,  we  believe  the  policy  of  the  economic  and  political  organi- 
zations of  labor  should  be  confined  to  the  great  economic  question  affecting 
the  wage  working  class,  and  that  prohibition  will  not  solve  the  labor  ques- 
tion, nor  will  it  relieve  any  part  of  the  distress  bearing  so  heavily  upon  the 
workers,  but  will  aid  the  capitalistic  class  to  divide  the  forces  of  labor,  and 
thereby  weaken  their  solidarity  and  power;  and 

"Whereas,  there  has  been  no  provision  made  by  the  Prohibition  party 
or  its  advocates  to  provide  jobs  for  those  whose  employment  would  be  no 
longer  possible  under  the  capitalistic  system  by  the  passage  of  a  law  of  this 
kind,  but  who  for  the  most  part  belong  to  the  capitalistic  class  and  would 
benefit  .by  an  increase  in  the  army  of  the  unemployed;  therefore  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  we,  the  Central  Labor  Council  of  Los  Angeles,  Cal- 
ifornia, in  regular  meetiuK  .isscmbled,  in  the  interest  of  these  wage  work- 
ers, hereby  request  such  pi  rsons  who  are  connected  with  the  Socialist 
party,  and  who  are  by  their  actions  endeavoring  to  take  from  us  our  means 
of  livelihood,  to  desist  therefrom  and  to  devote  their  energies  to  the  class 
struggle,  until  such  a  time  as  all  industries  are  brought  under  the  dominion 
of  the  working  class;  and  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  tin  -<■  resolutions  be  placed  on  file  in  the 
archives  of  the  council,  and  a  copy  -nt  to  those  persons  who  are  active  in 
the  fight  against  this  industry." 

In  commenting  upon  these  resdlutions  the  Rev.  M,r,  \VilTIam 
Wasson  said :  '    ' 

"Prohibition  is  the  worst  enemy  of  true  temperance  ever  known 
in  this  country.     In  opposing  it  you  are  opposing  tlie  most  solemn 


Fresno  Labor  Council  Follows  Suit. 

On  the  20th  of  February  the  Fresno  Labor  Council  unanimously 
endorsed  the  resolutions  of  the  Central  Labor  Council  of  Los  An- 
geles. Certificates  of  attestation  to  this  effect  were  made  by  Presi- 
dent C.  H.  B.  Klette  and  copies  issued  for  publication. 


San  Francisco  Labor  and  Trade  Councils  Line  Up  Quickly. 

When  the  Prohibitionists  and  Anti-Saloon  Leaguers  saw  the 
forces  of  organized  labor  massing  to  oppose  their  movement  they 
made  strenuous  efforts  to  stem  the  tide  that  was  setting  in  against 
them.  They  resorted  to  all  sorts  of  tricks  to  prevent  the  Central 
Labor  body  of  San  F'rancisco  from  deliberating  over  State-wide  pro- 
hibition, since  they  feared  to  precipitate  the  issue.  But  all  their 
machinations  were  in  vain.  During  the  third  week  of  February 
the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council  adopted  the  anti-prohibition 
resolutions. 

On  March  19  the  San  Francisco  Building  Trades  Council  passed 
resolutions  against  prohibition  embodying  the  following  declara- 
tions: 

"The  proposed  amendment  for  State-wide  prohibition  is  a  ruthless  in- 
vasion of  natural  rights  and  a  brutal  abridgement  of  individual  liberty,  and 
from  the  standpoint  of  economics,  fundamentally  wrong.  If  said  amend- 
ment were  adopted  it  would  throw  282,000  workers  out  of  employment, 
glutting  and  destroying  a  number  of  the  chief  industries  of  this  common- 
wealth. The  foregoing  figures  are  true  beyond  the  peradventure  of  a  doubt, 
which  makes  this  proposed  legislation  not  only  foolish  but  extremely  ri- 
diculous. 

"Therefore  be  it  resolved  by  the  Building  Trades  Council  of  San  Fran- 
cisco that  we  earnestly  urge  upon  all  affiliated  unions  and  their  members  t^ 
work,  vote  and  use  every  legitimate  means  within  their  power  to  defeat  th^B 
prohibition  amendment  to  the  constitution."  ^ 

In  very  rapid  succession  nine  unions  indorsed  the  resohitions  of 
the  Building  Trades  Council  opposing,  the  proposed  constitutiong 
amendment  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquor  in  Ca 
ifornia.  The  organizations  are :  Steam  Engineers  No.  64,  Strul 
tural  Iron  Workers  No.  31,  Carpenters'  No.  1640,  Millmen  No.  4| 
Carpenters'  No.  22,  Housesmiths  No.  78,  Painters  No.  19,  Cooper 
No.  65  and  the  Casters  and  Model  Makers'  Union. 

Opposition  was  declared  by  the  United  Glass  Workers'  Unic 
to  the  proposed  amendment  to  make  California  a  dry  State. 


Oakland,  As  Usual,  In  Front  Rank. 

With  the  promptness  that  characterizes  the  east  bay  metropolJ 
Oakland  went  on  record,  through  its  labor  and  trades  councils, 
being  absolutely  opposed  to  prohibition. 


Sacramento  Also  To  the  Fore. 
On  the  26th  of  March  the  Sacramento  Building  Trades  Counl 
adopted  resolutions  setting  forth  that  the  proposed  Prohibiti^ 
Amendment  to  Article  1  of  the  Constitution  of  California  is  a  "ruti 
less  invasion  of  natural  rights  and  a  brutal  abridgment  of  indivil 
ual  liberty,  and  from  the  standpoint  of  economics  fundamental! 
wrong,  for  the  reason  that  iradopted  it  would  tbrow  282,000  worl 
ers  out  of  employment,  and  thereby  glut  the  labor  market ;  and 
fundamentally  inimical  to  huinan  liberty  and  detrimental  in  t^ 
highest  degree  to  the  progress  and  future  welfare  of  the  great  Sta 
of  California." 


Eureka  Is  On  the  Firing  Line. 

The  Eureka  Federated  Trades  and  Lal)()r  Council  on  the  2nd 
April  adopted  a  resolution  which  places  union  labor  of  HuinbolJ 
County  in  the  rank  of  those  who  are  fighting  the  modern  Inqui| 
tion.     The  council  adopted  the  resolution  on  the  ground  that  ma 
trades  union  members  engaged  in  the  production  and  distributiot''' 
of  malt,  vinous  and  spirit^ious  liquors  would  be  thrown  out  oi  cm 
l)loyment  should  the  State  go  dry.  '■! 

The  resolutions  reads  in  part  as  follows:     "The  Eureka  Fe" 
erated  Trades  Council  of  Humlioldt  County,  in  the  interests  of  thi 
thousands  of  wage  workers  affected,  hereby  requests  such  persons 
connected  with  any  political  party  and  who  are  endeavoring  to  taki 
from  us  our  means  of  livelihood,  to   desist    therefrom   and   devott 
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their  energies  to  the  class  struggle  until  such  time  as  all  industries 
are  brought  under  the  dominion  of  the  working  class." 


Repulse  of  Prohibitions  by  Labor  Element  Causes  Pharisees  to 
Resort  to  Prerttices  of  the  Damned. 

Having  been  condemned  by  labor  organizations  throughout  the 
State  of  California  the  prohibitionists  have  resorted  to  their  usual 
methods.  Falsehoods  and  calumny  characterize  their  desperate 
efforts  to  save  themselves  from  being  driven  forever  out  of  Califor- 
nia. They  have  gone  so  far  as  to  create  imaginary  labor  unions 
which  pass  resolutions  favoring  prohibition. 

The  Central  Labor  Council  of  Los  Angeles  recently  received  a 
communication  signed  "Harry  A.  HufT,  Secretary,"  purporting  to  be 
an  official  declaration  of  organized  labor  of  Pasadena  on  the  ques- 
tion of  prohibition,  and  its  endorsement  of  the  national  prohibition 
bill  now  pending  in  the  United  States. 

A  committee  was  appointed  by  the  executive  board  of  the  Cen- 
tral Labor  Council  of  Los  Angeles  to  make  reply.  This  is  the  reply : 

"The  absence  of  the  official  or  any  seal  from  this  communication,  and 
the  omission  of  attestation  or  other  certification,  of  itself  raises  a  serious 
doubt  that  this  communication  was  authentic,  but  the  gratuitous  insult, 
glaring  misstatements,  and  sociological  and  economic  fallacies  embodied  in 
it,  still  further  tend  to  convince  us  that  this  communication  had  not  the 
sanction  of  the  body  of  labor  of  Pasadena,  and  that  its  preparation  and  dis- 
tribution, and  the  expense  thereof,  were  not  ordered  and  incurred  by  it. 

"Assuming  to  speak  for  the  labor  movement  of  Pasadena,  the  circular 
in  question  hurls  a  direct  insult  at  the  members  of  organized  labor  else- 
where by  this  statement:  'Our  wives  and  children  are  better  fed,  clothed, 
housed  and  educated,  and  IN  ALL  RESPECTS  our  men  are  better  sons, 
fathers  and  citizens.' 

"Can  you  beat  this  for  Pharisaism,  'holier  than  thou'  doctrine  of  self- 
aggrandizement? 

"In  the  paragraph  immediately  following  the  last  quotation,  this  re- 
markable statement  is  made:  'It  is  argued  against  national  prohibition  that 
many  thousands  of  men  will  be  thrown  out  of  work,  but  we  honestly  be- 
lieve that  these  men  will  be  better  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  many 
of  the  household  necessities  and  the  building  of  better  homes,  from  which 
wives  and  children  of  labor  are  now  deprived,  and  to  which  you  and  they 
are  entitled.'  In  this  we  have,  first,  the  admission  that  many  thousands  of 
men  WILL  be  thrown  out  of  work,  and  then  the  absurd  assurance  or  be- 
lief that  'they  will  all  be  better  employed  in  other  industries.' 

"With  every  line  of  production  and  distribution  already  overcrowded, 
in  what  business  will  these  displaced  workers  be  employed?  Is  labor  em- 
ployed from  philanthropic  motives?  Are  we,  under  the  present  system, 
producing  to  give  employment  to  workers  regardless  of  whither  their 
product  is  marketable?  Shade  of  Karl  Marx,  answer!  As  the  first  quota- 
tion given  insults  our  manhood,  so  does  this  insult  our  intelligence. 

"Several  paragraphs  of  the  circular  referred  to  are  devoted  to  the  hold- 
ing out  of  Pasadena  and  its  working  people  as  a  model  community  because 
it  is  'dry';  'local  option'  is  repudiated;  'personal  liberty'  is  interpreted  in  the 
direct  opposition  to  its  real  meaning,  and  we  are  told  that  'men  swear  off 
drinking  and  take  Kelley  and  other  cures  because  they  realize  that  the 
habit  is  expensive  and  degenerating.'  The  process  of  reasoning  generally 
employed  on  these  topics  has  such  a  familiar  ring  as  to  make  us  suspect  its 
source.  It  suggests  the  frazzled  argument  of  the  prohibitionists,  or  the 
slick  and  well-fed  apologist  of  the  capitalist  system,  as  offered  the  workers 
for  lo!  these  many  years.  It  starts  with  the  theory  that  men  drink  because 
of  their  moral  deficiency  and  the  'temptations'  of  the  saloon.  This  being 
so,  all  they  have  to  do  is  to  repudiate  the  monster  drink  and  abolish  the 
saloon  and  tlieir  spiritual  and  material   salvation  is  practically  assured. 

"The  sociological  and  economic  fallacy  of  this  premise  was  long  ago 
patent  to  organized  labor  and  the  students  of  our  movement,  and  therefore, 
each  and  every  attempt  to  commit  the  labor  movement  to  its  acceptance 
and  ratification  has  signally  failed.  In  fact,  the  false  and  pernicious  doc- 
trine of  the  prohibition  movement  and  the  movement  itself  has  been  re- 
peatedly repudiated  by  the  labor  bodies  of  the  United  States,  as  witness  the 
following  oflficial  declarations  of  the  labor  conventions  herewith  given: 
Massachusetts,  October  11  to  14,  1909;  Massachusetts.  October  10.  1910; 
Michigan,  September,  1908;  West  Virginia,  May  13  to  17,  1912;  California, 
State  Federation  of  Labor,  San  Jose,  1909;  Arkansas,  December  12  to  16, 
1911;  Oregon,  January  10  to  13,  1910;  Maine,  September  11,  1911;  Rhode 
Island,  November  3.  1911. 

"In  addition  to  these  we  have  plank  17  of  the  platform  of  the  Social 
Democratic  Party  of  Wisconsin,  the  resolutions  of  the  convention  of  the 
.■\malgamated  Woodworkers'  International  Union,  held  in  Chicago,  Illinois, 
March  IS  to  20,  1909,  and  the  official  declaration  of  the  Anti-Prohibition 
Trade  Union  League,  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  and  local  organizations  of  Okla- 
homa, Texas,  Alabama.  Georgia  and  Virginia,  the  executive  committee  of 
the  Florida  State  Federation  of  Labor  and  various  labor  organizations  of 
New  York.  Colorado  and  other  cities  and  localities  too  numerous  to  men- 
tion, besides  the  editorial  and  official  and  semi-official  publications  of  the 
labor  press  all  over  the  United  States. 

"The  Los  Angeles  Labor  Council  is  squarely  on  record  on  this  ques- 
tion. Our  resolution  passed  January  23,  1914,  protesting  against  prominent 
Socialists  lending  their  support  in  campaigns  to  place  this  State  and  its 
political  subdivisions  in  the  'dry'  column,  have  been  thus  far  endorsed  un- 
animously by  the  following  California  Labor  Councils,  and  attested  by  the 
signatures  of  both  president  and  secretary  and  official  seal:  Fresno,  Feb- 
ruary 20,  1914;  Eureka,  April  2,  1914;  San  Joaquin  County,  at  Stockton, 
April  13,  1914;  Sacramento,  April  14,  1914;  Marysville,  April  17,  1914;  Ala- 
meda County,  at  Oakland,  May  25,  1914;  Marin  County,  at  San  Rafael,  May 
26,  1914. 


"Samuel  Gompers,  president  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.;  Victor  L.  Berger,  ex- 
Congressman  and  Social  Democrat,  of  Milwaukee;  ex-Mayor  P.  H.  Mc- 
Carthy, of  San  Francisco,  president  of  California  Building  Trades  Council; 
State  Senator  Winfield  R.  Gaylord,  of  Wisconsin,  one-time  secretary  of  the 
Anti-Saloon  League  of  Elgin,  111.,  are  all  on  record  against  prohibition,  and 
many  others. 

"These  declarations  show  that  far  from  having  'been  silent  on  this 
question,'  as  the  circular  referred  to  declares,  union  men  on  the  contrary 
all  over  the  country  have  passed  and  repudiated  prohibition,  national  or 
local. 

"The  fundamental  cause  for  the  demand  and  consequent  sale  and  use 
of  intoxicating  liquors  by  the  workers  of  this  and  other  countries  as  a  class 
was  long  ago  discovered  by  the  great  students  and  writers  of  working-class 
habits,  history  and  philosophy.  LOW  VITALITY,  induced  by  long  hours 
of  labor,  unsanitary  conditions  of  employment,  poor  and  insufficient  nour- 
ishment (the  result  of  low  wages),  is  the  prime  factor  of  this  condition. 
Nervous  disorders,  calling  for  either  the  stimulant  or  the  narcotic,  excite- 
ment or  ease,  as  the  case  may  be,  follows  in  its  wake.  .Unemployment, 
with  its  despondency,  isolation  with  its  void,  denial  of  opportunity  for 
proper  rest,  relaxation  and  'home  comforts,'  all  prompt  the  cup  'to  cheer 
up'  with,  to  'brace  up'  with,  to  'dream'  with,  in  the  life  of  the  average  work- 
ing man.  For  the  unemployed  rich,  nervous  disorders  also.  Dissipation,  'to 
kill  time'  and  'break  the  monotony.'  No  incentive,  because  no  necessity,  to 
labor.  "The  cup'  for  these,  too,  inevitably.  All  of  these  conditions  have  bred 
the  distillery,  the  brewery  and  the  saloon,  to  MEET  THE  DEMAND.  That 
there  are  individual  exceptions  in  both  classes  will  not  be  denied — some 
who  take  the  Kelley  and  other  cures,  doubtless.  But  we  are  dealing  with 
CLASSES,  and  the  individual  exceptions  only  prove  the  rule.  'Treating,' 
whether  it  be  for  social,  business  or  political  purposes,  only  proves  that 
you  can  bribe  men  with  what  they  want,  and  the  cause  for  the  'want'  is 
plain  to  be  seen. 

"These  are  the  great  truths  that  labor  the  world  over  knows  and  feels, 
rationally  and  instinctively.  This  is  why  the  labor  movement,  with  cause 
and  effect  as  its  guide,  bends  its  energies  to  the  removal  of  the  cause  and  to 
the  REAL  remedy,  viz:  shorter  hours  of  toil,  sanitary  conditions,  higher 
wages  (the  whole  product  of  labor  ultimately),  and  employment  for  the  un- 
employed. Scientific  and  logical,  is  it  not?  The  remedy  suggested  and 
applied  as  a  result  of  the  FACTS.  This  is  also,  brothers,  why  labor  will 
not  fall  for  the  program  of  the  sophists  and  sentimentalists  who,  innocently 
or  otherwise,  would  blind  labor  to  the  real  causes  and  real  issues  in  its  pro- 
gram of  emancipation.  Knowing  full  well  that  as  day  follows  night,  the 
demand  for  stimulants  and  narcotics  alike  will  fade  away,  naturally  and 
logically,  as  the  causes  that  create  it  are  removed,  labor  keeps  to  its  goal, 
keenly  alive  to  and  resentful  of  'National  Prohibition'  or  any  other  prohi- 
bition that  cannot  prohibit,  while  the  underlying  causes  for  indulgence  re- 
mains. Legislation  is  both  vicious  and  futile  under  the  circumstances,  and 
government  by  injunction  is  as  pernicious  in  this  respect  as  in  any  other 
affecting  labor. 

"It  is  a  condition  and  not  a  theory  that  confronts  us.  Given  the  con- 
ditions prescribed,  and  the  results  will  follow.  Pass  laws  to  close  the  dis- 
tillery, the  brewery  and  the  saloon,  and  the  'still'  and  'blind-pig'  will  fol- 
low. That  which  was  legally  done  will  then  be  done  illegally.  Will  it  be 
denied  that  Pasadena,  Maine  and  the  other  'dry'  communities  get  all  the 
liquor  they  want  by  the  'underground  route?' 

"No,  brothers  of  Pasadena,  do  not  deceive  yourselves,  nor  permit  false 
teachers  to  befog  your  minds.  If  in  truth  your  local  conditions  make  you 
of  the  favored  few  who  feel  no  need  of  stimulants,  exercise  your  'local 
option'  if  you  will,  but  in  the  name  of  the  282,000  wage  earners  employed 
in  the  brewing  and  distilling  industry  of  this  State,  in  the  name  of  their  de- 
pendent families,  and  in  the  name  of  sound  judgment  and  reason  repudiate 
this  attempt  to  make  you  the  first  and  only  labor  body  to  endorse  this 
senseless,  unscientific  doctrine,  and  false  political  program,  to  the  detriment 
of  your  fellow  workers,  and  send  us,  under  your  official  seal,  a  resolution 
that  will  make  you  a  unit  with  labor  elsewhere  against  this  monstrous  folly 
of  'National  Prohibition.'  " 

This  report  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Central  Labor  Council 
Friday,  July  3,  1914,  and  copies  ordered  sent  to  the  Pasadena  Board  of 
Labor,  and  organized  labor  elsewhere. 


PURE  FOOD  JUDGMENTS. 


2987.  Adulteration  and  misbranding  of  malt  and  hop  tonic.  U.  S.  v. 
Popel-Giller  Co.  Plea  of  nolo  contendere.  Fine,  $10  and  costs.  (F.  &  D. 
No.  4861.     I.  S.  No.  36188-e.) 

Adulteration  of  the  product  was  alleged  in  the  information  for  the 
reason  that  it  was  shipped  and  sold  and  represented  to  be  a  malt  and  hop 
tonic,  and  a  substance,  to  wit,  fermented  beer,  prepared  in  part  from  malt 
substitute,  was  substituted  in  whole  or  in  part  for  genuine  malt  and  hops. 
Misbranding  was  alleged  for  the  reason  that  the  product  was  labeled  as 
set  forth  above,  which  label  bore  a  statement,  design  and  device,  regarding 
said  product  and  the  ingredients  contained  therein,  which  was  false  and 
misleading,  because  it  conveyed  the  impression  that  the  product  was  pre- 
pared exclusively  from  malt  ancThops,  whereas,  in  truth  and  in  fact,  it  was 
a  fermented  beer  prepared  in  part  from  a  malt  substitute. 

2994.  Adulteration  and  misbranding  of  Jamaica  rum.  U.  S.  v.  S. 
Hirsch  Distilling  Co.  (Minuet  Cordial  Co.).  Plea  of  guilty.  Fine,  $100  and 
costs.     (F.  &  D.  No.  4874.     I.  S.  No.  12379-d.) 

Adulteration  of  the  product  was  alleged  in  the  information  for  the 
reason  that,  whereas  it  was  stated  upon  the  label  thereon  that  the  product 
was  Jamaica  rum,  in  truth  and  in  fact,  a  certain  substance,  namely,  neutral 
spirits,  had  been  substituted  wholly  or  in  part  for  the  genuine  article, 
namely,  Jamaica  rum.  Misbranding  was  alleged  for  the  reason  that,  where- 
as it  was  stated  on  the  label  of  the  product  that  it  was  Jamaica  rum,  in  truth 
and  in  fact  said  label  was  false  and  misleading  because  the  product  was  not 
a  genuine  Jamaica  rum,  but  a  Jamaica  rum  containing  neutral  spirits.  Mis- 
branding was  alleged  for  the  further  reason  that  the  labels  deceived  and 
misled  the  purchaser  thereof  into  believing  that  he  was  purchasing  Jamaica 
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rum,  whereas,  in  truth  and  in  fact,  the  product  was  not  a  genuine  Jamaica 
rum,  but  a  mixture  of  Jamaica  rum  and  neutral  spirits. 

2996.  Adulteration  and  misbranding  of  so-called  cognac.  U.  S.  v.  M. 
J.  Griel  (Griel  Trading  Co.).  Pica  of  guilty.  Fine,  $25.  (F.  &  D.  No. 
4881.     I.  S.  No.  19621-d.) 

Adulteration  and  misbranding  of  the  product  were  alleged  in  the  infor- 
mation for  the  reason  that  the  half  barrels  were  labeled  as  set  forth  above, 
which  said  label  was  false  and  misleading,  in  that  said  three  half  barrels 
did  not  contain  cognac  brandy,  but  contained  a  liquid  substance  composed 
in  part  of  neutral  spirits  colored  with  caramel. 

3023.  Misbranding  of  brandy.  U.  S.  v.  9  Cases  of  Brandy.  Default 
decree  of  condemnation  and  forfeiture.  Goods  ordered  released  on  bond. 
(F.  &  D.  No.  4973.     S.  No.  1646.) 

Misbranding  of  the  product  was  alleged  in  the  libel  for  the  reason  that 
it  was  labeled  as  set  forth  above,  whereas,  in  truth  and  in  fact,  it  was  not 
genuine  cognac  brandy,  but  an  imitation  thereof.  It  was  alleged  that  the 
labels  were  so  constructed  that  the  words  "Monacco  Brand  Cognac"  were 
in  prominent  type,  while  the  words  "Blend"  and  "Type,"  modifying  the 
above,  were  inconspicuously  displayed  in  small  type,  so  that  the  whole  ef- 
fect was  false  and  misleading  and  would  mislead  the  purchaser  to  believe 
that  the  product  was  a  cognac  brandy  and  not  an  imitation. 

On  June  20,  1913,  no  claimant  having  appeared  for  the  property,  judg- 
ment of  condemnation  and  forfeiture  was  entered,  and  it  was  ordered  by 
the  court  that  upon  filing  bond  required  by  law  and  paying  the  costs  of  the 
proceedings  by  the  owners,  the  said  Loewenthal  Strauss  Co.,  that  the 
United  States  marshal  be  directed  to  release  the  product  to  said  owners. 

3033.  Misbranding  of  champagne  cognac.  U.  S.  v.  249  Cases  Cham- 
pagne Cognac.  Decree  of  condemnation  by  consent.  Product  released  on 
bond.     (F.  &  D.  Nos.  5027  to  5045,  incl.     S.  No.  1687.) 

Misbranding  of  the  product  was  alleged  in  the  libel  for  the  reason  that 
.said  food  upon  the  packages  and  labels  thereof  bore  certain  statements,  de- 
signs and  devices  regarding  the  ingredients  and  substances  contained  in 
said  food,  that  is  to  say,  the  following  words,  abbreviations  of  words,  and 
pictures:  "Bottled  by  Vve  Robert  &  Cie,  Cognac,  S.  S.  France,"  "Fine 
Champagne  Cognac,  Trade  Mark,"  and  a  picture  of  a  barrel  prominently 
displayed  thereon  surrounded  by  pictures  of  grape  vines  and  clusters  of 
grapes,  and  the  words  "Bottled  by  Vve  Robert  &  Cie,"  printed  upon  a  cap- 
sule on  each  of  the  aforesaid  packages,  under  which  said  capsule  on  each 
of  said  packages  there  appeared  printed  three  stars,  all  of  which  said  state- 
ments, designs,  and  devices  were  false  and  misleading,  because  they  would 
then  and  there  lead  the  purchaser  to  believe  that  said  food  consisted  of 
champagne  cognac,  whereas  in  truth  and  in  fact,  it  did  not. 

3034.  Adulteration  and  misbranding  of  brandy.  U.  S.  v.  3  Barrels  of 
Brandy.  Default  decree  of  condemnation  and  forfeiture.  Product  ordered 
sold.     (F.  &  D.  No.  5047.     S.  No.  1689.) 

It  was  alleged  in  the  libel  that  an  imitation  brandy  had  been  added  to 
the  product  and  substituted  in  whole  or  in  part  therefor;  that  the  produc- 
tion and  strength  of  the  article  by  the  addition  of  this  imitation  product 
and  its  substitution  therefor  in  whole  or  in  part  constituted  an  adulteraton 
in  violation  of  section  7  of  the  act  of  Congress  comomnly  designated  as 
F'ood  and  Drugs  Act,  paragraphs  first  and  second  under  Food;  that  the 
same  was  labeled  "Superior  High  Grade  California  Brandy,"  when  it  con- 
sisted largely  or  wholly  of  an  imitation  product  and  was  so  labeled  and 
branded  in  violation  of  section  8  of  said  act.  paragraphs  second  and  fourth 
thereof  under  Food. 

3035.  Adulteration  and  misbranding  of  Scuppernong  wine.  U.  S.  v.  3 
Barrels  So-called  Scuppernong  Wine.  Decree  of  condemnation.  Product 
ordered  sold.     (F.  &  D.  No.  5048.     S.  No.  1691.) 

.•\dulteration  of  the  product  was  alleged  in  the  libel  for  the  reason  that 
it  purported  to  be  Scuppernong  wine,  for  which  a  base  wine,  sweetened  and 
flavored  in  imitation  of  Scuppernong  wine,  had  been  substituted  for  Scup- 
pernong wine  and  with  which  Scuppernong  wine  had  been  mixed  a  base 
wine,  sweetened  and  flavored  in  imitation  of  Scuppernong  wine  so  as  to 
reduce,  lower,  and  injuriously  affect  its  quality  and  strength.  Misbranding 
was  alleged  for  the  reason  that  the  statements  on  the  brands  and  labels  as 
to  the  ingredients  and  substances  contained  in  the  product  purporting  to 
be  Scuppernong  wine  were  false  and  misleadinf,  in  that,  in  truth  and  in  fact, 
the  product  was  a  wine  made  wholly  or  in  part  from  other  wine  or  wines 
or  a  base  wine,  sweetened  and  flavored  in  imitation  of  Scuppernong  wine, 
and  the  statements  contained  on  the  brands  and  labels  aforesaid  were  cal- 
culate<l  to  deceive  and  mislead  the  purchaser  thereof.

Dear  Sir:  In  answer  to  your  statement  that  the  California 
"Drys"  are  claiming  that  in  case  the  prohibition  amendment  carries 
at  the  fall  election  there  will  be  no  loss  to  the  grape  growers  of  the 
State,  as  their  grapes  can  be  manufactured  into  grape  juice  at  a 
good  profit,  I  wish  to  say  that  the  statement  is  entirely  misleading 
and  wish  to  correct  it,  not  only  for  your  benefit  but  for  the  public 
as  well. 

I  am  one  of  the  largest  individual  grape  growers  in  San  Ber- 
nardino County.  In  1908,  I,  with  a  number  of  other  grape  grow- 
ers, took  stock  in  the  California  Vineyards  and  Improvement  Com- 
pany, a  corporation  organized  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing 
grape  juice,  with  the  hope  of  finding  a  more  profitable  market  for 
our  grapes. 

After  two  years  of  experimenting,  with  the  assistance  of  expert 
grape  juice  men,  some  of  them  from  the  Concord  district  of  Mich- 
igan, we  succeeded  in  placing  on  the  market  as  good  a  grape  juice 
as  has  ever  been  manufactured. 

In  1910  we  placed  quite  a  number  of  orders  with  merchants  and 
dealers  of  this  State.  In  1911  we  failed  utterly  to  get  any  of  these 
same  dealers  to  duplicate  their  orders.  On  investigation  we  found 
that  most  of  the  dealers  that  we  had  sold  to  in  1910  had  their  stock 
still  on  hand  and  that  there  was  absolutely  no  call  for  the  stuff.  We 
were  compelled  to  quit  the  business. 

In  1912  we  offered  our  entire  stock  of  grape  juice  on  hand  atj 
$1.25  per  case  of  two  quarts  (about    the    price  of  the  bottles  andj 
package)  and  found  no  takers.     The  following  winter  we  sold  the] 
entire  stock  to  the  California  Wine  Association  for  distilling  pur- 
poses at  6  cents  per  gallon  and  were  glad  to  get  it. 

Our  experience  is  the  same  as  that  of  every  grape  juice  manu-l 
facturer  in  the  State. 

You  can  lead  a  horse  to  water  but  you  cannot  make  him  drink. 

We  can  make  the  finest  grape  juice,  but  we  cannot  make  the| 
people  drink  it. 

While  I  am  a  prohibitionist,  I  do  not  believe  in  misleading  the 
people  in  order  to  win  the  cause. 

Trusting  that  this  may  be  of  use  to  you  as  well  as  the  publicJ

of  a  number  of  Hereford  two-year-old  heifers,  of  the  best  blood 
from  King  George's  herd.  In  response  to  the  cablegram  ColJ 
Taylor  received  a  wire  that  the  shipment  would  be  made  Angus* 
11  to  Boston.  This  would  put  the  cattle  on  Col.  Taylor's  Wood-j 
ford  County  farm  by  the  first  of  October,  after  they  have  been  ir 
quarantine  thirty  days,  unless  the  war  interferes  with  the  shipmcntl 
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California's  Opportunity 


IF  the  people  of  California  should  fail  to  profit  by  the  unfortunate 
strife  in  Europe  to  extend  their  trade  it  will  be  entirely  due  to 
the  indifference  which  usually  places  their  interests  in  jeopardy. 
Should  they  be  unable  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  which 
the  destructive  forces  of  Europe  have  opened  to  them  in  trade  it 
will  be  owing  to  that  lack  of  concern  which  has  allowed  such  a 
surly  menace  to  prosperity  as  prohibition  to  secure  a  stronghold 
in  California.  Californians  should  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  com- 
mercial transformation  which  the  war  in  Europe  is  bringing  about, 
and  they  should  lose  no  time  in  offering  their  products  in  place  of 
those  which  have  been  shut  out  of  the  domestic  markets  of  thel 
United  States.  In  speaking  relative  to  the  prevailing  conditions, 
Mr.  J.  C.  Raas,  of  the  E.  G.  Lyons  &  Raas  Company,  says:  \ 

"It  is  regrettable  that  the  misfortunes  of  others  should  provel 
to  be  more  effective  in  contributing  to  our  prosperity  than  the  reg- 
ular calm  course  of  events.  But  such  is  the  case.  As  opportuni- 
ties are  being  forced  upon  us  by  the  harsh  hand  of  war  we  can  do 
nothing  else  but  accept  them.

"At  the  same  time  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  are 
forced  to  use  and  to  appreciate  the  output  of  their  own  industry,, 
the  manufacturers  must  respond  in  a  way  to  thoroughly  please 
their  new  customers  and  hold  their  trade  permanently.  Manufac- 
turers of  the  United  States  should  not  entertain  any  presumptions 
that  they  are  now  in  a  position  to  dispose  of  whatever  kind  of  goods 
they  may  care  to  without  taking  into  account  a  reckoning  when  the 
situation  in  Europe  is  clarified,  which  will  not  be  at  a  very  early 
day.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  American  manufacturers  to  see  that  they 
give  to  the  people  the  very  best  goods  that  can  be  produced.  Once 
the  right  goods  are  placed  in  their  possession  by  the  American 
manufacturers  it  is  certain  that  the  people  will  use  them,  appre- 
ciate them  and  eventually  adopt  them  permanently. 

"California  manufacturers  can  and  do  produce  as  good  cordials 
and  liquors  as  can  be  found  in  Europe.  They  can  place  on  th(^ 
market  types  of  wines,  such  as  Vermouth,  which  are  the  equal  of 
the  foreign  products,  and  which  sell  at  a  price  which  affords  the,' 
buyers  a  great  saving  when  compared  with  the  price  of  foreign 
goods. 

"Every  class  of  cordial  and  liqueur  for  which  European  coun- 
tries are  famous  can  be  manufactured  in  California  to  the*  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  consumers.  California  cordials  and  liqueurs  are 
being  sold  at  the  same  prices  as  prevailed  before  the  war  set  in.i 
Our  company  has  made  no  advance  in  prices  and  I  know  of  no* 
other  firm  which  has  made  advances.  As  to  the  E.  G.  Lyons  & 
Raas  Company  I  will  say  that,  notwithstanding  that  the  costs  of 
raw  material  have  increased  considerably,  no  steps  have  been  takers 
to  raise  prfces  on  any  products  and  none  will  be  taken  unless  an  ex- 
ceptional and  unforeseen  situation  should  arise. 

"By  giving  their  attention  to  producing  goods  of  the  highest 
quality  and  keeping  the  prices  within  the  bounds  of  legitimate 
profits  the  manufacturers  of  wines,  cordials  and  liqueurs  in  the 
State  of  California  can  win  and  hold  the  immense  domestic  markets 
of  the  United  States,  which  are  now  open  to  them."

IMPORTATIONS  OF  MALT  LIQUORS  FROM  EUROPEAN 

COUNTRIES. 


It  is  from  Austria-Hungary  that  the  United  States  receives  the 
greatest  amount  of  malt  liquors  shipped  from  Europe.  From 
.\ustria-Hungary  the  country  received,  in  1913,  2,981,488  gallons 
of  malt  liquors,  valued  at  $978,414,  exclusive  of  malt  liquors  in 
bottles  or  jugs.  From  Germany  1,960,979  gallons,  valued  at  $472,- 
702,  were  received,  and  from  the  United  Kingdom  1,257,854  gallons, 
worth  $451,330,  exclusive  of  malt  liquors  in  bottles  or  jugs.  As 
far  as  malt  liquors  in  bottles  and  jugs  are  concerned,  the  United 
Kingdom  is  the  chief  source  of  supply  of  the  United  States,  the 
quantity  being  1,345,659  gallons  and  the  value  $1,294,203,  while  the 
total  amount  received  from  Europe  in  1913  was  1,440,923  gallons, 
valued  at  $1,362,234. 

Imports  from  Austria-Hungary  and  Germany  are  completely 
shut  off.  This  means  that  nearly  5,000,000  gallons  of  malt  liquors, 
valued  at  over  $1,450,000,  will  be  kept  out  of  the  market  of  the 
United  States  by  the  war.  Restricted  importations  of  Britfeh 
goods,  due  to  increased  cost,  will  certainly  add  to  this,  making  way 
for  at  least  $1,500,000  worth  of  domestic  beers,  ales  and  porter  in 
the  home  markets.  Cost  of  Continental  European  malt  liquors  over 
the  bars  in  the  United  States  has  alread^^ trebled.  This  is  probably 
only  preliminary.  '       '       -jn

tucky wliisky  market  for  the  last  month  or  more,  though 
since  the  probability  that  the  coming  season's  crop  of  Kentucky 
whiskies  would  be  curtailed  has  become  a  certainty,  prices  have 
stiffened  in  a  marked  way,  losses  on  certain  wares  having  been  re- 
gained. For  that  matter,  though,  there  is  very  little  business  be- 
ing done.  The  brokers  and  wholesalers  have  practically  suspended 
personal  attention  to  business,  having  gone  on  their  vacations  and 
leaving  their  businesses  in  the  hands  of  assistants. 

There  is  more  or  less  of  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  wis- 
dom of  the  action  of  the  distillers  in  agreeing  to  cut  down  the  pro- 
duction this  coming  season,  though  the  preponderance  of  opinion 
seems  certainly  to  have  favored  such  a  course,  as  was  proved  when 
ninety  per  cent  of  the  State's  capacity  was  bound  to  cut  production 
in  half.  It  is  pointed  out  that  though  the  Kentucky  distillers  re- 
duce their  output  and  thereby  put  the  trade  in  the  State  in  a  better 
condiion,  they  are  liable  to  suffer  from  inroads  of  the  distillers  of 
Ohio,  Illinois  and  Indiana  who  have  not  become  parties  to  the 
agreement  and  who  will  stand  ready  to  supply  whiskies  when  the 
Kentucky  distillers  cannot  supply  it. 

The  decisive  action,  however,  has  had  a  marked  effect  on  the 
holders  of  the  whiskies  of  younger  ages  that  are  marketable  now. 
Another  occasion  for  encouragement  has  been  the  result  of  the 
State-wide  election  in  Texas,  the  distillers  taking  heart  over  the 
victory  of  the  non-prohibition  forces.  Here  and  there  in  Kentucky 
political  conditions  are  serving  to  interest  and  sometimes  disturb 
the  distillers,  one  of  these  causes  being  the  nomination,  by  rather 
a  small  majority,  of  former  Governor  J.  C.  W.  Beckham  for  Demo- 
cratic candidate  for  United  States  Senator.  This  is  regarded  as  a 
victory  for  the  anti-saloon  forces,  as  far  as  it  goes.  Generally  trade 
conditions  in  this  territory  are  good,  recent  rains  having  retrieved 
in  a  large  measure  the  losses  threatened  earlier  in  the  season  on 
account  of  the  drouth.  The  war,  while  it  is  exerting  a  temporary 
bearish  effect  in  some  lines,  is  bulling  others  until'  up  to  this  time 
the  effect  is  regarded  as  a  good  deal  in  the  way  of  a  stand-off.  This 
territory  will  profit  through  the  concessions  made  in  freight  rates 
to  the  Middle  Western  railroads  and  business  men  are  looking  for- 
ward to  a  good  season  generally. 

The  definite  agreement  on  the  proposition  of  curtailing  the  out- 
put of  Kentucky  whiskies  was  reached  at  a  meeting  held  in  Louis- 
ville on  August  11  at  the  Seelbach  Hotel.  Ninety  per  cent  of  the 
State's  producing  capacity  was  represented  and  an  absolute  fifty 
per  cent  curtailment  in  the  crop  was  decided  on.  This  meeting  fol- 
lowed the  other,  held  on  June  30,  at  which  a  permanent  organiza- 
tion was  effected  with  D.  I.  Johnson,  vice-president  of  the  Susque- 
mac  Distilling  Company,  selected  as  chairman.  A  committee  to 
canvass  the  distillers  of  the  State  was  appointed  as  follows :  Louis 
Roscnfield  of  the  Sunny  Brook  Distillery  Co.,  chairman ;  S.  A.  Hoff- 
heimer  of  the  White  Mills  and  Lynndale  Distilleries ;  E.  M.  Babbitt 
of  the  Kugby  Distilling  Co. ;  W.  J.  Baker,  chairman  Johnson  and 
(i.  R.  Washbume,  editor  of  the  Wine  and  Spirit  Bulletin.  In  the 
interim  the  committee  went  over  the  field  and  made  its  report  to 
the  second  meeting. 

At  this  meeting  it  was  provided  that  a  committee,  including  all 
the  revenue  districts  in  the  State,  would  ascertain  the  production  of 
each  distiller  and  make  his  allotment  for  the  1914-1915  season.  The 
committee  will  work  as  a  whole  as  well  as  by  districts,  and  to  it 
will  be  left  details  of  carrying  out  the  plans  of  the  individual  dis- 
tillery concerns  which  have  made  their  agreement  known.  The 
committee  was  appf)inte(l  as  follows:  First  district,  J.  W.  McCul- 
loch  and  A.  Rosenfield;  fifth  district,  E.  M.  Babbitt  and  J.  B. 
Wathen  Jr.;  sixth  district,  AI  Stegeman  and  D.  I.  Johnson;  seventh 
district,  W.  J.  Baker  and  Louis  Poock;  eighth  district,  W.  E. 
Dowling  and  J.  J.  Bond. 

Distilling  firms  represented  at  the  meeting  were  the  Sunny- 
Brook  Distillery  Co.,  Old  McBraycr  Distillery  Co.,  Associated  Di.s- 
tilleries  of  Kentucky,  Bonnie  Bros.,  The  M.  P.  Mattingly  Distillery

Kentucky  distillers  are  looking  forward  to  what  they  describe 
as  a  probability  that  the  government  will  increase  the  revenue 
taxes  on  beer  and  whisky  to  make  up  the  deficit  that  the  tariff  re- 
ceipts are  expected  to  show  as  a  result  of  the  war  in  Europe.  "It 
will  be  an  easy  matter  for  Congress  to  amend  the  internal  revenue 
laws  and  raise  the  tax  on  whisky  and  beer,"  one  of  the  distillers  in 
the  seventh  district  is  quoted  as  saying,  "and  we  might  as  well 
make  up  our  minds  that  it  is  going  to  be  done.  One  thing  is  cer- 
tain, if  the  tax  on  whisky  is  ever  increased  it  will  never  be  reduced, 
for  the  reason  that  the  distillers  and  wholesalers  who  have  tax  paid! 
whisky  will  make  a  good  profit  on  it  by  raising  the  price  on  it  to 
meet  the  higher  taxed  whisky.  This  profit  they  would  lose  when-  | 
ever  the  tax  is  taken  off,  so  the  consumer  pays  the  tax  in  the  end, 
manufacturers  always  use  their  influence  to  maintain  the  tax." 

The  revenue  tax  on  whisky  now  is  $1.10  a  gallon,  and  it  is  pre- 1 
dieted  among  the  distillers  that,  inasmuch  as  it  was  increased  to] 
that  figure  from  90  cents  during  the  Spanish-American  war  and  al- 
lowed to  remain,  any  increase  now  settled  would  hold.     It  is  saidi 
that  a  tax  of  $1.50  is  not  improbable.     An  increase  of  40  cents  on  al 
gallon  would,  it    is    estimated,    yield    the    government  $60,000,000] 
alone.     There  is  at  present  more  than  165,000,000  gallons  of  whisky] 
in  bond  in  Kentucky,  and  it  is  declared  that  practically  all  of  this] 
would  be  caught  by  an  increased  tax,  were  it  to  be  levied.     An  in- 
crease on  the  tax  on  beer  could  easily  make  up  the  remainder  of  the 
losses  the  government  is  expected  to  suffer  in  revenues  on  account  j 
of  the  war  abroad. 

A  number  of  Louisville  members  of  the  whisky  trade  were  war-

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bound  in  Europe  for  some  time.  One  of  these  was  Lawrence 
Jones,  who  with  members  of  his  family  was  spending  the  summer 
at  his  chateau  in  Normandy.  They  managed  to  get  to  Cherbourg, 
where  they  were  reported  to  be  in  straits.  However,  the  anxiety 
was  readily  cleared  up,  ready  funds  were  gotten  to  Mr.  Jones  and 
any  discomfort  relieved.  At  this  writing  it  even  appeared  that  the 
family  would  delay  their  return.  Another  war-bound  member  of 
the  trade  was  Hilmar  Ehrmann  of  Hilmar  Ehrmann  &  Co.,  whisky 
dealers.  Members  of  his  family  and  friends  were  unable  to  get  in 
communication  for  a  time,  but  at  length  it  developed  that  Mr. 
Ehrmann  and  his  party  were  safe  in  Vienna.  Still  another  mem- 
ber of  the  trade  affected  by  the  hostilities  was  Anton  Franken- 
berger,  a  department  manager  at  the  Sunny  Brook  Distillery  in 
Louisville.  He  had  been  at  Mainz,  Germany,  visiting  his  aged 
father  and  is  reported  to  have  cabled  home  to  have  his  naturaliza- 
tion papers  sent  to  him,  it  being  understood  that  he  was  liable  to 
be  drafted  into  the  German  army.  Congressman  Sherley  from  this 
district  was  interested  in  Mr.  Frankenberger's  behalf  and  his  family 
and  friends  are  assured  that  he  will  be  well  looked  after.  Mr. 
F"rankenberger,  who  came  to  this  country  when  he  was  sixteen, 
had  made  the  preliminary  steps  toward  becoming  a  naturalized 
American  citizen,  and  it  is  declared  that  the  agitation  as  to  his  be- 
ing forced  to  join  the  German  army  is  nonsense. 

Michel  Herrmann  of  the  liquor  importing  firm  of  Herrmann 
Bros.,  and  vice-consul  for  France  in  I^ouisville,  has  been  much  in 
the  limelight  in  the  last  few  weeks  in  view  of  the  interest  of  the 
local  Frenchmen  in  the  war  in  the  Europe.  There  are  a  number  of 
Frenchmen  in  Louisville  and  some  of  them  registered,  to  be  avail- 
able for  service  in  case  their  services  were  required. 

R.  Brooks  Brown,  representative  in  Louisville  of  the  Indiana 
Glass  Club  and  manager  of  the  branch,  was  elected  recently  to 
membership  in  the  Louisville  Rotary  Club  as  representative  of  that 
trade. 

One  of  the  famous  old  distilleries  in  the  State  has  just  been 
closed  permanently  at  Paris,  Ky.,  where  O.  P.  Carter  Jr.,  superin- 
tendent of  the  G.  G.  White  Distilling  Company,  has  completed  the 
work  of  checking  up  the  plant's  business  and  has  turned  the  prop- 
erty over  to  C.  S.  Brent  &  Bro.,  who  will  use  the  warehouses,  etc., 
in  their  seed  and  grain  business.  The  plant  has  not  been  in  active 
operation  for  two  years,  the  mechanical  equipment  having  been  re- 
moved to  Camp  Nelson  and  other  distilleries  controller  by  the  Ken- 
tucky Distilleries  &  Warehouse  Co.  This  was  the  last  distillery 
in  Bourbon  County.  It  was  established  before  the  Civil  War  by  the 
late  G.  G.  White,  and  who  disposed  of  it  to  the  Kentucky  company. 

The  H.  E.  Pogue  Distillery  Company  of  Maysville,  Ky.,  has 
amended  its  charter,  reducing  its  capital  from  $100,000  to  $50,000. 


ST.  HELENA  VINTAGE  FESTIVAL. 


MR.  THEODORE  GIER'S  VIEWS  ON  THE  EFFECT 
OF  THE  WAR. 


In  speaking  of  the  effect  of  the  war  on  the  California  wine  in- 
dustry, Mr.  Theodore  Gier  of  the  Theodore  Gier  Wine  Company, 
says: 

"The  effects  of  the  war  upon  the  wine  industry  of  California 
will  be  to  create  a  greater  demand  for  the  production  at  a  better 
price  than  normally  could  be  expected.  Profits  will  naturally  be 
greater. 

"Ninety  per  cent  of  our  champagne  comes  from  Europe  and 
stocks  are  never  large. 

"It  depends  solely  on  the  length  of  the  war  and  its  effect  on  in- 
ternational shipping.  In  any  event,  California  stands  to  benefit 
greatly." 


Improvements  at  Fulton  Winery. — .\'ew  crushers,  electric  mo- 
tors, tanks  and  (nher  e(iuii)mcnts  have  been  added  to  the  I'^ulton 
winery,  near  Santa  Rosa,  during  the  past  month.  The  plant  has 
been  given  a  general  overhauling  under  the  direction  of  Superin- 
tendent Carlo  Colabclla,  and  is  now  up-to-date  in  every  particular. 


Advices  from  St.  Helena  are  to  the  effect  that  the  two  big  tents 
that  will  shelter  the  viticultural,  horticultural  and  agricultural 
products  to  be  shown  in  the  St.  Helena  Vintage  Festival,  Septem- 
ber 4th,  5th,  6th  and  7th,  are  in  place  and  practically  all  the  spaces 
have  been  taken.  There  is  a  great  interest  among  the  farmers  and 
vineyardists  and  there  will  be  keen  competition  for  the  prizes,  being 
offered.  Some  of  the  largest  wine  firms  in  the  State  are  among  the 
exhibitors. 

Rehearsals  for  the  vintage  allegory  are  being  held  every  day, 
and  there  is  no  question  but  that  this  original  production  will  be 
one  of  the  most  unique  and  spectacular  ever  seen  in  California,  as 
it  portrays  the  history  of  the  vine  from  its  first  planting  to  the  pres- 
ent time.  The  allegory  is  in  blank  verse  and  the  spectacular  feat- 
ures are  shown  in  the  dances,  elaborate  costumes  and  beautiful 
lighting  and  scenic  effects.  This  performance  will  make  the  vin- 
tage festival  entirely  different  from  any  other  held  in  the  State. 

The  features  already  promised  for  the  parade  on  Labor  Day  in- 
sure a  street  pageant  of  length  and  splendor  such  as  has  never  be- 
fore been  seen  in  any  interior  city. 

Another  feature  of  Labor  Day  will  be  that  each  visitor  to  tlie 
exhibit  tents  will  be  presented  with  a  basket  of  delicious  grapes, 
fresh  from  the  vineyards.  In  the  evening  a  street  dance  and  con- 
fetti battle  will  follow  the  final  production  of  the  vintage  allegory. 

The  queen's  grand  ball  on  Saturday  evening,  September  5th, 
will  also  be  a  very  elaborate  affair. 

Extensive  preparations  are  being  made  to  care  for  all  who  attend 
the  festival  that  they  may  enjoy  in  comfort  the  four  days  of  de- 
lightful entertainment  to  be  afforded.

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The  Project  to  Place  a  War  Tax  on  Liquors 


Owing  to  the  war  in  Europe  the  United  States  government  will 
;  short  of  revenues.  Imports  bave  fallen  of?  greatly  and  there 
e  indications  that  they  will  continue  to  fall  off  for  a  long  time 
)  come.  The  administration  must  devise  ways  and  means  to  re- 
abilitatc  the  revenues.  Naturally  the  people  whose  patriotism 
always  alienated  from  their  purses  seek  to  have  the  burden  of 
le  rehabilitation  placed  where  they  will  not  feel  the  weight  of  it. 
hev  suggest  that  a  war  tax  be  placed  on  liquors. 

It  is  self-evident  that  the  distillers  of  the  United  States  are 
Lxcd  to  the  full  extent  of  the  power  of  the  government  to  tax 
lem.  The  $1.10  tax  per  gallon  levied  on  brandies  and  whiskies  is 
nerous.  Its  weight  is  felt  by  the  consumers  as  an  oppression.  To 
dd  to  this  tax  would  be  to  crush  quality  out  of  the  liquor  and 
itiate  the  consumer. 

In  no  other  civilized  country  of  the  world  has  the  liquor  in- 
nstrv  been  singled  out  for  such  heavy  taxation  as  in  the  United 
talcs.  Governments  in  other  civilized  countries  recognize  the  in- 
i>'ice  of  making  a  single  industry  pay  for  the  enforcement  of  law 
jnd  order  which  benefits  all  industries  alike.  In  the  United  States 
le  lic|uor  trade  is  the  subject  of  persecvition  inasfar  as  taxation  is 
iicerned.  Its  relation  to  business  in  general  is  very  much  like 
liiat  of  the  province  of  .\rmenia  is  to  the  Turkish  Empire.  It  is  a 
elpless  victim  of  extortion.  Whenever  the  government  needs 
loney  the  object  of  persecution  and  exploitation  is  sought.  The 
jgislative  janissaries  of  the  United  States  perpetrate  any  atrocity 
hey  may  plan  upon  the  lic|uor  trade  without  danger  of  rebuke. 


lUit  there  is  likely  to  be  a  halt  in  the  aggression  against  this 
particular  industry.  It  is  more  than  probable  that  the  administra- 
tion will  refrain  from  adding  to  the  burdens  of  the  liquor  trade. 
It  is  being  realized  that  "the  last  straw  breaks  the  camel's  back." 

When  interviewed  on  this  subject  Mr.  Louis  Haas  of  the  Crown 
Distilleries  Company  said: 

"I  do  not  believe  that  there  will  be  any  attempt  to  add  to  the 
tax  of  $1.10  per  gallon  that  is  now  imposed  upon  the  product  of 
the  distillers.  If  the  distillers  are  made  to  contribute  any  more 
to  the  government  it  will  be  through  the  operation  of  a  stamp  tax. 
Such  a  tax  would  be  confined  to  liquor  in  bond  and  tax-paid  liquor. 
The  rate  would  correspond  with  what  would  be  imposed  on  other 
articles,  such  as  checks  and  bonds  subject  to  stamp  tax,  and  it 
would  be  applied  in  the  same  way  as  the  tax  on  tobacco.  At  the 
end  of  the  war  those  who  pay  the  tax  would  be  entitled  to  a  rebate 
on  all  liquors  taxed  but  not  disposed  of. 

"The  United  States  Senators  from  the  Southern  States  are  op- 
posed to  increasing  the  tax  on  liquor.  They  are  in  a  position  to 
make  their  opposition  effective." 

In  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  this  statement  the  liquor  men 
should  signify  that  they  have  confidence  in  the  assurances  from 
Washington  that  they  will  be  treated  with  consideration  in  the 
present  emergency  and  they  should  at  the  same  time  indicate  that 
they  are  ready  to  protest  energetically  against  any  policy  to  further 
entrammel  their  industry.  Every  just  person  recognizes  the  fact 
that  in  critical  times  such  as  those  now  at  hand  the  only  way  to 
(leal  justly  with  everybody  is  to  impose  taxes  which  will  be  equally 
borne  by  all  classes  of  people.  The  only  tax  which  is  not  discrim- 
inatory is  a  stamp  tax  on  checks,  bonds  and  receipts.  Through  it 
all  persons  contribute  to  the  government  in  strict  accordance  with 
the  amount  of  business  done  by  them  and  the  contributions  at  the 
same  time  correspond  strictly  with  the  amount  of  protection  and 
benefit  derived  from  the  government.  This  is  on  the  lines  of 
democratic  equality  and  fraternity.

PROHIBITION  STATISTICS. 


The  amount  of  sweet  wine  produced  in  this  i)art  of  the  State 
now  amounts  to  about  19,000,000  gallons  annually,  which  is  about 
ninety  per  cent  of  the  sweet  wine  output  in  the  world.  There  is 
now  no  tax  on  either  sort  of  wine.  The  dry  wine  district  is  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  State.

THE  LIQUOR  TRADE  IN  GREAT  BRITAIN. 


Speaking  of  the  liquor  trade  in  relation  to  the  war,  Mr.  Martin 
Hamburger  of  the  Julius  Levin  Company,  Inc.,  says: 

■'This  is  the  right  time  to  start  a  business  campaign  to  educate 
the  people  of  the  United  States  as  to  the  desirability  of  American 
goods.  It  can  be  demonstrated  to  the  consumers  that  they  can  ob- 
tain liquors  produced  in  California  equal  to  those  that  are  imported 
from  Europe  and  at  the  same  time  effect  an  economy  of  from  sixty 
to  one  hundred  per  cent. 

"It  is  greatly  due  to  the  distorted  imagination  of  some  people 
that  European  liquors  have  the  advantage  over  liquors  that  are  pro- 
duced in  California.  The  superior  quality  is  very  often  purely  a 
matter  of  ilightful  fancy.  If  the  war  should  prevent  importations 
from  Europe  for  one  year,  which  it  will,  in  all  likelihood,  the  people 
of  the  United  States  will  learn  to  use  such  wines,  cordials  and 
liqueurs  as  are  made  in  California  and  once  their  taste  for  these 
goods  is  cultivated  they  will  prefer  them  to  the  European  products. 

"Take  Vermouth,  for  instance.  The  French  article  is  selling  at 
$9.25  per  case,  the  Italian  for  $7.50  and  the  Californian  for  $4.25. 
Consumers  who  are  obliged  to  buy  California  Vermouth,  instead 
of  the  French  brands  to  which  they  have  been  accustomed  will  save 
$1.25  for  every  dollar  they  lay  out  in' the  operation.  When  Cal- 
ifornian Vermouth  is  bought,  instead  of  Italian,  a  saving  of  80c  will 
be  eflfected  for  every  dollar  spent.  This  is  under  present  circum- 
stances. Later  on  the  economies  effected  may  be  greater  still.  It 
stands  to  reason  that  people  who  learn  to  enjoy  California  Ver- 
mouth and  save  money  at  the  same  time  will  'get  the  habit.'  " 

In  referring  to  shipping  conditions,  Mr.  Hamburger  says : 

"A  drop  in  the  war  risk  from  I2J/2  to  2  per  cent  will  greatly 
stimulate  trade,  especially  with  the  British  Isles.  Ships  may  not 
come  in  as  regularly  as  they  should,  but  they  will  come  in,  never- 
theless. Regular  shipments  of  French  and  Italian  goods  cannot 
be  expected  until  after  the  war. 

"In  spite  of  the  high  prices  business  is  very  brisk  in  foreign 
goods.  It  does  not  matter  with  some  people  what  the  prices  of  the 
liquors  are  so  long  as  they  get  their  favorite  brands.  The  Julius 
Levin  Company  has  sold  more  Vermouth  during  the  past  three 
months,  the  first  month  of  war  being  included,  than  during  the 
three  years  previous.  That  should  indicate  how  long  the  supply 
of  imported  goods  is  going  to  last. 

"And  that  is  the  reason  why  no  time  should  be  lost  in  boosting 
California  goods." 


THE  CALIFORNIA  DISPATCH  LINE. 


The  California  Railroad  Commission  has  authorized  the  Califor- 
nia Dispatch  line  to  issue  its  entire  authorized  capital  stock,  con- 
sisting of  1,000  shares,  to  the  California  Wine  Association,  in  ex- 
change for  various  tank  cars  and  other  rolling  stock  owned  l)y  the 
latter. 

The  California  Dispatch  line  was  incorporated  April  11,  1914, 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  over  the  wine  tank  car  business  of  the 
California  Wine  Association.

Business  is  going  along  fairly  well  in  a  general  way.  There  is 
a  pronounced  demand  for  French  wine  and  for  Scotch  and  Irish 
whiskies,  although  the  distribution  is  on  a  reduced  scale.  There 
has  been  a  falling  off  in  transactions  in  bulk  wines. 

Exporters  have  large  orders  on  hand  for  many  foreign  coun- 
tries. They  are  doing  everything  they  can  do  to  take  advantage 
of  the  control  of  the  sea  by  British  and  French  cruisers.  It  is 
expected  that  as  soon  as  the  war  prospects  become  definite  the 
shipments  should  go  forward  as  in  times  of  peace.  There  was  an 
attempt  to  place  an  embargo  on  British  beers,  brandies  and  spirits, 
but  Scotch  whisky  shippers  protested  effectively  and  it  has  been 
arranged  that  all  these  goods,  as  well  as  wines,  may  be  sent  to 
anyone  but  declared  enemies  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

A  commercial  treaty  between  England  and  Portugal  was  signed 
on  the  13th  of  August.  According  to  this  Portugal  has  the  ex- 
clusive right  to  the  word  "Port"  as  applied  to  port  wines  sold  in 
England. 

Some  of  the  great  Scotch  distilleries  are  being  shut  down  pend- 
ing the  crisis,  but  most  of  them  will  merely  reduce  their  output. 
Scarcity  of  workmen  due  to  enlistments  is  the  cause. 

Supplies  of  brandies  and  whiskies  are  plentiful. 


NATION-WIDE  MOVEMENT  OF  LABOR  UNIONS 
AGAINST  PROHIBITION. 


The  Central  Federated  Union  of  New  York  City  is  about  to  in- 
augurate a  campaign  against  prohibition  in  conjunction  with  other 
labor  bodies  throughout  the  United  States.  The  stand  against  pro- 
hiliition  is  based  on  the  belief  that  thousands  of  workingmen  would 
be  thrown  out  of  employment  by  the  enforcement  of  legislation 
against  the  liquor  traffic. 

"The  fight  by  the  unions,"  said  Ernest  Bohm,  secretary  of  the 
Central  Federated  Union,  "will  be  directed  principally  against  the 
Anti-Saloon  League,  which  is  trying  to  bring  about  nation-wide, 
prohibition."

CONDITIONS 


TRADE  has  been  very  satisfactory  during  the  past  month. 
Movement  of  wines,  beer  and  spirituous  Hquors  has  been  m 
good  vohime.  All  branches  of  the  liquor  trade  show  a  marked 
improvement  over  the  previous  month. 

DRY  WIXES.— There    has    been    a    general  stimulation  of  the 
trade  during  the  month.     Conditions  due  to  war  benefited  the 
otherwise  favorable  situation. 

Shipments  by  rail  out  of  the  State  were  732,033  gallons,  by  sea 
438,362  gallons  and  1073  cases.  Total,  1,170,395  gallons  and  1073 
cases. 

Receipts  by  sea  were  1,798  cases,  185  casks,  131  octaves,  30 
hogsheads  and  1  butt. 


SWEET  WINES.— This   market   was  beneficially   aiTected   by 
the  change  of  conditions.     Prices  were  lower  than  during  the 
previous  month,  but  they  are  now  on  a  firm  basis. 


BRANDIES.— All  the  depressing  influences  that  were  felt  dur- 
ing the  past  three  months  were  overcome,  and  there  was  a 
general  buoyancy  in  the  trade.  Demand  is  strong  and  promises 
to  continue  so. 

Shipments  by  rail  out  of  the  State  were  16,203  gallons;  by  sea, 
1330  gallons  and  10  cases.     Total,  17,533  gallons  and  10  cases. 
Receipts  by  sea  were  954  cases,  56  casks  and  15  octaves. 


WHISKIES. — The  improvement  which  was  noted  during  the 
previous  month  continued  steadily  during  August,  and  was 
aided  materially  by  the  conditions  created  by  the  war.  Sales  were 
in  much  greater  volume  than  during  the  previous  month. 

Exports  by  sea  out  of  the  State  were  712  gallons  and  655  cases. 
Imports  totaled  10,379  cases,  863  barrels,  198  casks,  30  octaves 
and  5  hogsheads. 

MISCELLANEOUS  EXPORTS.— Value,  $15,940. 


BEER. — Trade  has  been  brisk  throughout  the  month  of  August 
and  shows  a  marked  improvement  over  July.     Weather  and 
war  have  been  responsible. 

Shipments  by  sea  out  of  the  State  were  853  packages. 
Imports  by  sea  were  1211  cases,  276  casks  and  250  barrels. 


IMPORTATIONS.— Notwithstanding  the  outbreak  of  war  and 
1  the  subsequent  disturbance  to  shipping,  the  importations  for  the 
past  month  have  been  in  very  satisfactory  volume.  Importers 
were  fortunate  in  that  many  ships  with  substantial  cargoes  of 
liquors  managed  to  come  safely  into  port  in  spite  of  hostile  war 
vessels  laying  in  wait  to  seize  them.  Nearly  five  times  the  quan- 
tity of  whiskies  were  received  during  August  as  compared  with 
July.  Ten  times  the  quantity  of  beer,  four  times  that  of  Vermouth, 
forty  per  cent  more  gin  and  considerably  more  sake  came  to  hand 
than  during  the  previous  month.  There  was  a  falling  off  in  the 
importations  of  champagne,  but  practically  the  same  quantities  of 
brandies,  rum  and  wines  were  received.

1  butt:  Champagne, 
289  cases ;  Vermouth,  8,725  cases,  5  casks,  2  barrels ;  Gin,  5805  cases, 
28  casks,  15  octaves.  8  barrels,  3  hogsheads;  Beer.  1211  cases,  276 
ca.sks,  250  barrels ;  Stout,  625  barrels,  248  cases ;  Ale.  .50  barrels ; 
Mineral  Water,  396  cases,  165  casks;  Cordials,  97  cases:  Liqueurs, 
774  cases ;  Bitters,  62  cases,  2  casks ;  Fernet,  2.50  cases :  Sake,  648 
casks,  390  casks;  Lime  Juice,  7  cases;  Ginger  Ale,  3.50  barrels,  30 
cases;  Spirits,  20  cases;  .Soda  Water,  35  cases;  Fruit  Juice,  10  bar- 
rels ;  Kirsch,  100  cases.

IMPORTERS   OF  BRITISH  GOODS  WILL  KEEP  THE 
TRADE  GOING. 


The  following  are  excerpts  from  a  communication  dated  Au- 
gust 15  received  by  the  Thomas  W.  Collins  Company  from  the 
well-known  importing  firm  of  W.  A.  Ross  &  Brother  of  11  William 
street.  New  York : 

"We  are  now  beginning  to  mail  orders  for  all  ports  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada  to  Liverpool  and  Belfast  as  if  the  war 
did  not  exist.  The  goods  will  cost  us  more,  but  we  do  not  know 
how  much  more.  Steamship  companies  have  seized  the  opportun- 
ity to  raise  their  rates.  There  will  also  be  a  war  risk  to  pay  and 
very  likely  a  higher  rate  of  exchange  than  usual. 

"We  intend  to  treat  shipments,  until  we  know  more  about  them, 
as  fresh  propositions  when  they  come  along,  and  if  we  can  possibly 
avoid  it,  we  do  not  intend  to  raise  our  prices  to  our  customers. 

"The  f.  o.  b.  Liverpool  cost  in  the  case  of  ale  and  stout  and  f. 
o.  b.  Belfast  in  the  case  of  ginger  ale,  is,  of  course,  unaltered  as  lar 
as  we  know,  although  in  these  times  one  can  not  be  sure  of  any- 
thing. There  might  be  some  kind  of  war  tax  put  on  exports  from 
Great  Britain,  but  this  we  hardly  think  likely. 

"We  do  not  think  the  war  risk  will  be  any  higher  than  the  pres- 
ent four  per  cent  charged  by  the  British  government,  and  it  may 
be  lower. 

"We  think  that  the  only  policy  for  importers  to  follow  is  to 
keep  their  goods  going  or  else  their  place  may  be  taken  by  domes- 
tic goods.  There  should  now  be  a  good  opportunity  for  Ross's 
Apricot  Cordial,  because  of  the  difficulty  of  getting  the  French 
goods."

PMr.  Edwin  C.  Hammer,  Pacific  Coast  manager  of  the  great  im- 
rting  firm  of  Alexander  D.  Shaw  &  Company,  New  York,  con- 
■sidcrs  the  outlook  for  importer^  to  be  very  favorable.  He  states 
that  improvements  in  the  situation  have  been  continual  during  the 
[>a>t  three  weeks. 

"The  shipping  situation  has  been  greatly  relieved,"  Mr.  Hammer 

sa\  s.     "This  is  on  account  of  the  likelihood  of  vessels  coming  to 

tlu  United  States  from  British  ports  freely.     A  war  risk  insurance 

rate  of  four  and  one-fifth  per  cent  has    been    made    in    the    United 

i!Kingdom  and  guaranteed  by  the  English  government.     In  the  es- 

tiniation  of  eminent  lawyers  of  the  United  States  this  is  very  light. 

"There  are  very  bright  prospects  of  the  general  resumption  of 

traffic  between  the  United    Kingdom    and    the    United  States  and 

there  is  a  probability    of    increased    shipping    from  Mediterranean 

hpoints  to  the  United  States. 

"There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  there  will  be  a  continua- 
tit)n  of  service  between    Spain    and    Portugal  to  New  York.     This 
.will  facilitate  shipments  of  Spanish  and  Portuguese  wines  to    San 
Francisco  by  way  of  the  Panama  Canal. 

"The  exchange  market,  which  was  abnormal  for  many  days,  has 
|ibeen  greatly  improved  and  is  now  almost  normal. 

"Cost  of  merchandise  is  to  a  certain  extent  problematical.  The 
increase  of  freight  rates,  of  war  insurance  rates  and  the  possibility 
of  the  imposition  of  an  export  war  tax  on  shipments  originating  in 
the  United  Kingdom  must  be  taken  into  consideration.  There  will 
be  no  increase  in  the  price  of  imported  wines  and  liquors  beyond 
what  is  necessary  to  cover  the  additional  outlay  for  insurance  and 
transportation  due  to  the  war. 

"Of  course,  there  has  been  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  trade 
to  secure  supplies  in  excess  of  actual  requirements,  but  this  has 
been  almost  overcome  automatically  since  most  dealers  have  ob- 
.tained  all  the  goods  that  they  can  aflford  to  carry. 

"Wholesalers  corrected  the  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  specula- 
tive element  to  take  advantage  of  emergencies.  They  accepted  or- 
ders only  to  correspond  with  the  needs  of  the  retailers  in  accordance 
with  the  records  of  business  and  the  exigencies  of  the  situation."

We  are  proud  to  state  that  the  harbor  of  San  Francisco  has 
been  made  ready  and  is  now  fully  prepared  and  equipped  for  the 
Panama  Canal  trade. 

Upward  of  $6,000,000  has  been  spent  in  the  last  three  years  on 
new  piers  and  the  State  belt  railroad,  most  of  it  on  improvements 
designed  to  take  care  of  the  canal  commercial  expansion. 

Five  immense  piers,  800  feet  long  and  200  feet  wide,  have  been 
built  and  assigned  to  the  companies  engaged  in  the  ocean  to  ocean 
trade,  all  situated  in  the  district  from  Harrison  to  Berry  streets.

PROPOSED  DRASTIC  STATE-WIDE  PROHIBITION 
AMENDMENT. 


The  people  of  the  Stale  of  Cahfornia  do  enact  as  follows: 

Article  I  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  two  new  sections,  to  be  numbered  re- 
spectively Section  26  and  Section  27,  in  the  following  words: 

Section  26.  The  manufacture,  the  sale,  the  giving  arva^,  or  the 
transportation  from  one  point  rpithin  the  State  to  another  point  within 
the  State,  of  intoxicating  liquor,  is  prohibited.  Any  citizen  of  the 
State  may.  in  his  or  her  own  name,  maintain  an  action  of  injunction 
in  the  county  where  the  violation  occurs,  to  restrain  such  violation, 
provided,  however,  that  to  any  criminal  or  civil  prosecution  for  viola- 
tion of  this  prohibition  it  shall  be  a  defense  if  it  be  shown  that  the 
liquor  in  question  was  being  manufactured,  used,  sold,  given  away, 
or  transported,  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical  or  sacramental 
purposes.  The  manufacture,  sale,  giving,  or  transportation  of  such 
liquors  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical,  or  sacramental  purposes 
shall  be  regulated  by  law.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of 
this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than  $  1 00,  nor 
more  than  $1,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,500,  and  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  provided,  however, 
that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law. 

Section  27.  The  transportation  into  the  State  of  intoxicating 
liquor,  unless  it  be  shown  to  be  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical, 
or  sacramental  purposes,  is  prohibited,  subject,  however,  to  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  relating  thereto.  Any  person  violating  any 
provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than 
$100  nor  more  than  $1,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,500,  and  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law.

The  name 
of  Redwine  causes  strangers  to  josh  the  residents,  for,  be  it  remem- 
bered, Redwine  is  in  "dry  territory." 


NEUTRALITY  IN  CALIFORNIA. 

THE  nations  now  at  war  in  Europe  are  represented  in  Californi; 
ill  large  numbers.  There  are  at  least  100,000  persons  in  th( 
State  who  were  born  in  Germany  and  Austria-Hungary,  wliil( 
there  are  over  200,000  who  were  born  in  the  United  Kingdom 
France,  Belgium  and  Russia.  About  fifty  per  cent  of  the  people  o 
California  were  either  born  in  foreign  countries  or  of  foreigi 
parentage.  It  is  to  the  interest  of  all  persons  who  have  the  welfan 
of  the  State  at  heart  to  take  no  part  in  any  discussion  of  the  Europ 
ean  situation  that  might  tend  to  arouse  the  enthusiasm  of  animositi 
of  the  foreign-born  element.  All  the  foreigners  resident  in  th( 
Stale  have  identified  themselves  with  the  progress  and  pnxsperiti 
of  California.  The  entire  population  of  the  State  is  indelited  tc 
these  foreign-born  residents  for  the  upbuilding  of  industry,  and  on( 
of  the  best  ways  to  acquit  the  debt  is  to  respect  the  feelings  of  al 
alike.  As  a  rule,  native  Americans  are  ignorant  on  all  subjects  re 
lating  to  the  European  war,  and  they  will  be  blissfully  ignorant  as 
long  as  they  do  nothing  to  stir  up  strife.  The  following  counsel  o: 
President  Wilson  should  be  heeded : 

"I  am  speaking,  I  feel  sure,  the  earnest  wish  and  pur])ose  o: 
every  thoughtful  American  that  this  great  country  of  ours,  whicl 
is,  of  course,  the  first  in  our  thoughts  and  in  our  hearts,  should  show 
lierself  in  this  time  of  peculiar  trial  a  nation  fit  beyond  others  tr 
exhil)it  the  fine  poise  of  undisturbed  judgment,  the  dignity  of  self 
control,  the  efficiency  of  dispassionate  action ;  a  nation  that  neithei 
sits  in  judgment  on  others  nor  is  disturbed  in  her  own  counsels 
and  which  keeps  herself  fit  and  free  to  do  what  is  honest  and  di.s 
interested  and  truly  serviceable  for  the  peace  of  the  u'orld."

pect  that  when  the  directory  is  completed  it  will  prove  to  be  one 
great  value  to  them,  and  will  reflect  creditably  upon  the  diiige 
of  Mr.  Raymond.

Sacramento,  August  28,  1914. 

Sacramento  is  face  to  face  with  a  new  form  of  hysteria.  The 
Women's  Christian  Temperance  Union  has  discovered  that  a  con- 
spiracy is  under  way  to  debauch  the  hens  of  Sacramento  County. 
The  W.  C.  T.  U.  has  reason  to  believe  that  Sa.cramento  hens  are 
to  be  alcoholized  for  commercial  purposes. 

Two  poultrymen,  Vincent  Panizzi  and  Louis  Fecitti,  have  dis- 
covered that  by  giving  hens  wine  their  egg-laying  capacity  is 
greatly  increased. 

Records  have  been  kept  showing  the  production  in  two  small 
flocks,  one  each  of  which  has  been  fed  in  addition  to  the  mash,  a 
small  quantity  of  wine  daily.  A  pen  of  sixteen  Rhode  Island  Reds 
from  2  to  4  years  old  and  fed  nothing  but  bran  for  a  mash  laid  dur- 
ing June  127  eggs;  during  July  with  two  hens  out  because  of 
broodiness,  and  on  a  ration  of  bran  and  wine  they  laid  149  eggs. 
A  pen  of  sixteen  White  Leghorns  2  to  3  years  old  laid  during  June 
133  eggs  on  a  l)ran  feed,  while  during  July  with  eight  hens  moult- 
ing and  being  fed  on  bran  and  wine  the  remainder  of  the  hens  laid 
104  eggs. 

The  wine,  a  sour  table  or  cheap  wine,  is  mixed  with  the  bran 
until  the  mash  is  sticky  but  not  too  wet.  About  1>4  pints  are  re- 
quired for  the  200  hens  daily.  The  mash  with  the  grain  (wheat) 
and  green  feed  (alfalfa)  is  fed  in  the  morning.  What  efTect  the 
wine  would  have  upon  the  digestive  system  of  the  fowls  if  con- 
tinued for  any  length  of  time  is  not  known,  but  acting  as  it  does-, 
as  a  stimulant,  its  continued  use  might  perhaps  injure  the  produc- 
tive organs.  Continued  experiments  are  to  be  carried  on  to  de- 
termine this  factor. 

Naturally  the  indignation  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  has  been  aroused 
by  the  cool  plans  of  Messrs.  Panizzi  and  Fecitti  to  cause  the  hens 
of  Sacramento  to  become  addicted  to  the  use  of  wine.  As  one  of 
the  most  intellectual  members  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  says,  "it  is  amaz- 
ing to  what  expediences  the  wine  men  will  resort  to  in  tnc  quest 
of  sordid  dollars."'  Not  even  the  innocent  pullets  are  safe.  The 
Sacramento  "Bee"  gravely  remarks:  "The  liquor  interests — and  all 
interlocked,  kindred,  or  sympathetic  appendages  and  properties — 
have  all  they  can  do  right  now  in  attending  to  their  own  business 
and  keeping  their  own  fences  in  repair."  And  yet.  it  is  hinted  that 
the  hens  have  taken  to  the  wine  diet ! 

The  Independent  Order  of  Red  Men  of  the  State  of  California 
is  sending  broadcast  copies  of  the  following  resolution  adopted  in 
Sacramento  on  the  28th  of  July: 

"We  as  American  citizens  earnestly  protest  against  the  at- 
tempts of  fanatics  to  force  prohibition  on  the  people  of  our  State 
in  violation  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  guar- 
antees personal  liberty  and  happiness  to  all  men. 

"Such  an  attempt  is  not  only  unjust,  but  also  injurious  to  the 
industries  of  our  State,  as  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  property 
will  become  valueless,  a  large  number  of  persons  will  be  thrown 
out  of  employment  and  a  great  many  now  prosperous  men  will  be 
ruined. 

"We  therefore  request  all  fair-minded  voters  of  our  State  to 
vote  against  the  so-called  prohibition  amendment  at  the  election 
to  be  held  on  November  3,  1914." 

Captain  Jack  Donnelly  returned  from  San  Francisco  to  Sacra- 
mento during  the  second  week  of  August.  The  captain  will  have 
charge  of  the  campaign  against  prohibition  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  State  of  California.  Captain  Donnelly  is  well  furnished 
with  sincerity  and  energy  and  can  be  depended  upon  to  make  a 
fight  which  will  convince  the  enemy  that  there  are  many  sides  to 
the  liquor  question  and  that  the  only  losing  side  is  that  on  which 
the  prohibitionists  stand.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  he  will  marshal  a 
host  200,000  strong  to  fight  for  what  he  stands  for. 


Although  it  is  admitted  that  everyone  has  a  right  to  change  his 
or  her  mind  at  any  time,  it  is  seldom  that  the  majority  of  the  voters 
of  any  one  town  change  their  viewpoint  within  sixty  days.  This 
is  the  case  at  Rackerby,  which  was  forced  into  the  "dry"  column 
sixty  days  ago  at  the  request  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  and  is 
now  back  in  line  with  the  "wets,"  as  a  result  of  the  board  of  su- 
pervisors granting  W.  H.  Lemmon  a  license  to  conaucr  a  saloon 
there. 

Grape  growers  throughout  the  Sacramento  Valley  predict  that 
the  crop  this  year  will  break  all  previous  records. 

The  wine  grape  crop  of  northern  San  Joaquin  will  be  eighty  per 
cent  greater  this  year  than  in  1913,  according  to  Elmer  E.  Deaver, 
an  independent  buyer. 

Climatic  conditions  greatly  favor  the  wine  grapes  this  year. 
Last  year  the  long  dry  spell  cut  down  the  yield,  but  this  season 
the  rains  have  been  plentiful  and  the  vines  are  free  from  pests. 

While  the  contract  price  for  wine  grapes  is  $10  per  ton,  the  in- 
dependents expect  to  pay  about  $15  for  their  supplies. 

During  the  past  two  weeks  heavy  shipments  of  wine  have  been 
made  from  St.  Helena  and  vicinity. 

The  Greystone  Winery  sent  seven  tank  cars  of  wine  to  the 
Calwa  cellars  at  Richmond,  each  car  containing  6000  gallons. 

The  Charles  Krug  Winery  August  18  made  a  shiprnent  of  two 
carloads  of  wine  to  New  York  via  the  Panama  Canal.  Another 
carload  was  sent  August  20  to  San  Francisco  via  the  Southern  Pa- 
cific Company. 

F.  Salmina  &  Company  of  the  Larkmead  cellars  on  August  17 
shipped  a  carload  of  wine  to  Providence,  R.  I.,  and  on  August  20 
another  carload  to  Boston,  Mass.  This  firm  also  made  another 
shipment  of  two  carloads  during  the  third  week  of  August. 

J.  Pachetau  shipped  three  carloads  of  wine  containing  159  bar- 
rels over  the  electric  road  to  San  Francisco  the  past  week. 

Jos.  Brovelli  of  the  St.  Helena  Winery  is  making  a  number  of 
shipments  of  wine  over  the  electric  road. 

By  the  provisions  of  a  resolution  adopted  August  18  by  the 
city  commission,  the  saloon  of  Manuel  S.  Bettencourt  and  Antone 
Soto  at  323  L  street  will  be  bought  by  the  city  of  Sacramento  and 
discontinued  under  section  21  of  Ordinance  No.  52,  third  series,  by 
which  the  city  has  raised  a  fund  of  $11,000  for  the  purchase  of 
saloon  licenses. 

Mason  Brothers  of  Lodi  contracted  for  Tokay  grapes  at  $25  per 
ton  until  the  end  of  August,  at  which  time  they  will  pay  $18  until 
September  10th,  after  which  the  price  will  run  from  $15  to  $17  per 
ton,  according  to  the  quality  of  the  fruit. 

The  following  is  a  letter  to  the  Sacramento  "Bee'  : 

The  Rev.  Eraser  Langford,  from  the  account  given  in  your 
paper  of  his  sermon,  did  not  think  a  man  could  be  a  Christian  and 
grow  hops.  I  will  go  a  step  further  and  ask  if  the  man  who  grows 
barley  can  be  a  Christian?  Using  the  same  argument  made  by 
the  reverend  gentleman,  barley  is  the  principle  ingredient  in  mak- 
ing malt  for  beer,  while  there  are  other  botanical  plants  that  have 
been  substituted  for  hops  when  that  article  has  been  very  high, 
barley  is  absolutely  essential  in  making  malt,  while  beer  could  still 
be  manufactured  even  if  the  growing  of  hops  were  prohibited. 

As  wine  can  be  made  from  all  varieties  of  grapes  and  a  very 
good  wine  too,  so  the  growing  of  any  grapes  acts  as  a  bar  to 
Christianity. 

The  doctrine  of  Christianity  as  I  understand  it  is  to  do  unto 
others  as  you  would  they  should  do  unto  you,  and  while  temper- 
ance is  to  be  honored  in  all  things  let  me  add  that  some  are  exces- 
sive in  eating  as  well  as  drinking,  likewise  in  the  use  of  tobacco 
and  opium  and  from  overwork,  but  to  destroy  these  great  Califor- 
nia industries  and  take  away  the  rights  of  the  people,  I  think  the 
world  at  large  recognize  would  be  a  crime  as  great  as  that  sought 
to  be  overcome  by  the  adoption  of  the  prohibition  amendment.

NEW  YORK  TRADE. 


New  York,  August  26,  1914. 

The  vital  factor  in  the  situation  is  the  bearing  of  the  war  on 
the  trade.  Champagne  prices  have  been  increased  $6  per  case.  The 
champagne  on  hand  will  not  last  four  months. 

The  supply  of  foreign  wines  and  spirits  in  bond  in  New  York 
will  not  last  until  November. 

Increased  insurance  due  to  war  rates  has  reduced  the  prospec- 
tive supplies  from  Europe.  Some  importers  are  adopting  a  policy 
of  importing  without  insurance,  as  they  consider  the  North  Atlan- 
tic to  be  fairly  safe.  Their  policy  should  cause  a  reduction  in  in- 
surance rates. 

The  trade  in  Eastern  ryes  and  Kentucky  whiskies  is  regarded 
optimistically  by  all  dealers.  Output  is  to  be  limited  and  the  de- 
mand will  undoubtedly  be  strong. 

California  sweet  wines  have  been  favored  by  a  reduction  of 
from  5  to  7j/2C  a  gallon.     This  should  stimulate  demand.

PROHIBITION  BLOCKED  IN  FRANKFORT,  KENTUCKY. 


Prohibition  agitators  have  been  brought  to  a  peremptory  halt 
in  Frankfort,  the  capital  of  Kentucky. 

Frankfort  citizens  crowded  the  courthouse  to  the  doors  on  the 
night  of  July  1,  at  a  few  hours'  notice,  and  adopted  resolutions  pro- 
testing against  the  further  agitation  of  the  prohibition  element, 
who  were  trying  to  bring  about  a  bitter  local  option  election  in 
Franklin  County  under  the  Frost  25  per  cent  petition  law  passed 
by  the  last  Kentucky  Assembly. 

The  resolutions  against  prohibition  agitation  were  unanimously 
indorsed  by  the  meeting,  which  was  non-partisan.  Democrats,  Re- 
publicans and  Progressives  being  all  represented.  It  was  a  public 
protest  from  the  best  business  element. 

The  resolutions  were  signed  by  the  presidents  of  the  banks,  j 
bank  cashiers,  leading  lawyers,  and  the  leaders  of  the  business  andj 
social  life  of  the  capital  city. 

Frankfort  has  evidently  wearied  of  the  professional  agitators! 
who  have  been  trying  to  ruin  Kentucky's  greatest  industry. 


MR.  H.  P.  ANDERSEN  ON  NORTHERN  CALIFORNIA  AND 
OREGON  SITUATION. 


Mr.  H.  P.  Andersen,  proprietor  of  the  well-known  establish- 
ment, the  "Cutter,"  at  709  Market  street,  San  Francisco,  returned 
to  San  Francisco  on  the  16th  of  August  after  having  spent  six 
weeks  on  an  extensive  automobile  trip  through  the  northern  part 
of  California  and  Southern  Oregon.  Mr.  Andersen  reports  that 
business  conditions  throughout  Northern  California  are  in  a  very 
satisfactory  condition.

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iOTH  ANNIVERSARY  OF  DISCOVERY  OF  CHAMPAGNE.      DEPARTMENT   OF  AGRICULTURE  AND   FRUIT  JUICES. 


In  the  valleys  of  the  Aube  and  the  Upper  Marne,  France,  the 
iOth  anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  champagne,  the  beverage  of 
in^s,  will  be  commemorated  in  jhe  year  1916. 

The  Marne  district,  which  is  the  producer  of  the  true  cham- 
igne,  grows  37,000,000  quarts  of  grape  juice  every  year.  Of  this 
ue  champagne,  France  consumes  7,000,000  quarts  every  year,  tl:e 
jmainder  being  shipped  to  other  countries.  In  addition  to  this 
ue  champagne,  the  Aube  district  produces  34,000,000  quarts  of 
lice,  which  is  judiciously  mixed  with  the  true. 

Champagne  was  discovered  by  a  monk  of  the  Benedictine  order, 
bis  inonk  was  the  cellar  master  of  the  abbey  of  Hautevillers.  His 
iscovery  was  entirely  due  to  accident.  The  monk,  having  in- 
ented  a  wooden  cork  for  wine  bottles  and  having  placed  some 
ottles,  into  which  the  new  corks  had  been  inserted,  in  a  cooler 
art  of  the  cellar,  continued  his  duties  without  further  ado.  Jjut 
!ie  day  while  he  was  walking  through  the  cooler  part  of  the  cellars 
e  was  fairly  bombarded  with  corks  popping  from  the  bottles.  In 
iarm  he  looked  into  the  bins  and  saw  a  number  of  bottles  cork- 
ss  and  effervescing.  He  poured  some  of  the  gurgling  fluid  into 
goblet  and  tasted  it  to  see  if  it  was  spoiled.  As  his  lips  touched 
le  liquid  his  senses  were  flooded  with  the  subtle  aroma  of  the 
;w  wine.  Champagne,  real,  live,  gurgling  champagne,  was  born 
it  of  the  still,  lifeless,  albeit  kindly  beverage  which  had  been  the 
|-ide  of  the  abbey. 

1  There  has  been  steady  development  of  champagne  since  that 
!iy.  At  the  present  time  the  formula  for  making  the  kingly  vin- 
■ge,  "le  grand  vin,"  is  as  follows:  Ecjual  quantities  of  the  juice 
j'  grapes  known  in  Avize,  noted  for  lightness,  freshness  and  effer- 
;escence ;  of  grapes  from  Dizy-Magenta,  famed  for  mellowness ; 
'  grapes  from  Ay,  where  brilliancy  and  bouquet  are  grown  with 
lie  grape,  and  of  grapes  from  Verzenay,  which  furnish  both  body 
^id  delicate  aroma. 

Special    vintages   of   champagne   are   made.     In   these   ordinary 

ortals  can   have  only  visionary  interest.     To  prepare  these  vin- 

iges  expert  jiickers  go  through  the  vineyards.     They  inspect  each 

\nd  every  bunch  of  grapes.     Grapes  are  picked  one  by  one  from 

ie  bunciies  according  to  their  maturity.     When  delivered  to  the 

iiampagne  men  the  grapes  sell  at  from  $300  to  $500  per  ton.     The 

ice  that  is  extracted  from  them  is  transformed  into  a  champagne 

hich  only  the  monarchs  may  enjoy.     As  it  is,  the  monarchs  only 

le  entitled  to  this  beverage  of  the  gods,    since    they    order    their 

ipplies  five  and  ten  years  in  advance.     Still,  there  is  enough  of 

le  ordinary  vintages  of  champagne  to  satisfy  the  rest  of  humanity 

ijoperly  provided  with  funds. 


CHILD   LABOR   IN   PROHIBITION   MISSISSIPPL

In  Pass  Christian,  "the  winter  capital"  of  the  nation,  I  visited 
:  oyster  canning  establishment.  Here,  in  an  open  room,  unpro- 
trted  from  the  weather,  scores  of  little  children  labored  opening 
c  sters.  Many  of  them  were  barely  tall  enough  to  reach  into  the 
ill!  cars  from  which  they  took  the  oyster  shells.  Some  were  no 
T)re  than  eight  years  old.  The  industrial  system  under  which 
t;y  exist  does  not  even  afford  them  a  stool  to  sit  upon. 

\t  4  o'clock  in  the  morning,  while  the  best  families  of  Missis- 
•'ipi,  are  still  in  slumber,  the.se  babes  are  at  their  posts.  And  all 
cy— until  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon — they  toil,  keyed  up  nearly 
t  the  breaking  point,  on  a  piece-work  basis  of  compensation.  One 
c  the  little  workers  told  me  that  a  good  day's  work  was  the  filling 
c  ten  cans  at  5  cents  per  can — or  50  cents ! 

;  These  little  ones  work  side  by  side  with  the  sailors  from  the 
C5ter  boats,  which  tie  up  here  to  discharge  their  cargoes.  One 
c  Id,  about  one  year  old,  played  around  on  the  floor  at  one  corner 
c  the  factory,  under  the  watchful  eye  of  another  child  of  about 
r  e  years  of  age,  who  was  at  work  nearby. 

•  Such  conditions  await  action  in  the  south,  by  the  Progressive 
p-ty,  organized  labor,  or  .some  agency  with  the  courage  and  power 
t  cope  with  the  evil. 


In  co-operation  with  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  the  best  methods 
of  preparing  fruit  juices  from  apples,  pineapples,  and  other  fruits 
have  been  determined.  An  important  feature  of  the  work  has  been 
the  application  of  refrigeration  to  the  concentration  of  fruit  juices. 
It  has  been  found  that  much  of  the  water  content  of  the  juices  can 
be  removed  by  freezing  with  little  or  no  impairment  of  delicate 
flavors  such  as  frequently  follows  heating.  The  ripening  of 
bananas,  processing  of  Japanese  persimmons,  and  drying  of  ba- 
nanas, pineapples  and  Japanese  persimmons  are  also  being  studied. 

Much  fruit  is  sent  in  to  the  office  by  fruit  growers  and  others 
for  determination  of  the  varieties  and  for  detailed  varietal  descrip- 
tions. The  standardization  and  simplification  of  pomological 
nomenclature  with  a  view  to  determining  the  proper  varietal  names 
and  synonyms  are  among  the  projects  of  the  office. 


THE  VINERIE  SYSTEM. 


The  "Vinerie"  System  is  one  of  several  recent  developments  of 
wine-making  described  in  a  valuable  paper  by  Messrs.  F.  de  Cas- 
tella  and  W.  P.  Wilkinson  presented  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Australasian  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science.  It 
consists  in  the  sterilization  of  the  grapes,  as  soon  as  they  are  vin- 
taged  and  crushed,  with  a  dose  of  sulphurous  acid  to  render  fer- 
mentation impossible.  They  can  then  be  stored  until  such  time  aS; 
suits  the  wine-maker  and  fermented  at  leisure,  after  the  removal 
of  the  sulphurous  acid  by  the  operation  known  as  "desulphiting," 
under  most  suitable  conditions  as  to  temperature  and  cellar  care. 
Thus  wine-making  is  put  on  somewhat  the  same  footing  as  brew- 
ing; i.e.,  the  raw  material  may  be  harvested  as  rapidly  as  desired, 
but  its  transformation  into  wine  is  carried  out  as  deliberately  as 
the  manufacture  of  beer.  Evenness  of  type  and  reduction  in  the 
cost  of  handling  are  some  of  the  advantages  of  this  process.  De- 
sulphiting is  performed  in  a  column  analogous  to  the  rectifying 
column  of  a  still,  in  which  the  bubbling  of  air  through  the  liquid, 
under  reduced  pressure  and  at  temperature  of  about  70  degrees 
Cent.  (158  degrees  Fahr.)  removes  practically  the  whole  of  the 
sul])hurous  acid.  Several  important  "vineries"  have  been  estab- 
lished in  Europe  and  Algeria,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  use  of  the 
new  process  will  be  enormously  extended  within  the  next  few 
years.  One  of  its  promising  applications  is  in  the  manufacture 
of  unfermented  grape  juice.  The  main  credit  for  this  innovation 
in  wine-making  is  due  to  Barbet,  the  well-known  authority  on 
distillery  equipment. 


Northern  California  Wine  Company  Prosperous. — The  business 
of  the  Xorthern  California  Wine  Company,  with  headquarters  at 
Redding  has  been  steadily  expanding  during  the  past  five  years.  At 
present  the  institution  has  the  largest  storage  capacity  for  wines 
in  California  north  of  Sacramento.  Storage  tanks  include  six  of 
5000  gallons,  five  of  1500,  seven  of  800  and  30  of  200.  An  addition 
is  being  made  to  the  plant  for  the  distillation  of  brandies.  This 
will  be  capable  of  producing  300  gallons  of  liquor  per  day.  Through 
the  efforts  of  the  company  Northern  California  is  rapidly  becom- 
ing known  as  a  wine  and  brandy  producing  center. 


Grape  Juice  to  Have  a  Rival. — According  to  the  Oakland 
"Tribune"  the  beverage  made  notorious  by  Secretary  Bryan  is  to 
have  a  formidable  rival  in  the  shape  of  loganberry  juice.  A  plant 
has  been  started  at  Eugene,  Oregon,  to  bottle  the  juice  of  the 
berry  which  owes  its  existence  to  Judge  Logan  of  Santa  Cruz 
County,  who  developed  it  by  various  crossings.  The  juice  of  the 
loganberry  is  tart,  rich  and  heavy.  It  is  generally  diluted  with 
water  before  being  used.  Once  the  product  is  placed  on  the  mar- 
ket it  will  most  probably  be  manufactured  all  over  the  Pacific 
Coast.  It  is  stated  that  loganberry  juice  may  be  taken  seriously 
while,  owing  to  the  connection  of  Mr.  Bryan's  name,  grape  juice 
is  now  being  taken  altogether  as  a  joke. 
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COLONEL  JOHN  RENNER'S  TRIP  TO  MILWAUKEE. 

Colonel  John  Renner  of  the  Thomas  W.  Collins  Company  has 
returned  to  San  Francisco  from  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  where  he 
spent  the  first  part  of  the  month  of  August.  On  his  trip  to  Mil- 
waukee Colonel  Renner  made  close  observations  of  the  country 
through  which  he  passed.     He  gives  the  following  description : 

"Crops  from  the  Golden  Gate  to  Lake  Michigan  look  better  than 
at  any  time  for  years  past.  There  are  great  numbers  of  new  freight 
cars  on  the  railroads.  I  have  seen  as  many  as  ninety-eight  cars  in 
a  train. 

"Milwaukee  is  a  leader  among  the  cities  of  the  United  States 
for  beauty  and  hospitality.  It  is  a  solid  and  cleanly  metropolis. 
Its  inhabitants  are  friendly  and  progressive. 

"Lake  Michigan  is  a  great  asset  to  Milwaukee  from  scenic,  hy- 
gienic and  economic  standpoints.  It  supplies  good  water  for  all 
purposes,  especially  that  of  making  beer,  and  it  provides  the  city 
with  a  large  share  of  the  shipping  trade  of  the  Great  Lakes. 

"Milwaukee  has  many  beautiful  parks,  one  of  which  is  named 
after  Juneau,  the  first  white  man  to  settle  in  the  locality.  A  statue 
of  Juneau  is  erected  in  the  park.  Lake,  Washington  and  Mitchell 
parks  serve  to  enhance  the  beauty  of  the  city. 

"Strangers  have  a  false  impression  that  Milwaukee  is  first  of  all 
a  'brewery  city.'  The  brewing  indu.stry  ranks  fourth,  being  out- 
cla.ssed  by  leather  and  steel  works. 

"But,  just  the  same,  beer  is  one  of  the  great  adjuncts  of  Milwau- 
kee. It  adds  zest  to  life  among  beautiful  surroundings.  While 
inspecting  the  artistic  side  of  the  city  I  was  fortunate  to  secure  an 
invitation  to  visit  the  Val  Blatz  Brewery,  where  the  original  "Nec- 
tar of  the  Gods,"  Private  Stock,  is  brewed  with  the  aid  of  Bohemian 
hops,  which  cost  at  times  $1.10  per  pound.     I  found  all  the  latest 


brewing  and  bottling  equipment  at  the  plant.  A  very  handsoni 
Lutheran  German  Church  stands  between  the  brewing  house  an 
the  bottling  works,  showing  that  the  church,  like  other  poor  sir 
ners,  appreciates  good  beer. 

"I  cannot  say  too  much  in  praise  of  the  hospitality  of  Albei 
lUatz,  president ;  Valentine  Blatz,  vice-president,  and  the  oth( 
genial  spirits  who  are  members  of  the  directing  forces.  The  ecu 
tcous  president  tendered  the  hospitality  of  the  Blatz  Stock  Farr 
V  here  some  incomparable  blooded  Belgian  stallions  are  to  be  see 
After  a  visit  to  the  zoological  department  of  the  farm  an  open-a 
supper  was  sers'cd  on  the  lawn,  the  piece  de  resistance  being  ot 
of  Wisconsin's  leading  delicacies,  namely,  ecrevisses,  or  small  era 
fish.  The  repast  was  enlivened  by  Private  Stock,  ad.  lib.  and  souj 
of  the  Fatherland.  On  the  day  following  Blatz  l^ark,  ideally 
cat^  on  the  Milwaukee  River,  was  visited. 

"There  are  many  admirable  hotels  in  Milwaukee.  Amor 
others  the  Wisconsin,  Republican,  Blatz  and  Pfister  are  notal>le  fi 
the  luxury  of  their  appointments. 

"I  found  that  Val  Blatz  beer  is  very  popular  in  all  the  cities  ( 
the  line  from  Chicago  to  Denver.  It  is  served  in  all  the  leadii 
saloons.  Its  superior  quality  has  been  duly  brought  to  the  atte 
tion  of  the  pubhc  by  such  representatives  as  Mr.  Henry  Clodius. 

"In  all  the  cities  which  I  visited  the  greatest  interest  is  beii 
taken  in  the  State  of  California  and  the  coming  Panama-Pacific  I 
ternational  Exposition.  Nearly  everyone  I  met  expressed  the  ho 
of  visiting  the  Exposition  in  1915."

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INDUSTRIAL  DESPOTS  FAVOR  PROHIBITION. 


I'lie  Carnc!L;ic  Steel  e"oiiii)any  at  Youngstown  has  issued  an  or- 
der to  all  employees  in  the  Youngstown  district  to  the  effect  that 
"Hereafter  all  promotions  of  whatever  character  will  be  made  only 
from  the  ranks  of  those  who  do  not  indulge  in  the  use  of  intoxicants. 
The  heads  of  departments  and  their  foremen  will  be  expected  to 
observe  this  rule  in  advancing  their  men." 

The  Steel  Trust  i.s  not  directed  by  humanitarian  influences.  It 
is  a  cold  blooded  business  institution.  Its  directors  are  interested 
only  in  dividends.  If  the  Steel  Trust  has  in  its  employ  a  man  who 
drinks  to  excess  and  as  a  result  of  drink  or  for  any  other  reason, 
is  incompetent,  of  course  he  will  not  be  promoted,  he  will  not  even 
be  retained. 

The  Steel  Trust  has  but  one  interest  in  its  employees  and  that 
is  to  secure  the  greatest  possible  amount  of  labor  at  the  least  pos- 
sible expense. 

The  cost  of  living  is  increasing.  When  it  increases  to  a  point 
at  which  the  employees  of  the  Steel  Trust  are  unable  to  live,  as  they 
have  been  accustomed  to  living,  they  will  demand  an  increase  in 
wages.  If  the  Steel  Trust  can  force  its  employees  to  save  the  few 
dollars  that  they  have  been  spending  for  alcoholic  beverages  it  can 
]X)stpone  the  time  when  wages  must  be  raised.     That  is  the  motive. 

If  this  experiment  is  successful  what  is  to  prevent  the  trust  from 
issuing  an  order  forbidding  its  employees  to  marry  until  they  are, 
say  thirty-five?  This  would  enable  them  to  live  on  less  wages  un- 
til that  time.  Or,  why  not  issue  an  order  based  on  the  alleged  effi- 
ciency of  the  rice  eating  Japanese,  forbidding  the  use  of  meat  more 
than  once  a  week?  This  would  decrease  the  cost  of  living  and 
make  an  increase  in  wages  unnecessary.  It  might  even  be  possible 
to  decrease  them  slightly. 

Was  the  human  race  mistaken  when  they  fought  for  centuries  to 
throw  off  the  servile  yoke  of  feudalism?  Are  we  now  to  admit 
that  we  were  mistaken  and  voluntarily  embrace  the  chains  of 
slavery?  If  it  is  not  slavery  to  give  the  employer  the  right  to  dic- 
tate how  the  employee  shall  spend  that  portion  of  his  time  that  is 
his  own,  we  do  not  know  the  meaning  of  the  word. 

Following  the  example  set  by  the  Carnegie  Steel  Company  the 
.American  Sheet  and  Tin  Plate  Company  notified  all  employes  that 
they  must  withdraw  from  fraternal  organizations  and  clubs  which 
maintain  sideboards  or  cease  to  work  in  the  company's  plants.  They 
are  also  prohibited  from  indorsing  liquor  license  applications.  This 
order  affects  the  employes  at  all  plants  of  the  company  throughout 
the  country.  The  men  have  not  taken  kindly  to  the  new  order  of 
things,  which  they  declare  is  a  sharp  curtailment  of  their  personal 
liberties.  Upward  of  6.000  men  are  affected  by  the  order  in  this 
region.  The  company  has  a  list  of  employes  who  are  members  of 
the  various  clubs  having  sideboards.  It  is  said  that  the  men  have 
only  been  given  a  few  days  to  comply  with  the  order. 


By  order  of  the  Illinois  Steel  Company  the  steel  wfirkers  at 
Joliet  and  Gary  have  also  been  given  orders  along  the  same  line. 
The  Joliet  order  followed  the  action  of  the  Carnegie  Steel  Company 
at  Youngstown,  O.,  and  its  subsidiary,  the  American  Sheet  and 
Tinplate  Company  at  Newcastle,  Pa.  M 

Wallace  H.  Rowe,  president  of  the  Pittsburg  Steel  CompaiiP 
has  placed  himself  on  record,  both  as  an  economic  pecksniff  and  a 
hypocritical  object,  on  the  right  of  a  wage  worker  taking  a  bottle 
of  beer  after  his  day's  work  is  done.  Recently  Rowe  filed  a  remon- 
strance against  an  a])plicant  for  a  liquor  license  in  Westmoreland 
County,  and  among  other  things  the  remonstrance  says : 

■'In  these  times  of  the  high  cost  of  living  and  low  prices  for 
products  made  in  our  works,  rendering  it  impossible  to  increase 
wages  and  making  it  doubtful  whether  they  can  even  maintain  them 
where  they  are,  no  greater  single  benefit  can  be  conferred  upon 
workmen  than  by  reducing  the  amount  they  waste  on  liquor  and 
increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  services  of  the  mill  by  bringing  th 
to  work  sober  and  in  fit  condition  to  render  good  services. ' 

There  was  never  a  more  hypocritical  solicitude  displayed  for 
welfare  of  wage  workers  than  the  foregoing.     Here  we  have  a  rna 
connected  officially  with  an  industrial    concern    that    keeps    dc 
\\  ages  and  prohibits  employes  from  joining  a  labor  union,  who  ta 
about  his  concern  for  the  household  comforts  of  the  workers.

PROPOSED   EXTRA  TAX   ON   LIQUOR   INDUSTRY. 


As  soon  as  the  United  States  government  found  itself  in 
straightened  circumstances  owing  to  the  conditions  created  by  the 
war  in  Europe,  tlie  first  thought  was  to  place  an  extra  tax  on 
liquors  in  order  to  rehabilitate  the  revenues.  This  is  a  proof  that 
the  government  recognizes  in  the  liquor  industry  one  of  the  great- 
est sources  of  wealth  in  the  country.  The  prohibitionists  have 
made  no  suggestion  that  they  would  come  to  the  aid  of  Uncle  Sam. 
If  the  United  States  should  be  "dried  up"  the  only  choice  for  Uncle 
Sam  would  be  to  call  upon  the  prohibitionists  for  help  or  discharge 
one-third  of  the  working  force  employed  by  him.  It  is  easy  to  be 
seen  that  this  would  be  a  Hobson's  choice  purely  and  simply. 


MR.  TILLMAN  HOBSON  LECTURES  ON  THE  SQUARE 

DEAL. 


During  the  past  month  Mr.  Tillman  Hobson  delivered  some 
lectures  in  Southern  California.  His  leading  subject  was  "A 
Square  Deal  for  the  Saloonman." 

Mr.  Hobson  delivered  his  last  address  at  Pasadena.  His  address 
was  full  of  spice  and  red  pepper,  and  left  a  smarting  sensation  in 
the  min<ls  of  his  hearers — yet.  withal,  was  well  received.  "He  hit 
me,"  was  the  common  good-natured  comment  at  the  close. 

At  the  beginning  of  his  address,  Mr.  Hobson  assumed  the  role 
of  a  man  who  was  about  to  locate  in  Pasadena  and  open  a  bar. 
Under  such  conditions,  he  said  his  wife  would  be  ostracized  from 
all  social  functions,  save  that  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.,  who  would  re- 
ceive her  with  open  arms,  saying:  "We  love  you  and  your  husband, 
but  detest  his  business." 

"If  the  saloons  are  a  good  thing  for  the  business  interests  of  the 
community,  why  shouldn't  business  men  pay  the  $500  license  an^i 
the  saloons  the  $25  license?  If  the  business  man  profits  by  the 
existence  of  the  saloon,  he  should  pay  for  it,  and  not  the  saloon- 
keeper," said  Mr.  Hobson. 


Oakland,  August  26,  1914. 

Our  esteemed  enemy  the  Oakland  "Enquirer,"  which  has  been 
the  joy  of  prohibitionists  in  the  past,  shows  that  it  is  working  up- 
ward in  the  night.  The  veil  of  darkness  and  ignorance  is  falling 
away  from  the  "Enquirer."  This  is  evident  from  the  following 
article  which  recently  saw  light  in  the  columns  of  the  "Enquirer": 

"Mr.  Bryan's  precept  and  example  concerning  the  drinking  of 
grape  juice  have  not  taken — in  California,  at  least.  Last  year  the 
Golden  State  produced  a  measly  100,000  gallons  of  the  unfermented 
juice  of  the  grape  as  against  42,000,000  gallons  of  wine,  and  1,544,- 
245  gallons  of  brandy. 

"No  State  can  compare  to  California  in  the  acreage  and  money 
devoted  to  the  raising  of  grapes.  There  are  330,000  acres  in  vines, 
representing  a  valuation  of  $66,000,000.  Packing  houses  and  the 
700  wineries  in  the  State  give  enough  additional  valuation  to  bring 
the  total  money  invested  to  $150,000,000. 

"The  total  dry  wine  production  was  25,000,000  gallons,  requir- 
ing 180,000  tons  of  grapes.  For  sweet  wines  another  212,000  tons 
of  grapes  were  used  to  make  the  17,000,000  gallons  produced.  For 
the  brandy,  51,000  tons  of  grapes  were  pressed.  The  wines  and 
brandies  produced  were  sold  for  $15,000,000. 

"About  ninety  per  cent  of  all  grape  products  is  sold  outside  the 
State.  The  three  items,  grapes,  wines  and  raisins,  brought  $30,- 
OCO.OOO  for  1913.  Of  this  amount  $27,000,000  was  money  coming 
into  California  from  other  States  to  be  added  to  the  wealth  of  its 
people,  all  derived  from  the  1,800,000.000  pounds  of  grapes  har- 
vested—900,000  tons !" 

After  this  it  might  be  expected  that  the  "Enquirer"  will  come 
out  as  a  straight  anti-prohibition  sheet. 

Rev.  Mr.  D.  M.  Gaudier  and  Mr.  Theodore  Bell  clashed  in  a 
debate  on  prohibition  in  the  Berkeley  high  school  on  the  eveningj 
of  the  9th  of  August.  One  of  the  results  of  the  debate  has  been  a| 
discussion  of  the  mixed  public  school  as  a  source  of  immorality. 
The  people  of  Berkeley  are  beginning  to  learn  that  more  youngj 
girls  are  started  out  wrong  from  the  mixed  school  than  from  mixed] 
drinks.  If  this  discussion  is  not  hushed  by  the  prohibitionists  atj 
an  early  date  Berkeley  may  follow  the  example  of  that  other  col-1 
lege  city,  Boston,  and  condemn  the  mixed  public  school  as  being!

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ANTE-BELLUM  BRANDY  SITUATION  IN  FRANCE. 


The  production  of  wine  in  the  cognac-brandy  region  of  France 
for  1913  was  below  that  of  the  preceding  year,  and  only  about  one- 
half  the  output  of  1906,  when  the  last  large  crop  was  harvested.  The 
production  for  1913  was:  Charente,  15,847,000  gallons,  compared 
with  13,505,000  gallons  for  1912  and  11,553,000  gallons  for  1911; 
Charente  Inferieure,  23,090,000  gallons,  compared  with  32,935,000 
gallons  for  1912  and  23,204,000  gallons  for  1911. 

As  will  be  seen,  the  production  of  the  Charente,  in  which  the 
grande  champagne  and  petite  champagne  districts  lie,  increased, 
while  the  yield  of  the  Charente  Infereure  fell  off  considerably,  the 
greater  part  of  the  loss  being  in  the  districts  of  the  inferior  "crus," 
known  as  "Les  Illes,"  and  the  "bois  commune."  This  indicated, 
naturally,  that  the  brandy  of  1913  would  be  high-grade  and  expen- 
sive, and  this  is  confirmed  by  the  official  quotations,  which  were  as 
follows  in  May  last  (prices  are  given  per  hectoliter  of  60  per  cent 
alcohol,  or  per  31.7  proof  gallons) :  Grande  champagne,  240  francs 
($46.32)  ;  petite  champagne  and  borderies,  225  to  235  francs  ($43.43 
to  $45.36) ;  fins  bois,  215  to  220  francs  ($41.50  to  $42.46) ;  bons  bois, 
200  to  215  francs  ($38.60  to  $41.50) ;  and  bois  eloignees,  200  to  210 
francs  ($38.60  to  $40.53). 

The  jury  of  the  wine  and  brandy  fair,  at  Angouleme,  stated  that 
the  red  wines  of  the  district  were  of  excellent  quality  and  that  the 
white  wines  were  steadily  improving  in  quality.  Moreover,  the 
wine  of  1913  showed  a  very  high  percentage  of  alcohol. 

The  fact  that  the  production  of  wine  for  the  whole  of  France  was 
below  the  average  will  mean  that  more  of  the  Charentais  wine  will 
be  required  for  immediate  general  consumption,  and  less  will  be 
distilled  than  if  the  total  crop  had  been  normal.  This  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  added  demand  for  the  local  wine  forces  prices  to 
such  a  point  that  distillers  can  not  afford  to  pay  the  price  demanded. 
All  of  this  means  higher  priced  cognac  brandies.  The  figures  for 
the  distillate  are  not  available. 

A  goodly  proportion  of  the  brandy  is  distilled  by  the  proprietors 
of  the  vineyards  and  afterwards  sold  to  the  large  brandy  concerns 
which  do  the  actual  blending.  These  distillers  of  their  own  crops 
are  known  as  "bouilleurs  de  crus."  There  are  2,544  of  these  distil- 
lers in  the  Department  of  the  Charente  and  5,393  in  the  Department 
of  the  Charente  Inferieure,  as  against  a  grand  total  of  120,374  for 
all  France.  Although  the  number  is  rapidly  increasing  throughout 
the  Republic,  the  number  of  the  "bouilleurs  de  crus"  for  the 
Cognac  region  is  diminishing. 


SAN  FRANCISCANS  IN  WAR  STRICKEN  EUROPE. 


Among  the  San  Franciscans  who  were  in  Belgium  until  after 
the  outbreak  of  war  were  Mrs.  E.  G.  Lyons  and  Mrs.  Albert  Raas. 
Mrs.  E.  G.  Lyons  is  the  wife  of  Mr.  E.  G.  Lyons  of  the  firm  of  the 
E.  G.  Lyons  &  Raas  Company  and  Mrs.  Albert  Raas  is  the  sister- 
in-law  of  Mr.  J.  C.  Raas  of  the  same  firm.  They  were  in  Brussels 
when  hostilities  were  commenced.  Just  prior  to  the  war  Miss 
Camille  Raas,  niece  of  Mr.  J.  C.  Raas,  was  married  at  Brussels  to 
Mr.  E.  Molitor,  engaged  in  the  banking  business  of  the  Belgian  cap- 
ital. Mr.  Molitor  enlisted  in  the  army  and  went  to  the  front  at  the 
outset  of  the  war.  Latest  advices  are  to  the  effect  that  all  these 
ladies  are  still  in  Brussels. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clarence  J.  Wetmore  and  family  were  on  a  tour 
of  Europe  at  the  time  when  mobilization  was  started.  Fortunately 
they  were  all  in  Paris  at  the  critical  time.  They  witnessed  the 
mobilization  in  France,  and  the  enthusiasm  of  the  people  accom- 
panying it.  Since  the  completion  of  the  mobilization  they  have 
been  in  London.  Mr.  Clarence  J.  Wetmore  has  announced  to  his 
friends  in  San  Francisco  that  he  and  his  family  would  depart  from 
England  for  the  United  States  on  the  first  steamer  under  an  Amer- 
ican flag  to  sail  from  England.

Los  Angeles,  August  27,  1914. 

Mr.  Alfred  Sebastian  has  purchased  an  interest  in  the  Stewart 
Saloon  at  215  West  Fifth  street,  Los  Angeles.  Chief  of  Police  Se- 
bastian was  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Police  Commission  when 
his  namesake  asked  for  the  necessary  license.  The  chief  testified 
that  Mr.  Alfred  Sebastian  was  not  a  relative  of  his  and,  as  a  conse- 
quence, the  license  was  granted.  It  is  not  known  whether  the  li- 
cense would  have  been  granted  if  any  relationship  had  been  shown. 

Spring  street,  between  Fifth  and  Sixth,  has  been  opened  to  the 
li(|uor  traffic.  Mayor  Rose  voted  in  favor  of  opening  the  block. 
Immediately  after  opening  the  block  in  question  the  commission 
granted  liquor  license  permits  for  two  saloons  in  that  block — one 
for  Fred  Meriwether  at  535  South  Spring  street  and  the  other  for 
Frank  Mason  at  538  South  Spring  street.  Mason  transfers  his 
.saloon  from  the  Temple  Block  to  the  new  Spring  street  location. 
Only  two  property  owners  in  this  Spring  street  block  were  qualified 
to  sign  a  petition  for  further  liquor  permits.  One  of  these  signed 
a  petition  for  60.10  feet  of  frontage,  while  the  other  property  owner, 
representing  60.03  feet  of  frontage,  signed  against  liquor  permits. 

The  diflference  in  favor  of  permits  was  but  .07  of  a  foot.  In 
order  to  be  absolutely  sure  that  the  petition  was  a  majority  petition, 
the  Police  Commission  took  the  matter  under  advisement.  Of 
course.  Commissioner  Vincent  Morgan  voted  against  opening  the 
street. 

The  total  cessation  of  imports  from  Belgium,  France,  Germany, 
Austria  and  other  nations  within  the  war  zone,  and  the  restriction 
of  trade  from  Japan,  Italy,  Canada  and  other  countries,  is  cutting 
down  the  harbor  business  of  Los  Angeles.  The  great  mass  of  local 
importations  comes  from  the  countries  whose  ports  are  closed  to 
commercial  traffic.  It  is  estimated  that  the  war  will  cost  the  har- 
bor $500,000  per  month. 

In  order  to  devise  ways  and  means  of  rehabilitating  the  deficit 
in  the  government's  strong  box  caused  by  the  paralysis  of  the  im- 
port trade,  Revenue  Collectors  Scott  of  San  Francisco  and  Carter 
of  Los  Angeles  have  been  conferring.  Prohibitionists,  with  their 
usual  patriotism,  have  suggested  to  the  collectors  that  a  tax  of  five 
cents  a  gallon  be  placed  on  wine.     As  California  produces  between 


from  $1,750,000  to  $2,000,000  from  this  State.  Prohibitionists  do 
not  believe  that  the  imposition  of  such  a  tax  would  be  a  blow  to 
the  argument  for  State-wide  prohibition.  Besides,  they  feel  sure 
of  saving  their  own  pockets  from  being  touched. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Company  estimates  the  wine  yield  south 
of  Tehachapi  for  the  present  year  at  900  cars.  This  is  50  cars  more 
than  last  year.  There  are  10,000  acres  in  wine  grapes  in  Los  An- 
geles, Riverside  and  San  Bernardino  counties.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  Guasti  vineyards  will  produce  450  cars.  The  grapes  are  un- 
usually rich  in  saccharine  matter,  ranging  up  to  twenty-six  per 
cent. 

The  Los  Angeles  Labor  Anti-Prohibition  League  has  been  or- 
ganized in  Los  Angeles  to  fight  the  proposed  State-wide  prohibiten 
amendment.  The  following  organizations  sent  delegates  to  the 
meeting:  Brewery  Workers,  Beer  Drivers,  Beer  Bottlers,  Bar- 
tenders, Waiters,  Cooks,  Cigar  Makers,  Machinists,  Coopers,  En- 
gineers, Firemen,  Ice  Wagon  Drivers,  Teamsters,  Musicians, 
Bakers.  Officers  were  elected  and  installed  as  follows:  P.  J.  Mc- 
Nally  of  the  Stationery  Firemen's  Union,  president ;  J.  Carroll  of 
the  Beer  Drivers'  Union,  vice-president;  R.  Weber  of  the  Cigar 
Makers'  Union,  secretary;  A.  B.  Hassel  of  the  Bartenders'  Union, 
treasurer;  R.  Otto  of  the  Brewery  Workers'  Union,  sergeant-at- 
arms. 

Escondido  Valley  will  celebrate  Grape  Day  September  9.  Percy 
Evans  is  the  president  of  Grape  Day  As.sociation.  The  features  of 
the  day  will  include  the  giving  away  in  the  park  of  ten  tons  of 
muscat  grapes,  ice-cooled,  and  the  distribution  of  several  thousand 
two-pound  boxes  for  the  guests  to  carry  away  with  them.  Eac]| 
visitor  will  be  decorated  with  a  souvenir  button.  As  many  pel 
sons  as  possible  will  be  given  free  automobile  rides  over  the  vallel 
Band  concerts  and  other  entertainment  will  be  provided,  incluc 
ing  a  programme  of  sports.  A  display  of  the  products  of  the  valle 
will  be  made. 

Special  trains  will  be  secured  from  the  Santa  Fe  from  Los  Ai 
geles  and  San  Diego,  these  being  due  to  arrive  here  at  11  and 
o'clock. 

The  Old  Mission  Winery  at  San  Gabriel  has  been  sold  to  M 
Albert  C.  Rambaud,  who  has  been  identified  with  the  winery  i<^ 
some  time  as  a  vintner.     Mr.  Rambaud  will  take  particular  paid 
in  selecting  his  grapes  for  his  wines  so  that  the  quality  will  be  unl 
form  from  year  to  year. 

Mr.  William  Klatscher,  representative  of  the  Western  Wir 
Company  of  Los  Angeles,  spent  some  time  on  the  desert  during  tV 
past  two  weeks.  He  found  that  Antelope  Valley  heat  was  coij 
ducive  to  sales  of  his  line  of  goods. 

The  revenue  from  liquor  licenses  was  increased  nearly  $400  pd 
month  in  San  Pedro  by  the  new  ordinance  which  went  into  efFed 
August  1.

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European  War  Offers  Inducement  for  Development 
of  California  Industry 


SERMON  OF  REV.  J.  F.  PRIM  ON  PROHIBITION. 


DURING  the  year  1913  there  were  imported  into  the  United 
States  601,664  proof  gallons  of  brandy,  valued  at  $1,634,359, 
3,893,239  gallons  of  wine  in  casks,  valued  at  $2,381,392;  643,217 
dozen  quarts  of  wine  in  other  coverings,  valued  at  $2,632,670,  and 
280,700  dozen  quarts  of  champagne,  valued  at  $4,633,333.  Alto- 
gether $11,281,754  worth  of  brandy  and  wine  was  imported  into 
the  country.  In  consequence  of  the  war  which  is  now  being  waged 
the  importation  of  such  goods  has  been  stopped.  Stocks  in  the 
United  States  are  very  light.  They  will  be  entirely  exhausted 
within  a  very  short  period  of  time.  The  trade  is  already  calling 
for  wine  and  brandy  with  which  to  respond  to  the  demand  of  the 
consumers.  It  will  be  necessary  for  the  country  at  large  to  look 
to  California  to  fill  its  wants  in  the  line  of  brandy  and  wine,  includ- 
ing both  still  and  sparkling  varieties  of  European  types. 

California  is  in  a  position  to  supply  a  great  deal  of  champagne 
III  make  up  for  that  which  will  be  lacking  in  the  importation  from 
!•" ranee.  In  1913  the  United  States  received  from  France  $4,027,922 
worth  of  champagne,  and  from  the  United  Kingdom  $429,842, 
which  proceeded  originally  from  France.  The  amount  of  cham- 
pagne produced  in  California  available  for  consumption  in  the 
United  States  is  equal  to  at  least  one-half  of  this.  Demand  will 
undoubtedly  be  sufficient  to  take  all  that  the  California  wine  men 
may  offer. 

Europe  has  been  supplying  the  United  States  annually  with 
nearly  4,000,000  gallons  of  still  wines  in  casks,  and  over  600,000 
gallons  in  other  containers.  The  value  of  this  has  been  in  excess 
of  $5,000,000.  This  year,  with  a  good  vintage  in  sight,  California 
should  be  able  to  supply  fully  this  amount  in  excess  of  what  the 
State  regularly  supplies  and  not  be  hard  pressed  to  do  it. 

As  to  brandy,  the  total  amount  that  has  been  imported  from 
Europe  has  been  a  little  over  600,000  proof  gallons  per  year,  valued 
at  more  than  $1,600,000.  The  production  of  California  in  1914  will 
be  large  enough  to  provide  for  the  falling  of?  in  importations  from 
Europe. 

In  regard  to  liqueurs  and  cordials,  of  which  California  produces 
more  than  any  other  State,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  regular  impor- 
tations from  Europe,  valued  at  $1,163,201  in  1913,  can  be  more  than 
made  up  for  by  California  during  the  war  period  and  the  time  fol- 
lowing during  which  readjustment  must  take  place. 

California  has  within  her  reach  the  major  part  of  the  $12,444,955 
worth  of  trade  with  the  United  States  which  has  been  forfeited  by 
the  viticultural  and  cordial  industry  of  Europe  in  consequence  of 
the  war.  Granting  to  the  State  a  share  corresponding  with  her 
rank  as  a  producer  of  wines,  brandies,  liqueurs  and  cordials,  at 
least  $10,000,000  of  this  trade  should  fall  to  California. 

The  war  should  largely  increase  the  wine,  brandy  and  cordial 
trade  of  California  over  the  annual  average  of  $20,000,000.  Of 
course  the  inducements  offered  by  the  war  can  not  be  taken  ad- 
vantage of  excepting  through  the  initiative  of  the  men  in  the  trade. 
While  the  consumers  may  look  around  for  sources  from  which  to 
replenish  their  supplies,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Californians 
to  show  to  them  that  they  have  the  wherewithal  to  satisfy  their 
wants.  Initiative  will  be  required  to  profit  by  the  situation.  The 
nation  must  be  advised  that  California  is  in  a  position  to  snpply 
the  market.  Education  and  advertisement  must  be  resorted  to. 
The  celebration  of  California  Wine  Day  might  prove  the  light 
business  campaign.  At  any  rate.  Opportunity  is  knocking  at  the 
door  of  the  California  viticultural  industry,  and  the  trade  must  be 
awakened  to  the  fact. 


The  following  is  taken  from  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  J.  F.  Prim, 
pastor  of  Mater  Dolorosa  Church,  New  Orleans,  as  published  in 
the  New  Orleans  "Picayune"  January  26,  1914: 

Is  the  use  of  wine,  beer  and  liquors  harmful  and  destructive  to 
a  nation?  We  have  the  history  of  the  oldest  now  existing  race 
before  us — the  history  of  the  Jews.  As  far  as  its  history  dates  back 
we  find  that  nation  enjoyed  the  use  of  wine.  Can  anyone,  even 
the  greatest  enemy  of  the  Jewish  race,  accuse  them  of  being  drunk- 
ards? Of  being  intellectually  inferior  to  any  other  race?  I  dare 
say  that  many  other  nations,  for  shrewdness  and  ability  in  science 
as  well  as  in  commerce  can  go  to  them  to  school. 

There  is  in  our  country  another  nation  very  much  misrepre- 
sented and  not  enough  appreciated — the  Italian.  From  early  in 
the  morning  till  late  at  night  he  works  the  soil  and  gives  to  us  all 
the  examples  of  industry  and  economy.  His  children  become  very 
industrious  and  good  citizens  of  the  Union.  Does  the  glass  of  wine 
to  which  he  is  used  from  his  childhood  interfere  with  his  hard  and 
strenuous  work,  and  being  used  to  it  can  we  call  him  a  drunkard? 

Take  the  master  mind  of  Bismarck.  He  was  used  to  take  not 
only  his  glass  of  beer  and  wine,  but  even  a  glass  of  whisky.  It  did 
not  do  him  any  harm,  for  he  used  it  moderately.  In  fact  all  the 
leaders  of  the  Franco-Prussian  war — William  the  First,  Von 
Moltke,  all  men  of  advanced  age,  used  beer  and  wine  daily — it  did 
not  do  any  harm  to  them,  because  they  used  it  moderately  and  with 
discretion. 

A  prudent  law-giver  never  will  impose  a  law  upon  his  people 
which  he  knows  in  advance  will  not  be  observed  by  his  people.  The 
open,  honest  and  frank  character  of  the  average  American  boy,  his 
natural  and  manly  inclination  to  observe  the  first  laws  of  the 
country  will,  I  am  afraid,  be  changed  and  will  make  rather  a 
hypocritical  than  a  frank  and  manly  boy.  Apparently  he  may  ob- 
serve the  law,  but  in  reality  he  will  not.  The  history  of  States 
where  prohibition  is  established  shows  clearly  that  prohibition  is 
a  failure  and  instead  of  ameliorating  conditions  it  has  made  them 
worse.

OREGON  HOP  YIELD. 


It  is  estimated  that  the  hop  yield  of  the  State  of  Oregon  this 
year  will  be  154,000  bales.  The  vines  have  made  remarkable  pro- 
gress during  the  past  three  months  owing  to  the  warm  weather. 
Prices  are  advancing.  Many  contracts  have  been  made  on  a  basis 
of  16c,  but  the  basis  is  now  I63/2C. 


CALIFORNIA  HOP  PROSPECTS. 


The  hop  yards  of  California  are  in  first-class  condition.  While 
there  has  been  some  trouble  from  vermin  in  Sonoma  County  the 
vines  throughout  the  State  are  considered  to  be  in  a  very  healthy 
condition.  The  first  hops  for  the  1914  season  were  harvested  in 
the  Sacramento  Valley  during  the  first  week  of  August  and  the 
first  shipment  out  of  the  State  was  made  on  the  4th  of  the  month 
when  four  bales  were  shipped  from  Consumne  to  New  York  via 
the  Western  Pacific  railroad. 


FOREIGN  BEER  SUPPLY  SHUT  OFF. 


The  Thomas  W.  Collins  Company  of  34-36  Davis  street,  San 
Francisco,  has  received  the  following  communication,  dated  August 
6,  from  one  of  the  leading  importers  of  New  York  City: 

"I  beg  to  state  that  on  account  of  the  sudden  closing  of  all 
European  ports  the  importation  of  beer  is  impossible. 

"By  making  very  small  shipments  the  limited  stock  here  at  the 
disposition  of  my  customers  will  not  last  longer  than  a  few  days. 
"Rudolph  Oelsner,  457  Broadway,  New  York  City." 


Port  Costa  warehouses  are  loaded  with  California  barley  which 
is  awaiting  vessels  to  transport  it  to  Europe.  Prior  to  the  out- 
break of  war  forty-six  vessels  were  chartered  to  carry  the  barley, 
but  not  one  of  these  was  available  up  to  the  15th  of  August.  '  As 
it  is  understood  that  the  bill  permitting  foreign  ships  to  register 
under  the  American  flag  has  been  passed  there  will  be  a  brisk 
movement.  While,  in  the  meantime,  California  has  more  barle\ 
than  she  can  dispose  of,  as  soon  as  trade  routes  to  Europe  are  com- 
pletely opened  there  must  come  an  improvement  in  the  barley 
market. 


ENGLISH  HOP  SITUATION. 


Latest  advices  from   London  are  to  the  effect  that  the  actu| 
yield  of  hops  will  be  500,000  hundredweight,  and  this  will  be  suf 
cient  for  all  requirements,  as  the  consumption  is  greatly  reduce 
owing  to  the  war.     Prices  are  on  a  fair  basis,  but  trade  is  slow.

There  was  an  increased  production  over  1912  in  each  of  the 
juntries  named  except  Germany,  which  had  a  decrease  of  about 
L000,000  barrels,  and  Belgium,  which  showed  a  very  slight  decrease. 


BREWING  INDUSTRY  IN  HUNGARY. 


The  Hungarian  brewing  industry  has  developed  rapidly  during 
le  last  few  years,  not  so  much  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
breweries  as  by  the  great  increase  in  the  production  ot  those  that 
have  been  established  for  fifteen  or  twenty  years,  and  in  some  cases 
much  longer.  Budapest  is  the  center  of  the  industry ;  the  breweries 
built  in  other  parts  of  Hungary  have  not  been  so  successful.  The 
beer  produced  in  Hungary  is  not  sufficient  for  the  consumption, 
and  there  is  a  considerable  importation  from  Austria  and  Germany. 
Some  is  also  exported,  principally  to  the  Balkan  States.  During 
the  first  half  of  1913  there  was  a  large  decrease  in  the  consumpiion 
of  beer,  but  in  the  second  half  business  was  much  better.  The  total 
production  of  the  breweries  amounted  to  7,931,727  gallons,  against 
5,529,734  gallons  in  1912.  The  beer  tax  paid  by  the  brewers  in 
1913  was  $4,194,132.

PROHIBITION  WILL  NOT  AFFECT  CONTRACTS. 


ESTIMATED  WINE  YIELD  OF  THE  SACRAMENTO 

VALLEY, 


Careful  estimates  of  the  probable  yield  of  the  wine  grape  vine- 
yards of  the  Sacramento  Valley,  made  by  Mr.  Edgar  M.  Sheehan, 
president  of  the  Sacramento  Valley  Winery,  place  the  figure  at  35,- 
000  tons,  most  of  which  will  be  purchased  by  the  California  Wine 
Association.  The  area  covered  in  these  calculations  extends  from 
the  north  of  the  valley,  including  the  foothill  districts,  to  Contra 
Costa  County  on  the  west,  and  comprises  the  vineyards  around 
Elk  Grove,  Lodi,  Gait,  Folsom  and  I'lacerville.  This  year's  pro- 
duction should  run  about  5,000  tons  ahead  of  the  1913  crop. 


LIVERMORE   VALLEY   WILL   HAVE   LARGE   YIELD. 


When  the  prohibition  agitation  was  started  wine-gra]ie  growers 
feared  that  they  would  have  to  sell  their  grapes  to  winfries  allow- 
ing the  reservation  that  the  contract  might  be  cancelled  if  prohibi- 
tion carried. 

The  contracts  which  the  association  wineries  have  made  with 
a  large  number  of  growers  in  the  past  three  years,  for  the  purchase 
of  wine  grapes  during  a  period  of  ten  years,  contain  a  clause  winch 
releases  the  wineries  from  their  obligations  in  case  any  State-wide 
prohibition  measure  becomes  law.  Should  either  of  the  proposed 
prohibition  measures  be  placed  on  the  statute  book  it  would  have 
little  eflfect  upon  the  present  crop,  as  all  making  of  wine  will  l)e 
completed  before  the  law  would  become  effective. 

Growers  of  wine  grapes  will  not  have  to  sell  their  crops  with 
reservations  in  their  contracts  this  year  because  of  prohibition 
agitation. 


The  yield  of  wine  from  Livermore  Valley  will  be  much  above 
what  it  was  last  year  and  the  quality  will  be  excellent.  Most 
growers  believe  that  the  quantity  and  quality  will  be  better  than 
at  any  time  during  the  past  six  years. 


OUTLOOK  FOR  NEW  YORK  WINE  IMPORTERS. 


NAPA  AND  SONOMA  WILL  HAVE  LIGHT  YIELD. 


The  crops  in  the  Sonoma  and  Napa  valleys  will  be  light,  and 
prices  in  those  districts  are  averaging  high. 


OUTLOOK  FOR  THE  STATE  OF  CALIFORNIA. 


Though  data  covering  the  whole  of  the  State  is  not  available 
at  this  time,  the  California  yield  will  probably  be  about  450,000 
tons.  The  prices  obtained  under  present  contracts  average  about 
$12  per  ton. 


Max  Schmidt,  vice-president  of  the  New  York  importing  fii 
of  Luyties  Brothers,  said:     "Undoubtedly  prices  will  have  to  ga 
up.     It  is  just  a  question  of  supply  and  demand,  with  the  supp^ 
far  below  the  demand.     The  only  supply  we  can  be  sure  of  is 
American  wines.     This  European  war  should  give  the  America! 
the  chance  of  their  lives.     The  American  wines  have  been  gettii 
better  every  year." 

As  the  importers  receive  shipments  only  every  six  weeks  thert 
is  very  little  wine  now  in  reserve  in  the  cellars  of  the  dealers  or  the 
hotels  or  the  restaurants.  The  only  solution  of  the  problem  that 
the  importers  see  is  for  the  shipment  of  the  French  wines,  cham- 
pagne mainly,  to  some  other  country — to  Spain  for  example — and 
then  its  transhipment  to  this  country.

According  to  Mr.  S.  Federspiel,  general  manager  of  the  Italian- 
Swiss  Colony,  the  California  wine  industry  should  benefit  by  the 
conditions  created  by  the  war. 

"There  should  be  an  important  enlargement  of  the  market  for 
California  wines,"  Mr.  Federspiel  says.  "This  would  necessarily 
liear  benefits  to  the  trade. 

"Not  only  markets  in  the  United  States  but  in  Mexico,  Central 
America  and  South  America  should  contribute  to  an  increase  in  the 
California  wine  trade  as  a  result  of  the  war.  Supplies  of  European 
wines  for  all  markets  in  the  New  World  have  been  reduced,  while 
the  demand  is  stronger  than  for  some  time  past.  California  is  cer- 
tainly in  a  position  to  respond  to  the  call  for  wine  from  the  United 
States,  Mexico,  Central  America  and  many  countries  of  South 
America. 

'"A  campaign  to  advertise  California  wines  as  a  whole  should 
be  undertaken  by  the  wine  men  of  the  State. 

"Especial  care  should  be  taken  to  place  wine  of  the  best  quality 
at  the  disposal  of  the  consumers  at  this  time. 

"The  output  of  wine  this  year  will  be  larger  than  in  1913,  and 
the  increased  yield  corresponds  with  the  improvement  in  the  pros- 
pect for  sales.  There  will  be  a  very  fair  crop  in  Napa  and  Sonoma 
counties.     The  vintage  of  champagne  will  be  of  good  size. 

"No  advance  in  the  price  of  California  wines  has  taken  place  and 
there  is  no  intention  on  the  part  of  the  wine  men  to  take  advantage 
of  the  situation  to  advance  prices. 

"Trade  is  in  very  satisfactory  shape.  Sales  of  Golden  State 
Champagne  are  in  good  volume  and  a  large  percentage  of  the  orders 
are  of  the  nature  of  repetitions,  showing  that  proper  advertisement, 
combined  with  quality,  will  win  the  way  for  California  products. 
Improved  conditions  in  the  wine  trade  as  a  whole  may  to  some  ex- 
tent be  due  to  the  war  but,  as  far  as  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony  is 
concerned,  they  are  principally  due  to  the  advertising  which  has 
been  carried  on  and  the  quality  of  the  goods  which  has  followed 
the  advertising.  This  statement  suggests  the  possibilities  of  the 
wine  trade  of  California  under  present  conditions  if  the  wine  men 
would  organize  an  extensive  and  judicious  advertising  campaign 
and  be  careful  to  follow  it  up  by  placing  only  goods  of  authenticated 
quality  at  the  disposal  of  the  new  customers  whom  the  State  is 
bound  to  gain  as  a  consequence  of  the  war."

Fresno,  August  27,  1914. 

Saloonkeepers  seem  to  be  the  favorite  victims  of  crooks.  When 
the  prohibitionists  are  not  trying  to  put  them  out  of  business  the 
hold-up  men  engage  to  take  all  they  may  have.  The  latest  robbery 
occurred  on  the  night  of  the  13th  of  August.  The  victims  were 
Fred  Bielenberg  and  Frank  Tallman,  proprietor  and  bartender,  re- 
spectively, of  the  Commercial  Saloon.  The  robbers  used  the  usual 
prohibition  tactics,  sneaking  up  behind  Talhnan  while  he  was  read- 
ing the  latest  news  from  the  seat  of  war,  according  to  the  Fresno 
"Republican,"  and  smiting  him  without  mercy.  They  attacked 
Bielenberg  when  he  was  locking  a  door.  Both  victims  were  tor- 
tured unmercifully.  If  it  had  not  been  for  the  torture  the  robbers 
would  have  secured  about  $2,000,  but  as  it  was  the  victims  shrieked 
so  hideously  that  the  crooks  took  to  flight.  The  robbers  secured 
less  than  a  dollar. 

The  Wahtoke  and  Smith  Mountain  wineries  have  started  crush- 
ing grapes  for  making  brandy.  Most  of  the  wine  grapes  are  sell- 
ing at  $10  a  ton  as  per  three-year  contracts  made  last  year.  In  the 
open  market  the  grapes  are  selling  for  $12. 

Many  carloads  of  wine  were  shipped  from  the  Ruschaupt  winery 
to  the  Eastern  States  during  the  past  month. 

Finding  that  they  can  not  carry  the  State-wide  measure  the  pro- 
hibitionists of  Fresno  County  are  scheming  to  cause  many  local 
option  elections  in  the  territory  immediately  surrounding  Fresno 
city  at  the  coming  elections.  It  is  the  plan  of  the  prohibitionists 
to  keep  the  local  option  elections  going  steadily  and  continually. 
Elections  will  be  held  as  often  as  it  is  possible  to  hold  them,  so  that 
when  the  wets  are  tired  out  the  districts  will  go  dry  automatically. 

An  election  will  be  held  on  the  liquor  question  in  the  first  su- 
pervisorial district  of  Fresno  County  on  the  3rd  of  November.  The 
precincts  included  in  the  district  are  Barstow,  Bryant,  Cantua,  Cen- 
tral Colony,  Firebaugh,  Gill,  Houghton,  Jameson,  Kerman,  Madi- 
son, Mendota,  Panoche,  Sycamore  and  West  Park- 
Mr.  Andrew  McDonald  of  the  West  Side  Ice  and  Cold  Storage 
Company  at  Newman  has  accepted  the  agency  of  the  Sacramento 
Brewing  Company. 

In  a  recent  issue  the  Prohibitionist  Selma  "Irrigator"  stated  that 
in  1913  the  consumption  of  alcohol  in  Fresno  County  amounted  to 
"70,903,000  gallons."  The  paper  does  not  say  in  what  form  the 
alcohol  was  consumed.  If  it  was  in  whisky  then  Fresno  County 
sets  the  pace  for  the  rest  of  the  world.  But  very  likely  the  "Irri- 
gator" means  that  Peruna,  mashed  potatoes,  grapes,  fruit  and  all 
other  commodities  containing  alcohol  contributed  to  making    the 


record ;  70,903,000  gallons !     No    wonder    Fresno    County    has    a 
paper  called  the  "Irrigator." 

The  Kern  County  Merchants'  Association,  at  its  regumr  meet- 
ing at  Bakersfield  during  the  last  week  in  July,  adopted  resolutions 
protesting  against  the  adoption  of  the  State-wide  prohibition 
amendment  to  the  constitution.

EFFECT  OF  THE  WAR  ON  THE  COOPERS'  TRADE. 


On  the  14th  of  August  City  Attorney  Cosgrove  of  San  Diego 
filed  with  the  county  clerk  a  bill  of  exceptions  to  the  recent  deci- 
sion of  Judge  Sloane.  Judge  Sloane,  in  his  decision,  scored  the  city 
council  for  granting  a  liquor  license  under  an  "emergency"  ordi- 
nance and  denied  the  motion  of  the  city  attorney  to  quash  the 
plaintiflf's  motion  for  a  writ  of  review.  In  taking  exception  to  the 
ojjinion,  Cosgrove  sets  forth  that  the  matter  was  not  one  that 
should  properly  come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  court  and  that  it 
was  in  no  way  shown  that  the  council  exceeded  its  powers  in 
granting  the  license  outside  of  the  liquor  zone.

With  the  powers  of  Europe  in  the  turboil  of  a  war  in  which  de- 
vastation seems  inevitable  and  right  along  with  it  an  interruption 
for  the  time  being  of  our  export  trade  there  is  naturally  uneasiness 
and  some  speculation  as  to  just  what  it  will -all  mean  in  the  way  of 
trade  losses.  The  room  for  most  serious  interruption  is  with  our 
export  trade  in  staves  and  shooks.  The  export  stave  trade  now 
amounts  to  a  little  more  than  seven  and  one-quarter  million  dollars 
a  year.  France  is  one  of  our  biggest  customers  for  staves,  as  is  also 
England,  Spain,  Netherlands,  Portugal  and  Italy.  Germany  also' 
buys  quite  a  lot,  as  does  Ireland  and  Scotland.  It  will  be  noticed 
that  among  these  important  customers  Spain,  which  uses  close  to 
a  million  dollars  worth  annually,  is  not  concerned  in  the  war; 
neither  is  Netherlands  at  this  writing  nor  Portugal  and  so  far  Italy 
has  held  out.  In  other  words,  in  about  half  of  this  export  stave  ter- 
ritory there  is  so  far  no  war.  The  main  chance  for  disturbance  is 
in  the  stave  line.  Here  there  will  likely  be  an  interruption  of  trade 
for  the  time  being  at  least.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  it  may  result 
in  a  larger  trade  somewhere  else.  For  example,  if  wine  produced 
in  France  and  Italy  for  which  this  cooperage  is  largely  bought  is 
interfered  with  it  should  make  for  an  increased  production  in  the 
grape  section  of  our  own  country  and  thus  call  for  more  staves  in 
the  domestic  trade  which  would  really  be  better  all  around  than  to 
export  the  staves,  because  it  would  give  our  coopers  more  work  to 
do  and  also  more  material  to  work  with.

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Seattle,  August  27,  1914. 

On  the  9th  of  August  members  of  organized  labor  of  the  State 
of  Washington  held  a  convention  at  North  Yakima  for  the  purpose 
of  planning  an  aggressive  campaign  against  State-wide  prohibition. 

The  following  were  among  the  Seattle  labor  organizations  rep- 
resented at  the  convention  and  their  delegates :

The  call  for  the  convention  was  sent  out  originally  by  the  union 
brewery  workmen  of  Spokane,  it  being  the  fii'st  intention  to  confine 
it  to  the  brewery  crafts.  The  plan  was  received  with  such  favor, 
however,  that  it  was  soon  determined  to  enlarge  the  scope  of  the 
convention  and  to  request  the  participation  of  all  unions  directly 
or  indirectly  concerned  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquor  and 
for  the  last  week  or  more  the  promoters  of  the  plan  have  been 
quietly  working  to  arouse  the  interest  of  the  labor  organizations 
mentioned. 

The  brewery  workmen  of  Seattle  gave  their  delegates  to  the 
convention  their  final  instructions  at  a  mass  meeting  held  in  the 
big  hall  of  the  Labor  Temple  August  8.  About  300  brewers, 
bottlers,  beer  wagon  drivers,  brewery  engineers  and  firemen  and 
brewery  yardmen  were  present.  Among  the  speakers  was  Joseph 
Proebstel  of  St.  Louis,  secretary  of  the  International  Union  of 
United  Brewery  Workmen,  who  is  touring  the  West  speaking 
against  prohibition  and  who  attended  the  Yakima  convention.  At 
the  mass  meeting  the  brewery  employes  decided  to  levy  a  per  cap- 
ita assessment  of  $1  a  month  for  the  next  three  months  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  the  anti-prohibition  fight. 

Mayor  Hiram  C.  Gill,  on  the  18th  of  August,  in  an  address  to 
the  convention  of  the  hotelkeepers  of  the  State  of  Washington,  an- 
nounced his  firm  op])osition  to  prohibition. 

Gill's  speech  against  the  proposed  prohibition  measure  was  pic- 
turesque. After  he  had  explained  his  view  of  how  the  direct  pri- 
mary often  "was  misused  by  a  minority"  to  pass  various  legisla- 
tion, he  termed  the  prohibition  measure  not  a  temperance  measure 
at  all,  but  really  a  bill  for  the  ])romotion  of  "picnic  drunks,"  blind 
pigs,  and  other  practices  unlawful  under  the  present  liquor  statutes. 

He  was  frequently  applauded  with  gusto. 

"Do  all  that  money  and  influence  can  do,"  the  mayor  urged  the 
hotel  men.  "Unite  your  votes  to  influence  legislation  that  bears 
on  vour  business. 


"There  is  no  reason  why  the  hotels  and  allied  businesses  should 
not  control  the  next  legislature  in  matters  concerning  their  in- 
terests." 

The  German-American  Women's  League  at  a  meeting  held  in 
Tacoma  on  the  12th  of  August  decided  to  oppose  prohibition.  The 
league  was  addressed  by  Mr.  Alvin  Muehler,  president  of  the 
State  Hop  Growers'  Association.     In  his  speech  Mr.  Muehler  said  ; 

"Science  has  shown  that  there  is  not  a  fruit,  a  flower,  a  shruJ), 
grain  or  blade  of  grass  that  does  not  contain  the  primary  elements 
of  alcohol,  or  from  which  alcohol  cannot  be  made  by  fermenting 
or  distilling,"  said  Mr.  Muehler.  "In  view  of  this  undisputed  fact 
I  am  bound  to  believe  that  alcohol  of  itself  is  good,  if  not  a  neces- 
sity, and  if  I  am  right  even  the  moral  attitude  should  be  against 
only  the  abuse  instead  of  the  use  of  alcohol. 

"The  liquor  industry  of  the^tate  of  Washington  expends  an- 
nually over  $12,000,000  for  supplies,  including  rents,  hops,  barley, 
etc. ;  over  $2,000,000  for  Federal,  State  and  municipal  licenses  and 
over  $8,000,000  for  wages,  making  a  total  of  $22,000,000.  To  de- 
stroy an  industry  with  such  an  enormous  expenditure  would  mean 
the  financial  ruin  of  thousands  of  people,  and  to  the  State  an 
economic  and  financial  disaster  from  which  it  would  not  recover  in 
this  generation." 

Resolutions  against  nation-wide  and  State-wide  prohibition 
were  adopted. 

Washington  prohibitionists  were  not  particular  as  to  the  signa- 
tures on  their  initiative  petition.  They  accepted  the  names  of  per- 
sons who  were  not  ashamed  to  be  nominally  identified  with  the 
liquor  tralific.  All  branches  of  the  beverage  industry  were  fittingly 
represented  on  the  petition.

The  following  is  a  statement  made  in  Portland,  Oregon,  by 
Eugene  Lorton,  editor  of  the  "Daily  World"  of  Tulsa.  Oklahoma 

"Prohibition  has  proved  an  utter  failure  in  Oklahoma,  costid 
more  than  $3,000,000  to  enforce  in  the  past  seven  years,  andj 
strong  movement  is  on  foot  to  substitute  local  option. 

"Prohibition  never  prohibited  anything  in  Oklahoma,  but  mere| 
succeeded  in  trebling  the  price  of  liquor. 

"There  are  more   Federal  licenses    in    Oklahoma    than    in    tl 
State  of  New  York,  there  being  160  in  Tulsa  alone.     We  have  fc 
kinds  of  prohibition  there — National,  State,  county  and  mnnicii; 
— and  it  has  only  increased  the  price  of  whisky  and  decreased  t^ 
(|uality.

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"Disastrous  expense  attends  the  enforcement  of  prohibition 
laws,  and  Oklahomans  are  crying  for  local  option." 

Rev.  Mr.  Howard  H.  Russell,  founder  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
League,  has  been  cavorting  about  Oregon  during  the  past  month. 
He  was  the  guest  of  honor  at  many  informal  dinners  and  smokers. 
The  informal  dinners,  of  course,.'mean  wineless  afTairs.  The  informal 
smokers  mean,  of  course,  affairs  at  which  only  smokeless  cigars 
and  cigarettes  may  be  used.  Rev.  Russell  believes  in  keeping 
strictly  to  earth.  Wine  would  be  likely  to  suggest  the  delights  of 
paradise,  while  smoke  has  another  significance. 

At  the  luncheon  of  the  Taxpayers  and  Wage-earners'  League 
in  the  Portland  Hotel  Mrs.  Abigail  Scott  Duniway,  Father  E.  P. 
Murphy  and  William  Hanley,  Progressive  candidate  for  the  United 
States  Senate,  spoke. 

That  "legislated  eugenics"  was  not  feasible  and  that  prohibition 
wduld  not  be  as  eiTective  as  regulation  were  the  principal  conten- 
tions of  the  speakers. 

"Let  every  one  of  you  present  make  yourself  a  committee  of  one 
to  get  at  least  ten  registered  voters  at  the  polls,"  said  Mrs.  Duni- 
way. "Then,  probably,  when  the  ides  of  November  have  passed, 
the  news  will  go  out  to  the  world  that  the  State  of  Oregon  has  re- 
tained its  reputation  as  a  land  of  the  free  and  the  home  of  the 
brave. 

"When  the  American  flag  received  its  baptism  during  the 
American  revolution  the  word  'Liberty'  was  stamped  full  across 
it  with  indelil)le  ink.'' 

In  his  address  Father  Murphy  said : 

"I  have  lived  in  a  prohibition  State  and  I  know  well  enough  that  it 
makes  hypocrites  and  sneaks.  If  men  are  to  be  deceitful  in  one  thing  they 
will  be  in  others. 

"Today  I  am  not  speaking  as  a  Catholic  priest,  but  as  a  citizen.  You 
can't  force  men  to  be  temperate  and  virtuous,  but  you  can  lead  them.  Every 
one  of  our  churches  has  its  temperance  society  to  perform  this  service. 

"Man  has  a  God-given  right  to  drink.  The  voters  of  Oregon  have  no 
more  right  to  take  the  privileges  of  drink  away  from  a  man  that  they  have 
to  prevent  him  from  eating  meat  or  other  commodities.  Liquors  are  for 
us  to  use,  not  to  abuse,  and  it  is  the  abuse  that  we  must  fight." 

After  paying  a  tribute  to  Mrs.  Duniway  and  the  cause  of  woman's  suf- 
frage, William  Hanley  assailed  prohibition  on  the  ground  that  it  infringed 
upon  personal  liberties. 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting  the  following  resolution  .  was  adopted, 
amidst  applause  and  without  a  dissenting  voice: 

"Whereas,  There  have  arisen  in  these  latter  days  many  examples  of 
proposed  legislation,  which,  if  not  checkmated  by  the  votes  of  resident 
taxpaying  and  wage-earning  men  and  women  whose  personal  liberties  are 
being  invaded  by  irresponsible  agitators,  designing  politicians  and  imprac- 
tical resident  theorists;  and, 

"Whereas,  The  burden  of  Government  must  be  met  and  sustaned  by 
our  homebuildcrs  and  homekeepers,  who  pay  the  taxes  to  support  the 
Government;  and, 

"Whereas,  The  agitation  now  running  rampant  through  the  State  and 
nation  unsettles  values,  disturbs  commerce  and  will,  if  not  checkmated  by 
the  votes  of  the  people  who  bear  the  burdens  of  Government,  throw  many 
thousands  of  wage-earners  out  of  employment,  in  the  alleged  interest  of 
a  comparatively  few  irresponsible  inebriates;  therefore, 

"Resolved.  That  we.  the  taxpaying  and  wage-earning  citizens  of  the 
State  of  Oregon,  do  hereby  covenant  to  register  and  vote  to  maintain  and 
support  our  present  industrial  conditions;  and  we  call  upon  every  man  and 
woman  in  the  State  of  Oregon  to  register  and  vote  in  the  interest  of  stable 
government  in  opposition  to  freak  legislation." 

As  a  consequence  of  the  ruHng  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Idaho 
one-third  of  Lewis  County,  including  the  towns  of  Forest  and  Mor- 
row, is  placed  in  the  wet  column.  The  action  is  a  result  of  an  in- 
junction issued  by  Judge  Budge,  on  the  application  of  the  trustees 
of  American  Falls,  to  prevent  the  operation  of  a  saloon  on  the 
grounds  that  it  would  be  a  public  nuisance. 


CHAMPAGNE  DROUGHT  BROKEN  IN  SOUTHERN 
CALIFORNIA. 


Sixty-nine  days  from  Antwerp  and  ignorant  of  the  war  in  Eu- 
rope, the  steamer  "Crown  of  Seville"  of  the  English  Harrison  line 
came  into  Los  Angeles  harbor  August  21,  laden  with  1300  tons  of 
'  choice  liquors,  principally  champagne. 

None  of  the  crew  suspected  that  they  were  bringing  into  Cal- 
ifornia the  means  of  breaking  the  drought  in  champagne  and  other 
choice  wines. 

Nor  did  they  know  that  when  they  sent  out  wireless  news  tell- 
,  ing  all  the  world  that  they  would  arrive  they  were  endangered  by 
:  inviting  capture  by  German  cruisers.  The  cargo  was  consigned  to 
j  Balfour,  Guthrie  &  Company. 


A.  P.  Hotaling  &  Company  To  Have  Distributing  Center  in 
Bakersfield. — The  firm  of  A.  P.  Hotaling  &  Company  during  the 
past  month  prepared  plans  to  make  Bakersfield  a  distributing  cen- 
ter for  their  goods.  The  company  has  purchased  the  establishment 
of  Dr.  W.  S.  Sylvester  at  Bakersfield  and  will  make  it  a  district 
headquarters. 


How  to  Remove  Air  from  Wine  Bottles. — To  keep  wine  prop- 
erly, the  liquid  must  actually  touch  the  cork,  for  any  air  that  is 
compressed  here  by  corking  the  bottle  is  very  injurious.  Air  can 
be  removed  by  taking  a  small  copper  tube  about  the  size  of  a  quill 
and  filing  it  so  as  to  make  a  semi-tube,  then  fixing  a  thumb  ring 
at  the  top  and  sharpening  the  bottom  end.  Place  the  tube  in  the 
neck  with  the  flat  side  against  the  glass,  and  the  cork  is  driven  in 
so  that  the  air  comes  ofif  through  the  tube.  When  corked,  the  tube 
is  withdrawn  and  no  air  is  left  in  the  bottle. — Scientific  American.

Senator  M.  F.  Tarpey  in  an  article  in  "Sunset  Magazine"  says: 
"Expressed  merely  in  terms  of  quantity  of  wine  grapes  grown, 
the  following  is  the  summary: 

Tons. 

Fresh  grapes  used  in  making  dry  wines 160,000 

Fresh  grapes  used  in  making  sweet  wines 225,000 

Fresh  grapes  used  in  making  champagne 1,500 

Fresh  grapes  used  in  making  commercial  brandy ; 42,500 

429,000 

"Averaging  the  crop  at  three  tons  to  the  acre,  we  find  that  there 
are  over  143,000  acres  of  vines  in  full  bearing  in  California.  It  is 
generally  figured  that  it  takes  oiie  horse  to  cultivate  40  acres  a  year. 
If  one  man  directs  each  horse,  we  find  that  something  like  3,575  men 
are  employed  to  cultivate  our  vine>i^rds.  Their  wages  and  board 
amount  to  $2  a  day  for,  say,  300  days,  or  about  $2,145,000  annually. 
If  prohibition  carries,  what  is  to  become  of  these  3,575  laborers? 

"On  a  basis  of  a  ton  a  day  for  90  days,  we  find  that  4,755  men, 
women  and  children  are  employed  during  the  vintage.  They  re- 
ceive $1.75  per  ton  or  $750,750  for  picking  the  crop.  What  is  to 
become  of  them? 

"As  to  the  grape  grower  himself,  he  will  be  absolutely!  bank- 
rupted. Thousands,  who  have  hillside  vineyards,  can  raise  nothing 
but  grapes.  Their  land  is  unfit  for  orchards  and  cereals  cannot  be 
harvested  on  the  steep  hillsides. 

".'Ml  the  big  wineries,  which  would  also  be  ruined,  have  inserted 
clauses  in  their  contracts  with  the  growers  that  terminate  their 
obligations  the  moment  prohibition  is  adopted. 

"It  must  be  remembered  that  the  wine  grape  growers  are  not 
the  only  ones  who  will  be  affected.  One  hundred  and  ten  thousand 
acres  in  California  are  devoted  to  raisin  grapes  and  about  70,000 
acres  to  table  grapes. 

"The  raisin  grape  growers  will  suffer,  for  they  sell  their  second 
crop  of  Muscats  to  the  wineries,  and  if  they  no  longer  exist  they 
will  find  their  profits  reduced  to  practically)  nothing.  And  the 
table  grape  growers,  too,  will  be  badly  hit," for  there  will  be  no 
market  for  the  7,500  carloads  they  now  deliver  to  the  wineries  to 
be  made  into  fortifying  material  for  the  sweet  wines. 

"Then  we  have  the  big  hop  interests  in  California,  which  are 
also  deserving  of  consideration.  And  barley  growing  is  also  a  great 
factor  in  our  prosperity.  Then  our  climate  is  going  to  cut  a  large 
figure  in  the  fight,  too,  for  it  has  resulted  in  a  string  of  million 
dollar  summer  resorts  and  beach  palaces  that  will  be  ruined  if 
prohibition  carries. 

"All  of  these  interests  will  enter  the  fight  in  grim  earnest  and 
you  can  expect  some  interesting  doings  in  this  State  before  the 
year  ends." 


ROBERT    HILLIARD    DECLARES    PROHIBITION    TO    BE 
COUNTRY'S  GREATEST  CURSE. 


Mr.  Robert  Hilliard,  the  actor,  has  made  the  declaration  that 
prohibition  is  the  greatest  curse  in  the  United  States. 

"Yes,"  he  was  saying  as  he  sat  on  the  veranda  of  his  magnificent 
$.50,000  summer  home  and  gazed  ofT  across  the  moors,  "if  the 
national  prohibition  amendment  is  passed  one-half  of  the  population 
of  the  United  States  will  pack  up  their  belongings  and  straight- 
way move  to  France." 

"Then  you  consider  a  highball  one  of  the  necessaries  of  life?" 
laughed  the  reporter,  as  he  helped  himself  to  one  of  the  actor's 
cigars  from  the  rattan  table  in  the  center  of  the  veranda. 

"The  saving  thing  in  life,"  answered  the  actor.  Then  he 
shouted  to  his  butler  as  a  preHminary  move  towards  giving  a  dem- 
onstration.— Boston  Post.

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War  Tax  in  Time  of  Peace. 


DURING  the  past  month  the  United  States  Government  took  measures  to  raise  $105,000,000  to  meet  the  deficit  in  the  treasury 
which  the  Administration  claims  is  due  to  a  falling  off  in  importations  since  the  outbreak  of  war  in  Europe.  Although  a 
deficit  of  $47,000,000  was  in  sight  before  there  were  any  prospects  of  a  conflict  in  Europe,  the  Administration  has  thought  it 
fit  to  refer  to  its  new  method  of  obtaining  revenue  as  a  "war  tax."  Moreover,  those  in  power  in  Washington  have  devised  their 
revenue  bill  so  as  to  place  a  burden  on  the  State  of  California  out  of  all  proportion  with  what  is  allotted  to  other  States.  Curiously 
enough,  the  wine  industry  has  been  singled  out  to  bear  as  heavy"  a  weight  of  the  new  tax  as  it  could  be  possibly  be  made  to  bear. 
It  is  the  only  agricultural  industry  in  the  United  States  that  has  been  made  subject  to  the  tax.  Yet  the  wine  industry  is  a  very  small 
factor  in  the  agricultural  industry  of  the  nation  and  it  already  pays  its  just  proportion  of  taxes  to  the  United  States  Government. 
It  is  only  too  true  that  the  wine  growers,  while  steadily  developing  their  industrj^,  have  had  a  hard  struggle  and  it  has  been  only 
this  year  that  they  have  had  fair  prospects  of  being  rewarded  for  years  of  hard  toil  and  worry.  One  of  the  choice  arguments  of  Pro- 
hibitionists in  California  has  been  that  wine  grovsnng  does  not  pay  and,  therefore,  the  wine  growers  should  be  put  out  of  business. 
In  the  face  of  all  these  facts  those  who  control  in  Washington  propose  to  levy  an  exorbitant  tax  on  the  wine  industry.  The  policy  of 
the  revenue-seekers  is  nothing  short  of  confiscatory  as  far  as  their  attitude  toward  the  wine  industry  is  concerned.  It  is  so  much  on 
the  same  line  as  the  policy  of  the  Prohibitionists  in  California  that  reasonable  people  in  this  State  are  aptly  led  to  believe  that  the 
cohorts  of  Bryan,  Burleson,  Daniels  and  Hobson,  having  been  advised  that  their  Prohibition  brethren  in  California  are  in  danger  of 
being  routed  in  the  present  State-wide  campaign,  have  planned  an  attack  from  the  East  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  foes  who  have 
been  invading  this  State  from  Kansas.  At  all  events,  the  wine  industry  of  California  finds  itself  under  two  fires.  It  faces  the  danger  of 
confiscation  either  by  prohibition  or  the  "war  tax." 


TEXT  OF  THE  PROPOSED  WINE  TAX   MEASURE. 


MR.  EDWARD  P.  BAKER'S  COMMENT. 


The  text  of  that  part  of  the  revenue  bill  affecting  wines  reads 
as  follows: 

"Section  2.  That  upon  all  wines  which  shall  hereafter  be  manu- 
factured and  sold,  or  removed  for  consumption  and  sale,  there  shall 
be  levied,  collected  and  paid  by  the  person  so  manufacturing  such 
wines  the  following  taxes  on  each  and  every  wine  gallon  of  wine 
so  manufactured  and  sold,  or  so  removed  for  consumption  and 
sale  DURING  THE  PRECEDING  MONTH :  On  domestic  sweet 
wines,  containing  more  than  three  per  centum  of  saccharine  matter, 
20  cents  per  gallon;  and  on  other  domestic  wines,  including  dry 
wines,  12  cents  per  gallon;  and  the  tax  ascertained  to  be  so  due 
shall  be  assessed  and  collected  as  other  internal  revenue  taxes  are 
assessed  and  collected:  Provided,  That  wines  sold  or  delivered  by 
the  producer  hereof  to  persons  or  companies  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  blending,  perfecting  or  recasking  such  wines  for  sale  shall 
be  subject  to  the  tax  herein  imposed  upon  their  removal  for  con- 
sumption or  sale  by  the  person  or  companies  so  blending,  perfecting 
or  recasking  such  wines,  and  shall  be  paid  by  and  included  in  the 
returns  made  by  all  such  persons  and  companies." 


WHERE   DOES  THE   FEDERAL   GOVERNMENT   STAND? 


There  are  a  good  many  thousands  of  people  in  the  United 
States  and  in  California  particularly  who  would  like  to  know  just 
how  the  Federal  Government  regards  the  Viticultural  Industry 
and  who  are  looking  for  some  show  of  consistency  at  least. 

Why  is  it  that  both  State  and  National  Government  spend 
money  annually  among  our  grape-growers  and  then  permit  them 
to  be  threatened  incessantly  with  utter  destruction  or  Federal 
taxes  that  are  confiscatory  in  nature? 

Why  is  it  that  U.  S.  Government  Viticultural  Experiment 
Stations  are  dotted  throughout  the  State  of  California  for  the 
purpose  of  advising  vineyardists  how  to  proceed  intelligently  in 
the  planting  of  vineyards  of  all  kinds,  while  at  the  same  mo- 
ment the  product  of  these  vineyards  is  tabooed  by  our  own  Navy 
Department? 

Why  is  that  an  industry  thus  petted  and  kicked  at  the  same 
time  is  made  the  target  whenever  the  Government  falls  short 
of  money? 

Why  not  make  the  fanatic  or  the  prohibitionist  pay  a  part  of 
the  war  tax?  He's  the  fellow  who  would  never  be  found  in  the 
ranks  fighting  if  war  were  on. 

And  finally  I  merely  want  to  suggest  that  if  this  imposition 
comes  to  the  wine  industry  and  the  method  of  making  it  is  not 
carefully  studied  out,  the  tax  will  result  in  confiscation  of  the 
vineyards  and  wineries  of  this  and  other  states.  At  best  it  will 
be  a  struggle  to  go  on  under  the  load  and  California  will  bear 
most  of  the  burden.  If  we  are  to  be  so  hampered  it  will  be  be- 
cause "might  is  right"  and  justice  for  California  is  a  faint  and 
weak  claim  in  the  halls  of  our  national  congress. — E.  M.  Sheehan. 


Mr.  Edward  P.  Baker,  manager  of  the  Jesse  Moore,  Hunt  Com- 
pany, is  one  of  the  leading  authorities  of  the  Pacific  Coast  on  mat- 
ters relating  to  internal  revenue.  He  is  in  close  touch  with  the 
liquor  industry  and  its  relation  to  the  government  and  has  a  thor- 
ough knowledge  of  conditions  as  they  exist  in  the  spirit-producing 
centers  of  the  United  States.  Commenting  on  the  war  tax  measure. 
Mr.  Baker  says : 

"The  only  proper  economic  tax  for  the  replenishment  of  the 
United  States  Treasury  should  be  a  tax  on  spirits.  A  tax  of  $1.50_ 
a  gallon  on  spirits,  as  originally  proposed,  would  have  served  th^ 
Administration  to  the  fullest  extent  and  would  have  set  prohibitioB 
back  fifty  years.  The  spirit  industry  could  have  borne  such  a  tas' 
But  for  political  purposes  or  otherwise,  the  wise  heads  have  pre 
ferred  to  make  a  tempest  in  a  teapot." 


MR.    FEDERSPIEL    FORECASTS    THE    RUIN    OF    WINI 

INDUSTRY. 


Mr.  S.  Federspiel,  the  general  manager  of  the  Italian-Swis 
Colony,  regards  the  proposed  tax  on  wine  as  baleful  and  pernicioi: 
to  the  wine  industry.  He  foresees  the  abrupt  curtailment  of  con 
sumption  with  the  subsequential  paralysis  of  the  trade  and  disaste 
to  the  source  of  production. 

"Such  a  tax  as  that  proposed,"  Mr.  Federspiel  says,  "woull 
have  to  be  added  to  the  price  of  wine.  When  the  appreciatic 
would  reach  a  point  where  it  would  be  above  the  limit  set  bj 
economy,  there  would  be  a  sudden  decrease  in  consumption  anj 
the  reaction  on  trade  would  be  of  the  nature  of  a  shock  on  tl 
entire  wine  industry  of  the  country. 

"Wine  is  a  food  to  those  who  use  it  regularly.  They  consul 
it  as  a  part  of  their  meals  just  as  they  consume  milk,  tea  or  coffeJ 
But  they  are  not  compelled  to  consume  it  just  because  they  at 
accustomed  to  it.  They  can  abstain  from  it  just  as  they  coulj 
abstain  from  milk  if  increased  cost  required  them  to,  although 
would  prove  to  be  a  hardship  to  them  to  abstain.  It  is  a  we|_ 
known  fact  that  if  the  price  of  any  article  of  food  is  suddenly  in-  " 
creased  the  consumers  will  refrain  from  purchasing  it.  Even  in_ 
the  case  of  canned  foods  this  applies.  If  the  price  for  canned  food 
is  raised  from,  say,  two  cans  for  23  cents  to  15  cents  a  can  straighj 
a  curtailment  in  consumption  immediately  takes  place.  The  wir 
tax  proposed  would  increase  the  cost  of  wine  to  the  consumer  jul 
about  50  per  cent.  Results  would  be  the  same  as  in  the  case 
increased  cost  of  milk,  canned  foods,  etc.  Consumption  woul 
decrease  and  the  dealers  would  be  left  with  large  stocks  of  win 
on  their  hands.  Attempts  to  dispose  of  wine  would  cause  sacrific^ 
on  the  part  of  the  dealers  that  would  prove  ruinous  to  the  trac 
and  would  entail  disaster  on  the  industry. 

"There  is  no  great  objection  to  an  emergency  ta.x  on  wine  in 
bottles.  But  any  legislation  which  would  place  a  tax  on  the  wine 
of  the  laboring  classes  is  unreasonable  and  would  be  in  line  with 
any  oppression  that  increases  the  difficulties  of  human  beings  to 
secure  the  necessaries  of  life. 
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"It  is  folly  to  say  that  wine  is  not  a  necessary  food.  France  has 
had  a  bitter  experience  which  should  teach  the  world  a  lesson  in 
this  direction.  When  the  phylloxera  destroyed  the  vineyards  of 
France  and  caused  an  increase  in  the  ce^t  of  wine  it  was  found  that 
the  people,  unable  to  afford  wine,  resorted  to  other  beverages  as 
substitutes  for  that  of  which  thCy  were  deprived.  Anicete,  absinthe 
and  similar  beverages  were  drank  with  deplorable  results. 
Realizing  the  situation,  the  French  Government  considered  that 
the  reduction  of  the  wine  supply  w^s  disastrous  to  the  people. 
The  government  resorted  to  extraordinary  methods  to  rehabilitate 
the  wine  industry.  It  released  vineyardists  from  taxation  and 
assisted  them  in  many  other  ways  until  the  price  of  wine  became 
normal.  It  is  true  that  the  United  States  is  not  France,  but  there 
are  millions  of  people  in  this  country  to  whom  wine  is  a  necessary 
food  and  they  must  be  given  equal  consideration  with  the  rest  of 
the  nation. 

"If  the  government  looks  at  the  wine  tax  from  purely  a  selfish 
standpoint,  namely,  that  of  securing  revenue,  it  must  seriously 
contemplate  the  possibility  of  destroying  or  greatly  injuring  the 
wine  industry,  thereby  defeating  its  own  purpose." 


PRESIDENT  WILSON  INSISTS  ON  WAR  TAX  ON  WINE. 


WASHINGTON,  September  29.— Chairman  McCombs  of  the 
Democratic  National  Commission  conferred  today  with  Theodore 
Bell  over  the  pending  wine  tax.  Owing  to  the  immense  number 
of  protests  that  have  been  telegraphed  here  against  the  tax,  not 
only  from  California,  which  will  be  hardest  hit,  but  from  Ohio,  New 
Jersey  and  Missouri,  the  Democrats  are  becoming  alarmed  over  the 
possible  adverse  political  elTect  of  the  tax  if  allowed  to  remain  in 
11  the  bill  by  the  Senate  Finance  Committee. 

!!  It  is  believed  McCombs  has  received  a  "tip"  that  the  wine  tax 
li  should  be  abandoned,  or  at  least  modified,  particularly  on  the  eve 
i  of  the  November  Congressional  elections.  It  was  reported  today 
■  that  McCombs  had  passed  the  word  to  the  President  that  something 
ought  to  be  done  about  the  ominous  wine  situation,  but  that  Mr. 
Wilson  insists  on  the  tax,  as  it  will  bring  in  about  $8,000,000  an- 
;  nually  of  the  $105,000,000  Democratic  deficit,  though  $6,000,000 
;1  or  more  of  this  would  be  collected  from  California. 

Bell  has  filed  a  long  argument  against  the  tax  with  the  Senate 
Finance  Committee.  Representative  Church  has  written  a  letter 
of  protest  against  the  tax  to  all  members  of  Congress. 


WOULD  DISCOURAGE  VITICULTURE. 

San  Francisco,  September  22,  1914. 
I        Editor   Pacific,  Wine,   Brewing  and   Spirit   Review — Dear   Sir: 
1  We  are  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  September  18  and  note  that  you 
would  wish  to  have  some  expression  of  opinion  regarding  the  tax 
levy  which  is  now  being  considered  in  Washington. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  wine  industry  should  be  so  completely 
disturbed  and  upset  at  a  time  when  grapes  are  ready  for  harvest, 
and  the  loss  that  this  agitation  will  cause  not  alone  to  the  farmer, 
but  to  the  State,  is  hard  to  figure.  Many  people  are  disposing  of 
'  their  grapes  without  any  price,  which  we  know  is  a  very  unsatis- 
factory way  to  efifect  a  sale,  and  others  are  unable  to  find  a  market. 
'  The  result  will  naturally  have  a  tendency  to  discourage  vineyard- 
ists. 

We  have  sent  numerous  telegrams  to  Washington.  The  last  mes- 
sage sent  to  Representatives  there  will  give  you  an  idea  of  what 
we  believe  to  be  a  fair  adjustment  of  the  tax.  This  telegram  read 
as  follows : 

"The  proposed  tax  on  domestic  dry  wines  is  preventing  the 
vineyardist  from  disposing  of  his  grapes  now  ripe  for  harvest  to 
wine  makers.  All  wine  people  favor  a  stamp  tax  on  all  bottled 
wines,  but  respectfully  protest  against  a  flat  tax  levy  of  12  cents  a 
gallon  on  domestic  wines,  which  practically  represents  50  per  cent 
of  the  value  of  dry  wines.  Such  tax  is  ruinous  and  we  believe  will 
not  realize  the  anticipated  revenue.  We  pray  you  to  prevent  heavy 
losses  to  our  grape-growing  farmers,  who  have  been  encouraged 
to  carrv  on  an  industry  for  many  years  fostered  and  protected  by 
the  United  States  Government  through  legislation  in  support  of  its 
Department  of  Agriculture." 

We  hope  that  the  influences  of  the  California  wine  industry  will 
be  sufficient  to  have  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  reconsider  the 
:  wine  tax  so  as  to  bring  relief  to  the  grape  grower  and  the  wine

WASHINGTON  FOLKS  ARE  SURELY  AFTER  CALIFORNIA 


(Telegram  to  Los  Angeles  "Times"  from  Washington,  Septem- 
ber 8) : 

Incidentally,  the  California  wine  industry  will  sufifer  severely 
from  the  war  tax  of  20  cents  a  gallon  which  will  be  imposed  on  tiiat 
product. 

It  was  learned  from  a  member  of  the  ways  and  means  com- 
mittee that  the  policy  of  Congress  was  to  protect  the  Southern 
States. 

"California  is  'way  ofif  in  the  West,"  said  the  Southern  Con- 
gressman, who  gave  the  information  about  the  intention  of  the 
committee  to  saddle  California  wines  with  a  20-cent  tax,  "and  we 
have  got  to  look  out  for  our  own  districts." 

Informed  today  of  the  pending  wine  tax,  the  California  Repre- 
sentatives are  preparing  to  fight  it  in  the  House  when  the  revenue 
deficit  bill  is  reported. 


Telegram  from  Congressman  Curry  to  Congressman  Knowland. 

— "Twenty  cents  per  gallon  on  sweet  wines.  Twelve  cents  per  gal- 
lon on  dry  wines.  Tax  will  apply  to  existing  stock  as  well  as  on 
wines  to  be  made. 

"Effort  is  being  made  to  induce  the  ways  and  means  committee 
to  substitute  stamp  tax  equivalent  to  20  cents  per  gallon  and  12 
cents  per  gallon  to  be  placed  on  containers  at  time  of  sale  instead  of 
at  time  and  place  of  manufacture.  I  do  not  believe  it  will  be  agreed 
to  by  committtee.  Democratic  caucus  has  approved  wine  tax  of  20 
cents  and  12  cents  per  gallon.  Attempt  will  be  made  in  Senate  to 
increase  and  decrease  tax.  Not  likely  that  either  effort  will  be 
successful. 

"It  is  likely  that  Pomerene  will  succeed  in  amending  bill  in 
Senate  by  adding  $1.10  per  gallon  tax  on  brandy.  It  is  my  informa- 
tion that  neither  the  House  nor  the  House  conferes  will  accept  the 
Pomerene  amendment.

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Seattle,  September  28,  1914. 

During  the  past  month  prohibitionists  have  met  with  some  very 
serious  setbacks  in  the  State  of  Washington.  The  first  of  these 
was  started  by  the  Christian  Endeavorers,  who  made  an  attack  on 
the  Buying-at-Home  League  and  thereby  made  a  serious  breach 
in  the  plan  of  campaign  of  the  drys.  The  Buying-at-Home  League 
was  organized  before  State-wide  prohibition  was  made  a  movement. 
It  was,  therefore,  an  entirely  impartial  organization  as  far  as  the 
State-wide  movement  was  concerned.  After  the  drys  had  started 
the  movement  the  league  issued  a  pamphlet  in  which  it  stated : 

"This  league,  after  due  consideration,  feels  that  it  would  be 
derelict  in  its  duties,  false  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  formed, 
and  lacking  in  courage  to  stand  for  those  purposes  did  it  not  at 
this  time  take  a  firm  stand  before  the  public  on  a  matter  of  vital 
importance  to  the  business  interests  of  the  Inland  Empire  as  well 
as  of  the  State  of  Washington. 

"The  matter  referred  to  is  the  act  for  State-wide  prohibition,  to 
be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  State  of  Washingon  at  the  coming 
general  election  November  3. 

"If  this  league  believed  that  the  question  to  be  submitted  to  the 
people  at  the  coming  election  was  one  of  temperance  or  prohibition, 
this  league  would  feel  that  it  was  going  entirely  beyond  the  scope 
of  its  purpose,  to  stand  one  way  or  the  other ;  but  believing  that  the 
only  question  involved  is  the  question  of  buying  at  home  or  away 
from  home,  this  league  feels  that  the  very  purposes  for  which  it 
was  formed  have  been  assailed,  and  that  it  is  directly  within  the 
line  of  its  purposes  to  present  this  matter  at  this  time  to  its  patrons 
and  the  general  public. 

"This  league,  therefore,  warns  the  patrons  that  the  proposed  act 
in  no  way  prohibits  the  use  or  consumption  of  liquor  in  the  home 
or  elsewhere  in  the  State,  but  merely  requires  the  consumer  to  buy 
his  liquor  from  without  the  State  of  Washington,  and  advises  its 
patrons  and  friends  to  register  and  vote  against  the  act." 

Because  of  this  statement  the  Endeavorers  on  the  4th  of  Sep- 
tember passed  the  following  resolution : 

"Whereas,  The  Buying-at-Home  League,  a  nonpartizan  organ- 
ization, has  circulated,  through  the  mails,  hterature  stating  that  the 
adoption  of  the  proposed  prohibition  law  would  be  detrimental  to 
home  industry ;  and 

"Whereas,  They  have  thus  made  themselves  a  partizan  organ- 
ization, lining  up  with  the  anti-prohibition  element,  and  have  struck 
a  direct  blow  to  the  interest  of  the  homes  to  which  they  look  for 
support;  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  the  Christian  Endeavor  Society  of  the  Central 
Christian  Church  denounce  said  action  and  demand  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  their  direct  attack  on  prohibition ;  and  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  if  such  action  be  not  repudiated  the  homes 
represented  by  this  society  will  withdraw  their  support  from  the 
Buying-at-Home  League." 

The  league  has  ignored  the  Endeavorers  and  as  a  result  the  drys 
have  succeeded  in  giving  a  reinforcement  to  the  liberals. 

On  the  13th  of  September  the  State  Federation  of  Washington 
passed  resolutions  condemning  the  prohibition  initiative  in  every 
way.  The  Seattle  Central  Labor  Council  followed  suit  on  the  16th 
of  September.    The  drys  have  been  scjuirming  as  a  consequence. 

By  an  overwhelming  vote  of  373  to  1.^3  the  State  convention  of 
the  Progressive  party  on  the  19th  of  September  at  Seattle  refused 
to  add  the  Xational  and  State-wide  prohii)ilion  plank  to  its  State 
platform,  the  majority  of  the  delegates  declaring  that  it  would 
disrupt  the  party  and  prohibition  fail  of  its  own  accord  if  made  a 
political  issue.  The  delegation  from  King  County  voted  12  for  and 
124  against,  with  Spokane  and  many  smaller  delegations  almost 
solidly  opposed  to  the  motion. 

This  was  the  coup  de  grace  which  scaled  the  fate  of  the  State- 
wide movement  in  the  State  of  Washington. 

In  Oregon  the  action  of  W.  S.  U'Ren  in  bolting  the  Prohibition 
party  and  declining  its  nomination  for  Governor  has  .seriously  han- 
dicapped the  dry  movement. 

Idaho  drys  are  nothing  if  not  original.  Although  all  three  parties 
_of  political   importance  in  the  .State  have  pledged  themselves  to 
prohibition  the  drys  have  put  candidates  in  the  field  for  all  offices. 
Following  are  the  candidates  :

000  pounds;  total  for  Austria-Hungary,  23,100,000  pounds;  againd 
48,180,000  pounds  in  1912;  Germany  27,500,000    pounds:    Belgiul 
and  Holland,  6,050,000  pounds ;  France,  4,400.000  pounds ;  Russid 
5,500,000  pounds:  England,  35,750.000  pounds;  America,  includinj 
Canada,  50,050,000  pounds;  Australia,  1,650,000  pounds.     Thus,  tl 
world's  hop  crop  is  estimated  at  154,000,000  pounds,  as  compare 
to  203,500,000  pounds  in  1912.     The  world's  annual  hop  constmif 
tion   is  estimated  at  about   187,000,000  pounds.     This  shortage  ii 
the  hop  crop  will  be  compensated  for  by  stocks  carried  over  hoi 
1912.     Notwithstanding  the  shortness  of  the  crop  the  opinion  prd 
vails  that  the  prices  will  not  be  so  high  as  in  1911,  when  hops  froij 
the  Saaz  district  sold  as  high  as  $81.20  to  $87.65  per  100  pound^ 
and  even  higher  for  selected  lots.

KENTUCKY  whiskey  dealers  in  the  last  month  or  so  have 
been  going  ahead  rather  energetically,  though  without  any 
clear  view  of  the  future.  A  tremendous  increase  in  the 
withdrawals  noted  during  the  closing  days  of  August  and  the 
first  week  or  so  of  September  was  inspired,  of  course,  by  what 
was  declared  to  be  a  probability  that  whiskey  would  have  to  bear 
a  portion  of  the  war  revenue  tax  to  be  assessed  to  make  up  the 
difference  in  the  reduced  tarifJ  revenue.  This  did  not  necessarily 
mean  that  business  was  improved  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  it  is  still 
rather  slow,  though  there  is  reported  to  be  considerable  quicken- 
ing of  the  demand  as  the  season  moves  along. 

Prices  had  been  uncertain  for  some  time  but  the  certainty  that 
the  1915  crop  of  Kentucky  whiskey  will  be  reduced  has  greatly 
strengthened  the  market.  Furthermore  the  increasing  price  of 
corn  and  the  probability  that  it  will  go  still  higher  is  believed  in 
this  part  of  the  country  to  indicate  that  the  rectifiers  will  turn  to 
the  young  Kentucky  whiskies  to  a  considerable  extent  this  sea- 
son, using  them  in  preference  to  the  spirits  ordinarily  employed. 
These  latter  will  surely  be  high  if  corn  increases  as  it  is  expected 
to,  while  the  switching  from  spirits  to  young  whiskies  would 
tend  to  relieve  the  overproduced  condition  and  enable  the  distil- 
lers to  make  a  longer  season  than  they  have  agreed  to  make. 

The  extent  of  the  withdrawals,  as  indicated  by  the  purchase 
of  revenue  stamps,  at  least,  is  shown  by  the  records  of  the  office 
of  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  in  the  Louisville  district  for 
the  latter  part  of  August  and  the  early  part  of  September.  The 
collections  had  been  running  along  at  upwards  of  $40,000  for  over 
two  weeks,  normal  for  the  busiest  season  of  the  year,  when  sud- 
denly, as  talk  of  making  whiskey  bear  the  brunt  of  the  war  tax 
was  indulged  in,  they  began  to  jump  upwards.  One  day  saw 
$60,000  of  stamps  sold,  the  next  $90,000.  Later  the  collections 
passed  the  $100,000  mark  and  on  August  31  the  record  for  the 
local  office  was  reached  when  a  total  of  $123,954.27  was  taken  in. 
This  was  thought  to  be  the  top  limit  and  collections  dropped  ofT 
for  a  time,  but  on  September  8  the  trade  sat  up  and  took  notice 
and  the  collector  did,  too,  and  worke  dovertime,  for  his  receipts 
for  whiskey  taxes  alone  reached  the  total  of  $300,960.36,  unprece- 
dented in  the  local  office.  Between  July  17,  when  the  war  tax 
agitation  began,  and  September  8,  when  the  big  collections  were 
made,  the  total  receipts  of  the  local  office  were  $2,957,743.84, 
while  for  the  same  period  a  year  before  the  collections  were 
$1,890,641.45. 

So  much  money  has  been  paid  in  that  the  bankers  have  found 
the  proposition  a  real  problem.  For  a  time  every  one  of  the 
Louisville  national  banks  had  more  Federal  money  on  hand  than 
it  was  authorized  to  hold,  under  the  terms  of  its  charters,  and 
a  delegation  of  bankers  hurried  on  to  Washington  to  see  if  some 
arrangements  could  not  be  made  whereby  this  money  could  be 
left  in  Louisville  instead  of  being  taken  out  of  the  country  as  a 
result  of  abnormal  conditions,  already  such  that  the  bankers  were 
getting  little  peace.  One  of  the  local  bankers  is  quoted  as  say- 
ing that  a  compromise  plan  had  been  arrived  at  between  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  and  the  committee  but  that  he  was  not  at 
liberty  for  the  time  being  to  divulge  its  nature. 

The  word  from  Washington  that  the  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee of  the  lower  house  had  decided  not  to  tax  straight  whis- 
key was  received  in  Louisville  with  more  or  less  mixed  emo- 
tions. Had  the  tax  been  raised  the  distillers  who  had  already 
withdrawn  their  goods  or  who  had  already  bought  stamps  would 
have  profited  greatly  by  raising  the  price  to  meet  the  competi- 
tion on  goods  which  had  not  paid  the  tax  in  advance.  As  it  is 
the  dealers  either  have  a  lot  of  whiskey  on  their  hands  and  out 
of  the  Government's  keeping  or  else  they  have  a  lot  of  money 
tied  up  in  stamps  which  they  can  not  use  until  business  improves. 
There  is  some  consolation  in  the  fact  that  the  rectified  goods  will 
have  to  bear  a  tax,  though  that  was  dismissed  long  ago  as  a  fore- 
gone conclusion  and  the  fact  that  this  tax  is  not  more  than  two 
cents  a  gallon  is  received  rather  as  a  disappointment  by  the  dis- 
tillers of  straight  whiskies.  A  rectifiers'  tax  in  perpetuity  has 
been  urged  time  and  time  again,  but  the  trade  has  escaped  here- 
tofore. The  assessment  of  the  tax  is  important  to  Louisville, 
however,  where  there  are  a  large  number  of  rectifiers. 

As  it  is,  9  per  cent  of  the  internal  revenue  taxes  of  the  coun- 
try is  paid  by  Kentucky,  according  to  figures  received  in  Lou- 
isville from  the  preliminary  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Inter- 


nal Revenue.  The  report  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1914,  as  ended 
credits  Kentucky  with  a  total  of  $35,405,517.87,  or  9  1-3  per  cent 
District  by  district,  Kentucky's  contribution  was  as  follows 
Second  district,  $4,405,400.10;  Fifth  district,  $19,135,4-14.79 
Sixth  district,  $4,324,192.52;  Seventh  district,  $4,830,894.26 
Eighth  district,  $2,709,586.20. 

The  last  fortnight  has  seen  the  closing,  probably  permanently 
of  the  Little  Pepper  distillery,  located  eight  miles  from  Lexiiig 
ton,  when  the  last  of  its  whiskey  in  bond  was  taken  from  th< 
warehouse.  The  distillery  has  not  been  operated  for  eight  yean 
and  the  withdrawal  made  the  other  day  amounted  to  ten  bar 
rels,  the  whole  amount  left.  Withdrawals  have  been  made  fron 
time  to  time  through  the  last  eight  years  and  the  warehouse; 
now  are  empty.  The  distillery  is  about  54  years  old  and  was  for 
merly  operated  by  the  Old  Henry  Clay  Pure  Rye  Distillery  Co. 
later  passing  into  the  hands  of  James  E.  Pepper  &  Co.,  whicl 
continued  making  the  Henry  Clay  whiskey  there  until  190( 
when  operations  were  discontinued  as  unprofitable.  The  build 
ings  are  owned  by  Mrs.  E.  O.  Pepper  and  leased  by  James  E 
Pepper  &  Co.,  but  it  is  understood  that  the  lease  has  severa 
years  yet  to  run.  If  the  building  is  ever  used  for  distillery  pur 
poses  again,  it  is  stated,  it  will  have  to  be  rebuilt. 

The  prohibition  question  is  attracting  a  great  deal  of  atten 
tion  from  the  whiskey  men  of  the  state.  The  whiskey  commit 
tee  of  the  Commercial  Club  of  Louisville,  of  which  Lee  S.  Bern 
heim,  of  the  Bernheim  Distilling  Company,  of  Louisville,  i 
chairman,  has  held  several  meetings  to  consider  the  question  an( 
to  take  action  in  defense  of  the  interests  of  the  distillers.  Ther 
are  several  county  unit  elections  scheduled  in  numbers  of  th 
Kentucky  counties  for  the  next  few  weeks  and  exceedingly  vig 
orous  campaigns  are  being  made  by  both  the  liquor  and  the  non 
liquor  forces.  In  Lexington  especially,  the  center  of  a  countr 
which  is  studded  with  distilleries,  the  fight  is  warm.  The  di.'- 
tillers  and  the  anti-prohibitionist  forces  have  been  much  inter 
ested  and  encouraged  by  the  ruling  of  Frank  A.  Bullock,  Count 
Judge  of  Fayette  county,  in  which  Lexington  is  located,  to  th 
effect  that  the  county  unit  legislation  of  the  last  State  Asembl 
does  not  deprive  Lexington  and  other  cities  of  its  class  of  th 
right  to  determine  whether  it  would  or  would  not  permit  salooni 
The  campaign  of  the  anti-saloon  forces  in  that  county  is  basti 
on  the  hope  that  the  voters  of  the  county  outside  the  city  wou'l 
be  strong  enough  with  the  aid  of  the  Lexington  "dry''  eler 
to  vote  the  city  dry.  If  Judge  Bullock's  ruling  is  upheld  inj 
higher  courts  much  of  the  force  of  the  county  unit  law  would 
lost.

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Fresno  "Republican"  on  Prohibition 


A  LENGTHY  editorial  on  prohibition  appeared  in  the  Fresno 
"Republican"  of  the  14th  of  September.  The  REVIEW 
considers  it  to  be  the  strongest  that  has  appeared  in  a 
daily  paper  of  this  State  on  the  subject  treated.  Showing  full 
consideration  for  both  sides,  the  "Republican"  deals  with  prohi- 
bition with  the  full  spirit  of  liberalism.  Tolerating  the  views  of 
wets  and  drys,  without  dickering  with  bigotry  on  either  side,  the 
paper  comprehensively  judges  the  issue. 
The  editorial  follows: 

Advocates  of  "California  Dry"  are  placarding  the  State  with  argu- 
ments claiming  that  the  issue  is  between  the  saloons  and  the  children; 
between  continuing  to  manufacture  paupers,  criminals  and  degenerates, 
or  stopping  it. 

If  this  were  the  issue,  there  would  be  only  one  decent  side  to  it, 
and  every  honest  man  and  every  pure  woman  would  be  on  that  side. 
But  it  is  not  the  issue.  State-wide  prohibition,  if  adopted,  would  not  be 
the  end  of  the  tight.  It  would  only  be  the  beginning.  William  Allen 
White,  himself  an  ardent  prohibitionist,  and  a  resident  of  Kansas,  where 
now,  at  last,  after  a  generation  of  struggle,  prohibition  does  work,  has 
recently  called  public  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  prohibition  law  is 
merely  the  first  declaration  of  one  sort  of  war.  Prohibition  itself  as  afi 
accomplished  social  fact,  means  a  whole  generation  of  determined  strug- 
gle, after  that  beginning. 

So  the  question  is  not  whether  we  shall  stop  the  evils  of  intemper- 
ance, but  whether  we  shall  now  begin  one  of  the  slow  ways  of  prepari- 
ing  to  stop  them,  when  we  had  already  begun,  and  were  making  good 
progress  with  another  way,  also  slow,  but  at  least  for  the  present  more 
sure  of  immediate  results. 

We  have  passed  a  local  option  law  in  California,  and  under  that  law 
we  are  closing  up  saloons  about  as  rapidly  as  we  would  be  likely  to  get 
them  closed  under  any  law.  Meantime,  in  the  places  where  we  can  not 
close  them  (and  where  State-wide  prohibition  would  not  now  close 
them,  either)  we  are  at  least  bringing  them  under  better  and  better  regu- 
lation. That  is  a  slow  procedure,  and  one  lightly  unsatisfactory  to  the 
person  who  would  like  to  see  it  done  all  at  once.  But  it  is  not  going  to  be 
done  all  at  once  under  any  law.  It  never  has  been  even  in  states  wherle 
the  task  is  easier  than  in  California.  And  if  the  answer  is,  "We  can  at 
least  make  a  beginning,"  the  rejoinder  is  that  we  have  done  that  already, 
and  are  going  very  rapidly  with  it. 

So  the  choice  is  not  between  immediate  or  gradual  extinction  of 
saloons,  but  between  two  methods  of  their  gradual  extinction,  one  of 
which  we  have  and  are  working  very  successfully,  and  the  other  of 
which  everybody  concedes  would  be  a  heartbreaking  failure,  for  some 
years  to  come,  at  the  very  points  where  a  few  years  later  it  might  be 
a  success,  if  we  continue  our  present  method  of  approach. 


Under  the  present  law.  the  saloons  of  California  can  be  closed  and 
are  being  closed,  in  every  community  that  wants  them  closed,  and  the 
spread  of  "dry"  territory  is  going  on  just  as  rapidly  as  communities  can 
be  educated  to  desire  to  be  dry.  So  the  only  difference  between  the 
proposed  law  and  the  present  law  would  be  manifested  in  the  places 
where  the  people  do  want  saloons  and  believe  them  right.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  force  prohibition  on  these  communities  now,  against  their 
will,  by  the  votes  of  other  communities.  It  is,  of  course,  perfectly  plain 
that  prohibition,  in  such  communities,  does  not  establish  itself  by  mere 
vote.  The  vote  is  only  the  signal  for  a  long,  slow  fight  to  enforce  pro- 
hibition on  those  communities,  not  by  outside  votes,  but  by  imported 
force.  Their  own  authorities  will  not  enforce  it.  They  will  openly  defy 
it.  Then  there  will  be  State  constabularies,  or  some  other  method  of 
enforcing  this  law  over  the  heads  and  against  the  wills  of  those  who 
normally  enforce  other  laws.  Finally,  after  many  vears — probably  at 
least  twenty-five — if  the  majority  of  the  people  of  the  State  never  change 
their  minds,  if  they  are  determined  enough  and  persistent  enough,  if  they 
are  bitter  enough  and  careless  enough  of  the  bitterness  in  the  invaded 
communities,  force  and  education  combined  may  at  least  accomplish  a 
reasonable  enforcement  of  the  law  in   San   Francisco  and  like  places. 

In  the  interval,  there  will  have  been  constant  fighting,  with  drunk- 
enness not  much  lessened,  with  the  law  defied  and  brought  into  con- 
tempt, with  all  co-operation  on  other  issues  for  the  betterment  of  gov- 
ernmeiit  and  morals  and  social  conditions  made  impossible — and  the 
final  victory  won  no  sooner  than  is  likely  to  be  won  anyway  by  the 
present    more    peaceful,   more   just   and   more   rational   method. 

This  applies  merely  to  the  saloon  aspect  of  the  question,  from  the 
standpoint  of  those  who  desire  the  abolition  of  the  saloon  and  related 
evils  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  F'ven  from  this  standpoint  the 
present  law  will  accomplish  the  result  as  soon  as  a  State-wide  prohi- 
bition law,  and   will  provide  an  infinitely  preferable   situation   meantime. 


There  is  another  aspect  worth  considering.  This  proposed  law  pro- 
hibits not  merely  the  sale  and  distribution,  but  th«  manufacture,  of  all 
alcoholic  beverages,  including  wine.  Nature  has  given  California  a  mo- 
nopoly in  America  of  the  production  of  wine.  If  wine  is  not  made  |,n 
California,  there  will  be  none  made  in  America.  But  of  course  there 
will  be  just  as  much  consumed  in  America.  Practically  all  California 
wine  is  exported  to  other  states.  As  to  the  little  that  is  consumed  here, 
any  community  which  desires  can  prevent  its  sale  in  that  community. 
The  people  of  the  other  states  have  the  absolute  right  to  destroy  jour 
wine  industry,  by  refusing  to  buy  our  wines,  or  by  prohibiting  their  sale 
in  their  states  and  communities.  But  if  they  do  not  do  so, — Why  should 
we?  ; 

The  spread  of  prohibition  in  other  states  will  be  affected  not  one 
whit  by  their  ability  or  inability  to  get  wine  from  California.  They  will 
get  it  from  elsewhere.     Or,  more  likely,  they  will   get  other  things  which 


do  much  more  harm  than  wine.  So  our  wine  production  will  not  affect 
the  temperance  of  the  United  States  at  all.  We  can  at  most  determinp 
whether  they  shall  buy  their  wine  from  us  or  from  abroad.  And  so  long 
as  they  buy  it  from  somebody,  and  so  long  as  they  must  buy  it  from 
us  if  they  do  not  buy  it  abroad,  why  should  we  be  the  ones  to  requirie 
them  to  buy  it  abroad? 

Those  who  regard  wine-making  or  wine-selling  as  a  personal  sin 
would  of  course  not  be  justified  in  committing  this  sin,  even  if  it  vrere 
inevitable  that  someone  would  commit  it.  But  the  question  at  issue  is 
a  proposal  to  prohibit  others  from  doing  it  who  do  not  regard  it  as  a 
sin  or  a  wrong.  They  are  doing  no  practical  harm  that  would  not  be 
done  anyway.  They  are  committing  no  wrong  against  their  own  con- 
sciences, nor  against  the  rights  of  anyone  else.  They  can  not  sell  their 
goods  in  any  community  or  state,  whether  in  California  or  out  of  it, 
which  desires  to  prohibit  that  sale  (for,  against  wine  prohibition  is  en- 
forceable; the  "blind  pigs"  sell  whskey)  and  it  would  certainly  seem  to 
be  beginning  at  the  wrong  end  of  things  for  us  to  prohibit  the  manufac- 
ture, when  others  do  not  prohibit  the  purchase  and  sale,  of  wine. 


State-wide  prohibition  is  preached  as  a  principle  or  sentiment.  In- 
stead, it  is  a  practical  device,  to  accomplish  a  concrete  result.  When 
we  already  have  in  operation  a  more  practical  device,  which  will  accom- 
plish that  result  in  larger  degree  and  more  promptly,  with  fewer  attend- 
ant drawbacks,  why  make  the  change?  Or,  if  we  were  to  make  it.  why 
include  in  it  a  provision  which  will  not  decrease  drinking  anywhere  one 
drop,  but  will  transfer  to  France  and  Italy  an  industry  of  which  nature 
has  given  us  a  monopoly  in  America?

/ines  and  beers.  The  telegrams  stated  that  the  wine  tax  implies 
In  increase  in  California  from  the  present  price  of  Syi  cents  a  quart 
lottlcful  to  the  alleged  ])rohibitive  price  of  probably  as  much  as 
|23^.  cents  for  a  whole  quart  of  light  wine.    That  would  be  making 

fine  more  expensive  than  milk  and  put  it  off  the  table  of  the  poor 
'workingman  who  must  have  it  as  regular  food. 

The  German  Catholic  State  Federation  on  the  LSth  of  Septem- 
ber in  convention  at  San  Jose  decided  to  hold  a  monster  mass 
meeting  in  San  Francisco  a  few  days  before  election  in  Xo\ember 
to  protest  against  State-wide  prohibition. 

In  an  interview  published  in  the  Palo  Alto  '"Times,"  Mr.  .\rthur 
Lachman.  of  the  Santa  Clara  Distillery,  says: 

"The  ])assage  of  the  proposed  federation  tax  on  wine  will  mean 
the  ruination  of  the  wine-grape  industry  in  Santa  Clara  County 
and  will  turn  into,  waste  lands  thousands  of  acres  of  wine-grape 
districts  along  the  foothill  slopes  about  Saratoga,  Los  Altos,  Mor- 
gan Hill,  San  Martin,  Gilroy,  Madrone  and  Union.  Losses  are 
estimated  into  the  millions,  without  any  reservations  being  made 
iiir  soil  values  remaining  after  vine  roots  would  be  removed  and 
<  ither  crops  introduced. 

"The  proposed  imposition  of  a  tax  of  12  cents  a  gallon  on  dry 
w  ines  will,  it  is  claimed,  fall  almost  exclusively  upon  California  as 
the  only  maker  of  dry  wines  in  the  L'nited  States." 

The  "Times"  publishes  an  inter\'iew  with  Mr.  Paul  Masson,  the 
fiiain  paragraph  of  which  is  as  follows : 

"The  proposed  tax  would  increase  the  price  of  wine-grapes  $30 
a  ton,  and  no  gra])es  could  be  purchased  at  the  prohibitive  price 
that  the  tax  would  necessitate.  The  present  crop,  should  the  tax 
be  placed,  would  not  be  harvested,  as  there  would  be  no  pur- 
chasers." 


The     wineries    of    the     George     West     Company    at     Victor, 
Mokelumne  and  Urgon  opened  for  the  season  on  the  first  of  Sep 
tember. 

Crushing  of  grapes  commenced  at  the  Woodbridge  Winery 
September  7. 

Growers  of  the  .\rbuckle  district  sold  their  Zinfandel  grapes  to 
Megliavacca  l>rothers,  of  Xapa,  for  $13  a  ton,  the  same  price  as 
was  paid  last  year. 

.  Since  the  last  week  of  August  the  Co-operative  \Vinery  at 
Selma  has  been  crushing  raisins  for  making  alcohol  for  the  forti- 
fication of  wines.     The  output  has  been  larger  than  in  1913. 

Mr.  Ed  Steadman  has  leased  the  Cohn  building  at  the  corner 
of  C  and  First  streets.  Biggs,  for  use  as  a  winery.  The  two-story 
building  and  large  cellar  will  be  used  to  take  care  of  the  40,000 
gallons  which  Mr.  Steadman  expects  to  produce  this  season. 

During  the  past  six  weeks  the  P'rench-American  Wine  Com- 
pany has  been  enlarging  its  plant  at  Ukiah.  This  plant  was  estab- 
lished three  years  ago.  Owing  to  the  increasing  acreage  of  grapes 
it  has  been  enlarged  twice  already. 

Growers  around  Cloverdale  and  Healdsburg  received  $25  a  ton 
for  their  wine  grapes  during  the  first  part  of  September.  The  price 
of  wine  in  Northern  Sonoma  advanced  from  17  cents  to  22  cents 
a  gallon. 


Grape  Growers'  Convention  at  Ukiah. — A  convention  of  grape 
growers  was  held  in  the  Victory  Theatre  at  Ukiah  on  the  12th  of 
September.  A  delegation  of  the  members  of  the  Viticultural  Com- 
mission was  present.  In  this  party  were  Commissioners  H.  F. 
Stoll  of  San  Francisco,  C.  E.  P>undschu  of  San  Francisco,  E.  M. 
Sheehan,  secretary  of  the  Commission,  of  Sacramento,  and  Sheri- 
dan Peterson  of  W'indsor.  Commissioner  Peterson  acted  as  pre- 
siding officer.

Sales  of  California  wines,  especially  those  of  the  Vermouth 
type,  have  increased  notably  and  the  indications  arc  that  this  trade 
will  be  still  further  built  up  in  the  near  future  and  the  exoansion 
in  the  volume  of  business  will  be  permanent.  Old  Taylor  Whiskey 
made  very  satisfactory  strides  during  the  month.

'  While  the  wine  makers  of  Los  Angeles  and  Southern  California 
were  declaring  that  the  war  in  Europe  had  caused  their  business 
to  increase  25  per  cent  the  Administration  in  Washington  was 
devising  means  to  prevent  California  from  reaping  the  benefits  of 
the  war.  It  would  look  very  much  as  though  the  enemeis  of  this 
State  are  all  within  the  borders  of  the  country. 

On  the  18th  of  September  Mr.  V.  L.  Gerardi,  of  the  Italian 
Vinevard  Companv  of  Los  .\ngeles,  said: 

"the  demand  for  California  wines  has  leaped  tremendously- 
more  than  25  per  cent.  We  are  shipping  with  all  speed,  but  are 
hard  put  to  keep  up  with  our  orders.  The  cause  of  the  demand 
is,  of  course,  directly  due  to  the  war  in  Europe,  but  it  also  is 
prompted  by  the  rus'h  of  Eastern  wholesalers  to  fill  their  stock- 
rooms with  our  wines  before  the  new  war  tax  is  imposed." 

At  the  same  time  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  John  P.  Carter 
stated  that  his  reports  indicated  that  the  production  of  wine  in  his 
district  would  exceed  4,000,000  gallons  and  that  not  only;  is  the 
yield  of  wine  better  than  anticipated,  but  the  per  cent  of  saccharine 
matter  in  the  grape  is  unusually  heavy,  which  means  that  this 
year's  wine  harvest  will  be  far  above  the  average  in  sweetness. 

Reports  from  vineyards  in  Los  Angeles,  Orange,  San  Bernar- 
dino and  Riverside  counties  say  grapes  this  year  have  an  unusually 
high  percentage  of  sugar  and  that  prospects  are  good  for  more 
than  an  average  showing  in  quality. 

As  soon  as  the  prospect  of  prosperity  became  clear  the  menace 
to  the  wine  industry  loomed  up  from  the  East. 

Idiosyncrasies  of  administration  have  never  been  more  apparent 
than  at  the  present  time,  when,  after  a  month  of  cessation  of 
imports,  there  is  tall  scrambling  to  tax  wines  and  dozens  of  other 
home  produced  commodities  in  order  to  create  sufficient  revenue 
for  running  the  government. 

Following  is  the  statement  of  Mr.  Secundo  Guasti,  president  of 
the  Italian  Vineyard  Company,  showing  the  issue  clearly : 

"Free  trade  has  been  the  slogan  of  the  Democrats  for  years,  and 
immediately  that  the  duties  from  usual  European  sources  are 
stopped,  the  need  of  revenue  is  at  once  a  serious  issue,  and  the 
.scramble  to  get  it  is  almost  pathetic.  Naturally,  the  grape  industry 
is  the  first  to  suffer,  and  if  the  proposed  taxation  of  10  cents  a 
gallon  on  dry  wine  and  20  cents  a  gallon  on  sweet  wine  is  imposed, 
it  will  be  almost  as  disastrous  as  prohibition. 

"Such  taxation  would  not  onlyj  be  injustice  to  the  vineyardists, 
but  to  the  State  of  California  itself,  considering  that  the  govern- 
ment would  impound  a  taxation  of  nearyl  $9,000,000  on  a  popula- 
tion of  considerably  less  than  3,000,000  people,  and  from  this  State 
attempt  to  produce  nearly  10  per  cent  of  $100,000,000,  the  entire 
revenue  needed  to  make  up  the  deficit  on  import  duties.  On  the 
face  f)f  it,  such  a  measure  would  be  an  im])osition,  and  we  have 
appealed  direct  to  President  Wilson  and  other  leaders  to  use  judg- 
ment and  discretion  in  this  work. 

".•\nd  on  the  other  hand  we  have  the  Prohibitionists  hard  at  our 
heels,  trying  to  destroy  an  industry  which,  at  the  present  time, 
yields  millions  to  the  government,  and  is  looked  upon  to  produce 
the  greater  portion  of  the  deficit  that  is  staring  America  in  the 
face.  Why  not  tax  the  soft  drinks  of  the  teetotaler,  the  patent 
medicines  and  hundreds  of  other  articles  manufactured  in  America, 
at  a  just  rate,  instead  of  endeavoring  to  put  us  entirely  out  of 
business  and  to  turn  our  grape  vineyards  into  weed  patches  and 
howling  deserts  again?" 

Simultaneous  with  the  announcement  from  Washington  that  the 
war  revenue  tax  bill  has  been  completed,  local  wine  dealers  asserted 
that  the  |)rice  of  domestic  wine  will  undoubtedly  be  increased 
from  40  to  45  per  cent. 

Following  is  the  statement  of  the  Pacific  Coast  \\'ine  and  Lic|uor 
Company : 

"This  bill  will  force  an  increase  of  from  40  to  45  per  cent  in 
the  price  of  domestic  wines.  Consumers  will  pro))ably  cut  down 
the  amount  they  are  in  the  habit  of  using. 

"The  wine  dealers  will  increase  the  retail  price  of  the  wine 
according  to  the  tax  they  are  compelled  to  pay." 

"The  public  will  suffer  and  not  the  wine  dealer,"  said  D. 
Krakauer,  manager  of  the  California  State  Wine  Company. 

Viewing  with  alarm  the  renewed  attack  by  l^iitcd  .States  Sen- 
ator Pomcrcne  of  Ohio  upon  the  viticultural  industryi  of  California, 
grape  growers  and  allied  interests  of  Southern  California  have  jire- 
pared  to  combat  what  they  declare  to  he  a  prohibitive  tax  uixin 
the  famed  California  sweet  wines. 
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l^omerene,  in  conference  with  President  Wilson,  according  t 
di.spatches  from  Washington,  strongly  urged  that  a  tax  be  imposot 
upon  California  sweet  wines  and  wine  spirits  as  a  special  feature 
of  the  propo,sed  war  tax.  He  declared  that  under  the  existing  cor, 
ditions,  producers  of  sweet  wines  in  California  get  a  bonus  of 
$7,000,000  a  year  over  Eastern  producers.  He  asserted  that  tlu 
California  growers  could  bear  the  burden  more  easily  than  aii\ 
other  industry. 

Everybody  who  knows  the  wine  industry  are  now  looking  upon 
the  politicians  of  Washington  as  an  army  of  locusts.  Just  as  a 
great  crop  is  about  to  be  harvested  the  politicians  levy  a  tax  which 
is  equal  to  the  value  of  the  crop.  They  do  this  without  any  warning 
whatever.  They  simply  say  they  want  the  money.  It  is  a  plain 
case  of  "Turn  over  as  much  money  as  ypur  crop  is  worth  or  leave 
your  crop  to  rot." 

Sweet  grape  harvest  for  wine  making  began  the  first  week  of 
September  in  the  grape  districts  surrounding  Escondido,  Santa 
Ysabel,  Ramona,  El  Cajon  and  Otay.  There  are  a  half  dozen 
wineries  in  the  country,  manufacturing  sweet  wines.  Grapes  thi- 
year  have  an  unusually  high  percentage  of  sugar,  insuring  a  laige 
wine  crop,  which  in  San  Diego  County  averages  300,000  to  500,000 
gallons. 

Mayor  O'Neall  is  working  up  the  Prohibitionists  of  San  Diego 
by  some  stage  play\s.    He  is  seeking  to  have  a  new  liquor  ordinanc 
passed  to  harass  the  liquor  interests. 

The  Mayor  strongly  intimates  that  as  executive  officer  of  t 
city  he  would  see  that  the  old  ordinance  is  respected  if  the  em 
gency  measure  is  held  illegal.  This  action  would  result  in  numcro 
restaurant  liquor  licenses  being  cancelled  or  arrests  of  those  holning' 
them.     It  would  seriously  affect  the  Exposition  for  the  reason  th 
certain  concessions  were  granted  with  the  understanding  that  re] 
taurant  liquor  licenses  would  be  issued  by  the  city. 

Bringing  the  largest  cargo  the  American-Hawaiian   Steamsh; 
Company  has  ever  consigned  to  East  San  Pedro  the  steamer  V'i^ 
ijinian  arrived  September  13  from  Xevv  York  via  the  Panama  Canal. 
The   Virginian   had   3,000  tons  of  merchandise   for  wholesale  and 
retail  dealers. 

While  the  eastbound  freight  has  not  been  so  heavy,  reduced 
rates  and  the  European  war  have  combined  to  make  a  wondcrlul 
increase  in  the  shipment  of  California  products  by  water. 

There  has  been  a  remarkable  increase  in  the  demand  for  Caii- 
fornia  wines  since  the  war  caused  an  almost  complete  cessation  oii 
the  importation  of  foreign  wines  from  Europe.  The  Californ 
Wine  Association  is  now  doing  the  greatest  business  in  its  histor 
Demands  for  Ijrands  of  this  company  at  New  York,  Chicago  ai 
generally  throughout  the  Atlantic  seaboard  and  Middle  West  ha 
doubled  since  the  war  began  and  the  shipping  department 
swamped  with  orders.  Similar  conditions  are  reported  by  oili 
companies. 

Santa    Monica   will    hold   its   Grape    Festival   October  8,   9, 
and  11  unde  rthe  auspices  of  the  Abbot  Kinney  Company. 

La  Monaca  is  preparing  an  elaborate  programme  of  special  mus 
for  the  festival  days,  and  W'iiulward  avenue  and  the  business  hous 
will  all  be  decorated  with  vines  and  grapes.  The  Pacific  Elcctr 
Railway  Company  will  make  special  rates  from  San  Bernardii 
and  other  interior  towns. 

Redlands  is  now  harvesting  its  grape  crop  in  earnest.  Autom 
bile  trucks  are  being  used  day  and  night  to  bring  the  grapes  to  t 
Brookside  Winery. 

Watts  is  over  its  troubles  temporarily.  The  peo])le  voted  t' 
town  wet  last  .April  but  the  drys  kept  it  dry  by  tricks.  On  .\ugust 
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tlie  saloonkeepers  scored  a  victory  in  the  courts.  September  1  the 
drys  sought  to  have  the  Trustees  removed  from  office. 

Pastor  Jackson  alleged  in  his  complaint  that  the  defendant 
Trustees  conspired  to  violate  the  dry 'ordinance.  While  the  dry 
ordinance  was  in  effect,  he  alleged,  the  Trustees  issued  two  saloon 
and  one  wholesale  -liquor  licewse. 

On  the  8th  of  September  a  special  election  was  held  for  the 
purpose  of  ratifying  an  ordinance  settling  all  disputes.  The  wets 
won  by\a  vote  of  471  to  421. 

Incidentally  five  prominent  drys  were  arrested,  charged  with 
resisting  officers.  The  arrested  persons  declare  it  was  retaliation 
by  the  wets. 

The  arrest  of  the  five  drys  resulted  over  a  collision  between  an 
automobile  owned  by  A.  Towne,  a  dry,  and  another  owned  Ijv  a 
Mr.  Tiemann,  which  occurred  within  100  feet  of  the  polls. 

Marshal  Ellis  took  into  custody  Pastor  Jackson,  who  is  credited 
with  habitually  carrying  a  gun  on  his  clerical  person  ;  Z.  A.  'J'ovvne, 
undertaker;  L.  J.  Fay,  ex-city  engineer;  W.  F.  Shubert  and  David 
I{;icote.  They  were  held  in  $500  bail  each  on  charges  of  ha\  ing 
resisted  an  officer. 

On  the  14th  of  September  Judge  Taft  decided  that  Watts  was 
wet  clean  through  because  of  both  the  April  and  September  elec- 
tions and,  therefore,  the  five  Trustees  acted  legally. 
|:     Of  course,  the  Watts  drys  will  appeal  the  case. 


HOTELMEN'S     RESOLUTION     AGAINST     PROHIBITION. 


Following  is  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Northern  California 
1  lotel  Association  at  the  Stockton  convention : 

"Whereas,  An  initiative  measure,  amending  the  Constitution  of 

'    ilie  State  of  California  and  providing  for  State-wide  prohibition  is 

I    before  the  people,  which  if  adopted  will  at  once  exterminate  the 

viticultural  interests  of  the  State,  the  value  of  which  amounts  to 

many  millions  of  dollars  annually  and  which  gives  employment  to 

many  thousands  of  people ;  and 

"Whereas,    California   has   been   advanced   to   a   high   standing 

among  the  viticultural  regions  of  the  world,  and  that  interest  has 

been  promoted  and  protected  by  the  State,  has  had  a  place  in  the 

§    functions  of  the  State  University  and  as  a  result  capital  has  been 

i    attracted  and  encouraged  to  invest  in  the  vineyards  of  the  State; 

'    and 

"\\'hereas.  The  membership  of  the  Xorthern  California  Hotel 
Association,  on  a  referendum  vote,  by  an  overwhelming  majority, 
expressed  its  o])])osition  to  State-wide  ])r6hibition  and  directed  that 
the  same  be  actively  opposed  by  the  Xorthern  California  Hotel 
Association  ;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved.  By  the  Northern  California  Hotel  Association  that, 
in  our  judgment,  it  is  against  public  policy  to  destroy  this  interest 
and  these  investments  as  is  proposed  by  the  said  initiative  propo- 
sition, and  we-  strongly  urge  that  the  said  prohibitional  constitu- 
tional amendment  be  defeated  for  the  good  of  the  State  at  the 
general  election  in  November,  1914." 
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News  from  Fresno  and  Vicinity 


The  Urys  made  plenty  of  trouble  in  Fresno  on  the  7th  of 
September.  They  sought 'to  join  the  Labor  Day  parade  by  plac- 
ing their  cohorts  behind  the  section  of  the  Brewery  Workers'  Union. 
I'nder  the  direction  of  L.  M.  Timmon  100  innocent  children,  bearing 
banners,  with  inscriptions  denouncing  the  liquor  traffic,  took  their 
place  behind  the  brewerjj  workers.  Timmons.  who  is  district  super- 
tendent  of  the  California  Dry  Association,  had  a  horse  lead  the 
children,  the  abused  animal  bearing  a  great  sign  which  read  "I 
drink  water."  As  the  Drys  did  not  have  proper  permission  to  join 
in  the  parade  the  brewer)'  workers  refused  to  march.  As  the  Drys 
were  determined  to  march  behind  the  brewery  workers  or  not  at  all 
they  decided  to  parade  by  themselves.  In  explanation  of  the  aiifair 
the  Drv  Federation  has  sent  out  the  following  statement : 

"The  Brewery  Workers  were  evidently  afraid  of  the  impression 
that  the  children'  would  make  along  the  line.  Although  the  march 
failed  we  nevertheless  won  a  great  victory.  The  people  who  wit- 
nessed the  opposition  were  instantly  won  to  the  sympathy  of  the 
dry  cause.     The  cheers  of  the  crowd  were  evidence  of  this. 

"In  view  of  the  conflicting  statements  made  by  the  officers  of 
the  Labor  Day  parade  as  to  the  authority  for  marching,  we  claim 
that  permission  was  not  to  march  as  a  section  of  the  parade  but 
simply  to  follow  the  line  of  march." 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  people  were  badly  impressed  by  the 
Drys.  Use  of  innocent  children  who  have  not  yet  reached  the  age 
of  reason  and  of  an  unsophisticated  horse  as  arguments  is  generally 
considered  to  be  a  demonstration  of  elemental  weakness. 

Mr.  E.  L.  Spellman.  representing  the  Barton  Vineyard  Company 
and  the  Selma  and  Fowler  wineries,  on  the  13th  of  September  sent 
a  telegram  to  the  committee  of  California  wine  grape  growers  at 
the  capital,  to  be  opened  in  Washington  in  the  presence  of  the 
finance  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  strongly  pro- 
testing against  the  proposed  new  war  tax  on  wines.  The  text  of  the 
telegram  was  as  follows : 

■"It  is  most  wrongful  and  unjust  to  demand  a  tax  of  20  cents  a 
gallon  which  is  more  than  it  costs  to  make  the  wine.  If  the  attempt 
succeeds,  it  will  be  the  ruin  of  the  wine  industry  in  California." 

"I  hope  that  telegram  is  opened  today  in  the  presence  of  Oscar 
Underwood,  and  President  \Vilson,"  said  Spellman.  "Entirely 
aside  from  the  certain  destruction  of  the  industry  there  is  great 
objection  to  taxing  wine  for  a  revenue  producer.  Who  will  pay 
this  tax.  and  when  is  wine  mature,  are  questions  that  will  have  to 
be  settled.  .Also  a  new  body  of  revenue  officers  will  have  to  be 
organized  and  trained,  and  it  will  take  several  months  to  get  tangi 
ble  results.  If  for  instance  the  internal  revenue  officers  collecting 
the  whiskey  tax.  had  to  collect  an  additional  tax,  of  3  cents  a  gallon 
on  whiskey,  more  revenue  would  be  raised,  and  it  would  be  forth- 
coming without  trouble. 

"How  does  the  government  propose  to  collect  from  the  2,000 
Italians  in  California,  who  yearly  make  a  few  thousand  gallons 
each  for  their  own  trade?" 

Pending  the  uncertain  tax  levy,  Fresno  wineries  are  daily 
receiving  heavy  orders  from  Eastern  firms.  The  orders  of  one  cjim- 
pany  received  from  Chicago  alone  amount  to  1,500  to  2,000  barrels 
a  day.  The  question  arises,  as  to  how  the  government  expects 
to  collect  the  tax.  on  the  wine  that  will  be  shipped  East  before  the 
tax  collecting  machinery  gets  to  moving. 

Contends  that  a  heavy  tax  will  allow  the  importation  of  Med- 
iterranean wines,  and  that  thousands  of  vineyardists  will  be  ruined. 
The  American  ])eoj)le  will  do  without  wine,  and  the  foreign  popu- 
lation which  uses  most  of  the  local  product  will  buy  their  suppl}' 
in  foreign  markets. 

The  proposed  imposition  of  2  cents  a  gallon  tax  on  rectified  s])ir- 
its  will  affect  Central  California  some,  but  not  greatly.  There  is 
some  California  brandy  used  in  this  line,  but  for  the  most  part 
corn  s()irits. 

Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  Joseph  J.  Scott  visited  the  vine- 
yards of  I'"resno  and  adjoining  counties  during  the  first  part  of  Sep- 
tember. In  an  interview  Mr.  Scott  sjifjke  o])timistically  of  the  out- 
look for  California  wines. 

"The  state  is  certain  to  corner  i)ractically  all  ui  the  wine  trade 
;n  this  country,"  stated  Mr.  Scott,  "and  the  South  American  trade, 
also,  will  certainly  come  to  California  in  the  future." 

Mr.  Scott  also  stated  that  his  view  of  the  wine  trade  was  gen- 
erally shared  by  the  growers  and  manufacturers  of  the  state,  and 
that  they  felt  sanguine  that  they  would  have  a  most  excellent  sea- 
son, and  that  they  were  certain  to  corral  the  wine  trade  of  this  con- 
tinent at  least.  Mr.  Scott  is  ascertaining  how  many  wineries  will 
be  working  in  the  San  Joaquin  valley  so  that  he  can  arrange  for  this 


field  force.  He  exeptcs  to  have  about  forty  men  working  near 
here  during  the  season.  During  the  working  season  a  deputy  reve- 
nue officer  will  be  stationed  at  each  winery  for  the  purpose  of  watch- 
ing out  for  the  government's  intrests  there. 

Rev.  J.  U.  Simmons  preached  a  sermon  in  the  Methodist  church 
at  Turlock,  September  13,  bitterly  attacking  Mrs.  Lulu  Wightman. 
the  lecturer  on  "personal  liberty,"  who  addressed  street  meetings 
in  Turlock  several  evenings  previously.  The  subject  of  Rev.  Sim- 
mons' sermon  was  "The  Devil  in  Petticoats."  He  asserted  that 
Mrs.  Wightman's  ideas  of  liberty  were  gathered  from  the  under- 
world, and  that  she  voiced  the  worst  passions  of  the  vicious  classes, 
on   a   plane   of   respectability. 

Mrs.  Wightman  concluded  her  series  of  meetings  in  Turlock 
September  12,  speaking  to  one  of  the  largest  crowds  that  ever  assem- 
bled here.  She  began  a  series  of  meetings  in  Merced  September 
14,  but  on  hearing  of  Rev.  Simmons'  attack  upon  her,  she  gave 
notice  that  she  would  return  to  Turlock  September  16  and  answer 
him.  Mrs.  Wightman  has  aroused  the  hostility  of  the  W.  C.  T.  I', 
and  many  of  the  church  people  by  her  assaults  on  prohihbition  and 
Sunday  laws,  while  her  addresses  have  created  much  enthusiasm 
among  people  of  more  liberal  views. 

The  Hakersfield  "Echo"  announces  that  Theodore  Bell  wil 
speak  in  Bakersfield  October  8.    "Echo"  says: 

"Bell  has  been  retained  by  the  California  Wine  Grape  Grovvei 
and  is  receiving  $100,000  for  the  series  of  speeches  he  is  makir 
throughout  the  state." 

This  is  fine  news  in  war  tax  times.  W'hy  not  indulge  in  stag 
money  when  the  government  is  taking  all  the  real  money  aws 
from  the  wine  men?

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The  St.  Helena  Wine  Festival 


The  success  of  the  third  annual  St.  Helena  Vintage  Festival 
came  to  a  glorious  close  September  7,  midnight. 

The  festival  eclipsed  those  of  1912  and  1913  and  by  all  of  the 
thousands  of  visitors  was  pronounced  the  most  artistic  of  all  the 
ricstas  held  in  the  State. 

Thousands  attended  the  vintage  festival  and  they  came  from 
all  sections  of  California,  but  from  wherever  they  came  the  ex- 
clamations of  delight  and  words  of  praise  were  unstinted  and 
enthusiastic. 

Never  before  has  such  throngs  of  people  been  seen  in  Napa 
L  'Hmty.  Each  day  the  crowds  grew  larger  until  on  September  7 
the  climax  was  reached  when  thousands  blocked  the  streets  and 
enjoyed  the  merry-making  and  harvest  scenes  of  a  communityi  rich 
in  prosperity. 

The  great  attraction  aside  from  the  exhibits  was  the  vintage 
allegory.  This  wonderful  allegorical  and  spectacular  portrayal  of 
the  introduction  of  the  vine  into  Napa  County,  its  fostering  by 
.St.  Helena  until  prosperity  came  in  full  measure,  the  attack  upon 
it  by  phy\lloxera  and  the  protection  aflforded  it  by  Uncle  Sam  by 
introducing  the  resistant  vine,  the  appeal  to  the  audience  by  little 
G  »i)e  Juice  to  aid  in  protecting  it,  all  made  a  great  hit. 

.\fter  the  allegory  the  throng  crowded  the  exhibit  tents  and, 
filled  with  enthusiasm  by  the  beautiful  play  they  had  witnessed, 
bubbled  over  with  delight  at  what  they;  saw. 

Approaching  the  first  tent  one  was  attracted  by  the  large  and 
beautiful  exhibit  of  wines  made  by  F.  Salmina  &  Co.,  of  the  Lark- 
mead  Winery.  This  was  the  central  feature  of  the  tent  and  reached 
from  floor  to  dome.  It  was  a  faithful  representation  of  a  lighthouse 
and  was  artistic  and  striking.  Automatic  electric  lighting  reflecting 
through  the  bottles  of  wine  made  a  beautiful  sight.  The  lighthouse 
rested  upon  a  foundation  of  bottles  with  rocks  and  moss  about  the 
base.  This  exhibit  took  first  prize  for  the  best  display  of  Napa 
County  wines. 

To  the  right  of  the  entrance  was  the  exhibit  of  G.  Brovelli, 
pro]5rietor  of  the  St.  Helena  Winery.  This  was  a  faithful  repre- 
sentation of  the  old  fashioned  beam  wine  press.  The  beam  and 
framework  were  covered  with  prunes  and  the  basket  was  filled  to 
overflowing  with  bunches  of  white  and  red  grapes.  Suspended 
from  one  end  of  the  beam  was  a  huge  demijohn  for  a  weight.  The 
floor  of  the  press  was  covered  with  grapes  and  glasses  filled  with 
white  and  red  wines  formed  the  sign :  "St.  Helena  Winery,  G. 
Brovelli."  This  display  won  for  Mr.  Brovelli  the  first  prize  for 
the  best  advertising  design  done  in  any  agricultural  or  viticultural 
product. 

Theo.  Gier,  who  owns  three  splendid  vineyjards  in  Napa  County, 
and  is  a  leading  wine  merchant  of  Oakland,  had  a  very  artistic 
exhibit.  It  was  a  lattice  pergola,  daintily  decorated  in  autumn  grape 
leaves  and  contained  pyramids  of  the  products  of  Giersburg. 

The  exhibit  of  A.  Forni  was  most  artistic.  It  was  a  boat  made 
of  bunches  of  grapes  and  was  laden  with  neatly  labeled  bottles  of 
wine.  The  sail  was  made  of  white  grapes  and  the  masts  of  black 
grapes.  The  exhibit  was  greatly  admired  and  took  first  prize  as 
the  most  artistic  display  of  any  agricultural  or  viticultural  product. 

The  To-Kalon  \Vine  Company  had  a  large  exhibit  of  its  cele- 
brated bottled  wines  arranged  in  pyramids,  in  front  of  which  was 
a  row  of  barrels,  showing  another  method  by,'  which  the  wine  is 
sent  to  customers  in  the  East  and  elsewhere. 

On  a  large  round  table  in  small  Japanese  baskets  were  artis- 
tically; arranged  one  hundred  and  fifty  varieties  of  grapes  from 
To-Kalon  Vineyard  at  Oakville.  In  the  center  of  the  exhibit  was 
a  huge  bouquet  of  dahlias  from  Alaplewood. 

In  a  most  prominent  place  facing  the  electrical  dome  was  a 
faithful  reproduction  of  San  Gabriel  Mission.  It  was  six  feet  wide 
and  nine  feet  high  and  its  front  and  sides  were  entirely  covered 
with  white  grapes  which  were  placed  there  by  patient  and  indus- 
trious members  of  the  Woman's  Improvement  Club,  whose  exhibit 
it  was.  The  bells  were  done  in  black  grapes  and  the  back  of  the 
building  was  covered  with  grape  leaves.  It  stood  on  a  green  lawn 
with  winding  gravel  walk  approaching  the  entrance.  It  was  a  very 
beautiful  exhibit  and  attracted  great  admiration. 

The  Charles  Krug  Winery  was  always  in  evidence  at  the  vintage 
festival  and  this  year  its  exhibit  was  most  creditable.  It  was 
circular  in  shape,  the  bottles  were  neatly,  arranged  and  in  the  center 
of  a  pond  where  lilies  were  blooming  a  fountain,  the  top  of  which 
was  covered  with  bright  autumn  leaves,  was  continually  playing. 
A.  Repsold  &  Co.  had  a  very  artistic  exhibit  of  wines.  It  was 
built  up  of  redwood  bark  with  projections  covered  with  moss  and 


ferns  upon  which  was  displayed  twenty-eight  different  kmds  of 
wines.  The  bottles  were  neatly  labeled  and  capped  and  their 
brightness  against  the  redwood  and  amidst  the  moss  and  ferns 
made  a  display  that  attracted  much  favorable  comment. 

One  of  the  most  attractive  exhibits  in  the  tent  was  the  exhibit 
of  Beringer  Brothers.  It  was  a  reproduction  of  that  firm's  dis- 
tillery and  was  made  entirely  of  corks.  The  building  stood  out  on 
a  bank  with  background  of  moss  and  the  whole  was  enclosed  in 
a  pergola  of  natural  redwood  limbs.  This  exhibit  was  in  a  most 
conspicuous  place  and  was  one  of  the  features  of  the  big  show. 

The  exhibit  of  the  California  Wine  Association  was  bottles  of 
wine  of  the  Calwa  Brand,  built  up  in  tiers  as  is  done  at  Greystone 
Winery  and  arranged  in  the  shape  of  a  maltese  cross. 

H.  F.  Stoll,  the  energetic  secretary  of  the  California  Grape- 
Growers'  Association,  made  a  large  and  artistic  display  of  photo- 
graphs showing  vineyards  and  wine-making  scenes  in  various  parts 
of  the  State,  accompanied  by  statistics  showing  the  growth  in 
importance  of  the  viticultural  industry. 


CALIFORNIA  WINE  INDUSTRY  FACES  NEW  ERA. 


"If  the  exact  locations  of  the  German,  French,  English  and 
Belgian  armies  could  be  known,"  says  Mr.  E.  R.  Scott,  a  retired 
English  capitalist  living  in  San  Francisco,  "the  names  of  the  towns 
that  have  been  devastated  by  the  great  battles  still  raging  would 
read,  if  printed,  like  the  foreign  wine  list  in  any  of  our  leading 
cafes. 

"Two  millions  of  men  have  crossed  and  recrossed  the  choicest 
wine  lands  of  France,  destroying  all  before  them,"  says  Scott. 
"Draw  a  semi-circle  through  Amiens,  St.  Quentin,  Rheims,  Eper- 
nay  and  Chalons  and  you  have  traced  the  heart  of  the  German 
advance  and  the  vineyard  districts  of  France  at  the  same  time. 

"Likewise  note  that  should  the  Germans  be  driven  back,  the 
hardest  stand  will  be  made  on  the  banks  of  the  Moselle  and  the 
Rhine  where  the  terraced  vineyards  of  the  German  wines  are  found. 
There  is  opportunity  spelled  out  for  California  in  capital  letters. 
California  will  be  called   upon   to  supply   the  wine  of  the   world. 

"California  is  essentially  a  wine  country,  with  every  advantage 
for  the  production  of  the  best  champagne  and  red  and  white  wines 
in  the  world. 

"But  California  will  have  to  look  alive,"  Scott  continued.  "As 
a  shareholder  in  the  Central  Argentine  Railway,  I  know  that  our 
annual  dividend  of  six  per  cent  has  been  wholly  provided  by  the 
wine  industry  of  that  country.  The  railway  is  assisting  in  the 
extension  of  vineyards  along  all  its  branches  to  meet  the  coming 
demand." 

Borlotti  Addresses  Ad  Club  in  Los  Angeles. — On  the  16th  of 
September,  when  California  Staple  Industry  Day  was  observed, 
Mr.  J.  A.  Borlotti,  of  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company,  addressed  the 
Ad  Club  at  its  regular  meeting  in  the  Hotel  Clark,  Los  .\ngeles. 
Mr.  Borlotti's  address  was  on  the  grape  and  wine  industry.  It  was 
very  well  received  by  the  gathering.

PROPOSED  DRASTIC  STATE-WIDE  PROHIBITION 
AMENDMENT. 


The  people  of  the  State  of  California  do  enact  as  follows: 

Article  I  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto  two  new  sections,  to  be  numbered  re- 
spectively Section  26  and  Section  27,  in  the  following  words: 

Section  26.  The  manufacture,  the  sale,  the  giving  away,  or  the 
transportation  from  one  point  ivithin  ihe  State  to  another  point  within 
the  State,  of  intoxicating  liquor,  is  prohibited.  Any  citizen  of  the 
State  may,  in  his  or  her  own  name,  maintain  an  action  of  injunction 
in  the  county  where  the  violation  occurs,  to  restrain  such  violation, 
provided,  however,  that  to  any  criminal  or  civil  prosecution  for  viola- 
lion  of  this  prohibition  it  shall  be  a  defense  if  it  be  shown  that  the 
liquor  in  question  was  being  manufactured,  used,  sold,  given  away, 
or  transported,  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical  or  sacramental 
purposes.  The  manufacture,  sale,  giving,  or  transportation  of  such 
liquors  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical,  or  sacramental  purposes 
shall  be  regulated  by  law.  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of 
this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than  $100,  nor 
more  than  $1,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,500,  and  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  provided,  however, 
that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law. 

Section  27.  The  transportation  into  the  State  of  intoxicating 
liquor,  unless  it  be  shown  to  be  for  medicinal,  scientific,  mechanical, 
or  sacramental  purposes,  is  prohibited,  subject,  however,  to  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  relating  thereto.  Any  person  violating  any 
provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  for  a  first  offense  not  less  than 
$ICO  nor  more  than  $1,000,  and  for  a  second  offense  shall  be  fined 
net  le:s  than  $200  nor  more  than  $2,300,  and  imprisoned  in  the 
county  ja'l  not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more  than  one  year,  pro- 
\ided.  hcwever,  that  additional  penalties  may  be  imposed  by  law. 


Oakdale  "Graphic"  on  Frenzied  Figuring.— The  Oakdalc 
"Graphic"  takes  exception  to  llu-  liKtires  of  Prohibitionists  shoving 
that  only  61,000  persons  would  be  thrown  out  of  cni|)loymeiit  in 
the  United  States  in  case  of  national  dry'jiess.  The  "Graphic"  wants 
to  know  if  those  employed  in  the  distrihntion  of  liquors  are  classed 
other  than  "persons." 


THE  WARLIKE  PEACEMAKERS. 


\'erily  the  peacemaker  is  akin  to  the  Prohibitionist.  The  Pro- 
hibitionist would  promote  temperance  by  intemperance  and  the 
peacemaker  would  abolish  war  by  slaughter.  The  peacemaker^ 
talk  against  war  is  about  as  warlike  as  the  Prohibitionist's  taU-; 
against  intemperance  is  intemperate. 

Here  is  some  of  the  language  used  by  a  lady  who  is  promineii! 
in  clamoring  for  peace  in  Europe : 

"I  welcome  this  Vjpportunitj^  to  strike  a  blow  against  war." 
Her  peace-loving  sonl  could  not  permit  her  to  use  any  other  ex- 
])ression  than  the  war  like  "striking  a  blow."  It  would  be  hard  to 
imagine  a  more  warlike  figure  than  that  of  a  woman  "striking  a 
blow."  All  the  frightful  scenes  of  London  being  given  over  to  the 
flames  by  the  suffragettes  are  conjured  up. 

The  lady  peacemaker  followed  up  the  pugnacious  expression 
above  quoted  by  this  reference  to  war: 

"Its  gross  stupidity  offends  me.  It  is  a  barbarously  brainless 
method  of  settling  national  difficulties." 

It  would  look  as  though  war  takes  some  grave  chances  in  offend- 
ing in  this  case  since  the  party  offended  is  anxious  to  strike  a 
blow.  If  one  of  the  European  war  lords  had  ever  expressed  himself 
in  such  arrogant  style  the  world  would  probably  have  placed  itself 
on  the  side  of  war  against  him. 

Peacemakers  and  Prohibitionists  can  never  hope  to  succeed  il 
this  world.     They*  will  never  be  able  to  control  others  as  long 
they  show  so  little  ability  to  control  themselves. 

Why  is  it  that  those  who  try  to  preach  the  gospel  of  peace  caii 
not  avoid  the  use  of  expressions  suggestive  of  brute  force  and  wl 
is  it  that  Prohibitionists  who  claim  to  advocate  temperance  for  tl 
common  good  cannot  refrain  from  the  most  intemperate  languas 
and  action  which  is  entirely)  prejudicial  to  the  common  good?    Thl 
question  may  be  correctly  answered  by  the  generation  to  come. 


COST  OF  PROHIBITION  IN  WEST  VIRGINIA. 


Wheeling,  the  largest  city  in  the  State,  loses  heaviest  in  revent 
as  the  result  of  prohibition.  The  saloons  and  breweries  emptiel 
.''i42,218  annually  into  the  city's  exchequer.  Three  large  lirewerie 
which  go  out  of  Ijusiness  in  this  city  represent,  with  their  equid 
ment,  $2,893,000,  and  the  prohibition  law  means  the  confiscati 
of  this  property,  along  with  that  of  the  breweries  and  saloon 
throughout  the  State.  These  three  breweries  employ  311  person 
and  they  paid  out  annually  to  their  employees  $353,132.92.  Tl) 
wholesale  and  retail  li(|uor  dealers  of  the  county  paid  in  licens^ 
to  the  State  annually  $167,900. 

Cities  are  arranging  to  tax  everything  that  is  taxable  and  it 
creasing  the  taxes  on  articles  and  privileges  already  taxed,  .\lreao 
many  cities  have  arranged  to  boost  the  license  on  automobiles  ar 
poolrooms.  The  finance  committee  of  the  \\'heeling  City  CounC 
has  drawn  up  an  ordinance  levying  a  license  tax  on  charters 
corporations,  ranging  from  $10  a  year  on  corporations  having 
authorized  capital  of  $.S,000  to  $\7S  to  those  with  a  million  capita

A  call  is  being  sent  to  all  the  commercial  organizations  of  Ca 
fornia,  to  the  Boards  of  Supervisors,  to  the  members  of  the  Califi 
nia  Development  Board,  and  to  others  who  take  an  active  inten 
in  matters  relating  to  the  welfare  of  the  State.  Each  Chamber 
Commerce,  or  like  organization,  is  entitled  to  five  delegates,  ar 
one  delegate  for  each  additional  fifty  members  over  the  first  hu 
dred. 

A  rate  of  one  and  one-third  fare  to  Santa  Rosa  and  return  wi 
doubtless  be  made  by  all  the  railroads  for  this  meeting. 

Plans  for  the  entertainment  of  delegates  and  visitors  are  in  t 
hands  of  the  Santa  Rosa  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  will  be  a 
iiounced  by  that  organization. 
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REPRESENTATIVE  HENRY'S  OPPOSITION  TO 
PROHIBITION. 


(Representative  Robert  L.  Henry,  ©f  Texas,  Chairman  of  the 
ouse  Rules  Committee,  has  issued  a  statement  in  connection  with 
a  letter  from  J.  H.  Gamhrelle,-t)f  Dallas,  head  of  the  Dallas  Anti- 
Saloon  League,  who  asked  Henry  to  review  the  pending  amend- 
ments, and  decide  whether  a  proposal  for  national  prohibition  could 
bo  so  framed  as  to  win  his  support. 

In  his  letter  Henry  points  out  that,  with  the  passage  of  the 
Webb  bill,  the  question  of  shipment  of  lic|uor  into  prohibition  terri- 
U'vx  was  remanded  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  several  States. 

"We  are  now  asked,"  the  letter  adds,  "to  reverse  our  course  and 
surrender  the  police  powers  of  the  sovereign  States  to  absolute 
Federal  control. 

"It  is  not  possible  to  draw  an  amendment  providing  for  national 
prohibition  that  I  am  willing  to  support.  I  shall  resolutely  oppose 
all  preparations  looking  to  national  prohibition." 

\\'ith  four  of  the  eleven  members  of  the  Rules  Committee  openly 
opposed  to  a  constitutional  amendment,  two  others  probably  against 
it,  and  four  only  in  its  favor,  it  is  regarded  as  improbable  that  a 
special  rule  under  which  the  matter  can  be  brought  up  will  be 
dhtained  during  the  present,  or  the  December  session  of  Congress. 


TRULY  IMMENSE  INDUSTRIES. 


There  are  in  the  State  of  California  seventy-five  breweries,  rep- 
resenting an  investment  of  $50,000,000.  They  employ  4.000  work- 
men, receiving  salaries  which  amount  annually  to  over  $6,000,000. 
They  use  up  in  a  year  raw  material  amounting  to  $3. .500,000,  and 
pay  to  the  government  in  excise  tax  more  than  $1,350,000.  and  in 
the  State  taxes  amounting  to  $1,000,000.  In  the  viticultural  indus- 
try there  is  invested  as  much  as  $150,000,000,  and  the  grapes  are 
worked  up  in  700  wineries,  giving  employment  to  more  than  15,000 
persons.  Licenses  paid  in  California  a  year  by  saloons  amount  to 
something  like  $4,000,000.  There  are  about  5,000  restaurants  that 
serve  alcoholic  beverages,  and  5,000  saloons,  representing  an  invest- 
ment of  $10,000,000.  They  pay  to  the  government  of  the  State, 
counties  and  municipalities  more  than  $3,000,000,  and  employ  more 
than  22,000  persons.  As  many  as  112.000  persons  earn  their  living 
constantlv  in  these  establishments.  The  vineyards  cover  an  extent 
of  200,000  acres.— Los  Angeles  "Times." 


'NORTH  AMERICAN  REVIEW"  ON   PROHIBITION. 


"The  States  of  the  Union,  without  exception,  which  have  adopted 
prohibitory  laws,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  have  either  experienced 
a  material  decrease  in  population,  or  have  fallen  very  far  behind 
the  other  States  in  their  growth. 

"In  906  towns,  located  in  33  different  States,  644  of  them  under 
prohibition  or  local  option  laws  (and,  of  course,  legally  permitting 
no  liquor  to  be  sold  in  them)  the  average  tax  rate  on  each  $100  of 
valuation  in  1902  was  $2.43  in  the  prohibition  towns,  and  $1.59  in 
the  towns  where  liquor  was  permitted.  The  average,  therefore, 
was  59  per  cent  higher  in  the  prohibition  than  in  the  licensed  towns. 
.•\  similar  investment  gives  like  results  as  to  rents  and  real  estate 
values  in  such  localities." 


IS  WOODROW  WILSON  A  JEFFERSONIAN  DEMOCRAT? 


Mr.  Andrea  Sbarboro,  president  of  the  Italian-American  Bank 
of  San  Francisco,  has  telegraphed  to  President  W'ilson  a  protest 
against  the  imposition  of  a  high  tax  on  claret  and  other  dry  wines. 
Stating  that  the  tax  would  be  productive  of  great  disaster  to  the 
grape  growers  of  California  and  other  States  of  the  Union,  Mr. 
Sbarboro  quotes  the  following  from  a  speech  made  by  Thomas 
Jefferson  in  opposition  to  the  taxing  of  wines : 

"I  rejoice  as  a  moralist  at  the  prospect  of  a  reduction  of  duties 
on  wine  by  our  national  legislature.  It  is  an  error  to  view  a  tax 
on  that  article  as  merely  a  tax  on  the  rich.  It  is  prohibition  of  its 
use  on  the  middle  classes  and  a  condemnation  to  them  of  the  poison 
of  spirits.  No  nation  is  drunken  where  wine  is  cheap,  and  none 
sober  where  the  dearness  of  wine  substitutes  ardent  spirits  as  its 
common  beverage." 

Azusa  Insists  on  Being  Broke. — The  town  of  Azusa  in  Los  .'Xn- 
geles  County  has  an  empty  treasury  as  a  result  of  prohibiuon.  but. 
nevertheless,  on  the  14th  of  September  its  Council  passed  an  ordi- 
nance which  makes  it  a  crime  for  one  to  have  liquor  in  one's 
possession.

The  State-wide  prohibition  amendment  would  wipe  out  an 
investment  of  over  $200,000,000  and  would  take  away  the  means 
of  livelihood  of  over  270,000  persons.  It  would  destroy  capital 
and   demoralize   labor. 


THE  WEAKNESS  OF  PROHIBITION. 


The  weakest  part  of  the  drys'  position  is  that  they  seek  to  make 
the  wets  bow  to  their  will  and  curtail  their  personal  privileges  along 
lines  not  shown  to  have  been  successful  when  tried. 

Just  so  long  as  there  is  doubt  about  the  practicability!  of  pro- 
hibition as  a  corrective  of  the  evils  laid  to  drink ;  just  so  long  as 
you  and  I  and  the  other  fellow  believe  we  have  the  right  to  select 
our  food  and  drink,  actual  prohibition  will  be  impossible. 

Nobody  questions  that  murder  is  wrong;  nobody  questions  that 
arson  and  forgery  and  robbery  are  wrong:  there  is  no  question  that 
all  the  crimes  on  the  calendar  are  inherently  wrong.  Yet  the  laws 
designed  to  prevent  them  and  punish  the  offenders  are  violated 
times  without  number. 

Then,  if  the  offenses  that  we  all  admit  are  wrong  continue  to 
ta.x  the  capacity  of  our  jails,  what  sort  of  obedience  can  we  expect 
for  laws  against  what  most  of  us  consider  a  matter  of  personal 
privilege  and  nobody's  business  but  our  own? 

Might  as  well  try  to  law  us  from  drinking  coffee,  which  is  bad 
for  some  people ;  eating  the  indigestible  cabbage  or  cucumber,  or 
try  by  law  to  prevent  us  eating  watermelon  from  our  own  ])atch. 
Bv  jingo,  we'd  eat  'em  anyway. 

If  regulation  and  local  option — which  we  now  have — cannot  be 
made  effective,  certainly  the  more  drastic  and  consequently,  the 
more  offensive  measure  —  prohibition  —  will  not  avail. — Byron 
1  mies.

CONDITIONS 


DURING  the  entire  month  trade  in  all  lines  has  been  highly 
satisfactory.  Wines,  beer  and  spirituous  liquors  have  been 
moving  voluminously.  A  still  further  improvement  in  all  branches 
of  the  liquor  trade  was  noted. 

Owing  to  the  threatened  war  tax  on  wine  there  has  been  con- 
siderable loss  because  growers  delay  the  picking  of  the  grapes. 


DRY  WINES.— Movement  during  the  month  was  much  greater 
than  in  August.  While  prospects  of  a  tax  for  revenue  pur- 
poses served  to  perplex,  elTects  of  the  European  war  were  very 
favorable.

Production  in  August  amounted  to  14<),529.37 
gallons,  all  in  First  District,  there  being  no  production  in  Sixth 
District. 


BRANDIES. — A  general  briskness  of  trade  was  the  chief  feature. 
Production   amounted   to   3,686.4   gallons   in   August.     There 
remained  in  bond  August  31,  2,249,243.5  gallons.

1\lPORT.\TIONS. — Contrary  to  expectations  the  importations 
were  greatly  in  excess  of  what  they  were  during  the  previous 
month.  Excepting  products  of  Italy,  liquors  do  not  appear  to  have 
l)een  adversely  affected  as  far  as  foreign  trade  is  concerned.  More 
whisky,  rum,  wine,  champagne,  gin,  mineral  water  and  bitters  were 
imported  than  during  the  ])revious  month,  which  showed  heavy 
receipts.  There  was  a  falling  off  in  beer,  vermouth  and  liciueurs. 
Sake  was  imjKjrted  in  increased  (|uantities.

NEW  YORK  TRADE. 


New  York,  September  25,  1914 

Prospect  of  a  war  tax  on  whisky  caused  considerable  stim 
lation  of  the  New  York  trade,  but  the  announcement  from  Was 
ington  that  there  would  be  no  increased  tax  on  whisky  started 
reaction.  For  .several  weeks  distillers  were  flooded  with  orders  ar 
are  now  busy  filling  them. 

It  is  realized  that  the  policy  of  the  distillers  to  reduce  productic 
was  very  judicious.  There  are  over  150,000,000  gallons  in  tl 
bonded  warehouses  of  Kentucky.  This  is  far  too  much.  A  red 
tion  of  output  for  this  year  at  the  rate  of  50  per  cent  will  affo: 
great  relief.  Conditions  are  favorable  to  a  reduction  of  existi 
stocks  to  a  normal  basis. 

Prohibition  campaigns  in  seven  States  and  the  result  of  t 
recent  election  in  Virginia  do  not  encourage  wholesalers  to  increa 
their  stocks.  After  the  November  elections  it  may  be  expected  thi 
there  will  be  a  rush  of  orders,  providing,  of  course,  that  the  cl 
tions  are  favorable  to  the  liberal  element. 

Production  of  Eastern  ryes  is  being  curtailed  owing  to  the  hii 
prices  of  raw  material.     Stocks  are  in  a  strong  statistical  positi 

A  marked  increase  in  the  price  of  spirits  is  noted.    The  iiicre 
amounts  to  five  cents  a  gallon  and  places  the  commodity  on  a  Icvi 
of  $1.44.    The  cause  for  this  is  the  increased  price  of  raw  material 
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MR.  C.  J.  WETMORE  AND  FAMILY  SAFELY  RETURN 
FROM  WAR  ZONE. 


OPEN  LETTER  FROM  REVEREND  GEORGE  LLOYD. 


Mr.  C.  J.  Wetmore,  of  the  Cresta  Blanca  Wine  Company,  arrived 
San  Francisco  on  the  28th  gf  September  from  New  York  after 
ving  spent  nearly  three  months  on  a  tour  of   Europe  and   the 
[astern  States.     Mr.  Wetmore,  with  his  family,  left  France  after 
obilization  had  started.     He  went  to  England  and  remained  there 
til  he  was  able  to  procure  proper  transportation  across  the  Atlan- 
for  himself  and  family.     After  arriving  at  Xew  York  Mr.  Wet- 
ore  proceeded  to  San  Francisco,  leaving  his  family  in  the  Empire 
'ty.     In  speaking  of  the  wine  trade  in  connection  with  the  Euro- 
an  war,  Mr.  Wetmore  said : 

"I  was  fortunate  enough  to  be  able  to  visit  the  Champagne 
strict  some  days  before  hostilities  commenced.  While  in  the 
strict  I  inspected  nearly  all  the  large  cellars.  It  was  generally 
:pected  that  there  would  be  a  great  vintage,  notwithstanding  the 
ct  that  there  were  more  than  twenty  days  of  rain  in  the  month 
of  July.  But  the  marching  of  troops  through  the  district  and  the 
warlike  operations  that  have  been  carried  on  have  altered  the  pros- 
pects. It  is  more  than  likely  that  no  grapes  will  be  picked  this  year. 
"In  London  there  has  been  great  inquiry  for  California  wines 
i  of  the  Rhine  type.  The  English  will  not  purchase  any  wine  from 
(  K'rmany  and  for  that  reason  are  particularly  anxious  to  cultivate 
ai  (|uaintance  with  California  wines  that  will  satisfactorily  displace 
tlie  Rhine  product.  A  great  trade  may  be  built  up  in  England  by 
C  alifornia  wine  men  who  produce  Rhine  types.  As  this  trade  will 
be  permanent  it  should  be  eagerly  sought. 

"Xew  York  inquiry  for  California   Champagne  is  very  strong. 
I   am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  I   found  our  company's   Cresta 
1   Blanca  Champagne  listed  in  all  the  leading  hotels  in   New  York. 
It  has  the  New  York  field  practically  entirely  to  itself. 

"Outlook  for  the  wine  trade  is  very  bright,  if  the  legislation  at 
Washington  is  left  out  of  consideration.  There  should  be  a  con- 
tinual increase  in  exportations.  This  is  a  most  opportune  time  for 
Californians  to  develop  the  trade." 

Air.  Wetmore  is  enjoying  the  best  of  health  and  expresses  satis- 
faction with  his  trip,  although  it  entailed  some  personal  inconven- 
ience and  discomfort.  His  family  enjoyed  the  tour  immensely  but 
■  for  some  experiences  during  the  French  mobilization,  when  they 
witnessed  many  touching  scenes  of  partings.  Taken  all  in  all,  it 
was  an  exciting  three  months'  sojourn  abroad  and  will  be  remem- 
bered for  a  long  time. 


CHESTERTON    ON    PROHIBITION. 


The  English  capitalist,  G.  K.  Chesterton,  who  some  time  ago 
demonstrated  that  the  basis  of  prohibition  is  stinginess,  in  an 
article  in  the  "British  Review"  says: 

I  am  glad  to  see  that  protests  are  beginning  to  rise  against 
those  crazy  exaggerations  of  the  philanthropists,  who  are  always 
wanting  us  to  sacrifice  the  natural  to  the  unnatural,  and  the  cer- 
tain to  the  possible.  Our  .social  reformers  have  a  wonderful  way 
of  manufacturing  fifty  fresh  vices  in  the  pretense  of  suppressing 
one. 

For  instance,  there  is  the  maze  of  immorality  that  spreads 
whenever  a  state  attempts  the  ridiculous  experiment  called  Total 
Prohibition.  I  was  told  by  a  friend  who  had  traveled  in  what 
the  Americans  called  ''a  dry  state,"  that  his  innocent  request  for 
a  glass  of  whiskey  in  an  liotel  had  been  answered  by  radiant 
and  animated  directions  as  to  where  he  would  find  "the  hat  room." 
His  first  feeling  was  that  the  hat  room  was  the  headquarters  of 
the  Mad  Hatter,  who  evidently  ran  the  hotel.  His  second  was 
a  dim  speculation  as  to  how  whiskey  tasted  when  drunk  out  of 
a  hat.  At  last  it  occurred  to  him  that  "hat  room"  was  Amer- 
ican for  what  we  comuionly  call  "cloak  room,"  but  even  then  he 
could  not  imagine  what  it  had  to  do  with  whiskey. 

He  soon  found  out;  for  everything  was  quite  ready  and  the 
custom  was  clearly  in  full  swing.  In  the  cloak  room  were  stored 
a  number  of  strapped  trunks  and  suit  cases  labelled  in  the  names 
of  various  fictitious  American  citizens  and  crammed  with  bot- 
tles of  beer,  wine  or  spirits.  From  these  he  was  handsomely 
regaled. 

See  what  a  number  of  new  sins  the  "dry  State"  succeeds  in  cre- 
ating in  the  course  of  failing  to  cure  that  of  drunkenness.  The  man 
going  to  the  hat  room  has  all  the  drunkenness  he  wants, 


Rev.  George  Lloyd,  Episcopalian,  representative  from  the  Sec- 
ond District  of  St.  Louis  in  the  lower  house  of  the  Legislature, 
who  introduced  the  home  rule  bill  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature, has  written  a  letter  to  the  Anti-Saloon  League  in  St.  Louis 
expressing  his  views  in  opposition  to  prohibition  of  the  liquor 
traffic. 

He  is  a  candidate  for  Congress  from  the  Tenth  District. 

The  letter  follows : 
"The  Missouri  Anti-Saloon  League,  St.  Louis,  Mo. — Gentlemen  : 
I  have  your  letter  of  several  days  ago  and  would  have  answered 
it  sooner  save  for  the  pressure  and  strenuousness  of  the  campaign. 

"In  making  answer  let  me  say  that  I  am  opposed  to  prohibition, 
as  I  have  been  all  my  life.  In  my  judgment  such  a  law  would  be 
not  merely  unfortunate,  but  a  disaster  to  the  nation.  And  I'll  give 
you  my  reasons : 

"1.  Prohibition  would  be  equivalent  to  confiscation  of  all  the 
property  used  in  the  breweries  and  distilleries  of  the  country,  while 
the  Government  was  partner  in  the  business.  This  would  be  noth- 
ing short  of  the  government  'double-crossing'  itself  with  a  ven- 
geance. 

"2.  Prohibition  would  bring  instant  ruin  to  tens  of  thousands 
of  families  which  are  dependent  on  the  business  for  their  mainte- 
nance.    I  could  never  be  a  party  to  that  sort  of  thing. 

3.  "It  strikes  athwart  the  rights  of  the  citizen  as  conferred  by 
the  Constitution,  .\mong  our  'inalienable'  (and  please  mark  this 
word — that  which  can  not  be  surrendered  or  taken  from  us)  rights 
are  those  of  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  Liberty  is  free- 
dom from  bonds,  and  means  in  this  case  that  one  citizen  is  not 
bound  by  the  idea  of  another  citizen,  so  long  as  he  does  not  infringe 
the  other's  rights.     If  he  were  so  bound  he  would  not  be  free. 

4.  "Prohibition  is  impossible.  You  can  not  repress  a  racial  hab- 
it. Ever  since  the  ark  rested  on  Ararat  men  have  drunk  intoxicating 
drinks — some  of  them  to  excess,  unfortunately.  But  some  prohi- 
bitionists talk  to  excess.  The  thing  to  do  would  be  to  train  the 
owner  of  the  habit.  .  To  repress  the  habit  itself  would  be  to  fire 
the  passions  of  one-half  of  the  population  of  the  country,  and  there 
would  ensue  an  angry  resentment,  followed  by  revolt  and  revolu- 
tion. This  would  be,  in  the  words  of  a  greater  man  than  Lincoln 
himself,  'a  house  divided  against  itself.'  A  government  is  like  a 
house — it  could  not  'stand'  so  divided. 

"5.  No  nation  ever  has  had  prohibition  in  the  history  of  the 
world. 

"It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  say  that  I  have  never  received 
any  kind  of  compensation  in  any  form,  for  my  views  on  the  ques- 
tion.   With  much  esteem,  believe  me  to  remain,  very  heartily  yours,

CHARLES  MEINECKE  &  COMPANY'S  REPORT. 


Trade  during  the  past  month  has  been  very  satisfactory,  accord- 
ing to  Charles  Meinecke  &  Company.  Movements  of  White  Horse 
-Scotch  Whiskey  have  been  in  large  volume.  There  has  been  active 
demand  for  Brood's  Old  Tom  Gin.  Stocks  of  Piper  Heidseck  Cham- 
pagne are  very  light  in  consequence  of  the  war.  Nearly  all  foreign 
goods  are  being  received  from  New  York  City  overland.  It  is 
probable  that  little  Scotch  whiskey  will  be  brought  by  water  until 
the  Danish  ship  "Malakka"  arrives  from  Copenhagen  via  Scotland 
in  about  two  months.  The  "Malakka"  will  be  followed  bji  the 
"Tongking,"  also  from  Copenhagen  via  Scotland  and  Genoa.  Sales 
of  R.  B.  Hayden  Whiskey  have  been  on  an  enlarged  scale.  Alto- 
gether the  business  done  in  September,  1914,  has  been  much  larger 
than  in  September,  1913. 


BRISBANE  ON  PROHIBITION. 


"The  Prohibitionists,  supported  by  hypocrisy  in  office,  might 
do  the  greatest  possible  harm  in  the  country,  bringing  the  law  into 
contempt,  organizing  the  illicit  sale  of  liquor  on  a  gigantic  scale 
and  destroying  the  brewing  industry  which  has  done  more  for  tem- 
perance than  all  the  Prohibitionists  that  ever  lived  or  ever  will  live. 

"Sooner  or  later,  men  have  got  to  learn  to  control  themselves.

Even  the  continued  sale  of  all  alcoholic  drinks,  on  the  present  pro- 
miscuous and  harmful  basis,  would  be  infinitely  preferable  to  the 
law-breaking  hypocrisy  and  public  discontent  that  would  follow 
any  misguided  national  prohibition  law." 
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NEWS  FROM  THE  LARIAT  COUNTRY. 


Nevada.— Mr.  I'eter  Jensen  has  purchased  the  Washoe  Saloon 
in  Reno  from  Mr.  H.  Clausen.  This  saloon  was  under  the  owner- 
ship of  Mr.  Clausen  for  twenty-three  years.  Around  it  the  city  of 
Reno  grew  up  from  a  dormant  little  village  to  a  State  metropolis. 

At  Fairview,  near  Reno,  the  Fairview  Hotel,  which  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire  in  August,  is  being  rebuilt.  Several  saloons  are 
also  being  erected  in  the  town.  The  Mohawk  Saloon  and  Sixty-Six 
Saloon  are  to  be  rebuilt. 

At  National,  near  XNinnemucca,  a  first-class  saloon  has  been 
opened  by  Messrs.  M.  York  and  W.  J.  Lavey. 

The  Fashion  Saloon  at  Winnemucca  has  been  completely  re- 
modeled and  is  under  the  management  of  S.  F.  Flynn. 

Mr.  J.  Brad  Curtiss  has  sold  the  Lincoln  Hotel  and  Bar  at  Las 
Vegas  to  the  Maier  Brewing  Company  of  Los  Angeles. 

Arizona.^ — Eugene  W.  Chafin,  prohibition  candidate  for  United 
States  Senator,  has  hurt  the  prohibition  movement  in  Arizona  by 
classing  John  B.  Wright  and  Alfred  S.  Donau  of  the  Arizona  Self- 
Government  League  as  boot-leggers,  thugs  and  bums.  Chafin  is 
proving  a  winner  for  the  wets. 

Pursued  by  the  same  elusive  echo  that  has  proven  such  a  handi- 
cap to  speakers  in  the  plaza  at  Tucson,  Chafin  proceeded  to  ex- 
coriate the  liquor  interests,  calling  a  challenge  to  members  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Arizona  Self-Government  League,  and 
anyone   else    who   opposed    his    sentiments,    and    saying    that    the 


passage  of  the  prohibition  amendment  would  (U)uble  the  pf)]Hilation 
of  this  State  in  five  years. 

"California  will  go  dry  by  a  majority  of  more  than  100,000."  he 
said,  "and  if  Arizona's  amendment  does  not  pass,  our  State  will 
be  the  refuge  for  every  California  thug  and  bum." 

In  his  speech  Chafin  asserted  that  more  pupils  come  out  of  the 
L'niversity  of  Arizona-  drunkards  than  came  out  with  diplomas. 
The  speech  of  Chafin  was  followed  by  the  singing  of  a  solo  by  Miss 
Cunningham,  and  a  talk  in  favor  of  the  prohibition  amendment  by 
Mrs.  Rammage. 

Some  diversion  from  the  main  issue  of  the  prohibition  campaign 
has  been  created  in  Phoenix,  which  is  headquarters  for  the  "dry" 
State  campaign,  by  friction  among  the  "dry"  leaders  and  a  clash 
between  the  "drys"  and  the  labor  unions  over  the  observance  of 
Labor  Day. 

The  Chafin  faction,  led  by  a  Mr.  Hall,  a  former  W'isconsin 
preacher,  tried  to  make  an  arrangement  with  the  Phoenix  labor 
unions  whereby  the  prohibitionists  were  to  take  part  in  the  Labor 
Day  parade  and  programme.  The  offer  of  the  "drys"  to  take  part 
was  not  looked  u]K3n  with  favor  by  the  unions  and  it  was  rejected. 
Hall  then  announced  that  Labor  Day  belonged  to  the  Prohibition- 
ists as  much  as  the  unions  and  he  threatened  to  hold  a  celebration 
of  his  own.  The  unions,  undismayed  by  the  promise  of  a  counter 
demonstration,  proceeded  with  their  plans  and  held  a  big  cele- 
bration. 

Friction  among  the  "dry"  leaders  is  said  to  be  due  largely 
jealousy,  the  advocates  of  Eugene  W.  Chafin,  prohibition  candidal 
for  Senator,  resenting  the  activity  and  claims  to  leadership  ma/ 
by  G.  F.  Rinehart  of  the  "Temperance  Federation."  Thus  far  op^ 
hostilities  have  been  averted,  but  the  "Temperance  Federatio^ 
has  not  as  yet  endorsed  Chafin's  candidacy. 

It  is  learned  that  the   ['"Iving  Squadron  of  America,  an  aggr 
gation   of   prohibition   speaking  and   singing   talent   which   was 
Arizona  for  several  days  en  route  to  California  in  October,  named 
a  price  of  $1,400  for  their  services  for  three  days  in   Phoenix 
help  the  "dry"  cause.     As  there   were  only  eight  persons   in  tJ 
Squadron  the  "drys"  thought  this  a  heavy  charge  and  declared  th| 
thev  could  not  raise  the  amount.

'•Organized  labor  is  opposed  to  prohibition  for  the  same  reason 
that  it  opposes  all  puritanical  or  blue  laws,  which  attempt  to  legis- 
late men  into  being  good — it  can't  be  done,"  declares  Paul  Schar- 
renberg,  secretary-treasurer  of  the  California  State  Federation  of 

Labor. 

"I  don't  take  much  stock  in  all  this  talk  about  elevatmg  and 
improving  the  condition  of  the  workers  through  the  enactment  of 
blue  laws.  The  fact  is  that  the  trade  union  movement,  through 
organization,  has  done  more  to  improve  the  morals  of  the  men  who 
toil  with  their  hands  than  all  the  puritanical  laws  that  ever  have 
been,  or  ever  will  be,  enacted. 

"There  is  no  more  sober  or  industrious  class  of  men  in  the  world 
today  than  trade  unionists.  Take,  for  instance,  the  union  brewery 
workers.  They!  are  a  fine  body  of  men.  As  a  rule  they  are  men 
of  high  princip'le,  sober,  industrious,  rearing  their  families  in  com- 
fort. You  will  find  the  brewery  workers  ever  to  the  fore  in  support- 
ing every  measure  that  is  for  the  benefit  of  humanity  as  a  whole. 

"From  an  economic  viewpoint  the  passage  of  the  prohibition 
amendment  at  the  general  election  in  November  would  be  most 
disastrous.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  it  would  throw  a  great  army 
of  bread  winners  out  of  employment.  It  would  be  impossible  to 
provide  them  with  other  employment  for  a  considerable  length  of 
time,  at  least.  That  would  mean  great  suflfering  and  hardship  for 
the  thousands  of  women  and  children  of  the  men  forced  into  idle- 
ness.    These  are  facts  that  we  cannot  get  away  from. 

"These  are  the  principal  reasons  why  the  great  majority  of  the 
members  of  organized  labor  of  California  are  to  be  found  fighting 
against  the  proposed  prohibition  amendment." 

Under  the  caption  "Facts  and  Figures"  the  State  Building 
Trades  Council  of  California  has  presented  to  the  organized  workers 
of  the  State  the  following  data : 

"There  are  20,000  persons  directlyl  dependent  upon  the  brewing 
industry  of  this  State.  At  least  150,000  persons  are  directly  de- 
pendent upon  the  wine  industry  in  California  for  a  living.  In  the 
distribution  of  liquors  in  Cahfornia  approximately  112,000  persons 
are  employed.  The  enactment  of  a  prohibition  law  would  take 
away  the  means  of  livelihood  of  282,000  persons  in  California. 

"The  State  Building  Trades  Council  of  California  earnestly  le- 
quests  members  of  affiliated  unions  to  register,  work  and  vote 
against  the  prohibition  amendment." 

With  but  one  exception,  every  central  labor  in  the  State  of 
California  has  gone  on  record  as  opposed  to  the  prohibition  amend- 
ment. 

"Never  in  the  history  of  the  Waitresses'  Union  of  San  Francisco 
were  there  so  manyl  waitresses  unemployed  as  at  the  present  time," 
says  Laura  Molleda,  secretary  of  the  Waitresses'  Union.  "If  the 
prohibition  amendment  should  carry  it  will  mean  a  still  greater 
number  of  our  girls  thrown  on  the  street  without  employment. 
What  will  they  do?  Where  will  they  go?  What  is  to  become  of 
them?  They  must  earn  their  living  somehow.  That  is  the  prob- 
lem we  are  up  against,  and  in  fighting  the  prohibition  amendment 
we  are  fighting  for  our  bread  and  butter.  Many  of  the  best  houses 
where  girls  are  employed  handle  liquor.  Without  it  their  business 
would  be  greath^  curtailed.  That  would  mean  the  dismissal  of 
many  of  our  waitresses.    The  average  waitress  has  no  bank  account 
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to  fall  back  on  when  she  is  thrown  out  of  employment.  It  takes  all 
she  gets  to  keep  soul  and  body  together." 

"The  Prohibitionists,  themselves,  admit  that  many  thousands 
of  men  and  women  of  California  will  be  thrown  out  of  employnieiir 
if  the  prohibition  amendment  should  carry,"  says  L.  W;  Butler, 
secretary  of  the  Los  Angeles  Labor  Council.  "Our  prohibition 
friends,  however,  have  the  audacity  to  tell  us  that  we  will  all  he 
better  off,  but  they  don't  tell  us  how  this  is  to  be  brought  about. 

"With  every  line  of  production  and  distribution  already  over- 
crowded, in  what  business  will  these  displaced  workers  be  em- 
ployed? Is  labor  employed  from  philanthropic  motives?  Are  we, 
under  the  present  system,  producing  to  give  employment  to  workers 
regardless  of  whether  their  product  is  marketable?  The  statements 
of  our  prohibition  friends  are  an  insult  to  the  intelligence  of  the 
workers." 

The  above  expressed  opinions  of  L.  W.  Butler  have  received  the 
unanimous  approval  of  the  Los  Angeles  Labor  Council. 

"In  opposing  the  prohibition  amendment  the  trade  unionists  of 
this  State  are  actuated  by  principle,"  says  Selig  Schulberg,  a  promi- 
nent trade  unionist  of  this  city. 

"Suppose  the  Brewery  Workers'  Union  was  facing  a  general 
lockout,"  says  Schulberg,  "would  not  the  trade  unionists  oi  the 
State,  as  a  matter  of  principle,  rally  to  their  aid  and  support  them 
morally  and  financially?  Of  course  they  would.  Then  why  should 
the  organized  workers  do  anything  to  force  the  brewery  workers 
out  of  employment?  That  is  just  what  every(  trade  unionist  is 
doing  who  is  advocating  the  passage  of  the  prohibition  amend- 
ment." 

A  majority,  if  not  all,  members  of  the  following  unions  would 
be  thrown  out  of  employment  if  the  prohibition  amendment  should 
carry  at  the  general  election:  Brewery  Workers,  Beer  Bottlers, 
Brewery  Wagon  Drivers,  Bartenders,  Boxmakers,  Bottle  Blowers, 
Coopers.  Other  unions  that  would  be  indirectly,  but  seriously 
affected,  are:  Waiters,  Waitresses,  Teamsters,  Longshoremen, 
Cooks,  Cooks'  Helpers,  Musicians,  Freight  Handlers,  and  many 
other  organizations. 

A  prominent  business  man  of  San  Francisco,  who  is  identified 
with  the  liquor  business,  has  for  y(ears  been  one  of  the  best  friends 
of  organized  labor  in  this  city.  His  time  and  his  money  has  ever 
been  at  the  disposal  of  the  trade  unionists.  Time  and  again  he  ha-^ 
advanced  large  sums  of  money  to  assist  organizations  involved  in 
industrial  disputes.  He  has  frequently  advanced  money  with  wliic!.; 
to  pay  strike  benefits  to  union  men.  Many  times  has  he  producedj 
the  cash  with  which  to  bail  union  men  out  of  jail,  where  they  \r<u\ 
been  placed  through  the  activities  of  the  enemies  of  organized  lali 
A  vote  for  prohibition  is  a  vote  against  this  friend  of  labor.  SamJ 
Gompers,  president  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor,  says 
organized  labor  throughout  the  countrjl:  "Remember  your  frieuc 

The  brewery  workers  of  California  are  100  per  cent  organiz 
according  to  official  records  of  the  Brewery  Workers'  Internatiol 
Union.     This  means  that  the  employing  brewers  of  California,! 
a  class,  recognize  the  right  of  the  workers  to  organize  and  are  t| 
to  the  Brewery  Workers'  Union.     Unfortunately,  the  same  is 
true  of  many  employers  who  are  advocating  the   passage  ot 
prohibition  amendment  as  a  "means  of  elevating  the  workers."!

SAN  FRANCISCO  NOTES. 


New  Record  Canal  Trip. — The  steamer  "Santa  Clara"  of  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  Steamship  Company  (W.  R.  Grace  &  Com- 
pany") arrived  in  San  Francisco  on  the  22nd  of  September  from 
New  York  by  way  of  Panama.  The  steamer  established  a  new 
record  through  the  canal  by  steaming  through  the  waterway  at 
an  average  rate  of  thirteen  knots  for  the  entire  trip. 

"Chronicle"  on  the  War  Tax. — The  "Chronicle"  publishes  the 
following  editorial  on  the  wine  tax : 

"California  evidently  has  no  friends  in  the  House  Ways  and 
Means  Committee,  for  that  body  insists  in  its  prohibitory  tax  on 
the  light  wines  which  constitute  so  important  a  part  of  the  food 
supply  of  large  elements  of  our  population. 

"And  not  only  that,  the  vindictive  Senator  Pomerene  comes 
again  to  the  support  of  the  Ohio  makers  of  fake  wine  by  reviving 
his  proposition  to  put  a  prohibitory  tax  on  the  brandy  used  in  the 
fortification  of  our  pure  sweet  wines. 

"The  effect  of  the  proposed  tax  on  brandy  used  in  fortification 
will  be  to  cause  the  manufacturers  of  patent  medicines  to  secure 
their  alcohol  from  cheaper  sources  than  pure  sweet  wine.  It  will 
put  our  sweet  wine  makers  out  of  business  without  in  the  least 
reducing  the  quantity  of  alcohol  used  in  patent  medicines. 

"Nobody  would  object  to  a  tax  on  sweet  wines  used  as  a  be.-- 
erage,  as  it  would  not  amount  to  anything,  since  the  quantity  thus 
used  is  negligible. 

"This  action  of  Senator  Pomerene  is  purely  vindictive,  the  sole 
object  being  to  prevent  the  production  of  California  pure  wines  be- 
cause the  pure  food  authorities  will  not  permit  the  faked  stufT  pro- 
duced in  Ohio  to  be  sold  as  w^ine.  No  more  monumental  example  of 
downright  cussedness  has  ever  been  seen  in  this  country.  The  tax  on 
such  brandy  would  bring  no  revenue,  for  pure  sweet  wines  could 
not  pay  the  tax. 

"It  may  be  tliat  the  cheap  fake  wines  of  Ohio  might  pay  the  ta.x 
and  still  find  a  market,  for  they  cost  almost  nothing  except  for  the 
fortifying  alcohol. 

",As  both  houses  of  Congress  have  once  refused  to  impose  this 
brandy  tax  they  are  not  likely  to  reverse  their  action,  but  the 
Ways  and  Means  Committee  will  recommend  to  the  House  the 
12-cent  tax  on  light  wines,  and  the  fight  for  the  preservation  of 
our  wine  industry  and  the  table  habits  of  our  foreign  workers  must 
be  made  in  the  Senate." 


When  is  Merchandise  not  Merchandise? — San  Francisco  police 
authorities  have  been  following  a  peculiar  ruling  in  relation  to 
the  trade  customs  existing  among  dealers  in  liquors  and  cigars. 
At  a  certain  prominent  establishment  on  Market  street  the  saloon 
and  cigar  stand  in  front  of  it  are  operated  under  the  same  proprie- 
torship and  all  the  persons  employed  are  under  the  same  man- 
agement. It  was  the  custom  some  time  ago  to  make  the  checks 
and  vales  issued  from  the  cigar  stand  worth  their  face  value  in 
exchange  for  drinks  in  the  saloon.  The  police  have  made  a  rul- 
ing that  this  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  regulations.  Under 
this  ruling  a  customer  who  receives  a  vale  or  coupon  from  the 
cigar  stand  can  not  exchange  it  in  the  saloon  for  a  drink.  .\s 
far  as  they  have  been  able  to  explain  themselves,  the  police  au- 
thorities base  their  action  on  the  ground  that  liquor  is  not  mer- 
chandise. A  customer,  according  to  the  police,  is  not  entitled  to 
liquor  in  return  for  the  vale  which  gives  him  credit  for  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  merchandise.  It  is  very  difficult  to  follow  the  line 
of  reasoning  which  has  led  the  police  to  their  action.  The  right 
of  barter  is  generally  recognized  all  over  the  world.  All  persons 
have  the  right  to  exchange  one  commodity  for  another.  In  the 
case  of  vales  actual  currency  is  involved  which  makes  the  trans- 
action not  one  merely  of  barter  but  of  genuine  mercantile  ex- 
change. It  looks  as  though  the  ruling  of  the  police  is  like  that  of 
the  tinhorn  gambler  who  declares  that  a  full-house  is  not  a  full- 
house  unless  he  himself  holds  it.  Can  we  expect  a  police  regula- 
tion setting  forth  reasons  why  merchandise  is  not  merchandise 
and  why? 


ARIZONA  NOTES 


The    Pharmaceutical    .Association     of    .\rizona    is    up    in    arms 
against  the  State-wide  prohibition  amendment. 

That  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  State-wide  prohibition 
amendment  will  mean  the  annihilation  of  the  drug  business  in 
Arizona  and  endanger  the  health  of  the  citizens  was  the  consensus 
of  opinion  among  members  of  the  association.  A  vigorous  cam- 
paign against  the  measure  has  been  decided  on.  Papers  by  Presi- 
dent J.  H.  Barnett  of  Mesa  and  Harry  Brisley  of  Prescott  ha^ 
denounced  the  amendment  in  no  uncertain  terms. 

Because  railroad  officials  recently  discovered  that  the  townl 
Parker  is  within  the  boundaries  of  the  old  Colorado  Indian  rese 
vation,  the  inhabitants   thereof  are  unable   to  import   malt   licptor 
with  which  to  quench  their  thirst.     Parker  is  only  one  of  the  town^ 
recently  built  u])  which  finds  itself  in   this  ])re(licament  and  eacl 
and   all   of  them   are   temporarily   subsisting  on   their   local    watei* 
supplies. 

Whether  these  towns  will  be  able  to  import  such  pleasant 
erages  as  beer,  champagne  or  Rhine  wine  depends  on  the  outco 
of  an  action  filed  in  the  Su])erior  Court  of  this  county  by  .Xttord

SAN  FRANCISCO 
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LAW  AND  ORDER  SOCIETY  AGAINST  UNJUST 
TAXATION. 


A  protest  against  the  Government  placing  a  further  tax  on  the 
liquor  business  is  contained  in  an  open  letter  which  D.  Clarence 
Gibboncy,  as  president  of  the  Law  and  Order  Society,  addressed 
to  President  Wilson.  Mr.  Gibboney  refers  to  the  reports  that  the 
Administration  is  contemplating  an  increase  in  the  taxes  on  liquors 
to  make  up  the  deficit  in  revenue  caused  by  the  falling  oflf  in  im- 
ports on  account  of  the  European  war. 

Mr.  Gibboncy  writes: 

"If  recent  newspaper  statements  are  to  be  relied  upon,  it  is  in- 
tended that  a  large  part  of  that  deficit  shall  be  made  up  by  increas- 
ing, perhaps  doubling,  the  present  taxes  upon  alcoholic  liquors. 
I  Ijelieve  that  such  a  plan  would  be  neither  wise  nor  just,  and  that 
if  it  is  adopted  it  must  be  a  direct  and  deliberate  antagonism  to  a 
widespread  sentiment  in  the  United  States  against  the  Govern- 
ment, either  State  or  national,  becoming  any  more  deeply  involved 
in  its  profit-sharing  alliance  with  the  liquor  business. 

"The  effort  to  exact  what  specifically  has  been  mentioned  in 
one  instance  as  a  further  $70,000,000  in  added  taxes  upon  the  liquor 
business  would  be  nothing  less  in  its  ultimate  effect  than  an 
attempt  to  procure,  by  the  most  deplorable  form  of  class  legisla- 
tion, exorbitant  revenues  from  the  pockets  of  the  consumers  of 
beverages  alcoholic. 

"If  the  liquor  traffic  already  is  carrying  all  the  burden  that  it 
can  bear  to  return  two  profits — that  exacted  by  the  State  and  Na- 
tional Governments,  and  that  which  a  man  reasonably  may  expect 
who  has  engaged  in  a  legalized  business — then  any  increase  in  that 
burden  must  make  it  necessary  for  liquor  men  to  make  more  money 
out  of  their  business,  and  such  an  act  upon  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment could  not  be  construed  as  other  than  a  very  obvious  sugges- 
tion to  the  liquor  men  to  widen  the  scope  of  their  business.  In 
other  words,  an  attempt  by  the  Government,  for  any  cause,  to 
increase  the  already  large  share  of  profits  which  it  deliberately 
takes  from  the  liquor  business,  must  become  an  incentive  to  the 
liquor  men  to  sell  more  and  more  of  their  commodity  and,  if  nec- 
essary to  do  that  and  thus  maintain  their  means  of  livelihood,  evade 
some  of  the  restrictive  laws  which  have  been  placed  upon  them. 

"It  is  of  this  phase  of  the  problem  which  I  ask  your  distin- 
guished consideration  before  any  action  is  taken  upon  the  revenue 
plans  which  are  said  now  to  be  under  consideration. 

"It  seems  to  me  that  such  action  surpasses  a  paradox  and  be- 
comes a  deliberate  and  shameful  hypocrisy." 


— The  town  of  Firebaugh  in 
I'Yesno  County  has  decided  to  incorporate  so  as  to  get  away  from 
the  dreariness  of  dryness.  The  vote  stood  57  for  wetness  and  6 
for  dryness.

Sacramento,  September  27,  1914. 

The  Prohibition  party  held  its  platform  convention  in  the  Capi- 
tol building  on  the  13th  of  September.  As  a  main  plank  of  the 
platform  the  delegates  insist  that  only  Prohibitionists  be  employed 
to  enforce  the  State-wide  prohibition  amendment  in  case  it  is 
adopted.  It  is  not  suggested  that  this  is  part  of  the  spoils  in  case 
of  victor}',  but  at  the  same  time  there  is  no  suggestion  that  the 
Prohibitionists  who  would  secure  ofifices  should  first  of  all  pass 
a  civil  service  examination.     The  plank  reads : 

"We  believe  that  only  such  parties  as  are  openly  pledged  to. 
support  the  prohibition  amendment  can  be  trusted  with  its  enforce- 
ment when  adopted." 

This  means  that  there  are  no  honest  people  outside  of  the  Pro- 
hibition party. 

Another  plank  in  the  platform  declares  that  it  is  costing  the 
State  Government  more  than  $29,000,000  a  year  to  prosecute  cases 
growing  from  the  liquor  industry. 

The  figures  are  $28,000,000  more  than  Attorney-General  Webb 
will  vouch  for,  but  this  does  not  matter,  since,  as  the  Attorney- 
General  does  not  belong  to  the  Prohibition  party,  he  cannot  be  an 
honest  man  and,  therefore,  his  word  cannot  go. 

The  last  plank  in  the  startling  platform  reads : 

"We  reiterate  our  past  declarations  upon  other  moral  and  eco- 
nomic questions  and  'point  with  pride'  to  our  former  platforms. 
We  first  promulgated  all  the  progressive  principles  now  approved 
by  the  people,  including  equal  suffrage,  election  of  United  States 
Senators  by  direct  vote,  abatement  of  the  white  slave  traffic,  rural 
free  delivery,  parcel  post,  postal  savings  banks,  tariff  commission, 
conservation  of  natural  resources,  and  the  abolition  of  the  fee  sys- 
tem. The  clear  thinking,  moral  courage  and  ability  of  our  party  will 
enable  us,  when  placed  in  power  in  State  and  Nation,  to  solve  the 
problems  now  awaiting  solution." 

Probably!  owing  to  lack  of  space  the  convention  omitted  mention 
of  the  "fact"  that  the  Prohibitionists  started  the  revolution  which 
made  a  republic  of  China  and  authorized  the  movement  which  drove 
Huerta  out  of  Mexico.  But  these  small  matters  should  have  been 
referred  to. 

Mr.  R.  Pearson  Hobson  will  speak  in  Woodland,  October  17, 
in  favor  of  drying  up  the  United  .States  as  a  nation. 

Willows  took  a  straw  vote  on  the  State-wide  prohibition  move- 
ment on  the  28th  of  Septemebr.  The  churches  had  control.  The 
balloting  was  secret.  Returns  will  not  be  made  known  unless  they 
are  dry. 

The  convention  of  the  Northern  California  Hotel  Association 
was  held  at  Stockton  September  19.  The  convention  opened  with 
a  dinner  in  the  White  Room  of  the  Hotel  Stockton,  with  A.  J. 
Wagner  as  host.  A  business  meeting  followed  during  which  time 
the  ladies  visiting  there  were  entertained  by  Mrs.  A.  I.  Wagner 
and  Kenneth  Nicol  on  the  roof  garden. 


A  strong  resolution  was  adopted  against  the  passing  of  the  red- 
light  abatement  bill.  The  fifty^  delegates  showed  that  they  realized 
that  the  abolition  of  the  red-light  districts  would  add  to  the  dif- 
ficulties of  hotel  men  to  keep  their  establishments  respectable. 
They  were  unanimous  in  declaring  themselves  hostile  to  any  move- 
ment which  would  enable  women  of  cjuestionable  character  to 
invade  the  hotels  without  hindrance.  A  committee  was  appointed 
to  prepare  literature  showing  how  the  red-light  abatement  bill  puts 
hostelries  in  a  dangerous  position,  where  they  can  be  persecuted 
almost  continuously  by  persons  having  a  grudge  against  them. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  association  will  be  held  in  Oakland  on 
the  fourth  Tuesday  of  October. 

Half  the  crop  of  Tokay  grapes  was  moved  out  of  the  Lodi 
district  by  the  15th  of  September,  a  date  unprecedented  in  this 
district.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  season  was  nearly  two 
weeks  earlier  than  usual  this  year. 

George  West  &  Son  are  paying  cash  for  grapes  to  all  growers 
with  whom  they  have  contracts. 

Since  the  15th  of  September  the  wineries  around  Lodi  have  been 
crushing  about  1,000  tons  of  grapes  daily. 

The  Lodi  "Sentinel"  says :  "They  are  at  it  again,  these  free- 
trading  Democrats. 

"This  time  they  propose  to  put  a  tax  of  20  cents  a  gallon  on 
wines. 

"Over  $100,000  from  this  section  alone  will  be  paid  to  the  go-<M 
ernment  in  the  shape  of  a  wine  tax.  ■ 

"It  is  up  to  all  organizations  in  the  State  to  protest,  but  they 
must  do  it  before  President  Wilson  affixes  his  signature  to  the  bi" 
All  will  be  lost  when  that's  done." 

The  Police  Commission  of  Sacramento  has  decided  that  no  mo 
saloons  will  be  bought  by  the  City  of  Sacramento  until  after  the 
November  election.  It  is  argued  that  if  the  State  should  vote  dry 
the  saloons  will  not  cost  the  city  a  cent.  Of  course,  the  $90,000 
raised  by  the  saloonkeepers  to  buy  out  saloons  for  the  city  will  be 
in  safe  hands. 

In  this  connection  the  Sacramento  "Bee"  wisely  comments : 

"Obviously,  if  the  present  ordinance  be  not  amended,  Sacra- 
mento will  have  to  pay  more  and  more  each  year  for  every  saloon 
closed,  until  the  cost  becomes  virtually  prohibitive.  And  what  is 
being  bought  is  the  worst  of  gold-bricks,  for  by  right  it  belong^ 
to  the  city  itself." 

The  busy  "Bee"  evidently  forgets  that  the  money  paid  to  cloi 
out  saloons  comes  from  the  saloonkeepers.     This  money  is  raisi 
directly  from  the  saloons  and  for  no  other  purpose  than  to  b 
saloons  and  shut  them  up.    It  is  not  the  City)  of  Sacramento  thi 
will  pay  more  and  more  each  year  for  every  saloon  closed  but  t' 
saloons  that  continue   to  operate.      Under  such   circumstances, 
there  are  any  gold-bricks  being  passed  they  are  being  passed 
to  the  saloonkeepers.

Taylor,  Jr.'s  fine  Hereford  prize  cattle,  on  his  broad  acres  of  blue 
grass,  and  then  to  one  of  the  most  elaborate  industrial  pictures 
ever  shown  on  a  moving  picture  screen — the  Old  Taylor  Distil- 
lery and  the  entire  plant,  with  its  stone  castle  distillery,  its  gigan- 
tic bonded  warehouses,  and  its  wonderful  spring  covered  by  a 
stone  peristyle  that  reminds  one  of  Paris  and  Rome.  Col.  E.  H. 
Taylor,  Jr.,  coming  down  to  the  front' gate  of  his  700-acre  home, 
"Thistleton,"  furnished  the  climax  of  applause. 

The  Waldorf-Astoria  pictures  which  now  follow  a  striking 
picture  of  the  Hotel  Imperial,  Broadway,  New  York,  in  the  ball 
room  of  which  the  Taylor  films  were  also  shown  to  the  New  York 
trade,  contained  the  additional  novelty  of  the  entertainment 
which  E.  H.  Taylor,  Jr.  &  Sons  gave  the  gaugers  on  the  roof  garden 
of  the  Waldorf.

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THE  TRADE. 
During  the  past  month  the  trade  of  the  brewers  of  California 
was  the  best  experienced  since  the  first  of  the  year.  Weather  con- 
ditions were  very  favorable.  Production  was  on  very  easy  hnes. 
According  to  indicatiohs  September  will  prove  to  be  the  banner 
month  of  the  year.  As  showing  the  difference  between  this  year 
and  1913  it  may  be  said  that  June  of  the  latter  year  was  the  month 
of  greatest  activity.  Real  good  weather  for  the  brewers  came 
three  months  later  this  year  than  last. 

ESTIMATE  OF  WORLD'S  HOP  CROP. 

Estimates  made  by  hop  dealers  in  Europe  and  New  York  place 
the  world's  hop  yield  this  year  at  1,169,020  bales.  The  crop,  accord- 
ing to  the  estimates,  is  divided  as  follows :  Germany,  306,425  bales ; 
Austria,  172,870  bales;  France,  49,750  bales;  Belgium,  42,900  bales; 
Russia,  46,750  bales;  England,  270,325  bales;  United  States,  260,000 
bales ;  other  countries  combined,  20,000  bales. 

Hop  men  believe  that  the  German  and  Belgium  crops  will  be 
utter  losses.  France,  it  is  thought,  will  harvest  about  half  its  crop 
while  Austria  is  doubtful.  It  is  conceded  that  England  will  harvest 
its  crop,  but  as  production  is  insufificient  for  that  country's  consump- 
tion, American  growers  are  expecting  big  prices  and  a  good  demand. 

Japan  has  been  importing  hops  from  Germany  and  in  view  of 
the  disturbed  condition  of  the  latter  country,  the  supply  of  this  year 
must  come  from  the  United  States. 

Of  the  entire  United  States  production,  California  will  produce 
100,000  bales,  Oregon,  which  was  credited  with  a  crop  of  150,000 
bales,  has  been  cut  to  110,000  bales  and  may  even  go  below  that 
figure. 

Sacramento  Basin  Hop  Prices. — A  contract  for  two  years  at 
14  cents  was  made  September  12  by  the  F.  V.  Flint  Company  with 
A.  A.  Merkeley  for  200  bales  of  Merkeley's  American  River  crop. 
Three  hundred  bales  were  contracted  for  earlier  in  the  season  at 
135^  cents  for  one  year.  This  at  that  time  was  the  top  price  paid 
for  hops.    A  sale  of  choice  Cosumnes  hops  is  reported  at  20  cents. 

Hop  men  of  Sacramento  estimate  that  the  output  of  California 
for  the  season  will  be  between  100,000  and  105,000  bales,  as  against 
129,000  for  last  season. 

Horst  Hop  Kilns  Destroyed  by  Fire. — During  the  past  month 
four  hop  kilns  of  the  E.  Clemens  Horst  Company  at  Wheatland 
were  destroped  by  fire,  the  losses  being  about  $15,000. 

CALIFORNIA  BARLEY  SITUATON. 

Practicaly  all  the  barley  is  now  in.  The  crop  this  year  is  not 
up  to  average,  and  the  yield  falls  short  of  expectations  in  some  in- 
stances as  much  as  50  per  cent. 

Northern  California  grain  is  moving  very  slowly,  according  to 
a  statement  by  Mr.  Howard  K.  Johnson,  local  agent  of  the  Sacra- 
mento Transportation  Company.  In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Johnson 
the  war  is  resulting  in  the  holding  back  of  shipments,  although 
the  low  price  offered  for  barley  is  also  having  some  effect  upon  the 
movement.  Reports  that  the  warehouse  at  Port  Costa  are  full,  and 
that  no  grain  is  being  loaded  there  may  have  served  to  lessen  North- 
ern California  shipments. 

The  steamer  "Anglo-Californian"  left  San  Francisco  for  London 
on  the  2d  of  September,  laden  with  barley.  On  the  5th  the  "Colia" 
left  with  a  cargo  of  barley.  A  number  of  tramp  steamers  from  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  are  on  their  way  via  Panama  to  carry  barley  from 
California  to  Europe. 

ANAHEIM  BREWERY  SOLD. 

The  brewery  of  the  Union  Brewing  Company  at  Anaheim, 
owned  and  operated  for  15  years  by  the  James  Investment  Com- 
pany of  Los  Angeles  and  Mr.  A.  Hessel,  was  purchased  on  the  5th 
of  September  by  a  syndicate  formed  of  capitalists  of  Northern  Cali- 
fornia. The  total  money  consideration  was  $144,000.  As  part  of 
the  exchange  the  sellers  secured  a  ranch  of  480  acres  near  Porters- 
ville.  The  new  owners  of  the  brewery  have  commenced  to  make 
extensive  improvements  on  the  plant  and  will  increase  the  capac- 
ity largely.  

TRUTHFUL  WILLIAM. 


STATEMENT  FROM  THE  UNITED  STATES  BREWERS' 
ASSOCIATION. 

Secretary  Hugh  M.  Fox,  of  the  United  States  Brewers'  Asso- 
ciation, has  issued  the  following  statement  in  reference  to  the  war 
tax: 

"The  Spanish  war  tax  was  $1.00  and  not  50  cents.  The  brew- 
ers paid  a  tax  of  $2.00  per  keg  on  beer,  instead  of  the  usual  tax  of 
$1.00. 

"Most  of  the  brewers  stood  fully  40  per  cent  of  this  additional 
tax  personally,  placing  the  remainder  on  the  trade,  and  in  every 
instance,  when  the  tax  was  removed,  the  price  of  beer  was  imme- 
diately reduced. 

"When  the  Spanish  war  tax  was  under  discussion  it  was  stated 
on  the  floor  of  the  House  of  Representatives  that  the  brewing  indus- 
try did  not  protest  against  the  increased  tax,  but  freely  offered 
to  aid  in  raising  the  amount. 

"It  is  nothing  new  for  the  brewers  to  be  called  upon  to  pay  a 
war  tax,  and  they  have  never  shirked  their  responsibility. 

"At  the  time  of  the  nation's  need,  when  380  millions  of  war  rev- 
enues were  collected,  the  brewing  industry  paid  over  one-tliird  of 
the  total  sum  required."

Estimates  made  by  hop  dealers  in  the  various  European  cou 
tries  and  reported  to  the  New  York  markets  place  the  world's  hop 
yield  this  year  at  1,200,000  bales. 

This  is  the  estimate  of  the  crop  under  normal  conditions,  but 
the  war  in  Europe  undoubtedly  will  have  the  effect  of  cutting 
down  the  yield  several  thousand  bales,  declare  local  hop  men. 

The  world's  hop  crop,  according  to  the  estimates,  is  divided  as 
follows:  Germany,  306,426  bales;  Austria,  172,870  bales;  France, 
49,750  bales;  Belgium,  42,000  bales;  Russia,  46,750  bales;  England, 
270,325  bales;  United  States,  300,000  bales;  other  countries  com- 
bined, 20,000  bales. 

Hop  men  believe  that  the  German  and  Belgium  crops  will  be 
utter  losses.  France,  it  is  thought,  will  harvest  about  half  its  crop, 
while  Austria  is  doubtful.  It  is  conceded  that  England  will  har- 
vest its  crop,  but  as  production  is  insufficient  for  that  country's 
consumption,  American  growers  are  expecting  big  prices  and  a 
good  demand. 

Japan,  too,   has  been   importing  hops   from   Germany   and 
view  of  the  disturbed  condition  of  the  latter  country  the  supp 
this  year  must  come  from  the  United  States. 

The  hop  crop  of  California  is  estimated  at  110,000  bales,  Oj 
gon  150,000  bales  and  Washington  60,000  bales;  total  for  t 
Coast  320,000  bales.  There  is  an  increased  acreage  in  Califort 
and  over  3,000  acres  increase  in  Oregon.  Had  the  weather  be 
favorable  the  yield  in  California  and  Oregon  would  be  not  1< 
than  280,000  bales.

So  as  not  to  reverse  himself  he  secured  ])owcr  frmi 
the  City  Council   to  employ  special  counsel,  and  he  himself   in 
structed  the  counsel  to  make  the  argument  he  did  not  dare  to  niaki 
himself.    Such  are  legal  scruples. 
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After  "learning  the  case"  in  a  newspaper  office  in  1844,  the  first 
most  emphatic  instruction  given  me'  was  to  "follow  copy  even 
t  went  out  of  the  window."  ^nd  a  nuinber  of  years  later,  when 
epting  a  position  with  the  American  Express  Company,  I  was 
pressed  with  the  first  paragraph  in  the  book  of  rules  governing 
ployees :  "Obey  instructions  regardless  of  your  own  opinion  as 
whether  you  consider  it  right  or  wrong." 

Both  of  these  exemplify  the  importance  of  obeying  all  laws 
cted  by  duly  elected  representatives  in  Congress,  which  are  ap- 
ved  by  the  President.

Half  a  century  ago  this  country  passed  through  a  "bloody 
sweat"  of  Civil  War,  in  which  I  was  an  humble  participant,  brought 
;0n  the  country  by  intemperate,  seditious  arguments  like  those  used 
by  the  present-day  Prohibition  party. 

Let  the  government  take  charge  of  the  entire  liquor  traffic.  If 
one  commercial  commodity  is  recognized  by  the  United  States  and 
'Specifically  listed  with  all  other  articles  admitted  as  imports  and 
enumerated  in  the  treaties  between  foreign  nations  and  the  United 
..States  can  be  called  a  crime,  how  much  greater  must  it  be  with 
those  who  grow  agricultural  and  horticultural  products  from  which 
alcohol  can  be  manufactured?

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A  MEDICAL  JOURNAL'S  VIEWS  OF  CLARET.  SPREE  EQUIVALENTS. 


"Lancet"  of  recent  issue  contains  an  article  on  claret.  From  it 
the  following  paragraphs  are  taken : 

Many  physicians  think  we  would  all  enjoy  better  health  if  we  followed 
the  example  of  the  French  and  drank  good  claret  with  our  meals.  Claret, 
they  say,  stimulates  the  appetite,  is  very  agreeable  to  the  palate  and  pro- 
motes digestion.  And  it  contains  such  a  small  percentage  of  alcohol  that 
it  may  almost  be  classed  among  the  temperance  beverages. 

"The  production  of  claret  is  perhaps  the  simplest  example  of  wine- 
making.  It  is  purely  fermented  grape  juice  with  nothing  added  and  noth- 
ing deducted.  When,  therefore,  a  wine  becomes  the  subject  of  a  prescrip- 
tion, it  would  appear  that  a  physician  is  on  safe  grounds  to  recommend 
claret  if  qualities  like  freedom  from  sugar  and  from  an  excess  of  alcohol 
and  acidity  are  characteristics  to  be  sought  for. 

When  a  stimulant  is  ordered  it  has  been  customary  for  some  time  past 
to  recommend  weak  whiskey  and  water  as  a  safe  beverage.  The  danger 
here,  however,  is  that  of  overstepping  the  alcoholic  allowance. 

"The  simplicity  of  genuine  claret  is  accountable  for  its  well-known 
sensitiveness,  which,  perhaps,  has  brought  it  into  disfavor  in  some  quar- 
ters. Its  flavor  is  peculiarly  evanescent  and  delicate,  and  is  easily  spoiled 
by  careless  management.  But  the  fact  that  claret  will  not  keep  sound 
more  than  a  few  hours  after  opening  precludes  the  suggestion  of  preserva- 
tives, including  extraneous  alcohol,  being  added. 

"As  a  rule,  the  best  clarets  are  the  most  liable  to  become  unsound. 
The  coarse,  fortified  clarets  keep  longer  for  obvious  reasons.  Connois- 
seurs value  sound  claret  for  its  exquisite  flavor  and  delicacy  of  character. 

"Not  so  many  years  ago  the  fine  wines  of  the  Medoc,  including  all  the 
superior  classed  growths,  but  not  them  alone,  commanded  relatively  big 
prices,  but  nowadays  many  excellent  wines  can  be  purchased  showing  all 
the  pleasing  qualities  of  the  genuine  high-class  Medoc  wines  at  a  very 
reasonable  figure.  Excellent  genuine  wines,  especially  of  the  vintages 
1907  and  1909,  from  the  best  districts  of  Medoc  and  St.  Emilion,  and  em- 
bracing such  well-known  growths  as  the  Chateaux  Giscours,  Beychevelle, 
Leoville,  Cos  d'Estourel,  L'Evangille  and  others  are  not  at  all  high  priced. 
while  there  is  a  large  choice  of  wines  of  exceptional  quality  at  considerably 
\ower  prices. 

"It  is  very  doubtful,  whether  the  supply  of  sound  and  really  superior 
clarets  was  ever  so  good,  so  cheap  and  so  plentiful  as  it  is  now." 


People  who  have  entertained  alarm  that  the  progress  of  the 
Prohibition  movement  will  deprive  them  of  the  cup  that  cheers 
may  take  more  than  academic  interest  in  a  theory  that  is  attract- 
ively set  forth  by  the  editor  of  the  New  York  "Medical  Times." 
He  contends  that  there  are  certain  mental  experiences  that  arc 
virtually  "spree-equivalents."  He  describes  some  of  these,  using 
the  phraseology  which  prohibition  workers  have  made  familiar 
in  their  assaults  on  the  demon  rum.  He  talks  of  "sociological 
debauches"  and  "morbid  religious  intoxication"  and  declares  that 
the  victims  are  afifected  by  the  same  fundamental  factors  that  un- 
derlie certain  forms  of  alcoholism.  He  includes  among  the  peo- 
ple subject  to  the  attacks  of  psychic  unrest  the  most  active  tem- 
perance propagandists. 

But  the  eminent  medical  authority  does  not  confine  his  atten- 
tion to  the  temperance  propagandists.  He  attributes  queer  hap- 
penings in  church  policy  and  practice  to  the  activities  of  psychic 
debauches.  He  notes  '-the  curious  paroxysmal  addiction  of  cer- 
tain interesting  figures  in  contemporary  life  to  social  reform  of 
one  sort  or  another."  He  finds  the  derangement  especially  marked 
among  the  preachers  of  sex  reforms.  He  says  that  they  have  been 
"obsessed  by  the  determination  to  exhibit  all  the  indecencies  of 
sex  aberration."  It  is  possible  that  there  are  classes,  some  being 
merely  spasmodic  and  occasional  reformers,  while  others  ar 
habitual  psychic  drunkards.  Nor  does  he  recommend  and  insti 
tute  for  cure  of  the  habit.  This  omission  may  be  supplied 
some  enterprising  advertiser.

The  immortal  Washington,  reverad,  not  only  in  America,  but 
throughout  the  world  as  one  -of  the  greatest  men  of  his  generation 
ami  as  one  of  the  really  great-*men  of  all  history,  was  a  constant 
user  of  alcoholic  beverages  of  every  description. 

In  1757  he  was  a  candidate  for  election  to  the  House  of  Bur- 
gesses in  Virginia  and  though  it  was  unnecessary  to  make  a  report 
of  campaign  expenses  in  those  days  Washington  wrote  in  his  diary 
after  the  election  that  it  had  cost  him  "a  hogshead  of  wiiie  and  a 
barrel  of  punch,  thirty-five  gallons  of  wine  and  forty-three  gallons 
of  strong  beer  and  cider,  which  cost  him  thirty-nine  pounds  and 
six  shillings." 

If  George  were  living  and  a  candidate  today  and  should  render 
such  a  report  of  campaign  expenses  as  that,  can  you  imagine  the 
denunciations  that  would  be  heaped  upon  him  by  the  Anti-Saloon 
League? 

He  would  be  denounced  as  a  drunkard,  a  tool  of  the  liquor  inter- 
ests, attempting  to  debauch  the  electorate  and  unv.'i'-th}'  of  the 
su])port  of  any  good  citizen. 

And  George  never  reformed.  He  continued  to  use  and  manu- 
facture liquor  and  in  his  last  will  he  specifically  bequeaths  his 
distillery  and  stock  of  liquors. 

Washington's  successor  in  office,  John  Adams,  had  his  own 
lircwer}^  as  had  most  of  his  puritan  ancestors. 

Thomas  Jeflferson,  the  greatest  philosopher  that  ever  occupied 
the  presidential  chair,  oiTered  much  good  advice  to  his  countrymen, 
much  of  which  is  still  quoted,  but  he  never  advised  them  not  to 
use  alcoholic  liquors.  On  the  contrary,  he  advocated  and  promoted 
the  brewery  industry  and  sent  rum,  wine  and  whisky  to  the  Ameri- 
can soldiers  during  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  used  alcoholic 
li(|uors  during  his  entire  life  and  died  in  his  prime — aged  83. 

Presidents  Madison  and  Monroe  both  brewed  their  own  ale  and 
consumed  their  full  share. 

John  Quincy  Adams  followed  in  the  footsteps  of  his  illustrious 
father  not  onlj^  as  President  of  the  United  States,  but  as  a  regular 
consumer  of  New  England  beer,  though  his  table  in  the  White 
House  was  always  well  supplied  with  French  wines  with  which  he 
had  become  familiar  while  in  France. 

He  said:  "Forget  not,  I  pray  you,  the  rights  of  personal  free- 
dom. Self-government  is  the  foundation  of  all  our  political  and 
.  social  institutions.  Seek  not  to  enforce  upon  your  brother  by 
legislative  enactment  the  virtue  that  he  can  possess  only  by  the 
dictates  of  his  own  conscience  and  the  energy  of  his  will." 

Andrew  Jackson — "Old  Hickory" — was  democratic  enough  to 
-crve  his  guests  good  old  Tennessee  Mountain  Dew,  in  a  jug  with 
a  corn-cob  for  a  stopper. 

Andrew  Jackson  was  an  habitual  whisky  drinker. 

General  Grant  was  engaged  in  a  constant  war  against  an  almost 
overpowering  whisky  appetite,  but  his  achievements  were  greater 
than  those  of  any  total  abstainer  in  the  history  of  our  country. 

Rutherford  B.  Hayes  is  the  only  President  who  the  prohibition- 
ists might  claim,  and  after  reviewing  his  colorless  administration 
they)  are  welcome  to  him. 

James  A.  Garfield  was  a  regular  drinker  and  his  successor, 
Chester  A.  Arthur,  was  a  connoisseur  of  the  more  delicate  vintages 
of  the  grape.

Grover  Cleveland  preferred  the  commoner  drinks  of  beer  and 
whisky. 

Benjamin  Harrison  and  William  McKinley  were  very  moderate 
drinkers,  but  each  enjoyed  a  nip  of  whisky  and  their  tables  were 
always  well  supplied  with  wine. 

Theodore  Roosevelt  testified  in  his  celebrated  damage  case  that 
he  drank  only  on  prescription  from  his  physician,  but  he  always 
had  one  or  more  phyjsicians  on  the  job. 

.  Mr.  Taft  quit  drinking  about  eight  years  ago  in  an  effort  to 
reduce  his  weight,  but  never  advised  anyone  else  to  follow  his 
example. 

Woodrow  Wilson  is  not  a  regular  drinker  but  takes  a  drop  of 
Scotch  when  he  feels  like  it,  serves  wine  at  his  dinners  and  openly 
opposes  prohibition. 

How  will  the  Anti-Saloon  League  reconcile  this  series  of  facts 
with  their  oft-repeated  assertion  that  even  the  moderate  use  of 
alcoholic  liquors  is  demoralizing  and  injurious? 

Presidents  Van  Buren,  Harrison,  Tyler,  Polk,  Taylor,  Fillmore, 
Pierce  and  Buchanan  all  used  alcoholic  liquors.  During  their  ad- 
ministrations the  White  House  cellars  were  always  well  stocked 
with  imported  wines  and  American  beer  and  whisky,  and  none  of 
them  ever  uttered  a  sentence  that  can  be  construed  as  an  endorse- 
ment of  prohibition. 

Abraham  Lincoln  was  one  of  the  most  abstemious  of  our  Presi- 
dents, though  he  sold  whisky  as  a  young  man.  Lincoln  always 
advocated  temperance,  but  never  prohibition.     He  said: 

"Prohibition  will  work  great  injury  to  the  cause  of  temperance. 
It  is  a  species  of  intemperance  within  itself,  for  it  goes  beyond  the 
bounds  of  reason,  in  that  it  attempts  to  control  a  man's  appetite 
by  legislation,  and  in  making  crimes  out  of  things  that  are  not 
crimes.  A  prohibition  law  strikes  a  blow  at  the  very  principles 
on  which  our  government  was  founded.  I  have  always  been  found 
laboring  to  protect  the  weaker  classes  from  the  stronger,  and  I 
never  can  give  my  consent  to  such  a  law  as  you  propose  to  enact. 
Until  my  tongue  shall  be  silenced  in  death  I  will  continue  to  fight 
for  the  rights  of  man."

Wholesale  Liquor  Dealers. 

Washington,  D.  C,  August  15,  1914. 
To  collectors  of  internal  revenue  and  others  concerned: 

Subsection  4  of  section  3244.  Revised  Statutes,  provides: 

•'But  no  distiller  who  has  given  the  required  bond  and  who 
sells  only  distilled  spirits  of  his  own  production  at  the  place  of 
manufacture,  or  at  the  place  of  storage  in  bond,  in  the  original 
packages,  to  which  the  tax-paid  stamps  are  affixed,  shall  be  required 
to  pay  the  special  tax  of  wholesale  liquor  dealer  on  account  of  such 
sales." 

The  manifest  purpose  of  this  provision  is  to  enable  distillers  to 
sell  their  own  production  at  any  time  within  the  bonded  period 
without  incurring  further  burdens. 

The  distiller  gives  the  required  bond  when  he  produces  the 
spirits  and  also  gives  the  required  warehousing  bond  when  said 
spirits  are  placed  in  the  warehouse  where  the  same  is  held  in  the 
joint  custodj^  of  the  distiller  and  the  government.  No  additional 
security  is  obtained  by  requiring  a  distiller's  bond  to  be  given  after 
the  distiller  has  ceased  active  operations  as  a  distiller  and  is  there- 
fore unnecessary. 

Collectors  will  not  require  annual  bonds  of  distillers  who  do  not 
continue  in  the  business  of  distilling  nor  will  such  distillers  incur 
special  tax  as  wholesale  liquor  dealers  by  reason  of  sales  of  spirits 
of  their  own  production  at  the  place  of  storage  in  bond  after  the 
distiller  has  ceased  active  operations  as  a  distiller. 

All  instructions  in  conflict  herewith  are  revoked.

In  reply,  you  are  advised  that  as  the  application  of  the  owner 
and  the  distiller  of  spirits  on  Form  206  for  the  regauge  and  with- 
drawal of  such  spirits  for  export  answers  every  requirement  of  law 
and  the  regulations  of  this  department.

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The  Evolution  of  the  Cider  Industry 


INDUSTRIES  which  live  and  continue  through  many  genera- 
tions to  be  useful  to  man  must  pass  through  periods  of  evo- 
lution. These  periods  of  evolution  make  for  the  industry  the 
development  which  fits  them  for  the  conditions  resultant  of  ever 
changing  time.  Progress  and  conservation  brings  on  these  evo- 
lution periods.  Conservative  feeling  has  been  foremost  in  the 
minds  of  prominent  men  for  many  years.  The  by-products  of  our 
mills  formerly  consigned  to  our  scrap  dumps  are  now  being 
treated  and  much  valuable  material  obtained  therefrom.  Forests 
at  one  time  considered  worthless  only  to  be  converted  into  a 
clearing  are  now  being  protected  by  the  government.  The  same 
thing  is  true  of  our  Western  land  and  of  our  mineral  possessions. 
In  the  meat  industrv  packers  have  gone  so  far  as  to  conserve  every 
part  of  the  hog  so  that  now  there  is  "nothing  left  but  the  squeal." 
And  lastly  but  not  least  the  farmer  is  cultivating  fewer  acres  of 
land  and  producing  more  crops  than  ever  before. 

Neither  has  the  apple  grower  been  lax  in  adopting  this  con- 
servation spirit.  Apples  which  formerly  rotted  under  the  trees 
are  now  made  into  cider  and  from  cider  into  vinegar,  jelly  and 
boiled  cider.  The  latter  is  used  extensively  in  making  apple  but- 
ter and  for  culinary  purposes. 

To  the  orchardist  who  is  enthusiastic  with  this  conservation 
spirit,  the  cider  press  especially  should  appeal.  As  a  people,  we 
Americans  are  still  woefully  wasteful,  but  we  are  learning.  Some 
of  us  have  bumped  into  the  fact  that  it  is  not  only  our  products 
that  count,  but  our  by-products  as  well. 

There  are  no  statistics  to  tell  us  how  many  millions  of  dollars 
have  gone  to  waste  in  rotten  apples.  They  have  been  allowed 
to  drop  from  the  trees  and  rot  on  the  ground  by  the  billion  bush- 
els. Occasionally  some  farmer  has  had  the  foresight  to  open  the 
orchard  gate  and  let  the  hogs  in.  With  the  further  exception  of 
a  few  mills  with  which  a  few  farmers  ground  and  pressed  the 
apples  into  cider  the  loss  was  total. 

By  the  old  process  of  cider  making  the  apple  juice  was  per- 
mitted to  remain  in  contact  with  the  air  so  long  that  it  was  very 
difficult  to  keep  it  sweet ;  with  the  improved  methods  we  can  have 
sweet  cider,  vinegar,  jelly  and  apple  butter  for  our  New  Year's 
dinner  all  made  from  the  same  load  of  apples. 

The  old  log  beam  having  a  fulcrum  at  one  end  and  raised  by 
hand  power  was  our  primitive  cider  press.  The  pressure  was  ob- 
tained from  weight  of  the  log  together  with  the  weight  of  a  man 
who  was  stationed  at  the  other  end  of  the  log. 

Next  in  line  came  the  screw  and  knuckle  joint  presses,  which 
served  the  apple  grower  long  and  faithfully.  But  these,  too, 
came  to  the  turn  of  the  road  and  were  supplanted  by  modern 
hydraulic  presses. 

The  old  style  screw  press  of  the  small  type  is  still  used  to 
some  extent  where  it  is  desired  to  make  a  small  amount  of  cider 
at  odd  times  for  private  use.  These  presses  will  turn  out  from 
40  to  100  gallons  daily  and  are  sold  at  prices  ranging  from  $10.00 
to  $20.00. 

The  modern  hydraulic  press  is  equipped  with  a  piston  work- 
ing in  a  cylinder.  Water  is  easily  pumped  through  a  small  pipe 
into  the  cylinder  and  the  pressure  being  applied  against  the  end 
of  the  piston  or  ram.  The  ram  is  thus  forced  out  pressing  the 
apple  pomace  which  has  previously  been  prepared  by  a  hand  or 
belt  driven  applegrater.  An  average. of  4yi  gallons  of  cider  can 
be  produced  by  these  presses  from  a  bushel  of  apples ;  and  from 
300  to  6,000  gallons  made  per  day. 


The  hydraulic  press  has  put  the  cider  industry  on  a  paying 
basis.  The  price  for  making  cider  ranges  from  1  to  3  cents  per 
gallon ;  one  day's  run  of  4,000  gallons,  say,  at  21^2  cents  per  gallon 
would  make  the  operator  $100.  Treated  cider  sells  as  a  soft 
drink  at  50  to  70  cents  per  gallon.  One  hundred  bushels  of  apples 
unfit  for  market  could  thus  be  made  to  yield  between  $200  and 
$300  with  very  Httle  labor. 

Some  of  the  useful  products  which  come  from  the  apple  are 
vinegar,  cider  syrup,  cider  jelly,  apple  butter,  pasteurized  cider, 
etc.     Below  is  given  a  brief  description  of  these  products : 

VINEGAR. 

The  process  of  transforming  apple  juice  into  good  cider  vinegar  is 
easily  accomplished,  and  can  be  produced  in  every  household  where  the 
necessary  temperature  can  be  controlled.  For  vinegar,  the  wind-falls 
may  be  used,  or  the  pomace  of  later  pressings  may  be  repressed,  but  for 
a  superior  article   only   sound,   ripe   apples   should   be   used. 

Common  experience  teaches  that  if  cider  is  exposed  to  the  air  it  will 
soon  ferment.  Now  by  proper  handling  after  the  first  stage  of  fermen- 
tation the  cider  may  be  converted  to  vinegar  in  a  very  short  time.  It 
is  well  understood  now  that  fermentation  is  the  work  of  myriads  of 
bacteria  that  infest  the  cider  and  behave  very  much  after  the  manner 
of  j'east  in  bread  making.  Cider,  in  changing  to  vinegar,  passes  through 
two  stages:  First,  the  sugar  of  the  juice  is  changed  to  alcohol.  Next, 
the  alcohol  is  changed  to  ascetic  acid  or  vinegar  by  further  fermentation. 

APPLE  WINE. 

It  is  not  generally  known  that  wine  of  the  finest  kind  is  made  frt)m 
apple   cider,   and   yet   every   year   thousands   of   gallons   of   cider   are    sold 
to   the  wine   makers  and   resold  to   the   public   as   high   grade   grape   wine 
at   50   and  75   cents  per  pint.     Anyone   can    make    fine   wine   from   cider. 
There   is   no   forbidden   art   or   hidden   secret   about   it.     Many   have   been^ 
led  to  believe  that  something  must  be  put  into  the  cider  to  preserve  it.J 
Cider  never  should  be  doped  with  preservatives.     They  are  injurious  acida 
and  are   forbidden   by  the   pure   food    laws.  The    process   of  making  wing 
is   very   simple.      It   is   merely   nature's    method    of  purifying.     Fermenta^ 
tion   under  proper  conditions  will   change   apple   cider   to   the   finest   wine] 
Just  as   the   successful   bread  maker   selects   the   proper  yeast   for   making! 
bread,  just  so  the  wine  maker  selects  the  proper  yeast  for  making  wine.f 
This  is  the  whole  secret  and  one  that  any  person  may  have  for  the  ask 
ing.      From   the    laboratory    of    a    prominent    cider   press    manufacturer   is 
cultivated   and    furnished   to   their   customers   the    proper   yeasts    for   both 
vinegar  and  wine  making. 

CIDER  SYRUP. 

Evaporation  is  another  method  of  treating  cider.  By  this  proces^ 
the  volume  is  greatly  reduced  and  the  resultant  product  is  so  concenJ 
trated  that  it  will  remain  in  a  perfect  state  of  preservation  for  years.] 
In  this  way  two  great  advantages  are  secured:  First,  the  product  can 
be  stored  in  much  less  space,  and,  second,  it  will  keep  indefinitely^ 
When  the  cider  has  been  reduced  in  volume  in  the  ratio  of  five  gallsona 
to  one  the  product  is  of  such  consistency  as  to  be  suitable  for  handling 
and  in  no  danger  of  fermenting.  This  product  is  called  cider  syrup,  od 
boiled  cider,  and  is  widely  used  in  making  apple  butter,  mince  pies  anq 
the  various  products  of  the  culinary  art. 

CIDER  JELLY. 

When  evaporation  is  carried  further,  reducing  the  volume  in  thi 
ratio  of  about  seven  to  one,  the  product  is  known  as  cider  jelly.  In  thi^ 
form  it  is  quite  acceptable  to  those  who  like  a  jelly  somewhat  tart.  Bj 
adding  sugar  it  may  be  made  to  please  the  taste  of  those  who  like  iclH 
of  a  milder,  sweeter  taste.  The  jelly  may  be  flavored  to  suit  variou^ 
tastes  by  using  any  flavoring  material  that  will  not  evaporate  readily 
.'\pple  jelly  is  usually  marketed  in  glass  jars  holding  two  or  three  pints. 

APPLE  BUTTER. 

One  of  the  chief  uses  of  cider  syrup  is  in  the  making  of  apple  but-| 
ter.  Everybody  knows  the  "goodness"  of  apple  butter.  Fond  memory 
will  hark  back  to  "bread,  butter'n  apple  butter."  This  apple  product 
combining  as  it  does,  the  essentials  of  the  best  fruit  known  to  man,  well 
deserves  high  rank  as  a  staple  food  and  table  delicacy.  The  slow,  labol 
rious  methods  our  mothers  used — making  apple  butter  in  a  big  coppel 
kettle — has  given  place  to  the  new  steam  cooker.  A  copper  coil  quicklj 
and  easily  converts  a  quantity  of  pared  apples  and  cider  syrup  to 
clearer,  smoother  and  more  delicious  product  than  even  mother  wad 
able    to   give   us   for   our   "piece."    In     the    old     method    heat    caramelizeq

laste.  By  the  use  of  the  simple,  inexpensive  apple  butter  cooker  these 
objections  are  overcome. 

PASTEURIZED  CIDER. 

Still  another  method  of  treating  cider  is  the  process  known  as  pas- 
teurization. Many  attempts  have  been  made  to  preserve  cider  sweet 
and  pure,  just  as  it  comes  frorrr*the  press.  The  use  of  preservatives  is 
very  unsatisfactory  and  often  dangerous.  It  is  well  known  that  a  fruit 
juice  can  be  preserved  by  heating  it  and  sealing  it  up,  but  the  chief  dif- 
ficulty in  this  is  to  heat  to  the  proper  temperature  and  at  the  same  time 
exclude  the  air.  A  temperature  of  160  degrees  Fahrenheit  is  sufficient 
to  destroy  bacterial  life  and  prevent  fermentation,  but  a  temperature 
higher  than  170  degrees  Fahrenheit  will  give  to  the  cider  a  baked  apple 
laste,  rendering  it  undesirable  as  a  drink.  A  simple  pasteurizer  will  per- 
fectly sterilize,  filter  and  seal  up  cider  so  that  it  will  keep  indefinitely 
and  retain  the  same  flavor  that  it  had  as  it  came  from  the  press.  The 
iiealth  giving  properties  and  the  medicinal  qualities  of  pure  apple  cider 
^ive  rise  to  a  popular  demand  for  the  product  of  our  pasteurizer.  Pas- 
teurized cider  retails  at  prices  that  net  the  cider  maker  a  handsome 
;>rofit. 


Labor  Trouble  at  Ontario  Vineyard. — Because  twro  grape  pickers 
were  discharged  about  twenty  of  the  300  employees  of  the  Italian 
X'ineyard  Company  at  Ontario  on  the  8th  of  September  endeavored 
to  induce  the  entire  force  to  stop  work.  The  disgruntled  men  were 
paid  oflf  without  loss  of  time  and  their  places  rapidly  filled.  All 
the  strikers  were  Mexicans.  No  violence  took  place  and  everything 
is  now  peaceable.

Gentlemen : 

This  company  is  engaged  in  the  shipping  of  California  "ready 
to  eat"  fruit  and  grapes  to  Eastern  markets  and  have  our  own  sal- 
aried representatives  in  the  principal  Eastern  markets.  We  are  in 
receipt  of  a  wire  under  date  of  August  8th  from  our  Chicago  rep- 
resentatives reading  as  follows : 

"Best  authorities  advise  biggest  Eastern  grape  crop  and  finest 
quality  and  anticipate  lowest  prices  in  five  years.  Understand  one 
Michigan  Armour  grape  juice  house  closed.  Field  prices  today 
$20.00  per  ton  asked,  but  no  contracts  being  written.  Total  esti- 
mate crop,  12,500  cars.  Rumored  light  percentage  will  be  used 
grape  juice  this  year.  Chicago  buj^ers  think  $12.00  per  ton  pros- 
pective price." 

You  will  note  by  this  telegram  that  quite  a  change  has  taken 
place  in  conditions  in  connection  with  the  Eastern  grape  crop  in 
Michigan,  northern  Ohio  and  New  York  State  and  that  while  the 
crop  is  estimated  to  total  12,500  carloads,  prices  instead  of  $-K).00 
to  $50.00  per  ton  to  the  grower  that  were  obtained  last  season  are 
now  likely  to  be  anywhere  from  $12.00  to  $15.00  per  ton.  This  is 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  grape  juice  people  are  not  in  the  field 
after  a  big  percentage  of  the  crop  as  they  were  last  season.  We 
were  delegated  last  season  by  one  of  the  largest  wineries  in  Cal- 
ifornia to  buy  a  few  carloads  of  eastern  Catawba  and  Concord 
grapes,  which  they  wanted  for  experimental  purposes,  and  owing 
to  the  competition  of  grape  juice  people  we  were  forced  to  pay  $50 
per  ton  for  these  grapes  f.  o.  b.  cars  Western  New  York  State. 

We  recognize  the  fact,  as  California  table  grape  shippers,  that 
if  the  proposed  prohibition  law  should  be  put  in  effect  it  would  not 
only  wreck  the  winemaker  and  the  wine  grape  grower,  but  it  would 
likely  ruin  the  California  table  grape  shipper,  from  the  fact  that 
today  California  is  producing  practically  all  the  table  grapes  that 
the  Eastern  markets  will  consume  at  a  profit  to  the  grower.  It  is 
the  general  custom  among  table  grape  growers  to  ship  the  finest 
of  their  grapes  to  Eastern  markets,  selling  the  surplus  and  second 
crop  or  mildewed  grapes  to  the  wineries.  The  total  shipment  of 
table  grapes  last  season,  counting  coast  shipments  and  all  Eastern 
shipments,  approximated  8,000  cars,  while  the  table  grapes  grown 
would  approximate  12,000  cars,  thus  showing  practically  one-third 
of  the  output  of  table  grapes  were  sold  to  the  wineries.  There  is 
no  question  but  what  if  the  entire  12,000  cars  had  been  shipped  to 
Eastern  markets  it  would  have  resulted  in  disaster  to  all  concerned, 
but  the  fact  that  the  lower  grades  and  poorer  quality  were  used  by 
the  wine  people  naturally  made  the  business  result  in  a  profit  to 
the  producer. 

Knowing  these  facts,  we  are,  therefore,  strongly  opposed  to  the 
proposed  prohibition  amendment.  We,  as  Eastern  grape  shippers, 
are  vitally  interested  in  the  success  of  the  California  grape  indus- 
try, and  there  is  not  a  particle  of  doubt  in  our  minds  that  if  the 
proposed  prohibition  amendment  should  become  a  law  it  would  not 
only  work  havoc  with  our  business  as  table  grape  shippers,  but  it 
would  result  in  disaster  to  the  grape  grower  and  shipper  as  well.

TO  THE  VOTERS  OF  CALIFORNIA 


On  the  3rd  of  November  the  voters  of  this  State  are  going  to 
decide  whether  or  not  prohibition  is  to  be  written  into  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  State  of  CaHfornia. 

If  adopted,  the  proposed  prohibition  amendment  (Proposition 
2  on  the  ballot)  would  prohibit  the  manufacture,  sale,  giving  away 
and  the  transportation  within  the  State  of  California  wine. 

This  would  result  in  the  annihilation  of  the  wine  grape  industrj . 
It  would  cripple  the  raisin  industry  and  would  seriously  damage 
the  table  grape  industry. 

It  is  our  contention  that  under  the  present  State  laws — the 
Wiley  Local  Option  Law  and  the  Initiative  and  Referendum — any 
evil  that  exists  in  the  liquor  traffic  in  any  city  or  rural  district  may 
be  specifically  reached  and  corrected. 

Consequently,  the  issue  in  November  will  not  be  "saloon  or  no 
saloon,"  but  "wine  industry  or  no  wine  industry." 

This  great  State  of  California  has  continuously  and  consistently 
encouraged  viticulture  since  1861,  when  a  commission  was  seni 
abroad  to  secure  the  foreign  varieties  of  wine  grapes  that  the  dry 
leaders  would  have  us  banish  from  the  vineyard  today. 

Many  a  settler  has  come  into  this  State  on  the  promises  that 
he  could  secure  cheap  land  that  would  grow  grapes,  if  nothing  else, 
and  give  him  a  living  income. 

Pick  up  the  literature  that  is  being  sent  out  by  the  Chambers  of 
Commerce  of  Napa,  Sonoma,  Fresno,  San  Joaquin  and  practically 
every  other  grape  county  in  the  State,  and  you  will  see  the  glowing 
accounts  of  the  possibilities  of  the  viticultural  industry  and  the 
profits  that  may  be  derived  from  wine  grapes,  as  well  as  table  and 
raisin  grapes. 

Surely  California  is  not  going  to  repudiate  the  promises  of  pro- 
tection she  has  made  to  the  grape  growers  of  California,  for  if  she 
does  she  will  be  put  in  the  same  class  with  the  unscrupulous  real 
estate  dealer,  who  takes  advantage  of  an  innocent  tenderfoot  and 
sells  him  fruit  land  on  which  fruit  will  not  grow.  You  know  that 
when  any  such  irregular  transaction  is  practiced,  the  purchaser,  if 
he  can  show  that  his  money  was  obtained  under  false  pretenses, 
may  secure  redress. 

But  what  redress  has  the  grape  grower  or  the  wine  maker? 

For  sixty  years  they  have  been  told  that  their  industry  was  a 
legitimate  industry ;  that  California  was  anxious  to  have  settlers 
take  up  tracts  of  land  and  engage  in  wine  grape  growing;  that  the 
State  was  determined  that  the  wine  industry  should  not  be  ham- 
pered or  harrassed. 

And  believing  that  these  statements  made  by  our  legislature, 
our  University  of  California,  our  Chambers  of  Commerce,  our  De- 


velopment Boards,  our  Home  Industry  League,  were  true,  they  put 
their  money,  time  and  strength  into  viticulture  with  the  result  that 
today  California  wines  are  considered  the  equal  of  those  made  any- 
where on  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  are  enjoyed  not  only  in  all  the 
licensed  States  of  the  Union  but  also  in  twenty-three  foreign  coun- 
tries, which  import  our  product. 

Now  come  along  the  advocates  of  prohibition  and  they  say  that 
the  industry  is  against  the  public  welfare  and  must  be  wiped  out 
over  night.     Is  this  fair  to  the  grape  grower  and  the  winemaker? 

Can  California  be  a  party  to  such  a  crooked  deal  without  com- 
pensating the  growers  and  winemakers  for  the  money  they  have  in- 
vested in  this  industry  at  the  request  of  the  State? 

The  dry  leaders  tell  you  they  are  after  the  saloon,  but  in  reality 
they  are  aiming  at  the  vineyards.  They  know  that  the  local  option 
law  is  on  the  statute  books,  and  can  be  invoked  at  any  moment, 
by  any  incorporated  town  or  supervisorial  district  in  the  State, 
against  the  saloons,  if  the  people  wish  it  done.  But  their  aim  is 
to  strike  a  vital  blow  at  the  grape  industry,  though  they  pretend_ 
that  their  anger  is  at  the  saloons. 

We  rely  on  the  common  sense  of  the  voters  of  California.  WJ 
depend  upon  their  California  patriotism.  We  believe  they  are  ii 
favor  of  square  dealing  and  are  sure  they  are  going  to  deal  squareljj 
with  the  grape  growers  and  winemakers  of  California  at  the  ballc 
box  on  Tuesday,  November  3rd. 


HOW  THE  PROHIBITION  AMENDMENT  WILL  APPEAI 

AND  WHERE  YOU  MUST  STAMP  THE  CROSS 

TO  DEFEAT  IT. 


PROHIBITION.     Initiative    amendment    adding    sec- 

2tions  26  and  37  to  article  1  of  constitution.  Pro- 
hibits the  manufacture,  sale,  gift,  or  transportation 
wholly  within  the  State,  of  intoxicating  liquors; 
permits  any  citizen  to  enjoin  violations ;  makes  the 
showing  that  the  manufacture,  use,  sale,  gift  or 
transportation  was  for  medicinal,  scientific,  me- 
chanical or  sacramental  purposes,  a  defense  to 
civil  and  criminal  actions,  and  requires  regulation 
by  law  of  such  acts  for  said  purposes;  prohibits 
transportation  into  this  State  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  unless  shown  to  be  for  such  purposes, 
subject,  however,  to  United  States  laws;  pre- 
scribes and  authorizes  penalties.

CRIPPLING  THE  RAISIN  INDUSTRY. 


California  Associated  Raisin  Company, 
Office  2127  Fresno  St.

Mr.  H.  F.  Stoll,  Secretary  California  Grape  Protective  Association, 
San  Francisco,  Cal. 

My  dear  Mr.  Stoll :  Seeing  that  you  are  to  address  the  public 
throughout  the  State  on  the  question  that  will  be  brought  before 
them  at  the  next  election  in  reference  to  voting  the  State  dry,  I 
wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  effect  this  will  have  on  the  raisin 
industry,  which,  as  you  know,  involves  a  much  greater  value  than 
the  grapes  that  arc  used  for  wine  purposes. 

The  acreage  planted  here  for  raisin  purposes  is  practically  twice 
as  great  as  for  wine,  and  it  would  appear  that  you  should  not  fail 
to  impress  that  upon  the  voters  of  the  State,  that  they  are  jeopard- 
izing this  very  extensive  and  valuable  industry  in  an  indirect  way. 
So  few  realize  this  unless  properly  explained  to  them.  The  raisins 
are  mainly  made  from  the  Muscat  grapes,  and  what  is  known  as 
second  crop  Muscats  are  now  practically  all  used  for  distilling  into 
brandy.  If  brandy  cannot  be  manufactured,  it  would  mean  at  least 
2.1,000  tons  more  of  raisins  annually. 

The  Feherzagos,  Malagas,  Rose  of  Peru  and  Palermrno,  and 
perhaps  other  varieties,  will  go  into  raisins,  and  naturally  if  the 


grower  of  these  varieties  of  grapes  could  not  sell  them  to  the  wi 
neries  they  would  dry  them  and  take  whatever  they  would  brin: 
and,  being  of  an  inferior  quality  as  a  raisin,  the  lower  price  woul 
eventually  drive  every  raisin  producer  out  of  business.  There  i 
now  enough  Muscats,  Thompson  Seedless  and  the  regular  varietie 
of  raisin  grapes  grown  to  produce  all  the  raisins  that  can  be  coi 
sumed  in  the  United  States,  and  therefore  it  would  not  alone  con 
pel  the  grower  of  wine  grapes,  but  also  the  raisin  varieties,  to  pu 
out  their  vines  until  such  a  point  was  reached  that  the  over-prodm 
tion  of  raisins  would  be  stopped.  This  would  most  seriously  affe( 
the  districts  where  grapes  are  grown,  and  that  is  the  principal  pa 
of  this  State.  The  direct  loss  would  be  so  enormous  that  it  woul 
certainly  be  a  catastrophe ;  the  indirect  loss  may  even  be  greatei 

The  beauty  of  our  vineyards  is  one  of  the  great  advertising  ai 
tractions  that  this  State  has  and  that  should  never  be  forgotten 

I  know  that  you  will  appreciate  my  statement  and  I  know  yo] 
will  state  these  facts  to  the  public  as  they  really  exist.     I  cann 
believe  that  the  belief  some  people  have  will  lead  them  so  far  as 
destroy  millions  of  dollars'  worth  of  property,  accumulated  by  t 
farmers  during  almost  a  lifetime,  and  then  not  accomplishing  a 
particular  good.     The  person  who  desires  to  drink  will  get  it  ii 
some  shape  or  other.

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STATE  AID  TO  GRAPE  GROWING  AND  WINE  MAKING. 


jESPITE  the  denials  of  the  dry  leaders,  it  has  been  the  es- 
tablished and  expressed  public  policy  of  the  State  of 
California  for  the  past,  fifty-three  years  to  encourage  and 
foster  grape  growing  and  wine  making  in  this  State.    The 

following  summary  shows  the  measures  and  appropriations  passed 

by  our  State  Legislature: 

Commission  Sent  Abroad. 

1861.  In  accordance  with  a  joint  resolution  of  the  Assembly 
and  Senate  April  1,  1861,  a  commission  was  appointed  by  Governor 
Downey  to  report  to  the  Legislature  on  ways  and  means  to  pro- 
mote the  culture  of  grape  vines  in  California. 

Commissioner  Col.  A.  Haraszthy  visited  all  the  principal  grape- 
growing  regions  of  Europe,  introduced  all  the  principal  wine 
grapes  into  California  and  published  the  result  of  his  researches 
in  "Grape  Culture,  Wines  and  Wine-Making"  in  1862. 

Congress  Asked  To  Aid  Our  Growers. 

1865.  A  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  both  Houses 
of  our  State  Legislature  instructing  the  Representatives  of  Cal- 
ifornia in  Congress  to  endeavor  to  "procure  such  an  Amendment 
to  the  Internal  Revenue  Law  as  will  place  the  wine-growing  inter- 
ests of  this  State  on  the  same  footing  with  other  branches  of  home 
industry." 

1871.  A  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  both  Houses 
calling  upon  Congress  to  make  certain  changes  in  the  Internal  Rev- 
enue Laws  in  favor  of  the  wine-producing  interests  of  this  State. 

1877.  A  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  both  Houses 
asking  Congress  to  refuse  to  adopt  certain  changes  in  the  Revenue 
Laws  of  the  United  States  decreasing  the  tariff  on  imported  wines. 

Creation  of  State  Board  of  Viticultural  Conimissioners. 

1880.  An  Act  was  adopted  at  this  session  providing  for  an  or- 
ganization of  the  State  Board  of  Viticultural  Commissioners  "to 
adopt  such  measures  as  may  best  promote  the  progress  of  the  viti- 
cultural industries  of  the  State."     Appropriation,  $7,000. 

1881.  An  Act  to  define  and  enlarge  the  duties  and  powers  of 
ihe  Board  of  State  Viticultural  Commissioners,  and  to  authorize 
the  appointment  of  certain  officers,  and  to  protect  the  interests  of 
horticulture  and  viticulture.     Appropriation  $20,000. 

1883.  The  Legislature  at  this  session  appropriated  $20,000  to 
carry  on  the  work  of  the  State  Viticultural  Commission. 

Congress  Appealed  To. 

1883.  Both  Houses  of  the  Legislature  at  this  session  unani- 
mously adopted  a  resolution  requesting  Congress  to  make  certain 
changes  in  the  Internal  Revenue  Laws  to  favor  the  wine-producing 
interests. 

Substantial  Appropriations. 

1885.  The  Legislature  at  this  session  appropriated  $30,000  to 
carry  on  work  of  State  Viticultural  Commission. 

For  viticultural,  experimental,  scientific  and  analytical  work, 
including  apparatus  and  suitable  accommodations  for  the  same,  un- 
der joint  control  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  University 
and  the  Board  of  State  Viticultural  Commissioners,  $10,000  ($5,000 
to  each). 

To  Insure  Pure  Wines. 

1887.  An  act  was  passed  at  this  session  of  the  Legislature  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  purity  in  wines,  prescribing  what  pure  wine 
is  and  what  substances  might  be  used  in  the  process  of  fining  or 
clarifying,  and  in  the  process  of  fermentation,  and  making  certain 
other  provisions  concerning  the  manufacture  of  wine  calculated  to 
produce  clear  wine.  The  Legislature  at  this  session  appropriated 
$30,000  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  State  Viticultural  Commission, 
and  also  appropriated  $3,042.41  to  pay  a  deficiency  resulting  from 
the  work  of  the  Commission  during  the  preceding  two  years. 

Further  Appropriation. 

1889.  An  appropriation  of  $1,500  was  made  by  the  Legislature 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  pure  wine  labels  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  1887. 

1889.  The  Legislature  at  this  session  appropriated  $35,000  to 
carry  on  the  work  of  the  State  Viticultural  Commission. 


1891.  The  Legislature  at  this  session  appropriated  $30,000  to 
carry  on  the  work  of  the  State  Viticultural  Commission. 

1893.  The  Legislature  at  this  session  appropriated  $30,000  to 
carry  on  the  work  of  the  State  Viticultural  Commission. 

1895.  An  Act  transferring  the  property  and  the  duties  of  the 
State  Viticultural  Commission  to  the  University  of  California  and 
making  an  appropriation  therefor.     Appropriation,  $5,000. 

1897.  $10,000  was  appropriated  for  use  of  State  University, 
Department  of  Viticulture. 

1903.  $3,000  appropriated  for  experimental  work  by  Depart- 
ment of  Viticulture,  State  University. 

1905.  An  Act  to  provide  for  an  investigation  of  the  nature  of 
the  diseases  known  as  pear  blight  and  walnut  blight,  and  to  pre- 
vent, eradicate  and  procure  a  cure  for  the  same,  and  to  cause  to 
be  prosecuted  experimental  and  research  work  in  the  field  of  viti- 
culture, directing  publications  of  the  results  of  such  experiments 
and  investigations,  making  an  appropriation  therefor  and  prescrib- 
ing the  duties  of  the  controller  and  treasurer  in  relation  thereto. 
Appropriation  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  Act,  the  sum  of 
$20,000. 

Proper  Naming  of  Our  Wines. 

1907.  The  Legislature  at  this  session  adopted  an  Act  provid- 
ing for  the  designation  of  pure  wines  by  the  use  of  the  word  "Cal." 
in  connection  with  the  name  of  the  wine. 

Justice  Asked  For  Viticulture  Industry. 

1900.  The  Legislature  adopted  a  joint  resolution  which  read  : 
"We  strongly  recommend  the  encouragement  of  the  viticultural 
industry  in  this  State,  and  we  favor  the  enactment  of  legislation, 
either  by  the  Federal  Government  or  by  the  State  Legislature,  or 
the  passage  of  regulations  or  ordinances  by  any  of  the  counties, 
cities  or  towns  of  the  State,  that  would  foster  this  most  important 
industry,  which  is  destined  if  properlj'  encouraged  and  cared  for, 
to  be  one  of  the  greatest  industries  of  the  State." 

Experiment  Work  of  State  University  Encouraged. 

1911.  An  Act  to  provide  for  experiment  and  research  work  in 
viticulture,  directing  publication  of  the  results  of  experiments  and 
investigations,  making  an  appropriation  therefor  and  prescribing 
the  duties  of  the  controller  and  treasurer  in  relation  thereto.  Ap- 
propriation, $15,000. 

A  New  Commission. 

1913.  Establishing  a  State  Board  of  Viticultural  Commission- 
ers. "It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  collect  and  disseminate 
useful  information  relating  to  viticulture,  including  the  best  meth- 
ods of  growing  grapes  and  handling  the  grape  and  its  products.  It 
shall  be  its  duty  to  select  and  appoint  competent  and  qualified  per- 
sons to  deliver  at  least  one  lecture  each  year  in  each  of  the  viticul- 
tural districts  as  named  and  designated  in  Section  I  of  this  Act; 
to  give  special  attention  to  the  disease  and  pests  of  the  vineyards 
and  methods  of  control ;  to  collect  viticultural  statistics  of  the 
State ;  to  study  and  foster  methods  of  co-operation  and  grape  grow- 
ing and  manufacture  of  grape  products ;  to  arrange  for  meetings, 
shows  and  conventions  where  those  interested  in  the  viticultural 
industries  of  the  State  may  meet  to  further  their  mutual  indus- 
tries."    Appropriation,  $15,000. 

1913.  Of  State  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Agricul- 
tural College  and  Experimental  Station  of  the  University  of  Cal- 
ifornia, $13,000  was  allotted  to  the  Division  of  \'iticulture. 

Prohibition  Means  Changing  the  State's  Policy. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  resume  of  legislation,  for 
over  fifty  years,  this  great  Commonwealth  of  California  has  said 
to  the  farmer  and  the  settler:  "California  is  the  home  of  the  vine. 
The  industry  is  a  worthy  and  a  legitimate  one.  We  want  you  to 
plant  vineyards.  We  will  help  you,  by  importing  cuttings,  by 
teaching  you  to  care  for  the  vineyards  and  by  showing  you  the  best 
methods  of  making  wine  from  your  grapes." 

As  a  result  of  this  encouragement  and  assurance  a  great  indus- 
try has  been  built  up.  It  represents  an  investment  of  $150,000,000. 
It  represents  lifetimes  of  toil  and  effort.  It  represents  the  fruit  of 
the  toil  and  the  savings  of  thousands  of  little  families.  It  has  been 
distinctly  and  consistently  the  poHcy  of  the  State  of  California  to 
steadily  encourage  viticulture  and  the  planting  of  vineyards.  Viti- 
culture has  always  been  considered  one  of  the  crowning  glories  of 
California. 
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DRYS  MAKE  A  HOPELESS  APPEAL  FOR  THE 
LABOR  VOTE.

D 


N  the  hope  of  lining  up  the  labor  union  vote  on  their  side, 

the  dry  leaders    have    been    announcing    that  "Our  grape 

growers  admit  that  their  hope  for  future  profit  lies  in  the 

immigration  of  cheap  laborers  from  Europe  through  the 

Panama  Canal ;  with  pauper  labor  they  hope  to  profit." 

This  "admission"  is  based  on  an  address  delivered  by  the  writer 
at  a  convention  held  at  Fresno  on  December  13,  1912,  and  in  order 
that  the  voters  may  know  exactly  what  I  said  I  quote  the  follow- 
ing paragraphs  from  the  report,  which  anyone  may  secure  by  ap- 
plying to  the  office  of  the  Horticultural  Commissioner  at  the  State 
Capitol  at  Sacramento: 

"One  of  the  most  serious  difficulties  which  we  must  overcome 
if  we  hope  to  compete  successfully  with  France,  Italy,  Germany, 
Spain  and  Portugal  in  the  wine  market  of  the  world  is  the  labor 
problem.  This  fall  pickers  were  at  a  premium  in  the  vineyards, 
and  as  a  result  prohibitive  prices  to  be  paid  to  the  Japanese,  Hin- 
doos and  other  available  help  that  could  be  pressed  into  service. 

"But  with  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  it  is  expected  that 
the  influx  of  immigrants  from  southern  Europe  will  help  adjust  this 
vexing  problem.  According  to  Guy  B.  Barham,  who  recently  re- 
turned to  Los  Angeles  after  a  tour  of  Italy,  France  and  other  points 
of  the  continent,  a  great  colonization  movement  with  the  fertile 
fruit  and  grape  lands  of  California  as  the  objective  point  will  start 
from  France  and  Italy  immediately  after  the  opening  of  the  Panama 
Canal. 

"While  traveling  through  Europe  Barham  paid  particular  at- 
tention to  the  conditions  surrounding  the  fruit  and  wine  industry 
in  France  and  Italy,  and  learned  that  the  middle  class  of  fruit  and 
wine  growers  are  looking  forward  to  California  as  the  promised 
land,  where  all  of  their  troubles  will  be  over  and  where  they  will 
have,  instead  of  a  paltry  one  or  two  acres  of  vineyard  or  orchard, 
a  fruit  or  grape  ranch  of  fifty  to  several  hundred  acres. 

"One  of  the  most  significant  factors  pointing  to  a  systematic 
establishment  of  Italian  and  French  vineyard  colonies  in  Califor- 
nia," said  Barham,  "was  my  conversation  with  William  S.  Dalliba, 
manager  of  the  Paris  branch  of  the  American  Express  Company, 
who  I  met  in  Paris.  Dalliba,  who  is  a  personal  friend  of  James 
Stillman  of  New  York,  told  me  a  conversation  he  had  with  Still- 
man  a  week  prior  to  our  meeting.  Stillman,  who  represents  the 
Morgan-Harriman  Investment  Syndicate,  had  been  in  California  for 
two  months  incognito  and  had  been  looking  over  the  situation 
thoroughly  with  the  end  in  view  of  investment  in  lands.  Stillman 
stated  that  he  looked  forward  to  one  of  the  greatest  movements  of 
the  small  vineyardists  and  laborers  of  France  and  Italy  in  seeking 
lands  in  California  that  has  ever  occurred. 

"  'With  the  completion  of  the  canal  there  will  be  a  water  jour- 
ney possible  from  France  or  Italy  to  California  which  is  vastly 
cheaper  than  the  present  transportation  by  ship  and  then  by  rail 
across  3,000  miles  of  continent.  This  will  appeal  to  the  worker 
in  the  vineyard.  The  success  of  the  Italian  and  French  winemakers 
and  growers  in  California  has  reached  the  ears  of  their  hard-work- 
ing countrymen  back  home  and  they  are  waiting  and  saving  their 
money  against  the  time  when  the  great  canal  is  opened  and  they 
will  be  able  to  sail  from  their  own  land  direct  to  California. 

"  'These  thrifty  vineyardists  and  fruit  growers  must  not  be  con- 
fused with  the  ordinary  immigrants  who  land  in  New  York  and 
stay  there.  They  are  sons  of  the  soil  and  are  perhaps  the  most 
.skilled  farmers  in  the  world,  for  they  are  able  to  wrest  a  living  from 
an  acre  of  ground  for  several  families.  They  watch  the  soil  as  a 
woman  does  her  rising  bread.' 

"These  immigrants  are  very  desirable  to  California,  since  they 
will  not  remain  in  our  cities,  but  will  immediately  hie  themselves 
to  the  farm  and  ranch  lands,  where  they  will  become  producers  of 
wealth." 

'  Dry  Leaders  Twisted  Facts. 

There  is  nothing  in  this  address  that  the  writer  would  not  re- 
peat again,  for  every  vineyardist  and  wineman  will  welcome  the 
<lay  when  they  can  substitute  skilled  immigrants  from  .southern 
Europe  for  the  Asiatic  laborers  whom  they  arc  forced  to  employ 
today.     But  note  the  adroit  manner  in  which  the  dry  leaders  at- 


tempt to  prejudice  the  laboring  men  of  California  by  putting  the 
grape  growers  and  winemakers  in  a  false  light.  They  say  in  their 
Bulletin  No.  5 : 

"With  pauper  labor  from  southern  Europe  the  wine  growers 
expect  to  compete  in  the.  markets  of  the  world.  With  good,  honest 
American  labor — yes,  even  with  Jap  and  Hindu  labor,  they  cannot 
do  it;  but  with  pauper  labor  they  may!" 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  practically  impossible  to  secure  white 
labor  during  the  vintage  season  in  certain  parts  of  the  State.  No 
member  of  a  labor  union  wants  two  months'  work  in  the  vineyard. 
He  is  looking  for  permanent  employment,  and  so  the  growers  and 
winemakers  have  had  to  employ  Asiatics.     They  had  no  choice. 

Pauper  Labor  Impossible.  I 

Apparently  the  dry  leaders  will  say  anything  to  make  a  point. 
Surely  they  must  know  that  under  existing  federal  statutes  what  is 
ordinarily  called  "pauper  labor"  cannot  be  imported  into  this  coun- 
try, there  being  severe  penalties  against  contracting  for  laborers 
in  the  old  country  and  then  transporting  them  here  to  work  them 
under  the  contract.  In  other  words,  every  man  is  left  to  demand 
whatever  wages  he  can  obtain,  and  inasmuch  as  there  is  always 
more  or  less  competition  for  labor,  it  is  impossible  under  our  con- 
ditions to  have  such  a  thing  as  "cheap  labor." 

How  many  people,  I  wonder,  have  stopped  to  consider  what 
an  important  part  the  viticultural  industry  is  going  to  play  in  the 
absorption  of  the  thousands  of  immigrants  from  southern  Europe 
who  will  come  into  this  State  through  the  Panama  Canal?  And 
they  will  come,  you  may  be  assured,  after  the  war  is  over,  whether 
we  want  them  or  not,  for  California  will  assure  them  a  haven  of 
rest  from  wars,  a  chance  to  get  away  from  paying  the  heavy  taxes 
that  will  follow  in  the  wake  of  the  terrible  destruction  that  has  been 
wrought  and  an  opportunity  to  start  a  new  life  in  a  new  land. 

Two-thirds  of  these  immigrants  will  be  familiar  with  the  subj|| 
ject  of  viticulture,  and  when  they  land  here  many  of  them  will  of- ' 
fer  their  services    in    the    vineyard    or    attempt  to  settle  on  small 
tracts,  for  it  is  but  natural  that  they  should  try  to  do  something 
they  know  and  work  along  the  lines  of  least  resistance. 

What  is  going  to  happen  if  our  wine  industry  is  crippled 
wiped  out  before  they  arrive? 

What  are  we  going  to  do  with  these  people? 

Will  the  prohibitionists  provide  employment  for  them  or  th 
150,000  people  who  will  be  thrown  out  of  work  in  our  vineyard 
and  wineries? 

If  we  do  not  encourage  these  settlers  to  go  into  our  rural  dis 
tricts  where  they  belong,  we  are  going  to  witness  a  spectacle  eveJ 
more  distressing  than  the  parades  and    riots   of   the    unemploye| 
army  that  took  place  in  the  large  cities  of  this  State  during  the  wir 
ter  months  last  year. 

We  are  going  to  see  thousands  of  these  hopeful  immigrant^ 
who  are  anxious  to  get  out  into  the  country,  stranded  in  San  Frar 
cisco,  Los  Angeles,  Oakland,  Sacramento,  San  Diego  and  oth« 
larger  cities,  for  it  won't  take  them  long  to  spend  their  meager  sa\ 
ings  for  food  and  shelter  if  they  cannot  find  employment  promptlj 

On  the  other  hand,  if  we  continue  to  encourage  the  viticultura 
industry,  there  is  no  question  but  that  thousands  of  additiona 
acres  of  vines  will  be  set  out  and  give  welcome  employment  tl 
these  newcomers,  who  will  soon  require  shoes,  clothing  and  sup 
plies  of  all  kinds,  thus  encouraging  manufacturing.  There  are  mi 
lions  of  acres  of  idle  hill  land  in  California  that  are  suited  for  grap 
culture  and  nothing  else. 

An  Important  Issue. 

Are  we  going  to  avail  ourselves  of  this  God-given  advantage 
soil  and  climate  and  insure  a  future  for  these  desirable  immigrant: 
or  are  we  going  to  cripple  our  present  grape  industry,  impoveris 
those  engaged  in  it  today  and  let  the  cities  struggle  with  the  prot 
lem  of  placing  the  countless  immigrants  who  will  soon  flock  to  ot||l 
State? 

This  is  one  of  the  big  questions  that  must  be  answered  nes 
November. 

That  the  laboring  men  of  California  realize    the    truth    of   th 
statements  I  have  made  and  intend  to  vote  against  the  drastic  pro 
hibition  amendment  (proposition  2  on  the    November    ballot),    i  I 
evident  from  the  fact  that  practically  every  labor  union  of  consd 
quence  in  the  State  has  gone  on  record  as  being  opposed  to  this' 
confiscatory  measure. 
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A  PROHIBITIONIST'S  EXPERIENCE  WITH  GRAPE  JUICE 


Ontario,  Cal.,  April  6,  1914. 
Mr.  Horatio  F.  Stoll,  San  Francisco,  C^al. 

Dear  Sir:  In  answer  to  yjeur  statement  that  the  California 
"ilrys"  are  claiming  that  in  case  the  prohibition  amendment  carries 
at  the  fall  election  there  will  be  no  loss  to  the  grape  growers  of  the 
State,  as  their  grapes  can  be  manufactured  into  grape  juice  at  a 
good  profit,  I  wish  to  say  that  the  statement  is  entirely  misleading 
and  wish  to  correct  it,  not  only  for  your  benefit  but  for  the  public 
as  well. 

I  am  one  of  the  largest  individual  growers  in  San  Bernardino 
County.  In  1908  I,  with  a  number  of  other  grape  growers,  took 
stock  in  the  California  Vineyards  and  Improvement  Company,  a 
corporation  organized  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  grape 
juice,  with  the  hope  of  finding  a  more  profitable  market  for  our 
grapes. 

After  two  years  of  experimenting,  with  the  assistance  of  expert 
grape  juice  men,  some  of  them  from  the  Concord  district  of  Mich- 
igan, we  succeeded  in  placing  on  the  market  as  good  a  grape  juice 
as  has  ever  been  manufactured. 

In  1910  we  placed  quite  a  number  of  orders  with  merchants  and 
dealers  throughout  the  State.  In  1911  we  failed  utterly  to  get  any 
of  these  same  dealers  to  duplicate  their  orders.  On  investigation 
we  found  that  most  of  these  dealers  that  we  had  sold  to  in  1910 
had  their  stock  still  on  hand  and  that  there  was  absolutely  no  call 
for  the  stuff.     We  were  compelled  to  quit  the  business. 

In  l9l2  we  offered  our  entire  stock  of  grape  juice  on  hand  at 
$1.25  per  case  of  two  dozen  quarts  (about  the  price  of  the  bottles 
and  package)  and  found  no  takers.  The  following  winter  we  sold 
the  entire  stock  of  the  California  Wine  Association  for  distilling 
purposes  at  6  cents  per  gallon  and  were  glad  to  get  that. 

Our  experience  is  the  same  as  that  of  every  other  grape  juice 
manufacturer  in  the  State. 

You  can  lead  the  horse  to  water  but  you  cannot  make  him  drink. 

We  can  make  the  finest  grape  juice  but  we  cannot  make  the 
people  drink  it. 

While  I  am  a  prohibitionist,  I  do  not  believe  in  misleading  the 
people  in  order  to  win  the  cause.

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THE  SITUATION  IN  THE  NORTHWEST. 


Seattle,  October  25,  1914. 
IHE  main  argument  of  the  prohibitionists  has  been  made  and 
found  wanting.     It  consisted  of  a  parade  of  Seattle  chil- 

dren  five  miles  in  length,  conducted  by  the  Women's  Chris- 

tion  Temperance  Union.  Under  the  command  of  Mrs. 
tieorge  Waddington  the  five  miles  of  children  marched  through 
the  streets  wearing  red  caps  and  bearing  banners  with  such  in- 
scriptions as  "The  Liquor  Traffic  Must  Go."  Under  the  tutelage 
of  the  lady  the  children  yelled: 

"W  ho,  who,  who  are  we? 
Young  campaigners,  don't  you  see? 
Bound  to  try,  you  and  I, 
To  make  \\'ashington  dry." 

There  were  five  miles  of  children  all  right.  But  there  were  just 
1480  children  all  told.  In  order  to  stretch  the  tots  out  for  the  fi\  e 
miles  it  was  necessary  to  march  them  in  widely  separated  sections 
and  in  many  cases  to  have  them  walk  single  file.  It  took  a  great 
deal  of  generalship  on  the  part  of  Mrs.  Waddington  to  prevent 
some  children  from  being  lost,  since  when  turning  corners  those 
in  the  rear  lost  sight  of  those  to  the  fore. 

In  speaking  of  the  preliminaries  for  the  parade  Mrs.  Wadding- 
ton said:  "I  swooped  down  on  them,  sisters,  unexpectedly  when 
I  went  about  the  town,  as  a  hawk  upon  chickens,  and  I  got  much 
better  results." 

Poor  little  children! 

Mr.  H.  B.  LaMonte,  secretary  of  the  Anti-Prohibition  Associa- 
tion, has  issued  the  following  statement  from  Tacoma : 

"There  can  be  no  more  bald  deception  perpetrated  on  the  peo- 
ple than  that  which  is  evidently  prompted  by  a  desire  to  mislead. 
The  New  Republic,  official  Anti-Saloon  League  newspaper,  for 
September  25,  1914,  in  a  leading  black  type  article  in  the  Wash- 
ington edition,  says :  'Representatives  of  the  Methodist  Temper- 
ance Society  counted,  on  August  10,  from  the  records  of  the  collec 
tor  of  internal  revenue,  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  the  number  of  retail 
liquor  dealers  then  on  his  books  for  that  State.  There  were  just 
194  of  them.  A  member  of  the  New  Republic  staff  now  counts 
the  number  of  special  taxpayers  for  Seattle,  Tacoma  and  Spokane. 
The  count  was  made  from  the  current  books  of  the  collector  of  in- 
ternal revenue  at  Tacoma.  This  shows  that  there  are  by  official 
record,  in  the  single  city  of  Seattle,  sixty-four  more  "blind  pigs" 
than  there  are  in  the  entire  State  of  Kansas." 

"The  Anti-.Saloon  people  have  access  to  the  records  of  the  in- 
ternal revenue  department,  the  same  as  any  other  citizens  of  the 
L'nited  States.  They  had  before  them  when  they  made  up  these 
falsehoods  the  records  which  disprove  their  statements. 

"The  latest  figures  for  Kansas,  the  record  of  the  internal  rev- 
enue department  for  1913,  show  that  Kansas  had:  Rectifiers,  1 ;  re- 
tail li(iuor  dealers,  669;  wholesale  liquor  dealers,  5;  retail  dealers, 
malt  liquors,  97;  wholesale,  malt  liquors,  23.  Total  795.  The  New 
Republic  says  Kansas  had  194  liquor  dealers. 

"The  total  of  the  special  taxpayers  in  Kansas  is  2,462.  (See  re- 
port of  commissioner  of  internal  revenue,  1913,  page  202.) 

"The  'Special  Taxpayers'  in  Seattle,  Spokane  and  Tacoma  arc 
made  up  out  of  the  above  li.st.  There  are  315  saloons  in  Seattle. 
There  are  257  other  'Special  Taxpayers'  in  Seattle,  but  the  internal 
revenue  office  shows  that  they  belong  to  the  above  list  of  legiti- 
mate taxpayers  and  are  not  'Speakeasies'  as  asserted  by  The  New 
Republic.  If  the  anti-saloon  agitators  in  Washington  have  any 
desire  to  have  the  people  of  Washington  have  any  confidence  in 
their  statements  they  will  correct  this  glaring  misrepresentation." 

Senator  George  E.  Chamberlain  is  the  latest  acquisition  to  the 
prohibitionist  ranks  in  Oregon.  The  "Oregonian"  says :  "This  does 
not  mean  that  the  astute  Oregon  Senator,  who  now  is  struggling 
for  re-election,  has  joined  the  prohibition  party.  No,  not  that,  for 
he  is  a  strict  'non-partisan.'  But  the  word  is  out  that  Senator 
Chamberlain  has  written  to  friends  in  Portland  supporting  the 
'dry'  movement.  It  is  said  that  he  promises  to  support  the 
'dry'  cause  in  the  .State  this  fall  and  that  he  declares  his  intention 
of  voting  for  the  National  prohibition  amendment  when  it  come:; 
up  in  Congress — that  is,  if  he  is  in  Congress  when  it  comes  up.  This 
most  recent  Chamberlain  communication  is  said  to  go  a  little 
farther  than  the  letter  received  a  short  while  ago  by  members  of 


the  Anti-Saloon  League  in  Portland,  which  read,  'Gentlemen,  your 
letter  received,  regarding  my  attitude  toward  the  'dry  cause,  i 
can  not  say  what  specific  action  I  shall  take  in  any  specific  case. 
But  you  know  me.  I'll  treat  you  right.'  Those  who  know  the 
Senator  are  inclined  to  wink  slyly  when  they  hear  of  his  latest  re- 
ported move.  Still,  they  point  out,  he  voted  in  the  Senate  for  the 
Webb  bill,  which  was  intended  to  prohibit  the  transportation  of 
liquors  into  'dry'  territory,  and  it  is  known  that  he  has  agreed  in 
writing  to  support  the  Hobson  bill  for  Federal  constitutional  pro- 
hibition. It  is  argued  that,  despite  any  personal  prejudices,  he  may 
really  consider  it  best  for  the  State  to  abolish  liquor.  It  is  said 
that  Chamberlain's  local  supporters  propose  to  make  public  his 
declaration  of  'dry'  principles  within  a  few  days." 

In  compliance  with  instructions.  President  Perkins  of  the  Cigar- 
makers'  International  Union  prepared  and  sent  out  questions  to  the 
various  locals,  and  the  following  is  his  report  on  the  answers  re- 
ceived :  "In  answer  to  the  questions  submitted  by  this  oifice,  136 
unions  reported  that  prohibition  had  been  tried  under  their  juris- 
diction. One  hundred  and  thirty-nine  unions  reported  5691  mem-: 
bers  were  employed  before  prohibition  became  operative;  115 
unions  reported  that  4069  members  were  employed  on  an  average 
during  prohibition,  and  that  1249  members  lost  employment  during 
the  prohibition  period.  Sixty-seven  unions  estimated  the  natural 
increase  in  the  number  employed  in  trade,  if  it  had  not  been  for 
prohibition,  as  2505.  One  hundred  and  eight  unions  reported  that 
118  'speak-easies,'  or  'blind  pigs,'  were  established  during  the  pro-< 
hibition  period. 

"One  hundred  and  twenty  unions  reported  that  intoxicants  were 
sent  in  to  be  consumed  in  kitchens,  clubs,  etc.  Twenty-seven 
unions  reported  the  population  increased  during  the  prohibition, 
period ;  57  unions  reported  that  the  population  decreased  during 
the  prohibition  period.  Seventy-three  unions  reported  that  other 
tradesmen  were  thrown  out  of  work  during  the  prohibition  period. 
Sixty-nine  unions  reported  the  cost  of  living  increased  during  the 
prohibition  period ;  five  unions  reported  the  cost  of  living  decreased 
during  the  prohibition  period.  Ten  unions  reported  wages  gen- 
erally increased  during  the  prohibition  period ;  twenty-nine  unions 
reported  wages  decreased  during  the  prohibition  period.  Eighty 
unions  reported  an  increase  of  drugs  during  the  prohibition  period. 

"To  the  question,  'Do  you  consider  that  drunkenness  decreased 
during  prohibition?'  ninety-five  unions  reported  'No.'  To  the 
question,  'Do  you  consider  that  drunkenness  increased  during  pro- 
hibition?' eighteen  unions  reported  'Yes.'  The  summary  of  the 
foregoing  interesting  statistics,  which  were  given  over  the  signa- 
ture of  the  presidents  and  secretaries  of  the  unions,  and  bearing  the 
union  seal,  among  other  interesting  things  shows  that  of  the  136 
unions  reporting,  involving,  all  told,  5691  members,  1249  members 
lost  employment,  and  the  estimate  shows  that  2505  really  lost  em- 
ployment. One  of  the  most  important  things  disclosed  by  the  sura-j 
mary  is  that  108  unions  reported  that  118  'speak-easies'  or  'blind 
tigers'  were  established  during  the  prohibition  period,  which  show* 
that  the  sale  of  alcoholic  drinks  continued  under  prohibition,  but^ 
that  the  city  or  .State  received  no  revenue." 


Following  is  Governor  Oswald  West's  latest  essay  on  the  arb 
of  sand  bagging : 

"Whenever  I  think  of  the  devil  I  think  of  booze,  and  whenever 
I  think  of  booze  I  think  of  the  devil,  for  the  devil  is  booze  and 
booze  is  hell.  Old  booze  is  an  outlaw  who  has  been  pursued  but; 
never  subdued.  At  no  time  and  under  no  circumstances  should  he 
be  given  quarter,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every  good  citizen  to  standi 
ready  to  sandbag  him  whenever  he  sticks  his  head  in  sight.  All| 
Oregon  will  have  a  chance  to  sandbag  him  on  November  3,  and  foi] 
the  Lord's  sake  let  us  make  a  good  job  of  it."

OME  months  ago  the  PACIFIC  WINE,  BREVVINC;  AND 
SPIRIT  REVIEW  published  an  article  showing  how  the 
leading  daily  newspapers  of  California  stood  on  the  ques- 
tion of  State-wide  prohibition.  In  this  article  the  follow- 
ing journals  were  described  as  lacking  of  moral  courage  because 
they  would  not  state  whether  they  were  in  favor  of  or  opposed  to 
the  movement :  San  Francisco  "Examiner,"  Oakland  "Tribuue" 
and  Fresno  "Republican." 

In  the  September  issue  of  the  REVIEW  there  was  reproduced 
an  article  from  the  Fresno  "Republican,"  which  clearly  outlined  the 
attitude  of  that  journal  as  being  one  of  consistent  and  uncompro- 
mising opposition  to  .State-wide  prohibition.  From  the  standpoint 
of  liberalism  the  RE\TE\\'  considered  the  article  as  the  ablest  ap- 
pearing in  the  California  press  on  the  subject  treated. 

On  the  21st  of  October  the  Oakland  "Tribune"  published  ;in 
article  entitled  "Note  Against  Prohibition  Amendment,"  and  in  do- 
ing so  this  journal  placed  itself  definitely  on  record  as  being  rip- 
posed  to  State-wide  prohibition.  The  article  of  the  "Tribune"  lias 
won  the  attention  of  tens  of  thousands  of  people  because  it  unfear- 
ingly  champions  the  cause  of  California  and  the  right  of  the  State 
to  the  prosperity  that  is  brought  to  it  by  the  vineyards,  hop  fields 
and  barley  crops.     The  article  is  as  follows: 

"The  Tribune  holds  no  brief  for  the  saloon,  as  its  record  shows : 
it  stands,  as  it  has  ever  stood,  for  regulation  and  restriction  of  the 
liquor  traffic  wherever  necessary.  It  believes  in  local  option  and 
the  right  of  communities  to  say  whether  or  not  intoxicants  shall 
be  sold  in  dramshops  and  under  what  conditions,  but  the  Tribune 
does  not  believe  in  State-wide  prohibition  as  proposed  in  Initiative 
Amendment  No.  2  on  the  ballot  at  the  next  general  election,  which, 
if  carried,  would  halt  industry  in  California,  throw  thousands  of 
men  and  women  out  of  employment,  paralyze  agricultural  and  hor- 
ticultural industry  and  its  attendant  concomitants,  bring  this  State, 
with  all  its  brilliant  prospects,  into  a  condition  of  panic  so  far  as 
relates  to  business,  impose  upon  its  citizens  restrictions  on  hospi- 
tality, deprive  them  of  the  personal  freedom  to  which  they  are  en- 
titled and  relegate  that  sction  of  America  which  now  bids  fair  to 
become  one  of  the  greatest  units  of  the  sisterhood  of  the  Union  to 
a  secondary  position. 

"The  adoption  of  this  amendment  means  the  destruction  of  the 
wine  grape  industry  of  the  State  and  the  partial  destruction  of  the 
raisin  and  table  grape  industries,  because  these  are  dependent  in  a 
great  measure  upon  the  wine  industry.  California  has  320,000 
acres  of  land  devoted  to  viticulture,  among  which  are  some  of  the 
finest  vineyards  in  the  world.  It  would  put  out  of  business  and 
compel  to  seek  other  work — with  the  exception  of  a  portion  of 
those  engaged  in  the  raisin  and  table  grape  industry — all  the  men 
and  women  now  engaged,  and  stop  at  once  the  operation  of  seven 
hundred  wineries  and  subsidiary  plants  representing  $150,000,000 
of  capital.  It  would  ruin  the  brewing  and  malt  industry  with  an 
investment  of  ?50,000,000  and  eliminate  the  hop  industry,  which 
contributes  something  like  $200,000  to  State  breweries,  and  $7,000,- 
000  to  other  States  and  foreign  lands,  not  to  mention  the  $2,500,000 
worth  of  other  essentials  in  the  brewery  trade. 

"The  wine  industry  supports  75,000  persons.  The  breweries 
maintain  28,000.  The  cooperage  trade  with  its  $5,000,000  worth 
of  business,  the  glass  industry  with  its  $2,000,000,  the  mineral 
water  industry  with  its  $8,000,000  and  the  printing,  wagon  and 
truck  drivers  and  other  laborers  combined  make  a  total  of  some- 
thing like  300,000  persons,  and  who,  in  the  face  of  present  condi- 
tions, would  add  that  many  to  the  army  of  the  idle  and  the  de- 
pendent? 

"California  is  the  land  of  the  vine.  It  is  here  that  the  Creator 
included  in  His  great  scheme  of  economy  the  empire  that  should 
produce  that  which  He  has  blessed  and  declared  acceptable  for  the 
western  world.  Its  soil  was  tempered  for  the  growth  of  the  grape 
from  which  has  been  pressed  the  juice  that  has  'gladdened  the 
heart  of  man"  since  the  soul  awoke  to  its  faint,  dim  dream  of  God, 
and  against  the  temperate  u.se  of  which  there  is  not  one  inhibition 
in  all  the  books  that  have  been  handed  to  humanity  as  His  inspired 
work. 


"It  would  be  criminal  to  adopt  a  law  which  provides  that  a  land 
so  favored  shall  not  be  used  for  the  purposes  designed.  That  a 
man  shall  not  have  the  right  to  utilize  his  property  after  the  man- 
ner of  the  peoples  of  the  ages,  and  to  dispose  of  to  his  neighbor 
that  surplus  he  does  not  desire  to  use. 

'Kansas  grows  great  fields  of  corn.  Her  broad  prairies  are  now 
yellow  with  the  harvest.  Millions  of  bushels  of  that  corn  will  be 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  'high  wines,'  so  strong  in  alcohol  as  to 
be  unfit  for  consumption  until  blended  with  liquids  tempering  it. 
It  is  just  as  reasonable,  aye,  more  reasonable,  to  ask  Kansas  to  quit 
growing  and  selling  corn  for  the  manufacture  of  drink  that  is  unfit 
for  human  consumption  without  being  so  tempered,  as  it  is  to  come 
to  California  and  ask  her  to  tear  up  her  verdant  vineyards,  the 
product  of  which  is  similar  to  that  which  has  been  used  by  ad- 
vanced civilization  since  the  days  when  history  was  first  written, 
which  was  drank  by  the  Man  of  Sorrows  at  His  last  supper  with 
His  disciples,  which  He  blessed  with  His  benediction  and  sanc- 
tioned by  its  use. 

"Under  this  amendment  it  would  be  a  crime  for  any  man  to  use 
his  own  vines  for  the  manufacture  of  wine,  to  keep  the  product  of 
his  labor  in  his  home  or  to  offer  a  sociable  glass  to  his  neighbor. 

"Under  this  amendment  destruction  of  property  must  follow, 
for  if  it  passes,  all  the  magnificent  vineyards,  the  result  of  years  of 
toil  and  labor;  all  the  great  buildings  built  for  the  storage  of  prod- 
ucts, all  the  breweries  must  be  destroyed,  and  as  the  law  takes  ef- 
fect almost  immediately  following  its  passage,  all  the  stocks  of 
goods  on  hand  will  be  literally  confiscated. 

"Destruction  and  confiscation  are  not  temperance. 
"Destruction  and  confiscation  are  intemperance. 
"The  people  of  California  are  not  seeking  the  passage  of  this 
amendment.     It  is  being  fostered  by  those  whose  interests  are  far 
from  this    Golden    Empire    of    the    Sunset.     It  is  being  urged  bv 
speakers  who  know  little  of  the  temperament  of  the  liberty-loving 
people  of  this  land  of  plentitude  and  prosperity.     It  is  being  op- 
posed by  the  men  and  women  who  have  made  California  what  she 
is;  by  men  and  women  who  stand  for  individual  freedom  and  b 
people  who  have  never  countenanced  or  tolerated  intemperance  un 
der  the  guise  of  individual  freedom  and  who  never  will. 

"California  has  local  option  laws  under  which  any  communit 
may  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquor  in  saloons  if  a  majority  of  such  com 
munity  so  elects.  There  are  ample  safeguards  provided  by  law  i 
this  State  if  the  citizenship  feels  it  should  appeal  to  them. 

"The  men  and  women  of  California  have  toiled  through  th 
years  to  leave  their  children  an  inheritance.  They  have  worke 
early  and  late  and  by  the  sweat  of  their  faces  they  have  built  fo 
tunes.  Today  the  prospects  of  California's  wine  growing  interest 
are  more  brilliant  than  ever  before.  The  juices  of  her  vines  com 
pete  with  the  best  grown  in  the  countries  of  Europe.  Wherever 
her  various  vintages  are  marketed  they  find  favor.  To  say  that  at 
the  height  of  success  all  this  shall  be  wiped  out  because  there  h 
men  who  occasionally  abuse  the  gifts  of  Infinity  and  that  a  greal 
State  shall  sacrifice  the  interests  of  the  great  mass  for  the  proteo 
tion  of  the  few  weaklings  is  to  deny  the  infallible  law  of  the  sur 
vival  of  the  fittest  and  means  to  inflict  upon  the  deserving  the  bu 
den  of  caring  for  the  undeserving.  To  say  that  all  the  labor  of  th 
years  shall  be  destroyed  for  no  cause  beyond  this  the  Tribune  re 
gards  as  folly  and  urges  every  reader  to  vote  'No'  on  the  prohibi 
tion  amendment." 

There  is  but  one  leading  daily  newspaper  in  the  State  which  u' 
to  the  present  time  has  lacked  moral  courage  to  declare  its  attitud 
on  the  State-wide  prohibition  question,  a  question  of  most  vital  in 
terest  to  California.  That  journal  is  the  San  Francisco  "Exami 
iner."  The  REVIEW  expects  that  the  "Examiner,"  realizing  th?. 
California  is  really  as  much  involved  in  prohibition  as  in  the  Eu' 
ropean  war,  will  line  up  before  November  3.  Neutrality  is  out  ol 
the  question.     Peace  at  home  first! 
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The  Dry  Federation  of  Santa  Rosa  is  still  depending  entire! 
on  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Bnne  to  furnish  them  arguments.  Me'^iings  hel 
by  the  federation  ate  all  dismal  failures  as  a  result.

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VENICE  GRAPE  FESTIVAL. 


Los  Angeles,  October  26,  1914. 

The  big  event  of  the  past  month  inlsouthern  California  was  the 
(irape  Festival  at  Venice.  Thi^s  festival  was  one  of  the  usual  five- 
day  affairs,  being  celebrated  Qctober  7-8-9-10-11. 

On  the  evening  of  the  7th  of  October  Queen  Louise  (Miss 
Louise  Greene  of  Upland)  accepted  her  crown  and  formally  opened 
the  festival.  The  coronation  occurred  in  the  Venice  Auditorium  in 
the  presence  of  an  audience  which  taxed  the  great  building  to  ca- 
pacity. 

The  Queen's  Coronation  Parade  started  at  the  Race  Thru  the 
Clouds  at  7:30  p.  m.,  October  7,  and  ended  at  the  Auditorium,  at 
8  :30  p.  m.,  where  the  Allegory  was  presented. 

In  the  pageant  were  many  beautifully  and  grotesquely  gowned 
and  garbed  participants,  all  entering  heartily  into  the  spirit  of  the 
occasion — the  girls  and  women  radiant  with  smiles,  the  men  and 
boys  apparently  extracting  greatest  joy  from  the  occasion,  since 
they  were  less  accustomed  to  appearing  in  such  out-of-the-ordinary 
raiment. 

In  the  pavilion  the  Italian  Vineyard  Company  exhibited  a  large 
gondola  constructed  of  white  and  purple  grapes.  This  was  sur- 
rounded by  water.  Bottles  of  wine  formed  part  of  the  decoration. 
This  exhibition  was  complete  in  every  detail  and  was  the  subject 
of  admiration  by  all  who  beheld  it.  Everybody  who  participated 
in  the  festival  witnessed  it. 

Another  artistic  exhibit  was  that  of  the  Italian-Swiss  Colony. 
It  consisted  of  novel  designs,  including  fresh  grapes,  bottles  of  wine 
and  champagne  and  cases. 

Ettienne  Brothers  of  the  La  Manda  Winery  made  a  striking 
exhibit  with  clever  designs  wrought  with  light  and  dark  grapes. 
A  battleship  was  one  of  the  exhibits  which  attracted  the  greatest 
attention  and  admiration. 

On  the  11th  of  October  the  Grape  Festival  was  concluded  with 
a  free  distribution  of  grapes  to  all  visitors. 


CONGRESSMAN  CURRY'S  PROTEST  AGAINST  WINE  TAX 

Representative  Curry  got  his  views  of  the  wine  tax  in  the  War 
Revenue  Bill  before  the  House  in  .spite  of  limited  time  allowed 
there  for  debate.  Mr.  Curry  said  he  believed  the  war  tax  was  noi 
necessary  and  declared  it  would  affect  California  very  unfavorably. 

"This  bill,"  said  he,  "proposes  to  raise  in  internal  revenue  taxes 
$105,000,000,  of  which  amount  California  industry  will  be  callce; 
upon  to  contribute,  at  a  conservative  estimate,  between  $10,000,000 
and  $12,000,000;  that  is,  the  2^  per  cent  of  the  population  of  the 
country  residing  in  California  will  pay  more  than  10  per  cent  of  the 
entire  tax.  I  believe  the  combined  tax  on  wine  and  gasoline  in  my 
State  is  expected  to  produce  more  than  $10,000,000.  Can  any  gen- 
tleman defend  that  as  an  equitable  distribution  of  the  burdens  of 
this  tax?     I  think  not. 

"The  vineyardists  and  wine  manufacturers  of  the  State  are  in 
particular  subjected  to  an  outrageously  excessive  and  unjust  tax 
from  100  per  cent  to  150  per  cent  on  wine.  This  tax  will  hurt  the 
farmers,  the  growers  of  the  grape,  more  than  it  will  the  wine 
makers.  It  is  estimated  that  this  ta.x  alone  will  produce  a  revenue 
of  $6,000,000. 

"It  has  been  stated  that  domestic  wine  can  stand  the  tax,  as 
very  little,  if  any,  foreign  wine  will  be  imported  during  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  European  war,  but  such  is  not  the  fact.  "Most  of 
our  wine  importations  come  from  Spain,  Portugal,  Italy  and  South- 
ern France,  where  the  wine  industry  is  not  affected  by 'the  war. 
No  champagne  and  no  German  wine  will  be  imported  during  the 
war,  but  so  far  as  we  know  the  manufacture  of  wine  in  the  other 
wine-producing  foreign  countries  and  districts  will  not  be  affectett 
by  the  war.  It  will  continue  to  be  imported  as  heretofore,  and  our 
excessively  taxed  domestic  wine  will  be  compelled  to  compete  with 
it  in  our  home  market. 

"I  hope  this  enormous  tax  will  not  be  imposed  by  the  Congress 
on  our  grape  and  wine  industry. 

"No  other  country,  not  even  one  of  those  engaged  in  war,  has 
imposed  such  a  burden  of  taxation  on  its  viticultural  industry."

ITH  a  much  better  present  market  than  was  exoected  sev- 
eral months  ago  and  reasonable  prospects  that  similar  con- 
ditions will  exist  for  several  months  longer,  the  whisky 
trade  in  Kentucky,  is  looking  ahead  with  considerable  con- 
fidence, in  spite  of  the  facts  that  the  war  in  Europe  promises  to 
become  more  general  and  that,  at  this  writing,  Congre'-s  's  still  in 
session.  While  the  assurances  of  Chairman  Underwood  of  the 
Ways  and  Means  Committee  that  there  would  be  no  additional 
revenue  tax  placed  on  whisky  had  a  marked  effect  on  the  rate  of 
withdrawals  which  up  to  that  time  had  been  unprecedented,  but 
it  is  declared  locally  that  there  was  no  particular  slump  in  this  re- 
spect and  that  withdrawals  now  are  about  at  a  normal  rate. 
Bottling-in-bond  operations  were  very  heavy  at  the  t'me  with- 
drawals reached  the  big  figures  and  this  is  being  cont'nued  at  an 
accelerated  rate. 

The  heavy  withdrawals  which  have  taken  place  aio  bound  to 
result  in  these  whiskies  being  put  into  actual  consumption,  and 
this  will  increase  what  the  year's  consumption  would  or.tierwise 
have  been.  This,  with  the  certainty  of  a  very  consen  afve  crop 
this  coming  season,  will  tend  to  help  in  relieving  the  o\  er  produced 
condition  which  made  curtailment  desirable.  Ther-  is  quite  a 
probability,  too,  thai  the  withdrawals  of  young  Kentucky  ^vhiskies 
for  use  in  blending  and  rectifying  operations  will  be  increased  this 
year  and  the  market  for  that  class  of  goods  already  har  shown 
more  than  an  appreciable  stiffening.  So,  tax  advance  or  r.)  tax  ad- 
vance, it  is  generally  believed  among  the  trade  that  whiskies  will 
hold  their  own. 

General  business  conditions  are  considered  among  the  dealers 
and  distillers  to  have  a  paramount  influence  on  the  whisky  market. 
When  time;:,  are  good  the  whisky  trade  prospers;  otherwise  i  suf- 
fers. In  this  connection  there  is  considerable  optimism  being  ex- 
pressed as  to  probably  industrial  improvement.  Organizations  of 
distillers  and  dealers  are  participating  in  Kentucky  in  the  move- 
ment which  is  seeking  to  relieve  the  stagnation  of  the  Southern 
cotton  market  and  are  hoping  that  the  Federal  Reserve  Banks  will 
be  in  a  position  to  t'.nance  a  large  part  ot  this  crop  which  is  raised 
on  credit  more  generally  than  any  other  of  the  country's  staples. 
While  an  increased  revenue  tax  is  opposed  in  itself  the  dea'ers  feel 
that  inasmuch  as  it  will  tend  to  remove  Lhe  causes  for  over -conser- 
vative banking  it  will  help  general  business  and  therefore  be  a  good 
thing. 

Busied  v/ith  imperative  withdrawals  and  concerned  »,ver  the 
prohibition  elections  under  way  in  various  sections,  the  distillers 
of  Kentucky  have  gone  little  further  in  perfecting  their  f^u  "•■ailment 
agreement  than  th<>_v  had  a  month  ago.  The  Allotm"i.t  Commit- 
tee wh'ch  was  to  determine  the  output  of  the  individual  dibtillenes 
has  held  no  meeting  up  to  the  time  of  this  writing.  Tlis  does  not 
mean,  however,  that  the  agreement  to  hold  down  production  is 
any  less  binding.  In  fact  some  of  the  students  of  corditionf  ex- 
press the  opinion  that  the  crop  which  last  season  was  around  about 
38,000.000  gallons  of  straight  whisky,  this  season  will  be  as  small 
as  20,000,00'J  gallons  Only  here  and  there  has  a  distdlerv  begun 
operations  and  the  grain  dealers  and  coopers  are  correspondingly 
disconsolate. 

A  short  Kentucky  corn  crop,  the  de^nite  figures  as  to  ihe  yield 
not  yet  being  available,  and  the  high  prices  of  that  grain  are  cred- 
ited with  h.iving  bejn  one  of  the  influences  that  some  time  ago  put 
spirits  to  $1.44.  The  price  later  went  down  five  cents  or  more  to 
nearer  the  figure  reasonable  in  view  of  the  cost  of  production.  This 
influence  on  the  whisky  market  is  welcomed,  as  it  will  tend  to  In- 
sure curtailment  being  effective,  by  increasing  the  demand  for  the 
young  whiskies.     In  addition  the  distillers  of  the  State  have  been 
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much  interested  in  the  recently  published  recommend'^ion  of  the 
State  agricultural  department  officials  that  the  farmers  r-f  the  State 
give  corn  the  go-by  and  take  to  winter  barley  and  turf  oats.  These 
latter,  it  is  pointed  out,  make  sure  crops  in  this  State,  while  in 
three  out  of  the  last  four  years,  including  the  present  year,  the 
corn  crop  has  been  held  to  sub-normal  figures  by  drouths.  If  this 
advice  is  accepted  the  distillers  will  be  able  less  and  less  t:i  look  to 
Kentucky  corn  for  their  supplies. 

While  the  effect  may  not  be  great  the  distillers  have  been  much 
interested  and  were  active  in  the  county  option  elections  he'd  in 
fifteen  counties  in  Kentucky  in  the  last  month.  In  nine  of  these 
the  "dry"  element  vas  successful,  the  "wets,"  however,  returning 
majorities  in  the  reaiaining  five  counties,  which  included  the  cities 
of  Henderson,  Owensboro,  Paducah,  Lexington  and  Hopkinsville. 
Exceedingly  spirited  campaign  were  conducted  in  these  fifteen 
counties,  th'?  prohibition  forces  especially  showing  fervoi,  while  the 
defensive  campaign  of  the  anti-prohibition  forces  was  co-idiict-^d  on 
an  un-emotional  basis. 

October  saw  hearings  by  the  Kentucky  Railroad  Comm' ssion 
of  the  claims  of  a  number  of  distillers  for  reparation  for  over- 
charges alleged  to  have  been  collected  by  the  Louisville  it  Nash- 
ville Railroad  Com];any  on  shipments  of  distillers'  griins.  These 
actions  were  based  on  the  order  of  the  commission  'ast  summer 
requiring  the  railroad  to  reduce  these  rates  to  the  figure  which  for- 
merly prevailed.  The  L.  &  N.  had  sought,  by  giving  ihe  distillers 
lower  rates  on  grain  shipments,  to  help  them  establish  their  busi- 
nesses on  firm  grounds.  When  the  millers  out  in  the  State  com- 
plained of  discrimiiiation  the  L.  &  N.  restored  rates  on  distillers' 
grains  to  the  same  basis  as  the  rates  on  mill  grains.  This,  the 
commission  ruled,  could  not  be  done,  and  return  to  lower  rates 
was  ordered  the  distillers'  claims  arising  in  that  way.  Now  the 
millers  are  demandi'ig  similar  treatment  and  one  of  the  cases  heard 
was  involved  those  questions.  The  claim  of  the  Kentucky  Dis- 
tilleries &  Warehouse  Company  is  for  about  $27,000  and  the  E. 
H.  Taylor  Ji.  &  Sons  Co.  is  also  asking  for  reparation.  The  hear- 
ings began  in  Louiyville  on  October  27.  The  commission's  find- 
ing will  be  announced  later. 

Kentucky  grain  men  and  distillers  are  watching  with  iu'erest 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission's  handling  of  the  complaint 
made  by  Dewey  Bn<s.  &  Co.  of  Blanchester,  O.,  against  four  rail- 
road companies  that  the  rates  on  distillers'  grains  from  Madison, 
Ind.,  and  Carrollton  Ky.,  just  across  the  Ohio  river,  to  Rock  Creek  ' 
and  Chardin  O.,  are  unreasonable.  Readjustment  of  ra*^es  and  rep- 
aration is  askedi

peted in.  The  State  press  was  full  of  leferences  to  the  herd  and 
the  distillery  got  a  great  deal  of  incidental  advertising  Th<  same 
has  been  true  generally  wherever  the-herd  has  been  exhibited.  Col. 
E.  H.  Taylor  Jr.  is  an  enthusiastic  cattle  fancier. 

Louisville  wine  importers-tecently  entertained  at  thci>  places  of 
business  Leo  B.  Foist,  a  former  Louisville  boy  and  nov  chei'iist  in 
charge  of  the  Cincinnati  office  of  the  United  States  Foo  I  and  Drug 
Department.  He  was  in  Louisville  to  determine  the  alcoholic 
strength  of  imported  wines  in  possession  of  the  local  de;ders,  to 
ascertain  if  the  correct  duty  had  been  paid  on  each  class  uiHcr  the 
provision  which  as  assesses  45  cents  a  gallon  on  imported  "wines  of 
14  per  cent  or  less  alcohol ;  up  to  24  per  cent,  60  cents  ?nd  i-.bove  24 
per  cent,  $2.60.  According  to  the  report  made  up  to  this  writing 
to  Thomas  Sweatt,  chief  deputy  in  the  local  collector's  o>Tice,  no 
analysis  has  called  for  interference  by  the  government,  the  correct 
duty  having  been  paid  in  every  case. 

At  Falmouth,  Ky.,  the  Hayes  Valley  Distilling  (  ompany,  of 
which  William  H.  Simpson  is  president,  has  announced  that  it  is 
going  out  of  business.  The  consent  of  the  stockholders  to  this  pro- 
ceeding was  given,  and  at  a  meeting  held  at  Levingood,  Ky  ,  on 
October  16,  the  dissolution  was  effected.  This  step  vi^  the  com- 
pany Is  said  to  have  been  contemplated  for  some  time. 

An  interesting  decision  from  the  Kentucky  Court  cf  Appeals 
has  recently  been  a;inounced  to  the  effect  that  possession  <>(  a  gov- 
ernment stamp  showing  that  a  person  has  paid  the  tax  as  a  letail 
liquor  dealer  is  not  sufficient  evidence  to  convict  such  a  p»^rson 
of  having  liquor  for  sale  in  prohibition  territory,  but  it  must  be 
proved  that  he  did  have  liquor  and  that  he  did  have  liquo.  for  that 
purpose.  In  another  case  the  Court  of  .'\ppeals  criticized  a  iowei 
judge  for  holding  contrary  to  its  previous  decisions  tlist  where 
sale  of  liquor  is  mad''  by  mail,  the  order  being  accomp3"ieJ  by  the 
purchase  pnce,  the  sale  takes  place  where  the  liquor  -s  delivered 
to  the  common  earner. 

A  recent  death  in  the  trade  in  Louisville  was  that  of  Abraham 
Schwabacher,  aged  66,  who  until  a  few  months  before  his  death 
conducted  the  wholesale  whisky  business  of  Schwab^chei  &  Co. 
For  some  thirty-six  years  he  had  been  at  the  head  of  that  business, 
having  come  to  Louisville  from  Wilkesbarre,  Pa.,  where  lie  was 
born.  Ill  health  prompted  him  to  retire  from  active  business  »arly 
in  the  summer,  but  he  was  able  to  be  out  and  to  get  about  until  a 
few  days  before  his  death,  which  was  due  to  gastritis.  Duri  ig  his 
business  career  Mr.  Schwabacher  was  a  prominent  figure  on  Main 
street  and  i-  leading  influence  in  local  business  affairs  He  is  sur- 
vived by  his  wife  and  two  daughters.

WASHINGTON,  October  23.— The  following  telegram  has 
been  sent  by  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  Osborn  to  all  col- 
lectors of  internal  revenue. 

"Beginning  with  today  the  following  tax  accrues  on  all  wines 
sold:  Two  cents  a  quart  on  still  wines,  20  cents  a  quart  on  cham- 
pagne and  other  sparkling  and  artificially  carbonated  wines,  6  cents 
a  quart  on  liqueurs,  cordials  and  similar  compounds  and  propor- 
tionate rates  for  other  quantities.  Until  stamps  are  furnished  re- 
quire dealers  who  sell  to  consumers  to  keep  account  of  sales  on  and 
after  today."

DISMAL  FAILURE  OF  PROHIBITION. 


INGE  1850  just  twenty-eight  States  of  the  American  Union 
voted  in  faxor  of  prohibition.     All    but    ten    of    them    rc- 

I   pudiated  prohibition  after    giving    it    a    trial.     Of  the  ten 

which  have  prohibition  at  present  seven  adopted  it  within 
the  last  ten  years.  Only  three  have  had  it  beyond  the  experimen- 
tal stage.  Maine  has  proven  to  be  the  exception  to  the  general 
rul,  having  had  it  sixty-four  years.  It  is  likely  that  Maine  will 
abandon  it  within  tlic  next  five  years,  but  even  if  it  never  gives  it 
up  Maine  will  but  prove  itself  an  exception.  Prohibition  has  been 
shown  to  be  a  dismal  failure  wherever  tried. 

Prohibition  may  endure  in  the  Southern  States.  It  has  been 
found  effective  in  suppressing  the  personal  liberty  of  the  black 
race.  The  chief  objection  of  the  whites  of  the  South  to  li(iuor  lies 
in  the  fact  that  it  makes  negroes  who  indulge  in  it  believe  that  they 
are  the  equals  of  whites.  Of  course,  the  Southern  whites  can  not 
tolerate  any  assumption  of  equality  on  the  part  of  the  negroes. 
But  it  is  doubtful  as  to  what  the  outcome  will  be.  The  success  of 
prohibition  in  the  South  will  lead  to  other  repressive  measures. 
It  is  net  to  be  supposed  that  the  negroes  can  be  deprived  of  their 
natural  rights  and  the  whites  retain  theirs  without  the  arousing  of 
indignation  over  the  discrimination.  The  blacks  will  outnumber 
the  whites  in  the  South  two  to  one  in  another  generation  and  the}' 
will  rebel  against  repression.  One  reason  for  this  will  be  because 
the  whites  will  gradually  leave  the  South  and  the  blacks,  unable 
to  leave,  will  propagate  and  dominate.  Repressive  measures  will 
excite  racial  prejudice  and  rebellion.  If  a  black  republic  should 
be  erected  in  the  Southern  States  it  would  be  due  to  repression. 
Prohibition  would  then  be  charged  with  being  a  contributory  cause 
of  the  mutilation  of  the  American  I'nion. 

Outside  of  the  Southern  States  there  is  positively  no  danger 
from  prohibition.  The  uncalled-for  movement  has  proven  itself  to 
be  a  failure  wherever  tried.  It  must  exhaust  itself  in  a  short  time. 
It  is  a  form  of  disfranchisement  for  which  the  Caucasians  will  not 
stand,  although  they  may  impose  it  upon  the  Ethiopians  and  In- 
dians.    Once  demonstrated,  it  is  forever  afterward  condemned.

URING  the  past  ten  months  there  has  been  felt  in  Califor- 
nia a  serious  depression  owing  to  prohibitionist  agitation. 
Unexampled  prosperity  could  have  been  enjoyed  if  the  agi- 
tators of  prohibition  had  not  interfered.     The  State  has 
paid  dearly  for  the  ten  months  of  turmoil  and  worry. 

Voters  must  take  this  situation  into  consideration  They 
should  vote  with  due  regard  for  the  future  and  should  defeat  the 
prohibitionists  so  overwhelmingly  as  to  make  it  certain  that  there 
will  be  no  recurrence  of  State-wide  agitation  not  solely  for  many 
years  to  come,  but  forever. 

With  astounding  audacity  the  Rev.  Irvin  Chapman,  head  of  the 
Anti-Saloon  League  of  California,  has  declared  that  his  organiza- 
tion will  resume  the  fight  for  State-wide  prohibition  in  1916  if  the 
prohibitionists  are  beaten  this  year. 

The  obvious  reason  for  this  apparently  senseless  agitation  is 
that  leaders  like  Chapman  draw  salaries  equal  to  that  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  with  princely  perquisites  beside. 

The  movement  of  1914  was  initiated  by  the  Prohibition  Party 
and  is  supported  by  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  although  at  the  out- 
set the  league  condemned  it.  In  1916  the  Anti-Saloon  League  will 
initiate  its  own  movement,  which  will  be  supported  by  the  Pr 
hibition  Party,  unless  the  two  Prohibition  organizations  are  ove 
whelmingly  defeated  at  the  polls  on  November  3.  An  overwheli 
ing  defeat  means  that  the  vote  against  prohibition  must  be  so  gre 
that  the  agitators  will  have  no  prospects  of  securing  the  necessa 
number  of  signatures  to  a  petition  to  start  the  State-wide  mov 
ment  again  in  1916. 

The  people  of  California,  that  is,  the  property  holders,  taxpay 
ers  and  wage  earners,  can  not  afford  another  period  of  depressioi 
in  1916  such  as  they  have  undergone  this  year.     The  only  eleme 
that  can  afford  it  is  that  of  the  paid  agitators  who  are  living  o; 
the  movement  against  the  liquor  industry.     Indeed,  this  eleme 
can  not  afford  to  do  without  constant  agitation. 

If  the  Anti-Saloon  League  succeeds  in  initiating  a  State-wide 
movement  in  1916  it  will  propose  an  amendment  which  will  not 
attack  the  wine  industry  so  aggressively  as  the  one  to  be  voted 
upon  November  3.  The  Anti-Saloon  League  amendment  may  giv 
the  wine  men  five  or  ten  years  to  get  out  of  business.  In  its  ul 
mate  effect  such  an  amendment,  if  carried,  would  be  just  as  di 
structive  to  the  wine  industry  as  the  one  now  proposed.  But  if  tl 
Anti-Saloon  League  should  fail  to  win  at  the  elections  in  1916 
will  be  sure  to  start  another  fight  in  1918,  and  at  that  tine  might 
exempt  the  wine  industry  from  the  operation  of  the  prohibition 
law,  with  a  hidden  understanding  to  wipe  out  the  exemption  at 
subsequent  election  in  1920  or  1922. 

If  the  Anti-Saloon  League  and  Prohibition  Party  are  given  an; 
encouragement,    this   year's   movement   will   be   a  precursor  for  a 
long  period  of  agitation    with    resultant    depression    to    business 
throughout  the  State.     The  only  way  for  the  people  to  prevent 
turmoil  and  despondency  for  many  years  to  come  will  be  to  mato 
the  defeat  of  prohibition  this  year  A  ROUT. 

Voters  must  act  with  a  view  to  the  future.  They  must  unde: 
stand  that  the  people  of  California  can  not  afford  continual  agit 
tion  which  involves  economic  loss,  and  if  they  can  not  shake  ol 
the  prohibitionist  beast  of  prey  they  may  eventually  vote  in  favor 
of  prohibition  for  no  other  reason  than  to  avoid  the  waste  and  ex- 
pense of  constantly  recurring  campaigns  and  elections.  People  are 
made  so  desperate  under  continual  molestation  that  they  prefer  to 
suffer  a  full  catastrophe  at  one  time  than  to  be,  like  Prometheus, 
bound  to  a  rock  and  harassed  incessantly.  Voters  must  act  so  as 
to  cast  prohibition  out  of  this  State  permanently  at  the  coming 
election.

Prohibitionists  who  preach  that  teetotaHsm  makes  for  efficiency 
offend  just  as  much  as  they  amuse.  In  very  many  Unes  of  busi- 
ness the  inefficiency  of  teetotalers  is  notorious.  Nearly  all  the 
efficient  managers  of  business  are  moderate  drinkers.  In  many 
cases  teetotalers  hold  their  places  simply  because  they  are  tee- 
totalers. They  play  up  total  abstinence  to  offset  their  inefficiency. 
They  are  inclined  to  disparage  the  efficient  by  the  hackneyed 
phrase,  "He  is  a  very  good  man,  but  he  drinks."  Their  foreflush- 
ing  is  generally  exposed  under  test. 

The  most  prominent  teetotaler  of  the  United  States  is  John  D. 
Rockefeller,  sponsor  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League.  Both  Mr. 
Rockefeller  and  his  father  practiced  teetotalism  all  their  lives. 

Thomas  A.  Edison  is  the  most  celebrated  American  of  the  day. 
He  is  a  moderate  drinker.  Mr.  Edison  uses  wine  at  his  meals.  He 
drinks  other  alcoholic  beverages  when  he  feels  like  doing  so.  If 
the  declaration  of  the  prohibitionists  that  it  takes  three  years  of 
total  abstinence  to  ehminate  alcohol  from  the  system  be  accepted 
Mr.  Edison  must  be  classed  as  an  alcoholic. 

As  between  Rockefeller  and  Edison  can  any  level  headed  person 
hesitate  in  saving  which  of  the  two  men  is  the  more  efficient? 

The  brain  of  Rockefeller  has  enabled  him  to  accumulate  great 
wealth  much  of  which  he  has  not  been  morally  entitled  to.  Rocke- 
feller has  never  invented  anything  of  benefit  to  mankind.  He  has 
secured  control  of  many  of  the  inventions  of  others  and  he  has  used 
his  control  uniformly  for  his  own  exclusive  benefit.  He  has  been 
an  accumulator  and  not  a  producer.  His  eff'iciency  has  consisted  in 
deriving  for  himself  benefits  from  inventions  which  were  not  his 
own. 

The  brain  of  Edison  has  given  to  the  world  inventions  which 
have  benefited  humanity  to  an  immeasurable  extent.  Of  the  great 
wealth  that  he  has  created  he  has  himself  shared  a  very  msignifi- 
cant  portion.  He  is  said  to  be  worth  $20,000,000.  The  industry 
which  he  built  up  is  worth  $10,000,000,000  to  the  world  at  large. 

John  D.  Rockefeller  is  worth  $400,000,000,  all  made  out  of  the 
inventions  of  others.  His  wealth  has  been  in  great  part  due  to 
destructiveness  as  many  of  his  crushed  competitors  testify  to. 

If  efficiency  is  to  be  gauged  by  acquisitiveness  John  D.  Rocke- 
feller is  proof  positive  for  the  prohibitionists.  But  if  efficiency  is 
measured  by  inventiveness  Rockefeller  is  a  standing  example  of 
the  inefficiency  of  teetotalers. 

Ability  to  accumulate  can  not  be  considered  as  the  standard 
of  efficiency.     Constructive  force  is  the  base  of  efficiency. 

Comparing  achievements  of  Rockefeller  and  Edison,  the  world 
condemns  the  claims  of  teetotalism  to  efficiency  and  crowns  tem- 
perance with  the  laurels  of  victory. 


AVALON  VOTES  FOR  OPEN  SUNDAY. 


Los  Angeles,  October  25,  1914. 
The  recent  election  at  Avalon,  Santa  Catalina  Island,  should 
serve  to  indicate  how  practical  drys  will  vote  on  prohibition. 
Avalon  had  been  a  "closed  Sunday"  town  ever  since  its  incorpora- 
tion. At  the  recent  election  the  voters  for  the  first  time  dealt  with 
the  question  of  an  open  Sunday.  In  order  to  accomplish  the  results 
which  have  been  obtained  it  was  necessary  to  convert  135  dry  votes 
into  wet  ones.  As  these  voters  were  property  owners  and  busi- 
ness men  they  realized  that  "dry  Sunday"  meant  business  stagna- 
tion and,  therefore,  they  favored  the  "open  Sunday"  with  regu- 
lated saloons  as  a  method  of  stimulating  business.  The  voters  of 
Avalon  acted  in  accordance  with  their  business  interests.  If  th^: 
voters  of  the  entire  State  of  California  do  likewise  in  connection 
with  the  prohibition  issue  November  3  there  will  be  no  doubt  .is  to 
the  results.

INCREASE  OF  PROHIBITION  STATES  NO  CAUSE  FOR 

ALARM. 


m 


INCE  the  State  of  Virginia  voted  in  favor  of  prohibition  the 
fanatics  of  the  country  have  been  rejoicing  greatly.  They 
express  their  satisfaction  usually  in  the  phrase  "Ten  dry 
States!  Just  think  of  it!"  Well,  let  us  think  of  it.  There 
are  forty-eight  States  in  the  American  Union  and  just  ten  of  them 
have  gone  dry.  That  is  not  so  bad  as  it  appears  to  be.  In  the 
period  1850  to  1855  eleven  States  voted  dry  and  there  were  only 
twenty-eight  States  altogether  at  the  time.  If  the  prohibitionists 
had  kept  the  pace  they  set  in  1850  there  would  now  be  nineteen  dry 
States  instead  of  ten.  In  spite  of  all  the  hip-hip-hurrah  the  pro- 
hibition movement  has  suffered  a  reaction  during  the  last  sixty 
years  measuring  close  up  to  fifty  per  cent. 

Following  are  the  names  of  the  States  which  voted  for  prohibi- 
tion in  the  1850-1855  period:  Vermont  1850,  Ohio  1851,  Illinois 
1851,  Rhode  Island  1852,  Connecticut  1854,  New  Hampshire  1855, 
Michigan  1855,  Nebraska  1855,  New  York  1855,  Indiana  1855  and 
Wisconsin  1855.  All  of  these  States  have  repudiated  prohibition 
after  having  given  it  a  trial,  four  of  them  annulling  it  before  it 
could  do  any  harm. 

Prohibitionists  have  a  right  to  exult  over  the  victories  they  have 
been  scoring  in  the  Southern  States  during  the  past  few  years,  but 
they  have  not  made  any  progress  to  cause  alarm.  The  only  time 
they  ever  made  any  strides  of  importance  was  in  the  1850-1855 
period,  when  such  States  as  Ohio,  Illinois  and  Indiana  were  just  as 
much  backwood  States  as  the  Southern  States  are  now.  If  they 
look  back  on  the  period  in  question  prohibitionists  will  have  very 
little  to  console  them  for  their  efforts  of  sixty-five  years. 

We  may  expect  that  a  few  more  States  in  the  South  and  a  few 
backward  States  in  the  West,  such  as  Idaho  and  New  Mexico,  will 
vote  for  prohibition.  But  afterward,  accordingly  as  these  States 
feel  the  civilizing  influence  of  their  neighbors,  many  of  them  will 
see  the  error  of  their  way  and  save  themselves.  In  the  South  pro- 
hibition wins  simply  because  the  whites  wish  to  deprive  the  blacks 
of  their  personal  liberty.  It  belongs  to  the  same  movement  as  dis- 
franchisement. It  is  part  of  the  plan  to  suppress  the  blacks  and  is 
merely  a  contributory  factor  to  spoliation.  Prohibition,  as  a 
Southern  institution,  will  never  be  a  model  for  the  United  States. 

Prohibitionists  may  win  as  many  as  fifteen  States  but  after  that 
they  will  lose  them  one  by  one  without  any  hope  of  regaining  them. 
Let  them  make  the  most  of  present  victories.

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TRADE  conditions  have  been  good  in  all  lines  excepting  impor- 
tations. Movements  in  wine,  beer  and  spirituous  liquors  have 
been  substantial.  Wine  men  took  advantage  of  the  delay  over  the 
passage  of  the  war  tax  to  make  extensive  sales.  Since  the  wine 
tax  has  been  passed  there  is  a  tendency  to  normal  conditions  in  the 
wine  trade. 


DRY  WINES. — There  was  a  great  movement  out  of  the  State. 
Prospects  of  the  wine  tax  served  to  stimulate  demand  and 
the  producers  were  in  a  mood  to  respond.  Prices  for  California 
wines  were  firm,  with  a  tendency  toward  an  increase. 

Shipments  by  rail  out  of  the  State  were  2,489,600  gallons,  by 
sea  1,570,7.W  gallons  and  79  cases.  Total,  4,0(')0,338  gallons  and 
79  cases. 

Receipts  by  sea  were  1,648  cases,  46  casks,  23  octaves,  15  hogs- 
heads and  6  barrels. 

SWEET  WINES. — Shipments  continued  to  be  as  active  as  dur- 
ing the  previous  month.  There  was  a  tendency  toward  a 
lower  basis,  but  there  was  no  actual  recession  of  prices.  Produc- 
tion in  September  amounted  to  9,0.S2,1 19.76  gallons. 


BR.^NDIES. — -Activity  characterized  the  trade.  Holders  showed 
that  they  were  anxious  to  make  sales.  .Some  concessions  were 
made  in  the  face  of  the  prospective  war  tax.  Production  amounted 
to  47,867.5  gallons  in  .September.  There  remained  in  bond  .Sep- 
tember 31,  2,019,(j02.4  gallons. 

Shipments  by  rail  out  of  the  State  were  60,640  gallons,  by  sea 
34,992  gallons  and  199  cases.     Total  95,632  gallons  and  199  cases. 
Receipts  by  sea  were  84  cases,  15  octaves,  4  casks. 


WHISKIES.— Business  was  on  the  same  as  during  the  prev- 
ious month.  Exports  by  sea  out  of  the  State  were  8,184 
gallons  and  280  cases,  valued  at  $19,736.  Imports  totaled  4,732 
cases,  82  casks,  27  octaves,  5  barrels,  1  hogshead. 


MISCELLANEOL'S  EXPORTS.— Value,  $10,521. 


BEER. — The  same  satisfactory  business  prevailed  as  during  the 
previous  month.     Some  brewers  consider  that  the  month  was 
even  somewhat  better  than  September. 

Shipments  by  sea  out  of  the  State  were  419  packages.     Value 
$3,433. 

Imports  by  sea  were  874  cases,  312  barrels. 


IMPORTATIONS.— Importations  felt  the  full  effect  of  the  Eu- 
ropean war  during  the  past  month.     There  was  a  general  fall- 
ing off  in  all  lines,  with  the  single  exception  of  sake. 

Importations  by  sea  and  rail  in  bond  were  as  follows:  Whiskies 
4732  cases,  82  casks,  27  octaves,  5  barrels,  1  hogshead ;  Brandies  84 
cases,  15  octaves,  4  casks;  Rum  -K)  cases,  5  octaves,  3  casks;  Wines

NOTICE  OF  LEVYING  OF  WINE  TAX. 

Following  is  the  notice  issued  on  the  23rd  of  October  by  Col- 
lector Joseph  J.  Scott  in  relation  to  the  levying  of  the  new  wine 
tax: 
To  all  concerned : 

You  are  advised  that  beginning  with  today,  October  23rd,  1914, 
an  Internal  Revenue  Tax  accrues  on  all  wines,  and  on  all  liqueurs, 
cordials  and  similar  compounds,  either  domestic  or  imported,  when 
sold  or  offered  for  sale  for  consumption. 

The  tax  is  as  follows:  On  all  still  wines  2c  per  quart;  on  all 
champagne  wines  and  other  sparkling  and  artificially  carbonated 
wines  20c  per  quart ;  on  all  liqueurs,  cordials  and  similar  compounds 
6c  per  quart;  and  proportionate  rates  for  other  quantities. 

This  tax  will  be  collected  by  the  sale  of  stamps  to  be  affixed  to 
containers.  Until  these  stamps  are  furnished  every  dealer  in 
wines,  and  in  liqueurs,  cordials  and  similar  compounds,  is  required 
to  keep  an  exact  account  of  his  sales,  which  account  must  show  the 
exact  number  and  size  of,  all  containers  in  which  sales  are  made, 
the  kinds  of  wines,  and  of  liqueurs,  cordials  and  similar  compounds, 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  each  sale  is  made. 

This  record  must  be  open  to  inspection  by  an  officer  of  Internal' 
Revenue  and  must  be  kept  in  such  form  that  a  written  report  un- 
der oath  can  be  made  to  this  office  when  required. 

The  requirements  of  these  instructions  must  be  complied  with 
without  fail.

(Local  experts  gather  from  the  foregoing  that  the  tax  applies 
to  wine  going  into  consumption.  For  instance,  when  wine  is  sold 
by  the  wholesaler  to  the  saloonkeeper  the  saloonkeeper  places  the 
stamps  upon  it;  when  it  is  sold  by  the  wholesaler  to  a  family  the 
wholesaler  must  attach  the  stamps. — Editor.) 


WILL  CALIFORNIA  FORFEIT  THIS  $200,000 
INVESTMENT? 

For  the  past  three  or  four  months  the  Williatn  J.  Lemp  Brew- 
ing Company  has  been  actively  in  the  California  market.  The  com- 
pany, being  a  large  brewing  concern  from  St.  Louis,  came  to  San 
Francisco  for  the  purpose  of  installing  a  bottling  and  cold  storage- 
institution  which  was  planned  to  be  the  equal  of  the  best  on  the' 
Pacific  Coast.  Mr.  Webber,  the  Pacific  Coast  manager  of  the  com- 
pany, makes  the  statement  that  if  the  State  of  California  does  not 
vote  in  favor  of  prohibition,  his  company  will  within  one  week  after 
the  election  on  the  3rd  of  November  commence  operations  for  the 
erection  of  a  plant  to  cost  $200,000  on  a  site  at  Fifteenth  and  Bryant 
streets,  San  Francisco.  At  the  present  time  the  San  Francisco 
agency  of  the  Lemp  company  is  receiving  shipments  of  one  carload 
per  week  of  the  St.  Louis  product,  specializing  in  the  Falstaff 
brand  which  is  marketed  both  in  bottle  and  draught.  This  beer 
was  awarded  the  first  prizes  at  both  the  St.  Louis  and  the  Paris 
expositions.

People  are  going  to 
drink  and  they  are  going  to  drink  something  that  has  a  measure  of 
stimulus  in  it  and  to  let  them  drink  light  wines  is  one  of  the  surest 
means  of  preventing  their  drinking  heavy  whisky.  I  know  that, 
from  having  lived  in  wine  producing  countries  where  wine  is  freely 
used  by  old  and  young  and  intoxication  exceedingly  rare.  Tieing 
a  man  up  too  strongly  in  sumptuary  matters  means  that  in  course 
of  time  he  will  break  his  bonds  and  the  last  estate  of  that  man  will 
be  worse  than  the  first.  It  is  un-American  and  immoral  to  dictate 
to  a  man  what  his  conduct  shall  be  in  matters  that  are  not  intrin- 
sically evil.

The  wine  industry  is  still  in  its  infancy,  and  will  no  dcnbt  de- 
velop to  be  the  greatest  in  the  State.  Californians  and  Americans 
in  general  ought  to  patronize  home  industry  and  ought  to  get  rid 
of  the  idea  that  because  an  article  is  imported  it  is  better  than  the 
home  product.

Like  the  evil  eagle  sent  by  Zeus  to  peck  at  the  liver  of  Prometh- 
eus, chained  to  his  desolate  rock  in  the  Caucasus,  a  swarm  of  vul- 
tures are  hovering  over  California,  ready  to  bury  their  beaks  in  the 
heart  cf  liberty,  should  the  fair  Goddess  of  Freedom  be  shackled  at 
the  coming  election. 

L^gly  birds  of  prey,  they  are.  Their  progenitors,  stylins:  them- 
selves "reformers,"  have  named  them  "constitutional  amendments" 
and  "statutes." 

One  is  called  Prohibition.  Its  special  mission  is  to  ruin  the 
wine  industry  of  California,  lay  waste  our  beautiful  vineyards  and 
reduce  their  owners  to  poverty. 

The  "reformers,"  by  giving  birth  to  that  mischievou';  bird  called

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HOW  THE  PROHIBITION  GRAFTERS  OPERATE  IN 

ARIZONA. 


[HERE  is  not  a  State  in  the  American    Union    where    the 
leaders  of  the  Prohibition  Party  and  Anti-Saloon  League 
have  honestly  endeavored  to  enact  prohibition.     These  agi- 
tators draw  their  plans  so  as  to  provide  for  a  long  period 
of  agitation.    Agitation  is  profitable  to  them.     Only  when  they  are 
unable  to  any  longer  draw  money  from  their  dupes  do  they  wage 
a  campaign  for  pos'*ive  prohibition. 

In  the  State  of  Washington  prohibition  agitators  are  'his  year 
waging  a  campaign  in  favor  of  a  so-called  prohibition  amendment 
which  will  allow  the  people  to  import  all  the  liquor  they  wish  from 
other  States,  but  will  bar  them  from  buying  liquor  produced  in 
their  own  State.  The  agitators  knew  when  they  drew  up  the  pro- 
posed amendment  that  it  would  never  be  favorably  acted  upon  by 
the  voters.  They  drew  it  up  so  that  they  might  be  sure  it  would 
be  defeated.  What  they  really  wanted  was  continual  agitation  by 
means  of  which  they  would  be  enabled  to  secure  funds  from  their 
dupes.  Later  they  will  devise  another  amendment  to  make  a  pre- 
text for  further  agitation. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  in  California  these  arch  fakers  drew 
up  the  proposed  prohibition  amendment  so  as  to  threaten  the  wine 
industry  with  destruction  for  no  other  reason  than  that  they  knew 
that  the  people  would  defeat  it.  They  laid  their  plans  so  that  they 
could  draw  good  money  from  their  dupes  for  a  long  period. 

But  it  is  in  Arizona  that  the  charlatans  have  shown  their  hands 
most  plainly.  The  agitators  have  found  that  Arizona  is  a  rich 
State  with  an  immense  amount  of  money  in  circulation.  They 
wish  to  draw  good  money  out  of  their  Arizona  dupes  for  a  very 
long  period.  They  have  started  a  State-wide  campaign  in  Arizona 
based  on  a  proposed  prohibition  amendment  which  any  person  of 
common  sense  would  consider  as  the  most  preposterous  that  could 
be  ever  devised.  This  amendment  would  prohibit  the  sale,  manu- 
facture or  the  use  of  alcohol  in  any  form  whatever.  It  would  pro- 
hibit the  use  of  wine  for  sacramental  purposes.  Undei  its  opera- 
tion druggists  could  not  sell  medicine  containing  alcohol.  As  a 
consequence  of  this  fifty  per  cent  of  the  druggists  would  be  wiped 
out.     This  amendment  would  not  allow  women  to  use  perfumes  in 


liquid  form  for  the  reason  that  all  such  perfumes  contain  alcohol. 
As  a  result  the  State- wide  movement  in  Arizona  is  not  Ofing  op- 
posed so  much  by  the  liquor  dealers  as  by  druggists  and  physicians. 

To  the  ordinary  unsophisticated  mind  the  action  of  the  pro- 
hibitionist leaders  of  Arizona  is  not  due  to  the  fanaticism  which 
prohibitionists  are  usually  supposed  to  be  affected  with  but  to 
mania.  Therein  lies  a  gross  deception.  There  is  no  mania  con- 
nected with  methods  of  the  Arizona  prohibition  leaders  unless  the 
abnormal  love  for  money  may  be  called  a  mania  and  the  alienists 
do  not  so  consider  it.  The  leaders  in  question  have  adroitly  laid 
their  plans  so  as  to  keep  their  agitation  going  for  a  long  time  in 
Arizona.  They  have  by  apparently  bungling  methods  managed  to 
prolong  the  issue  in  Arizona  indefinitely.  They  know  very  well 
their  amendment  will  be  defeated  overwhelmingly  but  are  not  wor- 
ried. In  coming  years  they  will  propose  other  amendments  of  a 
more  moderate  nature  and  they  will  be  able  to  play  their  game  for 
many  years. 

In  connection  with  Arizona  reference  may  be  made  to  New 
Mexico.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  people  of  New  Mexico 
are  ready  to  adopt  State-wide  prohibition.  Spanish-sp:;aking  New 
Mexicans  aie  being  blindly  led  by  the  agitators  and,  being  in  the 
majority,  these  unsophisticated  people  would  vote  for  almost  any 
kind  of  State-wide  prohibition.  Why  have  the  leaders  of  the  Anti- 
Saloon  League  and  the  Prohibition  Party  initiated  no  Strte-wide 
movement  in  the  State?  Simply  because  they  are  drawing  good 
money  out  of  New  Mexico  and  actual  prohibition  would  mean  a 
loss  to  them. 


THE  SOUTH  AND  ITS  TODDY. 


The  Democratic  deficit  bill  weighs  down  heavily  on  beer,  but 
it  bears  very  lightly  on  whisky.  The  tax  on  ardent  spirits  was 
added  with  reluctance  in  response  to  public  sentiment.  The  ex- 
planation is  not  far  to  seek. 

Beer  is  mainly  a  product  of  the  North,  while  whisky  is  chiefly 
produced  in  the  South,  which  now  controls  Congress.  It  was  not 
to  be  expected  that  the  South  would  overlook  its  own  interests  in 
this  matter,  any  more  than  it  did  in  revising  the  tariff  or  distribut- 
ing the  Federal  reserve  banks  or  the  offices. 

True,  several  Southern  States  have  voted  for  prohibition  or  Uv- 
eal option,  but  that  was  to  prevent  "the  nigger"  from  getting  drunk, 
going  on  the  rampage,  neglecting  the  cotton  fields  and  going  hope- 
lessly into  debt  at  the  white  man's  store.  Under  Southern  prohi- 
bition the  white  man  can  still  get  his  toddy,  as  it  was  always  in- 
tended he  should.  Perish  the  thought  that  toddy  should  be  taxed 
as  heavily  as  the  plebeian  beer  of  the  North. — Portland  "Oregon- 
ian."

PROHIBITION  OCTOPUS  CLOUDS  THE  ISSUE  IN  VAIN. 


The  effort  to  cloud  the  issue  of  State-wide  prohibition  by  de- 
claring that  saloon  extermination  is  the  object  sought  is  not  hav- 
ing the  effect  that  the  professional  prohibitionists  expected. 

The  reading  public  are  perfectly  capable  of  judging  these  things 
for  themselves,  and  they  are  not  being  led  astray  by  false  cries, 
thanks  to  an  independent  press. 

The  Wyllie  local  option  law  permits  any  community  to  reg- 
ulate the  saloons  if  it  wants  to. 

Therefore  the  saloon,  not  being  an  issue  in  this  campaign,  there 
is  no  necessity  for  a  blanket  law  all  over  the  State  regulating  the 
grape  growers  and  the  wine  men. 

Moreover,  while  a  saloon  man  enters  into  the  business  with  his 
eyes  open  to  the  fact  that  it  is  a  regulated  business,  which  may  be 
wiped  out  at  any  time,  no  such  condition  exists  with  reference  to 
the  wine  industry. 

On  the  contrary,  the  growing  of  grapes  or  the  making  of  wine 
has  never  been  a  prohibitive  business  or  one  that  could  be  regu- 
lated out  of  existence. 

We  have  invited  the  world  to  spend  its  money  here  growing 
grapes  and  making  wine,  and  it  is  not  right  and  it  is  not  just  that, 
without  any  warrant,  a  law  should  be  passed  which  wipes  out  of 
existence  such  industries  and  deprives  them  of  all  their  property. 

Every  good  citizen,  every  fair  minded  man,  should  rally  to  the 
colors  and  protect  this  State  against  those  bearing  false  witness. 

As  one  evidence  of  how  far  the  prohibitionists  are  going  in  their 
efforts  to  deceive  the  people,  hand  bills,  headed  "Pick  Me  Up,"  are 
being  scattered  broadcast. 

It  is  all  about  the  saloon  and  saving  the  drunkard ! 

Not  a  word  about  the  vineyards  that  will  be  destroyed  and  the 
thousands  of  families — men,  women  and  children — who  will  be 
thrown  upon  the  charity  of  relatives  and  friends!  Not  a  word 
about  saving  them ! 

But  all  the  people  are  not  easily  fooled.  They  know  that  they 
have  in  local  option  the  remedy  for  saloons. 

They  are  not  going  to  vote  to  destroy  a  great  wine  industry 
and  thus  commit  a  crime  against  the  thousands  of  good  citizens 
who  have  been  invited  to  invest  their  money  here. 

The  effort  to  cloud  the  issue  will  prove  unavailing,  for  the  pro- 
hibition amendment  will  be  defeated  by  a  majority  of  more  than 
two  hundred  thousand. — Byron  "Times."

The  announcement  from  the  Internal  Revenue  Department  is  i 
an  absolute  surprise  to  the  importing  trade  since  the  dispatches  * 
and  correspondence  from  Washington  made  no  mention  of  the  ap- 
plication of  the  tax    on    imported    goods.

A  hardship  has  been  worked  upon  the  im- 
porters inasmuch  as  they  have  but  recently  completed  the  unpack- 
ing and  re-packing  of  their  goods  in  order  that  they  could  attach 
the  "net  contents"  labels,  and  now  they  must  unpack  and  repack 
again  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  emergency  war  tax.

Mr.  Ainslie  spent  some  time  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  before  returning  to  the  United  Kingdom. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Wente  arrived  in  San  Francisco  on  the  26th  of  Oc- 
tober and  spent  some  days  on  business  connected  with  his  vineyard 
interests  at  Livermore.

Following  is  a  letter  received  in  this  city  from  J.  B.  Billard,  can- 
didate for  Governor  of  Kansas : 

"Topeka,  Kansas,  October  2,  1914. 

"Hon.  T.  M.  Coughlin,  Los  Angeles,  Cal. 

"My  dear  Mr.  Coughlin:  Your  kind  letter  of  September  28th 
received,  containing  .some  literature  on  prohibition.  I  am  glad  to 
learn  that  you  are  in  sympathy  with  me,  and  opposed  to  adoption 
of  prohibition  in  California.  I  hope  that  your  State  will  not  make 
the  mistake  that  Kansas  did. 

"Thanking  you  for  the  literature  inclosed,  and  for  your 
wishes,  I  am, 

"Yours  sincerely, 

"J.  B.  BILLARD. 

Mr.  Billard's  platform  is  as  follows: 

In  announcing  myself  as  candidate  for  Governor  of  Kansas,  I 
feeling  that  the  paramount  issue  is  still  the  Resubmission  of  the  Prohibitory 
Question.  Candidates  and  legislators  have  for  years  dodged  the  question 
and  the  voters  of  Kansas  have  been  denied  the  right  to  express  their  sen- 
timent at  the  polls. 

Thirty-four  years  ago.  Prohibition  was  adopted  by  a  majority  of  only 
7,998  of  the  votes  cast  on  that  question,  which  was  7,168  votes  less  than 
half  the  vote  cast  for  Governor  at  the  same  election.  So  that  Prohibition 
was,  in  fact,  adopted  and  placed  in  our  State  Constitution  by  a  minority 
vote. 

At  that  time  the  people  did  not  understand  what  Prohibition  meant; 
they  voted  for  prohibition  to  correct  the  evils  of  intemperance.  Now  that 
they  have  seen  how  it  works  and  the  conditions  it  has  brought  about,  they 
are  better  able  to  decide  whether  it  is  best  to  continue  or  make  a  change. 

The  laws  made  to  enforce  prohibition  have  been  made  so  stringent  as 
to  deprive  the  people  of  nearly  all  their  personal  rights  and  liberties,  even 
to  the  extent  of  ignoring  the  Constitutional  Reservation  that  intoxicating 
liquors  could  be  sold  for  medical,  scientific  and  mechanical  purposes. 

I  shall  make  my  campaign  on  the  theory  that  Kansas  is  tired  of  the 
prohibition  farce  and  tyranny,  from  a  platform  upholding  and  strongly  ad- 
vocating the  Resubmission  of  the  question.  After  thirty-four  years  of  pro- 
hibition, the  people  should  vote  on  the  question  again.  The  voters  of  to- 
day should  decide  and  not  the  voters  of  the  past  generation. 

However,  I  do  not  believe  that  resubmission  is  the  only  question  in- 
volved in  the  approaching  campaign.  The  people  of  Kansas  are  clamor- 
ing for  release  from  the  burdensome  taxation  which  they  are  now  called 
upon  to  pay,  and  I  feel  that  the  prohibitory  law  is  the  cause  of  a  large  per 
cent  of  this  ever-increasing  outlay  of  money. 

Lower  taxation,  the  initiative  and  referendum,  and  a  truly  effective 
business  administration  should  perhaps  be  termed  the  paramount  issues. 
This  would  not  conflict  with  resubmission  being  my  principal  plank,  as  that 
is  merely  an  application  of  the  initiative  and  referendum  to  the  prohibitory 
question. 

I  believe  in  the  principles  of  individual    hberty    as    enunciated  in  the 


Declaration  of  Independence  and  further  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States:  That  all  men  are  endowed  with  certain  inalienable 
rights,  among  which  are  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness;  to  secure 
these  rights,  governments  are  established,  and  all  laws,  State  and  National, 
should  conform  to  this  wise  declaration  of  our  forefathers. 

I  favor  the  repeal  of  all  sumptuary  laws,  which  are  now  an  infringe- 
ment on  the  natural  rights  of  the  people.  I  believe  that  all  innocent  Amuse- 
ments should  be  permitted  to  run  on  Sundays,  the  only  day  that  laboring 
men  can  enjoy  themselves  with  their  families.  We  have  too  many  laws 
and  not  enough  justice.  Our  laws  should  be  made  so  clear  and  simple  that 
dll  could  understand  them;  so  just  that  all  would  be  ready  to  uphold  them. 

There  is  no  such  thing  as  a  sentiment  against  the  enforcement  of  laws 
against  murder,  robbery,  arson  or  kindred  crimes,  and  all  are  ready  to  as- 
sist the  officers  in  enforcing  such  laws.  Such,  however,  is  not  the  case 
where  the  laws  interfere  with  personal  liberties.  The  citizens  of  Kansas 
are  law-abiding,  but  have  greater  respect  for  justice  than  for  law. 

Although  opposed  to  prohibition,  I  want  it  distinctly  understood  that 
I  am  not  in  favor  of  excessive  drinking  nor  the  evils  which  attend  it. 
Nearly  thirty-four  years  ago,  I  voted  for  the  prohibitory  amendment,  hop- 
ing that  it  would  correct  the  evils  connected  with  the  class  of  saloons  that 
existed  at  that  time.  Experience  has  long  ago  convinced  me  that  prohi- 
bition has  not  produced  the  desired  results;  on  the  other  hand,  it  has  pro- 
duced far  greater  evils.  It  has  created  a  general  disregard  for  all  laws, 
disrespect  for  public  officials,  degraded  and  made  perjurers  and  criminals 
of  many  good  citizens;  this  has  resulted  in  a  general  demoralization  far 
greater  than  any  good  it  may  possibly  have  accomplished.  The  citizenship 
of  Kansas  has  not  become  better,  nor  more  sober,  on  account  of  this  law. 
The  only  remedy  for  excessive  drinking  and  the  connected  evils  is  propcM 
education  and  development  of  self-control.  ■ 

I  agree  with  the  advocates  of  temperance  and  prohibition  as  to  the 
ends  to  be  attained,  but  differ  from  them  as  to  the  means  to  be  used  in 
attaining  those  ends.     I  would  gladly  co-operate  with  them  in  any  cours 
which  in  reality  would  tend  toward  the  elevation  of  good  citizenship,  mod 
ally  and  intellectually,  or  that  would  make  better  men,  better  women,  an^ 
better  communities  in  which  to  live.     I  believe  that  such  ends  can  only 
accomplished  by  proper  education  and  the  individual  development  of  sel 
control.     Teach  the  growing  generation  the  advantages  of  temperance,  the" 
evils  of  intemperance,  and  self-control,  and  you  will  not  need  prohibitory 
laws. 
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HOW  PROHIBITIONISTS  MAKE  CORRECTIONS.

The  staternents  were  that  the  arrests  for  drunkenness  for  the  yea 
are  seven  hundred  and  four.  These  statistics  were  made  on  suf 
posedly  good  authority,  but  they  prove  to  be  wholly  erroneoud 
Correction  is  made  and  friends  are  requested  to  make  no  further  u^ 
of  them." 

That's  all.     The  matter  stands  corrected.     But  we  should  lit 
to  know  just  how  many  arrests  for  drunkenness  there  were.

California  Wine. 

There  has  been  an  extraordfnary  movement  during  the  past  two 
months.  Prospects  of  a  war  tax  on  wine  caused  a  great  stimula- 
tion of  demand.  Dealers  made  special  efforts  to  secure  stocks  be- 
fore the  tax  could  be  made  effective.  The  producers  met  them 
more  than  half  way,  as  they  wished  to  dispose  of  their  goods  before 
they  could  be  taxed.  An  unprecedented  movement  of  wine  to  New 
'^'ork  resulted.  This  fell  off  accordingly  as  the  time  grew  short 
for  the  actual  levying  of  the  tax.     Movement  is  now  about  normal. 

Brandy. 

Prices  are  much  lower  than  they  have  been  for  some  time.  This 
has  been  owing  to  the  effect  of  the  prospects  of  tax.  The  produc- 
ers have  made  concessions  to  secure  orders  before  the  tax  could  be 
made  effective. 

Kentucky  Whiskies. 

Quietness  prevails  in  the  market,  although  the  fall  trade  has  be- 
gun and  retailers  are  taking  on  supplies.  Dealers  are  inclined  to 
press  sales  since  all  prospects  of  an  additional  tax  on  account  of 
war  have  been  relegated  to  the  past. 

There  is  likely  to  be  a  great  movement  of  Kentuckies  into  the 
channels  of  consumption  as  the  double  stamp  goods  will  be 
brought  into  competition  with  blended  whiskies. 

Indications  point  to  tax  payments  on  an  aggregate  of  40,000,000 
gallons  of  Kentucky  whiskies  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  The  pro- 
duction is  estimated  at  one-half  of  this  amount.  The  situation  is, 
therefore,  very  good. 

Eastern  Ryes. 

There  has  been  but  little  activity,  but  prices  have  been  firm. 
Demand  ha*^  fallen  off'  because  of  heavy  tax  payments  made  in  the 
early  part  of  the  month,  owing  to  the  fear  of  an  increase  of  the 
tax.  A  small  crop  of  rye  is  in  prospect.  High  prices  are  likely  to 
prevail.  For  this  reason  holders  will  make  no  concessions.  Con- 
ditions point  to  an  enhancement  of  values. 

Spirits  and  Alcohol. 
Grain  spirits  are  in    a    slow    market    with    declining    demand. 
Prices  have  fallen  one  cent  per  proof  gallon.  There  is  little  activity 
in  the  alcohol  market,  but  prices  are  firm.     Business  compares  un- 
favorably with  what  it  was  a  year  ago. 


CONSUMPTION  OF  WINE  AND  BEER  IN  THE 
UNITED  STATES. 


For  every  gallon  of  wine  nearly  forty  gallons  of  beer  are  con- 
sumed in  the  United  States.  Malt  liquors  comprise  about  ninety- 
one  per  cent  of  the  entire  quantity  of  liquors  consumed  in  the 
United  States.  Wine  comprises  about  two  and  one-half  per  cent. 
During  the  year  1913  2,130,347,372  gallons  of  malt  liquors  were 
consumed,  as  compared  with  55,327,401  gallons  of  wine.  But  while 
the  consumption  of  malt  liquors  far  exceeds  that  of  wine  the  in- 
creased rate  of  consumption  of  wine  is  fifty  per  cent  greater.  For 
instance,  in  1896,  there  were  18,701,405  gallons  of  wine  consumed, 
while  in  1913  there  were  55,327,461  gallons,  or  more  than  three 
times  as  much,  while  in  18%  1,113,465,966  gallons  of  malt  liquors 
were  consumed,  as  compared  with  2,130,347,372  in  1913  or  less  than 
two  times  as  much.  The  per  capita  consumption  of  wine  in  1896  was 
.27  of  a  gallon  and  in  1913  .56,  or  more  than  twice  as  much  as  in 
the  former  year,  while  the  per  capita  consumption  of  beer  in  1896 
was  15.85  gallons  and  in  1913  20.62,  or  about  thirty  per  cent  greater 
than  in  the  former  year.  The  per  capita  consumption  of  wine  has 
increased  six  times  as  fast  as  that  of  beer.

the  world's  youngest  nation." 

In  the  hearts  of  every  American  citizen  familiar  with  the  early 
history  of  our  country,  Benjamin  Franklin  occupies  a  place  but  lit- 
tle lower  than  the  immortal  Washington. 

But  had  the  Anti-Saloon  League  been  in  existence  in  those  days 
how  strenuously  they  would  have  demanded  the  recall  of  a  mon- 
ster who  would  propose  such  a  toast  as  that  quoted  above. 


OHIO  STATE-WIDE  PROHIBITION. 


It  is  an  old  argument  that  prohibition  does  not  prohibit.  This 
argument,  as  applying  to  State-wide  prohibition,  is  eminently 
sound.  As  a  rule,  in  the  States  which  have  gone  dry,  only  the 
casual  drinker  is  prevented  from  getting  a  drink.  The  man  who 
really  wants  alcohoi  is  always  able  to  get  it. 

Maine  was  the  pioneer  State  in  the  matter  of  prohibition.  Maine 
has  been  dry  since  1851.  And  yet  during  all  that  time  there  has 
been  quite  as  much  hard  drinking  in  Maine  in  proportion  to  the 
population  as  in  Ohio. 

For  Ohio  to  adopt  State-wide  prohibition  would  not  mean  the 
end  of  drinking  in  this  State.  But  it  would  mean  the  annihilation 
of  various  important  industries  which  now  give  employment  to 
many  thousands  of  men.  It  is  a  poor  rule  that  would  cause  us  to 
continue  the  evils  of  the  liquor  business,  while  depriving  ourselves 
of  the  benefits,  in  taxation  and  in  business  activity,  which  come 
from  that  business  as  it  has  been  openly  carried  on  in  this  State.- — 
Cincinnati  "Times-Star."

THE  TRADE. 

IHE  month  of  October  proved  to  be  satisfactory,  although 
consumption  was  not  so  great  as  in  September.  There 
were  good  movements  to  the  interior  and  exports  were  in 

fair  volume.     Supplies  of  malt    and    hops    were    in    good 

shape  and  prices  on  an  easier  level  than  last  year  at  this  time.  Oc- 
tober may  be  considered  as  one  of  the  best  months  of  the  year. 
Some  brewers  declare  that  it  was  a  better  month  than  September. 

BREWERS  DENOUNCE  WAR  TAX  ON  BEER. 

Mr.  Hugh  F.  Fo.\,  secretary  of  the  United  States  Brewers'  As- 
sociation, declares  that  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  showed  their  unfair  and  unwise  discrim- 
ination against  the  brewing  interests  of  the  nation  when  it  decided 
to  incorporate  in  the  war  tax  revenue  bill  an  increase  of  50c  per 
barrel  in  the  Federal  tax  on  beer.  Mr.  Fox  asserted  that  the  tax, 
coming  at  this  time,  after  the  brewing  interests  and  saloonkeepers 
of  the  country  have  experienced  a  considerable  falling  ofif  in  trade 
by  reason  of  the  continued  state  of  general  business  depression 
which  has  existed,  will  hit  tho.se  large  American  interests  a  very 
hard  blow. 

Following  is  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Fox:  "When  it  was 
first  reported  that  there  would  be  an  increase  in  the  tax  on  beer, 
the  United  States  Brewers'  Association  felt  that  it  should  not  be 
opposed  by  the  brewing  industry  if  the  tax  was  shown  to  be  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  nation,  and  the  association 
used  its  influence  with  its  members  accordingly.  We  cannot  help 
feeling,  however,  that  there  is  an  unfair  and  unwise  discrimination 
against  beer  in  the  bill  submitted  by  the  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee. Beer  is  the  great  popular  beverage,  which  is  considered 
as  a  staple  of  diet  by  the  mass  of  manual  workers,  who  regard  it 
as  one  of  the  necessaries  of  life.  If,  therefore,  the  tax  is  passed 
along  to  the  ultimate  consumer  it  will  fall  mainly  upon  the  wage 
earners. 

"Whisky,  which  is  largely  a  luxury,  has  been  exempted  from 
any  additional  tax,  on  the  theory,  apparently,  that  it  could  not  b*^ 
collected.  It  is  reasoned  that  moonshining  would  become  a  pop- 
ular pastime  if  the  excise  tax  was  increased.  Possibly  this  is  true, 
for  we  know  that  there  has  been  a  great  increase  in  illicit  distilling 
already  in  the  Southern  prohibition  States.  It  is,  however,  a 
strange  anomaly  that  the  Congress  which  declines  to  face  the  na- 
tional prohibition  issue  squarely,  because  many  of  its  members  do 
not  want  to  be  put  on  record,  says  tacitly  that  the  police  power  of 
the  nation  would  break  down  if  the  tax  on  whisky  was  raised  above 
$1.10  per  gallon.  Incidentally,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  United 
States  stands  almost  alone  in  failing  to  recognize  in  its  scheme  of 
taxation  and  license  legislation  the  distinction  between  beer  and 
spirits  as  a  matter  of  public  policy.  In  the  .Scandinavian  countries 
light  beers  are  almost  tax  free,  while  France  and  Belgium  encour- 
age the  sale  of  beer  bj'  practically  exempting  beer  shops  from  the 
payment  of  anything  more  than  a  nominal  license  fee. 

"The  brewers  feel,  too,  that  some  of  the  burden  should  be  borm.- 
by  the  soft  drinks,  most  of  which  are  purely  a  luxury,  and  have  no 
food  or  tonic  properties,  as  beer  has.  The  soda  fountains  pay  no 
license  fees  to  the  Federal  or  municipal  government,  as  the  saloons 
do,  and  many  of  the  drug  stores  make  more  money  in  this  depart- 
ment than  they  do  in  their  regular  business. 

"The  extra  beer  tax  comes  at  a  most  unfortunate  time  for  the 
brewers,  since  many  of  the  saloons  have  been  hard  hit  by  the  pre 
vailing  depression  in  business,  which  is  particularly  acute  in  the 
manufacturing  centers,  where  most  of  the  beer  is  consumed.  The 
competition  in  the  beer  trade  is  now  so  keen  that  costs  have  to  bo 
figured  just  as  closely  as  in  any  other  line  of  manufacturing  and  the 
margin  of  profit  totlay  is  very  finely  drawn. 

"With  the  increased  tax  the  United  .*^tates  (iovernment  will  get 
about  three  times  the  revenue  from  the  brewing  industry  that  the 
brewers  themselves  get!  When  you  take  into  account  the  Stale 
and  local  taxes  for  the  sale  of  beer,  the  real  estate  taxes,  the  cor- 
poration and  income  taxes,  and  all  the  t)ther  items  of  direct  and 
indirect  taxation,  it  is  evident  that  beer  is  bearing  a  greater  public 


burden  than  any  other  commodity.  It  is  a  mistake  to  suppose  thai, 
American  brewers  will  benefit  by  the  possible  shortage  in  imported 
beers.  Our  total  imports  of  beers  and  ales  from  all  the  countries 
of  the  world  average  only  a  quarter  of  a  million  barrels,  whereas 
we  produced  ourselves  in  the  United  States  last  year  sixty-five 
million  barrels. 

"Why  should  the  operation  of  the  increased  tax  on  beer  be  of 
indefinite  duration,  while  the  proposed  stamp  tax  is  to  be  limited 
to  one  year?  Surely  it  is  not  the  intention  of  Congress  to  make  the 
extra  beer  tax  a  permanent  impost?  Why  then  should  the  brew- 
ers be  put  in  the  position  later  on  of  having  to  petition  Congress 
to  remove  the  tax  by  a  special  act  of  legislation,  when  the  emer- 
gency which  alone  justifies  it  has  ceased  to  exist?  The  brewers 
are  ready  and  willing  to  do  their  share,  but  they  do  not  think  that 
the  burden  is  fairly  distributed." 

TEXT  OF  THE  MEASURE  TAXING  BEER. 

Be  it  enacted    by    the    Senate    and    House  of  Representatives  of   thi 
United   States  of  America  in   Congress    assembled.    That    there    shall    bi 
levied,  collected,  and  paid  in  lieu  of  the  tax  of  $1  now  imposed  by  law, 
tax  of  $1.50  on  all  beer,  lager  beer,  ale,  porter,  and  other  similar  fermente 
liquor,  brewed  or  manufactured  and  sold,  or  stored  in  warehouse,  or  r{ 
moved  for  consumption    or    sale,    within    the  United  States,  by  whateve 
name  such  liquors  may  be  called,  for  every  barrel  containing  not  more  thai 
thirty-one  gallons;  and  at  a  like  rate  for  any  other  quantity  or  for  the  frac 
tional  parts  of  a  barrel  authorized  and  defined  by  law.     And  section  thirty 
three  hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  hereby  amendei 
accordingly:  Provided,  That  the  additional  tax  imposed  in  this  section  oi 
all  fermented  liquors  stored  in  warehouse    to    which    a    stamp    has    beei 
affixed  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  lav 
for  the  collection  of  taxes  not  paid  by  stamp:  Provided  further.  That  un 
til  appropriate   stamps  are   prepared  and   furnished,  the  stamps   heretofon 
used  to  denote    the    payment    of    the    internal    revenue  tax  on   fermented 
liquor  may  be  stamped  or  imprinted  with  a  suitable  device  to  denote  the 
new  rate  of  tax  herein  imposed,  and  shall  be  affixed  to  all  packages  con 
taining  such  liquors  on  which  the  tax  imposed  by  this  act  is  paid.     AnJ 
person  having  possession  of  unaffixed  stamps  heretofore  issued  for  the  paj 
nient  of  the  tax  on  fermented  liquors  shall  present  the  same  to  the  col 
lector   of   the   district,   who   shall   receive   them  at   the   price   paid   for   suc| 
stamps  by  the  purchaser  and  issue  in  lieu  thereof  new  or  imprinted  stamp 
at  the  rate  provided  in  this  act. 

HEAVY  SHIPMENTS  OF  BARLEY. 

Exports  of  barley  from  California  for  the  1914  season  are  value 
at  over  $5,500,000.  They  were  valued  at  $972,350  in  1913.  Ov<i 
4,850,000  centals  have  been  shipped  out  of  the  State  as  compare 
with  670,508  in  1913.  The  amount  shipped  to  the  United  Kin^ 
dom  approximates  4,350,000  centals,  while  that  to  New  York  eji 
ceeds  450,000. 


PACIFIC  COAST  HOP  NOTES. 

Yakima  Valley,  Washington,  Hop  Crop. — Secretary  Richard 
Strobach  of  the  Yakima  \  alley  Hop  Cirowers'  Association  est 
mates  the  1914  hop  crop  of  the  Yakima  Valley  at  38,000  bale 
8,000  bales  more  than  the  highest  estimates  placed  on  the  crop  h 
fore  it  began  coming  off  the  vines,  and  larger  by  about  the  san 
number  of  bales  than  any  crop  previously  harvested  there. 

Movement  of  Oregon  Hops. — Hops  are  being  taken  up  mo 
readily  at  prevailing  prices  than  for  some  months  past,  but  tl 
growers'  offerings  exceed  the  demand  and  make  for  weak  pric 
Many  sales  of  stnall  lots  are  being  made  and  the  aggregate  is  larg 

Hop  Growers  of  California  Organizing. — A  hop  growers'  ass 
ciation  that  will  be  State-wide  in  its  influence  is  being  organizt 
in  California.  At  Ukiah  organization  has  been  complete*. 
Sonoma  County  growers  are  nearly  organized.  Mr.  James  Madi- 
son, organizer  of  the  raisin  growers,  has  charge  of  the  movement. 
The  hop  growers  have  long  felt  that  they  have  not  received  a  fair 
price  for  their  hops,  and  they  maintain  that  they  can  gain  control 
of  ninety  per  cent  of  the  hops  of  the  coast  through  the  medium  o* 
the  organization. 

ENGLISH  HOP  SITUATION. 

The  acreage  is  estimated  by  Hook  and  Field  of  London  at  49,00( 
acres  and  the  yield  at  between  4.S0,(XX)  and  460.000  hundredweight - 
Trading  prospects  are  good.  The  continental  growers  can  no 
compete  and  will  not  be  able  to  ship  to  America  where  .\mericaii 
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particularly  Californian,  hops  will  be  used.  There  may  be  a  de- 
mand for  better  quality  English  hops  to  take  the  place  of  Bavarian 
and  Austrian  products. 

A  few  parcels  of  the  new.  growth  have  been  put  on  the  market 
and  sold  at  £5  to  £6,  but  the^ mostly  show  signs  of  not  being  able 
to  wait  longer  before  being  picked.  To  sum  up,  there  is  a  splendid 
crop  of  superb  quality,  and  no  doubt  consumers  will  appreciate 
this,  in  spite  of  troubled  times,  and  replenish  their  stocks,  which 
are  very  low,  as  it  is  not  probable  that  next  year  will  be  anything 
like  so  much  in  their  interest.

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OAKLAND   "ENQUIRER"   ESPOUSES   CAUSE   OF   GRAPE 

GROWERS. 

Thomas  L.  Monroe,  special  writer  of  the  Oakland  "Enquirer," 
contributes  a  long  article  on  the  importance  of  the  grape  industry 
to  California.  This  article  defines  the  attitude  of  the  "Enquirer" 
on  the  present  State-wide  movement.  The  "Enquirer"  is  opposed 
to  prohibition  in  California,  although  the  journal  is  known  as  a 
prohibitionist  organ.  Following  are  some  of  the  paragraphs  in 
this  very  able  and  straightforward  article : 

"Apparently  the  serenity  that  is  characteristic  of  California — 
of  its  climate,  its  skies  and  its  landscape— is  reflected  in  the  tem- 
perament of  the  people.  Mild,  placid,  tolerant,  they  are  not  easily 
aroused,  nor  are  they  given  to  violent  storms  of  passion.  How 
different  from  people  elsewhere!  Consider  for  example  their  for- 
bears of  England.  Some  forty  years  or  more  ago  the  people  of 
England  were  threatened  with  a  reform  bill  which,  it  was  thought, 
would  filch  all  the  profits  obtained  by  rearing  cattle  and  growing 
corn.  At  once  there  were  outbursts  of  popular  violence  in  many 
sections  of  the  country  that  gave  statesmen  of  England  the  scare 
of  their  lives.  How  striking  the  contrast  between  the  conduct  of 
the  people  who  were  alarmed  by  the  Reform  Bill,  and  of  those  now 
threatened  with  an  industrial  cataclysm  by  professional  reformers 
from  the  Middle  West! 

"The  profits  obtained  in  England  by  the  rearing  of  cattle  and 
growing  of  corn  were  but  'a  drop  in  the  bucket,'  to  employ  a  trite 
and  homely  figure,  compared  with  the  profits  which  the  prohibi- 
tionists would  filch  from  tens  of  thousands  of  people  in  California. 
Here  they  are  in  our  midst,  intent  on  having  some  of  our  noblest 
industries  swallowed  up,  their  recollection  obliterated,  yet  we  do 
not  appear  to  be  at  all  excited  or  resentful.  They  insist  on  noth- 
ing less  than  the  extirpation  of  energies  that  have  brought  pros- 
perity and  happiness  to  the  State,  yet  there,  are  no  indignation 
meetings  anywhere.  Not  only  would  they  abridge  somewhat  the 
richness  and  fulness  of  life;  They  contemplate  nothing  less  mo- 
mentous than  the  strangling  of  industries  representing  an  invest- 
ment of  $232,000,000;  and  against  so  pestilent  a  presence  we  are 
employing  no  weapons  save  those  of  controversy. 


"The  prohibitionist  is  laboring  under  the  delusion  that  we  are 
concerned  chiefly  about  the  welfare  of  the  men  who  are  cultivating 
the  vine  for  the  wine-maker,  and  he  scoffs  at  our  fears,  and  tells  us 
we  should  prefer  to  cultivate  the  table  grape.  This  is  like  the  re- 
tort of  the  landlord  whose  tenant,  engaged  in  raising  chickens,  had 
his  yard  flooded  by  a  broken  pipe.  The  landlord  advised  him  to 
raise  ducks.  . 

"Now  let  us  consider  some  manufactures  that  are  dependent 
on  our  sinful  occupations.  The  cooperage  industry  is  one  of  them. 
It  represents  an  investment  of  $2,000,000  and  employs  one  thou- 
sand men.  Our  coopers  manufacture  wine  tanks,  wine  barrels  and 
beer  kegs.  They  consume  nearly  $2,000,000  worth  of  wood  every 
year.  Hence  the  lumber  industry  is  somewhat  concerned  about 
the  proposed  amendment.  Another  industry  that  is  now  on  the 
anxious  seat  is  that  of  the  bottle  maker.  The  estimated  investment 
in  the  business  of  manufacturing  of  glass  bottles  in  California  is 
$2,000,000,  and  the  wages  paid  annually  amount  to  $1,250,000. 
About  one-half  of  the  output  of  the  glassware  factories  is  pur- 
chased by  breweries,  wineries  and  saloons.  More  than  one  thou- 
sand two  hundred  persons  are  employed  in  the  factories. 

"An  industry  which  prohibitionists  do  not  consider  at  all  whet 
they  agitate  their  hypothetical  reform  is  one  that  is  intimately  con; 
nected  with  the  dairy  business — the  manufacture  of  cheese.  Then 
would  be  comparatively  little  cheese  consumed  if  the  State  weni 
'dry.'  It  is  in  the  saloons  that  the  great  bulk  of  cheese  manufac- 
tured in  this  State  is  consumed.  And  cheese  is  an  article  of  fooc 
which  the  people  of  some  nationalities  would  never  eat  at  theii 
meals  if  they  had  no  beer  or  wine  to  'wash  it  down.'  There  was 
manufactured  in  this  State  last  year  5,600,972  pounds  of  cheese, 
valued  at  $899,516.  Of  the  fifty-eight  counties  in  the  State,  twen- 
ty-nine produce  cheese. 

"Now  a  person  need  have  no  great  power  of  imagination  to  ap- 
prehend the  enormity  of  the  industrial  and  commercial  revolution 
which  would  be  wrought  in  California  in  the  event  of  the  adoptioij 
of  the  proposed  amendment.  It  would  be  nothing  short  of  State| 
suicide  to  indulge  the  fanaticism  that  has  broken  out  in  our  midst 
The  gravity  of  the  situation  which  the  fanatics  have  contrived  is 
not  to  be  judged  from  what  has  happened  elsewhere,  disastrous 
though   prohibition   has  proved   to   many   States   that   have   abanj

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doned  it;  for  the  climate  and  soil  of  California  being  especially 
favorable  to  certain  industries  abhored  by  teetotalers,  it  has  culti- 
vated these  industries  until  they  have  become  part  of  the  life-blood 
of  the  State. 

"Naturally  it  should  be  asked,  vi^hat  are  we  to  gain  from  this 
sybversion  of  industries  that  we  have  so  long  pampered  ?  The  pro- 
hibitionists make  reply.  They  tell  us  we  are  going  to  improve 
morally  and  physically.  They  are  emphatic  on  this  point.  They 
insist  that  Darwin  is  wrong,  that  the  course  of  evolution  has  been 
turned  backward  by  the  Demon  Rum.  The  precise  time  at  which 
the  Demon  Rum  achieved  his  great  triumph  over  the  race  is  not 
given  in  any  prohibition  literature.  And  singularly  enough  no  pro- 
hibitionist charges  that  there  is  collusion  between  the  Demon  and 
Science,  yet  it  must  be  so  since  the  highest  scientific  authorities 
insist  that  the  human  race  is  in  need  of  stimulants,  and  that  wines 
and  beers  are  not  a  curse  but  a  boon." 


PRESIDENT  SPROULE  OF  SOUTHERN  PACIFIC  COM- 
PANY ON  PROHIBITION. 


President  William  Sproule  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  re- 
turned to  San  Francisco  from  the  Eastern  States  during  the  first 
part  of  the  month.  In  an  interview  President  Sproule  voiced  his 
opinions  relative  to  prohibition  and  described  the  impression  which 
the  movement  in  California  has  made  in  the  East. 

"With  respect  to  California,  the  east  finds  it  impossible  to  com- 
prehend the  suggestion  that  California  should  think  of  voting  to 
extinguish  the  wine  industry,"  Mr.  Sproule  declared. 

"I  saw  in  one  of  the  leading  New  York  papers  an  editorial  about 
it  expressing  as  much  surprise  as  if  the  champagne  district  in 
France  were  about  to  abolish  the  making  of  wine  in  that  district, 
or,  similarly,  the  Moselle  or  Burgundy  districts  in  France.  Indeed, 
I  have  been  asked  the  question  whether  the  proposal  to  confiscate 
the  vineyard  and  wine  industry  was  because  of  women's  suffrage, 
which  is  still  regarded  in  the  East  as  leading  to  novel  suggestions 
in  legislation.  I  am  one  of  those  who  have  a  strong  faith  in  the 
intuitive  good  sense  of  women,  far  beyond  what  most  men  give 
them  credit  for,  and,  naturally,  I  answered  that  the  suffrage  ques- 
tion had  nothing  to  do  with  it.  In  fact,  the  voting  since  our  wo- 
men folk  got  the  right  to  vote  has  shown  that  they  exercise  their 
right  just  as  sensibly  as  the  men. 

"Above  all  things  this  State  needs  in  these  times  to  hold  to- 
gether for  our  mutual  prosperity,  for  we  all  prosper  together  or  wo 
do  not  prosper  at  all.  We  have  difficult  times  ahead  of  us,  which 
will  call  for  our  combined  strength  and  resources.  We  need  to 
give  every  man  in  this  State  the  assurance  that  his  money  which 
he  has  invested  in  good  faith  is  secure."

To  the  Voters  of  Los  Angeles  Count)- : 

Realizing  that  the  constitutional  amendment  providing  for  total 
prohibition  in  this  State,  and  to  be  voted  on  at  the  next  election 
in  November,  is  the  most  drastic  and  most  vital  that  has  ever  been 
presented  to  the  voters  of  California,  the  Merchants'  and  Manufac- 
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turers'  Association  herewith  submits  some  pertinent  facts  for  your 
calm  and  careful  consideration. 

We  believe  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  voter  to  scrutinize  and 
weigh  the  consequences  and  results  of  all  matters  submitted  to  the 
people  by  the  ballot  and  we  approach  you  on  the  subject  of  prohi- 
bition to  prove  that  the  future  development  and  prosperity  of  the 
State  at  large,  as  well  as  your  personal  burdens  as  taxpayers,  are 
most  deeply  involved  in  this  issue. 

The  statistics  herewith  presented  have  been  carefully  compiled 
by  a  competent  expert  from  offcial  records  and  are  facts  and  not 
mere  figures. 

They  prove  to  you  that  your  taxes  will  be  enormously  increased 
if  the  revenues  now  derived  by  the  city,  county  and  State,  from  the 
interests  affected,  are  placed  upon  your  shoulders.  The  govern- 
ment must  be  financially  maintained  and  if  the  revenues  are  re- 
moved from  one  class  of  taxpayers  they  must  become  an  additional 
burden  upon  the  others.

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TREASURY  DECISION. 


(T.  D.  2019) 
Use  of  Tank  Cars  To  Transfer  Brandy  For  Fortification  Purposes. 

(1)  Attention  of  the  department  has  been  called  to  certain 
parts  of  Article  14A  of  Regulations  No.  28,  revised  May  14,  1913, 
which  are  not  clear  or  do  not  cover  all  the  contingencies  that  may 
arise  in  transporting  brandy  for  fortification  purposes  by  tank  car. 

When  a  tank  car  is  registered  with  the  collector,  the  net  wine- 
gallon  capacity  when  filled  so  as  to  include  two  inches  of  the  ex- 
pansion dome  (which  point  will  be  permanently  marked  in  the 
dome)  will  be  stated.  This  capacity  will  be  verified  by  the  collec- 
tor, which  capacity  will  thereafter  be  regarded  as  the  official  gauge 
of  the  car  or  until  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  said  gauge  is  in- 
accurate, when  a  regauge  of  the  car  will  be  made.  These  official 
gauges  should  be  established  by  actual  liquid  measurements  and 
not  by  computation.  The  net  wine-gallon  capacity  will  be  legibly 
painted  or  stenciled  on  the  side  or  dome  of  the  car  near  the  serial 
number  and  other  designating  marks  on  the  car. 

(2)  All  pumps,  pipes,  or  other  appliances  when  used  in  with- 
drawing brandy  from  the  distillery  to  the  tank  cars  and  from  the 
tank  cars  to  the  fortifying  room  must  be  above  ground  and  in  plain 
sight  and  under  the  control  of  the  officer  assigned  to  the  work. 
.Such  appliances  to  be  considered  in  use  during  the  time  of  filling 
or  emptying  of  the  tank  cars. 

(3)  In  making  application  on  Form  257  for  withdrawal  by 
tank  car  the  distiller,  in  addition  to  the  information  now  required, 
will  state  in  said  application  the  official  gauge  of  the  car  to  be  used. 

The  ganger  at  the  distillery  will  inspect  the  car  to  see  that  the 
same  is  in  proper  condition,  as  required  by  Article  14A,  and  that 
the  serial  number  of  the  car  and  the  net  wine-gallon  capacity  as 
marked  on  the  car  agree  with  Form  257.  It  will  not  be  necessary 
to  take  the  dimensions  of  the  car  nor  to  enter  said  dimensions  on 
Form  59j^  nor  Form  257. 

Tank  cars  may  be  held  on  the  railway  spur  or  siding  alongside 
the  fortifying  room,  or  near  enough  to  said  fortifying  room  to  en- 
able the  gauger  in  charge  of  said  room  to  have  surveillance  of  both 
car  and  fortifying  room,  and  said  tank  car  with  lock  and  pipes  lead- 
ing therefrom  entirely  under  his  control.  Said  tank  cars  will  be 
considered  as  temporary  brandy-storage  tanks  situated  within  the 
fortifying-room,  providing  no  rule  or  order  of  the  railway  com- 
mission of  the  State  is  violated.     When  tank  cars  are  regarded  and 
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designated  as  brandy-storage  tanks  as  a  part  of  the  fortifying  room, 
a  cylindrical  metal  measuring  tank  of  small  diameter  equipped  as 
directed  in  Article  14  should  be  installed  within  the  fortifying, 
room.  Only  the  proper  quantity  required  to  fortify  one  tank  of 
wine  material  can  be  drawn  directly  into  this  tank  from  the  tank 
car  and  thence  to  the  tank  of  wine  material  to  be  fortified.  Any 
brandy  found  in  the  dome  when  received  will  be  allowed  to  drain 
back  into  the  cylinder  of  the  car  when  the  dome  is  opened. 
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GERMAN  BREWING  INDUSTRY  DURING  PAST  YEAR. 

Nearly  all  the  breweries  in  Germany  were  satisfied  with  their 
business  during  the  year,  although  there  are  indications  that  the 
consumption  of  beer  will  not  continue  to  be  as  great  as  previously. 
Complaints  were  made  that  Bavarian  and  Bohemian  beers  were 
used  in  increasing  quantities,  thus  injuring  the  home  industry. 
Hops  were  cheaper,  but  barley  was  much  dearer  than  in  the  prev- 
ious year.  Payment  and  credit  conditions  did  not  improve.  Two 
of  the  leading  breweries  paid  dividends  of  10  per  cent  and  12  per 
cent;  others  of  4  per  cent  and  5  per  cent.  In  the  fiscal  year  ended 
March  31,  there  were  450  breweries  in  Saxony.

AN  APPEAL  MADE  TO  THE  VOTERS  OF  CALItORNIA. 


Address  of  Mr.  Andrea  Sbarboro  delivered  before  the  Narive  Sons 
of  the  Golden  West,  September  29. 


URGENTLY  ask  the  voters  of  California  to  protect 
one  industry  that  some  perhaps  well  meaning  but 
fanatical  individuals  arc  threatening  to  destroy.  The 
industry  of  viticulture,  gentlemen,  I  assure  y.  n,  and  I 
know  what  I  am  talking  about,  is  bound  to  l.^ecome,  if 


properly  fostered,  the  very  greatest  industry  of  California. 

VITICULTURE  CAN  PRODUCE  $200,000,000  PER  ANNUM. 

Italy  and  France  each  produce  annually  about  1,003,000.000 
gallons  of  wine,  which  gives  each  country  over  $200,000,000  yearly 
revenue.  California  is  one-third  larger  than  the  Kingdom  of  Italy. 
It  has  the  same  sun,  soil  and  climate  as  that  sunny  land,  and  it  can, 
therefore,  produce  every  gallon  of  wine  of  just  as  fine  a  quality  and 
just  as  cheaply  (because  while  in  Europe  they  use  cheap  labor,  we 
use  modern  machinery)  as  they  produce  in  Italy  or  France. 

This  has  recently  been  proven  by  the  fact  that  at  the  Interna- 
tional Exposition  of  Turin  in  1911,  California  wines  and  champagne 
obtained  the  grand  prix,  which  does  not  mean  that  our  wtnes  were 
better  than  all  the  others,  but  it  does  mean  that  they  were  of  just 
as  fine  a  quality  as  the  wines  produced  in  Italy  or  France. 

This  award  called  the  attention  of  "Le  Petit  Journal"  of  Paris, 
which  is  considered  to  have  the  largest  circulation  of  any  paper  in 
the  world.  In  commenting  on  our  Ca'ifornia  wines,  "Le  Petit 
Journal"  said:  "It  is  true  that  California  has  the  same  sun  and 
climate  of  France.  It  is  also  true  that  by  bridging  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  with  gold  they  have  succeeded  in  bringing  to  California  one 
of  our  best  champagne  makers,  but,  alas!  the  people  of  California 
forget  that  they  have  not  got  the  magic  soil  of  France,  and  that 
notwithstanding  their  gold  they  could  hardly  set  a  price  upon  it, 
and  if  they  could  it  would  be  a  hard  matter  to  transport  it  to  Cal- 
iforina,  and  therefore  their  wines  are  only  fit  for  German  troop- 
ers," to  which  I  answered:  "We  appreciate  Mr.  'Le  Petit  Journal' 
your  statement  that  California  has  the  same  sun  and  climate  of 
sunny  France,  which  is  correct.  It  is  also  true  that  we  have  paid 
a  round  sum  of  money  to  bring  here  one  of  your  best  champagne 
makers,  but  as  to  your  magic  soil,  permit  me  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  fact  that  some  years  ago,  California  was  importing  thou- 
sands of  tons  of  your  delicious  French  prunes,  that  after  a  while 
we  thought  of  bringing  to  California  some  of  your  French  prune 
trees,  which  we  set  out  in  the  fertile  soil  of  California,  and  what 
was  the  result?  You  know  as  well  as  I  do  that  for  the  past  sev- 
eral years  the  tables  have  been  turned  and  we  are  now  shipping  to 
you  annually  several  thousands  of  our  delicious  California  prunes, 
which  your  dames  de  Paris  appreciate  more  and  pay  a  higher  price 
for  than  your  own  French  prunes  grown  in  the  magic  soil  of 
France.  You  also  know  that  we  have  been  shipping  to  you  all 
kinds  of  California  fruits,  and  the  time  may  come,  no  man  knows 
how  soon,  when  we  will  be  enabled  to  ship  you  some  of  our  own 
California  wines  and  champagne,  which  your  people  will  appreciate 
just  as  much  as  they  do  our  prunes  and  other  fruits." 

In  fact,  if  this  terrible  war  rages  much  longer  in  France  it  will 
not  be  long  before  France  and  other  European  countries  who  do 
not  yet  receive  our  wines  will  be  only  too  glad  to  do  so. 

IMPORTANCE  OF  VOTE  NEXT  NOVEMBER. 

Always,  provided,  however,  that  there  will  not  be  sufficient  de- 
mented people  in  California  on  the  3d  day  of  next  November  to 
vote  the  State  dry,  and  thus  destroy  the  great  viticultural  industry 
which,  if  fostered,  will  turn  our  sheep  lands  all  over  the  State  into 
magnificent  vineyards,  creating  new  towns  and  cities  and  giving 
profitable  and  pleasant  employment  to  many  millions  of  people. 

Furthermore,  we  will  not  only  enrich  our  State,  but  by  produc- 
ing such  large  quantities  of  wine  our  people  will  become  accus- 
tomed to  use  that  delicious,  light,  invigorating  but  not  mtoxicating 
beverage  at  their  meals,  and  tiius  we  will  by  so  doing  remove  the 
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two  greatest  evils  that  our  country  is  now  afflicted  with — drunken- 
ness and  Prohibition. 

I  hereby  assert,  gentlemen,  that  so  soon  as  the  families  of  Cal- 
ifornia become  accustomed  to  the  use  of  wine  at  their  meals,  in- 
toxication will  be  known  no  more  in  this  State,  and  to  prove  to  you 
that  my  assertions  are  correct,  I  will  now  take  pleasure  in  reading 
to  you  some  letters  which  I  have  obtained  from  our  American  Am- 
bassador at  Rome,  the  American  Consuls  in  different  parts  of  Italy, 
France  and  Spain,  and  not  only  these,  but  letters  from  some  of  the 
greatest  men  of  our  own  country  and  of  the  world,  who  all  testify 
to  the  sacred  truth  that  in  the  wine-drinking  countries  of  the  world, 
where  every  man,  woman  and  child  use  wine  at  their  meals  intoxi- 
cation is  almost  unknown. 

I  PRACTICE  WHAT  I  PREACH. 

I  will  further  prove  this  fact  to  you  by  my  own  experienre.  I  have 
raised  in  this  city  five  children.  Each  one  of  them  as  soon  as  old  enough 
to  come  to  the  table  and  sit  on  the  baby  chair  was  given  by  its  mother  a 
little  water  colored  with  wine.  As  the  children  grew  older  the  dose  of 
wine  was  increased.  They  have  been  drinking  wine  every  day  of  their 
lives  excepting  in  sickness.  They  are  now  grown  up,  three  of  them  em- 
ployed in  a  bank  and  the  two  girls  are  married  and  have  children  of  their 
own  whom  they  are  bringing  up  in  the  same  manner.  None  of  them  kno 
what  intoxication  is,  and  if  they  live  as  long  as  Methusaleh  they  never  wi' 
ALL  FATHERS  AND  MOTHERS  WILL  BE  BLESSED  WITH 
SOBRIETY  IN  THEIR  FAMILY. 

What  a  great  blessing,  gentlemen,  if  all  the  fathers  and  mothers  of  our 
country  could  say  the  same  of  their  children!     They  will  certainly  be  able 
to  do  so  by  bringing  up  their  young  ones  in  the  same  manner  that  I  have. 
DISASTER  OF  PROHIBITION. 

Now,  on  the  other  hand,  let  us  see  what  disaster  would  come  to  this 
State  if  the  prohibition   law  should  be   carried.     All   those  beautiful  vin 
yards  which  were  but  sheep  ranges  would  have  to  be  uprooted  and  thosi 
beautiful  hills  again  serve  to  feed  herds  of  sheep.     Our  winerie  ,  some 
which  are  the  finest  in  the  world,  would  have  to  be  turned  into  barns 
are  told. 

Our  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people,  who    are    now    profitably    e 
ployed  in  the  vineyards  and  in  the  different  branch  industries  supported 
the  vineyards,  would  have  to  be  discharged,  turned  out  to  add  to  the  un 
employed,  and  for  what  good?     The  advocate  for  prohibition  will  tell  you 
that  the  life  of  a  boy  or  a  girl  is  worth  more  than  all  the  millions  derived 
by  the  wine  industry  of  the  State.     But,  I  will  tell  you  and  I  assert  that  the 
destruction  of  the  vineyards  will  multiply  the  use  of  strong  alcoholic  be 
erages  and  ruin  thousands  of  lives  of  the  boys  and  girls  which  they  mea| 
to  save. 

This  I  will  prove  to  you  by  actual  official  documents.  See  what  Ml 
Cabell,  United  States  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  says,  whi 
through  his  books  in  Washington  knows  every  gallon  of  whisky  which  is 
produced  legally  in  the  United  States  and  knows  where  every  drop  goes 
and  by  this  official  document  you  will  see  that  where  a  State  goes  dry  the 
use  of  strong  alcoholic  beverages  and  drunkenness  materially  increases,  a; 
published  in  the  San  Francisco  "Chronicle"  from  a  statement  made  Oct 
ber  3,  1912.     He  says: 

"There  is   more  whisky  stored   in   Kentucky   today  than    ever 

before,  notwithstanding  that  Kentucky  is  dry  by  law.     There  are 

168,000,000  gallons  in  bond  in  Kentucky  today. 

"It  seems  that  when  a  territory  goes  dry,  the  consumption  of 

whisky  is  increased,  while   the   sale  of  beer,  ale  and  wines  is  in- 
jured.    I  have  been  told  that  the  distillers  would  like  to  see  the 

whole  country  go  dry,  as  that  would  give  them  a  monopoly  of  the 

manufacture  of  in:oxicating  beverages. 

"It  appears  that  in  dry  territory,  whisky  being  of  the  smallest 

bulk,  with   the  greatest  alcoholic   content,  is   more  easily  handled 

than  beer.     A  bottle  of  whisky  contains  many  more  drinks  than  a 

bottle  of  beer,  hence  the  preference." 

Therefore,  I  charge  the  prohibition  people  of  never  having  done  anji 
thing  to  effectually  reduce  the  evil  of  drunkenness.  1| 

See  the  State  of  Maine.  Fifty  years  ago  it  went  dry  by  60,000  ma 
jority.  It  has  been  noted  for  fifty  years  through  the  press  that  Maine  was 
the  drunkenest  State  in  the  Union.  The  people  of  that  State,  at  last 
ashamed  of  that  stigma,  attempted  to  remove  the  obnoxious  law  of  pro' 
hibition  from  its  constitution.  A  vote  was  taken  in  1911.  The  wets  did 
not  succeed  in  bringing  the  State  to  their  side,  but  they  only  failed  by  the 
small  number  of  700  votes,  thus  showing  that  after  an  experience  of  over 
fifty  years  nearly  60,000  voters  had  changed  their  minds  and  gone  from  dry 
to  wet. 
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EASTERN  STATES  WHICH  GO  DRY  HAVE  NOT  GREAT  VITI- 
CULTURE INDUSTRY  AT  STAKE. 


Many  others  of  the  Eastern  States  which  have  gone  dry  have  turned 
back  into  the  column  of  wet,  bat  remember,  gentlemen,  that  the  States 
which  go  dry  are  not  blessed  with  the  great  advantage  that  California  is 
blessed  with,  the  producing  of  the  delicious  wines  which  prevents  intoxica- 
tion, and  remember  further,  that  the  States  which  go  dry  in  the  East  have 
no  vineyards,  no  wineries  and  no  industries  depending  on  the  grapes  to 
destroy,  whilst  olir  fair  State  if  it  went  dry  would  suflfer  the  greatest  calam- 
ity that  could  ever  happen  to  it.  Prohibition  in  California  would  not  only 
be  disastrous  but  barbarous. 

There  is  no  justice  or  even  mercy  in  prohibition.  To  destroy  a  man's 
property  without  a  cent  of  remuneration  would  be  unlawful  confiscation. 

Take  Switzerland,  for  example.  Some  years  ago,  when  the  vineyards 
of  France  were  stricken  by  the  phyloxera,  the  French  people,  not  having 
their  wines  to  use  at  their  meals  any  more,  acquired  the  pernicious  habit 
of  using  absinthe  in  its  place.  This  was  a  strong  liquor  made  especially 
in  Switzerland  and  used  by  drops  in  a  glass  of  water.  When  used  in  ex- 
cess it  was  deleteriou>  to  health. 

The  attention  of  the  Swiss  Government  was  called  to  this  fact.  The 
government  promptly  appointed  health  officials  to  investigate  the  matter, 
who  reported  that  absinthe  was  really  injurious  to  health,  unless  carefully 
used. 

What  did  the  Swiss  Government  do?  It  appointed  a  commission  to 
investigate  the  value  of  the  property  of  the  absinthe  company,  and  it  paid 
the  proprietors  every  dollar  that  the  property  was  worth.  It  also  notified 
dealers  throughout  the  world  that  they  who  had  absinthe  in  their  posses- 
sion could  send  it  to  Switzerland  and  obtain  its  cost. 

But  the  Swiss  Government  went  a  step  further.  As  a  large  number  of 
people  had  been  employed  for  fifteen  or  twenty  years  in  this  establishment 
and  had  no  other  trade  than  what  was  required  for  the  producing  of  ab- 
sinthe, the  government  considered  that  it  would  be  barbarous  to  discharge 
those  people  who  would  be  in  many  cases  unable  to  obtain  work,  and  so 
they  pensioned  each  one  of  them,  even  the  little  girls  who  were  receiving 
twenty  cents  per  day  for  picking  a  particular  grass  required  to  make  ab- 
sinthe, for  three  years,  so  as  to  give  them  time  to  learn  some  other  trade 
and  seek  some  other  employment. 

WINE  A  BOON  TO  MANKIND. 

But,  gentlemen,  I  hope  that  we  will  not  be  compelled  to  come  to  this 
point  in  reference  to  wine,  because  wine  is  not  an  injurious  liquor,  and  is 
beneficial  instead  of  detrimental  to  mankind. 

Now,  gentlemen,  I  am  going  to  charge  the  prohibition  people  with 
never  having  adopted  a  true  remedy  for  the  removal  of  the  evil  of  drunk- 
enness from  our  country  which  we  all  so  much  desire  to  do. 

I  venture  to  suggest  a  remedy  which  I  consider  reasonable  and  effi- 
cacious. 

In  the  first  place,  regulate  strictly  your  saloons.  You  have  good 
strong  laws  for  that  purpose  without  adopting  any  new  laws  to  the  con- 
stitution. 

Every  saloon  before  opening  must  obtain  two  licenses,  one  from  the 
United  States  Government  and  the  other  from  the  town  or  district  where 
it  is  situated  Now,  these  towns  or  districts  may  make  such  strong  reg- 
ulations before  granting  a  license  as  they  please.  It  should  pass,  for  in- 
stance, that  the  saloon  shall  not  sell  to  a  drunkard  or  quasi  drunkard,  to  a 
minor  or  incompetent  person.  That  no  gambling  should  be  allowed  and 
no  disorderly  persons  permitted  on  the  premises.  That  it  should  open  at 
a  certain  hour  in  the  morning  and  close  at  a  certain  hour  in  tht*  evening. 
In  fact,  that  it  should  conduct  its  business  in  just  as  decent  manner  as  is 
conducted  a  drug  store  or  other  legitimate  business  establishment.  If  any 
of  these  rules  are  broken,  the  penalty  for  the  first  offense  should  be  the 
suspension  of  the  license  for  say  five  or  ten  days,  as  the  breaking  of  a  rule 
may  possibly  have  been  an  oversight  of  some  of  the  employees.  The  sec- 
ond time  the  license  should  be  suspended  for  thirty  days  and  the  third 
time,  the  license  of  the  saloon  should  be  cancelled,  the  name  of  the  oflfend- 
ing  party  put  on  a  black  list  so  that  no  license  may  be  granted  to  that 
person  in  the  future. 

REFORM  THE  DRUNKARD. 

Furthermore,   this   poor  drunken   man  who   is   causing  all   this   trouble 
in  our  country,  and  is  being  used  by  the  prohibition  parties  as  a  means  to 
destroy  the    property    and    liberty    of    the    American    citizens,   should  be 
;;>^  strictly  reformed,  so  that  he  may  not  cause  these    great    troubles    in    the 
future. 

For  that  purpose,  I  would  suggest  such  remedies  as  these.  When  a 
disorderly  person  is  arrested  on  the  street  or  public  place  in  an  intoxicated 
condition,  the  first  time  he  should  be  kept  in  prison  five  or  ten   days,   so 


as  to  give  him  time  to  consider  the  evil  which  he  is  doing  to  himself,  the 
community  and  his  fajiiily.  The  second  oflense  he  should  be  punished  for 
thirty  days,  and  for  every  oflense  thereafter  he  should  be  given  thirty  ad- 
ditional days 

Now,  in  order  that  the  industrious  taxpayer  should  not  be  compelled 
by  the  sweat  of  his  brow  to  maintain  a  drunken  sot  in  jail  in  idleness,  the 
offender  shor.ld  be  compelled  to  clean  the  streets  in  the  cities  and  repair 
the  county  roads  in  the  country,  and  in  cases  where  the  offender  has  a 
family  to  support,  the  family  should  be  paid  what  an  ordinary  laborer  do- 
ing the  same  work  would  be  worth. 

By  taking  these  examples,  gentlemen,  and  enforcing  these  laws 
strictly,  I  will  guarantee  you  that  in  six  months  there  will  be  no  more 
drunkards  observed  on  the  public  streets  in  any  place  in  California,  and 
this  great  blessing  will  be  obtained  without  destroying  a  blade  of  grass, 
or  any  industries  of  California  and  without  depriving  any  American  citi- 
zen of  the  sacred  right  of  his  personal  liberty  guaranteed  to  every  man  by 
ulie  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  Even  the  drunkard  will  bless  this 
reform  which  will  have  removed  him  from  the  degradation  of  a  drunkard 
and  made  of  him  a  good  citizen,  a  good  husband  and  a  good  father. 

THE  PROPOSED  TAX  ON  WINES. 

For  the  proposed  law  putting  an  enormous  tax  on  wines,  I  have  only 
this  to  say  to  the  government  powers.  The  Lord  forgive  them,  they  know 
not  what  they  do!  They  are  trying  to  destroy  the  only  remedy  existing 
for  the  removal  of  the  two  greatest  evils  that  our  country  is  now  afflicted 
with — Drunkenness  and  Prohibition.  Let  me  quote  the  words  of  the 
greatest  American  who  ever  lived,  Thomas  Jefferson,  who  wrote  the  Dec- 
laration of  Independence  of  our  country.  He  had  been  minister  to  France, 
he  had  seen  the  effect  of  the  use  of  wine  in  France  and  Italy,  and  therefore 
he  knew  precisely  what  he  was  talking  about  when  he  said: 

"I  rejoice  as  a  moralist  at  the  prospect  of  a  reduction  of  duties 
on  wine  by  our  National  Legislature.  It  is  an  error  to  view  a  tax 
on  that  article  as  merely  a  tax  on  the  rich.  It  is  prohibition  of  its 
use  on  the  middle  classes  and  a  condemnation  to  them  of  the 
poison  of  spirits.  No  nation  is  drunken  where  wine  is  cheap,  and 
none  sober  where  dearness  of  wine  substitutes  ardent  spirits  as  its 
common  beverage." 

Let  those  men  who  are  now  in  charge  of  the  government  who  in  their 
own  opinion  are  greater  than  Thomas  Jefferson,  reverse  this  great  man's 
decision. 


SOUTHERN  PACIFIC  TO  COMPETE  FOR  WINE 
TRANSPORTATION. 


To  meet  the  competition  which  the  completion  of  the  Panama 
Canal  has  brought  about  in  wine  shipping,  the  Southern  Pacific  has 
announced  a  new  rate  and  method  of  shipping  wine  by  rail,  effec- 
tive November  15. 

Wine  shippers  will  be  allowed  to  send  their  wine  to  New  Or- 
leans and  there  to  barrel  it  without  extra  charge  for  shipment  to 
New  York.  The  rate  is  to  be  55  cents  a  hundred  pounds.  Under 
the  present  plan  the  rate  to  New  York  in  tank  cars  is  75  cents  a 
hundred  or  by  rail  and  water  in  barrels  55  cents  a  hundred. 

The  Southern  Pacific  figures  that  wine  shippers  will  save  by 
doing  their  barreling  in  New  Orleans,  and  also  will  save  in  not 
having  their  staves  and  barrel  material  hauled  to  San  Francisco 
for  manufacture. 

The  local  cooperage  concerns  which  are  affected  by  this  rate 
and  the  steamer  lines  through  the  canal  are  expected  to  meet  this 
plan  of  the  Southern  Pacific  to  get  back  much  of  the  wine  business, 
by  corresponding  cuts.

Master  Brewers  Will  Come  to  San  Francisco,  If — The  Master 
Brewers'  Association  of  the  United  States,  in  session  in  New  York, 
decided  to  hold  its  1915  annual  convention  in  San  Francisco,  pro- 
vided California  does  not  go  "dry."  If  California  votes  "dry"  in 
November,  then  the  president  of  the  association  will  decide  the 
place  of  meeting.  This  is  the  substance  of  a  telegram  received  by 
Felton  Taylor,  secretary  of  the  San  Francisco  Convention  League. 
This  organization  has  been  using  its  efforts  to  induce  the  brewers 
to  meet  here,  as  their  conventions  are  attended  by  several  thou- 
sand men  and  their  families. 

San  Francisco  Brewers'  Agent  Passes  Away. — Mr.  Ferd  West- 
dahl,  Alameda  County  agent  for  the  Enterprise  Brewing  Company, 
died  at  his  home,  5515  Taft  avenue,  in  Oakland,  October  12,  after 
an  illness  of  si.x  months.  He  was  a  son  of  Captain  and  Mrs.  Fer- 
dinand Westdahl,  brother  of  Jr.  R.  Westdahl,  an  Oakland  banker, 
and  of  L.  H.  Westdahl,  a  San  Francisco  real  estate  man.  He  also 
is  survived  by  Mrs.  Frances  Westdahl,  widow,  and  Mrs.  Anna 
Heilbron  of  Portland,  Ore.,  a  sister. 

Mr.  Selig  Schulenberg  Campaigning  Against  Prohibition. — Mr. 
Selig  Schulenberg  of  the  Brewery  Workers'  Union  has  conducted 
an  effective  campaign  throughout  the  State.  Mr.  Schulenberg  fol- 
lowed J.  Stitt  Wilson  around  the  State  and  nailed  every  misstate- 
ment and  exaggeration  that  the  incorrigible  set  forth.  When  Mr. 
Schulenberg  returned  to  his  home  city,  San  Francisco,  hardly  a 
vestige  was  left  of  the  so-called  arguments  of  J.  Stitt  Wilson. 

Importance  of  Brewing  Industry  in  San  Diego. — Mr.  H.  E. 
Wheeler,  secretary  of  the  Manufacturers'  Association  of  San 
Diego,  has  issued  the  following  statement :  "One  of  the  large  in- 
dustries of  San  Diego  is  the  brewing  industry,  manufacturing  beer 
from  California  hops  and  barley  for  shipment  through  the  States 
and  foreign  countries.  Many  persons  in  San  Diego  rely  upon  this 
industry  for  a  living.  In  the  early  days  when  California  was  be- 
ginning to  open  up  its  lands  for  settlement,  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  became  actively  interested,  and  for  half 
a  century  this  department  and  our  State  legislature  in  many  ways 
encouraged  people  to  come  to  California  and  raise  barley,  hops  and 
grapes  for  the  manufacture  of  beer  and  wine.  Several  experimen- 
tal stations  and  schools  were  maintained,  teachinij  the  people  of  our 
State  how  to  grow  these  raw  materials  and  manufacture  them  into 
the  beer  and  wine,  until  the  industry  has  grown  to  one  of  the  rrost 
important  industries  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  representing  in  Califor- 
nia an  investment  of  $210,000,000.  The  beer  industry  alone  dis- 
burses annually  $6,000,000  in  wages,  purchases  $3,500,000  of  ma- 
terial, pays  taxes  to  the  extent  of  $2,350,000.  The  industry  as  a 
whole  takes  care  of  282,000  persons,  about  twelve  per  cent  of  the 
State.  There  are  two  breweries  in  San  Diego.  Each  has  a  mod- 
ern plant,  using  the  finest  and  most  sanitary  devices  known  to  nan 
in  the  manufacture  of  beer.  These  two  breweries  have  an  invest- 
ment in  San  Diego  of  $750,000.  They  pay  taxes  to  the  amount  of 
nearly  $10,000.  They  purchase  raw  material  and  supplies  to  the 
amount  of  $160,000,  fuel  oil  $75,000,  and  support  1650  of  the  90,000 
people  of  San  Diego,  who  place  in  circulation  in  the  city  of  San 


Diego  more  than  one  million  dollars.  The  two  breweries  manufa.c- 
ture  approximately  60,000  barrels  of  beer  per  year,  of  which  38,000 
is  consumed  locally."

Mr.  C.  S.  Ralph,  who  is  prominently  identified  with  the  brewing 
interests  of  Sacramento,  arrived  in  San  Francisco  on  the  24th  of 
October  on  a  short  business  trip. 

Mr.  William  Von  Grafen,  vineyardist  of  Santa  Rosa,  arrived  in 
San  Francisco  on  the  22nd  of  October  and  spent  several  days  in 
the  city. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Quayle,  Pacific  Coast  representative  of  E.  &  J.  Burke, 
Limited,  famous  Dublin  manufacturers  of  Irish  whiskies,  left  San 
Francisco  on  the  30th  of  October  for  Southern  California.  From 
the  Southland  Mr.  Quayle  will  proceed  to  Utah,  Montana  and 
Canada.  He  will  return  to  San  Francisco  in  about  two  months.  .

BREWERS'  RICE  IMPORTED  DURING  LAST  FISCAL 

YEAR. 

The  total  amount  of  brewers'  rice  imported  in  the  United  States 
in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1913,  was  1,376,087  pockets  of  IOC 
pounds.  Of  this  amount  Germany  furnished  724,856  pockets,  Aus- 
tria-Hungary 67,173,  The  Netherlands  271,386,  a  total  of  1,063,415 
pockets,  nearly  80  p.c.  England  furnished  123,088  pockets,  less 
than  9  p.c,  and  the  rest  came  from  China,  Japan  and  Siam.  It  is 
thus  apparent  that  about  80  p.c.  of  the  country's  supply  of  brewers' 
rice  is  cut  off  by  the  European  war.  This  explains  why  the  largest 
buyer  of  brewers  rice  in  the  world  recently  purchased  brewers'  rice 
in  Beaumont,  Texas,  at  2j4c  a  pound,  in  the  face  of  a  statement 
sent  out  from  New  York  that  large  supplies  of  brewers'  rice  were 
available  in  England  at  \%c. 
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DR.  E.  A.  TIMMONS  ON  TENNESSEE  PROHIBITION. 


Dr.  E.  A.  Timmons,  a  real  M.  D.  and  not  a  Rev.  Dr.,  of  Cum 
berland,  Tennessee,  has  issued^ a  pamphlet  on  the  failure  of  prohi- 
bition in  Tennessee.     In  this'pamphlet  the  doctor  says: 

"Under  the  license  system,  the  alcoholics  were  kept  purer  by 
law;  and  they  were  rapidly  passing  under  the  guard  and  protec- 
tion of  the  pure  food  and  drug  laws  by  the  natural  evolution  of  bet- 
ter law.  But  under  the  present  disorganized  condition  of  State- 
wide and  prohibition  law,  no  pure  food  and  drug  act  can  guard  and 
protect  their  purity  and  safety.  They  are  now  sold  openly  and  in 
opposition  to  all  prohibition  law;  and  they  are  secretly  bootlegged 
in  defiance  of  the  law.  Fully  ninety  per  cent  of  those  who  fostered 
and  passed  the  prohibition  law  are  among  the  disrupters  of  their 
own  law. 

"Their  breaking  it  is  made  with  no  effort  at  secrecy  on  the  part 
of  many  of  them.  They  openly  do  so  by  indulging  in  that  against 
which  they  all  endeavor  to  prohibit  others  from  doing;  namely, 
purchasing  and  drinking  some  form  of  alcohol. 

"Inasmuch  as  this  condition  has  evolved  a  general  bootlegging 
condition,  this  type  of  alcoholic  trafTic  is  demonstrating  itself  to. 
be  better  adapted  to  the  negro.  Hence,  it  is  beginning  to  afifect 
labor  considerably  in  prohibition  sections. 

"The  loafing-  negro  is  commencing  to  dress  better  and  to  dis- 
play evidences  of  more  ready  cash  than  do  the  average  paid  work- 
men. Why  should  he  be  a  toiler  in  the  midst  of  such  inviting 
prosperity?  Therefore  he  is  becoming  a  gentleman  of  leisure  on 
money  spent  by  many  white  clerks  and  other  workingmen  for  their 
beer  and,  usually,  adulterated  booze."
